TESTIMONT  OF  CHASLES  HABTVEB. 

Charles  Hartner,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Your  residence  is  where  ? 

Mr.  Habtner.  No.  22  Hale  avenue,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Worthington.  How  are  you  employed  at  present? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  I  am  a  member  of  tne  firm  of  Collin-Armstrong 
Advertising  Company. 

Mr.  Worthington.  How  long  have  you  been  a  member  of  the 
firm? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  Since  November  1,  1909. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  a  firm  or  a  corporation  ? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  It  is  a  corporation. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  What  position  do  you  hold  in  the  corporation? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  Assistant  treasurer. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  Are  you  a  stockholder  in  the  corporation? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  How  were  you  engaged  before  that,  might  I 
ask? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  I  was  engaged  as  manager  of  the  steamship  depart- 
ment of  Albert  Frank  &  Co. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  And  what  was  their  business? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  Taking  care  of  the  advertising  of  various  large  cor- 
porations, among  them  steamship  and  railroad  corporations. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  wish  you  would  look  at  Exhibit  32  on  page 
388,  the  document  referred  tcrwhen  Mr.  Armstrong  was  on  the  stand  a 
few  days  ago.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  had  anvtbing  to  do  with  sending 
out  copies  of  that  document  to  newspapers  f 

Mr.  JHabtneb.  I  did. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  What  ? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  I  sent  it  to  various  publishers  in  New  York  City  and 
different  news  associations. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  In  what  way  did  you  select  the  fist  of  news- 
papers to  which  that  document  was  sent  ? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  Well,  I  thought  it  was  a  matter  of  news,  and  in  such 
a  case  I  sent  it  to  all  the  papers,  and  sent  it  to  the  Associated  Press, 
the  Publishers'  Press,  the  City  Ne\<rs  Association,  and  the  United 
Press.     That  is  what  I  did  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  For  the  purpose  of  having  it  reach,  if  you 
could,  every  important  newspaper  in  the  country? 

Mr.  Habtneb.  For  the  purpose  of  having  it  reach  the  publishers. 
If  they  felt  like  using  it  it  was  theirs  to  use,  and  if  they  didn't  IFeel  Uke 
it  they  could  throw  it  away. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Were  you  doing  this  of  your  own  volition,  or 
•was  it  by  reason  of  some  request  made  to  you  i 

Mr.  Hartker.  I  was  asked  to  do  it  by  Mr.  Daniels. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  did  he  ask  you  to  do  it  verbally? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  did  he  say? 

Mr.  Hartner.  He  handed  me  a  letter  and  he  asked  me  if  I  thought 
there  was  sufficient  news  there  for  some  papers  to  publish  it,  and  I 
tokl  him  yes,  I  thought  there  was.  He  gave  me  one  copy  and  asked 
me  if  I  would  take^care  of  it,  and  I  said  yes,  sir,  and  I  did. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Was  that  the  original? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  have  a  copy  of  the  original  with  me. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Was  it  the  original  he  gave  to  you,  the  one 
that  was  signed  by  these  gentlemen? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir.     It  was  in  printed  form? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  In  printed  form? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No;  it  was  printed  afterwards.  I  remember  now 
that  mine  was  a  typewritten  copv. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Who  printed,  it? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  don't  know.  I  have  a  copy  of  it  that  was  sent 
to  us  by  them. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  By  Mr.  Dani^. 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  mean  the  company.  * 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Were  the  copies  that  you  sent  out  to  the  news- 
pwers  printed  copies  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir.  They  were  typewritten  copies,  manifold 
copies,  typewritten  in  our  office. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Manifolded  there? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes,  sir;  by  one  of  our  stenoeraphers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Can  vou  give  us  any  idea  now  many  copies  of 
the  paper  you  dissexninated  in  that  way? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  could  not  say.  I  should  imagine  there  are  about 
twenty  newspapes^  and  about  faur  or  five  news  agencies  that  I  sent 
it  to. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  foreign  shipping  firms  does  the  Collin- 
Armstroi^  Advertising  Company  represent  in  getting  their  advertis- 
ing idaced  ? 

Mr,  Hartner.  The  Lamport  &  Holt,  the  Royal  Dutch,  the  West 
India  Mail,  the  Lloyd,  y  italiano,^  the  Greek  Steamship  Line^  tiie 
Uranium,  which  was  formerly  the  Northwest  Transport  Line. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  long  have  vou  represented  all  those  lines  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  The  Lamport  &  Holt  we  took  over  as  soon  as  we 
went  in  business,  November  1,  1909.  The  others  came  in  one  after 
anoUiyer  after  that;  I  don't  know  just  exactly  what  the  dates  were. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  had  them  all  for  several  months? 

Mr.  Hartnsr.  Ye»,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  sending  out  this  docvonent,  you  did  not  send 
it  only  to  those  papers  in  which  these  companies  advertised  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  I  did  not;  not  only  to  those. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Was  this  a  usual  or  an  unusual  thing  for  your 
advertising  company  to  do  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Very  usual. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTX)N.  Do  you  do  it  for  everybody  or  only  for  your 
own  particular  clients  ? 
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P  Mr.  Habtner.  We  do  not  do  it  for  everybody;  we  do  it  for  our 
clientfi,  and  when  we  get  a  matter  of  that  kind  we  look  it  over,  and 
if  it  has  any  news  value  we  send  it  to  the  publishers.  For  instance, 
Mr.  Armstrong;  our  president,  has  been  newspaper  publishing  for 
twenty-odd  years,  and,  of  course,  he  is  a  newspaper  writer  and  he 
knows  how  to  take  those  articles  and  write  them  up  in  such  a  way 
that  they  will  be  acceptable  to  newspapers.  We  include  in  our 
clientele  such  firms  as  Harvey  Fiske  &  Co.,  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co., the 
Canton  Trust,  the  New  York  Ti^ust,  Plymptom  &  Gardner,  and  so 
forth.  And,  then,  you  must  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
we  pay  tite  newspapers  many  thousand  dollars  every  month  for 
advertising,  and  send  it  to  them.  Of  course,  we  never  ask  them, 
never  make  a  request  or  anything  like  that,  because  we  are  pro- 
hibited from  doing  that  by  the  American  Newspaper  Publishers^ 
Association.  We  merely  send  it  and  stamp  it  the  Collin-Armstrong 
Advertising  Company,  and  it  goes  to  the  editors  and  if  they  believe 
there  is  news  value  to  it  they  publish  it,  and  if  they  don't  they  don't 
use  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Is  it  this  publishing  company  that  prohibits 
you  from  requesting  them  to  publish  such  items  f 

Mr.  Habtner.  The  American  Newspaper  Publishers'  Association. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  do  you  come  to  be  under  its  orders? 

Mr.  Habtner.  How  do  we  come  to  do  what? 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  You  say  they  will  not  allow  you  to  request 
newspapers  to  publish.  How  do  they  come  to  have  any  authority 
over  you  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  It  has  authority  over  the  newspapers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  your  company  is  a  publishing  company  t 

Air.  Hartner.  We  are  not  a  publishing  company,  we  are  adver- 
tising agents,  and  have  to  apply  to  them  to  be  recognized  as  such. 

Mr:  WORTHINGTON.  Where  does  that  concern  have  its  head- 
quarters ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  In  New  York. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Whereabouts  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  don't  know.     I  think  it  is  the  World  Buildmg. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  send  this  document  we  have  been 
Feferring  to  to  all  the  newspapers  that  you  were  customarily  sending 
advertisements  to  for  the  foreign  steamship  companies  that  you 
represent  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Is  there  in  existence  any  list  of  the  places  to 
which  it  was  sent? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Is  there  in  existence  ? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.   YcS. 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  there  is  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Did  you  personally  determine  wliat  newB- 
papers  or  press  associations  to  send  it  to  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  But  you  made  no  memorandum  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoBTHDfGTON.  Whom  did  you  instruct  about  sending  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  did  not  instruct  anyone.  I  took  our  envelopes 
ud  siaTked  on  them  the  names  of  papers  to  which  it  was  to  go. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  did  that  yourself?

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  read  Mr.  Armstrong's  testimony 
given  before  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  it  correct  in  its  statements  about  this  mat- 
ter, so  far  as  you  know  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  There  are  some  errors.  For  instance,  he  mentions 
the  Austro-American  Line.  We  never  had  any  dealings  with  the 
Austro-American  Line. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  there  any  other  error  in  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  other,  so  far  as  I  can 
remember. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  it  a  rule  or  custom  that  when  you  send  a 
news  item  to  a  newspaper  with  the  name  of  your  company  stamped 
on  it,  as  you  say,  that  tne  newspaper  when  it  prints  that  article  sends 
you  a  copy  of  the  newspaper  so  you  may  know  that  it  has  been 
published  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  there  is  no  such  rule. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  it  douc  at  all? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Oh,  frequently.  For  instance,  if  we  send  out  a 
little  item  about  an  elaborate  booklet  gotten  out  by  a  steamship 
company  or  something  like  that,  they  might  send  it  to  us — one  paper 
or  another  might  send  us  a  marked  cop}'^  of  it — but  there  is  no  rule 
or  understandmg  that  it  should  be  done. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  It  is  Quite  commonly  done,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No;  I  would  not  say  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Frequently? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  would  not  say  freouently. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Just  Occasionally  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Occasionally. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  When  you  do  learn  in  that  way  that  an  item 
has  been  published  by  a  newspaper  to  which  you  sent  it,  do  you  in 
any  way  communicate  with  the  shipping  company  interested  to  let 
them  know  the  newspaper  has  published  the  article  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  We  send  them  a  clipping. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  do  you  do  that  as  a  rule  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes;  we  do  that  as  a  rule.  We  look  over  the  news- 
papers in  our  office  and  clip  out  such  items  and  put  them  on  our  clip- 
ping file. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  So  when  the  clipping  concern  with  which 
Mr.  Daniels  is  connected,  for  instance,  sends  you  an  item  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  newspapers  and  some  of  them  publish  it,  then  you  notify 
the  company  whicn  one  published  it. 

Mr.  Hartner.  Well,  we  don't  usually  do  that;  we  don't  proceed 
that  way.  If  we  send  a  paper  a  notice  we  believe  it  is  sufficiently 
interesting  so  that  Mr.  Daniels  or  another  client  would  like  to  see  it — 
I  am  not  speaking  of  Mr.  Daniels  alone — and  we  would  have  one  of 
our  young  men  go  through  the  files  and  see  what  he  could  find  and 
send  it  down. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  I  understood  you  to  say  just  now  that  there 
was  a  rule  that  when  you  received  a  newspaper  that  has  pubUshed 
one  of  these  items  you  send  it  to  your  client  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  As  a  rule  we  do  that  clipping  in  our  own  office, 
but  the  newspaper  does  not  as  a  rule  send  us  a  marked  copy. 
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PMr.  WoETHiNGTON.  But  you  receive  files  of  the  newspapers  regu- 
larly? 

Mt.'Hartner.  We  have  to  do  so  in  our  business,  because  the  pub- 
lishers can  not  teU  what  time  they  might  send  us  an  order.  We 
have  ei^t  hundred  or  nine  hundred  or  a  thousand  papers  in  the 
United  otates  and  England  and  South  America  and  all  around,  in 
various  languages. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  In  that  way  the  shipping  concerns  what 
papers  have  published  the  notices  sent  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartneb.  Sometimes  they  do.^  Sometimes  we  miss  them, 
though.  We  may  not  get  all  the  clippings  sometimes. 
J^  Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  As  a  rule  the  snipping  company  wiU  send  you 
a  news  item  to  be  pubhshed  and  wiU  learn  m  what  papers  it  is  pub- 
lished by  the  fact  that  you  send  them  clippings  from  tne  newspapers 
where  it  is  published  1 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  that  way  did  you  learn  how  many  published 
Exhibit  No.  32  (p.  388)  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  could  not  tell  you  how  many  published  it.  I 
have  not  any  idea,  and  I  would  make  a  misstatement  if  I  were  to 
mention  any  figures. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  When  you  make  these  cUppings  and  send  them 
to  the  shipping  concern  from  which  the  original  came,  do  you  keep 
anv  list  or  memorandum  of  those  cUppings  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  we  do  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  When  you  sent  this  particular  paper,  Exhibit 
32,  to  the  AfBsociated  Press,  for  instance,  to  what  office  of  the  Associ- 
ated Press  did  you  send  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  sent  it  to  No.  196  Broadway,  New  York. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Is  that  where  you  would  ordinarily  send  it  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Papers  of  this  kind  would  go  to  the  Associated  Press ; 
yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  As  a  rule,  when  you  have  news  items  of  any 
kind  to  send  out,  do  you  send  them  to  the  Associated  Press  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  As  a  rule,  yes. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And,  as  a  rule,  do  they  pubhsh  them  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  can  not  say.  They  don't  publish  anything. 
They  disseminate  news  to  the  various  newspapers  throughout  the 
coimtiy. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  am  obliged  to  you  for  the  information,  but 
do  they  as  a  rule  disseminate  or  send  out  the  news  items  which  you 
send  tnem? 

Mr.  Hartner.  We  have  no  way  of  teUing  that.  We  simply  send 
them  the  items,  and  we  take  it  for  granted  that  they  send  them  out. 
We  do  not  know  whether  they  do  or  do  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Amoug  the  thousands  of  newspapers  you  take 
do  you  not  find  out  whether  the  items  are  contained  in  tne  Associated 
Press  dispatches '  . 

Mr.  Hartner.  As  I  said,  we  send  it  to  the  Associated  Press  and  the 
New  York  City  News  and  the  United  Press  and  the  Publishers' 
Press.  That  makes  four  different  news-disseminating  associations. 
If  one  of  them  sends  it  out  to  newspapers,  we  have  not  any  way  to 
teU  whether  the  other  three  do  or  do  not;  there  is  no  possible  way  for 
us  to  know. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  any  list  of  the  news  items  you  have 
sent  out  in  this  way  since  you  have  been  in  the  business  ?  ^ 

Mr.  Hartnbb.  Have  I  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  When  I  say  you  I  mean  your  company,  of 
course. 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  have  a  book  with  me  that  contains  some  of  the 
clippings,  but  I  will  not  say  it  is  accurate. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Havc  you  no  means  of  informing  the  com- 
mittee of  what  news  items  have  been  sent  out  through  your  agency 
in  the  past  year  ? 

Mr.  Habtner.  No,  sir;  I  have  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  not  keep  the  original  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir.     In  some  cases  we  do  and  in  some  we  do  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Is  there  any  rule  as  to  what  you  keep  and  what 
you  do  not  keep  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  A  copy  of  every  notice  sent  out  ought  to  go  in  the 
book,  but  sometimes  they  send  out  letters  in  the  evening,  and  we 
may  be  very  much  rushed,  and  it  is  easy  to  have  one  of  those  on  one's 
desk,  and  the  young  lady  may  forget  to  put  them  in  the  book  or  they 
may  be  destroyed.  For  instance,  I  know  of  a  case  where  I  had  to  go 
to  the  book  and  tear  it  out  because  I  forgot  to  send  it  to  a  paper  that 
it  ought  to  go  to.  In  such  a  case  of  course  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time 
to  have  a  stenographer  sit  down  and  make  a  copy  of  that. 

Mr.  Worthington.  There  is  such  a  record  kept,  though  it  is  not 
a  perfect  one  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  That  is  the  idea. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  the  record  here  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  I  have  it  here  [indicating]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  any  objection  to  letting  us  look 
at  it? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No  [witness  producing  a  book]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Will  this  book  contain  this  Exhibit  No.  32  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No  ;  here  it  is  [witness  exhibiting  sheet  of  paper]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Why  is  it  not  in  this  book  f 

Mr.  Hartner.  Simply  because  I  must  have  kept  it  on  my  desk. 
For  no  reason,  I  assure  you. 

Mr.  Worthington.  i  ou  represent  railroad  companies  in  placing 
advertising,  as  well  as  shipping  companies  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Yes;  and  bankers  and  brokers  and  real  estate 
men — commercial  men. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  there  is  no  expression,  I  presume,  in 
this  book  of  items  that  relate  to  shipi)iQg  companies'  interests  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No  ;  I  think  you  will  nnd  only  one  somewhere  in 
here  [indicating  book]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Only  one  relating  to  shipping  interests  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  Shipping  interests  in  any  way.  I  vdll  tell  you 
why  that  is  and  why  there  is  a  probability  that  you  will  not  find 
any  in  there.  We  keep  in  our  business  the  shipping  business  entirely 
separate  from  the  other,  because  there  is  an  amount  of  detail  that 
must  be  kept  separate.  You  can  not  wedge  it  in  with  your  other 
business,  because  it  will  only  cause  a  lot  of  confusion.  There  is  one, 
for  instance  [indicating]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  mean  that  the  record  does  not  show, 
as  a  general  thing,  the  news  items  you  send  out  to  steamship 
companies? 
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Mr.  Habtnbr.  No  ;  it  does  not. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Is  the  reason  you  have  stated  the  only  reason 
for  not  keeping  a  record  of  the  notices  sent  out  by  the  shipping  com- 
panies the  same  as  you  do  for  the  others  i 

Mr.  Haktxer.  Is  there  any  reason  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  there  any  other  reason  except  the  one  yo« 
stated « 

Mr.  Haktneb.  No ;  none  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  that  is  because  their  business  is  so 
coniplicated  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  It  is  a  complicated  business.  It  is  very  different 
from  handling  regular  advertising.  Of  course  it  would  be  too  much 
detail  to  go  into  it  here ;  but  the  only  way  to  realize  that  and  under* 
stand  it  would  be  to  pass  some  time  in  an  advertising  agency  to  see 
how  different  it  is  from  the  general  routing  of  advertising. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Thcsc  notices  that  we  are  inquiring  about,  I 
understand,  are  not  advertising? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  they  are  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  There  is  no  compensation  to  the  companies  for 
publishing  them  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir :  there  is  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  There  is  nothing  said  in  your  contracts  with 
the  companies  about  that  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No,  sir;  there  is  not. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  state  about  how  many  newspapers  this 
particular  letter  was  sent  to  ? 

Mr.  Hartner.  No;  I  will  tell  you  the  way  I  do  that.  I  usually 
take  a  bunch  of  our  envelopes  and  sit  down  and  write  down  onepaper 
after  another  on  the  envelopes,  for  instance,  the  Herald,  the  Times, 
the  Tribune,  the  Sun,  and  so  on.

The  Michigan  Stove  Company;  the  Variety  Iron  and  Steel  Works; 
La  Belle  Iron  Works;  F.  F.  Prentiss;  H.  W.  Hoyt. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  do  not  give  the  amounts. 

Mr.  Penton.  These  are  all  tens  and  twenties. 

Michigan  Stove  Company,  $10;  Variety  Iron  and  Steel  Works,  $10; 
La  Belle  Iron  Works,  $10;  F.  F.  Prentiss,  $10;  H.  W.  Hoyt,  $10. 
Then  A.  C.  Presano,  $20.  Then  there  is  W.  E.  Upson,  $20.  I  think 
he  is  one  of  them.  There  are  several  Upsons  in  Cleveland.  One  is 
in  the  dry-goods  business,  one  in  a  boat  concern,  and  one  is  a  banker. 
I  don't  know  which  one  this  is. 

Then  there  is  W.  C.  Dickey,  $10;  H.  Coulby,  I.  W.  Frank,  F.  E. 
Richards,  Jeffrey  Manufacturing  Company,  Columbus,  Ohio.    They 
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are  manufacturers  of  chain  belting.  Then  there  is  Pawling  &  Har- 
rischfeger;  Morris  Machine  Works;  F.  T.  Bowles,  shipbuilder;  the 
Chesapeake  Steamship  Company;  Detroit  Twist  Dnll  Company;

J.  A.  Roebling's  Sons  Company,  $10. 

The  Chairman.  Are  they  wire  men  ? 

Mr.  Pbnton,  They  are  wire  men  in  New  Jersey. 

General  Electric  Company,  $20;  W.  G.  Mather,  $10;  William 
Cramp  &  Sons,  $10;  Hayden-Corbett  Chain  Company,  $10;  Block- 
PoUock  Iron  Company,  $10;  Lukens  Iron  and  Stee\  Company,  $20; 
M.  A.  Hanna  &  Co.,  $10;  Quintard  Iron  Works,  $10;  L.  C.  Hanna,  $20; 
J.  D.  Spreckels,  $10;  Shelby  Steel  Tube  Company,  $10;  Detroit  Ship 
Buildii]^  Company,  $10;  Columbus  Iron  and  Steel  Companj'-,  $10; 
Frank  Kockefeller,  $10.  I  don't  know  whether  he  is  in  the  iron  and 
steel  business  or  not.  O.  P.  Letchworth,  $10;  R.  L.  Ireland,  $10;

Where  it 
says  $10,  it  is  for  a  year's  dues,  and  where  it  says  $20,  it  is  for  two 
years'  dues.     Is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir.  These  are  members  of  the  league  that  I 
secured. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  completed  going  over  the  dues  paid  for 
the  first  year,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  This  is  from  May  1,  1907;  that  is  where  I  started. 
I  see  where  I  stopped  was  December,  1907. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  will  ask  you  to  turn  to  page  38.  I  will  ask  if  Mr. 
H.  E.  Huntington  was  also  a  contributor. 

Mr.  Penton.  H.  E.  Huntington,  $10;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  is  he? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know;  I  have  no  idea. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  he  the  one  that  is  engaged  with  the  Pacific  Mail 
and  with  the  Southern  Pacific? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  have  no  idea. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Turn  to  page  46.  State  if  the  Moran  Company  is  a 
contributor. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  $10. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  that  a  shipbuilding  concern? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  believe  it  is;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Located  where? 

Mr.  Penton.  In  Seattle. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Turn  to  page  58.  Is  the  Westinghouse  Company  a 
contributor? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  To  what  extent? 
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Mr.  Penton.  To  the  extent  of  $100. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Turn  to  page  62.  Is  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Com- 
pany a  contributor? 

Air.  Penton.  Yes;  $10. 

Mr.  Ralston.  On  the  same  page;  state  if  the  United  Fruit 
Company  is  a  contributor. 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  that  is  the  United  Engineering  Company,  of 
Pittsburg. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  their  business  i 

Mr.  Penton.  They  make  rolling-mill  machinery  and  things  of  that 
kind.  Their  special  business  is  to  make  machinery  for  rolling  railroad 
iron — steel  rails. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Of  how  much  are  thev  contributors  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  One  hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  Ralston.  State  if  the  Phoenix  Iron  Company  is  a  contributor. 
You  will  find  that  on  the  same  page. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  $100.     I  got  both  of  them  myself. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Under  date  of  August  1,  1907,  page  74 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  1909. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  is  E.  C.  Felton,  who  appears  as  a  contributor? 

Mr.  Penton.  He  is  of  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  in  what  capacity  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  He  is  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  it  probably  appears  on  the  record  as  to  the 
business  of  William  Cramp  &  Son,  wno  are  contributors.  Does  it 
appear  as  to  what  their  business  is  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  came  across  one  place  where  they  gave  $10. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  their  busmess? 

Mr.  Penton.  Slupbuilders. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Wnere? 

Mr.  Penton.  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Ralston.  At  how  many  places,  Mr.  Penton,  have  you  been 
giving  banquets  to  help  along  ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  never  gave  a  banquet  anywhere  to  help  along  ship 
subsidy. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  state,  please,  to  how  many  banquets  for 
the  purpose  of  helping  along  ship  subsidy  the  Merchant  Marine  League 
has  been  a  contributor? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  Merchant  Marine  League  contributed  to  some 
banquets  in  the  city  of  Cleveland  to  assist  in  the  discussion  of  the 
general  question.  Ship  subsidy  was  not  the  proposition  before  the 
meeting;  that  is,  we  had  nothing  formed  in  our  minds  as  to  what  to 
do,  or  what  was  the  best  plan,  at  the  time  the  affairs  were  held. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  give  the  dates  of  the  banquets,  please  I 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  1  can  not  offhand.  I  can  give  it  to  you  to- 
morrow, after  I  look  it  up. 

Mr.  Ralston.  No;  we  will  look  at  the  records.  Turn  to  your 
records  of  September  27,  1909. 

Mr.  Penton  (after  doing  so).  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  much  did  you  spend  on  that  banquet? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  total  bill  for  that  banquet  was  $725.  We  had 
about  300  people  present.     That  would  be  a  little  over  $2  a  plate. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  the  purpose  of  that  banquet  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  To  listen  to  a  number  of  addresses  by  very  eminent 
gentlemen  on  the  question  of  the  merchant  marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  addressed  the  banauet  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Secretary  Newberry;  tnen  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General  McCleary;  Congressman  I^oUard,  of  Nebraska;  Senator 
Foraker.  I  can  not  tell  all  who  were  present  at  night,  but  durii^  the 
day  and  in  the  evening  there  were  these  speakers  I  have  named  and 
also  Secretary  Shaw  and  Congressman  Hobson.  They  were  all  the 
speakers,  day  and  evening  together. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  you  contributed  to  banquets  on  other  occasions 
as  well,  did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  only  one  other.  I  think  now  of  only  one  other 
occasion. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  happened  on  Februarv  11,  1909* 

Mr.  Penton.  February  11,  1909? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes.  It  is  given  as  '*J.  A.  Penton,  Illinois  meet- 
ing." 

Mr.  Penton.  There  was  no  banquet  there.  We  had  a  meeting  of 
the  Illinois  Manufacturers'  Association,  and  there  was  a  lot  of  litera- 
ture sent  out,  and  expense  was  attached  to  sending  the  literature 
out  and  making  arrangements;  and  there  was  a  little  lunch  served, 
such  as  sandwiches  and  coffee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  how  much  did  it  cost  you  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  expenses  for  the  literature  and  printing  and 
the  expenses  afterwards  and  the  lunch  were  $429.  It  was  a  middle- 
of-the-day  lunch.     There  were  600  people  there,  I  should  imagine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  As  the  result,  did  you  get  favorable  resolutions  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  they  were,  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  money  was  not  wasted,  then  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Oh,  no;  it  is  never  wasted. 

Mr.  Ralston.  On  March  1,  1909,  what  did  you  do  with  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  Club  of  Cincinnati  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  simply  the  expense  of  sending  out  printed 
matter.     That  was  an  evening  affair. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not  give  them  anything  to  eat  or  drink  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Nd. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  about  the  Manufacturers'  Association  of 
Indiana's  meeting,  at  the  same  time  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  about  the  same  time,  and  all  the  expense 
is  grouped  in  there — $223.  There  was  an  evening  meeting.  No 
refreshments  of  any  kind  were  served.  There  were  a  lot  of  other 
expenses  connected  with  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  did  you  happen  to  spend  nearly  $300? 

Mr.  Penton.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  also  $56.60  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  presume  that  included  the  expense  of  some  speaker. 
I  don't  remember  about  that  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you,  as  a  result,  get  resolutions — such  resolu- 
tions as  you  wanted  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  most  likely. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Referring  to  March  15,  1909,  what  kind  of  a  meeting 
did  rou  have  then  ? 

Afr.  Penton.  That  was  a  meeting  out  in  Kansas. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  how  much  did  you  spend  on  that  meeting  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  One  hundred  and  fiftj  dollars. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  it  a  meeting  of? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  Kansas  State  Merchants'  Association.  That 
included  a  lot  of  expenses  connected  with  invitations  to  people,  and 
the  sending  out  of  the  proceedings  and  resolutions  adopted,  and  all 
that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Invitations  to  what  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  can  not  remember  now.  The  meeting  was  a  large 
one. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Invitations  to  attend  what  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  To  attend  the  meeting,  in  which  there  was  some  dis- 
cussion on  the  subject  of  ship  subsidies. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  provide  them  with  refreshments  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  But  vou  got  the  results  you  wanted,  nevertheless  t 

Mr.  Penton.  Most  likely. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Now,  where  else  have  vou  paid  for  banqueting? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  do  not  quite  lite  that  question.  He  said, 
as  to  a  number  of  these  places,  that  they  didn't  nave  any  banquets. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  has  given  two  places  where  he  did  provide  a 
banquet,  and  I  ask  him  now  where  else. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don^t  think,  with  one  exception,  we  had  anything 
to  eat  or  drink  anywhere  else.  The  one  exception  was  here  m  this 
city,  about  a  year  ago.  Our  executive  committee  came  down  here 
to  see  what  could  be  done  in  reference  to  the  merchant  marine  ques- 
tion. Some  of  those  gentlemen  invited  the  Speaker  of  the  House  to 
attend  a  little  dinner  at  the  hotel. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  give  the  date  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  would  have  to  look  that  up.  After  the  dinner 
was  over,  the  President  came  in,  I  remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  wish  you  would  turn  to  December  18,  1908. 

Mr.  Penton.  You  have  it  down  finer  than  I  have. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Bv  the  way,  I  don't  know  whether  the  record 
shows  that  these  books  nave  been  left  here  for  several  days,  subject 
to  the  examination  of  Mr.  Ralston  and  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  there  is  no  question  abo^it  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  wanted  the  record  to  show  it. 

The  Chairman.  I  will  say,  in  that  connection,  that  Mr.  Ralston 
stated  at  the  opening  that  he  had  examined  the  books. 

Mr.  Penton.  Are  you  sure  you  have  that  date  right  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  date  I  have  is  December  18,  1908. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  It  IS  Hot  1908;  is  it? 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  might  be  December  18,  1909. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  that  is  it — $81.65. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  was  paid  for  by  the  merchant  marine  funds, 
was  it  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  tell  us  who  gave  the  banquet  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  a  little  dinner  which  the  committee  gave, 
and  instead  of  scattering  all  over  the  town,  some  of  the  gentlemen 
there  who  knew  some  of  the  prominent  people  in  the  city  sent  out  for 
them,  invited  them  to  dine,  and  there  were,  altogether,  30  or  40. 
Our  committee  was  here,  ana  a  lot  of  vice-presidents  of  the  Merchant 
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Marine  League,  and  they  secured  the  attendance  of  from  six  to  a  dozen 
gentlemen  who  were  located  here  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  give  us  the  names  of  those  Washington ians 
who  attended  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  Mr.  Barrett  was  there,  and  Mr.  Landis,  Mr. 
McCleary,  and  Mr.  Humphrey,  and  Mr.  Wight.  The  Speaker  of  the 
House  was  asked  to  come.  I  would  have  to  check  up  a  little  bit  closer 
to  tell  just  who  was  there. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  had  at  that  meeting  more  than  a  quorum  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  Committee,  did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Pbnton.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  Merchant  Marine  Committee  of  Congress,  I 
mean. 

Mr.  Penton.  Oh,  the  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  Committee. 
Maybe  there  was  one  gentleman  there  from  that  committee;  I  am  not 
sure.  Yes,  Mr.  Greene  was  there,  and  Mr.  Humphrey  was  there.  I 
think  Mr.  Greene  was  there.  I  think  he  came  in  late.  I  would  like 
to  see  the  list  of  the  committee  members,  and  I  can  tell  }rou  who  was 
there.  [Continuing  after  going  over  the  list  of  the  committee.]  Just 
Mr.  Greene  and  Mr.  Humphrey.  They  were  the  only  members  of  the 
committee  who  were  present. 

Mr.  Woethington.  Only  two  present  out  of  how  many  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  About  fifteen. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  we  invited  a  lot  more  people  who  did  not 
come.  It  was  late  in  the  day  before  we  thought  of  it,  and  so  it  was 
too  late  to  get  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  that  the  only  banquet  you  ever  had  in  Wash- 
in^on? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  the  only  banquet  the  league  ever  had  in 
Washington,  that  I  think  of  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  For  what  purpose  were  you  here  the  last  of  Feb- 
ruary of  the  present  year,  at  the  Arlington  Hotel? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  was  here  on  merchant-marine  business. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  were  you  here  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  forget  now — two  or  three  or  four  days,  or  four  or 
five  days. 

Mr.  K ALSTON.  Did  you  give  any  banquets  or  dinners  on  that 
occasion? 

Mr.  Penton.  No.  Some  of  the  Congressmen  I  know  took  dinner 
with  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who? 

Mr.  Penton.  Some  of  the  gentlemen  on  the  committee  which  you 
have  referred  to. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Give  their  names,  please. 

Mr.  Penton.  Well,  Congressman  Humphrey  and  Congressman 
Greene  were  there^  and  Mr.  Hammond. 

Mr.  Ralston.  John  Hays  Hammond  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  It  seems  to  me  that  he  paid  for  the  dinner.  He  was 
vice-president  of  our  league;  it  was  more  his  affair  than  mine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  el^  was  present  ? 

The  Chairman.  Do  I  correctly  understand  that  these  expenses  for 
dinners  to  Con^ssmen,  and  tnings  of  that  kind,  came  from  the 
treasury  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  ?  In  other  words,  the  gentle- 
men who  spoke  to  you,  you  took  care  of  in  that  way,  wnether  they 
were  MemTOrs  of  Congress  or  not  ? 
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Mr.  Ralston.  No,  sir;  the  situation  is  this:  He  has  given  these 
dinners  directly  to  Members  of  Congress  here  in  Wasffington;  no 
question  of  speaking  is  here  involved. 

Mr.  Penton.  We  never  invited  anybody  to  any  luncheon  or  any- 
where else  who  was  known  to  be  unfavorable  to  merchant-marine 
legislation.  We  never  extended  any  courtesy  to  anyone  to  try  to 
induce  him  to  vote  our  way  on  any  proposition. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  anybody  representing  foreign 
steamship  lines  who  has  accepted  any  money  similarly  to  the  expend- 
itures so  far  spoken  of  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  give  the  amount  of  the  last  item, 
February  28  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  This  year? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Penton.  There  is  an  item  at  the  Arlington  Hotel,  $61.45. 
I  was  stopping  at  the  Arlington  Hotel.  I  think  I  was  there  nearly 
a  week.  I  think  that  is  mostly  my  account.  I  know  Mr.  Hammond 
did  most  of  the  entertaining  on  that  occasion. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  wish  you  would  turn  to  the  date  of  March  23, 1909, 
and  state  what  you  have  under  that  date. 

Mr.  Penton.  All  the  items? 

Mr.  Ralston.  All  the  items. 

Mr.  Penton.  There  is  something  for  h  man  named  Stevenson,  for 
transportation;  Congressman  Humphrey,  $75;  H.  A.  Davis  and  J.  A. 
Penton  had  some  items  there 

Mr.  Ralston.  For  what  purpose  was  that  money  paid  to  Mr. 
Humphrey  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  for  money  expended  in  traveling  to  Indian- 
apolis and  some  other  towns  out  West.  It  ought  to  have  been  a 
hundred  dollars. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  is  H.  A.  Davis  ? 

(At  this  point  the  chairman  asked  leave  to  interrupt  the  examina- 
tion, and  informal  discussion  followed  in  reference  to  the  course  of 
procedure.) 

The  Chairman.  Here  is  a  letter  that  ought  to  go  in  the  record 
(reading) : 

The  Associated  Press, 
Washington  Bureau,  June  18,  1910.

Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  investigate  certain 
charges  under  House  Resolution  54S,

My  Dear  Mr.  Olcott:  In  connection  with  the  teetimonv  before  your  committee 
on  June  10  and  eubeequently,  relative  to  the  connection  of  Mr.  Jerome  J.  Wilber  with 
certain  sieamship  lines,  I  b^  leave  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  letter  which  I 
addressed  on  June  16  to  the  Ek>n.  William  E.  Humphrey ,  and  which  he  caused  to  be 
read  yesterday  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  (see  Congressional  Record, 
p.  8559).    That  letter  was  as  follows: 

''The  Associated  Press, 
''  WasMngtxm  Bureau,  June  16, 1910. 
"Hon.  William  E.  Humphrey, 

^^  House  of  Representatives y  Washington,  D.  C. 

'*My  Dear  Sir:  Noting  your  speech  of  this  afternoon  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  especially  your  references  therein  to  The  Associated  Press  and  to  Mr.  J.  J. 
Wilber,  I  beg  leave  to  advise  you  that  at  that  time  Mr.  Wilber's  resignation  had  already 
been  accepted.  And  may  I  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  statement,  sent  out 
to-night  over  the  wires  of  The  Associated  Press  by  direction  of  the  general  manager: 
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"'It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  executive  officers  of  The  Associated 
PresB  that  an  employee  in  the  Washington  office  has  been  engaged  under  salary  by 
two  foreign  steamship  lines  to  furnish  them  with  certain  classes  of  information,  an 
investigation  has  been  made.  It  has  been  disclosed  that,  while  such  employment 
did  not  at  any  time  involve  any  act  on  the  part  of  the  employee  which  could  m  any 
way  affect  the  int^rity  of  the  service,  nor  even  interfere  witn  his  proper  and  legiti- 
mate work  for  The  Associated  Press,  nevertheless,  such  employment  is  so  subject  to 
misconception  as  to  seriously  impair  his  usefulness,  and  his  relation  to  The  Associated 
Flress  has  in  consequence  ceasea  by  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation. 

"  'This  termination  of  his  long,  useful,  and  honorable  service  does  not  justify  any 
assumption  that  he  has  been  consciously  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  nor  that  m  the 
work  which  he  has  performed  for  the  steamsnip  companies  he  has  done  anything 
which  one  not  connected  with  The  Associated  Press  might  not  have  done  with  perfect 
propriety.' 

''May  I  ask  in  fairness  that  you  ^ve  this  the  same  degree  of  publicitv  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  and  in  the  Congressional  Record,  as  you  gave  to  the  subject  in  your 
original  remarks?

TBSTDCOHT  OF  JOmf  A.  PEVTOIT— Resmned. 

Mr.  Raxston.  I  asked  you,  as  we  were  adjourning  yesterday,  who 
was  Mr.  H.  A.  Davis. 

Mr.  Penton.  Mr.  Davis  was  a  voung  man  at  Indianapolis  who  had 
arranged  the  meeting  over  there  for  us,  and  carried  on  private  corre- 
spondence for  us  over  there.  He  was  a  very  enthusiastic  man,  and  he 
wrote  letters  and  sent  out  considerable  literature  from  Indianapolis. 
We  sent  him  a  check,  after  a  considerable  period  of  time,  unsolicited 
on  his  part.     He  did  not  ask  for  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  your  lunching  and  dining  over  the  country  did 
you  include  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  have  eaten  meals  in  nearly  every  city  in  the 
United  States;  but  not  in  the  way  in  which  you  refer  to  it,  however. 

Mr.  Rai^ston.  Did  you  give  lunch  parties  to  help  on  ship  subsidy 
in  New  York. 

Mr.  Penton.  No  ;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  gave  lunches  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  did  you 
not? 
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Mr.  Penton.  Ven^  often  I  do  that.  I  am  very  often  in  New  York 
and  often  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Turn  to  October  18,  1909,  and  tell  us  what  hap- 
pened at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  see  anything  here  [referring  to  account  book]. 

Mr.  Ralston.  An  item  of  S54. 15  for  lunches  at  the  Waldorf-Astorisi. 
IVhat  happened  at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  want  to  look  that  up  and  see;  I  don't  remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Voucher  No.  618. 

Mr.  Penton  (after  examination).  That  was  a  luncheon  that  I 
gave  at  the  Waldorf  to  get  an  opportunity  for  a  number  of  gentlemen 
engaged  in  the  music  trades  to  meet  Mr.  Lewis  Nixon,  who  wanted 
to  talk  to  them  about  merchant-marine  matters,  and  they  had  not 
any  other  chance,  and  so  I  asked  them  to  take  lunch  with  me.  We 
had  30  or  40  people  there. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  many  Members  of  Congress  did  you  invite  to 
that  luncheon  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  None. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  sure  of  that? 

Mr.  Penton.  Absolutely. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Bye  the  bye,  will  you  tell  me,  please,  who  was 
present  at  the  ship-subsidy  lunch  given  by  John  Hays  Hammond  t 

Mr.  Penton.  There  was  no  ship-subsidy  lunch  given  by  John 
Hays  Hammond. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  ship  subsidy, 
was  it  not? 

Mr.  Penton.  When  I  was  stopping  at  the  Arlington  Hotel,  at 
the  time  referred  to,  I  had  a  chat  with  Mr.  Hammond.  He  came  over 
to  the  Arlington  one  evening  and  we  had  quite  a  little  talk,  and  he 
asked  rne  to  invite  some  of  the  gentlemen  interested  in  our  work 
in  the  city  here,  and  I  invited  Congressman  Greene  and  Congressman 
Humphrey,  and  I  am  not  sure  exactly  about  who  the  others  were. 
Tes;  there  was  Congressman  Barcliield.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is, 
that  Mr.  Greene  invited  them.  There  were  four  Congressmen  alto- 
gether— Congressman  Humphrey,  Congressman  Greene  and  Congress- 
man Barchield — and  there  was  Mr.  Hammond  and  myself.  It 
seems  to  me  there  were  one  or  two  more,  but  I  don't  rememTber  who 
l^hey  were  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Were  there  any  Senators  there? 

Mr.  Penton.  No,  sir.  Then  there  were  some  friends  of  Mr. 
Gr^ne,  and  Mr.  Greene  did  the  inviting. 

Mr.  Kalston.  I  understand  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to 
discuss  the  ship-subsidy  issue  then  pending? 

Mr.  Penton.  You  understand  wrong. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  what  was  the  purpose? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  thing  that  was  talked  most  about  that  evening 
was  the  prospect  of  getting  through  at  this  session  of  Congress  any 
measure  favorable  to  the  merchant  marine.  We  discussed  eviuy 
measure  that  was  before  the  House  or  the  Senate.  More  discussioa 
was  given  to  some  other  matters  than  the  one  referred  to.  We  dis- 
cussed more  than  anything  else  the  question  of  differential  duties. 
Quite  a  number  of  the  gentlemen  present  seemed  to  favor  differential 
duties,  and  we  talked  about  that  matter  that  night  more  than  we 
talked  about  anything  else. 
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Mr.  Rauton.  You  spoke  a  moment  a^o  of  men  interested  in  your 
work  in  this  city.     What  did  you  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Clentlemen  living  in  Washington  interested  in  the 
question  of  the  American  merchant  marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Aside  from  those  whose  names  you  have  given,  who 
were  those  gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Those  I  have  mentioned  and  many  others.  We  did 
not  invite  everybody.  Mr.  Greene  sent  out  the  invitations,  and  Mr. 
Humphrey  and  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ended  the  list  of  lunches  and  so  on  you 
have  given  to  help  on  snip-subsidy  matters  ? 

Mr.  WoKTHiNGTON.  Why  do  you  insist  on  putting  in  that  it  was 
done  to  help  on  ship-subsidy  matters?  I  thmk  that  is  unfair  and 
unlawyerlike. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH  (acting  chairman).  Suppose  we  call  it  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  and  compromise  on  that. 

Mr.  Penton.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  want  to  say  at  that  meeting 
at  the  Arlington  Hotel  the  entire  discussion  was  about  another  bifl 
than  that  known  as  the  ship-subsidy  bill.  Our  friends  thought  there 
might  be  something  in  the  question  of  differential  duties,  and  that 
meeting  was  practically  held  to  discuss  that  question. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  perhaps  asked  you  yesterday  whether  you  know 
any  foreign  steamship  trust  that  has  done  as  much  as  to  have  meet- 
ing with  Members  of  Congress  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  have  no  proof  of  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  evidence  or  right  to  believe  it  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it  at  all;  no. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  spoke  of  spending  a  week  at  the  Arlington 
Hotel  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  some  days  there.  I  don't  think  I  said  a  week. 
I  think  I  said  four  or  five  days. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Very  well.  What  business  had  you  to  keep  you 
there  four  or  five  days;  anything  but  this  ship-subsidy  bill? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  thmk  at  that  time  I  was  interested^  in  another  bill 
before  Congress. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  mind  saying  what  it  was  i 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  will  tell  you  what  it  was.  The  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  had  been  trying  to  get  passed  a  measure  looKing 
toward  the  safeguarding  of  life  on  power  boats.  That  has  been  in 
abeyance  for  a  year  or  so.  I  want  to  explain  this  in  full  so  as  to 
make  it  clear.  Xt  a  meeting  held  in  New  York  about  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  at  which  I  was  not  present,  I  was  put  on  a  committee  to 
look  after  that  matter.  I  was  chairman  of  the  National  Power  Boat 
Association  and  I  was  put  on  the  committee  that  I  have  referred  to. 
There  seemed  to  be  necessity  for  some  measure  to  regulate  the  use  of 
power  boats  and  prevent  loss  of  life.  While  I  have  been  in  Washing- 
ton this  time,  and  when  I  was  here  before,  when  I  was  here  at  the 
time  referred  to,  I  have  been  here  in  behalf  of  that  measure  more 
than  anything  else.     I  have  done  a  great  deal  of  work  for  it. 

Mr.  Kalston.  How  many  members  of  Congress  did  you  discuss 
ship  subsidy  with  when  you  were  here  at  that  time,  and  either  of 
the  times  you  have  spoken  of  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  never  discussed  ship  subsidy  with  anybody. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Nobody  at  all  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  I  discussed  sometimes  the  amending  of  the  ocean 
mail  act,  which  is  not  a  subsidy  bill. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  how  many  did  you  discuss  that  with  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  have  not  discussed  that  in  all  my  life,  I  think,  with 
exceeding  ten  Members  of  the  House? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  how  many  members  of  the  Senate? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  one  member  of  the  Senate  in  all  my  life — ^here 
or  anywhere  or  at  any  time. 

Mr.  Ralston.  While  we  are  talking  about  eating  and  drinking, 
will  you  turn  to  an  item  of  June  28,  1909,  and  explain  the  expendi- 
tures there — the  New  Willard,  business  men? 

Mr.  Penton.  Was  not  that  gone  over  yesterday  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  No;  I  don^t  think  that  was  touched  on. 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  the  one  we  referred  to  yesterday.  There 
was  only  one  time  we  had  anything  of  that  kind  anyway,  and  so  if 
that  was  not  the  one  that  was  the  one. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  what  business  men  were  those? 

Mr.  Penton.  Those  I  gave  yesterday  in  my  testimony.  I  read  it 
there  this  morning.  There  never  was  any  time  when  we  had  anybody 
at  any  meal  with  us  or  I  had  anybody  at  any  meal  with  me  except  the 
one  referred  to  yesterday;  this  would  be  a  hotel  bill  for  me,  probably. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  testimony  yesterday  referred  to  a  meeting  of 
December  18,  1908. 

Mr.  Penton.  Well,  it  doesn't  make  any  difference,  the  only  one 
in  which 

Mr.  Worthington.  It  is  corrected  there.  You  said  December  18, 
1909. 

Mr.  Ralston.  This  is  a  different  item.  What  was  the  amount  of 
money  expended  on  June  28,  1909  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  December  what  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  June  28,  1909. 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  the  item  of  $230. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  that  expended  for? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  expended  as  I  think  I  testified  yesterday. 
When  our  executive  committee  came  down  to  Washington  to  look 
over  the  prospects  of  favorable  legislation  here,  to  interview  some 
members  of  the  Cabinet  and  I  think  the  President  and  others,  in  the 
afternoon  they  suggested  that  we  take  dinner  together,  and  an 
arrangement  was  made  for  that  purpose,  and  some  gentleman 
present  suggested  it  would  be  a  good  plan  to  invite  some  gentlemen 
of  Washington  whom  we  knew  to  dine  with  us,  and  that  was  done. 
I  think  there  were  about  thirty  or  forty  people  present  all  together. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  you  also  had  a  banquet  on  December  18,  1909. 
So  you  had  two  banquets  at  the  New  Willard  Hotel. 

Mr.  Penton.  Wait.  December  18,  1909?  Let  me  look  at  that. 
I  only  remember  one;  I  only  remember  of  one  occasion. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Is  that  December  18,  1909,  or  1908? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  December,  1909. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Your  records  show  two. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  I  want  to  sav  that  I  only  remember  one  occa- 
sion and  that  was  the  occasion.  We  never  invited  anybody  at  any 
time  to  meet  us  at  any  time  or  place  with  a  view  of  influencing  any- 
body's vote.  It  was  simply  done  with  a  view  of  consulting  with  those 
who  were  the  friends  of  tne  American  merchant  marine,  and  we  never 
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met  at  any  time  anyone  who  was  not  in  entire  hannony  with  the  sub- 
ject in  some  way. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  wish  you  would  ^ve  the  committee  the  sum  total 
of  the  amounts  you  have  paid  to  Mr.  McCleary. 

Mr.  Penton.  According  to  a  suggestion  given  to  me  before  the 
committee  met  I  find  that  the  total  amount  paid  to  Mr.  McCleary 
for  the  years  in  which  he  made  addresses  all  over  the  United  States 
for  us  amounted  to  $1,11 9.95,  which  was^  to  pa^  his  traveling  expenses 
only.  We  never  paid  him  a  cent  for  his  services.  We  owe  lum  for 
a  trip  to  Dallas,  Tex.,  and  other  places  for  which  we  have  not  paid 
him. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  much  do  you  owe  himt 

Mr.  Penton.  It  would  take  prabably  $200  for  that  trip  to  DaUas 
and  Chattanooga  and  other  places. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  tell  me,  please,  who  Mr.  Walter  Parker  is  1 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  That  needs  a  little  explanation,  because  there 
is  an  item  in  there  probably  for  him.  Some  time  about  Thanksgiving 
Day  last  one  of  the  business  men's  associations  in  New  Orleans,  the 
Progressive  Union,  adopted  some  resolutions  in  favor  of  the  Hum- 
phrey bill.  It  is  the  principal  business  men's  association  there. 
Later  on  they  had  a  little  meeting  down  there,  as  testified  to  earlier  in 
these  hearings,  which  was  attended  by  a  number  of  gentlemen,  who 
made  addresses,  and  after  that  meeting,  some  time,  a  month  or  two, 
all  the  business  men's  associations  in  New  Orleans,  including  the 
Bankers'  Clearing  House,  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  Business  Men's 
League,  making  four  altogether,  adopted  resolutions  in  favor  of  the 
Humphrey  bill,  and  pooled  their  issues  and  elected  Mr.  Walter  Parker 
to  a  position  to  represent  New  Orleans,  in  endeavoring  to  create 

SubUc  opinion  for  the  Humphrey  bill  or  some  other  measure — ^it 
idn't  make  any  difference  wnat  it  was — through  the  South.  They 
contributed  quite  a  sum  of  money  among  themselves  down  there. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  do  you  call  '* quite  a  sum  of  money?" 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know.  I  know  the  various  busmess  men's 
associations  contributed  a  ^ood  deal,  I  was  told;  and  in  telling  our 
people  about  it  in  Cleveland,  as  they  seemed  to  be  so  active  about  it, 
I  asked  them,  or  suggested,  that  they  might  be  glad  to  receive  a  little 
contribution  from  us.  So  they  were  asked  if  they  would  like  to  have 
a  contribution,  and  thev  said  they  would  be  very  glad  to  have  it,  and 
we  sent  it — and  I  hearcl  irfterwards  that  they  had  not  spent  it  all 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  much  did  you  send  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Five  hundred  dollars,  I  think. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  sent  $31.56  on  another  occasion,  did  you  not? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  for  some  copies  of  papers,  or  something  like 
that,  they  sent  us.     It  was  some  bill  tney  incurred  for  us. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Under  what  title  did  Walter  Parker  do  his  work; 
was  he  secretary  of  some  organization  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  he  was  assistant  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trade,  or  something;  I  am  not  sure;  I  am  not  sure  about  that.  I 
know  he  was  appointed  as  the  man  to  look  after  it,  and  he  was 
thought  to  be  a  responsible  man,  and  he  had  the  indorsement  of 
everybody  down  there.  They  had  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  it,  but 
this  contribution  was  not  solicited  by  them;  it  was  given  voluntarily 
by  our  organization. 
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Mr.  E ALSTON.  Will  you  tun^  to  your  voucherB  for  mailing,  and  so 
forth^  for  the  months  of  November  and  December  of  last  year,  and 
tell  us  whether  there  was  any  material  difference  between  the  amounts 
you  expended  for  the  purpose  in  those  two  nionths  ?  I  mean  mailing 
the  American  Flag. 

Mr.  Pbnton.  iNovember  and  December t 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  haye  stated  you  stopped  the  mailing  of  the 
American  Flag.  I  want  to  know  whether  there  was  any  material 
difference  in  your  e:9:pense  account  for  n^ailing  it  in  those  two  months. 

Mr.  PiiNTON.  That  would  coyer,  you  know,  mailing  and  also  the 
postage,  which  is  by  weight 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  can  refer  to  che(^  Noe.  623  and  624  for 
November. 

Mr.  Penton  (referring  to  book).  National  Advertising  Company. 
That  might  be  right  and  it  noight  not,  for  the  reason  that — ^take,  for 
instance,  we  are  mailing  some  American  Flass  this  month,  and  m^ybe 
some  months  we  might  mail  a  great  many  back  numbers  to  a  lot  <^ 
people,  and  another  month  we  might  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  understand  that  it  may  not  be  absolutely  accu- 
rate. You  can  give  the  totals  for  November  and  the  totals  for 
December. 

Mr.  Penton.  The  check  you  have  mentioned  is  No.  624;  it  is  tot 
$288.43.     No.  624 

Mr.  Wobthington.  What  is  the  date  of  that  check? 

Mr.  Ralston.  November  15.  No.  623  is  $550  and  No.  624  is 
$288.    Making  a  total  of  $788.43  for  that  month? 

Mr.  Pbnton.  No;  it  should  be  $838.42  for  those  two. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  am  wrong  in  my  arithmetic.  Now,  give  No.  671- 
and  No.  675,  for  the  latter  part  of  December. 

Mr.  Penton.  Six  hundrea  and  seventy-one  is  for  $430  and  675  is 
for  $555.91. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  the  latter  item  runs  down  to  a  later  date  in  the 
month  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  The  check  for  671  is  what  date? 

Mr.  Penton.  November  15,  and  673  was  November  6.  And  now 
No.  671 — ^what  date  is  that?  That  is  December  30.  Six  hundred 
and  seventy-five  is  December  31.     I  have  it  here  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Considering  that  the  December  publications  run  to 
a  later  date  in  the  month,  is  there  any  material  difference  between 
November  and  December  as  to  amounts  expended  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  What  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Considering  the  December  payments  run  to  a  late 
date  in  the  month,  practically  the  last  date  m  the  month,  while  the 
November  bills  are  to  the  early  part  of  November,  is  there  any  par- 
ticular difference  between  your  bills  of  November  and  December  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Well,  now,  I  understand  the  point  you  want  to  make 
about  that.  But  take  this  account.  That  is  for  work  in  mailing, 
addressing,  filling  in,  and  so  forth 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  What  account  are  you  referring  to  i 

Mr.  Pbnton.  December  10. 

Mr.  Ralston.  So  the  other  bills  are  the  same,  are  they  not  i 


Mr.  PsNTON.  Not  all;  the  mailing  company  has  so  much  irregular 
work,  making  out  stencils,  and  so  forth,  that  no  one  month  would 
compare  for  tnem  with  another  month. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  find  any  material  difference  between  the 
expense  of  maili^  the  American  Flag  in  the  month  of  November  and 
in  the  month  of  December,  answering  the  question  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  For  one  month  it  is  $834.42  and  for  the  other  month 
it  is  $985.91.    What  was  the  question? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  larger  amount  running  to  a  later  period  in  the 
month  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Where  in  that  is  the  evidence  that  you  stopped  the 
circulation  of  the  November  issue  of  the  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  It  does  not  make  any  difference  about  that.  I  know 
I  had  an  enormous  number  of  them  destroyed.  I  could  not  answer 
that  (question  the  way  you  would  like  me  to  answer  it  without  going 
over  it  carefully  and  making  close  calculations.  I  remember  that  I 
was  excited  at  the  time,  and  I  was  suffering  pain,  and  I  do  remember 
that  there  was  an  immense  number  destroyed. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  sent  the  December  number  to  Members  of 
Congress  in  Washington,  did  you  not  ? 

iEr.  Pbnton.  I  think  all  copies  of  the  Flag  went  to  Members  of 
Congress. 

^&.  Ralston.  In  Washington? 

Mr.  Penton.  In  Washington  and  elsewhere.  I  think  they  all  went 
to  Members  of  Congress,  whether  they  went  to  their  home  addresses 
or  to  Washington. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Departing  a  little  fcom  the  subject-matter  of  the 
present  examination,  I  wilTask  vou  in  what  respect,  literary  or  other- 
wise, you  considered  the  December  number  superior  to  the  November 
number  of  the  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Pbnton.  I  don't  like  to  use  the  word  '*  superior'*  in  referring 
to  either  number  or  anything  that  I  have  myself  done,  but  I  will  say 
that  I  did  not  think  the  tone  of  some  of  the  matter  in  the  November 
number  of  the  Flag  reflected  any  credit  on  the  gentlemen  behind  the 
Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  is  Mr.  G.  B.  Lockwood  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  He  is  the  editor  of  a  paper  at  Marion,  Ind. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  paid  him  for  his  coming  on  to  Cleveland, 
have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  I  wanted  to  have  a  chat  with  him  about  some 
matters. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Connected  with  the 

Mr.  Penton.  League,  yes;  merchant-marine  work. 

Mr.  Sainton.  What  connection  had  he  with  the  league  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  He  had  none. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  the  object,  then,  of  the  interview  4 

Mr.  Penton.  Shortly  after  Mr.  Maxwell  went  away  I  felt  it  might 
be  a  good  plan  to  have  some  one  help  us  in  the  work  of  the  league, 
and  1  knew  Mr.  Lockwood  very  well.  He  was  a  fine  fellow,  and  I 
asked  him  if  he  would  come  over  and  let  me  have  a  talk  with  him. 
He  came,  and  I  think  we  paid  his  expenses.  I  am  not  sure  whether 
we  did  or  not. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Is  he  the  man  who  published  these  articles  which 
have  been  referred  to  in  this  examination  ? 

Mr,  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  As  the  editor  or  publisher  of  the  Marion  Chronicle  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir;  he  publishes  something  about  merchant 
marine  pretty  nearly  every  day. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  does  that  happen? 

Mr.  Penton.  He  is  very  much  interested  in  it;  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  much  have  you  paid  him  for  it  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Nothing  at  all.  We  got  some  cUppings  from  his 
papers  this  morning. 

Mr.  Ralston.  A&.  Penton,  you  are  pubUsher  of  the  Marine  Review, 
and  you  carry  a  very  lai^ge  amount  oi  advertising  for  steel  manuf ac^ 
turing  companies  and  shipbuilding  companies,  do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  In  the  Marine  Review  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  think  there  are  any  steel  people  there.  There 
are  not  nearly  as  many  marine  people  as  there  ought  to  be.  I  know 
there  are  some  few. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  also  publish  the  Iron  Trade  Review  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Our  company  does;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  that  is  an  organ  of  the  iron  trade,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  It  is  published  in  the  interest  of  the  iron  and  steel 
business. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  extensively  advertised  in  by  the  manufacturers 
of  iron  in  various  forms  ?    * 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Does  that  account  for  your  views  in  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Not  one  atom.  The  league  was  organized  before  the 
Iron  Trade  Review  was  published  by  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  before  the  Marine  Review  was  being  published  t 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  was  the  president  of  the  company  that  was 
publishing  the  Marine  Review  at  the  time  the  league  was  organized. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  the  foreign  shipping  trust  spending 
any  money  for  pubUcations  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  For  publication  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  papers  in  this  country  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  You  say  **foreign  shipping  trust."  What  do  you 
mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Kalston.  I  leave  you  to  determine  that. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know  anything  about  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  done  it,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Done  what  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Sent  money  to  secure  publications  in  this  country  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  You  mean  the  Merchant  Marine  League  has  spent 
money  to  insure  pubUcation  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Penton.  No.  You  mean  to  insure  the  publishing  of  articles  in 
the  publications  ? 

lu".  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  did  you  do  with  the  Texas  Farmer? 

Mr.  Penton.  We  paid  Mr.  Shaw  the  cost  of  sending  out  his  paper 
containing  an  article  by  Mr.  Hardy  and  Mr.  Maxwell. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  And  if  you  had  not  made  that  payment,  the  article 
would  not  have  been  published.     Is  not  that  true? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  guess  that  is  true.  But  it  was  simply  the 
cost.  Instead  of  our  printing  a  lot  of  circulars  and  sending  them 
out  we  had  him  do  it.     He  did  it  for  less  than  cost. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  Memphis  Times  of 
August  1,  or  at  least  the  payment  by  check  No.  522.  What  was 
that  payment  of  $50  made  for? 

Mr.  rENTON.  TTiat  is  something  that  I  don't  know  anything 
about.  That  was  done  when  I  was  away.  It  was  ordered  when  i 
was  away.  We  have  never  had  any  offer  from  any  editor  in  America 
to  publish  any  editorial  for  compensation  from  Memphis  or  anywhere 
else. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  can  not  explain  that  item? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  can  not.  We  never  had  a  suggestion  from  an 
editor  that  they  would  take  any  attitude  in  this  matter  for  compen- 
sation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  your  publications  you  have  carried  advertise- 
ments, have  you  not,  of  the  Newport  News  Shipbuilding  Company  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  Marine  Review  has  an  advertisement  from  tne 
Newport  News  Shipbuilding  Company. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Aiid  for  Cramp  &  Sons  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know  whether  we  have  any  advertisement 
from  them  or  not  now.     I  think  not,  but  I  am  not  sure. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Or  the  Moran  Company  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  yes;  but  I  am  not  sure  as  to  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Also  for  shipbuilding  companies  on  the  Lakes,  have 
you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  Before  I  bought  the  Marine  Review  they  had 
advertisements  in  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  you  have  carried  them,  also,  for  the  Fall  River 
Company,  of  Massachusetts,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  On  that  point  I  wknt  to  say  that  I  think  within  the 
last  three  months  the  Fall  River  Company  put  an  advertisement  in 
the  Marine  Review  Thev*  never  had  one  before  that.  A  short  time 
ago  they  put  a  half-page  advertisement  in  the  Marine  Review.  I 
know  it  was  brought  to  my  attention  a  short  time  ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Would  you  regard,  then,  the  charge  that  those  pub- 
lications controlled  your  action  as  being  a  fair  chaise? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  it  would  be  ridiculous. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Suppose  the  charge  is  reversed,  and  you  make  the 
charge  that  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  of  New  York,  in  which  the  for- 
eign ship  lines  advertised,  is  influenced  in  its  position  by  those  adver- 
tisements, would  you  regard  that  chaise  as  ridiculous  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  would  be  a  very  different  situation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Why? 

Mr.  Penton.  One  publication  is  endeavoring  to  do  something  that 
will  assist  the  country  in  which  it  is  published,  and  the  other  never 
loses  an  opportunity  to  do  all  it  can  against  American  interests  and 
in  favor  or  foreign  interests. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  consider,  as  a  Canadian,  that  that  was  a 
fair  charge  to  make  with  reference  to  the  New  York  Commercial  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  am  not  a  Canadian. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Since  when  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  I  was  bom  there,  and  I  am  living  here  now,  and  daim 
to  be  as  good  an  American  citizen  as  anyone. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  not  prepared  to  tell  us  now  where  you  were 
naturalized ) 

Mr.  Penton.  I  would  like  to  make  a  little  statement  about  that. 
I  had  that  looked  up,  and  mj  attorneys  in  Cleveland  told  me  some 
things  in  reference  to  naturalization  and  the  securing  of  the  record  of 
naturalization  papers  to  make  me  feel  a  Uttle  different  in  regard  to 
that.  They  had  a  case  in  Milwaukee  that  was  held  up  because  the 
name  was  spelled  *'e-i"  instead  of  ''i-e" — a  Iom  delay  on  account  of  a 
Uttle  mistake  Uke  that.  I  was  sitting  at  the  table  the  other  day  talking 
with  a  gentleman  whom  I  later  found  to  be  a  Congressman,  and  he 
told  me  a  few  cases  of  that  kind  where  it  had  been  almost  impossible^ 
to  get  the  necessary  papers  or  information  on  account  of  some  little 
error  or  technicality,  one  being  a  case  where  his  own  father  could  not 
get  his  discharge  papers  because  they  found  the  name  was  spelled 
wrong.  So  after  that  I  did  not  feel  so  bad  about  my  case.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  I  took  mv  second  papers  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Notwitnstanding  the  sworn  statement  that  you 
took  them  in  Michigan  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  In  the  statements  I  made  when  I  voted  in  the  city 
of  Cleveland  as  to  where  I  took  out  my  papers,  I  meant  that  I  took 
my  first  papers  out  in  Detroit.  I  will  get  my  papers  all  right  as  soon 
as  I  get  away  from  this  case. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  looked  for  them  while  you  have  been 
back  to  Cleveland  during  the  progress  of  this  case  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  and  the  only  information  I  have  on  that  is 
that  my  assistant^  Mr.  R.  E.  Densmore,  told  me  he  remembered  them 
very  well.  But  I  do  not  find  them.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
all  my  papers  have  been  in  storage  for  a  year  and  a  half,  all  my  per- 
sonal papers,  as  I  am  now  living  in  an  apartment.  That  is  where 
my  papers  are. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Mr.  Ralston  went  over  the  list  of  the  persons 
who  paid  $10  or  more  to  the  Merchant  Marine  League,  and  you  gave 
the  names  of  a  number  of  them  who  were  interested  either^  as  I 
understood  you,  in  shipbuilding  or  in  ship  transportation  or  m  the 
steel  industry.  You  did  not  specify  as  to  any  one  of  them  or  as  to 
most  of  them  whether  they  were  interested  in  all  the  things  or  which 
ones  they  were  interested  m.  I  wish  you  would  state  in  a  general  way 
without  going  over  the  list  again  what  those  men  were  interested  in. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yesterday  Air.  Ralston  questioned  me  about  our 
receipts  for  the  month  of  May,  1909,  I  thmk  it  was.  He  asked  me 
to  state  in  that  list  all  those  who  were  engaged  in  iron  or  steel  or 
machinery,  and  he  did  not  mention  it,  but  he  also  meant  ore.  So 
I  read  the  list  oyer  and  I  specified  and  marked  on  the  page  all  of 
those  who  were  interested  in  any  way  in  shipbuilding  or  owning  or 
operating  a  ship,  as  generously  as  I  could,  and  I  made  it  as  full  and 
complete  as  I  could. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  wish  you  would  take  the  book  and  state 
how  many  subscribers  there  were,  so  it  may  be  seen  what  proportion 
are  interested  in  those  things. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  witness  has  already  testified  that  there  were  211. 

Mr.  Penton.  What  was  the  year? 

Mr.  Ralston.  1907. 
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Mr.  Penton.  1909,  was  it  not? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Noj  you  had  1907  and  1909.  You  came 
through  the  books  to  date. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  took  the  first  year. 

Mr.  Pbhtoiv.  Here  is  where  we  commence  [indicating:].  In  this 
first  page  there  are  14  out  of  48  engaged  in  any  way  in  ore,  iron,  or 
steel  business.  On  the  next  page  there  are  7  out  of  44.  The  next 
page  has  7  against  forty-odd. 

Str.  WoKTHiNOPTON.  IS  that  about  the  proportion  ? 

Mr.  Pknton.  I  think  so.     That  is  three  pages. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  been  asked  this  morning  something 
about  your  conduct  as  compared  with  that  of  the  shippmg  interest. 
Has  the  Merchant  Marine  League,  of  which  you  are  an  officer,  at  any 
time  had  anybody  in  the  As^ciated  Press  in  its  pay,  at  a  rate  of 
$3,000  a  year  or  any  other  sum  f 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  object  to  that,  on  the  ground  that  it  does  not 
appear  that  there  is  any  foreign  shipping  trust  at  all,  or  that  it  or 
any  of  its  members  has  anybody  in  its  pay  within  the  Associated 
Press.  That  involves  an  assumption,  wnich  Mr.  Worthington  has 
several  tunes,  courteously,  accused  me  of  making. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  am  not  making  any  assumption  when  I  ask 
him  if  the  Merchant  Marine  League  has  had  anybody  in  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  in  their  pay. 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  WoKTHiNOTON.  With  reference  to  these  postage  bills  for 
November  and  December,  1909 — the  first  one  is  No.  624,  dated 
November  15,  1909,  amounting  to  S288.43 — ^is  there  a  biD  of  items 
accompanying  that  check,  showing  how  they  are  made  up  ? 

Mr.  Fenton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNOTON.  WiD  you  take  that  and  tell  us  how  many,  if 
any,  items  of  that  bill  are  for  mailing  the  American  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Thirty-nine  thousand  and  sixteen  [indicating]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Is  that  the  only  item  for  mailing  The  Flag? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Worthington.  That  is  in  the  following  words: 

To  mailixig  39,016  No.  6  Flag,  at  $2  per  M,  $78. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  the  date*? 

Mr.  Worthington.  November  10,  1909,  and  the  check  is  Novem- 
ber 15.     What  is  the  No.  6  Flag? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  doh^t  know. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Will  you  look  at  the  November  issue  and  see 
what  that  is  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  No.  7. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Then  No.  6  would  be  what  month? 

Mr.  Penton.  October. 

Mr.  Worthington.  The  other  November  check  is  dated  Novem- 
ber 6,  apparently — November  6  being  in  pencil.  I  find  simply  a 
memorandum  appended  to  that,  ''Postage  and  mailing  50,000  Ameri- 
can Flag,  on  accoimt,  $550.'^  Have  you  any  bill  of  items  to  accom- 
panv  that  check  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No,  I  don^t  know  of  any  here. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  will  ask  you  whether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
November  niunber  of  The  American  Flag  was  not  first  published 
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alon^  about  the  date  of  this  check,  November  6,  and  in  fact  was  not 
pubhshed  until  the  16th  or  17th  of  November? 

Mr.  Penton.  Our  papers  were  never  published  until  after  about 
the  10th  of  the  month. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  have  not  Questioned  him  about  those  checks  at  all. 
I  Questioned  him  about  cheeks  later  in  the  month. 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  the  check  you  questioned  me  about,  No.  623 
[indicating].  ^ 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  November][6. 

Mr.  Penton.  The  Fla^  came  out  on  the  10th  of  the  month. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  This  is  No.  623,  and  the  one  I  just  asked  about 
is  624.  Now,  I  want  to  take  up  the  checks  in  December,  that  Mr» 
Ralston  asked  vou  about.  First,  the  check  671,  dated  December  30^ 
for  S430.     Is  there  a  bill  of  items  accompan3ring  that  check? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoETHiNOTON.  I  Wish  you  would  go  over  it  and  see  what,  if 
any,  of  the  items  are  for  mailing  The  American  Flag. 

Mr.  Penton.  Thirty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty. 

Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  Of  what  number  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  That  would  be  the  November  Flag. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Docs  it  state  that  it  is  No.  7  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  don't  know  whether  it  does  or  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Why  do  you  say  it  would  be  for  November? 

Mr.  Penton.  What  date  ? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  December  27. 

Mr.  Penton.  It  might  be  December  and  November,  both. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  any  means  of  determining  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  no  more  than  the  date  on  there  would  determine 
that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Call  your  attention  to  what  it  says.  It  says, 
"Merchant  Marine  League,  account  December  Flag." 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  had  not  noticed  that.  Yes;  that  is  the  Decem- 
ber Flag. 

Mr.  K ALSTON.  How  m^y  copies  of  that? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Thirty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty. 

Have  you  examined  the  bill  of  items  carefuUy  to  see  whether  there 
is  any  other  charge  for  mailing  The  American  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Penton  (after  examination).  It  is  aU  I  can  see.  That  all 
refers  to  Flag  No.  8. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  the  remaining  one  of  the  four  checks 
that  Mr.  Ralston  asked  you  about  is  No.  675,  dated  December  31. 
1909,  for  $555.91.     Is  there  a  bill  of  items  accompanying  that  check! 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  a  bill  of  items. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Plcasc  examine  it  and  see  what,  if  any,  items 
refer  to  mailing  The  American  Flag. 

Mr.  Penton.  There  is  an  item  for  mailing  1,500  copies  of  No.  6 
Flag  on  November  16.     There  is  no  item  for  No.  7  Flag  at  all  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  there  any  item  for  No.  8  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Were  shown  check  No.  522,  which  seems 
to  be  a  payment  to  the  Memphis  Times  of  $50,  which  you  said  you 
had  no  recollection  or  knowledge  of.  I  ask  you  whether  it  was 
inclosed  in  one  of  the  envelopes  which  you  used  in  these  files,  which 
has  the  indorsement  on  it  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  You  will  notice  that  the  check  number  corre- 
sponds with  the  number  on  the  envelope. 

Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  I  wish  you  would  read  the  indorsement  on  the 
envelope. 

Mr.  jPenton.  The  indorsement  is  as  follows: 

Amount,  $50. 

Date  of  inv.  8/1/09.    Number  of  check,  522. 

Favor  of  The  Memphis  Times. 

Account  of  500  copies  of  The  Times, 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  want  to  call  your  attention,  Mr.  Worthington,  to 
this  check  628,  contained  in  an  envelope  dated  1 1/18/09,  accompanied 
by  receipt  dated  11/18/09.  The  indorsement  on  the  check  says  that 
it  went  there  and  was  paid  November  20,  while  the  face  of  the  check 
is  marked  in  pencil  November  6. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  marked  it  there  a  moment  ago,  seeing  no  date. 

Mr.  Raij3ton.  It  was  delivered,  as  appears  by  the  receipt,  Novem- 
ber 18,  and  did  not  go  through  the  clearmg  house  until  November  20; 
and  it  was  just  this  moment  ornamented  by  Mr.  Penton's  figures, 
putting  in  the  date. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  did  it  a  second  ago.  I  had  it  there,  and  I  wanted 
to  distinguish  it  from  the  others. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  that  check  given  for,  except  for  the 
November  issue  of  the  American  Flag  ? 

Mr.  WoBTHiNOTON.  I  object  to  that,  because  it  does  not  appear 
that  it  was  given  for  the  November  issue  at  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  it  given  for,  if  not  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it  now.  It  is  a  matter 
I  would  have  to  look  up.     I  brought  here  every  item  of  evidence 

Mr.  WoBTHiNOTON.  It  says  remaining  50,000  copies  on  account. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  brought  everything  I  had  here. 

Mr.  WOBTHINOTON.  That  is  all,  unless  Mr.  Penton  has  something 
he  wants  to  say  hi  explanation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  For  the  purpose  of  referring  to  it,  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  like  to  ofifer  in  evidence  the  January  copy  of  the  Marine 
Review.     I  ask  that  it  be  marked  as  an  exhibit. 

The  Chaibman.  It  may  be  marked,  but  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
print  it. 

Mr.  WOBTHINOTON.  That  being  so,  will  you  call  our  attention  to 
the  part  of  the  document  that  you  rely  upon? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  very  extensive  marme  advertisii^  done  by  the 
paper. 

(The  publication  referred  to  was  marked  '' Exhibit  No.  114,"  and  is 
filed  as  part  of  the  record.) 

Mr.  WOBTHINOTON.  Mr.  Penton  wants  to  make  some  statement 
himself. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  would  like  to  ask  why  he  put  in  the  date  November 
6  on  the  face  of  the  check  when  it  was  shown  him  here  hi  the  room, 
thereby  misleading  his  counsel  in  his  examination. 

Mr.  Penton.  When  you  were  cross-examining  me,  I  was  marking 
down  the  dates  on  these  checks,  and  the  nunibers;  and  on  that — 
I  looked  at  it,  and  not  seeing  it,  I  marked  on  that  check  a  memorandum 
"November  6,"  on  the  face  of  the  check.  Now,  I  don't  know  just 
what  made  me  put  it  November  6,  but  there  was  some  reason  in 
connection  with  the  amount  and  the  other  papers;  somebody  said 
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somethii^  about  that,  and  I  put  it  in  in  pencil,  November  6.  There 
was  no  thought  of  misleading  anybody. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yoti  notice  you  misied  your  counsel. 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  did  not  notice  that  I  did,  and  if  I  misled 
anybody  I  did  not  do  it  inientionally.  I  got  past  any  such  thing  as 
that  many  years  ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  the  fact  come  out  until  I  called  your  attention 
to  the  discrepanc^r  between  November  6  and  the  date  of  the  delivery 
of  the  check  and  its  going  through  the  bank  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  There  was  something  about  the  conversation  at  that 
time  that  made  me  put  it  on  there  for  identification,  and  nothing  else. 

Mr.  Ralston.  But  why  didn't  you  correct  ypur  counsel  when  you 
found  it  misled  him  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  didn't  notice  it  misled  him. 

Mr.  Wokthington.  The  next  check,  in  number.  No.  624,  was 
dated  November  15,  showing  that  this  No.  23  was  some  time  before 
that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Not  necessarily,  because  the  canceled  checks  are 
scattered  all  through  the  record. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  I  did  not  see  any  canceled  checks  scattered  all 
through  the  record. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  should  say  the  vouchers.  You  have  not  examined 
the  vouchers  as  carefully  as  I  have. 

Mr.  wokthington.  Is  there  anything  you  rely  upon  in  there,  and 
if  so  I  wish  you  would  have  it  put  in  the  record.  ^  While  I  have  great 
confidence  in  your  understandmg  of  the  conclusions  to  be  reached  by 
these  papers,  1  prefer  to  have  the  papers  themselves.  You  have  just 
stated  that  there  were  a  lot  of  canceled  checks  there  in  confusion. 
Now,  if  there  is  anything  of  that  kind  in  the  vouchers,  I  think  you 
ought  to  bring  forth  the  papers  and  let  the  record  show  it,  or  let  your 
statement  go  lor  nothing. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  you  will  produce  the  vouchers,  it  will  show  a 

great  many  cases  where  checks  were  issued  and  afterwards  canceled 
ecause  there  were  mistakes,  or  for  other  reasons,  and  those  checks, 
erroneously  issued,  are  in  the  exhibits.  You  can  verify  that. 
•  Mr.  Penton.  In  issuing  checks,  there  were  several  cases  where  the 
man  who  drew  the  checks  made  a  mistake  in  figures,  or  something  of 
that  sort,  and  in  accordance  with  that,  that  check  stays  right  there ; 
and  to  eliminate  a  check  like  that  would  look  worse  than  anything 
else.  So  we  simply  put  it  in  the  voucher,  so  it  can  be  seen  how  it 
came  to  be  canceled;  and  the  amount  does  not  show  on  the  voucher. 
In  case  a  cheek  was  written,  where  a  man  wrote  623  instead  of  624, 
so  as  to  show  that  that  check  was  canceled,  that  was  kept  there. 
That  kind  of  mistake  happens  every  day  in  issuing  checks;  it  can  not 
be  helped  in  any  business.  We  have  the  canceled  check  and  the 
voucher,  -to  the  smallest  detail. 

In  the  beginning,  I  was  examined  about  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  league  for  1905  and  1906.  One  of  the  mombera  of  the 
committee  asked  me  who  gave  these  various  sums  of  money  at  various 
times.  While  my  mind  was  not  clear  then,  I  have  thought  about  it 
since — and  I  don't  want  my  lack  of  abiUty  to  answer  to  remain  on 
the  record,  although  the  league  was  abandoned  practically  a  year 
after  that,  as  shown  by  our  receipts  and  expenses  at  that  time — I 
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testified  that  Colonel  Sullivan  had  given  the  league  $2,500  or  $3,000. 
I  was  surprised  to  hear  him  say  that  he  had  not  given  anything. 
So  I  asked  him  about  it,  on  going  back,  and  he  toM  me  that  the 
$2,500  or  $3,000  was  a  note  which  Mr.  Goulder  had  discounted,  and 
upon  looking  at  Mr.  Goulder's  testimony  vou  will  find  he  so  states, 
that  that  was  taken  up  by  a  larger  note  of  $5,000.  I  also  find  there 
one  of  the  committeemen  asked  me  about  a  number  of  amounts  of 
$1,000.  and  where  they  came  from.  I  find  that  I  m\self  discounted 
several  notes  of  $1,000  at  my  own  bank^  and  took  them  to  the  Central 
National  Bank  and  put  them  in  there,  m  order  to  let  the  league  have 
some  money  to  do  some  business  w4th.  This  money  was  afterwards 
paid  back  to  me  by  the  league,  and  the  canceled  checks  are  there, 
aggregating  $4,000.  That  accounts  for  quite  a  consitlerable  part  of 
it,  as  much  as  I  can  account  for  now. 

A  good  deal  was  said  about  the  Flag.  I  want  to  draw  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Flag  altogether  cost  us  f^-om  $6,000  to  $7,000.  I 
think  it  cost  altogether,  the  first  issue,  four  hundred  or  five  hun- 
dred or  six  hundred  dollars,  including  printing,  mailing,  and  aU,  and 
afterwards  about  a  thousand  dollars  for  each  issue;  and  out  of  a 
total  of  $71,000  paid  out  or  contracted  for,  or  $57,000  having  been 
raised,  that  was  not  a  very  large  amount  for  our  effort. 

Then  a  good  deal  has  been  said  about  the  iron  and  steel  people  all 
through  tms  hearing,  who  are  contributors  to  our  cause.  My  whole 
life  has  been  associated  with  iron  and  steel  people.  I  do  not.  in  a 
business  way,  know  very  many  others.  I  went  to  those  tnat  I 
knew  the  best.  It  has  been  shown  here  this  morning  that  but  an 
inconsiderable  ratio  of  those  who  paid  dues  were  iron  and  steel 
people,  although  the  most  of  those  who  gave  us  large  sums  eventually, 
were  iron  and  steel  people,  and  there  wiU  have  to  be  some  more 
money  raised  in  the  niture  in  this  matter,  and  I  will  probably  go  to 
iron  and  steel  people.  But  I  want  to  emphasize  the  thought  that 
never  in  my  life  have  I  had  any  discussion  or  listened  to  a  reference 
to,  and  have  never  been  present  in  a  room  where  there  was  any  talk- 
ing over  the  affairs  of  the  league^  where  anybody  seemed  to  think 
that  self-interest  was  the  prevaihng  force  or  incentive;  I  have  no 
knowledge  of  that.  I  have  never  discussed  that  myself  with  any- 
body. There  has  never  been  a  conversation,  there  has  never  been  a 
reference,  there  has  never  been  an  intimation  that  anyone  might  or 
mi^ht  not  profit.  I  want  to  say  now  that  this  league  is  $14,000  in 
debt,  and  it  will  come  to  me  to  raise  a  part  of  that  money;  and  the 
chances  are  I  will  go  to  those  that  I  know  best.  I  will  go,  naturaUy, 
to  those  who  are  more  or  less  interested  perhaps  in  matters  in  which 
the  people  of  Cleveland  are  all  interested ;  but  never  on  any  occasion 
in  my  life  has  any  one  man  had,  nor  have  I  at  any  time  had,  any 
word  of  discussion  in  reference  to  that  one  thing. 

Something  was  said  about  tonnage  dues  here.  I  repeated  that  to 
.people  in  Cleveland.  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  difl[iculty  in  explain- 
mg  to  them  just  what  the  tonnage  dues  mean,  and  how  it  afrected 
their  business.  It  might  make  a  difference  of  about  2  cents  a  ton 
on  the  iron  ore.  Tonnage  dues  are  levied  upon  the  tonnage  of  the 
boat,  and  not  upon  the  cargo.  If  a  boat  would  pay  tonnage  on  every 
trip  she  made,  it  would  amount  to  about  2J  cents  on  her  cargo, 
probably,  or  something  of  that  sort.     I  don't  think  I  ever  spoke  to 
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anyone  about  tonnage  dues  in  Washington;  I  don't  think  that  any 
subject  of  self-interest  has  spoken  to  anybody  here  about  putting 
tonnage  dues  here  for  the  sake  of  affecting  the  steel  industry  or 
anybody  in  America  who  knows  anything  about  the  tonnage  dues 
as  affecting  anything  in  connection  with  any  proposed  legislation. 

Mr.  Ralston  asked  me  about  the  Journal  of  Commerce.  I  could 
talk  for  an  hour  about  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce,  but  I 
want  to  say  one  thing.  You  listened  to  Mr.  Goulder's  testimony; 
you  heard  what  he  said  when  he  was  here.  Yet  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  came  out  the  day  after  he  testified  with  a  long  article 
about  Harvey  D.  Goulder,  the  paid  attorney  of  the  shipyards 
of  Maine  and  Pennsylvania.  It  was  a  long  and  bitter  article.  I 
asked  Mr.  Goulder  about  it,  and  he  said  he  was  sure  he  had  never  met 
in  his  life  anyone  connected  with  any  shipyard  in  Maine  or  Penn- 
sylvania. And  yet  the  Journal  of  Commerce  keeps  that  up  nearly 
every  day  of  every  year. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  mean  in  connection  with  Mr.  Goulder  I 

Mr.  Penton.  I  mean  a  bitter  campaign  in  connection  with  the 
merchant  marine,  as  untruthful  as  that,  as  contemptible  as  that.  I 
have  a  hundred  instances  of  the  kind  in  mind.  So  there  is  a  little 
difference  between  a  publication  of  that  kind  and  a  paper  which  may 
make  mistakes  but  is  trying  honestly  to  do  its  best  with  the  merchant 
marine,  and  for  American  interests. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Havc  you  noticed  that  in  the  Associated 
Press  news  Mr.  Wilber's  resignation  had  been  asked  when  it  was 
found  out  that  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  two  shipping  companies  ?     :: 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  it  was  almost  the  first  item  sent  out  oy  the 
Associated  Press  in  two  weeks  cx)nceming  anytliing  to  do  with  this     ^^ 
investigation. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  was  anything  said  about  the  fact  that  '' 
the  Associated  Press  managers  knew  anything  about  it  in  the  ten  ? 
years  during  which  it  was  gomg  on  ?  ^ 

Mr.  Penton.  No.  Here  is  a  bunch  of  these  canceled  checks  and  ^ 
vouchers,  showing  exactly  how  all  that  happened;  and  I  would  ,  ; 
like  to  show  it  to  the  committee.  , 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  point  is,  I  understand,  that  the  checks  "^ 
were  numbered  in  regular  order,  and  that  whenever  there  was  a  ?j 
mistake  the  check  was  preserved  so  as  to  show  why  the  number  .  j" 
was  missing.  *  [ 

Mr.  Penton.  See  here,  396,  check  and  voucher  [indicating].  .^J 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  have  not  answered  my  question.  Is  that  '.[ 
what  we  are  to  understand  to  be  the  fact;  when  there  was  a  mistake  '^ 
made  in  a  check,  so  that  it  was  not  signed  and  used,  that  check  was  ^^ 
preserved  so  as  to  account  for  the  missing  number  ?  ^ 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes.  ''' 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  check  and  the  stub  have  printed  numbers  ^ 
on  them?  ./« 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  printed  by  a  machine.  ^ 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  might  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  stub  book  3 
has  not  been  produced.  "^ 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Nobody  has  testified  that  there  was  any  stub,*'^ 
book.     How  is  that,  Mr.  Penton  ?  ^^ 

Mr.  Penton.  We  did  not  keep  any  stubs.  We  keep  a  voucher  ^^^ 
system  instead.     We  don't  have  stubs  in  our  office  for  anything.  '^ 
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TESTIMOVT  OF  HOV.  HALVOK  STEEVKRSOV. 

Halvor  Steenerson.  duly  sworn  as  a  witness,  testified  as  foUows: 
Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  state,  in  your  own  way,  how  you  came 
into  the  matters  as  to  which  the  conunittee  is  investigating  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  My  name  is  Haivor  Steenerson.  1  live  m  Crooks- 
ton,  Minn.  I  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1902  and  took  mv  seat  on 
the  4th  of  March,  1903.  At  the  organization  of  the  Fifty-eighth 
Congress  I  was  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Post- 
OflBces  and  Post-Roads  of  the  House,  on  which  committee  I  served 
three  Congresses.  I  will  say  right  here,  that  the  Sixty-first  Congress, 
which  convened  in  extraordinary  session  in  March  last,  did  not  organ- 
ize until  a  few  days  before  it  adjourned  on  the  5th  of  August.  I  was 
not  on  the  Post-Office  Committee,  was  not  appointed  when  the  com- 
mittees were  appointed,  but  from  March  until  August  I  received  a 
great  many  letters  addressed  to  me  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads,  although  actually  no  such  com- 
mittee had  been  appointed.  I  presume  it  was  because  I  had  been 
a  member  of  the  committee  during  the  previous  Congresses. 

I  will  say  that  during  my  service,  and  especially  on  the  Committee 
on  Post-Omces  and  Post-Roads,  the  matter  of  ocean  mail  service  and 
ship  subsidy  was  often  before  the  committee,  and  we  had  occasion  to 
have  hearings  upon  it  and  think  about  it.  In  fact,  it  was  our  business 
to  become  himiliar  with  the  law  and  other  matters  relative  to  ocean 
mail  and  I  made  considerable  inquiry  about  it. 

Mr.  first  recollection  of  this  Merchant  Marine  League  was,  I  think, 
soon  after  they  organized.  At  any  rate  it  was  not  long  after  the 
publishing  of  the  report  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission,  which 
was  in  1905.  I  think  their  report  came  out  in  1906.  I  received  a 
la^e  number  of  letters,  but  never  answered  the  letters  that  I  recall. 
The  Chairman.  You  mean  letters  from  the  Merchant  Marine 
Leamie  ? 

A&.  Steenerson.  Letters  from  the  Merchant  Marine  League;  yes, 
sir.  The  letters  were  of  such  a  pecuUar  character  that  I  did  not 
think  they  required  an  answer  and  I  did  not  save  them;  at  least  my 
secretary  did  not  save  them  all.  I  have  hunted  to  find  letters  prior 
to  July  7,  1909,  which  is  the  date  upon  which  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Force; 
but  I  nave  only  found  a  few.  I  wul  say,  however,  that  the  tone  of 
these  letters  excited  my  attention,  as  I  thought  they  were  rather  inso- 
lent, if  not  insulting.  Nearly  every  one  of  them  carried  the  idea  at 
the  bottom  that  everybody  that  disagreed  with  their  views  was  a 
traitor  or  disloyal  to  this  country  and  that  they  were  fighting  some 
nnaginary  enemy  of  the  country  and  that  everybody  else  was  in 
favor  of  that  enemy.  That  was  about  the  impression  that  it  gave 
to  my  mind. 

ThTe  first  letter  I  have  been  able  to  find  among  my  letters  was 
December,  1908  (and  there  are  some  of  these  that  have  been  intro- 

ticed,  and  I  will  mention  them).  I  do  not  think  this  one  has  been 
troduced.  I  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  this  letter 
bcause  of  the  tone  and  the  language  and  the  arguments  as  to  what 
mpression  they  made  upon  me  at  the  time  of  reading  them. 

This  is  the  letter  from  the  Merchant  Marine  League  dated  December 
I?,  1908,  addressed  to  me. 
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(The  letter  referred  to  was  marked  **  Exhibit  115/'  and  was  read 
aloud  by  Mr.  Steenerson,  as  follows:)

Dear  Sir:  At  the  request  of  the  president  and  executive  committee  of  our  league 
the  writer  is  sending  to  vou  and  the  other  members  of  the  Post-Office  and  Post-Roads 
Committee  the  inclosed  extract  from  the  annual  report  of  the  Hon.  John  Barrett, 
director  of  the  International  Bureau  of  the  American  Kepublics. 

Is  t^ere  not  some  way  out  of  all  this?  Is  it  not  possible  for  you  and  all  the  other 
Congressmen,  who  have  been  elected  by  loval  and  patriotic  constituents,  to  start 
something  that  will  put  an  end  to  the  awful  condition  that  exists?  Just  stop  and 
think  for  a  moment  of  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  business  of  which 
our  manufacturers  and  employees  and  workin^en  in  this  country  are  being  regularly 
deprived  because  of  the  indifference  or  oversight  of  our  Representatives  in  Congress; 
and  think  of  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  that  have  been  paid  and  are  being 
paid  every  year  to  carry  our  own  products  made  in  this  country  to  foreign  countries, 
and  then  thmk  that  all  this  money  goes  to  foreign  companies  out  of  our  coimtry — goes 
away  from  us  for  good  and  is  lost  to  us  forever. 

We  wish  you  would  read  and  consider  every  word  of  Mr.  Barrett's  report.  He  is 
not  making  an  ai^^ment  for  the  present  bill  or  any  other  bill;  that  is  beyond  his 

t'unsdiction,  but  m  harmony  with  what  he  considers  to  be  his  duty  he  is  placing 
)efore  us  all  of  the  facte. 

It  is  clear  from  Mr.  Barrett's  report  that  the  present  postal  service  to  South  America 
is  a  dismce  and  is  costing  us  many  millions  of  dollars  every  year  in  the  handicap 
imposed  upon  our  export  commerce.  The  Senate,  as  you  know,  has  already  acted, 
ana  much  of  the  responsibility  for  providing  a  decent  ocean  mail  service  to  South 
America  must  now  rest  with  the  Committee  on  the  Post-Office  and  Post- Roads. 

We  know  there  is  nothing  that  the  business  men  in  this  country  desire  so  much  as 
immediate  legislation  creatmg  a  swift,  regular  postal  service  to  South  America  and 
other  great  countries  touching  upon  the  Pacific,  as  it  has  been  so  freq|^uently  recom- 
mended by  President  Roosevelt,  President-elect  Taft,  to  say  nothing  about  the 
declaration  about  all  this  by  so  many  national  and  state  platforms  and  so  many 
business  associations.

The  Chairman.  Did  you  answer  that  first  letter  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  that  seem  to  be  a  circular  letter  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No.     It  recognizes  the  fact  that  I  am  on  the 
Committee  on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads ;  so  I  assume  that  it  was 
not  addressed  to  members  generally.     It  could  not  be. 
,   Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  is  addressed  to  you,  House  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  But  you  will  notice  that  they  speak  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  says  that  they  are  sending  it  to  you  and 
other  members  of  the  Committee  on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  an  original  letter  or  a  mimeograph  letter? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  it  is  an  original  letter.  Mr.  Penton  has 
made  so  many  statements  about  his  signature  that  I  don't  know; 
there  is  nothing  wrong  about  them.  ' 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  very  well  done,  but  I  think  it  is  a  mimeograph    j } 
letter.  '  ^ 
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Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  think  it  is  a  mimeograph  letter. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  see  that  it  makes  any  difference.  It 
shnply  shows  what  kind  of  stuff  I  was  getting  at  that  time. 

Here  is  one  of  the  re^ar  letter  heads  with  all  these  officers — ^Mr. 
Butler,  president,  the  vice-presidents,  and  so  on,  and  the,  members 
of  the  executive  committee.     This  is  dated  January  11,  1909. 

The  Chairman.  That  has  already  been  placed  in  evidence  and  is 
Exhibit  No.  4,  is  it  not? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes.  I  desire  to  read  it  to  refresh  your  recol- 
lection. 

(Mr.  Steenerson  read  aloud  Exhibit  No.  4,  which  will  be  found  at 
page  50  of  the  record. 

Mr.  Steenerson  also  read  aloud  Exhibit  No.  6,  it  being  a  letter 
dated  February  27,  1909,  from  Mr.  Penton  to  Hon.  Gustav  Kuster- 
mann,  to  be  found  at  page  52  of  the  record.) 

Mr.  Steenerson  (continuing).  Of  course  I  am  showing  you  that 
this  is  the  kind  of  literature  they  sent  to  me  for  me  to  read  before  I 
wrote  this  letter  to  Mr.  Force. 

Then  on  January  14 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  is  Exhibit  No.  5. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  is  written  on  the  official  letter  head  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  and  is  Exhibit  No.  5,  found  at  page  51  of 
the  record. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  prefer  to  read  all  these  letters  that  are 
already  in  evidence? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  want  to  call  attention  to  the  contents  so  the 
committee  will  see  what  was  on  my  mind,  because  this  is  a  letter  that 
I  had  read  and  remarked  upon  as  being  a  very  peculiar  kind  of  a 
letter. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Of  course,  I  do  not  want  to  interrupt  you  in  your 
course  of  proceedings. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  want  to  read  one  extract  from  this. 

(Mr.  Steenerson  read  aloud  extracts  from  Exhibit  5,  at  page  51  of 
the  record. 

Mr.  Steenerson  (continuing).  I  have  no  other  letters  up  to  the 
time  that  Mr.  Force  sent  me  this  letter. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  mean  no  other  letters,  or  none  that  you  pre- 
served ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  none  that  I  preserved,  none  that  I  can 
find,  and  I  wdl  sav  that  I  requested  my  Crookston  office  to  make  a 
search.  Here  is  tKe  letter  from  Mr.  Force  which  I  read,  of  course, 
before  I  answered  it.  I  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the 
language  in  that  letter  in  order  that  they  may  appreciate  my  position 
at  the  time  I  wrote  my  letter. 

(Mr.  Steenerson  read  aloud  Exhibit  No.  52,  it  being  a  letter  from 
Mr.  E.  A.  Force  to  Mr.  Steenerson,  dated  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  July  2, 
1909,  and  found  at  page  470  of  the  record.) 

Mr.  Steenerson  (continuing) .  This  was  written  on  the  letter  head 
of  the  Employers'  Liability  Insurance  Corporation  (Limited),  Wilson 
&  Force,  agents,  208,  211,  New  York  Life  Building,  Minneapolis. 
The  letter  tnat  he  inclosed  appears  as  Exhibit  No.  7,  I  iforget  at  what 
page.  I  don't  think  it  will  be  necessaiy  to  read  all  of  that,  but  I  want 
to  call  attention  to  some  parts  of  it. 
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(Mr.  Steenerson  read  aloud  from  the  exhibit  referred  to,  to  be  found 
at  page  54  of  the  record.) 

Mr.  Steenerson  (continuing).  This  letter  from  Mr.  Penton  to  Mr. 
Force,  which  I  have  just  read  and  which  contains  insulting — to  say 
the  least-T-remarks  about  me  came  inclosed  in  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Force,  and  it  is  not,  as  Mr.  Penton  said  in  his  article,  a  copy  that  was 
sent  to  me,  but  the  original  letter  was  sent  by  Mr.  Force  to  me  and 
has  always  remained  in  my  possession. 

Now,  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee 

Mr.  Ralston.  Had  you,  prior  to  that  time,  made  any  public  utter- 
ances at  all  in  regard  to  the  Merchant  Marine  League  or  its  propa- 
ganda ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  I  have  never  said  one  word,  except  that  I 
made  a  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  House  at  that  time,  and  I  tnink  two 
or  three  years  before,  expressing  my  earnest  view*s  on  the  subject 
as  well  as  I  was  able  to  do  so.     1  never  wrote  any  letters 

Mr.  Ralston.  Had  you  in  those  speeches  commented  upon  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no.  You  will  observe  if  vou  read  Mr. 
Penton's  testimony  that  he  disputed  the  fact  that  t  had  read  his 
letter  to  Mr.  Force.  He  said  he  didn^t  think  that  had  been  sent  to 
me,  and  I  tried  to  get  Mr.  Ralston  to  call  his  attention  to  that,  but 
when  he  started  to  do  so — it  is  in  the  testimony  here  and  I  can  point 
it  out — he  switched  off  on  something  else  But  I  want  to  nail  that 
right  here,  that  Mr.  Penton,  who  swears  he  wrote  this  article — knew 
when  he  wrote  this  article  accusing  me  of  associating  with  the 
"plunderbund'*  and  all  that  stuff — that  Mr.  Penton  knew  when  he 
wrote  that  article  that  I  had  received  that  letter,  because  he  says  so. 

Mr.  Worthington.  What  page? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  the  American  Flag  was  in  here — ^no, 
it  must  be  later  on.  The  December  number,  page  25.  Mr.  Penton, 
in  his  article  which  he  swears  he  wrote  himself,  says  at  page  25 : 

On  June  6,  1909,  the  Mercantile  Marine  League  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  E.  A. 
Force  of  the  firm  of  Wilson  &  Force,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  a  representative  of  the 
United  States  Fidelity  and  Guaranty  Company  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  which  Mr.  Force 
expressed  strong  interest  in  the  matter  of  the  restoration  of  our  merchant  marine  and 
asked  for  further  information  and  literature.  We  fully  explained  the  situation  and 
made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  Congressman  Steenerson  was  the  only  one  from  his 
State  to  oppose  merchant-marine  legislation. 

That  statement  is  in  this  letter  that  Mr.  Force  sent  to  me,  that  I  was 
the  only  one  of  36  recalcitrant  Republicans,  the  only  one  from 
Minnesota.     This  is  what  Mr.  Penton  wrote: 

Mr.  Force  sent  a  copy  of  our  letter  to  Mr.  Steenerson  and  received  the  following 
reply  from  Mr.  Steenerson,  dated  July  7. 

So  that  Mr.  Penton  knew  when  he  wrote  that  that  Mr.  Force  had 
sent  me  the  original  or  a  copy — he  says  copy. 

Mr.  Force,  you  will  observe  in  his  letter,  writes  in  a  very  respectful 
tone,  and  he  asks  for  my  views.  He  ventures  the  statement  that  he 
knows  of  my  careful  study  of  subjects  of  interest  to  the  nation  at 
large,  which  is  naturally  calculated  to  flatter  a  man's  vanity.  I  have 
never,  that  I  know  of,  met  ilr.  Force  in  my  life.  I  don't  think  I  ever 
saw  him  until  I  saw  him  in  this  committee  room,  but  I  thought  it 
was  a  very  respectful  letter  and  believed  it  was  written  in  good  faith 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  information  and  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
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my  views,  and  I  sat  down  and  wrote  this  letter.  I  think  this  letter 
was  partl]^  dictated,  and  I  think  I  revised  it  a  little  and  signed  it. 
What  I  said  here  must  be  understood  to  be  my  opinion,  my  view,  and 
the  letter  was  in  response  to  this  inquiry  which  I  believed  was  in  good 
faith. 

Whether  this  is  regarded  as  an  oflScial  letter  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, I  believe,  decided  it  was  not  written  in  my  official  capacity, 
but  I  contend  it  was — whfether  it  was  written  in  my  official  capacity  or 
my  private  capacity  as  a  citizen  makes  no  difference;  it  was  written 
in  confidence,  it  was  a  confidential  communication  privileged  under 
the  law.  It  was  not  written  to  be  published  anywhere.  It  was 
written  for  the  information  of  Mr.  Force,  I  never  expecting  that  it 
would  be  published.  It  was  my  honest  opinion  at  the  time  I  wrote 
it,  and  I  will  say  right  here  that  after  months  of  study  I  am  still  of 
the  same  opinion.  The  parts  that  they  objected  to,  as  I  understand 
it,  are  [reaaing] : 

Of  course  you  understand — 

Those  are  the  introductory  words  showing  that  it  was  my  view,  was 
my  opinion — 

Of  course  you  understand  that  the  Merchant  Marine  League  is  an  organization  of 
interested  parties  who  expect  to  get  big  contracts  and  make  money  at  shipbuilding 
and  other  enterprises  stimulated  by  the  proposed  subsidy,  and  that  their  patriotism 
and  love  for  the  flag  is  largely,  if  not  wholly,  due  to  the  appropriations  involved. 

My  view  upon  that  point  was  ford||0  from  my  general  information 
about  merchant-marine  matters,  frmn  having  studied  this  question 
somewhat  as  a  member  of  the  committee.  I  was  somewhat  familiar 
with  the  report  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  and  with  a  great 
manv  other  official  documents  bearing  upon  the  subject,  and  mas- 
much  as  I  had  made  speeches  and  intended  to  make  more  speeches,  I 
had  studied  considerably  upon  this  subject,  and  I  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  these  people  were  interested  parties. 

Now,  whereas  I  see  irom  their  utterances  later  that  they  take  great 
offense  at  that  phrase,  I  want  to  say  right  here  that  I  can  see  nothing 
wrong  or  imputing  wrong  in  that  language,  and  we  must  construe 
this  letter  the  way  it  was  intended  at  me  time  it  w^as  written^  under 
the  circumstances.  Now,  to  be  an  interested  partj^  in  legislation  is  a 
very  common  thing.  When  Mr.  Butler,  the  president  of  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League,  appeared  before  the  tariff  hearings,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  last  Congress,  and  stated  that  he 
represented  a  large  majority  of  the  iron  producers  and  pig-iron  pro- 
ducers of  the  country  in  opposition  to  lowering  the  duty  from  40  to 
15  or  25  cents  on  ore  and  on  pig  iron,  he  was  not  doing  anything  that 
was  wrong.  As  Mr.  Penton  remarked  here  once,  we  had  men  here 
from  those  representing  peanuts  to  those  representing  locomotives, 
and  they  were  interested  parties.  We  have  interested  parties  here 
right  along,  and  we  get  letters  from  interested  parties  favoring  legis- 
lation. The  reason  I  wrote  that  to  Mr.  Force  was  that  I  wanted  to 
point  out  to  him  that  the  arguments  made  by  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  must  be  discounted,  because  they  were  arguments  of  those 
interested  in  the  subject.  I  believed  they  were  interested,  not  only 
because  of  my  general  information  about  Cleveland  and  its  industries 
and  the  shipbuilding  industry  there,  but  because  of  the  absurd  and  false 
arguments  that  they  promulgated  in  their  letters.     Long  before  the 
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American  Fla^  was  published,  which,  I  think,  appeared  in  June,  the 
winter  before  m  these  letters,  as  you  will  see,  they  urged,  I  think  in 
one  of  them  at  least  I  recall,  that  there  was  in  some  of  them  the  state- 
ment that  they  supposed  this  would  not  cost  anything,  because  it 
was  limited  to  the  amount  of  estimated  profit  from  the  foreign  mails; 
just  as  if  you  could  take  money  out  of  the  Treasury  without  costing  the 
people  anything.  They  made  various  other  false  arguments^  among 
them  being  the  constant  reiteration  that  Ihere  was  a  foreign  ship 
lobby  that  was  controDing  legislation  in  Congress.  When  I  wrote  this 
letter  I  had  served  on  tne  committee  six  years.  I  had  never  heard 
of  any  ship  lobby  representing  foreign  ship  companies;  had  never 
talked  with  anyone  that  I  knew  of  representing  any  such  concern. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Had  you  heard  of  any  lobbying  in  behalf  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  I^eague  or  in  behalf  of  merchant-marine  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  nell,  I  wUl  come  to  that.  The  only  lobbying 
that  I  had  ever  seen  any  evidence  of  when  I  wrote  this  letter  was  in 
favor  of  the  subsidy  bill.  Some  of  this  lobbying  was  perhaps  per- 
fectly legitimate.  For  instance,  when  Mr.  McCleary  was  Second 
Assistant  Postmaster-General  I  presume  he  came  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Post-Offices  and  Post  Koads  and  gave  a  long  lecture  pur- 
suant to  the  instructions  of  his  superiors.  I  ha^l  no  objection  to  tnat. 
It  Vas  an  entertaining  speech.  But  after  his  term  of  office  as  Second 
Assistant  Postmaster-General,  when  he  availed  himself  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  floor  of  the  House,^^d  as  I  was  told — I  did  not  see  that, 
but  I  was  told  it — distributed  cRies  of  J.  Sloat  Fassett's  speech,  I  do 
not  Ihink  he  was  acting  as  he  sliould.  Mr.  Hinshaw,  of  Nebraska, 
told  me  that  he  spoke  to  him  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  gave  him  a 
copy  of  a  speech.  Mr.  McCleary  also  spoke  to  me,  and  I  objected  and 
tola  him  he  had  no  business  to  talk  snip  subsidy  on  the  floor  of  the 
House.  That  was  the  origin  of  the  statement  made.  AVhen  Mr. 
McCleary  was  sounding  the  members  of  the  Minnesota  delegation 
later  on  about  an  appointment  as  director  of  the  mint,  I  told  liim  I 
did  not  propose  to  indorse  anyone,  and  my  recollection  is  I  told  him 
because  he  was  lobb3'ing  for  a  ship  subsidy.  He  states  that  I  didn't 
want  to  do  it  because  he  favored  merchant-maruie  legislation.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  have  any  quarrel  about  that,  but  it  shows  that  I 
objected  to  Mr.  McCleary 's  argument  in  favor  of  merchant-marine 
legislation  after  he  was  out  of  office  as  Second  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General. 

Outside  of  tliat  the  only  thing  that  I  recall  now  is  these  letters 
from  the  Mercliant  Marine  Lea«:ue  and  some  of  these  other  leagues, 
that  1  did  not  save.  These  letters  that  are  very  urgent,  as  you  see, 
claim  that  the  business  men  that  thev  re])resent  will  lose  millions  of 
dollai*s  if  we  do  not  pass  the  bill.  \ow,  I  say  that  the  fact  that 
they  advanced  nT]merous  false  arguments  in  their  literature,  chp- 
pings,  and  so  fortli.  ^Mrf  of  which  is  this  statement  which  is  charac- 
terized by  the  minority  report  on  the  subsidy  bill  this  year,  that  it 
would  not  cost  the  people  of  the  nation  anything  because  it  was 
limited  to  the  ])rofits  of  the  foreign  trade — I  will  say  when  that 
statement  first  eanie  out  I  entered  into  an  extensive  investigation 
as  to  whether  there  were  profits  as  estimated  by  the  department, 
and  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  profit  as  estimated  was  unfaiilv 
estimated,  that  they  allowed  nothing  for  the  cost  of  inland  trans- 
portation, and  allowed  nothing  for  the  handhng  of  the  incoming 
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mail  and  the  distribtuion  of  it,  and  that  in  any  event  the  profit  by 
reason  of  the  foreign  mail  was  not  due  to  the  subsidized  ships  under 
the  act  of  1891,  because  all  ships  under  that  act  were  paia  a  great 
deal  more  than  the  postage,  except,  perhaps,  the  American  Une 
which  carries  a  very  heavy  tonnage.  Possibly  there  might  be  a  Uttle 
profit  on  that.  They  also  used  what  I  considered  other  unfair  argu- 
ments which  made  me  believe  that  they  were  not  disinterested 
parties.  For  instance,  they  circulated  this  speech  or  this  aphorism 
attributed  to  Mr.  Landis,  of  Indiana,  that  the  United  States  Navy 
was  a  bluff  without  the  merchant  marine ;  that  it  was  impossible  to 
convey  coal  to  the  fleet,  and  that  they  had  27  foreign  ships  to  carry 
coal,  because  thej  could  not  get  ships  here.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
here  is  the  Amen  can-Hawaii  Company  with  21  ships,  with  at  least 
18  running  now,  with  more  tonnage  than  the  ships  carryign  the  coal, 
and  they  could  have  impressed  them  if  they  wanted  to.  The  reason 
why  they  didn't  employ  them  was  it  cost  too  much. 

i  thought  that  they  were  interested  for  these  various  reasons,  and 
also  because  I  knew  from  reading  advertisements  and  newspaper 
articles  and  public  documents  that  Cleveland  was  a  shipbuildmg 
city.  I  was  not,  when  I  wrote  this  letter,  aware  of  the  contention 
that  is  made  here  now  that  they  did  not  build  for  salt  water,  and  I  do 
not  think  that  that  objection  is  as  ^reat  as  they  try  to  make  it  here. 
I  knew  when  I  wrote  this  letter  that  great  big  steamers  had  been 
built,  whalebacks  had  been  built  on  Lake  Superior  to  sail  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  I  also  know  that  Mr.  A.  B.  Woolvin  had  stated — I  think  he 
had  a  line  of  foreign-built  steamers — I  never  knew  how  large  they 
were,  but  they  were  steamers,  I  think,  of  considerable  size,  running 
up  the  St.  Lawrence  and  on  the  Lakes,  and  I  think  making  regular 
trips.  I  knew  these  things  and  I  believed,  in  fact  I  had  heard  about 
the  ships  being  built  so  large  that  they  were  cut  in  two  and  taken 
down,  as  has  been  testified  to.  I  knew  that  being  a  manufacturing 
center  for  iron  and  steel  that  they  made  parts  of  ships,  supplying 
many  of  the  shipyards  throughout  the  country.  I  think  you  will 
find  in  the  Merciiant  Marine  Commission's  first  speech  delivered  to 
that  commission  in  Cleveland,  that  there  was  a  man  who  said  that  it 
was  the  ambition  of  Cleveland,  and  had  been  for  a  hundred  years,  to 
become  one  of  the  shipbuilding  centers  of  the  world.  It  Kas  been 
quite  common,  I  think,  to  speak  of  Cleveland  as  a  great  shipbuilding 
center,  second  only  to  the  Clvde,  or  something  to  that  effect.  For  that 
reason  I  believed,  and  still  believe,  that  they  have  a  more  special 
interest  in  a  bill  that  would,  as  is  contended  by  its  friends,  bring 
about  the  building  of  a  hundred  million  or  two  hundred  million 
doUars'  worth  of  steamships.  I  think  Mr.  Humphrey's  report  on  this 
subsidy  bill  is  nearly  the  same  as  it  was  last  ^'^ear;  I  think  tne  estimate 
is  a  hundred  million  dollars,  or  something  like  that. 

I  had,  of  course,  also  read  arguments  by  other  friends  of  subsidy, 
and  I  recall  the  previous  subsidy  bill  which  provided  for  freight  boats 
to  be  subsidized,  careo  carriers  to  be  subsidized.  The  same  argument 
was  repeated,  I  thinK,  by  Constructor  Roberts,  that  this  subsidy  bill 
was  only  an  entering  wedge;  that  in  order  to  restore  the  merchant 
marine,  which  they  claimed  as  their  object,  we  would  have  to  appro- 
priate from  fifty  million  to  a  hundred  million  dollars  a  year.  But  I 
was  of  the  opinion  then,  and  I  am  still  of  the  opinion,  that  this  subsidy 
would,  nearly  all  of  it,  go  to  the  shipbuilders.     There  is  no  provision 
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in  the  bill  whereby  one  dollar  that  I  can  see — at  least  it  would  be 
very  infinitesimal — would  go  to  increase  the  wages  of  those  operating 
ships;  but  it  would  be  absorbed  by  the  shipbuilders  and  those  furnish- 
ing the  materials. 

1  am  only  speaking  now  of  what  my  information  was  at  the  time 
that  I  wrote  this  letter;  but,  as  I  have  already  said,  this  hearing,  this 
investigation  that  we  have  conducted  here,  confirms  me  in  those 
views. 

In  the  next  sentence  I  say  that  the  proposed  ships  would  not  pay 
American  wages  to  American  seamen,  as  tney  pretend  to  be  desirous 
of  doing  [reading] : 

Under  the  existine  law,  our  subsidized  lines  in  the  forei£;n  trade,  including  the 
Pacific  Mail  and  the  Hill  Lines,  have  the  right  to  employ  cooTy  labor,  and  they  avail 
themselves  of  that  right  to  the  fullest  extent,  and  are  now  and  have  been  in  the  past 
employing  the  cheapest  kind  of  labor  obtainable. 

I  have  noticed  the  criticism  upon  this  letter  in  The  Flag,  to  the  effect 
that  I  should  not  have  used  the  words,  '^subsidized  hnes  in  the  foreign 
trade,  including  the  Pacific  Mail  and  the  Hill  Lines."  The  reason  why 
I  used  this  language  was  this — and  I  think  it  is  apparent  to  the  com- 
mittee. Subsidy,  so  called,  is  popularly  understood  to  be  the  mail 
pay  received  under  the  act  of  1891,  which  is  a  mileage  rate;  66f  cents 
for  the  slowest  ship,  $1  for  the  next  fastest  ship,  and  S2  for  the  next, 
and  S4  for  the  20-knot  ships,  for  the  forward  voyage,  no  matter 
whether  they  carry  one  pound  or  a  million  pounds  of  mail.  It  is 
possible  to  so  load  one  of  those  ships  with  first-class  mail  as  to  make 
it  earn  more  under  the  general  law  than  they  give  it  under  the  mileage 
rate.  Wliile  it  is  true  that  the  popular  designation  of  subsidized 
lines  is  those  I  have  referred  to  as  included  in  the  act  of  1891,  and 
which  have  a  contract,  as  explained  by  Mr.  Stuart,  Second  Assistant 
Postmaster-General,  yet  subsidy  is  the  payment  of  money  for  the 
carriage  of  mail,  the  payment  of  more  tnan  it  is  worth,  more  than 
would  be  paid  for  its  carriage  on  a  competitive  basis;  and  all  ships 
carrying  the  American  flag  are  paid  as  explained  by  General  Stuart, 
and  as  stated  in  the  law,  80  cents  a  pound  for  letters  and  8  cents  for 
prints. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  had  understood  that  the  committee  would 
only  sit  until  12  o'clock.     I  had  made  some  engagements. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  could  perhaps  explain  tnis  part  of  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Very  well. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  In  this  branch  of  the  postal  service  we  have  not 
got  the  classification  that  we  have  in  the  otner.  I  believe  it  is  for  the 
reason  that  they  deal  with  so  many  foreign  countries,  and  by  the  gen- 
eral postal  conditions  they  have  divided  the  mails,  for  the  purposes 
of  transportation  abroad,  into  two  classes,  the  first  class  being  referred 
to  as  letters.  That  includes  letters  and  post  cards.  The  other  class 
is  referred  to  as  prints,  and  that  includes  all  other  articles. 

In  paying  for  the  carrying  of  the  mails  in  American  ships  we  classify 
it  as  letters  and  prints.  W  e  do  that  as  to  mail  carried  in  foreign  ships 
and  in  sliips  flying  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  The  difference  in  the  pay  is 
that  the  ships  carrying  the  American  flag  get  a  little  more,  on  the 
average,  according  to  estimate,  than  twice  as  much  as  ships  carrying 
foreign  flags,  for  me  same  service. 

I  can  stop  here,  as  Mr.  Wortliington  suggests. 
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TESTIMOVT  OF  JOSS  P.  GAVIT— Becalled. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  I  have  seen,  in  what  purports  to  be  Associated 
Press  dispatches,  a  statement  that  Mr.  Wilber's  resienation  has  been 
accepted  since  he  was  examined  as  a  witness  here,  and  what  piuported 
to  be  a  statement  emanating  from  the  Associated  Press  in  explanation 
of  that  matter.     Did  you  have  anything  to  do  with  sending  that  out  ? 

Mr.  Gavit.  Yes;  it  was  sent  out  from  our  office. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  have  not  a  copy  of  the  article  here,  but  I 
believe  it  clearly  convevs  the  idea 

Mr.  Gavit.  The  statement  is  in  yesterday's  testimony. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  think  you  testified,  when  you  were  here 
before,  that  you  had  known  during  the  year  you  were  connected 
with  the  Associated  Press  here,  of  Mr.  Wilber's  connection  with 
these  two  shipping  companies  ? 

Mr.  Gavit.  Yes;  I  did  so  testify. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  he  testified  that,  before  accepting  the 
position  ten  years  ago,  he  had  asked  petmission  of  his  superiors  ? 

Mr.  GavitI!  Perhaps  you  will  let  me  make  an  explanation. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  this:  It  appears  to 
be  the  fact  that  the  information  sent  out  to  the  public  in  this  state- 
ment conveyed  the  information  that  the  Associated  Press  authorities 
did  not  know  about  his  connection  with  these  companies  until  at  or 
about  the  time  he  gave  his  testimony  here,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact 
they  knew  it  for  the  ten  years  that  it  had  been  going  on. 

iir.  Gavit.  I  think  I  can  clear  that  up.  As  I  stated  in  my  testi- 
mony before  the  committee  the  other  day,  I  have  been  in  charge  of 
the  Washington  oflBce  only  one  year,  almost  exactly  a  year;  I  tnink 
it  will  be  a  vear  to-morrow.  What  happened  prior  to  tliat,  of  course, 
1  know  onfy  by  hearsay,  upon  the  statements  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Wilber  and  otRers.  I  think  it  advisable  that  I  should  be  entirely 
frank  about  this,  so  you  will  all  understand  the  situation. 

Mr.  Wilber  told  me,  a  vear  ago,  about  his  connection  with  these 
steamship  companies,  and  gave  me  to  understand  that  his  connec- 
tion was  known  by  his  superiors  in  the  office.  It  having  been 
known — and  as  I  understand  it  was  known  in  the  Washington 
office — I  waived  the  matter,  although  I  am  frank  to  say  I  did  not 
wholly  approve  it.  W^hen  Mr.  Wilber's  testimony  was  given  here 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  10th,  I  saw  very  clearly  that  his  connection 
with  those  steamship  companies,  however  innocent  and  legitimate  in 
itself,  might  be  and  was  likely  to  be  misconstrued  and  prove  a  source 
of  embarrassment  to  the  Associated  Press.  That  night,  the  night  of 
the  10th,  I  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Wilber,  tellinfi:  him  that  1  had  come 
to  this  conclusion,  and  requesting  him  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date  to  discontinue  that  relationship.  The  matter  remained  in 
abeyance,  because  I  had  reported  it  to  the  general  manager  in  New 
York,  I  had  no  knowledge  of  whether  the  general  manager  kne\y 
about  this  relationship  or  not.  My  letter  to  the  general  manager 
was  delayed  because  I  was  waiting  to  include  in  it  a  printed  copy  of 
the  testimony  which  had  been  given  here,  so  he  would  be  aware  of 
all  the  facts."  In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Boas's  testimony  was  given,  and 
of  course  it  did  not  change  the  situation,  except  to  still  further  con- 
vince me  that  this  connection  of  Mr.  Wilber  was  not  a  desirable 
thing,  and  apt  to  be  misconstiiied,  as  I  say. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  16th,  since  I  had  not  then  heard  from  the 
general  manager,  owing  to  the  fact,  as  I  understand,  that  he  had  been 
very  busy  and  had  not  been  able  to  give  immediate  attention  to  it, 
an<f  I  judge,  from  what  he  said,  that  mv  letter  was  somewhat  delayed 
in  coming  before  him  in  the  routine  of  the  New  York  office — on  the 
morning  of  the  16th  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Wilber  and  insisted  upon  my 

Sosition.  He  thereupon  resigned.  That  dav,  if  you  will  remember, 
[r.  Humphrey  made  a  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  in  which  he 
alluded  to  this  matter.  I  conferred  with  the  general  manager  over 
the  telephone,  and  it  then  appeared  that  he  had  not  understood  this 
thing.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  that  he  had  never  heard  of  it, 
but  I  judge  he  never  nad;  that  the  knowledge  of  it  was  confined 
entirely  to  the  Washington  office.  So,  by  the  direction  of  the  general 
manager,  this  statemeht  was  sent  out,  and  the  distinction  to  be 
observed  is  that  the  first  line  says,  '*It  having  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Associated  Press,*'  by  which  is  meant 
the  general  manager  and  the  president.  That  is  the  reason  why  there 
is  an  apparent  conflict  of  testimony.  It  is  prooer  for  me  to  say  that 
nowhere  in  the  investigation  of  this  matter  tnat  we  have  pursued 
since  the  testimony  was  given  has  there  been  found  anything  to  the 
discredit  of  Mr.  \vilber,  as  a  general  proposition.  We  simply  felt, 
and  Mr.  Stone  felt  and  everybody  felt,  that  this  was  not  compatible 
with  the  kind  of  relationship  the  Associated  Press  bears  to  the  public, 
and  consequently  his  resignation  was  accepted.  Have  I  macie  that 
clear  ? 

Mr.  V'oRTHiNGTON.  Yes:  I  think  as  far  as  vou  can.  Mv  under- 
standing  was  that  Mr.  A»  ilber  testified  that  he  had  communicated 
with  the  persons  in  charge,  his  superiors,  telling  them  of  his  connec- 
tion with  these  companies,  and  that  thev  knew  it  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Gavit.  It  should  go  into  the  recorcJ  that  until  I  came  here,  Wash- 
ington was  a  division  headciuarters,  and  the  officer  in  charge  was  the 
division  superintendent.  My  best  information  is  that  Colonel  Boyn- 
ton,  who  was  then  in  charge,  did  know  about  it;  but  I  have  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  that  knowledge  extended  beyond  the  Washington 
office. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Where  is  he  now  ? 

Mr.  Gavit.  He  is  on  his  way  to  Vermont.  Colonel  Boynton  has 
been  retired  by  reason  of  age. 

ilr.  WoRTiiiNGTON.  He  could  tell  us  whether  this  matter  was  kept 
to  himself? 

Mr.  Gavit.  He  could  tell;  and  I  feel  free  to  say  that  he  did  know 
about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  Wanted  to  know  whether  the  persons  in 
charge  of  the  general  office  knew  it  or  whether  it  was  confined  to  the 
Washington  office,  and,  if  it  was  confined  to  the  Washington  office, 
why? 

ilr.  Gavit.  Of  course  that  would  be  a  matter  which  the  general 
officei-s  would  be  the  best  authority  on. 

ft/ 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  have  nothing  further  to  ask. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  known  of  Mv,  Wilber,  or  ever  heard  of  Mr. 
Wilber,  approaching  anybody,  a  Member  of  Congress  or  otherwise, 
to  insure  support  of  or  obtain  his  interest  for  or  against  ship  subsidy 
or  mercantile  marine  legislation  ? 
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Mr.  Gavit.  I  certainly  have  not,  and  I  do  not  believe  he  ever  did. 
I  should  have  discharged  him  in  a  minute  if  I  heard  of  him  doin^  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Boas  sent  some  correspondence  nere 
between  himself  and  Mr.  Wilber,  and  I  asked  that  it  be  put  in  the 
record,  and  the  chairman  said  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  an 
executive  meeting  of  the  committee  to  determine  whether  it  should 
be  made  a  part  of  the  record.     Was  any  decision  reached  ? 

The  Chairman.  In  response  to  the  request  made  by  the  committee 
on  page  868  of  the  hearings,  I  have  received  the  correspondence 
between  Mr.  Wilber  and  Mr.  Boas,  which  can  be  printed  in  tne  record 
at  this  point. 

(The  correspondence  is  as  follows:) 

January  14,  1910.

Dear  Mr.  Wilber:  Will  you  please  refer  to  Senate  bill  5015,  introduced  by  Senator 
Ciane,  and  referred  to  the  rommittee  on  Interstate  Commerce.  The  bill  relates  to 
bills  of  lading. 

Section  7  says: 

"That  every  carrier  who  shall  knowingly  deliver  the  property  described  in  an 
order  bill  of  lading  without  reauirin^  surrender  and  making  cancellation  of  such 
bill  »  *  *  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  *  *  *  provided  that  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  where  the  property  is  replevined  or  removed  from  the  possession 
of  the  carrier  by  the  operation  of  law    *    *    *.  *' 

Please  explain  to  Senator  Crane  that  while  all  other  provisions  of  his  bill  are  entirely 
satisfactory  from  the  carrier's  point  of  view,  tJbis  section  7  is  likely  to  cause  great 
hardship  to  the  carrier,  for  this  reason,  that  in  many  foreign  countries  goods-upon 
being  landed  are  delivered  into  the  custom-house,  and  that  the  consignee  obtains 
his  goods  from  there,  so  that  it  is  impossible  for  tne  carrier  to  insist  that  no  goods 
ahomd  be  delivered  without  surrendering  the  bill  of  lading.  The  same  thing  actually 
takes  place  with  reference  to  goods  imported  into  the  United  States  which  are  not 
affected  hy  the  bill,  but  which  illustrate  the  working  of  the  system  1  refer  to.  When 
a  ship  arrives  in  this  port,  the  consignee  of  the  goods  makes  an  entry  at  the  custom- 
house, where  he  presents  the  original  bill  of  lading,  and  after  all  formalities  are  observed 
he  receives  a  custom-house  permit,  which  he  presents  at  the  pier  or  public  stores, 
and  thereupon  gets  his  goods.  We  have,  therefore,  no  means  of  forcing  the  surren- 
der of  the  original  bill  of  ladinjg,  which  remains  on  file  in  the  custom-house,  and  it 
is  the  custom  of  the  port  to  deliver  goods  on  presentation  of  the  custom-house  permit 
without  asking  for  the  surrender  of  copies  of  the  original  bill  of  lading. 

With  a  similar  system  in  other  countries  the  carrier  can  not  insist  on  the  surrender 
of  the  original  bill  of  lading,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  obtain  the  copies. 

Section  7  makes  an  exception  in  providing  that  the  surrender  conditions  will  not 
apply  "where  the  property  is  replevined  or  removed  from  the  possession  of  the  carrier 
by  tne  operation  ot  law.''  Now,  it  is  a  great  question  in  my  mind  whether  it  can  be 
assumed  that  the  system  of  delivering  g(^s  into  the  custom-house  and  the  consignees 
claiming  the  eoods  from  the  custom-house  can  be  construed  as  "removal  from  fiie 
possession  of  the  carrier  by  the  operation  of  law.''

I  see  that  the  same  bill  has  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Stevens  in  the  House.  Please 
present  the  matter  to  him  also.-

My  Dear  Mr.  Boas:  In  further  answer  to  your  recent  note  regarding  bill  S.  5015, 
relating  to  uniform  bills  of  lading,  I  wiU  say  that  I  had  a  talk  this  morning  witii 
JMr.  Stevens  of  Minnesota,  and  gave  him  an  excerpt  from  your  letter  in  whicn  you 
•explain  your  position  with  reference  to  section  7  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Stevens  told  me  that  he  expected  to  take  the  matter  up  with  his  committee  some 
time  next  week,  but  in  the  meantime,  he  would  send  the  excerpt  I  had  furnished  him 
to  friends  of  the  bill  in  New  York,  and  would  ask  them  to  call  on  you  and  see  if  a 
satisfactor}^"  provision  could  not  be  agreed  upon.  He  said  there  would  be  some  opposi* 
tion  to  the  oill^  and  some  members  of  the  house  had  asked  to  be  heard  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  this  of  course,  would  be  granted.  On  the  whole,  however,  he  thought 
the  bill  was  quite  favorably  commented  on.  He  told  me  that  it  would  be  useless  to 
see  Senator  Crane  at  this  time,  as  the  Senate  would  make  no  move  in  the  matter  until 
the  House  had  taken  action.

Mr.  WoKTHiNGTON.  Before  Mr.  Steenerson  goes  on,  1  would  say 
that  I  have  a  letter  here  which  was  left  at  the  hotel  for  Mr.  Penton  this 
morning,  addressed  to  this  committee,  in  an  envelope  which  was  not 
sealed.  It  is  a  communication  from  Albert  Frank  &  Co.,  advertising 
agents,  in  New  York,  who  sav  they  have  seen  in  the  papers  that  Mr. 
Hartner  testified  that  he  had.  been  in  their  employ  as  manager,  'and 
they  want  to  deny  that  and  say  that  he  has  not  been  in  their  employ, 
except  as  a  clerk.  They  sav  that  they  communicate  that  to  you  so 
that  the  testimony  before  the  committee  may  be  absolutely  correct. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  do  they  say  they  saw  that  statement  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  In  the  published  reports  relating  to  the  testi- 
mony given  before  this  committee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  did  Mr.  Hartner  testify  to ;  what  was  he  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Mr.  Hartner  was  one  of  the  clerks  or  employees 
of  the  Armstrong  Company.  We  summoned  him.  He  says  that  he 
is  now  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Collin  &  Armstrong  Company. 

TESTIMOITT  OF  HON.  HALVOB  STEENEESON— Besnmed. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  may  proceed,  Mr.  Steenerson. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  speaking  of  the  ships  carrying  the  forei^ 
flags  and  ships  flying  the  American  flag,  in  regard  to  mail  pay,  and  m 
that  connection  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the 
testimony  of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General,  on  pages  144 
and  145  of  the  present  hearing,  in  which  he  calls  attention  to  section 
4009  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  authorizes 
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the  Postmaster-General  to  allow  a  compensation  to  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  sea  and  United  States  inland 
postage,  and  by  foreign  steamships  or  by  sailing  vessels  not  exceeding 
the  sea  postage  for  the  mail  transported.  I  asked  him.  you  wiU 
observe  at  the  top  of  page  145,  in  regard  to  the  rule  of  tne  depart- 
ment under  the  authority  of  this  statute,  which  shows  that  American 
vessels  are  allowed  80  cents  a  pound  for  letters  and  8  cents  a  pound 
for  other  articles;  and  steamers  under  foreign  flags  4  france  per 
kilogram,  or  35  cents  per  pound  for  letters  and  50  centimes  per  kilo- 
pam,  or  about  4^  cents  per  pound,  for  other  articles.  It  thus  appears 
irom  Mr.  Stewart's^ testimony  and  the  law  that  American  steamships 
receive  a  little  more  than  twice  the  amount  of  pay  for  carrying  the 
mails  than  is  paid  to  other  steamers,  and  it  is  therefore  my  contention 
that  it  is  allowable  to  say  that  they  are  subsidized.  That  is  a  mail 
subsidv  when  you  pay  more  than  what  you  could  get  it  done  for,  or 
more  tnan  you  would  pay  anybody  else,  because  they  fly  the  American 
flag.  That  was  the  reason  1  used  the  term  "subsidized  lines,  includ- 
ing the  Hill  and  Harriman  lines."  I  recognized  the  fact  that  popu- 
larly speaking  the  act  of  1891,  giving  a  mileage  rate  to  steamers^ 
regardless  of  the  weight  of  the  mail  they  carry,  is  referred  to  as  a 
subsidy;  but  any  payment  in  excess  of  the  above  price  or  the  price 
paid  or  that  would  be  paid  to  other  steamers,  it  is  perfectly  justifiable 
to  refer  to  as  subsidy,  and  I  supposed  that  was  true.  And  that  is  the 
reason  I  said  subsidized  lines,  including  those.  I  might  have  said 
including  all  American  ships  carrying  mail.  But  that  was  the  thing 
that  was  in  my  mind  when  I  used  that  expression,  and  I  think  that 
the  law  and  facts  justify  the  use  of  that  term. 

I  said  further  in  this  letter,  which  is  contradicted  by  the  article 
complained  of  here,  that  they  did  not  pay  American  wages.  Now^ 
as  I  understood  that  term  at  that  time,  and  as  I  understand  it  still) 
the  correct  use  of  it,  American  wages  with  respect  to  seamen  or 
crews  on  ships  would  mean  wages  paid  in  the  coasting  trade.  They 
are  the  highest  wages,  and  they  are  not  depressed  by  competition 
from  abroad.  I  said  that  these  subsidizea  vessels  did  not  pay 
American  wages.  Now,  to  sustain  that  statement  it  is  not  necessary 
to  show  that  tney  pay  less  than  American  wages  for  all  their  employees* 
If  they  pay  part  of  their  crew  less  than  American  wages  in  the  same 
trade,  that  makes  that  statement  justifiable.  While  I  contend  that 
American  wages  in  our  maritime  matters  would  mean  high  wages 
paid  in  the  coasting  trade  of  the  United  States,  I  am  willing  to  con- 
cede that  it  might  also  include  the  wages  paid  upon  American  ships 
ei^aged  in  the  foreign  trade.  As  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Navigation,  which  gives  a  great  deal  of  space  to  this 
subject,  and  also  by  the  testimony  before  the  committee,  there  is  no 
standard  pay  upon  American  vessels  engaged  in  the  foreign  trade^ 
In  fact,  they  have  said  here  that  the  wages  are  the  same,  whether 
the  vessel  is  American  or  foreign,  if  they  engage  their  crew  in  the 
same  place,  and  that  is  what  tne  Commissioner  of  Navigation  says 
in  his  report. 

So  that  the  wages  that  dominate  are  the  wages  at  the  port  where 
the  crew  is  hired,  or,  in  the  language  of  these  maritime  laws,  shipped. 
We  find^  therefore,  according  to  the  report  of  this  Commissioner  of 
Navigation  for  several  years  past,  that  there  is  a  difTercnce  in  wages 
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first  in  the  coasting  trade,  according  to  the  size  of  the  ship,  and  in 
the  vessels  in  foreign  trade  dependent  upon  their  particular  trade. 

If  you  take  the  wages  of  seamen^  they  are  higher,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation,  in  Philadelphia  than  they 
are  in  New  York;  and  they  are  very  much  higher  in  San  Francisco 
than  they  are  in  New  York. 

In  order  to  satisfy  myself  that  I  had  made  an  accurate  statement 
when  I  stated  in  this  letter  to  Mr.  Force  that  the  subsidized  vessels 
were  not  paying  American  wages  and  would  not  have  paid  American 
wages  if  the  subsidy  bill  had  passed — at  least,  that  was  my  opinion 
for  the  future — I  sent  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  for 
the  shipping  articles.  Of  course  this  is  perfectly  familiar  to  the 
members  of  this  committee,  but  it  may  not  be  familiar  to  all  those 
who  might  want  to  read  this  record.  Under  the  law  every  ship,  at 
least  every  American  ship,  and  I  think  every  foreign  ship,  engaged 
in  the  foreign  trade,  when  they  hire  their  crew  must  nave  their 
contract  in  writing,  which  is  an  official  record  and  not  onlj  carried  on 
the  ship  but,  I  understand,  left  in  the  office  of  the  shipping  com- 
missioners, which  is  under  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  ijabor. 
If  a  part  of  the  crew  is  hired  abroad,  the  American  vessels  have  these 
papers  executed  before  a  United  States  consul,  so  it  is  a  matter  of 
record  what  wages  they  pay. 

The  subsidized  lines  between  New  York  and  Great  Britain  (the 
American  Line),  or,  as  it  is  reported  in  the  report,  the  ships  of  the 
International  Mercantile  Marine  Company,  which  sail  between  New 
York  and  Southampton,  include  four  ships — the  St.  Paul,  the  St 
Louis^  the  New  York,  and  the  Philadelphia.  I  have  several  of  their 
shipping  articles!  In  order  to  cover  the  period  of  time  when  I  wrote 
my  letter  in  July,  I  told  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 
to  send  shipping  articles  for  July,  as  I  wanted  to  see  those  that  were 
in  force  at  tne  time  I  wrote  my  letter. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Juh",  1909? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  July,  1909.  These  shipping  articles  are 
verv  voluminous,  a  great  deal  more  bulky  than  a  liie  insurance  policy, 
and  I  will  not  ask  to  have  them  printed  m  full.  I  intend  to  use  them 
in  a  future  speech  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  They  are  here, 
however,  and  I  w^ill  offer  them  in  evidence  for  identification.  Of 
course,  if  anyone  insists  on  having  them  printed,  they  can  be  printed, 
but  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  do  so. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  fact  that  a  part  of  the 
crew  of  each  of  these  ships  is  employed  in  Southampton,  at  South- 
ampton wages.  You  will  remember  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Furuseth, 
an  officer  of  the  International  Seamen's  Union  or  society,  who  is 
probably  conversant  with  the  wages  of  seamen  all  over  the  world, 
the  principal  ports,  anyway,  and,  as  I  think  you  will  find  from  this 
record,  this  verv  article,  in  the  December  number  of  the  American 
Flag,  you  w^ill  find  a  list  of  wages  paid  on  an  American  ship.  That 
will  be  found  in  the  December  number  of  the  iV^ierican  Flag,  the 
number  that  relates  to  myself,  and,  at  the  expense  of  making  a  little 
di^ession,  I  might  as  well  say  right  here  that  that  list  of  wages 
printed  in  that  December  issue  of  the  American  Flag  I  have  not 
verified,  but,  assuming  it  to  be  correct,  it  is  the  wages  paid  on  the 
ship  Sonoma  three  vears  ago,  in  1907,  and  before.  The  wages  are 
substantially  as  high,  or  very  nearly  as  high,  in  most  cases,  as  the 
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wages  in  the  coast  trade.  Thej^  are  somewhat  lower,  but  it  is 
undoubtedly  the  highest  wage  paid  upon  any  vessel  in  the  foreign 
trade^  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  that  is  explained  by  the  testimony 
of  Mr.  Furuseth  and  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation. 

The  wages  paid  upon  any  particular  ship  are  determined  by  the 
wages  prevalent  or  ruUng  either  at  the  port  of  departure,  the  nome 
port,  or  the  port  of  destination.  Now,  oan  Francisco  is  a  high-wage 
port,  and  this  vessel  sailed  to  Australia,  and  Australia  is  a  high-wage 
country.  Labor  is  highly  organized  there,  and  they  do  not  allow 
cooly  labor.  I  have  Teamed  that  by  investigation,  and  I  believe 
it  is  also  in  testimony  here. 

So  that  here  was  a  vessel,  the  Sonoma,  plying  between  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  high-wage  port,  and  Australia,  an  equally  high-wage  country. 
It  had  therefore  no  place  where  it  could  supply  its  crew  or  ship  its 
crew  at  anything  but  the  highest  wages.  But  these  vessels  plying 
between  New  York  and  Southampton  naving  the  right,  as  all  vesseG 
of  the  United  States  have,  of  hiring  their  crew  in  any  port,  at  home 
or  abroad,  for  the  round  trip  or  for  a  fixed  term  of  years,  avail  them- 
selves of  it;  and  I  have  here  the  four  shipping  articles  signed  before 
the  United  States  consul  at  Southampton  in  July  last  and  showing 
the  number  of  persons  engaged.  They  are  already  marked  for 
identification  as  exhibits  91,  92,  93,  and  94. 

Mr.  Gabsett.  Did  you  explain  why  you  took  July — ^why  you  took 
that  particular  month  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  I  explained  it  was  because  I  wrote  my 
letter  to  Mr.  Force  in  July,  1909,  and  said  that  the  subsidized  vessels 
"are  now  not  paying  American  wages." 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  see. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  at  the  time  I  wrote  I  had  better  get 
it  for  the  month  of  July,  since  I  wrote  my  letter  in  July. 
^  Exhibit  91,  which  relates  to  the  steamship  Philadelphia,  a  sub- 
sidized ship  drawing  $4  a  mile  mail  pay,  had  134  and  2  additional, 
making  in  all  136  members  of  the  crew,  apparently  in  the  steward's 
department,  all  engaged  in  Southampton;  and  it  will  be  seen  here, 
at  Southampton  wag;es,  which  are  lower  than  the  wages  printed  for 
the  ship  Sonoma,  plying  between  San  Francisco  and  AustraUa,  which 
I  have  said  paid  the  highest  wages,  and  lower  than  any  wages  paid 
in  this  country  for  similar  service,  as  testified  to  by  Mr.  Furuseth. 

The  first  one  engaged  here  is  G.  Bell,  chief  steward.  It  gives  his 
age,  height  and  the  wages  in  pounds — £19.  Here  are  the  stewards, 
for  instance.  They  receive,  some  of  them,  £3,  or  $15  per  month,  ana 
others,  £3  5s.,  or  $16.25  per  month.  It  is  not  necessary  to  go  through 
the  whole  Ust,  but  it  is  one-third  less  than  the  wages  paid  on  the 
Sonoma  for  similar  service,  and  this  is  in  detail,  for  as  large  if  not  a 
very  much  larger  ship — and  the  larger  the  ship,  usually,  the  higher 
the  rate. 

The  next  is  Exhibit  92,  as  to  the  steamship  New  York,  which  has 
132  of  its  crew  in  the  steward's  department,  apparently,  engaged  in 
Southampton,  before  a  United  States  consul;  and  I  will  say  that 
wages  are  apparently  the  same,  except  the  head  of  the  department 
receives  £3;  some  receive  £3  5s.,  and  some  £4. 

The  next  is  Exhibit  93,  the  steamer  St.  Louis,  for  July  8,  1909. 
They  have  135  on  the  first  list,  and  then  an  additional  list  of  5,  making 
140  of  their  crew  apparently  in  the  steward's  department,  all  employed 
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in  Southampton,  England,  and  shipped  before  a  United  States  consul, 
Mr.  Albert  W.  Schwab. 

The  next  is  the  steamer  St.  Paul  (Exhibit  94),  which  has  135  and 
2  extra,  making  137  in  all,  apparently  in  the  steward's  department, 
substantially  the  same  wages  being  paid  most  of  them — £3  and  £3  6s. 

A  certificate  of  authentication  accomnanies  each  of  these. 

In  addition  to  this,  I  have  a  certified  copy  of  the  shipping  articles 
in  force  in  January  last  on  one  of  these  subsidized  steamers,  which 
contains  a  copy  oi  the  shipping  articles  made  in  New  York  by  the 
shipping  commissioners  from  the  one  carried  on  the  ship. 

These  that  I  have  offered  in  evidence — 91,  92, 93,  and  94 — are  copies 
sent  from  England,  through  the  State  Department,  to  me;  but  the 
other  one  I  have  is  a  copy  from  the  one  carried  on  the  ship  made  by 
the  shipping  commissioners  in  New  York  and  has  a  special  certificate 
which  IS  of  importance  here,  inasmuch  as  you  will  observe  from  these 
shipping  articfes  that  the  name,  age,  and  nativity  of  each  member  of 
the  crew  are  given,  besides  the  wages  and  description,  such  as  height 
and  weight,  and  it  is  apparent  from  these  articles  that  nothing  but  a 
very  small  fraction  of  tne  members  of  the  crew  in  any  department, 
either  the  steward's  department,  the  engineer's  department — which 
includes  the  firemen — or  the  deck  department,  which  includes  the 
sailors,  so-called — are  natives  of  the  United  States.  The  vast  majority 
seem  to  be  natives  of  other  countries,  and  the  subsidy  act,  requiring, 
as  it  does,  for  the  first  two  years  a  subsidized  ship  to  carry,  I  believe, 
one-fourtn — I  beUeve  it  is 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  act  of  1891  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes.  I  will  read  from  the  act  of  1891.  The  act 
provides  that  the  crew  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  to  wit: 

One-fourth  thereof  shall  be  citizens,  applying  to  the  first  two  years  of  such  contract 
for  carrying  the  mails;  during  the  next  three  succeeding  years,  one-third  thereof; 
during  the  remaining  time  of  the  continuance  of  such  contract,  at  least  one>half 
thereof. 

So,  assuming  that  these  ships  in  question  here  have  been  three 
years  under  contract  under  this  act  it  requires  that  they  shall  carry 
one-half  of  their  crew  American  citizens;  out  these  shipping  articles 
show  that  they  are  able  lawfully  to  get  around  that,  under  this  clause 
of  section  2174  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  I  will  read  the  clause  that 
applies : 

Every  seaman  being  a  foreigner  shall,  after  his  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  after  he  shall  have  serv^ed  such  three  years,  be  deemed 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  manning  and  serving  on  board  any 
merchant  vessel  of  the  United  States,  anything  to  the  contrary  in  any  act  of  CongresB 
notwithstanding . 

Now,  you  will  observe  as  soon  as  I  find  this  second  article  that  I 
am  now  hunting  for  that  the  Ignited  States  consul  in  Southampton 
certifies  that  the  members  of  the  crew  employed  or  shipped  in  South- 
ampton who  apparently  are  all  foreign  bom,  that  a  certain  number 
of  them  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act,  because  they  have  declared  their  intention  and  have  been  two 
years  at  sea.  For  instance,  he  starts  out  with  the  matron  or  the 
chief  stewardess  and  her  assistant  stewardesses,  and  it  certifies  that 
she  has  declared  her  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  she  has  been  two  years  at  sea,  and  that  therefore 
she  is  competent  to  be  part  of  the  quota  required  in  the  subsidy  act; 
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it  is  that  way  we  get  the  reenforcements  for  the  navy,  the  fighting 
part  of  the  crew,  I  suppose. 

If  the  committee  will  excuse  me,  I  took  that  out  of  an  envelope 
and  left  that  on  another  table.  The  numl>er  appears  from  the 
certificate  of  Consul  Schwab,  of  Southampton,  upon  that  particular 
shipping  article.  The  reason  it  does  not  appear  on  these  rour  as  to 
how  many  of  them  are  competent  is  that  tne  shipping  article  which 
is  certifieu  to  in  New  York  as  being  the  one  in  force  on  the  shin  is, 
as  I  am  informed,  used  before  the  Post-Office  Department  to  araw 
the  subsidy.  It  is  used  as  evidence  to  show  that  the  reauirement 
of  the  act  of  1891  as  to  the  citizenship  of  the  crew  is  complied  with. 
For  that  reason  a  crew  hired  in  New  York,  which  is  somewnat  larger, 
the  crew  hired  in  New  York  which  is  in  the  deck  department  ana  in 
the  engineers'  department,  perhaps  twice  as  large  in  number,  and 
which  of  course  tney  pay  the  prevailing  wages  in  New  York — they 
apparently  are  not  many  of  them  citizens  of  the  United  States.  1 
believe  a  majority  are  foreign  born  and  some  of  them  have  declared 
their  intention,  and  some  are  fully  naturalized  and  some  are  native. 

But  in  order  to  make  up  the  quoto  of  one-half  citizens  of  the  United 
States  they  have  to  count  those  employed  in  Southampton  at  English 
wages  ancf  lower  wages  than  those  prevailing  in  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  claim  that  by  doing  this  there  is  a  violation, 
of  the  act  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir.  But  I  claim  that  the  statement  I  made 
in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Force  that  the  subsidized  ships  are  not  paying 
American  wages  and  would  not  have  paid  American  wages  altogether 
in  the  event  the  subsidy  act  that  was  defeated  March  2,  1909,  had 
passed — that  is  the  only  purpose  of  this;  I  claim  that  they  have 
complied  with  the  law. 

I  was  making  these  references  for  the  purpose  of  showang  that  not 
only  did  I  believe  what  I  said  about  wages  is  true  but  that  as  a  matter 
of  fact  it  was  true  and  is  true. 

Now,  here  is  the  shipping  article  that  is  copied  in  New  York  and 
which  has  these  additional  certificates  which  they  did  not  send  mo 
from  Southampton  through  the  State  Department. 

This  is  the  snipping  article  in  force  on  the  steamship  Philadelphia^ 
which  is  one  of  the  subsidized  ships,  January  last,  ana  it  is  the  ship- 
ping articles  as  to  112  of  the  crew,  chiefly  m  the  steward's  depart- 
ment, employed  at  Southampton.  The  certificate  of  the  consul  I 
desire  to  read,  because  it  is  snort.  It  is  the  certificate  attached  to 
the  articles: 

List  of  seamen  holding  first  papers  of  naturalization  who  have  served  three  years 
or  more  in  the  American  merchant  marine  and  counted  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 2174  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Under  this  section  the  following-named  seamen  on  these  Southampton  articles  are 
fully  entitled  to  be  "deemed  citizens  of  the  United  States"  for  the  purpose  of  man- 
ning and  serving  on  board  any  merchant  vessel  of  the  United  States,  as  per  regular 
number  given.    »    ♦    » 

No.  3.  Name,  L.  Rowe. 

No.  4.  W.  S.  Burley. 

No.  5.  W.  Fish— 

And  so  on  down.  The  next  is  C.  C.  Andrews.  No.  7  is  A.  Gib- 
bons, and  then  down  to  111. 

I  will  take,  for  instance:  A.  Gibbons;  birthplace,  England;  age, 
34;  height,  5  feet  7  inches;  wages,  £3  10s.;  American  seaman;  three 
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years  or  more  in  the  merchant  marine  service  under  Revised  Stat- 
utes, section  2174. 

This  A.  Gibbonsy  I  should  jud^e  from  the  last  words  describing 
the  capacity  in  which  she  was  hured,  is  a  woman;  it  says  ^'stew- 
ardess. She  is  counted  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Then, 
there  are  several  other  female  employees  apparently  counted  as 
citizens  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  having  so  many 
citizens  employed  on  the  vessel. 

The  articles  also  have  attached  to  them  certificate  of  Albert  W. 
Swalm,  United  States  consul,  and  that  apphes  to  the  112  persons 
named  in  these  articles. 

I  think  perhaps  that  had  better  be  marked  as  an  exhibit. 

(The  paper  referred  to  was  filed  as  part  of  the  record,  and  marked 
'^Exhibit  No.  116.") 

Mr.  Steenerson  (continuing).  In  this  statement  as  to  the  wages 
paid,  of  course,  these  were  what  I  thought  were  facts,  and  in  refemng 
to  the  Harriman  line  and  Hill  line,  I  did  so  because  they  employ 
their  crews  almost  exclusively,  as  I  understand  it,  in  Hongkong,  and 
pa.y  what  is  eauivalent  to  $7  or  $7.50  per  month — at  least  they  pay 
their  stokers  tnat.  I  beUeve  at  the  time  I  wrote  this  letter  that  it 
was — and  I  am  still  of  the  belief  from  the  information  I  am  able  to 
gather — that  it  was  and  is  practicable  to  employ  cooUes  in  one  depart- 
ment and  Caucasians  in  another  on  a  vessel.  They  are  usually 
divided  into  a  deck  department,  including  the  seamen ;  an  engineers' 
department,  including  the  firemen  and  engineers;  the  stewards' 
department,  including  the  cooks  and  waiters  and  everything  of  that 
kind.  At  least  I  thought  it  would  still  have  been  practicable  if  this 
subsidy  bill  had  passed  to  have  employed  cooHes. 

The  first  year  under  the  subsidy  they  would  only  be  required  to 
carry  one-third  of  American  citizens,  so  that  if  a  subsidized  boat 
running  to  the  Orient  from  San  Francisco  desired,  it  could,  as  formerly, 
have  their  stokers  engaged  in  Hongkong  the  same  as  the  American 
line  ships  have  their  stewards  and  stewardesses  and  waiters  and 
cooks  and  so  on  in  the  stewards'  department  engaged  in  Southampton 
at  Southampton  wages. 

I  can  see  nothing  m  the  subsidy  bill  that  was  defeated  on  March  2, 
1909,  that  would  compel  any  different  practice  upon  the  Pacific 
than  that  which  prevailed  under  the  same  subsidy  provisions  on  the 
Atlantic.  And  therefore  I  made  the  statement  that  I  believed  under 
the  proposed  subsidy  bill  which  was  defeated  they  would  not  have 
paid  American  wages,  meaning  by  American  wages  higher  wages. 

Now,  in  a  general  statement  of  that  kind  there  may  be  exceptions 
that  I  ought  to  have  included.  Upon  reflection,  though  I  did  not 
know  it  at  the  time,  I  think  perhaps  that  a  ship  sailing  from  San 
Francisco  to  Australia  would  have  no  opportunity  to  employ  cooly 
labor  or  a  crew  abroad  at  lower  wages,  or  materially  lower  wages, 
than  the  wages  paid  for  the  foreign  trip  of  an  American  vessel  from 
San  Francisco,  but  that  is  one  of  the  few  exceptions  to  the  rule  that 
would  govern,  and  it  has  governed  subsidized  ships  under  this  law. 

Now,  I  do  not  know  what  the  next  statement  is  m  my  letter 

Mr.  Kalston.  Turn  to  page  158. 

Mr.  Steenekson.  Is  that  my  letter? 
.    Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  said  something  in  regard  to  the  mails, 
profits  on  foreign  mails,  yesterday.  I  would  like  to  have  it  inserted 
m  the  record  as  part  of  my  testimony  in  connection  with  the  refer- 
ence I  made  to  Mr.  Stewart's  testimony  in  regard  to  ocean  mail  pay, 
foreign  mail,  a  clause  appearing  on  page  25  of  his  annual  report  for 
the  year  1909,  the  last  annual  report  published.  I  will  reaa  it,  but 
I  will  leave  it: 

Baaed  upon  accounts  made  at  United  States  exchan^^  poet-offices  during  seven 
d&YB  in  October,  1908,  and  a  like  number  of  days  in  Apru,  1909,  it  is  estimated  that 
the  number  of  articles  exchanged  in  all  foreign  countries  (including  Canada  and  Mexico 
by  land  and  sea)  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1909,  was  355,859,283  pieces  sent  and 
270,200,320  pieces  received,  and  the  amount  collected  by  the  United  States  as  postage 
on  such  articles  was  $8,627,095.60,  of  which  sum  the  postage  collected  on  the  articles 
exchanged  in  all  countries  other  than  Canada  and  Mexico  is  estimated  to  have  been 
$6,220,751.96. 

On  page  23  of  the  same  report,  under  the  heading  *' Division  of 
foreign  mails — Cost  of  service,  weight  of  mails,  etc.,  I  would  like 
to  have  a  table  which  I  have  marked  printed  in  the  record.

I  also  want^to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  Postmaster- 
General's  last  annual  report  in  which  the  following  sentence  occurs 
on  page  8,  in  speaking  of  second-class  mail: 

While  this  class  of  mail  provides  a  revenue  of  little  more  than  1  cent  a  pound,  the 
cost  to  the  Government  for  its  handling  and  transportation  averages  9.23  cents  per 
pound. 
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On  page  25,  in  speaking  of  the  proposed  subsidy,  he  proposes  five 
routes,  as  follows: 

(1)  New  York  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  about  6,000  miles,  once  in  twenty-eight  days,  13 
times  a  year. 

(2)  New  York  to  Buenos  Aires,  calling  at  Montevideo,  about  once  in  twenty-eight 
davs,  13  times  a  year. 

(3)  New  Orleans  to  Valparaiso  via  Colon,  Panama,  and  ports  of  Ecuador,  Peru,  and 
Chile,  about  4,000  miles,  once  in  twenty-eight  days^  IS  times  a  year. 

(4)  San  Francisco  or  Seattle  to  Hongkone,  calling  at  Honolulu,  Yokohama,  and 
Manila,  about  8,000  miles,  once  in  fourteen  days,  26  times  a  year. 

(5)  San  Francisco  to  Sidney,  calling  at  Honolulu,  Pago  Pago,  and  Aukland,  8,3SO 
miles,  once  in  twenty-eight  days,  13  times  a  year.  Trips  on  this  route  alternate  with 
sailings  from  Vancouver  for  Australia,  thus  giving  fortmghtly  fast  service  to  Australia. 

He  then  makes  this  statement: 

The  total  cost,  provided  service  is  secured  on  all  these  routes,  would  be  about 
12,201,000  a  Y^ar,  which  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  resultinjB^  advantages  to  the 
nation,  especially  when  it  is  considered  tnat  the  estimated  profits  from  the  foreign 
mail  service  (not  including  the  cost  of  handling  between  the  United  States  eicchange 
offices  and  offices  of  mailing  and  delivery  in  this  country)  is  in  excess  of  tJbe  combing 
cost  of  the  suggested  service  and  the  service  now  in  effect  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891. 

I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  this  committee  to  the  fact  that  in 
these  estimates  which  are  contemplated  by  the  subsidy  act^  so  much 
spoken  of  in  the  American  Flag,  the  basis  is  upon  calculation  which 
excludes  the  cost  of  handling  the  mails  destined  for  foreign  countries 
in  this  country.  It  also  is  based  upon  a  calculation  that  excludes 
the  cost  of  transportation  and  handling  of  the  incoming  mails  from 
foreign  countries.  In  other  words,  according  to  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eraPs  rule  in  estimating  the  profit  or  loss  on  tne  foreign  mail,  he  would 
exclude  all  the  cost  of  printmg  the  postage  stamps,  selling  them,  col- 
lecting the  mail  from  trie  boxes,  taking  tnem  to  the  railway,  hauUng 
them  on  the  railway  to  the  ship  at  the  port  of  departure,  and  also 
exclude  the  cost  of  handling  the  incoming  mail. 

I  also  want  to  have  the  table  printed  on  page  28,  w^hich  is  a  short 
table,  which  I  have  marked  in  pencil,  included  in  the  record.  I  refer 
to  the  table  at  page  28  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Postmaster- 
General,  headed  "Kevenue,  expense,  and  pront  or  loss  per  pound  and 
per  piece  for  the  several  classes  of  mail.''  In  this  is  estimated  revenue 
of  foreign  mail,  15.879  cents  per  pound. 

The  table  referred  to  is  as  follows :

It  is  therefore,  as  I  contend,  practicable  for  anyone,  as  well  as  the 
Postmaster-General,  to  make  his  own  calculation  as  to  the  profit  on 
foreign  mails,  and  the  only  way  to  find  the  profit,  as  I  can  see,  is  to 
calciilate  the  total  revenue  and  then  calculate  not  onlv  transportation 
by  sea,  the  amount  paid  to  steamships,  but  also  tne  carrying  and 
handling  within  the  United  States  both  of  the  incoming  and  outgoing 
mail.  There  are,  however,  no  figures  in  pounds  or  ojrams  giving  the 
weight  of  the  incoming  mail,  except  as  to  Canada  and  Mexico,  and,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  table  already  printed,  it  is  only  slightly  less  in 
bulk  than  all  outgoing  mail. 

I  have  requested  an  accountant  to  make  a  computation  for  me, 
but  it  is  not  ready. 

(Informal  discussion  followed  and  in  order  that  some  witness  from 
out  of  town  might  be  heard  at  this  morning's  session  the  testimony  of 
Mr.  Steenerson  was  here  suspended.) 

TESTIMOITT  OF  WALTEB  A.  POST. 

Walter  A.  Post,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Mr.  Ralston.  Please  state  your  full  name  and  occupation. 

Mr.  Post.  Walter  A.  Post.  I  am  general  manager  of  the  Newport 
News  Ship  Building  and  Dry  Dock  Company  and  president  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  that  place.  I  have  other  connections  which 
I  suppose  you  are  not  interested  in. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  take  it  that  the  work  of  the  shipbuilding  and  dry 
dock  company  is  indicated  sufficiently  by  its  name  ? 

Mr.  Post.   Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  class  of  vessels  do  you  construct  ? 

Mr.  Post.  All  sorts  of  vessels,  from  ferryboats  to  tugboats  to  battle 
ships. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  construct  passenger  and  freight  ships  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Steamers? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  have  you  constructed  for  ocean  service?  I 
mean  private  service. 

Mr.  Post.  We  have  constructed  two  ships  for  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company  and  a  number  of  coastwise  vessels. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are,  among  other  things,  are  you  not,  vice- 
president  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  am  not  now.  I  was  at  one  time  a  vice-president  of  that 
league  from  the  State  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  were  you  made  vice-president  ? 
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Mr.  Post.  I  don't  remember  the  date  or  time,  but  it  must  have 
been  three  or  four  years  ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  loiow  who  requested  you  to  take  the  place? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not.  I  was  not  present.  1  never  have  attended 
anv  meetings  of  that  association. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  you  do  not  recall  the  circumstances  under 
which  you  became  vice-president  ? 

Mr.  rosT.  Only  to  this  extent:  A  young  friend  of  mine  attended  a 
meeting  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  when  he  came  back  he  told  me  that  I 
had  been  proposed  and  elected  a  vice-president  for  the  State  of 
Virginia.     That  is  the  only  knowledge  I  had  of  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  Know  if  the  other  officers  of  the  league  at 
that  time  were  acquamted  with  your  business  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  yourself  acquainted  with  any  of  the  other 
officers  of  the  league  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not  think  I  am.  I  have  met  Mr.  Penton  on  one 
occasion,  the  secretary  of  the  league,  but  I  do  not  recall  knowing  any 
of  the  other  officers.  It  may  be  that  I  have  met  some  of  them,  but 
I  do  not  recall  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  did  you  meet  Mr.  Penton? 

Mr.  Post.  I  met  Mr.  Penton,  I  think  it  was  last  winter  at  a  dinner 
given  by  Mr.  Lancaster  WiUiams,  of  Norfolk. 

Mr.  Kalston.  What  was  the  nature  of  that  dinner  i 

Mr.  Post.  That  dinner  was  given,  at  least  the  invitation  I  received 
recited  that  it  was  given,  by  Mr.  R.  Lancaster  Williams,  and  the 
invitations  stated  that  the  Honorable  Mr.  Greene,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, Mr.  Humphrey,  and  Congressman  Jones,  the  latter  gentle- 
man representing  my  own  district  m  Congress,  were  to  be  present. 
I  do  not  recall  whetner  there  were  any  other  Members  of  Congress 
Usted,  but  the  gentlemen  I  have  referred  to,  it  was  stated,  would  make 
speeches  on  that  occasion. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  that  given  to  further  merchant  marine  legis- 
lation before  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it  at  all,  other  than  just  what 
I  have  stated  to  you.  I  received  the  invitation  from  Mr.  Williams, 
who  is  an  old  friend  of  mine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  it  result  in  the  passage  of  any  resolution  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  that  after  the  dinner  was  over  there  was  a 
resolution  passed  on  this  occasion,  providing  for  organizing  a  mer- 
chant manne  committee,  or  somethmg  of  that  sort,  in  the  city  of 
Norfolk. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  explain  who  Mr.  Williams  is  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Mr.  Williams,  I  think,  is  a  banker,  and  he  is  also  inter- 
ested in  trolley  systems. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Whereabouts  ? 

Mr.  Post.  At  one  time  president  of  the  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth 
Traction  Company. 

Mr.  Ralston,  is  he  interested  in  shipbuilding? 

Mr.  Post.  Not  that  I  know  of.  I  have  never  heard  of  his  having 
any  interest  whatever  in  shipbuilding. 

Air.  Ralston.  You  do  not  know  whether  he  is  interested  in  the  Old 
Dominion  Steamship  Line  or  not  ? 
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Mr.  Post.  I  do  not.  I  have  never  heard  his  name  mentioned  in 
that  connection. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  your  meeting  with  Mr.  Penton  at  that  time 
purauant  to  any  prior  understanding? 

Mr.  Post.  Not  at  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  By  the  by,  when  did  you  resign  as  vice-president  of 
the  Merchant  Marine  League? 

Mr.  Post.  It  was  in  the  early  part  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Ralston.  About  what  month,  at  what  time  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  could  not  say  whether  it  was  January,  February,  or 
March.     It  was  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  brought  about  your  resignation? 

Mr.  Post.  I  noticed  in  some  of  the  letters  that  the  league  was 
sending  out  a  statement  was  made  that  there  was  nobody  connected 
with  shipbuilding  or  shipowning  connected  with  the  league,  and  as 
I  was  interested  m  shipbuilding,  I  immediately  wrote  to  the  secretary 
and  offered  my  resignation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  proposition  was  your  own  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes;  as  far  as  I  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Your  connection  with  shipbuilding  is  very  well 
known,  is  it  not,  among  people  acquaintea  with  that  branch  of 
business  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  it  is;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  have  you  been  president  of  the  company  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  am  not  president  of  the  company;  I  am  general 
manager  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  have  you  been  general  manager  of  the 
company  ? 

^Mr.  fosT.  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the  work  there  for  about 
twelve  years,  a  little  more  than  twelve  years. 

Mr.  Kalston.  How  long  have  you  advertised  in  the  Marine  Review 
of  Cleveland  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  could  not  say  positively.  I  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  advertising  of  the  company.  That  is  done  from  the  executive 
ofi&ce  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  please  tell  me  who  is  Mr.  H.  E.  Himt- 
in^on? 

Mr.  Post.  Tell  you  who  he  is  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Post.  He  is  a  nephew  of  the  late  Collis  P.  Huntington,  and 
from  him  inherited  an  interest  in  the  shipbuilding  company. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  is  one  of  the  principal  stockholders;  then,  is  he 
not,  in  the  sUpbuilding  company  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Were  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  he  was  a  con- 
tributor to  the  support  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Post.  If  he  is  I  know  nothing  of  it.  I  never  had  any  sus- 
picion of  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  was  named  as  one  of  the  contributors,  on  Mon- 
day, by  Mr.  Penton. 

Mr.  rosT.  It  is  news  t©  me.     I  never  had  any  suspicion  of  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  is  one  of  the  large  owners  of  the  shipyard, 
is  he  not  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  air. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  And  has  a  controlling  interest  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Well,  Mr.  Huntington  and  Mrs.  Collis  P.  Huntington 
have,  together. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  are  also  heavy  owners,  are  they  not,  in  the 
Southern  Pacific  Mail  and  Steamship  Company? 

Mr.  Post.  They  may  own  some  stock,  but  I  am  quite  sure  that 
they  do  not  have  any  controlling  interest  or  could  not  be  called  the 
owners  of  those  companies. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Naval  Constructor  T.  G. 
Roberts  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  am. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  did  you  first  meet  him  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  met  him  some  years  ago,  casually,  I  can  not  tell  just 
how  long  ago,  but  perhaps  six  or  seven  years  ago.  Then  again  I  met 
him  when  he  was  appointed  for  duty  at  the  Newport  News  shipyard. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Post,  did  you  ever  have  any  talk  with  him  about 
a  prize  essay  that  he  was  supposed  to  publish  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir.  He  aid  not  consult  me  about  his  prize  essay. 
I  knew  nothing  about  it  until  it  had  been  published  and  the  prize 
awarded.  I  had  absolutely  no  knowledge  whatever  that  he  was 
engaged  on  such  a  subject. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  furnish  him  with  any  information  to  assist 
him  in  the  writing  of  that  essay  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  furnished  him  with  no  information  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  furnish  him  with  information  as  to  the 
names  of  people  to  whom  he  could  address  himself  with  reference  to 
information  as  to  the  ship-subsidy  question  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  recall  that  Mr.  Roberts,  whose  office  is  on  the  same 
floor  in  the  same  building  as  my  office,  dropped  in  my  office  oneday 
and  said  he  was  quite  interested  in  the  subject  of  rebuilding  the 
American  merchant  marine,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  kneW  where  he 
could  get  information  on  the  subject.  I  told  him  that  he  might 
apply  to  Mr.  Marvin,  who  was  secretarv  of  the  Merchant  Manne 
Commission  appointed  by  Congress,  or  to  Mr.  Penton  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  League. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  he  consult  with  you  after  that  ? 

Mr.  Post.  He  spoke  to  me  on  the  subject  several  times  after  that, 
merely  casually. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  he  show  you  a  plan  of  questions  that  he  pro- 
posed to  send  out  over  the  country  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  you  did  not  make  any  suggestions  as  to  what  he 
should  ask  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Not  at  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  he  show  you  his  replies  received  to  questions 
that  he  had  sent  out  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  have  any  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  this 
prize  essay  before  he  had  published  it  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Absolutely  none. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  make  any  suggestion  to  him  as  to  the 
advisability  of  his  writing  something  on  the  subject  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Not  at  all,  sir.  I  did  not  know  he  intended  to  or  thought 
of  doing'so. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  yourself  in  your  sliiphuildinfi:  assemble,  of 
course,  material  which  is  fashioned  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Do  you  ^et  any  from  Cleveland  ? 

Mr.  Post.  AVe  ^et  forojinp:s  sometimes  from  the  Cleveland  City 
Forjre. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Any  other  material  from  there  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not  recall  anv  other  material  from  Cleveland. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  get  anything:  from  the  C'hampion  Rivet 
Company  ? 

Mr.  Post.  We  buy  rivets  from,  various  rivet  companies. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Includinsr  that  company  in  Cleveland  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not  recall  that  company. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  What  kind  of  forgings  do  you  get  from  the  Cleve- 
land City  Forge  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Stem  frames,  and  rudder  stocks,  and  things  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Do  vou  know  whether  that  company  supplies  that 
sort  of  material  to  other  shipbuilders  along  the  Atlantic  coast  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  presume  they  do  at  times.  We  do  not  buy  exclusively 
from  them.  We  buy  from  them  only  when  we  can  do  so  to  better 
advantage  than  from  others.  We  get  some  forgings  from  Buffalo, 
N.  Y. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  What  company  do  you  get  them  from  at  Buffalo? 

Mr.  Post.  The  Dulaney  Forge  Company. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  And  any  others? 

Mr.  Post.  That  is  the  only  one  in  Buffalo. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Do  you  get  any  material  from  the  Prentiss  Twist 
Drill  Company  ? 

Mr.  Post.  1  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Where  do  you  get  your  optical  instruments  needed 
for  the  outfitting  of  ships  ? 

Mr.  Post.  You  mean 

Mr.  Ralstox.  I  mean  compasses,  and  so  on. 

Mr.  Post.  We  get  them  from  the  various  concerns  that  make  them. 

Mr.  Ralstox.  Do  you  get  any  from  the  Swazey  Company? 

Mr.  Post.  I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTOX.  At  the  time  you  met  Mr.  Penton  in  Norfolk, 
the  onlv  time  you  met  him,  I  think  you  said 

Mr.  f^osT.  That  was  the  only  time. 

Mr.  WoRTHixGTOX.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  in 
reference  to  your  assisting  in  any  merchant-marine  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Not  at  all.  . 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTOX.  Has  anybody  at  any  time  asked  you  to  assist 
in  getting  legislation  through  on  the  ground  that  it  would  advance 
your  intereste  as  a  shipbuilder,  or  that  of  your  company  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoBTHixoTOX.  Have  you  ever  undertaken  to  aid  it  in  any 
way? 

Mr.  Post.  To  aid  that  sort  of  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Worthingtox.  Yes. 

Air.  Post.  I  have  felt  interested  in  the  subject,  and  I  have  talked 
merchant  marine  whenever  I  had  an  opportunity  of  doing  so. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Have  you  been  a  contributor  to  the  Merchant 
Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir;  I  contributed  $10  to  the  Merchant  Marine 
League. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  remember  at  whose  request  or  sug- 
gestion you  advanced  that  large  sum  of  money  ? 

Mr.  Post.  According  to  my  recollection  now,  shortly  after  I  was 
notified  that  I  was  elected  as  vice-president  of  the  league,  I  was  sent 
a  bill  for  $10.  I  don't  remember  whether  it  was  an  initiation  fee  or 
dues,  but  it  was  something  like  that.  I  paid  $10  at  that  time,  and  I 
have  never  been  asked  for  any  contribution  of  any  sort  since  then. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Has  that  league  ever,  directlv  or  indirectly, 
requested  you  to  aid  in  getting  legislation  which  it  favored  enacted 
into  law  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  I  understand  you  to  say  that  your  connection 
with  the  league  was  merely  that  some  one  came  back  from  Cleveland 
and  told  you  that  your  name  had  been  proposed  as  a  member  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League,  and  that  you  never  took  any  active  part 
in  it  at  all. 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  that  when  you  found  that  statements  were 
made  that  nobody  connected  with  the  Merchant  Marine  League  had 
any  interest  in  snipbuilding,  you  then  resigned.  Is  that  your  con- 
nection with  it  ? 

Mr.  Post.  That  is  correct. 

The  Chairman.  And  your  total  contribution  has  been  $10? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  tell  me,  please,  what  is  the  date  of  this 
Norfolk  meeting  that  you  have  spoken  of  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  it  was  in  January,  but  I  am  not  positive  about 
that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  January  of  this  year? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  it  was. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  build  ships  for  foreign  trade,  do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Post.  We  would  if  we  could  get  any  orders.  We  would  be 
very  glad  to. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Why  don't  you  get  them? 

Mr.  Post.  We  can  not  compete  with  foreign  shipbuilders. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Why  ? 

Mr.  Post.  On  account  of  the  wages  paid  in  foreign  countries  com- 
pared with  the  wages  in  American  shipyards. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  this  proposed  merchant-marine  legislation  were 
to  pass,  would  you  expect  to  have  your  shipbuilding  opportunities 
widened  ? 

Mr.  Post.  If  more  American  ships  were  built,  we  would  expect  to 
compete  for  them  and  hope  to  get  some  of  the  orders. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  favoring  merchant-marine  legislation  did  you 
expect  the  legislation  to  have  that  effect  ? 

Mr.  Post.  1  expect  that  it  would  have  that  effect. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  that  largely  influenced  you,  did  it  not;  influ- 
enced your  view  of  the  matter  ? 

Mr.  rosT.  I  can  not  say  that.  I  don't  think  I  have  taken  a  selfisix 
view  oJL  it  at  all.     I  believe  the  country  needs  the  ships. 
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If  I  may  explain  something 

The  Chairman.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Post.  You  have  asked  me  about  my  invitation  at  Norfolk,  in 
reference  to  the  dinner  given  by  the  Virginia  Club,  at  Norfolk.  I 
understand  that  ^rou  have  in  the  record  here  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Roberts,  one  of  his  letters,  in  which  he  asks  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  to  secure  for  me  an  invitation  to  that  dinner.  I  want  to  say 
that  Mr.  Roberts  did  not  consult  me  about  that;  that  I  had  already 
received  an  invitation  before  Mr.  Roberts  knew  there  was  to  be  a 
dinner,  I  think.  My  invitation  came  from  my  friend,  Mr.  Williams, 
who  was  giving  the  dinner. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  existence  of  any 
lobbies  maintained  by  foreign  steamship  companies  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  wages  do  you  pay  to  ordinary  labor  in 
your  establishment  ? 

Mr.  Post.  We  pay  our  ordinary  laborers  from  $1.25  a  day  up.  We 
do  a  great  deal  or  our  work  on  what  is  known  as  piecework  system, 
or  the  subcontract  system. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  do  the  wages  of  skilled  labor  you  have  to 
use  in  shipbuilding  run  ? 

Mr.  Post.  They  run  from  $2.50  to  $3.50  a  day,  in  round  figures. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  how  that  compares  with  similar 
wages  on  the  Clyde  ? 

Mr.  Post.  When  I  visited  the  Clyde  a  couple  of  years  ago,  I  took 
occasion  to  make  inquiry  then  and  I  found  that  workmen  that  we 
were  paying  $15or$16a  week  to  were  getting  30  shillings  a  week  on 
similar  worK  on  the  Clyde. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Just  about  half  as  much. 

Mr.  Post.  Just  about  half  as  much. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  what  the  wages  are  in  Japan? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not.     I  know  they  are  very  low. 

i£r.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  what  they  are  in  Germany  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  know  they  are  very  low  in  Germany,  but  I  can  not 
give  you  the  figures. 

^Ir.  Longworth.  I  mean  as  compared  with  England,  for  instance; 
are  they  as  low  or  lower  than  they  are  in  England? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  they  are  slightly  lower  than  English  wages. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  vou  know  what  is  paid  per  ton  for  steel  plates 
on  the  Clyde  at  Belfast? 

Mr.  Post.  I  do  not.  I  suppose  the  price  fluctuates  there  as  it  does 
here. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  the  comparative  price  between  this 
country  and  on  the  Clyde  ? 

Mr.  Post.  I  think  the  cost  of  steel  plates  runs  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $10  a  ton  less  over  there  than  it  is  m  tliis  country. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  large  a  percentage  of  men  of  the  whole  number 
employed  do  you  pay  $2.50  a  day  to  i 

Mr.  Post.  1  could  not  tell  you  that  offhand. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  it  not  true  that  nearly  all  your  labor  is  of  rela- 
tively a  cheap  grade,  $1.25  a  day  or  along  there? 

Mr.  Post.  No^  sir.  About  a  year  ago  I  took  occasion  to  find  out 
what  the  average  rate  of  pay  of  our  men  was,  and  at  that  time  it  was 
$11.70  per  week  per  man. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Including  the  well  paid  and  poorly  paid  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Would  you  undertake  to  say  what  the  average  was 
on  the  Clyde  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  it  is  more  a  question  of  the  cost  of  labor 
than  it  is  a  question  of  the  cost  of  material  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Very  much  more  so;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Of , the  total  cost  of  construction  of  a  steel  boat,  how 
much  do  you  pay  out  for  material  entering  into  it  and  how  much,  rela- 
tively, for  the  labor  ? 

Mr.  Post.  Well,  it  depends  somewhat  on  the  character  of  the  boat. 
Roughly  speaking,  I  would  say  about  half  the  cost  is  for  labor  and 
about  one-half  the  cost  for  material. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  knowledge  as  to  the  relative  amount 
of  wages  paid  laborers  in  this  country  and  in  England  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  steel  plates  ? 

Mr.  Post.  No,  sir. 

TESTIMOITT  OF  ANDBEW  H.  KELEHEB. 

Andrew  H.  Keleher,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows: 

The  Chairman.  Please  state  vour  full  name  and  residence. 

Mr.  Keleheb.  Andrew  Hamilton  Keleher;  residence,  New  York 
Citvr. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business? 

Mr.  Keleher.  Illuminating  engineer  and  salesman. 

The  Chairman.  What  kind  of  things  do  you  sell — electrical  appli- 
ances, do  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  I  am  the  South  American  representative  of  the 
Holophane  Coinpany  of  New  York.  We  specialize  in  illuminating 
apparatus. 

The  Chairman.  Has  your  business  taken  you  to  South  America 
often  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  So  far,  I  have  made  two  trips  to  South  America 
and  Cuba  and  Mexico,  both  trips  taking  eight  months  each. 

The  Chairman.  When  did  you  make  these  trips  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  I  just  finished  one  trip  two  weeKs  age,  and  the  first 
trip  I  made  was  starting  in  August,  1908. 

The  Chairman.  How  did  you  go  down,  the  first  trip  you  made? 

Mr.  Keleher.  On  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line,  via  Brazil.  Then  I 
took  various  other  lines  to  get  down  the  east  coast  and  up  the  west 
coast,  coming  back  by  Panama  to  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  How  long  did  it  take  you  to  go  from  New  York 
to  Bahia  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  It  took  fourteen  days  on  the  Byron,  which  I  think 
is  one  of  the  two  fastest  ships  of  that  line. 

The  Chairman.  How  far  is  it  from  Bahia  to  Buenos  Aires  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  From  Bahia  to  Buenos  Aires  is  about  six  or  seven 
days,  according  to  the  boat. 

The  Chairman.  Does  the  Lamport  &  Holt  boat  go  from  Bahia  to 
Buenos  Aires  ? 
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Mr.  Keleher.  Once  a  month  a  steamer  goes  as  far  as  Buenos 
Aires,  and  fifteen  d^s  later  a  steamer  sails  as  far  as  Santos,  Brazil. 

Hie  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  gone  to  South  America  by  South- 
ampton or  via  any  port  m  England  or  on  the  Continent  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  1  nave  not  gone  down  that  way,  but  I  came  back 
that  way  in  order  to  see  the  difference  in  the  service.  I  came  back 
on  the  Pacific  line,  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Companyr 

The  Chairman.  From  where? 

Mr.  Keleher.  From  Montevideo  to  Liverpool. 

The  Chairman.  And  from  Liverpool  on  one  of  the  English  steamers 
to  the  United  States? 

Mr.  Keleher.  On  the  Cunard  Line;  yes. 

The  Chairman.  Will  you  tell  me,  in  your  own  way,  the  differences 
m  regard  to  the  service  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  I  find  that  the  line  coming  from  Germany  and 
England,  France,  and  Italy  are  far  superior  to  the  lines  going  down 
direct  from  New  York.  I  do  not  wisn  to  say,  however,  that  I  feel 
that  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line  is  giving  bad  service.  It  is  simply 
inferior  to  the  other  service.  The  two  TOats  that  I  traveled  on — the 
Byron  and  the  Tennessee — on  my  two  trips  to  Brazil  satisfied  me,  but 
I  am  in  a  position  to  know  that  they  are  not  first*class  steamers ;  the 
food  is  not  so  good  and  the  accommodations  are  inferior.  In  fact, 
the  passenger  part  of  it  is  secondary  entirely  to  the  freight  accommo- 
dations. That  is  not  true  as  to  the  trans- Atlantic  steamers;  I  mean 
the  steamers  from  South  American  to  European  ports,  because  they 
cater  ve^  largely  to  the  passenger  business.  The  Lamport  &  Holt 
line,  as  I  say,  was  satisfactory  to  me.  I  find  that  there  is  an  impres- 
sion in  South  America  that  there  is  no  good  line  at  all  going  to  riew 
York,  and  many  of  my  good  customers  have  told  me  that  instead  of 
going  to  New  York  they  always  go  to  Europe  when  the  question  of  va- 
cation comes  up.  I  think  this  is  rather  important  to  American 
business  men,  because  these  merchants  go  along  the  line  of  least 
resistance,  and  therefore  go  to  Europe.  The  merchants  when  they 
go  to  Europe  or  North  America  do  so  partly  for  pleasure  purposes 
and  partly  for  business  purposes.  A  man  going  up  there  has  a  lar^e 
purcnasing  power.  If  he  lands  in  Europe,  he  will  naturally  buy  ms 
materials  in  Europe.  We  Americans  wul  then  lose  his  order.  It  is 
simply  a  question  of  this  man's  comfort  which  influences  the  business, 
and  the  Americans  are  now  losing  the  business  because  these  South 
Americans  know  what  good  service  is,  and  they  will  not  put  up  with 
the  inferior  accommodations  of  the  steamers  tfiat  go  from  New  York 
to  South  Ajnerica. 

The  Chairman.  You  have,  of  course,  had  occasion  to  conduct  a 
considerable  amount  of  correspondence  with  South  America,  have 
you  not? 

Mr.  Keleher.  Yes. 

The  Chairhan.  Will  you  tell  me  in  regard  to  the  mail  facilities 
what  your  custom  is  in  writing,  especially  From  South  America  here  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  When  I  wrote  from  South  America,  from  Buenos 
Aires,  for  example,  I  tried  if  possible  to  send  letters  on  the  two  mail 
steamers  of  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line;  that  is,  there  are  two  mails 
per  month,  one  every  fifteen  days.  One  mail  is  direct  from  Buenos 
Aires,  stopping  at  coast  ports,  to  New  York.  The  other  mail  is 
made  up  in  Buenos  Aires  and  goes  by  European  steamer  as  far  as 
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Rio,  where  it  catches  the  regular  Lamport  &  Holt  boat,  which 
begins  its  voyage  at  Santos.  1  always  tried  to  catch  one  of  those 
two  boats,  because  it  is  quicker.  If  I  have  luck,  I  can  get  a  letter 
from  Buenos  Aires  to  New  York  in  twenty-one  days.  If  I  send  the 
letter  by  European  steamer,  it  takes  twenty-three  davs  to  get  to 
Liverpool  and  irom  four  to  eight  days  to  cross  the  Atlantic,  which 
means  that  the  time  consumed  is  from  twenty-seven  to  thirty-one 
days,  making  a  quick  connection.  So,  you  see,  the  Lamport  &  Holt 
Line  will  get  a  letter  up  in  twenty-one  days  while  the  European 
service  will  get  it  up  in  from  twenty-seven  to  thirty-one  days.  So 
that  that  means,  if  I  just  miss  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line,  I  will  mark 
the  letter  to  go  by  way  of  Europe,  and  I  think  that  is  the  custom  of 
all  the  people  there.  We  admit  that  the  Lamport  &  Holt  people 
give  us  a  faster  service,  but  it  should  be  mucn  faster  than  it  is. 
Because  the  distance  from  Buenos  Aires  to  New  York  is  ever  so  much 
shorter  than  the  distance  to  New  York  by  way  of  Europe.  The 
difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  thev  are  trying  to  save  time,  and 
they  do  not  force  their  steamers  at  all.  So  their  steamers  go  about 
13  knots,  sometimes  14  knots  per  hour,  while  the  other  steamers  go 
about  15  or  16  knots. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  steamers  to  European  ports,  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  Yes,  sir.  Thev  are  much  superior.  If  it  were  not 
for  the  waste  of  time  involved,  f  would  always  go  by  way  of  Europe, 
because  then  I  would  be  enjoying  myself,  'iou  can  compare  the 
steamers  of  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line,  which  is  the  best  Une  to  South 
America  from  North  America,  by  taking  a  first-class  hotel  and  then 
comparing  a  second  or  third  class  hotel  with  it. 

The  Chairman.  It  is  the  only  direct  mail  from  South  America  to 
New  York,  this  service  once  in  two  weeks  by  the  Lamport  &  Holt 
Line? 

Mr.  Keleher.  There  are  other  steamers  that  go  down  there,  and, 
unfortunately,  the  post-office  authorities  let  the  mail  go  on  these 
other  steamers — I  think  perhaps  the  Prince  Line  and  sometimes  a 
tramp  steamer  that  will  go  direct.  But  that  is  rather  unsatisfac- 
tory. We  often  get  a  letter  posted  in  New  York  on  the  15th  day  of 
the  month  before  we  get  a  letter  posted  on  the  1st  of  the  month. 
The  mail  facilities  are  very  poor,  and  it  is  rather  important  matter, 
because  while  American  material  is  well  Uked  down  there  and  is 
slowly  getting  in  and  increasing  every  year,  we  can  not  expect  to 
get  the  maximum  results  when  our  people  will  not  help  us  with 
mail  faciUties. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  was  that  statement  you  made  as  to  letters 
being  posted  on  the  1st  or  the  15th  of  the  month? 

Mr.  Keleher.  I  say  that  frequentlv  a  letter  posted  on  the  15th 
of  the  month  will  reach  destination  before  a  letter  posted  on  the 
1st  of  that  month. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  direct  mails  are  there  between  South 
American  ports  and  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  There  is  a  mail  almost  every  day,  because  they 
have  the  German  Une,  the  French  line,  the  Italian  line,  and  the  two 
English  lines,  all  of  which  have  sailings  about  once  a  week. 

The  Chairman.  You  spoke  of  the  Italian  line.  Are  those  ships 
good  ships  ? 
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Mr.  Keleher.  They  are  very  good  ships,  and  I  think  they  are 
subsidized  by  the  Italian  Government.  They  are  much  faster  than 
anv  other  smps.  They  charge  more  for  passage,  but  the  people  are 
willing  to  pay  it. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  name  of  the  Italian  line  ? 

Mr,  Keleher.  It  is  something  like  Compania  Veloca  Italiana. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  You  say  these  steamers  go  about  13  or  14  knots? 

Mr.  Keleher.  The  Lamport  &  Holt  steamers,  I  think,  are  able  to 
go  faster.  The  schedule  is  a  liberal  one,  and  they  try  to  figure  it  out 
so  that  they  will  never  be  behind.  We  made  very  good  runs  on  the 
Byron  and  the  Tennessee,  but  my  recollection  after  talking  to  the 
officers  is  that  they  could  have  gone  faster  if  they  had  wanted  to. 
It  is  a  question  of  saving  coal. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORTH.  Coiud  they  go  as  fast  as  the  European  steamers, 
if  they  wanted  to  ? 

Mr.  Keleher.  I  don't  think  so.  The  new  V  Line  steamers  are 
designed  primarily  for  freight  purposes,  and  the  old  Byron  and  Ten- 
nessee are  still  the  fastest  boats  on  the  line,  I  think;  but  they  were 
built  so  long  ago  that  they  are  not  speedy  at  the  present  time,  com- 
pared with  other  ocean-going  steamers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  would  like  to  ask  a  question  on  another  line. 
I  am  satisfied  with  the  examination  of  the  chairman  as  to  this  par- 
ticular matter. 

I  would  like  to  ask  whether  you  learned  anything  down  there 
about  any  control  of  freight  rates  between  the  ports  you  have  been 
speaking  of  and  the  United  States,  by  any  combination  of  foreign 
snipowners  ? 

Jdr.  Keleher.  No,  sir. 

TESTIMOHT  OF  HOIT.  HALVOB  STEENEBSON— Continued. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  In  view  of  the  quotation  from  the  Revised 
Statutes  and  the  statement  of  Mr.  Stewart,  the  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General,  above  referred  to,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  Mr.  Penton  must  be 
mistaken  when  he  stated  on  pace  333,  after  Mr.  Stewart  had  testified, 
that  the  ships  of  the  Pacific  Mail  and  the  Hill  Unes  are  paid  for 
carrying  the  mail  the  same  as  British  ships  are,  for  it  is  unaisputed 
under  this  law  that  thej  were  paid  more  than  twice  as  much. 

I  will  also  call  attention  to  the  language  of  my  letter  to  Mr.  Force, 
where  I  stated  that  according  to  my  best  judgment  the  bill  referred 
to,  which  was  defeated  in  the  last  Congress,  was  a  vicious  bill.  I 
was  giving  my  opinion.  I  did  not  question  anybody  else's  opinion 
or  the  honesty  of  anvbody  else's  views. 

The  article,  therefore,  was  wholly  without  justification  when  it 
charged  that  I  had  impugned  the  motives  of  other  Congressmen  or 
criticised  them  for  disagreeing  with  me  or  with  my  vote. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  say  anj^thing  more  about 
the  statement  that  the  Merchant  Marine  League  is  an  organization 
of  interested  parties,  because  they  themselves  have  now  testified  to 
it.  The  last  testimony  of  Mr.  Penton  has  shown  that  they  embrace 
a  large  number — ^in  fact,  practically  all  the  known  shipbuilders  in 
the  Lnited  States.  I  want  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  necessary  all 
the  members  of  the  league  should  be  directlv  interested  in  ship- 
building in  order  to  sustain  my  statement.     It  is  a  general  statement 
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that  necessarily  covers  many  persons  differently  situated.  I  believed 
thev  expected,  some  of  them,  to  get  big  contracts  at  shipbuilding 
ana  at  other  enterprises,  and  to  make  money  at  other  enterprises 
stimulated  by  the  proposed  bill.  As  I  have  shown  in  these  letters 
that  I  have  offered,  they  claim  the  same  thing  themselves  in  letters 
written  upon  their  official  stationery  and  bearing  their  name,  and  I 
contend  that  this  does  not  involve  any  reflection  upon  them. 

They  may  be  patriotic  citizens,  as  they  claim  thev  are,  but  I  do  not 
think  "that  Mr.  Goulder  or  Mr.  Pen  ton  or  anybody  else  can  testify 
positively,  as  they  have  done  here,  as  to  what  other  people's  expecta- 
tions were. 

In  this  letter  I  simply  gave  my  opinion  as  to  what  I  thought  they 
expected,  and  I  was  doing  that  upon  information  that  I  had.  The 
last  clause  of  the  letter  is  no  reflection  upon  anyone;  simply  my  opin- 
ion as  to  the  bill.     To  pretend  that  it  reflects  on  anyone  is  unfair. 

I  think  that  is  about  all  I  have  to  say  in  regard  to  that  letter, 
except  to  repeat  that  I  believed  it  was  true,  every  word  of  it,  when  I 
wrote  it,  and  I  still  believe  it.  In  view  of  the  short  time  left  now  for 
me  to  give  this  evidence,  I  will  make  the  balance  of  my  statement 
brief. 

I  contend  that  this  attack  contained  in  the  American  Flag,  charg- 
ing me  with  official  dishonesty,  or,  in  other  words,  charging  me  with 
dishonest  conduct  in  my  official  capacity,  which  is  the  way  I  inter- 
preted this  December  article  in  the  Flag,  is  based  entirely  on  my  letter 
to  Mr.  Force. 

I  now  want  to  touch  upon  another  feature  which  Ls  involved  in  this 
investigation.  I  contend  that  this  libelous  pubHcation  in  the  Decem- 
ber number  was  not  for  the  puq)ose  of  defending  themselves  against 
what  I  stated  in  this  letter,  oecause  this  letter  was  not  intended  for 
publication  and  has  never  been  rightfully  published.  It  has  been 
the  law,  as  I  understand  it,  for  hundreds  of  years  that  the  writer  of  a 
letter  owns  it  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of  publication,  and  this 
letter  could  not  have  been  lawfully  published  without  my  permission, 
whether  it  was  official  or  private,  it  makes  no  difference,  because  it 
was  written  in  confidence  and  in  response  to  an  incjuiry.  The  Mer- 
chant Marine  League  being  composed  of  very  eminent  lawyers,  as 
they  have  testified  here,  must  have  knowTi  t&ey  could  not  lawfully 
publish  that  letter  by  simply  asking  or  telegraphing  to  Mr.  Force. 

I  want  to  point  out  to  this  committee  now,  as  relevant  upon  the 
second  proposition  that  is  before  the  committee,  the  conduct  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League.  The  second  proposition  is  whether  or  not 
they  have  resorted  to  libelous  and  defamatory  publications  for  the 

Eurpose  of  intimidating  Congressmen  in  order  to  influence  their  votes 
ere  in  the  House. 
I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  subsidy  bill,  so  called,  was  voted 
upon  and  defeated  two  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  Sixtieth 
C^n^ress,  on  March  2,  1909.  That  Congresi^was  convened  in  extra 
session,  I  believe,  on  the  15th  of  March,  the  same  month  in  which  the 
Sixtieth  adjourned.  I  was  here,  in  attendance  upon  Congress,  from 
March  15  until  August  5,  when  we  adjourned.  The  first  session  was 
an  extraordinary  session. 

While  I  was  here  in  attendance  upon  the  session  of  Conejress,  they 
were  writing  to  this  Mr.  Force,  a  citizen  of  my  State,  and  reflecting 
upon  me  by  saying  that  I  was  disloyal  to  the  platform  of  the  Repub- 
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lican  party;  that  I  was  a  recalcitrant  Republican;  that  I  associated 
with  loreign  shipowners  and  operators — leflections  that  astonished 
me.  I  was  especially  astonished  at  it  because  it  came  from  Cleve- 
land, Ohio.  This  Merchant  Marine  League  had  its  headquarters 
there ,  and  the  Representative  in  Congress  from  Cleveland  ^  and  from  the 
very  district  where  Mr.  Penton,  I  understand,  resides,  was  Mr.  Theo- 
dore E.  Burton,  who,  I  think,  for  about  twelve  years  had  been  a 
Member  of  the  House.  .  He  is  a  man  whom  I  highly  respected,  and  I 
believe  every  Member  of  the  House  did  so.  To  some  extent  ne  was 
my  leader.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  although  I  have  studied  this 
question  somewhat  myself,  I  was  strengthened  by  the  attitude  of 
Mr.  Burton,  who  represented  Cleveland.  He  made  a  speech  on  the 
same  day  that  I  made  my  speech,  and  I  think  he  made  a  much  better 
speech  than  I  did,  as  he  usually  does,  on  this  same  subject,  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  subsidy  bill. 

He  pointed  out  tnat  it  was  not  within  the  Republican  doctrine  of 
protection  to  extend  the  operation  of  protective  tariffs  to  the  high 
seas,  because  that  is  foreign  territory  and  open  to  the  competition 
of  the  whole  world;  that  it  was  a  fallacy  in  reasoning  to  contend  that 
we  could  by  custom  laws  affect  the  competition  that  was  free  to  the 
whole  worll  ^ 

After  that  I  received  this  letter  from  Mr.  Force,  containing  this 
letter  criticising  me,  a  thousand  miles  away  from  Cleveland,  giving 
to  this  man  in  my  own  State  a  serious  lecture  reflecting  upon  me. 
Of  course,  the  thought  struck  me,  "Why  don't  they  draw  the  beam 
out  of  the  eye  of  Ohio  instead  of  running  a  thousand  miles  up  in 
Minnesota  to  attack  a  poor  farmer  like  me  r '  I  thought  they  should 
criticise  their  own  men  first. 

I  heard  nothing  more  about  it.  I  immediately  sat  down  while 
Congress  was  in  session  and  dictated  this  letter,  and  I  think  I  revised 
it.  This  man  in  Minnesota  wanted  to  have  my  views,  and  I  gave 
them  to  him. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Force,  and  I  call  the  atten- 
tion or  the  committee  especially  now  to  his  testimony,  that  instead 
of  being  an  admirer  and  a  friend  of  mine,  as  he  appears  to  be  in  the 
letter  to  me,  wherein  he  says  he  knew  I  was  a  student  of  all  national 
{questions,  flattering  me — that  instead  of  being  a  friend  of  mine,  he 
immediately  afterwards  forwarded  my  letter,  which  was  confidential 
to  him,  to  these  people.  This  Merchant  Marine  League  telegraphs 
him,  as  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Force  ana  the  letters  in 
connection  with  it,  and  you  will  find  it  in  the  record  here — telegraphs 
him  for  permission  to  print  it. 

Now,  it  is  strange  to  me  why  the  Merchant  Marine  League  wanted 
to  print  an  adverse  opinion  that  I  had  expressed  of  them.  It  could 
not  hurt  them  any  if  it  remained  where  it  ought  to  remain,  with  the 
man  who  desired  it  in  good  faith.  If  they  have  been  injured  in  any 
way,  it  is  by  reason  of  the  publication,  and  they  themselves  have 
caused  the  publication.  They  are  in  the  position,  it  seems  to  me,  of 
people  who  have  inflicted  an  injury  upon  themselves;  they  have 
committed  a  sort  of  hari-kari,  or  whatever  you  may  call  it.  The 
only  reason  I  can  see  is — and  I  submit  it  to  the  committee  as  perti- 
nent on  .  the  second  paragraph  of  the  resolution  authorizing  this 
investigation — that  thev  intended  to  defame  me  in  order  to  bring 
me  down  to  their  mode  of  thinking.     If  you  examine  my  speech 
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and  my  letter  carefully,  you  will  see  that  I  was  not  a  very  pronounced 
opponent  of  this  measure.  I  opposed  the  measure  because  I  said  it 
would  not  accomplish  what  they  claimed  for  it,  to  wit:  It  would  not, 
to  any  material  ae^ee,  benefit  commerce,  which  is  one  of  the  causes 
they  claimed  justifies  a  mail  subsidy;  it  would  not  afford  an  auxiliary 
to  the  navy,  which  is  the  second  reason  usually  alleged.  As  I  stated, 
an  auxiliary  to  the  navy  must  be  fast  ships,  to  be  of  any  good. 
Slow  freighters  would  be  of  very  little  value  as  auxiliaries  to  the 
navy.  * 

Tnese  were  the  views  that  I  expressed.  I  stated  then  that  I  was 
not  opposed  to  subsidy  particularly,  but  that  if  we  gave  subsidies 
we  must  get  something  to  satisfy  these  two  reasons,  and  furthermore 
that  the  subsidy  should  not  all  go  to  the  shipbuilders;  some  of  it 
should  go  to  the  wages. 

Well,  they  thought  by  reason  of  this  moderate  view,  evidently, 
that  I  was  on  the  fence,  and  that  if  they  threatened  to  slander  me 
they  might  persuade  me  to  vote  for  the  next  subsidy  bill.  I  think 
that  very  iaea  is  expressed  in  some  of  the  letters  to  Mr.  Force. 
Perhaps  Mr.  Ralston  can  find  and  point  out  the  exact  place  in  the 
record  where  they  wrote  to  Mr.  Force  to  the  effect  that  I  might  come 
out  on  their  side. 

That  was  during  the  time  between  July,  when  this  letter  of  mine 
was  written,  and  tne  convening  of  the  second  session  of  this  Congress 
in  December.  I  heard  nothi^  from  the  Merchant  Marine  League 
while  this  extraordinary  session  lasted,  from  July  to  August,  except 
the  letter  from  Mr.  Force  which  inclosed  their  letter  of  criticism.  I 
went  home  and  while  I  presume  I  got  some  of  their  letters  in  the  mean- 
time, letters  addressed  to  me  personally,  the  first  thing  of  importance 
was  the  call  fromMr.  J.  P.  Dotson,  editor  of  the  Crookston  Times.  You 
will  find  that  letter,  the  first  letter,  on  page  58,  marked  "Exhibit  12." 
Mr.  Dotson  showed  me  that  letter.  1  think  it  was  in  October,  and 
the  conversation  as  given  is  substantially  as  I  remember  it.  I  in- 
quired what  in  the  world  they  wanted  to  know  about  such  things  as 
to  whether  I  had  been  abroad,  whether  I  took  my  family  with  me, 
and  so  forth.  Well,  he  was  a  friend  of  mine,  and  he  said  he  supposed 
they  wanted  to  write  me  up.  I  answered  the  questions  and  waited. 
In  about  a  month  the  October  number  of  The  American  Flag  came, 
containing  this  article  against  Mr.  Ktistermann. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  October  number,  did  you  say  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  the  November  number,  I  mean.  This  was 
in  October.  That  article  struck  me  as  written  on  purpose  to  libel  a 
man.  I  thought  it  was  the  meanest  kind  of  an  attack  I  nad  ever  seen. 
I  thought,  however,  it  overshot  the  mark,  so  that  it  would  probably 
not  have  the  effect  intended. 

I  was  astonished  that  an  organization  containing  so  many  reputed 
millionaires,  as  I  understood  this  organization  contained,  would  send 
out  a  magazine  with  this  libelous  article  on  Mr.  Ktistermann  and  on 
several  other  people. 

It  contained  lioels,  to  some  extent,  upon  a  great  many  of  my  con- 
stituents— not  a  great  many,  but  some.  For  instance,  I  have  citizens 
in  my  district  who  were  born  under  the  British  flag  and  some  imder 
the  (jerman  flag.  They  are  as  loyal  and  as  patriotic  citizens  as  any, 
I  do  not  care  how  blue-blooded  they  are^  and  here  contained  in  tKis 
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magazine^  which  came  in,  I  think,  the  latter  part  of  November,  was 
the  following: 

BET  THEY  SWALLOWED  A  LUMP. 

We  are  not  familiar  with  the  citizenship  particulars  of  Mr.  Vernon  H.  Brown,  the 
retiring  manager  of  the  Cunard  Line,  nor  Mr.  Charles  B.  Sumner,  Mr.  Brown's  suc- 
cessor, nor  Mr.  Lee,  nor  Mr.  Franklin,  but  we  will  offer  to  bet  our  blue  merino  under- 
shirt that,  if  they  were  British  bom,  when  they  swore  alleffiance  to  the  United 
States  thev  swallowed  a  gulp  that  would  have  made  an  ostrich  cough,  for  we  never 
knew  an  Englishmen  to  take  out  those  "bloody  Hamerican"  papers  if  he  could  get 
out  of  it.  Tnis  is  because  of  the  Britisher's  affection  and  aamiration  for  his  own 
countrv — entirely  rio^ht  and  proper  in  our  opinion — and  we  like  him  for  it.  If  the 
English  managers  of  the  Cunard  Line  have  seen  fit  to  become  American  citizens, 
they  have  done  so  for  strictly  busintss  reasons  and  not  because  of  any  love  for  this 
countr>\ 

And  then  there  are  the  other  articles  referring  to  the  Germans. 
This  magazine  astounded  me  for  these  reasons  and  its  reflections 
upon  naturalized  citizens. 

I  mi^ht  add  that  I  am  more  astounded  now  than  I  was  then  to  find 
that  this  hbel  was  circulated  by  a  man  who  was  himself  bom  under  the 
British  flag  and  came  here  after  he  had  arrived  at  his  majority;  and 
that  he  was  assisted  in  this  hbel  upon  naturalized  citizens  especially 
by  the  lecturer  for  the  Marine  League,  Mr.  McCleary,  who  is  a  Cana- 
dian, and  bom  under  the  British  flag;  and  by  Senator  Gallinger,  who 
is  also  a  Canadian,  being  bom  under  the  British  flag.  According  to 
this  libelous  article,  neither  of  those  gentlemen  can  ever  become  a 
loyal  American  citizen,  which  I  think  is  a  gross  hbel,  and  an  injustice 
to  them.     I  am  sorry  they  are  fouling  their  own  nest  in  this  way. 

It  astonished  me  then,  and  when  I  had  read  that  I  became  some- 
what excited  that  men  reputed  to  be  millionaires  were  circulating 
such  a  hbel  upon  the  citizenship  of  this  country,  both  in  my  State, 
in  New  York,  and  everywhere  else ;  and  I  was  on  the  anxious  seat.  I 
did  not  know  what  thev  might  say  the  next  time. 

So  I  came  down  to  Washington  the  first  of  December,  the  first  part 
of  December,  when  Congress  convened.  There  was  no  libel  on  me  yet. 
I  presumed  they  were  waiting  to  see  whether  or  not  this  November 
number  had  the  proper  effect  upon  me,  whether  I  could  be  persuaded, 
as  thev  wrote  to  Mr.  Force,  to  join  their  forces  to  avoid  being  treated, 
like  Mr.  Kustermann  was,  with  hbel.  That  is  the  way  it  appeared  to 
me,  and  that  is  the  way  I  thought. 

Now,  the  December  number  arrived  here,  to  the  best  of  my  infor- 
mation, between  the  20th  and  the  30th  of  December.  It  contained 
this  attack  on  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  referred  to  the  expression  used  by  Mr.  Penton 
in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Force. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  last  sentence  in 
that  letter,  w^hich  is  to  be  found  as  Exhibit  37,  on  page  457  of  the 
record. 

Mr.  Steenerson  (reading) : 

It  is  quite  likelv  before  the  campaign  is  over  Mr.  Steenerson  may  see  a  new  light  on 
this  question,  ana  that  he  may  be  voting  for  an  enlightened  maritime  policy  instead 
of  casting  his  vote  for  a  policy  that  only  benefits  foreign  nations. 

That  was  ^Titten  on  July  13.  They  were  of  the  opinion  at  that 
time  that  I  was  undecided  (perhaps  I  was),  and  that  by  keeping  me 
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in  terror  of  libel  they  could  persuade  me  to  come  out,  as  they  requested 
me  in  their  letters,  and  express  myself.  As  you  will  observe  in  their 
letters  to  me,  they  asked  me  to  tell  them  how  I  stood.  I  failed  to  do 
that. 

This  December  number  arrived  here  while  Congress  was  in  session^ — 
arrived  here  perhaps  two  weeks  after  Congress  convened,  and  was  dis- 
tributed to  members  of  Congress,  including  myself,  through  the  mail, 
through  the  House  post-office. 

My  contention  is  that  by  doing  this  they  were  actually  intimidating 
and  trying  to  influence  my  action  as  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. You  will  observe  that  these  expressions  w^hich  they  used 
in  all  of  these  articles  about  foreign  ship  owners  are  misleading,  for  this 
reason:  Tliat  there  are  many  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  own 
ships  under  a  foreign  flag,  and  who  would  like  to  have  those  same' 
ships  under  the  American  fla^  if  they  could  make  it  pajr. 

iNow,  the  bright  and  shining  light  of  this  oi^anization,  or  at  least 
of  the  Baltimore  organization,  the  most  patnotic  witness  we  have 
had,  Mr.  Baker,  testifies  that  he  himself  has  been  trying  to  help  the 
United  States  Government  out  and  save  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  from  disaster.  He  testifies  what  his  business  has  been.  He 
is  retired  now.  But  he  has  been  trving  to  get  a  contract  with  the 
United  States  Government.  His  Busmess  was  to  own  particular 
ships  under  a  foreign  flag.  For  years  and  years  he  controlled  90 
per  cent  of  the  traffic  between  London  and  the  coast  of  America — 
the  American  Transport  Line.  According  to  The  American  Flag, 
•especially  the  November  and  December  numbers,  he  was  a  foreign 
ship  operator,  because  he  was  operating  ships  under  a  foreign  flag. 
There  is  no  more  reason  to  attack  a  citizen  of  New  York,  whether 
native  or  naturalized,  for  operating  a  ship  under  a  foreign  flag, 
than  there  is  to  attack  Baker  and  say  he  was  a  traitor  to  his  country 
during  the  time  he  ran  the  American  Transport  Line  under  a  foreign 
flag. 

Now,  everybody  would  like  to  run  ships  under  the  American  flag, 
if  they  could  make  it  pay.  But  this  ingenious  misrepresentation  is 
carried  in  all  of  these  numbers  of  The  American  Flag  magazine,  for 
the  purpose  of  reflecting  upon  Members  and  placing  them  in  the 
attitude,  which  is  the  most  despicable  attitude  any  man  could 
occupy,  of  being  hostile  to  his  own  country. 

So  that  I  want  to  submit,  on  the  second  division  of  the  inquiry, 
whether  or  not  the  Merchant  Marine  League  has  not  been  ^ilty  of  a 
contempt  of  the  House  of  Representatives  by  trying  to  mtimidate 
Members  by  means  of  libel  and  threatened  libel.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion but  that  this  article  is  a  criminal  libel.  The  November  number 
is  a  criminal  libel.  They  were  circulated  here  in  Washington  by  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  while  Congress  was  in  session,  and  while 
these  bills  were  pending  and  votes  were  momentarily  expected.  It 
seems  to  me  there  could  be  no  other  purpose  than  to  influence  the 
votes  of  the  Members.  If  that  was  the  purpose,  it  was  just  as  much 
a  contempt  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  to  go  down  on  the 
street  ana  say  to  a  Member,  '^I  will  shoot  you  dead  it  you  don't  vote 
for  a  ship  subsidy  bill,''  because  it  is  a  more  grievous  injury  to  a  man 
to  deprive  him  or  his  good  name  than  it  is  to  kill  him.  Most  any  man 
would  rather  be  murdered. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Steenersoii;  may  I  ask  you  if  the  December 
article  of  The  American  Flag  has  been  circulated  by  the  Merchant 
Marine  League  of  America  in  your  district  recently  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes.  it  appears  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  hana  you  some  pamphlets  which  have  gone 
through  the  mails,  and  I  ask  you  what  they  are,  and  how  they  came 
to  you  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  They  came  by  mail,  and  probably  have  been 
sent 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  tell  me  when  you  received  them  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  received  them  probably  in  April  or  May — May, 
I  guess.  It  is  the  same  magazine,  only  they  were  sent  to  people  m 
my  district  and  they,  in  turn,  sent  them  to  me. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  would  like  to  look  at  them. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  post-mark  on  one  is  Cleveland,  April  27.  It 
is  addressed  to  Adam  Otto.  Another,  by  the  printing  on  the  face 
of  the  envelope,  shows  it  to  contain  a  speech  by  J .  Sloat  Fassett.  It 
is  not  open,  but  it  is  marked  so. 

Mr.  Kalston.  And  the  third  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  This  one  is  the  Merchant  Marine — the  December 
number,  and  some  printed  matter — other  circulars  and  editorials  from 
different 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  tell  me  when  you  received  them  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  received  them  along  after  the  commencement 
of  this  inquiry. 

Mr.  LONGWORTH.  What  is  the  date  of  the  post-mark  on  the  last 
one? 

Mr.  SxEENERSON.  April  27.  I  can  not  see  the  post-mark  on  this 
one  [indicating],  but  tney  all  came  in  one  bundle  to  me,  sometime 
probably  within  three  weeks  after  they  are  post-marked  on  there. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Let  them  be  filed  as  exhibits. 

(The  pamphlets  were  marked  Exhibits  ^*A,"  "B,"  and  ''C,"  for 
identification,  June  22,  1910,  respectively.) 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  througn  with  your  statement  ?  I  want  to 
ask  you  a  few  questions. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  have  said  all  I  can  think  of,  on  this 
second  branch  of  the  inquiry.  That  is,  that  I  believe  it  was  intended 
for  the  purpose  of  intimidation.  I  know  that  I  was  considerably 
agitated  between  the  time  that  Mr.  Dotson  told  me  they  asked  for 
this  information  and  the  time  that  the  November  copy  came,  and 
from  that  time  until  the  time  the  December  number  came. 

(Thereupon  the  committee,  at  12.45  o'clock  p.  m.,  adjourned  until 
to-morrow,  Thursday,  ,^une  23,  1910,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.)

TESTIM017T  OF  WINTHBOP  L.  IIABVIN. 

Wintlirop  L.  Marvin,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 

The  Chairman.  Please  ^ive  your  full  name  and  residence. 

Mr.  Marvin.  My  name  is  Winthrop  L.  Marvin;  I  am  a  resident  of 
Boston,  Mass. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  am  a  journalist,  a  writer. 

The  Chairman.  If  you  desire,  you  may  make  a  statement  before 
you  are  questioned. 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  am  a  native  of  the  seacoast  of  New  England.  I 
was  born  on  an  island  on  that  rocky  shore  where  my  people,  the  men 
of  my  race,  have  been  carryincj  on  for  many  years  the  Labrador  and 
Grand  Bank  fisheries  and  the  carrying  trade  to  our  southern  ports 
and  to  the  West  Indies  and  South  America.  From  father  to  son  for 
more  than  two  hundred  years  we  have  been  either  shipowners  or 
sailors,  sometimes  both,  and  as  a  boy  I  grew  up  with  the  ambition  of 
my  ancestors  to  become  a  good  American  sailor  in  my  early  life,  and 
later  a  shipowner.  But  my  youth  fell  on  evil  times;  the  ships  were 
disappearing,  the  wharves  were  crumbling  down,  and  I  had  to  forego 
the  ambition  of  my  boyhood  and  the  calling  of  my  fathers.  I  am 
proud,  however,  to  saj;  that  I  have  a  boy  who  has  turned  to  the  sea 
and  is  now  afloat,  a  sailor  of  the  United  States  under  the  flag  of  the 
United  States,  on  a  voyage  in  the  mid-Atlantic.  He  began  his  career, 
as  so  many  of  his  forbears  began,  as  a  sailor  before  the  mast  in  the 
merchant  marine. 

The  Chairman.  Excuse  me  for  interrupting  you,  but  when  I  said 
you  mi^ht  make  a  statement,  I  meant  sometiiing  directly  pertinent 
to  this  investigation.  I  have  no  doubt  this  is  interesting,  but  it  is 
scarcely  a  part  of  the  investigation.  I  would  be  glad  to  have  you 
make  anv  statement  bearing  upon  the  questions  at  issue  here,  but  I 
think  it  fs  scarcely  proper  to  give  a  history  of  personal  affairs. 

Mr.  Ralston,  v^  e  would  like  to  object  to  going  into  the  general 
question  of  ship  subsidies.     I  do  not  think  that  is  pertinent. 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  am  entirely  willing  to  have  all  this  eliminated  from 
the  record. 

The  Chairman.  The  committee  feels  that  they  are  wilHng  to  adopt 
the  strict  rules  of  evidence  in  regard  to  the  pertinency  of  testimony. 
Of  course  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  irrelevant  testimony  intro- 
duced, and  I  tliink  the  honors  are  nearly  even  in  that  respect  as  to 
the  two  sides.  If  the  gentlemen  who  are  counsel  here  desire  to  have 
the  committee  rule  on  the  admissibility  of  testimony  that  is  offered, 
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the  committee  will  be  glad  to  do  so.  The  only  reason  that  the  wide 
latitude  which  we  have  allowed  has  been  allowed  is  on  account  of  the 
tendency  of  nearly  everyone  to  digress  on  matters  of  interest,  but 
not  connected  with  the  subject  of  the  investigation.  I  think,  how- 
ever, that  we  will  now  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  rules  in  regard  to  the 
admissibility  of  testimony. 

Mr.  Marvin,  you  have  been  subpoenaed  here  and  you  have  started 
to  make  a  statement.  If  you  have  any  statement  in  regard  to  what 
you  know  about  any  foreign  lobbies  to  influence  legislation  in  the 
United  States  as  against  ship  subsidy  or  legislation  favorable  to  the 
American  merchant  marine,  the  committee  would  be  glad  to  hear 
from  you.  Otherwise  we  will  proceed  to  an  examination  bv  question 
and  answer.  I  think  probably  it  will  be  better  to  have  Afr.  Kalston 
proceed  in  the  latter  way. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  any  foreign  steamship  lobby  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  influencing  legislation  pending  before  Congress  ? 

Mr.  MARVIN.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  or  any  lobby,  sir,  and 
never  have  had  anv. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I5o  you  know  of  any  corrupt  measures,  either  of 
your  own  knowledge  or  indirectly;  have  you  heard  of  any  corrupt 
measures  proposed  to  be  used  by  any  foreign  steamship  companies, 
either  in  combination  or  singly,  to  affect  the  action  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  know  of  no  corrupt  methods  whatsoever.  I  do 
know  of  influences  that  seem  to  me  improper  on  the  part  of  foreign 
steamship  corporations  and  their  representatives. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  are  they  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  would  cite  a  statement  of  Herr  Albert  Ballin, 
director  general  of  the  Hamburg-American  Company,  found  in  thd 
New  YorK  Herald  of  Tuesday,  November  17,  1903. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  submit  that  we  do  not  have  to  go  back  seven  years 
to  get  evidence. 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  question  asked  me  was 

The  Chairman.  I  tnink  that  is  responsive.     Proceed,  Mr.  Marvin. 

Mr.  Marvin.  This  gentleman,  the  manager  of  the  Hamburg- 
American  Company,  in  the  statement  referred  to,  said: 

I  see  that  already  high  officials  in  Washington  have  begun  to  presage  the  passage 
of  a  subsidy  bill. 

Herr  Ballin  opposed  at  length  the  granting  of  subsidies.     He  said : 

So  far  no  government  has  succeeded  in  really  helping  its  shipping  trade  by  nursing 
it  in  this  artificial. way.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  resulted  in  an  inferior  condition 
wherever  promulgated. 

As  an  example,  if  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  South  America  required 
fMter  and  better  vessels,  the  trade  should  pay  for  them,  and  not  the  taxpayers. 

I  have  quoted  a  few  sentences  out  of  another  article  written  by 
another  steamship  magnate  against  the  legislation  proposed  in  Con- 

Sess  in  favor  of  the  merchant  marine.     This  is  from  tne  New  York 
erald  of  Saturday,  January  2,  1904 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  regard  it  as  improper  that  any  person,  for- 
eim  or  American,  should  express  his  opinion  in  public  print  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  regard  it  as  improper  that  a  representative  of  a  for- 
eign steamship  corporation  close  to  the  government  of  a  foreign  coun- 
try should  make  a  statement  of  that  kmd  in  the  public  press  of  the 
United  States  manifestlv  intended  to  influence  public  opinion  and 
therefore  intended  to  influence  the  action  of  Congress. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  In  what  did  the  impropriety  consist? 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  impropriety  consisted  in  the  fact  that  the  state- 
ment was  made  by  a  subject  of  a  foreign  power  representing  an  Euro- 
pean steamship  corporation  owning  a  large  number  of  ships  and 
employing  a  large  number  of  men  who  come  into  direct  competition 
witn  American  ships  and  with  American  men,  and  who  in  case  of 
war  would  form  the  naval  reserve  of  a  foreign  power.  I  should  regard 
such  a  statement  as  that  by  an  American  representative  of  an  Ameri- 
can steamship  company  in  Great  Britain  or  Germany  as  manifestly 
improper  ana  inadmissible. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  other  improper  methods,  as  you  call  them, 
have  been  used  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  here  before  me  a  similar  statement  against 
national  protection  and  encouragement  to  the  American  merchant 
marine  by  Emil  Boas,  general  manager  of  the  Hamburg- American 
Line,  in  the  New  York  Herald  of  January  2,  1904.  He  presents  a 
similar  argument  and  attacks  the  statement  by  Senator  Frye,  the 
venerable  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  the  acknowl- 
edged authority  in  our  public  life  on  .maritime  questions.  I  regard 
that  statement  again  as  improper 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  regard  it  as  corrupt  ?       • 

Mr.  Marvin.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  regard  it  as  improperly  influencing  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Yes;  I  regard  it  as  improperly  influencing  Congress 
through  improperly  influencing  public  opinion.  I  have,  again, 
another  statement  here.  This  propaganda,  if  it  ma}'  be  so  called, 
of   the   European   steamship   corporations   is  continuous;  and  it  is 

foing  on  at  the  present  time.  I  have  here  another  statement  by 
!mil  L.  Boas,  general  manager  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line, 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  Jsew  York  Herald  of  January  2,  1905. 
In  this  statement  Mr.  Boas  attacks  not  only  the  so-called  subsidy 
policy,  that  has  been  more  or  less  identified  with  the  Republican 
party,  but  the  alternative  differential  duty  policy,  of  which  the 
other  party  in  Congress  has  offered  a  recent  example.  In  other 
words,  these  German  steamship  magnates,  these  European  steamship 
leaders,  are  opposed  to  any  legislation  whatever  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States.  They  put  themselves 
on  record  to  that  effect  in  the  public  prints  of  the  United  States. 
I  regard  that  as  manifestly  improper  for  the  reasons  I  have  stated. 

Mr.  Ralston.  As  influencing  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Influencing  Congress  on  the  part  of  a  representative 
of  a  rival  and  foreign  power  is  manifestly  improper. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Boas  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  has 
been  for  thirty  years,  has  he  not  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  That  does  not  change  in  the  slightest  my  statement. 
If  American  steamship  companies — and  they  once  existed — were  in  the 
habit  of  employing,  to  represent  them  in  foreign  countries,  subjects 
of  those  countries,  the  same  principle  would  stand.  I  should  regard  a 
statement  of  this  kind  in  the  Englisn  press,  for  instance,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  Parliament  against  such  action  as  the  granting  of  a 
subsidy  to  the  Cunard  Line,  as  manifestly  improper;  and  I  believe 
that  if  such  action  were  attempted  in  Ureat  Britain  it  would  be 
bitterly  resented  by  the  people  and  by  the  Government  there.

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  anything  more  improper  than  the 
expression  of  opinions  as  you  have  stated  on  the  part  of  a  repre- 
sentative of  a  f oreim  steamship  company,  or  any  American  citizen, 
Mr.  Boas  being  an  American  citizen  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  More  improper  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes;  are  tnose  the  most  improper  acts  you  know 
anything  about  ? 

Mr.  &LkBViN.  On  the  part  of  the  European  steamship  repre- 
sentatives ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Marvin.  There  are  other  improper  acts  and  statements  on 
the  part  of  representatives  of  foreign  powers. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Of  the  same  nature  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Of  the  same  nature.  In  the  year  1904,  when  the 
Congressional  Merchant  Marine  Commission  was  about  to  begin  its 
work,  the  European  element  in  the  New  York  Maritime  Exchange 
took  issue  with  the  American  shipping  element  for  favoring  the 
creation  of  this  commission  and  nonunated  a  British  shipping  agent, 
Woollej,  by  name — an  Englishman  living  in  the  United  States,  but 
a  British  subject — ^for  president  of  the  exchange,  in  an  effort  to 
defeat  for  reelection  Capt.  C.  B.  Parsons,  an  American  shipowner 
and  a  Union  officer  in  tne  civil  war.  This  British  steamship  agent 
Woolley  stated  his  position  as  follows: 

We  are  op]X)8ed  to  the  present  President  being  reelected,  because  he  favors  the 
control  by  American  tonnage  of  the  transport  trade.  He  favors  measures  in  Congress, 
you  kBow,  arranging  things  so  the  mercnandise  can  be  shipped  to  the  Philippines 
only  in  American  bottoms.  Now,  90  per  cent  of  the  business  is  controlled  by  English 
tonnage,  and  of  course  we  don't  want  to  have  that  changed. 

Here  Ls  another  specific  instance  of  the  historic  fact  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  foreign  shipping  interests  have  used  their  influence 
against  any  legislation  f avormg  tne  merchant  marine 

Mr.  Garrett.  But  what  are  they  doing  and  what  have  they  done 
with  respect  to  Congress  in  that  regard  ? 

ilr.  Marvin.  Well,  I  am  answering  the  question  as  definitely  as  I 
can.  I  have  said  that  I  do  not  believe  that  Congress  has  been  bribed 
or  corrupted;  I  have  never  believed  that.  I  think  that  question 
might  be  dismissed  from  our  minds  during  my  testimony  on  this 
question. 

Mr.  Ralston.  My  question  has  been  directed  to  the  eflFect  on  Con- 
gress, as  suggested  oy  Mr.  Garrett.  Your  citations  are  general 
expressions  of  opinion  in  the  public  press. 

Mr.  Marvin.  And  those  statements  do  directly  influence  Congress. 
Those  statements  of  Mr.  Boas  and  other  European  representatives 
of  foreign  sea  power  are  circulated  and  form  tne  basis  in  Congress 
of  argument  against  the  protection  of  an  American  merchant  marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  anything  more  direct  than  you  have 
stated  as  bearing  upon  the  influences  that  have  borne  upon  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  During  the  hearings  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Com- 
mission, of  which  I  was  secretary,  several  foreign  steamship  agents, 
taking  advantage  of  the  very  wide  latitude  of  invitation  extended  by 
the  commission,  appeared  before  the  commission  to  discourage  any 
effort  in  the  United  States  to  establish  a  merchant  marine  or  an 
American  mail  service  to  foreign  countries. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  were  invited,  were  they  not? 
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Mr.  Marvin.  The  invitation  was  a  wide  one.  I  think  that  from 
considerations  of  propriety  in  any  other  country  men  in  such  a  posi- 
tion would  have  kept  out  of  those  meetings — the  representatives  of 
rival  European  steamship  companies.  One  of  those  gentlemen,  an 
agent  of  a  European  line — and  a  subsidized  European  company,  by 
the  way — was  Mr.  P.  D.  Todd,  the  agent  in  Philadelphia  of  the 
Allan  Steamship  Line  of  Scotland.  Another  gentleman,  apparently 
representing  foreign  interests,  appeared  in  rortland,  Oreg.,  Mr. 
J.  Ernest  Laidlaw,  vice-consul  of  Great  Britain  at  Portland,  Oreff., 
and  of  the  British  ship  brokerage  firm  of  J.  Laidlaw  &  Co.  Mr. 
Laidlaw  opposed  a  system  of  subsidies  in  the  ordinary  carrying  trade 
and  advocated  free  ships. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  were  the  secretary  of  the  commission 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  you  through  with  your  answer  to  the  last 
question  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  am  not  through  with  my  statement;  no. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  do  not  think  he  is  answering  my  question.  I 
asked  him  about  influences  on  Congress  and  he  is  talking  aoout  every- 
thing else. 

Mr.  Worthington.  He  is  talking  about  representatives  of  foreign 
shipping  concerns  and  it  bears  on  the  very  question  you  asked  him. 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  might  add  that  these  gentlemen  whose  names  I 
have  given  as  representatives  of  foreign  snipping  powers  have  been 
quoted  as  against  the  legislation  favored  by  a  majority  of  the  majority 
party  in  Congress. 

Mr.  H.  Mosle,  agent  of  Norwegian  and  other  foreign  ships  at  Gal- 
veston, Tex.,  opposed  both  a  subsidy  and  a  discnminating  duty. 
He  stated  that  he  preferred  foreign  officers  and  sailors.  Ife  made 
that  statement  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  when  it  had 
a  hearing  at  Galveston,  Tex.,  on  November  12,  1904. 

Mr.  W .  G.  Sickel,  western  freight  agent  of  the  International  Mer- 
cantile Marine  and  of  the  Hamburg-American  Steamship  Company 
at  Chicago,  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  subsidies,  and  contended 
that  there  was  no  need  of  more  tonnage  to  carry  our  trade. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  the  commission  make  any  objection  to  these 
gentlemen  appearing  at  the  time  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  commission  did  not  object  to  the  appearance  or 
the  statement  of  any  witness. 

The  Chairman.  The  International  Mercantile  Marine  is  the  com- 
pany that  controls  the  American  Line  and  the  White  Star  Line  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  is.  It  has  five  American  ships  and  120  foreign 
ships.  Its  president  is  Mr.  Bruce  Isnay,  of  Liverpool.  I  have  named 
these  gentlemen  because  they  have  been  cited  by  Representatives  in 
Congress  as  authorities  on  the  question. 

Mr.  Ealston.  You  were  the  secretary  of  the  Mercantile  Marine 
Commission  of  some  five  or  six  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ealston.  Since  then  have  you  been  connected  in  any  way 
with  ship-subsidy  or  mercantile-marine  legislation  ? 
.  Mr.  Marvin.  At  the  end  of  the  work  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Commission  I  was  requested  by  the  American  Shipping  Association, 
ihado  up  of  large  American  sLip  companies,  to  become  the  secretary 
of  their  association,  which  was  a  trade  association.     I  accepted  that, 
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believing  it  was  a  duty  and  an  opportunity,  and  I  represented  those 
corporations  until  a  year  ago  last  February. 

Mr.  h ALSTON.  Who  was  the  president  of  that  association? 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  president  of  that  association  during  most  of  the 
time  was  Admiral  Francis  T.  Bowles,  former  Chief  Constructor  of 
the  United  States  Navy,  now  president  of  the  Fore  River  Ship 
Building  Company,  of  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Kalston.  And  who  constituted  its  membership? 

Mr.  Marvin.  A  group  of  the  large  shipyards  of  the  Atlantic  coast; 
the  Newport  News  Company,  the  New  Vork  Company,  at  Camden, 
N.  J. ;  the  Maryland  Steel  Company,  of  Baltimore 

Mr.  Kalston.  You  were  employed  as  its  secretary  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  For  how  many  years  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  From  the  winter  of  1906  until  February,  1909. 

Mr.  Kalston.  Did  you  resign  then? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  resigned  then. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  were  your  duties  as  secretary  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  My  duties  as  secretary  were  to  consider  and  recom 
mend  to  the  association  all  matters  that  I  thought  would  be  of  general 
benefit  to  the  American  Mercantile  Marine.  At  the  request  of  the 
members  of  the  association  I  came  to  Washington  to  appear  before 
the  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  that  had  the  subject  under 
consideration. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  else  did  you  do  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  You  mean  in  Washington? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Or  elsewhere  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Well,  I  wrote  reports  for  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion on  the  foreigm  commerce  of  various  countries,  on  the  opportuni- 
ties of  the  establishment  of  American  steamship  service.  I  laid 
before  them  information  I  had  gathered  in  regard  to  the  construction 
of  new  ships  under  foreign  flags,  the  starting  of  new  lines  under 
foreign  flafi^s,  and  the  commerce  they  were  destined  to  procure;  and 
in  general  it  is  hard  to  catalogue,  as  you  understand,  the  duties  of 
that  kind 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  often  did  you  appear  before  Congress  as  repre- 
senting this  league  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  This  association  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Whatever  you  call  it. 

Mr.  Marvin.  A  few  times  before  committees  of  both  Houses; 
before  the  Committee  on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads,  on  one  or  two 
occasions,  or  a  subcommittee  of  that  committee;  and  before  the 
Committee  on  Merchant  Marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  mention  who  composed  that  association? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  already  mentioned  the  names  of  those  con- 
stituting the  members  of  the  association.  At  one  time,  some  vears 
ago,  William  Cramp  &  Sons  Shipbuilding  Company,  of  Philadefphia, 
was  a  member  of  the  association. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  shipbuilding  companies  on  the  Lake^  were 
members  of  it  ? 
•  Mr.  Marvin.  No  shipbuilding  companies  on  the  Lakes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Any  on  the  Pacific  Ocean? 

Mr.  Marvin.  At  one  time  the  Moran  Company,  of  Seattle,  Wash., 
for  a  brief  period. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Was  it  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  league  to  secure 
ship-subsidy  legislation  of  some  kind  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  would  prefer  to  have  you  call  it  the  association. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Change  it  to  *  'association/'  then.  I  don't  mean  it  in 
an  offensive  way. 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  association  was  formed   to  promote  in  every 

¥ossible  way,  as  a  trade  association  does,  the  interests  of  the  industry, 
he  members  of  that  association,  like  seacoast  people  generallv, 
favor  an  ocean  mail  policy,  such  as  has  been  embodied  in  the  bills 
lately  before  the  House  of  Kepresentatives.  Among  seacoast  people, 
as  among  other  people,  there  is  a  wide  division  of  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  actual  subsidy  policy — the  policy  of  subsidizing  cargo  ships. 
Many  of  our  seacoast  people  favor  the  discriminating-duty  policy. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  or  was  it  not  one  of  the  purposes  of  your  associa- 
tion to  further  the  sort  of  legislation  that  has  been  pending  before 
Congress  with  reference  to  merchant-marine  matters  in  the  past  six 
or  eight  or  ten  years  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  believe  in  it  heartily,  myself;  and  mv  associates 
believe  in  it.  Their  desire  and  my  desire  was  to  advance  that 
legislation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  not  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  association  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  was  one  of  the  objects  of  the  association,  unques- 
tionably. 

Mr.  Kalston.  State  whether  or  not  they  contributed  sums  of 
money  to  accomplish  their  purpose. 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  only  sum  of  money  they  contributed — I  am 
spealcing  on  the  basis  of  my  personal  knowledge,  and  giving  you  my 
entire  personal  knowledge — was  the  sum  of  money  that  I  personally 
received. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Would  you  mind  stating  what  that  was  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  think  that  is  hardly  material.  I  would  have  no 
hesitation  in  giving  the  sum  to  the  members  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  mean  the  compensation  that  you  your- 
self received  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  was  my  question;  ves. 

Were  there  any  representatives  of  the  association  other  than 
yourself  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  was  the  sole  representative. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  Mr.  Carey  or  Mr.  Carow  employed  by  the 
association  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  don't  recollect  the  names. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  the  progress  of  the  work  as  secretary,  did  you 
send  communications  to  Congress,  either  to  committees  or  to  indi- 
vidual members  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  made  verbally  the  communications  to  the  com- 
mittees of  Congress. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not  send  any  written  communications  or 
printed  communications  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  No  printed  communications,  so  far  as  I  can  recall. 
I  have  received  from  individual  members  of  Congress,  who  knew  me, 
requests  for  information  with  regard  to  various  pnases  of  the  subject, 
and  I  have  replied  to  those  inquiries.  I  would  say  that  I  have  been 
writing  on  this  subject  of  the  merchant  marine  for  twenty  years.     I 
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wrote  for  the  Scribner  a  history  of  the  merchant  marine,  and  have 
written  for  other  magazines  and  for  innumerable  newspapers. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  the  association  contribute  money  to  any  other 
associations  designed  to  further  its  objects  ? 

Mr.  Makvin.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Specifically,  did  it  contribute  any  money,  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  the  Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States! 

Mr.  MAByiN.  I  neyer  heard  of  any  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
association.  I  was  the  sole  representatiye  of  the  association — its 
whole  official  machinery,  I  beUeve. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Down  to  the  date  you  have  named  ? 

Mr.  Mabvin.  Down  to  the  date  1  have  named,  last  year;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ever  met  Mr.  T.  G.  Roberts  ? 

Mr.  Mabvin.  I  never  have. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  had  some  correspondence  with  him  last 
December  ? 

Mr.  Mabvin.  I  had  some  correspondence  w^ith  him;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  note  on  page  776  of  the  present  hearing  that  you 
wrote  him — 

I  agree  with  you  that  the  Progressive  Union  is  capable  of  wielding  preat  power 
throughout  the  Missiesippi  Valley,  and  it  looks  as  if  this  power  could  be  invoked.  I 
hope  that  Mr.  Penton  ana  his  friends  will  allow  the  campaign  of  education  in  the  South 
and  Southwest  to  be  done  in  the  name  of  the  Progressive  Union,  and  am  so  counseling 
Mr.  Penton. 

Do  you  know  why  you  gave  that  advice? 

Mr.  WoKTHiNGTON.  Let  liim  see  that  letter. 

Mr.  Marvin  (after  examination  of  the  exhibit  referred  to) .  I  have 
seen  the  letter.  I  believed  that  in  such  a  matter  the  Progressive 
Union  should  speak  for  itself.  Mr.  Penton  you  have  had  before  vou; 
you  know  him  as  a  very  aggressive,  strenuous,  and  indomitable  indi- 
vidual. I  think  that  if  there  are  anv  opinions  in  the  South  in  favor 
of  the  merchant  marine,  they  should  oe  expressed  definitely  and  com- 
pletely by  southern  men. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  campaign  of  education  was  designed  at  that 
time;  do  you  know? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  no  immediate  and  direct  knowledge  of  it 
beyond  the  statement  which  Mr.  Roberts  made  to  me  and  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  manager  of  the  United  Fruit  Company,  with 
whom  I  have  a  personal  acquaintance.  I  saw  him  in  Boston,  and  he 
said  that  the  people  in  New  Orleans  were  in  favor  of  an  American 
merchant  marine,  and  that  the  Progressive  Union  was  behind  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  what  steps,  if  any,  w^ere  proposed  to  be 
taken  to  influence  members  of  Congress? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  do  not.  I  know  nothing  of  the  details  of  the 
undertaking  at  all.  I  assume  that  they  were  the  usual  and  justifiable 
and  proper  methods  of  writing  to  members  of  Congress  and  writing 
to  newspapers — the  ordinary  form  of  discussion. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Since  your  work  as  secretary  of  the  association  has 
ceased  you  have  not  lost  interest  in  the  general  subject,  have  you? 

Mr.  Marvin.  By  no  means.  I  have  continued  to  write  on  it  at 
every  opportunity,  as  I  did  before  I  had  any  official  connection  with  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  With  reference  to  efforts  made  by  foreign 
shipping  interests  in  the  matter  of  legislation,  I  want  to  ask  you  if 
you  are  acquainted  with  a  Mr.  Wilbur,  who  has  been  before  this 
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committee  and  who,  until  recently,  was  connected  with  the  Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Mr.  Marvin.  In  1904,  when  I  was  the  secretary  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  Commission  and  was  in  Washington  engaged  in  the  work  of 
the  commission,  a  man  called  upon  me  and  stated  that  he  was  a  Mr. 
Wilbur  of  the  Treasury  Department,  as  I  recall  it;  that  he  came  to 
see  me  at  the  request  of  the  German  steamship  companies  to  inquire 
whether  there  was  any  possibility  that  the  report  of  the  commission 
would  be  unanimous.  I  told  him  that  I  was  not  in  a  position  to  give 
out  any  information  regarding  it,  and  I  remember  that  I  asked  him 
why  these  great  German  steamship  companies,  who  themselves  were 
generously  assisted  or  encouraged  one  way  or  another,  not  only  by' 
subsidies  but  in  other  ways  by  their  Government,  were  interfering, 
or  questioning  the  course  of  legislation  in  Washington  for  American 
shipping.  I  had  some  conversation  with  Mr.  Wilbur  along  those 
lines.  He  left  me,  and  I  have  never  seen  him  since.  He  stated  at 
that  time  that  he  was  in  the  Treasury  Department  and  did  not  say 
that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Associated  Press. 

Mr.  LoNQWORTH.  Did  he  state  that  he  was  a  representative  of 
those  lines  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  He  stated  that  he  called  on  me  at  the  request  of  the 
German  steamship  managers,  leaving  in  my  mind  the  impression 
that  he  was  their  representative  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  he  say  in  what  capacity  he  was  in  the 
Treasury  Department  ? 

Mr.  AlARViN.  He  merely  mentioned  the  fact  that  he  was  from  the 
Treasury  Department.  I  thought  the  circumstance  an  odd  one  at  the 
time.     I  have  never  seen  Mr.  Wilbur  since. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  seen  the  Mr.  Wilbur  who  has 
appeared  before  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Presumablv  it  was  the  same  person. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Perhaps  that  is  a  fair  presumption;  I  don^t 
know. 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  not  seen  Mr.  Wilbur  since. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  havc  no  means  of  knowing  whether  he  is 
the  same  gentleman  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  No. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  wish  you  would  describe  the  gentleman  w^ho 
came  to  you  and  stated  his  name  was  Wilbur. 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  was  some  six  years  ago  when  I  saw  him.  On  that 
occasion,  as  I  recall  it,  he  was  a  man  of  the  ordinary  height,  with  a 
small  brown  mustache.     That  is  my  recollection  of  him. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Havc  you  anv  recollection  about  his  age  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  His  age  then,  I  thinlc,  might  have  been  35  years. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Where  did  this  gentleman  call  on  you  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  was  at  the  Hotel  Normandie,  where  I  was  residing, 
here  in  Washington.  It  was  in  the  autumn  of  1904,  as  I  remember  it, 
shortly  before  the  commission  made  its  report  to  Congress. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  he  said  he  represented  the  German  steam- 
ship associations  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  That  he  represented  the  German  steamship  managers, 
and  had  called  by  their  request. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  lie  mention  the  names  of  the  companies,  or 
any  of  them  ? 
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Mr.  Marvin.  He  mentioned  the  names  of  the  companies,  as  I 
understand  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Wliat  companies  did  he  name  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  As  I  recollect  it,  the  North  German  Lloyd  Company 
and  the  Hamburg-American  Line. . 

Mr.  Garrett.  VV  hat  was  it  he  wanted  you  to  do  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  He  stated  that  he  called  at  the  request  of  the  German 
steamship  managers  to  inquire  whether  the  report  of  the  Congres- 
sional MjBrchant  Marine  Commission  was  to  be  unanimous.  The 
newspapers  at  that  time  were  saying  that  the  commission  would 
agree  on  recommending  ocean  mail  legislation  for  the  creation  of 
fast  lines  of  auxiliary  reserve  steamei-s,  and  discriminating  duty 
legislation  for  the  encouragement  of  cargo  vessels. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  he  explain  why  he  or  the  companies  he 
purported  to  represent  were  anxious  to  know  whether  that  was  to 
be  a  unanimous  report  or  recommendation  from  the  commission  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  He  made  no  explanation  on  that  point;  but  the  rea- 
son for  the  concern  of  those  German  steamship  companies  was 
obvious.  What  the  foreigners  are  afraid  of  is  an  agreement  in  Con- 
gress in  behalf  of  some  definite  pohcy  of  legislation. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  any  such  statement  made,  or  are  you  stating 
an  inference  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  He  is  stating  an  obvious  inference. 

Mr.  Marvin.  So  long  as  one  political  party  favors  one  expedient 
and  the  other  political  party  favors  something  else,  the  foreign 
steamship  managers  are  confident  that  nothing  will  be  done  to  bring 
about  the  upbuilding  of  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  talked  with  them  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  know  that  that  is  true.  I  have  heard  that  opinion 
expressed  by  individual  steamship  agents  with  whom  I  am  personally 
acquainted. 

Air.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  ever  appeared  before  any  committee 
of  Congress  or  interviewed  any  Congressman  as  representing  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  never  have. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  ever  been  an  officer  of  that  organi- 
zation ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  When  I  was  secretary  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Com- 
mission I  joined  the  Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  you  have  never  been  an  officer  of  the 
league? 

Mr.  Marvin.  No. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  you  joined  it  as  an  individual  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  As  an  individual.  Wlien  I  became  identified  with  the 
actual  steamsliip  interests  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  I  relinquished  my 
active  connection  with  the  league,  because  our  course  and  their  course 
were  often  very  divergent. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Want  to  ask  Mr.  Marvin  a  question  or  two  in 
regard  to  some  matters  that  have  already  been  gone  into  at  length 
before  the  committee.  I  want  to  ask  you  what  is  your  judgment  as 
to  the  feasibility  of  lake  shipyards  at  Cleveland  competing  with  the 
ocean  steamship)  yards  for  such  ships  as  would  be  required  in  service 
between  the  United  States  and  South  America  or  in  service  across  the 
Pacific  Oceaa  ? 
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Mr.  Marvin.  Well,  I  am  very  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  lake 
shipvards  are  utterly  unable  to  compete  with  our  ocean  shipyards  for 
the  building  of  ocean  ships.  On  a  few  occasions  lake  shipjrards  have 
sent  vessels  down  to  tne  Atlantic.  They  have  almost  invariably 
failed  to  meet  either  the  test  of  the  ocean  strain  or  the  conditions  of 
ocean  commerce.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  sayinjg  that  it  is  imprac- 
ticable for  the  lake  shipyards  to  hope  to  build  ships  of  the  size  requi- 
site for  the  ocean  mail  service.  Those  ships  would  have  to  be  of  at 
least  6,000  tons  gross  register.  They  would  have  to  be  at  least  400 
feet  long,  and  the  longest  ship  that  can  go  through  the  lake  canal — 
and  I  have  sailed  on  one  myself,  and  so  know  about  it — is  a  ship  260 
feet  in  length,  a  small  ship  for  the  coastwise  service. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  lonff  is  a  6,000-ton  ship  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  A  6,000-ton  snip  would  be  from  400  to  430  feet  long. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  spoke  of  representing  the  steamship  interests  of 
the  Atlantic  coast.  Do  you  not  mean  by  that  the  shipbuilding 
interests  of  the  Atlantic  coast  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  The  shipbuilding  interests  specifically;  but,  as  we 
understand  it,  the  shipbuilding  interests  and  the  shipowing  interests 
in  this  country  and  every  other  country  are  quite  closely  interlaced. 
In  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  in  other  countries,  the  shipbuilders  are 
also  shipowners.  The  same  thing  is  true  to  some  extent  in  our  own 
country,  and  it  would  be  more  marked  if  we  had  a  greater  ocean 
fleet. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  I  correctly  understand  you  to  say  it  would 
be  impossible  for  you  to  take  a  ship  from  Cleveland  by  way  of  the 
canal  to  the  Atlantic  coast  if  it  was  over  260  feet  in  length,  unless  you 
cut  it  apart  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  Unless  you  cut  it  apart  it  would  be  impossible.  That 
is  the  maximum  length  of  the  locks. 

The  Chairman.  Is  this  association  of  which  you  were  secretary  for 
several  years  still  in  existence  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  is  still  in  existence. 

The  Chairman.  Who  is  secretary  now  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  So  far  as  I  know,  there  is  no  secretary.  I  would  say 
that  at  the  reauest  of  these  gentlemen  when  the  hearing  on  the  ocean 
mail  bill  was  nad  in  March,  before  the  Committee  on  Commerce  of 
the  Senate,  I  came  down  to  speak  for  them,  and  so  distinctly  stated 
to  the  committee ;  and  I  should  very  much  enjoy  the  privilege,  if  the 
matter  came  up  before  the  House  committee,  to  come  nere  and  speak 
in  favor  of  that  measure.  I  would  say,  further,  that  I  have  no  personal 
interest  in  these  matters,  that  I  have  no  personal  interest  in  ship- 
owning  or  in  shipbuilding. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Has  it  ever  come  to  your  knowledge  that  a  lobby 
exists  or  has  existed  here  in  Washington  in  the  interest  of  foreign 
shipowners  or  foreign  shipbuilders,  to  look  after  their  interests  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  seen  such  a  statement,  but  I  have  never  seen 
any  proof  of  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  if  they  have  ever  designated  a  repre- 
sentative to  appear  in  their  behalf  before  a  committee  of  Congress 
or  elsewhere? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  never  knew  of  that  being  done. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  any  sums  of  money  that  have  be^Bn 
raised  in  this  country  or  in  foreign  countries  by  them  to  promote 
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their  interests  here  and  to  prevent  legislation  inimical  to  their 
interests  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  never  known  or  heard  of  the  raising  of  anv 
such  funds.  I  believe  I  have  been  Quoted  before  the  committee  here 
as  having  testified  to  that  effect,  out  there  must  be  a  misunder- 
standings "because  I  have  never  known  of  the  raising  of  any  such 
funds.  • 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  read  something  briefly,  relating 
to  direct  activity  on  the  part  of  these  European  steamship  companies 
in  influencing  American  legislation.     In  the  Congressional  Record 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  this  in  connection  with  subsidy  matters  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  is  in  connection  with  an  immigration  bill.  I 
would  like  to  present  that  briefly,  if  I  may. 

In  the  Fiftn-fourth  Congress,  second  session,  in  February,  1897, 
Mr.  Lodge,  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  made  this  statement : 

r  IS  printed,  a  short  time  ago,  a  telegram  which  had  been  sent  me  from  Milbank, 
S.  L^k.,  by  a  gentleman  known  to  the  Senator  from  that  State,  and  favorably  known 
in  South  Dakota.    That  telegram  was  as  follows: 

''To  F.  W.  A.  Poppie,  Milbank,  S.  Dak.:  Immigration  bill  comes  up  in  the  House 
Wednesday.  Wire  your  Congressman  our  expense  protesting  against  proposed  exclu- 
sion and  requesting  bill  be  defeated,  info-^ning  him  .that  vote  in  favor  means  defeat 
next  election. 

'' Glaussenius  a  Co., 
"  North  German  Lloyd  Agents  in  Chicago/^ 

Mr.  Lodge  stated  further  that  the  company  had  denied  that  those 
telegrams  were  sent  out  in  a  representative  capacity.  Mr.  Lodge 
then  went  on  to  produce  a  circular  as  follows  [reading] : 

Chicaoo,  January  f5,  1897. 
To  agents: 

The  immigration  bill,  which  is  intended  to  materially  restrict  immigration,  comes 
up  for  final  dispcsition  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C,  on  Wed- 
nesday, 27th  instant.  It  is  quite  clear  tnat  immigration  will  really  be  restricted 
ahnost  to  the  extent  of  total  exclusion  of  immigrants  should  the  bill  become  a  law,  and 
every  effort  should,  therefore,  be  made  to  insure  the  defeat  of  the  bill. 

You  are  indirectly  interested  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill  as  much  as  we  are,  and  we 
would  respectfully  ask  you  to  wire  your  Representative  in  Congress  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  this  to  vote  against  the  bill,  informing  him  that  the  measure  virtually 
means  exclusion,  and  that  his  vote  in  favor  of  same  will  mean  repudiation  by  his  con- 
Btitutents  and  his  defeat  at  the  next  election. 

At  that  time  an  immigration  bill  establishing  certain  educational 
tests  and  standards  as  to  character  had  passed  the  House  and  was 
held  up  in  some  mysterious  way  in  the  Senate.  Immediately  on  the 
presentation  of  these  dispatches  by  Senator  Lodge,  the  opposition  to 
that  bill  that  had  been  nanging  in  mid-air  in  the  Senate,  suddenly 
collapsed,  and  the  bill  was  pasesd  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  What  is  the  date  of  that  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  This  is  Congressional  Record,  162,  volume  29^  part  2, 
Fifty-fourth  Congress,  second  session,  pages  1431  and  1432;  it  was  in 
February,  1897. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  was  thirteen  years  ago. 

Mr.  Marvin.  It  was  thirteen  years  ago.  It  is  my  belief  that  the 
European  steamship  companies  are  supplementing  their  activities 
that  1  have  described  to  you  by  this  other  work  at  the  present  time, 
and  that  very  much  of  the  hostility  to  American  shipping  legislation 
that  unquestionably  exists  among  the  agricultural  people  of  the 
Middle  West  is  due  to  methods  like  this. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Has  it  ever  come  to  your  knowledge  that  these 
foreign  steamship  companies  have  an  agreement  or  understanding 
between  themselves  in  the  nature  of  an  organization  or  otherwise  to 
promote  their  interests  in  disseminating  adverse  information  to 
American  subsidy  policies  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  1  know  that  the  foreign  steamship  companies  are 
organized  into  trusts  and  combinations  in  restraint  of  trade.  I  know 
that  they  use  that  power  to  discriminate  against  American  com- 
merce, and  to  raise  freight  rates  to  a  point  where  American  exporta- 
tion is  smothered.  Representative  Humphrey,  of  Washington,  has 
lately  presented  in  his  speech  in  the  Hous?  statements  along  that  line 
that  I  regard  as  the  most  important  revelations  that  have  been  made 
in  a  dozen  years.  It  seems  to  m<?  that  that  speech  of  Mr.  Humphrey 
makes  it  imperative  that  the  inquiry  of  this  committee  shall  be  supple- 
mented by  an  investigation  into  these  European  steamship  trusts  and 
combinations.  They  are  the  most  dangerous  trusts  and  combina- 
tions that  to-day  threaten  the  American  people. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  do  you  understand  these  trusts  or  combina- 
tions operate  here  to  prevent  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  As  to  their  work  against  legislation  in  this  country  of 
course  I  can  not  speak  with  any  positive  information.  I  believe  that 
they  do  work  against  legislation  that  would  upbuild  an  American 
merchant  marine,  because  an  American  merchant  marine  would 
mean  an  independent  competition  of  high-class  steamers  operated 
by  men  who  undoubtedly  would  be  able  on  even  terms  to  drive  the 
foreigners  off  the  ocean.  We  have  American  steamship  lines  to  the 
West  Indies  and  the  Caribbean  region.  Those  lines  are  sustained 
under  the  ocean  mail  law  of  1891.  Our  exports  to  Cuba  represent  50 
per  cent  of  the  entire  imports  of  the  Cuban  Republic.  Our  exports 
to  Mexico  represent  57  per  cent  of  the  imports  of  the  Mexican 
Republic.  We  have  no  American  steamship  lines  to  Brazil  and  to 
Argentina,  to  the  farther  and  principal  countries  of  South  America. 
We  are  dependent  for  all  our  transportation  to  those  countries  on 
foreign  lin'^s,  and  we  have  only  about  10  or  11  per  cent  of  the  import 
business  of  Brazil  and  about  12  per  cent  of  the  import  trade  of 
Argentina. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Can  you  furnish  the  committee  a  specific  instance  of 
adverse  action  of  the^e  foreign  shipping  trusts  and  coxnbinations  to 
shipping  legislation  in  this  country,  any  instance  in  which  they  have 
been  specially  active  ? 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  read  to  the  committee  the  adverse  and  con- 
tradictory statements  of  Hon*  Ballin,  the  hea<l  of  the  Hambui^g- 
Aniorican  Line,  and  of  Herr  Boas,  the  New  York  representative  of 
the  Hamburg- American  Line.  The  Hamburg-American  Steamship 
Company  is  the  most  powerful  steamship  organization  in  the  world. 
It  is  virtually  in  partnership  with  the  German  Imperial  Government. 
The  Hamburg-American  Steamship  Company  is  a  member  of  the 
trans-.A  tlantic  steamship  combinations.  It  is  a  member  of  the 
European  steamship  trust  and  combination  that  absolutely  controls 
our  carrying  trade  from  New  York  to  Brazil 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  can  not  furnish  any  recent  instances  of  sueh 
activity  ? 

^Ir.  Marvin.  This  combination  is  in  existence  %i  the  present  timf . 

Mr.  Hawley.  But  if  I  understood  you  correctly  the  matters  to 
which  you  refer  were  some  years  ago  ? 
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Mr.  Marvin.  Thev  were  some  years  ago.  They  came  down,  how- 
ever, to  1905.  In  the  Washinfi:ton  Post  of  November  17,  1909,  a  few 
days  before  the  assembling  of  the  present  Congress,  a  person  described 
as  Herr  H.  Rinfi:e,  a  shipping  agent  of  Bremerhaveil,  Germany,  gave 
forth  an  interview  in  wnich  he  declared: 

In  the  firit  place,  the  greatest  obstacle  to  an  American  merchant  marine  is  the  lack 
of  trained  men  to  man  the  ships.  You  can't  get  the  men  because  there  are  not  enough 
men  who  will  work  aboard  ship. 

I  know  something  about  that,  and  I  know  that  that  is  an  absolute 
falsehood. 

The  wages  are  not  sufficient  to  induce  men  to  go  to  sea  when  they  can  remain  at 
home  and  earn  more  money.  It  is  impossible  for  this  country  to  compete  with  Ger- 
many, England,  Italy,  France,  Scotland,  and  other  European  nations  m  the  carrying 
trade,  simply  because  labor  is  too  high,  and  America  is  not  and  never  has  been  a  ship* 
carrying  country. 

This  German  ship  magnate  apparently  does  not  know  that  from 
1789  to  1861  the  United  States  under  the  protective  laws  of  that  day 
was  the  second  maritime  nation  in  the  world,  or  that  the  proportion 
of  shipments  of  American  citizens  on  American  ocean  vessels  has 
grown  from  29  to  49  per  cent  of  the  crews  in  a  few  years,  or  that  about 
90  per  cent  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  American  Navy  are  American 
bom  and  96  per  cent  of  them  are  American  citizens. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  wa^s  endeavoring  to  get  information,  if  you  have 
such  information,  of  some  specific  instance  in  which  the  foreign 
shipping  interests  had  recently  shown  activity  adverse  to  American 
ship-subsidy  propositions. 

Air.  Marvin.  That  statement  in  the  Washington  Post  was  dis- 
tinctivelv  an  argument  against  American  shipping  legislation. 

Mr.  HTawley.  That  is  m  a  public  print,  but  I  had  in  mind  any 
action  that  would  tend  to  influence  legislation  direct. 

Mr.  Marvin.  Herr  R.  Huldermann,  general  secretarv  of  the  Ham- 
burg-American Line,  has  been  widely  circulating — and  I  believe  he 
has  been  quoted  by  Members  of  Congress — arguments  against  sub- 
sidies to  shipping  in  America.  He  published  in  the  New  York 
Herald  a  long  argument  against  subsidies.  This  was  on  December 
13,  1909.  That  was  misleading  and  undoubtedly  intended  to  influ- 
ence opinion  in  Congress  and  out  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  understand  that  these  publications  have 
been  made  as  matters  of  news,  or  have  you  knowledge  that  they  have 
been  sent  out  at  the  expense  of  the  foreign  shipping  interests  ?      • 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  no  direct  knowledge  that  that  particular 
statement  that  I  have  referred  to  was  paid  for;  but  this  committee 
has  had  testimony  from  Mr.  Daniels,  agent  of  the  Lamport  &  Holt 
Line,  that  they  have  sent  out  statements  through  their  advertising 
agents,  addressed  to  American  newspapers;  and  there  is  no  question 
in  my  mind  that  the  Hamburg- American  Line  has  circulated  state- 
ments in  the  same  way. 

Mr.  Hawley.  But  you  have  no  specific  knowledge  of  that  ? 

Mr.  JLyrvin.  I  have  no  specific  knowledge,  and  an  American  citizen 
of  mv  lineage  and  affiliations  would  find  it  impossible  to  obtain 
specific  knowledge,  I  think. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  committed  is  interested  in  specific  instances  that 
they  can  investigate. 
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Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  Since  that  has  been  asked,  I  want  to  ask  Mr. 
Marvin  if  he  can  give  us  any  information  as  to  the  truthfubiess  of  one 
eircular  that  it  appears  was  sent  out  here  by  the  foreign  shipping 
interests  not  so  nery  long  ago.  You  will  find  the  document  on  page 
388  of  the  record. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Exhibit  32. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Yes.  I  want  to  ask  if  you  can  give  the  com- 
mittee any  information  as  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  statements  made 
in  that  statement,  which  was  sent  out  through  the  press  of  America. 

Mr.  Marvin.  I  have  seen  that  statement  before.  I  wrote  a  letter 
in  reply  to  it,  addressed  to  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce. 
That,  1  believe,  has  been  put  in  evidence  here.  The  statement  is 
one  of  those  many  statements  that  are  both  true  and  false.  Specific- 
ally it  is  true  that  there  are  so-called  lines  of  foreign  steamers  that 
run  more  or  less  irregularlv  to  South  America.  The  question  before 
Congress  is  the  creation  of  a  fast  passenger,  mail,  and  freight  service 
of  naval  reserve  steamers  capable  of  making  a  voyage  in  fifteen  days 
to  Rio  and  seventeen  days  to  Buenos  Aires.  There  are  no  such  ships 
now  in  the  service  under  any  flag,  and  the  publication  of  that  state- 
ment is  simply  made  to  befog  the  minds  of  the  people  who  read  it 
and  of  Congress.  It  would  be  the  same  thing  if  the  representative 
of  a  railroad  company  should  bring  before  you  a  scheaule  of  slow 
freight  trains  to  prove  that  there  was  proper  service — fast  mail,  pas- 
senger and  freight  express  service.  It  would  be  a  case  of  deliberate 
deception. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Marvin's  answer  is  on  page  590,  almost  word 
for  word  as  he  has  given  it. 

TESTIMOVT  OF  HOH.  MTBOH  T.  HEBBICK. 

Myron  T.  Herrick,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Your  name  is  Myron  T.  Herrick,  and  you  are  from 
Cleveland,  Ohio  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Governor,  you  are  a  member  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Leamie  of  the  United  States  i 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  an  officer  of  the  league  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  your  position? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  am  vice-president,  and  chairman  of  the  executive 
eommittee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  have  you  held  those  offices? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say.  Two  or  three  years,  perhaps,  or 
three  or  four — I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  taken  an  active  part  in  its  management? 

Mr.  Herrick.  If  you  will  let  me  make  a  statement  I  think  I  can 
tell  you  what  I  have  had  to  do  with  it. 

Am*.  Ralston.  I  wiU  be  glad  to  have  you  do  so. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  have  met  occasionally  with  the  members  to  dis- 
cuss its  affairs  from  time  to  time,  and  1  have  known  something  of 
its  work.  I  have  been  in  touch  with  the  main  purposes  of  the  organi- 
zation.    At  such  times  as  called  upon  to  attend  meetings  I  have  done 
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SO.  As  to  the  detail  of  managing  the  office,  or  anything  of  that  sort, 
I  have  nothing  to  do  with  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  Mr.  Penton,  who  was  the  secretary,  consult 
you  as  to  the  plans  and  operations  of  the  league  t 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  the  entire  committee  has  been  reported  to 
from  time  to  time  as  to  what  the  league  was  doing.  It  was  known 
pretty  general;  yes. 

Mr.  Kalston.  Did  you  direct  Mr.  Penton  to  publish  the  American 
Flag? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say  when  the  publication  of  that  began  or 
how  it  began;  I  don^t  remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  did  you  first  know  it  was  being  published  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  It  is  difficult  to  say,  but  I  should  say  not  very  long 
ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  would  you  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  It  might  be  a  year  or  two  or  six  months. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  first  issue  appears  to  be  in  May,  1909. 

Mr.  Herriok.  I  didn't  know  but  what  it  had  begun  longer  ago  than 
that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  see  that  issue,  do  you  remember? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  don't  recollect. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  see  the  issues  during  last  summer  and  fall 
as  they  came  out  t 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  didn't  have  them,  andjf  they  came  to  my  office  I 
didn't  see  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  did  you  first  see  the  November  issue,  contain- 
ing an  attack  on  Con^essman  KOstermann  i 

Aifr.  Herrick.  I  think  after  there  was  some  difficulty  about  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  After  there  was  difficulty  here? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not  see  it  until  then  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  when  did  you  first  see  the  December  issue  of 
the  Flag,  which  contains  an  attack  on  Congressman  Steenerson  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say.  I  remember  of  seeing  these  after 
there  was  some  difficulty  arising  in  relation  to  it,  but  I  can  not  say 
exactly  as  to  the  time. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  have  a  consultation  in  advance  relative  to  the 
course  to  be  pursued  in  regard  to  the  Steenerson  article  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  it  has  been  testified  here  that  he  consulted 
with  the  executive  committee  as  to  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Steener- 
son should  be  treated.     Did  he  consult  with  you  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  a  reference  to  that  testimony  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  can  not  give  it  to  you  at  this  minute. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  can  find  it. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  would  like  to  have  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  can  you  state  with  regard  to  that  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  recollect  of  Mr.  Penton  reading  to  our  committee 
at  one  time  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Steenerson  attacking  our  com- 
mittee, calling  us  various  names,  and  so  forth,  and  there  was  a 
question  of  the  advisabilitv  of  replying  to  that.  I  have  forgotten 
flie  contents  of  the  letter,  "but  I  know  that  it  was  not  very  compli- 
mentary to  the  members  of  the  committee.     That  came  from  Mr. 
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Steenerson.  We  did  not  regard  it  as  truthful,  and  I  think  some 
reply  was  to  be  made  to  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  Mr.  Penton  authorized  to  make  the  reply? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Mr.  Penton  did  not  have  to  have  the  authorization 
of  this  committee.  He  was  secretary,  and  as  is  the  case  with  the 
secretary  of  most  of  such  organizations  he  has  gone  forward  with  it, 
and  the  committee  has  endeavored  to  back  him  up;  having  faith  in 
Mr.  Penton,  believing  in  his  honesty  and  integrity,  we  have  accepted 
his  word. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  it  the  conclusion  of  your  committee  that  a 
reply  should  be  made  to  Mr.  Steenerson  through  the  American  Flag  f 

Air.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say.  I  don't  know  that  any  committee 
action  was  taken  on  it.  I  can  not  say  whether  there  was  or  not. 
I  should  say  in  general  terms  that  we  approved  of  Mr.  Penton's 
action,  perhaps  not  specifically  or  in  the  way  of  minutes,  but  in  a 
general  way  we  approved  of  Mr.  Penton  and  we  stand  for  what  he 
does. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  think  it  was  time  that  such  attack  should  be 
checked  and  therefore  Mr.  Steenerson  should  be  made  an  example  of  I 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say  what  I  thought.  I  thought  the  state- 
ment Mr.  Steenerson  made  in  a  letter  should  be  repUed  to  in  some 
way  because  it  was  untrue. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  so  advise  Mr.  Penton? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say  we  advised  him.  I  think  we  naturally 
would  make  an  expression  on  that  point  after  reading  the  letter.  If 
you  have  the  letter  here 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  it  your  understanding  that  he  should  make 
that  reply  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  say  as  to  that.  It  was  my  belief  that  what 
Mr.  Steenerson  said  should  be  contradicted.  What  our  action  was 
I  do  not  recollect. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  What  letter  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  am  referring  now  to  the  reply  that  was  made  to 
Mr.  Steenerson's  letter. 

Mr.  Worthinqton.  Mr.  Steenerson's  letter  to  Mr.  Force. 

Mr.  Ralston.  On  page  230  I  see  this: 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  had  a  talk  with  the  executive  committee  at  the  time  the  Steen- 
erson article  of  December  was  sent  out? 
Mr.  Penton.  Yea.     1  read  it  to  the  meeting  of  the  executive  committee. 

Do  you  remember  his  reading  it  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  remember  his  reading  the  letter.  Whether  it  was 
at  an  executive  committee  or  not  I  don*t  remember.  If  he  says  so 
it  undoubtedly  was. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  that  the  article  which  was  subsequently  pub- 
lished in  the  December  number  of  the  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  That  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Ralstoln.  You  are  familiar  with  the  December  American  Flag, 
are  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  have  seen  the  publication;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  the  examination  continues  [reading  from  page 
230  of  the  record] : 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  was  present  at  that  meeting? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  can  not  tell  you  now.  We  always  average  about  five  or  six  people 
present,  and  we  didn't  keep  any  formal  minutes;  it  didn't  seem  to  be  necessary. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  the  live  or  six  men  present  approve  of  the  attack  on  Mr. 
Steenerson? 
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Mr.  Pbnton.  The  five  or  six  men  present  told  me  to  reply  to  Mr.  Steenerson's 
attack  on  the  league,  and  I  did  the  beet  I  could.  If  I  had  it  to  do  over  again,  I  would 
make  it  a  good  deal  more  strenuous. 

Is  that  a  correct  statement  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Pen  ton,  that  those 
present  told  him  to  reply  to  Mr.  Steenerson's  attack  on  the  league  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  We  usually  meet,  if  I  may  state,  at  a  luncheon  of 
the  club  where  the  business  men  lunch,  and  no  records  are  kept  of 
the  meeting;s,  and  I  don't  think  it  takes  the  form  of  a  meeting — that  is, 
motions  being  put  and  passed,  but  I  should  say  that  in  this  case  this 
letter  was  read,  this  letter  of  Mr.  Steenerson  to  some  constituent,  and 
the  general  impression  as  I  now  recollect  was  that  it  should  be  replied 
to;  that  it  was  unfair  to  the  gentlemen  who  were  present  who  were 

Eaying  out  their  money  for  patriotic  interests  simply  that  we  should 
e  characterized  in  that  sort  of  a  way  by  a  Member  of  Congress  or 
anybody  else  without  reply. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  Know  who  was  present  at  that  meeting? 

Mr.  Mabvin.  I  can  not  say.  We  had  a  number  of  meetings.  It 
is  difficult  to  distinguish  one  from  another.  All  the  members  were 
rarely  present.  Out  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee 
there  would  be  four  or  fiye  or  six  at  every  meeting,  however. 

Mr.  Ralston.  According  to  the  record  submitted  here  the  sum  of 
S5,000  was  contributed  to  the  purpos?s  of  the  league  through  you  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  state  from  whom  you  received  the  money  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  anticipated  that  you  would  ask  that  question  and 
I  looked  it  up.  Mr.  C.  A.  Grasselli,  the  head  of  the  chemical  works 
in  Cleveland — the  Grasselli  Chemical  Company — a  personal  friend  of 
mine,  was  one  of  those  who  contributed.  These  are  all  personal 
friends.  Ralph  King,  a  heavy  real  estate  owner  in  Cleveland,  not 
engaged  in  any  business,  also  a  personal  friend  of  mine;  F.  N. 
OsDome,  SI, 000.  He  is  quite  a  coal  operator,  and  he  is  a  nephew  of 
Mr.  \Villiam  McKinley.  He  is  also  located  in  Cleveland.  M.  J. 
Degnon,  SI, 000.  He  is  a  contractor  in  New  York.  I  have  been 
interested  with  him  in  many  matters  for  twenty  years.  He  was 
formerly  a  client  of  mine  when  I  practiced  law. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  is  a  contractor  of  what  kind  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  He  built  the  subway,  practically,  from  Forty-second 
to  the  Battery,  with  one  exception;  also  Sixth  avenue  and  the  Pull- 
man Tunnel,  and  he  is  building  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  I  have  been 
interested  with  him  and  have  been  witn  him  in  this  business.  He 
did  it  because  I  asked  him  to.  The  other  51,000  I  put  in  myself, 
although  I  have  an  agreement  witli  a  man  in  my  office,  Mr.  Harry 
Meyers,  that  he  will  give  it  to  me  when  I  ask  him  for  it.  He  is  a 
wealthy  man. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  his  business  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  He  has  retired.  His  business  is  transacted  as  a  man 
of  wealth  through  my  office.  He  is  associated  in  some  things  in 
business. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  line  of  business  is  he  interested  in  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Cutting  coupons,  principally. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  he  a  stockholder  in  industrial  enterprises  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  don't  think  he  is.  Yes;  he  has  some  stock  in  the 
Cleveland  Illuminating  Company.  I  don't  know  about  all  his  in- 
vestments.    I  think  most  of  his  property  is  in  bonds  and  real  estate. 
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Mr.  Rat.ston.  Is  he  interested  in  steamboats  and  shipbuilding} 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  don't  think  he  is  in  anything  like  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Herrick,  vou  have  been  greatly  interested  in 
'ship-subsidy  propositions  which  have  come  before  Congress  in  the 
past  few  years,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Very  much  interested, 

Mr.  Ralston.  Ana  have  done  all  you  could  to  further  their  passage  I 

Mr.  Herrick.  Everything  I  could  reasonably  and  honoraoly  do  I 
have  done. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  brought  all  the  political  influence  you 
could  possibly  bring  to  bear  to  carry  them  through  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  YfeU,  I  would  not  say  that,  because  I  am  engaged 
in  other  business,  and  if  I  did  that  I  should  devote  my  entire  time  to  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  what  have  you  done  in  that  line  i 

Mr.  Herrick.  Well,  your  subpoena  indicated  what  you  wanted. 
You  asked  if  I  had  wntten  any  letters  to  Members  of  Congress.  I 
have  gone  carefully  through  my  books,  and  I  find  I  have  written  to 
no  Members  of  Congress  unless  they  would  be  included  in  this  list. 
I  got  up  last  year,  after  the  meeting  of  Congress,  after  our  convention 
after  the  election,  a  letter  which  I  sent  to  all  the  Members  of  our 
State  here,  a  copy  of  a  letter  signed  by  me  sent  to  members  of  the 
Republican  national  and  state  committees,  with  their  names  and 
adoresses  written  in.     Shall  I  read  that? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Yes ;  read  that. 

(Mr.  Herrick  reads  as  follows:) 

Copy  of  letter  signed  by  Governor  Herrick  sent  to  members  of  Republican  national 
and  state  committees,  with  their  names  and  addresses  written  in: 

There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  a  bill  in  conformity  with  the  i>ledge8  of  the  last 
three  Republican  national  platforms  and  the  ui^^ent  recommendations  of  Presidents 
Harrison,  McKinley,  Roosevelt,  and  Taft,  providmg  for  a  beginning  in  the  restoration 
of  the  American  merchant  marine  in  the  cross-ocean  trade. 

The  measure  known  as  the  Humphrey  bill  extends  the  provisions  of  the  ocean  mail 
act  signed  by  President  Harrison.  It  complies  with  the  request  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  that  he  be  permitted  to  contract  with  American  vessels  for  the  transportatioB 
of  the  American  mails  to  South  American,  Australian,  and  oriental  ports.  The  ex- 
penditure is  specifically  limited  to  the  revenues  derived  by  the  Government  under 
the  act. 

The  measure  is  so  broadly  national,  so  vital  in  its  bearing  upon  the  future  of  the 
conmierce  of  our  whole  country  in  great  markets  where  our  flag  is  not  unknown,  that  it 
is  appealing  to  Democrats  as  well  an  to  Republicans.  This  is  tne  better  reason  why  the 
Representatives  of  our  own  party  should  carry  out  the  pledge  of  our  administration — a 
beginning  in  the  work  of  putting  our  flag  back  on  the  high  seas,  from  which  forei^ 
governments  have  driven  it  by  the  use  of  the  methods  alien  shipping  interests  and  in- 
fluences are  insisting  we  should  not  now  use  in  self-defense. 

As  a  member  of  the  Republican  organization  you  are  interested  in  seeing  that  our 
party  keeps  its  promises  and  that  our  country  aoes  not  li4?  behind  other  nations  in 

f>rotecting  its  foreign  trade,  and,  more  important  still,  that  our  navy  shall  not  be  longer 
eft  without  the  absolutely  essential  support  of  an  American  merchant  marine.  Will 
you  not  take  an  interest  in  urging  the  Republican  Congressman  from  your  section  to 
act  in  the  matter  in  accordance  with  our  platform  and  the  recent  recommendations 
of  Presidents  Taft  and  Roosevelt  by  supporting  the  Humphrey  bill,  which  has  been 
favorably  reported  in  the  House,  and  will  soon  come  to  a  vote? 

I  would  liKe  to  have  a  letter  from  you  on  this  subject  and  to  answer  any  questtons 
you  mav  have  to  ask. 

Yours,  very  truly,  

That  is,  I  think,  the  extent  of  my  correspondence  on  the  subject. 
Mr.  Ralston.  Was  this  sent  to  all  tne  persons  to  whom  you 
desired  ? 
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Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  receive  any  replies  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  received  lots  of  replies;  many  of  them  were  very 
enthusiastic. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  else  have  you  done  for  the  purpose  of  further- 
ing ship^ubsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  iIerrigk.  Well;  I  have  spoken  on  it  in  three  campaigns,  with 
Senator  Hanna,  throughout  the  State  of  Ohio.  We  have  committed 
our  State  in  convention  at  various  times,  in  county  conventions  and 
in  state  conventions,  to  this  merchant-marine  proposition.  We  have 
spoken  of  it  in  our  campaign  ar^ments  throughout  the  State  until 
we  feel  oiu*  State  is  rather  committed  to  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  man^  limches  and  dinners  have  you  furthered 
in  the  interests  of  ship-subsidy  campaigns  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  recollect  of  having  furthered  any.  I  think 
I  have  signed  a  ticket  occasionally  at  the  Union  Club  when  our  execu- 
tive committee  met. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  attended  any  in  Washington  1 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  have  attended  one  dinner  here. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  was  that  given  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  know  who  paid  for  it.  I  suppose  Penton 
did,  but  I  don't  know;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  When  was  that? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  not  sa^,  but  I  think  it  is  since  this  Congress 
be^an — say  last  winter  some  time. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Last  December? 

Mr.  Herrick.  It  might  have  been  December;  but  I  don't  remember 
the  exact  date. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  was  the  purpose  of  that  dinner? 

Mr.  Herrick.  This  bill  was  introduced,  or  about  to  be  introduced, 
I  don't  remember  which;  and  there  was  a  discussion  as  to  whether  it 
could  not  be  framed  in  some  possible  way  so  that  it  could  be  gotten 
through — to  see  whether  anything  could  oe  done  to  bring  this  about, 
and  to  secure  its  passage.     We  were  very  anxious  to  get  it  passed. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Where  was  that  dinner? 

Mr.  Herrick.  At  the  New  Willard. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  tell  us  who  were  present? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  can  remember  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  were 
present.     Mr.  Humphrey  was  there. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Mr.  Humphrey,  of  Washington? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes.  I  think  Mr.  Fassett,  I  am  not  certain  about 
that.  Speaker  Cannon  was  there.  Let  me  see — General  Edwards, 
I  think,  was  there;  I  think  he  spoke.  And  there  were  two  or  three 
gentlemen  whose  names  I  do  not  now  remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  given  or  attended  any  other  dinners  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No;  I  think  that  is  the  only  one,  the  only  one  I 
recollect.  Possibly  I  may  have  been  at  another,  but  I  do  not 
remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  attend  any  in  Baltimore  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes;  there  was  one  given  at  the  Baltimore  Club. 
I  was  there. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Given  by  Mr.  Baker? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Baker  helped  to  frame  the  pending  bill. 

Mr.  Herrick,  I  think  Mr.  Baker  was  at  the  meeting,  by  the  way, 
over  here ;  I  think  so,  but  I  am  not  certain  about  that — was  he  not  ? 
Come  to  think  of  it,  I  believe  he  was  not.  It  was  at  the  Baltimore 
dinner  that  I  saw  liim. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Can  you  tell  me  who  attended  the  Baker  dinner  at 
Baltimore  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Well,  I  should  say  there  were  about  a  hundred 
men  of  Baltimore,  some  of  the  citizens  and  newspaper  men.  I  think 
all  the  newspapers  were  represented  there,  and  tnere  were  prominent 
men  of  the  city.  I  could  not  pretend  to  give  you  the  names  of 
all  of  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Your  league  was  well  represented? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Well,  there  were  three  of  us,  I  think,  there  from 
the  league.     They  formed  a  league  there  that  night. 

Mr.  K ALSTON.  Were  any  Members  of  Congress  present  on  that 
occasion  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Going  back,  Governor,  to  the  publications  of  Novem- 
ber and  December,  have  you  ever  taken  any  steps  to  stop  their 
circulation  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Well,  I  understand  that  Mr.  Penton  took  some 
steps — I  am  not  certain  about  it — to  stop  the  circulation ;  that  is,  not 
to  extend  it.  But  I  do  not  know  whether  he  did  or  not.  I  think 
there  was  some  talk  about  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  or  your  association  ever  apologized  or 
retracted  the  statements  made  reflecting  on  Mr.  Steenerson,  Mr.  Kiis- 
termann,  and  other  Members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  suppose  to  answer  that  is  to  admit  we  have 
reflected  on  them 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  stated  for  instance 


Mr.  Worthinoton.  Let  him  finish  his  answer. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  a  reflection  on  any  other 
Members  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  held  Mr.  Kustermann  up  to  ridicule  and 
charged  him  with  being  associated  with  the  Hamburg-American  Line. 
Have  you  ever  apologized  or  explained  about  that  ? 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  One  minute.  When  you  say  ^^you"  have 
charged,  what  do  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  the  American  Flag,  the  organ  of  the  league. 

Mr.  Herrick.  The  organ  of  the  league,  the  Flag,  has  been  pub- 
lished and  circulated,  and  so  far  as  that  goes  I  do  not  know  that 
anything  has  been  done  to  retract  the  statements  that  are  made  in  it, 

Mr.  Ralston.  Has  anything  been  done  anywhere  else  to  retract 
or  disavow  or  explain  the  statements  made  reflecting  on  these 
gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  know  that  there  has. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  reason  whatever  for  having  made 
those  statements  through  the  Hag? 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  I  object  to  that  form  of  question.  It  assumes 
this  witness  has  made  the  statement  through  the  Flag,  when  there  is 
nothing  here  whatever  to  show  he  has  done  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  executive  committee,  and  he  is  a  member  of 
the  executive  committee.

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  That  is  but  argument.  I  submit  the  question 
should  not  contain  aiw  statement  of  that  kind.  There  is  nothing 
here  to  show  the  specific  chaises  that  are  made  here,  that  it  has  been 
asserted  Mr.  Steenerson  was  corrupt,  were  ever  authorized  by  any 
members  of  the  executive  conmiittee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  any  justification  for  the  charges 
against  these  gentlemen  made  through  the  cplumns  of  the  American 
^ag? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  have  not  any  individual  knowledge  of  any  state- 
ments, or  any  reasons,  any  cause.  I  know  the  reason,  probably, 
and  that  was  the  letter  Mr.  Steenerson  wrote. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  anybody  who  does  know  any  facts 
which  will  justify  those  statements  made  in  the  Flag  as  affecting 
these  gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  know  that  I  do. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  why,  as  fair-minded  men,  have  you  and  your 
associates  never  disavowed  or  withdrawn  them? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  very  seldom  ob- 
jected to  anything  before  this  committee,  and  I  have  been  very 
strongly  in  favor  of  giving  a  very  wide  examination  to  this  inquiry, 
but  I  do  not  think  this  committee  has  anything  to  do,  under  the  res- 
olutions referred  to  it,  with  the  question  whether  these  gentlemen 
have  withdrawn  or  ought  to  have  withdrawn  the  charges  that  were 
made.  The  Question  oefore  this  committee  is  whether  they  were 
true.  What  (jovemor  Herrick  may  choose  to  do  about  withdrawing 
them  or  what  information  he  has  as  to  what  they  are  is  wholly 
unnecessary. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  charges  there  stand  with  his  indorsement. 

Air.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  say  they  do  not  stand  here  with  his  indorse- 
ment. This  committee  is  not  charged  with  the  duty  of  inquiring 
into  Governor  Herrick's  condition  since  the  charges  were  made. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  were  not  apologized  for  or  withdrawn.  What 
is  the  reason  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  understand  what  you  want.  I  sav  it  is  not 
a  matter  referred  to  this  committee  or  with  which  they  have  any- 
thing to  do. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  I  would  like  to  have  that  question  re^d. 

(The  stenographer  repeated  the  question  as  follows:) 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  whv,  as  fair-minded  men,  have  you  and  your  aseociates  never 
disavowed  or  withdrawn  them? 

The  Chairman.  The  committee  has  determined  they  will  not  allow 
the  question  as  to  why  these  charges  have  not  been  withdrawn  by 
the  witness  and  his  associates.  We  do  not  see  that  it  has  anything 
to  do  with  the  inquiry. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Let  me  put  it  in  this  shape  and  submit  to  the 
committee : 

Is  there  any  reason  why  these  charges  should  not  be  withdrawn  1 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  make  the  same  objection. 

The  Chairman.  You  may  ask  the  question  in  that  form. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  state,  please,  if  you  know,  any  reason  why 
the  American  Flag  should  not  withdraw  the  charges  made  in  its 
columns  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  submit  that  he  should  specify  what  the 
charges  are. 
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The  Chairman.  The  charges  contained  in  the  November  and 
December  numbers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  is  not  known  that  Grovemor  Herrick  ever 
read  them. 

The  Chairman.  They  are  the  charges  contained  in  the  November 
and  December  numbers.     If  he  has  not  read  them,  he  can  say  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  It  has  not  appeared  that  he  ever  read  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  says  he  did  not  read  them  until  after  the  trouble 
began. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  he  said  he  had  read  the  December  issue. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  I  stated,  after  the  difficulty  began,  I  read 
them  over.  I  don't  know  whether  I  did  or  not ;  but  I  thinK  I  did  read 
them.     I  assume  I  should  have. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  now  know  what  the  charges  kre  and  to 
what  Mr.  Ralston's  question  refers  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  recollect  what  the  charges  are.  As  I  have 
not  them  before  me,  I  do  not  know  specifically  what  they  are. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Suppose,  Mr.  Ralston,  you  read  the  charges. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  will  refer  to  a  few  specific  words.  Take  what  is  in 
the  resolution  on  page  1 .  There  is  an  article  headed,  as  appears  from 
the  resolution: 

Congressman  Steenereon,  of  Minnesota — does  he  represent  the  foreign  shipping 
interests  or  his  own  district? 
And  said  article  contained,  on  page  5,  the  following  language: 

*'8TEENER80N   EXHORTS  AND  FOREIONSRS  REJOICE. 

^'Halvor  Steenerson,  in  opposition  to  the  majority  sentiment  of  his  State,  stood  up 
in  his  place  in  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  and  to'  the  delight  and  exultation  of  the 
foreign  shipowners  and  ship  operators  used  the  power  of  his  position,  of  his  ability » 
and  nis  voice  to  fasten  on  the  country  more  securely  than  ever  the  erip  by  which 
foreign  nations,  through  their  subsidized  shippii^  companies,  largely  control  the 
foreign  tiude  of  the  country  and  incidentally  enaeavor  to  dictate  the  commercial 
relations  of  the  United  States  with  the  world." 

And  on  page  6,  the  following: 

^'At  the  very  beginning  of  the  league's  work  its  executive  officers  decided  that  the 
organization  must  be  conducted  so  as  to  be  in  a  position  truthfully  to  assert  at  all 
times  that  it  is  free  from  connection  with  all  shipping  interests,  since  such  a  char^ 
is  about  the  first  one  to  be  lool^ed  for  from  the  foreign  shipping  combinations  and  their 
representatives  in  and  out  of  Congress  who  bitterly  resent  the  activities  of  the  league 
in  demanding  such  legislation  as  will  restore  the  American  flag  to  something  of  com- 
mercial importance  and  political  dignity  it  once  enjoyed  on  the  seas  of  the  world." 

And  on  pages  14  and  15  the  following: 

"what  manner  of  man  is  this? 

"  Is  a  man  fit  to  hold  high  public  office  that  will  deliberately  pervert  and  maliciously 
falsify  the  facts  connect^  with  any  important  public  question?  Is  he  safe — a  trust- 
worthy man?  We  hold  that  he  is  not.  Such  a  man  is  dishonest  and  an  enemy  to  his 
country  and  his  country's  best  interest,  and  that  he  and  men  like  him  are  a  constant 
menace  to  American  progress  at  home  and  abroad.  There  are  not  many  such  in 
Congress,  but  there  will  always  be  found  a  few,  and  the  ninth  district  of  Minnesota 
has  one." 

And  that  on  November  1,  1909,  the  same  publication,  on  pages  12  and  13,  contained 
the  following 

I  do  not  know  that  I  need  to  read  all  of  that;  but  I  will  read  from 
near  the  foot  of  the  page — 

And  from  the  statement  of  Mr.  Ktlstermann 

No;  that  refers  to  the  other.     I  will  not  read  that. 
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I  will  in  this  case  have  to  refer  specifically  to  the  November  num- 
ber, in  which  Mr.  Ktkstermann  is  held  up  to  ridicule  in  the  most  pro* 
nounced  way,  and  accused  of 

&fr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Let  us  have  the  exact  language. 

Mr.  Ralston  (continuing).  Accused  of  affiliation  with  the  Ham- 
burg-American people. 

A&.  'VvoRTHiNGTON.  Let  US  havc  the  language  and  see  what  he  i3 
accused  of.  You  will  find  it,  Mr.  Ralston,  that  about  Mr.  Kiister- 
mann,  on  page  19  of  the  record,  where  the  November  number  of  the 
American  Flag  is  copied. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  read  the  following  from  page  19  of  the  hearings: 

Quoting  the  words  of  Mr.  Klistermatin,  we  quite  of^ree  with  him:  "The  more  we 
advance  in  a  thorough  Htudy  of  the  subject  the  more  we  become  convinced  that  sub- 
stantial aid  to  our  merchant-marine  interests  will  only  come  through  a  radical 
change" — here  we  must  part  with  Gustav,  as  we  can  no  longer  agree  with  him;  but 
if  he  will  substitute  the  words  "toward  the  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company'* 
we'D  say,  "Hurrah  for  Gustav  I" 

OETTINQ   rr  ON   THE   BRAIN. 

The  fact  i»  we  have  studied  so  hard  and  thought  so  much  on  the  question  that  we 
fear  we  are  kind  of  getting  "Hamburg  on  the  brain.''  We  find  ourselves  repeating 
"Hamburg"  over  and  over  and  unconsciously  paraphrasing  the  lines  of  a  charmingly 
delicate  poem  we  once  read: 

Hamburg  in  our  whiskers, 
Hamburg  in  our  hair, 
Hamburg  in  our  pockets, 
Hamburg  everywhere. 

Also  I  read  from  near  the  foot  of  page  18: 

Washington  c(vre8pondents  will  remember  that  the  Hon.  Gustav  Kftetermann, 
Representative  in  Congress  from  the  ninth  district  of  Wisconsin,  ia  one  of  the  moft 
vij^orous  opponents  of  merchant-marine  legislation,  and  his  learned  bloviatioiis  are 
w£iely  heralded  by  those  papers  who  are  striving  to  keep  the  United  States  in  a 
helpless  condition  on  the  seas. 

Now,  I  will  repeat  the  question,  having  reference  to  those  matters. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  would  say  in  regard  to  this  last  one  there  has  been 
expressed  a  general  regret  that  that  was  written. 

oo  far  as  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee 
bemg  on  the  Flag,  as  to  the  responsibility,  we  take  the  responsibility. 
But  it  is  an  undignified  letter,  and  I  am  sorry  it  was  written ;  and  that 
has  been  expressed.  So  far  as  the  first  one  is  concerned,  the  state- 
ment with  regard  to  the  gentlemen  in  Cleveland  was  false,  and  this 
was  a  retaliation.  I  think  if  you  want  that  withdrawn,  he  had  better 
apologize  first,  so  far  as  that  goes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  before  Mr.  Steenerson 
had  said  anything  you  had  accused  him  of  working  in  combination 
with  a  foreign  plunderbund. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  objcct  to  that  word  "You"  had  accused  him. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  your  agent,  Mr.  Maxwell,  had  accused  him  t 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  was  not  aware  of  it;  no. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  why  that  accusation  was  made  against 
him? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  that  the  first  offense  was  committed 
by  vour  agent  ? 

JJr.  Herrick.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  know  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  you  will  consult  the  record  you  will  see  that. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  move  that  statement  be  left  off  the  record, 
unless  Mr.  Ralston  be  sworn  and  testify,  so  that  I  may  cross-examine 
him. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  here  a  dozen  times. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  was  the  statement  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  He  said  if  he  would  look  in  the  record  he 
would  see  that. 

The  Chairman.  The  record  will  speak  for  itself,  so  far  as  that  is 
concerned. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Governor,  you  have  very  courteously  accused  Mr. 
Steenerson  on  the  stand  with  lying. 

Mr.  Herrick.  Show  me  that  letter,  the  one  that  was  written  in 
regard  to  the  Cleveland  gentlemen,  and  I  will  tell  you  whether  I  do 
make  that  accusation  or  not.  I  will  withdraw  the  statement,  until 
I  see  it,  that  I  did  make.     I  want  to  read  that  letter  first. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  explanation  to  make  of  his  having 
been  accused  of  association  with  a  plunderbund  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Let  him  see  the  letter.  It  is  on  page  25,  at 
the  bottom  of  thepage. 

Mr.  Herrick.  Tiiis  is  the  letter,  which  is  from  Mr.  Steenerson: 

I  have  yours  of  the  2d  instant  stating  that  you  are  considerably  interested  in  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States,  and  inclosin]^ 
a  letter  from  that  concern  criticising  my  opposition  to  the  so-called  subsidy  proposi- 
tion. In  reply  I  have  to  say  that  I  have  consistently  opposed  the  legislation  in 
question  in  several  Congresses,  and  the  reasons  were  both  privately  and  publicly 
expressed.  I  have  ordered  sent  you  a  copy  of  mv  remarks  on  the  last  subsidy  propo- 
sition, which,  I  think,  will  indicate  to  you  that  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  upbuilding 
of  our  merchant  marine  in  the  foreign  trade;  but  I  am  anxious  to  see  it  properly 
encouraged.  I  am  in  hopes  that  some  proposition  will  be  worked  out  that  will  be  an 
ijnprovement  on  the  former  one,  for  certainly,  according  to  mjr  best  judgment,  the 
bill  referred  to,  which  was  defeated  in  the  last  Congress,  was  a  vicious  bill  and  would 
never  have  accomplished  what  was  claimed  for  it.  Of  course,  you  understand  that  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  is  an  organization  of  interested  parties,  who  expect  to  ^et 
big  contracts  and  make  money  at  shipbuilding  and  other  enterprises  stimulated  oy 
the  proposed  subsidy,  and  that  their  patriotism  and  love  for  the  flag  is  largely,. if  not 
wholly,  due  to  the  appropriations  involved. 

Now,  I  say  that  is  absolutely  false.     I  make  that  statement. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  not  Know  that  Mr.  Post,  on  yesterday,  tes- 
tified to  that  very  fact — one  of  your  vice-presidents. 

Mr.  Herrick.  No;  I  do  not  think  he  did. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  know  he  did. 

Mr.  Herrick.  Because  it  is  not  true. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  said  it  was. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  now,  there  it  is  again. 

The  Chairman.  Yes.  I  will  request  Mr.  Ralston  not  to  indulge  in 
that  form  of  questioning. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  was  not  here,  but  I  do  not  think  any  man  con- 
nected with  us  ever  made  such  a  statement,  because  it  is  so  abso- 
lutely untruthful  in  every  point  of  view. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Ralston's  statement  about  what  Mr.  Post 
testified  has  as  little  foundation  as  the  other  statement. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  said  if  this  bill  passed 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  This  is  not  only  about  Mr.  Post,  but  about  all 
the  members  of  this  committee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Post  is  one  of  the  vice-presidents  and  expected 
to  gain  if  the  legislation  passed,  and  he  said  so  frankly. 
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Mr.  Herrick.  Wlio  is  Mr.  Post  ? 
Mr.  Ralston.  One  of  your  vice-presidents. 
Mr.  Herrick.  Where  does  he  hve  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  At  Newport  News.     He  is  president  of  a  bank  at 
Newport  News. 
Mr.  Ralston.  He  is  manager  of  the  Newport  News  Shipbuilding 


Mr.  Herrick.  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  if  that  statement  had  not 
been  made  in  regard  to  the  Cleveland  gentlemen  who  have  been  there 
for  years  and  have  seen  the  ore  trade  come  up  from  nothing  to 
50,000,000  tons  a  year,  and  seen  the  advantage  of  these  interests,  I 
do  not  suppose  this  letter  would  have  been  written.  I  do  not  know. 
If  there  is  anything  untrue  in  the  letter  I  am  very  sorry. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  When  you  say  letter,  you  are  referring  to  the 
American  Flag  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Had  you  no  other  reason  for  charging  Mr.  Steener- 
son  with  dishonesty  than  what  you  have  said  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  1  have  not  charged  him  with  dishonesty. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  object  to  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  had  the  American  Flag  any  other  reason  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  Jcnow.  Of  course,  I  could  not  have  had  any 
reason  to  do  so;  I  had  not  known  him  before,  or  known  anything 
about  him. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  know  there  was  such  a  person  until 
this  inquiry  began  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No.     I  should  have  known,  but  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  mean  until  the  matter  was  called  to  your 
attention  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  want  to  ask  you  to  specify  a  little  more  par- 
ticularly than  you  have  why  you  say  it  was  a  falsehood  that  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  is  an  organization  of  interested  parties — 

who  expect  to  get  big  contracts  and  make  money  at  shipbuilding  and  other  enterprises 
stimulated  by  the  proposed  subsidy,  and  that  their  patriotism  and  love  for  the  nag  is 
largely,  if  not  wholly,  due  to  the  appropriations  involved. 

Speaking  for  yourself,  why  do  you  say  that  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  As  to  myself  I  have  not  any  interest  in  shipping,  and 
never  had.  My  interest  in  the  establishment  of  a  merchant  marine  • 
is  one  which  is  stimulated  by  a  desire  to  see  an  upbuilding  of  our  mer- 
chant marine,  the  ai^uments  for  which  I  need  not  go  into.  It  has 
been  a  belief  in  my  mind  for  a  number  of  years  that  since  the  downfall 
of  the  merchant  marine  we  were  kept  o;T  the  high  seas  by  a  combina- 
tion of  foreign  shipping  interests.  I  l)elieve  that  the  shipping  inter- 
ests of  the  world  practically  outside  are  combined  against  America, 
and  I  believe  that  has  been  proven  before  this  committee  practically. 

The  testimony  that  has  come  out  here  recently  only  proves  to  my 
mind  that  an  organization  of  this  kind,  which  is  willing  to  devote  its 
interest  to  a  cause  of  this  sort  was  necessary  in  order  that  people 
might  understand  the  true  situation  as  it  existed,  and  I  believe  they 
are  going  to  understand  it  before  they  get  through  with  it. 

When  I  say  this  is  untrue — take,  for  instance,  the  statement  about 
private  gain — there  is  nothing  but  personal  loss,  so  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned, m  being  connected  with  this  organization,  or  promoting  its 
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interests.  I  know  that  is  true  of  every  other  member  in  Oeyeland, 
and  therefore  no  man  has  a  right  to  say  that  of  this  organization, 
because  it  is  untrue. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  was  ^oing  to  ask  you  whether  in  the  dis- 
cussions that  you  have  had  with  other  members  of  the  organization 
in  Cleveland;  or  elsewhere,  you  ever  heard  it  suggested — m  talking 
about  it  among  yourselves,  or  in  any  other  way — that  one  reason  for 
getting  the  proposed  legislation  enacted  would  be  that  you  or  some 
of  you  would  receive  a  profit  or  personal  benefit  from  it,  in  any  way  I 

Mr.  Herrick.  Never,  except  as  it  relates  to  every  citizen  of  tKe 
United  States. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  believe,  from  your  knowledge  of  condi- 
tions in  Cleveland,  that  it  would  be  possible  to  build  ships  of  450  and 
odd  feet  long  for  the  ocean  trade — to  build  them  in  Cleveland  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  It  has  been  stated  to  me  by  shipbuilding  companies 
and  by  people  who  are  familiar  with  the  trade,  that  it  is  impossible 
for  Cleveland  to  ever  benefit  by  building  ships  for  the  ocean  trade. 
That  has  been  my  belief  in  regard  to  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  So  far  as  you  know,  has  Mr.  Steenerson  ever 
at  any  time  withdrawn  or  qualined  the  chaise  that  he  there  made 
against  you  and  your  associates  in  this  business? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Never. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  want  to  ask  you  whether  you  at  any  time 
authorized  Mr.  Maxwell  or  Mr.  Penton  or  anybody  else  to  charge 
that  Mr.  Steenerson,  in  what  he  had  said  or  done,  m  opposing  ship- 
subsidy  legislation,  was  influenced  by  corrupt  motives,  or  had  been 
improperly  approached  by  foreign  shipping  interests  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  As  I  have  stated,  these  publications  have  been  made, 
and  while  I  would  not  like  in  any  sense,  as  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee,  to  go  back  on  our  secretary  or  anybody  connected  with  it, 
yet  these  publications  have  been  made,  and  I  think  we  all  regret 
that  some  expressions  have  been  used  there,  as  in  Mr.  Maxwell's 
letter,  which  was  rather  undignified  and  we  are  sorry. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  mean  the  November  Flag,  when  you  say 
Mr.  MaxwelPs  letter? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes.  On  the  other  hand  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  while  that  may  not  have  been  proper,  although  it  has  been  said, 
the  reason  for  it  is  very  quickly  seen  in  the  letter  oi  Mr.  Steenerson. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  not  answered  my  question  directly — 
whether  you  at  any  time  authorized  the  charge  to  be  made  that  Mr 
Steenerson  had  been  corrupted  by  the  foreign  shipping  interests. 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  so  far  as  you  know,  no  other  member  of 
the  executive  committee  authorized  that  charge  to  be  made  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  wiU  ask  you  the  same  questions  in  regard  to 
Mr.  KQstermann. 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  He  never  had  written  any  letter. 

Mr.  W^ORTHINGTON.    No. 

Mr.  LoxGWORTH.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Maxwell  personally  ? 
Mr.  Herrick.  I  met  him  once  or  twice,  I  think.     He  came  to  my 
office  the  only  time  I  ever  saw  him,  when  I  was  in  New  York. 
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Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  You  never  then  had  any  long  conversations  with 
him,  or  talked  with  him  about  the  policy  to  be  pursued  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  did  not  know  he  w^as  employed  by  the  company. 
He  came  to  my  office  one  time  to  ask  something  about  Mr.  Penton, 
who  was  then  in  New  York,  as  to  where  he  was. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Do  you  remember  when  that  was  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  should  say  it  was  not  long  before  he  left;  just  a 
short  time  before  he  left  the  emplov  of  the  league. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  reports  or  conversations 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Maxwell  was  not  all  rignt  mentaUy? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Do  I  have  to  answer  that  ? 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  You  need  not  answer  it  unless  you  want  to.  I 
do  not  care  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  Herrick.  If  you  do  not  care  anything  about  it,  I  would  rather 
not  answer. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Govcmor,  can  you  tell  us,  so  far  as  you 
know,  what  was  the  policy  of  your  executive  committee  in  regard 
to  soliciting  contributions  from  agents  who  had  any  direct  interest 
in  the  passage  of  the  ship-subsidy  bill  or  ship-subsidy  legislation? 

Mr.  Herrick.  The  feeling  was  that  if  we  had  the  far-reaching 
influence  that  we  ought  to  have,  inasmuch  as  the  favorite  move- 
ment in  the  effort  to  destroy  such  legislation  was  to  say  that  people 
favoring  it  were  interested  and  would  be  benefited,  and  that-  that 
was  the  old  stock  argument,  therefore  we  sought,  in  getting  this 
up>  to  get  people  who  in  every  way  were  disinterested  in  it.  That 
was  the  purpose,  and  we  did  not  solicit  money  from  several  who 
were  interested  in  shipbuilding,  in  order  that  we  might  be  absolutely 
clear  on  that  question.  So  far  as  I  know  we  got  no  money  from 
that  source. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Pacific  Mail 
and  Steamship  Company  was  one  of  your  contributors  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No;  I  was  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Com- 
pany was  a  contributor? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  the  Moran  Company,  of  Seattle, 
a  shipbuilding  concern,  was  a  contributor  1 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  did  you  know  that  the  Newport  News  Ship- 
building Company  was  a  contributor  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  Mr.  H.  E.  Huntington,  one  of 
the  principal  owners  m  the  Newport  News  Shipbuilding  Company 
was  a  contributor? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  William  Cramp  &  Sons,  of 
Philadelphia,  were  contributors  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  other  ocean  steamship  com- 
panies, or  at  least  other  steamship  companies,  were  contributors  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  should  say — no;  I  have  not  known  it.  If  they 
have,  it  has  been  so  inconsiderable  that  I  have  not  known  anything 
about  it. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Com- 
pany was  a  contributor  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  all  these  concerns  were  members  of  your  league, 
would  you  still  say  that  j^our  league  and  its  membership  have  no 
personal  interest  in  the  success  of  ship-subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  should  say  that  that  was  a  very  minor  part  of 
the  league  and  they  have  taken  no  active  part  in  it.  I  should  say 
it  was  entirely  proper  for  them  to  do  it,  if  they  did  do  it,  so  far  as 
that  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Ralston.  But  we  are  speaking  about  the  specific  statement 
in  Congressman  Steenerson's  letter  to  which  you  take  exception. 
Did  you  know  that  one  of  your  vice-presidents,  Mr.  Post,  was  a 
contributor  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No.  These  men  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
conduct  of  the  organization.     I  know  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  that  he  was  a  shipbuilder  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  No  ;  I  did  not  know  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  know  that  representatives  of  the  Union 
Iron  Works,  of  San  Francisco,  a  shipbuilding  concern,  were  con- 
tributors ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Why,  these  people  are  people  who  sent  in  SIO  for 
membership — is  that  it? 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  does  not  matter  what  they  sent  in. 

Mr.  Herrick.  Oh,  yes;  it  does.  We  have  been  carrying  the  bur- 
den, contributing  $1,000  and  8500.  If  some  one  sends  in  $10,  and 
took  no  part  in  me  meeting,  I  would  not  say  he  was  interested  in  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  there  were  a  dozen  or  fifteen  contributors  who 
were  directly  interested  and  who  would  be  affected,  in  their  judgment, 
by  the  passage  of  the  ship-subsidy  bill,  would  you  still  say  that  Con- 
gressman Steenerson's  letter  was  mcorrect  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  should  say  that  a  man  who  contributed  $10  and 
never  attended  a  meeting,  was  not -connected  with  it.  I  do  not 
know  that  these  gentlemen  have  done  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Suppose  that  the  American  Flag  repeatedly  stated 
that  it  refused  any  contributions  whatever  from  beneficiaries  of  the 
legislation,  includmg  shipbuilding  companies.  In  the  face  of  the 
facts  to  which  I  have  referred,  would  you  not  think  that  Mr.  Steener- 
son  had  a  very  good  excuse  for  his  statement  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Let  me  ask  a  question  here.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  contributions  have  been  made  since  I  have  been  connected  with 
the  association. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  were  made;  they  were  commenced  as  early  as 
1937  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  That  is  what  I  would  like  to  know. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  think  you  are  right  as  to  that.  When  were 
you  connected  with  the  association? 

Mr.  Herrick.  About  two  years  ago,  I  think.  It  was  when  it  was 
reorganized.     I  think  I  came  in  about  two  or  three  years  ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Your  testimony  is  it  was  reorgamzed  four  or  five 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Herrick.  It  was  whenever  it  was  reorganized. 

Mr.  Ralston.  These  contributions  have  been  made  since  1907. 

Mr.  Herrick.  1907,  was  it  ? 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Herrick!.  Well,  that  is  when  I  came  in. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Very  well.  These  contributions  have  been  made 
since  that  time. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  do  not  know  whether  that  is  true  or  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  in  evidence,  in  their  books  here,  which  are  iu 
evidence. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  the  dates  of  the  contributions  in  the 
record  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  dates  are  all  there,  and  the  books  are  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Very  well. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  view  of  that  fact,  Grovemor,  will  you  state  that 
Mr.  Steenerson  was  without  foundation  for  his  statement  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes;  I  should  say  he  was,  most  emphatically. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 

Mr.  Herrick.  Notwithstanding  some  one  gave  SIO  that  I  would 
not  know  anything  about. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  you  have  one-half^' 
practically,  of  such  contributors. 

Mr.  Herrick.  We  have  not, 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  beg  your  pardon;  and  that,  at  least,  one  of  your 
officers  is  of  that  character. 

Mr.  Herrick.  If  there  is  a  vice-pre>sident  in  some  State,  who  has 
never  attended  a  meeting,  and  has  given  SIO,  I  do  not  consider  he 
has  anything  to  do  with  conducting  this  organization.  I  did  not 
know  he  was  there.  I  did  not  know  there  was  a  shipbuilder  thereJ 
This  is  the  first  I  have  ever  heard  of  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  you  were  not  fully  acquainted  with  all  the 
facts  when  you  contradicted  Mr.  Steenerson  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  was  acguainted  with  the  facts  that  related  to^ 
Cleveland,  and  to  the  people  who  bore  the  burden  in  the  conduct  of 
this  organization,  and  I  say  I  had  grounds  to  make  that  statement!' 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  answer  my  question  as  it  was  put,  please  t 

Mr.  Herrick.  Will  you  repeat  the  question? 

(The  stenographer  repeated  the  question  as  above  recorded.) 

Mr.  Herrick.  What  facts  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  facts  as  to  your  own  membership. 
*    Mr.  Herrick.  As  to  my  own  membership  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  the  membership  of  the  league. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  was  not  conversant  with  the  fact  that  there — 
well,  I  suppose  not  in  all  details.  But  I  was  with  the  substantial 
facts;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Kalston.  Governor,  people  interested  in  the  steel  manufac- 
turing business  would  be  profited  by  an  extension  of  shipping,  wouM 
thev  not  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Yes;  so  would  you  and  I  and  every  other  citizen. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  would  be  profited  very  directly,  would  they 
not? 

Mr.  Herrick.  Oh,  well,  that  is  so  indirect.  It  is  like  using  water 
and  atmosphere.  • ' 

Mr.  Ralston.  Were  there  not  a  large  number  of  your  contributors,, 
some  of  them  prominent,  who  were  the  manufacturers  of  steel,  whichi 
would  have  entered  directly  iiito  the  manufacture  of  shipbuilding  ?     - 
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Mr.  Herbick.  Well,  there  might  have  been  some;  I  do  not  rec- 
oUect. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  then,  would  have  been  interested ^  would  they 
not,  had  the  bills  passed  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  very  indirectly,  possibly. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Would  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company  have  been 
interested  directly  ? 

Afr.  Hebbick.  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  the  Cambria  Iron  Company  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Possibly. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  are  among  your  contributors,  are  they  not? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  do  not  know  whether  they  are  or  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  will  say  to  you  that  the  evidence  shows  they  are. 

2ifr.  Hebbick.  Quite  likely. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  in  considerable  amounts,  in  one  case. 
•  Mr.  Wobthington.  A^'hich  case  do  yoii  refer  to,  and  what  amount? 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  Pennsylvania  Steel  Company,  and  I  think  also 
the  others. 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  think  that  every  citizen  in  the  United  Stat^ 
^ould  benefit  by  it.     That  is  what  I  think. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  anybody  that  would  benefit  by  it 
niore  than  the  shipbuilders  and  the  producers  of  steel  entering  into 
tile  construction  or  ships  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  "VA  ell,  I  don't — I  would  not  admit  that  the  passing 
of  that  bill  would  be  of  any  benefit  to  them  particularly,  because  they 
market  their  product  as  it  is.  I  do  not  uiink  it  would  be  of  any 
benefit  except  in  a  most  general  way.  I  do  not  think  it  has  any  bear- 
k^  on  it.     I  do  not  so  consider  it,  certainly. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  it  not  true  that  over  half  of  your  executive 
eommittee  are  engaged  in  the  production  of  iron  ore  and  the  manu- 
fikcture  of  steel  and  its  products,  many  of  which  enter  into  the  con- 
struction of  ships  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  could  not  say  that  without  looking  at  the  list. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  will  show  you  the  list  [handing  witness  a  copy  of 
The  American  Flag]. 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Mr.  Butler,  I  think,  is  interested  somewhat  in  ore. 
Sullivan  is  not — I  do  not  know;  maybe  he  is.     Tompkins,  what  is  he? 

Mr.  Ralston.  We  will  admit  he  is  not.  He  is  a  cotton  manu- 
facturer. 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Estabrook — he  is  an  eastern  man,  is  he  not?  Is 
Hines  a  ship  man  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  runs  a  fleet  of  ships. 

Mr.  Hebbick.  Those  are  lawyers.  1  should  say  there  were  not  half 
df  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  many  are  included  ? 

Mr.  Hebbick.  It  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  say.  You  mean  to 
have  any  stock  at  all  ?  .  t 

Mr.  Ralston.  Being  directors  or  managers.  ^ 

Mr.  Hebbick.  I  should  say,  as  a  general  proposition,  taking  that 
party  as  a  whole,  they  were  not  interested  m  tne  shipping  interests 
such  as  would  apply  to  a  measure  of  this  sort,  and  would  not  profit 
by  it  except  indirectly,  as  ordinary  citizens  do.  If  you  bring  it  down 
to  that,  you  want  to  take  the  labor  they  employ,  too.  *<? 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Wallace,  a  shipbuilder  in  Cleve- 
land? 

Mr.  Herrigv.  Yes;  very  well. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  he  a  member  of  your  lea^e  ? 

Mr.  Herrjck.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  is  or  not.  I  think  he  is, 
but  I  am  not  sure  about  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  he  is  a  shipbuilder,  is  he  not  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  He  builds  ships  on  the  Lakes;  yes.  But  not  for  the 
sea  or  ocean  trade. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  built  ships  for  the  ocean  trade,  did  he  not  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  is  his  full  name  f 

Mr.  Herrick.  James  Wallace.  I  think  I  heard  something  about 
their  taking  some  through  the  canal  a  few  years  a^. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  there  not  a  difference  of  opinion  in  Cleveland  as 
to  whether  Cleveland  will  or  will  not  be  an  ocean  shipbuilding  center  t 

Mr.  Herrick.  Some  of  the  optimistic  think  so,  or  hope  so.  I  hope 
so;  but  I  do  not  see  much  prospect  of  it,  however. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  that  is  all  I  care  to  ask,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  'v»''oRTHiNGTON.  I  do  not  care  to  ask  anything  further. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  has  been  alleged  before  the  committee  that  for- 
^'i  eign  corporations  doing  shipping  business  were  engaged  in  promoting 
^';  their  interests  in  many  different  ways,  some  of  which  were  alleged  to 
be  improper.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  of  any  fuuds 
that  have  ever  been  raised  by  the  foreign  shipping  interests  to  defeat 
legislation  in  favor  of  a  ship  subsidy  1 

Mr.  Herrick.  None,  unless  the  fund  that  was  testified  about 
before  this  committee,  raised  by  pooling,  was  used  for  that  purposed 
I  do  not  know  that  that  is  the  case. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  fund  do  you  refer  to  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  believe  it  was  testified  that  the  foreign  shipping 
interests  have  an  arrangement  by  which  they  collect  a  pool  every 
year.  I  think  it  was  testified  before  this  committee  that  money  was 
raised  in  which  they  pooled  their  earnings. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  no  personal  fiiowledge  of  that  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  know  nothing  about  it  except  what  I  saw  in  the 
newspapers. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  heard  or  do  you  know  of  your  own  knowl- 
edge of  any  representative  of  a  foreign  shipping  interest,  or  of  a 
combination  of  foreign  shipping  concerns,  appearing  before  Congress 
endeavoring  to  influence  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  am  not  familiar  with  that.  I  have  known  noth- 
ing of  the  sort.' 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  bringing  any  pressure  to  bear  upon  Representa- 
.    tives  or  Senators  in  Congress  ? 
!        Mr.  Herrick.  No  more  than  that  I  have  understood  that  there  is 
^*l    a  publicity  bureau  which  is  carried  on,  and  testimony  brought  out 
before  this  committee  which  would  have  no  more  influence,  I  sup- 
pose, than  opinions  that  are  pubUshed  in  the  newspapers. 
s^'  Mr.  Hawley.  Where  was  that  pubUcity  bureau  located  ? 

f^        Mr.  Herrick.  I  am  not  clear.     It  was  testified  before  this  com* 
K      mittee  here  as  to  certain  letters  that  were  sent  out.     I  believe  it  was 
r.       testified  that  they  were  gotten  up  in  New  York  and  signed  by  different 
people  and  sent  out. 
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. '  Mr.  Hawley.  It  was  stated  once  or  twice  in  the  American  Flag, 
if  I  remember  correctly,  that  there  was  a  bureau  maintained  here  in 
Washington.     Do  you  have  any  knowledge  of  that  ?  ^ 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  have  not.  I  did  not  know  such  a  statement  had 
t>een  made. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  occurs  to  me  I  read  that  in  the  Flag. 

Mr.  Herrick.  Possiblv;  I  do  not  know  of  anything  of  that  sort. 
.  Mr.  Hawley.  Well,  the  committee  ia  desirous  of  getting  definite 
information  regarding  anything  that  is  germane  to  the  subjects  of 
this  inquiry.  We  have  had  a  great  many  statements  submitted  to  us 
from  newspapers  and  periodicals  and  various  sources  of  that  charac- 
ter, stating,  very  generally,  that  things  were  done  that  were  im- 
£  roper;  and  we  are  endeavoring  to  find  out  specific  instances.  If  you 
ave  any,  you  would  aid  the  committee  very  much  if  you  would  spec- 
ify them. 

Mr.  Herrick.  I  do  not  know  of  any. 
fj  Mr.  Hawley,  I  think  that  is  all  I  have  to  ask. 

TESTIHOITT  OF  HON.  HALVOB  STEEVEKSON— Continued. 

.Mr.  Steenerson.  Since  I  testified,  I  thought  I  would  put  in  a  copy 
qr  a  letter  received  from  the  Postmaster-General  in  regard  to  tne 
amount  of  money  paid  to  the  steamships.     It  is  a  short  letter,  but  it 
is  quite  interesting. 
'.'   Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  is  the  date  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  is  dated  February  26,  1910.  I  have  the  origi- 
nal, but  I  want  to  use  it  in  another  connection,  so  I  have  made  a  copy 
which  I  wish  to  offer  here.  It  simply  gives  the  fibres  of  the  amounts 
paid  to  the  American  ships  carrymg  mail,  and  the  amounts  paid  to 
foreign  ships  carrying  mail,  last  3'ear. 

.  Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  purpose  of  this  being,  I  suppose,  to  show 
that  American  ships  were  paying  at  a  higher  rate  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  it  is  in  connection  with  the  testimony, 
that  is  all. 

(The  letter  referred  to  was  marked  ''Exhibit  117,''  and  is  as  follows:)

My  Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform 
you  as  follows: 

The  weight  of  the  mails  dispatched  by  sea  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
19Q9,  by  steamers  of  American  re^ster,  were  682,597  pounds  of  letters  and  post  cards 
and  4,938,698  pounds  of  other  articles.  The  amount  paid  to  the  conveying  steamera 
was  $1,384,996.18. 

The  weights  of  the  mails  dispatched  by  sea  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1909,  by  steamers  of  foreign  register,  were  1,608,421  pounds  of  letters  and  post  cards 
a^d  8,077,759  pounds  of  other  articles.  The  amount  paid  to  conveying  steamers  was 
$919,075.62.

:  Mr.  Steenerson.  I  also  want  to  call  attention  to  the  table  printed 
on  page  28  of  the  Postmaster-Generars  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1909,  headed  *' Revenue,  expense,  and  profit  or  loss 
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per  pound  and  per  piece  for  the  several  classes  of  mail."  It  shows 
the  revenue  per  pound  of  the  foreign  mail  to  be  JO.  15879.  That  is, 
the  revenue  per  pound.  The  expense  per  pound  is  SO.  11246.  The 
profit  per  pound  is  S0.04633. 

Mr.  WOBTHiNQTON.  What  does  that  refer  to,  American? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  That  is  foreign.  With  the  assistance  of  my 
clerk  I  computed  the  profit  hj  multiplying  the  total  weight  of  the 
mail,  as  shown  by  the  report  I  introduced  yesterday,  something  over 
15,000;000  pounds  of  both  classes.  I  multiplied  that  figure  by  4 
cents  and  a  fraction,  which,  according  to  the  Postmaster-Generars 
figures,  would  indicate  that  the  total  profit  amounts  to  {709,195.31 
and  a  fraction.     Anybody  can  multiply  who  desires  to  do  so. 

As  I  thought  it  out  before,  the  Postmaster-General's  statement 
shows  that  in  making  the  calculation,  as  I  understand  it,  no  allow- 
ance is  made  for  the  handling  of  the  incoming  mail  or  the  transpor- 
tation of  it.  nor  the  handling  or  transportation  of  the  outgoing  mail 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States.     That  is  all. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Mr.  Steenerson,  can  you  state  whether  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League  of  the  United  States  in  Cleveland  has  been 
having  any  correspondence  with  your  constituents  recently  ? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  Yes;  I  received  a  letter  from  Bemidjii,  in  my 
district.  It  is  addressed  to  the  secretarv  of  the  Commercial  Club, 
Bemidjii,  Minn.,  dated  March  19,  1910,  and  he  sent  it  to  me. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  What  is  the  date  of  that  letter  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  March  19,  1910. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Who  is  it  signed  by  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  signed  by  John  A.  renton,  secretary,  with  the 
initial  *'  N,"  offering  to  send  literature,  and  so  forth.  I  desire  to  offer 
that  as  an  exhibit.

TESTIHOITT  OF  HON.  HALVOB  STEENEBSON— Continued. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Steenerson,  I  was  asking  you,  I  think,  when 
your  examination  was  closed,  about  communications  between  your- 
self and  people  in  Bemidji  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  is  this  Exliibit  No.  118.  That  was  sent 
me  by  mail  and  received  a  week  or  ten  days  after  it  was  dated. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  what  documents  were  sent  out  to 
Bemidji  after  the  date  of  this  communication  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  postmaster  at  that  time,  when  he  sent 
this  communication  through  the  Bemidji  Commercial  Club,  said 
that  he  would  send  documents  when  they  arrived,  or  something  to 
that  effect,  and  subsequently^  a  package  of  American  Flags,  for 
December  and  January,  I  think,  and  various  other  circulars  and 
literary  matter  was  sent  to  me  by  the  postJnaster  of  Bemidji. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Were  those  the  pacKages  which  were  placed  in 
evidence  here  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  yes;  I  had  forgotten  they  were  placed  in 
evidence.  They  contained  J.  Sloat  Fassett's  speech  and  copies  of 
the  American  Flag. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Steenerson,  is  there  anything  you  desire  to  add 
to  the  statement  you  have  made? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Why,  nothing  that  I  have  in  mind  just  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  I  will  submit  Mr.  Steenerson  for  examination. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Wortliington,  you  may  proceed,  if  you  will. 

Mr.  Worthington.  When  and  where  were  you  born? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  bom  in  the  town  of  Pleasant  Springs, 
Dane  County,  Wis.,  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1852. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  where  have  you  resided  since  you  came 
into  this  mortal  sphere? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  My  parents,  who  were  settlers  on  the  public 
domain,  moved  from  Dane  County,  Wis.,  when  I  was  a  child,  a  little 
less  than  a  year  old,  and  moved  to  southeastern  Minnesota.  I  think 
my  father  first  settled  on  a  preemption  in  Looney  Valley,  a  short 
distance  across  from  Wisconsin  on  the  Minnesota  side.     Subsequently 
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he  moved,  in  1853, 1  think  in  the  fall,  to  section  30  in  the  town  of 
Sheldon,  Houston  County,  Minn.,  a  southeastern  county  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota,  where  I  lived  until  I  grew  up.  In  fact,  my  home  was 
there  until  I  got  married,  I  think  in  1878.  I  was  absent  "to  school  in 
a  neighboring  town  in  Minnesota,  and  also  in  Chicago  attended  the 
Union  College  of  Law  in  1877  and  1878.  I  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  Illinois  in  1878.  I  came  back  to  Minnesota  and  opened  an  office 
in  a  neighboring  town,  in  Fillmore  County,  in  1878,  and  moved  to  my 
present  residence  in  1880.  I  moved  then  to  Crookston.  I  was  first 
there  a  short  time  in  1879,  and  then  moved  permanently  there  in  the 
spring  of  1880.     I  have  lived  there  ever  since. 

Mi\  WoRTHiNOTON.  Did  you  engage  in  the  active  practice  of  your 
profession  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  quite  actively.  Between  practicing  law 
and  farming  I  was  pretty  busy.  I  thintc  I  tried,  perhaps,  more  cases 
than  most  lawyers  do.  My  practice  extended  over  northern  Minne- 
sota and  into  Dakota. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  And  you  continued  to  be  a  legal  practitioner 
until  you  came  to  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  I  practiced  until  I  was  elected  to  Congress. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  since  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Very  little  since.  My  name  is  kept  in  the  firm 
of  Steenerson  &  Loring,  but  I  have  not  tried  a  case  for  a  year  and  a 
half.  In  fact  I  have  no  interest  in  the  business.  He  was  my  clerk 
when  he  first  came  to  mv  office;  at  least  he  worked  on  a  salary.  I 
felt  kind  of  lonesome,  emi  I  allowed  him  to  use  mv  name.  I  have  no 
interest  pecuniarily  in  the  business;  he  takes  all  the  proceeds. 

Mr.  WORTHINOTON.  I  want  to  get  a  little  more  clearly  on  the  record 
than  it  is  at  present,  or  than  it  is  in  my  mind  at  present,  at  least, 
exactly  what  knowledge  or  information  you  had  on  the  7th  day  of 
July  last  upon  which  j^ou  based  the  statement  you  made  in  vour 
letter  to  Mr.  Force  on  that  date,  to  the  eflFect  that  the  MercKant 
Marine  League  which  I  represent  here  ^4s  an  organization  by  inter- 
ested parties  who  expect  to  get  big  contracts  and  make  money  at 
shipbuilding  and  other  enterprises  stimulated  by  the  proposed  sub- 
sidy, and  that  their  patriotism  and  love  for  the  Hag  is  largely,  if  not 
wholly,  due  to  the  appropriation  involved." 

I  would  like  to  have  you  state  everything  that  you  knew  at  that 
time,  or  about  which  you  had  information  which  you  believed  justified 
you  in  making  that  charge  against  these  gentlemen  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Of  course,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the 
evidence  before  this  committee  now  would  justify  that  statement, 
but  what  you  want  to  know  now  is  whether  I  knew  all  these  facts  at 
that  time. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  I  do  not  want,  by  remaining  silent,  while  you 
are  making  that  statement,  to  say  I  admit  that. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Excuse  me.  The  list  you  have  given  in  evidence 
here  gives  the  names  of  the  shipbuilders,  and  so  forth,  and  I  supposed 
you  would  concede  that  they  were  interested. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  not  stating  what  I  concede,  because  that 
is  what  I  shall  say  to  the  committee  when  the  proper  time  comes.  I 
am  asking  you  now  not  in  reference  to  what  has  come  out  before  the 
hearings  m  this  committee,  or  what  you  have  learned  since  the  7th 
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of  July  last;  but  what  you  knew  at  that  tune,  or  what  you  have  been 
infonned  of. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  can  only  state  that  generally.     In  the  first 

Slace  I  had  received  auite  a  large  number  of  letters  from  the  Merchant 
larine  League  with  tne  names  of  the  executive  committee  and  officers 
printed  thereon,  and  the  names  of  the  branches  in  the  different  States 
printed  on  the  backs,  and  on  other  printed  matter.  I  do  not  remem- 
ber that  I  had  received  a  copy  of  the  Flag  at  that  time,  but  I  may 
have.  I  am  not  positive  that  the  first  number  of  the  Flag  had 
reached  me  that  day  or  not.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  had;  but, 
whether  it  had  or  not  I  think  the  same  advertisements  appeared  on 
the  back  of  the  letters  and  some  other  printed  matter,  in  regard  to 
who  they  were. 

These  letters  were  in  such,  as  I  have  stated  before,  a  rather  inso- 
lent tone,  that  seemed  to  me  to  indicate  a  special  interest.  If  a  man 
had  simply  an  interest  of  patriotism,  he  would  write  in  a  different 
tone.  These  letters  intimate  that  they  will  get  even,  that  they  will 
have  a  reckoning  some  day,  and  words  to  that  effect.  I  do  not  know 
as  these  are  the  exact  words  which  appear  in  the  letters  I  introduced. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  would  like  to  have  the  letters  that  Mr. 
Steenerson  had  from  the  Merchant  Marine  League,  or  Mr.  Penton, 
written  prior  to  July  7. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  sent  my  clerk  up  to  get  them.  I  am 
simply  trying  to  describe  to  you  now  what  was  on  my  mind  that  caused 
me  to  believe  this  league  was  composed  of  interested  parties.  I  do 
not  think  I  have  saved  all  the  letters — at  least  I  have  not  been  able 
to  find  them,  but  the  statement  is  repeated  in  subsequent  letters,  and 
was,  I  think,  in  the  printed  articles  before  July  7,  to  the  effect  that 
this  ocean-mail  bill  had  a  clause  that  the  appropriation  should  be 
limited  to  the  estimated  profits  on  the  foreign  mail,  and  therefore  it 
would  not  cost  the  people  one  cent.  I  think  that  used  to  be  repeated 
very  frequently  in  the  letters,  and  in  the  public  speeches  in  behalf 
of  the  American  Merchant  Marine  League.  In  fact,  the  speech  they 
circulated  by  McCleary,  long  before  July  7,  1909 — I  think  it  was  in 
the  winter,  if  my  recollection  is  right — has  credited  in  it  the  statement 
that  we  should  give  back  to  the  sea  what  came  from  the  sea.  These 
kind  of  arguments  did  not  appear  to  me  to  come  from  an  impartial 
mind  that  was  simply  seeking  to  develop  the  general  interests  of  the 
country.  It  lookea  to  me  as  though  it  was  the  argument  of  somebody 
who  was  interested. 

Besides  that  I  had  a  general  knowledge  of  the  country,  of  Cleve- 
land, of  the  Great  Lakes;  I  have  passed  through  Cleveland  a  couple 
or  three  times,  four  times  maybe.  I  had  often  been  in  Duluth  and 
Superior;  in  Marquette  and  other  lake  ports;  in  Chicago  and 
Milwaukee. 

Now,  of  course  I  can  not  produce  newspaper  articles  and  advertis- 
ing matter  that  I  read,  but  1  can  say  in  a  general  way  that  I  had  seen 
write-ups  of  Cleveland,  I  think,  on  folders  and  such  things.  I  think 
in  these  was  usually  mentioned  the  fact  it  was  a  great  shipbuilding 
center. 

In  preparing  my  speech  on  the  ship-subsidy  bill  I  had  read  the 
proceedings,  or  at  least  part  of  the  evidence  taken  by  the  Merchant 
Marine  Commission.  I  had  read  the  evidence  of  Jim  Hill  and 
Schwerin  and  several  others.     I  was  especially  interested  in  the  sub- 
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ject  of  sailors.  I  think  the  substance  of  their  testimony  was  we  had 
no  such  thing  as  American  sailors.  The}^  were  Caucasians  and 
Orientals.  The  great  majority  of  sailors  employed  were  not  Amer- 
ican sailors;  the  white  people  that  are  sailors  are  nearly  all  foreigners, 
according  to  these  statements.  I  would  not  quote  them  literally, 
but  it  was  stated  there  was  no  such  thing  as  American  sailors. 

I  think  in  that  Merchant  Marine  Commission  I  have  read  the  rea- 
son whv  the  Pacific  Mail  did  not  continue  under  the  act  of  1891.  At 
one  time  I  believe  they  had  a  contract.  I  was  interested  in  that  very 
subject  several  years  before.  I  think  Mr.  Schwerin — you  wiU  find  it 
in  the  reports — testified  the  reason  they  did  not  continue  to  earn  a 
subsidy  under  the  act  of  1891  was  that  the  requirements  were  too 
great  speed:  that  when  he  became  manager  of  the  Pacific  Mail  he 

|)ut^ — I  forget  how  many  feet — 10,  12,  or  14  feet  on  the  smokestacks; 
engthened  them  out  to  get  more  draft,  and  that  they  ran  them  so  the 
boilers  were  almost  bursting  in  an  effort  to  make  the  speed  the  law 
required,  and  that  they  found  it  was  impossible  or  impracticable  to 
make  a  ship  go  at  a  faster  speed  than  it  was  designed  to  go. 

I  think  tnat  is  substantially  what  he  said,  and  Tie  gave  up  the  sub- 
sidy. Of  course  the  Pacific  Mail  being  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  and  Mr.  Schwerin  being  one  of  the  state 
officers,  I  believed  his  attitude  was  such  that  he  was  directly  inter- 
ested in  a  bill  that  gave  increased  pay  for  slower-speed  boats,  because 
the  bill  which  was  defeated  on  March  2,  which  I  nad  in  mind,  raised 
the  pay  of  second-class  boats  to  first-class  boats — that  is,  from  $2  to 
$4  per  mile.  So  that  if  we  had  passed  that  bill  it  seems  to  me  fair  to 
adduce  that  Mr.  Schwerin  coula  put  his  company's  boats  again  back 
under  the  act  and  earn  the  increased  subsidy,  or  he  could  put  other 
boats  on  and  earn  the  subsidy. 

The  same  way  with  the  Oceanic.  Of  these  things  I  had  a  general 
knowledge. 

About  the  shipbuilding  in  Cleveland,  I  was  of  the  belief,  founded 
upon  my  general  reading,  that  it  was  their  ambition,  and  it  was  prac- 
ticable, to  build  ships  at  Cleveland  for  the  ocean  traffic.  I  think  that 
ocean-going  steamers  will  average  less  than  2,000  tons  burden  all 
together,  and  that  such  ships,  as  I  understand,  can  go  through,  and 
I  understood  at  that  time  that  ships  even  larger  could  go  through. 
I  did  not  at  that  time  know  the  exact  size  of  the  canal,  as  much  as 
has  been  spoken  of  here.  I  had  seen  the  Soo  Canal,  but  had  never 
been  down  through  the  Welland  Canal.  I  also  kne\^,  of  course,  as 
everybody  who  thinks  about  it  knows,  that  ships  are  composed  largely 
of  manufactured  articles,  as  shown  here  in  the  testimony.  That,  for 
instance,  nautical  instruments  are  made  and  supplied;  heavy  forgings 
made  in  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland,  which  would  be  naturally  supplied 
to  the  whole  country,  Cleveland  being,  next  to  Pittsburg,  the  greatest 
iron  and  steel  center  in  the  United  States. 

I  had,  before  I  wrote  that  letter,  looked  at  the  general  director}'^  of 
Cleveland.  I  did  not  get  the  special  directory  until  later.  I  dis- 
covered one  thing  at  that  time.  I  could  not  be  sure  it  was  then,  but 
it  is  my  recollection  that  that  is  one  of  the  first  things  I  discovered, 
namely,  that  it  w^as  peculiar  Mr.  Penton  would  advertise,  as  he  did 
in  most  of  his  letters,  that  no  one  was  interested  in  shipping,  and' that 
he  was  the  publisher  of  a  marine  paper. 
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I  might  say  that  these  two  reasons  were  on  my  mind  especially: 
My  general  Knowledge  of  the  business  of  Cleveland,  as  related  to 
the  shipbuilding  industry,  and  that  some  of  these  members  of  the 
league  were  directly  in  thai  business.  And  I  might  have  had  other 
reasons.  It  is  pretty  hard  to  say  now  what  I  knew  then  without 
getting  it  mixed  up  with  what  I  liave  learned  since.  I  have  investi- 
gated, as  you  have  investigated,  since  that  time.  We  have  found 
additional  facts. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  would  like  to  have  your  testimony  confined 
to  what  you  knew  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  understand,  and  I  have  confined  it  by  stat- 
ing that  these  were  the  things  that  in  a  general  way  caused  me  to 
believe  when  Mr.  Force  asked  me,  that  this  was  an  organization  of 
interested  parties.  Mr.  Schwerin's  name  had  appeared  on  their 
literature,  and  the  names  of  these  other  gentlemen  had  appeared 
and  did  appear  on  the  back  of  their  letters.  From  the  business 
that  they  were  engaged  in,  and  from  the  business  of  the  city  of 
Cleveland  generally,  from  the  knowledge  I  had  of  the  ocean  mail 

fenerally,  and  of  the  Pacific  Mail  and  Oceanic  Steamship  Company's 
usiness  generally.  I  believed  that  these  people  who  were  advocatmg 
this  were  specially  interested.  I  believed  for  that  reason  their 
arguments  and  their  urgings  should  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  allowance. 

My  idea  was  simply  to  tell  Mr.  Force  that  he  must  not  put  too 
mucn  reliance  in  arguments  of  interested  parties.  When  these 
people  try  to  put  anoUier  construction  on  the  letters,  it  seems  to  me 
they  are  not  justified. 

Now,  is  there  anything  special  you  want  to  inquire  about  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  ics.  If  you  have  not  already  told  us,  I  want 
you  to  state  to  the  committee  everything  that  you  knew  or  believed 
at  the  time  you  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr.  Force,  which  justified  the 
charge  you  made  in  it  that  these  gentlemen  were  in  this  business  to 
get  contracts  and  for  their  private  gain. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  have  already  stated  that  in  my  direct 
examination,  have  I  not  [examining  letters]?  February,  1899: 
That  would  be  before  that  date,  would  it  not?  Yes.  Tms  is  not 
my  letter.  This  is  a  letter  sent  to  me  by  somebody  else.  I  do  not 
see  those  letters.  But  I  have  already  covered  the  same  matter 
before. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  do  not  care  to  have  you  repeat  what  you 
said  on  your  direct  examination.  If  you  simply  refer  to  that  as 
being 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  I  had  letters  here.  You  remember 
in  those  letters  they  say  that  there  are  millions  of  dollars  interested. 
I  do  not  know  why  those  letters  are  not  here,  but  they  can  be  found 
in  the  record.  I  simply  repeat  that  they  indicate  they  have  a  special 
business  reason,  written  over  Mr.  Penton's  signature;  that  the 
manufacturers  are  losing  millions  of  dollars  by  the  neglect  of  Congress. 
Those  same  letters  speak  about  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Worthington,  we  have  a  memorandum  of  all 
these  letters,  indexed  by  pages  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes.  I  am  trying  to  find  them  for  him.  One 
is  on  page  954. 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  Of  course,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  literature  I 
did  not  save,  but  it  was  of  the  same  nature.  I  remember  one  thing, 
that  on  every  envelope  that  came  was  printed  in,  I  believe,  red  letters, 
or  anyway  m  pronunent  letters,  on  the  outside,  *'Why  hesitate?'' 
When  letters  with  *^Why  hesitate''  came,  my  secretary  usually  took 
them  without  my  reading  them;  but  sometimes  I  read  them;  I 
would  glance  over  them,  and  they  looked  as  if  they  were  written  by 
somebody  who  was  in  a  desperate  condition,  that  they  must  have  an 
appropriation  right  away,  or — that  is  the  impression  created  in  my 
mind;  that  Congress  was  neglecting  its  duty;  that  it  was  folly  to 
have  a  navy;  or  that  the  navy  was  no  good  because  we  did  not  make 
this  appropriation  they  wanted;  that  tne  Panama  Canal  was  useless, 
because  we  did  not  make  this  appropriation;  that  we  had  failed  to 
act  upon  their  appeal  for  money  out  of  the  Treasurv  because  of  a 
foreign  influence;  that  foreign  combinations  or  a  ship  trust  were 
taking  away  from  us  hundreds  of  millions.  Sometimes  they  said 
three  hundred  and  sometimes  two  hundred.  Of  course,  I  suppose 
they  meant  the  freight  money  that  was  paid  at  competitive  prices 
for  carrying  the  goods.  But  inasmuch  as  I  have  been  on  the  Post- 
Office  Committee  for  more  than  six  years  and  have  not  seen  anything 
of  any  foreign  influence,  have  never  been  asked  to  do  anything 
in  the  way  of  legislation  except  by  those  who  wanted  subsidy,  it 
created  the  impression  on  my  mind  that  they  must  have  a  special 
interest — all  of  these  things  combined,  the  tone  of  their  letters,  what 
thev  stated  themselves  in  their  letters,  that  they  had  been  losing 
millions  of  dollars;  that  is,  the  manufacturers,  and  I  supposed  they 
knew  about  the  manufacturers  in  their  own  town  more  than  any 
other  place.  And  I  might  say  that  speeches  delivered  in  the  House 
contained  some  of  these  same  arguments  that  I  regarded  as  baseless. 

I  am  not  sure;  but  I  believe  those  letters  I  received  before  that  date 
had  this  red-letter  part  at  the  top,  or  in  the  margin.  I  do  not  sup- 
pose that  is  printea  in  the  record,  that  red-letter  part. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  just  uoticcd,  in  looking  back,  when  Mr. 
Steenerson  produced  these  letters  on  his  direct  examination  they 
were  not  put  in  evidence  formally,  because  it  was  said  they  were 
already  in  the  record  and  there  were  references  given  to  the  page  of 
the  record  where  they  appeared.  When  I  turn  to  such  pages,  for 
instance,  as  pages  50  and  51,  where  some  of  these  letters  appear,  the 
body  of  the  letter  only  is  copied  into  the  record,  and  the  printed  mat- 
ter at  the  top,  on  the  margms,  and  on  the  back,  on  which  Mr.  Steen- 
erson lays  so  much  stress  and  which  is  material  here,  is  not  copied. 
I  would  therefore  suggest  that  all  that  appears  on  these  letters  ought 
to  be  put  into  the  record  in  full — everything  that  is  on  the  letter. 

The  Chairman.  Have  these  letters  which  Mr.  Steenerson  is  quoting 
from  now  not  been  put  into  the  record  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  They  have  been  put  in — that  is,  the  body  of 
them,  but  not  what  appears  at  the  top,  or  on  the  margin,  or  on  the 
back;  and  I  suggest  that  all  that  ought  to  be  in  the  record. 

The  Chairman.  Suppose  you  identify  by  Mr.  Steenerson  one  of  the 
letters  to  which  you  reier. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  One  of  the  letters  to  which  you  have  referred 
is  this  letter,  dated  January  14,  1909,  which  appears  on  page  51  of  the 
record,  and  is  headed  Exhibit  5  ? 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  Your  statement  is  correct. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  ask  that  that  letter  be  now  printed  in  full, 
with  all  the  names  which  are  on  the  margin  of  the  paper  or  on  the  back 
of  it. 

The  Chairman.  Very  well. 

(The  letter  referred  to  is  as  follows:)

My  Dear  Sir:  This  is  absolutely  a  nonpartisan  organization  in  every  way. 

WTiile  it  has  some  members  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  the  majonty  of  its  mem- 
bers live  and  do  business  in  the  Middle  and  Central  States  and  are  not  in  any  way 
connected  with  or  interested  in  ship-owning  or  ship-operating  enterprises;  but  they 
are,  for  tlie  most  part,  manufacturers  or  those  interested  in  mercantile  enterprises 
who  appreciate  the  tremendous  loss  their  own  business  and  the  business  of  the  entire 
country  is  suffering  because  of  the  opposition  of  some  few  Congressmen  to  the  coun- 
try's appeal  for  help. 

This  oi«inization  is  just  now  beginning  to  fully  appreciate  itself  what  this  all 
means  and  may  mean  to  us  in  the  future. 

For  that  reason  this  work  we  are  undertaking  is  upon  a  very  large  scale  and  it  is 
going  to  continue,  until  through  its  influence  the  power  of  the  foreifipi  shipowner 
and  ship  operator  at  Washin^n  is  destroyed,  and  this  country  ana  its  business 
interests  receive  the  consideration  they  have  so  long  sought. 

From  now  on,  the  work  of  drawing  public  attention  to  the  fallacy  of  spending, 
without  a  question,  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  upon  a  canal,  to  benefit  only 
foreigners  in  a  commercial  way,  while  refusing  to  pass  an  American  measure  that 
would  be  a  blessing  to  the  business  interests  of  America  and  give  employment  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  American  workmen,  and  which  would  not  cost  the  taxpay- 
ers of  this  country  a  dollar,  will  be  fully  exposed. 

Practically  every  business  interest  in  America  has  begged  for  this  legislation,  and 
would  have  easily  been  able  to  secure  it  before  this,  but  for  opposition  to  it  in  certain 
quarters.

0.  P.  Let^h  worth,  Pratt  &  Letch  worth  Company,  Buffalo;  Ohio,  D.  B.  Meacham, 
Rogers,  Brown  &  Co.,  Cincinnati;  Oregon,  B.  1.  Cohen,  Banker,  Portland;  Tennessee, 
Robert  Gralloway,  Galloway  Coal  Company,  Memphis;  Vir^nia,  Walter  A.  Post,  First 
National  Bank,  Newport  News;  Wasnington,  Erastus  Bramard,  Seattle  Post-Intelli- 
gencer, Seattle;  Wisconsin,  W.  H.  Whiteside,  AUis-Chalmers  Company,  Milwaukee. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  I  Want  to  ask  you  what  Mr.  Schwerin's 
testimony  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  had  to  do  with 
explaining  your  letter  to  Mr.  Force  charging  that  the  members  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  were  expecting  to  get  big  contracts  and 
make  money  at  shipbuilding  and  other  enterprises,  and  so  forth  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  believed  that  he  was  a  member,  or  that 
his  company  was. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Upon  what  did  you  found  that  belief? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  remember  just  where  I  got  it.  Subse- 
quent events  have  proven  it  to  be  correct. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  You  keep  on  referring  to  subsequent  events, 
Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  confining  my  examination  now,  as  I  have  said 
two  or  three  times,  to  the  knowledge  or  information  you  had  when  you 
wrote  that  letter  to  Mr.  Force  on  tne  7th  of  July  last.  If  you  had  any 
knowledge  or  information  at  that  time  that  Mr.  Schwerin  was  con- 
nected with  the  Merchant  Marine  League,  I  wish  you  would  tell  this 
committee  how  you  got  it. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  unable  to  state  where  I  got  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  already  testified  that  his  name  was 
on  the  literature  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  beheve  it  was  on  some  of  their  literature,  but  I 
did  not  save  all  this  trash  that  thev  sent.  I  think  there  were  news- 
paper interviews  and  a  whole  lot  or  matter.  If  you  could  find  No.  1 
of  the  American  Flag  perhaps  Mr.  Schwerin's  name  is  there. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  number  was  it  that  Mr.  Ralston  handed 
to  you  just  now,  that  vou  have  been  examining  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  is  the  last  number. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Of  what  month  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  January,  1910.  Mr.  Schwerin's  name  has  ap- 
peared on  this  American  flag,  I  believe,  from  the  beginning,  but  I 
could  not  say  that  for  sure,  because  I  have  not  the  numbers  before 
me.  I  do  not  know  when  they  first  put  him  on.  I  think  you  will 
find  him  on  the  early  numbers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  suppose  it  appears  upon  examination  of 
those  earlier  numbers,  and  the  numbers  tnat  were  issued  up  to  the 
time  you  wrote  that  letter,  that  his  name  does  not  appear;  then  I  ask 
you  how  do  you  justify  yourself  in  using  the  alleged  fact  that  Mr. 
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Schwerin  was  connected  with  the  league  as  an  explanation  of  your 
charge  made  in  your  letter  to  Mr.  Force  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  did  not  charge  that  Schwerin  was  connected 
with  the  league. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  No,  but  when  I  asked  you  upon  what  you 
based  your  charge  against  the  members  of  the  league  vou  gave  as  one 
reason  that  Mr.  Schwerin  had  given  this  testimony  before  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  Commission. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  I  asked  you  how  you  connected  Mr. 
Schwerin's  testimonv  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  with 
the  charge  you  made  in  that  letter  against  the  members  of  the  league. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  statement,!  think,  is  found — whether  in  the 
letter  I  produced  here  or  not,  I  do  not  know — but  I  think  the  state- 
ment is  found  in  the  letters  from  the  Merchant  Marine  League  that 
they  had  members  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  or  practically  every 
State  in  the  Union.  I  knew  of  the  interests  that  Schwerin  and  the 
Pacific  Mail  and  the  Oceanic  Company  had  in  the  subject.  I  knew 
they  had  been  interested  in  it  ever  since  I  have  been  in  Congress,  and 
that  the  people  from  the  Pacific  coast  were  anxious  to  have  the  sub- 
sidy bill  passed. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  what  knowledge  and 
information  you  had  when  you  wrote  that  letter,  that  Mr.  Schwerin 
was  in  any  wise  connected  with  the  Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  And  I  am  telUng  you  that  in  the  letters  of  the 
league  mention  is  made,  the  general  statement  is  made,  that  they  had 
members  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  and  that  Mr.  Schwerin  and  the 
Pacific  Mail  were  interested,  and  I  believed  this  agitation  was  by  in- 
terested parties,  because  of  the  arguments  they  produced,  because  of 
the  unfairness  with  which  they  treated  everybody  that  disagreed 
with  them;  and  it  was  a  natural  conclusion  that  anybody  would 
come  to  about  it,  to  believe  it  was  an  agitation  by  interested  parties. 
Natiirallv  I  knew  that  the  Pacific  Mail,  and  Schwerin  and  Dicky  and 
the  whole  shipbuilding  concerns  of  Seattle  and  San  Francisco  were 
for  subsidy.  They  had  always  been  for  subsidy,  and  believing  it  was 
a  concern  of  interested  parties,  I  believed  they  were  in  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Let  me  ask  you  whether  Mr.  Schwerin  was  in 
favor  of  the  Humphrey  bill? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  There  have  been  so  many  Humphrey  bills,  but 
I  understand  he  is  in  favor  of  subsidy. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  My  understanding  is  he  is  opposed  to  the  Hum- 
phrey bill  and  has  been  always. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  may  be,  but  he  is  a  member  of  the  league. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  he  has  been  in  violent  opposition  to  this 
very  proposition.  That  is  my  understanding.  I  speak  only  from 
hearsay. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  those  things 

Mr.  Longworth.  But  I  understood  you  to  say  just  now  that  he 
was  an  interested  party  and  that  he  and  a  whole  lot  of  them  were  in 
favor  of  this  subsidy  legislation. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Not  of  this  particular  bill.  You  asked  about 
this  particular  bill.  I  should  not  suppose  Mr.  Schwerein  would  be  in 
favor  of  the  last  Humphrey  bill  because  it  has  a  clause  in  it — the  one 
he  introduced  last  at  any  rate — against  railroad  ownership.     But  the 
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prior  Humphrey  bill  did  not  have  any  prohibition  against  railroad 
control  of  the  steamships^  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  Mr.  Schwerin 
should  not  be  in  favor  of  it,  and  from  his  testimony  at  the  Merchant 
Marine  Commission,  I  should  judge  he  would  be  in  favor  of  subsidy 
l^slation  generally. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  Well,  I  do  not  personally  know  his  views. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  only  know  from  what  I  have  read  of  them  and 
from  newspaper  interviews. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  If  I  Understand  your  proposition,  it  is  because 
the  league  had  informed  you  that  they  had  members  in  every  State 
in  the  Union  and  you  knew  that  Mr.  Schwerin,  in  California,  was  in 
the  shipbuilding  business  ? 

Mr.  pTEENERSON.  Not  in  the  shipbuilding  business. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  in  the  ship-operating  business;  and  there- 
fore you  felt  yourself  justified  in  charging  that  the  members  of  the 
league  generally  were  in  that  business  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
contracts  t 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no;  counsel  is  not  fair  in  that  question. 
That  is  one  of  the  reasons. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Now,  you  say  that  you  got  that  information  in 
part  from  the  literature  you  had  received  from  the  league.  I  ask  you 
whether  your  attention,  prior  to  the  writing  of  that  letter  to  Mr. 
Force,  had  been  called  to  this  language  in  the  letter  of  January  14, 
1909,  from  Mr.  Pen  ton,  which  is  Exhibit  5  in  this  case,  and  is  on  page 
51  of  the  record: 

While  it  has  some  members  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  the  majority  of  its  members 
live  and  do  busineee  in  the  Middle  and  Central  States,  and  are  not  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  or  interested  in  shipowning  or  ship-operating  enterprises. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  suspected  that  that  was  a  falsehood  from  what 
investigation  I  made  before  I  answered  that  letter. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Then  your  statement  was  not  based  upon  in- 
formation they  had  riven  you  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON  (continuing).  Because  they  had  given  you  in- 
formation directly  to  the  contrary  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  But  that  statement  was  so  inconsistent  with 
the  attitude  of  the  league  that  it  was  sufficient  to  put  a  man  on  his 
guard.  Their  further  statement  that  it  would  not  cost  the  people  a 
dollar  to  pass  a  bill  appropriating  two  or  three  millions  of  dollars  a 
year  was  so  absurd  ana  ridiculous  that  it  could  not  come  from  any- 
body that  did  not  want  to  deceive  the  people. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  I  think  I  understand  you.  You  said 
something  about  a  Mr.  Dickv ;  who  is  he  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  When  cfid  I  say  anything  about  Dicky  ? 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  I  thought  you  referred  to  him  a  few  minutes 
ago. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  ask  your  question  about  Dicky;  what  is 
it  vou  want  1 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  want  to  ask  you  about  Mr.  Dicky,  or  what 
anything  you  heard  about  him  or  from  him  had  to  do  with  the  charge 
you  made  in  this  letter  to  Mr:  Force  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  understand  the  question  and  am  unable 
to  answer  it. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  any  recollection  that  you  used  the 
name  of  Mr.  Dicky  this  morning  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I*  may  have  used  the  name  of  Mr.  Dicky  in  con- 
nection with  the  Pacific  Mail. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Havc  you  now  any  present  recollection  that 
anything  you  knew  of  him  or  about  him  formed  any  part  of  the 
foundation  for  the  charge  you  made  in  your  letter  to  Mr.  Force  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  unable  to  state  just  exactly  when  I  thought 
of  Dicky,  or  whether  I  thought  of  him  on  the  7th  of  July  or  before 
or  after.  I  know  in  a  general  way  that  he  is  connected  with  ship- 
building. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  It  appears  that  in  some  of  these  letters  you 
received  before  you  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr.  Force,  including  this 
Exhibit  5,  the  names  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  League  are  printed  on  the  margin. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  And  the  names  of  the  state  vice-presidents 
on  the  back  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  at  the  time  you  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr. 
Force  what  knowledge  or  information,  if  any,  had  you  as  to  Mr.  J.  G. 
Butler,  who  appears  on  this  list  as  the  president  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  I  have  heard  of  him  as  a  prominent  man  in 
Youngstown. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  had  you  heard  of  him;  in  what  way 
had  you  heard  he  was  a  prominent  steel  and  iron  man  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  how  do  you  hear  things  ?  They  are  talked 
of  or  read  about.  We  hear  of  Carnegie  and  Frick  and  Felton  and 
Butler. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  have  any  knowledge  or  information 
about  him,  except  of  that  general  character  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  think  I  had  ever  been  introduced  to 
Mr.  Butler,  although  I  have  kept  quite  close — in  fact,  I  was  here 
during  the  whole  of  the  tariff  hearings.  I  was  here  the  day  Carnegie 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  any  knowledge  or  information 
about  Mr.  Butler  except  the  general  sort  of  information  you  speak  of, 
that  he  was  engaged  in  the  iron  and  steel  business  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  recall  anything  else. 

Mr.  Worthington.  At  the  time  you  wrote  the  letter  to  Mr.  Force 
what  knowledge  or  information  did  you  have  about  Mr.  Myron  T. 
Herrick  that  justified  you  in  charging  he  was  in  business  for  getting 
contracts  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  I  had  general  knowledge  of  his  being  a 
politician.  He  had  been  elected  governor  of  Ohio,  and  it  then 
went  Democratic  after  they  had  tried  him  a  year  or  two.  I  think  I 
knew  that. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Was  that  the  foundation  for  the  charge  you 
made  against  him  in  this  letter  to  Mr.  Force  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no.  Then  I  knew  of  him  generally  as  a 
man  identified  with  the  financial  affairs  of  Cleveland.  I  t^ink  I 
had  read  of  his  banking  affairs  in  the  newspapers.  There  was  some 
excitement  about  his  bankinj^  affairs  about  that  time.     Mavbe  it 
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was  afterwards.  In  connection  with  his  financial  affairs  T  knew  he 
was  identified  with  all  the  other  interests  of  his  town.  Evervbodv 
who  reads  about  these  prominent  men  becomes  ac(|uainteif  with 
these  facts. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  therefore  you  felt  justified  in  charging 
he  was  in  this  to  get  the  contracts,  and  for  private  gain,  etc. 

Mr.  Ralston.  1  object  to  that  question  because  there  is  no  charge. 

Mr.  Steexerson.  I  think  counsel  had  better  not  argue  this  case 
to  me. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  wiU  ask  vou,  subject  to  the  ruling  of  the 
committee,  whether  or  not,  at  the  time  \ou  wrote  that  letter  to 
Mr.  Force,  knowing  that  Mr.  Herrick  was  vice-president  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  League,  you  felt  justified  on  the  mformation  that 
you  tell  us  you  had  about  him,  in  charging  that  he  was  supporting 
the  Humphrey  bill,  or  legislation  of  a  similar  character,  for  the  purpose 
of  private  gain. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  I  was  justified,  when  a  man  as 
prominent  as  he  was  known  to  be  would  allow  his  name  to  appear 
on  a  letter  head  that  was  of  the  bulldozing  and  insolent  character 
that  this  one  was;  that  that  was  enough  to  convince  me  there  was 
more  than  an  ordinary  general  patriotic  interest. 

Mr.  WoRTifiNGTON.  Tliat  satisfied  you  he  wanted  the  bill  j)assed  so 
that  he  could  get  some  profitable  contracts? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no;  I  do  not  say  that  in  the  letter. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Steenerson,  you  do  say  this: 

Of  course  you  understand  that  the  Merchant  Marine  League  is  an  organization  by 
interested  parties  who  expect  to  get  big  contracts  and  make  money  at  shipbuilding 
and  other  enterprises  stimuUted  by  the  proposed  subsidy,  and  that  their  patriotism 
and  love  for  the  flag  is  largely,  if  not  wholly,  due  to  the  appropriation  involved. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

The  Chairbcan.  It  seems  to  me  that  you  can  answer  these  questions 
that  Mr.  Worthington  is  putting  without  entering  into  an  argument 
every  time  a  question  is  asked. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Perhaps  I  ought  to  be  permitted  to  state  mv 
view,  since  the  chairman  has  called  attention  to  that  language,  with 
thepermission  of  the  chairman. 

The  Chairman.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  When  a  general  statement  of  that  kind  is  made, 
as  I  made  it  in  response  to  a  request  for  my  views,  it  should  not  be 
construed  as  a  statement  of  facts  within  my  knowledge.  Mr.  Force 
riequested  my  views,  and  in  order  to  point  out  to  him  that  the  argu- 
ments which  were  contained  in  the  letter  which  he  sent  me,  and  which 
'  attacked  me,  must  be  discounted,  I  wanted  to  point  out  to  him  that 
this  was  not  an  organization  of  disinterested  and  patriotic  people,  in 
my  opinion.     When  I  speak  of  them  as  an  organization  of  interested 

Sarties,  I  do  not  speak  of  them  otherwise  than  as  members  of  the 
[erchant  Marine  League.  They  might  be  patriotic,  but  in  their 
activity  as  members  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  they  might  be 
influenced  by  special  business  reasons,  and  this  covers  a  large  number 
of  individuals,  the  statement  about  this  being  an  organization  of 
interested  parties.  It  would,  on  a  fair  interpretation,  be  true,  if  some 
of  them  were  interested  in  shipbuilding,  others  in  big  contracts,  others 
in  the  stimulated  enterprises,  or  enterprises  stimulated  by  the 
appropriation. 
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Now,  shipbuilding  touches  every  industry  ahnost,  especially  the 
manufacture  of  iron  and  steel.  The  buildine  of  a  hundred  or  two 
hundred  million  dollars  of  ships  would  natura^y  stimulate  that  busi- 
ness. If  some  of  the  members  of  the  league  were  interested  in  ship- 
building and  others  in  the  mining  of  ore  and  the  manufacturing  of 
steel,  others  in  transportation,  others  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  rope, 
and  others  in  making  other  fixtures  that  go  into  the  building  of  a  ship, 
that  business  would  be  stimulated,  and  my  statement  would  be  true, 
although  some  of  the  league  would  not  be  affected  in  that  way.  It 
is  a  general  statement,  and  in  order  to  sustain  it  it  is  not  necessary 
that  all  should  be  affected  or  be  interested.  If  there  are  some  of  the 
league  members  who  expect  to  get  contracts  for  shipbuilding  or  whose 
business  would  be  stimulated,  the  statement  is  true.  I  think,  this 
being  a  free  country,  that  a  man  who  is  asked  for  his  views  and  who 
honestly  entertained  these  views  has  the  right  to  express  them.  I  did 
not  print  them;  I  did  not  circulate  them;  I  did  not  publish  them. 

Now,  with  that  statement,  I  am  willing  to  go  on. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON,  Do  I  Understand  you  now  that  you  did  not 
mean  to  charge  that  the  members  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League — 
as  a  body,  speaking  of  them  at  large — ^were  supporting  the  legislation 
which  they  were  promoting  because  they  expected  to  get  big  contracts 
and  make  mone  /  by  shipbuilding  and  other  enterprises  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  unable  to  understand  that  question.  If  you 
will  reframe  it,  I  will  tr\"  and  answer  it. 

Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  I  will  ask  the  stenographer  to  repeat  the 
question. 

(The  Question  was  repeated  by  the  stenographer  as  above  recorded.) 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Say  jou  do  not  understand  that  question  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  is  very  involved. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  mean  to  charge  that  some  of  the 
league  were  interested  in  the  way  you  mentioned  there,  or  the  great 
bodv  of  them  were  so  interested  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  stated,  and  I  mean  to  be  so  understood,  that 
that  statement  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Force,  under  a  fair  interpretation, 
may  be  true  without  all  of  the  persons  who  are  members  of  the  league 
being  interested  in  contracts  or  shipbuilding,  because  some  of  them 
may  be  in  one  thing  and  some  in  another,  and  yet  the  statement 
would  be  true  under  a  fair  interpretation.  Some  would  be  benefited 
by  the  general  stimulated  business;  others  would  be  benefited  by 
other  things;  others  might  expect  contracts — Mr.  Post,  for  instance. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  At  the  time  you  wrote  that  letter  what  did 
you  know  about  Mr.  Post  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson..  What  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  say  at  the  tiifie  you  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr. 
Force  what  did  you  know  about  Mr.  Post  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  made  a  pretty  good  guess  at  Mr.  Post,  whether 
I  knew  it  or  not,  because  he  testified  here  himself  that  he  expected  to 
get  his  share  of  the  shipbuilding. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  appreciate  that  is  a  very  fine  answer  to  the 
question  from  your  point  of  view,  but  from  my  own  it  is  no  answer 
at  all.  I  want  to  know  when  you  wrote  that  letter  what  knowledge 
you  had  about  who  Mr.  Post  was. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  I  think  I  had  a  general  idea  of  Mr.  Post. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  When  you  wrote  that  letter  did  you  know  or 
have  any  information  to  the  effect  that  he  was  interested  in  the  ship- 
building business  ? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  I  do  not  know  whether  his  name  is  on  there  or 
not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTON.  Oil,  yes;  his  name  is  there  as  one  of  the  vice- 
presidents — of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Steenebson.  Oh,  I  should  think  I  had.  That  is  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge.  Everybody  except  Penton  seems  to  have 
known  it,  and  he  carried  an  advertisement  of  his  shipbuilding  con- 
cern a  full  page  at  the  time. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  You  say  you  knew  at  the  time  vou  wrote  that 
letter  to  Mr.  Force  that  Mr.  Post  was  connected  with  the  shipbuilding 
company  ? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  I  believe  I  knew  that. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Where  did  you  get  the  information  ? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  Simply  by  general  knowledge.  I  had  been  in 
Newport  News  several  times. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  I  Want  now  to  call  your  attention  to  something 
that  is  a  little  farther  along  in  this  letter  to  Mr.  Force,  the  last  sen- 
tence of  it,  where  you  say: 

Unless  some  measure  can  be  passed  that  will  actually  encourage  American  shipping 
in  foreign  trade,  without  at  the  same  time  resulting  in  private  gain  and  graft,  1  wall 
continue  to  oppose  subsidies  of  this  kind,  although,  as  I  have  said,  I  should  like  to 
see  the  end  pretended  to  be  achieved  accomplish^. 

Mr.  Steenebson.  I  think  it  speaks  for  itself,  that  I  was  speaking 
generally  of  the  idea  that  I  would  not  support  a  bill  that  involvea 

Erivate  gain,  and  I  do  not  think  anybody  ought  to  suppoit  such  a 
ill;  I  do  not  think  you  would  do  so. 

Mr.  WOBTHINGTON.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  whether  you  meant 
by  that  language  to  convev  to  the  mind  of  Mr.  Force  that  you  had 
reason  to  beUeve  the  members  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  were 
not  only  expecting  to  get  contracts  and  make  money  honestly,  but 
also  to  obtam  benefit  by  graft,  whatever  you  expected  to  convey  by 
that  word  '^graft.^'     There  is  the  letter. 

'  Mr.  Steenebson.  My  recollection  is  that  that  is  a  sentence  by 
itself. 

The  Chaibman.  The  letter  is  printed  on  page  158  of  the  record. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  Yes;  I  offered  it  to  him,  but  he  would  not 
look  at  it. 

Mr.  Steenebson.  The  letter  of  Mr.  Force  ought  to  have  been 
printed  near  it,  but  it  is  not.     That  is  an  independent  sentence. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  That  is  obvious,  but  I  want  to  know  whether 
you,  in  using  that  expression  *' private  gain  and  graft,''  was  referring 
clirectly  or  mdirectly,  by  inuendo  or  otherwise,  to  the  members  of 
the  Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  Steenebson.  I  do  not  think  it  is  susceptible  of  that  interpre- 
tation. Mr.  Force  asked  me  for  my  views  on  the  ship-subsidy  ques- 
tion. I  was  writing  about  the  bill  that  was  defeatecf.  All  I  had  to 
say  about  the  Mercnant  Marine  League  was  that  their  attack  on  me 
was  to  be  discounted  because  I  believed  they  were  interested  parties. 
This  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Merchant  Marine  League,  under  a 
fair  interpretation. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  mean  to  make  a  general  averment 
that  those  who  were  supporting  the  biU  were  doing  it  for  private  gain 
and  graft  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  If  your  ingenious  mind  can  not  find  anything  of 
that  kind  there,  I  do  not  see  who  can.  I  can  not  find  any  such  thing. 
That  simply  is  an  opinion  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Oh,  it  was  the  bill  that  was  engaged  in  graft. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  had  been  talking  about  the  bill  that  was 
defeated,  and  then  I  say  that  ''unless  some  measure  can  be  passed 
that  will  actually  encourage  American  shipping  in  foreign  trade, 
without  at  the  same  time  resulting  in  private  gain  and  graft,  I  shall 
continue  to  oppose  subsidies  of  this  kind,  although,  as  I  have  said,  I 
should  like  to  see  the  end  pretended  to  be  achieved  accomplished." 

I  answer  you  that  there  is  nothing  in  that  language  reflecting  upon 
the  Merchant  Marine  League  or  anybody  else;  but  it  was  my  opinion 
of  the  biU. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  It  was  the  bill  that  was  to  be  guilty  of  graft  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  measure;  when  we  speak  of  a  measure  we 
refer  to  a  bill — we  speak  of  a  bill  as  a  measure. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  wcrc  speaking  of  a  bill  that  if  passed 
would  result  in  private  gain  and  graft ;  is  that  what  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  think  it  profitable  for  you  and  me  to 
quibble  over  the  matter.  The  letter  speaks  for  itself.  ''Unless  some 
measure  can  be  passed'* — does  not  that  refer  to  a  bilH 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.    Yos. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  But  not  to  any  existing  bill;  to  some  future, 
proposed  bill. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  did  not  mean  to  imply  then  that  the 
Humphrey  bill  would  result  in  private  {jain  and  graft,  if  it  was  passed  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  Humphrey  bill? 

Mr.  W^orthington.  Yes. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  speaking  about  a  proposed  bill  that  would 
not  result  in  private  gain  and  graft,  which  is  a  consummation  devoutly 
to  be  wished ;  and  that  I  would  not  support  any  bill  unless  it  was  free 
from  that.  I  do  not  see  what  objection  you  can  find  to  that,  unless 
your  league  favors  the  opposite  doctrine. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  spokc  in  vour  direct  examination  of  a 
speech  you  had  made  in  Congress  on  this  ship  subsidy  business.  To 
what  speech  did  you  refer,  Mr.  Steenerson  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  have  referred  to  two  or  three  speeches. 
I  think  one  was  put  in  the  record;  at  least  it  was  handed  to  the 
coxmnittee  here. 

The  Chairman.  There  is  one  on  page  466,  a  speech  delivered  by 
you  on  the  2d  of  March,  1909.     It  is  Exhibit  51. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  did  not  know  that  had  been  put  in  tliis 
record.  Have  you  since  you  have  been  a  Member  of  Congress  made 
other  speeches  on  the  same  question,  prior  to  this  speech  which 
appears  to  have  been  delivered  on  the  2d  of  March,  1909? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  I  guess  so. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  not  know,  Mr.  Steenerson  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  I  say  I  think  so.  I  generally  took  part  in 
the  debates. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  think  you  said  that  letter  to  Mr.  Force  was 
dictated  first  to  your  secretary  or  stenographer,  and  then  you  re- 
vised it. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  said  that  was  my  impression.  I  know  I 
signed  it  and  that  is  all. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  do  vou  mean  to  say  you  do  not  know 
now  whether  you  did  revise  it  after  it  was  first  written  up  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  say  the  same  as  I  did  before;  that  my  recol- 
lection is 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  That  you  revised  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  said  vou  submitted  this  letter  to 
Mr.  Force  as  a  confidential  letter.     What  do  you  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Because  Mr.  Force  wrote  to  me  apparently  in 
confidence.     He  said : 

I  am  not  sending  you  this  letter  in  any  spirit  of  criticism,  but  knowing  well  your 
careful  study  of  the  subjects  of  interest  in  the  nation  at  large,  I  feel  sure  that  you  have 
some  good  reason  for  opposing  the  legislation  referred  to.  And  as  I  wish  to  be  in 
possession  of  both  sides  oi  the  question,  I  shall  certainly  appreciate  it  if  you  will  take 
the  time  to  acquaint  me  with  your  views  on  this  proposition. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  mark  your  letter  to  Mr.  Force  ^*  con- 
fidential'^  or  ''personal/'  or  in  any  other  way  indicate  to  him  you 
considered  it  was  a  letter  which  was  intended  for  him  alone  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  letter  is  here.  I  do  not  observe  any  such 
mark  upon  it.  I  never  paid  any  attention  to  the  letter  after  I 
signed  it. 

Mr.  Worthington.  It  was  sent  in  the  ordinary  way  by  Members 
of  Congress,  I  suppose,  under  your  frank  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  All  I  know  is  that  I  signed  the  letter.  The 
business  of  sending  out  letters  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  Fred  Dennis,  who 
has  been  my  private  secretary  for  a  great  many  years,  long  before 
I  came  to  Congress. 

Mr.  Worthington.  In  the  ordinary  course  of  business  it  would 
have  gone  in  a  franked  envelope  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  If  he  regarded  it  as  a  private  letter  he  would 
stamp  it,  but  if  he  did  not  he  would  send  it  franked.  That  is  usuallv 
determined  by  the  person  who  has  charge  of  the  mailing.  I  think 
you  have  stated  repeatedly  that  it  was  franked,  but  I  do  not  know 
on  what  you  base  it. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  say  I  have  stated  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  believe  so,  in  your  questions. 

The  Chairman.  I  do  not  see  that  that  makes  any  difference. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  was  only  trying,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  find  out 
if  there  was  any  impropriety  in  Mr.  J  orce  communicating  it  to  others. 

I  have  here,  Mr.  Steenerson,  a  copy  of  the  Congressional  Record  of 
March  3,  1909.  On  page  3878  there  begins  your  speech  to  which  you 
have  referred  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Is  not  that  the  same  speech  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  That  is  what  I  want  to  find  out.  I  observe 
that  in  the  copy  of  your  speech  which  appears  in  the  Record,  accord- 
ing to  the  heading,  it  was  aelivered  on  March  2,  but  it  appears  there  in 
the  Record  as  having  been  delivered  on  March  3,  right  in  the  body  of 
the  proceedings  in  the  House  on  that  day.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  was  it 
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not  delivered  on  the  2d  and  held  back  by  you  for  revision,  and  then 
caused  to  be  inserted  in  the  Congressional  Record  asjhaving  been 
delivered  on  the  3d,  which  was  not  the  fact? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Do  I  understand  you  are  asking  a  question  or 
testifymg  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  asking  you  the  question. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Do  you  want  my  recoUection  of  it  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Certainly. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  never  knew  there  was  any  discrepancy  between 
the  two  before.  I  think  the  speech  was  delivered  as  shown  by^  the 
Recofd  there. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  think  it  was  actuallv  delivered  on  the  3d  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  was  delivered  when  it  appeared  in  the  Record. 
It  was  revised;  was  brought  to  my  hotel  I  think,  or  revised  right  on 
the  floor.  My  recoUection  of  this  is  that  the  speech  was  delivered  on 
the  day  it  appeared  in  the  Record. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  That  is  the  3d  of  March  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  3d  of  March;  yes,  I  do  not  know  where  the 
2d  comes  in.     Is  the  other  one  dated  the  2d  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Yes;  I  wuU  show  you  what  purports  to  be  a 
copy  of  the  same  speech  printed  by  itself  in  w^hich  the  heading  is : 
''opeech  of  Hon.  Iialvor  Steenerson,  of  Minnesota,  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  Tuesday,  March  2,  1909."  I  will  ask  you  whether 
you  did  not  cause  that  speech  to  be  printed  in  that  way  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir;  I  ordered  copies  printed. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Ordered  copies  printed  and  had  them 
circulated  in  your  district  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  If  the  date  is  wrong  it  is  not  my  fault.  I  did 
not  look  after  it. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  am  not  asking  whether  the  date  is  wrong, 
but  w^hether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  not  delivered  on  the  2d  of 
March,  and  by  some  means  was  put  into  the  Record  as  having  been 
delivered  on  the  3d  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  did  not  supervise  the  printing,  or  look  after 
the  dates,  or  anything  of  that  kina;  but  it  appears  here  in  the  Record 
as  of  the  proceedings  of  March  3,  and  my  impression  would  be  that 
it  was  delivered  on  that  date. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  If  it  turns  out,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  it  was 
delivered  on  the  2d,  and  then  put  into  the  Record  as  having  been 
delivered  on  the  3d,  can  you  explain  that  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  There  is  probably  a  difference  in  the  legislative  and 
the  actual  day. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  see  that  there  is  any  reason  for  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  sure  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  the  use  of  wasting  time  about  it,  then  ? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  do  Hot  sav  we  are  wasting  time  about  it; 
I  say  I  do  not  see  anv  reason  for  doing  it. 

Mr.  Steenerson,  in  this  speech  as  it  appears  here  in  the  Congressional 
Record  which  I  have  just  shown  you,  I  find  on  page  3880  this 
sentence: 

According  to  the  estimates  of  cost  above  referred  to  it  would  require  a  subsidy  of 
more  than  $150,000,000  per  year  to  enable  us  to  maintain  a  merchant  marine  in  foreign 
trade  sufficient  to  carry  the  bulk  of  our  traffic. 
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Now,  in  what  purports  to  bo  a  copy  of  that  speech,  which  has 
been  put  in  our  record,  at  page  465,  as  £xhibit  51,  1  find,  upon  look- 
ing at  the  corresponding  sentence,  tliat  it  reads: 

According  to  the  estimates  of  cost  above  referred  to  it  would  require  a  subsidy  of 
more  than  $100,000,000  per  year  to  enable  us  to  maintain  a  merchant  marine  in  foreign 
trade  sufficient  to  carry  the  bulk  of  our  traffic. 

Can  you  give  us  any  information  as  to  how  that  discrepancy  of 
$50,000,000  occurred? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  this  number  of 
the  Congressional  Record  that  you  have  produced  here  is  the  current 
number,  and  my  speech  appears  the  morning  after  it  was  delivered; 
that  is,  it  is  a  part  of  the  proceedings,  as  you  will  see — ^Mr.  Sims 
spoke  before  me,  Mr.  Clavton,  and  so  on.  It  was  then  revised,  as  I 
recollect  it,  to  go  into  the  permanent  edition.  If  there  were  any 
changes,  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  million  to  one  hundred  million, 
it  was  intended  to  be  in  the  permanent  edition.  I  think  if  you  will 
take  the  permanent  edition  of  the  Congressional  Record  and  examine 
it  you  will  find  the  correction  appearing  there.  Of  course,  it  was 
not  apparent  until  this  current  numoer  was  printed.     That  is  my  idea. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  asked  you  whether  or  not  as  a  matter  of 
fact  your  speech  was  delivered  on  the  2d,  handed  to  you  the  same 
afternoon,  and  whether  you  did  not  withhold  it  for  revision  for  at  least 
twenty-four  hours,  and  then  have  it  appear  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
3d  as  naving  been  delivered  on  that  aate,  which  was  not  the  fact? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir;  I  think  your  statement  is  not  true. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  asking  you  whether  or  not  that  is  the  fact  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  you  are  making  a  statement. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  do  not  mean  to  make  a  Statement ;  I  intended 
to  put  it  in  the  form  of  a  question. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  My  recollection  is  that  I  revised  my  speech  and 
delivered  it  on  the  3d.  I  would  not  have  been  able  to  tell,  before  I 
saw  this  Record,  whether  it  was  one  day  or  the  other.  But,  looking 
at  this  Record  and  refreshing  my  recollection  therefrom,  I  believe 
the  speech  was  delivered  on  the  day  that  the  bill  was  up,  as  it  appears 
to  have  been.  I  do  not  think  I  withheld  the  remarks  tw^enty-four 
hours.  That  is  not  my  recollection.  Of  course,  it  is  impossible  to 
know  about  these  things. 

The  Chairman.  There  is  a  witness  here,  under  subpcena,  who  has 
been  waiting  here  two  days,  and  is  anxious  to  get  away.  If  you  have 
no  objection,  Mr.  Worthington,  we  will  interrupt  your  examination 
at  this  point  and  put  him  on. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Ccrtainlv. 

TESTIMOlfT  OF  F.  W.  HAWTHOBNE. 

F.  W.  Hawthorne,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  You  reside  in  New  York  City,  do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  are  connected  with  the  New  York 
Commercial  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  a  financial  paper  in  the  city  of  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  We  call  it  a  business  paper.  It  is  a  regular 
newspaper. 
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The  Chairman.  Did  you  write  that  editorial,  which  appeared  on 
the  27th  of  May  in  your  paper  [handing  witness  a  chppingj ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne  (after  examination).  Yes;  I  recognize  it. 

(The  chpping  referred  to  was  marked  *^  Exhibit  119/'  and  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  to  wit:) 

Exhibit  No.  119. 
(Clipping  from  the  New  York  Coimnerclal  of  May  27, 1910.] 

In  the  CommerciarH  Washington  dispatches  of  yesterday  the  rather  amusing  feict  is 
noted  that  several  of  the  witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Olcott  special 
committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  probe  mto  the  alleged  "ship-subsidy 
scandal "  were  ignorant  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  investigation,  had  nothing  relevant 
to  communicate,  and  appeared  not  to  know  "what  it  was  all  about."  One  of  them  was 
frank  enough  to  volunteer  the  information  that  he  knew  nothing  about  the  matter 
whatever,  and  took  occasion  to  add  that  never  before  to  his  knowl^ge  had  he  had  the 
pleasure  of  looking  upon  a  Congrea^^man  in  the  flesh,  ^^llile  many  of  the  other  wit- 
nesses had  not  been  so  frank  and  communicative,  persons  present  at  the  hearings  have 
wondered  what  on  earth  they  were  ever  summoned  for;  and  to  not  a  few  newspaper 
readers  who  have  followed  up  the  published  reports  of  the  testimony  it  has  looked 
alm(^t  as  if  the  sources  of  noninformation  had  been  tapped  purposely  so  as  to  avoid 
tapping  the  fountain  heads  of  real  information.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  the 
committee  has  failed  to  discover  the  existence  of  a  lobbv  on  either  side  of  the  shipping- 
aid  question  or  that  it  has  uncovered  nothing  in  corroboration  of  the  charge  that  the 
federal  lawmakers  have  been  corrupted  in  connection  with  this  legislation  or  that 
attempts  at  such  corruption  had  been  made.  But  all  of  this  fruitless  beating  of  the 
bush  since  the  banning  of  April  has  cost  money — a  lot  of  money,  too — and  it  now 
transpires  that  the  contingent  fund  of -the  House  has  been  exhausted  and  that  this 
inauiry  can  not  proceed  unless  under  a  special  resolution  and  extra  appropriation  is 
to  be  made.  To  most  unprejudiced  on-lookers  it  would  appear  that  the  committee 
might  just  as  well  report  at  once  and  ask  to  be  discharged;  if  after  two  months  digB:ing 
it  has  failed  absolutely  to  "strike  a  lead,"  what  is  the  use  of  digging  an>r  more?  There 
are  presumably  numbers  of  persons  who  could  enlighten  the  committee  along  the 
lines  that  constitute  the  reasons  for  its  appointment,  but  so  long  as  they  are  not 
summoned  and  do  not  come  forward  themselves  voluntarily  tneir  knowledge  is 
likely  to  die  with  them.  If  the  real  underlying  purpose  of  this  investigation  was  to 
sidetrack  shipping-aid  legislation  for  this  session,  tne  scheme  has  been  a  howling 
success  so  far. 

The  Chairman.  In  connection  with  that  editorial  this  correspond- 

ence^  perhaps,  oupjht  to  j^o  in  the  record.

1  hftd  in  mina  the  fact  that  persons  reputedly  familiar  with  the  promotion  of  shipping- 
aid  legislation  at  Washington  and  with  the  opposition  as  it  has  been  passed  by  the  sum- 
moning of  witnesses;  a=»  your  committee  is  anxious  to  gather  all  information  possible  it 
occurs  to  me  that  many  of  the  officers  of  the  Merchanti^'  Association  of  New  York 
during  the  past  two  years — and  more  especially  the  chairmen  and  members  of  its  ship- 
ping committee  from  time  to  time — ^would  prove  most  valuable  witnesses;  rlso  its 
secretaries,  assistant  secretaries,  "press  agents,"  private  secretaries  to  officers,  etc. 
They  might  be  asked  what  they  or  their  associates  have  been  doing  either  to  aid  or 
defeat  such  lawmaking;  who,  if  anybody,  has  c<mtributed  money  directly  or  indirectly 
for  this  purpose.     There  must  be  a  fund  of  very  live  information  in  thr.t  quarter. 

Then  there  is  Mr.  Gustav  Schwab,  of  this  city,  general  manager  of  the  North-German 
Lloyd  Steamship  Line,  an  interest  opposed  to  federal  shipping  aid;  he  must  know  a 
very  great  deal  about  the  efforts  for  and  acridnst  such  legislation.  He  might  be  asked 
who,  if  anybody,  has  ever  been  in  the  employ  of  himself,  or  of  his  companv  along  these 
lines;  to  whom  and  how  much  money,  if  any.  he  has  ever  contributed  for  sucn  pur- 
poses, and  what  general  information  he  can  offer  on  this  subject. 

Possibly,  other  names  and  institutions  that  would  be  helpful  to  you  mp,y  occur  to 
me  and,  if  they  do.  with  your  pertnission  I  will  furnish  them. 

As  to  the  information  on  which  my  editorial  article  was  based,  it  was  contained  in  a 
news  article  from  Washington  on  the  day  previous,  Vjut  all  that  information  and  much 
more  of  the  same  sort  must  already  be  a  matter  of  record  with  your  committee.

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  already  examined  two  of  the  officials 
connected  with  the  Merchants'  Association,  and  we  certainly  expect,  before  the  inves- 
tigation is  over,  to  call  upon  Mr.  Gustav  Schwab.

The  Chairman.  You  are  the  editor  of  the  Commercial,  are  vou  ? 
Mr.  Hawthorne.  We  have  a  managing  news  editor,  and  f  am  in 
charge  of  the  editorial  page. 
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The  Chairman.  In  this  editorial  of  May  27  [Exhibit  Xo.  119]  you 
use  this  expression: 

It  has  looked  almost  as  if  the  sources  of  noninformation  had  been  tapped  purposely 
80  as  to  avoid  tapping  the  fountain  heads  of  real  information. 

Will  you  tell  me  what  you  meant  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  That  up  to  that  time  the  testimony  had  appeared 
to  be  very  irrelevant,  very  inconsequential,  not  bearing  on  the  main 

auestion  of  the  points  of  inquiry;  and  as  I  say,  this  was  merely  an 
lustration  of  it,  and  I  think  this  is  what  I  had  in  mind.  That  made 
that  impression  on  me,  and  I  gave  expression  to  it;  that  is  all. 

The  Chairman.  What  facts  did  you  have  which,  in  your  opinion, 
justified  that  sentence? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  You  wrote  me  a  letter  and  I  answered  it,  saving 
that  there  seemed  to  be  witnesses  of  more  importance  than  those 
who  had  been  examined. 

The  Chairman.  You  wrote  me  a  letter  in  wliich  you  said  that  we 
might  call  some  of  the  members  of  the  Merchants'  Association. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  know  at  that  time  that  we  already  had 
two  members  of  that  association  before  the  committee  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Was  Mr.  Dougherty  one  ? 

The  Chairman    No;  I  refer  particularly  to  Mr.  Duval. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  If  so,  it  had  slipped  my  mind.  But  what  I  had 
in  mind  was  that  in  times  past  the  press  association  had  been  very 
active  in  merchant-marine  matters,  and  I  don't  think  they  have  been 
so  active  lately.  I  think  some  of  the  people  associated  with  the 
Merchants'  Association  could  give  you  information;  for  instance,  its 
secretary,  and  perhaps  its  press  agent.  I  .think  I  suggested  that  in 
my  letter. 

The  Chairman.  We  have  your  letter  here,  and  it  has  been  made  a 
part  of  the  record.  Can  you  now  mention  the  names  of  any  people 
you  think  this  committee  should  call  in  regard  to  getting  any  informa- 
tion on  this  question  of  foreign  influences  on  shipping  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  had  both  sides  of  the  question  in  my  mind,  not 
particularly  those  against  me.  The  thing  I  particularly  had  in  mind 
when  I  wrote  this,  and  perhaps  when  I  wrote  the  paragraph,  was  Mr. 
Gustav  Schwab,  and  I  suggested  Mr.  Gustav  Schwab. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  that  we  subpoenaed  Mr.  Gustav 
Schwab  and  that  we  could  not  obtam  his  attendance  because  he  has 
been  ill  for  three  months  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  heard  it  yesterday.  Taking  it  in  connection 
with  the  Merchants'  Association,  my  recollection  is,  and  I  think  it  is 
correct,  that  some  four  or  five  years  ago — up  to  that  time  Mr.  Schwab 
had  not  been  a  member  of  the  Merchants'  Association — he  was  taken 
in  one  day,  elected  a  member,  and  railroaded  on  to  the  merchant 
marine  committee  immediately.  Generally  it  is  quite  a  while  before 
a  member  is  put  on  an  important  committee;  but  in  this  case 
Mr.  Schwab  was  put  on  tliis  committee  immediately  and  advanced 
to  the  chairmansnip,  and  the  committee  began  to  be  very  active. 
It  was  the  time  that  the  Frye  bill  was  in  the  Senate.  The  committee 
began  to  be  active  ostensibly  to  work  in  favor  of  the  Frye  bill,  but 
really  to  suggest  amendments  to  kill  it. 

The  Chairman.  How  long  ago  was  that? 
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Mr.  Hawthorne.  The  Frye  bill  passed  the  Senate — that  was  the 
bill — but  not  the  House;  and  I  should  say  that  was  about  1903  or 
1904  or  longer  ago  than  that,  because  the  6allinger  bill  was  passed  as 
much  as  three  years  ago,  wasn't  it? 

The  CHAraMAN.  Is  3iat  all  the  information  you  had  that  justified 
you  in  your  mind  in  writing  that  sentence  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Only  in  a  general  way  I  know — my  people  are  all 
shipping  people,  my  home  people,  I  mean;  I  was  bom  and  brought  iip 
in  Bath,  Me.,  and  I  know  for  years  it  has  always  been  a  matter  or  com- 
mon repute  that  there  was  a  lobby  in  Wasliington  working  against 
ships. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anybody  that  can  tell  us  any  facts  in 
connection  therewith  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  suggest  that  you  call  Mr.  William  R.  Corwin, 
who  was  at  one  time  press  a^ent  of  the  Merchants'  Association. 

The  Chairman.  Does  he  live  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  At  one  .time  he  was  in  New  York.  He  used  to 
work  for  me  down  South.  He  was  interested  with  Mr.  Schwab  in  this 
matter,  very  largely. 

The  Chairman.  In  this  editorial  you  say  further: 

There  are  presumably  numbers  of  persons  who  could  enlighten  the  committee  along 
the  lines  that  constitute  the  reasons  for  its  appointment;  but  so  long  as  they  are  not 
summoned  and  do  not  come  forward  themselves  voluntarily  their  knowledge  is  likely 
to  die  with  them. 

Now,  please  tell  us  who  are  the  numbers  of  persons  who  could 
enlighten  the  committee  along  the  lines  that  constitute  the  reasons 
for  its  appointment. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  suggest  Mr.  Corwin  and  Mr.  Schwab.  I  had 
in  mind  the  fact  that  persons  familiar  with  what  is  going  on  in  the 
matters  about  which  your  committee  is  inquiring  could  be  found  in 
the  Merchants'  Association  of  New  York,  and  more  especially  the 
members  of  the  committee  that  I  have  referred  to,  and  officers  of  the 
association.  I  think  if  we  would  go  back  a  half  a  dozen  years  and 
get  the  members  of  the  committee — although  the  name  of  the  com- 
mittee may  have  changed — I  think  they  would  have  a  great  deal  to 
say  about  it.  They  were  very  active  for  a  long  time,  covering  a 
period  of  six  or  seven  years. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  in  favor  of  or  against  legislation 
favorable  to  the  American  merchant  marine  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Always,  on  the  surface,  in  favor,  but  always  sug- 

festing  something  that  killed.  I  never  knew  them  to  favor  a  sHipping 
ill  as  it  was  offered  and  as  it  was  under  discussion.  Thev  have 
explained  that  themselves  in  a  pamphlet  why  it  happened  so.  They 
always  have  people  who  go  to  Washmgton  to  get  an  amendment  to  a 
bill,  but  an  amendment  of  a  kind  that  is  impossible  to  carry.  They 
will  not  approve  the  biU  unless  that  amendment  is  on  it. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORth.  You  make  a  rather  grave  charge  against  tliis 
committee.  I  don't  know  whether  you  intended  to  do  it  or  not. 
You  say : 

It  has  looked  almost  as  if  the  sources  of  noninformation  had  been  tapped  purposely 
so  as  to  avoid  tapping  the  fountain  heads  of  real  information. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  That  is  what  I  had  in  mind,  particularly  at  that 
time — those  persons  who  had  been  testifying  here,  who  apparently 
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did  not  know  anything  about  it.  One  witness  said  he  didn't  know 
anything  about  it  and  didn't  know  what  he  was  summoned  for. 
Tliat  is  the  way  it  was  reported  in  the  papers. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  The  point  I  am  trying  to  make  is  this.  Did  you 
mean  to  insinuate  that  tliis  committee  was  purposely  avoiding  the 
sourcesof  real  information  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  said  it  seemed  almost  so. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  think  it  does  now  ? 

Mr.  IIaw^thorne.  I  think  since  then  there  has  been  a  different 
class  of  people  summoned. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  You  are  prepared  absolutely  now  to  say  there  is 
no  justification  or  grovmd  for  that  insinuation  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  am  prepared  to  say  that  there  was  ground  or 
justification? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  No.  I  say,  are  you  prepared  now  to  say  that 
there  was  ho  justification  or  ground  for  that  insinuation? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  do  not  think  tliere  is  any  justification  for  a 
statement  of  that  kind  now. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Were  you  not  premature  in  making  a  statement  in 
the  beginning  of  the  investigation  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  How  long  have  vou  been  here  ?  Since  the  1st 
of  April  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  This  was  only  written  on  the  27th  of  May.  That 
is  less  than  a  month  ago.     Now,  3"ou  say  further  on: 

But  all  of  this  fruitless  beating  of  the  bush  since  the  beginning  of  April  has  cost 
money — a  lot  of  money,  too — and  it  now  transpires  that  the  contmgent  fund  of  the 
House  has  been  exhausted,  and  that  this  inquiry  can  not  proceed  unless  under  a  special 
resolution  an  extra  appropriation  is  to  be  made. 

What  did  you  know  about  that  ?  Did  you  speak  from  your  own 
knowledge  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Was  it  not  a  matter  of  record  here?  It  was  in 
the  papers  at  the  time. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Your  last  sentence  reads : 

If  the  real,  underlying  purpose  of  this  investigation  was  to  sidetrack  shipping-aid 
legislation  for  this  session  the  scheme  has  been  a  howling  success  so  far. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  think  it  has  been.  We  have  not  heard  any- 
thing of  shipping  legislation. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  have  any  idea  that  the  purpose  of  this 
investigation  was  to  sidetrack  shipping  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  have  heard  it  intimated  quite  a  number  of 
times. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  By  whom  and  how  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  An  idea  has  come  into  my  head — not  that  the 
members  of  your  committee  had  anything  to  do  with  it,  but  that 
there  might  be  a  cause  at  work  somewhere  which  prompted  somebody 
to  take  up  the  idea  or  something  of  that  sort.  The  ways  of  the  anti- 
shipping  people  are  past  finding  out  sometimes.  I  did  not  mean  that 
you  people  were  constituted  a  committee  to  do  anything  of  that  kind 
or  that  it  was  the  underh  ing  purpose  of  somebody  in  getting  such  a 
committee  appointed,  but  I  think  the  inference  is  justified. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  the  inference  from  your  editorial  is  that 
this  committee  is  composed  of  men  who  are  trying  purposely  to  hide 
something  that  they  were  appointed  to  investigate.     That  is  what 
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you  said  on  the  27th  of  May;  but  since  then  you  do  not  think  the 
mference  is  justified  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Since  then  you  have  called  some  men  before  the 
committee  who  have  thrown  some  hght  on  the  subject.  Now,  I  do 
not  think  I  am  throwing  any  hght  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Longworth.  This  committee  was  appomted  by  the  House  to 
find  out  all  it  can  about  any  improper  influences  that  are  being 
exerted  either  for  or  against  shipping  legislation,  and  you  cast  a 
doubt  upon  the  bona  fides  of  the  committee.  Now,  I  understand 
that  you  had  no  ground  for  your  position  except  mere  vague  rumors  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did    you    know    whom    the    committee    had 
subpoenaed  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  No;  only  as  the  newspapers  gave  their  testi- 
mony from  day  to  day. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I)id  you  know  who  had  subpoenaed  those  wit- 
nesses who  had  been  heard  at  that  time,  at  the  time  you  wrote  this  ? 
Did  you  know  whether  they  were  subpoenaed  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
committee  or  the  counsel  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  did  not  know  anything  about  it,  did  you  ? 
Nothing:  at  all  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Onlv  what  I  have  read.  I  supposed  the  com- 
mittee had  subpoenaed  them. 

Mr.  Longworth.  At  whose  suggestion — the  suggestion  of  the 
committee  or  the  counsel  ?  The  counsel  for  Mr.  Steenerson  and  Mr. 
Penton  have  had  the  privilege  of  summoning  witnesses,  and  you 
knew  nothing  about  that  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  knew  nothing  about  that.  I  only  had  news- 
paper reports.  I  did  not  know  who  had  been  subpoenaed  and  had 
railed  to  appear  or  who  had  been  subpoenaed  and  was  to  appear. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  you  ever  read  the  resolution  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  read  it  originally,  and  I  just  refreshed  my 
memory  on  it  a  few  minutes  ago. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  in  writing  this  have  in  mind  that  the 
first  duty  of  the  committee  was  to  investigate  the  charges  against 
Mr.  Steenerson  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  did  you  appreciate,  therefore,  that  Mr. 
Steenerson  would  be  represented  by  counsel  before  this  committee 
and  that  this  committee,  seeking  to  get  the  facts,  would  naturally 
subpoena  such  witnesses  as  he  would  ask  to  have  called  before  the 
committee  before  the  committee  would  take  up  the  second  part  of 
the  investigation?  Would  that  not  be  the  natural  couree,  and  do 
you  think  it  was  fair  for  you  to  write  an  editorial  casting  serious 
aspersions  on  this  committee  based  on  the  vague  rumors  which  you 
had  in  mind  i 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  told  you,  Mr.  Olcott,  that  I  thought  and  that 
I  think  now  it  was  justifiable  at  the  time,  from  a  point  of  view  of  an 
outsider  who  had  simply  followed  the  deliberations  of  the  committee 
as  reported.  Of  course  they  were  very  brief.  A  man  might  sit  here 
day  after  day  and  get  a  very  different  impression  as  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  committee  than  he  would  get  from  reading  the  press 
reports,  which  are  necessarily  brief  and  sometimes  imperfect. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Can  you  sug^cest  any  names  of  persons  who  could 
give  us  vital  information  on  this  subject,  any  persons  that  we  have 
not  yet  called  '^ 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  In  what  particular  feature  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  As  to  the  influence  of  foreign  shipping  organiza- 
tions. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  For  or  against  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  For  or  against  shipping  subsidies. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  think  perhaps  nearly  all  of  the  builders  in  Bath, 
Me.,  would  be  good  people  to  summons.  1  think  they  were  before  the 
shipping  commission  appointed  some  years  ago.  Ferhaps  there  is 
nothing  that  thev  could  add  to  what  they  said  then.  I  think  the 
shipping  men  of  !Bath,  Me.,  would  be  very  good  witnesses.  I  think 
the  Hydes — the  Bath  Iron  Works — ^would  be  good  witnesses.  But  I 
think  those  people  were  all  before  the  Federal  Shipping  Commission, 
and  I  do  not  imagine  that  they  have  any  information  now  that  they 
did  not  have  then. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  committee  have  heard  a  very  large  number  of 
witnesses,  and  we  have  pinned  them  down  carefully  as  to  the  knowl- 
edge that  they  possess.  We  desire  to  make  the  investigation  under 
the  resolution  as  thorough  as  possible,  so  that  we  can  faithfully  report 
to  the  House  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty.  Having  made  the  state- 
ment you  have  editorially,  ifyou  have  any  names  of  persons  that  you 
think  ought  to  be  sunmioned  at  the  time  you  wTote  that  and  who  had 
not  been  summoned  up  to  that  time  or  summoned  since,  I  wish  you 
would  state  them. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  That  letter,  I  think,  answers  that  question. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  letter  only  suggests  one  name. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  I  did  not  have  at  my  fingers^  ends  and  have  not 
now  the  names  of  the  merchant  marine  committee  of  the  Merchants 
Association.  I  think  that  committee,  or  the  individual  members  of 
that  committee,  for  the  last  half  dozen  years  ought  to  prove  a  very 
fruitful  source  of  information. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  merchant  marine  committee  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  Of  the  Merchants  Association  of  New  York. 
They  have  taken  from  time  to  time  quite  a  prominent  part  in  pro- 
motmg 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  have  had  some  of  the  officials  of  that  organization 
here. 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  So  Mr.  Oicott  said. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Did  you  write  that  editorial  Qianding  witness 
another  clipping]  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne  (after  examination) .     Yes.

NEWS  AND  FOREIGN   SHIPPING   INTERESTS. 

As  pointed  out  in  these  columns  yesterday,  the  public  has  had  to  depend  almost 
entirely  on  special  dispatches  from  Washington  for  reports  of  the  investigation  by  a 
House  committee  into  the  alleged  ''ship  subsidy  scandal"  that  has  been  in  progress 
there  during  the  past  two  months;  the  regular  daily  press  service  has  practically 
ignored  this  most  important  news;  and  every  day  brings  additional  testimony  to  ^e 
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fact  that  this  "sin  of  omiseion  "  has  been  often  and  widely  and  unfavorably  commented 
upon.  This  criticism  has  been  directed  more  especially  at  the  Associated  Press, 
because  its  general  policy  is  obviously  to  send  out  daily  voluminous  reports  in  wide 
variety  on  matters  reflecting  nearly  every  phase  of  political,  departmental,  diplo- 
matic, social,  and  other  interesting  activities  at  the  national  capital.  Why  should 
it  change  or  modify  this  policy  when  a  special  congressional  "probe  "  was  being  thrust 
deep  into  the  important  matter  of  shipping-aid  legislation  and  the  conditions  surround- 
ing its  promotion  and  its  opposition?  Some  of  the  testimony  brought  out  before  the 
committee  has  been  highly  sensational,  and  most  of  it  more  than  ordinarily  interesting. 
Why  this  silence  on  the  part  of  the  Associated  Press,  reputedly  the  great  news-gathering 
and  news-selling  agency  in  the  United  States?  We  more  than  hinted  at  the  reason 
yesterda}^.  But  the  situation  demands  a  further  unfolding  of  details,  a  bit  more 
exploitation: 

Only  a  few  days  ago,  Herome  J.  Wilbur,  one  of  the  principal  and  most  prominent 
representatives  of  the  Associated  Press  in  its  Washington  Office,  appeared  before  the 
Olcott  committee  on  summons,  and  through  close  questioning  was  Drought  to  admit 
that  he  is  a  regular  salaried  representative  in  that  same  office  of  the  American  man- 
agements of  the  great  foreign  shipping  "trusts,"  so-called,  the  Hambure  American 
Line  and  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company — concerns  that  control 
practically  all  the  ocean-carrying  trade  between  this  country  and  Europe  and  also 
the  commerce  with  South  America;  ships  either  directly  or  indirectly  in  their  control, 
run  in  and  out  of  nearly  every  Atlantic  and  Gulf  seaport  of  the  United  States;  they 
have  a  wine  control  of  terminal  facilities  and  they  can — and  are  popularly  believed 
to  do  so — dictate  terms  to  most  other  lines  operating  in  the  same  territory.  It  has 
has  been  repeatedly  alleged  that  these  great  alliedf  foreign  shipping  interests  are 
enabled,  by  means  of  their  patronage  and  through  other  methods,  to  very  largelv 
control  newspaper  opinion  and  thus  to  measureably  shape  public  sentiment  on  all 
questions  directly  affecting  their  extensive  affairs — a  charge  that  has  almost  invaria- 
bly been  vigorously  denied;  but  some  people  by  no  means  stubborn-minded  persist 
in  believing  it.  And  here,  most  assuredly,  is  a  situation  that  compellingly  suggests 
that  there  is  a  good  ground  for  the  chaige. 

It  is  something  that  should  startle  and  shock  and  arouse  the  indignation  of  every 
true  and  right-mmded  American  citizen — this  spectacle  of  one  of  the  Associated  Press 
managers  on  duty  daily  at  the  State,  War  and  Navy  Departments  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  reluctantly  admitting,  under  cross  examination,  that  he  is 
also  at  the  same  time  a  salaried  emplove  of  the  American  managements  of  Germany 's 
great  "merchant?  navy.  Let  it  be  borne  in  mind  here  that  the  German  Empire 
believes  that  the  hundreds  of  great  steel  steamships  constituting  its  mighty  merchant 
marine  are  as  great  a  source  of  strength  to  itself  as  all  its  battleships  combined — if  not 
a  greater  one — to  say  nothing  of  their  immense  value  as  a  source  of  money  profit  and 
Sis  a  controller  of  the  great  bulk  of  the  world's  ocean  commerce.  Although  this  man 
Wilbur  declined  to  state  the  amount  of  his  salary  for  this  extraordinary  service,  it  is 
reputed  to  be  a  very  liberal  one — he  did  testify  tnat  he  made  the  arrangement  for  its 
parent  directly  with  Mr.  Gustav  Schwab  and  Mr.  Emil  L.  Boas,  the  two  heads  in 
Uiis  country  of  the  German  steamship  companies  in  question;  he  has  thus  become, 

Sractically,  the  American  news  "representative"  of  a  great  maritime  power  in  the 
M  Word  and  in  a  position  where,  by  the  very  nature  of  his  affiliations,  occupation 
and  position,  he  has  abundant  opportunities  to  render  the  most  valuable  service  of  a 
confidential  and  highly  important  character.  Is  it  wholly  unthinkable  that  he  does 
render  it?  And  does  the  Taft  administration  santion  an  arrangement  of  this  sort 
with  the  American  representatives  of  mighty  foreign  interests  that  are  practically 
the  dictator  of  ocean  commerce — interest  in  whose  activities  and  in  whose  success 
Emperor  William  himself  is  said  to  be  vitally  concerned? 

On  Tuesday  of  this  week  Mr.  Boas  appeared  before  the  Olcott  committee  on  sum- 
mons. His  testimony  was  not  illuminating — possibly  because  exactly  the  right  sort 
of  questions  were  notput  to  him.  His  testimony  was  significant,  however,  in  that  it 
was  contradictory.  Ke  stated  that  he  did  not  know,  and  nad  not  heard  of  any  attempt 
bein^  made  to  influence  legislation  either  for  or  against  an  American  merchant  marine; 
but  m  another  part  of  his  testimony  he  said  that  he  had  called  on  his  man  Wilbur  on 
one  occasion  at  least  to  interview  a  congressman  with  reference  to  pending  legislation, 
which  had  been  altered  as  a  result  of  that  interview,  in  a  way  satisfactory  to  the 
Hamburg-American  interests.  That  looks  decidedly  like  an  attempt — and  a  success- 
ful one — to  influence  legislation  in  favor  of  foreign  shipping  interests. 

Has  it  come  to  this?  Has  a  gigantic  foreign  shipping  combination  militantly  opposed 
to  every  effort  at  building  up  the  American  merchant  marine  become  enabled  tnrough 
its  subtle  tactics  to  get  its  grasp  on  the  principal  news  agency  in  the  United  States — 
with  an  office  for  its  representatives  in  the  same  building  with  three  of  the  most  impor- 
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tant  departments  that  are  a  source  of  the  nation's  power  and  influence  both  at  home 
and  abroad?  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  Associated  Press  has  had  little  to  sav  about 
the  hearings  in  the  ship  subsidy  investigation?  Hambuig  and  Berlin  and  Little 
HambuijBf  in  lower  Manhattan  have  other  and  most  excellent  channels  of  information 
at  Washin^on — and,  if  only  they  get  the  news,  who  cares?  Are  they  not  greater  and 
of  more  value  than  many  sparrows — the  American  newspaper  reading  public. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  There  is  one  question  I  would  like  to  ask  about 
this  editorial  [Exhibit  No.  1211.     You  say: 

On  Tuesday  of  this  week  Mr.  Boas  appeared  before  the  Olcott  committee  on  siun- 
mons.  His  testimony  was  not  illuminating — ^poesibly  because  exactly  the  right  sort 
of  questions  were  not  put  to  him. 

What  did  vou  mean  bv  that  ? 

Mr.  Hawthorne.  That  came  into  my  head  at  that  time  that  possi- 
bly— as  I  read  the  news  report  I  did  not  know  what  the  question  was, 
but  he  said  he  knew  nothmg  of  any  eflFoit  being  made  in  favor  of  or 
against  merchant-marine  legislation,  and  it  seems  to  me  if  he  had 
been  followed  up  more  sharply — I  donH  know  what  questions  were 
put  to  him,  but  that  was  reported.  It  seems  to  be  very  funny  that  a 
man  should  not  know  anv  efforts,  if  there  had  been  anv — and  of 
course  there  have  been 

TESTIMOlfT  OF  HON.  EALVOB  STEENEESON— Besnmed. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Mr.  Steenerson,  I  find  in  the  volume  of  the 
Congressional  Record,  as  first  printed,  which  we  were  looking  at  just 
before  the  last  witness  was  examined,  that  your  speech  appears  to 
have  been  delivered  on  March  3,  1909,  beginning  at  page  3878  of  the 
Record,  and  immediately  following  some  remarks  made  by  Mr. 
Parsons  in  relation  to  the  parking  system  of  Washington,  while  in  the 
permanent  Congressional  Record,  which  has  been  brought  over  here 
m  the  meantime,  it  appears  to  have  been  delivered  on  March  2, 
beginning  on  page  3080  and  following  a  colloquy  between  Mr.  Over- 
street  and  the  Speaker  and  a  speech  by  Mr.  Humphrey  of  Washington ; 
in  other  words,  m  the  two  pubUcations  the  speecli  appears  on  a  di  fer- 
ent  day  and  on  entirely  different  occasions.  Can  you  enUghten  us  as 
to  how  that  occurred  ? 

Mr.  Steenersox.  No;  I  didn't  have  charge  of  the  printing  of  the 
Record.  All  I  know  is  that  I  corrected  some  things  m  the  minutes 
that  were  brought  to  me  by  the  stenographer, 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  What  I  am  particularly  anxious  to  find  out  in 
this  connection,  if  I  can,  is  wheth'er  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  reason 
your  speech  is  not  published  in  the  first  edition  of  the  Record  as  of 
March  2  was  that  you  held  it  over  for  revision. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  are  not  sure. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  can  only  state  my  best  recollection.  I  know 
I  revised  it,  but  whether  it  was  held  over  one  day  or  not  I  do  not 
remember.  It  is  a  very  common  thing  to  hold  out  a  speech  for 
revision;  it  occurs  daily. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  it  occurs  daily  that 
a  speech  which  is  delivered  on  one  day  is  interpolated  mto  the  Record 
of  a  succeeding  day  as  having  been  delivered  on  that  succeeding  day  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  mean  to  say  that  it  is  a  common  occurrence 
for  the  messenger  of  the  Printing  Office  to  bring  to  Congressmen  the 
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manuscript  of  their  speeches  for  revision,  and  if  vou  do  not  revise 
your  speech  that  evening  it  goes  over  and  is  printed  on  the  next  day. 
It  depends  on  whether  you  will  return  it  to  tne  messenger  in  time  for 
the  same  day's  proceedings. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  I  Call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on 
page  3795  of  this  first  print  of  the  Congressional  Record,  which  we 
have  been  using — that  is,  the  number  for  March  3, 1909 — there  are  a 
number  of  speeches  which  were  delivered  March  2,  which  are  in  this 
edition  of  March  3,  but  they  are  printed  in  the  fore  part  of  the  docu- 
ment and  with  the  heading  'Tuesday,  March  2,  1909,"  and  I  would 
like  to  ask  whether  that  is  not  the  way  in  which  it  is  usually  and 
generally  done  when  a  speech  is  held  up  for  revision — and  not  put 
m  as  if  delivered  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  printed. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  do  not  want  to  be  captious,  but  we  have  spent 
twenty  minutes  in  examining  about  a  matter  in  regard  to  which  I 
can  not  see  that  there  is  any  point.  I  think  if  we  are  to  spend  any 
more  time  on  this  matter,  that  some  information  should  be  given  as 
to  the  purpose  of  this  testimony. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Mr.  Steenerson  and  Mr.  Ralston  together  were 
responsible  for  bringing  this  speech  into  Mr.  Steenerson's  testimony, 
ana  it  does  appear  that  there  has  been  a  most  extraordinary  change 
or  correction  in  it.     Of  course,  I  understand  that  Members  of  Con- 

fress  constantly  revise  their  speeches  to  put  them  in  proper  form, 
ut  it  appears  here  that  a  change  has  been  made  of  $50,000,000  in 
figures,  wnich  would  necessarily  be  a  matter  of  great  weight,  and  that 
speech  appears  not  to  have  Been  held  up  for  revision,  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  my  information  is  that  it  was  held  up. 

Mr.  K ALSTON.  1  assume  even  if  that  were  so  that  it  would  be 
immaterial. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  why  was  Mr.  Steenerson  asked  about 
the  speech  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  didn't  ask  him  any  question,  except — I  think  at 
your  suggestion  the  speech  was  put  in. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  At  my  suggestion  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  I  remember  correctly.  Certainly  I  have  not 
asked  him  about  his  speech. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  He  testified  about  his  speech. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  understand  that  it  appears  correctly  in  the  per- 
manent Record  as  deUvered  on  March  2.  So  what  is  the  use  of 
wasting  time  ? 

Mr,  WORTHINGTON.  I  am  trying  to  find  out  why  it  was  done,  and 
I  have  not  succeeded  in  finding  out,  because  Mr.  Steenerson's  rec- 
ollection is  that  it  was  actually  delivered  on  March  3.  We  see  now 
by  the  permanent  Record  that  it  appears  to  have  been  delivered  on 
March  2,  and  the  speech  itself  states  March  2. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  What  is  the  question  ? 

(The  stenographer  repeated  the  question,  as  foUows:) 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Now,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  page  3795  of  this 
first  print  of  the  Congressional  Record,  which  we  have  been  using — ^that  is,  the  number 
of  March  3,  1909 — there  are  a  number  of  speeches  which  were  delivered  March  2, 
which  are  in  this  edition  of  March  3,  but  they  are  printed  in  the  fore  part  of  the  docu- 
ment and  with  the  hea^ling,  **  Tuesday,  March  2,  1909,"  and  I  would  like  to  ask 
whether  that  is  not  the  wuy  in  which  it  is  usually  and  generally  done  when  a  speech 
is  held  up  for  revision — au,(  not  put  in  as  if  delivered  on  the  day  it  is  printed. 
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The  Chairman.  I  think  Mr.  Steenerson  can  answer  that. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  understand  that  question. 

(The  question  was  again  repeated  by  the  stenographer.) 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  tne  usual  way  when  a  speech  is  held  up 
for  revision  so  long  that  it  can  not  appear  in  the  next  day^s  regular 
Record  they  print  it  in  the  fore  part  of  the  next  day's  Record.  But, 
of  course,  the  practice  is  also  when  Congress  is  about  to  adjourn 
sometimes  speeches  get  pretty  thick 

Mr.  Worthington.  Can  you  refer  the  committee  to  any  other 
instance  where  a  speech  was  made  to  appear  in  the  record  as  having 
been  deUvered  on  a  day  when  it  was  not  dehvered  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  object  to  that. 

The  Chairman.  I  tnink  the  committee  will  sustain  that  objection. 
I  do  not  think  it  has  appeared  that  this  speech  was  not  delivered  on 
the  3d  day  of  March.  It  may  be  in  the  permanent  record  as  well  as 
in  the  temporary  record. 

Mr.  Worthington.  In  the  permanent  record  it  says  March  2. 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  Uke  to  have  the  stenographer  who  could  explain 
this  summoned  before  the  committee.  It  appears,  I  am  told  by  the 
stenographer  who  is  taking  down  this  testimony,  that  the  custom  of 
the  stenographers  of  the  House  is  to  keep  a  record  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  purpose  as  to  each  speech  delivered,  as  to  what  time  it  is  sent  out 
for  revision  and  when  it  is  returned,  and  that  record  would  probably 
clear  up  this  matter. 

Upon  what  data  or  information  did  you  base  the  statement  that 
you  made  in  the  original  speech  which  you  have  been  referring  to 
when  you  said  that  it  would  require  a  subsidy  of  more  than 
$150,000,000  a  year  to  enable  the  United  States  to  maintain  a  mer- 
chant marine  in  foreign  trade  sufficient  to  carry  the  bulk  of  our  traffic  t 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  The  best  information 
I  had  at  the  time,  I  suppose. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  you  can  not  give  the  committee  any 
source  of  knowledge  or  information  you  had  on  the  subject? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  the  speech  speaks  for  itself. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Will  you  call  attention  to  anything  in  the 
speech  which  shows  how  you  reached  that  sum  of  $150,000,000? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Next  to  the  last  paragraph,  page  467. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  say  the  speech  speaks  for  itself;  I  have  not 
gone  over  it  lately. 

Mr.  Worthington.  By  the  permanent  copy  and  by  the  copy  of  the 
speech  which  has  been  put  into  the  record,  which  has  been  put  in  by 
itself,  that  statement  has  been  changed  so  that  the  $150,000,000 
reads  $100,000,000.     Did  vou  make  that  change  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  presume  so.  Maybe  1  thought  it  was  too 
high. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Well,  why  did  you  make  the  change  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  suppose  I  thought  that  $100,000,000  was  nearer 
right.  The  speech  gave  the  figures  $300,000,000  that  we  expend  for 
transportation,  and  90  per  cent  oi  it  in  foreign  bottoms;  and  it  would 
cost  one-third  more  to  operate  our  ships,  which  would  be  $100,000,000; 
or  if  it  cost  double  to  operate  our  ships,  it  would  take  $150,000,000. 
I  don't  see  that  it  makes  any  difference.  I  might  just  as  well  nave 
left  it  the  way  it  was. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  might  just  as  well  say  $150,000,000  ? 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  ar^ment.  Some  people 
claim  it  takes  twice  as  much  to  operate  our  ships^  and  I  guess  it  does 
in  some  instances. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  At  the  time  this  speech  was  made  you  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Post-OfFices  and  Post-Roads  for 
how  many  years  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  From  1903  to  1909;  nearly  six  years. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  there  had  been  pending  almost  con- 
stantly before  that  committee  various  biUs  relating  to  ocean  mail 
service  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  One  or  two  previous  bills. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Had  you  given  any  careful  consideration  to 
the  subject-matter  of  those  oills  and  the  propriety  of  enacting  some- 
thing of  that  kind  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  My  studies  were  chiefly  with  reference  to  the 
mail,  the  transportation  of  mail. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  am  speaking  of  the  transportation  of  ocean 
mail. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  you  are  speaking  about  subsidy. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  used  the  words  ocean  mail,  I  think. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes;  I  have  studied  that. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  I  think  you  stated  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
that  you  had  voted  in  committee  to  report  this  particular  bill  which 
was  voted  on  on  the  3d  of  March. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  so  stated,  and  that  was  true,  but  I  also  stated 
that  I  voted  that  way  with  the  reservation  that  I  would  speak  and 
vote  against  the  measure.  I  wanted  to  give  the  House  a  chance  to 
vote  on  it. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  when  the  bill  was  voted  on  it  was  defeated 
by  two  votes? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  record  shows. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  your  vote  was  one  of  them? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  record  shows  that. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  ever,  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  to 
your  fellow  Members  of  Congress  make  any  correction  in  the  state- 
ment you  had  made  just  before  that  vote  was  taken  that  it  would  cost 
$150,000,000  a  year  to  enable  us  to  maintain  a  merchant  marine  in 
foreign  trade  sufficient  to  carry  the  bulk  of  our  traffic  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Did  I  make  any  correction? 

Mr.  Worthington.  It  appears  in  the  permanent  record  you 
changed  it  to  make  it  read  $100,000,000,  and  in  your  speech  printed 
by  itself  it  reads  $150,000,000.  I  ask  you  whether  or  not  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  you  informed  your  fellow  Members  that  you 
had  concluded  to  reduce  that  statement;  that  they  were  going 
to  vote  for  a  measure  which,  if  passed,  would  require  an  expenditure 
of  $150,000,000? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  There  would  not  have  been  any  reason  to  correct 
it  if  I  had  corrected  it.  I  might  have  said  $150,000,000  and  the 
stenographer  put  it  $100,000,000,  or  I  might  have  said  $100,000,000 
and  the  stenographer  gotten  it  $150,000,000.  I  would  be  hardly  be 
able  to  swear  just  what  I  did  say. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  want  on  the  record  here  to  call  attention  to 
the  importance  of  the  date  of  this  speech,  because  the  witness  says

now  that  he  might  have  made  a  mistake;  that  he  might  have  said 
$100,000,000  and  the  stenographer  have  gotten  it  $150,000,000. 

Mr.  Steenkrson.  I  say  f  might;  I  don't  claim  such  a  thing. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Ho  IS  making  that  suggestion,  that  it  might 
be  a  mistake  of  the  stenographer. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  might  be  that  this  part  of  the  speech  was 
simply   added   to  it. 

Mr.  Worthinotox.  At  the  risk  of  seeming  to  dwell  on  the  subject 
too  long,  I  would  like  to  ask  you  again  whether  you  can  give  to  this 
committee  any  reason  for  the  statements  you  made  about  $150,000,000 
or  8100,000,000,  as  afterwards  corrected,  except  what  appears  on 
the  face  of  your  speech? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  not  anvthins:  additional  to  sav.  I  have 
not  looked  at  the  s|>eech  for  a  long  while.  Maybe  if  I  studied  it  a 
while,  and  looked  up  mv  books  and  data  I  could  say  something  more. 

Mr.  Worthinotox.  Vou  do  not  want  to  have  this  investigation 
delaved  to  do  it,  do  vou? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no.  It  is  simply  a  matter  of  argument.  I 
might  have  put  it  $150,000,000  and  afterwards  thought  it  should  be 
$100,000,000 

Mr.  WoRTUiXGTOX.  You  are  familiar  with  the  report  made  by  the 
Merchant  Marine  Commission  when  it  concluded  its  labors  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  read  a  great  deal  in  that  report  off  and  on. 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTON.  Before  you  made  this  speech? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  had  a  great  deal  in  it. 

Mr.  WoRTiiiNGTON.  Were  you  aware  of  the  fact  when  you  made 
the  speech  that  thev  had  reported  that  American  ships  coulcl  compete 
with  foreigners  if  they  would  pay  in  the  neighborhood  of  $5  per  year 
per  gross  ton  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  I  had  that  in  my  mind;  I  might 
have  read  it. 

Mr.  W^oRTHiNGTON.  Have  vou  reached  anv  conclusion  in  your  own 

%,  %>  ^ 

mind  about  how  much  it  would  require  per  year  per  gross  ton  to  pay 
our  ships  to  enable  them  to  live  on  the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  not;  what  I  read  in  the  commission  was 
the  evidence.  I  think  most  of  them  claim  it  would  take  one-half  to 
one-third  more  money  to  o{)erate  the  merchant  marine  under  our  flag. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Then  you  had  not  reached  any  conclusion  m 
your  mind  when  you  made  tHat  statement — as  to  how  much  it  would 
cost  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  To  operate  the  merchant  marine  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  say  when  you  made  your  speech  you  had 
reached  no  conclusion  in  your  own  mind  about  how  much  per  gross 
ton  per  annum  would  have  to  be  paid  our  vessels  on  the  average  to 
enable  them  to  live  on  the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not  think  I  had  reached  a  conclusion. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  Had  you  reached  any  conclusion  in  your  own 
mind  as  to  the  gross  tonnage  that  the  passage  of  the  bill  would  put 
on  the  ocean  under  the  American  flag  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  at  that  time  I  had  made  some  kind  of  an 
estimate. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  was  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  remember  now.     Isn't  it  in  the  speech? 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTOX.  Xo.  There  is  nothing  of  the  kind  in  the 
speech,  I  believe.  But  I  am  asking  you  whether  you  had  in  your 
own  mind  reached  any  conclusion  as  to  how  much  gross  tonnage  the 
bill,  if  passed,  would  add  to  the  ocean-carrying  vessels  under  the 
American  flag  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know.  They  were  not  paid  by  the  ton. 
These  were  to  be  paid  bv  the  mile  for  the  outward  voyage. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  What  did  vou  have  in  vour  mind  as  to  the 
gross  tonnage  that  the  bill  would  add,  without  reference  to  the  cost  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  could  not  say  now  what  I  thought  about  that, 
unless  it  is  in  the  speech.     Is  that  In  the  speech '? 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTON.  I  think  not.  Mr.  Steenerson,  I  think  there 
was  a  part  of  a  question  I  asked  you  awhile  ago  that  was  not  answered. 
I  showed  you  tnis  Uttle  pamphlet  which  contains  this  speech  alone. 
Did  you  have  that  printed  yourself  [indicating]  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  ordered  it  from  Mr.  Smith,  some  extra  copies; 
but  I  did  not  have  charee  of  the  printing  of  it. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  But  you  ordered  them  and  you  have  distrib- 
uted them  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  date  of  it,  or 
anything  of  that  kind.  All  I  know  about  it  is  I  paid  him  so  many 
dollars. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  How  many  copies  of  the  speech  did  you  get  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  could  not  say;  but  not  a  great  many. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  You  have  distributed  a  number  among  your 
constituents,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  presume  so.     I  don't  keep  a  record. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  Have  you  been  distributing  them  up  to  a 
recent  time  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  we  distribute  them  whenever  we  are 
asked  for  a  copy. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  They  are  still  on  tap,  so  to  speak? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  If  there  are  any  left;  I  think  they  are  getting 
scarce. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  at  the  present  time, 
without  reference  to  the  time  you  made  your  speech,  whether  you 
can  give  any  foundation;  and  if  so,  what  foundation  for  the  state- 
ment made  in  the  speech  you  are  circulating,  that  it  would  add 
$100,000,000  to  the  expenses  of  this  country  per  year  to  enable  us 
to  maintain  a  merchant  marine  in  foreign  trade  sufficient  to  carry 
the  bulk  of  our  traffic  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  that  is  the  opinion  of  those  who  have 
studied  it.     I  have  been  so  informed. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  Well,  who — who  has  made  that  statement 
besides  yourself  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  not  sure  that  it  amounts  to  the  same 
figures,  but  something  in  the  neighborhood  of  that.  I  think  one 
opinion  I  received  was  in  writing,  by  a  marine  expert. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  But  who  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  his  name  is  Oldham,  and  he  lives  in  the 
center  of  marine  knowledge,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Mr.  Worthinoton.  When  did  vou  get  that  information  in  that 
letter? 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  remember  the  date-  of  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  \\  as  it  since  you  delivered  your  speech? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes.  You  were  inquiring  about  the  time  since 
I  delivered  my  speech  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Yes. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  you  wanted  me  to  tell  about  since. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  And  I  will  also  say  I  read  an  article  in  some 
magazine  by  Mr.  Nixon,  where  he  claims  it  would  cost  upward  of 
$50,000,000  a  year. 

Mr.  Worthington.  When  was  that? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  was  quite  awhile  ago. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Since  you  have  delivered  the  speech? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  yes;  since  I  delivered  the  speech;  and  I 
wonder  if  there  is  something  in  Mr.  Roberts's  article.  I  am  not  sure 
about  that,  whether  he  gives  the  figures  or  not. 

Mr.  Worthington.  May  we  understand  that  you  are  sending  out 
this  statement  from  information,  from  opinions  of  other  people  without 
any  original  information  or  knowledge  of  your  own  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Then  what  is  the  knowledge  which  you  have 
acquired  other  than  the  opinions  of  others  upon  which  you  are  sending 
out  this  statement  to  affect  the  minds  of  your  constituents  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  About  the  expense  of  the  merchant  marine  ? 

ilr.  \\  ORTHINGTON.    YcS. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  the  general  knowledge,  speeches  made  in 
the  House,  some  of  them  state  that  it  costs  us  twice  as  much  to 
transport  coal,  for  instance,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and 
they  want  an  extra  appropriation  to  pay,  because  it  is  carried  in 
American  bottoms;  that  it  costs  twice  as  much,  or  substantially  that 
is  the  statement.  And  I  got  a  letter  here  the  other  day  from  the 
Galveston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  I  think,  pointing  out  that  the 
rates  from  New  York  to  Galveston  and  New  Orleans  were  two  or 
three  times  as  high  as  thej^  are  when  the  commerce  is  carried  by 
other  ships,  a  general  idea  that  if  this  was  operated  at  the  same 
cost  as  the  coastwise  traffic  between  here  and  New  York  and  Gal- 
veston it  would  cost  that  much. 

Mr.  Worthington.  W^ith  onlv  that  general  sort  of  knowledge  and 
information,  do  vou  not  think  the  statement  might  just  as  well  have 
remained  $150,000,000  as  $100,000,000? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  argument. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  notice  in  the  next  paragraph  of  this  speech 
that  you  agree  that  the  present  condition  is  humiliating  and  ought 
to  be  remedied.     Do  vou  still  feel  that  way  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Certainly.  I  would  like  to  see  all  our  commerce 
carried  under  the  American  nag  if  it  could  be  done  without  too  great 
a  loss. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  said  then,  and  you  no  doubt  meant  it, 
that  you  felt  it  w^as  a  humiliation  that  our  nag  has  been  taken  from 
the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  has  not  been  taken  from  the  ocean,  but  it  is 
not  on  as  many  ships  as  we  would  like. 

Mr.  Vv' ORTHINGTON.  I  would  like  to  ask  you,  since  you  have  been 
a  Member  of  Congress,  what,  if  anything,  you  have  ever  done  toward 
remedying  that  situation  ? 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  studied  the  question^the  best  I  could  to 
seek  a  remedy,  and  I  think  I  have  foreshadowecl  one  remedy  in  my 
speech.  I  said  there  that  I  intended  in  the  future  to  introduce  a  bill, 
but  not  being  an  expert  on  the  matter  I  have  waited  for  the  others 
to  perfect  such  a  bill.  But  the  Cleveland  people  seem  to  have 
monopolized  the  matter. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You,  then,  never  have  introduced  any  measure 

Jourself  looking  to  the  betterment  of  the  situation  about  which  you 
ave  felt  that  humiliation  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  it  was  only  a  year  a^o  last  March  I  made 
that  statement.  There  has  been  only  this  session  for  general  busi- 
ness, and  I  was  abused  like  a  pickpocket  when  I  first  came  down 
here,  and  so  I  have  not  had  much  chance. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  ever  voted  for  any  measure  which 
was  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  alleviating  the  situation  about 
which  you  have  felt  so  humiliated  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  I  think  I  showed  my  disposition  to  be  fair 
and  concede  something  to  those  who  differ  from  me  when  I  agreed 
and  did  vote  to  report  that  bill  from  the  Committee  on  Post-Olllces 
and  Post-Roads;  so,  if  I  should  be  mistaken  about  it,  the  Members  of 
the  House  could  decide  for  themselves.  I  felt  that  the  question  had 
been  before  the  public  so  long  that  it  was  right  to  give  them  a  chance 
to  vote  on  it.  Idid  vote  to  report  that  bill,  although  I  did  not  believe 
that  I  could  vote  for  the  bill  itself  and  did  not  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  voted  against  it;  you  opposed  it? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  voted  against  it.  But  I  voted  to  give  the 
Members  of  the  House  a  chance  to  pass  upon  it.  I  did  not  want  to 
pigeonhole  it.     I  think  that  was  domg  something. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Was  there  anything  else  you  have  ever  done 
since  you  have  been  a  Member  of  Congress  that  would  indicate  a  dis- 
position on  your  part  to  help  get  the  American  flag  back  on  the 
merchant  marine? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Worthington.  What? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  corresponded  with  people  who  were  sup- 
posed to  know.  As  soon  as  that  speech  was  delivered,  it  was  read  by 
the  officers  of  the  sailors*  union,  or  else  a  copy  of  the  speech  was  for- 
warded to  them;  I  don't  know  which.  But  in  some  way  it  came  to 
the  attention  of  the  chairman  of  the  Seamen's  International  Union, 
and  although  I  did  not  know  the  man  and  never  had  seen  him  or 
written  to  him,  he  wrote  me  a  letter  in  regard  to  the  speech,  and  I 
wrote  him  and  asked  him  what  could  be  done.  I  thougnt  he  was  an 
expert,  and  upon  looking  up  the  record  I  recognized  that  he  had  been 
testifying  in  the  hearings  oefore  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission 
and  elsewhere.     I  wrote  to  him. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  did  not  mean  to  go  into  ever^'thing  that  you 
had  done  outside  of  Congress,  but  I  meant  to  limit  my  inquiry  to  any- 
anything  you  had  done  in  Congress  in  the  way  of  voting  or  speaking  or 
urging  any  measures. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  When  I  sent  out  that  speech  or  wrote  to  him,  I 
was  in  attendance  upon  Congress,  and  I  wrote  that  letter  in  response 
to  the  inquiry  of  the  sailors  union  while  I  was  in  Congress  here  in 
Washington;  and  I  wrote  two  or  three  lettere,  and  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  American  Flag  attacking  me  and  necessitating  an  investiga- 
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tion,  I  would  probably  have  been  at  work  preparing  a  bill  during  this 
session.     I  could  not  veiy  well  do  that  when  this  thing  was  going  on. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  1  ou  have  referred  to  a  suggestion  you  made  in 
your  speech,  and  I  understand  by  that  you  referred  to  this  paragraph: 

As  none  of  the  remedies  so  far  proposed  seem  to  offer  a  complete  solution  of  the 
problem,  I  will  venture  to  offer  one  which  it  seems  to  me  mip:ht  be  made  effectual, 
and  has  at  least  the  merits  of  originality.  It  is  this:  Formulate  a  wapre  scale  some- 
what similar  to  that  prevailing  for  seamen  employed  in  the  American  coastwise  traffic, 
and  similar  requirements  as  to  board  and  quarters,  and  so  forth;  then  negotiate  treaties 
with  all  maritime  nation^  willing  to  do  so,  to  the  effect  that  all  ships  sailing  under 
their  respective  flags  shall  adopt  this  wage  scale  and  these  requirements,  and  then 
that  a  discriminating  duty  shall  be  imposed  against  the  cargoes  of  all  ships  that  do  not 
comply  with  these  provisions. 

That  is  what  you  refer  to  as  your  interview  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  is  simply  a  suggestion. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  That  was  a  remedy  which  required  the  con- 
currence of  the  countries  whose  flags  now  cover  the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  was  the  suggestion  which  attracted  the 
sailors'  imion,  and  they  made  a  counter  proposition  that  in  their 
judgment  would  be  more  practical,  and  that  was  to  abolish  imprison- 
ment for  desertion,  which  would  compel  our  competitors  to  pay 
higher  wages  than  they  now  pay.  That  was  a  very  good  suggestion, 
to  my  mind.  I  am  glad  I  made  that  speech,  because  it  brought  out 
that  answer. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  That  is  all  I  have  to  ask  along  this  line.  I 
want  to  change  the  subject  now,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  stop  for 
to-day,  as  it  is  1  o'clock. 

(Informal  discussion  followed,  and  examination  of  Mr.  Steenerson 
was  suspended.) 

TESTIMOinr  OF  OnSTAy  KOSTERMAVH  (Besuned). 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  How  loug  have  you  lived  in  the  United  States  1 

Mr.  Kustermann.  Forty-two  years. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  old  were  you  when  you  cam^  here  ? 

Mr.  KtJsTERMANN.  Eighteen  years. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  forget  when  you  were  naturalized  ? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  That  was  three  years  afterwards. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  vou  ever  been  back  to  Germanv  ? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  How  many  times  ? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  I  was  there  three  times. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Can  VOU  tell  us  about  the  years  ? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  The  fu'st  time  was  ten  years  after  I  arrived  in 
America,  which  would  be  1878.  Then  again  in  1900,  and  lastly  in 
1907. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  AVhcn  vou  went  over  in  1907  what  line  did 
you  go  on  ? 

Mr.  KtJsTERMANN.  I  took  the  Hamburg- American  Line. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  ship  did  j^ou  take  in  going  over  ? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  I  w^ent  on  the  Pretoria. 

Mr.  AVoRTHiNGTON.  And  when  you  came  back  what  ship  did  you 
take? 

Mr.  Kustermann.  The  Graf  Waldersee. 
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Mr.  V'oRTHiNGTON.  Can  vou  give  me  the  date  when  you  went  over 
in  1907  and  when  you  came  back  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  Started,  I  think,  in  April,  and  came  back  the 
latter  part  of  August  or  first  of  September.     I  can  not  tell  exactly. 

Mr.  vVoRTHiNGTON.  Would  you  mind  telling  me  whether  you  paid 
for  vour  passage  ? 

ilr.  KUSTERMANN.    Of  COUFSC  T  did. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  There  have  been  intimations  here  about  that 
and  I  wanted  to  find  out. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  paid  for  my  own  passage  and  for  my  family. 

Mr.  >^"oRTHiNGTON.  Where  did  you  get  vour  tickets  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  From  an  agent  in  CTreen  Bay,  going  over;  he 
procured  them  for  me.  In  coming  back  I  procured  them  from  an 
agent  at  Detmold,  Germany,  which  is  my  native  place. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  there  any  of  your  immediate  family  living 
in  Germany  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  havc  a  daughter  married  in  Germany. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  made  a  speech  in  the  House  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  subsidy  business  on  the  8th  of  January,  1910,  I  believe. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  think  that  is  the  date. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  have  a  copy  of  the  Record  here  containing 
that  speech.     Have  you  a  copy  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  have  a  copy,  yes,  of  the  printed  speech. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  At  the  begmning  of  that  speech  you  said  that 
you  spoke  after  a  thorough  study  of  the  merchant  marine  question. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes;  I  claim  that  no  one  has  ever  made  a  more 
thorough  study  of  that  great  question. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Did  you  ever  visit  any  American  shipyard 
and  talk  with  any  American  shipbuilder  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  that  was  not  necessary  in  order  to  study 
the  subject. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Up  to  the  time  you  made  that  speech  had  you 
ever  talked  on  the  subject-matter  involved  in  your  speec  with 
owners  or  operators  of  foreign  ships  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  have  had  correspondence  with  some  of  them. 
I  started  out  to  find  out  whether  by  changing  the  navigation  laws 
they  would  change  their  flags  from  foreign  flags  to  American  flags. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  vour  information  from  the  representatives 
of  foreign  shipping  lines  obtained  entirely  by  correspondence  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Entirely. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  not  seen  or  talked  with  any  of  them  % 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  No;  I  have  never  met  any  of  them. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  mentioned  in  your  testimony  Mr. 
Waterhouse  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.    YcS. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  vou  ever  met  him  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  No.  lie  has  stated  in  his  letter  that  he  intended 
to  be  here.  I  wanted  him  to  appear  before  the  committee  and  state 
his  idea  as  to  mv  bill — whether  it  would  be  a  bill  that  would  bring 
American-ownecf  ships  under  the  American  flag;  but  he  was  not  able 
to  come  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Wanted  him  to  appear  before  what  com- 
mittee ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Before  the  Merchant  Marine  Committee.  I  had 
made  arrangements  to  be  heard ;  at  least  had  that  promise. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Well,  I  wish  to  find  out  whether  you  have 
talked  to  any  American  or  anybody  engaged  in  seafaring  business 
in  any  way  in  America  and  obtained  from  him  at  first  hand  any 
information. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Only  by  wTiting.  But  I  gathered  my  informa- 
tion from  the  hearings  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission,  and 
in  that  way  got  the  names  of  the  men  that  owned  American  ships 
but  ran  them  under  foreign  flags. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  say  also  in  tliis  speech  that  you  had  taken 
advantage  of  your  summer  vacation  to  read  up  on  the  subject  ? 

Mr.  KUSTERMANN.  Ycs,  sii. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  then  you  say: 

And  to  procure  the  opinions  of  a  number  of  leading  men  in  our  country,  practical 
and  successful  business  and  professional  men,  who  are  not  moved  by  selfish  motives. 

Have  you  preserved  the  correspondence  to  which  you  refer  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  procuTcd  them,  a  number  of  them,  from  the 
hearings  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission.  They  were  called 
before  that  commission  and  there  stated  their  opinions,  and  I  gathered 
their  opinions  in  that  way. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  think  it  was  quite  fair,  if  that  was  the 
case,  to  say  that  you  had  procured  the  opinions  of  those  men  vourself  i 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  tiiink  that  is  perfectly  proper.  Whether  I 
procured  them  in  that  way  or  any  other  way,  I  procured  them. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  But  you  go  on  to  say — 

but  whose  patriotism  and  love  of  our  country  caused  them  to  give  this  matter  their 
earnest  consideration. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  know  anything  about  the  motives 
which  influenced  them  except  their  testimony  before  the  commission  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  inquired  of  men  that  knew  them.  Take  Mr. 
Robert  Dollar,  for  instance.  I  have  inquired  of  every  Representa- 
tive from  California,  and  every  one  of  them  tells  me* he  is  a  most 
patriotic  citizen,  and  that  he  is  a  man  who  is  moved  by  patriotic 
motives. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  he  interested  in  foreign  shipping  lines  at  all  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  He  has  some  ships  under  foreign  flags  and  some 
under  the  American  flag. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  lou  do  not  think,  then,  that  because  a  man 
is  personally  interested  in  pending  le^slation  that  it  is  impossible  for 
him  to  loojk  at  it  from  purely  patriotic  motives  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No.     He  can  be  interested  and  still  be  a  patriot. 

Mr.  WoRTiiiNGTON.  Do  you  think  a  man  interested  in  shipbuilding 
in  this  country,  and  who  would  benefit  by  the  passage  of  some  such 
bill  as  the  Humphrey  bill,  might  support  the  Humphrey  bill  from 
purely  patriotic  motives  ? 

Mr.  KUSTERMANN.  There  is  such  a  possibility,  not  a  probability. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  is  more  improbable  that  an  American  would 
act  purely  from  patriotic  motives 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  We  are  all  Americans. 

Mr.  \^  ORTHiNGTON.  You  sav  in  your  speech,  Mr.  Kiistermann,  as  it 
is  printed  here : 

If  we  acceeded  to  the  demands  made  by  some  subsidy  shouters,  we  would  soon  be 
obliged,  as  suggested  in  a  little  pamphlet  sent  to  me,  to  issue  $300,000,000  in  2  per  cent 
bonds  to  be  used  to  subsidize  American  ships. 
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Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Ycs;  I  can  show  you  the  pamphlet. 
Mr.  WoKTHiNOTON.  I  Want  to  see  it  and  want  to  know  who  sent  it. 
Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.  I  clon't  know  who  sent  it,  but  the  author  is 
Charles  N.  Prouty.     He  states  in  this  pamphlet: 

Now,  I  am  positive  that  you  will  share  with  me  the  honor  to  petition  Congress,  with 
ever>'  governor  and  all  business  organizations  of  every  State,  and  demand  liie  issuing 
of  $300,000,000  in  2  per  cent  bonds,  to  run  at  the  option  of  the  Government  from  seven 
to  twenty  years,  to  be  used  to  subsidize  American  ships  to  do  the  carrying  trade  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  do  all  thingn  essential  to  take  possession  of  our  own  Panama 
Canal  as  soon  as  it  can  be  filled  with  God's  equatorial  majestic  current  of  dense  water 
to  float  our  own  ships  and  have  a  mercantile  fleet  as  serviceable  for  the  United  States 
as  England  has  for  her  service. 

Here  is  the  pamphlet. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  You  Can  not  tell  us  how  you  got  this  pamphlet  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  In  the  ordinary  way;  the  same  as  we  get  things 
every  day. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  jou  know  or  did  you  know  at  the  time  of 
your  speech  who  Charles  ^ .  Prouty  is  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Xo;  and  I  don't  know  to-day  who  he  is.  I 
don't  know  a  thing  about  him.  I  simply  stated  that  there  were  such 
unreasonable  demands  made. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  was  that  the  only  foundation  you  had  for 
the  paragraph  in  your  speech  saying: 

As  is  suggested,  if  we  accede  to  the  demands  made  bv  some  subsidy  shouters  we 
would  soonbe  obliged  to  issue  $300,000,000  in  2  per  cent  bonds. 

Mr.  ^USTERMANN.  I  simply  stated  that  I  received  the  circular,  did 
I  not? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  What  you  say  is: 

If  we  acceded  to  the  demands  made  by  some  subsidy  shouters  we  would  soon  be 
obliged,  as  is  suggested  in  a  little  pamphlet  sent  to  me,  to  issue  1300,000,000  in  2  per 
cent  bonds  to  be  used  to  subsidize  American  ships. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  do  not  consider  that  you  were  making  any 
averment  on  your  own  account,  then  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  know  that  if  this  matter  started  once  there 
would  be  no  end  to  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  only  information  you  had  that 
$300,000,000  would  be  required  to  subsidize  American  ships  was  the 
statement  in  the  little  pamphlet,  which,  so  far  as  you  were  concerned, 
might  have  been  anonymous.  Why  didn't  you  state  your  authority 
instead  of  putting  it  in  apparently  as  your  own  statement  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  thought  tne  speech  was  long  enough  without 
making  any  more  statements.  I  was  ready  and  willing  to  submit  all 
this  wnen  asked  to  do  so. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  order  a  number  of  copies  of  that 
speech  and  have  it  circulated  throughout  your  district  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes;  I  did. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  a  copy  of  it  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Ycs. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Let  me  have  it,  please  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  January  12,  1910.  That  is  not  the  only  speech 
I  made  on  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  speaking  of  this  particular  speech  of  Jan- 
uary  12.  It  is  in  the  Congressional  Record  of  January  12  as  having 
been  delivered  on  January  8,  I  see. 
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Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  about  that.  It  is  in  the  Record  of 
Januaiy  12. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  understand  that. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  You  know  why  it  was  done,  do  you  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  understand 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Perhaps  I  might  enlighten  you  a  little. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  understand  that. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  Wanted  to  get  it  on  the  first  page,  so  as  to 
have  people  see  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  See  in  the  speech,  as  it  has  been  printed  and 
as  you  have  been  circulating  it,  it  contains  this  same  paragraph 
about  requiring  $300,000,000. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  do  not  believe  there  was  any  change  made  in 
that  paragraph. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  since  received  any  further  knowl- 
edge or  information  on  the  subject,  so  you  are  able  to  tell  us  why  it 
would  take  $300,000,000,  except  a  letter  from  Mr.  Prout}^,  whom  you 
never  heard  of  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.    Xo. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  argued  for  a  change  in  our  naviga- 
tion laws,  I  believe,  as  a  remedy  for  the  evil  that  everybody  feels 
exists  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes.  I  am  thorouglily  convinced  that  if  they 
will  enact  my  bill  we  will  have  more  ships  under  the  American  flag 
than  we  can  get  through  subsidy. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Have  you  a  copy  of  the  proposed  bill  of  yours  ? 
I  have  not  one  at  hand. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  thought  you  had  one.  I  have  one  up  in  my 
room. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Well,  I  would  like  to  have  that,  but  I  can  get 
along  without  it,  if  you  will  tell  me  in  brief  what  change  in  our  navi- 
gation laws  you  refer  to  there. 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  In  the  first  place,  to  allow  ships  from  foreign 
countries  to  come  under  the  American  flag  to  be  used  tor  foreign  trade 
only.  Furthermore,  that  while  now  not  one  penny  of  foreign  capital 
is  allowed  in  our  ships  (it  must  be  strictly  American  capital),  I  propose 
that  40  per  cent  of  stock  be  allowed  to  be  taken  by  foreign  capital. 
One  of  the  most  nonsensical  things  I  found  in  the  navigation  laws  was 
that  a  foreign-born  citizen,  such  as  I  happen  to  be,  who  owns  an 
American  ship  built  according  to  regulations  or  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  in  American  yards,  the  American  flag  must 
come  down  if  he  stays  away  from  this  country  longer  than  a  year. 
That  is  an  old  law,  I  understand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  vears 
old.  It  is  still  law,  however.  That  I  propose  to  change,  so  tnat  a 
foreign-bom  American  citizen  may  stay  away  for  three  years  before 
being  obliged  to  sell  his  ship  or  change  the  flag. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Let  me  ask  you  what  you  propose  in  the  matter 
of  the  alleged  excessive  cost  of  running  ships  under  the  American  flag 
as  compared  with  ships  operating  under  foreign  flags  ? 

Mr.  KUSTERMANN.  I  suggest  that  American  oflScers  should  run  the 
ships,  but  the  crew  not  to  be  required  to  be  Americans.  In  fact  the 
entire  aim  of  my  bill  was  to  place  American  shipowners  on  identical 
terms  with  foreign  shipowners,  and  I  have  the  assurance  of  a  num- 
ber of  Americans  who  own  ships  built  in  foreign  countries  that  they 
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will  raise  the  American  flao;  over  their  ships  as  soon  as  those  changes 
are  made  in  the  law  as  suggested  by  me. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  What  are  vou  going  to  do  with  that  part  of  our 
navigation  laws  which  refers  to  the  food  and  quarters  to  be  furnished 
the  seamen  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  There  is  a  matter  that  has  troubled  me  more 
than  anything  eke.  In  reading  through  the  hearings  before  the 
Merchant  Marine  Commission  I  found  some  saying  that  the  American 
food  or  scale  of  food  was  the  best  in  the  world ;  others,  again,  stated 
that  Norwegian  and  British  standards  were  better;  that  they  pre- 
ferred them.  I  had  a  long  talk  with  Mr.  Furuseth,  and  he  claims  that 
there  should  be  some  changes  made  in  our  food  scale,  such  as  more 
than  1  ounce  of  butter  a  day,  more  water,  and  so  on.  Then  I 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  only  way  to  satisfy  them  all  would 
be  to  provide  that  the  crew  before  hiring  out  and  the  masters  of  the 
ship  come  to  a  mutual  understanding  as  to  the  food  scale.  They 
might  state,  **  We  want  the  American  food  scale,"  or  *'We  want  the 
Norwegian  scale,''  or  this,  that,  or  the  other.  So  in  my  bill  I  sug- 
gested that  this  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the 
contract,  left  to  be  decided  between  the  crew  and  the  one  that  hires 
the  crew. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  This  contains  that  reference,  I  suppose,  then: 

My  bill  proposes  the  following  important  changes  in  our  navigation  laws:  (1)  Admis- 
sion to  American  registry  of  foreign-built  vessels  if  used  for  foreign  trade.  (2) 
Only  the  master,  officers,  and  engineers  of  the  ship  required  to  be  United  States 
citizens.  (3)  A  mutual  agreement  as  to  sustenance  entered  into  by  the  master  of  the 
ship  and  the  crew  to  take  the  place  of  a  food  schedule  as  heretofore  provided  by  law. 

Mr.  KuSTERMANN.   Yes. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  What  you  meant,  then,  was  that  American 
seamen  should  be  deprived  of  any  protection  in  the  matter  of  the  food 
they  were  to  get  when  they  shipped. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  They  would  protect  themselves.  They  would 
not  have  to  hire  out  unless  they  got  the  food  or  had  the  promise  of 
the  food  that  they  desired. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Understand  that.  You  would  let  them  take 
care  of  themselves  and  give  them  no  law  to  help  them  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  will  say  that  since  talking  to  Mr.  Furuseth 
and  several  others,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  when  again 
mtroducing  that  bill,  which  I  shall  do,  I  shall  leave  out  that  part  and 
let  that  matter  be  decided  in  some  other  way. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  do  you  mean  by  leaving  out  that  part  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  That  is,  in  regard  to  tlie  food  schedule. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  mean  to  leave  the  navigation  laws  as 
they  are  in  respect  to  the  food  schedule  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  best  food  in  the  world 
for  our  men. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  about  the  part  of  our  navigation  laws 
which  refer  to  the  accommodations  for  the  crew  and  the  space  they 
shall  have  ?  Are  you  for  letting  that  stand,  or  letting  them  make  an 
arrangement  with  the  master  in  regard  to  that  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  We  now  have  a  provision  in  regard  to  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  But  what  I  wanted  to  know  was  whether  you 
are  in  favor  of  repealing  that  provision  of  the  law  as  well  as  the  pro- 
vision requiring  a  certain  food  standard. 
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Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  have  not  made  any  suggestion  as  to  space  at 
all.  I  have  an  idea  that  they  should  have  a  little  more  space  than 
they  are  having.  I  was  talking  with  Mr.  Furuseth,  who  seems  to  be 
an  nonorable  and  honest  man^  and  he  seems  to  have  an  idea  that 
they  should  have  a  little  more  space.  If  that  is  so,  all  right;  I  say 
let  them  have  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  give  it  as  your  understanding  that  if 
our  sailors  are  required  by  law  to  be  provided  with  such  comfortable 
Quarters  and  such  sufficient  and  proper  food,  that  those  operating 
tnose  ships  can  compete  with  those  wno  can  hire  coolies,  whom  they 
can  feed  as  they  please  and  as  to  whose  accommodations  they  are 
not  restricted  or  hampered  by  any  law. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Mr.  Furuseth  tells  me  that  they  are  having  an 
arrangement  now  in  every  civilized  country  for  just  the  same  thing . 
I  doirt  know  what  the  difference  is.  I  want  them  to  be  as  com- 
fortable as  can  be  reasonabl}^  expected,  and  the  shipowners  I  have 
corresponded  with  have  not  made  any  suggestion  as  to  that.  They 
seem  to  be  fully  satisfied  to  give  them  the  quarters  that  they  ought 
to  have. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  say  in  the  same  speech: 

Many  patriotic  men  of  our  country  demand  the  change  of  our  navigation  laws.  The 
owners  of  a  large  number  of  ships  in  the  United  States  demand  that  the  navigation 
laws,  as  far  as  the  trade  with  foreign  countries  is  concerned,  be  changed  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  successfully  compete  with  foreign  ships. 

Mr.  KtJsTERMANN.  Ihat  is  true,  every  word  of  it. 
Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON  (reading  further) : 

Under  present  laws  they  are  obliged  to  sail  their  ships  under  foreign  flags,  and  they 
are  anxious  to  have  the  laws  modifi^  so  that  they  can  ny  our  own  glorious  banner  from 
the  peaks  of  their  ships. 

To  what  patriotic  men  did  you  refer  when  you  said  that,  and  how 
did  you  know  what  they  demanded? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  found  out  what  they  wanted  from  the  hear- 
ings before  the  commission  and  also  by  personal  correspondence  with 
them,  from  such  men  as  Robert  Dollar,  Frank  Waterhouse,  Crawfoiti 
Ellis,  and  Prescott,  of  Boston,  who  is  the  president  of  the  United 
Fruit  Company. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.     And  who  else  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  have  other  letters  from  shipowners,  but  I  did 
not  bring  them  along.  I  had  them  when  I  prepared  my  speech,  but 
I  got  much  of  the  information  from  the  hearings  in  which  the  different 
parties  stated  their  business. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Understand  what  you  got  from  testimony 
given  before  that  commission;  but  I  understand  you  also  to  say  that 
you  corresponded  with  these  gentlemen. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Ycs,  sir;  and  with  every  one  of  those  I  have 
named. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Had  you  before  you  made  your  speech  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  have  you  that  correspondence  so  as  to  be 
produced  here  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  thiiik  most  of  it  is  ^)rinted  now. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Printed  in  the  hearmgs? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes. 
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Mr.  ^^^ORTHiNGTON.  Have  you  any  that  is  not  already  printed  in 
the  record  of  this  committee? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes;  I  have  some  out  in  A'^^isconsin. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Not  here  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Not  here.  I  never  expected  to  have  an  in- 
vestigation like  this,  or  I  would  have  brought  all  of  it  along. 

Mr.  ^^"oRTHiNOTON.  Have  you  a  letterpress  copy  or  other  copy 
of  the  letters  you  wrote  to  these  gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  I  have  not. 

Mr.  \^'oRTHiNGTON.  Let  me  take  the  names  of  the  men  you  have 
mentioned:  Mr.  Dollar;  what  do  you  know  about  Mr.  Dollar's 
interest  in  foreign  shipping  lines  at  the  time  he  was  making  the  recom- 
mendation  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  just  the  number  of  foreign  ships 
he  has  under  foreign  flags  or  the  number  he  has  under  the  American 
flag.  I  know  that  he  had  one  built  in  America  that  cost  him  $400,000, 
and  the  same  identical  boat,  built  on  the  other  side  cost  him  $225,000, 
I  think.     I  have  mentioned  that  in  my  speech. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  That  is,  it  cost  so  much  more 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  So  muCh  less  over  there  than  to  have  it  built 
in  this  country;  but  Mr.  Dollar  showed  his  patriotism  by  having  one 
built  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  do  not  know  the  extent  of  his  interests  in 
foreign  shipping  lines,  in  lines  sailing  under  the  American  flag,  ocean- 
going vessels,  I  mean  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  only  from  representatives  of  California 
whom  I  have  talked  with.  They  seem  to  admire  him  very  greatly  for 
the  work  he  is  doing,  considering  him  one  of  the  largest  shipowners 
in  the  country. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Who  is  Mr.  Waterhouse  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  He  is  another  shipowner,  and  his  letter  appears 
in  the  hearing  here  before  this  committee. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  a  representative 
of  any  f orei^  lines  or  was  at  the  time  he  was  giving  you  this  informa- 
tion, testifying  before  the  commission  ? 

\fr.  KtJSTERMANN.  That  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  not  know  whether  he  is  very  largely 
interested  in  foreign  shipping  lines? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  kuow  he  owned  a  ship  sailing  under  the 
American  flag  that  was  built  in  this  country. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  say  that  you  do  not  know  that  he  is 
very  largely  interested  as  a  representative  of  foreign  shipping  lines — 
that  is,  lines  sailing  under  a  foreign  flag  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  American-owued  and  sailing  under  foreign 
flags,  do  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  mean  those  that  sailed  under  foreign  flags. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  bclieve  that  he  has  ships  sailing  under  foreign 
flags  because  they  were  built  in  foreign  countries. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  know  at  the  time  he  gave  this  testi- 
mony and  at  the  present  time  that  he  is  very  largely  interested  as  the 
representative  oi  lines  running  under  foreign  flags  and  owned  in 
foreign  countries? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  That  I  do  not  know. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  have  never  learned  that? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  never  learned  it,  no. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  See  you  have  had  some  recent  correspondence 
with  some  of  these  gentlemen,  put  in  the  record  a  few  days  ago,  and 
including  a  letter  from  Mr.  Waterhouse  written  this  spring. 

Mr.  KtJsTERMANN.  Ycs.  I  sent  him  the  hearings  because  he  had 
been  attacked  here,  and  I  thought  it  would  be  well  enough  for  him 
to  know  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Was  that  written  in  reply  to  a  letter  you  had 
w  ritten  him  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  did  not  write  to  him  at  all.  I  simply  sent 
him  the  hearings. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  did  not  write  him  at  all  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  believe  I  did.  If  I  did  it  was  simply  to 
say,  ^*  Please  find  inclosed  the  hearings,"  and  so  forth. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  see  at  the  close  of  your  speech  you  use  an 
expression  which  seems  to  have  been  received  with  great  applause,  in 
which  you  refer  to  our  moss-covered  navigation  laws  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes;  they  are  moss-covered. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  mean  by  that  to  refer  to  them  all  by 
that   expression  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Not  to  any  single  paragraph,  but  in  general. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  what  part  or  paragraph  of  our  navigation 
laws  did  you  in  your  opinion  mean  to  exclude  from  that  designation 
of  moss-covered  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Oh,  there  are  some  good  provisions,  but  I  can 
not  without  having  the  navigation  laws  here  and  going  over  them, 
state  offhand  what  they  are.  I  went  through  the  entire  navigation 
laws.  I  read  them  all,  and  I  passed  those  paragraphs  that  I  con- 
sidered all  right  and  good  but  just  what  they  are  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  me  to  state  offhand. 

Mr.  \  ORTHiNGTON.  1  See  that  in  your  speech,  besides  stating  that 
you  had  made  your  speech  after  a  thorough  study  of  the  merchant- 
marine  question,  you  say,  "I  think  I  am  a  living  encyclopedia  on 
merchant  marine.' ' 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  think  I  am.  I  will  tell  you  why.  I  went  so 
far  as  to  procure  three  volumes  from  England,  containing  the  findings 
of  a  commission  appointed  by  the  British  Parliament  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  subsidy,  and  I  took  the  pains  of  running  through  all  of  them. 

Mr.  \^  ORTHINGTON.  Do  you  mean  the  hearings  before  the  royal 
commission  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes,  the  royal  commission.  I  think  anyone 
who  has  the  patience  to  do  that  is  making  a  pretty  thorough  study  of 
the  subject. 

Mr.  v\  ORTHINGTON.  Did  you  read  in  that  report  the  conference 
agreement  which  was  made  a  part  of  the  report  in  the  last  volume  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  supposc  I  read  all  of  it,  and  I  saw  the  con- 
clusions, too,  where  they  consider  subsidy  inexpedient  and  costly,  and 
advise  the  Government  not  to  pay  any  subsidies;  that  is,  not  to  pay 
any  regular  subsidies. 

Mr.  ^\  ORTHINGTON.  Did  you  see  there  that  the  whole  of  our  trans- 
ocean  traffic  is  in  the  hands  of  a  combination  of  persons  owning  for- 
eign shipping  lines,  who  absolutely  control  by  agreements  among 
themselves  both  the  passenger  and  freight  rates  ? 
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Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know.  I  didn't  look  into  that  matter 
at  all. 

Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  Did  you  read  there  the  testimony  that  was 
given  by  Mr.  Grain,  an  American  lawyer  and  counsel  for  the  American 
embassy,  that  those  agreements  they  admitted  thev  were  making 
were  in  violation  of  the  Sherman  antitrust  law,  and  that  anybody 
found  engaged  in  making  such  an  agreement  in  the  United  States 
would  be  punished  under  that  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  can  not  remember  that.  This  was  some  time 
ago.  I  didn't  then  think  I  would  be  asked  about  that.  I  have  got 
the  volumes,  however,  and  can  look  it  up. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Only  wanted  to  find  out  what,  as  a  *' living 
enchrclopedia,"  you  knew  about  it. 

Mr.  KusTEBMANN.  Even  if  they  had  a  combination,  our  shipping 
rates  are  very  low.  That  is  the  main  thing  for  this  country.  If  we 
have  the  lowest  possible  freight  rates  to  foreign  countries  it  does  not 
make  very  much  difference  whether  they  have  combinations  or  not. 

Mr.  WoETHiNOTON.  What  was  the  profit  last  year  or  the  year 
before  of  the  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company! 

Mr.  KusTEBMANN.  I  think  5  or  6  per  cent.  No;  two  years  ago  they 
did  not  declare  any  dividends,  but  oefore  that,  I  think,  it  was  5  or  6 
per  cent. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNOTON.  Have  you  seen  the  report  they  have  made  for 
the  last  year;  have  you  seen  their  last  published  report? 

Mr.  KtJSTEBMANN.  The  last  one  I  have  not.  The  others,  however, 
are  contained  in  that  remarkable  book  of  mine  called  '^Nauticus." 
That  contains  the  profits  of  every  line  in  the  world. 

Mr.  WoETHiNOTON.  The  gross  profits  as  well  as  the  percentage  of 
profits? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Ycs.  It  gives  complete  information  in  regard 
to  evenr  steamship  company. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  you  say  you  have  learned  from  that  that 
rates  could  not  be  reduced  without  depriving  them  of  a  profit  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Not  from  that,  but  in  a  general  way.  I  have 
learned  from  Mr.  Weisse,  a  colleague  of  mine,  what  rates  he  paid.  He 
gets  hides  from  Buenos  Aires,  5,800  miles  away,  and  he  phjs  25  cents 
a  hundred  for  them.     That,  I  consider,  a  very  low  rate. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  others  who  are  engaged 
in  the  same  business  were  charged  the  same  rate  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  suppose  they  are. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  suppose;  but  do  you  know? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN  You  do  not  exj)ect  me  to  inquire  of  everybody 
who  sends  freight  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  expect  you,  as  a  ''living  encyclopedia/'  to 
know,  when  you  say  that  freights  can  not  be  reduced,  why  they  can 
not  be  reduced. 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  inquired  around  from  people  who  have  dealings 
in  South  America  and  elsewhere,  and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  freights  were  low. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  persons  not  interested  in  foreign  ship- 

ging  lines  have  you  made  such  inquiries  of  with  reference  to  our 
outh  American  trade  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Well,  there  is  Mr.  Vilter,  of  Milwaukee. 
Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  W^ho  is  he  ? 
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Mr.  KusTERMANN.  He  is  a  manufacturer  of  machinery,  and  he  is 
very  much  pleased  with  the  low  rate  that  he  is  having  to  South 
America. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  have  you  any  other  source  of  informa- 
tion? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Oh,  I  can  not  tell  you.  I  have  inquired  right 
along,  but  I  could  not  tell  you  the  names  of  the  persons  I  have  gotten 
information  from.     I  have  tried  to  arrive  at  actual,  true  facts. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  the  course  of  your  investigations  did  you 
ever  hear  of  what  is  known  as  the  Lynch  report  on  American  shipping  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  jTou  know  that  that  report  was  the  result  of 
a  Congressional  investigation  similar  to  that  made  by  the  Merchant 
Marine  Commission  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  that  has  escaped  me. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Hcver  heard  of  it? 

Mr.  KtJsTERMANN.  No.  I  would  procure  it,  however,  if  i^  is  of  any 
value. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  is  it  that  makes  shipbuilding  cost  more 
in  this  countiy  than  it  does  abroad  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Labor  is  higher  and  material  is  higher. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  in  which  the  percentage  of 
difference  is  greater,  whether  in  material  or  labor  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  should  think  it  would  be  in  labor.  But  you 
will  remember  that  the  Argentine  boats,  the  $11,000,000  war  vessels, 
were  given  out  in  competition  with  every  shipbuilder  in  the  world, 
so  it  seems  that  there  is  something  wrong  somewhere.  If  we  can 
do  it  in  one  case  we  ought  to  be  able  to  do  it  in  another. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Uo  you  know  Mr.  Shallenbarger,  referred  to 
in  your  speech  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  know  who  he  is  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  He  used  to  be  Second  Assistant  Postmaster- 
Greneral,  or  one  of  the  assistants. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  ever  meet  him? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No.  I  don't  have  any  recollection  of  meeting 
him. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  know  nothing  about  him  except  his  tes- 
timony before  that  commission  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  take  him  to  be  a  pretty  good  man  from  that 
testimony. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Woodward  W.  Wright  is  another  man  you 
referred  to. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  any  of  those  people  personally. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  he  is  a  newspaper  man  and 
not  a  shipping  man  at  all  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  who  he  is. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  also  referred  to  Mr.  S.  A.  Swann.  Who 
is  lie  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  V^  ORTHINGTON.  You  never  met  him  or  talked  with  liim? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  not  with  any  of  them.  I  repeat  that,  so 
that  you  may  be  saved  the  trouble  of  asking  about  each  one. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  what  you  say  about  him  come  from  the 
testimony  before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  ? 

Mr.  KusTEEMANN.  Mr.  Swann  was  the  case,  I  think,  that  was 
spoken  of  before,  where  the  two  pages  were  pasted  together,  so  it 
was  Thomdyke  instead  of  Swann.  That  is  something  that  may 
happen  to  anyone. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Yes.  I  remember  about  that  now.  I  had 
forgotten  it.     You  quoted  W.  P.  Ross,  of  New  Orleans.     Who  is  he  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  think  he  is  connected  with  shipping  or  a 
shipowner. 

i£r.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  he  is  the  senior  member  of  the 
firm  of  Ross  &  Hein,  operating  foreign  steamships  exclusively  in  the 
foreign  trade  ? 

Mr.  KusTERilANN.  In  foreign  countries  or  in  America? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Operatmg  steamers  in  the  foreign  trade,  for- 
eign ships  in  the  foreign  trade. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Foreign  owned,  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  V^ORTHiNGTON.  Yes. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  did  not  know  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  ouote  in  your  speech  Mr.  Mosle. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Yes.  1  think  there  is  a  letter  published  from 
him  in  the  last  hearings. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  jTou  loiow  who  he  is  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  he  represents  a  line  of 
foreign  steamships  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Owned  in  foreign  countries? 

Mr.  V^ORTHiNGTON.  Yes. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  that  that  is  his  sole  connection  with  the 
shipping  business  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Bccausc  he  has  no  chance  to  run  American 
ships. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  want  to  find  out  whether  the  people  you 
quoted  as  supporting  your  contention  about  this  subsidy  business 
were  people  interested  m  defeating  it  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  whether  they  are  interested  in 
defeating  it,  but  their  statements  certainly  were  taken  to  be  true.  I 
don't  know  whether  they  were  made  on  oath  or  not,  but  they  were 
accepted  as  true  statements. 

iilr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  a  representative  of 
the  Norwegian  Government  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  do  not  know.  I  think  he  contradicted  that  in 
a  letter  that  is  printed  here. 

Mr:  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  vice-consul  for 
Spain,  or  has  been  vice-consul  for  Spain,  among  his  other  positions? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  do  not  know  about  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  also  consul  for  Costa  Rica  and  Ecuador? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  a  thing  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Who  is  Mr.  I.  E.  Thayer? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  He  is  one  of  the  men  that  appeared  before  the 
commission. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  know  when  you  quoted  him  that  he 
was  in  the  employ  of  a  French  corporation  that  is  looking  after  the

classification  of  foreign  ships^  and  that  his  interests  lie  with  foreign 
shipping  entirely  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  didn't  go  that  far  to  find  out  what  everybody 
was  doing. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  giving  weight  to  the  testimony  of  these  per- 
sons you  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  whether  they  were  parties  inter- 
ested in  defeating  legislation  or  not  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  That  was  not  a  part  of  my  business. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  That  didn't  make  any  difference  to  you  ? 

Mr.  KCsTERMANN.  That  was  for  you  to  bring  out — for  the  other 
side. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Who  is  James  Rolph,  of  San  Francisco  ? 

Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.  Mr.  Ross  is  another  man  that  appeared  before 
the  commission. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  No ;  I  am  now  referring  to  Mr.  Rolph. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  Well,  if  he  appears  there  he  is  one  oi  those  who 
appeared  before  the  commission,  and  that  is  all  I  inquired  into.  I 
dian't  go  any  further. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Rolph  is  head  of  the 
firm  of  Hind,  Rolph  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  didn't  know  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  vou  know  that  they  represent  a  number  of 
English  concerns,  principally  Messrs.  Black,  Moore  &  Co.,  of  Liver- 
pool, England  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  didn't  know  tliat. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  you  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Rolph's  family 
is  interested  financially  in  that  concern  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  1  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  does  not  make  any  difference  in  weighing 
his  testimony  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  assumc  that  they  are  all  honest  men. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  simply  assumed  that  they  were  honest  in 
testimony  and  it  did  not  make  any  difference  to  you  as  to  what  their 
real  interests  and  motives  were  in  testifying  before  that  commission  ? 

Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.  I  took  them  all  on  the  same  basis,  as  testifying 
to  the  actual  truth. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  who  George  Tavlor,  of  Portland, 
is? 

Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.   No. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  ever  talk  with  him,  or  did  you  ever 
meet  him  ? 

Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.  No.  As  I  stated,  I  didn't  meet  any  of  these 
gentlemen. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  the  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  Taylor,  Young  &  Co.,  of  Portland,  Oreg.,  which  is  a 
branch  of  the  firm  of  Taylor,  Young  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  England, 
doing  a  large  business  in  foreign  ships  exclusively  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  considering  the  value  of  his  testimony,  it 
would  not  make  any  difference  to  you  whether  he  was  interested  in 
foreign  ships  or  not  ? 

Mr.  KiJSTERMANN.  No;  because  if  he  lived  here  I  would  take  him 
to  be  an  American  and  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  America. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Steeo,  of  Seattle  ? 
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Mr.  KusTEBMANN.  No;  I  do  not  know  the  gentleman. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  he  is  or  was  consular  agent 
in  Seattle  for  an  important  South  American  Government  ? 

Mr.  KusTEBMANN.  I  (lon't  know  a  thing  about  him. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  he  is  a  paid  representative 
of  a  foreign  power  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  it? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  If  you  know  that  you  ought  to  give  the  testi- 
mony. I  don't  know  it.  It  seems  to  me  that  such  matters  as  that 
ought  to  be  brought  out,  if  you  have  real  facts  to  offer. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  agree  with  you  that  that  ought  to  be  done. 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  That  is  what  this  committee  is  for. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Very  well.  Now,  do  you  know  another  man 
whom  you  have  quoted  in  your  speech,  named  Richard  Chilcott  ? 

Mr.  KUSTERMANN.    No. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Chilcott's  only  experi- 
ence was  that  which  he  secured  as  manager  of  a  foreign  steamship 
line  nmning  out  of  Seattle  ? 

Mr.  KxJSTERMANN.  I  don't  know,  a  thing  about  him. 
.  Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  do  you  know  that  Mr.  Chilcott  is  a  paid 
representative  of  two  Central  American  governments — Honduras  and 
Nicaragua  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No,  I  Can  not  tell  you  about  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  that  a  question,  or  is  it  testimony  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  This  is  all  testimony. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  In  your  speech  you  auote  Mr.  Sickel,  of  San 
Francisco.     Do  you  know  anythmg  about  wno  he  is  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  The  Representatives  from  California  tell  me  he  is 
a  good  man,  and  that  he  is  a  man  who  is  interested  in  American 
interests. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  know  that  he  is  now  in  New  York  as 
assistant  to  Mr.  Boas  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  dou'tknow.  They  are  alwaj's  looking  for  good 
men  there. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  when  he  made  the  state- 
ments that  you  quoted  in  your  speech  he  was  the  western  freight 
agent  for  the  great  German  steamship  line,  the  Hamburg- American 
CSmpanv  ? 

Mr.  KTustermann.  I  was  not  aware  of  that  at  all.  He  was  at  that 
time  connected  with  the  International  Mercantile  Marine  Company. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  But  was  he  not  at  the  same  time  the  western 
freight  agent  of  the  Hamburg- American  Line  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  That  I  do  not  know.  He  must  have  been  an 
awfully  busy  man. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Did  you  know  that  in  giving  his  testimony 
before  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  he  made  this  statement: 

The  Gennan  Government  will  stand  behind  the  Hambui^-American  or  the  North 
German  Llovd  and  see  that  they  do  not  lose  any  money  for  a  certain  number  of  yean 
in  order  to  develop  the  trade? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  I  have  not  noticed  that.  I  don't  believe 
that  the  German  Government  does  stand  behind  those  lines.  There 
is  no  need  of  that.     They  stand  on  their  own  feet. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Ernest  Laidlaw,  whom  you 
quoted  in  your  spee  ch  ? 
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Mr.  Klstermann.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRxniNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Laidlaw  is  a  member 
of  a  British  shipping  concern  doing  business  exclusively  with  foreign 
tonnage  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No.     I  wiU  take  vour  word  for  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Do  you  know  that  Mr.  Laidlaw  is  the  son  of 
James  Laidlaw,  British  consul  for  the  district  of  Oregon,  Washington, 
Idaho,  and  Montana  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  don't  know  who  he  is. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  not  introduce  a  letter  from  him  the 
other  day,  a  letter  that  he  signed  as  consul  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  No;  I  don't  remember  that.  The  name  is  not 
very  familiar  to  me. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Ford,  of  Balti- 
more, whom  you  quote  in  your  speecli  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  I  don't  know  him. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  dou't  know  anytliing  about  him? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  you  know  he  is  largely  interested  in  a  line 
of  foreign  steamships  known  as  the  Earn  Steamship  Company? 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  can  he  know,  when  he  says  he  knows  nothing 
about  any  of  them  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  He  is  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
Baltimore. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  ^ou  notice  that  in  his  testimony  before 
the  Merchant  Marine  Comnussion  he  said  he  was  in  favor  of  amending 
our  navigation  laws  in  order  to  permit  the  emnloyment  of  people  or 
any  race,  color,  or  creed  as  officers,  sailors,  or  firemen  ? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  I  don't  know  that  he  said  it,  but  I  think  that  is 
a  wise  thing  to  do,  to  put  our  own  people  on  the  same  terms  as  the 
others,  except  as  to  ofncers. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  another  man  whom  you  quoted, 
Fred  W.  Taylor,  of  Philadelphia? 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  Ycs.  1  think  I  have  a  letter  from  him.  I  don't 
know  him  personally,  but  you  will  find  a  vei!^"  interesting  letter  from 
him. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  vou  know  he  is  the  manager  of  a  British 
steamship  line  operating  a  large  number  of  steamers  under  the  British 
flag  ?     When  you  quoted  him,  did  vou  know  that  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN.  As  I  have  told  you  again  and  again,  I  did  not 
know  these  people  nor  their  doings  nor  their  connection. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  received  any  letters  at  any  time  from 
Mr.  Penton  or  the  Merchant  Marine  League  signed  by  Mr.  Penton  or 
purporting  to  be  signed  by  him  ? 

Air.  KtJSTERMANN.  Yes;  I  think  they  are  in  the  hearings  at  the 
time  the  Humphrey  bill  was  up  last  year, 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  No;  the  letters  I  have  been  informed  about  are 
not  in  the  record,  and  I  would  like  you  to  produce  them. 

Mr.  KtJSTERMANN.  They  are  all  in  the  record.  That  letter  where 
he  accuses  me  of  being  a  foreign-born  citizen,  that  is  in  the  record. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  all  the  letters  that  you  received  from  Mr. 
Penton  in  the  record  ? 

Mr.  KfSTERMANN,  Xo;  there  are  some  general  letters  that  he 
signed — a  very  late  one,  where  he  changes  his  ideas  from  a  subsidy  to 
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a  discriminating  duty.  But  I  think  I  can  furnish  you  a  few  of  them, 
if  you  want  me  to.  • 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  show  you  what  purports  to  be  a  copy  of  a 
letter  addressed  to  you.  There  is  no  signature  to  it.  It  concludes, 
"Yours,  truly,  secretary.''  It  is  dated  February  22,  1909.  I  ask 
you  if  you  did  not  receive  a  letter  from  Mr.  Penton  of  which  this  is  a 
copy? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN  (after  examination).  I  can  not  tell  you. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  show  vou  a  letter  dated  January  24,  from  you 
to  Mr.  Penton,  purporting  to  be  an  answer  to  that  letter  of  the  22d, 
and  I  ask  you  whether  you  did  not  receive  that  letter  I  showed  you 
first,  and  whether  you  did  not  write  this  letter  in  reply  to  it  ? 

Mr.  KusTERMANN  (after  examination).  I  certainly  wrote  that  letter.

and  the  letter  (iated  February  24,  1909,  in  reply  thereto,  were  marked 

Exhibits  122  and  123,  respectively,  and  are  in  the  words  and  figures 

following,  to  wit;)

Hon.   GUSTAV    KtJSTERMANN, 

House  of  RepresenUxtivtSj  Washington. 

Dear  Sir:  The  Merchant  Marine  Lea^e  of  the  United  States,  a  nonpartisan 
organization  pledged  to  support  the  American  maritime  policy  ^vored  by  President 
Roosevelt,  President-elect  Taft,  and  Secretary  Root,  has  been  making  diligent  inquiry 
among  American  shipowners,  merchants,  and  students  of  the  shipping  question  as  to 
tie  repeal  of  our  protective  laws  advocated  by  you  in  a  recent  speech  and  embodied 
in  a  bill  introduced  by  you  in  Congress. 

We  regret  to  say  that  we  find  a  unanimous  and  earnest  opposition  to  your  proposal 
among  American  maritime  interests  that  would  naturally  be  the  beneficiaries  of  your 
plan,  if  there  were  any  advantage  in  it.  These  men,  one  and  all,  condemn  your  free- 
ship  suggestion  as  unwise  and  impracticable.  Furthermore,  we  are  informed  that 
the  ship  companies  in  which  Amencan  capital  it  invested,  named  by  you  as  owning 
foreign-built  vessels  under  foreign  flags,  have  declared  that  they  would  not  dream  (n 
tran^erring  their  vessels  to  American  registry  if  a  bill  similar  to  yours  was  passed, 
unless  tiiey  could  operate  them  also  in  the  coastwise  trade.  We  are  also  informed 
that  wiUiin  a  few  weeks  two  of  the  largest  of  American-built  ocean  steamships,  the 
Finland  and  Kroonlandy  of  13,000  tons,  have  had  their  American  flags  hauled  down 
by  the  company  owning  them,  and  have  been  transferred  to  Beldan  registry — their 
American  officers  (they  carried  no  American  crews)  meanwhile  naving  their  wages 
reduced  to  the  European  standard.  This  circumstance  is  being  cited  in  the  seaboard 
States  as  proof  of  the  utter  impracticability  of  a  free-ship  policy  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Amencan  merchant  marine,  and  as  a  confirmation  of  the  sagacity  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries,  to  which  your  bill  was  referred,  in 
voting  unanimously  the  other  day  against  the  free-ship  principle.  We  should  be  glad 
to  have  some  comment  from  you  as  to  this  significant  episode  of  the  Finland  and 
Kroonland. 

Doubtless  you  are  aware  that  Congress  by  statute  requires  sufficient  space  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  men  in  the  forecastles  of  American  ships,  and  requires, 
moreover,  a  more  varied  and  liberal  food  scale  for  the  crew  than  is  prescribed  on 
foreign  vessels.  Is  it  a  part  of  your  plan  to  ui^e  Congress  to  repeal  these  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  American  sailors  and  of  foreign  sailors  serving  beneath  the  Ameri- 
can flag?  Is  it  not  possible  that  such  a  move  on  your  part  would  arouse  fierce  resistance 
from  the  oi^nized  labor  of  America? 

Only  one  maritime  journal,  so  far  as  we  have  seen,  has  editorially  approved  your 
free-ship  proposition.  This  one  exception  is  Shipping  Illustrated,  of  New  York, 
establisned  a  few  years  ago  as  the  Amencan  edition  oi  Syren  and  Shipping,  of  London. 
It  has  been  and  is  published  by  British  subjects  in  the  interests  of  European  maritiine 
supremacy.  Its  present  apparent  owner,  whose  name  is  carried  at  tne  head  of  its 
editorial  page,  is  John  C.  Seager,  a  British  steamship  agent  of  New  York,  an  actfve 
enemy  of  the  Roosevelt-Taft-Root  ocean  mail  bill,  and  the  New  York  representative 
of  the  Lloyd-Brazileiro  Line  heavily  subsidized  by  the  Brazilian  Government.  This 
Brazilian  company,  it  is  announced,  has  lately  been  admitted  to  the  European  steam- 
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ship  trust  or  combination,  headed  by  Herr  Ballin  of  the  Hamburg- American  Company 
of  Germany,  which  has  long  monopolized  the  steamship  traffic  between  New  York 
and  South  Americ^.  You  will  find  some  rather  startling  facts  as  to  the  operations  of 
this  European  "combine  "  set  forth  in  consular  reports  and  mercantile  correspondence 
in  Senate  Document  225,  first  session  Sixtieth  Congress.  We  are  inclosing  a  copy 
of  the  editorial  comment  of  this  official  ox^an  of  the  European  steamship  combination, 
which  has  been  devoting  a  large  part  of  its  editorial  space  to  denunciations  of  the 
ocean  mail  bill  of  President  Roosevelt,  President-elect  Taft,  and  Secretary  Root. 
Apparently  these  European  ship  monopolists  prefer  your  own  plan  for  the  simple 
reason  that  they  agree  with  American  shipping  interests  in  the  belief  that  it  would  be 
entirely  ineffective.

Mr  Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22d  instant,  relating  to  my 
speech  in  behalf  of  American  maritime  commerce,  and  your  letter  was  certaimy  quite 
interesting,  due  chiefly  to  the  self-assurance  with  which  you  clot&e  yourself  in  passing 
on  my  biU  and  speech. 

Permit  me  to  say,  Mi;^  Penton,  that  I  am  quite  satisfied  from  the  hundreds  of  com- 
mendatory letters  and  newspapers  clippings  that  are  being  received  in  my  mail  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  in  response  to  that  speech,  that  the  ''unanimous  and  earnest 
opposition  among  American  maritime  interests''  is  decidedly  not  the  unanimous 
expression  of  the  people  of  our  country. 

In  fact  there  appears  to  be  a  wonderfully  wide-spread  sentiment  on  the  part  of  the 
voting  population  of  the  United  States  in  favor  of  the  measure  and  the  views  I  espouse, 
as  opposed  to  the  subsidy  grabs  which  you  are  advocating. 

Tne  thinly  veiled  threat  in  your  letter  to  wit:  ''Is  it  not  possible  that  such  a  move 
on  your  part  would  arouse  fierce  resistance  from  the  organized  labor  of  America," 
is  amusing  to  say  the  least. 

To  those  who  know  the  conflict  that  has  existed  between  labor  and  yourself,  as  pub- 
lisher of  the  Marine  Review  and  the  Iron  Trade  Review,  it  would  appear  that  you 
have  a  long  road  to  travel  ere  you  can  convince  labor  that  you  are  woriang  for  its  best 
interests,  by  advocating  the  distribution  of  government  moneys  to  the  wealthy  cor- 
porate interests  of  this  country.

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Steenerson,  the  remedy  for  the  existing 
evil,  proposed  in  your  speech,  I  believe,  is  to  ne^^otiate  treaties  with 
foreign  nations  which  would  result  in  making  the  wages  paid  to  sea- 
men on  the  American  coastwise  traffic  the  wages  of  the  ocean-going 
world  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  speaks  for  itself. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  want  to  see  if  I  4inderstand  you. 

Mr.  Steenerson,  Well,  you  understand  what  is  printed  there,  I 
suppose.     What  is  the  use  of  quibbling  over  what  is  in  that  speech? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Since  you  will  not  answer  directly 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  won't  answer  direct? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.   Yes. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  asked  me  what  is  in  the  speech,  and  I  say 
it  appears  there. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  asked  you  if  that  is  what  you  meant. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  meant  what  I  said,  I  suppose.  I  don't  think 
it  is  necessary  to  go  into  theories  about  how  to  restore  the  merchant 
marine. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  Went  into  that  on  your  direct  examina- 
tion. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  that  was  a  part  of  the  letter  to  Mr.  Force; 
that  part  of  the  speech  was  sent  to  Mr.  Force. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Have  you  ever  taken  any  steps  to  communi- 
cate with  the  authorities  of  anv  foreign  nation  to  determine  for  your- 
self whether  that  scheme  would^  be  practicable  or  not  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Has  any  information  come  to  you  in  any  way 
which  would  lead  you  to  think  that  foreign  governments  woulcf  unite 
with  us  in  adopting  a  remedy  which  woukl  enable  us  to  compete  with 
them  on  the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir.  I  would  say  that  when  that  speech 
came  to  the  Sailors'  Union  president,  he  wrote  me  a  letter  criticising 
it  and  pointed  out  another  way,  and  I  made  up  my  mind  that  he  knew 
more  about  it  than  I  did.  I  was  a  novice  in  the  matter.  His  sug- 
gestion was  to  abolish  peonage,  or  at  least  enforced  service  at  sea, 
so  that  our  competitors  couhl  not  get  the  crew  for  lower  wages  than 
we  could.  Of  course,  if  you  raise  the  wages  of  vour  competitor,  raise 
the  wages  that  they  have  to  pay,  that  would  be  the  same  as  giving 
a  subsidy  to  us.  I  agreed  witn  him,  and  so  I  didn't  take  hold  of  that 
inquiry;  I  only  made  that  suggestion  in  that  speech. 

ilr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask  here  whether  any- 
thing has  been  done  toward  having  it  ascertained  from  the  records  of 
the  House  stenographers  or  otherwise,  just  what  the  facts  were  in 
regard  to  the  printing  of  this  speech  of  Mr.  Steenerson  in  the  perma- 
nent Record  of  the  3d,  as  if  delivered  on  the  3d,  when  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  was  delivered  on  the  2d  of  March  ? 

The  Chairman.  I  spoke  to  the  stenographers  personally  about  it, 
and  they  are  readjr  to  come  over  here  if  you  want  them,  i  ou  can  get 
them  here  to-day  if  you  want  them. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  this  speech  you  make  the  statement,  I 
think,  Mr.  Steenerson,  that  the  snips  Japan  has  on  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
her  new  ones,  have  a  speed  of  25  Imots  an  hour  and  a  cargo  capacity 
of  16,000  tons.     Where  did  you  get  that  information  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  remember.  I  heard  it  somewhere  or 
read  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  can  not  tell  us  where  you  got  that  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No.  It  was  a  long  time  ago,  and  I  simply  stated 
what  I  had  been  told.  I  don't  know  but  what  I  heard  somebody  say 
it  on  the  floor  of  the  House  before  that.  Very  likely  I  read  it  in  a 
newspaper  article. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  in  making  this  speech, 
when  you  saw  anything  in  the  newspaper  you  assumed  it  was  true  ana 
presented  it  to  the  House  as  a  fact  without  knowing  anything  more 
about  it  ?  * 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Speeches  made  in  the  House  are  based  on  the 
best  information  that  we  have.  It  may  be  they  are  based  on  things 
we  see  in  the  pubUc  press,  or  sometimes  it  may  be  on  mere  talk.  A 
speech  in  the  House  is  not  a  deposition. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  did  not  consider  it,  then,  as  a  matter  of 
any  importance  in  making  a  statement  to  the  House  as  of  yoiu"  own 
knowledge  whether  you  read  it  in  some  newspaper  or  heard  a  tran- 
sient nmior  about  it  or  whether  you  investigated  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  based  it  upon  the  best  information  I  had. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  would  consider  a  mere  statement  in  the 
newspaper  as  sufficient  ground  for  making  a  statement,  would  you  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know  that  it  was  a  mere  statement  in 
the  newspaper.  I  hadn't  looked  it  up.  I  know  that  I  regarded  it  as 
reliable.  It  would  be  of  no  interest  to  the  newspaper  to  misrepresent 
such  a  thing. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Do  vou  know  anything  about  the  speed  of  the 
Japanese  ships  referred  to  s 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  do  not.  I  would  not  be  surprised  but  what  I 
read  that  article  about  the  Japanese  ships  in  the  Scientific  American. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Say  in  the  same  speech  that  they  have  a 
cargo  capacity  of  16,000  tons.     Where  did  vou  get  that  information? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  presume  from  something  I  read. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  now  whether  or  not  that  was 
true? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it.  There  are  so 
manj^  kinds  of  tonnage,  it  is  impossible  to  say.  It  may  be  gross  or 
net;  it  might  be  such  a  thing  that  they  would  carry  that  much  in 
their  big  ships. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  W^hich  kind  of  tonnage  is  the  most  that  a  ship 
can  have — gross,  or  registered,  or  displacement,  or  what  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  not  a  marine  expert. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  don't  know? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  liable  to  get  mixed  on  those  things;  almost 
anyone  is.     I  think  those  statements,  however,  refer  to  cargo  capacity. 

JVlr.  Worthington.  Is  cargo  capacity  more  or  less  than  gross  ton- 
nage ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  vou  know  anything  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  t  don't  know  anything  about  it,  but  I  supposed 
it  was  more.     I  think  it  is  in  evidence  here  by  these  marine  experts 
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from  Cleveland,  Mr.  Goulder  and  others;  I  think  they  stated  that  the 
boats  carried  more  ore  than  their  registered  tonnage.  That  is  my 
recollection. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  compara- 
tive expense  of  running  these  ships  of  the  American  Line,  to  which 
you  referred  in  your  direct  examination,  compared  to  the  running  of 
the  Japanese  ships  you  have  just  spoken  of? 

Mr.  Steenebson.  I  know  m  a  general  way  something  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Is  it  uot  twicc  as  great  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  should  not  wonder,  but  it  was  because  they 
hire  their  crews  in  Japan  where  the  wages  are  much  lower  even  than 
Southampton.  The  American  Line  hire  part  of  their  crew  at  South- 
ampton at  lower  wages  than  New  York,  and  Japan  hires  her  crew  at 
lower  wages  than  Southampton. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  What  rate  of  pay  do  these  vessels  get  under 
the  ocean-mail  act  of  1891  ?  I  am  referring  to  the  vessels  of  the 
American  Line. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  believe  it  is  $4  a  mile. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  On  the  outward  voyage  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  is  the  highest  rate. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  I  think  they  get  the  highest  rate  of  pay, 
because  they  are  20-knot  ships. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  rate  of  pay  do  these  Japanese  vessels 
get  from  the  Japanese  Government  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  quotcd  from  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Navigation  in  your  speech.  I  would  like  to  read  you  from 
the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  for  1909,  on  page  32, 
what  IS  said  on  the  subject  and  ask  you 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  is  a  report  subsequent  to  my  speech. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Yes;  I  understand  that. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  ask  you  whether  you  had  any  information 
whatever  different  from  this  when  you  maae  your  speech  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  object  to  counsel  reading  from  a  publication 
after  I  made  my  speech. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  asking  you  if  your  information  at  that 
time  was  different  from  this  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  has  not  stated  that  he  knew  anything  at  all 
about  this  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  had  no  opportunity  to  examine  that 
report. 

The  Chairman.  If  you  will  state  your  question,  Mr.  Worthington 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  wiU  ask  you  whether  or  not  you  knew  at 
the  time  you  made  your  speech  that  the  subsidy  to  these  Japanese 
vessels  was  at  the  rate  of  $12  per  nautical  mile  one  way,  compared 
to  the  rate  of  $4.60  provided  by  the  American  ocean  mail  act  of  1891  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No,  sir;  and  I  don't  think  anybody  else  did  at 
that  time.  You  are  referring  to  a  report  printed  for  the  year  1909, 
which  has  just  been  published  a  few  montns  ago. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  In  the  same  speech  you  use  this  expression: 

'  Any  freight  ship  can  act  as  a  collier,  and  we  should  remember  that  there  are  several 
thousand  of  American  re^stry  engaged  in  domestic  coastwise  traffic  capable  of  being 
used  for  this  piurpose. 
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What  are  the  ships  you  referred  to  there  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  that  speaks  for  itself.  Any  ship  can 
carry  coal  that  can  carry  any  other  freight.  , 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Where  did  you  get  your  information  that  there 
are  several  thousand  such  freight  ships  that  could  act  as  colliers  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Several  thousand  ships  in  the  merchant  marine, 
ocean-going  according  to  the  report  you  have  just  had  there,  for  that 
year.  I  should  not  tnink  it  would  l>e  any  more  dij£cult  to  carry  coal 
than  to  carry  sugar  or  any  other  freight;  at  least,  they  could  rear- 
range those  vessels  so  that  they  could  carry  coal. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  I  would  like  to  know,  in  making  this  speech 
on  this  important  matter,  whether  j^ou  made  these  statements  with- 
out looking  up  the  matter  at  all,  or  whether  you  were  speaking  at 
random. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  read  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Navi- 

f Ration.  I  think  he  gives  a  list  and  the  size  of  the  vessels.  I  had 
earned  from  the  official  documents  that  there  were  several  thousand 
vessels.  Of  course,  that  includes  the  coastwise  trade.  I  think  I 
iiemember  now  that  I  telephoned  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  in  the 
Navy  Department  something  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  you  think  you  got  that  information  from 
the  Navy  Department  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know  just  what  part  of  it  I  got.  I  tried 
to  get  all  the  information  available,  and  I  think  it  is  perfectly  obvious 
that  anv  boat  that  can  sail  the  ocean  can  carry  coal  as  well  as  wheat 
or  anything  else  like  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  not  speaking  about  that,  but  the  expres- 
sion you  use  as  to  the  number  of  them.  You  said  there  was  several 
thousand  of  them. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  The  report  of  the  Conmiissioner  of  Navigation 
showed  that  there  were  25,000  vessels  altogether,  large  and  small. 

Mr.  W^orthington.  How  many  of  those  are  steam,  and  how  many 
sailing  vessels  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  the  report  shows  that.  I  didn't  learn  it 
by  heart.  I  didn't  suppose  that  a  Congressman  would  be  cross- 
examined  on  his  speech.  This  is  the  first  instance,  I  think,  in  his- 
tory  

Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  instance  in  which 
a  committee  has  had  to  examine  such  a  case  as  this  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  you  had  better  ask  your  questions.  You 
are  getting  into  a  side  issue. 

ifr.  Worthington.  You  have  referred  in  your  direct  examination 
or  statement  to  the  amount  that  is  paid  under  the  act  of  1891  to  cer- 
tain vessels  or  lines  carrying  the  mails  and  compared  it  with  other 
compensation.  Now,  do  you  mean  to  have  it  recorded  here  that 
those  ships  are  paid  that  for  nothing  but  carrying  the  mails  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  simplv  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  mean  in  quoting  from  him  and  using 
that  statement  to  have  it  appear  that  those  vessels  are  paid  for 
carrying  the  mails,  get  their  money  from  carrying  the  mails  and  for 
nothing  else  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  I  made  any  statement  about  it. 
My  recollection  is  that  I  stated  the  rate  of  pay  that  they  got. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  You  stated  the  rate  of  ply  that  certain  lines 
received  and  spoke  of  it  as  amounting  to  a  subsidy,  did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  said  that  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  that 
they  shall  not  receive  more  than  the  total  sea  and  inland  postage 
and  that  the  foreign  ships  received  the  sea  postage.  Now,  the  sea 
postage  is  less  than  the  sea  and  inland  combmed,  and  in  the  execu- 
tion of  that  law  Mr.  Stewart  showed  that  they  paid  the  foreign 
vessels  less  than  one-half,  and  the  statement  I  introduced  from  the 
Postmaster-Generars  office  showed  just  what  they  did  pay. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTOic.  Did  you  not  testify,  saying  in  your  letter  to 
Mr.  Force  that  certain  lines  are  subsidfzed,  that  they  were  paid 
certain  amounts  under  the  act  of  1891  for  the  carrying  of  mail? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  there  is  a  misunderstanding.  Of  course, 
everybody  admits  that  the  ships  under  the  act  of  1891  are  subsidized, 
because  that  is  popularly  known  as  a  subsidy;  but  I  said  that  all 
ships,  American  registered  ships,  that  carried  the  mails,  get  inore 
than  the  price  paid  to  foreign  ships,  and  therefore  it  was  proper  to 
say  that  they  were  subsidized  for  carrying  the  mails. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  waut  to  ask  you,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  if  they 
are  not  paid  for  quite  a  number  of  other  things  besides  carrying  the 
mails,  so  that  your  statement  about  their  being  subsidized  is  not 
correct  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  are  making  an  unjust  argument  there  in 
your  questions,  because  I  simply  refer  to  the  law.  The  law  speaks 
for  itself.  It  says  the  American  ships  shall  receive  more  for  carrying 
the  mail  than  foreign  ships,  and  they  do  receive  more,  according  to 
Mr.  Stewart. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Docs  not  the  ocean  mail  act  require  that  the 
vessels  shall  be  built  in  this  countrv  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  not  talking  about  the  ocean  mail  act. 
You  are  mixed. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Thank  you.     What  were  you  talking  about? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  talking  about  the  vessels  that  were  carry- 
ing mails  outside  of  the  ocean  mail  act — the  vessels  carrying  mail 
under  the  Revised  Statutes.  Of  course  everybody  agrees  that  the 
ships  sailing  under  the  act  of  1891  are  subsidized,  'there  is  no  dispute 
about  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  am  disputing  it  now  in  the  sense  in  which 
you  are  using  the  term.  I  am  asking  you  whether  the  act  of  1891 
does  not  require  that  all  vessels  getting  the  benefit  of  that  act  shall 
be  built  in  tnis  country  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  does  it  not  make  certain  requirements  as 
to  the  citizenship  of  the  officers  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  We  have  gone  over  that.  It  requires  that  one- 
fourth  shall  be  citizens  of  the  united  States.     I  think  all  the  officers. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Does  it  not  contain  a  requirement  as  to  Amer- 
ican boys  being  cadets  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  it  requires  that  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
seamen  shall  be  Americans  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes ;  and  that  is  what  I  tried  to  explain  is  evaded 
by  the  American  Line« 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Does  it  not  also  reqiiire  that  those  ships  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  National  Gro vernment  when  needed  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  the  act  has  been  printed  in  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  I  think  it  is  right  here.  If  you  want  to  know  what  is 
in  it,  it  can  be  printed  a^ain.  I  think  we  had  a  great  discussion  in 
the  committee  when  this  ocean  mail  amendment  was  up,  as  to 
whether  there  should  not  be  additional  requirements,  both  as  to 
speed  and  as  to  turning  them  over  to  the  (Government. 
lilMr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Docs  uot  the  act  of  1891  also  require  that 
each  vessel  operating  under  it  must  provide  for  the  sorting  of  mail 
while  the  vessel  is  at  sea? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  not  looked  particularly  into  that.  I 
have  the  act  right  here.  If  you  want  to  take  the  time  to  exanoine  it, 
you  can  find  it.     I  should  think  all  vessels  would  sort  the  mail  at  sea. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  You  think  they  should  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes^  to  expedite  the  mails. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  mquire,  before  you  made  your  speech, 
whether  or  not  that  act  requires  ships  to  hire  a  force  of  mail  clerks, 
to  provide  such  a  force  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Will  you  point  out  what  section  you  are  referring 
to? 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  am  trying  to  find  out  how  much  you  knew 
about  the  matter  when  you  made  your  speech. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  was  quite  lamiUar  with  the  matter. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  remember  you  stated  at  the  beginning 
of  your  speech — 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Poet-Offices  and  Poet-Roads,  I  have  had  occasion 
to  consider  this  matter  very  carefully.  • 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  all  those  things  are  specified  in  the 
law. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  know  whether  those  mail  clerks,  so 
carried,  should  rank  as  first  cabin  or  second  cabin  passengers  ?      • 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Do  you  think  that  is  in  the  act  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  am  not  speaking  now  about  what  is  in  the 
act,  but  wkat  is  rejquired  of  these  vessels  in  carrying  out  this  service, 
in  practical  operation.  As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Post- 
Office  and  Post-Roads,  do  you  know  what  sea  post  service  is  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  am  not  a  member  of  that  committee  now. 

Mr.  Worthington.  But  you  were  a  member  for  a  long  time? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  do  know. 

*^fr.  Worthington.  What  is  sea  post  service  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  they  have  some  clerks  on  the  ships. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  know  whether  ships  carry  them  free, 
or  whether  the  Government  pays  for  them — their  room  and  trans- 
portation ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  not  seen  the  instructions,  but  I  believe 
that  they  are  carried  free.     They  ought  to  be. 

ilr.  Worthington.  Do  you  Know  whether  anything  of  that  kind 
applies  to  service  on  the  Cunard  Line,  or  whether  they  simply  carry 
the  mails  in  bulk  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  WTiat  has  the  Cunard  Line  got  to  do  with  it? 
It  seems  to  me  you  are  going  a  good  ways  out  of  the  way. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  am  not  on  the  witness  stand,  but  you  are 
making  a  comparison  between  our  lines  and  the  other  lines,  and 
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speaking  of  our  lines  as  subsidized.  I  am  trying  to  show,  out  of  your 
own  mouth,  that  they  are  not  subsidized  in  the  broad  sense;  and  I 
am  trying  to  find  out  from  you,  if  you  know,  whether  they  simply 
take  tne  mails  in  bulk. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  there  is  nothing  in  the  law  that  makes  that 
requirement.  The  instructions  and  rules  issued  under  the  law  may 
require  those  things.  I  don't  think  it  amounts  to  much.  But  you 
win  observe  from  tne  Postmaster-GreneraPs  letter  that  the  total  weight 
of  the  mail  carried  in  foreign  bottoms  was  much  greater  than  the  total 
weight  of  the  mail  carried  m  American  bottoms,  and  that  the  pay  was 
over  twice  as  much. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Is  sea  Dost  service  provided  without  any  extra 
pay  on  any  vessels  running  from  this  country,  except  under  the  act 
of  1891? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  This  sea  post  pay  is  spoken  of  in  Mr.  Stewart's 
statement  printed  here. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  am  trying  to  find  out  how  much  you  know 
about  the  matter  concemijig  which  you  made  that  speech. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  I  am  prepared  to  discuss  that 
speech  now. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  mean,  after  putting  it  in  evidence  and 
speaking  about  it  in  your  direct  testimony,  that  you  decline  to  be 
cross-examined  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Oh,  no;  but  I  will  let  the  speech  speak  for  itself. 
I  think  it  is  a  very  fair  statement.  I  have  had  other  matters  under 
consideration  and  I  have  not  given  these  postal  rates  and  the  postal 
practices  special  attention  since  I  was  left  off  the  committee. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  number  of  steam- 
ships that  ply  between  this  country  and  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Of  course  I  have  some  idea.  You  mean  regular 
Unes,  or  tramp  ?  ^ 

Mr.  Worthington.  Regular  lines. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  some  idea. 

Mr.  Worthington.  About  how  many  steamships,  would  you  say  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  should  think  there  would  be  50  or  60,  or  per- 
haps more. 

Mr.  Worthington.  And  many  of  them  carry  our  flag? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  only  know  from  hearsay,  and  I  don't  know 
that  for  certain. 

Mr.  Worthington,  Are  there  anv,  except  the  four  of  the  American 
line? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  As  I  have  never  been  there  to  see  for  myself,  I 
only  know  from  report.     I  suppose  those  four. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  make  statements  in 
your  speech  to  Congress  as  of  your  own  knowledge,  based  upon  some- 
thing you  read  in  the  newspaper,  and  you  won't  answer  my  question 
because 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Are  you  referring  to  my  speech  now? 

Mr.  Worthington.  No;  I  am  not  now. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  is  the  purpose  of  the  question? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  want  me  to  testify  to  how  many  carry  the 
American  flag  on  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  say  between  this  countrj'  and  Europe. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  know. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  of  any  but  the  four  of  the  Ameri- 
can Line  that  you  have  named  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge;  but  I  presume  there 
are. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  many  do  you  think  there  are  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  would  not  undertake  to  mention. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  vou  think  that  there  are  a  few  or  a  good 
many  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Of  course  there  are  a  few.  There  will  be  a  very 
few,  if  there  are  any.  I  suppose  there  are  some.  I  think  they  have 
been  mentioned  here  in  the  hearing,  some  of  them. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Those  four  are  operating  under  the  ocean- 
mail  act  of  1891.     Are  there  any  others  operating  under  that  act? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  Mr.  Stewart  gave  a  list  of  those  operating 
under  the  act  of  1891,  and  they  are  all  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  There 
is  the  Red  D  Line  and  the  Cuba  Line.     He  gives  a  number  of  ships. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Do  you  know  that  two  years  ago  there  were 
at  least  three  other  ships  besides  those  four.that  were  running  between 
this  country  and  Europe,  carrying  the  American  flag — the  Kroon- 
land  and  the  Finland  and  the  Sandand,  of  the  Red  Star  Line  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  It  seems  to  me  that  they  were  mentioned  here 
as  running  on  the  Pacific. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Oh,  you  think  they  ran  on  the  Pacific.  I  ask 
you  whether  two  years  ago  they  were  not  carrying  the  American  flag  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  will  leave  that  to  you. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  they  were  built  in  the 
United  States  and  owned  ty  American  citizens  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  There  has  been  a  lot  of  stuff  about  that  m  the 
American  Flag,  but  inasmuch  as  nearly  everything  you  see  there  has 
been  more  or  less  distorted 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  that  about  two  years  ago  they 
pulled  down  the  American  flag  and  put  up  the  flag  of  Belgium  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  was  not  present 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  vou  ever  read  it  in  the  newspapers  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  I  saw  it  in  the  American  Flag.  I  am 
like  Roberts,  I  cite  the  ^Tlag.'' 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Were  those  three  vessels  operated  under  the 
ocean  mail  act  of  1891  at  the  time  they  transferred  their  flag  to 
Belgium  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  should  not  thmk  so. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Was  it  not  for  that  reason  that  we  lost  them  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  can  not  prove  it  by  me. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Dou't  you  know  it  as  a  fact  that  that  was  the 
reason,  and  because  they  were  not  fast  enough  to  get  the  $4  a  mile  rate 
under  the  ocean  mail  act  of  1891  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don't  think  there  has  been  any  explanation 
given  in  any  of  this  literature.  At  least  it  did  not  come  to  my  notice 
and  I  didn  t  feel  that  the  KroonUmd  and  Finland  ships  were  an  issue 
here.     I  did  not  undertake  to  investigate. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  you  have  said  in  your  speech,  and  I 
think  you  have  repeated  here,  that  you  feel  humiliated  that  our  „ 
flag  is  almost  driven  from  the  ocean  so  far  as  merchant  service  is 
concerned. 
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Mr.  St££N£Bson.  We  all  regret  that;  yes.  We  regret  that  we 
can  not  do  a  profitable  business  in  that  line. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  You  refer  in  your  letter  to  Mr.  Force  to  the 
Humphrey  bill  as  vicious  legislation,  I  believe.    Am  I  correct? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  don^t  think  you  are  correct  in  any  of  your  con- 
structions about  the  letter  to  Mr.  Force. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Let  us  see  what  page  that  is  on.  You  say  in 
that  letter: 

I  am  in  hopes  that  some  proposition  will  be  worked  out  that  will  be  an  improvement 
on  the  former  one,  for  certainly,  according  to  my  judgment,  the  bill  referred  to,  which 
was  defeated  in  the  last  Congress,  was  a  vicious  bill  and  never  would  have  accom- 
plished what  was  claimed  for  it. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  That  was  the  bill  defeated  in  the  last  Congress  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  show  you  what  purports  to  be  a  copy  of 
Senate  No.  28,  of  the  last  Congress,  and  ask  you  if  that  is  the  bul  to 
which  vou  refer  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  thought  you  said  it  was  the  Humphrey  bill  ? 
He  could  not  introduce  a  oill  in  the  Senate.  That  is  a  distorted 
copy;  that  is,  you  have  mutilated  it. 

Air.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  that  it  is  dis- 
torted, that  it  is  mutilated  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Because  it  is  cut  oflF  in  the  margin  and  pasted 
on  different  papers.  I  could  not  testify  as  to  the  contents  of  that 
bill.  You  see,  this  has  been  pasted  on  two  different  sheets  there 
[indicating].  If  you  have  the  bill  as  it  came  from  the  document 
room,  I  will  be  able  to  tell  about  it. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Senate  28  was  the  bill  vou  referred  to,  then  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  that  was  the  bill  that  was  defeated  in 
the  last  Congress. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Well,  I  will  ask  you  whether  the  bill  you 
referred  to  as  a  vicious  bill  did  not  simply  provide  that  the  Postmas- 
ter-General was  authorized  to  pav  for  ocean  mail  service  under  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891,  to  vessels  oi  the  second  class  en  route  to  South 
America,  to  the  Philippines,  to  Japan,  to  China,  and  to  Australia, 
4,000  miles  or  more  in  length,  outward  voyage,  at  a  rate  per  mile  not 
exceeding  the  rate  applicable  to  vessels  in  the  first  class  as  provided 
in  said  act,  and  to  vessels  in  the  third  class  on  said  routes,  at  a  rate 
per  mile  not  exceeding  the  rate  applicable  to  vessels  of  the  second 
class,  as  provided  in  said  act;  whether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  did  not 
simply  raise  the  rate  of  pay  which  was  given  to  slow-going  vessels  ? 

Mr.  Ste£nerson.  I  believe  it  raised  the  rate  of  the  second-class 
vessels  to  the  pay  given  to  first  class,  and  the  pay  of  the  third  class 
to  those  given  the  second  class,  and  the  pay  of  the  fourth  class  to 
the  paygiven  third  class,  did  it  not  ? 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  That  is  right.  Now,  what  was  there  vicious 
about  that  ? 

Mr.  St££NE1^80N.  Well,  it  was  my  opinion  that  it  would  be  vicious 
to  pay  that  much  for  slow  ships,  on  the  theory  that  they  were  an 
fkuxiliary  part  of  the  navy,  wnen  ships  as  slow  as  that  would  be 
more  likely  to  fall  into  the  nands  of  faster  ships  of  the  other  side. 

I  don't  know  whether  this  is  the  print  or  not  (referring  to  the  bill 
which  was  handed  him  by  Mr.  Worthington).  Do  you  think  this  is 
the  print  that  was  used  at  the  time  the  bill  was  pending  i 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  I  have  no  question  that  that  was  the  bill  just 
as  it  passed  the  Senate,  Mr.  Steenerson.  I  offer  this  in  evidence  to 
go  into  the  record,  so  that  there  can  be  no  question  about  it;  that 
this  is  the  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  and  was  voted  upon  by  the 
House  last  March. 

The  Chairman.  It  will  be  admitted  in  evidence,  subject  to  being 
corrected  if  it  is  not  a  correct  copy. 

(The  bill  referred  to  was  marked  ^'Exhibit  124,*'  and  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  to  wit:)

AN  ACT  To  amend  the  act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  nlnetyH)ne,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  ocean  mail  service  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  porU  and  to  promote  commerce." 

Be  it  enact^  by  the  Senate  and  Hou^e  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Postmaster-General  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  for 
ocean  mail  service  under  the  act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
in  vessels  of  the  second  class  on  routes  to  South  America,  to  the  Philippines,  to  Japan, 
to  China,  and  to  Australaf^ia,  four  thousand  miles  or  more  in  length,  outward  voyage, 
at  a  rate  per  mile  not  exceeding  the  rate  applicable  to  vessels  of  the  first  class  as  pro- 
vided in  said  act,  and  in  vessels  of  the  third  class  on  said  routes  at  a  rate  per  mile  not 
exceeding  the  rate  applicable  to  vessels  of  the  second  class,  as  provided  in  said  act: 
Provided f  That  if  no  contract  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  a  line  of 
ships  between  a  port  on  the  Atlantic  coast  south  of  Cape  Charles  and  South  American 
Dorts,  the  Postmaster-General  shall,  provided  two  or  more  lines  are  established  from 
North  Atlantic  ports,  require  that  one  of  said  lines  shall,  upon  each  outward  and 
homeward  voyage,  touch  at  at  least  two  ports  on  the  Atlantic  coast  south  of  Cape 
Charles,  regard  being  had  in  the  selection  of  such  ports  of  call  to  geographical  location 
and  to  the  volume  of  the  export  and  import  business  of  the  ports  so  selected :  Provided 
further,  That  the  total  expenditure  for  foreign  mail  service  in  any  one  year  shall  not 
exceed  the  estimated  revenue  therefrom  for  that  year. 

Passed  the  Senate  March  20,  1908.

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  vou  regard  the  ocean  mail  act  of  1891  as  a 
vicious  law  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  No;  but  T  regard  the  decrease  in  the  speed 

The  Chairman.  I  do  not  Hke  to  interrupt  the  examination,  but 
what  is  the  purpose  of  all  this  Hne  of  inquiry^  ? 

(Discussion  followed  which  was  not  reported.) 

ilr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  This  letter  of  Mr.  Steenerson  to  Mr.  Forco 
started  it,  and  I  think  a  liberal  rule  ought  to  be  followed  in  regard  to 
cross-examination. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  an  objection  to 
counsel's  statements  that  my  letter  started  the  whole  thing.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  had  never  said  a  word,  and  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  sent  a  letter  attacking  me,  attacking  my  honesty  and  my 
patriotism.  That  was  sent  to  me  with  a  request  for  my  views.  So 
that  started  it;  they  started  it,  and  not  I. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  In  view  of  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman  that 
the  committee  doubts  the  usefulness  of  this  line  of  examination,  I  will 
suspend  it. 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  I  understand  that  concludes  the  cross-examina- 
tion. 

Air.  WoRTHiNGTON.  It  does  unless  you  have  something  more  to  say. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  have  not  very  much.  On  looking  over  the 
testimony,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  noticed  that  in  a  great  many  of  the 
questions  the  counsel  has  persisted  in  including  the  statement  that  I 
nave  made  a  charge  or  referred  to  my  letter  to  Mr.  Force  as  a  charge 
against  the  Merchant  Marine  League.  I  made  up  my  mind  I  would 
look  carefully  into  that  question  and  I  did  do  so,  and  I  want  to  submit 
to  the  committee  that  under  a  fair  and  correct  use  of  English  and  a 
fair  interpretation  of  language,  my  letter  to  Mr.  Force  does  not  contain 
a  charge  against  anyone.  I  stated  in  my  answers  that  they  were  my 
views,  and  I  w^as  requested  to  give  my  views.  Now,  the  principal 
word  in  that  sentence,  which  is  italicised  in  the  American  Flag  and 
which  begins  with  the  words  "of  courae  you  understand  that  the 
Merchant  Marine  League,''  and  so  forth,  the  principal  word  is  the 
word  *' understand;"  and  the  third  subdivision  of  the  explanation  of 
that  word  in  Webster's  Dictionary  is  as  follows: 

To  take  or  suppoee  to  mean;  to  apprehend  conjecturally  or  inferentially;  believe; 
imagine  on  some  ground,  as  "I  certainly  understood  you  tg  make  that  promise." 

I  sent  the  pamphlet  containing  my  article  to  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress and  asked  tnem  to  have  their  grammarian  construe  that  sen- 
tence and  state  his  idea  of  the  meanmg  of  the  words.  I  agree  that 
his  reply  is  a  correct  analysis  of  the  sentence.  I  submit  that  counsel's 
construction  is  utterly  unwarranted,  because  he  has  garbled  the  sen- 
tence by  leaving  out  the  principal  clause  in  the  sentence.  I  would 
like  to  read  what  the  gramm&nan  of  the  Library  of  Congress  says, 
and  I  will  adopt  it  as  my  explanation  [reading  from  memorandum]: 

Complex  sentence,  main  clause  ''Of  course  you  understand;''  subordinate  clauses 
all  the  rest. 

Subject,  "you." 

Predicate,  "understand." 

Object,  the  two  subordinate  clauses. 

"Of  course"  is  a  conjunctive  phrase. 

The  most  important  word  is  of  course  the  predicate  "understand."  When  used  in 
this  way  its  significance  is  conjectural  or  inferential,  as  you  may  infer  or  conjecture,  or, 
as  much  as  to  say  if  you  use  your  judgment  or  understanding  you  will  conclude  that. 
It  has  by  no  means  the  force  of  a  direct  statement  such  as,  for  instance,  "The  Merchant 
Marine  League  is,"  and  so  forth,  would  have.  Whatever  follows  the  word  "under- 
stand "  therefore  would  be  of  the  nature  of  a  conjecture  or  supposition. 

The  committee  should  remember,  in  considering  the  circumstances 
under  which  that  language  was  used  in  that  letter,  that  Mr.  Force 
inclosed  inside  his  letter  the  letter  from  the  league  which  is  in  evi- 
dence (Exhibit  No.  7),  and  the  league  had  sent  out,  as  I  am  advised, 
before  I  wrote  my  letter,  a  printed  circular  copy  of  their  letter  to  Mr. 
Ktistennann,  which  is  Exhibit  No.  6  (p.  52  oi  record),  and  the  other 
literature  that  thev  had  issued  up  to  that  time. 

I  think  that  is  all  I  have  to  say. 

TESTIMONT  OF  JOHN  A.  PENTON  (Recalled). 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Without  any  questions  from  me,  w^ill  you 
proceed  to  make  any  additional  statement  that  you  ^\isli  to  have  go 
m  the  record? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  looked  over  all  the  testimony  since  our  recess,  and 
there  are  a  number  of  things  not  testified  to  that  I  wish  to  intro- 
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duce,  and  to  save  time  I  will  do  so  in  a  straight-away  statement 
without  questions. 

First.  On  the  first  day  of  the  proceedings  here  there  was  intro- 
duced a  copy  of  the  November  Flag.  No  questions  have  been  asked 
in  reference  to  the  insertion  of  the  names  of  three  Congressmen 
there — Mr.  Mann,  Mr.  McDermott,  and  Mr.  Wilson.  I  wisn  to  ex- 
plain that  Mr.  Maxwell  in  using  their  names 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  object  to  that  statement.  Mr.  Maxwell  only 
could  be  a  competent  witness  as  to  what  he  meant.  Mr.  Penton 
knew  nothing  about  the  article  until  months  after  it  was  published. 
He  can  not  testify  as  to  Mr.  Maxwell's  intention. 

The  Chairman.  I  don't  think  you  can  testify  as  to  what  Mr, 
Maxwell  meant  or  did  not  mean  when  he  wrote  that  letter. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  talk  with  Mr.  Maxwell  about  that 
letter,  or  speak  of  it? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  submit  that  that  makes  it  no  more  relevant. 

Mr.  Worthington.  It  ought  to  be  competent,  I  think,  if  for  no 
other  reason  than  because  it  has  been  brought  out  here  that  Mr. 
Penton's  executive  committee  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  gen- 
erally did  not  do  anything  about  retracting  or  taking  action  in  regard 
to  what  Mr.  Maxwell  had  put  into  the  Flag  during  the  short  time  he 
was  running  it,  and  he  ougnt  to  be  allowed  to  explain  why  as  to  that 
matter 

The  Chairman.  He  may  explain  why  the  American  Flag  did  not 
make  any  retraction,  but  I  don't  think  he  can  explain  what  Mr. 
Maxwell  thought  when  he  wrote  this  article. 

Mr.  Worthington.  He  can  state,  then,  what  he  understood  to  be 
the  meaning  of  it,  as  a  reason  for  not  having  a  retraction. 

The  Chairman.  If  he  chooses  to  state  that  he  believed  there  was 
no  reflection  on  them,  he  can  state  it,  but  he  can  not  state  what  Mr. 
Maxwell  thought  about  it. 

Mr.  Penton.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  don't  believe  any  reflection .  was 
intended  on  any  of  those  Congressmen — Mr.  Mann,  Mr.  Wilson,  and 
Mr.  McDermott.  Testimony  was  produced  here  to  show  that  two 
representatives  of  the  press  had  sent  out  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
the  Beef  trust,  among  others — if  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  Beef  trust — 
were  behind  the  affairs  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League.  It  was 
demonstrated  by  the  American  Flag  that  that  could  not  be  so,  because 
these  three  Congressmen  were  from  packing-house  districts,  and  they 
voted  against  the  measure.  Consequently,  we  have  not  made  any 
retraction  of  that  for  the  reason  that  we  have  not  understood  that 
there  was  any  reflection  upon  those  gentlemen.  We  simply  said  that 
statement  could  not  be  true  about  the  Beef  trust. 

With  reference  to  foreign  interference  in  American  shipping 
matters,  I  want  to  read  a  little  memorandum  on  page  13  of  the  near- 
ings,  from  a  very  eminent  citizen  of  New  York  City.  I  have  a  reason 
for  this.  In  speaking  of  a  resolution  which  was  before  the  New  York 
Chamber  of  (Jommerce,  Mr.  Waldo  Smith  made  some  assertions,  as 
follows : 

The  foreign  ships  which  now  convey  nine-tenths  of  our  ocean  commerce  are  inva- 
riably built  abroad,  officered  abroad,  manned  abroad,  repaired  abroad.  If  they  can 
possibly  help  it,  they  never  use  a  pound  of  American  material  except  coal,  or  yield  eo 
much  as  a  aime  to  American  labor  beyond  the  stevedores.    The  managers  of  these 
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foreign  eteamship  companies  are,  as  a  rule,  aliens,  sent  over  to  the  United  States.  The 
very  clerks  in  their  omces  are,  as  far  as  can  be,  brought  from  Europe.  These  foreign 
steamship  agencies  are  virtually  little  European  colonies  on  American  soil,  etc. 

I  want  to  say  that  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Smith  in  New 
York  recently,  in  which  he  gave  me  a  lot  of  information  concerning 
the  statement,  which  I  don't  wish  to  take  your  time  to  read.  There 
are  a  few  paragraphs  that  I  would  Uke  the  committee  to  look  over. 

The  Chairman.  They  are  in  the  record  now? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  at  page  13,  and  I  think  they  are  quite  impor- 
tant. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  As  indicating  that  he  is  an  important  witness  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  submit  this  is  in  part  a  copy  of  the  Gallinger 
report  and  is  in  the  record. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  the  committee  will  read  it. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  want  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the 
important  sources  of  information  for  some  of  the  things  contained  in 
the  American  Flag  is  in  the  records  of  the  office  of  the  fiiterstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  which  I  intended  to  put  in  evidence.  It  is  a  book 
twice  as  large  as  that,  and  I  think  it  will  substantiate  90  per  cent  of 
the  statements  made  here  with  reference  to  the  extent  of  foreign 
influence  over  here. 

Mr.  Worthington.  What  is  the  title  of  the  case  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  The  Cosmopolitan  Company  aj^ainst  the  Hamburg- 
American  Line.  I  have  oniy  one  copv  of  it.  It  is  a  very  important 
document.  It  contains  copies  of  bills  of  lading,  photo-en^avings, 
and  is  a  very  complete  report.  It  is  prepared  by  the  best-informed 
men  in  America  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Does  it  charge  the  existence  of  a  shipping  lobby  or 
does  it  bear  upon  any  charges  against  Mr.  Klistermann  or  Mr.  Steen- 
erson  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know  what  it  shows  about  Mr.  Kiistermann 
and  Mr.  Steenerson,  and  as  the  book  is  not  here  I  can  not  tell  what  it 
showe.  I  think  the  committee  can  determine  itself  whether  it  is  of 
value. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  don't  know  whether  it  is  material? 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  can  understand  how  a  representative  of  the 
foreign  shipping  interests  might  object  to  it,  but  I  can  not  understand 
how  counsel  for  Mr.  Steenerson  or  Mr.  Kiistermann  could  object  to  it. 

The  Chairman.  The  book  has  been  referred  to  and  the  committee 
can  read  it  of  their  own  motion. 

Mr.  Penton.  The  testimony  was  given  here  the  other  day  by  Mr. 
Steenerson  to  the  effect  that  practically  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  the  steel- 
ship  building  concerns  were  contributors  to  the  league.  I  have  a 
book  here  which  shows  there  are  50  more  steel-ship  buuding  concerns. 
This  is  the  Blue  Book  of  American  Shipping.  I  would  Uke  to  have 
one  page  put  in  the  record.  Of  course  some  of  these  are  small  con- 
cerns, but  most  of  them  are  larger  than  the  Moran  Brothers  Company, 
which  was  referred  to.  There  are  35  on  salt  water  and  19  on  fresh 
water — builders  of  steel  vessels — 54  all  together.  This  is  the  1908 
book.  I  presume  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  are  not  more  than  50 
now.  I  would  like  to  have  those  two  paragraphs  put  in  as  part  of 
the  record.

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The  Chairman.  The  list  referred  to  can  go  m.     What  is  that  book! 
Mr.  Penton.  This  is  the  Blue  Book  of  American  Shipping,  which 
gives  a  list  of  the  steel-ship  building  concerns.

The  Chairman.  This  book  belongs  to  the  Library  of  Congress, 
does  it  not  t 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  it  does.  With  our  location  up  there  and 
the  campaign  we  made  for  members  when  we  first  started  I  am 
surprised  we  did  not  get  more,  but  there  are  54  altogether. 

It  was  stated  here  that  while  Mr.  Steenerson  got  other  letters  from 
the  league  previous  to  1908,  that  they  were  mislaid.  I  want  to  say 
that  no  Congressman  whatever  got  any  series  of  letters  prior  to  1908. 

Mr.  Ralston.  1909,  his  testimony  was. 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  I  think  his  testimony  was  1908. 

Mr.  Ralston.  July;  1909. 

Mr.  Worthington.  He  said  prior  to  that  time  he  had  received 
numerous  letters.     I  think  he  said  1908. 

Mr.  Penton.  None  were  sent  previous  to  that  time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Previous  to  what  time  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  1908. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Was  that  the  first  letter  you  sent  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  We  sent  out  no  series  of  letters  previous  to  that 
time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Well,  what  was  the  date  j^ou  began  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Some  time  in  1908. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  What  time  in  1908? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don^t  remember  now;  some  montlis  after  we  were 

reorganized. 

The-  Chairman.  Mr.  Penton  has  merely  made  the  statement  that 
prior  to  1908  there  was  no  series  of  letters  sent  to  Congressmen. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  do  you  mean  by  series  of  letters? 

Mr.  Penton.  Well,  clippings,  and  so  forth. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  multigraph  lettere  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  send  letters  to  the  Committee  on  Post-Offices 
and  Post-Roads 

Mr.  Penton.  We  might  have. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Of  which  Mr.  Steenerson  was  a  member  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  there  might  have  been  some  sent  to  members 
of  that  committee,  but  I  doubt  it.  I  don't  believe  there  were  any 
sent  previous  to  1908.     There  are  none  in  testimony. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Previous  to  what  date  in  1908? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  can  not  tell  you  offhand,  now. 

a  Build  also  engines  and  boilers. 
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Mr.  Steenerson.  Have  you  any  record  in  your  books  to  show 
when  you  began  to  send  out  letters  to  the  members  of  the  Conunittee 
on  Post-OflSces  and  Post-Roads  of  the  House  of  Representatives  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  we  have  a  big  scrap  book  home.  I  haven't 
got  it  here. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  You  haven't  looked  at  it  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No  ;  but  I  know  that  for  some  months  after  Mr.  Butler 
became  president  we  did  not  do  anything. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  when  was  that  changed  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  In  1908,  some  time. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  As  near  as  you  can  tell. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  can  not  give  the  date.  I  don't  remember  what 
month  it  was.  But  from  the  first  year  or  two  of  the  league's  existence, 
we  didn't  send  out  anything  that  was  material. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Let  me  say  that  what  Mr.  Steenerson  said  on 
that  subject  is  on  page  953.     He  says  there: 

My  first  recollection  of  this  Merchant  Marine  League  was,  I  think,  soon  after  they 
organized.  At  any  rate,  it  was  not  long  after  the  piiblishing  of  the  report  of  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  Commission,  which  was  in  1905.  I  think  their  report  came  out  in  1906. 
I  received  a  large  number  of  letters,  but  never  answered  the  letters,  that  1  recall. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  am  willing  to  make  an  affidavit  that  I  sent  out  no 
letters  in  1905,  1906,  or  1907  to  Congressmen  or  committees.  A  num- 
ber of  letters  were  put  into  evidence  here  and,  barring  one,  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  that  any  one  single  letter  has  the  least  clause  in  it  that 
might  be  regarded  as  the  least  undignified  or  discourteous  to  anybody. 
You  might  find  some  little  reference  in  one 

The  Chairman.  Of  course  the  committee  will  take  into  considera- 
tion the  letters  and  read  the  letters.  As  much  as  the  committee 
desires  any  facts  that  you  can  give,  they  really  don't  want  your  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  those  letters  are  discourteous  or  not. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  agree  with  that  point. 

Mr.  Steenerson  said  in  his  testimony  the  last  day  he  was  on  the 
stand  that  he  had  reason  to  still  further  believe,  after  all  the  evi- 
dence, that  the  people  in  Cleveland  were  interested. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  merely  a  matter  of  opinion.  The  testimony 
is  before  the  committee  and  the  committee  is  going  to  consider  the 
testimony. 

Mr.  Penton.  All  right,  sir. 

I  want  to  submit  a  matter  that  has  not  been  referred  to  before  the 
committee,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  there  are  engineering  difficulties 
as  to  building  ships  on  the  Lakes  that  do  not  apply  as  to  building 
ships  on  salt  water.  They  have  to  be  built  in  a  difl'erent  way,  by  a 
different  method.  The  engines  have  to  be  built  below  the  water  fine 
and  the  piping  below  the  water  line,  and  a  lot  of  other  things.  So  the 
ships  that  have  come  from  the  Lakes  to  salt  water  have  never  been 
successful,  and  nobody  there  has  ever  dreamed  of  building  any  ships  on 
the  Lakes  to  sail  on  salt  water.  Mr.  Steenerson  submitted  a  state- 
ment on  the  last  day  he  was  on  the  stand  to  the  effect  that  the  average 
tonnage  of  the  vessel  on  salt  water  was  about  2,000  tons.  In  testi- 
mony that  he  put  in  himself  to  the  effect  that  the  Lamport  &  Holt 
Company  had  a  large  fleet,  he  gave  30  or  40  or  50  vessels  and  he  gave 
the  average  as  about  6,000.  And  even  they  are  most  of  them  too  small 
for  the  service.  A  6,000-ton  vessel  or  a  4,000-ton  vessel  could  not  go 
through  the  canal. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  say  vou  do  not  build  6,000-ton  vessels  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Not  for  the  canal.  They  could  not  go  through  the 
canal. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  do  you  mean  when  you  say  6,000  tons;  do  you 
mean  gross  or  registry  or  displacement  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Six  tnousand  tons  registry,  gross  registry.  Six  thou- 
sand tons  gross  registry  will  not  go  through  tne  Welland  Canal.  Two 
thousand  tons  will  carry  about  5,000  tons  cargo  capacity.  She  would 
not  go  through  the  canal. 

^&.  Ralston.  A  vessel  of  2,000  tons  gross  would  be  less  than  1,000 
net  tons,  would  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No:  it  would  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Well,  how  much  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  A  vessel  of  2,000  tons  register,  the  way  we  have  it 
figured  here,  cargo  capacity,  would  with  certain  materials  be  about 
two  and  a  half  times  her  registration.  You  know  a  boat  carrying  ore, 
for  instance,  only  carries  her  hold  about  one-fifth  full,  just  a  little 
rim,  and  the  balance  is  all  empty.  The  statement  was  made  on 
Friday  by  Mr.  Steenerson  that  in  his  judgment — and  I  want  to  sub- 
mit an  opinion,  as  his  was  an  opinion — the  shipbuilders  would  absorb 
any  bounty  or  ocean  pay.  I  wondered  how  the  shipbuilders  could 
get  that  if  the  ship  was  built  and  sold  and  then  resold,  and  then  resold 
again.  He  submitted  the  idea  that  the  shipbuilders  would  absorb 
all  the  ocean  mail  pay.  .  That  is  found  on  page  959.  If  anybody 
wants  to  look  it  up,  they  will  find  it  there.  I  wanted  to  quote  Mr. 
Post  again,  but  I  will  not  as  the  time  is  short  and  I  feel  that  the  com- 
mittee is  anxious  to  get  through. 

I  want  to  speak  on  one  other  point.  Mr.  Steenerson  laid  great 
stress  on  the  attitude  of  Congressman  Burton,  as  being  a  leader,  and 
so  forth.  He  has  at  no  time  ever  said  a  thing  about  the  motives  of 
any  people  in  Cleveland,  never  in  a  speech  or  in  any  written  article. 
The  result  would  not  be  very  comfortable  if  he  did,  I  think.  He  has 
never  at  any  time,  and  we  have  never  at  any  time,  submitted  any 
criticism  of  Congressman  Burton's  attitude.  1  want  to  say  that  the 
league  has  never  sent  out  any  pamphlets  with  reference  to  Congress- 
man fiurton  and  has  not  written  a  letter  in  reference  to  Congressman 
Burton.  I  want  to  say  we  have  always  felt  that  he  had  a  right  to  his 
own  ideas,  and  I  want  to  have  it  understood  that  we  have  carried  on 
the  policy  that  I  said  we  have  carried  on.  I  have  never  spoken  to 
Congressman  Burton  or  written  him  in  my  life,  and  I  don't  even 
know  his  successor  personally,  by  sight.  We  have  never  interfered 
with  any  man's  individual  views  and  have  the  greatest  respect  for 
them,  no  matter  what  they  may  be.  It  was  only  when  we  considered 
we  were  attacked  ourselves  that  we  took  the  attitude  we  did.  We 
have  never  had  any  quarrel  with  Mr.  Burton  and  he  has  never  cast 
any  reflection  on  anyoody  in  Cleveland  in  this  matter,  so  far  as  I 
know. 

As  to  the  letter  to  Mr.  Kiistermann  and  his  reply,  printed  at  the 
end  of  part  32  of  the  record,  I  want  to  say  that  I  wrote  him  as  nice  a 
letter  as  I  could  and  pointed  out  our  reasons  for  entertaining  the 
views  we  did  on  the  ocean  mail  act.  We  got  back  from  Mr.  Kiister- 
mann a  very  severe  communication,  in  which  he  accused  us  of  being 
subsidy  grabbers. 
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The  Chairman.  Those  letters  are  in  the  record  and  speak  for  them- 
selves. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  statement  was  long  after  your  attacks  on 
Congressman  Kiistermann. 

W^,  Penton.  No,  sir.  The  first  correspondence  we  had  with  Mr. 
Kustermann  that  I  know  anything  about  was  my  letter  to  him. 

The  Chairman.  The  letters  speak  for  themselves.  We  don't  want 
to  curtail  the  testimony,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  these  letters  are  in, 
and  that  it  is  a  matter  rather  for  argument.  The  letters  are  dated 
February,  1909. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  I  would  like  to  ask  this:  Did  you  see  the  proofs 
of  the  November  issue  of  the  Flag  before  they  were  printed  and 
^ent  out  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No,  sir;  I  was  not  in  or  near  the  oflTice.  I  was  more 
than  1,000  miles  away. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  Did  any  member  of  the  executive  committee, 
so  far  as  you  know,  see  that  proof  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  No;  nor  of  anv  other  Flag. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  You  simply  put  him  in  there  and  told  him  to  go 
ahead? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Maxwell  before  I  went 
away,  and  asked  him  to  be  as  conservative  as  he  could.  I  was  suflFer- 
ing  with  a  great  deal  of  pain  and  was  very  sick.  That  is  all  I  knew 
about  it  until  it  was  all  over. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  So  far  as  you  know,  did  he  consult  with  any 
members  of  the  executive  committee  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  am  positive  he  did  not. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  So,  so  far  as  you  know,  this  was  an  expressiou 
of  his  personal  opinion,  acting  as  an  individual,  not  under  any 
instructions  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Entirely  so,  and  disapproved  of  by  myself  as  soon  as 
I  saw  it  and  in  the  only  wav  I  could  do  it. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  How  about  the  December  number  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  wrote  tbe  article  about  Mr.  Kustermann  myself. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Renewing  the  attack  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  did  not  renew  any  attack.  There  is  an  article  in 
the  Flag — as  far  as  the  matter  of  Mr.  Steenerson  is  concerned,  I 
wrote  that  myself  and  I  submitted  that  to  no  one. 

Mr,  Ralston.  You  have  already  testified  that  the  last  paragraph 
of  your  article  referred  expressly  to  Congressman  Kustermann  in 
the  December  number,  on  page  36,  headed  ''Our  Wisconsin  Frjend.'' 

Mr.  Penton.  That  is  an  entirely  separate  article  from  the  one 
referring  to  Congressman  Steenerson.  I  don't  see  anything  objection- 
able in  that.  1  think  that  belongs  to  a  separate  article  and  the 
heading  has  been  taken  awaj.  I  think  if  you  will  look  si,t  the  Decem- 
ber Flag  you  will  find  that  is  true. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  responsible  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Nobody  else  but  me.     Yes;  I  am  responsible. 

Mr.  Ralston.  There  is  one  matter  I  neglected  to  ask  you  about 
in  connection  with  the  accounts.  You  distributed,  I  believe,  S1,OOQ 
in  prizes  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  to  whom  was  that  money  given  ? 
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Mr.  Penton.  The  books  are  not  here.  The  first  one  went  to  a 
young  man  in  a  high  school  in  Detroit.  The  second  one  went  to  the 
Iwew  England  States  somewhere,  and  as  to  the  rest  I  am  not  clear. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  what  way  was  that  $1,000  distributed  in  prizes? 

Mr.  Penton.  A  first  prize  of  $400,  second  prize  of  $300,  third  prize 
of  $200,  and  fourth  prize  of  $100. 

Mr.  RAL.STON.  Who  was  authorized  to  award  the  prizes? 

Mr.  Penton.  Those  papers  were  submitted  to  somebody  who 
went  over  them  and  ehnunated  all  but  about  a  half  a  dozen  or  a 
dozen.  Then  those  papers  were  taken  and  gone  over  by  some  gentle- 
men and  I  forget  who  they  were  now.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
J  forget  who  tney  were. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  offered  the  prize;  did  the  Merchant  Marine 
Lea^e  offer  the  prize  ? 

ifi.  Penton.  The  league  itself;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  to  whom  did  it  offer  the  prize? 

Mr.  Penton.  It  sent  out  circulars  to  all  busmess  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  United  States  asking  them  to  hang  it  up  or  post  it  up 
in  a  public  place  so  everybody  could  see  it.  The  circular  asked  for  a 
prize  essay  for  the  best  method  of  restoring  the  American  merchant 
marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  offered  here  extracts  from  pages  280  and 
281  of  this  book  entitled  '  ^Blue  Book  of  American  Shippmg,"  showing 
the  builders  of  steel  vessels  on  the  ocean.  Please  tell  me  which  are 
the  largest  ones. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  have  never  been  in  an  ocean  shipyard  in  my  life. 
I  would  say  the  Newport  News  would  be  the  largest,  and  then  I  aia 
not  sure  wnich  the  next  largest  is. 

Mr.  RaX'Ston.  Cramp  &  ^ns  ? 

Mr.  Penton  They  are  among  the  largest,  but  I  don't  think  th«y 
are  second  or  third. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  Fore  River  Company  is  amon^  the  largest  ^ 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  the  Fore  River  aAd  the  New  York  Company; 
X  should  say  they  would  come  second  and  third. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  Newport  News,  the  Fore  River,  the  New  York 
Shipyard,  and  Cramp  &  Sons. 

Mr.  Pentqn.  Cramp,  I  think,  sent  us  $10  or  $12;  the  Fore  River 
Company  sent  us  $10,  and  Mr.  Post  paid  his  dues  one  time. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  what  company  on  the  Pacific  coast  is  the  largest 
shipbuilding  company  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  thmk  the  Union  Iron  Works,  Mr.  Schwab's  comr 
panv. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  they  are  represented  among  youy  officials  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  They  are  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  are  in  the  officials  of  the  San  Francisco  League  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  They  may  be;  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  they  are  contributors;  at  least  their  ohiel 
ei^eineer 

Sir.  Penton.  What  about  him  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  a  contributor  to  your  league. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  yes. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  know. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Among  the  shipbuilders  on  the  Lakes  the  Great 
Lakes  Engineering  Company  is  a  contributor,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  remember. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  to  say  one  of  its  officers,  Mr.  Letchworth. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  remember  that.  I  have  known  him  for  fifteen 
years  or  more. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  he  is  a  contributor  to  your  fund  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  think  he  paid  his  dues;  yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  Detroit  Ship  Building  Company  is  also  a 
contributor  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  I  believe  they  paid  their  dues  once. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Those  are  both  large  ship-constructing  companies, 
are  they  not  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes. 
»     Mr.  Ralston.  In  view  of  these  facts,  why  did  you  state,  and  state 
repeatedly,  that  you  accepted  no  contributions  whatever  from  ship- 
building compames  and  that  you  refused  such  contributions  when 
they  were  offered  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  When  the  league  was  first  organized  that  policy  was 
not  as  definitely  outlined  as  when  it  was  reorganized.  It  was  out  of 
business  for  some  years.  When  it  was  reorganized  that  was  made 
very  plain;  and  those  items  of  $10  or  $20  apiece  to  which  you  refer 
are  in  payment  of  dues  for  membership  which  came  in  through  Mr. 
Goulder's  time  as  president.  After  that  we  accepted  no  member- 
ships and  accepted  no  money  from  any  such  source,  unless  it  might 
have  been  somebody  paying  $10  in  dues.  After  Mr.  Butler  was 
elected  president  of  the  league  we  made  up  our  minds  that  soliciting 
$10  in  tne  way  of  dues  was  not  worth  the  time  and  trouble,  and  that 
it  was  better  to  solicit  large  subscriptions  from  patriotic  citizens  when 
we  needed  money. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  books  produced  here  are  books  after  Mr. 
Goulder's  stepping  out,  and  they  are  the  ones  that  contain  these 
names. 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  memberships  were  secured  before  that  time, 
and  in  sending  out  bills  for  dues  it  seems  that  bills  were  sent  out  to 
those  few  people  interested  in  iron  and  steel. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  your  earlier  days,  what  shipbuilding  companies 
were  contributors  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  remember  any.  I  think  the  list  of  members 
remains.  I  know  the  American  Ship  Building  Company  in  Cleveland 
were  never  members  of  the  league.  That  is  a  very  large  concern  and 
uses  more  steel  and  employs  more  labor  than  any  other  three  concerns 
in  this  country. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  did  it  happen  that  they  were  not  members  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  remember.  We  never  tried  particularly  to 
get  them  and  I  never  had  any  discussion  with  Mr.  Wallace  about  it  in 
my  life. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  object,  among  other  things,  to  Mr.  Steenerson's 
speaking  of  your  recent  bill  as  vicious  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  I  haven't  anv  bill. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  mean  the  one  that  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Penton.  I  don't  think  any  merchant  marine  bill  ever  presented 
was  a  vicious  bill. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  object  to  Mr.  Burton  saying  that  it  is 
tainted  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Just  as  much  as  I  would  object  to  anybody  else  saying 
that  it  is  tainted.  He  said  it  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  he  didn't 
write  a  letter  about  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  He  said  it  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  which  was  more 
public  than  if  he  had  written  a  letter  about  it. 

Mr.  Penton.  We  have  a  good  deal  of  respect  for  what  a  Congress- 
man says  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  There  are  a  good  many  tnings 
that  they  say  worse  than  that,  if  I  remember  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  made  an  assertion  that  he  spoke  of  it  as  a 
tainted  bill.     Have  you  the  exact  language  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Tainted  with  subsidy  was  the  language. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Let  us  have  the  exact  language. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Steenerson  does  not  think  it  appears  in  the 
record  who  signed  Exhibit  No.  7. 

Mr.  Penton.  That  was  signed  with  a  rubber  stamp.  I  didn't  sign 
it  or  dictate  it.  I  know  Mr.  Maxwell  did.  I  know  by  two  or  three 
phrases  there  that  he  wrote  it,  and  I  would  like  to  speak  about  one. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  will  ask  about  that. 

Mr.  Penton.  If  there  was  any  one  thing  we  were  particular  about, 
it  was  not  to  use  the  word  ''Democrat''  or  ''Republican."  We 
resented  the  use  of  that  one  term  more  than  anything  else,  because 
there  was  no  such  thing  as  a  Democrat  or  Republican  so  far  as  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  is  concerned. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  all  in  evidence  ? 

Mr.  Penton.  Yes;  Exhibit  No.  7. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  want  to  ask,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  the  exhibits  show- 
ing the  accounts  of  the  league  have  ever  been  printed  ? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Worthington.  They  begin  at  page  904. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  have  here  a  copy  of  letters  from  Mr.  Joseph  R. 
Oldham,  an  engineer  and  marine  expert  of  Chicago  and  Cleveland, 
which  deal  with  the  distinction  between  registered  tonnage  and  net 
tonnage,  and  shows  the  size  of  vessels  rather  m  detail,  which  are  capa- 
ble of  being  built  in  Cleveland  and  passing  out  mto  the  ocean. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  And  also  about  the  total  amount  required  to 
subsidize. 

The  Chairman.  To  whom  were  the  letters  written  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  were  written  June  25  to  Mr.  Steenerson. 

(The  two  letters  reJFerred  to  were  marked  "Exhibit  No.  126''  and 
"Exhibit  No.  127,''  respectively,  and  are  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to  wit:) 

[Exhibit  No.  126.] 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  June  25y  1910, 
Hon.  Halvor  Steenerson,  M.  C, 

Washingtanj  D.  C. 

Dear  Sir:  I  am  obliged  by  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22d  instant.  As  regards 
the  letters  I  have  written  you  bearing  on  the  rehabilitation  of  our  merchant  marine 
for  the  foreign  trade,  I  may  say  that  I  have  no  objection  to  your  using  the  matter  as 
yon  think  best  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  the  small  copy  of  my  large  chart  illustra- 
tive of  shipbuilding  and  shipping;  but  the  original  chart  would  be  much  more  instruct- 
ive if  it  could  be  clearly  photographed.  In  case  I  did  not  make  clear  the  estimated 
cost  of  subsidizing  an  adequate  United  States  merchant  marine  for  the  foreign  trade, 
I  think  it  may  be  well  for  me  to  repeat  this  cost,  as  well  as  I  can,  though  I  have  no 
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copy.  It  will  require  $100,000,000  per  annum  to  pay  the  coet  of  subsidizing  an  ade- 
quate fleet  of  American  freight  steamers  for  the  ocean  foreign  trade.  This  is  a  laive 
sum  of  money,  but  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  minimizing  the  cost.  It  should  be 
looked  squarely  in  the  face.  Moreover,  such  coet  must  be  continuous,  ^nd  there 
must  be  no  talk  of  tapering  down  these  payments,  as  the  French  have  done,  with 
disastrous  results.  Indeed,  one  of  our  best  authorities,  engaged  in  the  Pacific  foreign 
trade,  emphatically  stated  in  mv  presence  that  a  subsidy  should  be  increased  rather 
than  diminished  with  time.  French  shipping,  which  increased  rapidly  for  a  few 
years  while  their  handsome  subsidy  lasted  at  its  high  rate,  has  fallen  aeplorably  since 
the  subsidy  has  been  reduced.  Their  trade  is  now  so  thoroughly  demoralized  that 
it  recalls  to  mind  the  saying  of  Lancaster  to  the  effect  that — 

Any  principle  which  secures  the  safety  and  support  of  the  individual  without 
personal  effort  or  the  vital  exercise  of  faculty  is  disastrous  to  moral  character,"  and  on 
French  ships  of  lat«  years  I  have  observed  a  total  lack  of  that  energy  characteristic  of 
the  nation.  Their  ships  made  such  long  voyages  that  their  time  of  arrival  could  never 
be  even  approximately  named,  and  there  appeared  to  be  a  want  of  eneigy  in  looking 
up  freights  when  they  did  arrive.  The  sustaining  power  of  their  subsidy  appeared  to 
be  greatly  exaggerated  in  the  minds  of  all.  It  demoralized  the  crew  from  tne  captain 
to  me  cook,  and  on  shore,  from  the  president  to  the  porter,  they  acted  as  if  that 
subsidy  should  alone  keep  them  going.  As  $100,000,000  i>er  annum  is  so  largely 
above  that  commonly  quoted  as  the  probable  cost  of  subsidizing  an  edequate  United 
States  merchant  marine,  it  may  be  well  for  me  to  show  how  i  arrive  at  that  cost. 
Unless  our  shipowners  are  reimbursed  to  the  full  amount  of  the  difference  in  cost  of 
operating  an  American  steamer  over  that  of  the  foreign  tramp,  they  will  not  be  able 
to  compete  with  the  foreigner.  Partial  assistance  would  be  useless.  Now,  suppose 
that  we  aim  to  possess  a  fleet  of  cargo  steamers  nearly  as  large  as  our  tonnage  in  ihe 
year  1855,  or  say  5,000,000  tpns,  which  is  about  two-thirds  that  of  the  German — which, 
by  the  way,  has  the  largest  average  sized  steamer  of  all  nations— or  one-third  tliat  o\ 
the  British  tonnage. 

The  size  of  an  average  tramp  steamer  is  about  2,500  tons,  and  2,000  vessels  of  2,500 
tons  each  amounts  to  5,000,000  tons.  Qne  of  these  steamers  could  make  ten  round  ^ip9 
of  2,800  miles  each  way  in  one  year,  and  she  would  cost  under  the  American  fls^K  $400  per 
day  to  operate.  A  similar  foreign  tramp,  of  the  same  capacity  and  speed,  can  be 
operated  for  $200  per  day.  Therefore  we  must  reimburse  our  owners  $200  per  day  for 
each  day  of  steaming,  and  if  our  vessels  steam  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  oays  in  the 
year  the  subsidy  would  amount  to  $50,000  per  annum'  for  one  ship  and  the  cost  of  2,000 
vessels  would  be  exactly  $100,000,000  per  annum. 

I  fear  that  nothing  less  than  this  would  pay  our  way  as  the  engine  department  of  an 
American  vessel  costs  three  times  as  much  as  that  of  the  foreign  tramp,  indeed  I  have 
found  the  cost  of  extra  men  required  by  United  States  vessels  over  a  foreign  tramp, 
exceeds  the  total  cost  of  the  engine-room  staff  of  the  foreigner. 

X  would  like  to  have  told  you  something  about  the  tonnage  laws  and  practice,  aa 
there  are  now  fewer  than  four  or  six  tonnages  commonly  quoted  in  talking  of  vessel 
capacity,  but  I  know  that  I  have  written  too  much  already.

Dear  Sir:  In  writing  vou  yesterday  I  gratuitously  referred  to  ship  tonnage,  and 
now  to-day's  papers  sqDply  an  excuse  for  such  reference. 

You  are  quoted  in  tnis  day's  Leader  as  saying  that  vessels  for  salt-w^ter  t^afi^ 
could  be  built  in  Cleveland,  and  tl^at  the  ave^e  ship  engaged  in  ocean  traffic  wa« 
about  2,000  tons. 

Yesse^s  of  that  tonnage  could  be  built  in  Cleveland  and  be  floated  to  the  Atlantic 
ocean  iptact.    Then  the  papers  quote  ypu  as  sfiying: 

"The  average  tonnage  of  a  vessel  engaged  in  over-sea  trade  is  fully  5,0Q0  toiis." 
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The  largest  stable  vessel  which  could  be  built  here  and  floated  to  the  ocean  intact 
would  be  250  by  43  by  26  and  would  have  a  registered  tonnage  of  about  2,000  tons. 
This  vessel  would  carry  fully  5,000  tons  dead  weight.  The  average  "tramp"  is  not 
over  2,500  tons  net  register,  tnough  she  can  carry  from  6,500  to  7,000  tons  dead  weight. 
''Tonnage"  is  a  complicated  question  as  it  may  mean  gross  register,  net  register, 
dead  weignt  ability,  cargo  tonnage,  or  'Misplacement."

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Have  you  your  letter  or  a  copy  of  your  letter 
of  the  22d  of  June  to  which  this  letter  just  offered  in  evidence  pur- 
ports to  be  a  reply  ? 

Mr.  Steenerson.  All  my  letters  are  packed  up  in  a  box*  to  be  sent 
to  Crookston. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  If  this  letter  from  Mr.  Oldham  to  Mr.  Steener- 
son is  to  go  in  I  would  like  to  have  the  letter  to  which  it  is  a  reply 
go  in,  so  we  will  have  the  whole  correspondence. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  I  think  that  has  been  packed  up.  We  have 
sent  our  mail  to  Crookston;  but  I  can  mail  it  down  to  you. 

The  Chairman.  Please  send  that  then. 

Mr.  Steenerson.  Yes.  sir;  I  will  do  so. 

TESTIH09Y  OF  JAMES  P.  O'MAHOSY. 

James  P.  O'Mahonv,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  reside  I 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Indianapolis. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  am  a  newspaper  man. 

The  Chairman.  Connected  with  what  paper  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  am  editor  of  a  weekly  paper  now. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  name  of  the  paper? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  The  Indiana  Catholic. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  do  other  newspaper  work  tool 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  newspaper  business} 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  About  twenty  vears. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ever  been  in  the  newspaper  business  in 
Washin^on  i 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  How  long  since  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  was  m  Washington  approximately  three  years. 
At  the  end  of  1898  and  also  part  of  1899  and  1900. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  teen  in  Washington  more  recently  than 
that  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Yes,  sir.    I  did  a  lot  of  bureau  work. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  what  year  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Well,  immediately  after  that;  I  couldn't  give  you 
the  date. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Give  it  as  near  as  you  can. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Some  time  in  1900. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Since  1900;  that  is,  for  the  past  ten  years  you  have 
not  been  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  STo;  except  to  visit.  I  have  not  worked  in  Wash- 
ington since  then. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  credited  with  having  some  special  knowl- 
edge of  the  existence  of  a  newspaper  lobby  here  against  ship  subsidy. 
Will  you  state  what  you  know  about  that  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  nave  no  special  knowledge. 

Mr.  Ralston.  ^Tiat  general  knowledge  have  you  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Previous  to  coming  to  Washington  I  was  on  the 
Baltimore  Sun. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  would  be  about  thirteen  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Yes.  I  want  to  introduce  that  fact.  I  was  a  war 
correspondent  during  the  Spanish-American  war  and  shipping 
reporter  in  the  port  of  Baltimore.  In  that  way  I  became  more  or 
less  interested  and  had  some  knowledge  of  shipping  affairs,  and  my 
mind  turned  in  that  direction,  so  to  speak.  Shortly  after  I  came  to 
Washington,  what  I  think  was  the  Frye  bill,  the  Frye  measure,  was 
being  talked  about  or  being  agitated,  and  as  nearly  as  I  can  recollect 
it  was  defeated  or  killed  in  its  infancy.  It  was  known  as  the  Frye 
bill  or  the  Hanna  bill  at  that  time.  About  that  time  I  was  on  tne 
Washington  Post,  and  I  did  some  bureau  work,  as  newspaper  men 
often  do  occasionally,  and  I  would  sometimes  take  a  story  to  a  paper 
and  send  it  in  connection  with  the  local  representative  of  the  paper, 
and  sometimes  send  a  story  out  of  town  myself.  I  did  some  work  of 
that  kind  in  connection  with  the  Cincinnati  Enqiiirer,  for  Colonel 
McBride;  for  the  Philadelphia  North  American,  for  Mr.  William  Bell; 
and  some  others.  As  far  as  I  recollect,  Mr.  Bell's  office  was  at  the 
Postal  Telegraph  office,  near  the  Washington  Post  office.  Once  when 
I  was  in  there  writing  a  story  on  the  machine  a  man  came  in  whose 
name,  I  believe,  was  Gaddis,  as  far  as  I  can  recollect. 

Mr.  Wobthington.  Gaddis  or  Glavis  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Gaddis,  as  far  as  I  can  remember.  He  placed 
some  copy  on  Mr.  Bell's  desk,  and  he  asked  Mr.  Bell  to  send  it  out, 
and  Mr.  Bell  said,  "Gaddis,  this  is  too  damnably  apparent,"  or 
"This  is  too  apparent,"  or  some  words  to  that  effect.  They  had 
some  words.  I  was  continuing  my  work,  which  was  other  work 
altogether,  and  I  didn't  pay  much  attention  until  after  Mr.  Gaddis 
went  out,  and  then  Mr.  Bell  said  to  me,  "Those  fellows  are  very  high 
handed,"  or  words  to  that  effect.  He  said,  "Dum  him,  let  him  mail 
that  copy  himself."  He  said,  "I  wouldn't  send  that  out  from  this 
office."  I  asked  what  it  was,  and  it  was  an  attack  of  some  kind  on 
the  ship-subsidy  matters  that  were  then  going  on.  I  had  frequent 
conversation  with  Mr.  Bell  in  reference  to  that  incident,  and  on  one 
occasion  a  man  named  Donald  M.  Smith,  or  Don  Smith  or  Schmidt,  a 
man  I  knew  by  appearance  there,  was  in  Mr.  Bell's  office  one  evening, 
and  he  asked  him  what  he  was  doing,  and  he  said  he  had  lost  his 

flace.  He  said,  "What  are  you  doing?"  and  he  replied,  "Oh,  well, 
am  picking  up  a  Uttle  through  Gaddis."  Smith  came  to  the  office 
several  times  while  I  happened  to  be  there,  and  I  got  the  impression 
and  had  the  impression  tnat  Smith  had  his  office  somewhere — I  am 
not  very  familiar  with  Washington  now,  but  somewhere  on  Four- 
teenth and  G  streets  or  in  there.  Schmidt  talked  effusively  at  that 
time  about  the  fact  that  Gaddis  or  the  parties  for  whom  he  worked 
had  four  stenographers  employed  and  were  kept  busy  getting  out 
copy  for  the  papers. 

Mr.  Longworth.  How  long  ago  was  that  ? 
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Mr.  O'Mahony.  That  mav  have  been  1901  or  1900.  I  will  correct 
jny  first  statement.     I  think  it  was  in  1901. 

Mr.  Ralston.  The  man  to  whom  you  refer  was  the  representative 
of  the  International  Mercantile  Marine,  was  he  not  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  That  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Was  he  not  the  predecessor  of  Mr.  Neale,  who  has 
appeared  here  as  a  witness,  representing  the  International  Mercantile 
Marine  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  Are  you  sure  his  name  was  Gaddis  and  not 
Glavis? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  would  not  be  positive.  I  never  got  acquainted 
with  the  man  at  all. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNQTON.  This  copy  was  an  attack,  you  say,  on  ship 
subsidy  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahont.  It  was,  as  I  understand  it.  It  was  against  the 
Frve  bill,  which  was  being  discussed  at  that  time. 

MT.  WoBTHiNOTON.  It  has  been  testified  before  this  committee 
that  a  man  named  Glavis  was  the  agent  or  at  least  the  paid  repre- 
sentative of  the  North  German  Lloyd  and  the  Hamburg-American 
Lone. 

Mr.  O'Mahont.  I  have  tried  to  see  something  about  this  investi- 

fation  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  was  going  to  be  summoned  here;  I 
ave  looked  in  the  newspapers,  but  I  have  found  nothing  about  it  in 
the  Indianapolis  papers,  and  so  I  do  not  know  what  has  gone  on  here 
at  all.     I  thought  the  man's  name  was  Gaddis. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  see  the  article  that  was  proposed  to  be 
sent  out  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No  ;  I  saw  the  article  in  bulk ;  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not  read  it  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  don't  know  what  its  contents  were,  whether  it 
favored  or  opposed  the  then  pending  subsidy  bill  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  My  beUef  is  that  it  opposed  it,  from  what  con- 
versation I  had  with  Mr.  Bell  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  more  recent  knowledge  of  the  matter 
than  ten  or  eleven  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Of  course  I  don't  know  the  scope  of  this  inquiry, 
and  I  may  be  outside  the  line  if  I  tell  things  that  happened  wnile  I 
was  not  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Ralston,   lou  can  tell  what  vou  know. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  was  on  the  Philadelphia  Record  later,  and  a 
telegram  came  there  one  night  from  Sir  Alfted  Harnsworth,  now  Lord 
Northcastle.  It  came  from  either  him  or  his  secretary,  possibly 
from  his  secretary;  but  it  said,  *^Sir  Alfred  Harnsworth  will  arrive 
in  Philadelphia  to-night  at  8  o'clock  and  will  be  at  the  Walton  Hotel, 
and  would  like  to  see  your  representative." 

The  Chaibman.  When  was  this  ? 

Mr.  O'Maiiony.  In  1901  and  1902,  it  must  have  been;  and  I  was 
sent  down  to  see  him.  The  city  editor  gave  me  the  telegram  and 
said,  **  You  go  do^wTi  and  show  this  gentleman  every  courtesy;  possiblj 
he  wants  to  be  interviewed."  I  went  down  and  had  lunch  with  Su* 
Alfred  Harmsworth  at  the  Walton  Hotel,  and  he  gave  me  a  story  in 
which  he  said  he  had  just  come  from  Cuba,  and  he  said  that  the 
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Cuban  Republic  could  not  last.  He  followed  it  up  by  saying,  *'We 
have  the  trade;  you  fellows  may  have  liberated  Cuba,  but  we  have 
the  trade;  we  have  the  bottoms  to  carry  the  trade  in,  and  it  is  stupid 
and  foolish  for  the  United  States  to  attempt  to  enter  into  competition 
with  England  on  the  high  seas  in  the  carrying  trade.''  I  wrote  the 
story,  and  it  was  only  partially  printed.  It  was  cut  and  mutilated. 
I  regarded  it  as  a  good  stoiy,  but  it  was  cut  and  mutilated,  And  only 
a  skeleton  of  the  story  as  I  wrote  it  was  published.  Sir  Alfred 
Harmsworth  remained  in  Philadelphia  several  days  and  visited  the 
newspaper  oiBices  to  see  their  machmery  and  how  they  were  equipped, 
because  he  was  a  newspaper  man  himself;  he  was  in  the  newspaper 
business;  and  then  he  left  for  AVashington  and  remained  in  Washing- 
ton for  quite  a  while.  That  incident  kind  of  worked  on  me  and  I  got 
the  idea  of  writing  articles  for  the  merchant  marine  cause  whenever 
I  felt  that  I  didn't  have  anything  else  to  do.  And  the  few  times  that 
I  broke  into  print — and  tnis  is  one  of  the  unfortunate  times^  that 
caused  me  to  be  summoned  here  to-day — that  is  the  only  article 
I  think  I  ever  wrote,  except  one  other,  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  quoted  by  Mr.  Maxwell  on  page  177  of  the 
record  as  having  said  that  when  you  were  in  Washmgton  it  was  a 
notorious  fact  that  money  was  being  paid  out  by  the  bureau  of  the 
foreign  shipping  interests  to  those  correspondents  who  would  send 
out  matter  against  proposed  subsidy  legislation. 

What  have  you  to  say  as  to  that  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  would  like  to  see  where  I  said  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  This  is  Mr.  Maxwell's  statement  about  you.  Did 
you  make  any  such  statement  as  that  to  Mr.  Maxwell  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  would  not  accept  that  at  all  as  my  statement. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  is  not  your  statement  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Let  me  see  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  will  read  it  to  you: 

Mr.  Maxwell.  Mr.  C.  3.  O'Mahony,  who  was  formerly  correapondent  for  the  Phila- 
delphia Record,  I  believe,  told  me  when  he  was  in  Wasnington  it  was  a  notorious  fact 
that  money  was  being  paid  out  by  the  bureau  of  the  foreign  shipping  interests  to  those 
correspondents  who  would  send  out  matter  against  proposed  subsidy  legislation,  and 
he  named  to  me  a  man  who  was  a  correspondent  here,  who  told  O'Mahony  that  he 
was  on  the  pay  roll  of  that  bureau. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  There  are  several  inaccuracies  in  that  statement. 
I  never  told  Mr.  Maxwell  except  what  appeared  in  that  letter.  I 
don't  think  I  had  any  conversation  with  Mr,  Maxwell  at  any  time, 
except  he  must  have  read  that  letter  of  course.  I  don't  think  I  saw 
Mr.  Maxwell  for  years  prior  to  the  time  that  he  came  back  from  this 
investigation,  when  I  met  him  on  the  street. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  mean  after  he  testified  here  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  do  you  know  of  any  man  who 
was  paid  money  by  any  foreign  shipping  interests  to  send  out  matter 
against  subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Do  you  mean  did  1  see  the  money  pass  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  khow  of  any  man  who  was  paid  money  for 
that  purpose? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No;  that  kind  of  business  is  not  done  that  way; 
they  don't  advertise  it. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  How  did  j^ou  see  il  done,  or  how  did  you  know  it 
was  done  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  If  I  could  recall  I  would  tell  you.  I  knew  ten 
men,  not  one,  but  I  would  say  ten,  that  I  had  heard  of — *' There  is  a 
fellow  that  is  on  the  pay  roll. " 

Mr.  Ralston.  On  the  pay  roll  of  whom  ? 

Mr.  O^Mahony.  Sometimes  the  Hamburg,  and  sometimes  the 
combination;  it  was  a  sort  of  combination;  I  don't  know  what  it  wias. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Instead  of  naming  perhaps  ten,  will  you  name  one  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  am  telling  you  the  name  of  a  man  named 
Donald  M.  Smith,  who  worked  for  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Very  well.     Who  else  ? 

Mr.  O'MAhony,  1  can  not  recall  another  one. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  can  not  recall  any  others  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony,  No;  I  don't  think  I  can. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Where  was  the  bureau  on  G  street  that  you  wrote 
Mr.  Maxwell  about  from  which  newspaper  matter  was  sent  out  for  the 
foreign-shipping  combine. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  letter  in  evidence  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  don't  think  it  is. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  have  it  right  here. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  in  the  June  number  of  the  Flag.  It  is  not  in 
the  record. 

Mr.  Worthington.  You  say  that  matter  is  not  in  the  record  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  No;  it  is  not  in  the  record.     You  state  here: 

Do  these  correspondents  who  continually  harp  on  the  "ship-eubsidv  lobby"  ever 
turn  their  Sphinx-like  lamps  on  the  colossal  foreign  and  domestic  lobby  that  has  for 
years  besieged  Washington  and  "subsidized  "  a  number  of  venal  newspapers  to  under- 
mine every  effort  to  pass  legislation  that  would  insure  us  enough  of  merchant  vessels 
to  coal  our  fleet  in  time  of  war? 

Will  you  name  the  venal  newspapers  which  have  beeti-so  subsi- 
dized? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Newspapers  are  subsidized  by  advertising. 

Mr.  Ralston.  W^hat  ones,  to  your  knowledge,  have  been  subsi- 
dized ? 

Mr.  O'MahOny.  I  would  have  to  take  up  the  list  of  papers  that  were 
opposed  to  the  ship-subsidy  measures  and  see  the  amount  of  adver- 
tismg  they  carried  before  I  could  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of  their  being 
subsidized  to  oppose  the  measure  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahon Y.  No ;  I  have  no  special  knowledge. 

Mr.  Ralston  (reading  from  the  article  referred  to): 

When  in  newspaper  work  in  Washington  I  was  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  two  foreign 
govermnents  maintained  permanent  bureaus  in  ^^ashington  to  fight  the  merchant- 
marine  measures. 

What  were  those  two  governments  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  want  to  correct  that.  I  mean  citizens  of  two 
foreign  governments.  I  wrote  that  letter  in  about  five  or  ten  minutes 
on  the  machine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  state  what  citizens  they  were? 

Mr.  O^Mahony.  I  could  not  state.  I  had  it  as  a  matter  of  general 
information  that  the  Hamburc-American  Line  and  the  Prince  Line, 
the  combination  of  ocean  lines,  had  tw^o  representatives  in  Washington; 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Who  were  their  representatives? 

Mr.  O'AIahony.  I  heard  Gaddis  was  one. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  who  was  the  other  ? 

Mr.  O^Mahony.  I  don't  know  the  other. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  state  that  the  great  foreign  steamship  agencies — 

maintained  on  G  street  in  Washington  a  corps  of  special  writers  and  financial  agents 
whose  sole  duty  was  to  prejudice  the  American  voter  against  the  *' terrible  steal  known 
as  the  ship  subsidy. " 

Will  you  tell  us,  please,  who  was  on  that  corps  of  special  writers 
and  financial  agents  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  gave  you  the  name  of  Mr.  Smith  as  one,  and  I 
suspect  Gaddis,  or  whatever  his  name  was,  was  in  some  way  concerned 
in  it.     I  knew  the  offices  on  G  street  by  general  reputation. 

The  Chairman.  What  was  that  office  on  G  street  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  It  was  where  Mr.  Smith  used  to  go. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  whereabouts  on  G  street  it  was  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  walked  down  that  wav  to-day  to  see  if  I  could 
identifv  the  place,  and  it  was  in  that  block  of  Fourteenth  and  G  streets, 
around  in  there  somewhere,  as  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  Ralston."  Who  had  charge  of  the  office  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ever  been  in  it  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  do  not,  of  your  own  knowledge,  know  what  was 
being  transacted  there  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No;  if  I  tried  I  couldn't  find  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  say — 

Let  the  light  be  turned  on  the  other  side  of  this  question  and  let  the  public  see  the 
operations  oi  the  foreign  lobby  in  Washington. 

What  is  the  foreign  lobby  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  That  to  which  I  have  already  alluded. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Nothing  further  than  that  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  say — 

But  the  agents  of  Hambure  and  London  and  Washington  were  able  to  get  in  their 
work  just  as  they  did  against  me  Hanna  bill. 

Referring  there  to  the  bill  recently  killed,  which  you  say  was  a  fair, 
reasonable,  and  sensible  bill. 

What  agents  of  Hamburg  and  London  in  Washington  got  in  their 
work  so  as  to  defeat  the  recent  bill  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  None,  unless  this  man  Gaddis  was  an  agent.  I 
don't  know. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  state  that  there  were  agents  here  and  that  they 
were  able  to  get  in  their  work  to  defeat  the  recent  bill.  Now,  who 
were  thev  ? 

Mr.  O'MAHONY.  That  opinion  is  an  opinion  created  in  my  mind  by 
about  eighteen  years  of  study  and  observation,  and  it  is  simply  like 
an  editorial  opinion,  just  the  same  as  if  an  editor  of  a  paper  should 
write  an  editorial  about  Congress  and  then  should  be  called  here  and 
asked  why  he  wrote  such  an  article  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  they  were  agents  of  Ham- 
burg and  I^ndon  ? 
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Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  have  no  doubt  in  the  world  about  it  in  my  own 
mind. 

Mr.  Ralston.  ^Vhat  evidence  have  you  of  it  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Newspaper  instinct. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Nothing  but  guess  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Well,  it  has  been  a  good  guide  to  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Will  you  assist  the  committee,  through  your  guess- 
ing, to  obtain  some  actual  knowledge  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  Not  bevond  what  I  have  said. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have,  then,  as  I  understand  you,  no  knowledge 
more  recent  than  ten  years  ago,  and  that  vou  have  largely  forgotten  ? 

Mr.  O'Mahon Y.  No ;  I  didn'  t  say  I  had  lorgotten  it.  I  remembered 
the  man. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  said  there  were  10  men,  and  you  mentioned  1. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  would  not  limit  the  number  to  10.  I  said  I 
could  mention  probably  in  those  days  not  less  than  10. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  don  t  see  why  you  should  limit  the  number  to  10 
at  all. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  If  you  would  permit  me  to  supplement  my  state- 
ment, I  would  think  the  gentlemen  in  London  and  Hamburg  were 
very  foolish  if  they  did  not  have  a  lobby  here. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  the  same  thing  you  would  do  if  you  had  an 
opportunity,  is  it? 

ilr.  O'Mahony.  From  a  publication  point  of  view,  I  think  I  would. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  luasmuch  as  this  letter  has  been  referred  to  in 
the  evidence  and  has  been  largely  read  from  by  Mr.  Ralston  in  his 
examination  of  this  witness,  I  uunk  it  ought  to  go  into  the  record. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  it  ought  to  go  in. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  will  offer  it.  It  is  an  article  from  the 
American  Flag  of  June,  1909. 

(The  article  referred  to  was  marked  "Exhibit  No.  128,"  and  is  in 
the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit:) 

[Exhibit  No.  128,] 
WORD  FROM  A  WASHINGTON  CORRESPONDENT. 

The  American  Flag  has  received  a  very  interesting  letter  from  Mr.  J.  T.  O'Mahony, 
editor  and  manager  of  the  Catholic  Columbian-Record,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  touching 
on  the  ways  'Mark  and  devious"  of  the  foreign  shipping  trust  that  seems  to  control 
the  Washin^n  l^islative  situation.  Mr.  O^ahony  was  formerly  marine  reporter 
on  the  Baltmiore  Sun  and  Baltimore  American,  and  later  was  attached  to  the  Wash- 
ington bureau  of  the  Philadelphia  Record.  Mr.  O'Mahony  is  an  able,  practical  news- 
paper man,  and  he  knows  wnereof  he  writes,  and  what  ne  writes  is  worth  reading. 
Mr.  O'Mahony's  letter  follows: 

Editor  of  The  American  Flag: 

I  was  much  interested  in  reading  the  article  in  the  May  15  issue  of  The  American 
Flag  entitled  "Millions  for  a  foreign  trust."  Certain  newspapers,  and  particularly 
certain  Washington  correspondents,  are  always  ready  to  assign  questionaole  motives 
to  those  who  vote  for  any  measure  that  aims  to  build  up  the  American  merchant 
marine.  We  read  of  "powerful  interests  being  at  work  to  pass  a  ship  subsidy  bill," 
and  of  course  the  word  subsidy"  in  the  Middle  Western  States  is  equivalent  to  a  cry 
of  "mad  dog."  Our  Democratic  brethren  at  once  "view  with  alarm"  anything  that 
smacks  of  "subsidy,"  even  if  the  term  is  applied  as  a  misnomer,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of 
the  measure  that  was  recently  defeated  by  four  votes  in  Congress.  Do  these  corre- 
spondents who  continually  harp  on  the  "ship  subsidy  lobby  "  ever  turn  their  sphinx- 
like lamps  on  the  colossal  foreign  and  domestic  looby  that  has  for  years  besieged 
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Waehington  and  *' subsidized'^  a  number  of  venal  newspapers  to  undermine  every 
effort  to  pass  l^g^lation  that  would  insure  us  enough  of  merchant  vessels  to  coal  our 
fleet  in  time  of  war? 

DEMOCRATIC  POLICY  CHIMERICAL. 

The  average  Democrat  will  say :  *  *  Give  us  free  trade  and  we  will  build  up  a  merchant 
marine.  It  was  England's  free  trade  policy  that  built  up  her  merchant  marine." 
On  this  matter,  bs  well  m  others,  the  Democrat  is  vague,  chimerical,  and  impractical. 
Even  if  we  were  to  remove  all  tariff  to-morrow  we  would  not  have  the  ships  we  need 
inside  of  a  dozen  years,  and  I  don't  admit  that  we  would  have  them  then.  Our 
merchant  marine  was  driven  from  the  seas  by  privateers  during  the  civil  war  and  by 
English  privateers.  Our  merchant  shipping  trade  did  not  die  as  a  result  of  England  s 
free-trade  policy,  but  as  a  result  of  England's  pirate  policy  on  the  high  seas  when  she 
built  privateers  to  aid  the  South.  England  to-day  gives  a  subsidv  to  English  ships 
to  carry  her  mails  under  her  own  flag.  So  does  her  ally  Japan;  so  does  Germany  and 
France.  WTien  in  newspaper  work  in  Washington  I  was  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  two 
foreign  governments  maintained  permanent  bureaus  at  Waahington  to  fight  the  mer- 
chant marine  measures. 

MAINTAIN   "influence"    BUREAUS. 

The  ^reat  foreign  steamship  agencies  maintained  on  G  street  in  Washington  a  corps 
of  special  writers  and  financial  agents  whose  sole  duty  was  to  prejudice  the  American 
voter  against  the  "terrible  steal  Known  as  the  ship  subsidy." 

It  has  been  said  that  the  American  people  are  the  most  easily  hoodwinked  people 
in  the  world. 

The  manner  in  which  their  representatives  killed  a  good  bill  in  Washington  a  few 
weeks  ago  shows  they  are.  Let  the  light  be  turned  on  the  other  side  of  this  question 
and  let  the  public  see  the  operations  of  the  foreign  lobby  in  Waehington. 

In  the  Spanish- American  war  we  were  the  laughing  stock  of  the  world  when  we  had 
to  beg,  borrow,  or  steal  sufllicient  colliers  to  coal  our  war  ships.  We  have  more  war 
ships  now  and  proportionately  fewer  colliers. 

The  bill  recently  killed  was  a  fair,  reasonable,  sensible  bill.  But  the  agents  of 
Hamburg  and  London  in  Washington  were  able  to  get  in  their  work,  just  as  tney  did 
against  the  Hanna  bill. 

FOREIQNERS  FIGHT  COMPETmON.

President  Taft  started  the  ball  rolling  in  his  Seattle  speech,  and  there  is  every  indi- 
cation that  the  Aldrich  Philistines  will  permit  the  steamship  companies  to  receive 
millions  of  dollars  in  contributions  from  the  Treasury  of  the  iJni tea  States,  notwith- 
standing there  was  a  deficit  of  $89,000,000  in  the  national  finances  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30. 

PLENTY  OP  OPPOSITION. 

There  will  be  plenty  of  opposition  to  the  passage  of  ship  subsidy  legislation.  Not 
only  the  Democrats  will  oppose  it.  There  will  be  a  few  Republicans  who  may  refuse 
to  bow  to  the  will  of  the  Taft-Aldrich-Cannon  triumvirate. 

However,  if  the  Taft  wing  of  the  party,  which  is  the  wing  that  will  hereafter  collect 
the  campaign  funds  of  the  special  interests,  have  resolved  to  have  ship  subsidy  legis- 
lation passed,  it  will  go  through  Congress.  Aldrich  will  grease  the  rails  for  it  to  slip 
through  the  Senate,  while  ^ood  old  ''Uncle  Joe"  will  officiate  in  the  House. 

Aldrich  and  Cannon,  with  the  President  of  the  United  States  backing  them  in 
everything  they  do,  are  still  in  control  of  the  law-making  machinery  of  tne  United 
States,  and  may  grind  out  any  kind  of  legislation  they  wish.  The  Democrats  and 
handful  of  so-called  insurgents  may  fight  until  the'  cows  come  home,  but  without 
much  hope  of  success  until  the  people  give  them  a  working  majority  in  Congress. 

WOULD  INCREASE  POST-OFFICE  DEFICIT. 

Some  critics  of  President  Taft's  ship  subsidy  ratification  speech  charge  that  he 
used  terms  that  were  nothing  if  not  misleading.  He  said  that  as  our  foreign  mail 
service  is  conducted  at  a  profit  of  $6,000,000  or  $7,000,000,  he  would  utilize  a  portion 
of  the  receipts  in  giving  subventions  to  one  or  two  experimental  new  lines  to  South 
America  and  the  Orient. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  President  did  not  explain  that  the  Post-OflSce  Depart- 
ment on  the  whole  is  run  at  a  loss,  and  that  if  the  $6,000,000  or  $7,000,000  of  profit 
accruing  from  the  foreign  mail  branch  of  the  department  should  be  donated  to  private 
shipowners  it  would  simply  mean  that  the  deficit  would  be  increased  by  those  amounts. 

That  something  should  be  done  to  resuscitate  American  shipping,  which,  according 
to  shipbuilders  and  shipowners  has  been  driven  from  the  seas  by  high  tariffs,  is  evi- 
dent to  both  political  parties. 

There  was  a  time,  in  the  fifties  and  sixties,  when  the  United  States  had  a  large  mer- 
chant marine.  It  flourished  without  the  aid  of  government  donations.  American 
shipping  dwindled,  owing  to  three  causes: 

1.  Antiquated  navigation  laws — retained  on  the  statute  books  largely  through  the 
influence  of  one  or  two  powerful  shipbuilders — which  refuse  American  registry  to 
vessels  purchased  abroad  or  to  those  in  which  a  foreigner  has  any  interest.

When  the  Merchant  Marine  League  printed  a  letter  in  the  June  issue  of  the  American 
Flag  from  Mr.  J.  P.  O'Mahony,  now  editor  and  manager  of  the  Catholic  Columbian 
Record,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  formerly  marine  reporter  on  the  Baltimore  Herald,  later 
with  the  Baltimore  Sun  as  war  correspondent,  and  who  was  on  the  Philadelphia 
Record  and  Washington  Post  for  several  years,  to  the  effect  that  the  great  foreign 
steamship  companies  maintained  in  Washington  *'  a  corps  of  special  writers  and  finan- 
cial agents  whose  sole  duty  was  to  prejudice  the  American  voter  against  the  'terrible 
steal  known  as  the  ship  subsidy'"  certain  Washington  correspondents  wrote  in  to 
us  and  said  "rot. "  These  correspondents  thought  they  were  very  wise.

As  the  mails  carried  it 
westward  it  next  appears  in  the  Hutchinson  (Kans.)  Gazette  October  16,  and  still 
a  day  later  in  the  Keno  (Nev.)  Journal.  How  about  it,  gentlemen?  Is  this  the 
"goods?"    Then,  if  it  is  the  "goods, "  who  is  putting  up  the  money  for  carrying  on 
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this  expensive  publicity  campaign?  Who  do  you  think  is  most  likely  to  put  up  the 
money?  Who  has  most  to  lose  by  the  establishment  of  a  formidable  American  mer- 
chant marine?  How  much  do  the  foreign  shipping  corporations  receive  from  handling 
90  per  cent  of  America 's  export  and  import  carrying  trade ?  A  sum  variously  estimated 
at  from  $150,000,000  to  $200,000,000  per  annum .  How  much  of  this  vast  sum  is  profit? 
Estimated  at  from  $30,000,000  to  $40,000,000  per  annum.  Then,  whose  interest  is 
it  to  fight  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  will  establish  an  American  built,  owned, . 
and  operated  merchant  marine?  Why  did  the  foreign  shipping  magnates  hold  a 
"secret"  meeting  in  London  the  early  part  of  October?  The  only  real  merchant- 
marine  issue:  American  necessity  v.  Foreign  opposition,  intrigue,  and  boodle. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  will  tell  you  how  that  came  about.  How  I  got 
onto  this  matter  in  the  first  place  was  this :  I  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Indianapolis  Star  attacking  the  Indiana  Congressmen  who  had 
voted  against  the  ship-subsidy  matter  because  the^  went  back  to 
their  districts  and  said  to  the  farmers^  ''We  are  immaculate;  we 
helped  defeat  the  big  steal  for  ship  subsidy,"  and  so  I  took  a  shy  at 
them  and  wrote  to  the  papers  saying  that  there  was  more  influence 
in  favor  of  the  foreign  snipping  interests  than  there  was  on  the 
other  side.  Mr.  Maxwell  then  wrote  to  Benjamin  F.  Lawrence,  of 
the  Indianapolis  Star,  and  asked  if  he  could  have  permission  to  reprint 
my  article  in  the  American  Flag. 

Mr.  Lawrence  said  to  me,  *'Mr.  Maxwell  evidently  doesn't  remem- 
ber you,  because  he  writes  to  me  for  permission  to  use  vour  letter 
in  the  American  Flag."  I  said,  ''What  is  the  American  Flag?"  He 
says,  "It  is  a  magazine  published  in  Cleveland."  So  about  two  days 
afterwards  I  got  a  letter  from  Mr.  Maxwell,  "Much  obliged  for  per- 
mission to  use  your  letter  in  the  American  Flag."  After  it  was 
used  I  got  a  letter  saying  that  all  the  newspapers  had  jumped  on  him 
saying  that  the  statements  therein  were  false,  and  he  wanted  to  know 
about  them,  and  I  wrote  him  back  and  said  they  were  not  false. 
The  next  thing  I  got  this  sheet  [indicating  Exhibit  129]. 

Mr.  Maxwell  must  have  gone  to  the  clipping  bureau  and  asked 
them  to  chp  the  papers  all  over  the  country  to  find  out  if  my  state- 
ment was  true,  and  he  came  back  with  this  and  sent  it  to  me.  This 
is  the  only  one  that  I  ever  saw,  but  I  thought  that  it  was  sent  around 
generally.     It  must  have  been  buried  if  it  didn't  go  out. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  I  think  that  is  all. 

Mr.  O'Mahony.  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  in  no  way  was  con- 
nected with  one  side  or  the  other  in  any  capacity  except  in  writing 
that  one  letter  I  wrote  for  the  Indianapolis  Star,  and  my  efforts  for 
the  merchant  marine  have  been  entirely  from  a  patriotic  motive  and 
none  other.     I  have  had  no  connection  whatever  with  any  bureau. 

TESTIMONY   OP  WHLIAM  A.  SHAW. 

William  A.  Shaw,  having  first  been  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Please  state  your  name,  residence,  and  occu- 
pation. 

Mr.  Shaw.  William  A.  Shaw,  journalist,  Dallas,  Tex. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  the  editor  of  the  Texas  Farmer,  I  believe? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  have  been  for  how  long  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Since  1885. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  are  interested  in  the  subject  of  ship  subsidy, 
are  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  As  a  question;  yes. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  recall  an  article  which  you  wrote  for  the 
Texas  Farmer  of  January  8,  1910  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Yes,  sir;  I  wrote  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  state  on  page  63  of  these  proceedings  that  the 
article  is  copied: 

*  1b  it  not  ground  of  suspicion  that  the  present  so-called  Democratic  party,  in  organic 
iorm,  spurns  offers  for  this  sectional  hannony;  and,  in  addition,  in  brazen  effrontery, 
cooperates  with  an  international  shipping  combine  that  has  robbed  us  of  billions  of 
dollars  and  is  really  making  the  sea  highway  hold-ups  more  oppressive? 

What  evidence  is  there  of  that  combine  vou  speak  of,  between  this 
international  shipping  combine  and  so-called  Democratic  party  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  do  not  allege  any 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  say  there  is  ground  for  suspicion.  Will  you 
state  what  that  is? 

Mr.  Shaw.  The  ground  of  suspicion  is  that  the  Democratic  party 
as  now  organized  is  opposed  to  the  ocean  mail  bill,  which  is  copied 
from  the  Democratic  administration  of  1845  and  was  indorsea  by 
Democrats  down  to  1855,  and  only  broken  into  by  the  civil  war. 
Now  they  are  opposed  to  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  because  in  the  past  fifty  years  you  think  there 
has  been  a  change  of  policy,  you  regard  that  as  a  ground  of  suspicion  ?

Because  of  the  appearance  in  the  Democratic  papers  of 
the  strongest  articles  that  can  oe  written  on  the  subject  opposing  the 
merchant  marine,  or  at  least  suggesting  no  feasible  method  for  reviv- 
ing the  merchant  marine. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ever  seen  any  article  in  any  Democratic 
or  other  paper  in  this  country  opposing  tL  merchant  marine  i 

Mr.  Shaw.  No.  Really,  tnat  is  one  of  the  evidences  I  have  for 
the  suspicion  that  the  leaders  of  the  Democracy  are  with  the  other 
side.  They  pretend  to  be  for  the  merchant  marine,  and  yet  they  will 
not  suggest  a  single  feasible  thing  to  give  it  encouragement,  and  oppose 
everytnmg  offered  that  is  feasible. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  th«^t  the  only  ground  for  this  sentence  in  your 
article  ? 

Find  out  why  the  so-called  Democratic  national  committee  seems  so  thoroughly 
under  European  steamship  influence. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Well,  no;  I  got  the  information  on  the  statement — 
I  could  not  tell  you  where,  but  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Democratic 
committee.  I  can  not  give  his  name.  He  was  a  man  that  was 
credited  with  a  $50,000  contribution  to  the  Democratic  campaign, 
and  he  was  originally  a  representative  of  the  foreign  shipping  interests 
in  New  York.

No  one  doubts  that  there  is  a  combination  between  many  leading  foreign  steamship 
corporations  and  foreign  importing  and  banking  interests  to  prevent,  if  possible,  any 
legislation  in  the  United  States  for  protection  or  upbuilding  ol  an  American  merchant 
marine. 
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What  evidence  have  you  of  any  such  combination  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Some  of  the  evidence  on  which  I  base  that  belief  or 
conclusion  has  been  gotten  from  speeches  made  in  Congress.  It 
seems  to  have  been  a  generally  accepted  fact  that  there  has  been  a 
shipping  combination  against  this  country,  and  it  is  known  that 
they  have  taken  billions  of  dollars  from  this  country  since  the  war 
in  profits  that  we  ought  to  have  had.  The  stake  they  have  won 
ana  the  greater  stake  they  are  playing  for,  convinces  me  that  any 
man  that  will  sell  and  is  worth  buying,  any  newspaper  that  will  sell 
and  is  worth  buying,  any  Congressman  that  will  sell  and  is  worth 
buying,  or  any  interest,  any  railroad  that  will  sell  and  is  worth 
buying,  they  have  got  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  any  Congressmen  that  will  sell  and 
are  worth  buying,  that  they  have  gotten  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  My  dear  sir,  if  I  believed  it  myself  of  course  it  would 
not  be  appropriate  for  me  to  say  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  Congressmen  did  you  have  in  mind  when  you 
made  that  remark  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  This  remark  now  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shaw.  None  on  earth. 

Mr.  Ralston.  'Whv  did  vou  make  it  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Simply  because  I  know  it  is  the  God  Almighty's  truth. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  leads  you  to  that  conclusion  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Just  what  I  have  said;  the  stakes  that  the  foreign  gov- 
ernments are  playing  for,  the  stakes  that  they  have  won,  and  the  fact 
that  they  are  in  combination  and  we  are  off  the  sea,  and  it  is  worth 
billions  to  them  to  keep  us  off. 

Mr.  Ralston.  In  that  connection,  you  say : 

Can  anyone  doubt  that  the  European  shipping  companies  make  use  of  such  agents. 

You  are  satisfied  from  that,  I  judge,  that  this  combine  has  elected 
agents  and  attorneys  to  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  could  not  name  them;  but  I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  would  like  you  to  name  them. 

Mr.  SiL^w.  I  could  not  name  them.  I  predicate  it  upon  the  propo- 
sition that  if  any  member  will  sell,  they  have  got  him. 

Mr.  Ralston.  But  you  say  here  tnat  ''they  have  elected  their 
agents  or  attorneys  to  Congress.     There  is  no  doubt  about  it.'^ 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  I  say,  ''Can  anyone  doubt  that  they  have?''  I 
don't  doubt  it;  do  you  doubt  it? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  do  doubt  it;  I  think  it  is  a  libel.  I  think  it  is  a 
libel  on  Members  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  think  Mr.  Ralston's  "  thinks  "  and  "  thoughts  " 
ought  not  to  go  into  the  record. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  don't  want  them  to  go  in,  but  I  was  replying  to  a 
question  asked  me  by  the  witness. 

Mr.  Shaw.  You  don't  mean  that  I  am  lying? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  want  to  find  out  why  you  made  that  statement. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  have  told  you. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  state  that  you  believe  their  agents  are  in  Con- 
gress to-day. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  Why  do  you  believe  it  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  have  told  you. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Who  are  those  agents? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  IjONGWORTh.  That  is  a  pretty  serious  statement. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  say  that  there  are  many.  I  predicate  it  upon 
the  fact  that  if  there  be  Congressmen  that  will  sell — now  it  may  be 
that  in  this  Congress  not  a  man  will  sell.     We  have  had  them. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  When  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  say  in  the  past  we  have  had  men  tried  for  corruption, 
and  so  forth;  in  Clongress.  I  am  not  criticising  Congress.  I  say  our 
Congress  is  a  great  credit  to  us;  but  I  was  talking  about  the  proposi- 
tion of  newspapers  that  carrv  these  advertisements,  newspapers 
everywhere  that  have  those  things,  and  I  assert — and  I  can  only 
assert  it  as  a  belief,  as  I  have  asserted  it  there — that  any  newspaper 
or  any  influence  on  earth,  anj  railroad  on  earth  that  is  salable  and  is 
for  the  benefit  of  these  foreim  combines  and  steamships,  is  bought 
up  if  they  can  do  any  good.  That  is  my  honest  belief.  Now,  that  is 
not  evidence;  I  don't  know  it. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Your  question  is:  "Can  any  one  doubt  that  the 
combine  has  succeeded  m  electing  some  of  their  agents  or  attorneys 
to  Congress?"  Now  why  did  you  ask  that  question;  what  Members 
of  Congress  did  you  have  in  nund  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  None  at  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  evidence  did  you  have  that  any  particular 
man  was  the  agent  or  attorney  for  a  foreign  combine  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  None  at  all,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  WTiy  did  you  make  that  insinuation  against  Members 
of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  didn't  make  it  against  Members  of  Congress  any  more 
than  against  anybody  else. 

Mr.  Ralston.  But  you  say  their  agents  have  been  elected  to  Con- 
gress. 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  said  not  very  long  ago,  as  I  understood 
you,  that  Members  of  Congress  have  been  tned  for  corruption.  Can 
you  state  a  case  where  there  has  been  trial  of  a  Member  of  Congress 
where  the  charges  were  that  any  Member  of  Congress  had  been 
accepting  money  from  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
le^lation  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Long  worth.  Can  you  state  such  a  case  in  history  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No  ;  not  from  memorv. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  you  stated  positively  a  while  ago  that  there 
were  such  cases. 

Mr.  Shaw.  If  a  man  is  corrupt  in  one  respect,  he  is  liable  to  be  in 
another. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  is  an  absolutely  different  thing.  The  only 
cases  so  far  as  I  know  where  Members  of  Congress  or  of  the  Senate 
have  been  indicted  have  been  cases  where  they  were  charged  with 
practicing  before  some  department,  but  never  for  seUing  a  vote  in 
the  House  or  Senate.     Do  you  know  of  such  a  case  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  say  this: 

Suppose  a  member  of  foreign  birth  and  not  long  naturalized;  a  man  of  extremely 
limitea  education,  knowledge  of  shipping  interests,  of  general  commerce,  but  whose 
hobby  is  opposition  to  an  American  merchant  marine,  to  say  nothing  of  other  charac- 
teristics and  incidents. 

Whom  did  vou  have  in  mind  when  you  wrote  that  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  1  do  not  remember.  I  remember  that  I  read  some- 
where of  a  Congressman  who  had  been  abroad,  and  so  forth,  and  was 
then  a  very  violent  opponent  of  the  subsidy  bill.  I  really  don't 
remember  his  name.  Even  if  I  remembered  it,  I  would  not  want  to 
mention  his  name,  because  that  was  merely  inferential.  But  I  simply 
introduced  that  there  not  to  injure  anybody  else,  but  as  argument  in 
the  case. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  been  reading  the  American  Flag  pretty 
constantly,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  have  read  a  number  of  copies. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  knew  Mr.  Kustermann  was  a  Member  of 
foreign  birth  and  not  long  naturalized  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  saw  the  attacks  on  him  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  didn't  read  them  alL 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  mean  to  charge  Mr.  Kustermann  with 
being  this  man  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  know;  I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  say: 

WWe  have  heard  of  one  such  jargon- talking  Member  who  went  across  the  water  after 
his  election  and  came  back  full  enough  for  many  amusing  utterances  on  the  subject. 

Whom  did  you  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  know.     That  is  the  same  case. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Don't  you  know  who  you  were  talking  about? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  remember;  honestly  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Ralston  (reading  further  from  the  Texas  Farmer) : 

Texas  Farmer  has  the  absolute  belief  that  the  international  combine  to  defeat  any 
measure  looking  to  the  revival  of  the  American  merchant  marine  has  any  number  of 
men  and  interests  in  America  in  their  pay,  and  that  it  is  big  pay. 

Upon  what  is  that  belief  founded  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  On  the  proposition  I  stated  to  start  on. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  what  is  your  proof  of  the  big  pay  they  are 
receiving? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  offer  it  as  proof.  I  offer  it  as  a  supposition. 
Can  anyone  doubt  it — that  they  get  big  pay  ?  Considering  what  the 
foreign  people  are  playing  for,  the  stake  they  are  playing  for,  and  the 
stake  they  have  won,  it  seems  to  me  they  can  aflFord  to  pay  big. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  say: 

We  believe  they  may  have  thus  bound  to  them  with  hooks  of  ''steal "  members  of 
Congress,  newspapers,  newspaper  professsional  correspondents,  railroads,  packing,  even 
American  shipping  interests,  and  other  influences  too  numerous  to  mention. 

What  do  you  mean  by  saving  that  they  have  bound  to  them  with 
hooks  of  "  steal "  members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  That  is  a  play  upon  words.  Perhaps  that  is  a  little 
broad. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  mean  to  state  that  members  Jot  Congress  have 
been  bribed  by  this  foreign  combine  ? 
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Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir.  I  come  straight  back  to  th©  proposition  that  I 
put  forward,  and  that  is  that  I  doivt  know  a  single  thing  personally 
that  would  implicate  any  man  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not  hesitate  to  chaige  it  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  did  not  charge  any  man.  I  have  said  and  I  told  you 
here,  because  of  the  interests  involved,  the  stakes  played  for,  the  fact 
that  they  have  had  us  off  the  seas  almost  since  1865  and  have  mi^de 
billions  of  dollars  from  it.  makes  me  think  that  if  anybody  is  for  SAle 
they  will  buy  them.  Tnat  is  the  only  charge — and  that  is  not  a 
charge.     I  don't  make  it  as  a  charge. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Is  there  any  particular  Member  of  Congress  thai 
you  believe  has  thus  been  bound  to  them  with  hooks  of  ''steal  V^ 

Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Any  particular  newspaper? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Any  particular  individual  or  interest  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Mark  you,  you  ask  me  if  I  believe.  That  being  you? 
Question,  I  would  not  answer  it  that  way.  As  to  newspapers,  I  beiieye 
tnat  there  are. 

Mr.  Ralston.  What  ia  your  answer  as  to  Members  of  Congreas  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  do  not  know  of  any  Member  of  Congress  whoai  I 
believe,  absolutely  believe 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  of  any  railroad,  packing,  or  shipping 
interests  bound  by  hooks  of  *' steal' '  to  any  foreign  combine? 

Mr.  Shaw.  If  you  will  leave  out  that  word  '* steal'' 

Mr.  Ralston.  Or  bound  in  any  way  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  think  the  whole  business  is  bound. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  way  the  record  stands,  I  think  you  are  recorded 
as  saying  that  there  is  no  Member  of  Congress  that  you  would  abso- 
lutely believe.  You  mean,  of  course,  that  you  would  absolutely 
believe  to  be — — 

Mr.  Shaw  (interrupting).  Bought  up  bv  these  shipping  interests. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Leaving  out  the  word  absolutely,  ao  you  know  of 
any  Member  of  Congress  whom  you  believed  to  be  bound  with  hooks 
of  ** steal"  or  corruption  to  any  shipping  interest? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don  t  think  that  is  a  fair  question,  because  the  history 
of  this  case  has  been  such  that  there  are  some  whom  I  would  naturally 
suspicion.     I  would  rather  this  would  not  go  into  the  record 

Mr.  Ralston.  Then  there  are  Members  of  Congress  so  unfortunate 
to  be  subject  to  your  suspicion  and  without  grounds  of  suspicion? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  I  do  not  say  without  grounds  of  suspicion. 

The  Chairman.  You  said  Mr.  Ralston  was  putting  you  in  an 
unfair  position.  Don't  you  think  that  writing  this  article  without 
any  further  information  than  you  are  willing  to  detail  was  very 
unfair  to  every  Member  of  Congress,  when  you  infer  that  some  of 
them  are  certainly  venal  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  I  don't  think  so,  because  I  didn't  ppint  out  fi^ny 
that  are  venal,  and  any  that  are  not  venal  ought  not.  to  take  offense. 

The  Chairman.  But  if  your  article  does  anything  at  all,  it  is  to 
discredit  the  entire  membership  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Oh,  no;  because  I  would  not.  I  want  to  discredit  the 
people  who 

Tne  Chairman.  Then  you  try  to  discredit  any  man  who  happens 
to  differ  from  you  in  regard  to  any  great  question  before  Congress  ?

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Mr.  Shaw.  No;  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  Then  I  don't  know  the  meaning  of  that  editorial. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  any  newspaper  man/  besides  yourself, 
who  has  received  money  for  publishing  anything  for  or  agamst  ship 
subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  received  $300  or  $400  yourself,  have  you 
not? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  will  tell  you  exactly  what  I  have  received.  I  thought 
I  would  be  asked  that  Question,  and  so  I  brought  a  transcript  of  my 
account  with  the  Mercnant  Marine  League.  I  supposed  that  was 
the  main  thing  you  wanted  to  find  out  from  me. 

The  Chairman.  No;  the  main  thing  was  to  find  out  what  you 
knew  about  the  things  vou  said  in  this  article. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  received  $388.70. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Do  you  know  any  other  newspaper  man  than  your- 
self who  has  received  money  for  the  pubUcation  of  articles  for  or 
against  ship  subsidy? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  do  not.  But  don't  put  that  question  that  way,  with 
my  answer  to  it.  I  did  not  receive  this  money  for  articles  for  or 
against  ship  subsidv.     I  received  it  for  copies  of  my  paper. 

Mr.  Ralston.  They  contained  articles  in  favor  of  ship  subsidy, 
did  they  not  i 

Mr.  Shaw.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  oflFered  the  editorial  columns  in  your 
paper  for  sale  on  other  occasions  also,  have  you  not  ? 

Sir.  Shaw.  I  never  sold  the  editorial  columns  of  my  paper. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  offered  them  for  sale. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Didn't  you  offer  them  for  sale  for  prohibition  arti- 
cles some  years  ago  ?      * 

Mr.  Shaw.  No. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  did  not? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  not  that  I  know  of.  I  will  tell  you  what  I  have 
done.     You  say  for  prohibition  articles? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir;  I  am  not  a  prohibitionist. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Did  you  not  write  to  somebody  in  Chicago  stating 
.  that  you  charged  one  price  for  articles  to  be  pubUshed  in  your  news 
columns  and  another  price  for  articles  to  be  published  in  your  edi- 
torial columns  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Didn't  you  offer  to  give  your  editorial  columns  for 
one  price  and  your  news  columns  for  another? 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  think  I  did. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  don't  think  you  did. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  am  positive  I  never  did.    What  was  that  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Dian't  you  put  a  price  of  $10  on  your  news  columns, 
and  $20  on  your  editorial  columns,  for  what  should  be  pubhshed. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Me? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes;  you. 

Mr.  Shaw.  Ten  dollars  a  what  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  A  column,  if  I  remember  correctly. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  don't  think  so.    I  don't  sell  my  editorial  columns. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  offered  to  sell  them  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNOTON.  Is  that  a  statement,  or  is  it  a  question? 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  is  a  question.  Do  you  remember  stating  to  a 
friend  of  yours  on  the  street  in  Dallas  that  what  you  were  interested 
in  was  not  the  ships  but  the  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Me? 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shaw.  No;  if  I  ever  made  a  statement  like  that,  it  was  cer« 
tainly  a  joke,  because  what  I  am  interested  in  is  the  building  up  of 
the  merchant  marine.  Gentlemen  of  the  committee,  I  have  received 
$388.70  for  copies  of  my  paper.  I  have  printed  over  200  colunms  of 
matter  in  regard  to  the  merchant  marine,  and  if  I  had  been  paid 
for  that  the  price  would  have  been  over  $12,000.  Now,  I  offer  that 
as  evidence  tnat  I  am  interested  not  in  the  monev  that  I  got,  because 
I  didn't  get  more  than  expenses  for  that,  and  besides  i  sent  out  a 
great  many  papers 

The  Chairman.  This  money  you  received  from  the  Merchant 
Marine  League  was  merely  for  the  sale  of  those  papers  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  They  were  for  copies  of  the  paper  and  they  were  sent 
out  by  myself  except  when  the  Merchant  Marine  League  would  send 
me  lists  to  send  them  to.  They  left  it  with  me.  It  was  for  the  pur- 
pose of  influencing  Texas  the  best  we  could. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  not  the  same  number  of  the  paper  for 
which  you  received  that  money  contain  an  article  agamst  ship 
subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  One  of  the  numbers;  yes.  I  printed  that  article  at  the 
same  time.  It  was  the  second  time  I  printed  it.  I  printed  Mr. 
Hardy's  article  in  answer  to  some  of  mine,  and  then  I  wrote  to  Mr. 
Penton  that  I  thought  while  there  was  something  in  it  I  didn't 
understand  it  thoroughly,  and  I  thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  him  to  answer  it  from  that  end  of  the  line  and  answer  it  m  extenso : 
and  he  did  that.  I  got  a  letter  from  Mr.  Maxwell  in  which  he  asked 
me  if  I  could  let  him  know  what  we  could  distribute,  say,  10,000 
copies  of  the  Texas  farmer  for,  and  I  wrote  him  and  told  him.  I  said 
I  aidn't  think  we  needed  that  many.  So  he  wrote  to  me  and  told  me 
to  distribute  5,000  copies. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  is  your  town  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  Dallas,  Tex. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  How  far  from  the  coast? 

Mr.  Shaw.  About  315  miles. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  vou  reccive  any  advertisements  from 
foreign  shipping  lines  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  No,  sir;  we  do  not. 

Mr.  Ralston.  As  to  these  items  you  received  from  Mr.  Penton, 
will  you  give  the  first  item  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  The  first  item  I  received  was  $9.80.  That  was  the  first 
pavment.     That  was  in  August. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  August  of  what  year  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  1909.     The  fii-st  item  was  50  cents 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  need  not  bother  about  it. 

Mr.  Shaw.  I  would  Uke  to  do  it.  If  you  don't  want  to  put  it  on 
the  jecord 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Let  it  go  in. 
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Mr.  Shaw.  When  I  made  up  my  mind  that  the  restoration  of  the 
merchant  marine  was  somethmg  we  ought  to  try  to  accomplish — I 
confess  to  being  a  Democrat  and  a  granger,  and  so  on,  and  I  had  been 
against  it,  but  I  had  never  studied  it,  and  my  first  study  of  it  was  a 
dtudy  of  an  issue  of  the  American  Flag  sent  me  with  a  circular  request. 
I  started  in  to  read  it,  expecting  when  I  got  through  to  write  just  the 
reverse  article  that  I  did  write.  I  expected  to  bum  up  the  ship 
subsidy.  But  I  wrote  an  article  upon  the  hypothesis  that  if  the 
fAx^ts  stated  were  true,  our  Congressmen  ought  to  look  into  it,  and 
9i^  forth.  That  was  the  first  start  of  my  advocacy  of  the  merchant 
marine.  When  the  league  got  a  marked  copy  of  the  paper,  thev  asked 
me  to  send  them  a  hundred  copies,  and  1  only  had  ten  anci  I  sent 
tllose,  and  so  that  accounts  for  the  50  cents. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  What  is  your  next  item  ? 

Mr.  Shaw.  The  next  item  is  for  September  business,  $40.10.  That 
m  for  copies  of  four  different  issues  of  the  paper. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Can  you  give  the  date  when  you  were  paid 
that? 

Mr.  Shaw.  It  was  in  September.  This  is  September — I  suppose 
that  was  paid  in  Octobef .  I  took  the  debits  and  did  not  take  the 
credits  off.  All  this  is  paid.  In  that  same  month  I  have  got — well, 
it  ought  to  have  been  October;  I  have  charged  up  6,000  copies. 
That  was  the  special  issue,  $250.  I  printed  5,000  and  took  a  matrix 
of  it,  so  if  any  more  were  needed  I  could  furnish  them.  In  October, 
$40.     In  November,  $39.80.     That  completes  the  list. 

Mr.  Ralston.  $39.80  does  not  apparently  appear  on  the  account  of 
Mr.  Penton. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  No.     It  is  probably  somewhere  else. 

Mr.  Smaw.  What  does  it  appear  there  as  ? 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  does  not  appear  at  all. 

Mr.  Shaw.  There  is  one  item  on  my  books  that  I  did  not  put  on 
here.  It  was  a  little  banquet  that  was  given  Mr.  Penton  when  he 
was  there,  and  I  paid  it,  but  he  would  not  have  it,  and  insisted  on 
returning  the  money  to  me.  The  chamber  of  commerce  gave  the 
banquet  and  I  paid  for  it,  and  then  when  Mr.  Penton  found  about  it 
be  insisted  on  paying.  It  was  just  a  little  affair  with  seven  or  eight 
plates,  for  a  little  consultation — some  gentlemen  I  had  invited  to 
consult  with  Mr.  Penton.  I  thought  1  ought  to  pay  it,  but  he 
wouldn't  let  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Chairman,  it  would  seem  to  me  the  committee 
ought  to  regard  the  hearings  closed  as  to  one  part  of  the  ground  to  be 
covered  by  the  investigation.  One  important  part  was  the  charges 
of  corruption  against  Members  of  Congress.  It  seems  to  me  all  pos- 
sible evidence  has  been  submitted  on  that.  The  committee  has  been 
itt  session  for  three  months,  and  if  there  was  the  slightest  shadow  of 
suspicion  that  could  rest  on  these  gentlemen  it  certainly  would  have 
developed  before  now.  I  understand,  from  newspaper  announce- 
ments only,  that  it  is  designed  to  hold  sessions  of  the  committee  later 
on  in  New  York  or  elsewhere,  possibly  looking  up  other  branches  of  the 
case,  and  in  that  event  it  does  seem  to  me  that  in  fairness  to  Mr. 
Steenerson — and  I  am  sure  the  committee  would  not  intend  to  be 
other  than  fair — he  ought  to  feel,  and  Mr.  Ktistermann  ought  to  feel, 
that  they  are  not  under  obligation  either  to  be  present  or  to  be  -rep- 
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resented  in  such  further  hearings.  It  is  not  my  wish,  and  I  am  sure  it 
would  be  the  last  wish  of  my  clients  in  this  matter,  to  shut  out  any 
possible  testimony  that  might  be  adduced,  and  it  is  only  under  the 
belief  that  none  can  possibly  be  produced  before  this  committee  that  I 
submit  that  these  gentlemen  ought  to  be  considered  as  discharged 
from  further  oblimtion  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  committee. 

(Discussion  followed,  which  was  not  reported.) 

The  Chairman.  The  committee  states  that,  although  the  committee 
is  not  ready  to  make  any  formal  report,  owinff  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
impossible  to  entirely  subdivide  the  several  subjects  which  the  c(Hn- 
mittee  is  directed  to  investigate,  the  personal  feeling  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  is  that  there  is  no  evidence  whatever  of  any 
corruption  on  the  part  of  Congressman  Steenerson,  Congressman 
Kustermann,  or  any  other  Member  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  And  I  will  add,  as  representing  the  Merchant 
Marine  League,  that,  so  far  as  the  charge  of  corruption  a^inst  those 
gentlemen  is  concerned,  we  concede  that  there  is  no  evidence  which 
tends  to  show  it. 

(Thereupon,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  sine  die.)

The  Chairman.  It  may  be  noted  on  the  record  that  the  committee 
is  in  session,  in  pursuance  to  the  call  of  the  chairman,  by  reason  of 
the  action  that  was  taken  at  the  last  session  in  Washington,  and  that 
the  chairman,  Mr.  Longworth,  and  Mr.  Garrett  are  present.  Mr. 
Hawley,  of  Oregon,  has  sent  a  telegram  sajing  that  he  will  be  here 
to-morrow.  Mr.  Humphreys,  of  Mississippi,  has  sent  a  telegram  say- 
ing that  it  will  be  impossible  for  him  to  attend  at  present,  on  account 
of  ill  health. 

I  will  call  Mr.  George  L.  Norton. 

TESTIHOHY  OF  OEOBOE  L.  NOBTON. 

George  L.  Norton,  called  as  a  witness  by  the  committee,  having 
been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

The  Chairman.  Will  you  please  «tate  your  full  name  and  your 
address  and  occupation  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  George  L.  Norton;  17  State  street;  editor  and  pub- 
lisher of  the  Marine  Journal. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  are  at  present  the  publisher  of  the  Marine 
Journal  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  write  editorials  for  that  paper? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  I  show  you  a  copy  of  the  Marine  Journal,  issue  of 
April  9,  1910,  and  ask  you  whether  you  wrote  the  article  entitled 
"  The  House  investigation  ?  " 
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Mr.  Norton.  After  examination,  I  think  I  did,  but  I  will  not  be 
positive.    My  memory  is  not  as  good  as  it  used  to  be. 

f  The  article  referred  to  was  marked  "  Exhibit  No.  130,"  and  is  as 
follows:)

the  house  investigation  will  doitbtless  result  in  making  friends  for  the 

ocean  mail  bill. 

The  antisubsidy  press,  which  is  inoi*e  or  less  subsidized  by  foreign  steara-llne 
patronage,  is  Jubilant  at  the  prosiiect  of  the  House  investigating  committee 
through  the  Steenerson  charges  against  the  Merchant  Marine  League  blocking 
all  subsidy  legislation  for  this  session,  as  well  as  for  the  entire  term  of  the 
present  administration.  Our  esteemed  contemporary  and  free-ship  advocate, 
the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce,  Is  extremely  happy  over  the  fact  that  a 
Middle  West  Congressman,  elected  on  a  protective  platform,  pledged  to  subven- 
tion legislation,  has  succeedcHl  in  nccomplishing  what  he  has  been  earnestly 
working  for  since  taking  his  seat  in  the  House — millions  for  western  rivers  and 
irrigation  and  nothing  for  American  ships. 

After  this  Investigation  brings  out  the  fact  that  the  so-called  lobby  in  the 
interest  of  our  ocean  mail  being  carried  and  paid  for  In  our  own  shiim  is  insig- 
nificant in  comparison  to  the  lobby  that  Is  continually  in  evidence  in  Washington 
for  the  purpose  of  defeating  any  bill  that  would  aid  the  merchant  marine  of 
the  United  States  in  the  over-seas  trade,  the  ocean  mail  bill,  we  predict,  will 
pass  the  House  with  a  rush.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  instigator  of  this 
investigation  may  not  be  found  on  too  Intimate  terms  with  the  foreign  ship 
lobby  before  the  investigation  Is  over.  Elsewhere  in  this  Issue  will  be  found  an 
interesting  article  on  this  subject  from  a  contemiwrary. 

The  Chairman.  Will  j^ou  look  at  a  copy  of  the  Marine  Journal  for 
July,  1909,  and  look  at  the  editorial  entitled  "  Encouraging  "  and 
state  to  me  whether  vou  wrote  that  article. 

Mr.  Norton  (after  examination).  I  am  not  positive.  My  assistant 
may  have  written  part  of  it  and  I  have  written  part  of  it.  I  am  not 
positive,  but  of  course  I  am  responsible  for  it — ^they  are  my  views. 

The  Chairman.  Those  are  your  views  expressed  here? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

(The  editorial  referred  to  was  marked  "  Exhibit  No.  181,"  and  is 
as  follows:)

If  the  Olcott  Investlgnting  committee  of  Congress  continues  its  work  at  this 
port  during  the  recess,  it  will  doubtless  accomplish  much  more  In  the  line  of 
the  obstructive  methods  used  by  foreign  steamship  representatives  against 
American  shipping  in  competition  with  them,  as  It  Is  universally  known  that 
here  at  this  great  port  all  the  s(»henies  for  greater  foreign  moiioiwly  of  ocean 
traffic  are  created  and  launched.  The  Washington  Investigation  was  simply  a 
valuable  preliminary  to  what  can  be  brought  out  here  if  the  probe  is  inserted 
deep  enough  by  the  committee  w-hlch  was  created  through  the  eflForts  of  those 
congressional  symi>athlzers  with  foreign  lines  through  opposing  subsidy  to 
American  shipping.  The  Investigation  thus  far,  however,  has  been  of  great 
value  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  foreign  steamship  corporation 
trust  organizations  at  this  port  which  was  denle<l  until  a  member  of  the  trust 
was  obliged,  under  the  flre  of  the  committee,  to  acknowledge  the  fact  of  Its 
existence  and  the  Joint  employment  of  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Associated 
Press  at  Washington. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  the  Merchant  Marine  TiCaguc  attacked  the  honesty  of 
some  of  the  western  Congressmen,  as  they  are  no  doubt  honest  but  strongly 
prejudiced  through  lack  of  correct  information.  That  which  they  believe  hav- 
ing been  furnished  them  largely  through  those  interested  In  the  success  of 
foreign  shipping  against  that  of  American.  The  result  so  far,  If  no  further 
Investigation  is  held  or  more  convincing  facts  brought  out,  will  be  that  Congress 
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next  December  will  adopt  the  Humphrey  rcpoliitlon  demanding  an  InveBtigatlon 
of  these  foreign  combines.  In  the  meantime,  with  Senator  Balllnger*8  ocean 
mail  bill  as  unfinished  business,  those  in  a  position  to  Judge  fairly  are  of  the 
opinion  that  at  least  one  ocean  mail  bill  will  become  a  part  of  the  administra- 
tion's program  which  became  so  great  a  power  the  few  remaining  days  of  the 
recent  Congress.  The  votes  are  assured  in  the  Senate  and  the  leaders  in  the 
House  believe  they  can  secure  a  sufficient  number  to  warrant  its  success,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  investigation  committee  will  have  i^roved  a  boomerang  to 
its  instigators. 

The  Chairman.  Now,  will  you  look  at  this  slip  that  I  hand  you, 

which  is  headed  "  From  the  Marine  Journal,  ,  1910.     That 

Merchant  Marine  League  investigation,"  and  tell  me  whether  you 
know  anything  about  that  article? 

Mr.  Norton  (after  investigation).  I  think  T  wrote  that. 

(The  article  referred  to  was  marked  "  Exhibit  132,"  and  is  as  fol- 
lows:)

The  enemies  of  leg!slation  which  would  own  the  AmerUuui  ship  in  the  foreign 
trade  could  not  have  done  more  toward  Its  defeat  at  this  session  than  those 
who  have  worked  hard  for  Its  success,  l)ut  through  tactless  methods.  To  begin 
with,  the  free-ship  clause  in  the  Humphreys  bill  was  a  serious  mistake.  Xo 
one  questions  the  sincerity  of  Representative  Humphreys's  desire  to  reestablish 
the  share  of  the  foreign  carrying  trade  that  proi>erly  belongs  to  ships  of  this 
nation,  but  his  bill  in  the  particular  mentioned  was  drawn  In  a  way  to  make  it 
vulnerable  to  the  true  friends  of  American  shipping,  and  the  consequence  has 
been  that  it  drew  their  opiiositlon  rather  than  their  support.  Besides.  Mr. 
Humphreys  has  never  been  able  to  satisfactorily  explain  why  it  was  necessary 
to  engraft  a  free-ship  clause  In  an  ocean-mall  subvention  bill  when  it  was 
believed  thjit  a  majority  of  the  House  would  supiwrt  a  bill  such  as  came  within 
two  votes  of  passing  the  House  last  session  after  it  had  passed  the  Senate. 

The  Steenerson  resolution,  although  not  a  matter  of  supreme  imi>ortance.  Is 
consuming  valuable  time,  and  the  wide  field  of  inquiry  It  will  be  likely  to  de- 
mand may  sidetrack  the  ocean  mall  bill  for  this  session,  and  it  Is  the  opinion 
of  those  well  informed  that  this  investigation  was  timed  to  aid  in  the  defeat 
of  this  legislation.  The  Instigators  of  It  have  been  and  are  known  to  be  now 
earnest  workers  against  It.  It  Is  also  a  well-known  fact  that  foreign  steamship 
representatives  have  for  many  years  beeu  esiieclally  active  in  creating  a  hostile 
sentiment  in  the  Middle  West  against  any  efforts  in  aid  of  comi)etltive  ocean 
traffic  by  ships  built  and  oi>erated  by  citizens  of  the  United  States  through 
congressional  action. 

Any  American  industry  is  entitled  to  a  proper  representation  in  W-ashlngton 
and  elsewhere.  The  NationHl  Board  of  Trade,  representatives  of  chambers  of 
commerce,  irrigation  organizations,  deep  waterways  and  river  and  harbor  con- 
ventions are  held  in  the  capital  city  and  before  which  Congressmen  from  in- 
terested sections  have  made  strong  api)eals  for  sui)port  of  needed  improve- 
ments and  United  States  Treasury  contributions.  But  the  less  pretentious 
Alerchant  Marine  League,  which  represents  a  practically  friendless  cause  In 
the  Middle  West.  Is  haled  before  an  investigating  committee  ujwn  the  complaint 
of  two  unfriendly  representatives  who  bear  un-American  names  and  are  In 
sympathy  with  a  foreign  mnrlne  Industry  jis  against  a  like  Industry  of  the  . 
Nation  they  represent  in  Congress. 

If  this  congressional  Inquiry  is  pushed  to  include  as.soclatIons  or  individuals 
outside  of  the  Merchant  Marine  league,  as  a  matter  of  course  forelgii  steam- 
ship agents  will  be  called  to  testify  as  to  whether  they  have  In  any  way  aided 
to  bring  about  such  investigation.  Whether  such  can  be  proven  or  not,  the 
committee  will  not  have  to  scratch  far  below  the  surface  to  find  that  for  fifty 
years  these  agents  have  been  an  influential  dominant  force  in  opposition  to 
American  shipping  legislation.  While  w'e  do  not  believe  that  they  have  ever 
corrupted  Congress,  they  have  systematically  i^hinted  hostile  nrguments  in  the 
fertile  ground  of  Middle  West  agricultural  communities  against  bounty,  sub-

sidy,  or  any  kind  of  government  aid  to  the  shipping  industry  of  the  United 
States  In  the  oversea  trade  and  are  continually  renewing  their  efforts  on  those 
lines. 

If  the  special  investigating  committee  of  the  House  of  Repreaontativos  will 
cut  out  personal  matters  for  a  while  and  turn  its  attention  to  the  real  subject 
of  the  inquiry  ordered,  it  can  unquestionably  unearth  facts  that  would  set 
the  people  to  thinking  seriously  on  the  fact  of  foreign  domination  of  shipping 
legislation  and  move  them  to  rise  up  in  their  might  and  crush  it. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Norton,  under  the  resolution  which  appointed 
this  committee  we  were  authorized  to  ascertain  and  report  as  to  the 
existence  and  conduct  of  any  lobby  or  lobbies,  in  connection  with 
the  entire  question  of  ship  subsidies,  and  to  ascertain  as  to  what  funds 
there  are,  if  any,  and  tne  source  thereof,  for  the  support  of  said 
lobby.  I  will  ask  you  generally  whether  you  know  anything  about 
this,  and  know  of  the  existence  of  any  lunds  provided  by  either 
foreign  or  domestic  steamships  to  influence  legislation  in  regard  to 
shipping  interests  generally  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  can  say  emphatically  during  my  twenty-five  years' 
service  on  the  Marine  Journal  that  I  have  never  known  of  any  fund — 
only  what  I  have  heard,  that  is  all. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  anything  that  you  have  heard  that  can 
give  this  committee  any  light  whatever  on  that  subject? 

Mr.  Norton.  All  that  I  have  heard  in  regard  to  that  has  come  from 
Washington,  more  or  less. 

The  Chairman.  Whereabouts  in  Washington? 

Mr.  Norton.  From  the  special  correspondents  of  the  New  York 
papers,  I  would  say. 

The  Chairman.  In  the  issue  of  July  9,  190G,  appears  in  this  edi- 
torial, marked  "Exhibit  131,"  the  following: 

The  Washington  Investigation  was  simply  a  valuable  preliminary  to  what 
can  be  brought  out  here  If  the  probe  is  Inserted  deep  enough  by  the  committee 
which  was  created  through  the  efforts  of  those  congressional  synu^athizers  with 
foreign  lines  through  opix>sfng  subsidy  to  American  shipping. 

Will  you  tell  me  in  your  opinion  what  that  means? 

Mr.  Norton.  That  means,  T  have  no  doubt,  that  such  a  condition 
exists,  but  I  have  no  proof  of  it. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  suggest  any  way  whatever  by  which  this 
probe  can  be  inserted  so  deeplv  that  this  committee  can  get  this  in- 
formation? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  must  say  when  T  wrote  this  I  was  not  thinking  of 
trying  to  instruct  Congressmen  what  to  do,  and  I  don't  know  that  I 
could.  I  am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  such  means  have  been  adopted, 
but  I  have  no  proof  of  it. 

The  Chairman.  Has  your  paper  or  anybody  associated  with  you 
any  proof  whatever  that  will  enable  us  to  get  any  information  what- 
ever? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir.    We  have  not  sought,  any. 

The  Chairman.  Will  vou  tell  me  what  hearsav  information  there 
is  that  would  justify  you  in  stating  that  if  we  put  the  probe  in  deep 
enough  we  can  get  all  kinds  of  information  in  regard  to  this  matter? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  I  don't  know  that  T  am  competent  to  tell  you 
where  you  can  get  that  information;  but  I  have  no  doubt  liiat  every 
man,  woman,  and  child  employed  by  foreign  steamship  lines  is  doing 
all  he  or  she  can  to  prevent  any  legislation  in  favor  of  American 
shipping  in  Congress,  whatever  means  they  may  take,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  money  is  used  in  such  efforts.    Well,  we  would  not  see  the 
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lar^  display  advertisements  of  foreign  steamship  lines  in  the 
Middle  West  papers  unless  there  was  a  purpose  for  it.  That  is,  there 
are  several  Congressmen,  I  believe,  that  are  interested  in  newspapers 
out  West,  and  1  have  seen  publications  which  have  quite  extensive 
advertisements  of  the  foreign  lines j  but  I  could  not  name  them  now. 

The  Chairman.  Would  you  think  that  merely  because  foreign 
lines  advertise  in  American  papers  that  therefore  there  is  some  im- 
proper use  of  money  being  made  to  prevent  ship-subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  in  uiese  days  of  advertising  I  should  consider 
that  if  I  wanted  anything  really  nicely  and  neatly  done  out  West  in 
a  local  paper  I  would  send  some  kind  of  advertisement  of  that  kind. 
They  doubtless  would  require  remimeration  for  their  services  as  well 
as  we  do  in  the  East. 

The  Chairman.  What  I  mean  is,  is  there  anything  that  you  know 
yourself,  or  know  even  in  a  general  way^  as  to  any  improper  use  of 
money  or  influence  to  influence  legislation  in  connection  with  the 
entire  shipping  interests  of  America? 

Mr.  Norton.  Oh,  I  can  not  think  of  anything  now ;  no.  I  can  not 
think  of  anything  that  would  help  this  committee  in  regard  to  being 
able  to  subpoena  any  person  that  could  testify  that  they  knew  that 
money  was  used.  But  we  know — of  course  everyone  is  aware — 
that  influences  are  used  as  they  were,  as  you  have  found  in  your  in- 
vestigation here. 

The  Chairman.  Apart  from  that,  what  I  want  to  get  as  is  as  to 
whether  there  are  any  particular  witnesses  that  you  think  this  com- 
mittee could  subpoena  who  you  think  could  give  us  direct  light  upon 
the  subject? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  I  am  not  in  close  touch  enough  with  the 
foreign  steamship  lines. 

The  Chairman.  But  your  own  paper  certainly  must  have  a  large 
number  of  people  employed  who  must  keep  you  informed  in  regard 
to  these  matters.  Are  there  any  people  you  can  think  of  now  who  you 
could  suggest  that  could  ffive  us  light  on  this  subject? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  think  of  any.  I  understand  what  you 
desire,  and  I  would  be  only  too  happy  if  I  could  find  someone  who 
could  give  you  the  information,  but  I  don't  know  of  anyone  from 
my  own  knowledge. 

The  Chairman.  In  this  paper,  that  is  marked  Exhibit  132,  the 
date  of  which  seems  to  be  obliterated,  this  sentence  is  used : 

But  the  less  pretentions  Merchants  Marine  League,  which  represents  n  prac- 
tically friendless  cause  in  the  Middle  West,  is  haled  before  an  investigating 
committee  upon  the  complaint  of  two  unfriendly  Representatives,  who  bear 
un-American  names  and  are  in  sympathy  with  a  foreign  marine  industry  as 
against  a  like  industry  of  the  Nation  they  represent  in  Congress. 

Will  you  tell  me  what  that  sentence  means? 

Mr.  IsoRTON.  It  means  just  what  it  says.  I  believe  every  word  of 
that  to  be  true,  from  what  I  have  read  of  the  investigation  and  what 
I  have  read  of  the  men. 

The  Chairman.  To  whom  do  you  refer  when  you  speak  of  the 
"  two  unfriendly  Representatives  who  bear  un-American  names  and 
are  in  sympathy  with  a  foreign  marine  industry  as  against  a  like 
industry  of  the  Nation  they  represent  in  Congress  ?  " 

Mr.  Norton.  I  refer  to  the  two  that  appeared  before  your  investi- 
gating committee,  as  I  understand  it,  Mr.  Steenerson  and  the  other 
one. 
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The  Chairman.  Mr.  Kiistermann? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  You  describe  them  in  this  way :  "  Two  unfriendly 
Representatives  who  bear  un-American  names  and  are  in  sympathy 
with  a  foreign  marine  industry  as  against  a  like  industry  of  the 
Nation  they  represent  in  Congress." 

What  do  you  mean  by  that? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  believe  they  are. 

The  Chairman.  But  why  do  you  believe  they  are ;  or  do  you  be- 
lieve they  are  solely  because  they  have  opposed  ship-subsidy  bills? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  believe  myself,  without  any  proof,  that  the  bringing 
of  this  investigation  by  this  committee  was  a  preconcerted  plan  on 
the  part  of  such  men  to  try  to  defeat  the  shipping  bill  that  was  before 
Congress.    That  is  what  I  believe,  but  I  have  no  proof  of  it. 

The  Chairman.  But  why  do  you  believe  it  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Because  every  action  of  theirs  is  against  the  Ameri- 
can merchant  marine. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Every  action  of  the  committee? 

Mr.  Norton.  No;  I  am  speaking  of  Mr.  Kiistermann  and  Mr. 
Steenerson.  Before  I  was  subpoenaed  in  the  last  week — perhaps  there 
is  a  paragraph  here  that  might  interest  you  that  I  have  marked  [wit- 
ness producing  a  paper]  in  regard  to  Mr.  Kiistermann. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Norton,  you  have  made  statements,  have  you 
not,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  Members  of 
Congress  took  free  trips  backward  and  forward  between  America  and 
Europe? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  know  that  I  ever  did.  I  never  knew  such  to 
be  the  case..  Something  may  have  crept  into  my  paper  along  that 
line,  but  I  don't  remember  it  now. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  of  any  person  who  is  a  Member  of 
Congress  being  directly  or  indirectly  influenced  b^  any  favors  that 
they  got  from  a  foreign  steamship  company  relative  to  their  action 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  regard  to  any  ship-subsidy  bill  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Not  since  the  death  of  my  dear  old  friend  Tim 
Campbell. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  you  better  tell  us  what  you  mean  by  that. 

Mr.  Norton.  Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  nothing  I  can  tell  you  in  re- 
gard to  matters  of  that  kind.  That  is,  they  are  done  so  cleverly  that 
it  would  take  a  much  brighter  man  than  myself  to  find  out  who  did  it. 
Of  course  Mr.  Olcott  knows  who  Mr.  Tim  Campbell  is;  that  he  was 
a  former  Representative  from  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  You  don't  want  to  be  understood  as  saying  here 
that  you  believe  he  was  improperly  inflitl&nced,  do  you  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  say  that.  You  asked  me  if  I  had 
heard  anything 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  you  do  not  want  to  be  understood  as  saying 
that  Mr.  Campbell  was  ever  influenced  improperly  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No;  I  do  not  say  that  he  was.  I  don't  wish  to  be 
understood  as  saying  that  he  was. 

The  Chairman.  Will  you  tell  me  whether  you  have  told  us  every- 
thing that  you  have  which  justified  your  writing  the  sentence? — 

The  Washington  investigation  was  simply  a  valuable  preliminary  to  what 
can  be  brought  out  here  if  the  probe  is  inserted  deep  enough  by  the  committee 
which  was  created  through  the  efforts  of  those  congressional  sympathizers  with 
foreign  lines  who  are  opposing  subsidy  to  American  shipping. 
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Have  you  no  information  whatever  to  give  this  committee  as  to 
how  the  probe  can  be  inserted  deeper,  and  as  to  whom  we  should 
examine  to  find  this  information  that  you  apparently  had  or  that 
you  had  when  you  wrote  that  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  regret  that  I  have  not. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  did  you  have  any  better  information  when 
you  wrote  this  article  that  appears  in  the  paper  of  July  9  than  you 
have  now  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Do  you  refer  to  the  same  paragraph  ? 

The  Chairman.  The  same  paragraph. 

Mr.  Norton.  No.  I  believe  every  word  that  is  published  in  that 
paper  on  the  editorial  page,  but  I  do  not  think  that  any  newspaper 
editor  can  prove  what  he  believes  always;  I  can  not  in  that  regard, 
but  I  believe  it  all  the  same. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  will  you  give  any  further  reason  as  to  why 
you  believe  this? 

Mr.  Norton.  Simply  because  I  know  that  they  would  not  spare 
any  effort  or  any  means  to  do  injury  to  any  bill  or  to  delay  or  defeat 
any  bill  which  was  in  favor  of  the  American  merchant  marine.  And 
why  should  they  not? 

.The  Chairman.  Will  you  tell  us  any  effort  that  you  know  that  they 
have  made  in  connection  with  the  matter? 

Mr.  Norton.  No  more  than  what  this  committee  knows.  I  have 
read  the  proceeding  before  this  committee. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  of  any  effort — do  they  employ  people 
in  Washington  to  try  to  influence  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir.  Did  they  not  employ  that  Associated  Press 
man? 

The  Chairman.  You  referred  to  the  testimony  that  was  taken  in 
regard  to  that  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  else  whatever  in  regard  to 
any  lobby  being  in  Washington? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  of  any  of  the  foreign  steamship 
companies  employing  anybody  in  Washin^on  or  here  or  in  any  other 
part  of  the  United  States  to  influence  legislators? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  In  any  way,  properly  or  improperly? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  have  you  any  information  that  you  can 
possibly  give  this  committee  as  to  how  we  can  probe  deeper,  so  as  to 
get  at  these  facts  which  you  say  exist,  but  whicn  you  can  not  prove  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  anybody  you  can  suggest  we  can  sub- 
poena who  may  know  about  it,  anybody  connected  with  your  paper, 
or  anybody  connected  with  any  foreign  steamship  company  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  I  would  suggest  that  you  subpoena  the  manage- 
ment of  those  foreign  steamship  companies,  the  men  who  draw  the 
checks,  who  authorize  drawing  of  checks,  giving  money 

The  Chairman.  To  what  companies  do  you  refer  ? 

Mr."  Norton.  I  refer  to  every  single  one  of  the  large  companies. 

The  Chairman.  Name  them,  please.  I  want  to  be  sure  that  we 
have  covered  them.     Which  companies  do  you  mean? 
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Mr.  Norton.  I  prefer  to  mention  only  the  North  German  Lloyd 
and  the  Hamburg- American. 

The  Chairman.  You  appreciate,  of  course,  that  we  have  already 
subpoenaed  the  general  managers  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  and 
the  Hamburg- American  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes ;  and  if  I  read  the  testimony  right,  the  Hamburg- 
American  manager  contradicted  himself  before  and  after  the  bring- 
ing out  or  the  smokine  out  of  the  Associated  Press  man. 

The  Chairman.  "Wl^at  I  want  to  get  at  is  what  this  committee 
can  do,  because  I  want  you  as  a  man  who  has  given  thought  to  this 
matter  to  assist  us  and  tell  us  what  people  you  think  we  ought  to 
subpoena. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  would  be  glad  to.  I  thought  of  writing  you  when 
I  was  subpoenaed  stating  that  I  had  no  positive  information  and  I 
didn't  want  to  take  up  your  time,  but  I  have  my  belief  that  everything 
that  has  appeared  in  the  Marine  Journal  in  regard  to  this  is  correct. 

The  Chairman.  But  can  you  name  now  any  other  witnesses,  other 
than  the  superintendent  of  the  Hamburg- American,  who  has  been  ex- 
amined ;  can  you  name  anybody  that  you  think  we  ought  to  subpoena 
in  order  to  get  this  information? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  could  not  name  anyone ;  no.  I  was  thinking  whether 
Mr.  Winthrop  L.  Marvin,  of  Boston,  might  be  subpoenaed. 

The  Chairman.  Who  is  he  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  He  is  a  man  who  has  already  appeared  before  this 
committee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  read  his  testimony  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  I  have  read  his  testimony;  but  I  do  not  recall 
it  at  the  present  time.  I  know  that  he  is  thoroughly  posted  in  regard 
to  the  present  conditions. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  he  not  very  thoroughly  examined  when  he 
appeared  before  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  think  not.  I  think  Mr.  Marvin  would  appear  before 
this  committee  again  if  he  was  subpoenaed. 

The  Chairman.  Of  course  he  would  appear  if  he  was  subpoenaed. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  think  he  might  give  you  information  on  the  lines  I 
am  talking  on,  that  you  are  asking  me  about,  which  I  can  not  give, 
perhaps. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  ypu  understand  from  Mr.  Marvin  that  he  has 
any  additional  information  to  what  he  testified  to  when  he  appeared 
before  the  committee  last  spring? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  talked  with  him  since  he  appeared  before 
the  committee? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes;  I  have  seen  him  since  he  appeared  before  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  he  leave  the  impression  upon  you  that  he  had 
any  additional  information  to  what  he  gave  to  the  committee  at  the 
time  he  was  subpoenaed  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  1  will  not  sav  that.  I  think  Mr.  Marvin  said  to  me 
that  he  might  -write  to  the  committee,  asking  them  to  call  him  a^ain. 

Mr.  Garrett.  He  did  not  say  whether  he  had  any  additional  in- 
formation, then,  in  the  conversation  you  had  with  him  ? 
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Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  remember  that  he  did ;  I  should  not  suppose 
he  would  make  that  remark  unless  he  had  something  that  he  would 
like  to  convey  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  is  Mr.  Marvin  now  t 

Mr.  Norton.  He  is  at  683  Atlantic  avenue,  Boston. 

The  Chairman.  You  realize  that  at  the  time  Mr.  Marvin  was 
before  us  one  of  the  attorneys  who  appeared  before  us  at  that  time 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  practically  the  entire  testimony  of 
Mr.  Marvin  was  contained  in  a  letter  which  he  wrote  to  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  and  which  was  produced  as  Exhibit  No.  62.  Have  you 
read  the  testimony  thoroughly  enough 

Mr.  Norton  (interrupting) .  I  read  it  at  the  time,  but  I  could  not 
recall  it. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  think  Mr.  Marvin  could  give  us  any  addi- 
tional information  other  than  that  which  he  gave  us  in  his  testimony 
before,  and  also  the  letter  which  was  produced  at  page  990  of  the 
record  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  simply  repeat  that  Mr.  Marvin  said  to  me  that  he 
might  write  the  committee  to  call  him  again. 

The  Chairman.  Of  course  the  committee  will  call  him  again  if  Mr. 
Marvin  wants  to  come  back. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  am  giving  you  the  information  he  gave  me.  I  think 
Mr.  Marvin  is  better  informed  in  regard  to  the  methods  of  the  foreign 
steamship  interests  than  any  other  man  I  know  of  in  the  United 
States.  He  was  secretary  oi  the  GaUinger  committee  during  all  its 
tours  through  the  country  getting  information. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes;  that  was  all  testified  to  by  Mr.  Marvin -when 
he  appeared,  and  he  emphasized  his  objection  to  advertising  com- 
panies sending  out  certain  notices,  and  really  to  their  appearmg  be- 
fore the  committee;  but  his  objection,  unless  it  was  based  on  some 
fact,  you  know,  would  not  help  the  committee  much.  The  committee 
has  to  find  facts. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  understand. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  anybody  else  besides  Mr.  Marvin  that 
you  think  would  shed  light  on  this  subject  that  you  speak  of  edi- 
torially ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  recall  anyone,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  the  course  of  your  examination  a  moment  ago  I 
understood  you  to  state  that  there  were  Members  of  Confess  fiom 
the  Middle  West  opposed  to  the — well,  what  is  called  the  ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  should  say  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  were  the  owners  of  newspapers  that  carried 
steamship  advertisements? 

Mr.  NoRix)N.  I  don't  know  that  I  said  ownei's  or  that  T  meant 
owners;  but  that  they  were  interested  in  newspapei^.  They  nre 
interested  in  this  way,  we  will  say — any  publications  in  their  dis- 
tricts. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Will  you  give  us  the  names  of  those  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  know  any  of  them. 

Mr.  Garrett.  "VMiere  did  you  get  the  information  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  have  seen  the  papers,  but  I  could  not  recall  them, 
from  time  immemorial — ten  or  twenty  years. 
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Mr.  Garrett.  Do  I  understand  correctly,  then,  that  you  charge 
that  there  are  Members  of  Congress  from  the  Middle  Western  States 
that  are  the  owners  of  newspapers 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  charge  that;  I  corrected  that  in  regard  to 
being  the  owners,  but  I  say  interested. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Interested  in  newspapers  that  carry  shipping  ad- 
vertisements, and  that  those  men  are  opposed  to  the  merchant-marine 
legislation  in  Congress? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  would  like  to  state  that  answer  in  mv  own  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  do  so. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  believe,  and  I  have  no  proof  of  it,  that  numbers 
of  the  Middle  West  Congressmen  who  are  more  or  less  interested  in 
the  newspapers  in  their  districts,  whether  they  be  owners  or  not, 
they  are  interested  in  them,  receive  patronage  from  the  foreign  lines, 
far  more  than  is  given  to  newspapers  in  this  section  of  the  country, 
and  I  naturally  suppose  it  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  those  Congress- 
men; that  is,  they  receive  a  benefit  from  it  through  the  advertise- 
ments, the  publications  put  in. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Can  you  mention  one? 

Mr.  Norton.  No.  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Tnat  is  the  statement  you  have  just  made  that  is 
going  to  the  country  through  the  press  unofficially,  and  through 
Congress  officially  here — ^a  publication.  It  is  a  pretty  serious  state- 
ment.   Can  you  not  name  one  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  It  does  not  seem  serious  to  me  at  all.  I  am  not  saying 
I  can  prove  it.  I  believe  it.  I  don't  say  anyone  told  me  so  at  alL 
I  have  seen  it  in  the  papers. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  papers  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  remember  any  of  them. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Can  you  mention,  for  instance,  a  State  in  which 
you  have  seen  that? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Longworth.  When  you  speak  of  the  Middle  West,  what  do 
you  mean,  what  States  do  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  States  west  of  Washington,  what  is  generally  called 
the  Middle  Western  States. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  mean  Kansas,  for  instance? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  will  simply  say  States  west  of  Washington. 

Mr.  Longworth.  All  the  way  west  of  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  say  all  the  way  west.  What  is  generally 
termed  the  "  Middle  West.'' 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  any  Republican  Members  of  Con- 
gress that  are  opposed  to  ship  subsidies,  so  called  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  If  I  had  the  Congressional  Record  before  me,  I  could 
tell  vou. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  do  not  remember  now  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  any  one  of  those  par- 
ticular men  would  come  under  that  category? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  should  suppose  that  they  would  be  most  likely  to; 
yes,  sir. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  That  is  to  say,  there  are  Republican  Members  of 
Congress  from  what  vou  term  the  Middle  West  that  vou  sav  are

interested  in  newspapers  which  carry  foreign  shipping  advertise- 
ments ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Is  it  not  a  well-known  fact  that  all  Con^essmen  are 
interested  in  newspapers  that  are  published  in  their  districts  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Oh,  well,  is  that  what  you  mean? 

Mr.  Norton.  That  is  what  I  mean. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  to  say  that  they  are  interested  in  want- 
ing to  get  favorable  allusions  to  themselves  and  to  their  work  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  That  is  it. 

Mr.  Garrett.  But  didn't  your  answer  a  while  ago  imply  owner- 
ship or  a  share  in  the  ownership  of  certain  newspapers? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  didn't  intend  that  at  all.  If  that  is  so,  I  want  that 
struck  out. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Lso  imderstood  you. 

The  Chairman.  I  did,  too.  Did  you  not  mean  they  were  interested 
in  newspapers  in  some  other  way  than  all  citizens  are  interested  in 
havinff  good  things  said  about  them  rather  than  bad  things?  Was 
that  all  you  meant  ? 

Mr.  !>^orton.  That  is  about  all. 

The  Chairman.  You  did  not  mean  that  there  were  any  people 
financially  interested  in  newspapers? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Longworth.  When  you  speak  of  a  Middle  Western  Congress- 
man that  is  interested  in  a  newspaper  which  happens  to  carry  an 
advertisement  of  foreign  shipping  lines,  do  you  mean  that  he  has 
anything  to  do  in  being  instrumental  in  having  that  advertisement 
put  in? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  could  not  say  that? 

Mr.  Norton.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  not  mean  to  leave  the  impression  on  this 
committee  that  advertisements  had  been  inserted  in  newspapers  out 
there  in  which  Congressmen  were  interested  in  order  to  influence  their 
action  on  the  ship-subsidy  matter? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  I  can  put  it  in  this  way :  It  is  my  belief  that  it 
is  so,  but  I  have  no  means  of  proving  it,  and  I  could  not  name  any 
paper.  But  I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  my  opinion  is  as  good  as  any 
one's  else  in  that  regard,  I  suppose. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  Members  of  Congress  do  you  know  that  are 
interested  in  newspapers? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  know  any. 

Mr.  Longworth.  But  your  last  statement  would  seem  to  insinuate 
that  every  Member  of  Congress  is  interested  in  newspapers. 

Mr.  Norton.  Every  Member  is  interested  in  having  newspapers 
treat  him  right,  is  he  not  ? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Now,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Garrett's  question,  you  saj'^ 
you  don't  know  anyone? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  I  don't  know  anyone.  If  he  means  interested 
financially,  I  don't  know  anyone. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  do  you  mean? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  mean  that  every  Member  of  Congress,  whether  it 
be  in  the  Middle  West  or  here 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then,  your  original  statement  covers  every  Mem- 
ber of  Congress  of  both  parties  ?

Mr.  Norton.  No;  not  exactly  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then,  will  you  kindly  state  just  what  you  do 
mean? 

Mr.  Norton.  What  was  my  first  statement  ? 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  You  said  that  Members  of  Congress  from  the 
Middle  West  were  interested  in  newspapers.  What  do  you  mean  by 
saying  that  they  are  interested  in  newspapers? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  mean  that  they  knew  how  to  read  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No  ;  I  presume  that  some  of  them  are  owners  of  news- 
papers. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Now,  we  come  to  this  point;  that  what  you  mean 
by  interested  in  newspapers  means  financially  interested? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  say  they  are.  I  believe  they  are,  some  of 
them,  yes ;  I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  those  were  the  ones  you  meant  to  apply  to, 
that  your  remark  was  intended  to  apply  to? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Those  that  were  financially  interested  in  news- 
papers that  were  carrying  advertisements  paid  for  by  foreign  ship- 
ping interests? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  We  have  got  to  that. 

Mr.  Norton.  That  is  what  I  believe.    I  don't  say  that  is  the  fact. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Didn't  you  state  a  while  ago  that  those  papers  were 
carrying  more  than  the  usual  proportion  of  advertisements  f 

Mr.  Norton.  It  seems  so  to  me. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Now,  what  papers  are  they? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Then  how  do  you  know  their  proportion? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  have  forgotten;  I  don't  rememoer  every  paper  I 
take  up,  with  100  or  200  exchanges  every  day. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Could  you  get  that  information  in  the  course  of  a 
day  or  so? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  don't  think  I  could.  I  would  say  further  in  that 
regard  that  papers  have  been  sent  me  from  time  to  time  with  those 
advertisements  marked,  and  they  passed  my  mind  and  the  papers 
went  into  the  wastebasket. 

The  Chairman.  Did  those  papers  come  to  you  in  the  regular  course 
of  exchanges? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  not  tell  us  any  newspaper  to  which  you 
refer  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Or  any  State  where  there  are  such  newspapers  to 
which  you  have  referred  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not  remember.  It  is  a  long  time  since  I 
have  seen  any — quite  a  little  while. 

The  Chairman.  How  recently  have  you  seen  these  newspapers  that 
justify  you  in  your  opinion? 

Mr.  Norton.  Oh,  I  do  not  remember. 

The  Chairman.  What  are  these  advertisements  that  you  spoke  of? 
Are  they  advertisements  generally  of  foreign  sailings  in  the  trans- 
Atlantic  trade? 
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Mr.  NoBTDN.  Yes,  sir;  the  reason  why  I  do  not  remember  about 
that  is  that  some  time  ago  I  stopped  having  them  put  on  my  desk. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  stopped  having  them  put  on  your  desk,  you  say! 

Mr.  Norton.  I  stopped  having  my  mail  opener  put  them  on  my 
desk. 

Mr.  Garbeti.  You  gave  instructions  not  to  put  them  on  your  desk 
any  more? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  had  seen  all  I  wanted  to  see. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Well,  I  xmderstood  the  purport  of  your  statement  to 
be  that  there  were  certain  papers  in  the  Middle  West  in  which  Kepre- 
sentatives  in  Congress  were  interested  that  carried  an  undue  propor- 
tion of  foreign  steamship  advertising,  and  those  Congressmen  were 
opposed  to  ship  subsidy.  That  is  the  way  I  understood  your 
statement. 

Mr.  Norton.  That  is  my  belief.    Put  it  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  wish  you  would  give  the  committee  the  name  of  a 
paper  or  the  name  of  a  Congressman  to  whidi  you  refer. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  can  not  do  that.  I  do  not  remember  the  name  of  the 
paper  nor  the  Congressman. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Can  you  give  us  anything  that  you  base  that  belief  on  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Nothing.  Nothing.  I  have  not  retained  it  in  my 
memory  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Were  any  of  those  papers  on  your  regular  list  of 
exchanges? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  They  were  sent  to  you,  incidentally  ?  Who  sent  th^n 
to  you  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why  did  you  think  they  sent  them  to  you  ?  Why  do 
you  suppose  they  sent  them  to  you  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  suppose  they  wanted  to  keep  us  informed — some  one 
in  the  neighborhooa  who  was  in  favor  of  American  shipping. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  are  your  connections  with  the  flipping  in- 
dustry ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  have  stated.    I  am  publisher  of  the  Marine  Journal. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  that  is  all  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garretp.  Do  you  have  any  other  interest?  Do  you  own  any 
interest  in  shipping  in  any  way? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  was  a  shipmaster  for  quite  a  good  many  years. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  own  any  interest  in  a  shipbuilding  plant  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  no  direct  interest  in  the  question  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Well,  Mr.  Norton,  do  you  think  it  is  fair  to  this 
committee  to  publish  articles  suggesting  in  terms  that  can  not  be 
misunderstood  that  there  is  information  that  they  can  get,  and  then 
to  refuse  to  divulge  that  information  to  the  committee  when  it  is 
trying  to  ascertain  it  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  think  it  is  very  fair  to  me  to  trv  to  think  of 
anything  that  I  do  not  know  anything  about.  It  is  far  from  my 
intentions  to  say  anything  derogatory  to  or  to  hamper  or  injure 
this  committee.  On  the  contrary,  my  sympathies  are  with  the 
committee.     I  only  wish  that  I  could  give  them  the  information 
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they  are  seeking  and  which  I  have  no  doubt  is  right  here  in  this  city. 
But  it  will  require  a  smarter  man  than  I  am  to  put  his  finger  on  the 
persons  who  are  guilty. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  not  suggest  the  name  of  any  witness 
that  we  can  examine  who  will  enable  us  to  insert  this  probe  deeper? 
That  seems  to  be  an  expression  of  yours  in  the  editorial. 

Mr.  Norton.  If  I  had  waited  a  minute  later  perhaps  I  might  have 
used  an  expression  that  would  have  caused  me  less  trouble  and  the 
committee  less  trouble.  It  was  a  figure  of  speech,  practically,  that 
the  committee  can  not  probe  too  deep.  But  the  committee  knows,  as 
well  as  I  do,  how  difficult  it  is  to  trace  any  of  these  things  to  the 
source  from  which  they  come. 

The  Chairman.  But  we  come  to  you,  the  publisher  of  this  Marine 
Journal,  who  uses  this  expression,  we  assume  you  used  that  expres- 
sion having  some  specific  and  particular  meaning,  and  we  ask  you 
as  to  particular  individuals  that  we  can  ask.  so  as  to  get  the  informa- 
tion tnat  we  are  trying  to  obtain.  Can  you  not  assist  us  at  all  in 
the  matter  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  ^Vhen  I  wrote  that,  I  believed  it,  and  I  tell  you  I 
believe  now  that  such  is  the  fact.  But  no,  I  can  not  give  you  any 
information  that  would  bring  you  to  the  party  who  was  guilty  ot 
the  transaction. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  is  hardly  fair,  Mr.  Norton,  for  a  publication  to  lay 
the  basis  for  an  attack  upon  an  investigating  committee  by  asserting 
that  certain  things  can  be  learned,  and  then  have  that  publication 
refuse  to  give  us  the  information  when  we  come  asking  for  it. 

Mr.  Norton.  Refuse?  I  do  not  refuse.  I  do  not  refuse  to  give 
you  anything  that  I  know. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  anybody  connected  with  your  paper  at 
all  that  has  any  more  information  than  you  have  in  connection  with 
this  matter? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  not  as  much. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  In  vour  article  you  refer  to  the  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Associated  l^ress  who  was  in  the  employment  of  some  of 
the  foreign  lines.  Do  you  know  any  other  member  of  any  press  asso- 
ciation that  is  so  employed? 

Mr.  Norton.  Do  I  know  of  any  other? 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Or  who  you  have  any  reason  to  believe  is  being 
paid  by  any  foreign  shipping  concern  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  I  do  not.  I  would  be  the  least  liable  to 
know. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  ^\^ly? 

Mr.  Norton.  Because,  knowing  that  my  publication  is  against  the 
methods  of  the  foreign  lines  in  regard  to  the  American  merchant 
marine,  I  would  be  the  last  person  that  would  be  liable  to  learn  such 
things. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTii.  I  do  not  think  that  would  necessarily  follow; 
but  ?till,  do  you  know  of  any  bureau  of  any  kind,  of  any  news  bureau, 
that  is  maintained  in  that  way? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  IjOnowortii.  Or  do  you  know  of  any  concerted  effort  to  send 
out  certain  colored  news  of  any  kind 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 
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Mr.  LoNowoRTH  (continuing).  To  be  published  simultaneously 
in  various  papers? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Norton,  there  was  a  subpoena  from  this  com- 
mittee served  upon  you  last  June,  was  there  not? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Asking  you  to  appear  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Norton,  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  sent  to  me,  as  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, or  caused  to  be  sent  to  me,  a  certificate  from  your  physician 
saying  that  you  would  be  glad  to  testify  here  in  New  x  ork,  but  that 
you  had  some  complaint  that  made  it  impracticable  for  you  to  travel 
without  danger.  Did  you  i;iot,  at  that  time,  speak  quite  frankly  to 
the  process  server  in  regard  to  what  you  fanew  in  connection  with 
this  matter? 

Mr.  Norton.  T  do  not  remember  doing  so. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  not  sfty  it  was  matter  of  common  knowl- 
edge that  Members  of  Congress  get  free  trips  to  Europe?  Did  you 
not  say  that  to  that  process  server? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  remember  that  I  did. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  not  even  use  the  expression  that  you 
knew  "  who  the  members  of  the  Black  Horse  Cavalry  are?  "  * 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  not  use  some  expression  of  that  kind? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  never  in  the  world.  I  hardly  know  what 
the  meaning  of  the  "  Black  Horse  Cavalry  "  is. 

The  Chairman.  I  do  not,  either;  but  I  had  a  memorandum  from 
the  process  serv^er  that  something  of  that  kind  was  said  by  you. 

Mr.  Norton.  The  process  server  was  rather  earnest — ^must  have 
been — to  attribute  anv  such  remark  to  me. 

The  Chairman.  Was  there  anv  conversation  bf  that  sort  had 
between  you  and  the  process  server  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  remember  it. 

The  Chairman.  You  spoke  quite  freelv  to  him,  did  you  not? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  made  him  at  home  while  he  was  in  my  office. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  talked  about  knowing  Members  of  Con- 
gress, did  you  not,  that  were  obtaining  accommodations  from  the 
foreign  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  I  did  not;  because  I  never  did. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  any  Member  of  Congress  whatever 
that  you  can  put  your  finger  upon  as  one  of  those  that  you  thought 
of  when  you  wrote  this  editorial  in  regard  to  people  being  influenced  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir ;  no,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  When  you  said,  a  little  while  ago,  that  Members 
of  Congress  in  the  Middle  West  were  influencing  newspapers  to  get 
an  imdue  amount  of  advertising,  did  you  not  have  any  Member  of 
Congress  in  your  mind  ? 

ifi.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Or  any  set  of  people? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  can  not  name  any  witnesses  that  we 
may  call  before  this  committee  who  will  give  us  any  light  on  the 
subject  that  we  are  asked  to  investigate? 
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Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir.  There  are  any  quantity  of  people  that  be- 
lieve as  I  do;  but  none  of  them  has  definite  knowledge,  I  suppose. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  give  me  any  source  of  information  that 
justifies  you  in  your  belief  that  some  Members  of  Congress  are 
improperly  influenced? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  think  I  have  said  that.  I  do  not  call  it  im- 
properly influenced.    No ;  I  have  not  said  that.     I  could  not. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  are  influenced,  then,  by  getting  an  undue 
amount  of  advertising  in  their  local  newspapers? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  could  not  name  them. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  can  not  name  the  newspaper? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  remember  the  newspaper. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  can  not  name  any  States  where  the  news- 
papers are  published? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  Middle  West,  you  say,  is  just  generally 
west  of  Washington? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  where  would  you  stop?  I  do  not  suppose 
you  would  go  as  far  as  the  Pacific  coast. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  would  have  to  look  at  my  atlas.  I  do  not  carry 
those  States  in  my  mind.  There  is  no  one  who  knows  better  what 
the  Middle  West  is  than  the  Members  of  Congress. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wisconsin? 

Mr.  Norton.  States  that  are  usuallv  called  the  Middle  West. 

Mr.  Garreit.  Did  you  say  that  you  understood  this  committee  was 
appointed  or  that  the  appointment  of  this  committee  was  brought 
about  in  order  to  postpone  marine  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  believe  that  was  the  object  of  those  that  brought 
about  this  investigation. 

Mr.  Garrett.  From  what  source  do  you  get  that  information  ? 

Mr.  Norton.  From  my  own  reading  of  the  newspapers,  and  con- 
gressional legislation  and  the  congressional  records. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  belief? 

Mr.  Norton.  It  is  just  a  matter  of  belief;  that  is  all,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Norton,  I  only  want  to  ask  you  one  question, 
because  I  want  to  make  this  very  clear: 

In  this  editorial  in  your  paper  of  July  9, 1910,  that  is  marked  "  Ex- 
hibit No.  131,*'  to  which  I  again  refer  you,  you  say  if  the  probe  is 
inserted  deep  enough,  such  and  such  things  will  be  ascertainea. 

I  want  to  know  whether  you  have  any  suggestion  as  to  the  way 
that  we  can  insert  the  probe  as  deeply  as  possible,  or  whether  there 
is  any  individual  that  you  think  of  that  we  can  subpoena  who  may 
give  us  information  to  fortify  you  in  the  opinion  that  you  say  you 
have? 

Mr.  Norton.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  told  you  that  I  wish  that  I 
could ;  but  I  can  not ;  that  that  is  my  belief. 

The  Chairman.  So  it  is  merely  a  belief? 

Mr.  Norton.  Merely  a  belief. 

The  Chairman.  Founded  on  no  facts  that  we  can  get  at? 

Mr.  Norton.  On  no  facts  that  you  can  get  at;  or,  I  assure  you,  I 
would  do  all  I  could  to  assist  you  to  get  at  them. 

The  Chairman.  You  can  not  make  any  suggestions  to  the  com- 
mittee that  will  enable  them  to  get  at  these  matters  that  you  believe 
to  be  a  fact,  other  than  you  have  said,  now? 
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Mr.  Norton.  I  regret  that  I  can  not. 

The  Chairman,  x  ou  can  not  suggest  a  single  witness  that  we 
could  call? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  would  like  to  make  one  correction,  if  it  is  per- 
missible. 

The  Chairman.  Very  well. 

Mr.  Norton.  I  spoke  of  Tim  Campbell  thoughtlessly  a  little  while 
ago  in  my  testimony;  but  my  meaning  was  misconstrued,  I  think. 
When  Tim  Campbell  was  alive  we  would  talk  together  frequently,  as 
we  were  quite  good  friends,  and  Tim  used  to  come  over  from  Wash- 
inMon  and  come  to  my  office,  and  then  I  used  to  get  a  good  deal  of 
information  that  was  valuable  to  me.  But  since  Tim  has  been  dead 
I  have  not  been  able  to  get  that  information. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Was  he  interested  in  your  newspaper? 

Mr.  Norton.  No. 

The  Chairman.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  one  thing:  Do  you  know 
anything  about  a  conference  that  is  held  once  a  month,  or  once  m  so 
often,  at  No.  17  State  street,  by  the  foreign  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  never  was  present,  but  my  office  is  at  No.  17  State 
street,  and  I  understand  there  is  one  held  there. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  who  composes  the  membership  of 
that  conference? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  have  seen  the  members'  names  in  print. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  know  anything  about  it  until  you  read 
this  testimony? 

Mr.  Norton.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  I  did.    Yes.    Oh,  yes. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  what  steamship  lines  send  delegates 
to  this  conference? 

Mr.  Norton.  No;  I  can  not  recall  them. 

The  Chairman.  Does  the  North  German  Lloyd? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  will  not  be  positive  about  that,  Mr.  Chairman.  I 
do  not  recall  those  names.  They  are  all  interested  in  it,  I  think — the 
South  American  lines,  it  seems,  more  than  others. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  whether  they  were  persons  inter- 
ested almost  entirely  in  the  South  American  line  or  also  in  the  trans- 
Atlantic  lines?    Do  you  know  which? 

Mr.  Norton.  Well,  it  is  a  matter  generally  known  and  believed  that 
the  trans- Atlantic  lines  have  their  conference  by  themselves. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  the  conference  that  has  been  testified  to  in 
this  investigation? 

Mr.  Norton.  I  do  not  recall,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  do  not  know  anything  about  it?  You 
do  not  know  who  the  members  are,  and  can  not  give  us  any  light  in 
reffard  to  that? 

Mr.  Norton.  No.  The  reason  why  I  know  so  little  about  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  foreign  lines  is  that  we  are  not  in  touch  with  each  other. 
TTie  Marine  Journal  is  strictly  An  American  marine  newspaper,  and 
we  are  not  in  touch  with  the  f  orei^  lines. 

The  Chairman.  Do  not  the  foreign  lines  advertise  in  your  paper? 

Mr.  Norton.  No,  sir;  they  never  touch  the  Marine  Journal.  It  is 
a  troublesome  little  paper. 

(Thereupon,  at  8.46  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  until 
to-morrow,  November  29, 1910,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.) 
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New  York,  N.  Y.,  Tuesday^  November  29^  1910. 

The  committee  met  pursuant  to  adjourmnent  of  Monday,  Novem- 
ber 28, 1910. 

Present:  Messrs.  Olcott  (chairman),  Longworth,  Hawley,  and 
Garrett. 

TESTIMOITY  OF  WILLIAM  H.  DOXTOLAS. 

William  H.  Douglas,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Douglas,  you  are  a  merchant  here  in  New 
York? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  of  the  firm  of  Arkell  &  Douglas? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in 
shipping  matters,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  were  a  Member  of  Congress  for  the 
Fifty-seventh  and  Fifty-eighth  Congresses,  were  you  not? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  was. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Douglas,  you  understand  the  scope  of  the  reso- 
lution under  which  this  committee  is  meeting? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  What  the  committee  is  particularly  desirous  of 
getting  at  is  to  find  out  whether  you  have  any  information  whatever 
relative  to  any  foreim  interference  with  legislation,  actuated  by  or 
started  or  cared  for  by  the  foreign  steamship  companies.  Can  you 
tell  us  anything  that  you  know  in  regard  to  that  matter? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  can  simply  say  that  I  think  that  the  alien  steam- 
ship interests  in  New  York  City  have  endeavored,  so  far  as  possible, 
to  look  after  their  interests  in  every  possible  way,  based  on  the  pro- 
tection of  the  same  in  the  port  of  li^ew  York. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  do  you  know  of  any  way  in  which  they  have 
sought  to  influence  legislation  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  it  seems  to  me  that  that  is  a  question  of  ethics, 
based  on  how  far  an  alien  corporation  can  have  its  agents  in  a  foreign 
port  look  after  its  interests,  and  endeavor  to  prevent  legislation  which 
mijght  be  inimical  to  their  interests.     I  can  only  answer  it  in  that  way. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  knqw  of  any  specific  instance  where  any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  a  lobby  has  been  fostered  by  them  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  not  like  to  say  a  lobby;  but  I  think  that, 
undoubtedly,  the  steamship  interests  have  haa  representatives  in 
Washington  for  many  years  to  look  after  their  interests  in  various 
ways. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know,  at  all,  who  the  members  of  the 
lobby  were? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not.  I  think  they  have  had  paid  men  there  at 
times.    They  have  been  changed,  probaoly,  at  various  times. 

The  Chairman.  Would  you  know  the  names  of  anybody  that  we 
could  call  who  would  be  likely  to  give  us  any  light  upon  this  subject? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  that  such  men  as  have  already  been  men- 
tioned here  unquevStionably  will  know,  if  they  care  to  state  the  facts, 
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whether  they  have  employed  agents  or  not;  such  men  as  are  influ- 
ential here — the  agents  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line  and  the 
agents  of  the  White  Star  and  other  lines,  who  have  been  more  or  less 
interested  in  these  subjects.  They  ought  to  be  able  to  produce  those 
names. 

The  Chairman.  What  man  connected  with  the  Hamburg- American 
Line  can  you  think  of? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  mean  the  head  of  the  Hamburg- American  Line ;  at 
present  it  is  Mr.  Boas. 

The  Chairman.  He  has  already  testified  before  this  committee. 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes ;  I  understand  he  has. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  anybody  connected  with  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd,  particularly,  that  you  can  mention  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Mr.  Schwab,  of  course,  the  head  of  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd. 

The  Chairman.  He  has  been  already  subpoenaed  here,  and  will 
testifv  later. 

Mr.  Douglas,  there  was  an  article  published  in  the  New  York 
American  of  August  25,  1910,  which  I  would  like  to  show  you  [hand- 
ing paper  to  witness].  Will  you  glance  over  that  article,  and  tell  me 
whether  that  is,  practically,  an  interview  with  you? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  I  have  read  this  before,  although  it  was 
some  time  ago.  The  substance  of  that  article  is  on  the  Tines  of  a 
statement  that  I  made  to  the  reporter  who  called  on  me. 

(The  paper  referred  to  was  marked  Exhibit  No.  133,  and  is  as 
follows:) 

Exhibit  No.  138. 

Ocean  Steamship  Trust  Cunningly  Dominates  Congbess — '*  New  York  Cham- 
ber OF  Commerce  Efforts  to  Revive  Merchant  Marine  Insidiously  Baffled," 
Declares  William  H.  Douglas — **  Commercial  Tories  Set  Us  Fighting 
Among  Ourselves  and  Successfully  Paralyze  all  Our  Attempts  at  Relief." 

William  H.  Douglas,  Iiead  of  one  of  the  largest  Importing  firmd  in  the  city,  a 
former  Congressman  and  a  member  of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
charged  yesterday  that  the  foreign  steamship  trust  has  so  dominated  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  and  the  present  Congress  as  to  prevent  any  relief  for  the 
American  merchant  marine  and  to  halt  any  interference  with  Its  own  monopoly. 
Mr.  Douglas  said: 

."The  foreign  steamship  trust,  to  insure  its  absolute  grip  upon  the  $350.- 
000,000,000  annual  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States,  has  packed  not  only 
Congress,  but  also  such  influential  civic  institutions  as  the  New  York  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  Within  the  chamber  there  are  more  than  50  men  who  might  be 
described  as  commercial  tories.  While  appearing  to  bo  patriotic  Americans,  they 
are  secretly  allied  with  a  monopoly  whose  supremacy  is  hostile  to  American 
hiterestB." 

Mr.  Douglas  was  a  Member  of  the  Fifty-seventh  and  Fifty-eighth  Congresses. 
In  1906  and  1907  he  was  president  of  the  New  York  Produce  Exchange.  He  has 
long  been  active  in  the  maritime  exchange  and  the  merchants*  exchange. 

As  president  of  the  export  and  import  house  of  Arkell  &  Douglas,  he 
comes  in  touch  with  the  trade  of  almost  every  country.  The  firm  has  branches 
in  I^ndon,  Melbourne,  Buenos  Aires,  Cape  Town,  Port  Elizabeth,  Sydney,  and 
Johannesburg,  with  agencies  in  Sao  Paula,  Trinidad,  Barbados,  Montevideo, 
Pernambuco.  Demerara.  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Valparaiso,  and  Cayenne.  Mr.  Douglas 
spends  most  of  his  time  traveling  from  one  foreign  country  to  another. 

FIGHTING    AMONG    THEMSELVES. 

**  The  time  has  come  when  the  truth  must  be  known,"  continued  Mr.  Douglas. 
"  One  of  the  chief  reasons  this  country  is  at  the  m(»rcy  of  tlie  foreign  steamship 
companies  is  because,  through  the  most  Insidious  methods,  they  have  set  us 
fighting  among  ourselves. 
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Take,  for  exmaple,  the  way  this  foi*elgn-owned  monopoly  has  confounded 
that  most  estimable  institution,  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Realiz- 
ing the  voice  of  the  -chamber  would  have  a  potent  influence  among  the  law- 
makers at  Washington,  it  managed  to  throw  Its  members  into  confusion.  It 
accordingly  became  powerful  inside  the' chamber.  Through  a  large  numl>er  of 
gentlemen  who  are  afHliated  with  it  in  business  and  who  feel  obliged,  for  busi- 
ness reasons,  to  follow  its  dictates,  it  entered  the  committees,  talked  in  the 
debates,  and  in  other  ways  made  its  influence  felt. 

"But  so  cunningly  does  this  trust  operate  that  it  renders  it  almost  impos- 
sible for  you  to  tell  the  patriot  from  the  tory,  the  man  who  opposes  you  out  of 
loyalty  to  his  country,  and  he  who  pretends  to  work  for  American  interests 
while  at  heart  serving  the  enemy. 

RESULT  OF  INTRIGUE. 

"As  a  result  of  such  intrigue  the  chamber  lal)or8  year  after  year  for  a  solu- 
tion, which  it  never  flnds.  As  soon  as  one  member  suggests  a  certain  course  of 
action,  another  is  proposed,  then  a  third,  and  so  on.  Argument  excites  argu* 
ment.  A  resolution  is  submitted,  and  amendm^it  follows  amendment,  until  the 
original  proposition  is  practically  nullifled. 

"  I  am  glad  Representative  Humphrey  is  making  such  an  active  fight  against 
the  foreign  steamship  rings.  Any  American  in  the  export  or  import  bn«liien 
knows  they  exist,  and  that  he  is  at  their  mercy.  He  knows,  too,  that  they  are 
always  working  against  the  interests  of  this  country.  Where  they  give  the 
American  shipper  a  certain  rate,  they  extend,  if  possible,  a  better  figure  to  the 
merchant  of  their  own  nation. 

"The  Shipping  trust  has  long  been  successful  in  Washington  in  paralyzing 
any  practical  effort  to  reestablish  the  American  merchant  marine.  It  worka 
as  insidiously  there  as  elsewhere.  Its  agents  are  always  striving  to  upset  one 
plan  by  apparently  working  for  another. 

"When  Speaker  Cannon  was  all-powerful,  any  proposition  for  government 
aid  for  American  shipping  was  as  good  as  dead  from  the  very  beginning.  As 
things  now  stand  in  the  House,  I  hope  legislation  will  be  enacted  which  will 
not  only  break  the  power  of  the  foreign  steamship  rings,  but  through  the  estab- 
lishment of  American  lines  bring  to  the  United  States  a  vast  amount  of  wealth 
which  now  goes  to  foreign  countries. 

MONOPOLY  OF  OUR  PORTS. 

"  Foreign  vessels  reaching  our  ports  should  receive  hospitable  treatment,  but 
that  is  entirely  different  from  granting  foreigners  permanent  monopoly  of  our 
ports.  These  foreign  lines  are  taxed  comparatively  little,  and  in  our  large 
cities  our  piers  are  built  mostly  for  their  use,  to  the  detriment  of  domestic 
trade.  They  make  few  repairs  in  our  shipyards,  and  purchase  their  supplies 
exclusively  at  home,  except  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary.  Their  fleets  in 
case  of  war  would  be  us^  at  once  by  their  Governments  to  help  destroy  the 
nation  which  has  protected  and  partly  enabled  them  to  exist. 

"The  profits  we  pay  others  for  carrying  our  freight  and  mails,  the  loss 
through  repairs  at  foreign  ports  of  foreign  ships  in  our  trade,  and  the  non- 
puchase  of  supplies  here,  with  the  additional  loss  of  commerce  resulting  from 
this  situation,  .approximate  $75,000,000  to  $100,000,000  a  year. 

"  Our  Government  can  change  these  conditions.  The  expenditure  of  $10,000,000 
a  year  for  ten  years  would  undoubtedly  save  our  Nation  $1,000,000,000  or  more 
in  the  same  period,  as  our  trade  is  regularly  increasing  and  the  profit  of  the 
steamship  owner  correspondingly  large. 

"  I  believe  Congress  at  its  next  session  should  authorize  the  Postmaster- 
General  to  contract  for  one  or  more  mail  and  freight  lines  to  Europe,  South 
America,  South  Africa,  Central  America,  China  and  Japan,  Australasia,  and 
our  dependencies,  contract  to  be  for  not  less  than  ten  years,  and  loading 
ports  those  most  likely  to  benefit  and  increase  American  commerce. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  DouorlaH,  this  statement  is  made,  quoting  from 
what  this  paper  says  you  said : 

The  foreign  steamship  trust,  to  insure  its  absolute  grip  upon  the  350  billion 
dollars — that  is  what  it  says;  I  suppose  it  means  "millions" — annual  foreign 
trade  of  the  United  States,  has  packed  not  only  Congress  but  also  such  influen- 
tial civic  institutions  as  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
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Will  you  teU  us  what  you  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  In  the  first  place,  I  did  not  make  the  statement  that 
they  had  packed  Ciongress.  Of  course,  I  suppose,  the  paper  put  that 
in.  They  naturally  use  their  judgment  in  writing  these  articles  and 
quoted  me,  perhaps,  a  little  more  severe  than  what  I  stated.  If  you 
wish  me  to  speak  about  the  chamber  of  commerce  and  other  similar 
or^mizations 

The  Chairman.  I  really  would  like  to  hare  you  s^  just  what  you 
mean  in  regard  to  any  influence  they  brought  on  Members  of  Con- 


Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  in  so  far  as  Congress  is  concerned,  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  foreign  steamship  peoi>le  here  should  not  endeavor 
to  create  an  impression  in  Congress  that  it  is  unwise  to  have  American 
flipping  on  the  seas,  if  it  suits  them  and  if  it  is  not  against  our  laws; 
and  there  is  no  question  but  what  they  haye  endeavored  to  educate 
the  Congressmen  along  those  lines  of  thought  for  many  years. 

I  do  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  they  have  done  so  in  any  way 
which  we  can  criticise.  As  I  stated  before,  I  think  it  is  a  question 
of  ethics  whether  they  have  a  right  to  do  that  or  not.  If  it  is 
against  our  law^  they  nave  no  right  to  do  it ;  if  it  is  not  against  the 
law,  they  are  smiply  protecting  their  interests.  They  undoubtedly 
have  furnished,  I  presume,  articles  for  the  ben^t  of  Congressmen 
to  read.  They  have  influenced  papers  and  published  all  kinds  of 
articles  for  years  which  stabbed  American  shipping  in  the  back, 
their  object  being,  naturally,  to  influence  Confess  against  passing 
any  measure  whim  would  tend  to  give  the  rehef  which  some  of  us 
think  we  should  have.  I  could  not  go  any  further  than  that.  It  is  a 
question  whether  they  have  the  right  to  do  this  or  whether  they  have 
not  the  right.    That  is  not  for  me  to  say. 

The  Chaikman.  Do  you  know  of  any  Members  of  the  present  Con- 
gress that  they  have  attempted,  specifically,  to  influence? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  Now,  how  about  the  chamber  of  commerce? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  you  must  remember,  gentlemen,  that  the  for- 
eign steamship  interests  are  represented  here  by  men  of  learning, 
gentlemen  of  the  highest  attainments,  and  of  great  business  astute- 
ness. Those  men  belong  to  the  chamber  of  commerce,  as  a  rule.  They 
also  belong  to  the  Mercnants'  Association.  They  go  to  the  National 
Board  of  Trade  meetings.  They  belong  to  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
Transportation  and  other  such  iJodies  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Those  men  are  there,  you  might  say,  for  the  same  object  that  I 
am — ^to  sustain  bodies  of  that  kind.  They  use  their  right  and 
prerogative,  and  when  questions  come  before  those  bodies,  either 
approve  of  them  or  disapprove  of  them.  It  has  been  my  experience, 
as  a  member  of  all  those  bodies,  that  wherever  anything  came  up 
that  tended  to  interfere  in  the  slightest  degree  with  the  grip  which 
the  foreign  steamship  owner  has  got  on  this  port  and  the  ports  of 
this  country,  that  they  had  men  there  to  represent  their  side  of  the 
question.  I  do  not  say  that  those  men  were  not  rightly  there.  They 
were  members  of  those  bodies,  and  had  as  much  right  as  I  have.  As 
members,  if  they  chose  to  oppose  any  measures  advocating  American 
shipping,  they  were  within  their  rights  in  doing  so.  That  is  what 
I  wanted  to  make  clear  in  that  paragraph ;  and  it  is  unquestionably  so. 
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The  Chairman.  Well,  in  this  particular  paragraph  there  is  this 
statement  : 

Within  the  chamber  there  are  more  than  fifty  men  who  might  be  described 
as  commercial  tories.  While  appearing  to  be  patriotic  Americans,  they  are 
secretly  allied  with  a  monopoly  whose  supremacy  is  hostile  to  American 
interests. 

Will  you  tell  me  what  you  meant  by  that? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  did  not  use  the  word  "  tones,"  as  I  remember. 
But,  for  instance,  presuming  a  man  is  the  manager  of  the  Cunard 
Steamship  Company  in  New  York,  and  he  is  also  a  member  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce.  Naturally,  if  resolutions  are  being  passed 
there  which  differ  from  his  views  as  to  what  is  best  for  this  country, 
he,  thinking  naturally  it  is  best  that  the  Cunard  Line  and  others 
should  be  supreme,  will  use  his  right  to  oppose  those  measures  in 
that  chamber;  and  this  has  been  done  repeatedly. 

I  disclaim  any  discourtesy  to  those  gentlemen,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  that  has  been  persistently  done  for  years,  as  I  say,  in  not  only 
that  body,  but  in  other  large  bodies  here.  It  is  hot  for  me  to  criticise 
their  joining  such  bodies,  or  to  say  that  they  joined  them  for  that 
sole  purpose. 

The  Chaibmak.  You  spoke  of  60  members  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce. Can  you  name  any  of  those  gentlemen  that  we  can  ask  to 
come  before  this  committee  to  give  us  any  information  in  regard  to 
the  matter? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  it  would  be  very  easy  for  you  gentlemen  to 
pick  out  those  names.  For  instance,  Mr.  Schwab  is  chairman  of  one 
of  the  most  important  committees  in  the  chamber  of  commerce  to-day. 
He  is  also  the  agent  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  he  an  American  citizen  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  could  not  answer  that  question.  I  do  not  know. 
He  was  not  some  years  ago,  I  think.  Whether  he  is  now  or  not  I 
don't  know. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  now,  this  expression  occurs  in  this  article: 

The  time  has  come  when  the  truth  must  be  known.  One  of  the  chief  reasons 
this  country  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  foreign  steamship  companies  is  because, 
through  the  most  insidious  methods,  they  have  set  us  fighting  among  ourselves. 
Tal^e,  for  example,  the  way  this  foreign-owned  monopoly  has  confounded  that 
most  estimable  Institution,  the  New  Yorlc  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Realizing 
the  voice  of  the  chamber  would  have  a  potent  influence  among  the  law- 
makers in  Washington,  It  managed  to  throw  Its  members  into  confusion.  It 
accordingly  became  powerful  inside  of  the  chamber.  Through  a  like  number  of 
gentlemen  who  are  affiliated  with  it  in  business  and  who  feel  obliged,  for 
business  reasons,  to  follow  its  dictates,  it  entered  the  committees,  talked  in 
the  debates,  and  In  other  ways  made  its  Influence  felt. 

Now,  can  you  tell  me  just  what  you  meant  by  that?.  Did  you  mean 
that  it  entered  the  committees  of  Congress? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No  ;  I  do  not  think  it  has  anything  to  do  with  Con- 
gress. I  do  not  think  that  statement  has  anything  to  do  with  Con- 
gress, Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chaibman.  Well,  what  do  you  mean — provided  this  is  a  cor- 
rect quotation  from  what  you  said  to  the  reporter?  What  do  you 
mean  by  saying  that :  "  This  foreign-owned  monopoly  has  confounded 
that  most  estimable  institution,  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce ? " 
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Mr.  DouGUks.  Well,  it  is  very  difficult  to  elucidate  a  question  of 
that  kind  more  than  I  have.  I  have  endeavored  to  make  it  plain  to 
the  conmiittee  that  the  gentlemen  who  represent  the  alien  steamship 
interests  have,  with  perfect  propriety,  become  prominent  in  those 
institutions,  or  those  organizations  ratner,  and  they  are  or  have  been 
members  of  the  committees  of  those  organizations,  and  they  therefore 
are  able  to  perhaps  queer  resolutions  which  may  be  introduced  if 
they  do  not  agree  with  the  idea  advanced  of  what  the  American 
nation  should  do  toward  building  up  their  decayed  shipping.  I  do 
not  care  to  impugn  the  motives  of  those  men,  but  the  statement  as  it 
stands  is  correct. 

The  Chairman.  Then  you  say : 

But  80  cunningly  does  this  trust  operate  that  it  renders  it  almost  impossible 
for  you  to  tell  the  patriot  from  the  tory — ^the  man  who  opposes  you  out  of 
loyalty  to  his  country  and  he  who  pretends  to  work  for  American  Interests  while 
at  heart  serving  the  enemy. 

Mr.  DouGi^AS.  Well,  all  these  gentlemen  entirely  disclaim  anything 
but  a  difference  of  opinion  while  standing  on  their  justifiable  rights 
as  American  citizens.  If  they  are  differing  from  any  other  man  in 
re^rd  to  any  theory  he  advances  along  tne  line  of  benefiting  our 
shipping,  you  can  not  criticise  that.  Some  man  may  say  that  he 
thinks  we  are  better  off  as  we  are,  employing  foreign  ships  rather 
than  having  them  built  and  manned  and  sailS  under  the  American 
flag.  He  has  a  right  to  that  opinion,  and  has  a  right  to  state  it  in 
the  chamber  of  commerce  or  anywhere  else.  I  may  think  that  if  he 
is  an  agent  of  an  alien  steamship  line  it  is  bad  taste  for  him  to  make 
that  statement  in  an  American  organization,  but  that  is  a  question  of 
personal  opinion  again. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  I  know ;  but  in  this  interview  vou  certainlv 
meant  to  seriously  adversely  criticise  a  good  many  of  the  men  who 
were  members  of  the  chamber  of  commerce,  did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No;  I  disclaim  any  such  intent.  I  am  onlv  giving 
you  gentlemen  the  facts  in  that  interview.  I  am  not  criticising  then: 
any  more  than  I  am  criticising  them  before  you. 

The  Chairman.  Are  many  of  the  members  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce men  who  are  not  citizens? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Oh,  no;  only  a  small  percentage;  a  very  small  per- 
centage, but  I  think  most  of  the  prominent  men  identified  with  the 
alien  steamship  interests  of  New  York  City  are  members  of  those 
bodies;  a  great  many  of  them. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  mentioned  the  Hamburg- American 
Line;  you  have  mentioned  the  North  German  Lloyd  Line;  and  you 
have  mentioned  the  White  Star  Line.  Who,  if  you  recollect,  is  the 
most  active  man  connected  with  the  WTiite  Star  Line  that  is  a  member 
of  the  chamber  of  commerce  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  I  am  not  sure  who  represents — not  represents, 
but  who  is  a  member  from  the  White  Star  Line.  I  think  that  several 
of  the  head  men  in  that  office  are.  I  do  not  like  to  mention  names, 
if  they  are  not.  But  I  could  give  you  the  names,  if  they  are  there, 
very  readily,  by  looking  at  a  fist  of  the  members  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce.  I  only  mentioned  those  steamship  lines  because  they  are 
prominent,  but  you  take  the  freight  lines  and  the  same  thing  applies. 

The  Chairman.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  freight  lines? 
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Mr.  Douglas.  Such  lines  as  run  to  Africa;  such  lines  as  run  to 
Australia,  to  China,  to  Japan. 

The  Chairman.  How  about  South  America  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  The  same  thing  applies. 

The  Chairman.  In  the  course  of  jour  business  you  have  had  a 
great  deal  of  shifming  to  South  America,  have  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Douglas,  xes;  we  do. 

The  CHAiR2dAN.  Will  you  tell  me  how  you  ship?  Do  you  ship 
directly,  or  via  Liverpool? 

Mr.  Douglas.  We  snip  direct  entirely,  practically. 

The  Chairman.  By  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes.  There  are  half  a  dozen  lines  running  down 
there. 

The  Chairman.  How  about  your  mail  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  the  mails  we  send  a  great  deal  by  Europe,  and 
quite  considerably  direct  by  the  boats.  If  you  get  a  fast  boat,  it  is 
about  six  of  one  and  half  a  dozen  of  the  other.  The  time  is  about 
the  same. 

The  Chairman.  Would  you  say,  as  a  merchant,  that  the  facilities 
to  ship  between  here  and  South  America  are  adequate  in  goinff 
directly  from  this  port  to  South  American  ports  on  the  east  side  of 
South  America. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have  noticed  in  some  of  the  hearings  that  that 
question  has  been  asked,  and  that  certain  people  have  stated  that  it 
was  adequate.  It  is  only  adequate  to  this  extent:  That  there  are 
ample  facilities,  beyond  doubt,  to  ship ;  but  you  have  to  ship  accord- 
ing to  the  combinations  which  exist,  following  their  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  rates.  There  is  no  elasticity,  there  is  no  competition, 
and  the  merchant  is  absolutely  throttled  in  any  possible  opportunity 
that  he  might  have  to  show  independence. 

I  consider,  therefore,  that  while  the  facilitias  are  adequate,  the 
condition  is  absolutely  beyond  the  English  language  to  convey,  in 
so  far  as  American  interests  are  concerned. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  "combinations? " 

Mr.  Douglas.  All  these  different  lines  are  under  different  combina- 
tions together.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a  country  in  the  world  that 
we  ship  to,  of  any  extent,  that  is  not  absolutely  controlled  by  alien 
steamship  interests,  who  have  their  combinations,  and  who  arrange 
their  rates  and  handle  our  American  shipping  as  suits  their  own 
pleasure. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Suppose  you  are  going  to  ship  to  South  America ; 
do  you  go  to  the  office  oi  any  particular  line  to  get  a  rate? 

Mr.  Douglas.  In  many  cases  you  ship  in  accordance  with  boats 
that  may  be  going,  no  matter  what  the  line  may  be.  There  is  very 
little  competition.  At  the  present  time  there  exists  some  competition 
in  South  America ;  but  all  the  competition  which  has  existed  in  this 

{)ort  for  many  years  is  simply  a  competition  based  on  some  other 
ine  trying  to  work  its  way  into  the  business  and  which  exists 
through  the  ambition  of  some  steamship  owner  on  the  other  side: 
and  to  secure  a  share  of  the  trade,  as  soon  as  they  have  accomplishea 
that  purpose,  why  they  become  a  part  of  the  combination,  just  the 
same  as  our  trusts  manage  it  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  how  or  where  those  rate  agreements 
are  made? 
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Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  they  are  mostly  made  on  the  other  side.  Of 
course  the  people  here  are  simply  the  serrants  of  the  steamship 
owner  in  Hamburg,  London,  Liverpool,  and  elsewhere. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  In  addition  to  making  a  general  rate,  do  they 
give  rebates? 

Mr.  Douglas.  They  did;  but  for  various  reasons  that  has  been 
largely  done  away  with ;  they  have  been  afraid  of  the  law,  I  under- 
stood, and  at  present  there  is  verv  little  of  that  being  done. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  think,  then,  that  you  are  on  the  same  basis 
as  any  other  shipper? 

Mr.  Dquglas.  I  hope  so ;  although  I  question  it  in  many  instances. 
I  have  no  protection,  if  I  am  not. 

Mr.  LoNG'woRTH.  You  find,  as  a  general  rule,  that  the  rate  is 
exactly  the  same  on  these  various  lines? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Thev  claim  to  treat  all  shippers  alike. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  t  was  speaking  as  to  the  rate  on  the  different 
lines,  so  far  as  you  are  concerned,  on  any  given  shipment.  Can  you 
get  a  better  rate  on  one  line  than  another,  or  is  there  a  general 
similaritv  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Just  at  present,  in  South  America,  there  is  some 
competition. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  long  has  that  existed  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  You  mean  these  combinations? 

Mr.  Garrett.  No;  this  competition. 

Mr.  Douglas.  In  South  America? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  it  has  been  in  existence  for  some  years.  These 
people  will  ^et  together  and  there  will  be  another  line  trying  to 
force  itself  in,  and  that  line  has  to  be  driven  off  or  has  to  be  taken 
in.  Just  at  present  there  has  been  a  little  competition  with  one  of 
the  lines — for  about  a  year  or  a  year  and  a  half. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  was  speaking  generally,  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  business.  Do  you  get  a  better  rate  on  one  line  than  another,  or 
are  they  all  substantially  the  same? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No;  they  schedule  their  rates  in  accordance  with  the 
goods.    That  is,  they  classify  them. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  Yes.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  whether 
there  is  any  particular  advantage  in  shipping  on  one  line,  on  the 
general  average,  than  on  another? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Not  very  material,  no;  unless  the  competition  is  very 
keen.  There  is  not,  even  to-day,  in  South  America,  although  there 
is  competition.     The  parity  of  rates  is  pretty  close. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  lines  are  there  that  run  from  here 
down  to  South  America  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  There  must  be  five,  I  should  say. 

The  Chairman.  Are  thev  all  in  a  combination? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  understand  they  are  pretty  well  combined,  except 
one  line. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  name  of  that  line  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  the  Houston  Line  is  outside  of  the  combina- 
tion at  present. 

Mr.  (jARRETT.  What  flag  does  that  sail  under  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  The  English  flag. 
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The  difficulty  is  that  they  are  enabled  to  tie  their  boats  up  to  a 
lar^e  shipper  here  for  any  one  commodity;  and  then  anyone  who 
desires  to  ship  the  same  goods  is  practically  shut  out,  barred  from 
shipping  at  all  to  those  ports,  or  has  to  pay  a  higher  rate.  That  has 
been  done,  probably  may  be  done  to-day  for  all  I  know.  It  has  hap- 
pened many  times. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  think  that,  as  a  rule,  the  rates  are  exces- 
sive or  reasonable  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Sates  are  always  excessive  when  they  are  not  com- 
petitive and  when  the  merchant's  prerogative  to  ship  as  he  pleaaes 
IS  taken  away  from  him. 

I  will  explain  that  by  saying  this :  That  these  lines  are  so  powerful 
that  merchants  in  New  York  are  absolutely  in  their  hands,  and  if 
you  choose  to  endeavor  to  protect  yourself  by  loading  for  those  ports, 
you  will  probably  be  penalized  an^  punished  for  your,  you  might  say, 
independence  of  action,  which  condition  shippers  are  not  able  to  con- 
tend against ;  and  therefore  they  accept  the  situation. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  do  you  mean  by  "  penalized  and  pun- 
ished" there? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  there  are  so  many  ways  of  punishing  a  man 
in  the  shipping  trade  that  it  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer.  You 
might  find  that  the  rates  were  rather  higher  to  you  without  knowing 
it.  You  might  find  that  their  vessels  were  usually  full  on  a  given 
commodity  when  you  applied  for  room.  You  might  find  numerous 
conditions  which  would  be  somewhat  difficult  and  unpleasant  to  have 
to  meet. 

Mr.  Lk^ng WORTH.  Would  you  say  that,  in  general,  the  rates  on  these 
foreign  lines  for  an  American  shipper  were  excessive? 

Mr.  Douglas.  On  the  average,  yes.  I  would  illustrate  that  by 
stating  that  to-day  Canada,  with  an  enlightenment  which  I  wish  our 
country  had,  has  taken  upon  herself  to  foster  Canadian  interests 
and  has  started  lines  in  various  directions ;  and  the  rates  from  Canada 
are  very  much  lower  to  places  where  she  now  has  these  lines  than  are 
the  rates  of  the  lines  here,  by  a  very  heavy  percentage. 

These  lines  are  not  here  "to  carry  our  goods  for  love.  They  nat- 
urally get  all  they  can  out  of  us.  I  have  no  fault  to  find  with  that 
as  long  as  they  are  here. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  from  Canadian  ports — ' 
the  St.  Lawrence,  for  instance,  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence 

Mr.  Douglas  (interrupting).  Montreal  and  St.  Johns. 

The  Chairman  (continuing).  Goods  can  be  sent  cheaper  to  South 
America  than  from  here? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No  ;  because  there  is  no  line  to  South  America.  But 
they  can  be  to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  the  West  Indies,  and,  usually, 
to  South  Africa. 

The  Canadian  government,  T  am  told,  intends  to  start  a  line  to 
South  America  in  the  spring. 

The  Chairmak.  You  mean  a  governmental  line  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  those  lines  are  subsidized  in  some  way.  The 
government  contributes  toward  the  running  of  the  line. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  how  that  subsidy  is  given? 

Mr.  Douglas.  By  contracts.  They  ask  for  tenders,  and  specify 
the  sailings,  speed  of  ships,  and  so  forth,  and  they  then  contract  with 
any  line — ^that  is,  any  British  line ;  of  course,  they  could  not  contract 
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with  any  other  line — ^that  will  carry  out  the  contract,  which,  of 
course,  is  published,  and  the  line  is  run  on  that  basis.  And  they  pay 
them  so  much  money  per  steamer  or  per  year. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  just  for  the  sake  of  running  their 
vessels  at  such  and  such  a  tonnage,  and  at  such  and  such  times, 
the  Canadian  ffovernment  gives  so  much  money  for  the  sake  of  hav- 
ing that  line  between  Canadian  ports  and  other  ports,  whether  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  or  elsewhere? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Exactly. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  And  the  effect  of  that  arrangement  is  to  give  a 
lower  rate,  generally,  to  the  Canadian  shipper  than  the  correspond- 
ing rate  to  the  American  shipper  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  has  been  so,  since  they  started  those  lines,  which 
is  within  the  last  three  or  four  years. 

Mr.  Garreit.  Have  you  studied  that  Canadian  shipping  enough  to 
know  whether,  independent  of  the  subsidy,  those  lines  are  profitable? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  should  judge  that,  independent  of  the  subsidy,  they 
would  not  have  been  put  on. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  question  is  whether  they  are  profitable,  inde- 
pendent of  the  subsidy.    Do  you  know  how  that  is? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  presume  that,  had  they  been  profitable,  or  had  it 
been  possible  to  run  those  lines  without  the  subsidy,  those  steamship 
owners  would  have  put  those  lines  on;  and  therefore,  by  inference, 
af-  they  did  not^  I  judge  they  were  not  profitable.  That  is  the  only 
way  I  can  answer  it. 

Mr.  Garrett.  So  the  subsidy  taxes  the  whole  Canadian  people 
for  the  benefit  of  those  shippers? 

Mr.  Douglas.  If  you  choose  to  put  it  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  is  your  suggestion,  Mr.  Douglas,  of  a  remedy 
for  the  conditions  that  exist  here?  How  can  this  combination  be 
broken  up? 

Mr.  Douglas.  That  answer  would  take,  perhaps,  longer  than  the 
committee  would  be  prepared  to  give  me  to  reply. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  think  that  subsidizing  a  line  of  ships  would 
do  it — in  a  few  woras? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  we  must  have  American  shipping  or  it  never 
can  be  done.    Put  it  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  do  the  rates  compare  from  here  and  from  Eng- 
land and  from  Germany,  and  so  on  ?    Have  you  compared  those  rates  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes ;  at  times  they  are  very  much  in  excess;  and  there 
have  been  short  periods  where 

The  Chairman.  You  say  "  very  much  in  excess."  What  do  you 
mean  ?    Do  you  mean  on  our  lines  or  the  lines  that  run  from  here  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  They  are  very  much  in  excess  of  those  from  Eng- 
land and  Germany,  ana  so  on? 

Mr.  Douglas.  On  the  average  they  are;  yes. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  What  percenta^  of  excess? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  make  those  statements  with 
accuracy  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  goods  which  go  from  the  differ- 
ent countries  are  not  always  identical;  but  you  take  the  heavy  goods, 
the  hardware  lines  and  that  class  of  goods,  and  it  often  will  run  from 
15  to  25  or  30  per  cent  higher. 
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The  Chairman.  That  is,  being  shipped  from  the  United  States  to 
South  America  than  from  Southampton  or  Bremen  t 

Mr.  Douglas.  From  Germany ;  yes.  • 

The  Chairkan.  From  Qermany  t 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes;  from  Germany  to  other  countries.  We  have 
at  times — and  it  has  been  very  boastfully  stated,  I  think,  before  this 
committee — had  rates  that  were  lower.  That  has  been  true.  But 
that  has  only  been  because  the  Germans  and  the  English  and  others 
were  fighting  for  the  American  trade,  and  therefore  during  that  fight 
of  course  rates  would  be  indiscriminately  cut,  but  it  would  not  last 
long. 

The  great  difficulty  is  the  fact  that  the  American  manufacturer 
and  merchant  is  at  a  decided  disadvantage,  because  the  rates  that  he 
may  pay  are  framed  for  him  by  interests  abroad  which  this  country 
has  no  control  over.  And  therefore  if  you  are  quoting,  for  instance, 
on  10,000  tons  of  steel  rails  or  goods  of  that  character — I  merely  use 
rails  as  an  illustration — for  shipment  to  a  foreign  country — I  leave 
Europe  out  always  in  talking,  because  that  is  a  different  problem 
altogether — ^these  foreign  interests  can  practically  make  a  rate,  as 
they  are  in  combination,  from  Hamburg,  Liverpool,  London,  or  from 
New  York,  and  in  many  cases  can  throw  that  order  anywhere  they 
please  at  any  time  they  please,  and  it  has  been  done  repeatedly. 

You  might  ask  why  the  American  merchant  is  not  able  to  change 
that  condition.  The  reason  is  because  even  if  he  can  charter  to  carry 
his  own  goods  he  is  not  able  to  secure  the  balance  of  freight  to  go 
with  those  heavy  goods  which  would  enable  him  to  load  a  steamer 
or  steamers  to  advantage,  whereas  the  lines  here  of  course  can  pick 
and  choose  all  classes  of  cargo  and  therefore  secure  a  rate,  at  least 
secure  advantages  which  enable  them  to  make  a  rate  which  would 
be  very  much  less  than  an  outsider  could  charter  a  full  boat  for  for 
any  one  class  of  goods. 

Mr.  LoNGw^oRTH.  Is  that  fact  that  you  speak  of  now,  for  instance, 
as  to  how  or  on  what  line  these  goo(Is  are  to  be  carried,  determined 
abroad  or  determined  here  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  is  nominally  determined  here,  but  actually  deter- 
mined abroad.  These  agents  in  many  cases  are  absolutely  dependent 
on  instructions  they  receive  from  abroad.  Thej'^  do  not  tell  me  that 
they  send  a  cable  at  night  when  they  give  me  a  rate  the  next  morning, 
but  I  know  the  cable  goes.  They  have  very  little  authority  here  on 
this  side. 

Mr.  Garbett.  What  are  those  lines  going  to  South  America  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  There  are  five  or  six  of  them  that  run  there.  Norton 
&  Son  have  a  line;  there  are  the  Barber  boats;  the  Houston  people 
have  boats,  and  Gerhart  and  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Company  have 
boats,  and  there  is  one  other  line  that  I  ao  not  remember  now. "  There 
is  also  a  presumably  independent  line,  which  was  subsidized  by  the 
Brazilian  Government,  which  loaded  steamers  in  that  direction. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  usually  called  the  Brazilian  Line? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  believe  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  is  the  ownership  of  those  lines?  Are  they 
owned  by  American  citizens  or  are  they  owned  by  foreign  subjects? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not  think  an  American  citizen  owns  a  dollar  in 
any  one  of  those  lines. 
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Mr.  Garrett.  Take  the  Lamport  ,&  Holt  Line.  Do  you  think  that 
is  wholly  owned  abroad  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  a  corporation  or  a  firm  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  it  is  a  firm. 

Mr.  Garrett.  A  British  firm? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  they  have  aifiliations  on  the  other  side.  I  think 
it  is  largely  owned  on  the  other  side — the  steamers. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  think,  then,  that  foreign  citissens  own  all  lines 
that  ply  between  here  and  South  America  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Practically;  yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Well,  now,  what  about  this  North  German  Lloyd 
Line? 

Mr.  Douglas.  That  is  a  European  line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  owned  abroad  or  here? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  understand  it  is  entirely  owned  abroad. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  the  one  with  which  Mr.  Schwab  is  con- 
nected? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  understand  so,  although  he  has  recently  retired  on 
account  of  his  health.    He  is  no  longer  so  active. 

The  Chairman.  We  have  subpoenaed  him,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  but 
have  heard  that  he  has  been  veyy  ill.  He  did  not  come  down  to 
Washington  on  that  account. 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  a  general  way,  before  this  committee  and  before 
all  committees  that  have  had  anything  to  do  with  this  question  there 
have  been  expressions  about  the  foreign  steamship  lines,  yet  there 
is  testimony  indicating  that  a  good  many  of  these  lines  are  really 
owned  by  Americans,  though  sailed  under  a  foreign  flag. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  like  to  hear  the  testimony.  I  do  .not  know 
of  any  such  lines. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  that  was  largely  in  regard  to  the  White 
Star  Line. 

Mr.  Douglas.  You  mean,  under  the  Morgan  combination? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Douglas.  You  can  call  that  owned  by  Americans,  if  you 
choose. 

The  Chairman.  The  Atlantic  Transport  and  the  American  Line 
are  all  under  the  general  combination? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Tnev  are  all  under  the  combination,  as  I  understand 
it,  which  was  financed  by  the  Morp:an  firm ;  but  I  do  not  I'^ok  upon 
them  as  any  more  American  lines  than  the  German  boats  which  fly 
the  German  flag  or  the  English  boats  which  fly  the  English  flag.  I 
do  not  believe  they  are.  Their  interests  are  German.  Their  interests 
are  English. 

Mr.  I^ngworth.  You  mean  that  they  do  not  give  any  advantage 
to  an  American  shipper  over  a  foreign  shipper? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not  think  thev  should,  even  if  thev  were 
American  lines. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  mean,  though,  that  they  do  not  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  mean  that  they  afe  absolutely,  I  think,  run  in 
combination  and  under  agreements  with  the  other  alien  steamship 
lines.  I  think  that  it  would  be  useless  to  call  them  American  in  any 
sense  of  the  word.    It  would  be  a  misnomer. 
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Mr.  Garbett.  American  lines  would  do  that  same  thing,  would 
they  not,  unless  they  were  very  carefully  guarded  by  law  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  You  mean  they  would  combine? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  we  will  presume  that  they  would  do  so;  but 
they  would  be  under  American  law,  and  such  combinations  would 
have  to  be  very  carefully  manipulated.    The  law  could  reach  them. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Suppose  the  Government  ^ould  take  the  amount 
that  was  proposed  to  oe  put  in  the  subsidies  and  build  a  line  of  ships 
and  run  them  itself? 

Jlr.  Douglas.  Governments  do  not  do  those  things. 

Mr.  Garrett.  No  ;  I  know  they  do  not.    But  suppose  they  should  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  I  do  not  think  they  will. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  were  formerly  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, as  I  understand  it? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  was. 

Mr.  Hawixy.  While  you  were  a  Member  there,  were  there  any 
representatives  of  the  foreign  steamship  lines  in  Washington  looking 
after  legislation  relative  to  shipping  subsidies  or  other  legislation 
affecting  the  merchant  marine? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  undoubtedly  there  were. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  meet  any  of  them,  or  did  you  know  of  the 
names  of  any  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  hardly  think  they  would  have  interviewed  me. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Well,  1  suppose  not.  I  thought  you  might  have 
learned  of  their  names. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  only  remember  one  case,  where  there  was  some 
kind  of  bill  regarding  landing  charges  on  the  other  side ;  and  I  think 
that  the  lines  runnmg  to  Europe  had  some  representative  down 
there — I  forget  his  name,  but  he  spoke  to  me  about  it  a  number  of 
times.  I  think  it  was  perfectly  legitimate  in  that  case.  I  think  they 
had  a  right  to  know  what  law  we  were  going  to  pass  and  to  loot 
after  their  interests. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  know  of  any  fund  of  money  being  raised  in 
New  York  or  elsewhere  along  the  Atlantic  coast  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  a  representative  there  and  furthering  the  interests  of 
these  foreign  companies? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  did  not.  That  is,  if  I  had  I  would  have  disclosed 
it  long  ago.  There  would  not  have  been  any  question  of  timidity  on 
my  part.  I  have  been  seeking  knowledge  along  these  lines  that  you 
gentlemen  are  investigating  tor  a  number  of  years.  But  you  know 
that  it  is  impossible  almost  to  find  out  a  fact  of  that  land — ^that 
money  has  been  spent  freely,  in  large  amounts,  by  the  alien  steam- 
ship interests  here,  to  foster,  you  might  say,  a  sentiment  against 
American  shipping,  I  believe,  firmly. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  do  they  spend  that  money,  in  your  opinion  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  has  been  spent  in  having  prepared  articles  for 
papers,  which  have  been  freely  circulated  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  very  liberally  printed ;  and  it  has  been  spent  in  looking 
after  legislation,  I  think,  by  having  men  employed  who  were  paid 
salaries,  probably,  and  in  newspaper  advertising. 

Mr.  Haw^ley.  Do  you  know  of  any  such  employee? 
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Mr.  Douglas.  That  is  where  I  fall  down,  because  it  is  impossible 
to  ^et  those  facts.  If  I  had  known  them  I  should  not  have  hesitated 
to  disclose  them  when  I  was  in  Congress. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  ever  learn  of  any  money  being  expended 
there  by  the  foreij^  shipping  companies,  through  their  agents,  in 
anv  way,  in  Washington? 

Sfr.  Douglas.  Not  in  any  way  that  was  not  justifiable.  I  must 
agree  with,  I  think,  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Barber  before  this 
committee,  in  which  he  said  that  he  thought  that  the  foreign  steam- 
ship interests  had  a  right  to  protect  themselves,  and  if  he  had  an 
opportunity  to  so  protect  himself  he  would  do  it.  I  think  he  made 
some  such  statement. 

Mr.  Hawley.  That  was  not  the  question  I  had  in  mind,  about  the 
right.  The  question  was  as  to  the  fact :  Whether,  in  your  knowledge, 
money  had  been  used  for  purposes,  in  Washington,  relative  to  ship- 
ping subsidies? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Will  you  make  that  a  little  clearer?  You  mean 
whether  they  had  a  man  under  their  pay  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or,  for  instance,  whether  they  have  given  dinners, 
or  used  other  means  of  getting  men  together  and  talking  with  them, 
or  have  maintained  a  representative  there? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not  know  of  any  dinners;  but  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  doubt  that  they  may  have  had  men  that  have  watched 
legislation  for  them  in  Washington. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  know  or  hear  of  any  case  where 
any  money  was  spent  by  any  foreign  shipping  line  in  a  congressional 
campaign  for  or  aj^inst  any  congressional  nominee  ? 

IVlr.  Douglas.  I  ^id  not 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such  case? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No  ;  I  have  never  heard  of  such  a  case. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  whether  these  companies  have  con- 
tributed to  political  organizations? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  never  knew  of  such  contribution. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Either  by  the  companies  themselves  or  by  any  man 
in  their  employ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  No  ;  I  know  of  no  such  contributions. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  know  Mr.  Wilber  when  you  were 
in  Washington? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  I  have  met  him. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  knew  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Associ- 
ated Press? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have  heard  since  that  he  was  so  employed. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  did  not  know  it  at  the  time* 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  met  him,  I  think,  only  on  a  few  occasions;  but  I 
did  not  know  it.  • 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  know  that  he  was  in  receipt  of  a  salary 
from  any  foreign  shipping  interests  ? 

Mr.  riouGLAS.  Not  untilit  came  out  in  the  investigation. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  know  of  any  other  man  in  a  similar 
position? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  did  not. 

Mr..  Long  WORTH.  Have  you  ever  heard  of  any  since? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have  not.

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Mr.  Hawley.  In  these  articles  that  you  mention  being  scattered 
through  the  country,  do  you  know  whether  any  of  them  were  sent  out 
by  the  steamship  companies  directly? 

Mr.  DoTTGLAS.  I  comd  not  give  any  facts  to  warrant  the  statement 
that  they  were. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  do  not  know  whether  they  sent  them  out  in  their 
advertising  matter? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  not  imagine  it  would  be  done  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  papers  were  these  articles  printed  in  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  For  many  years  in  the  New  York  papers,  and  in 
the  East  and  West  you  would  find  articles  of  that  character.  Of 
course,  many  of  them  may  have  been  articles  by  the  editor^  who 
believed  in  principles  which  he  enunciated  in  his  paper.  It  is  ina- 
possible  to  follow  those  things  up  very  closely. 

Mr.  Hawley.  But  I  understand  it  is  vour  opinion  that  these  com- 
panies furnished  a  great  deal  of  material  for  the  press? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have  always  understood  that  they  did. 

Mr.  Hawuey.  As  paid  maUer  or  news? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  that. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Have  you  any  suggestion  to  make,  Mr.  Douglas, 
as  to  any  line  of  information  that  we  might  obtain  that  we  have  not 
so  far  obtained  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  I  have  understood,  of  course^  that  the  scope 
of  the  committee's  investigation  was  somewhat  limited;  and  alfmg 
that  line  I  am  frank  to  say  "that  I  could  not  make  any  suggestions. 

Mr.  LoNGWOHTH.  Well,  It  is  very  broad.  It  is  a  full  investigation 
of  the  whole  question,  as  to  whether  or  not  any  corrupting  influence 
of  any  kind  has  been  used  for  or  agaiast  any  legislation  to  do  with 
ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  DouGUis.  Well,  the  statement  I  have  made  in  connection  with 
matters  that  you  have  questioned  me  regarding  did  not  go,  in  any 
case,  so  far  as  to  say  they  were  of  a  corrupting  character.  I  have 
to  confine  myself  to  generalities,  based  on  such  facts  as  are  gen- 
erally current,  and  presumably  correct 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Possibly  I  ought  not  to  have  used  the  word  "  oor- 
rupting."  The  question  is  as  to  whether  or  not  a  lobby  exists  or  has 
existed! 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  it  is  a  question,  as  I  said  at  the  beginning,  it 
seems  to  me,  entirely  whether  agents  or  owners  of  steamship  nnes 
that  are  owned  abroad  have  the  right,  on  American  territory,  to 
adopt  such  methods  as  thev  think  desirable  to  look  after  their  inter- 
ests. I  think  it  comes  right  down  to  that  crucial  point — whether  it 
is  good  taste  or  whether  it  is  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  are  interested  in  finding  out  the  fact  whether 
they  have  used  such  methods,  and  what  me^ods  they  have  used. 
The  committee  will  then  submit  it  to  the  judgment  of  the  House, 
upon  its  merits^  as  to  any  ethical  question  involved.  I  think  the  scope 
01  the  inquiry  is  wide,  in  that  way. 

While  you  were  a  Member  of  Congress,  or  since,  do  you  know  of 
any  man  who  was  supposed  to  be  in  the  employ  of  these  companies 
who  looked  after  their  interests  at  Washington,  directly  or  indirectly  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  have  heard  a  great  deal  during  the  process  of 
this  inquiry  about  such  men  having  been  employed,  and  we  have,  as 
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in  your  case,  questioned  gentlemen  who  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee, endeavoring  to  locate  one  or  more  oi  them,  but  they  are  very 
elusive  individuals. 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  I  do  not  think  the  general  merchant  or  shipper 
from  New  York  would  be  able  to  give  you  any  information.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  is  up  to  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  accused  of 
employing  these  men  to  deny  it  or  admit  it. 

I  am  very  sure  I  could  employ  an  agent  in  Washington,  and  unless 
I  admitted  it  myself  nobody  would  know  anything  about  it.  If  I 
chose  to  employ  a  man  to  look  after  my  interests,  it  would  be  a 
perfectly  le^timate  ihins  for  me  to  do.  I  am  not  criticising  these 
gentlemen,  if  thev  have  done  so. 

Mr.  Hawuet.  If  we  were  informed  as  to  the  name  of  any  man  who 
was  so  emploved,  the  committee  would  take  the  responsibility  of 
bringing  lum  before  it  and  Questioning  him.  We  desire  to  find  out 
the  names  of  such  individuals. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  give  you  the  names  at  once,  if  I  knew  any- 
one of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  you  read  Mr.  Boas's  testimony  ? 

Mr.  Douolas.  I  did  not. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Douglas,  I  would  like  to  ask  you  this:  With 
your  knowledge  of  the  steamship  business  and  the  foreign  interests, 
do  you  know  anything  in  regard  to  the  advertisements  in  the  papers 
in  what  was  called  yesterday  the  Middle  West---States  between,  we 
will  say,  the  Allegheny  Mountains  and  the  Mississippi  Biver?  Do 
you  know  anything  particularly  in  regard  to  these  advertisements, 
whether  there  was  an  undue  prc^ortion  of  advertising  to  any  one 
prart  of  the  country  rather  than  the  other  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  The  gentleman  that  testified  yesterday,  and  whose 
statement  I  read  in  one  of  the  papers,  gave  you  aU  the  facts  I  could 
on  that  point.  There  is  no  questicm  that  advertising  has  been  freely 
used,  but  it  seems  to  me 

The  Chaibman.  Just  in  the  regular  line  of  business? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  was  justifiable  to  advertise  in  a  paper.  I  do  not 
for  a  moment  go  so  &r  as  to  aay  it  influeaoed  the  action  of  that 
paper  in  anyway. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  In  ^our  opinion,  was  the  advertisement  excessive? 
That  is,  was  the  business  to  be  derived  from  that  particular  adver- 
tisement sufficirat  to  justify  the  cost  of  its  insertion  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  do  not  think  I  would  be  qualified  to  answer  a 
question  of  that  kind. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  a  conference  of  alien 
steamship  lines  that  is  held  here  periodically,  once  a  month  or  so? 

Mr.  DOUGLAS.  CHi,  I  think  thlat  they  are  held  ahnost  every  ^ny, 
Thev  do  not  wait  for  a  month.  I  think  all  these  lines  have  their 
conferences  continuoosly. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  think  that  there  are  any  of  the  combina- 
tions of  foreign  steamship  lines  that  are  doing  anything  that  is  im- 
proper or  anything  more  than  the  mere  advancement  of  their  business, 
and  the  attempts  to  mt  as  much  business  as  they  possibly  can? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Wefl,  it  simply  goes  back  to  the  question  of  ethics. 
I  do  not  think,  personally,  that  they  are.  I  think  they  are  here,  and 
they  have  interests  to  look  after,  and  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why 
they  should  not  look  after  those  interests  in  a  proper  way. 
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The  Chairman.  But  you  do  not  know  of  the  raising  of  any  cor- 
ruption fund  or  funds  to  influence  the  election  of  specific  and  par- 
ticular Members  of  Congress  in  any  particular  locality,  do  you  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  never  heard  of  any  such  thing;  no,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  this :  Can  you  think  of 
any  witness  we  could  call  or  any  way  in  which  we  could  get  informa- 
tion under  the  scope  of  this  resolution  that  would  benefit  this  com- 
mittee in  getting  at  the  real  facts  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Well,  if  you  have  asked  the  information  from  the 
leading  European  lines  and  from  the  agents  of  the  leading  lines 
which  run  to,  you  might  say,  the  far  countries  of  the  world,  and  they 
have  not  given  it  to  you,  I  do  not  see  how  you  are  going  to  get  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Mr.  Douglas,  occasionally  outside  information,  of  the 
men  engaged  in  business  such  as  yours,  intimately  associated  with 
shipping  matters,  gives  us  the  basis  upon  which  to  ask  questions  that 
discover  much  information. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  give  you  anything  that  I 
could  along  those  lines,  but  I  think  it  is  up  to  those  gentlemen  to 
state  whether  they  employ  men  or  whether  they  do  not. 

]kfr.  Garrett.  1  wanted  to  ask,  in  order  to  get  it  clearly  stated  on 
the  record,  what  steamship  lines  or  companies  sailing  between  here  and 
South  America  there  are  that  belong  to  this  combination. 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  think  th^  are  all  in  the  combination  except  the 
Houston,  which  runs  to  the  Kiver  Plata  and  Montevideo. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Please  name  the  other  lines. 

Mr.  Douglas.  There  is  the  Gerhardt  Line — I  think  there  is  a  line 
that  Norton  &  Son  are  agents  for — there  is  the  line  that  Barber  & 
Co.  are  agents  for,  there  is  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line,  and  then  there 
is  the  Houston  Line.    There  may  be  one  other. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  flag  does  the  Lamport  &  Holt  sail  under? 

Mr.  Douglas.  The  English  flag. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  what  flag  does  Gerhardt  sail  under? 

Mr.  Douglas.  All  the  lines  mentioned  sail  under  the  English  flag, 
I  think. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  is  the  difference  in  distance  between  New  York 
and  European  ports  to  the  South  American  ports,  and  which  has  the 
advantage  in  distance  ? 

Mr.  ]%uoLAS.  I  think  there  is  a  slight  advantage  from  the  Euro- 
pean ports.  It  is  not  a  very  heavy  advantage ;  I  don't  know  how  many 
miles  ijb  is. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  They  are  better  steamers,  are  they  not,  generally 
speaking? 

Mr.  Douglas.  There  are  better  steamers  running  from  European 

f)orts  and  worse  steamers.  Of  course  they  have  the  fine  Royal  Mail 
ines;  and  then  they  have  a  multiplicity  of  steamers  carrying  all 
classes  of  freight,  running  from  Germany  and  England  to  South 
American  ports.  We  have  no  distinctive  mail  lines  running  from 
the  United  States  to  South  America. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  is  one  thing  I  want  to  know  about — the  mail 
line.     You  say  you  send  a  great  deal  of  your  mail  via  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Yes;  to  South  America  and  Africa.  The  boats 
which  run  straight  to  Africa  from  our  country  are  poor  boats ;  that 
is,  slow  boata 
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Mr.  Garrett.  What  portion  of  your  mail  to  South  America  do 
you  send  by  Europe? 

Mr.  Douglas.  ^Possibly  40  or  50  per  cent. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  the  rule  among  the  firms  generally  that  do 
business  to  South  American  ports? 

Mr.  Douglas.  It  probably  is.  To  Africa  it  would  be  a  larger 
percentage. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  was  speaking  particularly  with  reference  to  South 
America.  Do  you  think  40  per  cent  of  the  mail  that  goes  from  here 
to  South  America  is  sent  by  Europe? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  not  like  to  speak  for  others,  but  we  send  a 
large  portion  of  our  mail  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  As  much  as  40  per  cent? 

Mr.  Douglas.  I  would  hazard  that  without  making  it  a  positive 
ptatement.    I  could  easily  verify  it  by  looking  it  up. 

(Note. — Likely  not  over  20  to  25  per  cent  of  mail  to  South  America 
via  Europe.) 

Mr.  Garreti.  Are  you  an  importer  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  An  exporter  only. 

Mr.  Garrbti.  What  is  the  rule  among  importers  in  regard  to  mail 
to  South  America? 

Mr.  Douglas.  That  is  more  dii&cult  to  say,  but  I  should  judge  that 
a  largeportion  of  their  mail  would  go  by  Europe. 

Mr.  Garreti.  What  is  your  firm  ? 

Mr.  Douglas.  Arkell  &  Douglas  (Incorporated). 

Mr.  Charles  Campbell.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  take  it  that  you  are 
receiving  information  from  practical  men  in  this  business,  and  there- 
fore I  would  like  to  state  to  you  and  your  associates  that  there  is  a 
gentleman  here,  an  American  by  birth,  who  probably  owns  more  ves- 
sels, or  is  interested  in  more  vessels,  than  any  other  ten  men  com- 
bined. He  has  been  raised  in  the  business  since  infancy.  I  refer  to 
Mr.  Field  S.  Pendleton,  one  of  our  shipowners  here  in  New  York.  I 
do  not  believe  there  is  a  man  who  could  give  you  better  ideas  than  he 
can,  for  he  has  to  compete  against  the  various  foreign  lines. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Pendleton  will  be  summoned  for  to-morrow. 

TESTIMONY  OF  JOHN  W.  DODSWOETH. 

John  W.  Dodsworth,  called  as  a  witness  for  the  committee,  being 
first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  you  reside  in  New  York,  I  be- 
lieve? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  reside  in  Brooklyn. 

The  Chairman.  And  are  a  citizen  oi  the  United  States? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  what  is  your  occupation  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  am  the  managing  editor  and  president  of  the 
Journal  of  Commerce. 

The  Chairman.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  is  a  daily  newspaper 
published  in  the  city  of  New  York,  is  it  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  have  published  a  large  number  of  ar- 
ticles in  regard  to  American  shipping  and  matters  akin  to  that,  have 
you? 
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Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes.  It  is  strictly  a  business  paper,  a  commercial 
newspaper. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  are  acquainted  with  the  scope  of  this 
investigation  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  In  a  general  wajr,  yes. 

The  Chairman.  You  know  that  in  a  general  way  you  know  the 
resolution  under  which  this  committee  was  appointed,  do  you? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  In  one  of  the  early  hearings  there  was  a  statement 
made  which  read  as  follows: 

Marked  copies  of  anti-American  editorial  and  articles  of  tlie  Xew  York  Jour- 
nal of  Commerce  are  mailed  daily  to  Members  of  Oonjcress  and  others  in  position 
to  aid  or  to  assist  in  preventing  merchant-marine  legislation. 

Will  you  tell  us  whether  or  not  vour  paper  is  in  the  habit  of  mailing 
marked  copies  constantly  to  Members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Not  constantly.  Several  times,  perhaps,  during  a 
session  of  Congress  on  any  subject  that  we  are  interested  in,  if  we  have 
anything  to  sav  which  we  think  will  interest  Congress,  we  may  send 
copies.  It  is  always  without  remuneratipn ;  we  have  never  been  asked 
to  send  any  copies  of  our  papers  by  any  shipping  concern  whatever, 
either  foreign  or  American. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  never  been  asked  by  any  of  the  foreign 
steamship  lines  to  send  any  newspapers  or  any  articles  you  have 
written  to  Members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  anv  relations  with  the  foreign  steamship 
lines  other  than  that  they  are  advertisers  in  your  Journal? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No  other  relations  whatever.  I  have  never  con- 
versed with  a  single  foreign  steamship  owner  as  to  the  policy  of  our 
paper.  *  The  policy  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  is  purely  this :  It  is 
against  protection  in  every  form,  and  always  has  been.  It  was  so 
previous  to  consolidation  with  the  Commercial  Bulletin,  and  has 
been  since.  As  to  subsidies,  the  Journal  of  Commerce  has  simply 
inherited  the  policy  of  the  old  Commercial  Bulletin,  of  which  we 
were  the  proprietors.  At  that  time  the  Commercial  Bulletin  had 
no  advertising  of  any  consequence  from  foreign  steamships.  We  pur- 
chased the  Journal  of  Commerce,  and,  being  the  same  men,  the  same 
owners,  the  policy  which  obtained  with  respect  to  the  Commercial 
Bulletin  was  carried  right  through  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce. 
Now,  the  Journal  of  Commerce  is  a  business  paper.  For  that  rea- 
son it  has  carried  the  advertising  of  the  shipping  of  the  community, 
domestic  and  foreign,  for  a  great  many  years.  Those  advertisements 
have  not  come  to  us,  we  do  not  suppose,  with  any  view  to  influence 
our  policy,  and  we  have  never  been  able  to  detect  that  our  advertis- 
ing either  increased  or  decreased  according  to  the  position  that  the 
paper  has  taken.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  had  that  advertising 
before  the  subsidy  question  was  discussed,  and  it  has  retained  it  right 
through,  regardless  of  discussions  one  way  or  the  other.  The  pomt 
I  am  trying  to  make  is — and  I  am  very  glad  to  have  this  oppor- 
tunity— ^that  the  advertising,  the  patronage  of  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce, has  absolutely  no  influence  whatever  on  its  policy,  which  policy 
began  long  before  we  had  this  advertising. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  make  your  advertising  contracts  direct  with 
these  companies  or  through  some  advertising  agency? 
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Mr.  D0D8WORTH.  Both. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  a  majority  are  made  directly  or  through  some 
agency  ? 

Mr.  D0D8WORTH.  I  am  not  very  familiar  with  that  end  of  the  busi- 
ness. My  brother  is  in  charge  of  that  part  of  the  business.  I  believe 
thb  bulk  of  the  advertising  is  done  directly.  Mv  brother  is  in  the 
room,  and  if  you  wish  to  ask  him  personally  he  will  be  glad  to 
answer  the  question. 

The  Chairman.  The  coastwise  steamers  advertise  in  your  paper 
also  quite  extensively,  do  they  not? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes;  they  do.  Xot  so  much  as  we  would  like  td 
have  them. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  send  these  articles  that  are  published  from 
the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  to  other  papers  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No;  we  do  not  send  them  to  other  papers.  We 
have  an  exchange  list. 

The  Chairman.  What  I  mean  is,  is  there  anything  in  the  nature 
of  syndicate  work  that  is  done  for  your  paper  as  well  as  others? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  We  have  never  cooperated 
with  any  syndicate.  We  have  absolutely  never  consulted  anybody 
in  regard  to  our  policy.    I  am  glad  to  make  my  affidavit  to  that. 

The  Chairsian.  And  are  there  articles  prepared  by  anyone  con- 
nected with  the  foreign  shipping  interests  that  are  published  in  your 
paper? 

Mr.  DoDBwoRTH.  No ;  there  are  not.  Some  years  ago  I  wrote  a  good 
many  of  the  articles  myself,  but  latterly  I  have  been  too  busy  to  do 
so,  and  a  member  of  our  staff,  who  is  in  full  sympathy  with  the 
policy  of  the  paper,  writes  most  of  those  articles. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Your  paper,  I  suppose,  is  a  corporation  ? 

Mr.  D0D8WORTH.  It  is  a  corporation:  yes.  These  people  advertise 
in  the  Journal  of  Commerce  because  it  is  a  commercial  paper. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Are  there  any  stockholders  of  your  company  that 
are  interested  directly  in  shipping? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  At  any  rate,  we  never  con- 
sult our  stockholders  about  the  policy  of  our  paper.  We  control  a 
majority  of  the  stock  and  it  is  our  policy  to  run  the  paper  as  we 
see  fit. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  mean  you  and  your  brother  control  a  ma- 
jority  of  the  stock? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  The  Dodsworth  family. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Pardon  this  question.  Have  you  any  interest  in 
shipping? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Not  a  particle,  except  as  a  public  question;  that 
is  all. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  mean,  do  you  own  any  stock  in  any  steamship 
companies  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Not  a  dollar ;  I  never  did. 

The  Chairman.  What  do  you  know  in  regard  to  the  steamboat 
connection  between  here  and  South  America  particularly  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  feel  that  I  could  add  anything  to  what 
Mr.  Douglas  has  said.  He  is  an  expert,  he  is  in  the  business  and  must 
know  a  great  deal  more  about  that  matter  than  I  do. 
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The  Chairman.  Do  you  understand  that  there  is  a  combination  of 
foreign  steamship  lines  that  practically  controls  the  freight  rates 
between  here  and  South  American  ports? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  I  have  heard  that  statement,  but  I  don't  know  it 
of  my  own  knowledge. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  have  occasion  to  correspond  with  'South 
America  to  any  considerable  extent? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Not  much ;  no.    In  fact,  very  little. 

The  Chairman.  So  you  can  not  testify  as  to  how  your  mail  goes 
to  South  American  ports? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  my  testimony  would  not  be  of  any  value  along 
that  line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  a  similar  combination  as  to  the  coastwise 
trade  ? 

Mr.  DoDBwoRTH.  I  don't  know  of  any  combination  among  the 
coastwise  steamship  people.     I  understand,  and  the  understanding 

fenerally  is,  that  they  are  dominated  by  the  railroads.  That  is  what 
have  always  understood,  but  I  do  not  know  from  my  own  knowl- 
edge. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  combination 
between  the  foreign  steamship  lines  between  here  and  South  America? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  heard  it  stated  frequently  just  what  Mr. 
Douglas  testified  in  regard  to  that. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  a  conference  that 
has  been  held  at  various  times  relative  to  rates?  Do  you  know  what 
is  known,  for  instance,  as  the  Atlantic  conference,  that  has  an  office 
at  17  State  street  ? 

Mr.  DoDs WORTH.  I  have  heard  of  it ;  yes.  I  have  never  been  there 
or  attended  any  of  the  meetings.  I  presume  that  is  an  association 
very  similar  to  what  a  great  many  other  business  men  have  who  get 
together  for  a  common  interest. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  fund  that  was  ever 
raised  by  foreign  steamship  companies  or  by  any  other  steamship 
companies  to  influence  legislation  m  Washington  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  have  seen  statements  in  newspapers,  but  I  have 
never  seen  any  evidence  of  it. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  keep  a  correspondent  in  Washington  your- 
self? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Is  he  employed  solely  by  your  paper? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Solely  by  the  Journal  of  Commerce ;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  ever  been  told  the  names  of  any  persons  or 
of  any  single  person  who  represents  foreign  shipping  interests  in  mat- 
ters of  legislation? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Xo  ;  I  have  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such  person? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  onlv  name  I  have  ever  heard  is  the  name 
of  that  correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press  who  I'epresented  the 
conference  in  Washington.     I  do  not  recall  his  name  now. 

Mr.  Hawley.  That  appears  in  the  hearings,  does  it  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  appears  in  the  hearing. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  that  Mr.  Wilber? 
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Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  I  am  not  sure  whether  that  was  his  name  or  not. 
I  know  that  he  was  connected  with  the  Associated  Press,  and  his 
was  the  only  name  that  I  ever  heard  mentioned. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Your  paper  is  opposed  to  the  shipping  subsidy 
proposition,  is  it? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  we  are.  We  do  not  believe  in  protection, 
and  ship  subsidy  we  consider  a  pernicious  form  of  protection.  Oi 
course  tnat  is  merely  an  opinion  and  not  a  fact. 

Mr.  Hawuey.  Do  you  know  of  any  contributions  made  by  those 
interested  in  foreign  shipping  to  the  campaigns  of  any  political 
party? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  have  never  heard  of  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  of  any  individual  candidate  of  any  political 
party  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  have  never  heard  of  any. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  your  publication  in  any  sense  sustained  by  private 
interests 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  is  sustained  and  supported  by  subscriptions  and 
advertisements? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  Yes.  We  try  to  do  as  you  gentlemen  do,  to  run 
our  paper  in  the  public  interest.* 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  your  paper  carrv  the  largest  amount  of  adver- 
tising of  shipping  of  any  paper  here? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  I  believe  we  do. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why  is  that?  Is  there  any  particular  reason  for 
that? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  the  reason  is  that  we  are  the  merchants' 
daily  paper.  They  subscribe  to  the  paper  for  its  business  informa- 
tion. The  merchants  are  the  men  who  patronize  the  ships,  and  con- 
sequently the  people  who  patronize  the  Journal  of  Commerce  in 
order  to  get  their  patronage.  Naturally  the  shipping  interests  are 
with  the  mercantile  community.  They  advertise  with  us  for  business 
reasons.    They  wish  to  keep  tneir  ships  before  the  merchants. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  any  other  statement  whatever  you  can 
make  to  us  that  you  think  will  aid  the  committee  in  its  investigation  t 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  was  goin^  to  make  a  suggestion,  if  it  is  proper. 

The  Chairman.  We  would  like  to  hear  you  very  much. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  presume  you  are  after  facts. 

The  Chairman.  We  are. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Have  you  ever  summoned  any  of  the  gentlemen 
who  run  ships,  Americans  who  run  ships  under  foreign  flags  ? 

The  Chairman.  I  don't  know  whether  we  have  or  not. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  is  anxious  to  see  an 
American  merchant  marine.  We  did  have  a  very  respectable  one, 
but  for  reasons  that  are  familiar  to  you,  you  are  aware  that  we  are 
obliged  to  hide  our  shipping  interests  under  foreign  flags.  There  are 
several  respectable  concerns  running  ships,  but  sailing  them  under 
foreign  flags  for  business  reasons.  Those  gentlemen,  I  think,  could 
give  you  some  very  interesting  facts. 

The  Chairman.  Who  are  the  gentlemen  that  you  know  of  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  There  are  more  than  I  know  of.  But  take  the 
Standard  Oil  Company.    They  own  a  number  of  ships  and  most  of 
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them  are  sailed  under  a  foreign  fla^.  Then  there  is  the  United  Fruit 
Company.  It  is  now  running,  I  think,  or  used  to  run,  a  considerable 
number  of  ships  under  the  American  flag  and  also  under  foreign 
flags.  The  Ward  Line  runs  vessels  under  foreign  fla^  and  under  the 
American  flag.  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  run  vesseb  un(fer  foreign  flaes. 
If  you  ask  those  gentlemen  why  they  prefer  to  run  their  ships  under 
foreign  flags  in  preference  to  the  American  flag  you  may  get  some 
useful  information.  The  trouble  is  it  costs  more  to  run  an  American 
ship  than  to  run  it  under  any  other  flag.  The  trouble  has  been  for 
niany  years  that  the  United  States  has  been  busy  building  railroads, 
while  Great  Britain  and  Germany  and  other  countries  have  beefi 
building  ships.  Then,  again,  American  capital  and  American  labor 
find  it  more  profitable  to  stay  ashore  than  to  go  to  sea.  I  think  you 
will  find  that  is  the  pith  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Garkbtt.  Would  those  gentlemen  throw  any  li^t  upon  these 
particular  matters  that  we  are  charged  with  investigating? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  I  understood  one  of  you  gentlemen  to  say  that 
the  investigation  was  very  broad  in  its  scope,  and  that  is  the  reason  I 
made  this  suggestion. 

Mr.  Gakrett.  The  investigation  is  very  broadj  but  it  hardly  goes 
to  the  merits  of  the  ship-subsidy  question.  I  think  we  would  ngree 
that  it  would  hardly  go  that  far.  The  scope  is  to  endeavor  to  asoac- 
tain  whether  or  not  there  are  any  improper  influences  being  exer- 
cised either  for  or  against  merchant-marine  legislation  of  whatBYor 
character. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  If  I  knew  of  any  such  I  would  be  very  ^d  to 
give  the  facts  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Garrkit.  Of  course,  the  statements  that  jon  have  su^ested 
those  gentlemen  would  make  might  go  to  the  merits  of  the  legi^ation 
rather  than  to  this  question  of  improper  influence. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes ;  I  only  maoe  that  saggostion  thinkia^g  that 
]fK>ur  scope  might  be  broader. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  do  not  think  those  ^ntlemen  could  gi^e  us  any 
information  on  the  question  of  improper  influence? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Loio^GwoRTH.  Your  suggestion  was  merely  as  to  the  question  <d 
the  merits  of  the  merchant-marine  question? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at 
liny  time  or  any  lobbv  employed  in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  k^eislation  t 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  t  do  not.  I  should  be  very  £iad  to  tSl  ihmi  if 
I  did. 

Mr.  Ha wuEY.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  never  heard  of  any. 

The  Chairman.  Either  for  or  against? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Xo.  The  general  impression  is  that  if  ^onev  b«s 
been  raised  at  all  to  influence  legislation  it  has  been  for  ship  subeiciy 
rather  than  against  it.  So  far  as  I  can  see,  there  has  been  what 
seemed  to  me  to  be  a  rather  remarkable  indLSerence  amoi^  the 
shipping  men  dovvn  town  here  about  the  subsidy  question.  I  hate 
often  been  surprised  that  there  was  not  more  interest  in  the  question. 
Whether  that  has  come  from  excessive  confidence  on  their  part  or 
policy  I  don't  know,  but  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  in  viwr  of 
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the  serious  efforts  to  establish  a  merchant  marine  by  subsidies,  which 
would  necessarily  compete  with  the  foreign  lines,  that  it  has  been  a 
mystery  that  there  has  been  so  little  interest  shown.  Why  it  is  I 
don't  Imow. 

Mr.  Gabbeit.  Do  you  suppose  that  might  possibly  have  grown  out 
of  the  idea  that  they  were  able  to  take  care  or  themselves  t 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  It  is  merely  a  matter  of  opinion.  Principally 
on  account  of  the  confidence  in  their  position,  and  some  of  the  gen- 
tlemen might  have  thought  it  was  not  good  policy. 

Mr.  Garbett.  Do  jou  know  anything  about  the  ownership  of  stock 
in  these  lines  runnmg  to  South  America,  whether  any  of  that  is 
American  owned  or  not?  Take  the  Lamport  &  Holt  Line  and  the 
Gerhardt  Line  and  the  Brazilian  Line;  are  any  of  their  bonds  or 
stock  owned  in  the  United  States,  or  is  it  all  owned  abroad) 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  The  majority  of  those  lines,  of  course,  are  owned 
abroad. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  mean  the  majority  of  the  stock  f 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  1  have  always  understood  that  that  was  con- 
trolled abroad. 

(Thereupon,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow, Wednesday,  November  30,  1910,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.)

The  committee  met  at  2  p.  m.,  pursuant  to  the  adjournment  of 
November  29,  1910. 

Present:  Messrs.  Olcott  (chairman),  Longworth,  Hawley,  and 
Garrett. 

TESTIHONT  OF  ALEXAimEB  R.  SMITH. 

Alexander  B.  Smith  was  called  as  a  witness,  and,  having  been 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  reside? 

Mr.  SMrrH.  Nepera  iPark,  Westchester  County,  N.  Y. 

The  CHAHtMAN.  Have  you  any  official  position  now  in  either  the 
Federal  Government  or  the  State  Government? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  am  secretary  of  what  is  called  the  Barge  Canal  Ter- 
minal Commission,  a  temporary  State  commission. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  that  commission  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  is  a  commission  that  has  been  created  bv  the  legis- 
lature of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  canals  with  depots  for  the  receipt,  storage,  and  delivery 
of  freight  carried  upon  the  canals  and  the  waterways  of  the  State. 

The  Chairman.  You  refer  to  the  new  Barge  Canal  of  the  State 
of  New  York? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  ever  have  any  connection  with  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir.  I  resigned  as  superintendent  of  the  mari- 
time exchange  in  1905,  in  August,  and  went  with  the  Merchant 
Marine  League.  I  stayed  with  the  Merchant  Marine  League  until 
April,  1907. 
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The  Chairman.  Where  were  their  headquarters? 

Mr.  Smith.  In  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  reside  there  during  that  time — during  the 
entire  time? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  I  spent  about  a  year  and  three  months  there. 
I  traveled  for  them  a  great  deal. 

The  Chairman.  What  were  the  duties  that  you  performed  for 
them? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  prepared  the  literature  that  they  distributed  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  sentiment  favorable  to  American  shipping. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  how  was  that  literature  distributed? 

Mr.  Smith.  By  mail. 

The  Chairman.  Was  it  in  the  form  of  a  periodical  from  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  ;  they  did"  not  publish  any  periodical  at  that  time. 
They  would  prepare  pamphlets  and  documents,  sheets,  leaflets,  inter- 
views, statements,  and  in  fact  anything  that  they  could  get  before 
the  public  in  behalf  of  American  shipping  interests. 

The  Chairman.  To  whom  were  these  distributed? 

Mr.  Smith.  To  the  newspapers  and  members  of  Congress. 

The  Chairman.  To  members  of  Congress? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  that  was  done  almost  entirely  through  the 
mails? 

Mr.  Smith.  Almost  entirely  through  the  mail. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you,  during  your  connection  with  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League,  visit  Washington  frequently? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  visited  Washington  a  number  of  times;  prob- 
ably half  a  dozen  times. 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  as  an  agent  in  any  way,  or  employed  by 
the  Merchant  Marine  League? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  What  were  your  duties  when  you  went  to  Wash- 
ington ? 

Mr.  Smith.  At  the  conclusion  of  my  employment  with  them,  which 
terminated  on  the  30th  of  April,  1907 — ^1  think  it  was  the  1st  of 
April,  1907,  come  to  think  about  it — I  went  to  Washington  in  Feb- 
ruary of  that  year,  by  direction  of  that  league,  for  the  purpose  of 
doing  anything  I  could  to  aid  in  the  passage  of  the  Gallinger  bill, 
then  pending;  not  in  the  way  of  asking  Senators  or  Bepresentatives 
to  vote  for  the  bill,  but  to  be  ready  to  furnish  any  information  that 
I  had  to  anybody  who  desired  it. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  appear  before  congressional  committees 
in  either  of  the  Houses  of  Congress? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  frequently  done  so;  yes.  I  did  that  while 
with  the  Merchant  Marine  League;  I  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  appear  before  any  of  the  Senate  com- 
mittees ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  appeared  before  them  so  many  times  that  I 
do  not  recall  whether  I  appeared  before  them  while  I  was  in  the 
*«nploy  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  or  not. 
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The  Chairman.  Were  you  at  that  time  advocating  the  passage 
of  a  particular  bill? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir;  the  Gallinger  bill. 

The  Chairman.  The  Gallinger  bill  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  As  originally  introduced  by  Senator  Gallinger 
in  the  Senate? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes.  It  was  a  bill  that  was  brought  out  by  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  Commission,  of  which  he  was  chairman. 

The  Chairman.  Was  that  same  bill  introduced  in  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir ;  by  Mr.  Grosvenor. 

The  Chairman.  Were  hearings  had  before  Mr.  Grosvenor's  com- 
mittee ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  He  was  at  that  time  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries,  was  he  not? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  when  did  you  say  that  was? 

Mr.  S311TH.  The  Merchant  Marine  Commission  came  into  existence 
in  1904,  and  made  its  report  to  Congress  in  December  or  January 
of  the  succeeding  year;  that  is,  December  of  that  year  or  January 
of  the  following  year.  With  the  report  were  the  bills  that  Mr. 
Gallinger  introduced  in  the  Senate  and  Mr.  Grosvenor  introduced 
in  the  House,  and  from  time  to  time,  in  subsequent  sessions  of  Con- 
gress, the  bills  were  reintroduced  in  somewhat  modified  forms  at 
times,  but  practically  the  same  measure  until  more  recently. 

The  Chairman,  lou  have  read  the  resolution  under  which  this 
committee  was  appointed? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  aid  at  one  time,  but  I  am  not  familiar  with  it  now; 
it  has  passed  out  of  my  recollection. 

The  Chairman.  Referring  particularly  to  the  wording  of  the  reso- 
lution, that  the  committee  was  directed  to  report  as  to  the  existence 
and  condition  of  any  lobby  or  lobbies  in  connection  with  this  sub- 
ject— of  course,  that  means  the  entire  subject  of  ship  subsidy — as  to 
what  funds  there  are,  if  any,  and  the  sources  thereof,  for  the  support 
of  said  lobbies,  do  you  know  anything  in  regard  to  any  lobbies  that 
were  or  are  now  maintained  in  Washington,  either  for  or  against 
ship-subsidy  legislation? 

Mr.  Smith.  No^  sir.  I  know  this,  that  organizations  that  I  have 
been  connected  with  have  from  time  to  time  ^one  to  different  com- 
mittees of  Congress  and  endeavored  to  get  bills  through  that  they 
thought  would  help  the  American  merchant  marine.  If  such  com- 
mittees were  lobbies,  then  there  were  lobbies. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  they  employed  people  to  go  before 
committees  of  Congress? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  they  went  themselves  as  a  rule,  but,  for  instance, 
I  was  employed  for  a  number  of  years  by  thase  people ;  even  before 
I  went  with  the  Merchant  Marine  League  I  was  with  a  committee 
of  shipowners  and  shipbuilders  for  a  number  of  years  and  did  do  some 
work  for  them  during  the  time  Senator  Hanna  was  endeavoring  to 
get  legislation  helpful  to  American  shipping.  Now,  I  was  the  only 
person  paid  to  do  that  kind  of  work,  and  when  the  committee  would 
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come  to  Congress  I  would  go  with  them  and  do  what  I  could  to 
further  that  legislation,  because  I  was  familiar  with  the  subject,  and 
to  that  extent,  if  that  was  loblwing,  I  was  a  lobbyist.  That  is  all 
there  is  to  it.    It  was  a  subject  I  thoroughly  believed  in. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  any  people  who  were 
enmloyed  by  amr  of  the  foreign  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Smith.  1  never  knew  of  any  person  except  a  man  whose  name  I 
have  been  trying  to  recollect.  I  don't  recall  his  name  even,  but  I  re- 
member his  first  name  was  Claude.  He  was  connected  with  a  con- 
gressional information  bureau. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  whether  the  foreign  steamship  com- 
panies generally  had  representatives  in  Washington  who  in  a  general 
way  watched  lemslation  on  all  subjects? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  this  man  was  employed  for  that  purpose. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  idea  what  his  duties  were? 

Mr.  Smith.  No;  except  as  evidence  would  crop  out  at  times.  It  is 
too  bad  I  don't  remember  his  name.  For  instance,  when  I  was  with 
the  New  York  Maritime  Exchange  as  superintendent,  for  the  period 
of  five  years,  at  one  time  there  were  three  bills  pending  in  Congress; 
one  to  create  this  merchant  marine  commission,  one  for  the  purpose 
of  requiring  the  carriage  of  our  war  and  naval  stores  in  American 
vessels,  and  a  third  bill  that  I  do  not  recall  the  title  of  at  this  moment. 
The  maritime  exchange's  board  of  directors  met  and  passed  reso- 
lutions in  favor  of  those  three  bills.  There  was  a  hearing  before  the 
Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  of  the  House  directly 
after  that  in  Washington,  a  day  or  two  afterwards,  and  I  was  sent 
down  to  that  meeting  of  that  committee  by  the  maritime  exchan^ 
for  the  purpose  of  favoring  the  passage  of  the  bill  in  favor  of  the 
appointment  of  this  merchant  marine  commission,  and  in  consequence 
01  that  I  went  to  Washington.  On  my  return  to  New  York  a  petition 
had  been  circulated  upon  the  floor  of  the  maritime  exchange  the 
phraseologjr  of  which  was  to  the  effect  that  they  wanted  a  special 
meeting  or  the  exchange  for  the  purpose  of  censuring  the  superin- 
tendent for  advocating  the  passage  of  the  bill  requiring  the  carriage 
of  all  war  and  naval  stores  in  American  vessels.  It  required  a  hun- 
dred signatures,  and  they  got  more  than  that,  and  such  a  meeting  was 
held.  I  denied  that  I  had  advocated  such  a  bill.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
I  believed  in  it,  but  I  had  not  been  sent  to  Washington  for  the  pur- 
pose of  favoring  that  bill,  but  for  the  purpose  of  favoring  the  bill  to 
create  a  merchant  marine  commission ;  I  had  gone  there  to  perform 
that  duty,  and  I  performed  that  duty,  and  that  is  all  there  was  to  it. 
At  that  meeting  m  the  maritime  exchange  a  Mr.  Barber,  the  agent 
here  of  foreign  vessels,  got  up  before  the  meeting  and  read  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Claude — ^somebody,  I  do  not  recall  his  last  name-^to  the 
effect  that  he  had  met  me  at  the  meeting  of  the  Merchant  Marine  and 
Fisheries  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  had  asked 
me  if  I  was  in  favor  of  the  bill  for  the  carriage  of  our  war  and  naval 
stores  in  American  vessels,  and  that  I  had  said  that  I  was  and  was 
going  to  do  all  I  could  in  behalf  of  it.    That  was  a  lie. 

The  Chairman.  Was  this  Claude  somebody  that  you  refer  to  Mr. 
Clyde  Tavener? 
Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Was  it  not  Mr.  Bennett? 
Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  that  was  his  name;  Claude  Bennett. 
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The  Chatbman.  You  spoke  of  Mr.  Barber  as  being  the  repredenta- 
tive  of  foreign  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

The  CfiAiRKAN.  In  Washington? 

Mr.  Smith.  No;  here.  He  was  a  member  of  the  maritime  ex- 
change, and  he  was  taking  a  leading  part  in  having  this  resolution 
of  censure  against  me  as  superintendent  passed.  He  was  provoked 
to  do  this,  as  I  take  it.  from  the  letter  he  received  from  Mr.  Bennett. 

The  Ghaibman.  Wnat  connection  did  Mr.  Barber  have  with  the 
foreign  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Smith.  He  is  the  agent  of  a  large  number  of  foreign  steam- 
ships. I  think  there  is  a  Barber  Line.  They  are  in  the  produce 
excnange,  right  here.  There  are  two  Barbers.  I  forget  their  initials 
now,  but  there  are  two  Barbers  active  members  of  the  maritime 
exchange,  and  I  believe  of  the  produce  exchange,  and  they  are  larse 
operators  in  foreign  vessels  and  agents  for  foreign  vessels,  freight 
carriers. 

The  Chaibman.  They  are  what? 

Mr.  Smith.  Freight  carriers. 

The  Chairman.  And  they  were  members  of  the  maritime  ex- 
change? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNOwoBTH.  They  operate  to  South  America  now,  do  they  not? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  know.  I  guess  may  be  they  do.  I  don't  recol- 
lect about  that  at  the  present  moment,  but  I  think  their  agency  rep- 
resents vessels  going  most  anywhere. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  They  represent  an  English  line,  do  they  not? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes ;  they  are  agents  for  an  English  line.  The)r  mav 
have  some  interest  in  American  vessels;  perhaps  they  have;  I  don't 
know  that  they  have.  I  am  quite  sure  it  was  Mr.  Barber.  There 
was  another  gentleman,  a  member  of  the  exchange,  by  the  name  of 
Mr.  Gottheil,  and  those  two  were  the  most  active  in  securing  this 
resolution  of  censure,  and  it  is  just  possible  that  it  was  Mr.  Gottheil 
and  not  Mr.  Barber  that  did  this. 

The  Chaibman.  Was  there  a  resolution  of  censure  passed? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  I  do  not  quite  understand  why  they  should  have 
wished  to  censure  you. 

Mr.  Smith.  Because  the  active  men  in  the  maritime  exchange,  the 
more  influential  men  in  the  maritime  exchange — I  will  not  say  the 
majority  of  the  maritime  exchange— have  foreign  connections  that 
are  more  potent  with  them  than  any  interest  they  have  in  American 
vessels,  and  they  were  not  favorable  to  any  kind  of  concessional 
Icmslation  that  favored  American  vessels.  I  had  during  the  period 
ox  my  superintendency  there  a  great  many  disagreeable  and  embar- 
rassing times  as  the  result  of  my  well-known  advocacy  of  American 
shipping,  and  I  finally  withdrew  from  the  exchange  on  account  of 
that. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  what  was  this  resolution?  I  mean  to  say, 
how  was  this  resolution  offered? 

Mr.  Smith.  A  meeting  was  called  by  reason  of  the  petition  that 
was  circulated,  it  being  according  to  the  by-laws,  and  several  hun- 
dred members  stood  on  the  floor,  and  the  officers  and  various  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  directors  got  up  and  said  that  they  had  no 
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knowledge  that  I  had  been  advocatiniir  the  passage  of  this  bill  re- 
ferred to.  It  was  a  fact  that  they  had  advocated  the  passage  of  the 
bill  by  a  resolution  which  was  adopted,  and  they  said  that  if  any 
censure  was  to  be  given  to  anybody  that  they  were  the  ones  who 
should  be  censured,  rather  than  myself;  that  all  they  knew  was 
that  they  had  sent  me  down  there  in  behalf  of  this  merchant-marine 
commission,  in  behalf  of  the  bill  to  establish  a  merchant-marine 
e<»nmis8ion ;  tibat  I  had  gone  down  there  and  performed  the  duty  1 
I  was  sent  to  perform  and  had  come  back  and  that  is  all  they  knew 
and  that  is  all  there  was  to  it.  I  never  had  that  conversation  with 
Mr.  Bennett. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  the  most  influential  members  of  the 
maritime  exchange  in  the  city  of  New  York  are  men  that  are  inter- 
ested largely  in  foreign  steamships? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  yes,  sir.  I  will  not  say  a  majority  of  the  exchange 
members  favor  foreign  shipping,  but  of  the  active  members  of  the 
exchange  the  foreign  interest  is  aominant. 

The  Chaibman.  Can  you  tell  what  the  qualifications  of  member- 
ship in  the  Maritime  Exchange  of  New  York  are? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  one  shall  be  interested  in  shipping  or  matters 
connected  therewith. 

The  Chairman.  Does  it  make  any  difference  whether  they  are 
interested  in  foreign  shipping  or  American  shipping? 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  a  bit.  They  don't  have  to  be  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Chairman.  Are  many  members  of  the  exchange  not  citizens 
of  the  United  States? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  know  that  there  are;  but  there  are  a  great 
many  who  are  agents  of  foreign  shipping  interests. 

The  Chairman.  Are  the  agents  of  most  of  the  trans- Atlantic 
lines  members  of  the  exchange  1 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  For  instance,  of  the  Hamburg- American  Line? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  Mr.  Boas. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  North  German  Lloyd  Line? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  Mr.  Schwab. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  Cunard  Line? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  Mr.  Vernon  Brown,  in  my  day.  I  don't  know  as 
to  the  facts  now. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  think  that  generally  applies  to  all  of  the 
trans- Atlantic  lines? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  would  say  generally  that  is  so ;  yes. 

The  Chairman.  And,  generally  speaking,  do  all  of  the  foreign 
steamship  companies  have  membership  in  the  maritune  exchange! 

Mr.  Smith.  They  have  membership  in  it.  I  don't  say  they  are 
active,  but  they  are  influential  there. 

The  Chairman.  You  think  the  people  that  are  most  influential  and 
most  active  there  are  people  who  represent  foreign  steamships? 

Mr.  Smith.  Unquestionably. 

The  Chairman.  Do  the  coastwise  people,  who  of  course  are  en- 
tirely controlled  by  American  lines,  belong  to  the  exchange;  are  they 
all  members  of  the  maritime  exchange? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes.  You  see,  there  are  a  great  many  members  of  the 
maritime  exchange  who  are  interested  in  affairs  that  can  be  bene- 
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fited  by  these  foreign  steamships,  in  the  way  of  docking,  painting, 
repairs,  sui>plies,  and  so  forth,  so  that  even  a  great  many  gcx^ 
American  citizens,  members  of  the  exchange,  are  not  at  all  willing 
to  make  their  Americanism  very  evident,  and  for  that  reason;  their 
business  interest  is  involved. 

The  Chatbman.  Besides  a  single  individual,  such  as  you  are,  hav- 
ing been  an  emplovee  of  the  maritime  exchange,  does  the  maritime 
exchange  keep  anybody  in  Washington  to  watch  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  no.  They  would  send  down  as  bills  would  arise 
that  the  members  of  the  exchange  felt  an  interest  in  as  an  exchange, 
and  the  very  fact,  as  you  can  see,  that  the  board  of  directors  would 
pass  resolutions  in  favor  of  these  several  bills  I  spieak  of,  shows  that 
the  officers  themselves  were  dominated  bv  the  American  sentiment. 
When  it  came  to  election  these  people  that  were  not  active  would 
come  to  the  meeting  and  vote  in  these  people  who  were  friendly  to 
American  interests.  But  when  I  speak  of  the  active  interests^of  the 
exchange,  I  mean  that  so  far  as  the  daily  active  interest  is  concerned, 
those  who  are  most  active  were  interested  in  foreign  ships  rather 
than  American  interests. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  that  the  members  who  are  most  in- 
terested in  American  interests  would  come  around  once  a  year  and 
vote  for  men  and  measures  favorable  to  American  interests;  that 
consequently  you  would  always  select  a  board  of  directors  favorable 
to  American  interests? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  that  is  the  reason  I  remained  superintendent.^ 

The  Chairman.  But  the  men  who  took  an  active  daily  interest  in 
the  maritime  exchange  were  largely  foreign  steamship  owners  or 
agents? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  is  it  exactly. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Smith,  there  is  this  question  I  would  like  to 
ask  you :  Do  you  know  of  any  representatives  of  the  foreign  shipping 
interests  using  their  influence  against  any  legislation  favoring  the 
American  merchant  marine? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  As  far  as  you  know,  were  most  of  the  foreign 
steamship  lines  represented  in  Washington  by  counsel  or  by  some- 
body, except  as  you  have  suggested  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  no  knowledge  that  they  were,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  representatives  of  those  steamship  companies 
appear  before  congressional  committees,  either  in  the  Senate  or  the 
House,  during  the  time  that  you  were  in  the  habit  of  going  there? 

Mr.  Smith.  There  would  be  times  that  representatives  of  a  very 
few  of  the  foreign  shipping  interests  would  be  there,  they  happening 
to  be  American  citizens  interested  in  foreign  vessels.  Take  the  case 
of  a  man  named  George  L.  Duval. 

The  Chairmai^.  You  mean  of  the  merchants'  association? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes.  He  charters  vessels  in  the  foreign  trade— in  the 
trade  with  the  west  coast  of  South  America,  as  I  understand  it.  He 
has  been  opposed  to  several  bills  introduced  during  the  past  10  or 
12  years,  and  has  represented  the  merchants'  association  in  his 
opposition ;  but  I  have  no  doubt  he  became  prominent  there  because 
of  nis  own  personal  activity  in  the  shipping  trade.  I  understand  his 
interest  is  wholly  in  foreign  vessels.    1  believe  he  professes  to  favor 
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American  shipping  and  legislation,  but  there  has  never  been  any  bill 
that  suits  him — that  quite  meets  with  his  approval. 

Mr.  Garrett.  He  favors  subsidy? 

Mr.  Smith.  He  does,  in  a  left-handed  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  He  says  he  favors  subsidy." 

Mr.  Smith.  He  says  he  does;  but  there  has  never  been  a  subsidy 
bill  that  quite  suited  him. 

Mr.  Garreti.  He  objects  to  the  free-ship  clause  in  the  Humphrey 
bill,  does  he  not;  the  one  now  pending? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  confess  I  am  not  familiar  with  his  recent  attitude. 

The  Chairman.  What  were  your  duties  when  you  were  employed 
by  the  Merchant  Marine  League  of  Cleveland  ?  i  ou  have  mentioned, 
I  appreciate,  that  you  prepared  the  literature  that  they  sent  out,  and 
you  said  also  that  that  was  largely  sent  out  by  mail 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  am  I  ri^ht  in  thinking  you  said  also  that  at 
that  time  there  was  no  periodical  issued  by  the  Merchant  Marine 
Lea^e? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  is  right.  There  was  none.  In  the  first  part  of 
my  service  with  the  Merdiant  Marine  League  I  traveled  around  the 
countiT  a  good  deal  and  appeared  before  boards  of  trade  and  cham- 
bers ot  commerce  in  different  cities  in  the  North  and  in  the  South  in 
an  endeavor  to  commit  them  to  resolutions  favorable  to  American 
shipping. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Were  there  at  that  time  speakers  other  than  your- 
self who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Lea^e? 

Mr.  Smith.  Only  the  officers  of  it,  as  occasion  mi^t  arise.  I  have 
been  to  Chicago  with  Mr.  Goulder  several  times  for  the  purpose  of 
inducing  organizations  in  that  city  to  pass  resolutions  that  would 
have  an  effect  upon  Members  of  Congress  who  were  unfavorable  to 
American  ships. 

The  Chairman.  Just  what  was  your  position  in  connection  with  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  They  called  me  "  commissioner ;  "  that  was  my  title. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  keep  books? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  tnat  was  done  by  the  secretary,  Mr.  Penton. 

The  Chairman.  You  had  nothing  to  do  at  all  with  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League — that  is,  with  the  collection 
of  money  or  the  distribution  of  money  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  The  first  part  of  my  connection  with  the  league,  for 
quite  a  time  before  I  was  located  in  Cleveland,  I  solicited  people  to 
become  members,  to  make  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  league. 

The  Chair3ian.  Did  you  receive  the  contributions  yourself? 

Mr.  Smith.  Very  rarely.  I  generally  asked  them  to  send  their 
contributions  in  the  form  of  checks  to  headquarters;  but  perhaps  I 
did  in  a  very  few  cases  receive  the  money.    I  don't  recall  tnat  I  did. 

The  Chairman.  Was  Mr.  Penton  connected  with  the  league  at  that 
time? 

Mr.  Smith.  Always ;  yes,  sir ;  from  the  beginning.  I  think  it  was 
his  suggestion  that  the  league  should  be  formed. 

The  Chairman.  When  you  were  connected  with  the  league,  was 
Mr.  Penton  in  the  same  position  that  he  was  afterwards? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 
"    The  Chairman.  That  is,  he  was  practically  the  manager  in  charge 
of  the  collection  of  dues  and  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  so  forth? 
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Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  used  to  make  out  ihe  bills.  They  had  a  form 
of  bill,  and  in  my  office  I  had  two  or  three  stenographers  and  I  would 
send  out  the  bills,  but  the  money  would  not  come  to  me;  it  would  go 
to  the  treasurer.  Colonel  Sullivan,  but  all  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
lea^e  were  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Penton.  I  used  to  render  accounts 
to  mr.  Penton  for  expenditures,  and  such  matters  as  that. 

The  Chairman.  I  don't  know  whether  I  heard  you  say  just  what 
year  you  were  there. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  went  there  in  August  of  1905.  That  is,  I  accepted 
employment  with  them  in  that  month.  I  stayed  with  them  until 
April,  1907. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  conditions  of  building 
ships  on  the  Lakes? 

Mr.  Smith.  More  or  less.  I  wrote  the  report  on  shipbuilding  for 
the  Twelfth  Census. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  how  large  a  ship  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  build  on  the  XJetkes  that  could  be  used  in  the  trans- Atlantic 
trade? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  they  would  not  be  a  factor.  Two  hundred  and 
forty-five  feet  would  be  the  size  of  a  vessel  that  would  go  through 
the  present  Welland  Canal.  They  have,  it  is  true,  built  a  few  vessels 
in  parts,  taking  them  down  in  two  parts,  and  put  them  together  at 
Montreal,  that  were  longer  than  the  Welland  Canal  locks  would 
accommodate,  but  none  of  them  have  ever  been  successful. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Mr.  Smith,  who  was  instrumental  in  your  employ- 
ment in  the  Merchant  Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  Penton  and  Mr.  Goulder,  the  secretary  and  presi- 
dent of  the  league,  respectively. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  Mr.  Harvey  D.  Goulder? 

Mr.  Smith.  Harvey  D.  Goulder. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  received  a  stated  salary  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Per  month  or  per  vear? 

Mr.  Smith.  Per  month.    It  was  based  upon  an  annual  amount. 

Mr.  Garrett.  From  what  sources  did  the  league  derive  its  finan- 
cial support  during  the  time  you  were  with  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  From  the  contributions  of  members,  which  were  small, 
and  from  the  discount  of  a  note,  as  I  understand  it,  that  the  officers 
placed  in  Mr.  Sullivan's  bank. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  understand  it  to  be  that  way  at  the  time,  or 
have  you  understood  that  since  from  this  testimony  taken  by  this 
committee  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  understood  it  at  the  time  I  was  in  their  employ.  Be- 
fore I  went  with  them,  if  I  may  say  so,  I  advised  them  to  raise  a  fund 
of  $10,000  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  before  accepting  employment 
with  them  I  was  assured  by  them  that  they  had  received  that  fund. 
It  transpired  afterwards  that  they  had  raised  no  funds  except  in  the 
manner  I  have  stated. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Except  by  a  contribution  of  membership  dues  of  $10 
a  year? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes ;  and  this  note,  which  was  from  time  to  time  dis- 
counted, I  believe,  and  increased  in  amount  as  the  expenses  increased. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  spoke  a  while  ago  of  raising  some  funds  at  the 
meetings  you  attended. 
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Mr.  Smith.  No;  I  did  not  attempt  to  raise  funds  at  meetings.  I 
would  solicit  people,  where  I  would  casually  meet  them,  and  perhaps 
I  cot  40  or  60  members  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Just  members? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  recall  that  I  ever  got  any  contribution  beyond 
a  membership  fee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  the  league  have  any  fixed  policy  as  to  the  asso- 
ciations of  those  who  should  become  its  members? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  it  was  a  very  loose  one.  They  were  in  favor  of 
the  building  up  of  American  shipping  by  any  method  that  would  be 
successful. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  understand ;  but  I  mean  did  they  have  any  rule  as 
to  who  might  belong  to  the  league? 

Mr.  Smith.  Anybody  that  would  contribute  $10.  That  was  the 
most  important  part. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Without  reference  to  whether  they  were  interested  in 
shipping? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  was  taken  for  granted  if  they  would  contribute  that 
ihey  would  be  interested  in  that  kind  of  work  and  the  work  the  league 
was  doing  and  that  they  were  friendly. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  there  any  sort  of  rule  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  There  was  a  printed  form  of  declaration,  I  believe, 
which  they  signed,  the  phraseology  of  which  I  have  forgotten. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  there  a  rule  of  that  league  that  they  would  not 
accept  contributions  from  any  person  directly  interested  in  ship- 
building ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  know  of  any  such  rule ;  no. 

Mr.  Garrett.  During  the  time  you  were  connected  with  it  there 
was  no  refusal  of  contributions? 

Mr.  Smith.  As  I  tell  you,  the  financial  end  of  it  was  not  in  my 
hands,  except  such  a  matter  as  takingthe  list  of  members  and  billing 
them  when  their  year  had  run  out.  xhe  cash  would  not  come  to  me. 
Stamped  envelopes  addressed  to  the  treasurer  were  inclosed  with  the 
bills. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Penton  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  guess  I  knew  him  for  two  or  three  years; 
maybe  a  couple  of  years  in  advance  of  my  going  with  the  Merchant 
Marine  League. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  long  had  you  known  Mr.  Goulder  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  known  Mr.  Goulder  quite  a  good  many  years. 
I  published  a  maritime  weekly  newspaper  myself,  and  spent  some 
time  upon  the  Great  Lakes  in  the  early  nineties,  and  became 
acquainted  with  Mr.  Goulder  then. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Were  you  with  the  commission  when  it  had  its  meet- 
ings at  Cleveland? 

Mr.  Smith.  With  the  Merchant  Marine  Commission  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes;  the  congressional  commission. 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  I  was  not.  I  appeared  before  them  in  New 
York  at  that  time  as  superintendent  of  the  maritime  exchange,  and 
at  that  time  presented  a  paper  representing  the  views  of  the  maritime 

exchange. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  know  who  suggested  your  employment  by 

the  Merchant  Marine  League? 
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Mr.  Smith.  They  were  negotiating  with  me  for  a  lon^  time.  Mr. 
Penton  and  Mr.  Goulder  negotiated  with  me  to  come  with  them,  to 

E've  up  my  place  with  the  maritime  exchange  and  go  with  them — at 
Etst  it  was  a  matter  of  several  months. 

Mr.  Garrett.  After  you  left  the  league,  in  1907 — was  that  the 
year? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  have  any  further  knowledge  of  its  affairs 
and  doings? 

Mr.  Smith.  Nothinc  at  all,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  had  a  hiatus  there  for  a  while? 

Mr.  Smith.  Of  course  their  activity  was  generally  much  greater 
during  a  session  of  Congress  than  during  recesses  of  Congress. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  has  been  testified  before  this  committee  by  Mr. 
Goulder  and  by  Mr.  Penton  and  by  Mr.  Sullivan  that  the  league  prac- 
tically went  out  of  business  for  several  m<»iths  along  about  1906  and 
1907,  perhaps  it  was,  and  then  was  reorganized^  I  think,  in  1908. 
Do  you  know  anything  about  its  cessation  of  activities  during,  say, 
1907?    Did  it  not  almost  go  out  of  business  during  that  time? 

The  Chairman.  1908  to  1909, 1  think  it  was. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  chairman  says  1908  to  1909. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  know  they  did  not  seem  to  be  as  active  until  they 
got  out  this  publication  as  they  were  during  my  time. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  1909  they  began  the  .publication  of  this  monthly 
pamphlet  or  paper  called  "  The  American  Flag?  " 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  since  the  beginning  of  that  publication,  have 
you  been  familiar  with  the  affairs  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League? 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  at  all. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  not  been  identified  with  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  in  anv  way  at  all ;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You,  oi  course,  know  nothing  of  the  statement  con- 
tained, in  that  publication  relative  to  Bepreeentatives  Kiistermanii 
and  Steenerson? 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  until  the  matter  was  aired  in  Congress.  I  didn't 
know  anything  about  it  until  then. 

The  Chairman.  During  the  time  you  were  connected  with  the 
Merchant  Marine  League  they  did  not  publish  the  paper  The  Ameri- 
can Flag,  did  they? 

Mr.  Smfth.  No,  sir;  they  did  not.  They  had  no  regular  publica- 
tion then. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  they  seem  to  have  plenty  of  monev  then  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  they  did  not.  That  was  the  least  thing  we 
had. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  So  far  as  you  know  about  the  Merchant  Marine 
League,  both  before  and  after  you  were  connected  with  it,  the  active 
men  in  it  were  residents  of  Cleveland  or  the  Lake  region,  were  they 
not? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Practically  all  of  them? 

Mr.  Smith.  All  Lake  men ;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  NoWj  I  would  like  to  ask  you  this  question :  Is 
it  your  opinion  that  their  pronounced  advocacy  of  ship  subsidy  in 
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some  form  was  prompted  by  motives  of  self-interest  or  by  patriotic 
motives? 

Mr.  Smith.  Patriotic.  I  believe  their  motives  in  organizing  that 
league  and  in  spending  the  money  that  they  did  spend  and  giving 
the  time  that  they  spent  were  patriotic.  That  was  the  result  of  my 
observation.  They  freely  gave  up  their  time  and  spent  their  money 
to  bring  about  conditions  that  tney  believed  woula  be  beneficial  to 
our  shipping  in  the  foreign  trade. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  As  I  understood  you  a  little  while  ago.  from  your 
knowledge  of  conditions  on  the  Lakes,  they  would  not  be  aole  to  build 
ships  of  sufficient  size  to  compete  in  ocean  traffic  in' case  some  legis- 
lation of  this  sort  was  passed  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  no.  I  don't  believe,  unless  the  Welland  Canal  and 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  were  made  much  larger,  the  connecting  chan- 
nels. I  am  sure  that  while  I  was  with  the  league,  and  at  its  inception 
and  even  yet,  anybody  on  the  Great  Lakes  interested  in  shipping 
had  no  sort  of  any  personal  benefit.  I  feel  sure  of  that.  They 
wanted  to  see  conditions  established  as  to  our  foreign  trade  as  pros- 
perous as  they  had  them  on  the  Great  Lakes.  That  was  the  senti- 
ment that  animated  those  that  I  met  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  When  you  appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Mer- 
chant Marine  and  Fisheries  or  the  House  of  Representatives,  did  you 
attend  all  the  meetings  they  had  on  the  Gallinger  bill  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  oh,  no.  I  attended  a  few,  probably.  I  would 
have  to  look  it  up  to  find  out  what  meetings  I  actually  did  attend. 
I  went  whenever  I  could. 

Mr.  Hawu!T.  On  the  days  that  you  were  there  did  anybody  ap- 
pear in  opposition  to  the  bill  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  yes ;  there  was  generally  opposition. 

Mr.  Hawley.  At  whose  instance  did  these  people  appear  in  opposi- 
tion? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  think  the  Merchants'  Association  of  New  York 
was  as  active  as  any  organization. 

Mr.  Hawu!Y.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  the  parties  appearing 
that  took  the  most  active  part  against  the  measure  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  this  Mr.  Duval  and  an  attorney  by  the  name 
of  Dougherty. 

Mr.  Hawley.  By  whom  was  the  attorney  employed  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  By  the  Merchants'  Association,  or  its  committee,  of 
which  Mr.  Duval  was  the  chairman. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  a  special  fund  raised  by  the  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation to  carry  on  that  work  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  could  not  tell  you  about  that,  sir.  I  know  they 
were  very  active  in  distributing  literature.  I  would  find  evidence 
of  their  efforts  to  thAvart  me  when  I  would  endeavor  to  get  resolu- 
tions adopted  by  different  bodies. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  any  activity  besides  appearing 
before  the  committee  and  distributing  literature  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  None  at  all. 

The  Chairman.  Do  most  of  these  foreign  steamship  lines  have 
representatives  in  the  Merchants'  Association  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  could  not  say  as  to  that.  I  have  never  seen  the 
printed  list  of  their  membership.     I  recognize  among  their  oflScers 
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a  few  representatives  of  foreign  shipping  interests;  that  is  to  say, 
men  interested  in  foreign  ships. 

The  Chairman.  Who  are  they  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Gustav  Schwab,  Mr.  Duval,  I  recall  off-hand.  If  I 
should  see  a  list  of  their  officers,  I  might  recall  some  others. 

Mr.  Ijongworth.  Did  you  ever  know  Mr.  Wilber,  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  in  Washington? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  recall  that  I  have  ever  known  him. 
I  read  about  him,  but  I  don't  recall  meeting  the  gentleman. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  you  ever  know  or  hear  of  any  other  man 
employed  by  any  newspaper  or  press  association  who  was  also  in 
the  receipt  of  compensation  from  any  steamship  line  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  There  are  men  in  Washington  who  make  a  business 
of  sending  out  letters  periodically  to  a  clientelle  of  newspapers,  and 
such  men  as  that  have  assisted  m  the  work  of  arousing  sentiment 
favorable  to  subsidy  bills — shipping  bills — that  I  have  been  inter- 
ested in. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Are  there  men  employed  who  take  the  other  side  of 
the  question? 

Mr.  Smith.  If  there  are,  I  do  not  know  it,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  I  understand  you  correctly  to  sav  a  moment 
ago  that  there  were  men  there  in  Washington  engaged  in  sending 
out  svndicate  letters? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  have  been  sending  out  letters  favorable  to  ship- 
subsidy  propositions? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  you  had  worked  in  connection  with  them  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett,  Will  you  give  those  names,  please,  sir? 

Mr.  Smith.  There  is  a  man  who  is  a  namesake  of  mine,  William 
Wolfe  Smith;  I  recall  his  name.  There  was  another  man,  some 
southern  gentleman — ^that  is,  who  had  a  clientele  among  the  Southern 
States — I  can  not  recall  his  name  at  this  moment. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Can  vou  give  any  other  name  except  that  of  Mr. 
Smith  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  can  not  answer.  There  were  others,  but  I  do  not 
recall  them.    There  were  one  or  two  others. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Is  he  there  now  in  Washington,  this  Mr.  William 
Wolfe  Smith? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  know ;  I  have  not  seen  him  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  was  he  paid  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Various  sums.  Sometimes  he  was  not  paid  at  all.  He 
was  paid  different  amounts.  I  don't  know  that  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  ever  paid  him  anything. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Was  he  connected  with  any  regular  newspaper  or 
press  association  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  ;  he  was  simply  doing  work  in  that  way ;  he  had  a 
clientele  of  newspapers,  and  he  would  fiimish  a  weekly  letter,  say. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  And  he  was  paid  by  the  newspapers  printing  his 
material  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Perhaps  he  was  and  perhaps  not;  maybe  he  got  his 
pay  otherwise. 
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Mr.  Garrett.  You  say  you  do  not  know  if  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  ever  paid  this  man  anything? 

]S&.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not  recall  that  they  did.  They  may  have 
done  so,  but  I  do  not  recall  it  now.  -     ^ 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  j^ou  recall  any  other  organization  or  individual 
that  paid  them  anything? 

Mr.  Smith.  There  was  a  committee  of  shipbuilders  and  ship- 
owners preceding  the  activities  of  the  Merchant  Marine  League  that 
did  pay  such  people. 

JM&.  Garrett.  What  committee  was  that? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  was  a  committee — ^well,  they  were  organized  about 
1898. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Who  was  the  manager  of  affairs  for  that  committee? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  C.  A.  Griscom. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  does  he  live? 

Mr.  Smith.  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  he  living  still  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Were  you  familiar  with  that  or^nization? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  was  employed  by  that  organization  in  the  same 
capacity  that  I  was  employed  by  the  Merchant  Marine  League. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Can  you  state  what  they  paid  for  services  of  that 
sort  or  to  those  newspaper  men? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  very  large  sums;  small  sums — ^perhaps  $200  fo^ 
several  months'  work — very  little  comparatively,  and  never  as  much 
as  the  people  wanted. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean  the  people  who  were  employed  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Was  this  gentleman  you  speak  of  in  Washington 
officially  as  the  representative  of  any  newspaper  or  press  association? 

Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  no,  sir;  he  did  this  business  of  sending  out  a 
weekly  letter  to  newspapers  about  matters  arising  in  Congress. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  What  other  business  did  he  have  besides  &at? 

Mr.  Smith.  Just  that.  If  he  had  any  other  business,  I  did  not 
know  about  it. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  He  was,  then,  as  I  understand  it,  not  a  regular 
correspondent  either  of  any  well-recognized  newspaper  or  press 
association  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No.  He  was  a  voluntary  newspaper  man — ^that  is,  he 
would  write  to  a  newspaper  and  say  that  he  would  like  to  send  them 
a  weekly  letter,  and  maybe  he  got  paid  for  it  and  maybe  he  didn't. 
But  the  people  he  would  write  m  favor  of  would  probably  pay  him. 

Mr.  LoNQWORTH.  Was  he  a  man,  for  instance,  who  had  the  privi- 
leges of  the  House  or  Senate  press  gallery? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  would  not  say  about  that.  I  don't  think  that  was 
ever  a  factor  in  his  employment.  It  was  merely  to  get  into  the  news- 
papers and  before  the  public  an  argument  in  behalf  of  this  legisla- 
tion. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  You  are  quite  confident  that  he  was  not  a  regular 
newspaper  man  in  Washington? 

Mr.  Smith.  Except  in  that  way.  I  don't  think  that  he  was  a 
representative  of  any  impjortant  paper. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  what  I  mean. 
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Mr.  Smith.  Oh,  no — nor  any  of  the  people  that  were  employed  in 
that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Are  you  referring  just  now  to  Mr.  William  Wolfe 
Smith  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  There  were  others  whose  names  you  can  not  recall? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  do  not  recall  that  any  regularly  authorized — for 
instance,  such  representatives  of  the  press  as  appear  in  the  Congres- 
sional Record,  I  do  not  recall  that  ever  any  eflfort  was  made  to  do 
anything  with  them,  or  that  anything  was  ever  done  through  them, 
except,  lor  instance,  if  their  papers  were  friendly,  we  woiild  go  to 
them.    For  instance,  I  have  many  times  gone  the  rounds  of  the  news- 

Eaper  offices  in  Washington  and  given  them  manifold  stuff,  with  the 
ope  that  they  would  use  it,  ana  they  would  use  it  or  not,  as  they 
liked.  Of  course  there  was  no  pay  involved  in  that;  they  would 
simply  use  it  or  not,  as  they  wished  to  do. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  they  use  it  as  news  or  as  editorial  matter? 

Mr.  Smith.  As  news. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Altogether  as  news? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  presume  so.  For  instance,  as  to  a  hearing  before  a 
conmiittee,  I  would  get  up  a  statement  of  what  occurred  at  the  com- 
mittee hearing  and  have  it  manifolded  perhaps  and  give  it  around  to 
different  newspapers  or  the  representatives  of  the  newspapers,  who 
might  not  themselves  be  present  at  the  hearing,  or  because  I  feared 
that  they  might  not  make  as  full  a  statement  of  it  as  we  wished,  if  it 
was  legislation  that  we  were  interested  in.  As  I  say,  I  would  prepare 
this  typewritten  matter  and  distribute  it,  but  there  was  never  any 
thought  of  any  of  the  newspaper  correspondents  putting  it  in  their 
papers  for  pay. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  you  ever  request  that  it  should  appear  edi- 
torially ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  I  never  did. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Thai  is  to  say,  that  it  was  purely  a  question  of 
news,  which  they  might  print  or  not  as  news? 

Mr.  Smith,  ^ifixactly. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  It  was  not  an  endeavor  to  influence  the  policy 
of  that  newspaper  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir.    I  endeavored  as  a  rule  to  avoid  those  news- 

{>apers  whose  columns  were  well  known  to  be  hostile  to  this  form  of 
egislation,  and  my  efforts  were  more  generally  expended  with  those 
papers  which  had  of  their  own  volition  favored  some  encourage- 
ment to  American  shipping. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  you  being  interested  in  American 
shipping,  would  give  anything  in  the  way  of  a  scoop,  if  that  is  the 
proper  expression,  to  the  papers  that  favored  your  interests? 

Mr.  Smith.  No;  I  woula  give  it  to  anybody  that  would  use  it. 
We  would  get  press  clippings,  for  instance,  as  to  items  appearing  in 
the  newspapers  of  the  country  on  the  subject,  and  by  tnat  metnod 
we  woula  obtain  knowledge  of  those  papers  that  were  favorable  to 
us  and  those  that  were  unfavorable,  and  if  they  had  correspondents 
in  Washington,  we  would  go  to  them  with  statements  that  we  desired 
printed  from  time  to  time. 
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The  Chairman.  As  to  the  things  that  actually  occurred  before  the 
several  committees? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir;  or  any  other  matter  of  general  interest,  or 
that  we  could  persuade  them  was  of  general  interest,  in  our  efforts 
to  secure  that  legislation. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  any  person  who  prepared  matter 
and  furnished  it  to  the  newspapers  in  a  similar  way  opposed  to 
shipping  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  except  the  Merchants'  Association.  I  think 
they  did  endeavor  to  distribute  it  around  among  the  newspapers  in 
the  same  way.  I  think  I  have  come  across  evidences  of  it  in  my  time 
in  Washington. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Referring  to  these  men  who  were  paid,  like  Mr. 
William  Wolfe  Smith  and  the  others,  I  might  ask  you  who  paid 
them;  I  mean  what  individual? 

Mr.  Smith.  Maybe  I  did  sometimes;  maybe  the  money  was  given 
to  me  to  pay  them.  I  do  not  recall.  Sometimes  they  would  be  paid 
direct  from  the  offices  of  the  organization. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  say  "the  organization ;  "  vou  mean  the  organiza- 
tion preceding  this  Merchant  Marine  League  f 

Mr..  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  the  only  organization  that  you  remember  that 
paid  for  this  work  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  is  your  best  idea  of  the  amount  that  was  paid 
during  the  time  that  you  were  connected  with  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  think  altogether  in  the  course  of  four  or  five 
years  of  activity  that  they  spent  a  thousand  dollars  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  think  it  was  less  than  a  thousand  dollars? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  do. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  you  do  not  think  the  Merchant  Marine  League 
ever  spent  anything  in  that  way  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  have  authority  from  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  at  the  time  you  were  connected  with  it,  upon  your  visits  to 
Washington  as  its  representative,  to  pay  for  correspondence  of  that 
sort? 

Mr.  Smith.  No.  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  you  did  not  personally  engage  any  services  of 
that  character  for  the  Merchant  Marine  League  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  do  not  recall  that  I  did,  unless  it  might  have  been 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  Smith.  It  may  be  that  that  was  before  the  Mer- 
chant Marine  League  was  organized.  My  memory  is  not  clear 
whether  he  ever  was  employed  to  do  that  by  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  or  not.  It  would  be  intermittent.  He  would  do  this  a  year, 
and  perhaps  for  a  year  or  two  he  would  not  do  it;  perhaps  they  would 
not  have  any  money  to  pay  him  for  doing  anything;  or  it  might  be 
that  he  would  send  out  something  for  nothing,  and  then  at  other 
times,  if  they  had  a  little  money,  they  might  give  him  something. 
That  is  the  way  he  was  paid. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  that  organization  or  the  Merchant  Marine 
League  spend  any  funds  in  any  other  way  there  in  Washington  than 
with  these  newspaper  correspondents? 
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Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  except  for  the  expenses  of  myself  or  them- 
selves in  going  there,  such  as  hotel  bills  and  ordinary  expenses. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  ever  expend  any  funds  with  Members  of 
Congress? 

Mr.  Smith.  Never. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  ever  try  to  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  never  tried  to ;  no. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  ever  give  any  dinners  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  I  never  did. 

Mr.  Garrett.  To  Members  of  Congress,  or  to  which  Members  of 
Congress  were  invited? 

Mr.  Smith.  No.  sir ;  I  never  did. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  you  think  the  whole  sum  coming  within  your 
knowledge  that  was  expended  for  this  newspaper  work  was  less  than 
a  thousand  dollars? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  I  should  say  considerably  less  than  a  thousand 
dollars. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  suppose  there  is  anywhere  an  account  of 
those  expenditures  that  the  committee  could  get? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  committee  that  I  spoke  of  went  out  of  existence 
ei^ht  or  nine  years  ago.  I  doubt  very  much  if  there  is  any  record  in 
existence  as  to  their  receipts  and  disbursements.  However,  I  don't 
know  about  that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  If  there  be  such  a  thing,  who  could  probably  give 
us  that  information;  who  would  probably  have  the  books? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  Griscom,  the  chairman.  It  was  not  an  incor- 
porated organization ;  it  was  just  a  body  of  men  that  were  interested 
that  got  together;  shipowners  and  shipbuilders,  and  they  con- 
tributed whatever  sums  were  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses.  Most 
of  the  money  was  spent  by  me  in  the  preparation  of  printed  matter 
to  mail  around  to  all  the  newspapers  in  the  country,  getting  out  little 
pamphlets  and  such  matters  as  that;  most  all  the  money  was  spent 
that  way. 

Mr.  (tarrett.  Has  that  organization  ceased  its  activities  entirely? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  think  so.  Mr.  Griscom  has  not  been  connected 
with  it  for  a  good  many  years. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  organization  still  in  existence? 

Mr.  Smitii.  I  think  they  or  their  successors — other  men  equally 
interested  with  themselves. 

Mr.  Garreti'.  I  mean  the  organization. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  don't  know  that  they  have  a  name.  It  is  just  like 
that ;  they  get  together  like  any  other  men  that  are  interested  in  some 
particular  thing;  they  call  themselves  a  committee  of  shipowners 
and  shipbuildei-s,  I  think. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  they  still  have  a  representative  who  visits  Wash- 
ington in  the  same  capacity  that  3'ou  visited  Washington  and  handles 
matters  in  the  same  way  that  you  did? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  left  them  in  1901  to  so  with  the  maritime  exchange 
and  they  employed  a  man  named  Winthrop  L.  Marvin  to  do  the  work 
I  did. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  he  still  serving  them? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  think  he  is  not  wholly  employed  by  them  in  that  way. 
He  i^  secretary  of  some  wool  manufacturers'  organization  in  Boston, 
I  think,  and  has  been  for  the  last  two  or  three  years. 
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Mr.  Garrett.  He  was  the  secretary  of  this  Merchant  Marine  Com- 
mission, was  he  not? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  I  am  anxious  to  get  at  is  whether  that  organi- 
zation still  has  a  representative  who  works  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  should  say  that  he  could  tell  you  what  trans- 
pired in  the  period  of  his  employment  and  who  succeeded  him,  if  any- 
body, in  the  work  that  he  used  to  do.    That  is  all  I  can  say. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  do  not  yourself  know  ? 

Mr.  S311TH.  I  do  not,  as  to  any  successor  of  his.  It  may  be  that 
he  still  has  sufficient  start  to  carry  on  such  work  as  they  desire  dcme. 

Mr.  IjONgworth.  Did  you  ever  know  a  case  where  this  news  that 
you  gave  out  was  printed  editorially  by  a  newspaper? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  I  do  not.  Of  course,  we  tried  to  get  it  in  the 
news  columns,  and  they  would  publish  it  in  friendly  newspapers  as 
a  rule.  It  was  very  rarely  published  in  unfriendly  newspapers. 
Their  editorial  comments  were  their  own  get-up,  because  it  was  the 
policy  of  those  papers  to  advocate  this  legislation. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Did  you   ever  know  of  any  case  where  news 

S'ven  out  under  the  same  circumstances  by  those  who  were  opposed 
ship  subsidy  appeared  editorially? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  no.  Well,  I  would  see,  for  instance,  in  the 
clippings  that  would  come  to  hand  at  times — and  I  have  called  Mr. 
Gnscom's  attention  to  this  several  times — ^that  there  would  appear 
simultaneously  the  publication  of  editorial  matter  identically  the 
same,  hostile  to  this  legislation. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Would  it  surprise  you  to  know  that  on  one  occa- 
sion the  same  matter,  identically  the  same,  appeared  on  the  same 
day  editorially  in  seven  different  States? 

Mr.  Smith.  Well,  I  noticed  that  a  number  of  times;  that  is,  not 
a  great  many  times,  but  it  attracted  my  attention,  and  I  called  it  to 
the  attention  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Do  you  know  how  that  was  done  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Your  intei-est  in  this  legislation  grew  out  of  what? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  went  to  sea  as  a  boy  m  American  ships.  I  pur- 
chased an  American  weekly  newspaper  in  1888  and  published  it, 
edited  it  for  10  years.  I  have  been  possessed  the  larger  part  of  my 
life  with  the  desire  to  help  rehabilitate  the  American  merchant 
marine.  I  have  never  had  any  personal  interest  in  American  ships 
financially. 

Mr.  Garretp.  What  you  have  done  has  been  simply  from  a  patriotic 
standpoint  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes.  I  would  have  devoted  myself  to  it  without  pay, 
but,  of  course,  being  a  poor  man,  I  had  to  be  paid  for  my  time.  I 
never  advocated  anything  I  did  not  believe  in. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Would  you  object  to  stating  what  your  salary  was 
when  you  were  w^th  the  Merchant  Marine  League? 

Mr.  Smith.  If  you  wish  it  I  have  no  objection.  My  salary  for 
a  part  of  the  time  was  $291  a  month,  and  it  was  afterwards  increased 
to  $491.    When  I  left  them  it  was  $491  a  month. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  you  ever  have  any  trouble  in  getting  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir.    Sometimes  it  was  a  little  slow. 

Mr.  Garrett.  But  you  got  it? 
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Mr.  Smith.  I  always  got  it.  I  left  them  without  their  being 
indebted  to  me. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Could  you  ^ive  the  committee  any  information  at  all 
about  the  matter  of  a  lobby  m  Washington  or  elsewhere,  either  for  or 
against  merchant  marine  legislation;  anything  that  will  be  helpful 
in  any  way  to  this  committee  in  arriving  at  the  facts  it  is  trying  to 
reach  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes ;  I  would  like  to  help  you.     It  all  depends  on  what 

?rou  call  a  lobby.  If  a  committee  goes  to  Washington  in  favor  of  this 
egislation  and  appears  before  committees  of  Congress — if  that  is  a 
lobby,  I  have  knowledge  of  frequent  lobbying  of  that  character.  But, 
so  far  as  anv  paid  number  of  men  going  to  Washington  and  button- 
holing any  Members  of  Congress  and  asking  them  to  vote  for  this 
bill  or  that  bill  is  concerned,  in  all  my  experience,  covering  the  20 
years  I  have  been  actively  intercepted  in  the  subject,  I  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  that  on  the  part  of  these  interests,  either  for  or  against. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Of  any  single  individual  for  or  against  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes';  I  recall,  before  I  was  very  active  in  Washington, 
there  was  a  Dr.  Glavis,  whose  activities  were  during  the  eighties. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  that  during  the  old  Pacific  Mail  investigation — 
awav  back  there? 

Mr.  Smith.  No;  I  guess  it  was  after  that.  This  Dr.  Glavis  rep- 
resented foreign  shipping  interests.  He  is  the  only  man  that  I 
have  ever  known  who  did  it  on  a  raw  scale,  you  might  say — that  is, 
he  was  retained  there  permanently.  This,  of  course,  is  hearsay.  I 
never  knew  the  man  personally. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  was  his  full  name,  do  you  remember  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  never  knew  him,  and  don't  know  that  I  ever  saw 
him,  but  I  used  to  hear  in  the  late  eighties  and  early  nineties  a  great 
deal  about  Dr.  Glavis  and  his  activities.  He  has  been  dead  12  or  15 
years.   ►!  don't  know  his  full  name. 

Mr.  Garrett.  So  far  as  you  know,  he  has  no  successor? 

Mr.  Smith.  No.  This  man  Bennett,  I  think,  made  nn  eflfort  to  step 
into  Glavis's  shoes,  but  they  were  considerably  too  large  for  him. 

The  Chairman.  Was  his  name  Gaddis  or  (ilavis? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  think  his  name  was  Glavis. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Was  he  not  succeeded  by  Mr.  Wilber? 

Mr.  Smith.  If  he  was  I  don't  know  it.  I  don't  think  he  \yas  ever 
connected  with  any  press  organization  or  anything  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who,  Mr.  Glavis? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  Glavis ;  yes.  He  may  have  been,  but  I  don't  know. 
I  say  I  never  knew  him  personally. 

^iv.  Garrett.  The  work  that  he  performed  was  different  from  that 
Mr.  Wilber  performs,  was  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  All  I  know  about  Mr.  Wilber  is  what  I  read  in  your 
proceedings.  I  never  knew  the  man  that  I  recall,  and  just  what  work 
he  did  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  According  to  the  statements  in  the  hearings  as  to 
Mr.  Wilber,  he  merely  sent  out  certain  information,  but  I  understood 
that  this  man  Glavis  really  engaged  in — oh,  well,  what  you  would 
call  lobbying. 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes;  that  is  my  understanding  of  it.  He  was  perma- 
nently employed  in  Washington,  as  I  understand,  for  the  purpose  of 
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preventing  legislation  doubtful  to  American  shipping.    That  is  my 
understanding  of  Mr.  Glavis's  activity. 

Mr.  Garrett.  There  is  no  suggestion  that  Mr.  Wilber  did  anything 
of  that  sort  as  I  remember  it.  He  merely  sent  out  information  there. 
He  did  not  buttonhole  Members  of  Congress  or  seek  to  touch  the 
sources  of  legislation;  but  I  understand  from  your  statement  that 
this  man  Glavis  did. 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes.  I  understood  he  was  given  to  the  habit  of  enter- 
taining people  in  a  lavish  way.  Of  course,  it  is  all  hearsay ;  I  have 
no  knowledge  myself  of  him  or  his  activities. 

The  Chairman.  As  far  as  you  are  concerned,  Mr.  Smith,  do  you 
know  of  anybody  for  or  against  ship  subsidy  who  has  done  any  en- 
tertaining of  any  kind  to  Members  of  Congress  or  personally  button- 
holing or  importuning  them  in  regard  to  bills;  do  you  know  of  any- 
thing of  that  kind  that  has  been  done  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not ;  except  going  before  conmiittees  and 
persuading  the  committees  that  a  certain  view  was  the  right  view; 
that  is  all. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  will  ask  you  again,  when  did  your  connection  with 
the  Merchant  Marine  League  begin  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  In  August,  1905. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  when  did  it  end  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  April,  1907. 

Mr.  Garrett.  If  there  is  any  other  statement  that  you  can  give  to 
this  committee  that  will  throw  any  light  upon  this  investigation,  we 
will  be  glad  to  hear  you.  We  will  be  glad  to  have  any  facts  that 
come  within  the  scope  of  this  investigation. 

Mr.  Smith.  Of  course  I  have  my  views  as  to  how  American  ship- 
ping can  be  established,  but  I  do  not  take  it  that  that  is  within  the 
purview  of  your  investigation. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Hardly,  I  suppose.  That  would  go  to  the  merits 
of  this  legislation.  This  committee  has  no  jurisdiction  to  report  any- 
thing on  that,  but  has  to  confine  itself  to  the  scope  of  the  resolution 
under  which  it  is  acting. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  given  you  everything  that  I  can  think  of.  I 
have  been  as  frank  as  I  could  be,  and  I  have  not  withheld  anything. 
Of  course,  some  things  may  have  escaped  my  recollection,  but  I  have 
given  you  honestly  everything  I  could  recall  in  answer  to  your  ques- 
tions. 

TESTIMONY  OF  WILLIAM  R.  CORWINE. 

William  R.  Corwine,  called  as  a  witness,  being  first  duly  sworn, 
testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business? 

Mr.  Corwine.  Just  now  I  am  the  secretary  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Clothing  Manufacturers,  with  a  number  of  affiliated  com- 
mercial bodies  in  Sie  same  industry. 

The  Chairman.  Were  you  at  one  time  connected  with  the  Mer- 
chants' Association? 

Mr.  Corwine.  I  was. 

The  Chairman.  In  what  capacity  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  I  had  no  title.  I  was  assistant  to  the  president, 
Mr.  William  F.  King,  who  is  now  dead.    I  was  general  utility  man. 
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The  Chairman.  Did  you  have  anything  to  do  with  watching  legis- 
lation in  Congress? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  did. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  attend  committees  from  time  to  time  as 
representing  the  Merchants'  Association? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  did.  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  particularly  in  connection  with  the  ship- 
subsidy  matters? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  did. 

The  Chairman.  Or  bills  affecting  shipping  interests  in  this 
country? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  did. 

The  Chairman.  About  what  time  or  for  how  long  a  time  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  At  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  so-called 
Hanna-Frye  bill,  which  I  believe  was  introduced  in  the  congressional 
session  of  1907-8.  The  Merchants'  Association  began  a  study  of  the 
shipping  industry  at  that  time,  and  more  particularly  as  it  related  to 
that  bill.  They  appointed  a  committee,  of  which  Mr.  George  L. 
Duval  was  chairman,  and  I  was  the  other  member.  We  were  a  large 
committee  of  two.  As  a  result  of  that  study  and  analysis  of  the  bill 
the  association  declared  itself  to  be  opposed  to  the  bill — not  opposed 
to  the  theory  of  ship  subsidy  for  the  oenefit  of  the  American  ship- 
building yards,  but  they  did  not  think  that  that  bill  would  answer 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  supposed  to  have  been  drafted.  The 
association  so  declared  themselves  openly,  and  Mr.  Duval  and  I,  as  a 
committee,  were  instructed  by  the  board  of  directors  to  use  every 
effort  to  lay  our  position  before  Congress  and  the  country  at  large. 

The  Chairman.  As  such  committee  you  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittees of  the  Senate  and  House,  I  suppose  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Yes,  sir;  and  also  before  Senator  Frye,  at  his  invita- 
tion, to* discuss  the  matter  with  him  in  his  committee  room,  aside  from 
the  committee  itself,  and  also  before  the  House  members.  I  person- 
ally did  not  say  anything  before  those  committees;  Mr.  Duval  said 
whatever  was  to  be  said  from  our  point  of  view. 

The  Chairman.  Did  the  Merchants'  Association  as  such  do  any 
newspaper  work  in  connection  with  this  matter? 

Mr.  CoRwiNB.  It  did. 

The  Chairman.  In  what  way  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  In  furnishing  the  press  the  point  of  view  of  the 
association  in  the  shape  of  statements  and  interviews,  somewhat  in 
the  same  way  that  Mr.  Smith  did  for  his  association — only  I  would 
like  to  emphasize  a  difference  between  the  two;  we  furnished  our 
material  to  all  papers,  whether  friendly  or  unfriendly,  in  the  hope 
that  we  might  convert  the  unfriendlv  papers,  and  let  it  go  at  that. 
If  they  used  it,  well  and  good ;  and  if  not,  it  could  not  be  helped. 

The  Chairman.  Who  prepared  these  statements  that  you  fur- 
nished— you  and  Mr.  Duval? 

Mr.  CoRwiNB.  Most  of  them ;  yes.  I  do  not  remember  as  to  details. 
He  did  some  and  I  did  some.  Some  were  prepared  in  the  office  by 
gentlemen  who  had  charge  of  a  good  deal  of  that  sort  of  work.  As 
to  specific  articles,  I  do  not  remember. 

Tne  Chairman.  Will  you  tell  me  something  of  the  complexion  of 
the  Merchants'  Association  at  the  time  you  were  connected  with  it; 
were  they  largely  influenced  by  the  foreign  steamship  lines? 
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Mr.  CuRwiNE.  I  don't  think  they  were  influenced  at  all  by  them. 
If  you  will  allow  me  to  volunteer 

The  Chairman.  We  would  like  to  have  you  do  so. 

Mr.  Ck)RWiN£.  I  attended  all  the  board  meetings  at  which  the  sub- 
ject was  discussed,  at  which  various  analyses  of  the  bill  were  submit- 
ted by  different  members  of  the  board.  We  had  on  the  board  at  that 
time  only  one  member,  if  my  memory  serves  me  right,  who  had  al- 
ways been  affiliated  with  or  identified  with  foreign  shippers,  and  that 
was  Mr.  Gustav  H.  Schwab,  of  the  North  German  Llovd  Steamship 
Company.  He  was  a  member  of  the  board  and  actively  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  association.  But  when  this  question  came  up — I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  this  of  him,  showing  as  it  does  his  character — 
he  refused  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  board  on  that 
subject  or  to  vote  on  any  questions  that  might  come  up  in  connection 
with  which  he  was  the  only  man,  so  far  as  I  can  remember,  who 
could  be  considered  as  actively  engaged  in  any  way  with  foreign 
shipping. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  as  a  member  of  the  association,  or  in  any 
other  way,  know  of  any  combination  of  foreign  steamship  companies 
to  prevent  legislation  that  would  look  toward  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  merchant  marine  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  I  do  not,  sir.  If  there  were  any  such,  it  did  not  come 
to  my  knowledge. 

The  Chairman.  Did  the  Merchants'  Association  as  an  association 
ever  pass  resolutions  relative  to  the  general  question  of  American 
shipping? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  Yes;  I  am  pretty  sure  that  they  did.  What  they 
were  I  do  not  remember ;  they  are  on  the  records. 

The  Chairman.  This  committee  that  you  speak  of,  that  you  and 
Mr.  Duval  were  members  of,  was  appointed  specially  to  go  down 
and  oppose  one  particular  bill  ?  You  spoke  of  the  Hanna-Frye  bill. 
As  I  understand  it,  that  was  when  vour  committee  was  first  created? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  Practically  directed  to  do  so;  not  only  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Members  of  the  House  and  to  disseminate  literature  setting 
forth  our  contentions  in  regard  to  that  bill,  but  to  do  everything  we 
could  in  our  power  to  mold  public  sentiment  to  our  way  of  thinking. 

The  Chairman.  Did  vou  have  anv  interest  at  that  time  in  anv 
foreign  shipping  interests? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  A])s<)lutely  not. 

The  Chairman.  Did  Mr.  Duval,  as  far  as  you  know? 

Mr.  CcmwiNE.  I  do  not  think  ho  had:  I  don't  know  for  a  fact,  but 
I  don't  think  so. 

The  Chairman.  Did  vou  have  anv  interest  in  anv  shipping  matters 
at  all? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Only  by  sentiment,  that  is  all.  ily  family  were 
shipping  people;  they  were  interested  in  shipping  before  nie. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  alwavs  lived  in  the  United  States,  have 

ft 

you  not? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  was  born  in  New  York  City. 

The  Chairman.  At  any  time  do  you  know  of  the  existence  of  any- 
thing like  a  combination  of  foreign  shipowners  to  influence  legisla- 
tion in  Congress  relative  to  ship  siibsidy  or  anything  of  that  kind? 
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Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  have  absolutely  no  knowledge  of  anything  of  that 
kind.  I  have  heard  various  gossip,  as  one  hears  about  any  measure 
almost. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  so-called  At- 
lantic conference? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  No;  nothing,  except  in  the  most  general  and  vague 
way ;  nothing  definite  at  all. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  the  Merchants'  Association  raise  any  money  to 
carry  on  this  work  that  you  speak  of? 

Mr.  CoRwiNB.  I  am  pretty  sure,  sir,  that  it  did  not.  I  am  pretty 
sure  that  all  the  expenses,  which  were  simply  those  of  traveling,  hotel 
bills,  and  the  like,  were  paid  out  of  the  common  fund  of  the  treasury, 
which  came  from  the  membership  dues  of  the  members. 

Mr.  Haw^ley.  Did  you  employ  a  representative  or  attorney  to  ap- 
pear for  you  before  the  committees  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  No,  sir.  Subsequently  there  was  a  lawyer  on  the 
committee,  Mr.  Dougherty,  after  I  had  resigned — because  I  had  sev- 
ered my  connection  to  go  with  the  Eastern  Trust  Company,  which 
was  then  organized — and  Mr.  Dougherty  took  my  place.  He  is  a 
trained  lawyer.  I  don't  think  he  was  retained  at  all  except  in  the 
sense  that  he  gave  his  services,  as  he  did  to  an  investigation  of  the 
water  supply,  Cuban  reciprocity,  to  the  interests  of  Porto  Rico  affairs, 
the  Philippine  tariff,  and  other  measures  of  that  character. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  are  his  initials? 

Mr.  Cor^vine.  J.  Hampden  Dougherty. 

The  Chairman.  Did  your  work  include  writing  letters  to  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  Yes;  I  think  we  followed  that  plan,  and  sent  letters 
to  all  Members  of  both  Houses. 

The  Chairman.  Printed  or  personal  letters? 

Mr.  Corwine.  Printed  letters. 

The  Chair:man.  No  personal  letters  were  written? 

Mr.  Corwine.  No,  sir;  I  don't  think  so;  not  that  I  can  recall.  The 
object  was  to  make  everything  as  public  as  possible  in  nn  effort  to 
mold  sentiment  toward  our  point  of  view  in  the  effort  to  defeat  th  it 
bill.  We  did  the  same  thing  subsequently.  Senator  FrveV  bill  was 
subsequently  amended,  after  various  protests,  in  order  to  try  to  meet 
the  objections  which  we  raised  and  which  were  raised  by  others — 
that  is,  that  the  bill  should  be  so  worded  as  to  safeguard  American 
interests  and  not  so  w^orded  as  to  allow  any  possibility  of  foreign 
tonnage  being  acquired  under  the  terms  of  the  bill  which  would  re 
ceive  the  benefit  of  the  subsidy  to  the  exclusion  of  a  complenie!it  of 
that  tonnage  which  ought  to  be  constructed  in  American  yards  by 
American  labor. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  Did  you  submit  those  amendments  to  tho  consid- 
eration of  the  committees  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  Personally,  no.    They  were  submitted. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  By  Mr.  Dougherty  ? 

Mr.  Corwine.  No;  bv  Mr.  Duval,  I  think.  I  don't  think  I  was 
present  at  that  interview  with  Senator  Frye  when  they  were  dis- 
cussed. The  second  bill  was  amended,  and  these  suggestions  were  in- 
corporated in  amendments  in  that  bill  in  an  effort  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  Americans  so  far  as  they  could  be  safeguarded  by  any 
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Shraseology  that  could  be  devised.  But  that  bill  failed  to  pass.  I 
on't  think  the  merchants'  association  made  any  further  opporrition 
after  that.  I  wont  away  after  that,  went  to  Porto  Rico,  I  think  it 
was,  to  study  the  conditions  there,  under  Mr.  McKinley's  adminis- 
tration. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  As  I  understand  it,  your  committee  submitted  a 
written  draft? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  Yes;  a  series  of  them,  communications  whicli  were 
sent  openly  to  Congress  and  which  were  discussed  with  Members 
of  Congress  who  were  much  interested  in  the  matter  and  who  occupied 
important  positions  on  the  committees. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Do  you  know  who  drafted  those  amendments? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  The  actual  drafting  I  don't  remember,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Was  it  an  attorney  employed  by  the  merchants' 
association  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNB.  No;  my  impression  is  that  they  were  drafted  b}' 
Mr.  Duval,  but  I  would  not  want  to  make  that  as  an  absolute  state- 
ment, because  it  might  not  be  correct.  I  think  I  helped  in  some  of 
them.  They  were  gone  over  and  over,  principally  by  him  and  by 
myself  J  but  which  oi  the  two  actually  did  it  I  don't  remember.  Thej' 
were  discussed  by  the  board  of  directors  and  the  officers  of  the  associ- 
ation and  finally  were  submitted,  and  finally  were  discussed  personally 
with  some  of  the  leaders  in  Congress ;  and,  as  I  say,  were  ultimately 
incorporated  in  a  bill  in  an  effort  to  safeguard  the  interests  which  we 
did  not  think  were  being  properly  safeguarded.  The  bill  did  not 
pass.  What  has  been  done  since  in  the  matter  of  subsidy  legislation 
has  been  changed  to  what  might  be  called  the  postal  subvention.  I 
am  no't  familiar  with  it  except  in  a  general  way.  I  resigned  from 
the  association  in  1903,  I  think  it  was. 

Mr.  I/iN<JwoRTH.  These  amendments  were  drafted  practically  in 
New  York  and  taken  to  Washington  and  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  think  so,  although  I  do  remember  Mr.  Duval  and 
I  laboring  very  hard  in  the  Shoreham  Hotel  in  Washington  trying 
to  put  amendments  into  shape  that  would  be  presentable.  I  think  we 
did  some  of  our  w  ork  there. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Was  Mr.  Duval  a  lawyer? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  you  were  not  a  lawyer  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawt-ey.  What  percentage  of  the  membership  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Association  are  interested  in  foreign  shippinjr? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  do  not  know  of  any  directly,  except  Mr.  Schwab, 
of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Co. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Mr.  Boas  is  not  a  member  of  your  association  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  don't  think  he  is.  He  was  not  then ;  he  may  have 
become  a  member  since  then.  The  list  is  easily  obtainable,  with  all 
the  various  interests  subdivided  alphabetically  and  arranged — ^manu- 
facturers and  merchants  and  bankers  and  men  engaged  in  various 
kinds  of  business  and  various  degrees  of  activity. 

Mr.  Hawi^y.  Do  you  make  up  a  budget  of  your  expenses  yearly? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  know  we  did. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  that  include  specific  items  under  expenditures? 
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Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  don't  know  whether  it  did  or  not.  I  tliiuk  not  as 
to  small  items;  that  would  take  a  volume  in  itself.  We  were  active 
in  a  great  many  directicms. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  they  made  up  a  bud^ifet  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, do  you  recall  whether  any  amount  under  expenditures  was  set 
apart  to  use  in  matters  of  shipping  legislation  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Of  that  I  have  personal  knowledge ;  there  was  not. 

The  Chairman.  The  only  expenses  as  far  as  you  know  in  that  di- 
rection were  those-incurred  by  you  and  Mr.  Duval  in  going  to  Wash- 
ington ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  It  was  done  as  is  done  in  most  associations,  for  in- 
stance, drawing  $100  or  $200  for  expenses,  and  when  we  came  back 
we  made  an  account  of  it.  Mr.  Duval  in  some  instances,  I  think, 
paid  his  own  expenses,  so  that  it  would  not  be  a  burden  on  the  treas- 
ury, which  like  the  treasury  in  most  associations  was  generally  hard 
up. 

Mr.  Haw^ley.  You  heard  what  the  preceding  witness  said  about 
the  activities  of  certain  members  of  the  Merchants'  Association  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  Yes ;  I  did. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  agree  with  that? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  No;  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  about  any  lavish  expenditure  of 
money  in  entertaining  Members  of  Congress? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  know  that  there  was  not  any  lavish  expenditure 
of  money ;  I  can  answer  as  to  that  from  1897  to  1902  or  1903. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  Do  you  know  Mr.  F.  W.  Hawthorne? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Yes.  1  have  not  seen  him  for  some  years,  but  I 
knew  him  quite  intimately  once. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Were  you  ever  in  his  employ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Yes;  we  worked  together  once  in  Florida  in  my 
early  years  when  I  was  a  newspaper  man ;  he  was  then  the  manager 
of  the  Jacksonville  News  in  Jacksonville,  and  I  did  some  work  for 
that  paper.  We  were  good  friends,  and  have  been  since  when  we 
have  met;  I  have  never  nad  anj'  connection  with  him  since  then,  and 
I  have  not  seen  him  for  two  or  three  years,  I  guess. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  On  page  483  of  the  hearings  there  is  a  letter 
from  Senator  Gallinger  to  Mr.  Clarence  Whitman,  president  of  the 
Merchants'  Association  of  New  York,  and  he  says  in  part : 

The  only  word  of  opiwsltion  to  this  measure  from  any  commercial  body  in 
the  country  Is  that  which  purports  to  come  from  Mr.  Duval,  of  the  Merchants* 
Association  of  New  York.  I  regret  to  say  that  Mr.  Duval  has  actively  raised 
a  suspicion  here  that  he  has  borrowed  the  name  of  your  association  to  cover 
the  very  bitter  opposition  of  the  rich  and  powerful  foreign  stetimship  companies 
which  now,  as  you  know,  monopolize  nine-tenths  of  our  ocean  carriage. 

What  comment  have  you  to  make  upon  that  phrase,  "  very  bitter 
opposition  on  the  part  of  the  rich  and  powerful  foreign  steamship 
companies?" 

MTr.  CoRwiNE.  It  applies  to  Mr.  Duval,  and  it  does  not  apply 
to  me. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Well,  you  were  associated  with  him  at  that  time? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  was  not;  no.  That  was  three  or  four  years  after- 
wards. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  And  I  am  not  familiar  with  what  has  been  done 
since  I  severed  my  connection,  except  in  the  most  general  way. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  was  before  you  were  called,  Mr.  Corwine, 
that  your  friend,  Mr.  Hawthorne,  wrote  an  editorial  (p.  1045  of 
record)  as  applying  to  one  of  the  members  of  this  committee,  using 
this  language: 

It  has  looked  almost  aH  If  the  sources  of  nouiuformatiou  had  been  tapped  pur- 
posely so  as  to  avoid  tapping  the  fouutainheads  of  real  Information. 

Do  you  think  that  accusation  could  be  made  against  this  com- 
mittee now  that  you  have  been  called  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  do  not  see  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  is  at  the  bottom  of  page  1046. 

Mr.  CoRwiNE  (after  examination).  What  is  it  that  you  want  me  to 
say  about  that  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  would  like  to  know  whether  you  think  that 
accusation  could  be  made  against  the  committee  now. 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  I  think  Mr.  Hawthorne  is  obsessed. 

Mr.  LoNOW^ORTH.  He  only  suggested  our  calling  two  witnesses,  one 
of  whom  was  Mr.  Schwab  and  the  other  was  yourself.  Now  that  you 
have  appeared  do  you  think  that  Mr.  Hawthorne  could  say  that? 

Mr.  CoRwaNE.  No ;  he  can  not  say  it  so  far  as  I  am  concerned.  I 
will  tell  him  so,  too,  when  I  see  him. 

The  Chairman.  We  have  been  particularly  directed  to  inquire  as 
to  whether  there  is  any  lobby  employed  by  foreign  steamship  com- 
panies or  domestic  companies  that  seeks  to  influence  legislation  in 
Washington.  Are  there  any  facts  that  you  could  give  this  committee 
that  will  give  us  any  light  on  that  subject? 

Mr.  CoRwiNE.  Unfortunately,  no.  If  I  had  any  I  should  be  very 
glad  to  give  it,  because  if  I  thought  that  that  thing  had  been  going 
on,  it  ought  to  be  shown  up  by  the  men  who  have  attempted  it  or 
the  men  who  have  cooperated  \Vith  it.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  do  it, 
but  I  have  no  knowledge  of  that,  and  in  fact  there  was  nothing  that 
appeared  during  all  this  hard  fight  down  there  that  indicated  any 
concerted  action.  If  there  was  any  it  was  so  buried,  so  underground, 
that  it  was  not  observable  even  to  a  man  who  had  been  trained  as  a 
newspaper  man,  who  is  conscientiously  looking  for  subconscious 
movements ;  and  yet  I  was  pretty  active  there ;  I  spent  a  good  deal  of 
time  there  and  stopped — where  1  always  did — at  the  Shoreham,  and 
prepared  stuff  and  went  about  and  kept  in  touch  with  legislation.  I 
never  saw  any  evidence  of  it  on  either  side.  I  will  join  Mr.  Smith 
in  that — as  much  as  I  differ  with  him.  I  never  saw  anv  evidence  of  it. 
There  was  a  good  deal  of  feeling  about  it,  a  good  deal  of  feeling  on 
his  part  against  us;  I  remember  Mr.  Duval  and  I  calling  on  Senator 
Hanna  once  to  convince  him  that  he  was  wrong,  and  we  had  a  very 
animated  discussion  with  Mr.  Smith,  who  was  there,  as  his  fidus 
Achates.  It  was  evidently  nothing  more  than  a  very  earnest  belief 
on  both  sides,  irreconcilable  apparently,  although  as  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned I  wish  a  measure  couicl  be  devised,  either  through  mail  sub- 
vention or  with  freight  carriers  which  would  help  build  up  the  xVmer- 
ican  shipbuilding  yards,  controlled  by  American  capital  and  operated 
by  American  workmen. 

I  do  not  think,  if  you  will  let  me  air  my  views  for  a  minute,  that 
it  is  fair  that  we  should  pass  a  subsidy  measure  which  would  give 
the  benefit  to  ships  constructed  in  foreign  yards,  which  coula  be 
brought  in  and  come  in  competition  with  American  ships,  which 
would  cost  at  least  25  per  cent  more  than  those  built  in  foreign  yards. 
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and  which  would  cost  more  to  man,  and  which  would  cost  more  on 
account  of  the  accommodations  as  to  cubic  space  required  for  each 
individual  seaman  and  on  account  of  the  better  quality  of  food  with 
which  they  have  to  be  supplied.  I  think  anything  that  will  build 
up  the  American  merchant  marine  in  this  country  must,  in  the  long 
run,  meet  with  approbation  if  it  meets  those  conditions,  because  it 
seems  to  me  eminently  fair  and  eminently  patriotic  that  all  those 
conditions  should  be  met.  But  so  far  as  I  was  individually  con- 
cerned— and  I  am  glad  to  go  on  record  in  this  connection — I  did  not 
want  anything  concerning  which  there  might  be  the  slightest  misin- 
terpretation in  a  bill  which  opened  up  even  the  potentiality  of  the 
conditions  which  we  feared  might  exist,  which  might  come  to  pass, 
were  those  measures  adopted  as  they  were  introduced. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  was  done  w^ith  the  amendments  you  suggseted 
to  the  bill  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  They  were  incorporated,  as  I  remember,  in  the  Sen- 
ate bill.    I  think  they  were  incorporated  on  motion  of  Senator  Frye, 

Mr.  Hawley.  On  the  floor  of  the  Senate? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  I  think  in  committee.  My  memory  is  vague  as  to 
the  details  of  that.  I  think  the  bill  was  reported  out,  but  I  do  not 
think  it  came  to  an  actual  vote.  I  think  it  was  toward  the  close  of 
that  session.  It  was  in  the  spring  of  the  long  session,  and,  as  I  rec- 
ollect it,  they  did  not  reach  it.  Of  course  the  Congressional  Records 
will  show  that  definitely.    That  is  my  recollection. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  Mr.  Schwab  an  American  citizen  ? 

Mr.  CoRwiNB.  Yes,  sir ;  born  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Garrett.  He  is  native  born  ? 

Mr.  CoRWiNE.  Yes,  sir ;  and  on  his  mother's  side,  since  before  the 
Revolution  of  the  United  States.  I  think  his  father  was  born  in 
Germany,  but  came  here  when  very  young. 

TESTIMONY  OF  LAWSON  SAHSFOBD. 

Lawson  Sand  ford  was  called  as  a  witness,  and  having  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  secretary  of  the  voluntary  organizations  of 
the  trans-Atlantic  steamship  lines. 

The  Chairman.  Who  comprise  that  association? 

Mr.  Sandford.  All  of  the  regularly  established  trans- Atlantic  lines 
from  United  States  and  Canadian  ports  (Montreal  and  Quebec  on  the 
north,  Newport  News  and  NorfoDc  on  the  south,  inclusive)  to  the 
various  ports  of  Europe. 

Mr.  IiAWLEY.  All  foreign  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  foreign  and  domestic. 

The  Chairman.  Does  that  mean  you  include  the  North  Geiman 
Lloyd,  Hamburg- American,  the  Cunard,  the  White  Star,  the  Atlantic 
Transport,  the  Allan  Line,  and  others? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  In  fact,  every  one  of  these  lines  is  in  this  asso- 
ciation ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Without  exception  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Without  exception. 
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The  Chairman.  What  does  this  association  do? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  are  four  divisions  of  the  Atlantic  confer- 
ences, usually  so-called.  One  is  the  Trans- Atlantic  Associated  Freight 
Conference."  The  members  thereof  comprise  all  of  the  lines  we  have 
mentioned,  whether  carrying  freight  only  or  both  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. The  Passenger  Conferences  are  three  in  number:  The 
North  Atlantic  Passenger  Conference,  comprising  the  lines  in  the 
trades  with  the  United  Kingdom  and  Scandinavia  and  Denmark; 
the  Continental  Conference,  composed  of  the  lines  trading  with  con- 
tinental ports;  and  the  Mediterranean  Conference,  composed  of  the 
lines  trading  with  Mediterranean  ports. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  representatives  of  the  several  steam- 
ship lines  are  members  of  this  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  lines  are  the  members  and  are  represented  as 
they  may  see  fit  by  the  manager  of  the  department  interested  in  the 
question  that  may  be  under  consideration. 

The  Chairman.  How  often  do  you  have  meetings  of  this  con- 
ference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  are  no  regular  meetings. 

The  Chairman.  You  maintain  regular  oflSces  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Sanford.  Yes;  at  17  State  Street. 

The  Chairman.  And  have  you  oflSces  in  other  parts  of  the  world  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  a  branch  passenger  committee  office  at 
Chicago.  The  several  lines  at  the  several  ports  constitute  themselves 
into  local  port  committees  on  freight  questions. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  fix  rates,  passenger  and  freight,  in  the 
conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  not  discuss  the  question  of  rates  in  any 
agreement  that  mav  be  made,  in  anv  agreement  you  may  make  with 
them? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  conferences  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  fixing 
of  the  rates,  passenger  or  freight,  or  for  any  of  the  companies. 

The  Chairman.  What  does  the  conference  do? 

Mr,  Sandford.  The  proper  conduct  of  passenger  agents  is  one  of 
the  matters  considered,  the  relations  with  sundry  connecting  carriers 
in  regard  to  dock  questions,  bills  of  lading,  and  everything  that  is 
germane  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  a  large  business.  There  are 
several  standing  committees  to  confer  with  various  departments  of 
the  Government.  For  instance,  the  predecessor  of  Collector  Loeb 
requested  that  there  be  appointed  a  standing  committee  on  customs 
matters  to  simplify  the  msposal  of  questions  arising  under  the  cus- 
toms laws  concerning  ships,  cargo,  and  passengers. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  clearances  and  arrivals  at  docks,  and 
questions  of  that  kind  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  Questions  of  the  best  method  to  carry  out  a 
regulation  which  the  Collector  might  deem  advisable  to  adopt  for  the 
convenience  of  the  Government,  for  instance.  It  is  customarv  to  find 
out  from  the  lines  through  this  committee  what  will  be  the  most  prac- 
tical solution  of  any  difficulty  or  question  that  may  arise. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  difficulties  in  the  actual  physical 
handling  of  the  ships? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  that  is  another  question;  the  United  States 
laws  in  regard  to  all  passenger  matters,  to  the  entry  and  delivery  of 
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goods,  handling  of  njerchandise  on  the  docks,  into  a  public  store  or 
warehouse,  etc. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  this  standing  committee  was  made  at  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Stranahan  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  Collector  Fowler.  In  regard  to  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the  customs  by  the  Collector  and 
the  Surveyor. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  any  other  standing  committee  you  have? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  are  a  ^eat  many.  Another  committee  is 
that  on  immigration  and  navigation  laws,  through  which  all  the  lines 
discuss  matters  coming  up  under  the  laws  on  immigration  and  navi- 
g[ation.  That  would  bring  the  committee  in  contact  with  immigra- 
tion authorities  and  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation,  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  any  lines  doing  business  with  England  or  north- 
ern ports  of  Europe  excluded  from  your  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  All  of  them  are  included? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Suppose  one  line  makes  a  special  rate  on  freight  or 
makes  special  passenger  rates;  does  that  come  before  your  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  How  is  this  conference  constituted?  I  mean,  is 
there  a  president  of  the  conference  ? 

Mr  Sandford.  No;  there  are  no  officers  except  the  office  of  secre- 
tarv,  which  I  hold. 

The  Chairman.  Who  calls  the  meetings  of  the  several  conferences  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  members  of  a  committee,  or  the  secretary. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  by-laws? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  should  say  no. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  are  no  by-laws. 

The  Chairman.  Who  presides  at  the  several  meetings  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  If  there  is  a  chairman,  he  is  selected  in  rotation 
alphabetically,  according  to  the  names  of  the  lines. 

The  Chairman.  But  when  you  want  to  have  a  meeting  affecting 
your  relations  with  the  customhouse,  do  you  call  the  meeting  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  you  open  all  the  correspondence 
that  comes  from  the  custom-house,  for  instance? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  They  would  communicate  directly  with  you  as 
the  secretary  of  the  conference,  and  then  you  would  call  together  the 
standing  committee  that  had  to  do  with  that  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  If  it  was  not  possible  to  handle  it  in  an  informal 
way  by  telephone  or  letter. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  have  any  stated  meetings? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  How  often,  on  the  average,  do  you  meet  ? 

Mr.  Sanj)ford.  It  is  hard  to  say. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Practically  every  day? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  Sometimes  there  may  not  be  a  meeting  for  a 
wedi  or  two. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who  is  the  treasurer? 
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Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  none. 

The  Chairman.  How  are  the  disbursements  of  the  conference 
paid — the  rent  and  your  salary  ?  I  suppose  you  receive  a  salary,  do 
you  not  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  The  lines  contribute  annually  to  cover  the 
actual  expenses  of  the  maintenance  of  the  office. 

The  Chairman.  Who  keeps  the  bank  account? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  How  much,  on  an  average,  is  collected  every 
year? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Not  a  large  sum. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Well,  that  is  a  relative  term. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  employees  are  there  of  this  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Six. 

The  Chairman.  Does  that  merely  mean  your  office  force  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Your  stenographers  and  your  people  that  attend 
to  the  office? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  there  is  no  president? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  It  is  purely  a  voluntary  association? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Purely. 

The  Chairman.  Are  its  actions  binding  upon  anybody? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  line  desiring  to  participate  in  a  certain  matter 
would  naturally  be  understood  as  intending  to  carry  it  out. 

The  Chairman.  Suppose  a  new  steamship  line  was  started  to  go 
across  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Would  they  get  into  your  conference,  or 
would  they  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  should  ima^ne  so. 

The  Chairman.  Does  anybody  elect  members  of  this  conference  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Who? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  m^nbers. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  one  representative  from  each  of  these 
steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  companies  constitute  the  members. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  send  any  official  they  choose,  sometimes 
one  and  sometimes  another,  to  the  meetings? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  So  these  several  lines  are  members  of  the  confer- 
ence, and  not  individuals? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The- several  lines,  yes;  not  individuals. 

The  Chairman.  Would  any  steamship  company  that  was  estab- 
lished be  entitled  as  a  matter  of  right  to  get  into  this  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  steamship  has  ever  applied  for  membership  in 
the  conference  and  has  been  refused. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  have  got  now  all  the  steamship  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Roth  foreign  and  American? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Are  the  coastwise  lines  in  your  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  conference  is  purely  of  trans-Atlantic  com- 
panies. 
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The  Chairman.  And  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  coastwise 
lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  When  you  say  "  trans- Atlantic,"  does  that  neces- 
sarily imply  that  the  boats  run  across  the  Atlantic? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  across  the  Atlantic. 

The  Chairman.  So  that  a  line  that  ran  from  here  to  St.  John 
River,  Canada,  would  not  under  any  circumstances  be  a  member  of 
your  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  line  in  that  service  has  ever  applied  for  mem- 
bership. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Well,  would  they  be  admitted  to  membership? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  should  imagine 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  must  see  what  I  want  to  get  at.  I  want  tg 
know  who  determines  whether  a  steamship  company  can  go  into  your 
conference  or  not. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  answer  is  that  all  companies  who  have  applied 
for  membership  have  been  admitted. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  are  they  admitted — by  a  vote  of  the  member's? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  a  vote  of  the  members  of  the  conference  which 
they  might  desire  to  join. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  not  any  written  regulations  for  the  con- 
duct of  your  business — whether  you  call  them  by-laws,  rules,  or  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Are  they  published? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Can  we  have  a  copy  of  them  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Trans- Atlantic  Associated  Freight  Conferences 
have  not  found  it  necessary  to  meet  in  possibly  10  or  12  years,  because 
the  work  can  be  adjusted  by  committees  and  by  informal  documents 
which  are  prepared  and  submitted 

The  Chairman.  I  do  not  think  that  is  an  answer  to  my  question. 
I  asked  you  whether  you  will  give  us  a  copy  of  your  regulations  or 
rules,  or  whatever  you  call  them? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  have  no  copy  which  might  be  considered  up  to 
date. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  keep  minutes  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  When  meetings  occur;  yes,  sir.  There  are  four 
conferences.    There  is  no  one  set  of  documents  which  concern  all  four. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  would  be  quite  content  to  have  the  set  of  docu- 
ments that  concerns  each  one. 

The  Chairman.  Take  each  one  at  a  time.  We  would  like  to  have 
any  set  of  rules  that  you  have ;  I  don't  care  whether  they  are  printed 
or  not. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  should  be  very  glad  to  submit  to  you  anything 
that  can  have  a  bearing  on  your  request. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Wno  appoints  the  committees? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  committees  are  appointed — ^it  is  difficult  to 
answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Well,  have  you  a  committee  on  committees? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  we  have  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  act  generally  under  Cushing's  Manual 
or  under  Reed  rules  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  We  have  very  informal  procedure. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  take  your  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  or  by 
an  unofficial  ballot? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  would  depend  j  yeas  and  nays  or  unofficially. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  the  majority  of  those  votes  cast  decides  the 
question  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  All  questions  must  be  unanimously  acted  upon  by 
iiU  interested  lines  to  become  operative. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  Oh,  you  proceed  by  unanimous  consent  entirely! 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  No  nne  is  required  to  be  governed  by  any 
action  with  which  it  is  not  in  full  accord; 

The  Chairman.  Take  a  concrete  instance.  Suppose  the  Collector 
issues  an  order  that  no  boat  shall  come  up  the  bay  to  your  several 
piers  except  between  certain  hours,  and  that  changes  the  present 
regulation.  Now,  who  determines  as  to  whether  you  shall  go  down 
to  the  Collector  and  attempt  to  get  him  to  go  back  to  the  old  rule 
or  get  a  new  one? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  question  has  never  come  up. 

The  Chahcman.  I  am  trying  to  get  at  any  concrete  question  that 
might  come  up.  What  was  the  last  communication  you  had  from 
the  Collector  of  the  port  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  last  communication  related  to  lists  of  un- 
daimed  and  unaccompanied  passengers'  baggage.  The  Collector 
made  a  request  for  certain  procedure.  The  course  taken  was  to 
notify  all  lines  of  the  request,  and  the  matter  was  disposed  of. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  To  whom  was  the  letter  addressed  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  was  addressed  to  the  conference. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  To  what  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  To  me. 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH.  To  you,  personally? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  you  notified  by  telephone 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  made  a  copy  at  once  and  sent  it  to  all  lines. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  To  each  member? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  did  they  do  with  that  baggage;  sell  it? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  is  a  hard  question  to  solve.

UNCLAIMED  AND  UNACCOMPANIED  PASSENGERS*  BAGGAGE. 

IBbqtkest  from  collector  of  cnstoms,  New  York,  to  file  lists  and  concerning  disposition 

thereof.] 

Hon.  William  Loeb,  Jr.,  collector  of  customB,  New  York,  writes  November  9, 

1910. 

Subject-matter  is  before  the  standing  committee  of  the  lines  on  customs. 

Please  await  their  report ;  but  meanwhile  communicate  for  their  consideration 
any  comments  you  individually  desire  to  make  upon  this  request 

Collector  of  customs.  New  York,  to  conference,  November  9,  1910. 

"  I  am  advised  that  much  difficulty  Is  experienced  by  the  inspectors  on  the 
piers  in  securing  a  list  and  the  custody  of  unclaimed  and  unaccompanied  pas- 
sengers' baggage  arriving  on  passenger-carrying  vessels.  An  order  was  issued 
some  time  ago  by  this  office  requesting  that  baggage  unaccompanied  by  passen- 
gers be  listed  on  the  steamers'  manifests  under  the  caption  *  Baggage  unaccom- 
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panied  by  passengers,*  and  that  a  copy  of  these  manifests  be  furnished  to  the 
discharging  inspectors  so  that  they  could  locate  such  unaccompanied  baggage 
and  properly  dispose  of  same.  This  order  has  not  been  satisfactorily  complied 
with  and  reports  are  constantly  being  made  that  baggage  is  landed,  although 
not  listed  on  the  manifests  or  in  any  other  way. 

"To  remedy  these  conditions  I  have  to  request  that  you  cooperate  in  this 
matter  and  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  various  steamship  companies  a  new 
plan  of  procedure,  which,  I  am  sure,  if  followed,  will  obviate  all  future  difll- 
culties  of  this  kind.  I  have  to  request,  therefore,  that  you  notify  the  agents  of 
the  various  lines  to  require  their  baggage-masters  stationed  on  the  piers  that» 
immediately  after  the  docking  of  the  vessel  and  the  examination  of  the  baggage 
is  disposed  of,  they  gather  together  all  unaccompanied  baggage  and  have  the 
same  landed  on  the  pier  without  unnecessary  delay,  together  with  such  other 
baggage  as  Is  on  the  pier  unclaimed,  and  that  they  make  several  lists  of  all  such 
unaccompanied  and  unclaimed  baggage  and  turn  over  one  of  such  lists,  together 
with  the  baggage  accumulated,  to  the  discharging  inspector  of  the  vessel  for 
verification.  And,  thereafter,  when  the  baggage  is  disposed  of,  to  forward  one 
copy  6t  the  list  to  the  law  division  of  this  office  for  comparison  with  the  in- 
q;)ector'8  return,  and  that  upon  the  subsequent  arrival  of  the  steamer  they  make 
a  'post  entry*  of  all  baggage  which  was  not  included  on  the  manifest  previ- 
ously  entered  in  the  customhouse. 

*'  This  plan  of  procedure  will  toid  to  fix  the  responsibility  and  make  it  possi- 
ble to  look  to  one  certain  individual  for  explanation  and  information  in  baggage 
matters  of  this  kind.  Heretofore  the  responsibility  has  been  shifted  from  one 
person  to  another,  and  in  the  attempt  to  regulate  these  matters  very  little  has 
been  accomplished.

The  Chairman.  How  long  has  this  Atlantic  Conference  been  in 
existence  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  have  been  conferences  for  more  than  40 
years.  The  first  was  established  about  1867  by  the  lines  in  the 
British  business,  and  they  were  subsequently  joined  by  the  Conti- 
nental lines.  The  Mediterranean  Conference  at  first  consisted  of 
4  or  6  members,  and  to-day  has  20  members. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  20  steamship  lines  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  steamship  lines  are  there  in  the  con- 
ference altogether? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Companies? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Sandford.  More  than  36. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  How  many  of  those  are  American  companies? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  only  one  under  the  American  flag. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  American  Line. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  How  long  has  that  been  a  member  of  the  con- 
ference ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Since  it  was  established  in  the  seventies. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  And  is  now  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  includes  the  passenger  steamers  that  run 
under  the  American  flag? 

Mr.  Sandford.  All  the  steamers  of  the  American  Line. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Could  you  mention  those ;  do  you  happen  to  rec- 
ollect them? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  four  steamers  in  the  New  York-Southampton 
service  are  the  St  LotUs^  St.  Paul^  Philadelphia^  and  New  York. 
At  present  in  the  Philadelphia-Liverpool  service  there  are  the  Hav- 
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crford^  the  Merion^  and  ships  of  that  character,  about  four  or  five, 
probably. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  that  is  a  part  of  the  American  Line? 

Mr.  Sandpord.  Yes;  the  Philadelphia-Liverpool  service. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  questions  of  changes  of  rate  on  freight  or  passen- 
gers come  before  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  Sandpord.  No  ;  the  lines,  as  a  matter  of  convenience,  exchange 
circulars  on  passenger  rates  through  the  conference  office. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  there  a  general  level  of  rates  among  all  the  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rates  vary  materially. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Some  lines  charge  more,  and  some  charge  less? 

Mr.  Sandpord.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Your  conference  makes  no  attempt  to  regulate  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None  whatever. 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  is  no  agreement  to  maintain  any  given 
schedule  of  rates  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Does  that  apply  to  steerage  rates  as  well  as  first, 
second,  and  third  class? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  all  classes. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  I  again  ask  vou  whether  you  think  you  can 
furnish  the  rules  by  which  the  several  conferences  are  governed  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  furnish  them. 

The  Chairman.  We  would  be  glad  to  have  you.  I  have  before 
me  a  copy  of  the  subpoena,  or  the  original  subpc&na,  served  on  you. 
We  asked  you  to  "  bring  with  you  any  and  all  letters,  documents,  or 
papers  relative  to  any  combination  or  pools  of  steamship  lines,  or 
agreements  in  connection  with  freight  and  passenger  rates,  or  in  con- 
nection with  Atlantic  or  any  other  conference."  Now,  have  you  any 
documents  in  regard  to  any  agreement  as  to  rates  in  your  possession 
as  secretary  of  this  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None. 

The  Chairman.  How  long  have  you  been  the  secretary? 

Mr.  Sandford.  With  a  gap  of  three  years,  for  IT  years. 

Mr.  Hawley.  When  did  the  gap  occur? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Between  November  1,  1903,  and  December  31,  19D6. 

The  Chairman.  How  were  you  originally  employed?  By  whom, 
I  mean. 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  the  Continental  Conference. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  who  composed  that;  what  individuals? 

Mr.  Sandford.  At  that  time  the  French  Line,  the  Holland- Ameri- 
can Line,  the  Hamburg-American  Line,  the  North  German  Lloyd, 
and  the  Red  Star  Line. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  bring  the  minutes  of  your  conference  with 

you  to-day? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  They  would  be  covered  by  what  is  required  in  the 

subpoena. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  thought  that  referred  to  the  documents  charac- 
terized specifically,  and  I  had  none. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  asked  for  all  letters,  documents,  or  papers  in 
connection  with  the  Atlantic  or  any  other  conference. 

Mr.  San  FORD.  I  appear  to  have  misread  the  subpcpna,  unintention- 
ally. It  was  quite  unintentional.  I  thought  it  was  simply  in  refer- 
ence to  pools  and  rates. 
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Mr.  Hawlby.  I  am  very  much  dissatisfied  with  the  testimony,  and 
I  think  possibly  we  might  defer  further  examination  until  we  have 
the  minutes  or  agreements  or  regulations  of  the  several  conferences, 
upon  which  we  can  base  our  inquiry,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Sandford,  we  would  like  you  to  bring  all 
papers  which  will  cast  any  light  upon  this  matter. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Any  light  upon  what?  The  question  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  conference? 

The  Chairman.  The  organization  of  the  conference,  the  rules 
which  govern  you,  and  any  minutes  which  you  have.  That  is  what 
we  expected  to  get  when  we  served  the  subpoena. 

The  committee  will  have  another  hearing  at  2  o'clock  to-morrow 
afternoon,  and  we  would  like  you,  Mr.  Sandford,  to  attend  and  pro- 
duce  these  papers.  My  own  feeling  is,  speaking  for  myself  alone  and 
not  for  the  other  members  of  the  committee,  that  we  are  not  getting 
anywhere  with  our  present  examination.  You  must  have  rules  and 
regulations  that  govern  these  particular  conferences,  and  we  want 
to  know  what  they  are.    We  think  it  is  entirely  germane  to  this  in- 

3uiry  to  have  those  papers,  and  we  think  we  liave  the  right  to 
emand  them. 

Mr.  Garr£ti\  Can  you  not  state  to  us  now  in  a  general  way  what 
the  purpose  of  this  organization  is  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  would  be  a  long  story;  the  ramification  of  the 
work  are  great. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  refer  to  the  Atlantic  Line  as  a  member  of  the 
conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  no  such  line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  American  Line? 

Mr,  Sandford.  Yes ;  the  American  Line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  that  receive  a  subvention  under  the  act  of 
1891  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  believe  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  know  how  that  is? 

Mr.  Sandford.  My  knowledge  is  limited  to  the  perusal  of  Mr. 
Chamberlain's  reports. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Are  any  South  American  lines  represented? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  say  that  circulars  are  exchanged  containing 
rates.    Just  what  do  you  mean  by  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  companies  publish  their  rates,  and  as  a  matter 
of  convenience  the  several  companies  exchange  their  circulars 
through  the  conference  office.  They  send  a  supply  and  it  is  dis- 
tributed among  the  others,  a  mutual  arrangement  simply  for  con- 
venience. The  circulars  referred  to  are  those  publishea  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  traveling  public,  and  for  the  agents  of  the  different 
companies,  and  as  a  matter  of  convenience  a  few  copies  are  sent  to 
the  conference  office  for  exchange  amongst  the  various  members. 

The  Chairman.  Then  you  will  please  be  here  at  2  o'clock  to-mor- 
row with  the  papers  we  have  asked  for. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  will  vou  please  prepare,  in  as  concrete  form  as 
possible,  at  least  a  general  statement  of  the  object  and  purposes  of 
this  organization.

Mr.  Sandford.  Four.  The  passenger  conferences  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  passenger  business  are  identical,  to  all  purports,  for 
each  of  the  three  Passenger  Conferences.  The  rules  of  the  Freight 
Conferences  are,  of  coui-se,  dissimilar,  as  they  deal  with  freight 
business.

The  Chairman.  Are  all  four  of  them  here? 

Mr.  Sandford.  This  set  of  the  Mediterranean  Conference  is  typical 
of  the  three  passenger  conferences.

It  was  stated  that  the  National  Steam  Navigation  Company  (Limited),  of 
Greece,  had  applied  for  membership,  which  has  been  accepted ;  but  that  In  the 
temporary  absence  of  their  general  agent,  Mr.  Litsas,  it  was  mutually  deemed 
best  to  defer  effectiveness  of  their  formal  cooperation.

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ORGANIZATION   AND   MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  Whereas  steamship  lines  engaged  in  the  trans-Atlantic  trade  between  the 
Mediterranean  and  North  Atlantic  ports  of  America  have  for  many  years  main- 
tained a  voluntary  association  to  establish  and  execute  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  their  business  in  America,  in  the  mutual  interest,  to 
Insure  the  good  conduct  of  agents  and  to  prevent  any  undue  advantage  being 
taken  of  the  public. 

2.  Resolved,  That  these  lines  continue  this  association,  under  designation  the 
Mediterranean  Conference  (new  series),  reatfirming  such  of  the  previous  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  still  applicable  (to  be  embodied  herein)  for  the  working 
of  the  passenger  business  in  America,  and  to  take  action  on  new  matters  that 
may  from  time  to  time  be  considered  necessary  or  desirable  to  conserve  the  best 
interests  of  the  Mediterranean  passenger  business. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  lines  party  hereto  and  forming  the  Mediterranean  Con- 
ference (new  series)  shall  comprise  the  following,  viz:  American  Line,  Anchor 
Line,  Austro- Americana,  Cunard  Line,  Fabre  Line,  French  Line,  Hamburg- 
American  Line,  Holland-America  Line,  Italia;  La  Veloce,  Lloyd  Italiano,  Lloyd 
Sabaudo,  Navigazione  Generale  Italiana,  North  German  Lloyd,  Red  Star  Line, 
Sicula-Americana,  Spanish  Line,  White  Star  Line;  and  that  this  reorganization 
of  the  Mediterranean  Conference  shall  be  considered  as  established  and  its 
obligations  binding,  so  soon  as  these  presents  are  ratified  and  approved  by  the 
representatives  of  all  the  lines. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  conference  agree,  one  with  the  othtf, 
to  faithfully  abide  by  and  fulfill  every  rule  and  obligation  adopted  at  its  meet- 
ings or  otherwise,  in  spirit  as  well  as  letter,  and  this  imdertaking  is  considered 
as  made  upon  honor. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  conference  undertake  to  consider  and 
maintain  all  questions  and  actions  that  may  be  considered  or  adopted  in  connec- 
tion herewith  as  sacred  and  confidential  in  the  highest  degree;  and  that  in  any 
case  where  it  is  necessary  to  communicate  conference  or  individual  action  tx> 
anyone  whatsoever,  it  shall  be  done  as  an  individual  communication  or  instruc- 
tion, and  no  reference  shall  be  made  to  conference  action. 

This  resolution  also  means  that  minutes,  memos,  and  dockets  shall  not  be 
communicated  to  general  passenger  agents  who  may  be  acting  as  agents  or 
sabagents  of  other  lines. 

6.  Resolved,  That  no  communication  shall  be  issued  by  any  line  fulfilling  any 
conference  action  or  in  regard  thereto  until  secretary  declares  unanimous  con- 
firmation thereof  has  been  obtained,  and  then  only  as  is  necessary  to  conform 
the  business  of  that  line  to  the  action  taken. 

PROCEDURE. 

Meetings, 

7.  Meetings  of  conference  may  be  called  by  request  of  any  member  at  any 
time  on  forty-eight  hours'  notice,  on  stating  subjects  for  consideration  in  the 
call. 

Quorum. 

8.  The  presence  of  the  representatives  of  a  majority  of  the  lines  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum;  but  no  line  shall  be  bound  by  any  resolution  adopted  in  th« 
absence  of  its  representative  unless  the  same  he  subsequently  approved  by  him. 

Chair, 

9.  The  chair  shall  be  taken  by  the  representatives  of  the  several  lines  in  rota- 
tion, in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  names  of  their  respective  lines. 

Action  must  te  unanimous, 

10.  All  questions  that  may  come  before  a  meeting  or  that  may  be  otherwise 
dealt  with  must  be  agreed  to  unanimously  by  nil  the  members,  to  be  of  any 
effect.    Each  line  is  entitled  to  one  vote. 
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When  operative, 

11.  When  any  action  shall  be  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  conference  or  otherwise, 
and  no  time  is  specified  at  which  it  shall  become  operative,  such  action  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  delivery  to  the  several  members  of  the  confirmed  minutes 
or  memo,  in  which  it  is  recorded. 

Memos,  dockets, 

12.  The  regular  series  of  prompt  memos,  on  current  subjects,  and  a  serial 
docket,  shall  be  continued. 

No  subject  not  so  presented  may  be  brought  up  at  a  meeting,  except  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

Withdro/wal, 

13.  Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  conference  at  any  time  on  giving 
written  notice  of  intention  so  to  do  to  the  secretary. 

Rules — Observance  of* 

14.  No  line  or  any  of  its  ofllces  or  general  passenger  agents  shall  be  Justified 
In  conmiitting  any  breach  of  any  conference  rule  or  regulation,  because  some 
other  line  or  office  or  general  passenger  agent  has  been  or  is  alleged  to  be 
doing  so.

[Circular  No.  1 — Sixth  series.] 

THE   MEDITERBANEAN   CONFERENCE. 

I  American  Line,  Anchor  Line,  Anstro- Americana,  Compania  Transatlantica  de  Barcelona, 
Cunard  Line,  Fabre  Line,  French  Line,  Hamburg-American  Line.  Holland-America  Line, 
Italia  Societa  dl  Navigazlone  a  Vapore,  "  La  Veloce,"  Navlgazlone  Italiana  a  Vapore, 
Lloyd  Italiano,  Lloyd  Sabaudo.  Navfgazlone  Generale  Italiana  (Florlo  Line),  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd,  Prince  Line,  Red  StarLIne,  Slcula-Amerlcana,  White  Star  Lino.] 

To  all  agents: 

The  rules  and  regulations  as  now  in  force,  of  each  of  the  lines,  covering  all 
of  their  several  services,  and  which  relate  to  first  class,  second  class,  and  third 
class  or  steerage  passages,  are  reprinted  below  for  the  convenience  and  guidance 
of  agents. 

The  agents  must  comply  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions, under  the  alternative  of  loss  of  agency  or  such  other  action  as  may  be 
warranted  in  each  case. 

Agents  are  especially  requested,  in  compliance  with  a  rule  below,  to  report  any 
violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  with 
proof,  to  the  conference. 

Each  line  will  fix  and  will  announce  on  its  own  circulars  the  rates  of  iiassage 
by  its  steamers  and  the  commissions  to  be  retained  by  its  agents. 
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The  rules  and  regnlations  are  as  follows : 

1.  All  tickets  must  be  sold  at  current  tariff  rates.  The  entire  amount  of 
commission  granted  by  the  line  must  be  retained  by  its  agents.  All  drawbacks, 
discounts,  credits,  conunissions,  presents,  or  allowances,  of  any  description,  made 
with  a  view  of  influencing  passengers,  are  prohibited.  No  improper  Inducements 
shall  be  held  out,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  purchasers  of  tickets,  whether  by  offer 
in  letter,  circular  or  newspaper  advertisement  or  otherwise. 

2.  Steerage  passengers  booked  through  to  inland  points  in  Burope  and  to 
points  in  the  Orient  or  to  or  from  inland  points  in  America,  on  both  outward 
(eastbound)  and  prepaid  (westbound)  business,  shall  be  charged  the  actual 
tariff  inland  America  and  [or]  European  rail  rates  in  addition  to  the  ocean  fare, 
except  where  special  through  rates  are  authorized  by  circular  of  a  steamship 
line. 

3.  The  actual  amount  received  for  passage  money  must  always  appear  on  the 
passage  ticket,  which  must  also  bear  the  actual  date  of  issue  and  place  of  sale. 
Advices  of  all  sales  must  be  sent  to  the  general  agents  promptly,  accompanied 
by  remittance. 

4.  No  commission  will  be  paid  by  any  line  to  agents  on  letters  or  cards  of 
introduction.  No  agent  shall  be  entitled  to  a  commission  except  on  the  actual 
issue  of  a  ticket  and  direct  receipt  by  him  of  the  passage  money. 

No  ag^it  shall  accept  any  commission  or  allowance  of  any  description  from 
any  person,  firm,  or  company,  in  Europe  or  in  America,  on  the  business  he  trans- 
acts, except  the  commission  granted  him  by  the  conference  line  or  lines  he  repre- 
sents by  direct  appointment 

5.  No  agent  shall  seud  or  allow  others  to  send  his  tickets  outside  of  his  own 
office  for  sale.  No  agent  shall  sell  tickets  to  or  have  dealings  with  former  or 
disqualified  agents,  peddlers,  runners  or  persons  of  any  sort,  endeavoring  to  do 
steamship  business,  nor  shall  he  be  allowed  to  employ  agents  of  any  description, 
or  any  person  to  solicit  steamship  business  in  front  of  his  office. 

6.  Agents  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  passage  tickets  only  in  the  office  for  which 
they  have  been  appointed.  No  ageot  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  tickets  for  a  line 
he  does  not  represent  or  assist  in  any  way  to  procure  such  tickets.  No  agent 
shall  be  allowed  to  sell  tickets  to  another  agent  over  any  line  which  the  latter 
does  not  represent.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  advertising  themselves  as 
agents  for,  or  to  do  business  in  any  way  over,  lines  they  are  not  authorized  to 
represent  by  direct  appointment. 

7.  No  agent  shall  hold  or  accept  for  sale  any  form  of  tickets  other  than  those 
supplied  him  by  the  conference  line  or  lines  he  represents.  No  agents  shall 
issue  orders,  certificates,  passage  contracts,  or  tickets  of  his  own  or  of  any  other 
individual  or  firm,  etc.,  nor  shall  he  be  permitted  to  issue  orders,  certificates, 
passage  contracts,  or  tickets  on  private  correspondents  or  firms  in  Europe  or 
elsewhere  for  outward  or  prepaid  business.  No  agent  shall  advise  the  names 
or   addresses   of   prepaid   passengers   to   anyone   in    Europe   or   elsewhere. 

8.  Any  agent  who  shall  be  ascertained  to  be  In  default  to  a  line,  member  of 
this  conference  or  of  the  Continental  Conference  or  of  the  North  Atlantic  Pas- 
senger Ck>nference,  shall  thereupon  be  dismissed  and  disqualified  by  all  the  lines 
members  of  these  conferences. 

9.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  booking  passengers  for  any  steamer  except 
those  of  the  lines  members  of  the  Continental,  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  North 
Atlantic  Passenger  conferences,  unless  conference  gives  express  permission  in 
writing.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  selling  passage  tickets  under  false  represen- 
tations as  to  the  line  or  the  route  by  which  the  passenger  Is  to  be  transported. 

10.  Advertising. 

(o)  By  the  term  "advertisement"  shall  be  covered  all  posters,  circulars, 
handbills,  or  other  announcements  In  regard  to  steamship  business,  newspaper 
advertising,  paid  reading  notices,  etc. 

(6)  All  advertisements  shall  conform  to  the  truth. 

(c)  No  comparison  shall  be  made  in  any  advertisement  or  verbal  statement 
made  reflecting  upon  or  instituting  unfavorable  comparisons  between  one  line  or 
steamer  and  any  other. 

(d)  All  advertisements  shall  contain  the  date  and  place  of  Issue. 

(e)  All  advertisements  or  offers  otherwise  of  a  rate  of  passage  to  or  from 
Europe  shall  include  the  name  of  the  line  and  service  (and/or  steamer  if  more 
than  one  rate  applies  to  its  steamers)  over  which  the  rate  Is  available,  and 
with  a  rate  advertised  or  offered  otherwise  in  the  Interior  a  clear  statement 
shall  be  made  whether  it  is  for  ocean  passage  or  f5r  through  ocean  and  raU 
passage  and  showing  the  class  of  accommodation  covered  thereby. 
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(/)  All  advertisements  announcing  reductions  in  rates  shall  Indnde  tlie 
actual  rates. 

(g)  No  cut  of  a  steamer  not  employed  in  the  Mediterranean  trade  of  a  line, 
member  of  this  conference,  shall  be  used  in  an  adyertisement. 

(h)  No  claim  shall  be  made  in  an  adyertisement  of  a  greater  size  for  a 
steamer  than  the  gross  registered  tonnage  of  such  steamer. 

(i)  Bill  posting  must  be  restricted  at  all  places  to  tlie  immediate  premises  of 
each  agent. 

(k)  No  agent  shall  advertise  himself  as  a  "general  agent**  or  "general  pas- 
senger agent"  on  letterheads  or  otherwise. 

11.  No  advices  of  prepaid  steerage  tickets  will  be  accepted  by  any  line  unless 
the  passengers  are  booked  through  to  final  destination  on  steamship  company's 
blanks.  Agents  must  remit  immediately  upon  the  sale  of  a  prepaid  steerage 
ticket  for  the  ocean  and  inland  transportation  to  either  the  general  agency  at  the 
port  of  landing  in  America  of  the  steamship  company  by  which  the  prepaid  pas- 
senger is  to  be  forwarded  or  to  the  official  general  passenger  agency  of  such 
company  in  the  interior  in  whose  territory  the  agent  is  located. 

12.  When  an  agent  is  disqualified,  the  sale  of  steamship  tickets  for  all  classes 
of  business  at  his  place  or  places  of  business  and/or  residence  is  thereby  pro- 
hibited. 

By  the  term  "agent"  is  covered  the  individual  or  the  members  of  a  firm 
employed  as  agent. 

The  members  of  a  firm  declared  disqualified  are  therefore  also  declared  to  be 
individually  disqualified. 

13.  Agents  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  transactions  relating  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  lines  carried  on  in  their  offices  or  premises,  whether  by  themselves 
or  others. 

14.  Agents  shall  not  be  entitled  to  commission  on  tickets  purchased  to  test  the 
observance  of  rules,  even  thou^  no  rule  may  have  been  violated  In  making  the 
sale. 

15.  No  agent  shall  be  justified  in  committing  any  breach  of  these  rules  because 
some  other  agent  may  be  doing  so.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  agent  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  rules,  and  to  report  any  violation  thereof  that  may  come 
to  his  knowledge,  with  proof  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit,  to  the  conference.

Agents'  Aqreement. 
mediterranean  conference  agreement. 

Whereas  certain  steamship  companies  engaged  in  transporting  passengers 
between  Mediterranean  and  United  States  ports  have  formed  an  association 
known  as  **  The  Mediterranean  Conference,"  and  whereas  certain  rules  and  regu- 
lations have  been  by  them  adopted  for  the  purj^ose  of  insuring  the  good  conduct 
of  their  agents  and  to  prevent  undue  advantage  being  taken  of  the  public,  now 

this  agreement  by  and  between for  the  line  of  steamships  known 

us ,  party  of  the  first  part,  and ,  party  of  the  second 

part,  witnesseth :  In  consideration  of  cue  dollar  to  each  of  said  parties  in  hand 
paid  by  the  other,  it  is  mutually  agreed  between  them  as  follows : 

First.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  become  the  agent  of 

the  party  of  the  first  part  for  the  booking  of  passengers  at  No. 

and  to  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Mediterranean  conference  as 
embodied  herein,  and  not  only  those  rules  already  made,  but  any  rules  that  may 
be  hereafter  lawfully  made  and  announced  by  said  conference  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  agreement. 

Second.  The  party  of  the  second  part  having  made  the  deposit  required  by 
the  conference  in  the  place  in  which  he  Is  located,  as  particularly  set  forth  in 
rule  1  of  article  4  of  this  agreement,  hereby  agrees  that  said  deposit  shall  be 
paid  to  and  held  by  the  treasurer  of  said  Mediterranean  conference,  in  trust, 
as  a  guaranty  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  will  keep  all  of  said  conference 
rules,  and  faithfully  adhere  to  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

Third.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  that  he  will  well  and 
faithfully  maintain  and  adhere  to  the  published  rates  of  passage  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  always  enter  the  actual  amount  received  for  passage 
money  on  the  passage  ticket,  with  the  actual  date  of  Issue  and  place  of  sale; 
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also  mat  he  will  make  no  retnra,  or  divlBion,  of  any  portion  of  the  commission 
and  no  deduction  from  the  inland  fare ;  and  that  he  will  hold  out  no  improper 
inducements  directly  or  indirectly  to  purchasers  of  tickets,  nor  grunt  or  per- 
mit  any  drawbacks,  discounts,  credits,  commissions,  presents,  or  allowances 
of  any  description  whether  by  offer  in  letter,  circular,  or  newspaper  advertise- 
ment, or  otherwise. 

Fourth.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  that  he  will  well 
and  faithfully  keep  the  following  rules  of  said  conference  (which  are  incor^ 
porated  in  and  made  conditions  of  this  agreement)  and  that  he  will  pay  all 
of  the  fines  and  liquidated  damages,  and  submit  to  all  of  the  disqualifications 
which  are  in  said  rules  provided. 

Rule  1st.  No  agent  in  New  York,  Brooklyn  (Williamsburg),  Newark,  Jersey 
City,  Hoboken,  Yonkers,  and  Mt.  Vernon  shall  be  appointed  by  any  line,  mem- 
her  of  conference,  until  he  shall  have  first  deposited  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  no  agent  in  New  Haven  or  in  any  other  city  or  place 
within  fifty  miles  of  New  York,  but  not  in  any  of  the  cities  Just  named,  and 
no  agent  in  Chicago  shall  be  appointed  until  he  shall  have  first  deposited  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  with  the  treasurer  of  the  conference,  to  be  held 
in  trust  by  him,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  fines  or  other  debts  herein- 
after provided  by  these  rules.  Upon  an  agent  having  once  complied  with  this 
rule,  no  further  deposit  shall  be  required  of  him  on  becoming  agent  for  another 
line  in  this  conference  so  long  as  said  deposit  has  not  been  impaired  by  for- 
feitures for  violation  of  these  rules.  Agents  in  Providence,  OlneyviUe,  Natick, 
and  Thornton,  R.  I.,  are  subject  also  to  the  terms  of  this  rule  and  to  a  deposit 
of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Rule  2d.  No  commission  will  be  paid  by  any  line  to  agents  on  letters  or 
cards  of  introduction.  No  agent  shall  be  entitled  to  a  commission  except  on 
the  actual  issue  of  a  ticket  and  direct  receipt  by  him  of  the  passage  money. 

Rule  3d.  No  agent  shall  send  or  allow  others  to  send  his  tickets  outside  of 
his  own  oflice  for  sale.  No  agent  shall  sell  tickets  to  or  have  dealings  with 
former  or  disqualified  agents,  peddlers,  runners,  or  persons  of  any  sort  endeav- 
oring to  do  steamship  business,  nor  shall  he  be  allowed  to  employ  agents  of 
any  description  or  any  person  to  solicit  steamship  business  in  front  of  his 
office. 

Rule  4th.  City  agents  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  passage  tickets  only  in  the 
oflice  for  which  they  have  been  appointed. 

Rule  5th.  No  agent  shall  hold  or  accept  for  sale  any  tickets  other  than 
those  supplied  him  by  the  conference  line  or  lines  he  represents.  No  agent 
shall  issue  orders,  certificates,  passage  contracts,  or  tickets  of  his  own  or  of 
any  other  individual  or  firm,  etc.,  nor  shall  he  be  permitted -to  issue  orders, 
certificates,  passage  contracts,  or  tickets  on  private  correspondents  or  firms  in 
Europe  or  elsewhere  for  outward  or  prepaid  business,  nor  to  advise  the  names 
or  addresses  of  prepaid  passengers  to  anyone  in  Europe  or  elsewhere. 

Rl^e  6th.  Any  agent  who  shall  be  ascertained  to  be  in  default  to  a  line  mem- 
ber of  this  conference  or  of  the  Continental  Conference  or  of  the  North-Atlantic 
Passenger  Conference  shall  thereupon  be  dismissed  and  disqualified  by  all  the 
lines  members  of  these  conferences,  and  his  deposit  shall  be  held  to  satisfy  any 
claim  against  him  on  the  part  of  a  line  member  of  this  conference. 

Rule  7th.  Agents  in  the  cities  where  this  agreement  applies  are  permitted 
to  accept  deposits  from  out-of-town  customers  to  bind  an  order  for  nn  east- 
bound  steerage  ticket,  but  this  privilege  must  not  be  used  in  any  way  which 
might  interfere  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  conference  rules. 

Rule  8th.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  booking  passengers  for  any  steamer 
except  those  of  the  lines  members  of  the  Mediterranean,  the  Continental,  and 
the  North-Atlantic  Passenger  Conferences  unless  conference  gives  express 
permission  in  writing.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  selling  passage  tickets 
under  false  representations  as  to  the  line  or  the  route  by  which  the  passenger 
Is  to  be  transported. 

Rule  9th.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  advertising  themselves  as  agents  for, 
or  to  do  business  in  any  way  over,  lines  they  are  not  authorized  to  represent 
by  direct  appointment. 

Rule  10th.  Steerage  passengers  booked  through  to  inland  points  in  Europe 
and  to  points  in  the  Orient  other  than  the  conference  i)oints,  Naples,  Genoa, 
Messina,  and  Palermo,  or  to  inland  iK)ints  in  America  shall  be  charged  the 
actual  tariff  rates  from  port  of  debarkation  to  destination  in  addition  to  the 
ocean  fare. 
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Rule  llth.  Agents  shall  not  be  entitled  to  commission  on  tickets  purchased 
to  test  the  observance  of  rules,  even  though  no  rule  may  have  been  violated  in 
making  the  sale. 

Rule  12th.  On  all  money-*exchange  transactions  directly  or  indirectly  with 
purchasers  of  or  passengers  on  steamship  tickets  issued  by  an  agent,  the  latter 
must  charge  such  a  rate  as  will  reserve  to  him  a  profit  on  the  exchange  of  not 
less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent  above  the  official  posted  sight  rate  of  exchange 
of  any  recognized  banking  house  dealing  in  foreign  money  and  exchange  on 
the  same  day  when  such  transaction  is  made.  In  case  of  complaints  alleging 
use  of  improper  rates  of  exchange,  the  right  to  use  rates  made  must  be  evi- 
denced by  bills  or  bulletins  of,  or  by  affidavits  made  by,  the  banking  house 
from  which  the  exchange  sold  was  obtained  by  the  agent.  This  rule  does  not 
apply  to  transactions  where  the  amount  exchanged  exceeds  $1,000. 

Rule  13th.  Advertising. 

(a)  By  the  term  advertisement  shall  be  covered  all  posters,  circulars,  hand- 
bills, or  other  announcements  in  regard  to  steamship  business,  newspaper  ad- 
vertising, paid  reading  notices,  etc. 

(&)  All  advertisements  shall  conform  to  the  truth. 

(c)  No  comparison  sliall  be  made  in  any  advertisements  between  one  line 
or  steamer  and  any  other. 

id)  All  advertisements  shall  contain  the  date  and  place  of  issue. 

(6)  All  advertisements  or  offers  otherwise  of  a  rate  of  passage  shall  include 
the  name  of  the  line  nnd  service  over  which  the  rate  is  available,  and  with  a 
rate  advertised  or  offered  otherwise  in  the  interior  a  clear  statement  shall  be 
made  whether  it  Is  for  ocean  passage  or  for  through  ocean  and  rail  passage. 

(/)  All  advertisements  announcing  reductions  in  rates  shall  include  the  actual 
rates. 

{g)  No  cut  of  a  steamer  not  employed  in  the  Mediterranean  trade  shall  be 
used  in  an  advertisement. 

(h)  No  claim  shall  be  made  in  an  advertisement  of  a  greater  size  for  a 
steamer  than  the  gross  registered  tonnage  of  such  steamer  as  published  in 
Lloyd's  Register,  the  Bureau  Veritas,  or  Germanischer  Lloyd. 

(i)  Before  trial  of  any  advertising  complaint,  an  opportunity  shall  be 
afforded  to  the  agent  complained  of  to  correct  the  advertisement,  but  such 
action  must  be  taken  immediately  and  suitable  explanation  offered. 

Rule  14th.  Billposting  must  be  restricted  at  all  places  to  the  immediate  prem- 
ises of  each  agent. 

Rule  15th.  When  an  agent  is  disqualified,  the  sale  of  steamship  tickets  for 
all  classes  of  business  at  his  place  or  places  of  business  and/or  residence  is 
thereby  prohibited. 

By  the  term  "  agent "  is  covered  the  individual  or  the  members  of  a  firm 
employed  as  agent. 

The  members  of  a  firm  declared  disqualified  are  threfore  also  declared  to  be 
individually  disqualified. 

Rule  10th.  Agents  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  transactions,  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  line.s,  done  In  their  offices  or  premises,  whether  by  themselves  or 
others. 

Rule  17th.  Xo  advices  of  prepaid  (westbound)  steerage  tickets  will  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  lines,  unless  the  passengers  are  booked  through  to  final  destina- 
tion on  steamship  companies'  blanks.  Agents  in  all  cases  shall  remit  immedi- 
ately upoli  the  sale  of  a  prepaid  (westbound)  steerage  ticket  for  the  ocean 
and  inland  transportation  to  the  general  agent  at  the  port  of  landing  in  America 
of  the  steamship  company  by  which  (lie  prepaid  (westbound)  passenger  is  to 
be  forwarded,  except  that  agents  in  Chicago  shall  remit  to  the  general  repre- 
sentatives of  the  lines  in  that  city. 

Rule  18th.  Xo  agent  shall  accept  any  commission  or  allowance  of  any  de- 
scription from  any  person,  finu,  or  company,  in  Europe  or  in  America,  on  the 
business  he  transacts  except  the  commission  notified  him  by  the  conference  line 
or  lines  he  represents  by  direct  appointment. 

Rule  19th.  Xo  agent  shall  he  justified  in  allowing  commissions  or  committing 
any  breach  of  these  conference  rules  because  some  other  agent  may  be  doing  so. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  agent  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  rules,  and  report 
to  the  secretary  of  the  conference  any  violation  thereof  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge,  with  evidence  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit. 

Rule  20th.  If  an  agent  is  diarged  with  or  suspected  of  violation  of  any  of 
these  rules,  or  other  rules  adoi>ted  and  announced  by  circular  issued  by  said 
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Mediterranean  conference,  such  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  the 
conference,  whereupon  the  secretary  shall  send  to  the  person  so  charged  written 
notice  stating  the  nature  of  the  charge  and  the  time  and  place  when  a  hearing 
upon  the  same  will  be  held  by  the  conference.  The  agent  charged  shall  be 
given  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defense  or  explanation.  The  con- 
ference shall  thereupon  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  question  of  such  vio- 
lation, and  its  decision  thereon  shali  be  final,  and  not  subject  to  review  by  any 
court  or  in  any  legal  proceeding. 

RuLB  21st.  Upon  the  first  determination  of  the  conference  that  an  agent  has 
been  guilty  of  violating  any  of  these  rules  or  of  his  contract  with  any  line  em- 
ploying him,  said  agent  shall  forfeit  to  the  conference  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $50 
for  each  and  every  such  violation  of  the  rules,  or  for  each  adult  improperly 
booked,  which  fine  shall  be  paid  to  the  conference;  in  the  event  of  the  agent 
fttiling  to  pay  such  fine  within  seven  days  from  date  of  notification  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Imposition  of  the  fine,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  deposit  made  as  provided  by  Rule  1,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
privileges  of  receiving  commissions  or  booking  passengers  until  the  deposit  shall 
be  renewed.  Whenever,  pursuant  to  Rule  20,  an  agent  has  been  again  found 
guilty  by  the  conference  of  a  violation  of  these  rules,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the 
conference  from  the  deposit  made  as  provided  by  Rule  1  another  fine  not  to 
exceed  $150,  or  shall  be  suspended  from  the  privilege  of  receiving  commissions 
or  booking  passengers  for  any  steamship  line  belonging  to  the  conference  for  a 
term  of  sixty  days,  and  shall  not  then  be  reinstated,  unless  said  deiwsit  be 
renewed,  and  he  shall  have  made  good  any  previous  unsettled  deficiency  to  the 
conference  or  the  lines  members  thereof. 

Rule  22d.  Either  the  employer  or  the  agent  may  terminate  the  agency,  by 
either  party  giving  to  the  other  twenty-four  hours'  previous  notice  of  the  In- 
tention to  do  so;  and  in  case  no  charges  are  pending  against  the  agent,  and 
upon  surrender  of,  or  payment  for,  all  ticket  blanks  given  him  by  the  line  or 
lines  employing  him.  his  deposit,  or  so  much  thereof  as  remains  after  deducting 
all  forfeitures  that  may  have  been  Incurred  by  him,  shall  be  repaid  with  interest 
at  the  rate  received  from  the  trust  company  In  which  it  Is  deposited.  If  any 
charges  shall  be  then  pending,  said  deposit,  or  the  balance  thereof,  shall  remain 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  conference,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  rule. 

Rule  23d.  The  said  Mediterranean  Conference  may  at  any  time  amend  these 
rules,  or  issue  new  rules,  but  no  such  amendment  shall  take  efl*ect  or  such  new 
rules  go  into  operation  as  to  any  agent  of  any  line  In  said  conference  until 
twenty-four  hours  after  a  printed  circular,  containing  such  amendment  or  new 
rule,  shall  have  been  delivered  to  such  agent,  during  which  time  such  agent  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  give  notice  of  his  election  to  terminate  the  agency,  as  provided 
by  Rule  22. 

No  complaint  alleging  violation  of  rules  by  agents  will  be  considered  by 
conference  unless  the  affidavits  in  support  thereof  are  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  conference  for  territory  east  of  Chicago  within  fourteen  days  from  date  of 
their  execution,  and  west  of  Chicago  are  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Chicago 
complaint  committee  within  three  weeks  from  date  of  their  execution.  Con- 
sideration of  a  complaint  may  be  refused,  no  matter  when  it  may  be  presented, 
where  the  affidavits  In  connection  therewith,  etc.,  are  of  a  very  much  later 
date  than  the  date  of  the  alleged  offence,  or  where  it  is  evident  a  reasonable 
endeavor  had  not  been  made  to  bring  the  matter  promptly  to  a  head. 

Fifth. — The  party  of  the  second  part  herebj'  agrees  that  he  will  render  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  true  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  enstbound  and  west- 
bound passage  tickets  sold  and  passengers  booked,  and  remit  therewith  the 
gross  moneys  received  by  his  said  agency  therefor,  including  the  commissions 
that  may  be  granted  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  that  such  accounts  shall 
be  so  rendered  and  payments  made  in  cash  promptly,  the  party  of  the  second 
part  further  agreeing  that  he  will  remit  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  gross 
moneys  received  by  his  said  agency  for  the  sale  of  passage  tickets,  within  seven 
days  from  the  date  of  the  sale  of  such  tickets,  but  for  eastbound  passage 
tickets  not  later  than  one  day  after  the  day  of  sailing  of  the  steamer  for  which 
they  have  been  sold,  a  non-compliance  with  this  provision  debarring  him  from 
receiving  any  commission  for  such  passages  above  the  minimum  hereinafter 
stipulated  and  fixed. 
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Sixth.  Until  otherwise  announced  and  fixed  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby 
agrees  to  allow  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  the  following  commissions  on 
passengers  booked  under  this  agreement: 

For  every  adult  passenger,  eastbound  or  westbound,  booked  directly  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  not  less  than  a  minimum  of  one  (1)  cent  or  more 
than  a  maximum  of  two  (2)  dollars. 

Children,  eastbound,  between  1  and  12  years,  half  the  adult  rate. 

Children,  westbound,  5  years  and  under  10  years,  half  the  adult  rate. 

Children,  westbound,  1  year  and  under  5  years,  quarter  the  adult  rate. 

Infants  under  1  year  are  not  subject  to  any  commission. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  abide  by  the  following  rules  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part: 

1st  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  determine  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of 
December  and  June  what  rate  of  commission,  not  exceeding  a  maximum  of 
two  (2)  dollars  per  adult,  nor  less  than  a  minimum  of  one  (1)  cent  per  adult, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  business  transacted  by  him 
for  the  party  of  the  first  part  during  the  preceding  six  months. 

2d.  The  party  of  the  first  part  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  payment  of  a  part 
or  the  w^hole  of  any  rate  of  commission  above  the  minimum  of  one  (1)  cent  per 
adult  in  case  the  party  of  the  second  part  may  have  violated  any  part  of  this 
agreement  during  the  preceding  six  montha 

3d.  The  rates  of  passage  shall  be  fixed  and  notified  from  time  to  time  by 
circular  of  the  party  of  the  first  part 

Seventh.  By  the  term  "agent"  shall  be  understood  an  individual  or  firm 
employed  as  such. 

This  agreement  has  been  carefully  read  by  both  parties  prior  to  execution, 
and  in  answer  to  a  question  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  party  of  the 
second  part  acknowledges  that  he  understands  the  stipulations .  contained  In 
the  agreement  and  has  no  questions  to  ask  in  regard  thereto. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  executed  these  presents  in  tripli- 
cate, and  have  hereunder  subiscribed  their  respective  names  in  the  city  of

Mr.  Sandford.  The  clause  marked  "  sixth  "  in  the  agents'  agreement 
is  not  operative.  The  Mediterranean  Conference  is  typical.  The 
Mediterranean  Conference  meeting  held  on  the  10th  of  February, 
1910,  shows  the  character  of  the  organization  of  the  Passenger  Con- 
ferences.   Attached  are  printed  rules  for  the  guidance  of  agents. 

The  Chairman.  Now,  the  first  one  that  you  present,  as  1  under- 
stand it,  is  the  one  that  is  marked  ^^Mediterranean  Conference;  new 
series  No.  1,  issued  February  11, 1910,"  Exhibit  No.  134. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  To  avoid  the  necessity  of  frequent  meetings, 
because  the  rules  of  the  passenger  business  are  on  a  firm  foundation, 
informal  memoranda  are  issued  to  the  lines  &om  time  to  time  con- 
veying current  topics  for  the  lines'  information  and  for  their  action 
as  they  find  themselves  interested. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  you  send  around  to  these  various 
members  of  your  conference  matters  that  will  come  before  a  meeting? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Or  be  disposed  of  by  informal  action. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  by  correspondence? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  correspondence. 

The  Chairman.  Or  by  telephonic  communication? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Referring  to  this  Exhibit  No.  134,  this  is  merely 
marked  "  Issued  February  11,  1910."  The  Conference  had  been  in 
existence  long  before  that,  had  it  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Oh,  yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  just  what  is  this  exhibit? 
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Mr.  Sandfobd.  It  is  a  compilation  of  those  features  of  the  con- 
ference work  which  are  existent. 

The  Chairman.  Does  this  cover  all  four  of  the  Conferences  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rules  are  similar. 

The  CHAiRBiAN.  Do  you  mean  they  are  identical? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  The  purpose  of  the  association  is  the  same.  It 
might  properly  be  characterized  as  a  clearing  house  for  the  interested 
lines. 

Mr.  LoNGW^ORTH.  Why  is  this  circular  sent  out  from  19  Broadway  t 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  was  the  old  office. 

The  Chairman.  How  long  have  you  been  at  17  State  Street? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Since  March,  1909. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  note  that  rule  1  says:  "  1.  All  tickets  must  be  sold 
at  current  tariff  rates."    What  does  that  mean  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  the  published  tariff  rates  of  the  lines  who  are 
parties  to  this  circular 

Mr.  Hawlry,  Are  those  tariff  rates  uniform? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Each  line  makes  such  rates  as  it  thinks  advisable? 

Sir.  Sandford.  The  Conference  has  not  to  do'  with  rates  whatso- 
ever. 

The  Chairman.  Thw  must  have  something  to  do  with  rates,  or 
they  would  not  start  on  the  first  regulation,  "AH  tickets  must  be  sold 
at  current  tariff  rates." 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  prime  object  of  the  control  of  agents  is  to  re- 
quire that  the  compensation  which  they  receive  in  the  form  of  com- 
missions shall  be  retained. 

Mr.  Hawxey.  Why  is  it  necessary  that  your  Conference  should  re- 
quire that,  that  the  agents  should  retain  the  .commissions? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rule  antedates  my  time  in  the  business. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  You  probably  know  the  reason  of  it. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  reason  for  it  is  that  the  agents  receive  a  com- 
mission for  their  services,  and  in  order  to  give  them  the  full  benefit 
of  that  compensation  they  are  required  to  retain  it.  If  they  did  noty 
the  tendency  would  be  for  agents  in  the  same  vicinity  to  unduly 
compete  with  each  other,  and  practically  do  business  at  a  loss.  It 
is  equivalent — this  phrase  is  equivalent-— to  the  law  which  I  imder- 
stand  governs  the  sale  of  railroad  tickets,  that  they  must  be  sold  at 
the  tariff  rates  of  the  lines  publishing  them. 

The  Chairman.  But  does  not  this  Conference  in  any  way  fix  these 
current  tariff  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Not  in  the  slightest.  The  commission  has  been  fixed 
by  each  line,  and  has  been  in  existence  for  years. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  have  a  managing  committee  for  each  of  these 
conferences? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  have  a  managing  committee  for  all  the 
conferences? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  a  managing  committee  for  the  office  of  the 
conference. 

Mr.  Hawi^ey.  How  is  that  managing  committee  chosen? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  representative  from  each  of  the  four  Conferences. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Who  constitutes  that  managing  committee  at 
present? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Mr.  Hermann  Winter,  of  the  North  German  Lloyd, 
from  the  Continental  Conference;  Mr.  F.  Toppin,  of  the  American 
Line,  for  the  North  Atlantic  Passenger  Conierence;  Mr.  William 
Hartfield,  of  the  Navigazione  GenersQe  Italiana,  for  the  Mediter- 
ranean Conference;  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Walker,  Cunard  Line,  for  the 
Freight  Conferences. 

Mr.  Hawust.  What  are  the  duties  of  this  managing  committee? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  would  not  put  this  on  the  record,  liut  to  save  me 
being  required  to  do  thin^  which  are  not  properly  my  work,  not 
of  other  than  individual  mterest.  That  was  the  original  purpose 
of  the  managing  committee,  and  it  is  a  very  useful  thing  for  me.  If 
I  were  asked  to  take  up  a  thing  I  do  not  think  I  ought  to  take  up, 
or  that  I  do  not  think  was  germane,  or  if  I  have  not  the  time  to 
attend  to  it,  I  would  appeal  U>  the  managing  conmiittee.  The  man- 
aging  committee  has  charge  of  the  office,  the  office  staff,  and  the  work. 

The  Chairman.  When  you  say  the  managing  committee  has  charge 
of  the  office,  the  office  staff,  and  the  work,  that  means  that  this  com- 
mittee is  appointed  by  whom? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Each  member  of  the  committee  is  appointed  by  the 
Conference  he  represents,  and  he  represents  them  in  respect  to  the 
Conference  office,  its  staff,  and  the  work. 

The  Chairman.  Who  promulgated  these  rules  originally? 

The  Sandford.  On  the  circular?     [Indicating.] 

The  Chairman.  Yes.    We  are  talking  now  about  that  Exhibit  184. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rules  have  been  m  process  of  formation  since 
the  Mediterranean  Conference  was  first  established. 

The  Chairman.  Were.they  finally  adopted  on  September  15, 1905? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  is  merely  the  identification  date  of  the  issue 
of  that  particular  circular. 

The  Chairman.  Are  there  similar  circulars  issued  for  all  of  the 
conferences? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Passenger  Conferences? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

(Mr.  Sandford  produced  circulars  which  were  received  and  marked 
as  follows:  "The  Continental  Conference,  Circular  No.  15,  third 
series,"  and  the  "  Continental  Conference  Agreement "  marked  "  Ex- 
hibit No.  136;  "  "  The  North  Atlantic  Passenger  Conference,  Circular 
No.  3,"  marked  "  Exhibit  No.  136."

To  all  agents: 

Tbe  rules  and  regulations  of  each  of  the  lines,  covering  all  of  their  several 
services,  as  now  in  force,  and  which  relate  to  first  class,  second  class,  and  third 
class  or  steerage  passages,  are  reprinted  below  for  the  convenience  and  guid- 
ance of  agents. 

The  agents  must  comply  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions, under  the  alternative  of  loss  of  agency  or  such  other  action  as  may  be 
warranted  In  each  case. 

Agents  are  especially  requested,  in  compliance  with  a  rule  below,  to  report 
any  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge, 
with  proof,  to  the  conference. 

Each  line  will  fix  and  will  announce  on  its  own  circulars  the  rates  of  passage 
by  its  steamers  and  the  commissions  to  be  retained  by  its  agents. 

The  rules  and  regulations  »re  as  follows: 

(Note:  The  rules  and  regalattons  following  are  similar  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Mediterranean  Conference,  on  page  1200,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  subdivision  (h)  of  rule  10,  which  reads  as  follows:) 

(h)  No  claim  shall  be  made  in  an  advertisement  of  a  greater  size  for  a 
steamer  than  the  gross  registered  tonnage  of  such  steamer  as  published  Id 
Lloyd's  Register,  the  Bureau  Veritas,  or  Germanlscher  Lloyd.

Agents'  Agreement. 

continental  conference  agreement. 

Whereas  certain  steamship  companies  engaged  in  transporting  passengers 
between  European  and  United  States  ports  have  formed  an  association  known 
as  The  Continental  Conference,  and  whereas  certain  rules  and  regulations  have 
been  by  them  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  the  good  conduct  of  their 

'        agents  and  to  prevent  undue  advantage  being  taken  of  the  public,  now  this 

agreement  by  and  between for  the  line  of  steamships  known  as , 

party  of  the  first  part,  and  ,  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth:    In 

consideration  of  one  dollar  to  each  of  said  parties  in  hand  paid  by  the  other,  it 
is  mutually  agreed  between  them  as  follows: 
First.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  become  the  agent  of  the 

party  of  the  first  part  for  the  booking  of  passengers  at  No.  and  to  abide 

by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Continental  Conference  as  embodied  herein, 
and  not  only  those  rules  already  made,  but  any  rules  that  may  be  hereafter  law- 

I        fully  made  and  announced  by  said  conference  during  the  continuance  of  this 
agreement. 

I  Second.  The  party  of  the  second  part  having  deposited  the  sum  of  two  hun- 

dred and  fifty  dollars,  as  particularly  set  forth  in  rule  1  of  article  4  of  this 
agreement,  hereby  agrees  that  said  deposit  shall  be  paid  to  and  held  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  Continental  Conference  in  trust,  as  a  guarantee  that  the  party 
of  the  second  part  will  keep  all  of  said  conference  rules  and  faithfully  adhere 
to  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

Third.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  that  he  will  well  and 
faithfully  maintain  and  adhere  to  the  published  rates  of  passage  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  published  outward  (east  bound)  and  prepaid  (westbound) 
rail  rates,  and  always  enter  the  actual  amount  received  for  passage  money  on 
the  passage  ticket,  with  the  actual  date  of  issue  and  place  of  sale — also  that 
he  will  make  no  return  or  division  of  any  portion  of  the  commission  and  no 
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deduction  from  the  Inland  fare ;  and  that  he  will  hold  out  no  improper  induce- 
ments directly  or  indirectly  to  purchasers  of  tickets,  nor  grant  or  permit  any 
drawbacks,  discounts,  credits,  commissions,  presents  or  allowances  of  any  de- 
scription, whether  by  offer  in  letter,  circular,  or  newspaper  advertisement,  or 
otherwise. 

Fourth.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  that  he  will  well  and 
faithfully  keep  the  following  rules  of  said  conference  (which  are  incorporated 
in,  and  made  conditions  of  this  agreement)  and  that  he  will  pay  all  of  the  fines 
and  liquidated  damages  and  submit  to  all  of  the  disqualifications  which  are  in 
said  rules  provided. 

Rule  1.  No  agent  in  New  York.  Brooklyn  (Williamsburg),  Newark,  Jersey 
City,  Hoboken,  Bayonne,  Perth  Amboy,  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  and  on 
Staten  Island,  and  in  Chicago,  shall  be  appointed  by  any  line,  member  of  con- 
ference, until  he  shall  have  first  deposited  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  with  the  treasurer  of  the  conference,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  him,  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  fines  or  other  debts  hereinafter  provided  by  these 
rules.  Upon  an  agent  having  once  complied  with  this  rule,  no  further  deposit 
shall  be  required  of  him  on  becoming  agent  for  another  line  in  this  conference 
BO  long  as  said  deposit  has  not  been  impaired  by  forfeitures  for  violation  of 
these  rules. 

Rule  2.  No  commission  will  be  paid  by  any  line  to  agents  on  letters  or  cards 
of  introduction.  No  agent  shall  be  entitled  to  a  commission  except  on  the  actual 
issue  of  a  ticket  and  direct  receipt  by  him  of  the  passage  money. 

Rule  3.  No  agent  shall  send  or  allow  others  to  send  his  tickets  outside  of  his 
own  office  for  sale.  No  agent  shall  sell  tickets  to  or  have  dealings  with  former 
or  disqualified  agents,  peddlers,  runners,  or  persons  of  any  sort,  endeavoring  to 
do  steamship  business,  nor  shall  he  be  allowed  to  employ  agents  of  any  descrip- 
tion or  any  person  to  solicit  steamship  business  in  front  of  his  office. 

Rule  4.  Agents  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  passu  t;e  tickets  only  in  the  office  for 
which  they  have  been  appointed.  No  agent  shall  be  allowed  to  sell  tickets  for 
a  line  he  does  not  represent  or  assist  in  any  way  to  procure  such  tickets.  No 
agent  shall  l>e  allowed  to  sell  tickets  to  another  agent  over  any  line  which  the 
latter  does  not  represent. 

Rule  5.  No  agent  shall  hold  or  accept  for  sale  any  form  of  tickets  other  than 
those  supplied  him  by  the  conference  line  or  lines  he  represents.  No  agent  shali 
issue  orders,  certificates,  passage  contracts,  or  tickets  of  his  own  or  of  any 
other  Individual  or  firm,  etc.,  nor  shall  he  be  permitted  to  issue  orders,  cer- 
tificates, passage  contracts,  or  tickets  on  private  correspondents  or  firms  in 
Europe  or  elsewhere  for  outward  or  prepaid  business.  No  agent  shall  advise 
the  names  or  addresses  of  prepaid  passengers  to  anyone  in  Europe  or  elsewhere. 

Rule  6.  Any  agent  who  shall  be  ascertained  to  be  in  default  to  a  line,  mem- 
ber of  this  conference  or  of  the  Mediterranean  conference  or  of  the  North 
Atlantic  passenger  conference  shall  thereupon  be  dismissed  and  disqualified  by 
all  the  lines,  members  of  these  conferences,  and  his  deposit  shall  be  held  to 
satisfy  any  claim  against  him  on  the  part  of  a  line,  member  of  this  conference. 

Rule  7.  Agents  in  the  cities  where  this  agreement  applies  are  permitted  to 
accept  deposits  from  out-of-town  customers  to  bind  an  order  for  an  outward 
steerage  ticket,  but  this  privilege  must  not  be  used  In  any  way  which  might 
Interfere  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  conference  rules. 

Rule  8.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  booking  passengers  for  any  steamer 
except  those  of  the  lines,  members  of  the  Continental,  the  Mediterranean,  and 
the  North  Atlantic  i)aBsenger  conferences,  unless  conference  gives  express  per- 
mission In  writing.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  selling  passiige  tickets  under 
false  representations  as  to  the  line  or  the  route  by  which  the  passenger  Is  to 
be  transported. 

Rule  9.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  advertising  themselves  as  agents  for,  or 
to  do  business  in  any  way  over,  lines  they  are  not  authorized  to  represent  by 
direct  appointment. 

Rur^  10.  Steerage  passengers  booked  through  to  inland  points  in  Europe  or 
to  or  from  inland  points  in  America,  on  both  outward  and  prepaid  business, 
shall  be  charged  the  actual  tariff  inland  American  and  [or]  European  rail  rates 
in  addition  to  the  ocean  fare,  except  where  special  through  rates  are  authorized 
by  circular  of  a  steamship  line. 

Rule  11.  Agents  shall  not  be  entitled  to  commission  on  tickets  purchased  to 
test  the  observance  of  rules,  even  though  no  rule  may  have  be^i  violated  in 
making  the  sale. 
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Rule  12.  On  all  money-exchange  transactions  directly  or  indirectly  with  pnr^ 
chasers  of  or  passengers  on  steamship  tickets  issued  by  an  agent,  the  latter 
ihnst  charge  such  a  rate  as  will  reserve  to  him  a  profit  on  the  exchange  of  not 
less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  above  the  official  posted  sight  rate  of  ex- 
change of  any  recognized  banking  house  dealing  in  foreign  money  and  ezehangjle 
OQ  the  same  day  when  such  transaction  is  made.  In  case  of  complaints  alleging 
use  of  improper  rates  of  exchange  the  right  to  use  rates  made  must  be  evidenced 
Ify  bills  or  bulletins  of,  or  by  affidavits  made  by,  the  banking  house  from  which 
the  exchange  sold  was  obtained  by  the  agent.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to 
transactions  where  the  amount  exchanged  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars. 

RmoB  18.  Advertising. 

(a)  By  the  term  advertisement  shall  be  covered  all  posters,  circulars,  hand- 
bills, or  other  announcements  in  regard  to  steamship  business,  newiq;>aper  adver- 
tising, paid  reading  notices,  etc. 

(&)  All  advertisements  shall  conform  to  the  truth. 

(o)  No  comparison  shall  be  made  in  any  advertisement  or  verbal  statement 
made,  reflecting  upon  or  instituting  unfavorable  comparisons  between  one  line 
or  steamer  and  any  other. 

(d)  All  advertisements  shall  contain  the  date  and  place  of  issue. 

(e)  All  advertisements  or  offers  otherwise  of  a  rate  of  passage  to  or  from 
Europe  shall  include  the  name  of  the  line  and  service  (and  [or]  steamer,  If 
more  than  one  rate  applies  to  its  steamers)  over  which  the  rate  is  available, 
and  with  a  rate  advertised  or  offered  otherwise  in  the  interior  a  clear  statement 
shall  be  made,  whether  it  is  for  ocean  passage  or  for  through  ocean  and  rail 
passage,  and  showing  the  class  of  accommodation  covered  thereby. 

(/)  All  advertisements  announcing  reductions  in  rates  shall  include  the  actual 
rates. 

(g)  No  cut  of  a  steamer  not  employed  in  the  North  Atlantic  trade  of  a  line, 
member  of  conference,  shall  be  used  in  an  advertisem^it. 

(h)  No  claim  shall'  be  made  in  an  advertis^nent  of  a  greater  size  for  a 
steamer  than  the  gross  registered  tonnage  of  such  steamer  as  published  in 
Lloyd's  Register,  the  Bureau  Veritas,  or  Qermanischer  Uoyd. 

(i)  Before  trial  of  any  advertising  complaint  an  opportunity  shall  be  afforddd 
to  the  agent  complained  of  to  correct  the  advertisement,  but  such  action  must 
be  taken  inunediately  and  suitable  explanation  offered. 

ik)  No  agent  shall  advertise  himself  as  a  ** general  agent"  or  " general  pas- 
senger ag^it "  on  letter  heads  or  otherwise. 

RnuB  14.  Bill  posting  must  be  restricted  at  all  places  to  the  immediate 
premises  of  each  agent 

Rule  15.  When  an  agent  is  diSQualifled  the  sale  of  steamship  tickets  for  all 
classes  of  business  at  his  place  or  places  of  business  and  [or]  residence  is 
thereby  prohibited. 

By  tiie  term  "  agent "  is  covered  the  individual  or  the  members  of  a  firm  em- 
ployed as  agent 

The  members  of  a  firm  declared  disqualified  are  therefore  also  declared  to  be 
individually  disqualified. 

Buu:  16.  Agents  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  transactions  relating  to  the 
business  of  the  lines  carried  on  in  their  offices  or  premises,  whether  by  them- 
selves or  others. 

RX7I.E  17.  No  advices  of  prepaid  (Westbound)  steerage  tickets  will  be  accepted 
by  any  line  unless  the  passengers  are  booked  through  to  final  destination  on 
gteamship  companies*  blanks.  Agents  in  all  cases  shall  remit  immediately 
upon  the  sale  of  a  prepaid  (westbound)  steerage  ticket  for  the  ocean  and  in 
land  transportation  to  the  general  agent  at  the  port  of  landing  in  America  of  the 
steamship  company  by  which  the  prepaid  (westbound)  passenger  is  to  be  for- 
warded, except  that  agents  in  Chicago  shall  remit  to  the  general  representatives 
of  the  lines  in  that  city. 

RT7UB 18.  No  agent  shall  accept  any  commission  or  allowance  of  any  descrip- 
tion from  any  person,  firm,  or  company  in  Europe  or  in  America  on  the  business 
he  transacts  except  the  conunission  notified  him  by  the  conference  line  or  lines 
he  represents  by  direct  appointment 

BuLE  19.  In  case  agents  find  it  necessary  to  sell  through  tickets  from  Russia, 
Including  frontier  expenses,  and  for  that  express  purpose  employ  agents  or 
correspondents  in  Russia,  the  agents  agree  that  they  will  be  responsible  for  any 
acts  on  the  part  of  such  Russian  agents  or  correspondents  in  handling  the  pre- 
paid passengers  they  have  booked  which  would  in  any  way  confilct  with  the 
letter  or  spirit  of  any  rule  of  the  lines. 
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RiTLE  20.  No  agent  shall  be  Justified  in  allowing  commissions  or  committing 
any  breach  of  these  conference  rules  because  some  other  agent  may  be  doing  so. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  agent  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  rules^  and  report  to 
the  secretary  of  the  conference  any  violation  thereof  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge,  with  evidence  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit 

Rule  21.  If  an  agent  is  charged  with  or  suspected  of  violation  of  any  of  these 
rales,  or  other  rules  adopted  and  announced  by  circular  issued  by  said  conti- 
nental conference,  such  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  the  conference, 
whereupon  the  secretary  shall  send  to  the  person  so  charged  written  notioe  stat- 
ing the  nature  of  the  charge  and  the  time  and  place  when  a  hearing  upon  the 
same  will  be  held  by  the  conference.  The  agent  charged  shall  be  given  a  reason- 
able opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defence  or  explanation.  The  conference  shall 
thereupon  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  question  of  such  violation,  and  its 
decision  thereon-  shall  be  final,  and  not  subject  to  review  by  any  court  or  in  any 
legal  proceeding. 

BxTLK  22.  Upon  the  first  determination  of  the  conference  that  an  agent  has 
been  guilty  of  violating  any  of  these  rules  or  of  his  contract  with  any  line  em- 
ploying him,  said  agent  shall  forfeit  to  the  conference  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  such  violation  of  the  rules,  or  for  each  adult  improp- 
erly booked,  whldi  fine  shall  be  paid  to  the  conference ;  in  the  event  of  the  agent 
failing  to  pay  such  fine  within  seven  days  from  date  of  notification  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  imposition  of  the  fine,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
deposit  made  as  provided  by  Rule  1,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  privi- 
leges of  receiving  commissions  or  booking  passengers  until  the  deposit  shall  be 
renewed.  Whenever,  pursuant  to  Rule  21,  an  agent  has  been  again  found  guilty 
by  the  conference  of  a  violation  of  these  rules  or  of  his  contract  with  any  line 
employing  him,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  conference  from  the  deposit  made,  as  pro- 
vided by  Rule  1,  another  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  shall 
be  suspended  from  the  privilege  of  receiving  commissions  or  booking  passengers 
for  any  steamship  line  belonging  to  this  conference  for  a  term  of  sixty  days,  and 
shall  not  then  be  reinstated,  unless  said  deposit  be  renewed,  and  he  shall  have 
made  good  any  previous  unsettled  deficiency  to  the  conference  or  the  lines  mem- 
bers hereof. 

Rule  28.  Bither  the  employer  or  the  agent  may  terminate  the  agency,  by 
either  party  giving  to  the  other  twenty-four  hours  previous  notice  of  the  inten- 
tion to  do  so;  and  in  case  no  charges  are  pending  against  the  agent,  and  upon 
surrender  of,  or  payment  for,  all  ficket  blanks  given  him  by  the  line  or  liiiefl 
employing  him,  his  deposit,  or  so  much  thereof  as  remains  after  deducting  all 
forfeitures  that  may  have  been  incurred  by  him,  shall  be  repaid  with  interest  at 
the  rate  received  from  the  trust  company  in  which  it  is  deposited.  If  any 
charges  shall  be  then  pending,  said  deposit,  or  the  balance  thereof,  shall  remain 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  conference,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  rule. 

RuLs  24.  The  said  continental  conference  may  at  any  time  amend  these  rulea^ 
or  issue  new  rules,  but  no  such  amendment  shall  take  effect  or  such  new  rules 
go  into  operation  as  to  any  agent  of  any  line  in  said  conference  until  twenty- 
four  hours  after  a  printed  circular  containing  such  amendment  or  new  rule 
«hall  have  been  delivered  to  such  agent,  during  which  time  such  agent  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  give  notice  of  his  election  to  terminate  the  agency,  as  provided  by 
Rule  28. 

No  complaint  alleging  violation  of  rules  by  agents  will  be  considered  by  con- 
ference unless  the  affidavits  in  support  thereof  are  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
conference  for  territory  east  of  Chicago— within  fourteen  days  from  date  of 
their  execution — and  west  of  Chicago  are  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Chicago 
complaint  committee  within  three  weeks  from  date  of  their  execution.  Con- 
sideration of  a  complaint  may  be  refused,  no  matter  when  it  may  be  presented, 
where  the  affidavits  in  connection  therewith,  etc.,  are  of  a  very  much  later  datie 
than  the  date  of  the  alleged  offence,  or  where  it  is  evident  a  reasonable  en- 
deavor had  not  been  made  to  bring  the  matter  promptly  to  a  head. 

Fifth.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  he  will  render  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  true  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  outward  (eaatbound) 
and  prepaid  (westbound)  passage  tickets  sold  and  passengers  booked,  and  ronit 
therewith  the  gross  moneys  received  by  his  said  agency  therefor,  less  the  com* 
missions  that  may  be  granted  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  that  such 
accounts  shall  be  so  rendered,  and  payments  made  in  cash,  promptly ;  the  party* 
of  the  second  part  further  agreeing  that  he  will  remit  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part  the  gross  moneys  received  by  his  said  agency  for  the  sale  of  passage 
tickets,  less  the  authorized  commissions^  within  seven  days  from  the  date  ot 
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the  sale  of  such  tickets,  but  for  outward  (eastbound)  passage  tickets  not  later 
than  one  day  after  the  day  of  sailing  of  the  steamer  for  which  they  have  been 
sold. 

Sixth.  It  is  mutually  agreed  that  the  rates  of  passage  and  of  commission 
shall  be  those  fixed  and  notified  from  time  to  time  by  circular  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part 

Seventh.  By  the  term  "agent"  shall  be  understood  an  individual  or  firm 
employed  as  such. 

This  agreement  has  been  carefully  read  by  both  parties  prior  to  execution, 
and  in  answer  to  a  question  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  acknowledges  that  he  understands  the  stipulations  contained  in  the 
agreement  and  has  no  questions  to  ask  in  regard  thereto.

The  rules  and  regulations  as  now  in  force,  of  each  of  the  lines,  covering  all  of 
their  several  services,  and  which  relate  to  first-class,  second-class*  and  third- 
class  or  steerage  passengers,  are  reprinted  below  for  the  convenience  and 
guidance  of  agents. 

The  agents  must  comply  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions under  the  alternative  of  loss  of  agency  or  such  other  action  as  may  be 
warranted  in  each  case. 

Agents  are  especially  requested,  in  compliance  with  a  rule  below,  to  report 
any  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge, 
with  proof,  to  the  conference. 

Bach  line  will  fix  and  will  announce  on  its  own  circulars  the  rates  of  passage 
by  its  steamers  and  the  commissions  to  be  retained  by  its  agents. 

The  rules  and  regulations  are  as  follows : 

(Note:  The  rules  and  regulations  following  are  similar  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Mediterranean  Conference  on  page  1200,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  subdiTision  (h)  of  Rule  10,  and  Rules  11,  15,  and  16,  which 
read  as  follows: ) 

(A)  No  claim  shall  be  made  in  an  advertisement  of  a  greater  size  for  a 
steamer  than  the  gross  registered  tonnage  of  such  steamer  as  published  in 
Lloyd's  Register,  the  Bureau  Veritas,  or  (Jermanlscher  Lloyd. 

11.  No  advices  of  prepaid  steerage  tickets  will  be  accepted  by  any  line  unless 
the  passengers  are  booked  through  to  final  destination.  Agents  must  remit 
immediately  upon  the  sale  of  a  prepaid  steerage  ticket  for  the  ocean  and  inland 
transportaUon  to  either  the  general  agency  at  the  port  of  landing  in  America  of 
the  steamship  company  by  which  the  prepaid  passenger  is  to  be  forwarded,  or  to 
the  official  general  passenger  agency  of  such  company  in  the  interior  in  whose 
territory  the  agent  is  located.  Colonist  rail  tickets  may  be  issued  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  connection  with  ocean  tickets. 

15.  For  any  violation  of  these  rules,  and  unless  otherwise  therein  provided 
for,  agents  shall  for  the  first  offense  be  fined  not  exceeding  $100;    for  the 
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second  offense  not  less  than  $100;  and  for  the  third  offeose  they  shall  be  diS' 
qualified.  Nothing,  however,  herein  shall  prevent  the  conference  from  dls- 
Quali^lng.an  agent  for  any  offense  If  circumstances  warrant 

16.  No  agent  shaU  be  justified  In  committing  any  breach  of  these  rules  because 
some  other  agent  may  be  doing  so.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  agent  to  adhere 
strictly  to  the  rules,  and  to  report  any  violation  thereof  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge,  with  proof  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit,  to  the  conference  or  the 
general  agents  of  any  conference  line.

1.  On  motion  It  was  unanimously — 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Samuel  Bettle  act  as  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

2.  It  was  stated  that  this  was  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Associated  Freight  Conferences:  that,  however,  they  had  been  operating 
under  the  provisions  of  the  organization  for  quite  the  entire  year  1902.  It  was 
unanimously — 

Resolved,  That  the  articles  of  association  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Trans- Atlantic  Associated  Freight  Conferences  be  and  are  hereby  formally 
ratified.    They  appear  as  a  separate  document.    It  was  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  the  matters  now  being  considered  by  the  members  of  the  ad- 
visory conmiittee,  whose  term  of  office  exi)ired  January,  1908,  shall  be  referral 
to  a  special  advisory  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  A-  S.  Franklin,  F.  G. 
Messmer,  and  L.  B.  Sanderson,  who  shall  serve  until  the  executive  committee 
for  1903,  provided  for  under  general  rule  13.  have  been  nominated  and  begin 
worls. 

3.  Logs  and  luniber — Tallying — General  irgulations  for  handling  the  traffic.-^ 
A  report  of  the  advisory  committee,  dated  December  24,  1902.  was  taken  tip 
and  discussed,  wherein  Is  outlined  a  form  of  proposed  agreement  with  the 
National  Lumber  Exx)orters'  Association,  covering  tallying  and  general  regula- 
tions for  handling  the  traffic.  This  was  read  and  discussed  at  length,  and  on 
motion  It  was  unanimously — 

Agreed,  that  the  report  be  referred  back  to  the  advisory  committee,  with 
power  to  negotiate  and  make  effective  the  contemplated  agreement  set  forth 
therein,  or  a  similar  agreement,  with  the  National  Lilmber  Exporters*  Associa- 
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tion,  the  committee  being  requested  to  consider  the  contract  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
trade  for  deals  and  lumber^  and  to  arrange  for  its  effectiyeness,  if  possible,  for 
shipments  of  Canadian  origin  Tla  United  States  ports.  The  Canadian  lines  shall 
have  the  right  of  withdrawal  from  the  agreement  with  the  lumber  association, 
if  they  find  it  necessary,  but,  if  possible,  to  operate  under  it  for  all  shipments  of 
United  States  origin  via  the  St.  Lawrence. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  case  of  Bennett  v.  The  Steamship  Minnehaha,  a 
suit  brought  by  the  lumber  association  to  test  the  Harter  Act  and  its  hairing  on 
certain  lumber  clauses  relating  to  tally.  The  decision  was  rendered  for  the  ship 
in  the  lower  court  and  is  now  on  appeal.  The  lumber  association  will  drop  all 
legal  proceedings  on  the  completion  of  the  contemplated  agreement  with  the 
lines.  The  expenses  for  legal  services,  etc.,  involved  in  the  Bennett  case  were 
referred  to  the  advisory  committee  for  settlement  by  voluntary  contribution  of 
the  lines. 

4.  Barter  Ad  amendment  legialation. — The  flour  millers  announce  Intention 
to  reintroduce  the  same  amendments  to  the  Harter  Act,  which  were  defeated 
during  the  present  (the  Fifty-seventh)  Congress  at  the  next  (the  Fifty-eighth) 
Congress.  This  question  was  again  referred  to  the  advisory  committee,  with  the 
request  that  they  watch  it,  and  with  power  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  ward  off  legislation  prejudicial  to  the  export  interests  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  The  matter  of  the  basis  of  division  of  the  expenses  Incurred 
during  1902  in  opposition  to  the  legislation  in  the  Fifty-seventh  Congress  was 
likewise  referred  to  the  advisory  committee  for  adjustment  and  settlement  by 
voluntary  contributions  of  the  lines. 

5.  Bill8  of  lading  forms,  local  and  through, — The  executive  committee  were 
requested  to  report  on  the  permanent  uniform  conditions  of  both  local  and 
through  bills  of  lading  and  their  observance,  the  committee  to  report  on  all 
things  arising  from  time  to  time  with  reference  to  the  subject.  In  view  of  cer^ 
tain  proposals  for  changes  in  and  additions  to  bills  of  lading  forms  and  clauses. 
It  was  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  no  change  is  now  necessary  either  In  the  form  or  in  the  per- 
manent uniform  conditions  of  the  local  or  through  bill  of  lading. 

Rate  of  exchange  when  freight  is  prepaid.— It  was  agreed  that  where  a  rate 
in  sterling  is  agreed  upon  its  equivalent  when  prepaid  must  be  calculated  at 
^.86  to  the  pound  sterling. 

6.  Uniformity  in  through  freight  contravtH. — ^The  executive  committee  were 
requested  to  report  with  recommendations  as  to  the  adoption  of  a  permanent 
uniform  through-freight  contract,  a  subject  which  has  been  under  consideration 
for  some  years  and  which  has  resulted  in  uniformity  in  the  through-freight 
contracts  of  several  of  the  lines. 

7.  Tracing  the  movement  of  export  traffic  for  shippers  and  insurance  com- 
panies.— ^An  application  from  a  number  of  marine  insurance  companies  that 
they  be  supplied  with  copies  of  the  cargo  manifests  of  all  steamers  for  the 
purpose  of  tracing  shipments  which  they  have  insured  was  presented,  and  it 
was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  application  be  declined.  The  motion  being 
put,  one  negative  vote  was  registered,  and  the  question  referred  to  the  executive 
committee  for  consideration  and  report. 

8.  Definition  of  the  terms  "  immediate  "  and  "  prompt,*' — ^A  recommendation 
of  the  advisory  committee  was  presented,  that — 

The  terms  **  immediate  "  and  "  prompt "  shipment  from  the  west  mean  that 
the  shipment  Is  to  move  within  seven  and  14  days  from  date  of  engagement, 
respectively.    This  rule  to  apply  invariably. 

Agreed,  That  this  definition  be  adopted,  to  take  effect  for  all  engagements 
made  on  and  after  February  1,  1003. 

9.  Claims  in  connection  icith  traffic  moved  on  railroad  through  bills  of  lad" 
ing, — The  subject  was  referred  to  the  executive  committee  for  report  on  the 
situation. 

10.  Illegible  marking  of  cotton. — Numerous  complaints  of  the  illegibility  or 
absence  of  marks,  etc.,  on  cotton  bales  have  been  made.  Subject  referred  to 
the  executive  committee  for  consideration  and  report, 

11.  It  was  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  a  special  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  the  outgoing  advisory 
committee,  Messrs.  P.  A.  S.  Franklin,  F.  G.  Messmer,  and  L.  B.  Sanderson,  for 
their  careful  attention  to  and  handling  of  the  many  and  important  matters  of 
general  interest  during  the  term  of  their  service,  especially  in  connection  with 
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the  opposition  to  the  Barter  Act  amendment  leslslatlon,  and  to  the  secretary 
for  his  great  labors  and  the  pains  he  has  taken  with  the  work.

2.  Applications  for  new  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary,  in  writing, 
and  no  line  or  service  shall  be  admitted  except  on  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members. 

8.  R^ular  meetings  of  the  associated  conferences  shall  be  held  at  the  con- 
ference rooms  in  New  York  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  February,  June, 
and  October. 

4.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  on  three  days'  written  request 
of  at  least  six  lines,  through  the  secretary,  stating  the  purposes  of  the  meeting. 

5.  A  docket  of  the  subjects  to  be  brought  up  at  each  meeting  shall  be  sup- 
plied at  least  three  days  in  advance  thereof  to  the  representative  of  each  line 
and  service,  and  no  subject  not  so  docketed  can  be  considered  except  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  all  present. 

6.  The  presence  of  the  representatives  of  12  lines  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  chair  shall  be  taken  by  the  representatives  in  rotation  in  the  alphabetical 
order  of  the  names  of  their  respective  lines  and  services. 

7.  All  questions  that  may  come  before  a  meeting  or  that  may  be  brought  up 
between  meetings  must  be  agreed  to  unanimously  by  all  lines  and  services  to 
be  of  any  effect. 

8.  Any  line  or  service  not  represented  at  a  meeting  shall  be  notified  by  the 
secretary  in  writing  of  the  resolutions  passed  at  that  meeting,  and  such  line 
or  service  shall  state  in  writing  within  three  days  of  receipt  of  secretary's 
notice,  whether  they  concur  In  the  resolutions  or  not;  if  the  latter,  they  shall 
state  their  reasons  therefor. 

9.  Within  six  days  after  a  meeting  at  which  resolutions  have  been  passed, 
the  secretary  shall  send  written  notice  to  each  line  and  service  stating  whether 
such  resolutions  have  been  unanimously  adopted  or  not;  and  such  action  as 
shall  have  been  unanimously  adopted  shall  become  in  force  and  effect  and  bind- 
ing on  all  lines  and  services  on  the  second  business  day  following  date  of  such 
notice. 

10.  The  representatives  of  the  lines  and  services  members  of  the  associated 
conferences  agree  in  good  faith,  one  with  the  other,  to  abide  by  and  fulfill  every 
obligation  unanimously  adopted  and  embodied  in  its  rules  and  regulations. 

11.  Each  representative  undertakes  on  honor  to  consider  and  maintain  all 
questions  and  actions  that  may  be  considered  or  adopted  in  meetings  or  by 
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correspondeuce  in  connection  herewith  as  sacred  and  confidential  in  the  highest 
degree. 

12.  To  simplify  the  work  of  the  associated  conferences,  the  establishment  of 
auxiliary  port  conferences  is  essential  for  the  proper  disposal  of  all  matters 
and  if  necessary  for  tlie  consideration  between  regular  meetings  of  the  asso- 
ciated conferences  of  matters  of  Joint  interest  that  should  be  disposed  of  in 
the  meantime.  At  Montreal  shall  be  established  the  Montreal  shipping  con- 
ference of  the  *' Canadian  port"  lines  and  services  and  at  Boston  the  Boston 
trans-Atlantic  freight  conference  of  the  Boston  lines  and  services.  The  organ- 
ization of  these  auxiliaries,  the  procedure,  and  all  details  shall  be  developed  and 
established  as  each  conference  finds  desirable  and  necessary,  it  being  under- 
stood that  matters  purely  local  are  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  conferences  or 
lines  at  that  port  and  not  by  the  general  conference. 

13.  It  is  the  purpose  to  simplify  the  work  and  operations  of  the  associated 
conferences  to  the  greatest  possible  extent,  and  to  this  end  all  matters  to  be 
submitted  for  its  action  shall  be  first  referred  through  the  secretary  to  an 
executive  committee  consisting  of  one  representative  of  the  "Canadian  port" 
lines  and  services,  one  of  the  Boston  lines  and  services,  two  of  the  New  York 
lines  and  services,  and  one  each  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  and  New- 
port News-Norfolk  lines  and  services.  Each  port  shall  elect  its  representatives 
and  certify  them  to  the  associated  conferences  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
each  year,  and  they  shall  serve  for  12  months.  The  committee  may  add 
to  their  number  at  any  time  at  their  discretion  when  special  subjects  are  to  be 
considered.  The  committee  shall  report  on  each  matter  referred  to  them 
promptly,  with  or  without  recommendation.  The  members  of  the  associated 
conferences  shall  individually  and  in  writing  within  six  days  reply  to  each 
report  of  the  committee,  the  intention  being,  if  possible,  that  many  questions  be 
settled  between  meetings — provided  unanimous  action  on  them  can  be  de- 
veloped, and  when  such  be  the  case  the  action  shall  become  operative,  as 
provided  under  rule  9. 

14.  As  it  is  desirable  that  the  present  freight  and  passenger  conference  estab- 
lishment at  New  York  be  used,  the  question  of  the  proportion  of  the  expense  of 
the  establishment  to  be  met  by  the  associated  conferences  shall  be  left  to  the 
executive  committee,  one  member  of  which  shall  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
so-called  managing  committee  of  the  tranchAtlantic  steamship  conferences,  and 
Mr. is  appointed  secretary  of  the  associated  freight  conferences. 

15.  Any  line  or  service  may  withdraw  from  the  associated  conferences  on 
giving  notice  of  intention  so  to  do  in  writing  to  the  secretary  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  next  regular  meeting.  Such  withdrawal  shall  only  become 
operative  at  the  expiration  of  14  days  after  that  meeting  unless  in  the  meantime 
canceled.

THE  TRANS-ATLANTIC  ASSOCIATED  FREIGHT  CONFERENCES. 

[Draft,  awaiting  confirmation. — Confirmed  by  the  chairman  aa  a  correct  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings.    General  Meeting  No.  2.] 

Minutes  of  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  lines  and  serviocs  members  of  the 
conferences,  held  at  No,  19  Broadway,  Xctc  York,  on  Tfiursday,  June  16,  1904, 
at  10.30  o'clock  a.  m. 

Present:  Radcllffe  Baldwin,  Allan-State  Line;  John  H.  Thomas  and  F.  Toppin, 
American  Line,  Atlantic  Transport  Line,  Red  Star  Line.  White  Star  Line;  Paul 
Cottheil,  Bordeaux  Line,  Donaldson  (Newport  News),  Holland- America  (New- 
port News),  Phoenix  (Newport  News),  Scandinavian-American,  and  Union 
lines;  George  L.  Woolley,  Chesapeake  Line,  Virginia  Line;  J.  A.  McCarthy, 
Cosmopolitan  Line;  George  Rossen,  Cosmopolitan  Line;  John  Torrance,  jr.. 
Dominion  Line,  Portland;  Oscar  R.  Cauchols,  French  Line;  F.  G.  Messmer, 
Hamburg-American  Line;  J.  R.  Wierdsma,  Holland-America  Line. 

12.  On  motion,  Mr.  Paul  Gottheil  was  requested  to  act  as  chairman  of  tht 

meeting. 

13.  The  minutes  of  the  last  general  meeting  (No.  1).  held  on  Tuesday,  Janu- 
ary 6,  1903,  were  confirmed. 

14.  Ijogs  and  lumber — Agreement  tcith  the  Xational  Lumber  Exporters*  Asso- 
ciation.— In  accordance  with  resolution  adopted  under  minute  3.  it  was  reported 
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that  the  special  advisory  committee  had  completed  an  agreement  with  the  N.  Lk 
EL  A.  as  of  date  of  April  1,  1003.    This  appears  as  a  separate  document. 

Letter  from  the  lumber  association  embodied  in  report  to  the  lines  dated 
November  24,  1903,  was  presented,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  first  para- 
graph of  clause  2  of  the  agreement,  and  it  was,  on  motion,  unanimously — 

Agreed^  that  clause  2  be  amended  as  follows  (italics  new) : 

"2.  CJoTJNTiNO. — ^The  steamer  to  count  (and  enter  on  receipt  and  ocean  bill  of 
lading)  the  number  of  pieces  and  [or]  bundles — carload  lots.  //  there  is  a  dif- 
ference in  tally  at  seaboard  between  shippers*  certificate  of  loading  and  steam- 
ship, company* s  count,  bill  of  lading  to  be  issued  for  number  of  pieces  and  [or] 
bundles  as  per  shippers*  certificate,  and  the  following  clause  to  be  inserted  on  the 

ocean  bill  of  lading:  *  Of  which  number pieces  are  in  dispute;  if  on  board 

to  be  delivered,*    For  example:  8iw  hundred  and  twenty- five  pieces  lumber,  of 
which  number  five  pieces  are  in  dispute;  if  on  board  to  be  delivered,** 

15t  BUls  of  lading  forms — Local  and  through, 

(a)  In  accordance  with  minute  5  the  executive  committee  made  report  on 
July  2,  1003,  on  the  observance  of  the  permanent  uniform  conditions  of  the 
througA  export  bill  of  lading.  The  recommendations  in  this  report  were  subse- 
quently adopted  by  all  lines,  and  in  accordance  therewith,  the  committee  having 
done  everything  in  its  power  to  get  connecting  carriers  to  adopt  and  use  the 
approved  uniform  through  export  bill  of  lading — 1901  revision — and  in  many 
cases  having  failed,  a  Joint  circular  was  Issued  under  date  of  April,  1904,  notify- 
ing that  after  June  1, 1904,  the  lines  would  decline  to  accept  all  traffic  presented 
for  shipment  on  other  than  the  approved  form  of  through  bill  of  lading  unless 
a  local  bill  of  lading  of  the  line  to  which  it  was  offered  was  taken  out  in  its 
stead. 

(6>  Clause  10 — Uniform  local  bUl  of  lading  {same  as  clause  12,  through 
export  bill  of  lading). — Reference  was  made  to  the  executive  committee's  report 
dated  June  6,  1904,  on  this  subject,  and  it  was,  on  motion*  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  clause  10  of  the  uniform  local  bill  of  lading  and  clause  12  of 
the  through  export  bill  of  lading  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"  10.  Also,  that  merchandise  on  wharf  awaiting  shipment  or  delivery  be  at 
merchandise  owner's  risk  of  loss  or  damage  in  every  case  and  particular  in 
which  it  shall  not  be  proved  that  such  loss  or  damage  shall  have  resulted  from 
the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  carrier  or  its  servants" 

(c)  Proposed  alterations  in  the  general  conditions  in  the  through  export  bill 
of  lading, — It  was  reported  that  the  following  change  in  the  through  bill  of 
lading  had  been  recommended  by  the  rail  lines — where  the  present  authorized 

form  reads:  " cents.  United  States  gold  currency,  per  one  hundred  pounds 

gross  weight,  and  advanced  charges  etc."  it  be  changed  to  read  (italics* 

new) :  " cents,  United  States  gold  currency,  per  one  hundred  pounds  gross 

weight,  subject  to  inland  carload  minimum  weight pounds  {actual  weight 

to  be  charged  for  when  in  excess  of  the  minimum),  and  advanced  charges 

etc." 

The  subject  was  discussed  and  referred  to  the  executive  committee  for  con- 
sideration and  report. 

(d)  OeneraUaverage  c^aw^e.— Printed  report  of  Mr.  Norman  Hill,  secretary 
of  the  Liverpool  Steamship  Owners'  Association,  was  presented,  which  embodies 
a  new  general-average  clause  drafted  by  Messrs.  Convers  &  Kirlln  and  approved 
by  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins.  Mr.  Hill  writes  that  his  committee  consider 
the  suggested  alterations  in  the  clause  are  improvements  and  would  be  glad 
to  see  the  new  clause  adopted. 

It  was,  on  motion,  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  executive  committee  for  consid- 
eration and  report. 

(c)  Rate  of  exchange  when  freight  is  prepaid. — It  was  reported  that  subse- 
quent to  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  under  minute  5  It  had  been  agreed  by  the 
lines  in  the  U.  K.  trade  that  the  following  words  be  added  as  an  amendment : 
•*  and  that  the  lines  will  not  quote  agreed  rates  otherwise  than  In  sterling." 

Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  however,  the  British  lines 
found  it  difficult  in  a  great  many  cases  to  arrange  bookings  of  new  business 
under  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  and  on  March  10,  1903,  report  was  Issued 
rescinding  the  resolution.    The  subject  was  laid  on  the  table. 

(/)  Through  export  bill  of  lading  clause  S^lnland  conditions. — It  was  re- 
ported that  the  rail  lines  had  authorized  the  Insertion  of  the  words  **(port  A)" 
after  the  word  "  destination,"  on  the  first  line  of  inland  condition  5,  in  order  to 
make  the  purpose  of  the  clause  clear. 
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16.  UniformUy  4n  through  freight  contracts. — ^The  executive  committee  re- 
ported that  they  did  not  consider  the  time  opportune  to  take  up  this  subject. 
The  matter  was  therefore  laid  on  the  table.     (Minute  6.) 

17.  Tracing  the  movement  of  export  traffic  for  shippers  and  insurance  oompa- 
Mies. — ^The  executive  conmiittee  recommended  that  the  request  of  the  marine 
insurance  companies  that  they  be  supplied  wtth  copies  of  cargo  manifests  of  all 
steamers  for  the  purpose  of  tracing  shipments  which  they  have  insured  should 
be  declined,  which  was  agreed  to.     (Minute  7.) 

18.  Definition  of  the  terms  **  immediate  *^  and  "  prompt.** — The  resolution 
adopted  under  minute  8  defining  these  terms  was  subsequently  amended  by 
informal  vote  providing  for  an  addition  as  follows :  **  and  when  no  time  limit  is 
q[)ecified  prompt  shipmoit  is  understood." 

19.  Claims  in  connection  toith  traffic  moved  on  railroad  through  Wl  of  lad- 
ing.— The  executive  conmiittee  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  this  subject  can 
not  be  dealt  with  except  by  the  lines  individually.  The  subject  was  laid  on  the 
table.     (Minute  9.) 

20.  lUegihle  marking  of  cotton. — ^The  executive  committee  reported  that  they 
had  considered  the  matter  but  were  unable  to  come  to  any  decision  as  to  the 
proper  course  of  procedure  in  order  to  obtain  relief,  owing  to  the  absence  or 
illegibility  of  marks  on  cotton  bales. 

The  subject  was  further  discussed  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  that 
no  relief  appears  obtainable  at  present     (Minute  10.) 

2L  Uniform  parcel  receipt.—The  executive  committee  reported  that  it  had 
been  suggested  the  parcel  receipt  be  made  a  permanent  uniform  document.  The 
committee  accordingly  prepared  the  undemoted  form  for  the  action  of  the 
lines,  viz:

The  package  not  to 
contain  letters  or  unstamped  newspapers.  On  examination  by  the  customs 
officers,  if  above  articles  are  discovered,  the  agents  of  the  steamers  at  port  of 
discharge,  to  take  possession  of  the  same  and  deal  with  them  as  they  deem 
proper.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  draft  for  a  uniform  parcel  receipt  as 
prepared  by  the  committee  with  the  parts  underlined  eliminated  be  adopted. 

Objection  was  made  on  the  part  of  several  lines  to  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
receipt,  and  the  subject  was  laid  on  the  table. 

22.  Through  export  hill  of  lading  proposed  to  be  issued  hy  the  United  States 
Express  Company. — The  United  States  Express  Ck)mpany  has  made  request  that 
the  lines  accept  their  through  bill  of  lading  and  grant  them  the  same  privileges, 
etc.,  as  are  now  granted  the  railroads.  The  executive  committee  recommended 
that  this  privilege  be  not  granted  the  United  States  or  any  other  express  com- 
pany, as  it  would  enable  them  to  divert  customers  from  direct  intercourse  with 
the  lines  in  booking  up  small  lots  in  the  interior,  which  have  heretofore  come 
direct  to  the  lines  and  on  which  minimum  rates  are  often  charged. 

It  was,  on  motion,  unanimously — 

Agreed,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  be  adopted. 

2S.  Executive  committee,  190S. — It  was  reported  that,  in  accordance  with 
rule  13  of  the  associated  freight  conferences,  the  following  members  had  been 
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elected  to  serve  on  the  ezecntive  committee  for  the  year  1903 :  Montreal,  Mr. 
W.  I.  Gear  (or  alternate) ;  Boston,  Mr.  George  Bray;  New  York,  Mr.  Paul 
Gotthell  and  Mr.  Samuel  Bettle  (chairman) ;  Philadelphia,  Mr.  P.  F.  Young; 
Baltimore,  Mr.  Robert  Ramsay ;  Newport  News,  Norfolk,  Mr.  CJeorge  L.  Woolley. 

Executive  committee,  IBOJ^.—Mr,  John  H.  Thomas  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Wlerdsma 
were  duly  elected  as  the  New  York  members  to  serve  on  the  executive  com- 
mittee for  the  year  1904,  the  other  ports  being  requested  to  elect  their  members 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.

State  street.  New  York,  on  Thursday,  June  9, 1910,  at  10.S0  o'clock  a.  m. 

Present:  William  I.  Gear,  Montreal,  Portland;  Charles  Stewart,  Boston; 
J.  B.  Waldorf,  New  York;  A.  a  Fetterolf,  New  York;  H.  T.  Barton,  Philadel- 
phia; Robert  Ramsay,  Baltimore;  H.  G.  Blackiston,  Newport  News,  port  ex- 
ecutive committee  members.

1.  It  was  stated  that  this  is  the  first  meeting  of  the  port  executive  committee 
ever  convened ;  that  it  is  primarily  due  to  request  of  railroads  that  representa- 
tives of  steamship  lines  at  all  north  Atlantic  ports  meet  them  to-day  on  a  special 
subject  treated  in  these  minutes,  and  that  It  Is  hoped  the  general  work  will 
by  this  opportunity  be  given  a  freedi  impetua 

.  2.  Storage  and  oar  demurrage  at  seaboard  on  ewport  freight. — ^Referring  to 
Trunk  Line  Association  proposal  submitted  in  secretary's  memo,  to  all  lines 
March  28,  1010,  this  subject  was  discussed  preliminary  to  meeting  the  railroads 
this  day,  and  a  general  line  of  policy  which  shall  have  due  regard  for  the 
conditions  local  to  each  port  was  arranged. 

Note.  Proceedings  of  this  Joint  meeting  of  R.  R.-S.  S.  committees  on  June  9, 
1910,  appear  as  a  separate  document,  delivery  to  all  lines  June  17.  They  show 
that  no  conclusion  was  reached,  but  that  negotiations  are  likely  to  continue. 

8.  Freight  traffic — relations  between  railroads  and  steamships,  all  north 
Atlantic  ports. — Cognizance  taken  of  resolution  adopted  by  New  York  freight 
conference  June  8,  1910,  appointing  a  special  committee,  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  confer  with  a  committee  of  Caribbean  conference  and  with  any  other 
groups  of  steamship  lines  desiring  to  cooperate,  to  develop  propositions  for 
regulation  of  matters  of  common  Interest  to  all  railroads  and  steamships,  all 
North  Atlantic  ports. 

It  is  understood  that  the  port  executive  committee  members  will  cooperate  in 
such  work  in  behalf  of  their  ports,  respectively. 

4.  Rate  of  exchange,  westbound  traffic,  U,  K,  ports — V.  8,  interior  points. — 
Freight  rates  in  U.  K.  being  quoted  in  sterling,  it  has  been  proposed  for  the 
convenience  of  receivers  at  U.  S.  interior  points,  who  wish  westbound  ocean 
quotations,  and  who  receive  in  currency  inland  rates  from  railroads,  that  a 
standard  rate  of  exchange  for  ocean  rates  be  established. 

Matter  concerns  IJ.  K.  lines  and  services  only. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  committee  that  it  is  advisable  for  above  reason  to 
establish  a  standard  rate  for  converting  ocean  freight  rates  on  westbound 
traffic  from  U.  K.  ports  to  interior  IJ.  S.  points;  but  that  this  should  be  axs 
ranged  In  Bngland. 

Cable  to  be  sent  by  conference  office  as  soon  as  this  is  confirmed  by  all 
Interested  lines. 
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6.  Cotton — Wrong  and  iUegible  marks. — In  May,  1010,  steamship  interests 
at  Savannah,  through  their  Maritime  Association,  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

"  In  consequence  of  the  confusion  that  has  resulted  and  the  serious  losses 
incurred  on  account  of  delivering  cotton  to  steamers  at  loading  port  with 
wrong  and  Illegible  marks,  which  has  resulted  in  receivers  enforcing  heavy 
claims  against  steamers  for  wrong  delivery  at  port  of  discharge,  we  find  It 
necessary  to  advise  all  shippers  that  on  and  after  September  1  next  ship  agents 
will  reject  any  cotton  not  durably  and  legibly  marked.  Marks  other  than  those 
under  which  the  cotton  is  shipped  must  be  thoroughly  obliterated. 

"Transportation  companies  are  therefore  notified  to  pass  this  information 
to  their  interior  agents,  so  that  in  receipting  for  cotton  to  the  previous  carrier, 
press,  or  shipper  th^  may  take  similar  action  and  prevent  delay  and  trouble 
at  the  port." 

Since  then  steamship  lines  at  Charleston,  Brunswick,  Femandina,  and  Jack- 
sonville have  ratified  this  resolution.  It  is  now  before  all  lines  members  of 
Associated  Freight  Ck)nferences. 

The  sense  of  this  resolution  Is  approved,  but  with  the  reservation  that  It 
might  well  be  modified,  as  in  its  present  form  it  might  be  difficult  to  actually 
refuse  a  shipment  or  a  part  thereof  on  account  of  absence  of,  wrong,  or  illeg- 
ible marks;  and  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  lines  at  North  Atlantic  ports  are  prepared  to  join  in  a 
general  circular  of  the  lines  at  North  Atlantic  ports,  to  be  appropriately  worded, 
and  providing  that  If  cotton  coming  under  this  description  Is  presented,  ship 
has  the  right  to  refuse  it. 

Such  general  circular  to  be  sent  to  all  connecting  carriers. 

6.  Transportation  and  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors — Sections  £38,  2S9, 
and  240,  Penal  Laics  of  the  United  States.^-ApTil  22,  1910,  all  lines  all  ports 
notified  (with  copies  of  these  sections)  of  letter  received  from  Trunk  Line 
Association  stating  that  they  should  receive  prompt  consideration  by  steam- 
ships and  requesting  that  steamships  be  governed  by  them  on  traffic  delivered 
by  steamships  to  railroads. 

The  sections  are  lengthy  and,  together  with  a  brief  thereof,  are  repeated 
as  a  part  of  these  proceedings.  Ck>py  also  attached  of  U.  S.  Treasury  Decision 
30661,  June  6,  1910. 

It  was  developed  as  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  matter  is  one  for  Indi- 
vidual action;  also  that  many  lines  have  already  communicated  with  their 
offices  abroad;  that  receivers  have  been  posting  their  shippers;  and  that  in 
respect  to  import  traffic  it  is  probable  that  the  conduct  of  business  can  be 
readily  conformed  to  these  requirements  of  law. 

7.  Olardon  Safety  Clip, — ^Application  from  American  agency  that  lines  take 
cognizance  of  this  device.  It  was  considered  that  joint  action  here  was  un- 
necessary. 

8.  Bills  of  lading — Revision  of  permanent  wniform  conditions. — Subject  In 
hands  of  a  committee  of  New  York  lines,  their  current  report  being  dated  May 
14,  1909. 

New  York  committee  Is  prepared  to  continue  its  work,  with  cooperation  of 
port  executive  committee  members. 

Liverpool  Steamship  Owners'  Association  has  also  taken  up  the  subject,  and, 
according  to  custom,  It  will  be  dealt  with  jointly. 

9.  Ej^port  flour  shipments. — New  York  standing  committee  (Messrs.  Glps, 
Love,  Pentz,  and  Arkell)  made  a  report  upon  the  three  following  subjects: 
(a)  Necessity  of  overcoming  delay  in  delivery  to  steamship  lines  to  Insure 
prompt  fulfillment  of  deliveries  to  consignees  abroad.  (&)  Torn  and  soiled 
sacks,  (c)  Character  of  sacks — flimsy  cotton  being  Insufficient.  Unfortunately, 
the  Millers'  National  Federation  has  not  taken  any  definite  or  binding  action 
beyond  spreading  communications  from  conference  in  May,  1909,  upon  the 
records  of  their  mass  meeting  held  In  the  same  month. 

Port  executive  committee  members  will  participate  In  this  matter  as  neces- 
sary. 

10.  Condition  of  export  cargo  upon  delivery  to  steamships. — Read  communi- 
cation ftom  the  freight  claim  conference  of  the  New  York  railroads,  stating  that 
they  have  developed  that  "outside  collecting  agencies"  or  claim  adjusters 
solicit  steamship  lines  for  Information  of  condition  and  character  of  freight 
delivered  by  Inland  carriers — no  doubt  secured  for  claim  purposes.  Request 
made  that  such  Information  be  declined  by  steamship  lines. 
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New  York  lines  are  prepared  to  adopt  a  rule  to  refrain  from  so  doing  if  all 
lines  at  North  Atlantic  ports  take  same  action. 
This  the  port  executive  committee  members  approve. 
Adjourned.

Deab  Sibs  :  "  Transportation  and  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors/'  penal  laws 
of  the  United  States,  effective  Janaury  1,  1910.  Sections  238.  239,  and  240  ap- 
parently applying  also  to  trans-Atlantic  carriers."  Mr.  McCain,  Trunk  Line 
Association,  calls  attention  to  these  sections,  which  are  quoted  In  full  below. 

Action  by  the  lines  individually  seems  necessary. 

An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  brl^  these  sections,  viz : 

Sec.  238.  Any  agent  or  employee  of  any  common  carrier  who  shall  knowingly 
deliver  to  any  person  other  than  the  consignee,  unless  on  written  order,  any 
intoxicating  liquors  shipped  interstate  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any 
State  or  Territory,  subject  to  United  States  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $5,000  or  Imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years  or  both. 

Sec.  239.  Any  such  carrier  transporting  intoxicating  liquors  who  shall  collect 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  purchase  price  from  consignee  or  any  other  person 
under  any  circumstances,  or  act  as  agent  of  buyer  or  seller  of  any  such  liquors, 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  selling  or  completing  the  sale  thereof,  saving  only 
in  the  actual  transportation  and  delivery  of  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$5,000. 

Seo.  240.  Whosoever  shall  knowingly  ship  into  such  United  States  territory 
any  package  of  or  containing  any  intoxicating  liquors,  unless  paclcage  is  labeled 
on  outside  cover  to  plainly  show  name  of  consignee,  nature  of  contents  and 
quantity^  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  and  such  liquor  shall  be  forfeited. 

Mr.  McCain's  letter  contains  the  following  observations:  '*This  is  a  matter 
which  should  receive  prompt  consideration  by  steamship  lines,  and  they  are  re* 
quested  to  arrange  to  be  governed  accordingly  on  traffic  delivered  by  them  to 
^^r  rail  connections,"  with  advice  of  action  taken  "  as  early  as  possible."

Section  238.  Any  offioer,  agent,  or  employee  of  any  railroad  company,  express 
company,  or  other  common  carrier  who  shall  knowingly  deliver  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  any  person  other  than  the  person  to  whom  it  has  been  consigned, 
unless  upon  the  written  order  in  each  instance  of  the  bona  fide  consignee,  or  to 
any  fictitious  person,  or  to  any  person  under  a  fictitious  name  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  which  has 
been  shipped  from  one  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or 
place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  into  another 
State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  sub- 
ject to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  239.  Any  railroad  company,  express  company,  or  other  common  carrier, 
or  any  other  person  who,  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  any  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  from 
one  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to 
but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  into  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  Dis- 
trict of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  Into  any  State,  Territory  or  Dfs- 
.trlct  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurls- 
dlctldn  thereof,  shall  collect  the  purchase  price,  or  any  part  thereof,  before,  on, 
or  after  delivery  from  the  cbnsignee,  or  from  any  other  person,  or  nhall  In 
any  maimer  act  as  the  agent  of  the  buyer  or  seller  of  any  such  liquor  for  the 
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purpose  of  buying  or  selling  or  completing  the  sale  thereof,  saying  only  in 
the  actual  transportation  and  delivery  of  the  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars.  * 

SEa  240.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  ship  or  cause  to  be  shipped  from  one 
State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  District  of 
the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  District  at 
the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  any  package  of  or  packing  containing  any  spirituous,  Tlnoua,  malted, 
fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind,  unless  such  package  be  so 
labeled  on  the  outside  cover  as  to  plainly  show  the  name  of  the  consignee,  the 
nature  of  Its  contents,  and  the  quantity  contained  therein,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars;  and  such  liquor  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
United  States,  and  may  be  seized  and  condemned  by  like  proceedings  as  those 
provided  by  law  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  property  imported  into  the 
United  States  contrary  to  law.

Labeling  of  packages  of  liquors  under  section  240   of  the  Orimindl  Code 

(T.  D.  S0S9S). 

Tbeasxtbt  Depabtmknt,  June  6,  1910. 

Sib  :  The  department  duly  received  your  letter  of  March  12,  last,  relative  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  section  240  of  the  Criminal  Code  (T.  D. 
808d3)  for  the  labeling  of  packages  of  liquors. 

Referring  to  the  three  particulars  required  by  said  section  to  be  shown  on 
the  outside  cover  I  have  to  state  that  the  department  has  decided: 

1.  That  the  name  of  the  consignee  may  be  either  that  of  the  nominal  consignee 
or  the  ultimate  consignee. 

2.  That  the  nature  of  the  contents  may  be  described  In  general  terms  as 
**  brandy,**  "  whisky,"  '*  wine,"  etc.,  the  name  of  the  brand  not  being  required. 

3.  That  the  quantity  of  contents  may  be  expressed  either  by  the  number  of 
bottlefl,  as  "  12  bottles,"  or  "  24  half  bottles,"  or  "  1  dozen  quarts,"  or  "  2  dozen 
pints,"  etc.,  or  by  the  number  of  gallons,  quarts,  etc. 

The  examination  of  the  labeling  of  packages  of  liquor,  under  said  section, 
entered  for  immediate  transportation  to  interior  ports,  need  not  be  particu- 
larly minute  as  to  detail,  but  should  be  sufllciently  careful  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  merchandise  in  question  is  labeled  in  substantial  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.

As  a  matter  of  interest  in  this  connection,  the  following  copy  of  communica- 
tion from  Mr.  E.  Nichols  to  one  of  the  steamship  lines,  as  recent  as  20th  of 
June,  1910  (omitting  names),  is  submitted,  viz: 

"As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  I  represent  many  of  the  large  mills  In  the  west 
in  rdTerence  to  the  collection  of  their  claims  for  lost  and  damaged  flour  in 
transit  I  have  had  many  cases  wherein  flour  intended  for  export  via  the  port 
of  New  York  have  been  taken  aboard  your  vessels  and  in  each  Instance  I  have 
observed  that  In  taking  the  flour  from  the  inland  carriers  that  you  simply  sign 
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for  the  number  of  sacks  torn  and  mended  and  show  no  specific  light  weight 
from  these  sacks,  and  when  the  claims  are  presented  to  the  inland  carrier  they 
demand  that  th^  be  reduced  to  the  basis  of  five  pounds  per  sack,  which  greatly 

reduces  the  claim.    Now  I   have  before  me  one  Instance.   S/S Nov., 

1909,  1,000  sacks  flour  consigned  order,  and  when  this  consignment  was  deliv- 
ered to  the  steamer  you  simply  signed  for  14  sacks  torn  and  showed  no  light 
weight  on  the  receipt,  and  therefore  we  are  compelled  to  reduce  this  claim  to 
70  pounds  flour,  where  as  a  matter  of  fact,  when  this  flour  was  discharged  from 
your  steamer  there  was  a  shortage  of  601  pounds,  and  therefore,  if  the  shortage 
on  receipt  by  you  was  simply  70  pounds,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 

the  balance  of  the  shortage  would  be  a  good  claim  against line.    You 

will  therefore  appreciate  the  necessity  of  showing  the  exact  shortage  from 
sacks  torn  and  mended  when  the  shortage  appears  at  all  excessive,  and  I  would 
therefore  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  In  this  connection,  for  I  feel  that  you 
desire  to  protect  the  interests  of  my  clients  in  the  best  possible  manner. 

"  Kindly  advise  and  very  greatly  oblige." 

The  line  addressed  replied  to  Mr.  Nichols  that  it  is  not  customary  in  the  flour 
trade  to  comply  with  what  he  requests,  and  that  they  therefore  decline  to  do  so.

To  the  lines: 

Dear  Sirs  :  "  Condition  of  export  cargo  on  delivery  to  steamships." 

Last  general  communication  on  this  subject  Is  dated  June  22,  1910. 

The  action  of  all  lines,  all  North  Atlantic  ports,  taken  through  port  executive 
committee  June  9,  1910,  Is  as  follows : 

''Read  communication  from  the  freight  claim  conference  of  New  York  rail- 
roads, stating  that  they  have  developed  that  'outside  collecting  agencies,'  or 
claim  adjusters,  solicit  steamship  lines  for  Information  of  condition  and  char- 
acter of  freight  delivered  by  Inland  carriers — ^no  doubt  secured  for  claim 
purposes.  Request  made  that  such  Information  be  declined  by  steamship  lines. 
New  York  lines  are  prepared  to  adopt  a  rule  to  refraii)  from  so  doing  if  all 
lines  at  North  Atlantic  ports  take  same  action.  This  the  port  executive  com- 
mittee approve." 

.  In  going  deeply  into  all  relative  matters  It  was  discovered  that  the  New  York 
freight  claim  conference  covers  only  the  railroads  terminal  at  New  York, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore.  It  has  been  explained  to  the  chairman  of 
that  conference  that  the  steamship  action  is  intended  to  cover  all  ports,  New- 
port News  and  Norfolk  on  the  south  and  Montreal  and  Quebec  on  the  north, 
inclusive.  He  will  therefore  undertake  to  communicate  with  the  railroads 
terminal  at  the  ports  for  which  he  can  not  now  speak,  anticipating  that  they 
will  concur. 

The  action  of  the  steamship  lines  proposes  to  refuse  information  to  all  per- 
sons whatsoever,  except  connecting  carriers,  but  at  the  moment  the  New  York 
Freight  Claim  Conference  Is  not  in  position  to  adopt  this  as  an  invariable  propo- 
sition.   It  is  being  considered  by  them,  and  advice  will  follow  promptly. 

If  all  railroads  at  North  Atlantic  and  Canadian  ports  take  concurrent  action, 
secretary  understands  that  all  steamship  lines  are  ready  to  apply  the  rule  Just 
fls  soon  as  notice  Is  received  from  this  office.  It  will  not  be  given  until  the  New 
York  Freight  Claim  Conference  completes  its  work. 

The  New  York  Freight  Claim  Conference,  as  an  appreciation  of  the  proposed 
export  action,  will  take  concurrent  steps  on  Import  trafllc.

Dear  Sirs  :  "  Live  stock  attendants — import  and  export  (U.  S.  Government 
formalities)." 

The  existing  regulations  of  the  United  States  Immigration  Service  under 
Rule  42  deal  with  the  question  of  returning  cattlemen  employed  usually  by 
shippers  to  attend  to  live  stock  exported  from  the  United  States. 
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Arising  out  of  recent  Incidents  at  the  port  of  New  York,  It  seems  desirable  to 
ask  each  line  to  state  what  formalities  are  demanded  or  required  by  any  United 
States  authority  at  their  port.  Also  what  each  line  considers  requisite  under 
all  existing  circumstances  as  to  import  and  export  lire  stock  attendants. 

Please  individually  respond  as  promptly  as  possible.  Replies  will  be  tabu- 
lated, and  Hon.  William  Williams,  United  States  commissioner  of  Immigration 
at  New  York  will  probably  consent  to  serve  as  the  medium  for  working  out  some 
basis  which  shall  fully  cover  all  things  germane  hereto. 

For  preliminary  information  there  are  supplied  herewith  copies  of  Commis- 
sioner Willinms's  letter  to  Atlantic  Transiiort  IJne  July  20,  and  to  conference 
July  26,  1910.

Commissioner  Williams's  letter  to  Atlantic  Transport  Line  dated  July  20, 
1910: 

"  This  is  in  reply  to  your  favors  of  June  24  and  June  29,  in  which  you  request 
that  you  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  paying  in  head  tax  in  respect  of  arriv- 
ing cattlemen  until  such  time  as  it  shall  be  determined  whether  or  not  they 
have  gone  out  of  the  country  by  the  steamer  on  which  they  arrived.  I  think 
your  request  a  reasonable  one  and  take  pleasure  in  granting  it.  This  is  of 
course  conditioned  upon  your  continuing  fully  and  properly  to  manifest  all 
such  cattlemen.  I  assume  that  you  will  give  instructions  of  a  character  which 
will  not  be  misunderstood  to  all  of  your  subordinate  employees  concerned  that 
they  must  be  scrupulously  careful  In  their  reports  in  relation  to  these  cattle- 
men,-so  that  head  tax  shall  be  paid  without  any  question  upon  those  that  do 
not  leave  the  country.  This  office  will  carefully  observe  the  working  of  this 
new  arrangement  during  the  next  few  months." 

Commissioner  Williams  to  conference  dated  July  26,  1910 : 

"In  response  to  your  telephonic  request  of  the  25th  Instant,  I  submit  the 
following  in  reference  to  cattlemen  or  live-stock  attendants: 

"  Of  cattlemen  or  live-stock  attendants  employed  abroad  there  are  two  classes: 
(a)  Those  employed  by  the  steamship  companies  for  the  round  trip,  and  (b) 
those  employed  by  the  live-stock  owners.  All  cattlemen,  of  whichever  class, 
must  be  fully  manifested  and  inspected  upon  arrival,  the  same  as  other  aliens. 
If  in  the  employ  of  the  steamship  company  merely  for  the  round  trip- (class 
*A'),  this  must  be  so  stated  in  column  18.  If  employed  by  the  live-stock  owners 
(class  'B'),  their  destinations  in  the  United  States  with  cattle  must  be  ediown 
in  column  18  (it  being  presumed,  of  course,  that  they  are  not  going  to  Join  'a 
relative  or  friend').  Both  classes  sliould  be  manifested  in  column  6  as  'transit 
cattlemen '  and  in  column  15  it  should  be  shown  whether  they  are  on  the  *  ship's 
articles'  or  their  passage  was  paid  by  their  employers,  the  live-stock  owners. 
Head  tax  in  the  case  of  class  '  b '  is  assessed  in  the  regular  manner  and  placed 
in  a  special  deposit,  refund  to  be  made  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  proof 
of  departure  from  the  United  States  within  thirty  days.  In  the  case  of  class 
'a,*  the  tax  Is  not  assessed  until  it  can  be  determined  whether  or  not  sack 
cattlemen  or  live-stock  attendants  have  departed  from  this  country  by  the 
steamer  on  which  they  arrived.  The  final  destinations  (column  12)  of  'transit 
cattlemen  *  should  not  be  given  as  points  within  the  United  States.  The  places 
abroad  to  which  they  intend  to  return  after  delivery  of  cattle  or  live  stock 
should  be  given  as  the  final  destination. 

*•  Even  If  cattlemen  and  live-stock  attendants  be  employed  by  the  steamship 
companies  and  signed  on  the  '  ship's  articles,'  yet  the  Ck)vemment  has  never 
conceded  that  they  are  seamen  in  any  sense  of  the  word. 

"  For  your  Information,  I  inclose  copy  of  a  communication  addressed  by  this 
office  to  the  Atlantic  Transport  Line  under  date  of  July  20  with  reference  to 
the  assessment  of  head  tax  on  cattlemen  employed  by  steamship  comimnies."

"The  different  railroad  companies  have  been  exi)eriencing  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  delivering  freight  to  connecting  lines  and  steamship  companies  in  this 
harbor  on  account  of  the  diversity  of  receipts  that  are  used,  and,  after  a  series 
of  conferences  between  representatives  of  the  various  coastwise  lines  and  the 
railroad  companies,  a  uniform  receipt  has  been  adopted,  a  sample  of  which  is 
sent  you  herewith. 

The  white  form  is  used  on  straight  shipments ;  or,  in  other  words,  shipments 
tiiat  are  routed  through  to  destination  and  which  may  be  delivered  without  sur- 
render of  the  original  B/L.  The  blue  form  is  used  on  "  Order  "  shipments — 
1.  e.,  shipments .  which  will  not  be  delivered  at  destination  until  the  original 
B/L  has  been  surrendered. 

The  railroad  companies  would  like  to  have  some  uniform  receipt  used  in 
delivering  freight  to  trans-Atlantic  lines,  and  as  all  export  freight  is  known  as

THE   TRANS- ATLANTIC   FREIGHT  CONFERENCE    (NEW   YORK). 

[Confirmed  by  all  lines  aa  to  record  and  action.     Israed  June  22,  1910.1 

Minutes  of  a  meeting  held  at  No,  17  State  Street,  New  York,  on  Wednesday, 

June  8,  J910,  at  S.IO  p.  m. 

Present:  A.  C.  Fetterolf  and  W.  J.  Love,  American,  Atlantic  Transport,  Red 
Star,  and  White  Star  lines;  W.  J.  G.  Hudson,  Anchor  Line;  R.  L.  Walker  and 
F.  P.  Gaskell,  Cunard  Line;  Howard  Jones,  Fabre  Line;  Oscar  R.  Cauchois, 
French  Line;  W.  G.  Sickel,  A.  J.  Zock,  and  H.  Von  Schuckmann,  Hamburg- 
American  Line;  A.  Gips,  Holland-America  Line;  G.  Starace,  Italia,  La  Veloce, 
Naylgazione;  L.  A.  Morgan,  Lamport  &  Holt  Line;  H.  C.  Japp  and  Ft.  Rapp, 
North  German  Lloyd;  W.  L.  Walther,  Scandjlnavian-American  and  Sloman- 
Union  lines ;  J.  P.  McGiU,  Sicula-Americana ;  C.  H.  Georgi,  Wilson  and  Phoenix 
lines. 

1.  Storage  and  car  demurrage  at  seaboard  on  eoport  freight. — March  25, 1010, 
Trunk  Line  Association  submitted  proposal  of  trunk  line  traflSe  managers  and 
representatives  of  railroads  operating  from  Canadian,  New  Bngland,  and  Vir* 
ginia  ports.  This  was  transmitted  to  all  lines  at  all  ports  in  secretary's  memo- 
randum, March  28.  As  railroads  requested  joint  conference.  New  York  lines 
designated  Messrs.  Fetterolf,  Sickel,  Cauchois,  and  Hudson  as  a  special  com- 
mittee on  the  subject.  This  committee,  with  steamship  representatives  from 
other  ports,  met  railroads  April  20. 

The  proposal  was  not  accepted. 

But  in  an  endeavor  to  make  some  headway  negotiations  were  continued,  and 
a  further  meeting  between  committees  will  be  held  June  0. 
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After  healing  verbal  and  detail  report  of  special  committee  and  discussing  the 
matter  at  lengtii,  It  was  declared  as  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  all  New  York 
lines  are  opposed  to  any  proposition  involving  payment  of  car  demurrage  or 
storage  charges  by  steamship  lines,  and  It  was  understood  that  the  special  com- 
mittee would  argue  that  negotiations  should  be  shifted  to  and  conducted  be- 
tween railroads  and  shippers  on  all  points  Involved  In  the  premises. 

Note. — Proceedings  of  meeting  steamship  committees  with  railroads  on  June 
9,  1910,  appear  as  a  separate  document,  and  show  that  no  conclusion  could  be 
reached,  but  that  negotiations  are  likely  to  continue. 

2.  Demurraffe  on  lighters  in  the  port  of  New  York  (charged  by  railroads) — 
Development  of  regulations  on  subjects  of  common  interest  to  railroads  and 
steamships. — Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confer  with  a 
committee  of  Caribbean  conference,  and  with  any  other  groups  of  steamship 
lines  desiring  to  cooperate,  to  determine  If  some  proposition  can  be  framed  to 
deal  with  this  subject. 

Committee  being  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  develop  propositions 
on  any  others  which  are  of  common  Interest  to  railroads  and  steamship  lines. 

Messrs.  Walther,  Fetterolf  and  Berner  were  named  to  constitute  this 
committee. 

Note. — On  the  general  proposition,  port  executive  committee  members,  Trans- 
Atlantic  associated  freight  conferences,  ratified  this  action  at  their  meeting 
June  9,  1910,  and  will  cooperate  with  the  special  New  York  committee  in  behalf 
of  their  ports  respectively. 

3.  Cotton — Wrong  and  illegible  marks. — In  May,  1910,  steamship  Interests  at 
Savannah,  through  their  maritime  association,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"  In  consequence  of  the  confusion  that  has  resulted  and  the  serious  losses 
Incurred  on  account  of  delivering  cotton  to  steamers  at  loading  iK>rt  with  wrong 
and  illegible  marks,  which  has  resulted  in  receivers  enforcing  heavy  claims 
against  steamers  for  wrong  delivery  at  port  of  discharge,  we  find  it  necessary  to 
advise  all  shippers  that  on  and  after  September  1  next  ship  agents  will  reject 
any  cotton  not  durably  and  legibly  marked.  Marks  other  than  those  under 
which  the  cotton  Is  shipped  must  be  thoroughly  obliterated.  Transportation 
companies  are  therefore  notified  to  pass  this  information  to  their  Interior  agents, 
so  that  in  receipting  for  cotton  to  the  previous  carrier,  press,  or  shipper,  they 
may  take  similar  action  and  prevent  delay  and  trouble  at  the  port." 

Since  then  steamship  lines  at  Charleston,  Brunswick,  Fernandlna,  and  Jack- 
sonville have  ratified  this  resolution.  It  is  now  before  all  lines  members  of 
associated  freight  conferences. 

The  sense  of  this  resolution  Is  approved,  but  with  the  reservation  that  It 
might  well  be  modified,  as  In  its  present  form  it  might  be  difficult  to  actually 
refuse  a  shipment  or  a  part  thereof  on  account  of  absence  of,  wrong  or  Illegible 
marks,  and  It  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  lines  are  prepared  to  Join  in  a  general  circular 
of  all  lines  at  all  North  Atlantic  ports,  to  be  appropriately  worded,  and  provid- 
ing that  If  cotton  coming  under  this  description  is  presented  ship  has  the  right 
to  refuse  it. 

Such  general  circular  to  be  sent  to  all  connecting  carriers. 

Note. — This  resolution  was  ratified  as  to  all  lines  at  all  North  Atlantic  ports 
at  meeting  of  port  executive  committee,  trans-Atlantic  associated  freight  confer- 
ences, on  June  9,  1910. 

4.  Transportation  and  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors — Sections  2SS,  239,  and 
240f  Penal  Laws  of  the  United  States, — April  22,  1910,  all  lines  at  ports  notified 
(with  copies  of  these  sections)  of  letter  received  from  trunk  line  apsoclation, 
stating  that  they  should  receive  prompt  consideration  by  steamships  and  re- 
questing that  steamships  be  governed  by  .them  on  traffic  delivered  by  steam^lps 
to  railroads. 

The  sections  are  lengthy  and,  together  with  a  brief  thereof,  are  repeated  as  a 
part  of  these  proceedings.  Copy  also  attached  of  United  States  Treasury  Deci- 
sion 30661,  June  G,  1910. 

It  was  developed  as  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  matter  is  one  for  indi- 
vidual action;  also  that  many  lines  have  already  communicated  with  their 
offices  abroad;  that  receivers  have  been  posting  their  shippers;  and  that  in 
respect  to  import  traffic  it  is  probable  that  the  conduct  of  business  can  be 
readily  conformed  to  these  requirements  of  law. 

5.  Olardon  safety  clip, — Application  from  American  agency  that  lines  take 
cognizance  of  this  device.  It  was  considered  that  joint  action  here  was  unneces- 
sary. 
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6.  Bills  of  lading — Revision  of  permanent  uniform  conditions. — Subject  in 
hands  of  a  committee  of  New  York  lines,  their  current  report  being  dated  May 
14,  1909. 

New  York  committee  is  prepared  to  continue  its  work,  with  cooperation  of 
port  executive  committee  members  (which  was  assured  at  their  meeting  June 
9,  1910). 

Liverpool  Steamship  Owners'  Association  has  also  taken  up  the  subject,  and, 
according  to  custom,  it  will  be  dealt  with  Jointly. 

7.  Export  flour  shipments. — New  York  standing  committee  (Messrs.  Gips, 
Tjove,  Pentz,  and  Arkell)  made  a  report  upon  the  three  following  subjects: 

(a)  Necessity  of  overcoming  delay  in  delivery  to  steamship  lines  to  insure 
prompt  fulfillment  of  deliveries  to  consignees  abroad. 

(6)  Torn  and  soiled  sacks. 

(c)  Character  of  sacks — flimsy  cotton  being  insufficient. 

Unfortunately  the  Millers'  National  Federation  has  not  taken  any  definite 
or  binding  action  beyond  spreading  communications  from  conference  in  May, 

1909,  upon  the  records  of  their  mass  meeting  held  in  the  same  month. 

Note. — ^Port  executive  committee  members  arranged  at  their  meeting  June  9, 

1910,  to  participate  in  this  matter  as  necessary. 

8.  Condition  of  export  cargo  upon  delivery  to  steamships. — Read.  Communi- 
cation from  the  freight  claim  conference  of  New  York  railroads  stating  that 
they  had  developed  that  "outside  collecting  agencies"  or  claim  adjusters 
solicit  steamship  lines  for  information  of  condition  and  character  of  freight 
delivered  by  inland  carriers — no  doubt  secured  for  claim  purposes.  Request 
made  that  such  information'  be  declined  by  steamship  lines. 

On  call  of  the  roll  it  was  developed  that  New  York  lines  are  prepared  to 
adopt  a  rule  to  refrain  from  so  doing  if  all  lines  from  all  North  Atlantic  ports 
take  same  action. 

Note. — This  proposition  was  concurred  in  by  port  executive  committee  mem- 
bers at  their  meeting  June  9,  1910. 

9.  Cartage  on  import  traffic. — Regulations  of  trunk  lines  adopted  many  years 
ago  (and  in  consultation  with  steamship  lines)  appear  to  have  been  subject  to 
change  in  the  interval  without  mutual  consideration  of  the  causes  for  such 
changes,  and  Messrs.  Von  Schuckmann  and  McGill  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  examine  into  the  entire  subject  and  to  report.

MEMORANDA.

To  the  freight  managers.  United  States  port  trans-Atlantic  steam^ship  lines. 

Dear  Sirs  :  "  Transportation  and  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquors,"  penal  laws 
of  the  United  States  effective  January  1,  1910,  sections  238,  239,  and  240  ap- 
parently applying  also  to  trans-Atlantic  carriers. 

Mr.  McCain,  trunk  line  association,  calls  attention  to  these  sections,  which  are 
quoted  in  full  below. 

Action  by  the  lines  individually  seems  necessary. 

An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  brief  these  sections^  viz : 

Sec.  23S.  Any  agent  or  employee  of  any  common  carrier  who  slinll  know- 
ingly deliver  to  any  person  other  than  the  consignee,  unless  on  written  order, 
any  intoxicating  liquors  shipped  interstate  or  from  any  foreign  country  into 
any  State  or  Territory,  subject  to  United  States  Jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  239.  Any  such  carrier  transporting  intoxicating  liquors  who  shall  collect 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  purchase  price  from  consignee  or  any  other  person 
under  any  circumstances,  or  act  as  agent  or  buyer  or  seller  of  any  such  liquora^ 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  selling  or  completing  the  sale  thereof,  saving  only  in 
the  actual  transportation  and  delivery  of  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  240.  Whosoever  shall  knowingly  ship  into  such  United  States  territory 
any  package  of  or  containing  any  intoxicating  liquors,  unless  package  labeled 
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<Na  outside  cover  to  plainly  show  name  consignee,  nature  of  contents,  and 
quantity,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  and  such  liquor  shall 
be  forfeited. 

Mr.  McCains  letter  contains  the  following  observations:  "This  is  a  matter 
which  should  receive  prompt  consideration  by  steamship  lines,  and  they  are 
requested  to  arrange  to  be  governed  accordingly  on  traffic  delivered  by  them  to 
their  rail  connections,  with  advice  of  action  taken  as  early  as  possible/'

FULL   TEXT  OF    SECTIONS. 

Sec.  238.  Any  ofllcer,  agent,  or  employee  of  any  railroad  comi>any,  express 
company,  or  otber  common  carrier,  who  shall  knowingly  deliver  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  any  person  other  than  the  person  to  whom  it  has  been  consigned, 
unless  upon  the  written  order  in  each  instance  of  the  bona  fide  consignee,  or  to 
any  fictitious  person,  or  to  any  person  under  a  fictitious  name,  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  which  has 
been  shipped  from  one  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or 
place  noncontinguous  to  but  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof.  Into  another 
State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but 
subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject 
to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  239.  Any  railroad  company,  express  company,  or  other  common  carrier,  or 
any  other  person  who.  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind,  from  one 
State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but 
subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  into  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  District 
of  the  Ignited  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the 
United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof, 
shall  collect  the  purchase  price,  or  any  part  thereof,  before,  on,  or  after  delivery, 
from  the  consignee,  or  from  any  other  person,  or  shall  in  any  manner  act  as  the 
agent  of  the  buyer  or  seller  of  any  such  liquor,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  sell- 
ing or  completing  the  sale  thereof,  saving  only  in  the  actual  transportation  and 
delivery  of  the  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec  240.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  ship  or  cause  to  be  shipped,  from  one  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject 
10  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United 
States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  or  from 
any  foreign  country  into  any  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States, 
or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  thereof,  any  package 
of  or  imcking  containing  any  spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented,  or  other 
intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind,  unless  such  package  be  so  labeled  on  the  outside 
cover  as  to  plainly  show  the  name  of  the  consignee,  the  nature  of  its  contents, 
and  the  quantity  contained  therein,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars  f  and  such  liquor  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States,  and  may  be 
seized  and  condemned  by  like  proceedings  as  those  provided  by  law  for  the 
seizure  and  forfeiture  of  property  imported  into  the  United  States  contrary  to 
law.

Sib:  The  deiwrtment  duly  received  your  letter  of  March  12  last  relative  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  section  240  of  the  (niminal  Code  (T.  D. 
30393)  for  the  labeling  of  jiackages  of  liquors. 
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Referring  to  the  three  particulars  required  by  said  section  to  be  shown  on 
the  outside  cover,  I  have  to  state  that  the  department  has  decided: 

1.  That  the  name  of  the  consignee  may  be  either  that  of  the  nominal  con- 
signee or  the  ultimate  consignee. 

2.  That  the  nature  of  the  contents  may  be  described  in  general  terms,  as 
"  brandy,"  **  whisky,"  "  wine,"  etc.,  the  name  of  the  brand  not  being  required. 

3.  That  the  quantity  of  contents  may  be  expressed  either  by  the  number  of 
bottles,  as  "  12  bottles,"  or  -  24  half  bottles,"  or  "  1  dozen  quarts,"  or  "  2  dozeir 
pints,"  etc.,  or  by  the  number  of  gallons,  quarts,  etc. 

The  examination  of  the  lab*»llng  of  packages  of  liquor  under  said  section 
entered  for  immediate  transportation  to  interior  ports  need  not  be  particularly 
minute  as  to  detail,  but  should  be  sutticiently  careful  to  determine  whether  or 
not  the  merchandise  in  question  is  labeled  in  substantial  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.

Just  now  there  arc  api)»»arin^  at  the  iK)rt  of  New  York  "custody"  through 
bills  of  lading  of  coastwise  lines. 

It  seems,  in  order  for  trans-Atlantic  lines  to  accept  shipments  in  connection 
with  such  "custody"  tlnortch  hills  of  lading,  provided — 

(1)  There  is  attJiclxHl  agent's  nHeii»t  that  the  cotton  liad  been  loaded  within 
the  specified  time  at  the  southern  port,  and  in  all  other  respects  the  Kern  com- 
mittee circular  had  been  couii)lied  with. 

(2)  (Which  it  seems  almost  sui»orfluous  to  state)  the  connecting  carrier  is 
fully  responsible  for  all  thinjjs  concerned  with  the  shipment — a  guarantee  from 
the  connecting  carrier  in  that  event  seems  unnecessary.

MINUTES. 


The  Trans- Atlantic  Freight  Conference  (Netc  York) — Minutes  of  an  informal 
meeting  held  at  No.  17  State  Street,  Neto  York,  on  Wednesday,  August  17 j 
1910,  at  3.10  p.  m. 

Present :  A.  C.  Fetterolf  and  W.  J.  Love,  American,  Atlantic  Transport,  Red 
Star,  and  White  Star  lines;  James  T.  Dinsmore,  Booth  IJne;  F.  P.  Gaskell, 
Cunard  Line:  O.  R.  Cauchois.  French  Line;  W.  G.  Sickel,  A.  J.  Zock,  and 
Charles  Harrington,  Hamburg-American  Line;  A.  E.  Berner,  Lloyd  Italiano; 
Paul  Reltmann,  Lloyd  Sabaudo ;  H.  C.  Japp,  North  German  Lloyd ;  J.  P.  McGill, 
Sicula-Americana. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Oscar  R.  Cauchois  was  requested  to  act  as  chairman  of  the 
meeting. 

It  was  stated  that  the  meeting  had  been  called  to  consider  the  circular  letter 
of  Mr.  Kern,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  bill  of  lading  conference,  1907, 
dated  July  22,  1910,  regarding  various  new  features  In  respect  to  cotton  bill  of 
lading  matters.  The  "  additional  agreement "  embodied  on  third  page  of  ^Ir. 
Kern's  circular  letter  was  taken  up  and  discussed  informally  section  by  section. 

Section  1.  No  serious  objectl<ni  was  found  to  the  consecutive  numbering  of 
cotton  bills  of  lading,  although  it  was  not  developed  what  advantage  would  be 
derived  from  numbering  these  bills  of  lading. 
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Section  2.  As  to  the  question  that  cotton  on  a  port  bill  of  lading  be  actually 
loaded  on  steamer  within  ten  days  from  dote  of  such  bill  of  lading,  this  can  be 
complied  with  at  New  York  and  probably  at  other  North  Atlantic  ports,  but  it 
has  been  reported  that  the  time  limit  is  believed  to  be  too  short  to  meet  condi- 
tions existing  at  Gulf  ports. 

It  was  shown  with  regard  to  cotton  shut  out,  for  which  a  port  bill  of  lading 
had  been  issued,  that  the  time  limit  of  20  days  for  loading  after  sailing  of 
steamer,  for  which  port  bill  of  lading  had  been  issued,  was  erroneous,  but  that 
there  is  probably  no  objection,  except  on  the  part  of  such  lines  at  the  Gulf  which 
may  be  maintaining  only  one  sailing  per  month. 

Section  3.  In  regard  to  cotton  shipped  on  through  bill  of  lading  obligating 
the  steamship  line  to  put  it  on  the  carrying  vessel  within  21  days  after  date 
of  arrival  at  port  of  shipment,  opinion  was  that  this  condition  was  onerous  and 
could  not  be  enforced  by  the  carrying  vessel,  as  they  have  no  control  over  the 
railroad  or  coastwise  vessel  issuing  bill  of  lading  and  bringing  the  property  to 
the  port  of  shipment  of  the  ocean  carrier. 

It  being  understcHMl  that  a  number  of  the  owners  of  trau8-Atlrtuti<'  steamers 
have  already  signed  Mr.  Kem*s  "  additional  agreement/'  no  definite  action  was 
taken  beyond  an  expression  of  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  these  informal  com- 
ments should  be  transmitted  to  all  North  Atlantic  lines.

W.  H.  Russe,  of  Memphis:  and  Mr.  .John  I..  Alcock,  of  Bultinior(\  constituting  a 
committee  of  the  association  for  a  visit  to  Euroi>e,  sailinj:  from  New  York 
October  8  on  steamship  MinwupoU.s. 

The  attention  of  the  lines  Is  drawn  to  attached  copies  of  letters  received 
from  Mr.  Dickson,  dated  ITih  and  22d  September. 

They  explain  themselves. 

Lines  so  desiring  are  requested  to  promptly  stMid  to  conference  letters  of 
introduction  to  their  Kuropoan  offices  in  favor  of  this  committee  of  tlie  hiiuber 
exporters. 

Prior  to  their  sailing  several  of  the  port  executive  committee  members  will 
have  opportunity  to  meet  them  and  discuss  matters  in  ^jeneral. 

It  is  to  be  especially  noted  that  Mr.  Dickson  considers  that  the  existing 
arrangement  between  lumbermen  and  steamship  lines  is  working  satisfac- 
torily; however,  it  will  be  in  ')rder  to  consider  an  addition  to  jirovide  for  the 
enforceability  of  freight  contracts.  There  have  been  .several  instances  of  late 
where  lumber  shippers  have  not  carried  out  contracts  made  in  good  faith, 
claiming  that  they  were  able  to  get  less  ocean  rates  elsewhere.

Mr.  Dickson  to  conference,  Septeml>er  17,  11)10: 

"Mr.  W.  U.  Russe,  of  Russe  &  Burgess:  Mr.  John  L.  Alcock.  of  I»nltlnu)re: 
and  I  will  sail  on  tlie  steamship  MinjirajmUs  from  New  York  for  London  on 
October  8.  While  we  are  on  the  other  side  we  would  like  to  have  conferences 
with  various  steamship  lines  in  London.  IJverpool,  (Jlasj^ow,  and  Antwerp. 
If  not  asking  too  much,  I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you  would  jjlve  me 
a  letter  of  introduction  to  the  various  steamship  olfices  in  any  of  these  ports. 
We  might  be  able  to  ncci)inpllsh  a  great  deal  between  the  lines  and  onr  asso- 
ciation provided  we  can  call  ui)on  them  while  over  on  the  othe/  side  and  discuss 
matters  of  mutual  interest.     I  do  not  know  that  there  Is  any  one  particular 
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subject,  but  matters  which  would  be  of  general  Interest.  One  matter  which 
I  think  we  shall  want  to  discuss  while  we  are  over  there  Is  the  question  of 
damage  to  lumber  In  transit.  This  committee  Is  appointed  by  the  National 
Lumber  Exporters'  Association  to  make  this  trip  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
matters  of  Interest  to  the  lumber  trade,  and  while  there  would  like,  of  course, 
to  take  up  questions  with  steamship  lines  which  lines  are  members  of  our 
agreement. 

"  If  I  should  be  fortunate  to  be  in  New  York  a  day  before  Sjiillng.  I  should  like 
to  come  In  and  talk  matters  over  with  you.  If  I  am  able  to  do  this,  it  will 
be  on  the  7th  of  October*  I  fear,  however,  that  my  time  is  going  to  be  so 
limited  that  I  shall  be  obliged  to  not  leave  here  until  the  night  before  the 
day  for  sailing  for  I^ondon.  If,  however,  I  can  arrange  it,  I  should  be  very 
glad  to  have  a  conference  with  you  before  sailing." 

Mr.  Dlcksoh,  to  conference,  September  22,  1910 : 

"  I  have  yours  of  Sei)tember  20.  We  should  very  much  like  to  have  a  talk 
with  you  before  sailing  and  will  have  one,  providing  we  are  able  to  get  into 
New  York,  so  that  we  may  have  some  time  prior  to  the  sailing  of  the  Minneap- 
olis October  8. 

"As  I  wrote  you  in  a  former  letter,  one  of  the  matters  we  should  like  to  take 
up  with  the  lines  was  the  damage  to  lumber  In  transit,  or  more  properly  speak- 
ing, the  payment  of  claims  for  such  damage  without  so  much  imnecessary  trou- 
ble. Y^ou  will  understand  that  we  are  not  going  to  Europe  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  this  matter  with  steamship  lines,  but  are  going  for  the  purpose  of 
and  in  hoi)e6  of  lmj)roving  the  trade  conditions  between  the  two  countries. 
There  are  many  things  which  we  believe  can  be  greatly  Improved  by  a  personal 
interview  with  the  brokers  and  buyers ;  we  believe  it  will  facilitate  our  business 
greatly  for  the  brokers  and  buyers  to  understand  more  fully  the  conditions  ex- 
isting on  this  side,  and  for  us  to  understand  more  fully  conditions  as  they  exist 
over  there. 

"  While  we  were  over  we  thought  it  would  probably  be  well  to  make  the 
acquaintance  of  the  various  managers  of  the  steamship  lines.  I  am  very  pleased 
to  say  that  apparently  our  arrangement  or  agreement  with  the  steamship  lines 
5s  working  very  satisfactorily,  we  are  having  very  few  complaints  from  our 
members,  and  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  say  that  everything  Is 
working  along  as  smoothly  as  could  possibly  be  expected.  If  we  can  get  the  time 
to  si)eud  a  few  hours  with  you  before  sailing  we  shall  be  glad  to  do  so;  in  case 
we  can  not,  however,  we  will  be  glad  to  have  a  letter  of  introduction  to  the 
managers  of  the  various  steamship  lines,  so  that  we  may  call  on  them. 

The  Chairman.  ITow  far  are  these  passenger  rules  binding  upon 
the  several  steamship  companies  that  comprise  this  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  is  answered  by  the  resolution  No.  4  (Exhibit 
No.  134),  *'  That  the  members  of  this  Confeience  agree,  one  with  the 
other,  to  faithfully  abide  by  and  fulfill  every  rule  and  obligation 
adopted  at  its  meetings  or  otherwise,  in  spirit  as  well  as  letter,  and 
this  undertaking  is  considered  as  made  upon  honor  "  and  qualified  by 
rule  13: 

Any  member  niny  witlulnnv  from  the  Conferenceat  any  time  on  giving  written 
notice  of  intention  so  to  do  to  the  secretary. 

And  further  bv  rule  14 : 

No  line  or  any  of  its  officers  or  general  imssenger  agents  shall  be  justified  in 
committing  any  breach  of  any  Conference  rule  or  regulntion  because  some  other 
line  or  office  or  general  passenger  agent  has  been  or  is  alleged  to  be  doing  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Can  any  line  go  in  that  desires  to  do  so? 

Mr.  Sandford.  All  the  lines  in  the  trade  are  members  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Has  there  ever  been  a  refusal  to  permit  any  line  to 
join? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Never.  The  Mediterranean  Conference  started  in 
the  eighties  with  4  or  5  members  and  now  comprises  20. 
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Mr.  Gabrett.  All  the  lines  in  the  group,  all  that  are  en^ged  in  the 
trade,  are  members  of  the  particular  Conference  in  which  they  are 
interested.    Is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  GARRETr.  There  has  never  been  a  refusal  of  membership  to 
anybody  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  all  companies  at  all  times  been  members  of  the 
Conference;  has  there  ever  been  a  company  that  has  not  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  at  times  lines  have  not  been  members;  but  as  a 
general  thing,  the  lines  have  maintained  their  membership  perma- 
nently. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  those  cases  where  a  line  has  not  been  a  member  of 
the  Conference  has  there  been  any  concerted  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Conference  to  compete  with  that  particular  line? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Gakrett.  In  the  matter  of  rates  and  to  put  them  out  of  busi- 
ness? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  The  Continental  Conference,  I  understand,  con- 
sists of  those  lines  which  operate  between  continental  ports  and  the 
United  States? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  I  observe  that  the  American  Line  is  not  a  member 
of  that  Conference. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  American  Line  is  a  member  of  the  North- 
Atlantic  Passenger  Conference. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  But  not  a  member  of  the  Continental  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  The  American  Line  does  not  touch  a  "  conti- 
nental port.'' 

Mr.  tiONGwoRTH.  It  runs  to  Southampton 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  calls  at  Cherbourg,  and  for  that  reason  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Mediterranean  Conference. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Cherbourg  is  considered  a  Mediterranean  port? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Cherbourg  is  in  France  and  is  a  port  of  call  prin- 
cipally for  cabin  business.  No  freight  is  taken  on  or  off  at  Cher- 
bourg. It  is  also  a  short  route  for  north  Italy,  and  thus  used  by  the 
American  line  for  third-class  business. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Then  there  is  no  American  ship  that  touches  any 
continental  port  between  New  York  and  continental  ports? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  "continental  ports,"  so  termed  in  this  trade 
sense,  are  Havre,  Boulogne,  Rotterdam,  Amsterdam,  Antwerp,  Ham- 
burg, Bremen,  and  Libau,  and,  in  the  Adriatic,  Trieste  and  Fiume 
(the  national  port  of  Hungary). 

The  Chairman.  Then,  there  is  no  competition  whatever  between 
any  American  line  and  any  foreign  line  in  this  country  as  to  conti- 
nental ports? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  American  Line,  New  York  service,  conducts 
its  continental  business  by  way  of  Southampton,  transshipping ;  or,  in 
the  case  of  its  Philadelphia  service,  transshipping  at  Liverpool. 
With  the  closer  working  of  traffic  routes  to-day  it  was  found  best 
in  1908,  as  questions  were  coming  up  of  common  interest  to  the  so- 
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called  "  north  Atlantic ''  and  "  continental "  groups  of  the  Confer- 
ences, to  maintain  their  memoranda  of  and  their  meetings  as  joint ;  so 
I  might  say,  if  you  desire  a  categorical  reply,  that  the  -Mierican  Line 
is  a  member  of  the  Continental  Conference. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  it  is  a  member  of  the  Continental  Con- 
ference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  in  that  sense. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  But  only  in  the  sense  of  including  agreements 
for  transshipping? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Oh,  no,  indeed ;  the  British  lines  carry  a  large  con- 
tinental trajQIic  east  and  west  bound. 

The  Chairman.  What  agreements  have  you  in  these  Conferences 
in  regard  to  freight?    You  say  these  solely  affect  passenger  business? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  This  is  the  freight  [referring  to  exhibit 
marked  137a]. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  each  line  keep  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  con- 
ference a  schedule  of  its  passenger  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Each  Ime,  through  the  Conference  office,  gives  to 
the  other  lines  in  the  trade  copies  oi  their  published  tariffs  for  public 
information.  When  a  change  is  made  of  any  interest  to  the  public, 
it  is  provided  that  a  small  supply  of  about  40  copies  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Conference  office  and  by  the  Conference  distributed  to  all  the 
lines. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Have  the  proceedings  of  this  Conference  ever 
been  investigated  by  any  branch  of  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  On  what  occasion? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  the  Federal  grand  jury  for  this  district,  during 
this  year. 

Mr.  Longworth.  For  what  reasons? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  was  summoned  as  a  witness,  and  they  asked  about 
the  same  questions  you  are  asking  me  now. 

Mr.  IjOngwortii.  Did  you  turn  over  any  papers  to  them? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  was  the  conclusion  of  tlie  proceeding? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  have  never  heard  of  any  conclusion  whatever. 

Mr.  Hawi^y.  What  caused  the  grand  jury  to  make  the  investiga- 
tion? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know  that. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  Did  you  furnish  any  other  papers  than  those  you 
have  furnished  to  this  committee? 

Mr.  Sandford.  They  called  for  some  specific  documents,  but  I  think 
I  have  given  you  the  documents  typical  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Were  any  other  members  of  the  Conference  than 
yourself  summoned? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Before  the  grand  jury? 

Mr.  Ix)ngworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  I  think  that  Mr.  Boas  and  Mr.  li^derer,  of 
the  Hamburg- American  Line,  and  Mr.  Nyland,  of  the  Holland- 
American  Line,  were  the  onlv  steamship  witnesses  besides  myself. 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  no  further  proceedings  were  taken  than  your 
appearance  before  the  grand  jury? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 
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^  Mr.  Gakbbtt.  Take  the  matter  of  the  passenger  rates  by  all  the 
lines  in  this  Mediterranean  Conference.  Do  the  rates  happen  to  be 
the  same  on  each  line? 

Mr.  Sandford.  They  are  not  the  same. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  For  the  same  character  of  accommodations  ? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  About  the  same;  but  the  ships  vary  in  size  and 
speed  and  capacity  and  equipment. 

The  Chairman.  The  rates  diflFer  in  any  line  between  different  ves- 
sels of  that  line,  do  they  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chaibman.  Is  not  the  general  character  of  rates  the  same 
throughout  all  the  steamship  companies  that  are  members  of  this 
Conference? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  You  are  speaking  of  cabin  or  steerage  rates  ? 

The  Chairman.  Everythmg. 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  Cabin  rates  are  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the 
character  of  the  accommodation,  the  number  of  passengers  in  a  room, 
location  of  room,  etc. 

The  Chaibman.  And  steerage? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  Steerage  rates  are  based  in  a  general  way  upon  the 
quality  of  the  ship,  her  speed  and  size. 

Mr.  Hawuby.  Take  vessels  of  the  same  class  among  the  several  lines. 
Do  the  passenger  rates 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  I  am  only  giving  a  general  observation,  because  each 
line  fixes  its  own  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Take  vessels  of  the  same  class  in  the  same  line.  Do 
the  same  passenger  rates  prevail  for  the  same  accommodations 
exactly? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Of  the  same  line? 

Mr.  Hawuby.  In  different  lines? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  Not  necessarily. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Well,  do  they  as  a  fact? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  Not  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  I  understand  that  you  have  testified  you  do  not 
control  the  rates.    But  what  is  the  fact  about  that  ? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  The  rates  are  fixed  in  Europe. 

Mr.  HAWiiEY.  Suppose,  as  a  matter  of  facfc,  I  wanted  to  go  to 
Continental  Europe,  and  I  went  to  the  different  offices  of  the  steam- 
diip  companies  here  in  New  York  and  applied  for  rates  on  vessels 
of  the  same  class  all  the  way  through,  for  accommodations  of  the  same 
kind,  the  same  number  of  passengers  in  a  room,  and  the  same  accom- 
modations in  every  respect  whatever,  would  the  rates  be  the  same? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  About  the  same,  I  should  judge;  the  level  would  be 
about  the  same  for  equivalent  ships. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  What  about  freight  rates  in  that  respect  ? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  Freight  rates  are  governed  by  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand. 

Mr.  Lonowobth.  Are  there  any  other  lines  now  operating  between 
New  York  and  continental  ports  that  are  not  members  of  the  Con- 
ference? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  No  established  lines  at  all  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Conference. 

Mr.  Lonowobth.  What  is  the  Uranium  Steamship  Company? 
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Mr.  Sandfobd.  I  don't  know.  It  is  a  steamship  company  running 
between  Rotterdam,  Halifax,  and  New  York,  and  employing  aboat 
three  steamers,  I  believe. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Is  it  foreign  owned  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  believe  sa 

Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  Does  it  sail  under  the  Dutch  flag? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  sure  about  that 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  That  is  not  a  member  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Have  they  ever  made  any  applicati(m  to  become  a 
member? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Na 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  this  lettter  of  February  11,  1910,  or  circular,  ojp 
whatever  it  may  be  called  [referring  to  exhibit  No.  184],  the  fifth 
resolution  reads  as  follows : 

That  tlie  mecnbers  of  this  OonfereBce  undertake  to  consider  and  maintain  aU 
questions  and  actl<Mi8  that  nMiy  ^  conatdered  or  adopted  in  connectioii  herewttli 
as  sacred  and  confidential  in  the  highest  degree;  and  that  in  any  case  wiMfe 
it  is  necessary  to  communicate  conference  or  individual  action  to  anyone  what- 
soever, it  shall  be  done  as  an  individual  communication  or  instructions^  and  no 
retavnce  shall  be  matte  to  conterance  action. 

What  is  the  reason  of  that  resolution? 
Mr.  Sandford.  The  concluding  sentence. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  And  that  reads : 

« 

This  resolution  also  means  that  minutes,  memos,  and  dockets  shall  not  be 
communicated  to  general  ftassenger  agents  who  may  be  acting  as  agents  or  sub- 
agoits  of  other  lines. 

No  other  reason  except  to  prevent  their  being  communicated  to  the 
agents  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  idea  is  that  the  proceedings  of  the  lines  need 
not  be  public  to  tlie  booking  agents. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Why  so  stringent  a  resolution? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Because  it  was  found  that  sometimes  agents  knew 
what  was  being  considered  in  conference.  There  might  be  leaks,  and 
it  did  not  seem  fitting  that  a  person  who  was  employed  on  a  commis- 
sion, doin^  a  very  small  business  and  representinff  poesibly  <mly  two 
or  three  Imes,  should  know  what  the  lines  tliemsdves  were  doing. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  These  actions  are  in  your  book  of  minutes? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  ^ou  bring  that  book  of  minutes  with  you  to-dav  t 

Mr.  Sandford.  This  is  a  single  set  of  minutes  of  this  series  of  the 
Mediterranean  conference  [referring  to  Exhibit  134]. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  You  mean  that  you  keep  no  minutes  of  the  actions 
of  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  Sanford.  Oh,  j%a;  minutes  of  this  character. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  you  bring  the  book  of  minutes  with  you  this 
morning? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  but  I  brought  the  mt  of  memos  aad  commiQii- 
cations  that  transpired. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  But  it  occurs  to  me  that  in  the  course  of  your  buai* 
ness  in  your  conference  maetingSj  that  various  motions  would  be  aude 
&om  time  to  time  affecting  the  business  of  the  conferenoe,  and  that 
you  must  keep  a  record  of  those  motions  and  aotio^a.  You  keep  mdi 
a  record,  do  you  not? 
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Mr.  Sandfobd.  They  are  all  right  here,  sir  [indicating  papers  on 
table]. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Do  you  keep  no  book  of  minutes? 

Mr.  Sandfosd.  They  are  made  on  this  manifold,  hectograph  or 
mimeograph  process. 

Mr.  Garbett.  In  the  Freight  Conference,  do  the  several  lines  of 
steamers  keep  their  freight  rates  on  file,  tneir  schedule  of  freight 
rates  on  file? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Freight  Conference  deals  with  noncompetitive 
subjects  purely. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Suppose,  for  example,  that  for  some  reason  or 
other  a  line  which  was  a  member  of  this  Conference  should,  on  any 
particular  trip,  reduce  rates  so  far  that  they  would  make  the  trip  at 
a  loss.  Would  that  loss  be  prorated  among  other  members  of  the 
conference  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Has  there  ever  been  such  a  case? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Could  such  a  case  happen  without  you  knowing 
it,  as  secretary  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Then  you  must  keep  pretty  well  advised  in  regard 
to  the  rates,  even  though  the  Conference  does  not  fix  them  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  is  a  matter  of  routine — ^the  exchange  of  circulars, 
which  are  promptly  delivered  among  all  the  lines. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Have  you  ever  miown  of  a  case  where  rates  were 
placed  so  low  that  a  trip  was  made  at  a  loss  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  In  times  gooe  by  there  have  been  low  rates;  not  in 
recent  years.    There  have  been  rates  as  low  as  $14  or  $15. 

Mr.  Longwortm.  That  is,  steerage  rates  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  The  average  rate  is  about  what? 

Mr.  Sandford.  About  $32  or  $35 ;  it  depends  upon  the  trade. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Would  a  rate  of  $30  be  profitable,  in  your 
opinion  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  h^ve  never  had  access  to  the  figures  showing  the 
cost  of  carrying  passengers.  A  great  many  things  would  have  to  be 
brought  into  consideration — ^the  expense  of  the  ship,  depreciation, 
the  number  of  passengers,  and  so  forth. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  have  anything  whatever  to  do  with  mak- 
ing arrangements  with  the  railroad  companies  which  take  steerage 
passengers  after  they  are  landed  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  What  does  the  Conference  do  in  that  regard? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  arran^ments  to  through-book'  westbound 
third-class  pasBengers  have  existed  since  1897,  and  have  been  found 
salutary.  There  has  been  a  complete  extinction  of  the  middle  man 
and  the  scalpo:.  A  steamship  company  would  not  accept  a  passenser 
bound  to  an  interior  point  unless  he  were  througfa-boolDea  to  that 
point.  It  is  an  arrangement  whidi  has  been  highfy  praised,  and  yn 
often  confer  with  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  about  it.  It  has 
cured  all  the  evils  of  scalpinr. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean,  mr  instance,  that  if  a  person  was  coming 
from  Italy,  say,  to  Chicago  or  to  Denver  or  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  or 
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any  point  away  from  this  port,  that  he  would  be  required  to  have 
passage  to  that  point  of  destination? 

Mr.  Sandford.  If  he  declared  that  as  his  destination.  There  is  a 
great  simplification  by  that  arrangement  at  Ellis  Island  or  any  other 
Grovernment  landing  place,  if  the  passengers  who  come  in  on  the 
steamer  have  rail  orders  in  their  possession.  It  is  a  guaranty  that 
the  railroad  will  carry  the  passenger  to  that  point. 

The  Chairman.  Do  the  railroads  pay  a  commission  for  such  work? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  To  whom  is  that  paid  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  To  the  individual  steamship  company  when  the 
accountings  are  cleared  between  them. 

The  Chairman.  Does  the  Conference  have  anything  to  do  with 
that  ? 

"Mr.  Sandford.  Nothing  to  do  with  the  accountings. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  have  anything  to  do  with  causing  the 
railroads  to  make  a  considerable  difference  m  rates  between  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  and  those  people  that  are  not  members  of  the 
Conference  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rates  are  those  published  in  the  immigrant 
tariffs  of  the  various  railroads  of  the  country.  The  rates  are  filed 
with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  Chairman.  Are  those  controlled  bv  the  Commissioner  of 
Immigration. 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  They  are  just  the  separate  rates  that  are  made 
with  the  several  railroad  companies? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  compilation  known  as  the  trunk  line  immigrant 
tariff  exists,  covering  all  rail  business.  The  coastwise  lines  who  en- 
gage in  the  same  business  publish  their  individual  tariffs,  because 
their  rates  are  different. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  Mr.  William  C.  Moore? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  What  has  he  got  to  do  in  regard  to  the  immi- 
grants coming  in  here  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Moore  Company  conducts  the  transfer  of  im- 
migrant passengers,  who,  in  this  port,  must  be  transported  to  Ellis 
Island  for  examination. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  the  same  contract  that  Biglin  had  at  one 
time? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  the  Moore  Company  have  transferred  immi- 
grants to  Ellis  Island  or  the  existing  Government  landing  place,  so 
far  as  I  know,  continuously  since  1873. 

The  Chairman.  Have  they  any  particular  contract  or  agreement 
with  the  conference  committee? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Moore  Company  have  a  contract  with  all  of 
the  sttemship  companies  describing  the  performance  which  they  are 
expected  to  conduct,  with  the  rates  for  service,  and  which  requires 
them  to  maintain  their  floating  equipment  at  the  highest  efficiency, 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  United  States  authorities.  It  has  been 
very  satisfactory  in  all  these  years.  Mr.  Moore's  company  has  never 
lost  the  life  of  n,  passenger,  has  never  even  injured  a  passenger. 

The  Chairman.  Has  the  Moore  Company  or  Mr.  Wilfiam  C. 
Moore  any  contract  with  your  conference  f 
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Mr.  Sandford.  No.    It  is  with  the  individual  companies. 

The  Chairman.  And  there  is  the  same  rate  for  the  transfer  of 
passengers  from  one  line  as  from  another  line  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  As  far  as  ^ou  know,  does  he  ever  make  any  dif- 
ference  if  there  is  a  line  that  is  not  a  member  of  the  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chaukman.  Do  you  think  the  Uranium  Line,  of  which  Mr, 
Longworth  spoke  a  moment  ago,  could  get  the  same  rates  for  the 
transfer  of  these  immigrants  to  Ellis  Island  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know.    The  question  has  never  arisen. 

The  Chahiman.  It  never  has  arisen  at  all? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  are  these  passenger  rates  fixed? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  In  Europe. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  the  Mediterranean  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  head  offices  of  the  companies  are  in  Europe. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  a  Conference  in  Europe? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  does  it  meet? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  a  Conference  of  the  English  lines  in  Liver- 
pool; of  the  lines  engaged  in  continental  business  in  Germany,  and 
1  believe  that  there  must  be  a  committee  of  some  sort  of  head  offices 
in  Italy. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Are  those  Conferences  very  similar  to  this  Confer- 
ence here  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  familiar  with  that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  know  how  that  is? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  know  in  a  general  way  something  of  those  con- 
ferences, the  purposes  of  them  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  They  are  entirely  separate  from  the  Conferences 
here. 

Mr.  Garrett.  There  is  no  connection  between  the  Conference  here 
and  the  Conference  there ;  are  you  not  advised  of  what  is  done  at  the 
Conferences  there? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  advise  the  Conference  there  of  what  is  done 
at  the  Conference  here  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  ever  visited  those  Conferences  there? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  I  did  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Con- 
ference several  years  ago  for  a  short  while,  which  was  discussing  some 
matters  about  American  railroad  business. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Freight  business? 

Mr.  Sandford.  American  railroad  passenger  business. 

Mr.  Garrett.  ^Vhat  about  the  freight  rates;  are  they  fixed  too? 
Say,  for  instance,  from  Chicago  to  Liverpool,  are  those  freight  rates 
fixed? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  That  would  be  a  dual  transaction;  a  transac- 
tion between  a  shipper  and  an  inland  carrier,  either  of  whom  might 
apply  to  a  steamship  line  who  could  serve  in  the  matter.  It  would 
quote  its  current  ocean  rate,  and  upon  that  would  be  based  the 
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through  rate  made  up  of  those  two  parts.  The  steampship  line 
quotes  ocean  rates  only. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  never  any  Conference  in  connection  with 
the  rates  for  steerage  passengers  j  does  not  that  change  constantly,  and 
does  not  that  come  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Not  here. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Where  is  the  rate  on  the  American  line  fixed  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  suppose  by  the  European  offices  of  the  American 
line,  or  the  New  York  offices.    They  are  right  here. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Where  did  you  say  this  Mediterranean  Conference 
was  held  in  Europe — what  point  in  Europe? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  under  the  impression  that  there  is  probably  a 
committee  of  the  Mediterranean  lines  either  at  Naples  or  Genoa. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Is  the  American  line  a  corporation  by  itself? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  presume  so. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  is  not  a  part  of  the  property  of  the  Interna- 
tional Mercantile  Marine? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  organization. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  thought  when  you  said  that  the  rates  were  fixed 
by  the  European  offices  that  that  might  mean  that  they  were  fixed 
by  the  offices  of  the  Mercantile  Marine,  which  controls  vessels  other 
than  American  vessels. 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  might  be  so. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  are  an  American  citizen,  are  you  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Do  vou  know  what  the  rate  to-day  is  for  steerage 
passengers  from  abroad  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  varies  by  ships  and  ports. 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  from  New  York. 

Mr.  Sandford.  To  what  point? 

The  Chairman.  We  will  say  on  the  Hamburg- American  Line. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Coming  to  New  York? 

The  Chairman.  Say  on  the  Hamburg- American  Line,  coming  to 
New  York;  yes. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  suppose  their  rates  vary  according  to  the  ships. 
I  do  not  keep  the  rates  in  my  head.    Probably  about  $33. 

The  Chairman.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  there  is  such  a  thing  as  an 
independent  line  that  is  outside  of  your  Conference,  are  not  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  several  steamship  lines  members  of  your  Conference,  so 
as  to  keep  business  away  from  an  independent  line? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  You  know  of  nothing  of  that  kind? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  satisfied  that  they  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  you  do  not  Imow  what  the  Uranium  Line 
is?  I  think  you  said  that  in  answer  to  Mr.  Longworth's  question. 
I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  did  not  know  what  the  Uranium 
Steamship  Company  was. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  was  asked  if  I  understood  correctly  the  nation- 
ality of  the  ships. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  No;  I  asked  you  first  whether  there  was  any 
other  steamship  company  plying  between  this  country  and  any  con- 
tinental port  that  was  not  a  member  of  your  Conference  and  you  said 
no,  and  then  I  asked  you  if  you  knew  of  the  Uranium  Line,  and  I 
understood  you  to  say  you  had  never  heard  of  it. 
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Mr.  Sandford.  Oh.  I  have  heard  of  the  Uranium  Line. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  But  you  know  nothing  about  it? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  said  I  knew  nothing  aix>ut  it.  It  is  a  name  used 
by  a  line  operating  three  or  four  steamers,  but  I  am  quite  sure  it  is 
not  a  regularly  established  line. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  that  they  do  not  have  any  steamers 
that  go  at  regular  stated  times? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  mean  to  say  that  I  do  not  know  by  whom  the 
ships  are  owned,  or  anything  about  them. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  What  do  you  define  to  be  a  regularly  established 
line? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  line  which  owns  its  own  ships  and  maintains  a 
service  and  carries  out  its  undertakings. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  would  not  necessarily  mean  that  vessels  should 
sail  at  stated  intervals? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Tramp  steamers  would  be  a  regularly  established 
line,  could  they  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  doubt  it. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  Is  not  the  only  distinction  between  a  tramp 
steamer  and  a  regular  steamer  the  fact  that  a  tramp  steamer  sails  at 
irregular  intervals? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  tramp  steamer  goes  wherever  it  chooses.  A  reg- 
ular line  maintains  a  service  between  specified  points,  whereas  a 
tramp  engages  in  any  trade  it  sees  fit,  either  passenger  or  freight 
business. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  state  positively  that  there  is  no  case  where 
a  steamer  belonging  to  any  member  of  your  Conference  that  may 
have,  for  some  reason,  fixed  rates  so  low  that  a  given  trip  was  made 
at  a  loss,  where  that  loss  was  prorated  among  the  members  of  the 
Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  As  far  as  the  work  that  I  have  knowledge  of  is 
concerned,  I  can  say  that  there  is  nothing  of  the  sort. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  there  never  has  been  such  a  case  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Never  by  the  conference  in  America.  I  only  speak 
of  what  I  know. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  asked  you  if  there  had  ever  been  a  case  where 
the  loss  was  prorated  among  members  of  the  Conference.  I  did  not 
say  necessarily  through  the  Conference,  but  among  the  members  of 
the  Conference. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know.  It  has  never  been  done  to  my  knowl- 
edge. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Could  you  state  positively  that  there  never  has 

been  such  a  case  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know.  I  say  so  far  as  my  knowledge  goes, 
I  think  not.    I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Would  you,  as  secretary  of  the  Conference,  sup- 
pose that  such  a  prorating  had  been  made,  necessarily  know  it  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  If  any  prorating  had  been  made  by  the  Conference 
I  should  certainly  know  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Now  you  are  speaking  of  the  oJ9icial  action  of  the 
Conference  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 
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Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  But  you  would  not  know  it,  if  certain  members 
of  the  Conference,  perhaps  not  in  the  Conference  office,  agreed  over 
the  telephone,  we  will  say? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  would  not  know  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  would  not  know  of  any  such  case  that  did 
not  come  as  a  part  of  the  regular  meetings  set  down  in  the  minutes 
of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  would  know  if  anything  of  that  sort  occurred.  I 
never  heard  that  it  did,  in  the  Conference. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  My  question  was  whether  if  a  steamer  belonging 
to  a  company  which  was  a  member  of  the  Conference  had,  by  reason 
of  reducing  rates  for  some  purpose  or  other,  made  that  trip  at  a  loss; 
that  that  loss  could  be  prorated  among  steamers  belonging  to  other 
members  of  the  Conference  without  your  knowing  it? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  could;  certainly. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  could  be  done? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Surely. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  any  other  character  of  organization  aside 
from  these  Conferences  here,  between  the  companies? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  These  are  the  only  organizations  they  have  in  this 
country  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  When  these  committees  come  together,  do  they  dis- 
cuss the  matters  of  rates  there? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Neither  freight  nor  passenger? 

Mr.  Sandford.  At  times  some  of  the  groups  of  freight  lines  have 
endeavored  to  discuss  rates,  but  only  informally  and  without  any 
binding  force.    Each  line  has  its  individual  rates. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Well,  there  is  not  any  binding  force  about  anything 
they  do,  except  so  far  as  it  is  observed  as  a  matter  of  honor,  is  there  1 

Mr.  Sandford.  Surely. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Are  questions  of  pending  legislation  discussed 
in  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  You  are  speaking  now  of  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Any  legislation  affecting  them. 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  has  never  been  the  slightest  discussion  or 
reference  to  subsidy  legislation  in  the  Conference. 

The  Chairman.  To  any  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  Last  year  there  was  a  discussion  in  the 
Freight  Conference  in  regard  to  a  bill  of  lading  bill  at  Washington. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  How  about  legislation  relating  to  immigration? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Immi^ation  matters  are  limited  in  the  Conference 
work  purely  to  the  relations  which  are  maintained  through  the  stand- 
ing committee  on  immigration  and  navigation  laws  with  the  immi- 
gration officials  of  the  Government. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  You  have,  then,  a  committee  which  deals  with 
questions  of  legislation? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  questions  of  law. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  You  mean  the  enforcement  of  the  law  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  enforcement  of  the  law.  But  it  was  found 
convenient  by  Secretary  Straus,  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and

Labor,  to  communicate  with  one  person  or  office,  rather  than  to  com- 
municate with  26  odd  steamship  lines,  and  out  of  a  meeting  in  the 
office  of  Secretary  Straus  several  years  ago  has  grown  up  a  close 
association,  both  with  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  at  Washington 
and  with  the  local  Commissioners  of  Immigration,  and  in  order  to 
explain  that  work,  I  brought  along  the  latest  document  which  has 
been  issued  by  the  committee  on  immigration  laws.  It  concerns  sec- 
tion 12  of  the  act  of  1907.  Here  is  a  copy  of  a  communication  which 
was  sent  out  to  all  lines,  which  is  an  example  of  the  clearing  house 
purposes,  for  which  the  Conference  is  maintained.  The  Conference 
office,  by  the  correspondence  conducted  by  me  with  the  Commissioner 
of  Immigration  at  Ellis  Island  and  the  Commissioner  General  of 
Immigration  at  Washington,  has  developed  a  system  for  obtaining 
answers  to  certain  questions  on  the  part  of  all  outgoing  passengers, 
so  that  the  department  may  maintam  statistics  of  east  bound  traffic. 
I  was  asked  yesterday  if  any  of  the  linas  other  than  trans- Atlantic 
lines  had  applied  for  membership  in  the  Conference.  Here  is  a  case 
where,  while  they  are  not  members,  yet  many  of  them  are  interested ; 
they  have  the  full  benefit  of  the  information  which  our  office  so  labori- 
ously works  up  to  simplify  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  any  par- 
ticular regulation  that  the  Government  desires  to  have  all  carriers 
conduct. 

The  Chaibman.  You  have  a  complete  line  of  information  in  regard 
to  the  rates,  both  freight  and  passenger,  have  you  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Well,  this  is  immigration. 

The  Chairman.  I  understand  that ;  but  I  mean  you  also  have  com- 
plete information  in  regard  to  rates,  both  freight  and  passenger, 
nave  you  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No,  not  complete.  The  freight  rates  fluctuate  daily. 
I  explained  that  the  steamship  companies,  as  a  matter  of  convenience, 
send  passenger  circulars  to  the  Conference  office.  They  are  public 
circulars.  They  are  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  desire  to  make  use 
of  them  and  keep  informed. 

The  Chairman.  But  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  must 
certainly  desire  to  keep  himself  advised  in  regard  to  what  the  rates 
are,  both  passeuj^er  and  freight.  Now,  does  he  have  to  communicate 
with  the  26  different  steamship  lines  which  are  members  of  your 
Conference,  or  does  he  communicate  with  you  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do  not  think  he  maintains  those  figures. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  What  is  the  meaning  of  the  expression  "  progress  " 
[indicating]  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Simply  "  one  of  many."  There  are  five  files  on  that 
one  subject.  The  correspondence  in  regard  to  this  question  has  been 
going  on  periodically  ever  since  the  law  of  1907  was  passed. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  standing  committees  have  you  in  this 
Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  standing  committee  on  immigration  and  naviga- 
tion laws;  a  standing  committee  on  customs;  two  standing  committees 
on  railroad  matters.  Those  are  passenger  committees.  There  is  one 
standing  committee  on  freight,  the  executive  committee  of  the  Trans- 
Atlantic  Associated  Freight  Conferences. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  not  any  standing  committee  on  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 
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The  Chairman.  Do  I  understand  you  correctly  to  say  ttiat  this 
Conference  has  absolutely  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  rates  for 
either  passenger  or  freight  in  any  of  the  trans- Atiantic  business? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  HAWI4ET.  Do  the  lines  exchange  circulars  of  rates  between  them- 
selves? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  it  is  unnecessary,  because  of  the  system  which 
the  Conference  maintains. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words,  the  steamship  companies  send  you 
a  schedule  of  rates  from  day  to  da}r? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  the  steamship  companies  send  to  the  Confer- 
ence office  a  small  supply  of  each  of  the  passenger  circulars  they  issue 
for  public  information. 

The  Chairman.  In  regard  to  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  In  regard  to  rates. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  distribute  those  to  the  other  members  of 
the  Conference?    - 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  have  not  anv  committee  that  takes  into 
consideration  the  question  of  rates  as  to  what  they  shall  be? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  And  that  does  not  in  any  way  enter  into  any  of 
your  councils,  whether  you  call  it  an  executive  committee  or  a  stand- 
ing committee? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  a  memorandum  made  of  every  action  taken  in  the 
Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  memorandum  of  some  kind  is  made. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Of  everv  action? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawxjey.  If  the  members  of  the  Conference  should  informally 
discuss  the  question  of  rates,  that  must  appear  in  the  minutes? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  would,  if  such  a  discussion  occurred. 

Mr.  Long  worth.  Is  there  a  stenographer  to  report  your  discus- 
sions? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Not  ordinarily. 

The  Chairman.  A  good  many  of  those  discussions  take  place  by 
correspondence  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  and  by  telephone. 

The  Chairman.  Yes.  I  judge  by  these  papers  you  submit  here 
that  it  is  frequently  a  question  of  a  few  people  getting  together  and 
making  a  decision  as  to  what  they  will  do,  and  then  you  send  out 
these  circulars  to  the  several  members  of  the  Conference,  and  you  tell 
them,  by  a  statement  I  see  in  one  of  these  exhibits,  that  if  they  do  not 
answer  pretty  soon  it  will  be  considered  that  they  have  approved  and 
confirmed. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  practically  the  modus  operandi  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  was  it  on  a  minor  question,  because  the  proce- 
dure provides  that  no  line  shall  be  bound  by  any  action  which  does 
not  meet  with  its  approval.  Acticn  must  be  Jiiauimous.  You  are 
referring  to  a  routine  appointment  of  an  agent,  are  yon  not? 

The  Chairman.  I  do  not  remember.  I  saw  something  of  that 
kind  in  here. 
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Mr.  Hawlsy.  These  are  the  rules  of  1905  and  1906.  Are  they  the 
same  to-day  as  they  were  then? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  has  been  no  change  ? 

Mr.  Sandpobd.  No. 

Mr.  Qarkbtt.  You  have  filed  the  rules  of  the  South  American  Con- 
ference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  conferences  with  which  I  am  connected  are 
purely  trans- Atlantic. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  are  not  connected  with  the  South  American 
Conference  in  any  way? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  The  onLj  commmiication  I  might  have  with  a 
line  other  than  the  trans- Atlantic  lines  would  be  on  a  routine  matter. 
They  might  call  up  in  connection  with  some  Government  request,  for 
instance,  this  present  matter  of  manifests  of  outgoing  citizens  and 
aliens,  all  the  steamship  companies  plying  in  foreign  commerce  are 
waiting  the  conclusion  of  the  development  of  the  form  and  method, 
which  nas  now  practically  been  reached. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who  IS  present  at  meetings  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  This  is  indicative  [indicating].  This  is  a  meeting 
of  the  Mediterranean  Conference. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  mean  only  agents  of  the  lines. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Agents  or  the  manager  of  the  departnienl  con- 
cerned in  the  question. 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  yourself? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Are  there  ever  anv  attorneys  in  attendance? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  the  Conference  has  no  attorney. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Are  there  ever  any  attorneys  of  the  lines  in  at- 
tendance at  meetings  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  5fo.  We  did  submit  to  counsel  two  years  ago  a 
request  for  an  opinion  on  the  matter  of  the  rules  which  you  see  be- 
fore you.  That  is  the  only  occasion  when  we  have  had  to  consult 
counsel. 

Mr.  Hawijey.  Why  did  you  submit  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  We  wanted  to  be  certain  that  the  rules  were  quite 
satisfactory  and  reasonable  in  all  respects. 

The  Chairman.  They  wanted  to  find  out  whether  they  interfered 
with  the  interstate-commerce  law? 

Mr.  Sandford.  We  wanted  to  be  sure  that  they  did  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then,  as  I  understand  you,  there  never  is  present 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Conference  anyone  except  yourself  and  the 
representatives  of  the  lines,  the  executive  representatives  of  the  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Sometimes  there  are  railroad  representatives  pres- 
ent, or  at  times  Government  representatives,  if  the  matter  to  be  con- 
sidered is  needing  elucidation  from  some  one  else. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  reporters  ever  present? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  Government  official  has  been  present,  for 
instance  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  last  occasion  was  a  representative  from  Com- 
missioner Williams,  a  man  who  was  deputized  by  him  to  see  me  in 
regard  to  the  development  of  the  regulations  in  regard  to  outgoing 
aliens  and  citizens.    Have  I  made  it  plain  that  the  matter  of  form 
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of  the  Conference  procedure  is  voluntary,  and  that  as  time  has  gone 
on,  with  the  firm  establishment  of  the  basic  rules  for  the  conduct  of 
agencies  and  the  better  conduct  of  the  business  in  the  interests  of 
the  traveling  public  and  all  concerned,  the  work  has  become  almost 
routine,  and  that  the  Conference  is  practically  only  a  clearing  house 
now  for  the  general  questions  which  come  up? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Suppose  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Conference, 
and  it  was  desirable  to  communicate  that  action  to  some  members 
of  the  Conference  that  were  not  present  when  the  action  was  taken, 
would  that  be  communicated  to  them  as  an  act  of  the  Conference  or 
as  an  individual  act  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  would  be  communicated  as  the  consensus 
of  opinion  of  those  who  were  present,  and  the  views  of  absentees 
would  be  requested. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  this  resolution  No.  5,  of  February  11,  1910, 
"  that  in  any  case  where  it  is  necessary  to  communicate  Conference 
or  individual  action  to  anyone  whatsoever,  it  shall  be  done  as  an 
individual  communication  or  instruction,  and  no  reference  shall  be 
made  to  Conference  action,"  does  not  apply? 

'  Mr.  Sandford.  No.  As  I  endeavored  to  explain,  it  was  merely  to 
arrange  that  proceedings  of  the  lines  shall  not  be  imparted  to  persons 
who  have  no  business  to  know  about  them.  Here  is  an  example:  At 
the  time  when  there  were  reports  of  cholera  in  Italy  communications 
were  at  once  had  with  Dr.  boty,  the  health  officer  of 'the  port,  and 
with  Dr.  Wyman,  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine-Hospital 
Service,  to  ask  whether  the  Conference  could  be  of  any  service  in 
promulgating  any  information  which  the  authorities  wished  to  send 
to  all  lines,  and  promptly  upon  hearing  fronx  Dr.  Doty  and  his  desires 
a  meeting  was  convened.  There  were  18  lines  in  attendance,  and 
that  night  a  copy  of  their  conclusions  was  communicated  to  all  the 
lines  who  could  not  be  present,  and  they  agreed  to  it  and  prompt 
action  was  taken.  The  action  taken  at  that  time  was  praised  by 
Dr.  Doty  and  Dr.  Wyman. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  handed  us  some  papers  which  I  understand  are 
extracts  from  your  minutes  [referring  to  Exhibit  138].  - 

The  first  one  I  look  at  is  August  2,  1910,  which  appears  to  be  a 
communication  from  you  to  the  Mediterranean  lines.  One  of  the 
headings  is  "  Changes  in  rates."     (Beading:) 

Anchor  Line  notify  that  they  will  advance  prepaid  (west  bound)  third- 
class  rates,  basis  Naples,  from  $33.50  to  $34.50. 

Fabre  Line  notify  that  they  have  increased  their  prepaid  (west  bound) 
third-class  rates  from  Naples,  Genoa,  Palermo,  and  Messina  from  $36.50  to 
$36.50. 

Hamburg- American  Line  notify  advance  of  their  Mediterranean  prepaid  (west 
bound)   third-class  rates,  basis  Naples,  as  follows,  etc. 

National  Greek  Line  issue  circular  (No.  7)  July  30. 

They  also  give  you  a  notice  of  change  of  rates. 

Your  letter  of  August  4,  directed  to  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Conference  of  the  Mediterranean  lines,  also  had  a  long  heading  in 
regard  to  changes  in  rates.  The  same  thing  is  true  as  to  this  one 
dated  August  8,  1910;  the  same  is  true  as  to  August  12,  1910;  the 
same  is  true  as  to  this  one  dated  August  19,  1910;  the  same  is  true 
as  to  this  one  dated  August  24,  1910.  In  fact,  I  have  not  yet  found 
any  of  these  papers  that  does  not  say  something  about  rates.    Now, 
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do  I  understand  you  correctly  to  say  that  the  Conference  has  got 
nothing  to  do  with  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  them.  Those  are 
the  individual  rates  I  pickea  out  from  the  circulars,  and  simply  sent 
out  as  routine,  as  a  matter  of  general  information. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Was  that,  then,  only  a  report  of  the  action  of  the 
Conference? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  That  was  a  memorandum  from  the  secretary  to 
the  lines. 

Mr.  Hawugt.  These  are  not,  then,  the  minutes  of  your  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  but  those  are  all  the  matters  which  have  been 
communicated  in  any  form. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  We  are  very  desirous  of  getting  the  minutes  of  the 
Conference. 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  have  been  no  meetings  of  the  Mediterranean 
Conference  since  February  10, 1910. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Did  I  understand  you  correctly  to  say  that  the 
minutes  were  kept  as  a  permanent  record  on  stubs? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  minutes  are  kept  in  this  form  on  a  stub  file. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  there  are  no  minutes  saying  that  such  and  such 
a  thing  was  adopted;  you  have  no  minutes  which  read  in  the  usual 
form,  that  on  motion  such  a  thing  was  agreed  to? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  we  say  sometimes  whereas,  whereas,  whereas, 
resolved. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  you  the  complete  set  of  minutes  for  every 
meeting  for  the  year  1909? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  vou  any  objection  to  bringing  them  here? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  have  them  here. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  the  complete  set  and  the  account  of  every 
meeting  the  Conference  has  had  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  explained  that  on  account  of  the  solid  foundation 
of  the  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  passenger  business  the  output  now 
is  meager. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTii.  But  what  I  want  to  know  is,  do  these  papers  you 
have  with  you  to-day  represent  all  minutes  that  were  taken  of  every 
meeting  of  your  conference  during  1909  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  the  major  work  of  the  Conference  to-day  is  in 
connection  with  the  promulgation  of  routine  communications  which 
do  not  require  any  action,  or  in  the  development  of  the  various  steps 
which  are  in  negotiation  with  the  authorities,  railroads,  etc. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  many  meetings  did  the  Conference  hold 
during  the  year  1909  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  were  seven  meetings  of  the  Continental  and 
North  Atlantic  Conferences  in  1909. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  how  many  of  the  others? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  were  probably  about  four  meeting  of  the 
Mediterranean  Conference,  ana  of  the  Freight  Conference  there  were 
probably  the  same  number. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  When  you  say  "  meeting  "  in  that  connection,  you 
mean  a  regulady  called  meeting? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  regularly  called  meeting. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Are  there  any  other  actions  where  members  of 
the  Conference  appear  in  the  office? 
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Mr.  Sandfobd.  In  their  committee  work. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  And  a  record  is  kept  of  that  action? 

Mr.  SAKDfX)BD.  A  regular  record  is  maintained. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  By  yourself  or  by  the  members  of  the  committee? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  me, 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  seem  to  have  a  standing  committee  on  naviga- 
tion laws. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Immigration. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Immigration  and  navigation  laws.  Has  that  com- 
mittee ever  made  any  recommendations  as  to  the  navigation  laws? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.  The  committee  confer  as  necessary  with  lines 
who  are  in  doubt  about  the  laws,  or  with  the  authorities  when  they 
wish  to  apply  an  interpretation  or  a  new  regulation. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Has  it  any  policy  that  it  is  interested  in  having 
Congress  act  on? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None  whatever. 

The  Chairman.  What  do  you  mean  by  this  rule  No.  9 : 

Agents  are  prohibited  from  booking  passengars  for  any  steamer  except  those 
of  the  line's  members  of  the  Ck)ntinental,  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  North 
Atlantic  Passenger  Conferences  unless  Conference  gives  express  permission  in 
writing.  Agents  are  prohibited  from  selling  passage  tickets  under  false  rep- 
resentations as  to  the  line  or  the  route  by  which  the  passenger  is  to  be  trans- 
ported. 

Why  should  you  prohibit  your  agents  from  booking  passengers  any 
way  the  people  want  to  go  unless  the  Conference  gives  permission? 
I  refer  to  the  first  part  of  rule  9. 

'  Mr.  Sandford.  "  Unless  Conference  gives  express  permission  in 
writing"  was  added  because  when  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
established  an  Atlantic  steamship  service  they  did  not  loin  the  con- 
ference and  were  not  members  for  some  time,  whereupon  a  circular 
was  sent  out  that  despite  the  fact  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  was  not  a 
member  of  the  Conference,  agents  should  by  all  means,  if  they  chose, 
represent  the  Canadian  Pacific,  because  it  was  an  established  institu- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  the  older  phase  of  the  rule  was  caused  by 
the  necessity  to  require  agents  to  book  for  lines  that  could  carry  out 
their  promises  as  to  transportation.  In  the  earlier  days  of  the  busi- 
ness tramps  were  sometimes  employed  for  passenger  business,  and  it 
was  not  deemed  wise  that  agents  who  were  intrusted  with  the  tickets 
of  established  lines  should  be  inveigled  by  advertising  or  other 
promises  to  book  passengers  when  nine  times  out  of  ten  there  was  no 
performance.  The  lines  feel  that  they  should  determine,  each  indi- 
vidual line  feels  that  if  it  gives  its  agency  to  a  man  for  third-class 
business,  who  is  usually  of  the  nationality  of  the  passengers  whom  he 
is  accustomed  to  book,  that  line's  reputation  hinges  upon  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  business  done  by  that  agent,  and  while  any  agent  may 
select  what  lines  he  chooses  to  represent,  the  lines  are  careful  to 
intrust  their  tickets  only  to  agents  who  will  be  able  to  conduct  a  busi- 
ness that  will  be  satisfactory. 

The  Chairman.  But  does  not  that  rule  mean,  if  it  means  anything 
at  all,  that  no  agents  can  book  passengers  for  any  steamer  except 
those  that  are  members  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  is  a  plain  statement. 

The  Chairman.  So  if  there  are  any  steamship  lines  that  are  not 
members  of  the  Conference,  this  precludes  positively  their  selling  any 
tickets  ?

Mr.  Sandfobd.  But  it  was  stated  several  times  that  no  line  that  has 
applied  for  membership  in  the  Conference  has  been  refused  member- 
ship. 

The  Chairman.  But  suppose  they  do  not  want  to  become  members 
of  the  Conference;  is  there  any  reason  why  they  should  be  exchided 
from  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Is  there  any  reason  why  a  new  line  that  starts 
should  be  able  to  come  in  and  take  the  agents  that  have  been  trained 
by  years  of  experience 

llie  Chairman.  What  arrangement  does  the  C<Kiference  make  with 
the  various  railroad  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  arrangements  in  respect  to  passenger  business 
are  based  upon  the  foundation  that  there  shall  be  eliminated  all 
middle  men,  scalpers,  and  demoralization ;  that  a  man  seeking  to  en- 
gage passage  from- a  point  in  the  interior  of  Europe  to  the  interior  of 
America,  or  vice  versa,  through  a  person  employed  as  the  agent,  and 
who  is  held  to  these  strict  rules,  may  be  sure  that  he  will  obtain  the 
transportation  that  he  wants,  and  that  he  will  have  the  benefit  of  the 
published  tariff  rates  of  the  carriers  along  the  route. 

Mr.  Longworth.  In  the  case  of  freight  rates,  who  fixed  the  through 
rate,  for  instance,  from  a  port  in  England  to  a  town  in  Iowa  or  some 
other  interior  point? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  would  be  done  very  often  by  a  forwarding 
agent,  who  would  apply  to  the  several  carriers  along  the  route  to 
obtain  a  combination  of  the  rates,  and  quote  them  to  the  person  who 
wished  to  ship  the  freight. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Suppose,  for  instance,  that  a  Cunard  steamer  car- 
ried goods  to  New  York  and  delivered  those  goods  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Bailroad  in  New  York,  and  they  were  forwarded  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania to  a  point  in  Iowa,  where  would  that  joint  rate  be  fixed? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  would  be  no  joint  rate.  The  steamship  line 
maintains  its  own  rate,  separate  and  apart  from  any  question  of  con- 
necting rates.  The  steamship  line  would  quote  the  rate  of  passage  or 
freight  for  its  own  transportation  on  its  own  ships,  and  not  beyond. 
It  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  fixing  or  making  or  construction  of  a 
rate  that  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  its  own  published  rate  to 
permit  and  facilitate  business,  which  is  so  often  required,  particularly 
Dy  a  small  shipper,  when  he  may  obtain,  without  undue  trouble,  an 
approximation  of  the  cost  of  transporting  some  shipment  of  freight 
from  any  part  of  the  world  to  any  other  part  of  the  world. 

Mr.  Longworth.  For  instance,  take  the  rate  on  pottery  from  Liver- 
pool to  some  interior  point  in  the  United  States.  Is  the  rate  on  pot- 
tery the  same  from  Liverpool  to  New  York,  regardless  of  where  it 
will  be  carried  after  it  reaches  New  Y(M*k? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  familiar  with  west-bound  rates  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNow^oRTH.  But  you  just  said  that  there  never  was  a  joint  rate 
of  any  kind;  that  the  steamer  fixed  its  rate,  regardless  of  what  the 
rate  was  on  the  railroad,  or  regardless  of  where  the  freight  was 
destined. 

Mr.  Sandford.  You  misunderstood  me.  The  steamship  quotes 
ocean  rates  only. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  is  what  I  mean.  You  mean  to  say  that 
necessarily  the  rate  on  pottery  from  Liverpool  to  New  York  is  the 
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same,  regardless  of  where  that  pottery  is  to  be  delivered  after  reach- 
inff  New  York? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  presume  the  ocean  rate  would  be  identical  for 
all  shippers;  yes. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Do  you  state  that  as  a  fact?^ 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  only  presume;  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject of  west-bound  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  know  of  no  exception  to  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  familiar  with  west-bound  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  asked  if  you  know  of  any  exception  to  that 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  know  the  general  practice  of  tne  steamship  com- 
panies is  to  quote  their  own  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  you  know  of  no  case  where  the  rate  quoted 
across  the  oCean  has  been  different  when  the  destination  inland  has 
been  different? 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  That  was  my  question. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Conference  has  nothing  to  do  with  rates,  and 
I  am  therefore  not  competent  to  so  into  that  discussion. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  have  heard  the  statement  that  an  assigiunent  of 
crockery  can  be  shipped  from  Germany  to  Denver,  Colo.,  cheaper 
than  a  similar  shipment  can  be  sent  from  Pittsburg  to  Denver. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  question  of  west- 
bound rates. 

Mr.  Hawuey.  You  know  of  no  instance  where  goods  shipped,  for 
instance,  from  any  point  in  England  to  some  point  in  Iowa,  so 
far  as  the  ocean  rate  is  concerned,  differed  from  a  similar  shipment 
from  a  point  in  England  to  a  point  in  Indiana  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  sorry,  out  I  do  not  feel  competent  to  say. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Well,  that  was  not  the  question.  Do  you  know  of 
any  such  instance? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  subject  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  But  you  say  the  railroads  appear  sometimes  in 
your  Conferences.    Do  they  ever  discuss  that  question  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  the  appearance  of  railroads  in  the  Conference 
on  freight  matters  would  concern  a  question  of  a  receipt  or  a  docu- 
ment like  a  bill  of  lading  or  questions  of  demurrage  or  storage  or 
lighterage  of  'freight;  ana  if  in  connection  with  the  passenger  busi- 
ness, purely  in  regard  to  those  things  which  must  be  done  to  maintain 
the  relative  positions  of  the  steamship  lines  and  the  rail  lines  in  their 
published  tariffs. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  know  whether,  through  this  Conference  or 
otherwise,  any  steamship  companies  have  divided  the  United  States 
into  zones  of  trade? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  no  information  about  that  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  They  virtually  control,  do  they  not,  the  port  of 
shipment? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  steamship  lines? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  sorry,  but  I  am  not  competent  to  answer. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Would  a  snipper  from  St.  Louis,  for  instance,  have 
anything  to  say  as  to  what  port  his  shipment  should  go  through  ? 
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Mr.  Sandford.  Westbound? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Eastbound  or  westbound. 

Mf.^Sandford.  I  do  not  know.  I  think  the  shipper  would  deter- 
mine that.  If  I  were  a  shipper  I  think  I  could  route  my  traffic  to 
suit  my  convenience. 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  is  no  action  taken  by  the  Conference  of  the 
steamship  lines  that  you  know  of  that  would  compel  that  freight  to 
be  routed  through  a  given  port? 

Mr.  Sandeord.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Is  there  any  arrangement  by  which  a  member  of 
the  Conference  can  be  fined  for  doing  or  not  doing  something? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None  whatever. 

The  Chairman.  Are  these  rules  affecting  the  Mediterranean  Con- 
ference practically  the  same  as  for  the  others? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  rules  are  identical  for  the  passenger  business. 

The  Chairman.  How  about  freight? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Of  course  the  subject  is  entirely  different.  The 
freight  papers  which  I  have  given  you  explain  that. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  railroad  representatives  appear  before  your  Con- 
ference, do  the  minutes  show  such  appearance? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Hawuby.  And  ^ow  what  action  was  taken? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Everything. 

Mr.  Hawley.  After  the  formal  action  of  the  Conference  has  been 
had  and  the  members  still  remain,  do  they  then  take  imofficial  action 
or  discuss  matters  among  themselves? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  the  Conference  work  is  very  informal,  as  you 
can  see  from  reading  the  organization  and  membership  proceedings. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  act  as  secretary  of  the  Conference  and  take 
notes? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  from  the  notes  you  take,  you  prepare  these 
circulars? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  do  not  enter  your  notes  in  permanent  book  form 
for  reference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  is  it  determined  by  the  Conference  whether  the 
notes  you  have  taken  and  the  circulars  you  prepare  upon  them  are  in 
accord  with  the  action  of  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  proceedings  are  submitted  for  confirmation, 
and  after  the  several  lines  interested  have  signified  their  confirmation, 
the  final  form  is  prepared. 

Mr.  Garrett.  1  did  not  clearly  understand  an  answer  you  made  a 
few  moments  ago  to  a  question  oi  Mr.  Hawley  in  regard  to  resolution 
or  rule  No.  5. '  That  rule  reads : 

That  the  members  of  this  Conference  undertake  to  consider  and  maintain  all 
questions  and  actions  that  may  be  considered  or  adopted  in  connection  herewith 
as  sacred  and  confidential  in  the  highest  degree,  and  that  in  any  case  where  it 
is  necessary  to  communicate  conference  or  individual  action  to  anyone  what- 
soever, it  shall  be  done  as  an  individual  communication  or  instruction,  and  no 
reference  shall  be  made  to  Conference  action. 


Just  why  did  you  say  that  was 

Mr.  Sandford.  Reading  the  second  paragraph,  it  was  explained 
that  it  was  not  the  desire  of  the  lines  that  their  subagents  should 
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know  of  the  Conference  procedure^  that  it  was  not  necessary.  The 
minute  was  framed  to  simply  provide  that  the  members  of  the  Con- 
ference should  not  communicate  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference 
to  booking  agents. 

Mr.  (xARRETT.  It  says  "in  any  case  where  it  is  necessary  to  com- 
municate conference  or  individual  action  to  anyone  whatsoever." 
Why  didn't  it  just  confine  it  to  agents,  if  that  was  the  sole  reason 
for  it  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  We  wished  to  make  it  very  strong.  In  the  city  of 
Boston  there  is  an  Italian  agent,  who,  besides  representing  a  number 
of  lines  as  subagent,  also  serves  as  general  passenger  agent  at  Boston 
for  one  or  two  others;  and  there  was  no  reason  why  he,  in  his  dual 
capacity,  should  have  conference  information  when  the  other  sub- 
agents  in  Boston  did  not. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Has  that  rule  ever  been  applied  with  reference  to 
any  other  matter  except  agents? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Agents. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  and  that  only? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  only. 

Mr.  IIawley.  It  does  not  apply  in  any  tentative  communication 
you  may  have  with  the  absent  representatives  of  the  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  the  records  of  the  Conference  are  entirely  open. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  I  understood  you  to  say  yesterday  that  you  were 
treasurer  as  well  as  secretary  of  tne  Conference. 

Mr.  Sandford.  Whatever  treasurer  duties  have  to  be  performed,  I 
take  care  of. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Would  you  object  to  stating  to  the  committee 
what  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Conference  are? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  have  no  objection. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  was  going  to  ask  some  questions  on  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Go  ahead. 

Mr.  Hawley.  From  a  statement  which  you  have  handed  me,  the 
total  disbursements  for  the  calendar  year  ended  December  31,  1909, 
were  $16,271.04  on  behalf  of  the  Continental  Conference,  the  Medi- 
terranean Conference,  and  the  North  Atlantic  Passenger  Conference. 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  entire  establishment. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  that  is  the  total  amount  collected  for  the  use 
of  these  three  Conferences? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Four  Conferences. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  includes  the  Freight  Conference  also? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  total  cost  for  all  purposes,  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Conference  and  the  work  of  the  office,  in  the  year  1909  was 
$16,271.04.     In  the  previous  year,  1908,  the  total  was  $14,592.82. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  audits  your  accounts? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  managing  committee. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Whose  names  you  gave  a  while  ago  ?  ' 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Does  this  managing  committee  have  the  expenditure 
on  its  own  account  of  any  sum  of  money? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  No  sum  of  money  is  contributed  by  the  lines  to  be 
disposed  of  by  this  managing  committee  in  its  discretion  ? 

Mr.  Sanford.  No.  It  is  the  total  sum  collected  by  the  lines  for 
conference  work 
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Mr.  Hawi^t.  My  question  is  broader  than  that.  Do  the  lines  con- 
tribute to  the  managing  committee  any  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  its 
discretion? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None  whatever. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  the  lines  contribute  to  an^  committee  appointed 
by  the  lines  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  its  discretion? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  none  whatever. 

Mr.  Hawley.  This  is  the  only  fund  of  money  whatever  that  you 
know  of  that  is  raised  by  the  Conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  is  absolutely  the  only  fund. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  detail  of  the  expenditures  for  the  general  offices 
are  not  given  here,  I  see. 

Mr.  Sandford.  1  could  give  them. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Under  the  title  "  Greneral  office  "  these  expenses  in- 
clude the  salaries  of  vourself  and  stenographers  and  rent  and  light 
and  heat  and  items  of  that  character? 
■  Mr.  Sandford.  Every  item. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  items  of  n6  other  character  except  those  con- 
nected with  office  work? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Only  those  items. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Does  this  managing  committee  have  power  or  any 
formal  authority  of  any  nature  whatsoever  to  request  irom  the  lines 
sums  of  money  to  be  used 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  they  have  no  power. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  they  ever  informally  requested  the  various  lines 
to  contribute  sums  of  money  for  anything  outside  of  this? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  only  for  the  maintenance  of  the  office. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Por  no  otner  purpose  of  any  character? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  The  Conference  has  never  maintained  lobbies 
down  at  Washington? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

(Whereupon,  at  4  p.  m.  the  committee  adjourned  until  to-morrow, 
Friday,  Decemoer  2, 1910,  at  11  a.  m.)

The  committee  met  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  pursuant  to  adjournment  of 
yesterday,  December  1, 1910. 

Present:  Messrs.  Olcott  (chairman),  Longworth,  Hawley,  and 
Garrett. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Mr.  Chairman,  the  subcommittee,  consisting  of  Mr. 
Hawley  and  myself,  visited  the  conference  office  at  17  State  Street,  at 
the  invitation  made  to  the  entire  committee  by  Mr.  Sandford  yester- 
day afternoon,  and  he  there  offered  to  show  your  subcommittee  what- 
ever records  it  desired  to  examine. 

We  examined  the  books  or  ledgers  as  to  the  expenditures  of  funds 
on  behalf  of  the  Atlantic  conference  for  the  years  1902  to  1909,  inclu- 
sive. We  found  the  expenditures  on  behalf  of  the  conference  to  be 
as  follows:  1902,  $9,938.92;  1903,  $9,935.33;  1904,  $5,247.94;  1905, 
$6,482.02;  1906,  $5,794.63;  1907,  $13,844.59;  1908,  $14,592.82;  1909, 
$16,271.04. 
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It  was  stated  that  the  smaller  amounts  in  certain  years  were  due 
to  the  fact  that  from  the  latter  part  of  1903  to  January  1,  1907,  Mr. 
Sandford  was  not  connected  with  the  conference,  and  so  he  received 
no  salary  during  that  time. 

The  statements  of  expenditures  were  itemized,  and  your  subcom- 
mittee went  through  the  books  and  we  found  all  the  expenditures 
made  during  that  time  to  have  been  for  salaries  and  office  expenses, 
with  the  exception  that  on  May  21,  1903,  there  was  $29  expended  for 
a  luncheon  given  to  representatives  of  the  railroads  and  on  Decem- 
ber 9,  1903,  there  was  $130.60  spent  in  the  same  way. 

It  was  also  stated  to  your  subcommittee  by  Mr.  Sandford  that  he 
had  other  funds  in  his  possession  arising  from  the  deposits  of  agents 
amounting  to  about  $100,000.  This  fund,  it  seems,  is  made  up  of 
deposits  of  agents  in  the  sum  of  $250  each,  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  IV,  rule  1,  of  the  Continental  and  Mediterranean  agents* 
agreements  that  have  been  filed  as  exhibits  here.  That  fund  is  only 
drawn  upon  to  settle  any  agency  difficulties  that  arise.  It  was  stated 
by  Mr.  Sandford  that  that  was  the  whole  purpose  of  it,  that  no  part 
of  it  was  used  in  the  matter  of  :my  legislation,  and  your  committee 
did  not  deem  it  proper  to  inves-tigate  those  things"^  item  by  item. 
Your  committee  submits  this  report  for  such  questions  as  the  com- 
mittee may  desire  to  ask. 

Mr.  Sandfx)rd.  Will  you  also  be  good  enough  to  add  that  the 
deposits  of  the  individual  agents  are  returned  fo  them  on  demand 
upon  their  settling  their  accounts  and  that  they  also  receive  the 
interest  paid  by  the  trust  company  in  which  the  funds  are  held? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes;  that  was  the  statement  made  to  us  yesterday. 
It  was  also  stated  that  there  was  a  third  account,  and  I  will  ask  Im*. 
Sandford  now  to  state  what  that  account  was? 

TESTIMONY  OF  lAWSON  SANDFOBD— Continned. 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  medium  through  which  are  passed  refunds  and 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  rules  by  agents,  it  be- 
ing customary  when  an  agent  prefers  a  complaint  against  another 
to  accompany  it  with  a  test  ticket,  if  possible. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  would  like  to  make  an  additional  statement  relat- 
ing to  the  same  subject.  I  personally  read  every  item  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  conferences  of  the  several  lines  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Sandford  from  the  year  1902  to  the  year  1909,  inclusive,  and 
with  the  two  exceptions  noted  they  were  for  the  salaries  or  Mr. 
Sandford  during  the  years  he  was  employed,  the  salaries  of  assist- 
ants in  his  office,  office  supplies,  and  telegraph  and  telephone  expenses 
and  office  rent.  Your  subcommittee  understood  that  we  were  in- 
structed to  look  into  the  financial  accounts  only. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  Exhibit  137-a,  which  relates  to  general  meeting 
No.  1  of  the  Trans- Atlantic  Associated  Freight  Conference  held  on 
Tuesday,  January  6,  1903,  in  resolution  2  of  that  exhibit  I  find 
this  language : 

RcHoU'cd,  That  the  articlee  of  association  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Trans-Atlantic  Freight  Conferences  be,  and  are  hereby,  formally  ratified. 
They  appear  as  a  separate  document. 

I  have  found  here  furnished  us  the  rules,  but  I  do  not  find  a  copy  of 
e  articles  of  association. 
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Mr.  Sandford.  That  is  meant  by  the  term  "  articles  of  association." 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  are  no  separate  articles  of  association,  aside 
from  the  rules  and  regulations  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Aside  from  the  organization  minutes  and  the  rules. 

Mr.-  Hawley.  In  the  same  exhibit,  paragi*aph  6,  there  is  reference 
to  a  permanent  uniform  through-freight  contract.  I  would  like  to 
ask  Mr.  Sandford  what  that  refers  to;  what  is  this  permanent,  uni- 
form through- freight  contract  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  contract  describing  the  terms  of  the  engagement 
between  the  shipper  and  the  steamship  company  carrying  his  freight. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Has  it  anything  to  do  with  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  these  rules  and  regulations,  paragraph  3,  it  says : 

Regular  meetinKB  of  the  aesoeinted  conferences  shall  be  held  at  conference 
rooms  In  New  York  on  the  second  Thursday  of  February,  June,  and  October. 

How  do  those  regular  meetings  differ  from  the  meetings  you  have 
already  spoken  of? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  regular  meetings  have  been  found  unnecessary 
by  reason  of  the  system  employed  of  submitting,  as  it  arises,  any 
question  of  common  interest,  with  full  commentary  and  explanation. 
The  individual  lines  respond,  whether  interested  or  not,  and  if  inter- 
ested, whether  they  find  it  feasible  to  become  party  to  any  document 
or  movement,  or  what  not,  with  which  the  question  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Paragraph  11  of  the  rules  contains  this  language: 

E^ach  representative  undertakes  on  honor  to  consider  and  maintain  all  ques- 
tions and  actions  that  may  be  considered  or  adopted  in  meeting  or  by  corre- 
spondence, and  connected  herewith,  as  sacred  and  confidential  in  the  highest 
degree. 

This  does  not  have  that  additional  paragraph  you  called  our  atten- 
tion to  in  the  rules  of  1910,  which  refers  to  the  agent. 

Mr.  Sandford.  This  is  freight  business. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Yes,  this  is  freight  business.  Then  is  the  committee 
to  understand  from  this  rule  that  it  applies  to  all  work,  irrespective 
of  the  relation  to  the  agents  for  things  that  might  be  given  to  them? 

Mr.  Sandford.  That  rule  is  germane  only  to  the  Trans-Atlantic 
Associated  Freight  Conferences.  It  is  a  part  of  the  rules  of  the  Trans- 
Atlantic  Associated  Freight  Conferences,  as  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
Conference  proceedings  should  be  made  public,  but  in  point  of  fact 
and  as  the  years  have  passed  the  information  is  always  available  to 
anyone  who  might  be  interested  in  whatsoever  transpired. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  Exhibit  137-b,  section  3,  which  is  dated  June  9, 
1910,  reference  is  made  to  the  appointing  of  "  a  special  committee, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  Caribbean 
Conference  and  with  any  other  gi'oups  of  steamship  lines  desiring  to 
cooperate,  to  develop  propositions  for  regulation  of  matters  of  com- 
mon interest  to  all  railroads  and  steamships,  all  North  Atlantic 
ports."    Did  this  have  reference  to  the  establishment  of  rates  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  nothing  whatever. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  did  it  have  reference  to? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Customs  and  forms  and  simplifications  for  the 
physical  handling  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  rates  are  made  on  the  other  side  of  the  water,  I 
understand  ? 
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Mr.  Sandford.  The  freight  rates  are  governed  by  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  are  not  made  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  freight  rates  are  made,  as  a  rule,  by  the  freight 
managers  here  of  the  respective  lines,  who  watch  market  conditions 
and  engage  freight  at  most  advantageous  terms.  The  difficulty  in  the 
freight  work  to-day  is  the  dearth  of  traffic. 

"Mt.  Hawley.  Are  these  freight  rates  made  on  the  other  side  of  the 
water? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Not  for  eastbound,  as  a  rule  they  are  spot  trans- 
actions. A  shipper  comes  along  with  100  bales  of  cotton  and  applies, 
either  through  a  freight  broker  or  direct,  for  a  rate  and  for  a  state- 
ment when  the  cargo  can  be  shipped.    His  engagement  is  made  direct. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Does  that  quoted  rate  have  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
authorities  in  Europe  before  it  goes  into  effect? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Such  transactions  are  occurring  every  moment  on 
the  floor  of  the  Produce  Exchange  in  New  York,  in  the  offices  of  the 
lines,  and  by  telephone.    The  freight  business  is  done  rapidly. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  passenger  rates  are  made  in  Europe? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Passenger  rates  come  from  Europe  to  the  respective 
lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  it  the  duty  of  your  conference  to  see  that  those 
rates  quoted  are  enforced  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  individual 
rates  of  the  lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Does  your  conference  discipline  an  agent  who  de- 
parts from  the  quoted  rate  made  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes ;  the  conference  would  discipline  an  agent  from 
departing  from  the  published  tariff  rate  of  a  steamship  company 
member  of  the  conference,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  1  of  the  cir- 
culars of  the  three  passenger  conferences  addressed  to  their  agents. 
If  I  may  explain 

Mr.  Hawley.  So  if  an  agent  of  any  of  these  lines  which  are  mem- 
bers of  your  associated  conference  sells  a  ticket  at  a  rate  at  variance 
with  the  quoted  rate  he  would  be  subject  to  discipline  by  your  con- 
ference ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes,  or  by  the  employing  line.  The  point  was 
brought  out  yesterday 

Mr.  Hawley.  So  your  conference  does  have  at  least  that  much  to 
do  with  the  maintenance  of  rates  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  The  point  was  brought  out  yesterday  that  this 
measure  to  require  the  observance  by  the  agents  of  the  published 
rates  of  each  line  antedated  the  United  States  law  which  makes  the 
same  requirement  of  all  railroad  agents  to-day. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  I  am  right  in  my  understanding  that  all  these 
passenger  rates  are  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  lines  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  informed  bv  the  lines  that  they  received  their 
rates  from  their  respective  home  oteces. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  paragragh  4  of  this  same  exhibit  there  is  this 
sentence : 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  conimittee  that  it  is  advisable  for  above  reason  to 
establish  a  standard  rate  for  converting  ocean  freight  rates  on  west-bound 
traffic  from  United  Kingdom  ports  to  interior  United  States  points,  but  that 
this  should  be  arranged  in  England. 
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Why  in  this  instance  was  the  freight  rate  transferred  to  the 
English  side? 

Mr.  Sakdfobo.  It  is  not  a  freight  rate  at  all.  Freight  rates  are 
Quoted  in  different* currencies,  and  for  the  simplification  of  converting 
tne  rates  into  United  States  currency  it  has  been  customary  with 
sterling  to  use  the  posted  sight  rate  of  an  established  banker,  it  being 
the  desire  of  the  shipper  to  pay  the  current  rate  on  the  day  the  ship 
enters  the  custom-house  on  which  his  goods  are  carried.  Exchange 
fluctuates  so  much  it  is  quite  difficult  to  establish  a  standard  rate. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  In  the  continental  conference  agreement,  which  seems 
to  be  the  current  agreement,  rule  11  provides  that  agents  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  commission  on  tickets  purchased  to  test  observation  of 
rules,  even  though  no  rule  may  have  been  violated  in  making  the  salej 
and  there  is  an  elaborate  procedure  worked  out  in  the  rules  for  the 
punishment  of  anyone  who  violates  rules  in  the  matter  of  the  sale  of 
tickets.  Does  any  agent  at  a  given  point  act  as  a  common  agent  for 
all  the  lines? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  In  an  effort  to  establish  agents  of  high  standing, 
as  years  have  passed,  a  man  who  has  shown  capacity,  integrity,  and 
ability  usually,  sooner  or  later,  receives  the  agencies  of  a  number  of 
lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  is  the  purpose  to  make  common  agents  for  aU 
the  lines  at  the  several  points? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  There  is  no  effort  whatever  in  that  direction. 

Mr.  Hawuby.  But  it  is  the  tendency? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  It  is  the  tendency  of  the  times  to  select  the  best 
men. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  the  rates  are  made  in  Europe  for  passenger  busi- 
ness, say,  and  the  agents  are  common  agents  generally,  or  largely, 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  your  conference  has  power  to 
discipline  them  for  any  departure  from  the  quoted  rates,  and  yoa 
have  a  deposit  in  your  hanas  for  their  good  behavior,  and  you  have 
the  power  to  fine  them  for  violations  of  the  rules,  does  it  not  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  conference  a  pretty  effective  means  of  com- 
pelling them  to  maintain  rates  ? 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  It  is  distinctly  to  the  advantage  of  the  agent,  of 
all  agents,  that  their  compensation  in  the  form  of  conunission  should 
be  invariably  retained.  I  do  not  see  the  connection,  because,  as  I 
explained  before,  in  steamship  business,  in  the  effort  to  give  the  agent 
the  full  benefit  of  his  compensation,  there  has  been  anticipated  the 
United  States  law  which  requires  that  the  published  rates  of  passage 
of  the  rail  carriers  shall  be  observed.  It  has  another  bearing.  A  pas- 
senger who  asks  for  a  rate  knows  that  he  is  receiving  the  same  rate 
that  any  other  would  be  quoted  for  the  same  point. 

Mr.  Haw^lby.  You  will  understand  that  it  has  been  persistently 
stated  to  this  committee,  and  the  committee  can  not  avoid  responsi- 
bility of  making  the  inquiry  as  thorough  as  possible,  that  there  is  a 
combination  to  maintain  rates  among  the  lines  associated  in  these  con- 
ferences. 

Mr.  Sandfobd.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  have  the  opportunity  to  make 
this  explanation  of  the  purpose  of  the  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
agents,  and  I  hope  I  have  made  myself  clear  to  you. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  was  reflecting  on  the  matter  this  morning  and  read- 
ing over  various  memoranda  submitted  to  the  committee,  and  it 
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seemed  to  me,  with  the  rates  made  in  Europe  and  with  the  power 
vested  here  to  discipline  agents  by  the  imposing  of  considerable  fines 
and  by  the  deposit  with  representatives  of  the  lines  in  the  conference 
of  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  that  a  very  effective  method  of  main- 
taining rates  could  be  established  through  these  means. 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do  not  consider  for  a  moment  that  there  is  any 
connection.  In  point  of  fact,  in  justification  of  all  I  have  said  upon 
this  subject,  you  will  find  in  the  current  memoranda  of  the  Conti- 
nental, North  Atlantic,  and  Mediterranean  Conferences  that  the 
agents  in  Philadelphia,  who  are  not  at  present  under  the  special 
form  of  agreement  and  deposit  plan,  have  petitioned  that  it  be  ap- 

Elied  to  them,  because  in  their  competition  among  themselves  they 
ave  to  deal  with  passengers  who  go  around  from  office  to  office 
trying  to  find  the  most  advantageous  date  of  sailing,  ship,  and  rate, 
that  unless  there  is  some  check  upon  all  of  the  agents  the  tendency  is 
to  cut  a  bit  from  the  rate  authorized  by  the  company  over  which  the 
booking  is  being  conducted,  say  25  cents,  50  cents,  even  $1.  So  that 
the  agents  are  confronted  with  the  dilemma  either  of  doing  the  busi- 
ness lor  nothing  or  losing  their  customers.  Therefore  they  seek  the 
protection  of  these  rules  to  enable  their  business  to  be  conducted  on 
a  simple  basis  and  with  some  compensation  for  their  services.  That 
is  all  there  is  in  this  agency  fabric,  and  it  is  also  pertinent  to  say 
that  the  establishment  ol  this  system  was  the  result  of  petitions  from 
agents  in  New  York  City  over  20  years  ago.  They  want  to  be 
sure  that  if  they  quote  for  passage  from  here  to  Liverpool  a  rate  on 
the  next  steamer,  which  is  the  published  rate  of  passage  of  that 
steamer,  every  one  of  their  competitors,  if  applied  to,  will  quote  the 
same  rate. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  understand,  then,  that  vessels  of  the  same  char- 
acter, for  the  same  accommodations,  charge  the  same  rate  to  any 
point? 

Mr.  Sanford.  As  a  rule  the  east-bound  passengers,  to  which  these 
rules  more  especially  apply,  come  in  a  short  while  before  sailing  and 
ask  for  a  statement  of  the  near-by  sailings  and  select  the  ship  and 
then  ask  the  rate.  I  hope  that  you  are  satisfied  with  my  explanation, 
because  it  is  the  practical  development  and  treatment  of  the  neces- 
sities of  the  business  over  a  period  of  40  years  of  actual  experience, 
and  the  result  is  eminently  satisfactory  to  the  agents.  It  required 
a  great  deal  of  care  and  patience  to  adjust  all  these  small  difficulties 
of  competition  between  the  agents,  and  they  are  amply  satisfied  with 
the  rules.  In  fact,  thev  want  them,  they  seek  the  protection  of  the 
rules.  It  might  be  added  that  an  agent  must,  report  for  passage 
tickets  sold  to  the  steamship  company  at  the  published  gross  rate  of 
the  company  for  each  particular  transaction,  less  the  agent's  commis- 
sion, so  that  if  the  companies  were  not  trying  to  maintain  this  high 
standard  of  doing  business  they  might  say.  What  difference  does  it 
make  to  us  whether  the  agents  make  any  money  or  not  ?  It  is  simply 
to  protect  the  agents. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  the  companies  make  reports  among  themselves 
of  the  actual  business  they  do — tickets  sold  and  prices  at  which  they 
were  sold  'i 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  the  only  reports  about  the  passenger  busi- 
ness— and  there  are  none  possible  of  freight  except  tnose  which  ap- 
pear from  the  customs  clearances  and  are  published  in  the  news- 
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papers — are  those  which  are  circulated  through  the  conference  office 
and  of  which  samples  have  been  laid  before  you. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  the  matter  of  advertising  rules,  in  memorandum 
217,  under  the  date  of  October  14,  1910,  I  note  that  competitive  ad- 
vertising is  discouraged. 

Mr.  Sandfvrd.  Yes;  the  steamship  lines  spend  a  great  deal  of 
money  annually  upon  their  attractive  booklets  and  publications  and 
maintain  in  the  newspapers  standing  advertisements  giving  full  in- 
formation in  regard  to  sailings.  Beyond  that  they  are  not  prone 
to  go. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  is  the  reason 

Mr.  Sandford.  May  I  finish? 

Mr.  Hawley  (continuing).  For  this  phrase: 

It  has  become  more  or  less  customary  to  lapse  Into  superlatives  and  to  use 
"record  voyages'*  somewhat  Indiscriminately? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  the  idea  is  that  there  ought  to  be  plain  state- 
ments without  the  use  of  superlatives. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  not  allow  any  line,  so  long  as  it  stays  within 
the  bounds  of  the  facts  and  the  truth,  to  make  as  attractive  advertise- 
ments  of  its  line  and  service  or  possible  to  get  as  many  passengers 
as  it  can? 

Mh  Sandford.  The  steamship  lines  do  issue  most  attractive  litera- 
ture, but  thej  keep  within  the  bounds  of  truth,  and  it  is  well  to  do 
so  without  the  use  of  superlatives. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  these  rules  tend  to  discourage  competition  among 
the  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  ;  the  rules  tend  to  systematize  the  conduct  of  the 
business. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Does  not  a  standardization  of  the  business  and  the 
adoption  of  uniform  j)hraseology  tend  to  discourage  competition  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No,  indeed.    The  competition  is  most  keen. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  spoke  a  while  ago,  for  instance,  of  the  rate  on 
cotton.  Suppose  I  wanted  to  ship  100  bales  of  cotton ;  would  there  be 
anv  competition  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes, 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  no  published  rate? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No  published  rate.  The  rates  fluctuate  hour  by 
hour.  The  necessities  of  the  Atlantic  lines  to-day  for  ballast  are 
acute.  There  is  a  large  volume  in  money  value  of  exports,  but  in 
bulk  the  decrease  has  been  remarkable;  and  yet  larger  and  finer  ships 
are  being  placed  in  service  annually.  It  would  surprise  you,  prob- 
ably, to  know  that  last  summer  a  friend  of  mine,  who  manages  a  line 
of  steamers,  told  me  that  he  was  buying  on  an  average  of  1,000  tons 
of  coal  extra  per  ship  in  order  to  fill  ballast  requirements. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  that  on  a  freight  or  a  passenger  steamer? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  steamer  carrying  both  freight  and  passengers. 

The  Chairman.  All  the  trans- Atlantic  lines  carrv  both  freight  and 
passengers,  do  thev  not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  S^ot  necessarily.  There  are  lines  carrying  fi-eight 
solely. 

The  Chairman.  But  there  is  no  passenger  steamer  that  does  not 
carry  freight  also,  is  there? 

Mr.  Sandford.  If  they  can  get  it. 
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Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  What  connection  is  there  between  the  conferences 
in  Europe  and  the  conference  here  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Sandford.  There  is  no  connection. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  There  is  absolutely  no  connection  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  All  the  steamers  represented  in  this  conference 
here  are  members  of  the  conference  abroad,  are  thev  not  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  imagine  so ;  not  necessarily,  however. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  Suppose  a  new  line  wanted  to  be  admitted  to  this 
New  York  conference,  would  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
were  members  of  the  conference  aboard  have  any  bearing  on  the 
question  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  question  has  not  arisen. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  It  never  has  arisen  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Does  your  conference,  as  a  conference,  ever  employ 
detectives  to  see  where  the  tickets  are  sold  and  on  what  terms? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes;  on  numerous  occasions. 

Mr.  Hawm:y.  Outside  of  the  sale  of  test  tickets  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Whenever  a  detective  has  been  employed  it  has  been 
due  to  the  inability  of  an  agent  to  obtain  evidence  himself  and  purely 
as  an  assistance  to  him,  and  to  prove  or  disprove  his  belief  that  his 
competitors  are  not  acting  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

The  Chairman.  And  these  detectives  were  employed  directly,  by 
the  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  render  reports  to  you  as  secretary  of  the 
conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  A  detective  would  be  employed  for  a  specific  test. 
Usually  detectives  are  employed  to  test  persons  endeavoring  to  do 
steamship  business  who  are  not  authorized,  but  the  necessity  for  the 
employment  in  New  York  State  has  disappeared,  because  of  the  law 
recently  passed  in  this  State,  which  has  aided  very  much  in  the  efforts 
to  purify  agency  conditions  by  providing  penalties,  penalties  against 
persons  who  hold  themselves  out  as  persons  who  can  sell  passage  tick- 
ets, but  who  have  no  authority  to  do  so. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  what  you  mean  by  speaking  of  agents  who 
are  attempting  to  do  a  steamship  business,  but  are  not  authorized 
to  do  it? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Who  are  not  agents,  but  who  nevertheless  advertise 
themselves  as  agents. 

The  Chairman.  Authorized  by  whom? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  any  line.  The  law  of  the  State  of  New  York 
to-day  prohibits  any  person  who  is  not  authorized  to  sell  passage  tick- 
ets, unless  such  person  has  secured  a  license  from  the  Comptroller,  and 
it  requires  each  steamship  company  to  supply  to  each  of  its  agents  an 
authority  in  writing  to  sell  the  passage  tickets  of  that  company. 

The  Chairman.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  Comptroller — the  Comp- 
troller of  the  United  States  f 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Hawmjy.  When  detectives  are  employed,  are  they  paid  out  of 
vhe  first  fund  that  we  reported  on  this  morning? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Out  of  the  third  fund  ? 
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Mr.  Sandford.  The  third  fund.     But  the  expenses  have  been  minor. 

Mr.  Ha wiEY.  The  third  account  relates  to  the  sale  of  test  tickets  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes.  The  employment  of  detectives  has  been  in- 
frequent of  late.  The  last  case  was  to  test  a  man  in  Hoboken  against 
whose  actions  all  the  Hoboken  agents  were  protesting.  It  was  dis- 
covered, throuffh  the  aid  of  a  detective,  that  the  Hoboken  individual 
secured  his  ticKets  from  a  man  in  Chicago.  The  requests  for  an  in- 
vestigation came  also  from  some  of  the  Chicago  agents,  and  it  was 
followed  up  in  this  manner  because  there  was  no  other  means  of  car- 
rying the  test  through. 

Mr.  Garrett.  When  a  line  raises  or  changes  its  passenger  rates, 
why  does  it  give  notice  to  the  conference? 

Mr.  Sandford.  As  a  matter  of  convenience;  it  simply  gives  the 
same  notice  to  the  conference  for  mutual  exchange  as  it  does  to  its 
agents. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why  the  necessity  for  a  mutual  exchange  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Convenience  and  the  clearing-house  principle  of  the 
conference,  just  as  the  steamship  lines,  instead  of  calling  upon  each 
other  to  obtain  the  passenger  figures  or  any  other  data  which  is  of 
common  interest,  and  is  public,  utilize  the  conference  office  to  act  as 
a  clearing  house. 

Mr.  Garrett.  If  there  is  competition  and  if  the  conference  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  fixing  of  rates,  I  do  not  quite  see  why  a  notice 
should  be  given  of  a  change  of  rate  to  the  conference.  Of  course  I 
could  see  why  they  would  rive  notice  to  their  agents  of  the  change 
in  rate,  but  why  should  it  oe  given  to  the  conference  to  be  sent  to 
the  other  lines? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Simply  to  save  the  other  lines  individually  having 
to  exchange  their  circulars  as  a  matter  of  convenience.  The  confer- 
ence office,  which  is  constantly  sending  out  communications  of  various 
kinds  on  all  subjects,  includes  this  as  a  very  minor  part  of  the  work. 
It  is  a  matter  that  I  never  personally  attend  to. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  you  ever  taken  any  active  part  either  for 
or  against  ship  subsidy  legislation? 

Mr.  Sandford.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  lines  having  subsidy 
imder  the  American  flag  and  lines  whose  ships  are  registered  under 
foreign  flags  compose  the  membership  of  the  conference,  I  have  never 
assumed  to  express  any  opinion  on  subsidy. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  if  there  are  any  meetings  in 
your  office  or  in  any  other  office  that  you  have  knowledge  of  in  which 
there  is  an  informal  discussion  and  agreement  as  to  freight  rates? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  wish  it  were  possible  that  freight  rates  could  be 
regulated  in  some  form  above  ballast  prices.  The  freight  rates  are 
so  low  that  they  are  practically  at  ballast  quotations,  and  have  been 
for  several  years. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Will  vou  read  my  question,  Mr.  Stenographer? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  will  answer  that  in  the  negative. 

(The  question  was  repeated  by  the  stenographer,  as  follows:  "I 
would  like  to  ask  you  if  there  are  any  meetings  in  your  office  or  in 
any  other  office  that  you  have  knowledge  of  in  which  there  is  an  in- 
formal discussion  and  agreement  as  to  freight  rates?  ") 

Mr.  Sandford.  Remarks  have  often  been  passed  at  meetings  about 
the  deplorable  conditions  of  freights  and  tne  absolute  impossibility 
of  doing  anything  to  improve  the  situation. 
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The  Chairman.  Why  is  it  impossible  to  do  anything  to  improve 
the  situation? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Because  of  the  dearth  of  exports  and  an  enormous 
volume  of  tonnage  which  requires  a  certain  amount  of  freight  for 
stiffening  purposes.  I  have  often  noticed  ships  passing  my  office 
windows  showing  high  underbodies  of  red.  I  have  met  the  manager 
of  a  steamship  line  and  have  said  to  him,  ''  How  much  freight  had 
your  ship  to-day  ?  "  and  he  would  reply  that  she  had  2,500  tons, 
perhaps,  whereas  her  capacity  might  be  10,000,  11,000,  or  12,000 
tons.    The  freight  situation  is  deplorable. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why? 

Mr.  Sandford.  By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand  must  govern,  and  if  a  line  needs  ballast  and  the  exports  are 
practically  nil  freight  must  be  secured  irrespective  of  rate;  for  in- 
stance, in  flour  a  line  has  dropped  its  rate  as  low  as  4  cents  per  100 
pounds  from  Boston  or  New  York  to  Liverpool,  simply  to  have  the 
stiffening  in  the  ship,  putting  it  down  even  below  tiie  bare  cost  of 
handling  in  order  to  permit  the  merchant,  who  has  to  face  high  prices 
here,  to  try  to  compete  with  people  of  other  countries  in  common 
foreign  markets. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Just  why  do  you  say  that  that  is  deplorable?  Do 
you  mean  that  there  should  be  some  sort  of  an  arrangement  made 
that  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  could  be  interfered  with  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No;  there  ought  to  be  a  fair  return  for  the  service. 
The  rates  of  freight  are  so  low  that  they  are  inadequate  for  the  ser- 
vice performed. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  are  quite  familiar  with  the  meaning  of  the  ex- 
pression which  has  been  so  often  used  in  recent  years  in  regard  to 
agreements  between  representatives  of  railroads  and  large  manu- 
facturing concerns,  called  gentlemen's  agreements 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  (lARRETi'  (continuing).  Whereby  they  meet,  make  up  no  official 
statement,  keep  no  minutes,  have  nothing  perhaps  except  an  individ- 
ual memoranda,  and  yet  control  the  rates.  Now,  is  there  anything 
like  that,  to  your  knowledge,  with  the  steamship  companies? 

Mr.  Sandford.  In  freights  the  situation  is  as  I  have  stated  it,  that 
the  individual  lines  have  to  meet  market  conditions  and  book  the 
freight  that  may  offer  on  the  best  terms  possible. 

]V&.  Garrett.  Do  the  representatives  or  those  lines  meet  and  discuss 
the  best  terms  possible? 

Mr.  Sandford.  It  has  been  impossible  to  formulate  a  solution  for 
any  of  those  difficulties. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Then  they  have  met  and  discussed  them  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  In  previous  years,  when  traffic  was  good,  they  did ; 
but  in  recent  years  practically  all  of  this  has  disappeared ;  the  condi- 
tion seems  without  remedy. 

Mr.  Garrett.  When  was  the  last  meeting  of  this  character  held 
that  you  know  of? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  do  not  remember.  There  have  not  been  meetings 
for  a  long  time.  It  is  utterly  impossible  to  discuss  them.  At  one 
time  it  was  practicable  to  obtain  cattle  freights  at  50  and  60  shillings 
a  head.  The  cattle  export  business  has  practically  ceased.  That  is 
typical  of  the  kind  of  traffic  which  is  so  actively  competed  for  by  the 
several  lines.    It  is  a  disappearing  business. 
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Mr.  LoNQWORTH.  The  principal  reason  why  these  freight  rates  are 
80  low  is  the  ballast  question,  is  it  not! 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes, 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  a  question  that  does  not  come  up  on  any 
class  of  transportation  except  oc^an  transportation ;  I  mean  it  is  an 
element  that  does  not  enter  into  it  except  m  ocean  transportation  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  No.    The  ship  has  to  sail  at  the  appointed  time. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  can  not  tell  until  the  last  moment  whether 
or  not  there  will  be  enough  freight  to  keep  her  in  ballast  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  have  recently  known  of  a  ship  in  the  Boston  trade 
which  brought  some  chalk  out  from  England,  and  because  the  con- 
signee was  not  in  need  of  it,  or  was  not  in  a  hurry  for  it,  it  was  car- 
ried back  and  forth  several  times  as  ballast.  That  is  the  difficultv  in 
dealing  with  the  Trans-Atlantic  situation  as  compared  with  any 
railroad  proposition. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  A  ship  must  sail  on  her  appointed  schedule  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Is  pig  iron  exported  now  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know.  1  don't  keep  any  freight  statistics 
at  all. 

The  Chairman.  Then,  the  reason  that  they  are  building  these  new 
steamers  constantly  is  on  account  of  the  passenger  business  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  The  reason  seems  to  be  the  wonderful  evolution  of 
the  Atlantic  business,  which  seems  to  know  no  end. 

The  Chairman.  Do  the  ships  that  go  from  ports  in  this  country  to 
foreign  ports  frequently  have  to  use  water  ballast  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  am  not  informed.  They  are  amply  supplied  with 
water  ballast  tanks. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  greatest  single  product  of  export  is  cotton,  is  it 
not? 

Mr.  Sandford.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  recent  discussion  of 
the  freight  rates  for  the  transportation  of  cotton  ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  None  whatever.  The  Atlantic  lines,  from  northern 
ports,  must  compete  with  the  direct  lines  from  the  Gulf. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  they  arrange  in  any  way  with  the  railroads  a 
rate  of  inland  transportation  on  that? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  think  not;  of  course  there  is  always  some  spot 
cotton  at  northern  ports  which  might  be  exported  if  it  suited  the 
owners  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  From  what  port  is  the  largest  amount  of  cotton  ex- 
ported ? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  don't  know.  I  have  no  statistics  in  regard  to 
that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  New  Orleans? 

Mr.  Sandford.  I  think  so. 

TESTIHONT  OF  HEBMANN  WINTEB. 

Hermann  Winter  was  called  as  a  witness,  and  having  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  You  reside  in  New  York,  do  you,  Mr.  Winter? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  are  an  American  citizen? 
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Mr.  Winter.  I  was  born  here.    I  was  bom  in  Baltimore. 

The  Chaibman.  What  is  your  occupation! 

Mr.  Winter.  I  am  one  of  the  attorneys  and  managers  for  the 
agents  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company,  the  firm  of 
Oelrichs  &  Co. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  practic^ly  the  head  of  the  North  German 
Uoyd  Company  at  present? 

Mr.  Winter.  No  ;  I  have  just  stated  my  position. 

The  Chairman.  And  Mr.  Schwab  is  the  general  manager? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Is  he  taking  any  active  part  at  present  in  the 
management  of  the  line? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  Mr.  Schwab  has  been  ill  since  last  March,  suffer- 
ing from  nervous  prostration,  and  while  he  is  on  the  way  to  recovery, 
any  excitement  at  this  time  might  cause  a  relapse. 

The  Chairman.  You  are  familiar  with  the  action  of  the  North 
German  Lloyd  Company? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  fully. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  North  Grerman  Lloyd  runs  steamers  from 
this  port 

Mr.  Winter.  From  this  port,  from  Baltimore,  and  from  Galveston, 
and  also  from  Bremen  to  iPhiladelphia. 

The  Chairman.  And  your  terminal  on  the  other  side  is  Bremen? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  stop  where  else? 

Mr.  Winter.  Plymouth  and  Cherbourg  going  out,  and  South- 
ampton and  Cherbourg  coming  west.  Then  we  have  a  Mediterranean 
line  going  to  Gibraltar,  Naples,  and  Genoa. 

The  Chairman.  Is  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company 
represented  in  this  so-called  Atlantic  Conference? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  in  all  three  Conferences. 

The  Chairman.  Those  three  being  the  Atlantic  Conference 

Mr.  Winter.  The  Continental  Conference  and  the  Mediterranean 
Conference. 

The  Chairman.  Are  any  of  your  representatives  members  of  the 
Merchants'  Association  of  New  i  ork  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Mr.  Schwab  is  a  member  and  a  director. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  also? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  as  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce? 

Mr.  Winter.  Mr.  Schwab  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  Maritime  Exchange? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes,  sir;  and  also  a  member  of  the  Produce  Exchan^. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  any  meeting  that  you  know  of,  either  m 
one  of  these  Conferences  or  in  any  other  way,  where  freight  rates  are 
discussed  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Who  fixes  these  rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  Freight  rates  are  not  fixed.  Our  freight  manager 
goes  to  the  produce  exdiange,  or  the  brokers  come  to  him,  and  oner 
meir  freight,  and  he  fixes  the  rate  as  he  has  space  on  his  ships. 

The  Chairman.  There  is  no  agreement,  so  far  as  you  Imow,  be- 
tween the  different  steamship  lines  as  to  what  rates  shall  be? 
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Mr.  Winter.  Not  east  bound. 

The  Chairman.  Does  vour  management  here  have  the  power  to  fix 
east-bound  freight  rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  his  duty  is  to  fill  the  space  if  he  can. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Without  any  limitation  on  the  price? 

Mr.  Winter.  Oh,  yes.    He  obtains  the  best  rate  he  can. 

The  Chairman.  But  with  no  arrangement  with  other  steamship 
lines? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.    There  can  not  be  any  arrangement  on  freight 

The  Chairman.  There  is  no  agreement  of  any  kind,  either  verbal 
or  written 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutely  not. 

The  Chairman  (continuing).  Which  affects  the  rates  on  freight 
which  is  offered  to  you  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutely  not. 

Mr.  LoNowoRTH.  You  mean  that  your  freight  rate  is  a  separate 
contract  with  an  individual  shipper? 

Mr.  Winter.  Exactly. 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  they  vary  from  day  to  day  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes ;  they  vary  from  hour  to  hour,  sometimes. 

The  Chairman.  Depending  upon  the  space  you  have? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  space  we  have  availaole. 

The  Chairman.  Now,  how  about  passenger  rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  Passenger  rates  are  fixed  by  the  respective  companies 
abroad. 

The  Chairman.  Does  not  the  management  here  have  anything  to 
do  with  fixing  passenger  rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  absolutely  not.  We  are  purely  servants  in  carry- 
ing them  out.  We  get  a  cable  to  advance  or  reduce  our  steerage  rate, 
and  we  have  to  carry  that  out. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Which  fluctuates  the  most,  the  first,  second,  third 
class  rates  or  steerage  rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  steerage  rates. 

The  Chairman.  You  said  that  all  passenger  rates  are  determined 
on  the  other  side? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  done  after  a  conference  with  the  different 
lines? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  have  a  conference  on  the  other  side. 

The  Chairman.  In  which  those  things  are  discussed? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  presume  so. 

The  Chairman.  But  as  far  as  you,  as  one  of  the  managers  of  the 
North  German  Lloyd  business  here,  are  concerned,  you  receive  instruc- 
tions from  the  home  office? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  home  office.  Those  are  the  only  ones  I  would 
obey. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Does  your  company  employ  a  representative  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  We  have  a  correspondent  there,  Mr.  Jerome  J.  Wil- 
ber,  and  also  Mr.  Bennett,  who  gives  us  information. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Mr.  Wilber  is  still  there? 

Mr.  Winter.  Oh^es. 

The  Chairman.  What  are  his  duties? 
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Mr.  Winter.  He  merely  sends  us  printed  matter,  with  occasional 
reports,  and  so  forth,  on  questions  that  would  interest  us. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  copies  of  bills  introduced? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Reports  made  upon  those  bills  by  any  committees 
of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Well,  if  he  gets  them.  I  find  I  have  to  write  for 
quite  a  lot  of  information  direct  to  the  department. 

The  Chairman.  But  he  represents  you  and  gets  any  documentary 
evidence  or  corresponds  with  you  as  to  what  is  going  on  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  His  correspondence  is  limited.  He  says,  "  I  inclose 
bill  so  and  so,"  introduced  by  Mr.  Hawley,  and  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  In  what  respect  do  his  duties  differ  from  those 
of  the  duties  of  Mr.  Bennett  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Mr.  Bennett  sends  us  a  copy  of  his  general  report  on 
q[uestions  he  thinks  will  be  of  interest  to  us;  for  instance,  on  quaran- 
tine and  on  the  cholera  question  recently. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  ever  instruct  him  to  see  certain  parties  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No  ;  neither  of  them. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  keep  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  lobby  in 
Washington  to  influence  legislation  in  any  way  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutely  not. 

The  Chairman.  Or  is  there  any  expenditure  that  is  made  by  your 
office  here  in  New  York  or  the  home  omce  to  employ  a  paid  attorney  in 
Washington  regularly? 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutelv  not. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  frequently,  I  suppose,  been  represented 
before  committees  there  in  special  cases  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  before  committees.  You  will  find  the  steamship 
lines  have  never  appeared  before  a  committee  of  Congress,  with  two 
exceptions,  in  a  decade. 

The  Chairman.  What  were  those  exceptions? 

Mr.  Winter.  One  was  recently  in  connection  with  the  immigra- 
tion law,  section  42 ;  the  other  was  about  1901  or  1902,  with  reference 
to  a  bill  of  lading  measure. 

The  Chairman.  Who  represented  you  then  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  steamship  lines  were  represented  then  by  a  com- 
mittee from  the  steamship  lines.  A  committee  was  appointed  and 
went  to  Washington. 

The  Chairman.  The  gentlemen  were  connected  with  the  lines  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  The  only  time  the  lines  have  sent  an  attorney 
to  Washington,  I  believe,  was  in  connection  with  the  invitation  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  when  they  invited  us  to  appear 
before  them  and  explain  why  we  should  not  be  brought  under  the 
operation  of  the  interstate  commerce  law.  At  that  time  Judge 
Choate,  Mr.  Beers,  and  Mr.  Harrington  Putnam  went  to  Washington 
and  represented  us. 

Mr.  HawLiEY.  How  were  they  paid  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  We  jointly  paid  the  expenses. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Not  from  the  conference  fund  ? 

Mr.  WiNi'ER.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  But  by  voluntary  contributions? 
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Mr.  Winter.  Each  line  took  its  share.  Judge  Choate  was  our 
counsel ;  Mr.  Beers  represented  the  Cunard  Line,  and  Mr.  Harrington 
Putnam,  I  believe,  represented  the  International  Merchant  Marine. 

The  Chairman.  That  is,  the  White  Star  and  the  American  Line? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes ;  I  think  he  did.    I  am  not  sure  about  that. 

The  Chairman.  Does  your  company  employ  Mr.  Neale  in  Wash- 
ington ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  we  have  no  representative  there. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  not  any  regularly  paid  attorney  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutely  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  representative  who  is  not  an  attorney  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Outside  of  Mr.  Wilber  and  Mr.  Bennett,  absolutely 
no  other  representative  there. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Where  are  the  conferences  abroad  held;  in  what 
city? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  lines  decide,  as  is  most  convenient.  A  meeting 
may  be  held  in  Paris  one  day  and  in  London  the  next  day.  It  de- 
pends on  the  participants  and  the  questions  that  come  up  for  dis- 
cussion. 

Mr.  Hawuby.  There  are  no  regular  offices? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  maintain  a  secretary's  office  like  the  one  on  this 
side  of  the  ocean.    There  are  offices  maintained  at  Jena,  Germany. 

The  Chairman.  In  this  testimony  on  page  1001  Mr.  Marvin  stated 
that  Mr.  Lodge,  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  had  made  this  state- 
ment : 

"  I  printed  a  short  time  ago  a  telegram  which  had  been  sent  to 
me  from  Milbank,  S.  Dak.,  by  a  gentleman  known  to  the  Senator 
from  that  State,  and  favorably  known  in  South  Dakota.  That 
telegram  was  as  follows: 

*•  To  F.  W.  A.  PoppiE.  MUhank,  8,  Dak, 

"  Immigration  bill  comes  up  in  the  House  Wednesday.  Wire  your  Congress- 
man, our  expense,  protesting  against  proposed  exchision  and  requesting  l>ill 
be  defeated,  informing  him  that  vote  in  favor  means  defeat  next  election. 

"  Claussenius  &  Co., 
"  North  Oerman  Lloyd  Agents  in  Chicago.'* 

Are  those  gentlemen  still  your  agents  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  they  are  our  general  western  agents  in  Chicago. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  has  the  agency  here  in  New  York  ever  taken 
steps  of  that  character? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  nor  was  that  action  authorized  by  us. 

The  Chairman.  That,  you  mean,  was  done 

Mr.  Winter.  They  did  it  individually,  and  were  taken  to  account 
for  it.  It  was  a  foolish  action.  I  am  afraid  we  are  none  of  us 
relieved  from  the  foolish  actions  of  others  at  timers. 

The  Chairman.  That  was  never  authorized  by  the  North  German 
Lloyd  Company? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

The  Chairman.  When  Mr.  Boas,  who  is  the  agent  of  the  Hamburg- 
American  Line,  as  I  understand  it,  was  on  the  stand,  a  letter  was 
introduced  written  to  Mr.  Wilber,  which  you  will  find  at  page  963 
of  the  record.  I  show  you  that  and  ask  you  to  read  it  and  say  whether 
you  know  anything  about  that.

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Mr.  Winter  (after  examination  of  the  letter  referred  to).  No; 
we  had  no  part  in  this. 

The  Chairman.  Did  the  North  German  Lloyd  ever  communicate 
with  Mr.  Wilber  in  similar  lines  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No ;  with  the  view  of  seeing  any  Member  of  Congress 
or  the  Senate,  you  mean  ? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Your  entire  relations  with  Mr.  Wilber  and  Mr. 
Bennett  were  in  receiving  information  from  them  as  to  various  bills 
that  were  before  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  And  matters  that  might  interest  us. 

The  Chairman.  That  is,  matters  that  might  interest  the  shipping 
people  generally? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  never  employed  him  to  go  to  interview 
Members  of  Congress,  either  Members  of  the  Senate  or  the  House  of 
Representatives  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  And  your  arrangement  with  him  is  merely  that 
he  receives  a  fixed  annual  sum  for  generally  keeping  track  of  what 
bills  are  introduced  or  what  reports  are  made  on  bills  of  interest 
to  you  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Sending  us  the  Gk)verriment  reports  on  questions  that 
would  interest  us.  We  write  Mr.  WHber  at  times  asking  him  to  get 
an  interpretation  of  some  administrative  rule  from  the  departments. 
That  is  the  limit  of  our  correspondence  with  him. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  never  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly, 
have  employed  him  to  see  special  members  of  the  Senate  or  House? 

Mr.  Winter.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  in  regard  to  any  bills. 

Mr.  Winter.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  And  your  answer  would  be  the  same  in  regard  to 
Mr.  Bennett? 

Mr.  Winter.  Absolutely.  I  don't  think  we  have  exchanged  three 
letters  with  Mr.  Bennett  outside  of  getting  his  reports. 

Mr.  Longworth.  There  was  a  gentleman  here  the  other  day,  Mr. 
Norton,  I  think  it  was,  who  said  that  there  seemed  to  be  an  undue 
amount  of  advertising  in  certain  papers  in  what  he  called  the  Middle 
West — advertising  by  foreign  steamship  lines.  Do  you  know  any- 
thing about  that? 

Mr.  Winter.  That  certainly  was  a  misstatement,  an  absolute  mis- 
statement, as  some  of  his  others.  All  the  steamship  lines  advertising 
do  so  with  the  view  of  putting  their  lines  before  the  public.  Whether 
the  papers  they  advertise  in  are  owned  by  Members  of  Congress  or 
not,  they  do  not  care.  It  is  to  put  their  lines  before  the  public.  That 
is  the  only  principle  that  regulates  our  advertising. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  your  company  ever,  directly  or  indirectly, 
contribute  to  any  congressional  campaign  for  or  against  a  candidate 
for  Congress? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  of  course  our  firm,  as  an  American  firm,  has 
subscribed  to  the  Republican  campaign  fund  and  it  has  also  sub- 
scribed to  the  Democratic  campaign  fund. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  mean  any  particular  individual  campaign. 
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Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  Any  subscription  you  have  made  has  been  to 
one  or  the  other  of  the  national  parties? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  say  your  company  subscribes  to  both  campaign 
funds? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  the  North  German  Lloyd  never.  The  firm  of 
Oelrichs  &  Co.  has  at  times  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Hawust.  Why  is  thati 

Mr.  Garretp.  Why  should  you  do  that? 

Mr.  Winter.  Well,  as  a  matter  of  fairness. 

Mr.  Hawi£y.  I  do  not  quite  see,  as  a  matter  of  fairness,  why  you 
should  subscribe  to  both  parties. 

Mr.  Winter.  We  have  friends  in  both  parties.  We  know  a*whole 
lot  of  gentlemen  in  both  parties. 

Mr.  Hawust.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  fairness  not  to  subscribe  to 
either.    Why  not  refuse  subscriptions? 

Mr.  Winter.  Mr.  Schwab  usually  regulated  that.  He  thought  it 
wise  to  make  that  subscription,  as  every  big  firm  does,  I  believe,  that 
is  called  upon. 

Mr.  Hawiey.  I  still  am  somewhat  in  the  dark  as  to  why,  if  he 
subscribed  to  both  as  a  matter  of  fairness,  it  would  not  be  more  ad- 
visable not  to  subscribe  to  either. 

The  Chairman.  This  firm  that  is  now  the  agents  of  the  North 
German  Lloyd  Company  is  not  a  corporation,  is  it? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  name  of  the  firm  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Oelrichs  &  Co.  Our  firm  has  been  in  existence  prac- 
tically since  1798. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Gustav  Schwab  is  an  American  citizen,  is  he 
not? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.    He  was  bom  in  America. 

The  Chairman.  And  Mr.  Van  Post  is  also  an  American  citizen  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  These  campaign  subscriptions  that  you  speak  of 
have  been  to  the  parties  and  not  to  individuals  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  To  the  national  committees. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  given  them  to  party  committees  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  > 

Mr.  Garrett.  State,  congressional,  or  national  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  national  committees  only. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Have  you  ever  subscribed  to  the  congressional  com- 
mittee campaign  fund? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  are  a  member  of  one  of  these  conference  com- 
mittees, are  you  not? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  are  there  as  a  representative  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean  Conference,  are  you  not? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  am  on  the  Continental  Conference. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  you  are  its  representative  in  this  committee? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  managing  committee. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  managing  committee ;  you  are  a  member  of  the 
managing  committee  ? 
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Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  GrAKBBXT.  What  functions  does  that  committee  perform} 

Mr.  Winter.  Merely  to  manage  that  office. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  what  way? 

Mr.  Winter.  To  see  that  it  is  properly  run;  that  it  does  not  en* 

fage  in  any  work  that  we  are  not  interested  in ;  that  its  expenses  are 
ept  down,  and  so  forth. 

Mr.  Garretp.  You  audit  its  accounts  f 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes ;  we  have  auditors  for  that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  your  functions  go  no  farther  than  an  examina- 
tion of  the  work  that  is  done  in  the  office? 

Mr.  Winter.  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  a  supervision  of  that  work? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  And  then  if  Mr.  Sandford  is  called  upon  to 
do  certain  work  that  does  not  come  within  his  purview,  we  tell  him 
so.    He  refers  that  to  us. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  work,  for  instance,  has  Mr.  Sandford  been 
called  upon  recently  to  do  tnat  you  advised  should  not  be  dcme  by 
him? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  don't  know  of  a  recent  instance. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  your  committee  have  any  discussion  of  freight 
rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Gabsett.  Of  legislation? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  do  not  discuss  legislation  pending  in  Congress 
or  elsewhere? 

Mr.  WiNTBR.  No.  That  is  not  the  line  of  the  work  of  the  confer- 
ence. The  conference  is  merely  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  our 
business  with  the  agents  and  the  traveling  public. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  the  members  of  that  committee  never  discuss 
freight  rates,  even  in  an  informal  way ;  they  never  discuss  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

(Whereupon,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned,  subject 
to  the  call  of  tne  chairman.)

The  Chairman.  Gentlemen,  Mr.  William  Barclay  Parsons,  who 
has  been  subpcenaed  for  January  28,  asked  to  be  permitted  to  anpear 
before  the  committee  this  afternoon,  as  he  must  necessarily  be  in 
Boston  to-morrow,  and  I  therefore  called  the  committee  together 
to  hear  his  testimony  to-day. 

STATEMEITT  OF  WIILIAK  BABCLAT  PASSOITS. 

The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 
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Mr.  Parsons.  Eiimneer. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  connection  with  any  of  the  steam- 
ship companies  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  am  president  of  the  American-Asiatic  Steamship 
Co. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  that? 

Mr.  Parsons.  The  American-Asiatic  Steamship  Co.  is  a  company 
chartering  steamers,  running  mainly  between  New  York  and  ports 
in  the  Far  East,  from  Colombo  to  Yokohama. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  run  under  any  regular  schedule? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No  ;  they  are  what  are  called  tramp  boats.  I  think 
we  are  running  about  seven  boats  a  year,  and  they  run  probably 
every  six  or  seven  weeks. 

The  Chairman.  Are  they  both  freight  and  passen^r? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No  passengers  at  all;  nothing  but  miriit. 

The  Chairman,  miere  do  you  charter  these — any^M!«  you  can 
get  them  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Anywhere  we  can  get  them;  yes. 

The  Chairman.  Are  any  of  them  flying  the  American  flag! 

Mr.  Parsons.  None. 

The  Chairman.  You  organi2»d  the  company,  did  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  did. 

Tlie  Chairman.  Have  you  any  arrangements  with  any  other 
steamship  companies,  eitmr  foreign  or  domestic — I  mean  as  to  flying 
f orei^  flags  or  the  English  flag  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  have  an  arrangement  with  the  oUier  lines  run- 
ning out  of  New  York,  in  that  we  recognise  each  other's  contracts  and 
alternate  with  each  other  in  running. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  arrangement  with  regard  to  rates? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes;  we  have  rates  wiwi  the  other  companies. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  a  regular  pooling  agreement  relative  to 
imtos  with  the  other  companies  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  do  not  know  what  you  mean  exactly  by  a  regular 
pooling  arrangement. 

The  Chairman.  I  will  withdraw  that  question.  You  have  ar- 
raaeeinents  relative  to  freight  rates  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  have. 

The  Chairman.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  freight  rates  differ  materi- 
aiiv,  do  they  not  ? 

Afr.  Parsons.  Oh,  yes. 

The  Chairman.  From  time  to  time  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  How  are  these  differences  settled  by  the  com- 
panies? 

Mr.  Parsons.  They  are  settled  in  confierence. 

The  Chairman.  Wliere  is  that  conference  held  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  In  Liondon. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  any  conference  in  connection  with  these 
steamers  doii^  this  Asiatic  business,  which  meets  in  New  York  ?  Has 
it  any  New  York  office  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No.  We  have  occasional  meetings  in  New  York. 
The  agents  occasionally  meet  in  New  York,  but  the  head  business  is 
transacted  in  London.  The  name  of  the  conference  ia  the  New 
York-China  Conference. 
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The  Chairman.  The  freight  rates  are  all  settled  as  a  result  of  con- 
ferences abroad  ? 

Mr.  Pabsoks.  They  are  settled  as  the  result  of  conferences  abroad, 
or  advices  from  here.    Of  course  we  have  a  force  here. 

The  CHAmnAN.  The  freight  rates  for  all  those  steamers  canying 
the  far  eastern  trade  differ  materially,  do  they  not,  even  from  day 
to  day  ?  I  do  not  mean  necessarily  from  day  to  day,  but  from  sailing 
to  sailing  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  The  rates? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Parsons.  No;  the  rates  have  been  of  late  substantially  uni- 
form.    May  I  interject  a  remark  here,  off  the  record  t 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

(After  a  brief  colloquy  off  the  record:) 

The  Chairman.  Who  is  your  traffic  manager  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  He  is  a  man  now  in  London. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  his  name  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  McMurtrie. 

The  Chairman.  With  headquarters  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Parsons.  With  headquarters  in  New  York?  He  is  now  in 
London.  I  will  answer  your  questions  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  but 
I  reserve  the  right  to  correct  afterwards  in  case  I  have  made  a  mistake 
wi^  reference  to  those  matters  which  are  under  his  direct  control. 

The  CsAiRMAN.  Have  the  several  companies  connected  with  this 
general  business  written  agreements  in  regard  to  the  way  they  shall 
handle  business  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  believe  they  have. 

The  Chairman.  Where  are  they  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Li  England. 

The  Chairman.  Is  tms  an  English  company  'i 

Mr.  Parsons.  It  is  a  Maine  corporation.  The  history  of  the  com- 
pany might  aid  you.  It  was  organized  at  a  time  when  the  American 
syndicate  had  the  Chinese  railway. 

I  visited  that  countrjr  and  looked  over  the  ground  and  I  oi^anized 
this  company  to  work  in  conjunction  with  that  railway.  The  rail- 
way was  then  sold  back  to  the  Chinese  Government,  so  we  had  no 
further  connection  with  it  at  aU.  The  steamship  company  was  left 
on  my  hands  to  try  to  work  out  as  best  I  could.  We  have  no  con- 
nection with  any  railroad.  We  have  no  connection  with  any  trans- 
Pacific  business. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  employed  anybody  down  here  in 
Washington  in  regard  to  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  Greneral  shipping  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Never.  We  are  not  the  least  interested,  either 
directly  or  indirectly. 

The  Chairman,   i  ou  have  never  employed  anybody  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Neither  you  nor  your  company  ever  employed 
any  person  down  here  to  keep  you  advised  as  to  what  biUs  were  pre- 
sented in  Congress  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  In  either  House  ? 
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Mr.  Parsons.  No,  sir:  neither  directly  nor  indirectly.  We  never 
had  any  representative  here,  and  we  have  never  spent  a  penny  piece 
in  Washington  on  that  subject  in  my  Ufe.  What  legislation  has  been 
had  on  that  subject  in  the  way  of  subsidies,  and  so  forth,  has  never 
affected  the  kina  of  business  we  do. 
'.  The  Chairman.  Your  ships  never  carry  mail ) 

Mr.  Parsons.  Our  ships  never  carry  mail.  Our  boats  are  simply 
the  common  ordinary  ocean  tramps.  They  cany  no  passengers  and 
they  carry  no  mail.    It  is  a  kind  of  business  anybody  can  ^o  into. 

The  Chatrman.  Do  jou  have  any  agreements  with  the  pe^ople 
that  ship  by  your  line  m  regard  to  rebates  or  anything  of  that  kind  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  believe  not. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  you  "beUeve  not."  If  such  arrangements 
were  had  where  would  they  be  arranged  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Probably  in  London.  I  never  made  any  such 
arrangements. 

The  Chairman.  Would  that  all  be  done  by  your  traffic  manager? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes.    He  is  in  London. 

The  Chairman.  It  would  be  passed  upon  by  your  board  of  directors 
would  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.^  It  never  has  been.  The  arrangement  we  have  with 
each  other  consists  chiefly  in  always  having  a  Doat  in  berth  for  far 
eastern  ports,  so  shippers  makinj;  a  contra^  to  send  goods  to  China 
and  Japan,  for  instance,  if  a  train  happens  to  be  late  and  the  whole 
of  his  consignment,  say  of  cotton  goods,  does  not  arrive  in  time,  our 
steamer  saib,  and  our  contract  is  recognized  hj  the  line  who  happens 
to  have  a  boat  next  on  the  berth;  so  the  shipper  loses  nothing  in 
demurrage  and  does  not  have  to  put  his  goods  m  storage,  and  is  not 
subject  to  have  somebody  else  hold  him  up  from  his  rate  when  they 
know  he  is  in  difficulties  with  his  goods  on  the  cars  in  the  port  of 
New  York.    That  constitutes  our  arrangement. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  American  competitors  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  The  Pacific  Line. 

The  Chairman.  Just  exactly  what  is  your  route  ?    Do  you  start 
from  New  York  ? 
I  Mr.  Parsons.  We  start  from  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  go  around  the  Horn? 
I  Mr.  Parsons.  No;  we  go  through  Suez.    Colombo  is  usually  our 

I  first  stop,  unless  we  stop  to  coal.    These  boats,  as  you  are  aware, 

carry  only  a  small  amount  of  coal  and  have  to  stop  to  coal  all  along 
the  road.  They  stop  either  at  Gibraltar  or  Algiers  or  Malta  usually 
for  coal.  Sometimes  they  get  as  far  as  the  Suez  Canal  for  the  first 
coaling,  but  that  is  very  rare.  Colombo  is  the  first  point.  They 
make  any  point,  whether  Singapore  or  Manilla  or  HoDgkon^  or  any 
port  on  the  Chinese  coast,  as  far  up  as  Yokohama.  We  will  ^o  up 
to  Port  Arthur,  if  there  is  enough  cargo  offering  to  send  a  ship  up 
there.    If  not,  it  is  transshipped  to  one  of  the  local  lines  at  Shanghai. 

The  Chairman.  What  otner  matters  are  there  covered  in  the 
agreements  between  these  several  companies  that  do  the  same  char- 
acter of  business  you  do  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  None. 

The  Chairman.  What  happens  if  the  agreement  is  not  carried  outt 
I  mean  to  say,  suppose  you  nave  an  agreement  to  chaise  a  certain 
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amount  of  freight,  and  your  traffic  manager  violates  the  agreement, 
id  there  any  penalty  attached  to  it  ? 

Mr.  PARdONS.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  penalty  at  all  attached 
to  it.  The  onlj  penalty  would  be  that  he  would  lie  left  out  of  the 
right  to  have  his  contracts  recognized  by  the  other  lines.    That  is  all. 

The  Chaibman.  How  many  companies  are  there  in  this  agree- 
ment 1 

Mr.  PaASOKs.  I  think  there  are  some  five  or  six — companies  and 
steamship  owners.    They  are  chiefly  steamship  owners. 

Th^  UHAiAttAK.  What  are  those  companies  I  Can  you  name 
themt 

Mr.  Pabsons.  I  would  rather  not  give  a  list  offhand. 

The  C^AiBMAN.  Can  you  get  it  for  me  and  send  it  to  me  ! 

Mr.  Pabsons.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBtH.  Will  you  state  the  name  of  the  conference  to 
which  you  referred,  and  to  which  your  company  is  a  party  ? 

Mt.  PabsoKs.  I  think  they  call  it  the  New  York-Chma  Conference. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  The  New  York-China  Conference  ? 

Mr.  PABsoNe.  Yes;  I  think  so. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  Are  your  competitors,  Mr.  Parsons,  American, 
firms  or  corporations  organized  in  ionerica^ 

Mr.  Pa&sons.  Ourprmcipal  competitors  are  the  Pacific  lines. 

Mif .  LoNowoBtfi.  Oi  course,  they  are  not  direct  competitors  I 

Mr.  Pabsons.  Oh,  yes;  they  are  direct. 

Mr.  LONOWOBTtt.  They  are  f 

Mt.  Pabsons.  Oh,  yes;  direct. 

Mr.  LoNowoBTH.  Iliat  is  to  say,  you  have  to  calculate  your  ratea 
on  ^at  their  tates  are  to  Chinese  ports,  plus  the  railroad  rates  ^ 

Mt.  Pabsons.  Hus  the  railroad-  yes.  We  have  no  arrangement 
with  any  railroad,  Mr.  Longwortn.  If  you  are  a  shipper  m  the 
interior  and  you  want  to  ship  goods  to  Hongkong,  you  inquire  from 
us  the  ocean  mate  and  add  to  that  the  regular  railroad  rate  to  New 
York.  You  can  do  the  same  thing  across  the  Pacific.  Then  you 
diip  whichever  way  is  cheapest. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  In  chartering  these  boats,  do  you  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  determination  of  the  scale  or  wages  for  the  officers 
and  crew  ? 

Mr.  Pabsons.  No. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH .  Nothing  whatever  ? 

Mr.  Pabsons.  Nothing  whatever.. 

Mr.  LoNOWoBTH.  You  pay  simply  a  lump  sum  for  the  contract  ? 

Mr.  Pabsons.  I  pay  either  hy  tne  lump  sum — well,  sometimes  it  id 
a  lump  sum  and  sometimes  it  is  not.  That  depends  on  how  trade  is 
running.  As  a  rule  I  think  our  charters  run  for  the  voyage — ^voyage 
in  and  voyage  out. 

Mr.  Lonowobth.  The  round  trip? 

Mr.  Pabsons.  No;  voyage  in  or  voyage  out.  That  dependia 
entirely  on  how  the  trade  is  running.  We  will  take  a  steamer  from 
here  and  she  will  make  the  run  out.  ohe  may  load  to  London,  and  we 
not  get  that  boat  again  for  a  couple  of  years. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  Does  your  company  pay  a  corporation  tax  ? 

Mr.  Pabsons.  I  think  we  do. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  You  mean  the  Federal  corporation  tax ! 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Yes;  the  Federal  corporation  tax. 
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Mr.  Parsons.  It  does  not  amount  to  much. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  want  to  ask  any  further  questions, 
gentlemen  t 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  you  know  what  proportion  of  business  your 
company  does  between  New  York  and  the  jEast? 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  are  sending  now,  I  think,  about  42  boats  a  year. 
On  the  basis  of  42  boats,  we  have  one-sixth.  I  do  one-sixth  of  the 
business,  on  that  basis.  That  number  of  boats  fluctuates  with  the 
demands  of  traffic.  If  traffic  is  brisk,  we  put  on  extra  boats.  If 
traffic  is  light,  we  take  off  boats. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  None  of  these  boats  are  American  boats  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  None  of  them  subsidized  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Where  is  the  stock  of  your  company  owned  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  Largely  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  All  of  it  in  the  United  States  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  No;  some  of  it  is  owned  in  Hongkong. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Abotit  what  proportion  of  the  stock  is  owned  by 
Americans  I 

Mr.  Parsons.  About  one-half.  The  rest  of  it  is  owned  in  Hong- 
kong. 

m,  Humphreys.  Your  boats  fly  the  foreign  flag;  but  are  any  of 
them  owned  by  Americans  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Owned  by  foreigners,  too  f 

Mr.  Parsons.  Owned  by  foreigners.  I  do  not  think  there  are 
any  American  boats  in  that  class. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  No  American-owned  boats  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No  American-owned  boats  or  any  boats  under  the 
American  flag  in  the  class  we  have — that  is,  purely  slow-speed  or  cargo 
boats. 

The  Chairman.  How  much  Mrill  those  boats  approximate  ?  What 
is  the  range  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  They  are  boats  that  range  from  three  to  five  thou- 
sand tons.  We  charter  those  boats  for  the  round  trip,  and  sometimes 
simply  for  the  single  way.  Sometimes  we  pay  so  much  a  ton,  and 
sometimes  we  pay  a  himp  sum. 

Tlie  OsAiRMAN.  You  do  not  own  any  boats  yourself  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No;  we  do  not  own  any  boats  ourselves.  We  chat'' 
ter  altogether. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Who  owns  the  others  of  the  42  boats  you  men- 
tioned, if  you  know  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  They  are  owned  chiefly  by  shipowners  in  England. 
Some  are  German,  however.  I  think  the  Wk  of  them  are  English- 
owned  boats. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  do  not  include  in  that  the  Pacific  boats  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Pacific  boats. 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH.  I  mean  in  your  competitors. 

Mr.  Parsons.  In  the  42  boats  ? 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Parsons.  No.  Those  are  our  boats  that  run  out  of  New  York. 
We  take  them  in  rotation,  so  as  to  always  keep  a  boat  on  berth.  We 
get  a  boat  out  about  every  10  days.    Sendmg  out  42  boats  in  52 
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weeks  means  a  boat  every  10  days  out  of  New  York,  so  there  is  very 
little  loss  of  interest  on  cargoes  being  held.  We  do  not  care  to  have 
large  boats,  because  they  take  longer  to  load,  and  shippers  object  to 
very  large  Doats. 

Mr.  HuMPHBETS.  As  to  those  other  boats  of  these  42,  are  they 
chartered  by  other  American  companies  than  yours  ? 
.  Mr.  Parsons.  No;  I  think  those  boats  are  all  owned  abroad. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  And  not  chartered  by  any  American  company  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No — I  will  take  that  back.  The  Standard  Oil 
Co.  owns  a  few  which  they  send  out  loaded  with  oil. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  I  mean  boats  devoted  to  the  general  freight 
business. 

Mr.  Parsons.  No.  Of  course,  those  Standard  Oil  boats  will  come 
back  loaded  with  a  general  cargo,  coming  this  way. 

Mr.  HtJMPHREYS.  What  flag  do  those  boats  fly  ?  Not  the  American 
flag? 

Mr.  Parsons.  No;  I  think  they  are  English  boats.  I  think  they 
are  all  English  boats. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  None  of  the  42  boats,  you  think,  fly  the  American 
flag? 

.  Mr.  Parsons.  I  know  that.    There  has  never  been  a  boat  flying 
the  American  flag,  I  know. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  do  anything  in  the  way  of  coal  carrying  1 
Did  you  do  any  of  the  coal  carrying  for  the  fleet  when  they  went 
around  the  world  ? 

Mj.  Parsons.  No.  We  take  coal  for  the  Government  occasionally. 
Every  now  and  then  the  Government  calls  for  tenders.  That  hap- 
pens once  in  awhile,  that  the  Government  every  now  and  then  calls 
ror  a  whole  shipload,  and  we  tender  it. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Did  you  ever  contemplate  either  building  boats 
for  this  trade  or  buying  them  and  holding  them  for  American  trade  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  have. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  I  suppose  you  made  an  estimate  of  how  much 
more  it  would  cost  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  Can  you  tell  us,  roughlv,  how  much  it  is  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  think  we  figured  it  would  cost  25  per  cent  more. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean  to  build  or  operate  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Both.  It  would  cost  about  25  per  cent  more  to 
operate,  and  it  would  cost  more  to  build  and  operate  both. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  That  is  on  account  of  pay  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  That  is  on  account  of  pay. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  On  account  of  what  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  On  account  of  the  pay.  The  laws  regulating  the 
number  of  officers  and  what  you  have  to  give  them,  if  you  are  running 
under  the  American  flag,  make  you  pay  more  all  around. 

The  Chairman.  You  nave  to  give  them  more  space  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

^Mr.  Humphreys.  You  do  not  have  to  give  more  space  than  the 
English  boats,  do  you  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  could  not  answer  that. 

Mr.  Lonoworth.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  think  so,  too,  but  I  could  not  answer  that  as  to 
detail. 
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Mr.  Humphreys.  When  you  were  thinking  of  buying  boats,  did 
you  price  the  boats  in  this  country  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  There  are  no  boats  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  contemplated  building  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  would  not  have  built  here. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Did  you  try  to  estimate  the  cost  of  building 
boats  here  and  abroad  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  What  was  the  difference  in  price,  if  you  recall 
now,  which  you  would  have  to  pay  in  an  Englisn  shipyard  and  an 
American  shipyard  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  think  those  boats  would  have  cost  us  some  30  per 
cent  more  to  have  built  here  than  to  have  built  abroad. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  How  much  more  would  you  have  to  pay  in  the. 
operating  expenses  of  the  boat  under  the  American  flag  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  They  figured  it  out,  as  I  recall,  that  it  would  be 
some  25  per  cent  more.  We  looked  into  it  and  saw  it  was  quite 
impossible,  and  did  not  push  it  very  far.  We  got  prices  on  boats 
abroad  and  we  found  that  the  conditions  of  trade  witnin  the  last  few 
years  were  such  we  could  charter  cheaper  than  we  could  buy. 

Mr.  LoHOWOBTH.  That  is  to  say,  if  you  had  to  pay  the  American 
scale,  you  could  not  compete  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  could  not  possibly  compete  at  all.  We  could 
not  possibly  compete.  Lines  are  just  now  able  to  maintain  expenses^ 
and  that  is  about  all.    We  are  paying  no  dividends. 

The  Chairman.  Is  there  anything  else,  gentlemen  ? 

Mr.  Humphreys.  I  do  not  thinK  I  have  it  exactly  clear  in  my 
mind  as  to  the  chartering  of  these  boats.     You  charter  boats  now? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  have  stated  that  at  one  time  you  thought 
of  buying  boats  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  did  not  buy  them  because  you  found  they 
would  cost  you  about  25  per  cent  more 

Mr.  Parsons  (interrupting).  To  operate  the  American  boat  would 
cost  25  per  cent  more  tnan  to  operate  the  foreign  boat.  Under  the 
American  flag  it  would  cost  about  25  per  cent  more.  I  could  get  no 
advanta^  from  it. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  could  buy  the  boat,  however,  and  fly  it 
under  a  foreign  flag?  You  could  own  it  and  have  it  fly  a  foreign 
fla^? 

Mr.  Parsons.  I  could  have  an  American  boat  built  and  put  it 
under  a  foreign  flag,  certainly. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  could  have  a  foreign  boat  built  and  own  it, 
and  still  fly  the  foreign  flag  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Certainly.  But  I  found  it  was  more  economical  to 
charter,  so  I  have  been  chartering.  I  let  the  other  fellow  own  the 
boat. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  It  is  more  economical  to  charter  a  boat  than  it 
is  to  buy  a  foreign  boat  and  operate  it  imder  the  navigation  laws  of 
foreign  countries  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  It  was,  doing  the  small  business  that  I  have  been 
doing.  To  put  all  mv  money  into  a  boat  and  then  have  that  boat 
docked  or  some  accident  happen  to  her  would  break  up  my  whole 
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schedule,  and  it  was  a  great  deal  better  to  be  able  to  charter  boats 
from  time  to  time.  There  is  no  trouble  about  chartering  boats.  You 
can  charter  a  steamcA*  in  two  hours'  time. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  There  is  ao  lack  of  boats,  as  I  understand,  to  do 
the  ocean  business  ? 

Mr.  Parsons.  Absolutely  none.    Boats  are  standing  idle. 

Mr.  HuMPHRETS.  How  is  that  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  Boats  are  standing  idle. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Standing  idle  nowt 

Mr.  Parsons.  Yes.  You  can  charter  a  steamer,  I  think,  on  two 
hours'  notice.  All  you  have  to  do  is  to  cable  London  what  kind  of 
a  boat  you  want  and  where  you  want  it  deliyered,  and  in  two  hours 
you  can  get  an  answer  back  naming  your  steamer,  if  you  are  as  hard 
up  as  all  that. 

Is  that  all,  Mr.  Chairman  t 

The  CHAmMAN.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  stated  that  so  far  as  the  subsidy  legislation 
is  concerned,  you  have  no  interest  in  that  t 

Mr.  Parsons.  We  hare  no  interest  one  way  or  the  other.  All  the 
subsidy  legislation  that  has  been  talked  of  affects  a  totally  different 
ofauss  cff  steaml^ns  from  what  we  indulge  in.  The  boats  we  charter  and 
the  boats  we  come  in  competition  with  are  boats  of  an  entirely  differ* 
ent  class.  Germany  ana  other  countries  abroad  do  not  subsidize 
boats  of  that  character  at  fdi.    Tliey  are  tramp  boats  strictly^ 

The  Chairman.  That  is  dl.

Present,  Messrs.  Olcott  (chairman),  Hawley,  and  Garrett. 

TESTIMOVT  OF  MB.  FIELDS  S.  PEBDLETOV. 

Fields  S.  Pendleton  was  called  as  a  witness  and,  having  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Give  vour  full  name. 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Fields  S.  Pendleton. 

The  Chairman.  You  live  in  New  York  f 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Shipowner  and  ship  broker. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  foreign  snips  as  well  as  others  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  No,  sir;  only  American  ships. 

TTie  Chairman.  What  kind  of  ships  are  they  * 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Sailing  ships;  practically  all  sailing  ships. 

The  Chairman.  Do  they  do  trans- Atlantic  business  and  business 
with  South  America? 
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Mr.  PsKBLETON.  Some  trade  with  South  America,  but  very  little 
trans- Atlantic;  not  very  often. 

The  Chairman.  Where  are  your  main  headquarters — New  York  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  130  Pearl  Street,  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Are  there  any  American  steamships  now  engaged 
in  any  other  than  the  coastwise  trade  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  What  lines?  I  mean,  of  course,  otherwise  than 
coastwise  trade. 

Mr.  Pendleton.  The  Red  D  Line,  that  runs  to  the  northern  part 
of  South  America.  Also  the  Ward  Steamship  Co.  That  is  about  all 
on  the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  Admiral  line  runs  to  Jamaica. 
Those  three  lines,  ana  the  Govenment-owned  ships  that  run  to 
Panama,  are  practicaUy  all  the  American  ships  on  the  Atlantic  coast, 
except  the  four  American  liners  of  the  American  Line. 

The  Chairman.  The  American  Line  controls  the  Red  D,  does  it 
not? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Yes,  sir.  The  Kroonland  and  the  Finland  some 
two  years  ago  were  put  under  a  foreign  flag.  They  were  taken  from 
imder  the  .^onerican  flag  and  put  under  the  Belgian  flag. 

The  Chairman.  To  what  Une  do  they  belong? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  They  belong  to  the  Red  Star  Line.  That  is 
practically  the  International  Navigation  Co. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  known  anything  whatever  of  the 
foreign  steamship  companies  employing  people  to  influence  legisla- 
tion here  in  Washington  f 

Mr.  Pendleton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  whatever  about  that 
subject  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  come  down  to  Washington  fre- 
quently in  connection  with  the  business  of  your  own  ships  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  appeared  before  committees  in  connec- 
tion with  the  various  legislation  pending,  affecting  American  ship- 
ping interests  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Yes,  sir;  I  have. 

The  Chairman.  Before  what  committees  did  you  a  pear? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Commerce. 

The  Chairman.  How  recently  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  For  the  past  three  years  I  do  not  recall  that  I 
have  had  any  appearance  beiore  a  committee,  but  previous  to  that  I 
was  here  qmte  often  in  the  interest  of  biUs  affecting  principally  the 
sailing  vessels.  I  never  have  appeared  for  shipping  legislation  but 
once,  and  that  was  in  1901,  I  think. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  rive  the  number  of  ships  sailing  under 
foreign  flags  that  are  owned  by  Americans,  approximately  ? 

Mr.  Pendleton.  It  has  been  variously  estimated  that  there  are 
from  five  to  seven  hundred  thousand  tons,  but  that  is  only  an  esti- 
mate. I  do  not  think  there  is  anybody  that  knows.  I  think  about 
the  best  information  on  that  subject  you  will  find  in  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  of  a  few  years  ago,  and  undoubtedly 
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the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  can  give  more  information  on  that 
than  anvbody  else. 

The  Oh  AIRMAN.  That  seems  to  be  all,  Mr.  Pendleton;  you  may  be 
excused. 

TESTIMOVT  OF  PAUL  G.  FOXJSMAIT. 

Paul  6.  Fourman  was  called  as  a  witness  and,  having  been  first  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Give  your  full  name  and  address. 

Mr.  Fourman.  Paul  G.  Fourman,  17  Broadway,  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Your  business  is  what  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  I  am  passenger  agent  of  the  Uranium  Steamship 
Co.,  with  Vesely  &  Co.,  general  passenger  agents. 

The  Chairman.  How  many  steam  vessels  does  your  company  own  t 

Mr.  Fourman.  Three  steamers,  the  Campania,  Uranium,  and 
Voltumo. 

The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  operate  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  From  Rotterdam  to  New  York,  touching  at  Halifax 
on  the  westbound  trip,  and  from  New  York  to  Rotterdam. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  have  regular  sailing  dates  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  sir;  every  two  weeks— Thursdays,  every  two 
weeks. 

The  Chairman.  How  lon^  has  this  company  been  in  existence  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  The  Uramum  Steamship  Co.  originally  chartered 
their  steamers  to  the  Northwest  Shipping  Co.,  (Ltd.),  of  London. 
That  was  in  April,  1908.  In  May,  1909,  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co. 
(Ltd.)  took  over  the  steamers;  that  is,  they  did  not  charter  them  any 
longer,  but  commenced  the  service  under  its  own  name. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  Had  you  previously  done  business  entirely  with 
the  chartered  steamers  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  The  Northwest  Transport  Co,  were  chartering 
steamers  from  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.). 

The  Chairman.  How  long  has  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  been 
in  existence  itself  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Since  April,  1909 — pardon  me,  since  April,  1910. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  rather  less  than  a  year? 

Mr.  FouRMAi{.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  1910? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  and  the  Northwest  Transport  Co.  operated  the 
steamers  in  1909  instead  of  1908. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Hawley,  will  you  ask  such  questions  as  you 
desire. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Mr.  Fourman,  you  know  the  scope  of  this  inqidry  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  any  information  as  to  the  existence  of  a 
lobby  here  in  Washington  or  maintained  in  New  York  City,  for 
instance,  that  sends  representatives  to  Washington  to  look  after 
l^slation  for  or  against  shipping  subsidies  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Not  on  either  side  of  the  question  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  other  companies  are  there  that  are 
numing  independent  lines  of  steamers  oetween  the  United  States 
and  Europe  ?

Mr.  FouRMAN.  There  are  only  two,  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co. 
(Ltd.)  and  the  Thomson  Line,  that  runs  to  Portland,  Me.,  and  to 
Canada. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Just  along  the  coast  ? 

Mr.  FouEBiAN.  No;  between  Europe  and  Canada  and  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  ships  has  this  Thomson  line  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  really  could  not  tell,  but  I  think  they  are  operating 
at  the  present  time  three  steamers. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  understand  in  the  hearings  there  have  been  in- 
cluded references  to  four  or  five  different  lines  having  the  name  of 
Thomson.     What  is  the  particular  designation  of  this  line? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Of  the  Thomson  Line  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes. 

Mr.  FouKMAN.  I  really  do  not  know,  but  they  are  owned  by  the 
Caimrona  or  something  of  that  sort.  They  have  several  lines — Italian 
lines  and  continental  Imes,  and  I  do  not  Know  exactly  what  steamers 
run  for  each  of  those  lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  what  is  called  the  Atlantic  con- 
ference ? 

Mr.  FouHMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  is  this  Atlantic  conference,  as  you  under- 
stand it  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  As  I  understand,  the  Atlantic  conference  is  a  com- 
bination of  all  steamship  lines  under  that  name,  the  Atlantic  con- 
ference, who  have  offices  in  New  York  City  and  who  control  the 
^  actions  of  the  agents.  They  have  different  rules  and  regulations  for 
'  their  agents.  I  understand  that  they  do  not  allow  their  agents  to  sell 
steamship  tickets  or  represent  lines  that  do  not  belong  to  the  con- 
ference; and  furthermore  I  understand  that  the  conference  sends  out 
various  circulars  to  their  subagents  in  connection  with  rates  and 
other  things.  There  are  a  good  many  other  general  businesses 
attended  to  in  that  conference  which  I  do  not  know  about.  If  I  may 
look  up  some  of  niy  records  here 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  manj  steamship  companies  doing  business 
between  any  part  of  the  United  States  and  any  part  of  Europe  are  not 
included  in  this  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  think  there  are  any  besides  the  Uranium 
Steamship  Co.  and  the  Thomson  Line.    Thev  are  all  included. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  are  these  two  not  included  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  really  could  not  say  why  they  are  not  included, 
because  I  do  not  know  the  way  these  steamship  companies  are  invitea 
into  that  conference.  It  is  either  by  application  or  by  invitation,  but 
I  really  do  not  know;  but  I  know  that  our  company,  the  Uranium 
Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.),  does  not  belong  to  the  conference. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  ever  applied  for  admission  to  it  ? 

Mr.  FouRB«£AN.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Thomson  Line  ever  applied 
for  admission  into  it  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  could  not  say. 

The  Chairbian.  If  the  Uranium  company  had  applied  for  admission 
you  would  have  known  about  it,  would  you  not  ? 
.  ^   Mr.  FouRMAN.  Not  likely,  because,  as  I  understand,  the  admission 
into  the  conference  is  arranged  on  the  other  side,  in  Europe,  and  not 
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here.  We  might  have  known  of  it  from  correspondence  between  our 
office  and  London.    So  far  as  I  know^  thej  did  not  apply. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  get  the  rates  charged  by  tne  various  steam- 
ship companies  in  the  conference  between  ports  m  the  United  States 
ana  Europe,  and  reverse  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Do  we  get  them  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  We  do  not  get  them  from  the  steamship  companies 
or  from  the  conference,  but  for  the  good  of  our  business  we  usually  get 
them  from  some  a^ent. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  possession  of  them  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Many  of  them? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Oh,  jes.

I  have 
some  of  their  saiUng  and  rate  Usts  and  can  show  most  of  the  time 
their  rates  are  uniform.  Here  are  some  rate  sheets  of  the  various 
conipanies. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  examined  these  rate  sheets,  I  suppose  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  observe  any  competition  betwewi  the 
various  companies  included  in  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Not  much.  There  is  simply  a  difference  of  two  or 
three  dollars.

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir;  I  have  never  had  anything  to  do  with 
freight,  and  do  not  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  what  passenger  rates  are  you  particularly  inter- 
ested— the  steerage  or  the  other  rates  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  The  steerage  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Upon  the  dates  stated  for  the  sailings  of  your 
steamers,  do  the  conference  lines  have  steamers  leaving  any  ports 
from  which  you  sail,  here  or  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  From  New  York  usually  they  have  steamers  when 
we  sail.  That  is  on  Thursdays.  They  have  had  them  for  the 
last  two  vears.  Whenever  we  had  a  steamer,  they  would  come 
down  with  their  rate  from  $35  or  sometimes  from  $38  to  $21,  in 
opposition  to  our  rate.  Our  rates  are  usually  $28  to  $30,  and  when- 
ever we  have  a  steamer,  the  conference  lines — ^not  all  of  them,  but 
one  of  the  steamship  companies  of  the  conference — would  come  down 
with  a  rate  to  $27.  Then  we  would  make  our  rate  $24  or  $25,  and 
they  would  cut  the  rate  to  $23  and  sometimes  to  $21,  for  which  I 
have  circulars  right  here. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  line  is  this  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  The   North  German  Lloyd.     I  have  some  more 

here.     Here  is  the  Russian  Steamship  Co.,  which  came  down  to 

$27.     This  is  also  a  North  German  Lloyd  steamer.     Here  is  the 

steamer  Grosser  Kurfurst,  with  rates  to  Bremen  $21.     Here  is  one 

from  the  Russian- American  Line,  the  steamer  Russia,  with  the  rate 

reduced  to  $24.     That  was  from  the  original  rate  of  $35.     The 

original  rate  was  $35,  and  there  was  simply  a  notice  sent  out  to  the 

agents  reducmg  the  rate  to  $27.     When  we  reduced  our  rate  to 

$25  in  order  to  get  the  business,  they  sent  out  telegrams,  I  suppose, 

to  their  agents.     Here  is  a  telegram  to  an  a^ent  by  the  name  of — 

I  can  not  exactly  make  out  the  name — but  this  is  a  telegram  sent  by 

Oelrichs  &  Co.,  which  says: 

New  York,  July  19. 

Outward  steeiage  rate,  stoamer  Bremen,  Thursday,  reduced  $24. 

Oelrichs  &  Co. 

I  can  show  that  on  those  dates  the  original  rates  for  the  various 
companies  were  some  $33  or  $35  and  $38,  and  our  rates  were  $28, 
and  then  as  soon  as  our  rate  was  out,  the  other  companies  reduced 
tiieirs,  always  below  ours. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  What  would  be  the  rate  on  Friday,  after  the  date 
of  your  sailing? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Thirty-five  dollars — ^not  on  Friday  always,  but  on 
Saturday  usually. 

Mr.  Hawley.  They  would  restore  the  rates  ? 

Mr.  Foubman.  The  rate  would  be  maintained  again  at  $35. 
There  were  cases  where  steamers  of  the  opposing  line  would  book, 
and  some  one  hundred  or  two  hundred  passengers  would  be  taken 
by  a  different  line  on  Saturday  at  that  lower  rate,  at  the  $21  rate, 
whereas  other  passengers  originally  booked  for  Saturday's  steamers 
paid  $35. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  I  would  like  to  have  these  documents  the  witness 
has  produced  inserted  in  the  record  at  this  point.

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  say  that  tickets  would  be  sold  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  across  the  Atlantic  in  excess  of  the  capacity 
of  the  steamers  sailing  on  Thursday  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Why  was  that  done  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  In  order  to  prevent  us  from  getting  passengers. 
The  agents  would  book,  notwithstanding  the  fact  the  capacity  of  the 
steamer  was  full  or  not,  and  then  the  passengers  would  oe  left  there 
on  the  pier,  and  they  would  be  taken  to  different  hotels,  the  steam- 
ship companies  would  pay  their  board  and  lodging  and  keep  them 
until  Saturday,  and  put  tnem  on  Satiu'day  on  board  some  other  ship 
of  the  conference  lines  and  carry  them  for  the  sum  of  $21  or  $23,  as 
the  case  might  be. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  the  companies  in  the  conference  ever  have  two 
v^sels  sailing  on  Thursday  ?

Mr.  Hawlet.  And  it  was  not  competition  between  these  vessels 
of  the  conference,  you  think,  but  against  you  ?

Mr.  Hawley.  How  fremiently  does  this  reduction  of  rates  happen 
in  the  course  of  a  year?     lou  have  about  26  sailing  dates  a  year? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  We  had  m  1910,  accordmg  to  statistics,  28  sailings. 
That  means  it  happened  28  times. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  happened  every  sailing  you  had  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  It  dia  not  happen  only  on  the  last  saiUng.  That 
was  the  only  saiUng  where  there  was  no  steamer  against  us  and  no 
rates  lower  than  ours.  That  was  on  the  19th  of  tnis  month.  We 
had  a  rate  of  $30  and  no  other  line  had  any  other  steamer  on  Thurs- 
day, that  day,  and  there  were  no  rates  reduced.  The  French  line 
had  a  steamer,  but  there  was  no  other  steamer,  and  we  did  not  have 
to  reduce  our  rate  because  they  did  not  reduce  theirs.  That  is  one 
chance  they  gave  us  so  far. 

Mr.  Hawley.  On  the  occasion  of  the  27  other  sailing 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  More  than  27,  because  this  started  with  the  North- 
west Transport  Line,  and,  besides  being  connected  with  the  Northwest 
Transport  JLine,  I  was  passenger  agent  for  the  Russian  Volunteer 
Fleet,  also  a  nonconference  line,  while  C.  B.  Richard  &  Co.  were  the 
general  passenger  agents.  I  was  manager  for  the  steerage  depart- 
ment. We  experienced  the  very  same  thing.  These  tmngs  were 
done  for  the  Russian- Asiatic  Steamship  Co.,  which  joined  the  confer- 
ence a  year  or  two  years  ago. 

I  can  give  original  rates  of  some  of  the  lines  showing  the  rates  for 
the  year.  Then  I  have  rates  issued  by  subagents,  showing  that  most 
or  all  of  them  are  $35,  $38,  and  so  on,  and  sometimes  $40.  Here,  for 
instance,  is  the  Kaiser  WiThdm  der  Grosser  of  the  North  German  Lloyd, 
which  had  a  rate,  a  steerage  rate,  of  $40. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  have  any  difficulty  with  your  tickets  across 
the  water  when  your  passengers  reach  port  and  are  to  be  transported 
inland  ? 

Mr.  FoxjRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  we  experience  some  trouble  at  the  present 
moment.  I  can  show  some  cables  here,  especially  as  to  our  Russian 
passengers.     Here  is  a  cable  received  about  Kussian  passengers : 

RuflBian  paasengen  Ex  VoUumo  still  detained  at  frontier. 
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at  is  the  Holland-German  frontier. 

Identification  papers  invalid;  required  Government  passport,  two  hundred  marks, 
and  ticket  to  town  in  Russia.  International  ne^tiations  taking  place.  Position 
very  difficult.  Imperative;  suspend  Russian  bookings  unless  complying  with  quali- 
fications. Telegraph  particular,  passengers,  stating  if  they  have  identification 
papers  or  passports,  money  and  points  booked. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  Russian  passengers  went  by  this  steamer  in 
order  to  spend  Christmas  in  Russia  and  were  detained  seven  days  on 
the  Holland-German  frontier  and  not  permitted  to  go  to  Russia. 

Here  is  a  copy  of  a  translation  of  the  Russian  consul's  certificate 
which  he  is  issuing  to  passengers  and  which  is  positively  good  to  pas- 
sengers, and  passengers  have  a  right  to  enter  Russia  with  these  certifi- 
cates. However,  they  were  refused.  Passengers  having  these  certifi- 
cates for  their  lines  are  admitted  without  being  molested — that  is,  for 
the  conference  lines.  I  saw  Baron  ScUiflFenbach,  the  Russian  consul 
at  New  York,  and  he  told  me  that  those  passports  are  good  and  must 
be  accepted.

Here  is  another  cable  received  January  10,  saying: 

How  many  of  69  of  Russian  passengere  hold  200  marks  and  Government  passports? 
Do  not  book  Russian  unless  in  possession  of  200  marks,  Government  passport,  tickets 
to  towns  in  Russia.  Rotterdam  only  no  use.  Carry  out  instnictions.  Holland- 
American  Line  not  affected. 

This  means  that  the  passengers  going  with  the  same  papers  our 
passengers  have,  or  without  tickets  and  without  papers,  to  oestination, 
are  not  molested  when  they  go  over  by  the  conierence  lines. 

I  have  a  cable  here  dated  January  10,  from  Rotterdam,  saying: 

Russian  passengers  have  been  detained  seven  days  owing  to  unexpected  German 
rule  for  nonconference  lines.    Contradict  newspapers.    All  passengers  left. 
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The  newspaper  articles  stated  that  Russia  had  refused  to  accept 
these  650  passengers.    We  are  requested  to  contradict  this. 

All  passengers  left. 

That  is,  thev  left  after  being  detained  for  seven  days. 

I  have  another  cable  dated  Rotterdam,  January  19,  saying: 

If  Russian  consul  in  America  will  nve  passports,  and  passengers  are  in  possession  of 
200  marks  and  third-class  railway  ticKets  to  points  in  Russia,  you  may  book.  Do  not 
book  via  Basel.    Obey  cable  implicitly. 

This  is  a  cable  from  Rotterdam. 

Here  is  what  we  cabled  to  our  offices: 

January  9,  1911. 

Campanello  69  booked  to  Thorn  Alexandrowo  Proetken  Illowo  Eydtkuhnen  Cable 
28Ui  December  received  too  late  to  act.    Russian  consul  without  autnority  issue  pass- 

g>rts.    Consular  identification  papers  heretofore  always  accepted;  does  this  affect 
olland-American  Line  who  continue  booking.    Suggest  offering  Germany  indemnity 
bond.    Can  we  book  Russians  without  money  Rotterdam  only?    Cable. 

And  the  reply  I  have  already  given  you. 

We  cabled  them  further  on  January  10,  as  follows: 

Oripjinal  cable  received  too  late  for  Campanello  to  follow  instructions.  Consular 
identification  certificates  being  considerea  passports.  Government  passports  not 
counted.  No  examination  regarding  money;  refusing  tickets  already  booked  was 
impo«»sible.  Suggest  forwarding  via  Austria  passengers  paying  difference.  Will  not 
book  Russian  Uranium. 

On  January  16.  we  sent  the  following  cable: 

Newspapers  publishing  Russia  rejects  800  Uranium  Co.'s  paasengers;  therefore 
Germany  rejected  them.    How  many  are  now  held? 

The  reply  is  that  we  should  book;  that  the  Russian  Government 
did  not  know  there  were  800  passengers  on  the  Holland-German 
frontier  who  were  held. 

On  January  18  we  cabled  further  as  follows: 

Consul  insists  we  must  forward  Russians  if  Germany  still  rejects  certificates.  Can 
we  forward  via  Basel  to  Oswiesim?    Cable  rate  immediately. 

We  have  here  the  original  certificate  issued  by  the  Russian  consul 
in  Russian,  and  I  have  the  translation  here. 

This  is  issued  by  the  consul  in  New  York,  and  is  a  certificate  for 
the  passenger  to  pass  the  Russian  frontier  even  if  he  has  no  ticket. 
Most  Russian  passengers  are  immigrants  in  this  country,  coming 
without  the  original  Government  passport.  The  passport  costs 
some  $10  or  $20,  and  the  passenger  must  pay  back  to  the  Rus- 
sian Government  for  every  six  months  he  is  absent  from  Russia 
some  20  rubles,  or  $10  a  year.  Those  who  go  without  passports — 
and  most  of  them  do — have  to  pass  the  frontier  line  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  conference  lines.  The  conference  lines  maintain  control 
stations  all  along  the  Russian-German  frontier,  and  passengers 
booked  for  their  steamers  can  pass  without  any  trouble,  even  if  they 
have  no  passport.  This  is  done,  I  suppose,  in  collusion  with  the 
Russian-German  officials.  When  they  come  to  this  country  they 
have  no  such  passports  in  order  to  go  back,  and  then  the  Russian 
consul  issues  these  certificates,  for  which  he  charges  $1.60.  If 
these  certificates  were  not  good  or  not  accepted  in  Russia,  I  suppose 
the  Russian  consul  would  not  issue  them.  The  Russian  consul  told 
me  himself  he  would  not  have  a  right  to  charge  $1.60  if  they  were 
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not  good.  The  passenger  may  have  trouble  in  Russia  for  leaving 
Russia  without  a  passport,  or  by  paying  some  fines,  but  that  doeS; 
not  concern  the  consul,  and  that  does  not  concern  the  steamship 
company. 

We  have  other  cases  where  we  have  some  difficulty  with  these 
control  stations.     We  got  a  cable  like  this: 

Passengers  held  here  prepaid  tickets— 

That  is,  tickets  to  come  to  America,  and  happening  to  come  along 
these  German  frontiers  where  there  are  control  stations  like  the  one 
I  just  read  about — 

Are  not  aUowed  to  proceed  via  Germany  to  Rotterdam  to  sail  on  one  of  our  ships. 

These  tickets  are  usually  sent  in  German: 

Not  good  for  commerce. 

We  had  several  cases  where  the  tickets  were  taken  away  from 
passengers  and  they  were  not  allowed  to  proceed.  Passengers  hold- 
ing our  prepaid  tickets  westboimd,  in  order  to  come  from  the  other 
side  to  America,  are  not  allowed  to  pass  the  frontier  in  order  to 
reach  Rotterdam  by  wav  of  Germany,  and  they  are  compelled  to 
buy  tickets  by  the  hnes  belonging  to  the  conference. 

Here  is  another  case:  Carl  Hegner,  a^ent  of  one  of  those  control 
stations  in  Posen,  writes  the  following  Tetter  to  the  purchaser  of  a 
prepaid  ticket  on  our  line: 

On  the  inclosed  steamship  ticket  of  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.)^  passenger 
Toibe  Rotkop  can  not  go  because  the  transit  through  Germany  is  prohibited.  You 
will  therefore  send  a  ticket  good  on  a  valid  line,  for  instance,  North  German  Lloyd 
or  Hamburg-American  Line,  Red  Star  Line  or  Holland-American  Line.  Letter 
from  Russia  will  follow  later. 

Here  is  the  original  letter  and  a  translation,  and  the  envelope, 
too.     The  letter  was  sent  from  Germany,  registered. 

The  Chairman.  Put  in  the  letter  and  the  original  envelope. 

(The  letter  and  envelope  oflFered  by  the  witness  were  filed  and 
marked  '^Exhibit  No.  157.''  and  are  as  follows:)

Here  is  a  telegram  from  one  of  our  agents  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Sol 
Rubenstein: 

Passengers  prepaid  9131  Lunsk  returned  ticket  claiming  the}^  can  not  get  through 
Germany  with  these  tickets.    Wire  us  immediately  what  there  is  to  same. 

Here  is  a  cable  sent  by  one  of  our  prepaid  passengers  by  the  name 
of  Chanze  Zuberman  on  October  27,  1910.  The  cable  is  sent  to 
Helfenbein,  517  Ninety-sixth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  and  is  as 
follows : 

Steamship  ticket  not  good.  Send  by  cable  $160;  otherwise  must  return.  Address 
Chanze  Zuberman,  Ottloschin  Control  Station. 

Tliis  is  one  of  the  control  stations  maintained  by  the  conference 
lines. 

The  Chairman.  You  say  these  control  stations  are  maintained  on 
the  frontier  between 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Between  Germany  and  Russia,  in  order  to  control 
the  traffic  of  the  Russian  passengers  and  not  allow  them  to  proceed 
by  hnes  which  do  not  belong  to  the  conference. 

Here  is  a  letter  received  bv  the  United  Hebrew  Charities  of  the 
city  of  New  York: 

New  York,  Januoary  tO,  1911. 
Uranium  Steamship  Line, 

New  York  City, 

Gentlemen:  In  view  of  the  following  cablegram  received  from  the  Hilfsverein  der 
Deutschen  Juden  (Aid  Society  for  German  Jews),  we  do  not  think  it  advisable  for  us 
to  book  passengers  on  your  line. 

I  had  better  translate  this  cable.     It  is  as  follows: 

Returning  passengers  by  way  of  Germany,  according  to  new  r^;ulations,  can  go  only 
with  German  steamers  or  those  having  concessions  in  Germany.    Please  advise. 

Mr.  Morris  D.  Waldman,  manager  of  the  United  Hebrew  Charities 
of  New  York,  informed  us  on  January  20  that  he  had  received  a  cable 
from  the  German  Hebrew  Aid  Society  of  BerUn,  instructing  him  to 
forward  Russians  by  steamers  of  the  conference  lines.  He  expressed 
regret  for  the  reason  that  the  United  Hebrew  Charities  had  admittedly 
saved  nearly  $1,000  during  the  year  1910  on  the  passengers  returned 
to  Russia  by  the  Uranium  Co.'s  steamers,  which  saving  was  a  great 
aid  to  them  in  their  charitable  work. 

We  charge  the  charities  for  each  of  such  cases  $18  for  the  steamship 
ticket,  whereas  the  conference  lines  charge  some  $25.  We  issued  for  the 
charities  some  hundred  or  hundred  and  twenty  tickets  in  1910,  so 
that  they  saved  about  a  thousand  dollars,  but  now  they  are  not 
allowed  to  do  it. 

Here  is  a  letter,  in  German,  from  the  office  of  the  Hamburg- 
American  Line,  in  Hamburg,  dated  December  31,  1909,  and  addressed 
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to  the  purchaser  of  a  prepaid  ticket.     I  am  sorry  I  have  not  the  trans- 
lation of  this  letter,  but  I  shall  read  it : 

Mr.  Anton  Czech: 

We  wifih  to  inform  you  that  your  lettei*  to  Miss  Anna  Czech  arrived  here  with  a  steam- 
ship ticket  which  is  not  valid  in  Germany.  This  girl  can  not  be  forwarded,  as  she 
is  under  the  age  of  21.  In  order  to  effect  the  passage  of  your  daughter,  please  send 
us  140  marks  and  17  marks  in  order  to  pay  the  head  tax — ^that  is,  157  marks  altogether, 
to  Hamburg,  to  the  address  stated  above  (the  Hambuig-American  Line). 

On  receipt  of  your  money,  the  girl  will  be  forwarded. 

That  means  that  the  ticket  on  the  Northwest  Transport  Line  at 
that  time  was  taken  away  from  her  and  her  friends  were  informed 
she  could  not  be  forwarded  unless  they  sent  157  marks  to  buy  a  new 
steamship  ticket  for  the  Hamburg- American  Line. 

Mv^  Hawley.  Who  took  tliis  ticket  away  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  suppose  it  was  taken  away  by  the  Hambure- 
American  Line  clerks,  because  the  issuing  agent,  Mr.  Charles  G. 
Praizner,  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  writes: 

Inclosed  you  will  find  letters  which  will  explain  that  passenger  No.  10081,  Anna 
Czech,  was  returned  from  the  steamer  and  they  kept  her  ticket  and  gave  her  a  receipt 
for  it,  and  now  she  demands  the  money. 

Here  is  a  letter  from  our  western  general  passenger  agent,  J.  G. 
Zinner  &  Co. : 

Chicago,  III.,  April  19^  1910. 

On  about  March  3  we  advised  and  paid  to  you  prepaid  ticket  No.  7147,  in  favor 
of  Katarzina  Jakubzak  and  two  children.  The  piu*cnaser  of  this  ticket  received 
to-dav  a  letter  from  the  general  agent  of  the  Holland- American  Line,  Chicago,  111., 
in  which  he  informs  him  that  his  home  office  instructed  him  by  cable  that  these 
passengers  are  waiting  at  Krakau  in  need  of  passage.  Will  you  kindly  inform  the 
Kotterdam  office  that  they  should  bring  forward  these  passengers  as  soon  as  x>ossible. 
We  do  not  understand  what  the  Holland-American  Line  has  to  do  with  this  matter, 
and  it  seems  to  us  that  their  agent  at  Krakau  got  hold  of  these  passengers. 

Here  is  a  letter  from  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.),  Rotter- 
dam, confirming  the  cables  which  are  submittea  here: 

The  Uranium  Steamship  roMPANY  (Ltd.), 

Rotterdam,  December  30th,  1910. 
Messrs.  Vesely  &  Co., 

17-19  Broadway f  New  York. 

Bear  Sirs:  (/onfirming  cables  reading: 

**Stop  booking  Russian  subjects  eastward,  not  allowed  tiaveling  via  Germany." 

*'Obey  previous  cable  with  the  exception  of  Ru:<sian(8)  in  possession  of  passports, 
200  marks  and  through  tickets  to  final  destination,  3rd  clasr^." 

The  Uranium  passengers  left  this  town  by  rail  at  noon  (20th  inst.),  Tuesday,  at  8 
p.  m.;  the  same  evening  the  senior  police  inspector  telephoned  the  news  that  250  of 
our  passengers  had  been  sent  back  from  Bentheim  (Germany)  to  Oldenzaal  (frontier 
H  ol  land-G  erraany ) . 

There  were  no  more  trains  that  night,  so  the  following  morning  Mr.  Landy,  a  police 
officei,  and  myself  proceeded  to  Odenzaal  and  found  157  (not  250).  From  there  we 
went  to  Bentheim.  The  man  in  charge  of  the  military  police  informed  us  that  on 
December  oth  a  new  law  had  come  out  and  put  in  force  on  the  20th  inst.,  reading: 
*' Every  passenger  destined  for  Russia,  traveling  through  Germany  must  have  2<S) 
marks  and  passport  from  the  Russian  consul." 

However,  for  this  time  we  e:ot  permission  lov  our  passouuers  who  had  been  returned 
to  Oldenzaal  and  stranded  there  for  41  hours,  to  proceed  on  condition  that  tickets 
were  purchased  for  them  to  Oswiecim  (Austria);  the  ones  they  held  were  to  the 
German -Austrian  frontier,  Oswiecim  being  the  next  station. 

The  reason  the  Holland- Am  erica  Line  can  go  on  booking  is  because  they  are  in  the 
conference,  and  it  is  only  our  company  in  which  the  shoe  pinches.  To  take  the 
passen«i:ers  via  Austria  would,  I  am  given  to  understand,  be  an  additional  cost  of  F  25. 
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You  will  readily  see  that  if  such  is  the  case  the  company  will  lose  less  by  the  non- 
carriage  of  these  people;  therefore  in  the  meantime  1  trust  you  will  follow  out  the 
conditions  as  explained.    To  put  the  thing  in  a  nutshell,  a  Rutwian  paM<enger  requires 
to  have  a  passport,  200  marks,  and  3rd-rlass  ticket  to  destination. 
I  am,  yours,  faithfully,

Oddenzaal  is  on  the  German-Holland  frontier. 

Twenty-five  guilders  are  about  $10. 

As  I  say,  this  does  not  affect  passengers  who  travel  by  the  con- 
ference lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  think  that  will  probably  be  enough  on  this  par- 
ticular subject. 

Your  contention  is  the  competition  follows  you  clear  across  the 
water  and  into  the  delivery  of  your  passengers  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  cases,  speaking  generally,  have  you  had 
of  this  character  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Individual  cases  of  passengers  1 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes. 

Mr.  Fourman.  Quite  a  number.  I  can  say  more  than  100 — more 
than  200. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  they  all  occur  at  any  one  particular  time  or  dis- 
tributed along  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  During  the  two  years. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  show  you  a  letter  here.     Who  wrote  that  letter  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  I  did. 

Mr.  Haw^ley.  In  this  letter  you  have  made  this  statement: 

In  addition  to  what  we  WTote  yesterday,  we  may  add  that  the  conference  even  sends 
detectives  to  our  docks  to  learn  from  the  tickets  presented  at  the  gangway  the  names 
of  the  a^nts  issuing  tickets  for  us.  Then,  if  they  are  conference  agents,  they  are  dis- 
ci plinea.  When  traveling  agents  of  the  lines  find  that  one  of  our  subagents  in  the 
interior  is  doing  a  good  business  for  us  they  offer  him  the  agency  of  several  lines,  pro- 
vided he  surrenders  ours. 

Referring  back  to  the  first  sentence  which  I  read,  how  many 
instances  do  you  know  of  where  detectives  have  been  located  on 
your  docks  ? 

Mr.  FoLTiMAN.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  chased  off  three.  One 
was  engaged  by  the  Peterson  detective  agency,  of  New  York,  and  two 
were  clerics  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line.  One  was  Mr.  Goldberg 
and  the  other  was  Mr.  Kruger.     I  found  those  two  gentlemen  on  our 

Eiers  and  asked  what  they  were  doing.  They  said:  ''Nothing;  just 
ad  some  friends.''  I  said:  '*It  is  impossible  you  should  be  able  to 
leave  your  office  at  this  busy  hour  and  come  to  see  some  friends  off. 
You  must  have  been  sent  by  somebody."  Mr.  Kruger  said:  ''No;  I 
was  not."  I  immediately  referred  the  case  to  our  superintendent, 
and  Mr.  Kruger,  as  well  as  Mr.  Goldberg,  were  asked  to  leave;  upon 
which  Mr.  Kruger  told  me  that  I  could  not  blame  him,  because  he  was 
a  clerk  for  the  Hamburg- American  Line  and  was  sent  to  our  pier  in 
order  to  see  how  many  passengers  we  had.  Mr.  Goldberg  tola  some 
landing  agents  at  Ellis  Island  that  he  was  sent  by  his  chief  clerk  in  the 
steerage  department  to  investigate  the  same  thing. 

I  also  know  of  a  case  where  a  certain  agent  by  the  name  of  Mr. 
Jacob  Klein,  of  Pittsburg,  would  board  a  train  leaving  Pittsburg 
with  passengers  for  the  Uranium  Line,  and  on  the  train  he  would  looE 
over  the  tickets  of  our  passengers  in  order  to  see  by  whom  they  were 
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booked,  and  so  on.     This  was  told  to  me  by  several  passengers. 
Jacob  Klein  is  a  conference  agent. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  agents  have  you  lost  by  their  being 
taken  away  by  the  conference  Imes  ? 

Mr.  FouKMAN.  We  lost  quite  a  few.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  not 
the  loss  of  the  agent  so  much  as  it  is  the  case  that  we  can  not  have 
the  regular  agent  sell  tickets  for  our  Une.  It  is  quite  impossible  to 
find  a  man  who  is  willing  to  open  up  a  steamship  ticket  office  just 
for  one  line.  He  would  rather  represent  all  lines,  or  at  least  a  few 
lines.  It  would  not  pay  him  to  represent  one  line.  Since,  according 
to  rule  9  of  the  conference  agreement  between  the  subagents  and  the 
conference,  he  has  no  right  to  do  that,  he  would  not  take  our  agencv. 
We  are  compelled,  then,  to  look  for  some  good  man  whom  we  would 
appoint  and  instruct  him  to  do  the  work,  and  should  this  man  be 
successful  the  traveling  agent  of  one  of  the  conference  lines  would  go 
to  him  and  offer  him  the  agency  of  their  lines,  provided  he  gave 
up  our  hne.  We  have  several  cases  of  that  nature,  and  I  have  nere 
letters  from  agents  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  Hawxey.  I  do  not  think  we  would  at  this  time  need  to  go  into 
that  further. 

Were  these  changes  you  spoke  of  in  the  rates  as  indicated  on  these 
printed  slips  offered  in  evidence  made  by  authority  here  in  this 
country  or  oy  authority  of  the  lines  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  understand  they  are  now  being  made  in  Europe. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  any  demiite  information  that  would  show 
that  any  change  made  at  any  time  in  the  past  reducing  rates  on  days 
of  your  saiUng,  was  made  here  in  the  Umted  States  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  understand  they  are  now  being  made  on  the 
other  side,  but  there  was  a  committee  of  three  appomted  in  1908  or 
1909,  when  those  rates  were  reduced  here  on  this  side. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  are  sure  of  that  fact? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  makes  you  think  they  were  reduced  here 
and  not  by  cable  authorization  from  Europe? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  know  exactly  the  reason  why  they  were 
reduced  here,  but  being  in  the  steamship  business  I  heard  so;  and  I 
also  know  that  at  the  present  moment  they  are  being  reduced  on  the 
other  side  by  cable. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  think  it  w^as  stated  to  the  committee  in  the  hear- 
ing before — Mr.  Garrett,  a  member  of  the  committee,  will  correct 
me  if  I  am  in  error  in  the  statement — that  the  agents  in  this  country 
have  no  right  to  change  the  passenger  rates  for  the  conference  lines, 
but  that  thev  are  all  made  abroad. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  vou  remember  this  communication  which  I 
now  show  you  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  signed  that  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  did — either  ''Vesely  &  Co.,"  or  I  signed  it  ''Paul 
G.  Fourman,  for  Vesley  &  Co.'' 

Mr.  Hawley.  This  is  a  letter  dated  New  York,  November  14,  1910, 
referring  to  your  steamer  VoltumOj  and  states  that  the  North  German 
Lloyd,  on  the  date  of  their  sailing,  November  10,  made  a  special  rate 
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of  $21  '^for  this  sailing  only"  of  a  certain  steamer  of  theirs.    Mr. 
Chairman,  I  want  this  letter  in  evidence. 

The  Chairman.  Very  well. 

(The  letter  marked  '^Exhibit  No.  158"  is  as  follows:) 

EXHIBIT  NO.  158. 

New  York,  November  14^  1910, 

Mr.  Pitkin,  Assistant  United  States  District  Attorney. 

Post  Office  Building,  City. 

Deab  Sir:  The  regular  steerage  rate,  New  York  to  Bremen,  by  the  North  German 
Lloyd  express  steamer  is  $43,  and  by  all  their  other  steamers  $38  j  and  the  regular 
steerage  rate,  New  York  to  Hamburg,  by  the  Hamburg- American  Lme  is  $35. 

On  November  10  our  3, 586- ton  steamer  Voltumo  sailed  from  here.  In  order  to 
make  this  sailing  unprofitable  and  assist  in  their  systematic  attempts  to  drive  our 
company  out  of  business,  the  North  German  Lloyd  made  a  special  rate  of  $21  for  thia 
sailing  only  of  their  13.182-ton  steamer  Grosser  Kurfurst,  leaving  on  the  same  day  as 
OWTB.  Not  content  witn  completely  filling  their  steamer  six  days  in  advance,  they 
continued  to  book  passengers  at  this  special  low  rate  in  order  that  passengers  should 
not  fall  into  our  hands.    The  overbookings  are  said  to  have  amounted  to  about  1,100 

Sassengers,  which  they  transferred  at  the  same  rate  to  steamship  PennsylvaniOy  of  the 
[amburg-American  Lme,  which  sailed  on  the  12th  instant,  although  its  rate  to  others 
was  $35.  The  difference  between  the  regular  rate  and  the  special  fighting  rate  of  $21 
is  then  adjusted  and  the  loss  divided  between  the  pool  lines  m  the  continental  confer- 
ence. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  calling  the  above  to  yoiu*  attention  because  it  is  another  proof 
of  the  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  two  or  more  lines  to  drive  us  out  of  the  trade.

Mr.  FouRMAN.  May  I  also  state  something  further?  This  will 
give  some  explanation  with  regard  to  the  Russians. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes;  go  ahead. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  For  a  number  of  years  a  law  has  been  in  existence 
in  Germany  in  the  intere^st  of  the  pool  hnes,  requiring  Russian  emi- 
g^rants  to  have  200  marks  in  their  possession  when  passing  the  Rus-* 
sian-German  frontier  and  destined  to  America.  So-called  control 
stations  were  erected  and  are  maintained  by  these  lines,  or  at  least 
by  the  two  German  lines  at  Bajohran,  Eydtkuhnen,  Prostken, 
iflowo,  Ottlotschin,  Ostrowo,  Tilsit,  rosen,  Insterburg,  and  Mislowitz, 
and  only  those  holding  pool  line  steamship  tickets  are  permitted  to 
pass.  Emigrants  with  independent  line  tickets,  who  had  sold  all 
their  possessions,  and  whether  having  funds  or  not,  sutfered  all  kinds 
of  annoyances  merely  to  be  finally  returned  whence  they  came.  I 
have  given  a  translation  of  the  kind  of  cables  and  lettei-s  received  by 
the  purchasers.  • 

A  similar  procedure  has  been  extended  since  the  last  few  weeks  to 
east-bound  passengers  as  well,  with  a  further  proviso  that  passengers 
must  have  Government  passports  and  must  be  booked  through  to 
towns  in  Russia.  As  the  Russian  consuls  in  America  are  not  author- 
ized to  issue  Government  passports  such  a  condition  is  impossible  of 
compUance.  The  identification  certificates  always  issued  by  the 
consul  permits  people  holding  them  to  enter  Russia,  and  this  order 
of  the  German  Government  is  therefore  only  a  subterfuge  to  concen- 
trate the  Russian  business  upon  the  conference  lines.  No  restric- 
tions of  any  kind  are  put  upon  passengers  of  the  pool  lines  and  they 
pass  through  Germany  unmolested.  Although  we  had  sent  our 
agents,  and  we  have  over  1,000  of  them  in  the  United  States,  notice 
not  to  book  Russians  without  Government  pa^ssports,  and  so  forth, 
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39  of  them  turned  up  nevertheless  at  the  sailing  of  our  steamer  last 
week,  which  we  had  to  reject  because  not  complying  with  the  newly- 
prescribed  regulations.  Of  these  we  transferred  22  to  Hamburg 
steamer  Batavia  sailing  January  21,  and  no  questions  of  any  nature 
regarding  the  German  Government's  requirements  were  asked  of 
them. 

I  have  read  a  newspaper  article  which  was  evidently  inspired  by 
the  pool  Unes.  You  will  notice  it  is  stated  therein  that  neither 
Holland,  Germany,  nor  Russia  will  accept  our  Russian  passengers^ 
but  nothing  is  said  about  the  rejection  by  these  countries  of  pool-line 
passengers.  We  cabled  to  Rotterdam  to  learn  whether  it  was  true 
that  because  Russia  rejected  our  passengers,  that  Germany  as  a 
result  thereof  also  rejected  them,  and  received  a  cable  replv  that  it 
was  not  true.  We  also  complained  to  the  Russian  consul  general 
at  New  York  and  he  said  he  would  submit  the  matter  to  St.  reters- 
burg.  Here  is  a  letter  from  our  company's  representative  at  Rotter- 
dam, in  which  he  writes  December  30,  1910: 

The  reason  the  Holland-American  Line  can  go  on  booking  is  because  they  are  in 
the  conference,  and  it  is  only  but  our  company  in  which  the  shoe  pinches. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  identify  that  letter,  or  copy  of  letter,  wliich 
I  have  just  shown  you? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  it  is  signed  by  me. 

Mr.  Hawley.  This  letter  is  dated  December  2,  1910,  and  has  refer- 
ence to  a  certain  question  asked  by  Mr.  Longworth,  a  member  of 
this  committee,  during  the  hearing  before  the  committee  in  New 
York.  It  suggests  that  if  a  certain  question  had  been  asked  in 
another  form,  the  answer  would  have  been  different. 

The  question  asked  by  Mr.  Longworth  is  in  this  form: 

Suppose  a  line,  which  is  a  member  of  the  conference,  reduces  its  rate  and  sustains 
a  loss  on  a  sailing;  would  such  a  loss  be  prorated  among  the  members  of  the  conference? 

The  reply  by  Mr.  Sandford  was  **No." 

You  suggest  the  question  should  be  asked  in  this  form: 

Suppose  a  line,  which  is  a  member  of  the  conference,  reduces  its  rate  to  a  very  low 
figure  m  order  to  make  the  rate  unprofitable  for  a  steamer  of  another  line  sailing  about 
the  same  time  but  which  is  not  in  the  conference,  would  any  of  the  conference  lines 
here  (or  the  pool  lines)  or  in  Europe  prorate  any  part  of  the  difference  between  the 
low  rale  and  the  regular  rate? 

What  information  did  you  have  upon  which  to  base  this  form  of 
question  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  This  is  a  general  rumor — not  only  a  rumor  but  a 
fact.  I  have  no  evidence  or  anvthing  of  that  sort  to  prove  it,  but 
it  is  well  known  in  steamship  circles  and  among  various  steamship 
lines  that  whenever  a  line  reduces  its  rates  in  order  to  fight  us  the 
difference  between  the  original  rates  or,  rather,  the  $25  which  each 
line  must  receive  and  the  original  rate,  the  loss  is  divided  among  all 
the  lines — that  is,  they  all  stand  this  loss.  This  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  left-over  passengers  of  the  one  steamer  of  one  company  would 
be  taken  over  by  another  steamer  of  a  different  company  at  tne  same 
rate.  The  left-over  passengers  of  the  North  German  steamer  on 
Thursdav  are  not  taken  by  a  North  German  steamer  on  Saturdav. 
They  are  transferred  to  a  Hamburg-American  steamer  which  takes 
them  on  Saturday.  All  lines  are  interested  in  it,  and  they  lose 
together. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Referring  again  to  the  question  of  the  spies  you  said 
you  had  found  on  your  wharves  and  elsewhere,  were  those  instances 
you  recited  the  occurrences  of  one  particular  sailing  or  diflFerent 
sailings? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  The  occurrences  of  three  different  sailings. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  reason  to  believe  they  occurred  at  other 
times;  that  such  things  were  done  at  other  times? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Very  likely.  I  do  not  know  all  the  clerks  of  the 
various  steamship  companies,  and  they  may  engage  some  detective 
whom  I  do  not  know,  and  he  may  just  mingle  among  the  passengers 
and  see  the  tickets,  and  so  forth.  I  have  reason  to.  believe,  since  I 
saw  two  men,  that  it  has  happened  other  times. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  ever  had  any  passengers  turned  back  from 
your  ships  and  go  on  their  ships,  by  reason  of  their  spies  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  unaerstand  your  question. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  these  men  persuade  any  passengers  not  to  sail 
on  your  ships  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Under  what  flag  do  you  sail  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  English. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Where  is  the  majority  of  your  stock  in  your  vessels 
owned  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAK.  I  understand  in  London,  England.  The  main  office 
is  in  London. 

Mr.  Hawley.  AVhere  were  your  vessels  built  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  In  England. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  any  attempts  been  made  by  members  of  the 
conferences,  so  far  as  you  know,  to  buy  up  the  stock  of  your  company  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Bv  the  conference  lines  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  1  do  not  know.  I  have  here  some  letters  which  I 
would  Uke  to  submit.     They  are  addressed  to  us  by  various  agents. 

Mr.  B.  Hendler,  of  Cassandra,  Pa.,  on  September  15, 1910,  wrote  as 
follows : 

The  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.),  New  York, 

Gentlemen:  I  regret  to  advise  you  that  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  decline  accepting 
your  agency  on  account  the  conference  rules.  But  there  is  a  possibility  of  some  (3 
my  friends  taking  the  agency  up  some  time  in  the  future.  In  the  meantime  kindly 
accept  my  many  thanks  for  your  suggestion. 

We  suggested  that  some  of  his  friends  would  take  the  agency. 
Mr.  W.  1.  Copeland,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  wrote  us  on  September  27, 1910, 
as  follows : 

MeBBTB.  Vesely  &  Co., 

17  Broadway^  New  York. 

Gentlemen:  Replying  to  your  favor  dated  the  26th  instant,  I  understand  that  the 
Uranium  Steamship  Co.  is  not  a  member  of  the  conference,  and  if  I  should  sell  tickets 
by  this  line  I  should  incur  the  risk  of  losing  my  other  agencies.  Under  the  circum- 
stances I  think  it  is  best  for  me  not  to  sell  by  your  line  at  present. 

Mr.  Daniel  Goldberger,  of  Lackawanna,  N.  Y.,  on  August  20,  1910, 
wrote  as  follows : 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  am  compelled  to  give  up  the  agency  oi  your  company,  as  I 
have  been  appointed  agent  by  the  companies  that  are  in  the  conierence.  This  day  I 
have  mailed  your  outward  and  prepaid  tickets.  Kindly  acknowledge  receipt  and 
oblige. 
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Mr.  Goldberger  was  appointed  agent  by  the  other  lines  and  had  to 
give  up  our  line. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Finck,  of  Latrobe,  Pa.,  wrote  on  November  3, 1910: 

I  am  very  sorry  that  I  must  return  your  outward  tickets  back,  as  the  other  companies 
try  to  take  my  agency  if  I  be  your  agent. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Kvinsky  wrote  from  Springfield,  Mass.,  on  August  19, 
1910,  as  follows: 

Uranium  Steamship  Co. 

Dear  Sirs:  I  received  letters  from  the  Hamburg- American  Line  and  the  other 
lines  which  I  repreepnt,  stating  that  if  I  represent  your  company  I  could  not  represent 
the  other  companies.  I  will  send  back  all  your  tickets.  Kindly  cancel  my  bonds 
which  I  paid  for. 

In  connection  with  these  letters  I  would  like  to  say  that  Mr.  Sand- 
ford  mentioned  that  it  is  not  the  conference  that  does  not  allow  th^ 
agents  to  sell  tickets  for  independent  lines,  but  that  the  lines  indi- 
vidually write  these  letters  to  the  agents.  It  is  so.  The  conference 
does  not  write  these  letters  to  the  agents.  Each  line  separatelv  writes 
them.  But  the  trouble  is  that  all  lines  write  and  almost  at  the  same 
time,  which  shows  that  the  conference  lines  are  combined  in  order  to 
prohibit  their  agents  from  selling  tickets  by  our  line. 

Mr.  Sandford  said  there  was  no  concerted  action.  We  daim  there 
is,  because  this  is  one  of  the  rules  of  the  conference,  rule  9,  not  allow- 
ing their  agents  to  sell  tickets  for  independent  lines  or  lines  that  do 
not  belong  to  the  conference. 

I  have  some  other  evidence  which  I  would  like  to  submit  to  this 
conmiittee,  and  this  is  the  matter  of  the  railway  commissions  which 
we  do  not  receive  from  various  railroad  companies,  whereas  the  steam- 
ship lines  belonging  to  the  conference  receive  these  conmiissions. 

Mr.  Sandford  mentioned  that  the  conference  has  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  the  accounting  of  these  various  railway  commissions. 
The  conference  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  accounting,  but  the  con- 
ference does  not  allow  these  raihoads  to  pay  us  the  commission  which 
they  receive.  Wlien  we  sent  our  statement  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Donald, 
who  is  the  commissioner  of  the  Central  Passenger  Association  of 
Chicago,  asking  for  our  commission,  he  returned  to  us  our  statements 
in  the  same  envelope  without  opening  it  and  wrote  a  poUte  letter, 
stating  that  until  the  conference  allowed  him  to  pay  the  commission 
he  could  not  do  it.  We  called  on  Mr.  Sandford  and  asked  him  whether 
he  would  not  withdraw  this  objection.  He  said  he  had  nothing  to 
do  with  it. 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Sandford  asking  whether 
he  would  allow  Mr.  Donald  to  pay  us  the  commission,  because  Mr. 
Donald  wrote  that  should  the  conference  allow  him  to  do  so  he  would 
have  no  objection. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  the  letter  of  Mr.  Donald  1 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  These  letters  were  sent  to  our  London  office,  and  I 
am  sorry  that  we  did  not  keep  them.  I  have  a  letter  from  our  general 
agent  in  Chicago,  stating  that  he  met  Mr.  Donald.  This  is  the  letter 
or  our  general  agent  at  Chicago : 

Chicago,  October  3, 1910.

Deab  Snts:  Mr.  Zinner  called  to-day  on  Mr.  F.  C.  Donald,  commissioner  of  the 
Central  Passenger  Association,  and  had  a  long  talk  with  him  regarding  railroad  com- 
mission on  east-bound  business,  and  he  states  he  can  not  do  anything  for  us  even  if 


\ 
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he  wanted  to,  as  this  matter  would  have  to  come  to  him  through  the  conference. 
Some  of  the  railroad  people  here,  however,  think  that  if  we  would  oring  a  teet  caae  in 
court  we  positively  would  have  to  be  recognized.  Did  you  ever  take  any  steps  of 
that  sort:  and  would  you  advise  us  to  take  such  action;  and  would  you  be  willing  to 
pay  the  lawyer's  expenses?  Kindly  favor  us  with  an  early  reply  on  this  subject  and 
oblige,

Mr.  Hawley.  What  is  the  amount  paid  from  Chicago  on  tickets  ? 

Mr.  FouHMAN.  From  Chicago  the  amount  is  $1.50. 

Mr.  Hawley.  On  tickets  or  what  price  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  $16.  This  is  a  special  rate  for  emigrants  returning 
east  boimd.  These  slips,  of  which  we  have  our  own,  we  had  printed 
in  order  to  get  them  stamped  by  the  various  railroad  compames,  are 
submitted  to  the  railroad  agent,  for  instance  in  Chicago,  showing  the 
number  of  the  steamship  tickets  of  the  steamship  waniumy  sailing 
from  New  York  on  a  certain  date,  and  that  the  holder  is  actually  an 
east-bound  passenger  who  is  leaving  New  York  for  Europe.  I  have 
here  a  blank  sUp,  and  I  have  also  a  slip  stamped  by  the  agent  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Kailway  at  Chicago.  Tnat  is  acknowledging  that  the 
passenger  had  an  outward  ticket  on  our  line. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Will  you  put  those  in  evidence  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes,  sir.

Mr.  FouRMAN.  We  have  such  slips  amounting  to  about  $6,000  at 
present,  for  which  we  did  not  get  a  single  cent.  The  other  companies 
are  getting  paid. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  commission  allowed  is  about  10  per  cent? 

Mr.  Fourman.  It  is  not  exactly  10  per  cent,  because  they  do  not 
pay  more  than  about  $2.25  on  east-bound  business,  and  the  highest 
commission  on  west-bound  business  is  $4.  That  is,  should  a  pas- 
senger have  a  ticket  to  San  Francisco,  where  the  rate  would  be  $52, 
the  agent  would  not  get  $5.20,  but  only  $4. 

Mr.  IIawley.  I  did  not  mean  the  commission  paid.  You  were 
asking  the  railroads  to  allow  you  a  certain  rebate,  it  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  Fourman.  They  call  it  a  commercial  rebate. 

Mr.  IIawley.  You  are  asking  them  to  allow  you  a  certain  rebate  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Which  they  Slow  to  the  other  lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  say  you  have  sold  $6,000  worth  of  tickets  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir;  we  have  slips  for  commissions  amounting 
to  $6,000  due  us. 

Mr.  Hawley.  On  tickets  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  .On  a  much  larger  amount  of  tickets  sold? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  sir. 

This  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  we  addressed  to  Mr.  Sandford:

Dear  Sir:  Mr.  F.  C.  Donald,  commissioner,  Chicago,  has  informed  us  that,  pro- 
viding the  steamship  conference  gave  its  consent,  he  would  be  glad  to  pay  us  the 
regular  rail  commission  paid  to  other  steamship  companies.  Kindly  imorm  us  if 
the  conference  lines  have  no  objections,  or  notify  Mr.  Donald  that  your  objections 
are  withdrawn.

General  Passenger  Agents, 
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We  never  received  an  answer  to  this  letter.  I  called  up  Mr.  Sand- 
ford  about  a  week  or  ten  days  after  I  mailed  the  letter,  and  Mr. 
Sandf ord  said : 

Your  letter  is  ciiculatixig  among  the  companies,  and  as  soon  as  I  will  be  able  I  will 
give  you  an  answer. 

The  commissions  were  paid  on  the  following  roads: 

Central  Passenger  Association  lines.  They  allow  a  rail  commis- 
sion only  to  steamship  lines  which  are  members  of  the  steamship 
conference.  This  commission  amoimts  to  $1.50  from  Chicago  and  is 
as  high  as  $4  from  CaUfornia  points. 

The  Uranium  Co.,  not  being  a  member  of  the  conference,  th« 
Central  Passenger  Asusociation  is  boimd  by  agreement  to  pay  nothing 
to  an  independent  line.  In  order  to  compete  the  Uranium  Co.  must 
pay  the  rail  commission  to  agents  out  of  its  own  pocket,  as  the  agentft 
selling  the  steamship  tickets  for  us  would  naturally  want  his  75 
cents.  He  gets  hair,  and  we  deduct  that  from  the  value  of  the 
ocean  tickets.  Every  time  a  ticket  is  sold  for  our  line  we  lose  75 
cents. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  railway  companies  does  Mr.  Donald  act  fort 

Mr.  FouKMAN.  I  think  they  are  all  combined.  There  are  two 
associations.  One  is  called  the  Central  Passenger  Association  and 
the  other  the  Western  Passenger  Association.  Mr.  Donald^  I  think, 
is  commissioner  for  the  Central  Passenger  Association. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Having  only  the  tickets  east  of  the  Mississippi,  or 
business  east  of  the  Mississippi  in  his  charge  ? 

Mr.  FoxiRMAN.  I  do  not  mow. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Your  contention  is  there  is  an  arrangement  between 
the  railway  companies  and  this  conference  to  which  outside  com- 
panies like  yours  are  not  admitted  1 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Positively.  It  is  a  fact  which  we  prove  right  here. 
Here  is  a  sample  of  a  statement  which  is  being  sent  to  Mr.  Donald, 
and  I  suppose  this  is  what  Mr.  Sandf  ord  calls  an  accounting.  Mr. 
Sandford  and  the  conference  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  accountingg^ 
because  they  are  sent  direct  by  the  steamship  lines  to  Mr.  Donald. 

On  pages  1189,  1191,  1236,  1237,  1239,  1245  of  the  record  Mr. 
Sandford  says  that  all  lines  are  in  conference  without  exception*. 
He  also  claims  the  Uranium  is  not  a  regular  line.  I  do  not  khow 
what  he  calls  a  '^  regular  line,"  but  accordmg  to  the  statistics  which  I 
am  going  to  furnish  it  is  shown  that  the  steamers  of  the  Northwest 
Transport  Line  and  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  have  made  28  tripft 
in  1910.  It  was  stated  that  75  per  cent  or  the  steerage  business  or 
emigrant  business  was  controlled  by  conference  lines.  If  you  will 
look  over  these  statistics  you  will  see  that  it  is  98  per  cent,  because 
it  is  only  about  6,000  passengers  that  were  carried  by  the  independent 
lines  out  of  770,000  steerage  passengers  for  1910. 

The  Chairman.  Who  made  that  statement  up  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  William  C.  Moore.  He  is  tne  landing  agent  of 
the  United  States  Government  on  Ellis  Island.

Mr.  Hawley.  If  I  understand  you  correctly,  you  say  your  rates  are 
lower  than  those  of  the  conference  lines  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  whenever  the  rates  of  the  conference  lines  have 
been  lower  than  yours,  the  cutting  has  been  begun  by  them  first  ? 
.  Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  independent  lines,  such 
as  yours,  that  have  been  driven  out  of  business  by  tne  methods  similar 
to  those  you  now  complain  of  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  the  Russian  Volunteer  Fleet,  for  instance.. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Any  other  one  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  The  New  York  Continental  Line. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Were  those  driven  out  of  business  or  absorbed  by 
the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  They  were  driven  out  of  business. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  the  managers  of  those 
lines  ? 

Mr*  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir.  The  Russian  Volunteer  Fleet  was 
practically  a  semigovemment  line,  belonging  to  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment; the  steamers  were  owned  by  the  nation. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  was  the  general  agent  in  America  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  C.  B.  Richards  &  Co.  I  was  in  charge  of  the 
steerage  department  at  that  time. 
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The  steamers,  as  I  say,  were  owned  by  the  nation,  and  they  were 
plying  between  the  Black  Sea  and  Japan  and  China.  The  line 
existed  for  the  last  30  years.  After  the  building  up  of  the  great 
Siberian  Railway  and  after  the  Japanese  War  the  steamers,  which 
were  quite  up  to  date,  all  twin-screw  steamers  built  in  England, 
were  put  in  the  service  between  Libau  and  New  York.  They  were 
the  SmolenslCf  the  Petersburg,  the  Saratov,  the  Moskva,  and  the 
Kherson.  They  were  doing  business  for  almost  two  years,  and 
having  been  compelled  to  charge  such  low  rates  as  eighteen  or  seven- 
teen dollars  net,  for  the  two  years  they  lost  some  $700,000  and 
withdrew  from  the  service. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  was  the  other  ? 

Mr.  FouKMAN.  The  New  York  Continental  Line,  originally  started 
as  a  freight  service,  and  then  they  began  a  passenger  service.  The 
first  passengers  we  took  for  that  line  were  consigned  to  Hamburg. 
We  intended  to  send  the  passengers  to  Hamburg,  oecause  the  steam- 
ers were  going  to  Hamburg,  but  we  were  not  allowed  to  land  the 
passengers  at  Hamburg,  and  the  steamer  had  to  leave  Hamburg 
and  proceed  to  Rotterdam  in  order  to  discharge  the  passengers. 
Since  that  time  the  New  York  Continental  Line  has  been  taKing 
passengers  to  Rotterdam.  We  experienced  the  same  trouble  with 
the  New  York  Continental  Line  as  with  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co. 
The  conference  always  had  some  steamers  to  sail  the  same  day,  with 
lower  rates. 

Mr.  HawIiEY.  How  many  boats  had  this  latter  line  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  They  had  three  boats,  one  of  which  was  the  Vol- 
tumo,  which  is  now  owned  by  our  line,  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  pay  your  agents  salaries,  or  are  they  depend- 
ent upon  commissions  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Commission  only.  No  line  pays  salaries  to  agents. 
The  conference  line  does  not  pay  salaries  to  agents.  Nobody  does. 
There  are  no  salaried  agents.  All  subagents  receive  a  commission 
for  each  ticket  sold.  Thpy  are  not  salaried.  It  is  to  their  advantage 
to  represent  as  many  lines  as  possible.  They  are  not  all  agents  of 
long  standing.  If  an  agent  can  prove  he  is  able  to  do  considerable 
business,  he  is  given  the  agency,  and  when  he  once  has  one  Un^,  others 

2uickly  follow.  All  of  them  would  gladly  represent  the  ITranium 
!o.  were  they  permitted  to  do  so.  If  we  appoint  a  good  man  who 
has  no  other  agency,  the  conference  Unes  oner  him  their  tickets  pro- 
vided he  returns  ours.  There  can  be  no  objection  for  a  single  line — 
for  instance,  the  Holland  American  Line — to  withdraw  its  agency  from 
one  who  sells  tickets  for  the  Uranium  Co.,  but  when  all  conference 
hnes  combine  to  give  the  agent  his  choice  to  represent  them  or  us,  I 
call  this  a  boycott  and  an  illegal  combination.  Why  they  should 
object  to  our  competition  and  work  harmoniously  among  themselves 
I  do  not  understand,  because  all  the  lines,  in  tneir  respective  con- 
ferences, book  passengers  to  competing  points  in  Europe. 

Another  result  of  this  rule  is  that  when  a  passenger  comes  to  a 
conference  agent  for  a  ticket  by  the  Uranium  Co.'s  steamer,  the 
agent,  not  being  permitted  by  tne  conference  to  sell  such  a  ticket, 
and  unwilling  to  lose  a  sale,  unjustly  runs  down  our  steamers  in  order 
to  effect  a  sde  on  a  steamer  run  by  a  conference  line. 

It  is  well  known  that  in  an  attempt  to  cripple  the  Northwest 
Transport  Line  the  conference  exerted  such  influence  upon  the  former 
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general  passenger  agents  of  that  line  that  they  were  obliged  to  sur- 
render tneir  agency. 

Mr.  Hawley.  1  ou  think  it  would  be  legitimate  for  your  tickets 
to  be  sold  by  these  general  agents,  since  they  are  not  und^  salary 
from  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Positively  so.  They  are  not  salaried.  They  are 
just  on  commission.  Whether  they  sell  a  ticket  for  $40  or  for  $21, 
they  get  only  $2  commission.  Their  commissions  are  not  raised 
when  they  get  the  business — whether  they  give  the  company  100 
passengers  or  1  passenger. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  you  state  this  morning  how  many  agents  you 
had  lost  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  I  did  not  state  the  number,  because  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  do  it,  but  we  lost  quite  some,  and  we  can  say  that  we 
do  not  control  our  agents.  We  do  not  have  the  agents  we  would 
like  to  have.  Even  m  the  city  of  Washington  there  is  an  agent 
who  can  not  represent  our  line. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  mentioned  some  control  stations,  I  think  you 
called  them,  between  Russia  and  Germany  or  along  the  border  i 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Describe  a  little  more  fully  what  those  control  sta- 
tions are  established  for  and  what  they  do. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Among  other  things,  I  understand  these  control 
stations  are  established  to  inspect  the  passengers  medically,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  are  adnussible,  but  the  principal  thing  is  to 
see  to  it  that  a  passenger  holding  a  ticket  for  a  nonconference  line 
should  not  be  allowed  to  proceed  via  Germany  in  order  to  go  to  some 
port  from  whence  an  independent  steamer  would  sail  and  take  this 
passenger. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  these  control  stations  established  by  the  Gov- 
ernments of  Germany  or  Russia  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir;  they  are  established  by  the  lines.  Perhaps 
the  Government  has  something  to  do  with  them,  but  it  seems  that 
the  agents,  or  rather  the  managers,  of  these  control  stations  are  at 
the  same  time  agents  for  the  conference  lines. 

In  connection  with  these  Russian  papers,  I  would  like  to  submit 
a  circular  which  we  sent  out  after  receiving  a  cable  from  our  Rotter- 
dam office  that  our  passengers  were  detained  and  not  allowed  to 
proceed.  This  was  a  circular  issued  January  10,  1911,  from  our  New 
Vork  office,  and  was  headed,  **  Important." 

To  aeents: 

Ae  t£e  Grerman  Government  prohibits  Russianfl  to  pass  through  Germany  unless 
provided  with  a  Government  passport,  200  marks,  and  a  ticket  to  destination,  you  will 
please  discontinue  booking  Russians  outward  until  further  notice,  unless  passengers 
are  in  possession  of  the  above  requirements.  The  consul  general  here  has  no  authority 
to  issue  Government  passports;  the  identification  certificate  heretofore  given  by  him 
is  not  recognized  at  present  at  the  German  frontier.  International  negotiations  are 
now  pending  to  remove  this  restriction.  We  will  inform  you  just  as  soon  as  Russiaa 
bookings  may  be  resumed.

This  was  sent  out  in  January,  1910,  on  the  10th  of  the  month. 
Notwithstanding  this  circular,  some  of  our  agents,  especially  in  the 
West,  booked  about  39  Russian  passengers,  who  came  down  to  our 
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pier  for  the  sailing  of  our  steamer  Uranium  on  January  19.  I  per- 
sonally questioned  every  one  of  those  Russians  whether  they  had  a 
passport,  200  marks,  or  $50,  and  a  ticket  to  destination,  and  as  a  rule 
they  did  not  have  them.  The  steamer  sailed  and  the  39  passengers 
left  on  thepier  received  their  money  in  ftJl,  including  agent's  com- 
mission. We  furthermore  paid  for  their  board  and  lodgmg  for  two 
days,  and  those  passengers  were  taken  by  the  steamer  Baiaviaj  of  the 
Hamburg-American  Line,  for  $36.  I  have  affidavits  signed  by  22  of 
those  passengers,  and  one  of  those  I  submit  here,  as  follows: 

I,  the  undersigned,  Josef  Wadaszek,  hereby  certify  that  I  have  no  Russian  passport 
and  no  money.  I  was  originally  booked  for  the  steamship  Uranium^  of  the  Uranium 
Steamship  Co.,  to  sail  from  New  York  on  January  19,  1911,  but  was  refused  tranirpor- 
tation,  as  the  officers  of  said  line  are  not  permitted  to  embark  Russian  passenfers  not 
having  200  marks,  a  Russian  Government  passport,  and  a  ticket  through  to  destina- 
tion. I  received  the  amount  paid  for  my  ticket  and  was  booked  to  my  destination 
for  the  steamer  Batavia,  of  tne  Hambuig-American  Line,  sailing  from  New  York 
January  21, 1911. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  did  the  booking  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  One  of  the  conference  agents. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  had  nothing  to  do  with  that  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No:  we  did  not  have  anything  to  do  with  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Is  that  an  affidavit? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  that  is,  it  was  not  taken  before  a  notary 
public.     It  was  taken  in  our  oifice  and  signed  by  a  witness. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  it  is  not  an  affidavit. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  But  this  is  a  true  statement.  We  could  not  very 
well  get  a  notary  pubUc  in  a  moment  and  have  him  acknowledge  the 
simature. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  do  not  think  that  ought  to  be  called  an  affidavit. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  This  is  simply  a  statement,  then;  pardon  me. 

This  paper  is  a  copy  of  one  of  the  circulars  sent  out  by  the  combine 
conference,  dated  Montreal.  Portland,  Quebec,  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Feoruary,  1909,  and  reading  as  follows: 

To  our  agents: 

Attention  of  our  agents  is  called  to  the  long  standing  rule  of  the  lines,  which  reads: 

**  Agents  are  prohibited  from  booking  passengers  for  any  steamer  except  those  of  the 
lines,  members  of  the  Continental,  the  Mediterranean  and  the  North- Atlantic  Passen- 
ger Conferences,  unless  conference  gives  express  permission  in  writing.  Agents  are 
prohibited  from  selling  passive  tickets  und3r  false  representations  as  to  the  line  or  the 
route  by  which  the  passenger  is  to  be  transported." 

Agents  are  advised  that  the  undersigned  comprise  the  full  list  of  members  of  the 
Continental  Conference:  Austro- Americana,  Cunard  Line,  French  Line,  Hamburg- 
American  Line,  Holland-American  Line^  North  German  Lloyd,  Red  Star  line,  Rus- 
sian-American Line.  The  North  Atlantic  Passenger  Conference:  Allan  Line,  Ameri- 
can Line,  Anchor  Line,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  (Atlantic  Steamship  Lines), Cunard 
Line,  Donaldson  Line,  Scandinavian-American  Line,  White  Star  Line,  White  Star- 
Dominion  Line. 

That  means  that  if  an  Italian  agent,  an  agent  representing  Italian 
steamers,  should  sell  a  ticket  to  a  Russian  passenger  by  our  line,  he 
would  lose  the  agency  of  his  Italian  line. 

It  frequently  happens  that  a  passenger  comes  to  a  conference 
agent  to  demand  a  ticket  by  the  Uranium  Co.'s  steamer.     Not  being 

I)ermitted  by  the  conference  to  sell  such  a  ticket,  and  unwilling  to 
ose  a  sale,  the  agent  unjustly  runs  down  the  steamers  of  our  line  in 
order  to  effect  a  sale  on  a  conference  line  steamer. 
The  Chairman.  Have  you  completed  your  statement  ? 
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Mr.  FouKMAN.  I  just  want  to  return  to  the  question  of  why  our 
rates  are  $28,  or  why  they  are  cheaper  than  the  other  lines.  It  b 
due  to  the  fact  that  our  steamers  are  smaller  and  of  less  tonnage 
than  the  other  ships  of  the  other  companies. 

On  November  10,  1910,  our  steamer  VoUumo,  of  3,586  tons, 
sailed  from  here  on  the  same  day  as  the  13,182-ton  steamer  Grosser 
Kurfursty  of  the  North  German  Lloyd.  The  regular  rate  of  the  last- 
named  steamer  was  $38,  but  for  tins  sailing  they  reduced  it  to  $21. 
This  low  rate  secured  such  a  large  number  of  passengers  for  the 
Orosser  Kurfurst  that  she  was  completely  full  several  days  before 
sailing.  Ordinarily  steamship  companies  send  out  notices  to  agents 
to  stop  booking  when  the  steamer  is  full,  but  in  this  instance  they 
continued  to  sell  tickets  at  the  $21  rate  in  order  to  prevent  passen- 
gers from  booking  on  our  steamer.  The  overbookmgs  were  then 
transferred  to  the  steamship  Pennsylvania,  of  the  Hamburg-American 
Line,  which  sailed  two  days  later,  althougn  the  rate  to  others  by  that 
steamer  was  $35. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  How  long  have  you  had  this  rate  of  $28 1 

Mr.  FouKMAN.  Practically  since  we  commenced  the  service 
of  our  line.  We  began  with  $30,  and  then,  seeing  that  we  were 
always  met  by  the  opposition,  we  made  a  standard  rate  of  $28. 
Giving  the  agent  $3  to  $4  commission  out  of  that,  would  leave  a 
net  rate  of  $24  or  $25  for  the  line,  and  the  line  would  make  some 
money;  but  when  we  were  compelled  to  sell  our  tickets  at  $20  and 
give  $3  or  $4  commission,  leaving  $15  or  $16  net,  I  do  not  think  it  is 
profitable. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  you  ever  made  a  reduced  rate  yourself ! 
Have  you  ever  reduced  the  rates  before  the  conference  lines  reduced 
the  rates  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Never.  We  always  wait  for  their  action,  and  ir 
they  would  not  reduce  the  rate,  we  never  would  do  it.  The  last 
steamer,  as  I  said  before,  sailed  at  a  rate  of  $30,  and  there  was  no 
opposition  and  no  other  steamer  sailed  against  our  steamer,  on  the 
19th,  and  our  rate  remained  $30.  Some  agents  sold  tickets  for  $27 
and  $25,  and  we  could  not  refuse  the  transportation.  We  could  not 
collect  money  on  the  pier,  and  had  to  accept  them  for  passage,  since 
we  were  responsible  for  our  agents  or  for  the  tickets. 

We  want  to  be  left  alone.  That  is  our  idea.  Tlie  conference  should 
not  interfere  with  us.  They  are  mighty  powerfxil  on  the  other  side. 
They  can  do  anything.  When  we  write  a  letter  to  oiu-  London  office 
about  the  commissions  not  being  paid  to  us  by  the  railroad  companies, 
'the  company  writes  us  the  following  letter: 

MesOTB.  Vesely  &  Co., 

17  Broaduw/j  New    York: 

Dear  Sirr:  American  rail  commission.  I  am  much  obliged  for  your  letter  of  the 
Slst.  There  is  no  Question  at  all  about  the  injustice  of  the  situation.  The  difficulty 
is  that  powerful  innuences  are  at  work  to  hamper  us  in  getting  our  rights,  and  until 
certain  (]|uestions  now  pending  are  adjusted,  I  ao  not  believe  we  would  be  warranted 
in  entering  into  expensive  and  protracted  litigation.  It  may  be  that  public  feeling 
will  be  sumcient  to  induce  the  combine  to  make  these  trifling  concessions  rather  than 
invite  criticism  of  their  methods. 

We  asked  the  company  whether  we  should  not  be^in  suit  against 
the  railroad  companies,  but  they  think  public  opinion  will  do  the 
work. 
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I  think  this  is  about  all  I  have  to  say,  unless  you  have  something 
further  to  ask  me. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  I  do  not  know  whether  you  testified  on  this  point 
this  momine,  but  I  will  ask  the  question  anyway.  Have  you  ever 
asked  for  a&iission  to  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  As  I  said,  I  do  not  know,  but  I  do  not  think  we 
have.  That  would  be  up  to  the  London  office,  and  I  believe  they  have 
not.     We  would  have  Imown  if  they  did. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  How  many  ships  do  you  own  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Three  steamers.  We  have  regular  sailings  every 
two  weeks,  to  and  from  Rotterdam. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  think  in  one  of  the  letters,  if  I  remember  correctly, 
filed  in  the  papers  this  morning,  there  was  a  statement  made  by  you 
that  you  had  never  applied  for  admission  to  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  That  is  what  I  think.  I  do  not  know  positively, 
but  I  think  we  never  applied. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Can  you  find  out  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  could,  yes,  by  writing  or  by  cabling  to  London. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Would  you  have  authority  yourself  to  make 
application  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir.     To  cable  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  No,  to  apply  for  admission  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir;  I  would  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Womd  anybody  in  this  country  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir;  not  m  this  country. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  know  any  lines  who  began  as  independ- 
ent Unes  and  then  entered  into  competition  against  this  conference 
you  are  now  protesting  against,  whose  protests  were  silenced  by  their 
oeing  admitted  into  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  understand  that  the  Russian  Eastern  Asiatic 
Steamship  Co.  joined  the  conference.  I  do  not  know  what  it  was  due 
to,  but  as  soon  as  the  Russian  Volunteer  Fleet  withdrew  the  Russian 
Asiatic  Steamship  Co.  joined  the  conference. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  you  any  reason  to  believe  if  you  applied 
for  admission  to  the  conference  you  would  be  rejected  1 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  think  we  would. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Why? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Because  it  is  cheaper  to  kill  us. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Cheaper? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Why  cheaper  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  If  we  would  join  the  conference  we  would  have  to 
get  some  percentage  of  the  business  divided  among  the  other  lines, 
and  the  otner  lines  would  surely  lose  out.  For  the  last  two  years  they 
have  been  fighting  us  and  I  know  they  are  fighting  us  at  a  toss.  Is  it 
necessary  for  us  to  apply?  Why  would  they  not  invite  us?  That 
is  my  opinion.  Why  would  they  not  say  to  us,  **Come  along''  ?  I 
am  positive  by  selling  their  tickets  at  $21  they  are  not  making  much. 
Still  they  do  it,  and  they  do  it  with  the  best  steamers — ^steamers  that 
take  out  sometimes  1,600  or  1,700  passengers. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  they  fill  them  up  at  the  reduced  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  ever  made  a  computation  of  the  total 
number  of  passengers  taken  at  reduced  rates  since  you  have  been 
operating  ? 
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Mr.  FouBMAN.  No;  but  it  can  easily  be  done.  The  statistics  are 
kept  at  EUis  Island.  Every  outgoing  steamer  must  file  a  statement 
of  the  number  of  passengers  with  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration 
through  the  customhouse  so  it  can  always  be  verified. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  I  do  not  know  that  I  understand  you.  You  say 
that  it  is  much  cheaper  not  to  let  you  in 

Mr.  FouBMAN  (interrupting).  It  seems  so. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Wait  a  minute,  until  I  finish  my  question.  You 
say  it  is  much  cheaper  for  this  conference  not  to  admit  you,  and  yet 
you  say  they  are  competing  with  you  and  are  compelled  on  account 
of  your  competition  to  sell  their  tickets  at  a  ruinously  low  rate.  How 
do  you  account  for  that  ?  Would  it  not,  in  other  words,  be  cheai>er 
to  admit  you  to  the  conference  and  not  have  competition,  and  raise 
the  rates  and  thereby  make  a  larger  profit  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes ;  but  they  are  not  ruinous — the  rates  that  they 
have — because,  first  of  all,  it  is  not  one  line  that  loses.  The  combine 
divides  this  loss.     The  loss  is  divided  among  all  the  tines. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then  $21  is  a  profitable  rate? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  It  is  not  exactly  very  low,  because  it  does  not  cost 
us  much  to  carry  a  passenger. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  How  much  does  it  cost  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  I  do  not  know  exactly,  but  it  does  not  cost  to 
feed  a  passenger  in  steerage  more  than  about  26  to  30  cents  a  day. 
Other  tnings  must  be  counted.  I  am  not  very  well  acquainted  with 
the  workings  of  the  management — that  is,  the  caring  for  the  passen- 
gers, and  so  on. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Is  that  all  it  costs  you  to  feed  your  passengers) 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  I  never  figured  it.  I  never  have  had  the  figures 
from  the  other  side,  but  I  do  not  think  it  costs  more.  I  remember 
the  Russian  volunteer  fleet  used  to  feed  passengers  at  about  this  rate. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  much  did  vou  say  ? 

?>rr.  LoNGwoBTH.  Twentjr  to  thirty  cents. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Twenty-six  to  thirty  cents.  When  it  is  a  very 
large  number,  I  suppose  the  more  passengers  the  less  expense  per 
person. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWOBTH.  You  are  speaking  of  passengers  coming  from 
Europe  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Both  ways. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Both  ways  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes.  The  rates  from  Europe  are  always  higher 
than  from  here,  and  the  passenger,  in  addition  to  the  rate,  must  pay 
S4  United  States  head  tax. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  your  agents  in  any  part  of  the  United  States 
ever  reported  to  you  that  reports  were  being  circulated  against  your 
line  to  deter  passengers  from  booking  with  you  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  In  what  way  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  any  way,  to  prejudice  passengers  against  your 
line. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  These  letters  I  submitted  here  show  some  agents 
were  willing  to  book  for  us  and  had  our  tickets,  but  were  compelled 
to  give  up  tne  agency,  and  coulti  not  sell  our  tickets  for  the  reason  the 
conference  lines  took  away  their  agency  and  disciplined  them  and 
told  them  the  agencies  would  be  taken  away  if  they  sold  our  tickets. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  I  imderstand  Mr.  Hawlev's  question  to  be  whether 
you  know  of  any  reports  that  have  been  cfrculated  against  your  line? 
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Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  I  do.  I  know  there  are  reports,  and,  as  I 
said  before,  a  conference  agent  would  not  be  able  to  sell  our  tickets 
for  the  reason  that  he  was  not  representing  our  line,  and  would  say 
that  our- steamers  are  inferior  and  that  it  takes  them  so  much  longer 
to  cross  the  ocean  and  the  food  is  not  good,  and  he  would  say  all  uds 
in  order  to  sell  tickets  for  the  Unes  that  he  represented. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  that  such  things  have  actually  been 
said? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Oh,  yes;  I  do.  In  fact,  I  remember  when  the 
Bussian  volunteer  fleet  began  service  with  very  fine  steamers  rumors 
were  spread  that  the  steamers  were  damaged  during  the  Japanese 
war.  and  nobody  should  sail  on  those  steamers  because  they  were 
liable  to  sink,  or  something  of  that  sort. 

Here  is  a  letter  from  the  agent  in  Rotterdiim  of  a  Jewish  charitable 
organization,  which  is  similar  to  the  Hebrew  charities  here.  It  is 
known  that  some  of  the  directors  of  the  Holland- American  Line  are 
assisting  this  charitable  institution  to  exist,  and  here  is  what  the 
manager  of  this  institution  writes  to  the  purchaser  of  our  tickets: 

RoTTXBDAic,  JoMiary  It^  1910. 
Mr.  Oabpenos, 

103  Amboy  Street,  Brooklyn,  N,  Y. 

Deab  Snt:  As  you  know,  your  brother-in-law  has  been  rejected  on  account  of 
trachoma  and  was  admittea  to  our  asylum.  We  have  had  him  examined  by  our 
special  oculist,  who  declares  that  he  can  sail  within  14  da3r8.  In  consequence  we 
request  you  to  cancel  the  ticket  you  sent  him  and  to  send  over  to  our  address,  by  wire, 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  the  sum  of  $40  for  the  passage  Rotterdam  to 
New  York.  Alter  the  receipt  of  above  said  amount,  we  shall  forward  him  by  another 
line  in  the  best  way  to  his  interest. 

We  await  your  answer  by  wire,  as  your  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Kluger,  can  not  stay 
here  longer  than  14  days. 

Youre,  very  truly,  J.  N.  Schiotzlbr. 

This  passenger  had  a  prepaid  ticket  on  our  line.  If  our  doctor 
refused  to  take  him  because  of  his  trachoma,  I  suppose  he  had  good 
reason  to  do  it,  because  first  of  all  the  United  States  would  not  admit 
him,  and,  secondly,  if  we  should  bring  him  we  would  be  fined  $100. 
This  asylum  says  he  can  go  by  another  Une  from  Rotterdam,  and  the 
only  Une  is  the  Holland- American  Line,  providing  he  sends  $40  to 
buy  a  ticket.  If  he  is  really  in  good  conaition,  and  can  come,  why 
can  he  not  sail  on  our  Une  for  $32.50,  as  weU  as  by  their  line  for  $40  ? 
The  ticket  would  have  been  canceled,  as  it  was.  The  agent  would 
deduct  his  commission,  some  $3,  and  that  would  be  $29.50.  We 
charge  for  cancellation  fee  10  per  cent,  and  the  purchaser  Would  get 
some  twenty-seven  or  twenty-eight  dollars  for  the  ticket  that  he  paid 
$32.50  for,  and  then  he  would  have  to  send  $40  to  Rotterdam  in  order 
to  have  this  passenger  forwarded  by  the  Holland- American  Line.  I 
do  not  think  this  is  justice,  and  yet  it  is  done  right  along.  A  good 
many  of  these  letters  I  have  submitted  here,  and  they  prove  my 
assertions. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  still  do  not  understand  your  statement  a 
while  ago. 

Mr.  FotmMAN.  About  what  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  That  you  did  not  know  whether  you  had  ever 
applied  for  admission  to  this  conference  or  not,  but  vou  assumed  that 
if  you  did  apply  for  it  you  would  not  be  admitted,  for  the  reason  the 
conference  would  thereby  lose  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  in  the 
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very  next  statement  you  made  you  said  that  the  rates  were  so  low 
now  they  are  not  prontable. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  But  these  rates  are  only  once  in  two  weeks.  We 
have  a  steamer  only  once  in  two  weeks,  and  in  two  weeks  they  have 
some  8  or  10  sailings  on  the  conference  lines.  What  does  that  amount 
to,  if  a  thousand  passengers  would  go  at  $21  or  $23,  when  on  the  other 
day  of  the  two  weeks  tne  rate  would  be  $35  or  $38  ?  If  we  had  a 
steamer  every  day  then  it  would  have  been  different,  or  if  we  had 
a  steamer  at  least  twice  a  week.  But  we  come  only  once  in  two 
weeks.  I  suppose  they  have  some  loss  on  that  day.  But  suppose 
they  take  a  thousand  passengers  on  their  lines  for  $21  or  $23,  they 
lose  $12,000;  but  it  is  only  once  in  two  weeks. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  You  say  the  fact  is  the  average  rate  is  what  t 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Their  average  rate  is  $35. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Except  on  days  your  steamers  sail  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Exactly;  and  that  is  only  once  in  two  weeks. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  And  the  rate  is  then  what  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Sometimes  as  low  as  $21,  but  most  of  the  time  $25. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  And  your  rate  is  what  ? 

Mr.  FouRKAN.  Our  original  rate  is  $30,  sometimes  $28.  Then  we 
always  cut  the  rate  after  the  conference  does  $1  and  sometimes  $2. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  You  say  you  sell  for  $2  less  than  the  conference  I 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes;  sometmies  $1  and  sometimes  $2. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  lose  money  on  that  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  know  whether  we  lose,  but  I  know  we  are 
not  making  as  much  as  we  would  if  we  sold  our  tickets  at  $28. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  No;  nor  as  much  as  if  you  sold  them  for  $50. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  We  do  not  expect  to  sell  at  $50. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  want  an  answer  to  this  question.  Do  you 
make  any  profit  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  This  I  could  not  tell. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who  authorized  you  to  make  the  rate  of  $21  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Who  authorized  us  to  make  the  rate  here  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  We  are  simply  following  the  action  of  the  others. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  do  not  answer  my  question.  Is  that  a 
profitable  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  It  is  a  good  rate.  It  is  a  rate  by  which  the  line 
does  make  something. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  much  does  it  make  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  could  not  sav  that. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  Are  the  books  kept  in  this  country  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir;  they  are  kept  in  London. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  Wotild  you  have  to  have  recourse  to  the  books  in 
London  before  you  could  say  whether  there  is  a  profit  or  a  loss  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who  authorized  that  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  The  original  rate — that  is,  the  $28  rate — was  author- 
ized by  our  London  office,  and  we  have  an  authorization,  without 
asking  the  London  office,  to  always  meet  the  rate  of  the  competition. 
That  is,  as  soon  as  they  would  cut  the  rate  from  $35  to  $27,  for 
instance — which  is  $1  below  our  $28  rate — we  are  allowed  to  reduce 
our  rate  to  $26  or  $25. 
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Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  are  instructed,  in  other  words,  always  to  bid 
below? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  For  how  lon^  has  that  been  going  on  ? 

Mr.  FoTJRMAK.  It  has  been  gomg  on  for  the  last  two  years — since 
the  Une  was  started. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Is  your  line  a  profitable  line  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  I  do  not  know.  1  could  not  say;  I  do  not  know 
about  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  own  any  stock  in  it  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Have  you  any  interest  in  it  at  all  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  No,  sir;  l  am  just  passenger  agent  for  the  line. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  stock  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  know  what  the  capitalization  is  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Nothing  whatever  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  The  witness  testified  this  morning  it  is  an  English 
Compaq  and  the  stock  is  owned  there. 

Mr.  louBMAN.  It  is  an  EngUsh  company,  with  the  main  office  in 
London. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  are  simply  under  instructions  to  meet  this 
competition  and  underbid  it,  no  matter  what  it  may  be  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  For  the  simple  reason  that  otherwise  we  would  not 
have  a  single  passenger  for  the  line.  If  the  rate  should  remain  at  $28 
on  our  line,  when  the  North  German  Lloyd  or  the  Hamburg-American 
Line  would  make  a  rate  of  $27,  what  cnance  would  we  stand  to  get 
passengers  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  whether  the  rate 
you  actually  fix  is  profitable,  and  you  say  you  do  not  know. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes,  the  $28  rate  is  profitable. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  ever  sell  tickets  at  $28  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  When  ? 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Just  a  few  days  after  our  steamer  sails,  when  our 
new  circular  is  issued  for  $28,  we  sell  them  at  $28.  YHien  the  oppo- 
sition sends  out  their  circulars,  we  reduce  the  rate,  because  they 
reduce  their  rate. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  How  many  of  your  passengers  do  you  book  at 
$28,  as  a  rule  t 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  About  10  per  cent. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  And  how  many  do  you  book  at  $2  below  the 
conference  rate,  as  a  rule  ? 

Mr.  FouftMAN.  About  20  per  cent. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then,  where  do  the  rest  come  in  ? 

Mr.  FoTJBMAN.  They  come  in  at  the  very  low  rate.  For  instance, 
I  can  prove  it  by  the  circulars  the  way  they  are  issued.  I  will  pick 
out  three  circulars  for  the  same  steamer,  and  then  it  can  be  seen  now 
we  reduce  the  rates. 

We  wouU  send  out  a  circular  on  April  22  for  the  steamer  sailing 
April  30|  eight-  days  in  advance.  We  send  out  a  circular  stating 
that  the  rate  for  the  steamer  Uranium,  sailing  April  30,  would  be 
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$28.  The  next  day,  or  within  three  days  after  that,  some  other 
line  would  reduce  tne  rate  to  $27.  Then  we  would  send  out  a  postal 
card  the  following  day  or  the  day  after  the  other  lines  reauced, 
announcing  a  rate  of  $25. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then,  if  I  understand  jou,  you  get  about  10  per 
cent  ofyour  passengers  at  the  first  advertised"i:ate  ? 

Mr.  EoURMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  about  20  per  cent  at  the  final  cut  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  the  remaining  70  per  cent  at  a  sort  of  general 
decreasing  average  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  So  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  not  more  than  10 
per  cent  of  your  passengers  do  come  in  at  the  original  rate  9 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes;  because  some  of  the  agents  sell  their  tickets 
two  weeks  before  the  steamer  sails,  and  they  sell  at  the  original  rate. 
When  the  ticket  is  issued  for  $28,  the  agent  can  not  advise  us  that 
it  is  sold  at  a  lower  rate,  because  the  amoimt  for  which  the  ticket  is 
sold  for  is  on  the  ticket. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What,  in  your  opinion,  is  the  average  rate  you 
get  on  each  trip — somewhere  between  $28  and  $21,  I  suppose? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  is  it  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  When  I  say  $28  or  $21,  this  is  including  the  agent's 
commission.  If  you  want  to  know  the  net  average  rate  that  the 
conrpany  gets,  it  is  between  $17  and  $19. 

Mr.  LloNGWORTH.  Between  $17  and  $19? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  net  rate. 

Mr.  DoNGWORTH.  Then  you  think  $17  is  a  profitable  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No;  I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORTH.  What  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No;  I  do  not  think  so.  I  do  not  think  $17  is  a 
profitable  rate. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Is  it  a  losing  rate  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Very  likely.  I  could  not  tell.  That  depends  on 
the  books  in  London.  I  do  not  know.  I  can  easily  find  out,  though, 
by  asking  our  London  office  whether  they  are  making  anything  or 
losing. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  According  to  your  judgment,  it  is  not  a  losing 
proposition,  is  it  ?     Your  company  is  not  losing  money  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  It  all  depends  on  how  many  passengers  they  get. 
If  we  take  out  1,000  passengers  on  a  steamer  at  a  net  rateof  $17,  it 
would  be  more  profitable  than  when  we  take  out  300;  and  when  we 
have  a  competition  of  a  larger  steamer  and  lines  that  control  more 
agents  than  we  do,  consequently  they  take  the  bulk  of  the  passengers. 
When  they  take  a  thousand  or  twelve  hundred,  all  we  have  is  two  or 
three  hundred.  The  steamer  is  there  and  the  coal  is  there  and  the 
room  is  there,  and  all  we  take  is  300.  It  is  not  only  that  we  take 
passengers  at  the  lower  rate,  but  we  take  less  passengers  than  we 
would  if  another  line  would  not  interfere  with  us. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  think  this  committee  ought  to  know  whether 
your  fine  has  ever  appUed  for  admission  to  this  conferen*. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  really  could  not  say;  but  if  necessary  I  can  find 
it  out. 
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Mr.  Long  WORTH.  I  wish  you  would. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  will  cable  to-dav  about  it,  and  as  soon  as  I  receive 
the  answer  I  will  submit  it  to  this  committee,  either  by  mail  or 
otherwise. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  It  was  siiggested  in  conversation  by  Mr.  Garrett,  a 
member  of  the  conunittee,  to  ask  whether  you  had  submitted  these 
statements  you  have  made  regarding  the  restraint  of  your  trade 
to  the  United  States  district  attorney  for  the  district  of  *New  York 
or  any  other  Federal  authority. 

Mrr  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  State  when  and  where,  and  what  you  submitted. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  do  not  remember  the  date,  but  if  I  am  not  mistaken 
it  took  place  about  April,  1910. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  What  did  you  submit  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  A  great  many  of  the  cut-rate  circulars  and  letters 
from  agents  returning  tickets,  they  not  being  allowed  to  sell  them. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Did  you  appear  in  the  investigation  of  this  question 
made  not  long  ago  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawi«by.  I  understand  there  was  an  investigation  made  there. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  There  was;  but  I  was  called  in  1910 — in  April — by 
Assistant  District  Attorney  Crim  and  Assistant  District  Attorney 
Pitkin,  and  I  submitted  to  them  some  circulars  and  letters  and  other 
data  in  connection  with  the  Russian  volunteer  fleet  and  the  North- 
western Transport  Line. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  But  not  in  a  court  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Has  the  gentleman  testified  as  to  anything  about 
ship-subsidy  matters  ? 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Only  indirectly. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Mr.  Fourman,  have  you  taken  any  interest  in  the 
so-called  ship-subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  None  at  all. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  no  wav  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Absolutely  in  no  way. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  know  anything  of  funds  bemg  raised  to  pro- 
mote that  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Or  to  defeat  it  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir.     I  have  said  so  before. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  already  testified  on  that  point  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  Yes,  sir;  I  did.  '^ 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  your  ships  got  any  subsidy  from  the  English 
Government  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  None  at  all. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Do  you  carry  any  mails  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  No,  sir;  just  freight  and  passengei-s. 

Mr.  Hawlby.  I  think  you  stated  this  morning  you  are  not  making 
any  complaints  at  this  time  regarding  freight  ? 

Mr.  Fourman.  For  the  reason  that  I  do  not  know  anything  about 
freight.  Mr.  Thomas  is  the  manager  for  our  line  in  New  York  and 
is  in  charge  of  the  freight  department. 

The  Chairman.  That  seems  to  be  all.  You  may  be  excused, 
Mr.  Fourman. 
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TESTIMOmr  OF  MB.  A.  W.  DODSWOBTH. 

A.  W.  DoDSWOBTH  was  called  as  a  witness  and  having  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Give  your  full  name  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Alfred  Warren  Dodsworth. 

The  Chaibman.  You  reside  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  I  do. 

The  Chaibman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Business  manager  and  secretary  of  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  and  Commercial  Bulletin. 

The  Chahiman.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  and  Commercial  Bulle- 
tin is  a  daily  paper,  is  it  not,  published  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Published  every  business  day. 

The  *Chaibman.  You  have  read,  have  you  not,  the  resolution 
appointing  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  have  not  read  the  resolution;  no,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  You  know  its  general  scope  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  know  its  general  scope;  yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Are  your  duties  as  busmess  manager  of  the  Com- 
mecial  Bulletin,  or  the  Journal  of  Commerce  and  Commercial  Bulle- 
tin, entirely  confined  to  the  office  part  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Or  do  you  also  write  editorials  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  write  editorials. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  supervise  the  publication  of  editorials, 
at  all? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Not  at  all. 

The  CHAmMAN.  Do  you  arrange  for  all  the  advertisements  that  are 
published  in  the  paper  i 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  All  the  advertisements  of  the  steamship  com- 
panies, both  foreign  and  coastwise  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  And  all  those  steamship  companies  advertise 
through  the  papers,  do  they  not  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  You  have  regular  standing  advertisements  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes. 

The  Chaibman.  Giving  the  list  of  sailings  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  ever  have  any  other  character  of  adver- 
tising, any  special  advertising  of  any  sort  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  From  steamship  lines  ? 

The  Chaibman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  No.  sir.  Well,  once  in  a  very  great  while  an 
excursion  might  be  advertised  to  different  ports — pleasure  trips; 
but  that  business  practically  amounts  to  nothing. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  ever  write  any  articles  at  all  for  the  paper 
yourself  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Are  vou  consulted  on  the  subject  or  on  the  char- 
acter of  the  articles  to  he  put  in  ? 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir;  I  am  not  consulted  in  those  matters  in 
any  way,  shape  or  form. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  who  is  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  My  brother,  Mr.  John  W.  Dodsworth,  whom  you 
had  before  your  committee  in  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  And  he  is  what  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  managing  editor. 

The  Chairman.  The  reason  I  am  asking  these  questions  is  that 
you  have  asked  me  to  ask  you  certain  questions,  which  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  dOj  and  which  I  shall  do,  which  would  seem  to  me 
to  be  on  the  other  hne  of  the  paper.  I  mean  to  say  they  seem  to  me 
to  have  to  do  with  the  editorial  management,  not  the  business 
management. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  I  have  danced  over  these  questions  which  you 
have  asked  me  to  propound  to  you,  and  which  I  am  perfectly  wilUng 
to  ask,  because  we  would  in  any  event  give  you  opportunity  to  make 
any  statenaent  you  might  want  that  would,  throw  any  Ugnt  on  the 
matter. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  reason  why  I  should  particularly  Uke  to 
have  the  questions  asked  is  because  there  have  been  a  great  many 
misstatements  put  out  about  the  attitude  of  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce on  this  subsidy  question. 

The  Chairman.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  ask  the  questions,  and  I 
will  begin  with  the  first  question.  * 

Have  you  ever  been  asked  by  the  forei^  steamship  interests,  or 
anyone  representing  them,  to  write  articles  antagonistic  to  the 
subsidy  cause  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  never  been  asked  to  write  articles  on 
anything,  have  you  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  speak  for  the  paper  when  I  say  that,  having 
consulted  the  managing  editor  prior  to  leaving  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  you  would  not,  of  course,  be 
asked? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  but  it  is  quite  possible,  Mr.  Olcott,  that  if 
such  things  were  done,  I  having  charge  of  the  advertising 

The  Chairman  (interposing) .  I  mean  you  know  nothing  whatever 
about  this,  except  what  some  gentleman  on  your  paper  has  told  you  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  is  not  some  gentleman;  it  is  some  one  that 
absolutely  does  know. 

The  Chairman.  But  your  brother  was  here,  and  we  certainly  gave 
him  every  opportunity  to  make  any  statement  he  chose. 

Mr..  Dodsworth.  \  es,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  now  come  down  here  as  business  manager 
of  the  paper,  having  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  writing  articles 
that  appear  in  the  paper,  ana  we  are  requested  to  ask  you  questions 
when  we  could  have  had  such  testimony  from  your  brother  when  he 
appeared  before  the  committee  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth..!  was  trying  to  explain  why  I  wanted  to  have 
these  questions  asked,  and  that  is  this:  In  some  newspaper  offices 
requeste  are  made  of  the  business  management  to  see  that  certain 
articles  are  written.  That  is  my  idea.  In  that  way  the  articles  are 
sometimes  written. 
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The  CHAraMAN.  Have  you  ever  been  asked  by  the  domestic  or 
American  steamship  interests,  or  anyone  representing  them,  to  write 
articles  favorable  to  the  subsidy  cause? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Yourself  individually  you  mean  now  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Be  kind  enough  to  tell  us  about  the  matter. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  will  tell  the  circumstances  exactly  as  th^y 
occurred. 

About  six  years  ago,  when  our  office  was  at  No.  19  Beaver  Street, 
a  gentleman  came  mto  mj  office  and  stated  he  wanted  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  insertion  of  an  article  in  favor  of  subsidies  in 
the  Journal  of  Commerce 

The  Chairman  (interposing).  Who  was  it? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  And  he  said 

The  Chairman  (interposing).  Who  was  the  man  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  will  get  to  that  point  if  you  will  give  me  time. 

A  part  of  the  conditions  were  these,  that  we  could  wijte  on  any 
subject  we  liked  except  subsidies;  that  he  was  to  take  1,000,000  copies 
of  our  paper  and  pay  us  $100,000,  and  if  we  would  agree  to  the  bargain 
he  would  tell  us  who  he  was.  I  brought  my  brother  down  as  a  witness 
to  the  agreement.  This  man  said,  *  *  I  will  produce  a  certified  check 
within  10  minutes  from  interests  whom  you  will  not  question  as  to 
their  ability  to. carry  out  the  contract."  He  was  turned  down.  Two 
years  ago  the  same  kind  of  a  proposition  was  made  to  us,  involving 
the  sum  of  $40,000.     That  was  likewise  turned  down. 

The  Chairman.  In  both  cases  these  conversations  were  had  with 
you? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Who  was  the  man  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  The  man  would  not  reveal  his  identity.  / 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  what  the  man's  name  was  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  You  do  not  know  what  the  man's  name  was  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  know  what  the  man's  name  was. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  who  he  represented  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  my  suspicions,  naturally. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  all  really  ?  Are  you  telling  this  committee 
that  you  do  not  know  that  man's  name  in  that  particular  way  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  you  do  not  tell  us  his  name  or  give  us  any 
chance  to  find  him  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  This  is  the  same  kind  of  evidence  you  have  been 
accumulating  here  right  straight  along. 

The  Chairman.  Please  answer  my  question.  Would  you  know  the 
man  by  sight  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir;  I  would  not,  because  it  was  six  years  ago 
and  two  years  ago.     One  man  deliberately  told  me  he  was  a  lobbyist. 

The  Chairman.  Was  it  the  same  man  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No ;  it  was  not  the  same  man. 

The  Chairman.  How  do  you  know  what  he  represented  ?  Did  he 
tell  you  what  interest  he  represented  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  No;  but  the  very  nature  of  the  proposition  left 
but  one  assumption  for  any  intelligent  man. 
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The  Chaibman.  Has  anybody  ever  asked  you  to  take  either  side 
of  the  subsidy  controversy  when  they  were  arranging  for  advertising 
in  you  paper? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Neither  the  foreign  interests  nor  the  domestic  in- 
terests ?  * 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir.  The  domestic  interests  have  in  the  caae 
I  have  cited,  but  not  in  connection  with  the  business  of  their  regular 
steamship  advertisements. 

The  Chaibman.  What  do  you  mean  ?  You  say  l^e  domestic  inter- 
ests have  on  the  occurrences  that  you  have  stated.  You  do  not  even 
tell  who  the  man  is  and  you  do  not  know  whose  interests  he  repre- 
sented.    What  interest  do  you  think  he  represented  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  think  most  certainly  he  represented  the  subsidy 
interests  or  he  would  not  have  asked  the  question. 

The  Chaibman.  You  mean  the  interests  of  those  who  were  in  favor 
of  a  ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Iiodbwobth.  He  wanted  the  right  to  put  in  a  prosubsidy 
article  and  take  1,000,000  copies  of  the  p^er  and  pay  $100,000  for  it. 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYS.  What  do  you  mean  by  article — editorial  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Eklitorial;  yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Have  j^ou  no  real  idea  who  that  man  was  ? 

Mr.  Doj>swoRTH.  No,  sir;  I  have  not.  If  I  would  describe  him  in 
a  graaral  way  it  would  not  give  you  anv  idea,  probably. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  really  not  know  wno  he  was  ?  Have  you 
no  real  knowledge  as  to  what  the  man^s  name  was  f 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No.    As  to  his  name,  I  have  not  any  idea. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  mean  to  say  a  proposition  of  that  kind 
would  come  in  to  you  and  you  would  feel  so  seriously  about  it  as  to 
send  for  your  brother  to  be  a  witness,  without  trying  to  even  find  out 
who  the  man  was ) 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  asked  this  man  if  he  would  let  me  know  who  he 
was.  He  said:  ''I  will  let  you  know  who  I  am,  and  I  will  bring  a 
certified  check  for  $10,000  when  you  will  agree  to  the  bargain.^' 
That  was  the  time  he  was  going  to  reveal  his  identity. 

The  Chaibman.  You  never  made  any  further  inquiry  as  to  who  the 
man  was? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  you  think  it  was  a  bona  fide  proposition  or  a 
trap  to  catch  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  I  thought  it  was  a  bona  fide  proposition.  That 
is  the  way  I  took  it,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  took  tne  trouble  to  bring 
mybrother  down  as  a  witness. 

The  Chaibman.  I  should  think  you  would  have  taken  the  trouble 
to  find  out  his  name. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  It  is  pretty  hard  to  find  out  a  man^s  name  when 
he  will  not  give  it  up. 

The  Chaibman.  You  have  asked  me  to  ask  another  question,  as 
follows* 

Have  the  foreign  steamship  interests  ever  purchased  any  quantity  of  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  containing  articles  or  editorials  antagonistic  to  subsidies? 
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Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  they  never  have. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Has  anybody  purchased  quantities  of  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  when  such  articles  appeared? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  asked  anybody  to  purchase  large 
quantities  because  of  any  articles  that  have  been  written  in  the 
paper  ?    Have  you  ever  sold  any  under  such  circumstances  ? 

Afr.  DoDswoRTH.  On  one  occasion  we  sold  25,000  copies  of  our 
paper  to  the  Lancashire  Insurance  Co.  when  they  reinsured  their 
business  in  one  of  the  other  companies,  prior  to  their  going  out  of 
business.  They  took  those  25,000  copies  and  sent  them  around  to 
their  policy  holders.    That  is  the  only  case  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  long  have  you  been  connected  with  that  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  About  31  or  32  years. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  always  been  in  the  business  end  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Question  No.  5  which  you  want  asked  is  as  follows: 

Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  managers  of  the  variouB  foreign  steamship  lines? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  am  not.     I  only  know  two. 

The  Chairman.  Who  are  they  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  met  Mr.  Franklin  of  the  International  Mercan- 
tile Marine^  just  about  the  time  of  the  formation  or  the  absorption 
of  those  various  companies,  to  e^an^e  the  form  of  his  advertising,  or 
rather  to  rearrange  it.  I  met  one  of  the  representatives  of  Howard 
Houlder  &  Partners  about  three  years  ago. 

The  Chairman.  Who  are  they  f 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  They  are  engaged  in  the  South  American  trade. 
That  was  on  a  similar  proposition,  arran^g  his  advertising  space. 
They  had  several  cards  m  oiu*  paper  and  they  consolidated  them  and 
cut  down  the  space  and  put  it  into  one  large  card. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  personally  take  care  of  those  advertise- 
ments? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  the  business  takes  care  of  itself.  The 
contracts  were  made  with  the  old  Journal  of  Commerce  long  before  I 
was  associated  with  the  paper,  and  the  business  is  continued  year 
after  year  without  any  solicitation  on  the  part  of  any  of  our  men. 

The  Chairman.  You  never  made  it  a  nabit  to  solicit  advertise- 
ments? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  I  rarely  solicit  advertising.  I  supervise 
all  those  matters. 

The  Chairman.  Somebody  for  you  solicits  advertisements  for  the 
paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes;  but  not  among  shipping  people.  That  is  a 
business  that  coines  to  us  without  the  necessity  of  canvassing,  and 
when  we  employ  canvassers  we  have  to  pay  a  commission. 

The  Chairman.  Is  that  because  the  Journal  of  Commerce  is  sup- 
posed to  be  the  shipping  authority  of  the  city  of  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  les,  sir;  the  lines  advertise  with  us  for  the 
benefit  they  receive  in  the  freight  departments. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  in  getting  more  freight  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  the  people  connected  with  the  shipping 
interests  will  naturally  look  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce  for  adver- 
tisements of  sailings  ? 
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Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Yes. 

The  Chaibman.  YHiat  are  the  advertisements  in  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  that  jon  take  for  the  various  shipping  companies  ?  Do 
they  largely  consist  of  dates  of  sailings  t 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Dates  of  sailing;  yes,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Is  there  any  other  particular  form  of  advertising 
with  r^ard  to  rates  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  I  have  a  copy  of  the  paper  here  which 
I  can  show  you.     They  fdl  run  about  the  same. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  ever  refuse  any  advertising  offerred  by  a 
shipping  company  t 

Mr.  iJoDswoBTH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibhan.  You  have  asked  me  to  have  this  question  put  to 
you: 

"Have  you  at  any  time  received  special  favors  from  the  foreign 
steamship  Unes  in  the  way  of  lower  passenger  rates  while  travelling 
on  any  of  those  lines  ?" 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Only  on  one  occasion,  and  that  was  when  I  went 
abroad  in  the  month  of  December  on  the  American  Line,  and  then  I 
obtained  the  reduced  rate  which  was  prevailing  at  that  time  and 
available  to  all  passengers. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  would  not  consider  that  as  a  special  concession 
toycki? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  It  might  be  considered  by  some  if  it  were  not 
properly  explained. 

ITie  Chaibman.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  they  were  making  a 
concession  at  the  time  to  all  passengers  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  In  those  days  there  was  a  winter  rate  as  well  as  a 
summer  rate.  I  am  not  sufficiently  familiar  to  know  whether  that  is 
the  custom  with  all  the  lines  or  not,  but  it  was  the  case  with  the 
American  Line. 

The  Chaibman.  Did  you  personally  call  upon  them  and  ask  them 
any  special  favor  at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  No,  no. 

The  Chaibman.  You  merely  went  like  any  other  passenger  would  go  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  I  asked  what  was  the  best  they  could  do  for  me, 
the  same  as  I  should  do  with  any  line. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  say  your  brother  was  present  at  this  alleged 
interview  where  the  man  offered  Jtou  $100,000  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Longwobth.  You  are  aware  your  brother  has  been  before  tliis 
committee  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Longwobth.  Do  you  know  why  he  did  not  mention  the  fact 
to  us? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Longwobth.  We  asked  your  brother  this  specific  question: 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at  any  time,  or  any  lobby 


employed  in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  legislation? 
Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  do  not.  I  should  be  very 
Mr.  Hawlby.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such? 


>OD8 WORTH.  I  do  not.    I  should  be  very  glad  to  tell  you  if  I  did. 


Mr.  Dodswobth.  I  never  heard  of  any. 
The  Chairman.  Either  for  or  against? 
Mr.  Dodswobth.  No. 
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Do  you  understand  why  he  gave  us  that  testimony  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  presume  his  testimony  was  giyen  with  the 
impression  that  yotu*  committee  was  after  the  information  along  the 
lines  of  lobbying  or  funds  to  be  used  in  Congress. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But,  no ;  that  is  a  really  different  matter.  The 
questions  applied  to  improper  influences.  It  runs  all  the  way 
tnrough  his  testimony.  Mr.  Oarrett  had  asked  him  some  time  before 
this  question : 

The  investkation  ib  very  broad,  but  it  baidly  goes  to  the  merits  of  the  ship-eubsidy 
question.  I  mink  we  would  agree  that  it  would  haidly  go  that  far.  The  scope  is 
to  endeavor  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  are  any  iniproper  influences  bel^g 
exercised  either  for  or  against  merchant-marine  legislation  of  whatever  chaiacter. 

Surely,  the  offer  of  $100,000  to  a  newspaper  which  vrm  well  recog- 
nized as  being  in  opposition  to  ship-subsioy  i^islation  would  be  influ- 
ence of  an  improper  character. 

Mr.  DoDswo&TH.  As  I  recall,  you  read  that  inquiry  as  ''are  being," 
not  "have  been."     Will  you  read  that  question  again? 

Mr.  LoNQwoBTH  [reading]: 

The  scope  is  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  are  any  improper  inflHences 
being  exercised  either  lor  or  against  mwchant-marine  legislation  A  whatever  chmcter. 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  That  applies  to  the  present  time. 
Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  But  he  asked  this  specific  question: 

Do  you  knoijt  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at  any  time,  or  any  lobby  employed 
in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  legislation? 

Surely  if  funds  had  been  raised  at  any  time,  this  would  be  a  way 
of  spending  those  funds. 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  The  committee  can  get  that  information  and  get 
confirmation  of  my  statement  from  him  any  time  they  see  fit. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  My  (question  was  whv,  m  view  of  the  fact  he  was 
present  at  this  conversation  which  you  allege  took  place,  and  when  he 
was  asked  the  specific  question  by  this  committee  whether  he  had 
ever  heard  of  an;^  improper  influences  or  any  funds  being  raised,  he 
answered  no,  positively  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  really  could  not  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  It  seems  to  me  quite  a  remarkable  thing.  This 
hearing  was  had  on  November  29  last.  Your  brother  was  then  on 
the  stand  and  was  asked  particularly  to  give  this  committee  any 
possible  information  as  to  any  improper  influences,  and  it  seems  to 
me  a  remarkable  thing  that  he  replied,  categorically,  that  he  had  never 
heard  of  any  such  fund  or  anything  of  the  kind,  and  yet  he  was  a 
witness  to  both  conversations  which  you  say  you  had  witn  this  alleged 
bribe  giver. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Only  a  witness  to  one  conversation.  That  was 
the  one  involving  the  $100,000. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  He  was  not  there  at  the  second  talk  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  it  the  same  man  who  came  in  the  second  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  it  was  a  different  man. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Who  was  there  the  second  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  He  was  a  short  clean-shaven  man 

(Mr.  LoNGWOBTH  (interposing).  I  mean  who  was  present  with  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH .  Nobody. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  That,  you  say,  was  two  years  ago  ? 
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Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  what  month  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  As  nearly  as  I  can  recoJIect;  it  was  in  Novemher 
or  December. 

Mr.  Garrett.  November  or  December  of  1 909  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  was  in  the  winter,  in  the  early  months. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Of  what  year  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Hawley.  1908  or  1909  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  would  be  1908. 

Mr.  LoNewcntTH.  And  another  point,  during  the  time  your  brother 
was  on  the  witness  stand  the  chairman  asked  your  brotiher,  after 
apparently  having  concluded  his  testimony: 

Ib  there  any  other  statement  whatever  you  can  make  to  us  which  you  think  will  aid 
this  committee  in  its  inve8ti|gation? 
Mr.  DoDBWOBTH.  I  was  Koinj?  to  make  a  suggestion,  if  it  is  proper. 
The  Ghaibman.  We  would  like  to  hear  you  very  much. 
Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  presume  you  are  after  fiicts. 
The  Chairman.  We  are. 

Then;  after  another  question,  Mr.  Dodsworth  said: 

There  are  several  respectable  concerns  running  ships,  but  sailing  them  under  for- 
eign flaijis  for  business  reasons.  Those  gentlemen,  I  think,  could  give  you  some  very 
interestmg  facts. 

He  then  named  the  United  Fruit  Co.  and  the  Standard  Oil  Co. 
and  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.;  but  those  were  all. 

In  other  words,  this  committee,  when  your  brother  was  on  the 
stand,  asked  him,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  papers  had  said  that 
this  committee  was  not  apparently  going  to  the  bottom  of  things, 
and  that  it  was  not  taking  all  the  testmion^  it  ought  to  take,  the  very 
questions  I  have  just  called  to  your  attention,  and  we  made  it  a  point 
when  in  New  York  to  ask  every  witness  before  us  if  he  could  assist  us 
in  any  way  in  getting  at  the  facts  in  this  investigation,  as  to  whether 
or  not  at  any  time  the  corrupting  influences  not  ''are  being  used," 
but  ''have  been''  during  this  whole  time  used,  and  he  responded 
categorically  "no,"  and  yet  you  say  he  was  present  at  the  interview 
you  nave  detailed. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  say  so;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  When  you  were  offered  $100,000? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  he  refused  to  state  that  to  the  committee 
at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  You  will  have  to  ask  him  why  he  did  not  do  it. 
I  can  not  answer  that. 

The  Chairman.  Of  course  we  would  have  asked  if  we  had  had  you 
on  the  stand  first. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  owns  the  stock  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  About  twenty  different  individuals. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  any  of  them  connected  with  shipping  lines, 
directly  or  indirectly  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  do  you  mean  by  *'the  subsidy  interests?" 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  interests  represented  by  those  lines  that  are 
seeking  subsidies. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Name  some  of  them. 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  The  Ward  Line  I  think  is  one.  I  think  the 
New  York  &  Porto  Rico  Steamship  Co.  is  another.  I  am  not  very- 
much  up  on  these  thin^. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Would  you  include  in  that  any  transportation  com- 

f>anies  not  engaged  in  water  transportation  solely,  such  as  railroad 
ines  having  water  transportation  connections  1 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  1  should  not  think  they  would  be  operated 
with  lines  of  navigation  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  any  corporations  who  are  engaged  in  the  business 
of  constructing  vessels  ?     Would  you  include  these  in  that  category  t 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  imagine  the  American  shipbuilders 
would  be  very  anxious  for  a  subsidy.  I  believe  the  company  that  is 
represented  bv  Mr.  Norton — is  that  his  name  ?  He  used  to  be  con- 
nected with  Tammany  Hall  in  New  York  and  was  Congressman  here 
for  a  time.     I  do  not  remember  his  name.     He  is  a  boat  builder. 

The  Chairman.  Lewis  Nixon  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  is  right;  Lewis  Nixon. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  think  this  offer  of  $100,000  was  in  some  way 
related  to  those  parties  you  have  mentioned  ? 

life.  DoDswORTH.  Oh,  no,  sir;  I  would  not  undertake  to  name  who 
the  parties  were.  I  simply  said  that  I  believed  the  proposition  came 
from  the  subsidy  interests,  as  they  existed  at  that  tune. 

The  Chairman.  What  lines  of  steamships  do  you  refer  to  when 
you  talk  about  subsidy  interests,  or  what  shipbuilding  companies  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  The  Cramps,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Roaches 
before  them. 

The  Chairman.  Not  six  years  ago?  The  Roaches  were  not  in 
business  six  years  ago.  What  I  mean  is,  have  you  any  possible  way 
to  fix  a  relationship  between  this  man  whose  name  you  could  not 
find  out  and  any  of  the  American  shipbuilding  companies  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir:  I  have  no  way. 

The  Chairman.  Then,  wno  do  you  think  this  man  represented  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No  interest  other  than  the  subsidy  mterest. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  the  people 

Mr.  Dodsworth  (interrupting).  There  are  men  in  Washington, 
and  men,  I  believe,  who  have  been  before  you  in  this  committee, 
who  can  tell  who  these  interests  are  better  than  I  can. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  the  people  who  have  financial 
interests  in  ship  subsidy,  or  people  who  venture  to  differ  from  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  on  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  People  who  would  benefit  by  the  passage  of  the 
ship  subsidy  bill. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  financially  benefit  by  it? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  regarded  this  oflFer  of  $100,000  in  the  nature  of 
an  attempt  to  make  an  improper  arrangement  with  you  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  certainly  did. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  such  attempt  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  of  any  moneys  that  have  been  raised  by  the 
interests  you  designate  as  the  subsidy  interesta  for  any  purpose  of 
promoting  their  interests  in  any  other  way  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not,  with  the  exception  of  one  thing,  which 
extends  back  30  years,  and  I  hardly  think  it  is  worth  the  while  of 
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this  committee  to  receive  that  information.     If,  however,  they  want 
it,  I  will  give  it. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  The  committee  desires  such  information  it  such 
attempts  have  been  made. 

Mr.  JDods WORTH.  About  30  years  ago,  when  John  Roach  was 
building  ships  and  was  active  m  trying  to  pass  a  subsidy  bill;  he 
walked  into  my  father's  ofhce,  or  a  representative  of  his  did,  and 
laid  down  a  blank  check  signed  by  John  Roach  &  Sons,  and  asked 
him  to  fill  that  check  out  and  stop  writing  against  subsioies. 

The  Chairman.  Were  you  there  then  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  was  not. 

The  Chairman.  How  did  you  get  tliis  information  ?  Did  your 
father  tell  you  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  From  my  father.  It  was  pretty  generally 
known  in  the  office  at  the  time,  because  the  man  who  made  the  offer 
made  a  very  rapid  exit. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  In  this  case  where  the  man  oflFered  $100,000, 
how  long  did  the  conversation  last  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Possiblv  15  minutes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  called  your  brother  in  as  a  witness  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Can  you  tell  us  the  conversation  that  took  place  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  was  a  very  quick  and  businesslike  proposition. 
This  man  came  in  and  said  he  haa  a  proposition  to  make.  I  asked 
what  it  was.  He  said  they  wanted  to  have  the  use  of  our  editorial 
columns  for  writing  a  prosubsidy  editorial,  the  understanding  being 
that  we  should  not  have  anvthing  to  say  on  the  subject  of  subsidies 
in  that  issue,  but  the  rest  ot  the  paper  we  could  conduct  as  we  ordi- 
narily did.     Then  they  wanted  1,000,000  copies  of  the  paper. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  what  happened  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  is  a  short  proposition  to  submit.  I  imme- 
diately phoned  up  to  my  brother  to  come  downstairs  to  listen  to  the 
proposition  which  this  man  had  to  make. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  what  occurred  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  was  turned  down.    The  offer  was  refused. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  refused  to  accept  the  proposition  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Was  the  exit  businessUke  or  unbusinesslike? 
Was  the  exit  the  same  as  it  was  in  your  father's  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Oh,  no. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Or  more  polite  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Somewhat. 

Mr.  Longworth.  The  next  time  this  happened,  was  there  any 
renresentation  that  it  was  from  the  same  sources  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  would  be  rather  a  hard  question  to  answer 
for  this  reason,  that  I  do  not  ^ow.     I  have  generally  understood  the- 
people  who  are  seeking  subsidies  change  from  time  to  time,  and 
whether  they  were  the  same  people  back  of  this  man  that  were  behind 
the  first  party,  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Longworth.  But  the  question  I  asked  was  whether  he  sai    c 
they  were. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Oh,  yes;  he  said  it  was  a  subsidy  proposition, 
the  same  kind  of  a  proposition  the  other  man  had  to  put  up. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  The  point  is,  did  he  say  the  same  persons  were 
behind  the  proposition  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Oh,  no;  of  course  not. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  he  exhibit  any  knowledge  of  the  former  propo- 
sition ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  A  man  has  to  be  pretty  slick  to  make  a  proposi- 
tion of  that  sort.  He  will  not  imcover  nimself  imtil  he  knows  whether 
the  deal  is  going  through. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  he  show  any  knowledge  of  the  former  proposi- 
tion as  to  $100,000? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir;  he  made  no  reference  to  any  former 
proposition. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  I  want  to  know  is  whether  he  assiuned  to  be 
representing  the  same  people  or  the  same  shipping  interests  or  what- 
ever it  may  have  been  ? 

Mr.- DoDswoRTH.  No. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Was  there  ever  any  editorial  comment  on  this 
conversation  in  the  Journal  of  Conunerce  immediately  afterwards  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  No  reference  in  the  paper  to  the  fact  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  And  never  has  been  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Did  you  ever  state  that  fact  to  anybody? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  never  stated  it  outside  of  our  own  of&ce 
in  talking  with  my  brother  and  those  who  are  immediately  in  close 
touch  with  us. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Your  paper  has  always  opposed  subsidies  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Why  did  you  keep  this  fact  secret  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Because  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  those  matters 
in  the  first  place,  and  why  a  matter  of  that  sort  should  be  kept  secret 
I  do  not  know.  It  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  to  know  that  such  influ- 
ences are  about  you  if  you  are  trying  to  do  a  straight  business.  The 
moment  you  begin  to  make  public  a  proposition  of  that  sort  it  has 
not  a  very  desirable  effect  upon  a  newspaper  in  the  eyes  of  the  pubUc. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  One  of  the  very  best  ways  to  fight  corruption  is 
through  publicity. 

Mr.  Garrett.  After  your  brother  came  downstairs — after  you  had 
telephoned  for  him  and  he  came  down,  did  you  state  the  proposition 
that  had  been  made  or  did  the  other  man  state  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  repeated  the  proposition. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Will  you  repeat  that  proposition  again  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  The  proposition  was  this:  *'We  want  to  have 
the  right  to  print  a  prosubsidy  editorial  in  your  paper,  you  not  to 
have  anything  to  say  on  the  subject  of  subsidies  in  that  issue,  and  we 
to  take  100,000  copies  of  your  paper,  for  which  we  will  pay  you 
$100,000,  and  to  bind  the  agreement  I  will  give  you  in  10  minutes," 
he  stated,  '^a  certified  check  to  satisfy  you  that  I  represent  respon- 
sible parties. " 

Mr.  Humphreys.  One  hundred  thousand  or  one  million  copies? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  he  wanted  a 
million  copies. 

Mjp.  Humphreys.  You  said  100,000  copies.

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  should  have  said  a  million  copies. 

Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  The  check  was  to  be  $10,000  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  That  was  simply  to  bind  the  agreement. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  That  was  a  certified  check  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  That  was  a  certified  check  to  bind  the  agreement. 
The  remaining  $90,000  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  the  article  was  printed^ 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Was  the  article  exhibited  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Oh,  no. 

Mr.  Hawxey.  Did  he  say  how  much  lie  wanted  in  the  editorial 
columns? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Oabeett.  What  were  the  details  of  the  last  or  forty-thousand- 
dollar  proposition  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH .  It  was  the  same  kind  of  a  proposition.  They 
wanted  the  editorial  privil^e^  and  take  a  number  of  copies  not  men- 
tioned in  that  case,  but  he  said  he  would  want  a  large  number. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  he  offer  a  certified  check  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  cut  him  off  very  quick.  -  He  was  not  in  the 
office  10  minutes. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Why  did  vou  not  at  that  time  caU  a  witness  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  WeU,  because  we  had  been  rather  used  to  that 
sort  of  thing  and  those  propositions,  and  did  not  want  to  bother  any 
more  with  them. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  often  have  those  propositions  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Those  propositions  are  frequently  put  up  to  us« 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  That  is  to  say 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH  (interrupting).  To  get  the  influence  of  our  edi- 
torial columns. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  For  the  use  of  your  editorial  page  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Can  you  tell  what  sort  of  propositions  they  are, 
as  a  rule  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  will  state  one  that  was  made  to  us  about  the 
time  of  the  Spanish-American  War.  A  representative  of  the  Span- 
ish Groyemment  wwted  to  buy  editorial  influence  from  us. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  had  any  other  proposition  on  subsidy 
matters  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  these  three  I  have  mentioned  were  the 
only  ones. 

The  Chaibman.  Do  you  mean  the  third  one  as  being  the  time  30 
years  ago  ? 

Mr.  DODSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Did  you  ever  see  that  first  individual  before  that 
time? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  You  mean  the  party  who  offered  the  $100,000 1 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Have  vou  ever  seen  him  since  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoltTH.  No,  sir;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

The  Chaibman.  Did  you  ever  call  your  brother  in  consultation  on 
these  other  ones — this  one  about  the  time  of  the  Spanish-American 
War? 
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Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  He  was  thoroughly  familiar  with  that.    He  knew 
the  offer  had  been  made. 

The  Chairman.  Because  that  was  more  generally  discussed,  do  you 
mean? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No ;  it  happened  to  come  up  at  the  time  when  the 
Spanish  trouble  was  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  eveiy  one. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  Could  you  give  us  at  all  an  accurate  description 
of  this  man  who  offered  the  $100,000  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  About  as  near  as  I  could  come  would  be  to  say 
that  he  was  a  tall  man,  clean  shaven.     He  was  rather  a  heavy  man. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  old  a  man  would  you  say  he  was  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  say  he  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  40. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  was  his  complexion  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  As  I  recollect,  ne  had  dark  hair. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Was  he  a  man,  apparently,  of  education  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes,  sir;  a  very  mcely  spoken  man. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Well  educated  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  and  well  dressed. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  nationality  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  say  he  was  American. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Of  what  descent  ?    Of  what  racial  ancestry  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  About  as  pure  American  as  you  can  get  them. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Describe  the  second  man. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  He  was  short,  weighed  possibly  in  the  nei£;h- 
borhood  of  175  to  180  pounds,  clean  shaven,  and  black  hair.  A  full 
head  of  hair. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Was  he  also  apparently  a  man  of  education  and 
dress? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Not  so  much  as  the  other.  He  was  veiy  frank 
in  his  proposition — ^he  was  a  lobbyist. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  He  was  the  second  one  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir;  he  said  he  was  a  lobbyist. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  tell  your  brother  about  that  one  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  the  point  you  made  a  little  while  a^o  as  to 
the  question  of  there  being  a  looby,  of  course,  would  not  have  mduced 
your  brother  not  to  tell  anything  about  it  if  that  was  the  only  reason? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  really  thmk  my^  brother  did  not  thmk  about 
those  matters  at  the  time,  because  he  is  of  an  exceedingly  quiet  dis- 
position and  does  not  like  to  indulge  in  sensationalism  at  all,  and  I 
think  he  would  rather  I  had  not  brought  out  this  information  to-day. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  may  be  all  very  true  about  your  brother's 
retiring  disposition;  but  think  what  position  this  committee  would 
be  in  u  we  had  adjourned  without  having  this  information.  There 
are  only  two  people  in  the  country  who  could  have  given  it  to  us, 
your  brother  and  yourself.  Suppose  we  had  put  in  our  report  and 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  had  come  out  afterwards  and  referred  to 
these  instances  of  attempted  bribery  of  $100,000  and  $40,000,  and 
yet  we  had  asked  your  brother  that  specific  question.  Your  last 
answer  about  the  question  of  his  being  a  lobbyist  absolutely  disposes 
of  the  question  whether  it  was  used  for  the  purposes  of  corrupting 
Congress,     Your  brother  stated  categorically  **No,"  that  he  knew 
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nothing  of  that  sort.  He  may  be  of  a  timid  and  retiring  disposition, 
but  thmk  of  the  effect  that  position  would  have  had  on  this  committee. 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  am  afraid  you  will  have  to  ask  him  about  that. 

The  Chairman.  At  the  time  your  brother  was  giving  this  testi- 
mony you  were  present  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  was  present;  yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  it  not  occur  to  you  at  the  time  he  was  giving 
that  testimony  that  you  could  have  asked  leave  to  give  testimony 
yourself  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOR'^^  I  did  not  feel  like  injecting  mj^self . 

Mr.  Hawley.  why  did  you  ask  permission  to  give  this  testimony 
at  this  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  will  tell  you  why;  because  our  name  has  been 
handled  pretty  roughly. 

The  Chairman.  By  whom  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  By  the  other  side. 

The  Chairman.  What  do  you  mean  by  "the  other  side"  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  other  side  from  us;  I  mean  to  say  the  sub-^ 
sidy  interests. 

The  Chairman.  I  want  to  get  somebody's  name.  I  want  to  get 
some  name,  if  I  can. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  If  you  want  to  get  the  name  of  a  paper,  here  is 
the  New  York  Commercial,  that  has  called  our  paper  a  subsidized 
shipping  paper."     If  you  want  a  little  further  information 

The  Chairman  (interposing).  The  New  York  Commercial  and  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  have  always  called  each  other  names. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  will  go  a  little  further.  The  New  York^Tribune, 
in  times  past,  vears  ago,  has  also  used  the  same  language  about  us. 
I  will  tell  you  further 

The  Chairman.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  what  happened  between 
the  time  your  brother  gave  the  testimony  and  to-day,  or  the  time 
you  first  were  subpoenaed  and  had  these  questions  prepared. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  These  questions  were  prepared  immediately  after 
I  received  your  subpoena,  Mr.  Olcott. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  another  question, 
in  the  very  earliest  part  of  the  testimony,  that  was  asked  of  your 
brother,  and  ask  vou  whether  you  were  present  at  the  time  this 
question  was  asked  t 


Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  fund  that  was  ever  raised  by  foreign  steamship  companies, 
or  by  any  other  steamship  companies,  to  influence  legislation  in  Washington  at  aU? 
A.  I  have  seen  statements  in  newspapers,  but  I  have  never  seen  any  evidence  of  it. 

Were  you  present  when  that  was  asked  ? 

Mr.  DioDSWORTH.  I  was  present,  but  I  do  not  recall  the  question 
being  asked,  for  the  reason  my  hearing  is  not  very  good. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Were  you  present  at  all  times  your  brother  was 
before  the  committee  in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  the  second  man  who  declared  himself  a  lobbyist 
give  any  references  to  you  or  any  names  of  people  whom  he  repre- 
sented? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Who  were  the  people  who  represented  the  Spanish 
Crovemment  that  tried  to  buy  your  paper  or  tne  editorial  columns  ? 
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Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  The  proposition  was  submitted  to  us  by  CSiaries 
A.  Conant,  who  was  then  our  Washington  correspondent. 

The  Chaibmax.  Did  he  say  who  had  submitted  it  to  him  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  He  might  have  told  my  brother  or  m^  father,  who 
was  living  at  that  time,  but  he  never  spoke  to  me  about  it. 

The  Chaibman.  Was  it  submitted  in  person? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  think  it  was  submitted  by  letter. 

The  Chaibman.  You  have  that  letter  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  in  evidence  now  or 
not.     That  is  not  in  my  department. 

The  Chaibman.  We  would  like  to  have  it,  if  we^an. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  How  much  money  did  that  involve  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  do  not  recall. 

The  Chaibman.  Mr.  Conant  received  the  proposition  down  here, 
and  it  was  submitted  to  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Sent  on  to  New  York;  yes. 

The  Chaibman.  Was  there  a  consultation  in  regard  to  itt 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Not  that  I  know  of.    I  hardfy  think  so. 

The  Chaibman.  What  was  done  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  If  there  was  a  consultation  in  regard  to.  it  I  do 
HQt  know  anything  about  it. 

The  Chaibman.  You  saw  the  letter  Mr.  Conant  wrote  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  said  I  thought  it  was  a  letter.  I  am  not  sure 
on  that  point.  I  think  it  was  a  Tetter.  The  letter  would  naturally 
have  gone  to  my  father,  who  was  then  managing  the  paper. 

Mr.  IIawley.  Did  your  brother  suggest  to  you  these  questions  you 
have  submitted  to  the  committee  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Did  he  know  you  were  preparing  such  a  list  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  I  showed  them  to  him  after  I  had  drawn  them  up. 

Mr.  IIawley.  Did  he  make  any  suggestions  to  you  about  any- 
thing he  would  like  to  have  go  in  the  record  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  He  did  not  call  your  attention  to  this  lapse  of  mamr 
oiy  on  his  part? 

Afr.  DcH)swoBTH.  No,  sir. 

iSi.  LoNGwoBTH.  Surely  while  you  were  in  the  room  and  listeniog 
to  his  testimony,  while  you  may  not  have  understood  every  question 
th^  was  put,  vou  realized  that  if  this  committee  was  askms  him  to 
^ive  us  any  information  he  might  have  and  asking  him  if  he  nad  any 
information  that  might  lead  to  a  discovery  by  this  committee  of  any 
instance  ? 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  And  yet  both  you  and  your  brother -^ 

Mr.  Dodswobth  (interrupting).  Was  it  up  to  me  to  break  in  there  t 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  I  should  think  so,  yes;  but  if  it  was  not  up  to 
you,  it  was  at  least  up  to  your  brother  to  tell  us  the  truth. 

Mr.  Dodswobth.  I  have  told  you  a  half  a  dozen  times,  Mr.  Long- 
worth,  you  will  have  to  ask  him  about  that. 

The  Chaibman.  You  asked  whether  it  was  up  to  you  to  break  in. 
Perhaps  not  to  interrupt  the  affairs  of  the  committee,  but  I  think  it 
was  up  to  you,  knowing  your  brother  had  not  made  an  accurate 
statement,  to  go  to  some  member  of  the  committee  and  suggest  the 
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question  be  asked  him.  You  would  not  have  come  to  the  committee 
yoluntarily  to  give  wy  information;  you  were  subpoenaed. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  The  reason  why  I  am  very  glad  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  come  before  this  committee^  is  because  for  years  our 
paper  has  been  misrepresented  by  people  on  the  other  side  many  times. 

The  QsAiBMAN.  xou  say  ^'people  on  the  other  side.'' 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  The  people  1  have  told  you — ^if  I  had  not  been 
interrupted,  I  would  have  said  further.  Here  is  another  case  of 
misreiM'esentation  that  has  taken  place.  About  2  years  ago  or 
18  months  ago  we  received  a  letter  from  one  of  our  subscribers 
inclosing  a  cupping  from  some  paper  published  in  either  Cleveland 
or  Cincinnati,  1  forget  which,  which  represented  an  artide  written  bj 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  coming  out  for  subsidies,  which  was  a  he 
from  the  first  letter  to,  the  last.  That  thin^^was  printed  in  some 
papers  out  West  and  circulated,  no  doubt.  We  g^t  rather  tired  of 
that  kind  of  misrepresentation. 

Mr.  Hawust.  a  moment  ago  the  chairman  asked  you  a  question 
which  I  think  you  did  not  answer. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  What  was  it,  sir  ? 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  What  misrepresentations  have  occurred  since  the 
date  that  your  brother  was  before  the  committee  in  New  York  and 
this  date  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Nothing  that  I  can  recall  having  heard  of. 

The  Chatbman.  I  have  a  file  of  your  papers  here  for  the  month  of 
November,  1909.  The  first  one  I  refer  to  is  of  date  November  4, 
1909.  There  is  an  article  called  the  ''Cost  of  Ship  Subsidies."  It 
is  published  on  the  editorial  pa^y  but  credit  is  given  for  the  article 
to  the  St.  Paul  Pioneer-Press.    In  it  these  words  are  used: 

It  may  be  easily  imagined  what  was  the  reply  of  the  unbong^t  Senator  to  this 
proposition  that  the  Government,  like  private  conmimen,  should  be  forced  to  pay  a 
tribute  of  nearly  100  per  cent  to  tke  protected  interests. 

That  was  relative  to  the  additional  prices  which  had  been  ofltered 
to  pay  for  carrying  coal. 

Do  you  know  anything  about  that  artidet  Has  it  ever  been 
called  to  your  attention  t 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  I  know  n)Dthiiig  whatever  about  it. 

The  Chairman.  You  know  nothing  whatov^  about  the  make-up 
of  the  paper? 

Mr.  DODSWOBTH.  No,  or;  in  a  news  way,  nothing  whatever.  I  do 
not  know  what  is  going  into  the  paper  when  I  go  home  at  night. 

Mr.  LoNowoBTH.  Who  is  it  wntes  these  aitides  in  your  paper 
about  these  questions  of  ship  subsidies  t 

Mx.  DoDSWOBTH.  We  have  three  editorial  writers.  Some  of  the 
articles  are  written  by  my  brother  and  others  I  imagine  are  written 
1^  our  other  editors. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Your  brother  stated  in  his  testimony  that  he 
had  not  written  any  of  th^n  for  some  years. 

Mr.  DoDSwoBTH.  Then  that  is  probably  true,  I  presume. 

'hb.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  wanted  to  kx^w  who  it  was  that  writes  th^. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  1  know  he  used  to  write  artidea  on  the  si^bsidy 
question. 

Mr.  LoKGWOBTH.  He  says  lately  be  has  been  too  busy  to  do  so. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Am  I  correct  in  this  statement,  that  since  thejcom- 
mittee  has  begun  this  work  the  Journal  of  Cbmmerce  has  indicated, 
one  or  more  times,  that  the  committee  was  Hot  proceeding  thoroughly 
in  its  investigation  and  was  leaving  unused  sources  of  information 
that  might  be  used  ? 

Mr.  I>3DS WORTH.  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir;  not  that  I  know  of.  It 
quite  frequently  happens  that  I  have  not  the  time  to  read  my  own 
paper  during  the  day. 

Mr.  Gabrett.  Can  you  give  us  any  further  information  of  any 
character  that  would  assist  us  in  discovering  the  identity  of  these 
individuals  that  made  the  proposals  to  you  t 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  No,  sir.  I  would  be  veiy  glad  indeed  to  assist 
you  if  I  could;  very  glad,  indeed. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Did  this  last  one,  who  told  you  he  was  a  lobbyist, 
say  what  character  of  lobbyist  he  was  1 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Or  where  he  was  lobbying  t 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Oh,  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  In  Washington  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  He  said  he  was  lobbjring  with  Congress  t 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  he  say  he  had  any  other  business  besides  that 
of  lobbyist  ? 

Mr.  DODSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  and  I  did  not  ask  him. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  know  of  any  sources  of  information  the  com- 
mittee mi^ht  go  to  and  discover  any  collection  of  money  or  any  combi- 
nation of  mdividuals  either  for  or  against  the  shipping  subsidy,  lobby, 
or  anything  connected  with  it  at  ul  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Personally  I  do  not;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  can  not  suggest  any  name  ? 

Mr.  Doi>8WOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Or  any  corporation  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Or  any  paper  or  publication  of  any  kind  f 

Mr.  Doi>swoBTH.  No.  sir;  absolutely  no. 

Mr.  Gabbetp.  Was  tnis  $40,000  to  be  paid  for  copies  of  the  paper  f 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  The^  were  to  take  so  many  copies  of  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.    1 68. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  At  the  current  price  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  At  the  current  price,  5  cents  a  copy. 

The  Chaibman.  Mr.  Dodsworth^  we  have  be^un  your  examination, 
but  we  have  not  finished  it.  We  will  have  to  ask  you  to  come  back  to* 
morrow  morning. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  At  what  time,  sir  ? 

The  Chaibman.  We  will  adjourn  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
moming.l 

ICThereupon,  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  until 
to-morrow,  Thursday,  January  26, 1911,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.) 
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Washington,  D.  C, 
Thursday,  January  26^  1911 — 10  a.  m. 

The  committee  met  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  pursuant  to  adjourmnent  of 
yesterday,  January  26. 1911. 

Present:  Messrs.  Olcott  (chairman),  Longworth,  Hawley,  and

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Dodsworth.  we  will  take  up  Mr.  Smith  for 
just  a  few  moments,  as  we  have  only  a  few  questions  to  ask  him,  and 
it  will  not  delay  you  at  all. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Very  well,  sir. 

TESTUOITT  OF  G.  WALDO  SMITH. 

G.  Waldo  Smith  was  called  as  a  witness,  and  haying  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  State  your  full  name  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Smith.  G.  Waldo  Smith. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  in  business  now  ? 

Mr.  SMriH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  reside? 

Ik^.  Smith.  Bayside,  Long  Island. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  And  other  boards  of  similar  character — the  board 
of  trade,  for  instance  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir;  and  the  produce  exchange. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  read  the  resolution  under  which  this 
committee  is  sitting? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Smith,  this  is  a  portion  of  the  resolution  under 
which  we  are  acting: 

The  committee  is  directed  to — 

report  as  to  the  existence  and  conduct  of  any  lobby  or  lobbies  in  connection  with 
this  subject — 

That  being  the  question  of  ship  subsidies — 

and  as  to  what  funds  there  are,  if  any,  and  the  source  thereof,  for  the  support  of  said 
lobbies — 

Have  you  any  information  whatever  in  regard  to  anything  of  that 
kind? 

Mr.  Smith.  Nothing  definite. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  at  all  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No;  not  about  the  support  of  lobbies.  I  know  there 
is  a  common  rumor  there  is  a  very  strong  influence  of  foreign  steam- 
ship companies  in  all  the  commercial  bodies  of  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Is  the  chamber  of  commerce  largely  influenced 
by  foreign  interests,  in  your  opinion  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  on  foreign  commerce 
and  revenue  laws  is  at  the  head  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steam- 
ship Co. 

The  Chairman.  Who  is  that  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Gustav  Schwab,  a  splendid  gentleman,  a  patriotic 
American  citizen,  but  his  influence,  of  course,  is  in  that  direction.    He 
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refused  to  vote  for  the  resolution  when  it  finally  came  up  for  action, 
or  asked  to  be  excused  from  voting. 

The  Chairman.  What  other  gentlemen  are  there  in  the  chambeir 
pf  commerce  whom  you  can  recall  who  might  have  similar  influence  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  Brown,  of  the  American  Steamship  Co.,  but  I 
never  heard  him  take  any  active  part.  I  have  met  him  there 
pften.  What  his  influence  is  quietly  1  do  not  know. 
•  The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  of  any  foreign  steamship  companies 
or  people  acting  for  them  who  have  employed  anybody  here  in 
Washington  to  influence  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  never  heard  of  it;  never  heard  of  such  a  thing. 

The  Chairman.  You  were  on  the  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  chamber  of  commerce  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  When  did  that  committee  act  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  had  seven  sessions,  commencing  early  last  fall. 

The  Chairman.  It  was  last  fall,  was  it  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Just  a  year  ago — a  little  more  than  a  year  a^o  now. 

The  Chairman.  Did  vou  make  any  investigation  as  to  any  improper 
influence  on  the  part  of  foreign  shipowners  at  all  in  connection  with 
le^lation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No.  I  read  from  the  report  of  the  Gallinger  committee 
Ae  first  day  it  was  brought  up.  What  I  said  was  the  report  of  the 
Gallinger  committee.     I  read  that  verbatim. 

The  Chairman.  Was  that  committee  appointed  by  the  chamber 
of  commerce  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  What  was  the  scope  of  its  duties  ?  What  was  it 
directed  to  do  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  To  try  to  exercise  influence  in  favor  of  the  American 
Merchant  marine. 

The  Chairman.  So  far  as  that  portion  of  the  resolution  is  con- 
cerned, which  I  have  read  to  you,  have  you  anything  further  to  say  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  anything  at  all,  only  a  general 
rumor.  Here  is  an  article  [handing  the  chairman  a  paper]  which  I 
wrote  which  gives  my  views  on  it.  You  can  read  that  afterwards,  if 
jrou  Uke.  That  is  wnat  I  have  learned,  that  has  come  to  me  gradu- 
ally. I  have  been  interested  in  this  question  from  the  very  begin- 
ning, and  it  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  Gallinger  committee 
appointed. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean  you  are  interested  in  the  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Not  in  this  investigation  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  in  the  marine  matter,  no. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  no  interest  in  shipping,  have  you  ? 
;    Mr.  Smith.  No,  except  just  a  little  bit  in  a  sailing  ship,  but  nothing 
in  a  steamer  at  all. 

The  Chairman.  Nothing  in  any  transatlantic  traffic  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Nothing  whatever.  My  interest  is  from  the  public 
standpoint  of  general  good.  I  have  been  intensely  interested  from 
that  standpoint.  In  my  earlier  life  I  was  a  master  of  a  vessel  at  one 
time. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  you  interested  in  any  shipbuilding  concern  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 
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Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  ever  been  ? 
Mr.  Smith.  I  never  have  been;  no,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  That  seems  to  be  all;  you  may  be  excused,  Mr. 
Smith. 

TESTIMOITT  OF  A.  W.  DODSWOSTH— Continued. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  may  I  trouble  you  to  take  the 
previous  record  in  this  matter  and  turn  to  page  537.  At  the  bottom 
of  the  page,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  there  is  a  letter  directed  to  your  paper 
and  si^ed  by  firms  interested  in  South  American  trade. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  know  anything  about  that  letter?  Do 
you  remember  the  reason  it  was  published  m  your  paper? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not. 

The  Chairman.  You  know  nothing  about  it  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Has  your  attention  been  called  to  the  letter  at  all  t 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir.  I  remember  seeing  such  a  letter  in  the 
paper  after  it  was  printed — barely  noticing  in  a  way  that  it  con- 
tamed  a  number  of  signatures. 

The  Chairman.  I  presume  the  firms  that  signed  tJiat  letter  are 
men  who  are  more  or  less  interested  in  South  American  trade,  or 
entirely  so  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  think  all  are.  I  am  famihar  with  all  those 
names,  with  the  exception  of  Gravenhorst  &  Co.,  and  Alerton  D. 
Hitch  &  Co.  I  think  all  the  others  are  interested  in  South  Ameri' 
can  trade.     Those  two  firms  I  am  not  familiar  with. 

The  Chairman.  May  I  trouble  you  now  to  turn  to  page  589  and 
examine  Exhibit  61  ? 

Mr  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  that  letter  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Nothing  more  than  I  saw  it  in  the  paper  after 
it  was  published. 

The  Chairman.  Will  you  look  at  Exhibit  62,  please,  on  page  590? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  a  letter  to  your  paper  from  Mr.  Marvin. 
Do  you  know  anything  about  that  letter  and  how  it  came  to  be 
written? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  noticing 
that  letter  in  our  paper. 

The  Chairman.  There  is  one  thing  further  I  want  to  ask  you  in 
connection  with  these  offers  to  pay  your  paper  large  sums  of  money. 
You  mentioned  three;  that  is,  the  $100,000  offer,  and  the  $40,000 
offer,  and  the  offer  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish-American  War. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  was  not  on  subsidies  at  all,  Mr.  Olcott.    ; 

The  Chairman.  I  know  it  was  not.  Have  there  ever  been  other 
times  when  efforts  have  been  made  to  buy  vour  editorial  pages  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  mentioned  the  Roach  incident  yesterday,  the 
Spanish  incident,  and  the  two  subsidy  incidents.     That  is  all. 

The  Chairman.  I  wish  you  would  tell  me  a  little  bit  more  in  regard 
to  that  $100,000  incident.  What  I  want  to  get  at  particularly  is 
whether  you  can  not  give  us  the  name  of  somebody  that  you  thought 
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was  backing  this  mysterious  man  who  came  in  there  and  made  that 
offer. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  would  give  it  to  you  in  an  instant  if  I  possibly 
could.  I  do  not  know  the  man's  name;  I  do  not  know  the  name  of 
either  of  those  men.  I  have  given  the  closest  description  of  them  I 
possibly  can. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  stated  that  you  inferred  certamly  he  was 
representing  some  particular  interest  opposed  to  the  policy  of  your 
papei^in  regard  to  the  whole  question  of  ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes,  sir;  the  very  nature  of  the  proposition 
implied  that. 

The  Chairman.  You  spoke  of  having  sent  for  your  brother.  Was 
it  solely  to  get  a  witness  to  this  conversation  that  you  sent  for  him  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  That  was  the  idea  more  than  anything  else,  to 
have  a  witness  to  the  offer. 

The  Chairman.  It  was  not  to  consult  as  to  whether  to  accept  the 
offer  or  anything  of  that  kind  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  was  the  first  time  personally  I  had  ever  been 
approached. 

The  Chairman.  Was  it  in  any  way  to  consult  him  as  to  what  the 
policy  of  the  paper  should  be  in  regard  to  such  an  offer? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  beg  your  pardon  ? 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  ask  him  to  come  down  for  anj"  reason  to 
consult  as  to  what  you  felt  the  policy  of  the  paper  ought  to  be  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Oh;  no,  sir.  I  had  no  thought  of  accepting  the 
otfer  at  the  time  I  telephoned  my  brother  to  come  down  and  fisten 
to  it. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  told  us  everything  you  can  to  shed  any 
light  on  this  committee's  investigation  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir;  everything  that  I  can  recall.  I  do  not 
think  I  have  overlooked  anything  that  I  have  any  knowledge  of. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  it  ever  come  to  your  knowledge  tnat  such 
attempts  were  made  with  other  newspapers  in  New  York! 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  anybody  else  in  New  York  know  anything 
about  this  offer  except  your  brother  and  yourself  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  My  brother  knew  about  it;  my  father  knew 
about  it 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH  (intei-posing) .  I  mean  this  $100,000  offer? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  Your  father  knew  about  this? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  he  knew  about  that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  about  the  $40,000  offer  two  years  ago  ?  Who 
knew  of  that  besides  yourself? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  My  brothers  and  myself,  my  father  being  very 
ill  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Your  brothers  learned  it  from  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  There  was  no  person  present  at  the  time,  as  I  under- 
stood you  to  say  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  brothers  have  you  besides  yourself  and 
the  brother  who  is  editor,  who  are  connected  with  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  have  three  brothers  connected  with  the  paper. 
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Mr.  Ha WLET.  Including  the  editor  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  There  are  four  of  us  altogether. 

Mr.  Ha  WLET.  What  positions  do  the  other  two  brothers  hold  t 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  John  W.  Dodsworth,  who  has  appeared  before 
your  committee  at  New  York,  is  president  and  managing  editor  of 
the  paper.  My  position  I  have  stated  to  the  committee.  My  other 
brotner,  M.  J.  Dodsworth,  is  treasurer,  and  Walter  A.  Dodsworth  is 
assistant  in  the  editorial  department. 

Mr.  Ha  WLET.  Your  family  owns  a  controlKng  interest  t 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Oabbett.  You  stated  that  this  last  man  that  came  to  you  with 
the  $40,000  offer  said  that  he  was  a  Washington  lobbjrist  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabrett.  Did  he  state  for  what  particular  interest  he  was 
lobbying? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No;  but  the  nature  of  his  proposition  would  lead 
up  to  but  one  inference.  In  so  far  as  his  proposition  to  me  was  con* 
cemed,  he  was  representing  the  subsidy  interests. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Did  he  make  any  statement  of  detail  at  all  except 
that  he  was  a  Washington  lobbjdst  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  And  he  wanted  to  get  a  subsidy  article  in  the  paper 
and  take  copies  of  the  paper. 

^  Mr.  Gabbett.  I  understand  that;  but  I  mean  on  the  lobby  ques- 
tion— did  he  make  any  detailed  statement  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoBTH.  No,  sir. 
^  Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  want  to  know  exactly  what  you  mean  by  sub- 
sidy interests  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  As  well  as  I  can  explain  it,  they  are  those  inter- 
ests which  would  receive  a  benefit  from  the  passage  of  a  subsidy  bill. 
By  that  I  should  include  the  American  shipbuilcung  firms  and  such 
lines  as  would  be  open  to  a  subsidy  from  the  American  Government. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  mean  to  include  people  who  are  inter- 
ested in  procuring  ship-subsidy  legislation  for  otner  than  purely  finan- 
cial purposes  ? 

kfr.  DODSWOBTH.  I  beg  your  pardon. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  mean  to  include  among  those  interested 
in  ship  subsidies  men  who  are  interested  from,  let  us  say,  patriotic 
motives  in  having  ship-subsidy  legislation  passed  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoBTH.  Oh,  no,  su*.  When  I  refer  to  the  subsidy  inter- 
ests in  this  investigation,  I  refer  to  those  who  will  receive  financial 
gain  by  the  passage  of  a  subsidy  bill.  There  are  lots  of  people  who 
are  sincere  in  their  beUef  that  it  is  a  good  thing.  They  are  entitled  to 
their  opinions,  and  we  respect  them. 

Mr.  ix)NGWOBTH.  Do  you  mean  those  who  are  now  actually 
engaged  in  the  business  of  shipbuilding  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Shipbuilding  and  such  lines  as  would  receive  a 
subsidy  from  the  Government. 

Mr.  Ha  WLET.  Did  the  man  who  appeared  two  years  ago  and  made 
the  $40,000  offer  show  you  any  evidence  of  his  responsibility  to  make 
good  on  the  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  took  it  to  be  a  bona  fide  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  understood  you  to  say  he  was  a  lobbyist  in 
Washington  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  A  Washington  lobbyist. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  He  pursued  his  traae  in  Washington  i 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  he  described  himself  as  a  Washington 
lobbyist. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  any  information,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  of  any 
other  lobby  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Of  the  subsidy  question  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Or  on  any  other  question  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  in  your  paper  allude  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  lobby  in  Washington « 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  You  mean  has  the  paper  ever  referred  to  that 
at  all? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  may  have  done  so  and  I  might  not  know  it. 
Very  frequently,  as  I  stated  before,  I  do  not  have  time  to  read  all 
that  appears  in  our  paper  every  day. 

Mr.  LONGWORTH.  I  ou  beUeved  ms  statement  when  he  told  you  he 
was  a  lobbyist  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  beheved  it;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Had  you  any  ground  to  believe  that  there  was  a 
lobby  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Judging  from  that  man's  statement,  I  presumed 
there  must  have  been  a  lobby  here. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  mean  outside  of  that  man's  statement.  It 
seems  to  me  a  very  remarkable  thing.  I  think  that  is  unique  in 
history  that  any  man  ever  voluntarily  said  he  was  a  lobbyist. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  am  telling  you  the  truth. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  seems'  to  me  I  should  have  taken  that  state* 
ment  with  some  hesitation  unless  I  had  ground  to  beUeve  that  a 
lobby  did  in  fact  exist.  That  is  what  I  am  asking  you.  Had  you, 
before  this  man  two  years  ago  made  a  statement  to  you  that  he  was  a 
lobbyist  in  Washington,  any  ground  to  beUeve  there  was  in  fact  a 
lobby  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Nothing  more  than  what  I  had  read  in  the  news- 
papers, that  such  a  lobby  existed. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  not  think  you  overlooked  an  opportunity  to 
render  a  valuable  public  service  in  not  following  up  this  man  and 
finding  out  what  his  relations  were  and  getting  information  as  to  the 
corrupt  influences  he  intended  to  use,  and  who  was  back  of  him  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  might  seem  so  to  this  committee,  especially 
as  certain  information  has  turned  up;  but  yesterday  I  gave  an 
explanation  of  our  reasons  for  not  makmg  public  information  of  that 
sort.  At  the  various  times  we  have  been  approached  with  offers  of 
money,  the  slurring  reflections  upon  our  paper  have  not  been  as  free 
as  they  have  been  within  the  last  two  years,  and  it  does  not  do  a 
paper  any  good,  as  I  stated  yesterday,  for  information  of  this  sort  to 
come  out. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  had  reference  to  the  fact  you  might  have  made  an 
investigation  quietly  without  newspaper  publicity. 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Mr.  Hawley,  it  is  a  rather  difl&cult  thing.  If  I 
come  to  you,  entirely  unknown  to  you  in  person,  and  make  a  proposi- 
tion to  you  which  you  turn  down  and  I  leave  you,  it  is  a  pretty  diffi- 
cult thing  for  you  to  trace  me  down.     New  York  is  a  pretty  big  place, 

Mr.  L^NGWORTH.  You  spoke  of  various  times  your  paper  was 
approached.  You  have  mentioned  four.  Are  there  any  others? 
I  ou  have  mentioned  three  on  the  ship  subsidy  question  and  one  on 
the  Spanish  incident.     Are  there  any  others  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Our  paper  was  approached  at  the  time  that 
De  Lesseps  visited  this  countr}'  and  was  entertained  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  New  York,  and  a  representative  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Company  as  it  existed  at  that  time — it  was  a  French  company  then — 
made  a  proposition  to  my  father  for  support,  and  stated  tnat  there 
was  $36,000  of  a  fund  left  which  he  just  might  as  well  have  as  not; 
the  idea  being  that  we  were  to  support  the  De  Lesseps  movement  to 
saddle  the  Panama  Canal  on  the  American  Government. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  And  that  was  a  $36,000  proposition  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  That  was  a  $36,000  proposition.  That  was  the 
balance  of  a  fund  that  was  left. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  What  others? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No  others  that  I  have  any  knowledge  of  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then  you  have  been  approached  five  times  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  you  say  the  Dodsworth  family 
own  a  controlling  interest  in  your  paper.  What  percentage  of  stock 
do  they  own  ? 

Mr.  DODSWOBTH.  I  tliink  it  is  close  on  to  65  per  cent. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Is  the  remainder  of  the  stock  generally  dis- 
tributed ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  It  is  distributed  among  about  fifteen  other 
people,  as  nearly  as  my  memory  can  recall. 

Mr.  LoNGwOBTH.  Could  you  state  generally  what  business  those 
other  people  are  in? 

Mr.  DODSWOBTH.  Most  of  them  are  retired  from  business. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Are  there  any  stockholders  outside  of  your 
family  that  are  interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  shipping 
business  ? 

Mr.  DoDswOBTH.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Is  your  family  so  interested,  or  any  member  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  said  that  you  were  not  very  much  surprised 
when  this  man  told  you  he  was  a  lobb^t,  because  you  had  seen  in 
the  other  papers  that  a  lobbjr  did  exist  in  Washington.  What  other 
papers  dia  you  ever  see  that  in? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH .  It  is  rather  difficult  to  recall  the  papers  at  this 
late  datC;  but  I  know  our  own  paper  referred  to  it  in  editorials  as  a 
lobby. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Have  you  any  other  evidence  outside  of  what 
this  man  told  you  that  there  is  or  has  been  a  lobby  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Absolutely  none;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Absolutely  none  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then  it  seems  to  me  this  statement  of  this  man 
would  have  been  a  very  surprising  one  to  you.

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  naturally  was  a  surprising  proposition.  Those 
things  always  give  a  man  a  jolt. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  rumors  of  any  lobby  existing 
down  here  in  behalf  of  the  foreign  steamship  compames  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  seen  such  statements  in  the  papers. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  Mr.  Wilber? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Not  that  I  can  recall.  In  what  connection,  Mr. 
Longworth? 

t^.  LoNGWORTH.  A  Mr.  Wilber  who  was  in  the  employ  of  some  of 
the  foreign  steamship  companies  in  Washington  t 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  He  was  a  member  at  that  time  of  the  Associated 
Press,  but  after  his  testimony  before  this  committee  he  resigned. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  heard  of  him  since  that  time. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  never  knew  of  him  before  that  1 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  any  men  holding  public  office,  with  whom  you 
may  have  conversed,  expressed  the  opinion  to  you  that  a  lobby 
existed  here  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  any  business  men  with  whom  you  may  have 
conversed  on  various  topics 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir;  not  that  I  can  recall. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  understood  you  to  say  there  was  nobody  a 
witness  to  this  last  conversation  involving  the  $40,000  offer? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  There  was  no  other  person  present  in  the  office 
at  all  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir;  except  myself. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  I  do  not  remember  whether  we  asked  the  ques- 
tion  about  this  second  interview  as  to  the  $40,000  proposition.  Was 
that  the  same  in  form — that  is  to  say,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
a  certain  number  of  copies  of  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Editorials  and  a  number  of  copies  As  I  stated 
yesterday,  the  number  of  copies  had  not  been  mentioned,  because  he 
was  very  quickly  turned  down. 

Mr.  LoNGWoiiTH.  Then  what  did  he  say?  He  offered  to  buy 
40,000  copies  of  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No.  He  wanted  to  buy  an  editorial  article  and 
then  to  take  a  number  of  copies — a  prosuDsidy  editorial,  and  then 
take  a  number  of  copies. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  many  copies  ? 

Mr.  DoDs WORTH.  It  was  not  mentioned. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  did  you  know  there  was  $40,000  involved  I 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Because  that  was  the  sum  he  mentioned. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  what  I  want  to  know.  What  was  his 
conversation,  exactly? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  1  have  ^yen  it  to  this  committee  as  nearly  as  I 
can  recollect  it.  His  proposition  was  to  have  a  prosubsidy  editorial 
written  and  to  take  a  quantity  of  papers,  the  number  of  which  was 
not  settled  upon  and  was  not  mentioned.  He  simply  used  the  general 
term,  "a  quantity  of  papers. '^ 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Where  did  the  $40,000  come  in? 
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Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  That  was  the  sum  which  he  named.  I  did  not 
name  any  sum. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  did  he  name  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  In  connection  with  the  talk — in  connection  with 
his  proposition. 

Mi,  Longworth.  In  what  way  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  know  how  to  answer  that  any  more 
clearly  than  I  have. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  have  not  made  it  clear  yet.  Did  he  origi- 
nally say  that  he  had  $40,000  to  use  for  this  purpose  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  will  again  try  to  make  it  clear.  He  came  to 
me  and  asked  for  the  priyilege  of  writing  an  editorial  and  taking  a 
number  of  copies,  and  pay  us  $40,000. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  is  the  price  of  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Five  cents  per  copy. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  the  $100,000  proposition  was  for  how  many 
papers? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  For  1,000,000  copies. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  would  not  oe  5  cents  a  copy  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  There  was  a  margin  left  over,  then  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  In  other  words,  you  interpreted  that  as  an  offer 
of  $60,000  cash  without  any  equivalent  ? 

Mir.  Dodsworth.  You  can  put  it  that  way,  if  you  wish. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  is  the  reason  I  want  to  distinguish  between 
that  and  the  second  offer. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  realized  when  the  offer  was  made 

Mr.  Longworth  (interposing).  He  did  not  mention  the  number  of 
papers  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Longworth.  It  mi^ht  have  been  one  paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  su*. 

Mr.  Longworth.  So  you  did  not  regard  either  of  these  offers  as 
an  offer  to  purchase  a  certain  number  of  papers  1 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  regarded  them  more  in  the  nature  of  an  attempt 
to  get  us  into  the  ditch  on  the  subsidv  c^uestion  and  to  use  the  article 
wherever  those  interests  might  think  it  would  serve  their  purposes 
best.  I  think  I  stated  to  your  committee  yesterday  the  fact  that  we 
had  been  misrepresented  by  the  publication  in  some  western  paper 
of  an  editorial  showing  that  the  Journal  of  Commerce  had  flopped 
from  the  antisubsidy  side  of  the  question  to  the  prosubsidy  side. 
■Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  remember  what  paper  that  was  ? 
^Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir.  I  would  give  a  good  deal  to  know.  I 
sent  the  letter  immediately  up  to  my  orother.  I  also  showed  it  to 
one  or  two  others  in  the  office  at  the  time.  I  have  no  doubt  if  there 
is  a  clipping  bureau,  possibly  that  article  might  be  found  in  the 
clippings. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yesterday,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Garrett,  you  made  this 
statement  in  answer  to  the  following  question  which  Mr.  Garrett 
propounded  to  you: 

Was  this  $40,000  to  be  paid  for  copies  of  the  paper? 

Your  answer  was: 
Yea.

Then  Mr.  Garrett  said: 

They  were  to  have  so  many  copies  of  the  paper? 

Your  reply  to  that  question  was: 

Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett  then  inquired: 

At  the  current  price? 

And  your  reply  to  that  question  was: 
At  the  current  price,  5  cents  a  copy. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes.  That  is  assumption  very  largely.  A  man 
would  naturally  look  for  some  value  for  the  money  he  was  going  to 
spend. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  here  you  say  he  was  to  take  so  many  copies 
of  the  paper  at  the  current  price.  That  at  $40,000  would  mean  a 
definite  number  of  copies. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  1  ou  could  draw  your  own  inference  from  that, 
just  the  same  as  I  might.  The  nature  of  the  proposition  was  not 
complete;  the  details  were  not  completed.  It  was  turned  down 
before  the  proposition  reached  that  point.    His  prime  motive  was  to 

fet  a  subsidy  editorial  in  the  paper.  If  we  were  doing  that  kind  of 
usiness  we  might  have  said  lor  example,  that  we  wanted  $25,000 
for  the  editorial  space,  "and  you  can  take  the  balance  of  the  money 
for  the  purchasing  of  papers."  , 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  general  circulation  of  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  You  mean  as  to  lines  of  business  f 

The  Chairman.  No;  what  is  your  usual,  normal  circulation  of  the 
Journal  of  Commerce? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  is  the  largest  of  any  business  paper  published, 
so  far  as  we  know,  arid  it  extends  all  over  the  country. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  put  it  in  figures  about  what  it  is  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  would  prefer  not  to  give  that  information, 
because  it  is  a  matter  of  private  business.  We  make  a  policy  of  not 
quoting  circulation,  and  always  have. 

The  Chairman.  I  will  not  press  the  question. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  either  of  the  men  who  submitted  the  subsidy 
proposition  indicate  what  they  were  then  intending  to  do — that 
they  were  going  elsewhere? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  that  is  all,  Mr.  Dodsworth. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  are  certain  you  can  not  offer  the  committee 
any  suggestion  that  will  furnish  us  a  clue  to  obtain  any  further 
information  than  we  have  obtained,  touching  this  matter  of  lobbies? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  I  do  not  think  so;  I  can  not  think  of  any. 

TESTIMONY  OF  CHAELES  B.  WILLIAMS. 

Charles  R.  Williams  was  called  a,s  a  witness  and,  having  been  duly 
sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  State  your  full  name  to  the  committee. 
Mr.  Williams.  Charles  R.  Williams. 
The  Chairman.  Where  do  you  reside? 
Mr.  Williams.  IndianapoUs. 
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The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  am  editor  of  the  News.  The  Indianapolis  News. 

The  Chairman.  You  know  the  general  scope  of  this  inquiry,  do 
you  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  heard  read  the  resolution  when  Mr.  Smith  was 
on  the  stand  this  morning. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you,  generally,  give  us  any  assistance  by 
which  we  could  get  any  information  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  a 
lobby  or  the  nonexistence  of  a  lobby  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  No,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  For  any  shipping  interest  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  not. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that  one  ever  did  exist 
down  here  in  Washington  on  either  side  of  the  general  proposition  of 
ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  Only  the  current  newspaper  rumor  and  talk; 
nothing  that  would  be  precise  or  definite. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  know  Mr.  Wilber  or  know  of  his  employ- 
ment? 

Mr.  Williams.  Only  the  press  reports.  I  knew  of  Mr.  Wilber  in 
the  old  days  when  I  was  connected  with  the  Associated  Press.  I 
knew  that  such  a  gentleman  was  employed  here  in  Washington.  I 
read  the  report  at  the  time  that  he  nad  been  employed  by  certain 
shipping  interests  to  furnish  them  certain  information.  I  knew  that 
that  was  not  an  uncommon  thing. 

The  Chairman.  On  November  17,  1909,  page  6,  colunm  2,  of  your 
paper,  the  following  statement  appeared: 

The  ship-subsidy  people  seem  to  think  they  have  everything  fixed  in  Washington 
now  for  the  legal  creation  of  their  long-hoped-for  graft,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a 
different  name  is  tacked  on  the  old  graft. 

Do  you  remember  that,  or  know  whether  you  wrote  it  yourself? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  I  did  not  write  it.     I  passed  it;  I  edited  it. 

The  Chairman.  WiU  you  tell  me  what  you  meant  by  that  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  do  not  know  that  I  could  make  it  any  clearer. 
The  reports  from  Washington  from  our  bureau  here  and  the  reports 
in  other  newspapers  that  'were  following  the  trend  of  public  opmion 
seemed  to  indicate  there  would  be  a  persistent  effort  made  at  this 
session  of  Congress  to  pass  a  ship-subsidy  bill,  and  that  the  interests 
especially  desirous  of  such  legislation  believed  that  the  time  was 
auspicious  for  the  passage  of  such  a  bill.  Inasmuch  as  there  was  to 
be  a  change  in  the  political  complexion  of  Congress  at  the  expiration 
of  this  term 

The  Chairman  (interposing).  But  this  editorial  was  written 
November  17,  1909. 

Mr.  Williams.  1909?    Oh,  well. 

The  Chairman.  There  was  no  change  in  the  political  complexion 
of  Congress  then. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  was  thinking  it  was  1910. 

The  Chairman.  No;  1909. 

Mr.  Williams.  Let  me  change  that  statement,  then.  It  was 
known  there  was  to  be  an  effort  made  to  pass  the  ship-subsidy  legis- 
lation in  the  preceding  session,  not  this  present  session. 

The  Chairman.  When  that  editorial  says,  '*The  ship-subsidv 
people  appear  to  think  they  have  everything  fixed  in  Washington, 
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does  that  infer  in  your  mind  or  was  it  meaat  to  infer  any  improper 
conduct  on  the  part  of  any  Member  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  Not  necessarily;  no,  by  no  means. 

The  Chairman.  Don^t  you  thmk  it  does,  when  it  is  coupled  with 
this  expression:  ^'Everythinff  fixed  in  Washington  now  for  the  legal 
creation  of  their  long-hoped-for  graft"  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  not. 

The  Chairman.  What  did  you  mean  by  *Hheir  long-hoped-fpr 
graft  '^  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  Subsidy. 

The  Chairman.  That  meant  it  was  the  opinion  of  your  paper  that 
anything  in  the  nature  of  ship  subsidy  was  a  species  of  grwt  t 

Mr.  Williams.  Decidedly. 

The  Chairman.  Then  do  you  not  think  when  you  say,  ''Every- 
thing fixed  in  Wasliington,"  m  view  of  the  fact  Members  of  Congress 
are  the  only  people  who  can  possibly  decide  this  question,  that  that 
was  purposely  meant  to  infer  improper  motives  on  the  part  of  any- 
body  who  differed  with  you  in  your  opinion  on  ship  subsidy  matters  1 

Mr,  Williams.  Decidedly  not.  I  beUeve,  strange  as  it  is  to  my 
own  views,  that  people  may  be  honestly  in  favor  of  ship  subsidy.  I 
can  not  reconcile  that  to  my  own  point  of  view,  any  more  than  1  can 
Christian  Science  to  my  point  of  view  of  religious  questions.  I 
believe  both  may  be  honest. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Has  your  paper  been  always  uniformly  opposed 
to  ship  subsidy? 

Mr.  Williams.  Day  and  night,  week  in  and  we^k  out. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  W  as  any  offer  ever  made  to  you  by  anyone  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  No  one  ever  dared  do  that. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Any  offer  such  as  was  made  to  Mr.  Dodsworth  t 

Mr.  Williams.  Never. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  offer  being  made  to 
any  other  newspaper,  any  offer  of  that  kind  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  No. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Until  Mr.  Dodsworth  testified  ? 

Mr.  Williams,  No. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Williams,  I  call  jour  attention  to  another 
editorial  that  appeared  in  your  paper.  This  is  December  16,  1909, 
column  2,  page  6: 


Thus  fpeed  from  all  responfiibility,  the  akip-eubeidy  advocates  couat  on  tbeee  men's 
voting  tot  their  acheme.  They  are  out  of  GongresB.  They  no  longer  have  conatitu- 
entB  to  o£fend  or  pacify  or  serve  in  any  wa,y;  so  why  shouldn't  they?  They  can  help 
along  the  cause  without  danger  to  themselves,  and  doubtless  if  they  insisted  tiiere 
would  be  something  worth  while  in  it  for  them. 

Did  that  editorial  in  vour  mind  imply  any  moral  obliquity  on  the 
part  of  these  men  who  favor  ship  subsidy  t 
Mr.  Williams.  Not  necessarily. 
The  Chairman.  What  does  it  mean  by  saying: 

And  doubtless  if  they  insisted  theie  would  be  oomethifig  worth  while  in  it  for  them. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  should  want  the  entire  editorial  before  expressiog 
any  opinion  on  that. 

The  Chairman.  I  appreciate  p^ectly  well  that  suggestion.  We 
will  have  that  here  from  the  Library  in  a  few  minutes. 
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Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  If  a  man  came  into  your  office  and  offered  you 
$100;000  to  change  the  policy  of  your  paper,  what  would  you  Have 
done? 

Mr.  Williams.  Kicked  him  out. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Would  you  have  called  a  witness  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  doubt  very  much  whether  I  should.  It  would 
be  quite  a  novel  experience  to  me.  I  do  not  know.  I  should  be  so 
indignant  I  presume  I  should  not  wait  to  call  a  witness. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Would  you  have  alluded  to  it  thereafter,  if  such 
an  offer  had  been  made  to  you  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  I  should  hardly  wish  to  humiliate  myself 
by  letting  anyone  know  that  anyone  dareid  make  such  an  offer.  One 
would  hardly  like  to  admit  tliat  there  was  a  possibility  of  being 
approached  m  that  way,  I  think. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  any  individual,  in  conversation  with  you,  or  in 
a  conversation  at  which  you  may  have  been  present,  indicate  an 
opinion  or  offer  any  intimation  as  to  the  existence  of  a  lobby  any- 
where in  the  United  States  which  had  for  its  purpose  influencmg  tne 
legislation  here,  directly  or  indirectly  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  do  not  recall  any  definite  conversation  of  that 
sort. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Any  indefinite  conversation  ? 

Mr.  WiLUAMS.  I  can  not  sav. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  not  ?    Why  can  you  not  say  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  Because  it  is  very  difficult  to  recall  all  the  con- 
versations that  one  has  had  on  subjects  of  public  interest. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  point  I  had  in  mind  was  this:  You  have  made 
certain  very  definite  statements  canying  considerable  condemnation 
of  certain  people,  apparently,  and  if  omy  general  newspaper  rumor 
or  notoriety  was  the  foundation  for  such  statements,  it  seems  to  me 
that  was  rather  insufficient. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  will  say  that  I  never  supposed  there  was  any 
doubt  but  that  the  interests  that  Mr.  Dodswortii  spoke  of,  that  were 
behind  or  specially  desirous  of  ship  subsidy— I  never  had  any  doubt 
that  they  were  exerting  themselvee  to  bring  about  this  land  of 
lesfilation.  I  took  that  as  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  or  ceiv 
tunty.  It  never  occurred  to  me  there  should  be  such  a  persistent 
effort  for  years  for  this  particular  kind  of  legislation  unless  tnere  were 
men  who  were  very  actively  interested  in  obtaining  this  legislation, 
working  some  form  of  propaganda. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  couid  be  quite  possible,  and  I  suppose  no  one  would 
Question  it,  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  people  in  the  United 
Dtates  who,  from  the  standpoint  of  what  they  thmk  a  wise  pubUc 
poUcy,  are  in  favor  of  this  legislation;  but  my  question  was  directed 
more  to  the  other  phase  of  it — any  corrupt  means  that  might  be  used 
in  sucn  a  matter. 

That  was  the  matter  referred  to  in  your  paper.  We  have  had  before 
the  committee  a  large  number  of  people  who,  like  yourself,  have 
thought  such  things  existed,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  get  from 
them  definite  statements  as  to  the  existence  of  such  things,  and  the 
nearest,  I  think,  we  have  possibly  come  to  the  proposition  was  in  the 
case  of  Mr.  Dodsworth,  who  did  not  know  or  remember  the  names  of 
the  men,  and  we  can  not  put  our  fineers  on  anything  in  that  way. 
What  we  want  to  find  are  the  men  mio  know  about  these  matters, 
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who  have  seee  the  funds  or  assisted  in  raising  them;  we  want  to 
know  and  find  out  whether  there  is  any  corrupt  influence  being 
employed  on  one  side  or  the  other. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  know  nothing  whatever  about  corrupt  influence^. 
I  did  know  there  was  a  very  active  propaganda  that  was  going  on  in 
the  interest  of  this  movement. 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  is  a  general  sentiment  on  the  part  of  a  great 
many  people  in  favor  of  it.  That  is  of  course  unquestioned.  lour 
editorial,  as  read  by  the  chairman,  indicated  there  were  improper 
measures  in  contemplation,  or  the  possibility  of  such.  I  would  like 
to  know  upon  what  you  based  such  an  opinion. 

Mr.  Williams.  The  language  may  be  more  vigorous,  as  newspaper 
lan£:uage  is  apt  to  be  if  narrowly  mterpreted,  tnan  the  exact  mioiv 
mation  we  ha^  might  warrant.    1  wiU  admit  that. 

The  Chairman.  I  have  here  now  the  entire  editorial,  Mr.  Williams. 

Mr.  Williams.  You  will  find  a  great  many  of  them. 

The  Chairman.  This  is  the  way  it  reads: 

SHIP-SUBSIDY  SCHEUES. 

According  to  the  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Chicago  Tribune,  the  plans  of 
the  ship-subsidy  advocates  have  now  taken  such  definite  form  that  they  know  pre- 
cisely what  they  will  do  with  their  new  and  enlarged  bill,  which  will  include  a  "cargo 
subvention  "  as  well  as  a  '* postal  subvention.'*  It  is  assumed,  and  doubtless  on  good 
grounds^  that  the  Senate  will  pass  the  bill  during  the  present  session.  After  this  the 
subsidyites  will  make  no  immediate  demand  to  have  tne  House  pass  the  bill,  but  will 
rest  on  their  arms  until  next  session,  which  will  not  convene  until  after  the  congres- 
sional elections.  This  of  course  will  save  Members  of  the  House  from  an  immense 
amount  of  embarrassment  during  the  campaign;  but,  in  spite  of  this  exemption,  it  is 
expected  that  a  good  many  of  the  Members  will  fail  of  reelection.  These,  however, 
will  still  be  sitting  in  the  next  session  without,  according  to  the  subsidy  tneory,  any 
further  obligation  to  their  constituents,  free  to  do  as  they  will  during  the  remainder  of 
this  Congress,  to  draw  their  pay  up  to  the  end  of  it^  and  then  to  go  tiieir  ways. 

Thus  treed  from  all  responsibility,  the  ship-Bubsidy  advocates  count  on  these  men's 
voting  for  their  scheme.  They  are  out  of  Congress,  they  no  longer  have  constituentB 
to  offend  or  pacify  or  serve  in  any  way;  so  why  shouldn't  they?  They  can  help  along 
the  cause  without  danger  to  themselves  and  aoubtless  if  they  insisted  there  would  be 
something  worth  while  in  it  for  them. 

But  in  this  plan  the  ship-subsidy  people  fail  to  take  one  thing  into  conaderation, 
viz:  Once  in  politics,  always  in  politics.  Very  few  of  the  men  who  are  defeated  for 
reelection  next  November  will  be  satisfied  to  regard  it  as  the  closing  of  their  political 
careers.  The  moment  the  count  shows  that  they  are  defeated  a  gSod  many  of  them 
will  be  candidates  for  the  next  election,  with  a  keen  lookout  in  the  meantime  for 
something  just  as  good  or  better.  In  this  attitude  the  responsibility  for  voting  for 
such  a  graft  as  the  ship  subsidy  will  be  just  as  great  and  requires  just  as  much  expla- 
nation as  if  they  had  been  returned  to  Congress.  And  it  is  going  to  be  a  pretty  diffi- 
cult thing  for  any  Congressman  from  this  part  of  the  country  or  farther  West  to  justify 
his  vote  for  the  graft  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  constituents. 

Do  you  not  think  that  editorial  implies  moral  obliquity  on  the  part 
of  some  unnamed  Members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  WiLUAMs.  Not  necessarily. 

The  Chaibman.  Was  not  that  the  intention  of  the  editorial,  to 
imply  it  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  The  intention  of  the  editorial  was  to  warn  the  Con- 
gressmen, of  our  State  especially,  that  they  would  be  subjecting  them- 
selves to  severe  criticism  and  poUtical  danger  if  they  should  vote 
against  the  known  sentiment  of  their  constituents  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  phrase,  "Something 
in  it  for  them"  ? 
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Mr.  Williams.  I  suppose  that  is  a  loose  expression  that  probably 
ought  not  to  have  been  used.     I  would  not  justify  that  exactly. 

Mr.  LoNOWOETH.  I  approve  of  your  general  dissent  of  the  ''lame 
duck." 

Mr.  Williams.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  I  think  it  was  unfortunate  you  should  have  put 
in  that  last  phrase. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  perhaps  that  might  have  been  better  left 
out.  In  the  haste  of  newspaper  editing  there  are  lots  of  phrases  slip 
through  that  I  would  not  stand  for  a  few  days  afterwards,  subject  to 
close  analysis. 

The  Chairman.  Was  there,  when  that  editorial  was  written,  any 
particular  fact  within  your  knowledge  as  to  any  improper  use  of 
money  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  That  was  based,  as  you  see,  Mr.  Olcott,  on  a  dispatch 
that  appeared,  probablv  that  morning  or  the  day  before,  in  the  Chicago 
Tribune  from  tne  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Chicago  Tribune^ 
That  had  some  information  that  seemed  to  make  it  timely  to  discuss 
once  more  this  perennial  question.  You  will  find  a  great  many  edito- 
rials on  the  subject. 

The  Chairman.  You  infer  there  was  an  improper  use  of  money — 
that  seems  to  me  to  be  the  inference  to  be  orawn  from  your  use  of 
this  language. 

Mr.  Williams.  There  are  other  ways  of  taking  care  of  men  besides 
by  the  use  of  money.  They  sometimes  get  appointments,  as  we 
know  some  of  our  Congressmen  from  our  State  aid. 

The  Chairman.  I  appreciate  the  matter  is  general,  but  neverthe- 
less I  do  not  think  you  would  have  written  that  editorial  and  men- 
tioned the  name  of  any  man  in  it,  although  he  was  a  warm  supporter 
of  the  ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  think  probably  that  is  true. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  it  is,  too. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Can  you  recall  a  case  of  an  attempt  of  any 
interest  whatever  to  buy  the  influence  of  your  paper  t 

Mr.  Williams.  There  was  an  impudent  proposition  made  one 
time  by  a  third-rate  politician  in  our  city,  who  asked  us  to  support 
him  for  some  county  office,  to  back  him  in  his,  candidacy  and  furnish 
him  with  the  money  to  run  his  campaign,  and  then  divide  up  the 
profits  of  the  office,  make  an  even  division  between  him  and  the  paper 
on  the  profits  of  his  office.  But  he  was  an  ignoramus,  and  it  was 
evidently  done  without  the  slightest  notion  of  any  moral  obliquity 
on  his  part. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORTH.  My  question  was  more  as  to  a  change  of  policy 
in  your  paper  on  some  great  pubhc  question. 

Mr.  Williams.  .  Oh,  no,  no. 

The  Chairman.  In  your  paper  of  January  11,  1910,  page  6,  column 
3,  being  the  editorial  page,  appears  this  statement,  headed  ''Ship 
subsidy  outlook": 

In  our  Washington  disipatch  of  yesterday  it  was  said  that  the  chance  for  ship-sub- 
sidy legislation  is  less  bright  than  it  was  a  week  ago.  We  would  infer  that  this  is  the 
case  from  the  increased  activity  of  the  lobby. 

Whoever  wrote  that  editorial  must  have  known  there  was  a  lobby 
down  here  and  that  they  were  increasing  their  activities,  I  should 
think. 
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Mr.  Williams.  I  think  that  was  the  natural  impression  to  draw 
from  that. 

The  Chairman.  Can  you  tell  me  at  all  who  composed  this  lobby? 

Mr.  Williams.  No^  sir;  I  suppose  naturally  that  the  facilities  for 
getting  definite  knowledge  mijght  be  greater  here  than  with  us.  That 
was  based  upon  the  information  that  had  come  to  us  from  our  Wash- 
ington bureau,  and  I  suppose  also  from  the  general  activities  of  the 
propaganda,  that  they  were  very  active  and  pretty  virulent  along 
about  that  time,  as  I  remember.  I  remember  'there  was  a  publica- 
tion at  Cleveland  for  some  time,  caUed  The  American  Flag,  so  called, 
which  was  charging  everybody  that  was  opposed  to  subsidy  prac^ 
tically  with  opposing  it  for  mterested  motives,  and  it  may  very 
likely  be  that  tne  language  we  used  in  opposing  that  was  influenced  by 
the  virulence  of  the  language  of  the  advocates  of  the  subsidy. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  do  you  mean  by  ''lobby"?  Demie  your 
notion  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  as  you  used  it  in  your  editorial. 

Mr.  Williams.  I  tnink  perhaps  we  used  the  word  ''lobby"  in  a 
more  general  sense  than  the  exact  meaning  of  the  word  would  justify. 
I  think  we  used  the  word  "lobby"  as  covering  all  the  activities  of 
interested  parties  in  seeking  to  bring  about  legislation. 
;  Mr.  Hawlbt.  But  in  your  use  of  it,  as  the  editorials  have  been 
read,  it  seems  always  to  imply  some  improper  character  of  activity  t 

Mr.  Williams.  I  would  not  stand  for  that,  because  I  believe  there 
is  a  legislative  lobbying.  I  believe  there  is  a  certain  kind  of  lobbying 
that  is  perfectly  proper. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  mean  in  any  of  your  editorials  that  you  have 
used  it  in  the  sense  that  they  were  improperly  active  in  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  Yes;  I  think  we  imphed  that;  perhaps  without 
sufficient  basis  of  fact,  but  I  think  we  imphed  that. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Suppose,  for  instance,  some  great  association, 
an  association  like  the  Manuracturers'  Association,  Siould  be  in  favor 
of  some  legislation  affecting  manufacturing  interests,  say,  the  ship 
subsidy,  and  should  have  a  committee  here  in  Washington 

Mr.  Williams  (interrupting).  Perfectly  legitimate. 

Mr.  LoNOWOKTH  (contmuing).  Who  would  be  active  from  day  to 
day 

Mr.  WiLUAMs  (interrupting).  Perfectly  legitimate. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH  (contmuing).  You  would  call  that  a  lobby? 

Mr.  Williams.  That  is  lobbying  in  an  open,  frank,  straightforward 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  In  other  words,  your  use  of  the  word  "lobby" 
throughout  these  editorials  does  not  mean  necessarily 

Mr.  Williams  (interrupting).  Does  not  mean  necessarily  any 
corrupt  lobby. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH  (continuing) .  Any  corrupting  influences  being 
used  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  No,  I  would  not  stand  for  that  for  a  minute. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Is  there  anything  in  your  mind  or  within  your 
knowledge  which  you  could  suggest  to  this  committee  in  the  way  of 
ascertaining  whether  or  not  there  is  a  corrupt  lobby  either  for  or 
against  ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Williams.  I  have  seen  charges  made  to  that  effect  on  both 
sides. 
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Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  What  I  mean  is,  can  you  suggest  any  source 

Mr.  Williams  (interrupting).  No,  I  can  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH  (continuing).  That  we  have  not  heretofore  had 
suggested  ? 

A&.  Williams.  No.    I  am  a  long  way  from  the  scene. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Of  course,  my  question  is  dictated  by  this  fact : 
At  one  time  there  were  a  number  of  criticisms  published  more  or 
less  widely  about  this  committee  and  what  it  was  doing,  and  the 
insinuation  was  made  that  we  were,  either  purposely  or  ignorantly, 
failing  to  go  to  sources  from  which  we  could  find  out  the  tacts  as  to 
whether  any  corruption  existed  or  not.  We  have  made  it  continu- 
ally a  point  to  ask  any  and  all  witnesses  that  have  been  before  us, 
who  might  have  knowledge,  to  make  any  possible  suggestion  as  to 
where  we  might  find  some  other  source.  We  asked  the  exact  ques- 
tion I  am  now  asking  you  of  a  Mr.  Dodsworth,  who  is  the  editor  of 
The  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce.  We  asked  it  a  number  of  times 
in  a  number  of  different  forms,  and  to  each  question  he  repUed  cate- 
gorically, "No,"  that  he  had  no  knowledge  which  might  assist  this 
committee.  Yesterday,  for  the  first  time,  another  gentleman  con- 
nected with  that  paper  came  before  us  and  said  that  he  has  been 
three  different  times  offered  a  bribe  to  change  the  policy  of  his  paper, 
to  make  the  policy  of  his  paper  favorable  to  ship  subsidy  legislation. 
If  there  is  anybody  that  nas  been  a  witness  before  this  committee 
who  is  withholding  facts  or  answering  untruthfuUv  those  questions, 
you  can  ima^e  tne  position  this  committee  would  be  put  in  after 
it  had  made  its  report. 

Mr.  Williams.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  simply  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  that  question  has  been  asked  of  every  witness  before  this  com- 
mittee, and  we  assume  that  the  witnesses  have  answered  the  Questions 
truthfully.  We  have  called  every  witness  that  anyone  could  suggest 
as  having  any  possible  knowledge  of  the  questions  which  this  com- 
mittee is  called  upon  to  investigate. 

The  Chaibman.  I  think  that  is  all,  Mr.  Williams. 

Mr.  Dodsworth,  can  you  be  here  at  2  o'clock  ?  We  may  have  one 
or  two  more  questions  we  want  to  ask  you. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  had  arranged  to  leave  at  12.30. 

The  Chaibman.  All  right,  then. 

The  committee  will  take  a  recess  until  2  o'clock,  and  then  we  will 
put  Mr.  Winter  on  the  stand. 

(Thereupon,  at  11.45  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  committee  took  a  recess 
until  2  o'clock  this  afternoon.) 

AFTEB  BEOESS. 

The  committee  met,  pursuant  to  the  recess,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Before  berinning  the  examination  of  any  witness,  I 
suggest  that  this  message  oe  incorporated  in  the  record  in  connec- 
tion with  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Fourman  of  yesterday. 

The  Chaibman.  Mr.  Hawley,  of  the  committee,  offers  a  telegram 
in  response  to  a  question  asked  by  Mr.  Longworth  of  Mr.  Fourman 
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aa  to  whether  the  Uranium  Line  had  ever  applied  for  admission  to 
the  conferences.    The  cablegram  submitted  is  as  follows: 

FoTTRMAN,  Hotel  WUlard,  Washington: 
Uranium  Co.  has  never  applied  admiBsion  conference. 

TESTIMONT  OF  JOEIT  W.  O'HASA. 

John  W.  O'Hara  was  duly  sworn  and  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Will  you  please  state  your  name  and  residence? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  John  W.  O'Hara,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

The  Chairman.  You  were  in  the  consular  service  at  one  time  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Where  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Two  years  and  a  half  at  Montevideo,  Uruguay,  and 
something  like  two  years  at  Santos,  Brazil. 

The  Chairman.  Tell  me  the  years  you  were  there. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  I  went  to  Montevideo  in  the  spring  of  1905,  and  to 
Santos,  Brazil,  in  October,  I  think,  of  1907,  and  left  Santos  and  the 
service  in  August  of  last  year,  1909. 

The  Chairman.  You  are  not  in  the  service  now  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  No. 
.    Mr.  Garrett.  August  of  last  vear,  you  say.    That  would  be  1910  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes.     I  should  have  said  1909. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  now  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  I  am  in  the  law  business. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  practice  in  Indianapolis  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  In  Indianapolis;  yes,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  There  has  been  considerable  testimony  here  in 
regard  to  rebates  being  given  on  ships  that  ply  between  this  country 
and  the  South  American  ports.    Can  you  tell  us  anything  about  that  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes,  sir;  I  know  that  rebates  are  given.  I  have  seen 
contracts  for  rebates  and  have  talked  with  shippers — Hallworthy, 
Allen  &  Co.,  of  Santos,  and  Mr.  Boarman,  who  represents  Theodore 
Willee.  Hamburg,  Rio,  St.  Paul,  and  Santos  are  their  houses.  They 
may  have  others. 

The  Chairman.  These  persons  you  have  mentioned  are  merchants  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Exporters.  And  I  have  also  talked  with  Mr.  Louch- 
rey,  head  bookkeeper  of  Michelson.  Wright  &  Co. 

Hallworthy,  Allen  &  Co.  and  Micnelson,  Wright  &  Co.  are  American 
firms,  supposed  to  be.  They  are  principally  operated  and  owned  by 
Americans  and  known  there  as  American  firms. 

The  Chairman.  Tell  us  how  they  work  those  rebates,  will  you  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  In  the  first  place,  they  must  sign  an  agreement  to 
ship  by  Unes  that  are  in  the  combine,  and  only  those  lines.  I  could 
not  give  you  the  wording  of  the  contracts.  I  read  it.  Mr.  Lawrence, 
of  Hallworthy,  Allen  &  Co.  showed  me  the  contract  and  I  read  it  over- 
It  was  afterwards  signed.  I  saw  it  when  it  was  partly  signed.  But 
the  conditions  were  that  they  were  to  receive  a  rebate,  beginning,  I 
think,  the  first  of  September  and  running  to  the  31st  of  August  of  the 
following  year,  at  5  per  cent.  That  ran  for  one  year.  Each  year  they 
entered,  as  I  understand  it,  into  a  separate  contract.  They  had  an 
agreement — and  that  caused  a  great  deal  of  trouble — by  which  rebates 
were  paid  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  shipping  done.  That  gave 
to  Theodore  Willee,  the  agents  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line, 
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whose  American  agents  are  Grossman  &  Silken,  of  New  York,  the 
biggest  rebates.  And  the  exporting  agents  in  Santos,  who  shipped  a 
great  deal  of  coffee,  were  especially  interested  in  keeping  that  rule  in 
force,  while  the  smaller  shippers  wanted  their  share  ol  the  rebates  and 
fought  it  and  refused  to  sign.  But  they  finally  agreed  on  a  flat  rate 
of  5  per  cent. 

The  Chaibman.  What  was  the  consideration  for  this  rebate  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Well,  it  was  that  they  ship  by  theix  line. 

The  CHAiRiiAN.  Wliat  I  mean  is  this:  If  at  the  end  of  the  year  it 
appeared  that  any  of  these  people  that  had  shipped  by  any  inde- 
pendent line,  they  would  not  oe  able  to  get  the  reoate  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  No,  sir.  And  they  would  not  carry  any  more  coffee 
for  them. 

It  was  a  condition  precedent  that  they  agreed  not  to  ship  with 
any  outside  line.  Then,  I  believe,  there  were  but  two  outside  lines — 
the  Lloyd-Brazilleros  and  the  Sloman  Line. 

The  Sloman  Line  was  afterwards  purchased,  in  1907.    It  was 

Eurchased  by  the  Hamburg-American  Lone.  There  is  one  other 
ne,  the  Lloyds  Holland,  I  think,  but  that  was  outside  of  the  con- 
ference, or  the  trust,  as  we  called  it.  The  Sloman  Line  was  an 
independent  line.  They  got  into  a  fight  and  reduced  the  price  of 
freignt  per  bag  from  26  cents  to  10  cents.  They  carried  coffee 
from  Santos,  Brazil,  to  New  York  and  New  Orleans  for  more  than 
a  year,  and  at  10  cents  a  bag.  The  Brazilian  Lloyds,  the  Llovd- 
Brazilleros,  practically  went  out  of  the  business  of  carrying  coffee. 
That  was  a  Government-assisted  line. 

The  finally  compromised.  The  Government  went  after  them  in 
some  way — 1  don't  know  the  particulars  of  that,  however,  except 
from  hearsay.  The  Government  got  after  them,  and  they  put  tne 
price  of  the  freight  up  to  25  cents  a  bag,  and  then  put  it  up  to  30 
cents.  That  is  uie  rate  now,  or  was  the  last  I  knew  anything  about 
it — 30  cents  a  bag  for  freight  from  Santos  and  Rio  to  New  Orleans 
and  New  York. 

During  all  that  time  they  paid  this  rebate.  Of  coiu^e,  the  rebate 
did  not  amount  to  much  when  the  freights  were  low. 

After  they  had  taken  over  this  Sloman  Line  and  made  this  com- 
promise they  gave  the  ships  of  the  Sloman  Line,  which  was  part  of 
the  Hamburg-American  Lme,  and  certain  ships  of  the  Prinz  Line, 
the  right  to  extend  south  of  Santos  to  Porto  Allegre,  taking  in  Para- 
nagua,  Theresapolis,  San  Francisco,  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

The  Chairman.  What  country  is  San  Francisco  in  that  you  speak 
of? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  In  Brazil,  in  the  State  of  Parana,  south  of  Santos, 
about  200  miles.  That  line  of  ships  extended  further  down — two 
lines ;  the  Prinz  Line.  Their  small  ships  that  went  from  New  York 
went  down  there. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  the  companies 
that  were  in  the  conference? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Those  that  are  running  to  the  United  States  ? 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  those. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes.  The  Prinz  Line,  the  Lamport  &  Holt,  and  the 
Hamburg-American  Line.  Those  were  the  lines  that  had  that  trade 
with  Brazil. 
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Of  course,  there  are  other  lines  ruxming  down  to  Montevideo,  sev- 
eral other  Imes,  from  New  York.  I  paia  no  attention  to  it  at  that 
time.  It  was  not  called  to  my  attention  and  I  did  not  know  any- 
thing about  it. 

The  Chairman.  Tell  us  another  thing  that  has  been  gone  into 
Quite  at  length:  About  sending  the  mail  to  the  United  States.  How 
ao  you  send  it  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  They  sent  it  direct  frpm  New  York,  principally. 
Once  in  a  while  we  would  get  mail  by  way  of  Europe,  trot  that  is 
very,  very  slow,  in  either  event.  We  have  been  45  days;  that  is, 
our  oldest  mail  was  45  days  old  by  the  time  it  reached  us,  there  in 
Montevideo. 

Mr.  Hawley.  According  to  the  postmark  at  New  York? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes,  sir. 

The  day  preceding  the  day  that  Secretary  Root  arrived  in  Monte- 
video— we  were  hoping  the  mail  would  not  come  in  until  the  next 
day — but  it  came  on  the  day  preceding;  and  it  was  45  days — 
the  oldest  stamps  on  the  papers  and  the  letters  from  New  York. 

The  Chairman.  Did  jou  send  your  ofhcial  communications  to 
the  State  Department  direct  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why  were  you  hoping  that  the  mail  would  not 
come  in  until  the  next  day? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  We  wantea  to  present  the  matter  to  Mr.  Root;  that 
was  all.  It  had  been  so  slow.  We  knew  that  he  had  a  great  deal 
of  mail,  and  there  was  a  great  deal  of  mail  coining  in  for  the  Charles- 
ton.    We  knew  that  to  be  the  case. 

The  CHAiRiiAN.  Could  you  have  sent  the  mail  more  expeditiously 
by  sending  it  to  Europe  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Usually  not.  In  transferring  it  over  there  it  seems 
to  take  a  great  deal  or  time.  Usually  it  would  take  about  35  day9 
to  38  days  to  send  it  by  the  way  of  Europe. 

The  Chairman.  But  you  said  45  days  it  would  take  direct. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  It  has  oeen  that  long. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  average  rate  ? 

Mr.  O'IIara.  Well,  the  average  rate  of  the  mail  from  here  down 
to  Montevideo  and  Buenos  Aires  is  about  25  days,  but  there  are 
not  many  ships  going.  Going  by  the  way  of  Europe  there  is  a  ship 
every  day  by  some  port  of  South  America — first-class  ships;  and 
first-class  ships  from  Europe  to  South  America.  If  they  could  be 
transferred  at  once,  they  could  go  more  quickly  by  the  way  of  Europe 
than  they  could  direct,  althougn  it  is  3,000  miles  farther,  nearly. 

There  are  two  mail  steamers,  one  on  the  4th  or  5th,  the  Lomr 
port  &  HoUy  a  freight  ship  that  goes  as  far  as  Santos,  carrying  passen- 
gers and  mail,  ana  another  one  on  the  19th  or  20th,  malang  a  round 
trip  to  Buenos  Aires  every  three  months.  Between  that  are  the 
freight  ships  of  the  Prinz  Line,  going  the  1st  and  the  15th,  and  the 
ships  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line.  They  go  alternately.  Since 
they  entered  into  the  conference  they  go  alternately.  The  Hamburg- 
American  Line  does  not  sail  in  the  same  week  that  the  Prinz  Line 
sails,  or  it  did  not  when  I  was  familiar  with  the  conditions. 

If  mail  is  given  to  one  of  these  boats,  or  given  to  the  Lloyds- 
Brazilleros,  for  example,  they  strike  some  of  me  northern  porte  of 
Brazil  and  go  from  port  to  port  and  do  a  local  business.    By  the 


?, 
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time  they  get  to  the  last  port,  to  Santos,  they  have  been  on  the  coast 
of  Brazil  perhaps  20  days.  Of  course,  they  have  better  mail  service 
now  than  they  did  at  the  time.  The  great  trouble  is  in  the  wait 
here,  and,  added  to  that,  the  slowness  of  mail  there.     But  if  you  can 

t  mail  here  mailed  before  or  by  the  18th  or  by  the  3d  to  New 
ork — by  those  dates — you  can  get  it  to  South  America,  to  southern 
Brazihan  ports,  and  the  Argentine  ports  in  about  27  or  28  days. 

The  Chaibman.  Turn  to  page  672  of  the  record  and  look  at  Exhibit 
No.  66.     Is  that  the  contract  you  referred  to  as  having  seen  ? 

Mr.  O'Haea.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  it  is.  No;  it  says  10  per  cent  on 
freight.  This  is  1909.  The  one  that  I  testified  to  was  the  one  for 
the  year  preceding  this  one.  I  am  pretty  positive  that  it  was  for  5 
per  cent,  although  it  says  here  10  per  cent.  I  think  the  year  previous 
it  was  for  5  per  cent,  i  ou  could  get  the  exact  figures  from  the  Bri^- 
zilian  Review.  I  think  it  is  on  file  here  in  the  department — copies  of 
it.  They  had  rates  to  New  York  so  much,  and  so  much  rebate.  I 
think  that  advertisement  runs  right  along  all  the  time,  giving  the 
freight  rates  of  coffee.  This  is  substantifuly  the  contract  that  was 
simed  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  LoNGwoBTH.  The  rebate  in  every  case  was  the  same,  was  it  ? 

Mr.  O'Haba.  Yes;  in  1909  it  was. 

Mr.  LoNOwoBTH.  Not  depending  on  the  size  of  the  shipment  ? 

Mr.  (VHaba.  No.  It  had  been,  previous  to  that  time,  dependent 
on  the  size  of  the  shipment,  and  some  of  them  refused  to  go  mto  the 
conference.  There  are  some  of  the  exporters  who  do  not  ship  by 
conference  boats,  b}r  the  boats  that  are  in  the  trust,  like  Arbuckles 
and  people  of  that  land,  where  they  ship  in  such  large  quantities  that 
they  can  afford  to  employ  ships  or  then*  own.  A  snip,  for  instance, 
comes  from  the  United  States  to  some  port  in  South  America,  and 
would  have  to  go  back  in  ballast.  Not  being  a  conference  ship,  they 
get  that  ship  to  go  to  Santos  and  take  on  a  cargo  of  coffee. 

I  know  ol  a  ship  going  from  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  steel,  at  a 
time  when  they  were  asfing  for  ships,  and  trying  to  get  them,  before 
the  new  tariff  was  ^oing  into  effect— the  export  duty  of  5  francs — 
and  there  was  a  ship  there  that  could  carry  100,000  bags  of  coffee 
that  went  out  in  ballast  because  it  did  not  belong  to  the  conference. 

The  Chaibman.  And  the  coffee  was  there  that  they  were  anxious 
to  ship  ? 

Mr.  O'Haba.  The  warehouse  was  full  of  it.  There  was  a  million 
bags  of  coffee,  I  suppose,  at  that  time  that  had  been  ordered  ready' 
to  De  shipped. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  How  many  pounds  of  coffee  are  there  in  a  bag  i 

Mr.  O'Haba.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two.  Sixty  kilos  is  the  way 
they  fi^re  it  there. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  What  did  you  say  the  export  rate  of  duty  was? 

Mr.  O'Haba.  It  is  9  per  cent,  and  5  francs  now  under  the  valori- 
zation. It  used  to  be  3  francs  under  the  valorization.  Before  the 
valorization  act  there  was  no  franc  duty  on  it.  That  goes  to  the 
State  of  St.  Paulo — the  3  francs  and  5  francs — and  the  9  per  cent 
goes  to  the  General  Government  as  an  export  duty,  and  tnat  wasr 
calculated  on  what  they  call  the  pauto  semmale,  or  the  weekly  value 
ol  the  coffee. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  What  was  this  5-f ranc  duty  on — a  bag  ? 
•Mr.  O'Haba.  Yes. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Five  francs  per  bag  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  And  9  per  cent  ad  valorem  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes;  9  per  cent  ad  valorem;  but  the  Government 
fixed  the  ad  valorem. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  was  it  a  pound  ?    Do  you  remember  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  At  that  time  it  was  4  mills;  460  reis  per  10  kilos;  and 
the  milreis  was  worth  practically  30  cents. 

The  Chairman.  A  milreis  is  1,000  reis? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes.  A  milreis  is  1,000  reis,  worth  about  30  cents. 
They  are  worth  about  33  cents  now.  Since  the  price  of  coflFee  went 
up,  the  milreis  have  gone  up. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Could  you,  without  going  into  elaborate  calcu- 
lations, tell  us  just  about  how  much  coffee  was  worth  a  poimd? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Down  there? 

Mr.  LONGWORTH.  In  Santos;  yes. 

Mr.  0*Hara.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  say  that  the  Grovernment  fixed  the  value, 
and  then  figured  9  per  cent  m  determining  their  tax  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  About  how  much  was  it  a  pound  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  About  $1 — at  that  time.  Oi  course  it  would  be 
more  now.  It  was  about  $1.60  a  bag;  and  the  5-franc  dut]r  would 
be  96  cents  per  bag.  A  cent  and  a  half  a  poimd,  or  something  like 
that.    Of  course  it  is  more  now. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Only  about  a  cent  and  a  half  a  pound  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  the  average  Brazilian  coffee? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Oh,  I  thought  you  meant  the  amount  of  this  duty. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Oh.  no. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  No.  Tne  average  Brazilian  coffee  at  that  time  was 
worth,  with  everything  added,  on  board  the  boat,  about  7  cents  a 
pound — No.  4. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  what  I  wanted  to  know. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes.    About  7  cents  a  pound. 

The  Chairman.  And  of  the  7  cents,  1 J  cents  was  duty  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  About  li  cents  was  export  duty. 

Mr.  LoNGWoRTH.  That  is  what  I  wanted. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  The  Government  of  Brazil,  of  the  State  of  St.  Paulo 
bought  8,000,000  bags  and  set  it  aside. 

]V&.  Ix)NGWORTH.  Could  the  Government  at  any  time  have  taken 
off  the  whole  export  duty  if  it  wanted  to  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Ye^. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Including  the  amount  which  went  to  the  separate 
States  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  No. 

Mr.  LoNQWORTH.  That  is  what  I  meant. 

Mr.  O'Hara.  They  could  not  have  taken  off  that  franc  duty,  because, 
after  they  entered  into  this  scheme  of  valorization,  as  it  was  called, 
they  borrowed  $75,000,000  (£15,000,000). 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  From  Europe  ? 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Ten  millions  from  the  United  States.  It  was  bor- 
rowed through  combine  banks.  It  was  operated  throusrh  Theodore 
Willee  &  Co.,  and  Grossman  &  Silcken  of  New  York  hanoled  the  New 
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York  end  of  it.  But  the  conditions  of  the  loan  were,  first,  that  the 
general  government  of  Brazil,  the  Brazil  Govemment,  should  guar- 
antee the  repajment,  or  go  security  for  the  State  of  St.  Paulo,  and  a 
further  condition  was  that  they  should  have  a  mortgage  on  this  coffee 
and  that  the  export  should  be  5  francs  for  expenses,  commissions, 
storage^  and  so  forth,  instead  of  3  francs  as  it  was  originally. 

Mr.  LoxGwoBTH.  After  having  made  that  loan,  it  was  impossible 
for  the  Government  to  take  off  that  export  duty  9 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  That  is,  to  take  off  the  5  francs  a  bag) 

Mr.  O'Hara.  Yes;  they  could  not  do  it;  but  of  course  the  9  per 
cent  has  been  on  for  many  years,  since  the  coffee  was  put  on  the  free 
list  in  the  United  States. 

The  Chairman.  I  think  that  is  all,  Mr.  O'Hara. 

TESTIMONT  OF  HEEMAJOT  WUfTEB. 

Hermann  Winter,  having  been  heretofore  duly  sworn,  was  recalled, 
and  testified  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Hawley  will  ask  you  some  questions,  Mr. 
Winter. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Mr.  Winter,  I  understood  you  to  say,  when  you  were 
before  the  committee  in  New  York,  that  all  changes  in  rates  were 
authorized  in  Europe. 

Mr.  Winter.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  And  you  never  make  a  change  of  rate  in  this  country 
without  special  authorization? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  sir.     Years  ago  we  had  the  privilege  here  of  meet- 
ing prices,  but  that  was  taken  away  from  us. 
^  Wc.  Hawlet.  And  if  for  any  reason  you  desire  to  reduce  the  pub- 
lished rate,  you  must  have  a  special  authorization) 

Mr.  Winter.  From  the  other  side,  yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  for  freight? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  passenger.    The  steerage  rate. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  When  the  committee  was  m  New  York  a  certain 
question  was  asked  by  Mr.  Longworth,  a  member  of  the  committee, 
and  it  appears  on  pa^e  296  of  the  proceedings  furnished  this  morning. 
Mr.  Longworth  asked  the  question,  as  follows: 

Suppose  a  line  which  is  a  member  of  the  conference  reduces  its  rate  and  sustains  a 
Ices  on  a  sailing;  would  su^h  loss  be  prorated  among  the  members  of  the  conference? 

The  reply  by  Mr.  Sandford  was  ''No." 

It  is  suggested  that  the  question  should  be  asked  in  this  form: 

Suppose  a  line  which  is  a  member  of  the  conference  reduces  its  rate  to  a  very  low 
figure  in  order  to  make  the  rate  unprofitable  for  a  steamer  of  another  line  sailing  about 
the  same  time,  but  which  is  not  in  the  conference;  would  any  of  the  conference  lines 
here  (or  the  pool  lines)  or  in  Europe  prorate  any  part  of  the  difference  between  the 
low  rate  and  the  regular  rate? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  that.  I  have  never  made  an 
accoimting  to  that  end,  either.  You  understand  how  the  pools  oper- 
ate on  the  other  side  ? 

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  might  explain  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Winter.  It  is  impossible,  as  in  the  immigrant  forwarding  here, 
to  make  a  physical  division — that  is,  to  assign  a  certain  numoer  of 
passengers  to  a  line  short — as  they  do  here  in  the  westbound  immigrant 
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business,  because  here  they  have  them  all  together,  and  they  can 
make  that  physical  division;  but  in  the  trans-Atlantic  business  you 
can  not  do  that,  because  the  ports  of  embarkation  are  different  and 
the  passengers  themselves  express  their  preference  in  the  selection  of 
the  line  ana  the  port  they  want  to  sail  from.  So  that  the  pool  is  oper- 
ated on  a  percentage  basis  or  money  basis.  Each  line  pays  in,  for 
each  excess  passenger,  a  certain  amount  of  monOT — £4, 1  thmk — and 
the  short  line  gets  its  proportion  out  of  that,  it  is  described  in  the 
brief  now  in  the  courts. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean  in  the  suit  that  has  recently  been  com- 
menced by  the  district  attorney  I 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  The  adjustment  would  take  place  in  that  way, 
because  all  these  passengers  would  be  accounted  for  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Suppose  an  independent  steamship  company  has  a 
vessel  sailing  on  Thursday,  and  there  is  a  reduction  of  rates  to  meet 
that  ship's  rate  of  sailing  and  the  vessel  of  the  conference  designated 
to  take  the  passengers  over  should  carry  1,000  passengers,  at  $21 
apiece,  just  for  illustration,  would  the  loss  to  that  particular  ship, 
below  the  published  and  general  rate  of  the  conference  lines,  be 
apportionea  among  the  several  lines  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  It  need  not  necessarily  be  a  loss,  Mr.  Hawley. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Would  the  difference  between  the  rates  be  appor- 
tioned, then? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  the  difference  in  rates,  but  the  passengers  would 
be  accounted  for  and  compensated  in  the  pool  among  all  the  lines  as 
described. 

Mr.  Hawley.  So  that  it  would  really  be  apportioned  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  steamer's  carryings;  yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Suppose  one  line  of  the  conference  companies  car- 
ries more  than  its  proportion  of  passengers,  what  action  do  you  take  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  We  take  no  action.     It  is  done  on  the  other  side. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Well,  what  action  would  the  pool  take  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  If  a  line  has  secured  a  larger  proportion  of  the  pas- 
sengers, it  must  advance  its  rate,  under  orders  from  the  other  side. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  must  advance  its  rates  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  it  ever  penalized  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  an  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  pool  to  be 
distributed? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  The  spirit  of  the  whole  pool  is  that  each  line 
shall  maintain  its  service  to  obtain  its  full  share  of  the  business.  If 
a  line  fails  to  obtain  its  full  share,  its  rates  are  reduced  to  obtain  it. 
If  it  gets  too  much,  it  advances  its  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  it  gets  too  much?    What  do  you  mean? 

Mr.  Winter.  If  it  gets  too  large  a  share  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Then  what  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Then  it  advances  its  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Then  it  advances  its  rates  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  times  have  the  rates  been  advanced? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  are  constantly  fluctuating. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  is  a  constant  practice  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 
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Mr.  Hawlet.  If  I  am  not  in  error^  I  understood  it  to  be  testified 
before  the  committee  yesterday  that  if  one  line  carried  more  than  ita 
proportion  of  passengers^  a  penalty  was  imposed  upon  it  for  the 
Denefit  of  the  other  membenB  of  the  conference. 

Mr.  Winter.  I  never  heard  of  it. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  How  many  passengers  has  your  line  carried  at  a 
rate  below  your  published  rate  to  meet  the  competition  of  inde- 
pendent lines  f 

Mr.  Winter.  I  have  no  figures.     I  could  not  tell  you. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  number — ^whether  it  is 
small  or  large  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No;  I  can  not  give  you  any  idea. 

Let  us  understand  just  how  this  takes  place :  We  have  had  a  sailing 
on  Thursday  for  15  years  past;  a  regular  sailing  on  Thursday.  We 
have  maintained  that  for  15  years  or  more  past.  Mr.  Fourman  comes 
in  and  advertises  a  $28  rate  against  our  $38  rate,  say.  For  the 
very  reason  he  alleged  he  could  not  get  passengers  at  $28  if  another 
steamer  was  there  with  a  $25  rate,  I  can  not  get  passengers  at  $38 
against  his  $28  rate,  and  I  have  to  come  down.  That  is  plain 
business. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  not  some  way  for  the  record  to  show  who 
makes  the  first  cut  ?    He  claims  that  you  do.     He  says  you  do. 

Mr.  Winter.  My  rate  is  out  right  along.  Here  is  another  copy  of 
our  rates. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Are  not  the  cuts  dated  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  rate  sheet  prior  to  this  was  dated — this  happened 
to  be  the  end  of  the  year — was  dated  December  3.  This  one  is  dated 
December  29.    That  fi[xes  the  rate  for  the  beginning  of  the  next  year. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  That  is  your  rate  sheet  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.     You  have  some  of  them  there  now. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  of  those  in  evidence  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  You  have  some,  and  I  will  use  this  later 
again. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  When  you  have  a  sailing  on  Thursday,  at  the  same 
time  the  Uranium  Lioe  has  a  sailing,  who  makes  the  nrst  cut  in  the 
rate? 

Mr.  Winter.  He  does,  with  the  lower  rate. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Mr.  Fourman  testified  yesterday  that  $28  is  their 
regular  published  rate. 

Mr.  Winter.  Why,  Mr.  Fourman  makes  a  rate  of  $30  or  $28  or  $26, 
and  he  pays  $2  more  commission  than  we  do,  and  $3,  according  to  the 
number  oipassengers  an  agent  may  have .  That  is  common  knowledge 
of  the  street.  Weeks  in  advance  you  will  have  the  agents  advertise  for 
April  21  a  steamer,  $28;  April  21  the  Barbarosa,  that  is  one  of  our 
boats,  $35.  The  agents  book  for  the  lower  rate.  The  steerage  pas- 
senger is  not  as  discerning  as  the  cabin  passenger  and  does  not  know 
the  difference  in  steamers.  He  looks  for  the  lower  rate.  I  can  not 
get  any  passengers  against  that  low-rate  steamer. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  maintain  that  the  Uranium  Line's  rate  of  $28 
is  not  a  $28  regular  rate  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  do  not  think  it  is. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  ever  make  a  reduction  in  the  rates  below  your 
published  rates  in  competition  with  any  other  line  except  the  Uranium 
line} 
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Mr.  WiNTEB.  No.  We  have  in  former  years,  whenever  an  outside 
steamer  has  come  in  with  a  lower  rate.  ^ 

Mr.  Ha WLEY.  You  never  make  it  against  a  conference  steamer  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  do  not  come  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  No  other  conference  steamer  eyer  makes  it  against 
you? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No.  They  do  not  come  m  that  way,  with  a  lower 
rate — a  lower  rate  to  that  extent.  You  will  find  all  these  reductions 
take  place  just  by  the  steamer  that  was  affected. 

The  Chaibkan.  What  is  that  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  The  only  reductions  are  made  by  steamers  that  are 
affected.  When  he  is  sailing  on  the  same  date  at  a  lower  rate,  I  would 
have  to  go  out  empty  if  I  did  not  reduce  the  rate.  It  is  a  plain 
business  proposition.  He  has  a  $25  rate  with  $4  or  $5  commission  to 
agents,  and  I  have  a  $38  rate  with  a  $2  commission.  I  can  not  expect 
to  get  any  business. 

Mr.  Ha  WLEY.  Unless  there  were  more  passengers  than  his  ship 
could  carry  I 

Mr.  WiNTEB.*  He  would  make  room  for  them. 

Mr.  Ha  WLEY.  It  was  testified  before  the  committee  yesterday  that 
not  only  would  your  conference  steamer  going  out  in  competition  with 
the  Uranium  Line  be  filled  with  passengers  at  the  lower  rate,  but  that 
there  would  be  a  large  number  of  tickets  which  could  not  be  honored 
on  that  vessel,  and  an  additional  vessel  would  be  put  on  a  day  or  two 
later  to  take  care  of  those  tickets. 

Mr.  WiNETB.  That  is  a  misstatement  of  conditions. 

The  agents  are  given  a  rate  and  they  sell.  We  assume  that  we  are 
going  to  get  so  many  passengers  from  the  advices  we  receive  from 
agents.  The  agents  sell  up  to  the  last  minute.  We  can  not  stop 
them  from  booking.  At  the  last  minute  an  agent  may  sell  a  number 
in  Pittsburg  the  evening  before  departure,  and  they  come  in  on  the 
early  mommg  train — 60  or  70  or  80  passengers.  We  can  not  make  a 
calculation  for  that,  so  we  are  overbooked. 

Mr.  Ha  WLEY.  Do  you  mean  to  say  to  the  committee  that  you  never 
sent  an  extra  vessel  to  take  care  of  those  extra  passengers  t 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  I  have  had  our  vessels  come  up  from  Baltimore  for 
that  purpose  and  take  my  excess.  One  can  not  make  a  calculation 
in  advance,  nor  can  one  receive  advices  sufficiently  in  advance  to 
tell  exactly  how  many  passengers  are  coming,  because  your  agents 
are  booking  to  the  last  minute,  especially  when  these  low  rates 
prevail. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  want  to  return  to  a  question  asked  a  moment 
ago,  in  order  to  get  it  more  perfectly  into  the  record:  You  state  to 
the  committee  that  you  never  begin  the  cutting  of  the  rate  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Our  rates  are  stable  right  along — aU  the  lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  Uranium  Line  maintains  its  rates  are  stable 
rates — $28. 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  We  do  not  consider  those  standard  rates,  so  much 
lower  than  the  rates  as  offered  by  all  the  other  lines. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  not  the  Uranium  Line  privileged  to  determine 
what  rates  it  can  afford  to  carry  passengers  for  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Possibly. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Would  it  not  be  a  regular  rate  if  it  is  published  at 
that,  and  they  carry  for  that  ? 
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Mr.  Winter.  A  rate  is  based  somewhat  on  the  service  which  is 
offered,  and  everything  else,  when  all  other  lines  practically  are  a  unit 
in  giving  a  certain  service  at  a  certain  rate;  that  is  a  standard  rate. 

Mr.  Haw^let.  There  is  another  side  to  that:  The  other  lines  may 
demand  a  certain  rate  in  order  to  maintain  rates,  and  at  a  high  rate. 
An  independent  ship  may  make  its  calculation  on  a  different  basis. 

Mr.  Winter.  Hardly;  the  expense  is  about  the  same. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  can  not  see  how  you  can  maintain  that  a  rate,  a 
regularly  established  rate,  extending  over  a  period  of  time,  at  $28, 

f published  at  the  judgment  of  a  steamship  company  doing  business 
or  itself,  is  not  a  regular  rate. 

Mr.  Winter.  It  is  not  a  standard  rate,  because  his  rate  changes  and 
he  offers  a  larger  secret  commission  right  along,  which  varies  the  rate 
right  along. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  his  rate  is  $28,  what  does  he  charge  the  passenger 
for  that  service — for  a  ticket  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  His  agents  charge  them  all  the  way  from  $22  to  $23; 
because  the  moment  an  extra  commission  is  paid  like  that,  a  large 
commission,  the  agent  uses  it  to  cut. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  do  not  quite  see  that. 

Mr.  Winter.  If  you  pay  an  agent  a  commission  of  $4  or  $5,  he  does 
not  retain  that  for  himself.  He  cuts  his  rate  to  that  extent.  He 
makes  an  allowance  to  the  passenger. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  compensation  does  the  agent  get,  then,  if  he 
turns  it  all  over  to  the  passenger  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  If  he  gets  a  large  number  of  passengers,  he  may 
come  down  to  50  cents  a  passenger. 

Mr,  Hawley.  He  retains  only  50  cents  a  passenger  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  your  agents  ever  d6  that  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  are  not  allowed  to  do  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  information  have  you  that  the  Uranium  Line's 
agents  do  that  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  It  is  common  knowledge  on  the  street. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  have  had  a  great  many  things  alleged  here  about 
what  was  common  knowledge  that  have  not  been  verified. 

^  Mr.  Winter.  Well,  Mr.  Hawley,  I  came  up  here  unprepared.  I 
did  not  know  what  I  was  coimng  up  for.  If  I  had,  I  might  have 
gotten  some  facts. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  allege  that  the  Uranium  Line,  advertising  a 
rate  of  $28,  does  not  sell  its  tickets  for  $28. 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  think  it  was  stated  by  Mr.  Sandford  in  the  hearings 
before  the  committee  in  New  York  that  you  did  not  regard  the 
Uranium  Line  as  a  regular  line.  Is  that  the  attitude  of  the  confer- 
ence) 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  do  you  not  regard  it  as  a  regular  line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Well,  they  have  repeatedly  changed  the  name  inside 
of  three  or  five  years 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  they  deliver  their  passengers  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  ticket  t 

Mr.  Winter.  They  are  having  trouble  now  with  the  German  Gov- 
ernment. 
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Mr.  Hawlet.  Is  that  their  fault  t 
Mr.  Winter.  It  is. 
Mr.  Hawlet.  In  what  way  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Because  they  have  not  complied  with  the  Grerman 
poUce  regulations. 
Mr.  Hawlet.  In  what  way  t 
Mr.  WiNTEB.  The  German  police  regulations  require  that  passen- 

fers  landing  there  shall  be  booked  through  to  their  destination,  or 
ave  a  certain  amount  of  money,  that  the  steamship  hne  shall  not 
merely  leave  them  in  the  ports  to  shift  for  themselVes  if  they  are 
without  means.  If  they  do,  the  steamship  line  is  held  responsible  for 
them. 

They  can  not  reach  the  Uranium  Co.  because  it  lands  in  Rotterdam. 
So  they  have  to  hold  the  passengers. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Would  they  have  any  trouble  if  they  sold  a  ticket 
through  to  Russia,  and  the  passenger  on  arriving  at  Rotterdam  had 
a  ticket  to  some  point  in  Russia  beyond  the  German  border? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  If  they  can  get  into  Russia;  if  he  is  accepted  by 
Russia,  there  would  be  no  trouble. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  pay  your  agents  any  salaries  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No ;  we  ao  not. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  They  are  simply  paid  commissions  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Some  of  the  Imes  have  salaried  agents  i 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Some  of  the  conference  lines  i 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  But  your  particular  company  compensates  them 
only  with  commissions  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  On  a  commission  basis. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Why  do  you  refuse  to  allow  one  of  your  agents  to  do  a 
general  ticket-brokerage  business,  refusing  to  allow  him  to  sell  tickets 
on  certain  lines  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  We  have  explained  that  before,  I  think.  In  an 
industrial  center  a  large  number  of  foreigners  may  congregate,  and  a 
business  to  and  from  Europe  develops.  We  pi(^  out  an  agent,  or 
he  applies  to  us.  We  educate  him  up  to  the  business.  We  put  nim 
on  his  feet.  And  we  claim  that  we  have  the  right  to  say  how  ne  shall 
conduct  his  business  and  who  shall  employ  him. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Have  you  ever  made  any  overtures  to  successful 
agents  of  the  Uranium  line  to  get  them  to  withdraw  their  ticket- 
brokerage  business  and  take  up  yours  1 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  I  have  not.  but  if  I  found  in  any  place,  or  if  my 
traveler  found  in  anv  place,  a  man  who  was  doing  a  successful  busi- 
ness I  should  consid.er  him  as  not  fulfilling  his  duties  if  he  did  not 
try  to  get  that  man's  services  for  us  also.  It  is  a  plain  business 
proposition. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  In  the  interior  of  the  country  is  there  any  competi- 
tion between  the  lines  for  passengers,  by  a  difference  in  rates  between 
the  conference  hues  i 

The  Chaibman.  You  mean  the  companies  of  the  conference? 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Yes. 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  In  what  way  do  you  mean  ?  We  all  have  different 
rates. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  For  the  same  sailings,  the  same  day  t 
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Mr.  Winter.  The  service,  the  reputation  of  the  line,  the  speed  of 
the  steamer,  regulates  the  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  different  rates  for  sailings  on  the  same 
dav  for  the  same  ports  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  On,  yes.  There  are  no  ''same  ports."  For  instance, 
the  Hamburg  Line  sails  on  Thursday  and  Saturday. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  they  do  not  come  in  competition  with  any 
other  vessels  of  the  conference  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  to  Hamburg  direct;  but  via  other  ports  they 
would.  The  fact  that  there  is  keen  competition  among  the  lines, 
even  conference  lines,  or  the  ''pool"  lines,  as  you  call  them,  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  we  are  all  building  larger  and  more  powerful 
and  better  vessels.  We  are  competing  actively,  every  one  of  us,  in 
every  day  of  every  year,  for  the  trans- Atlantic  business.  Vessels 
like  the  George  Washington  of  our  line,  or  the  Auguste  Victoria^ 
OVjfmpiCy  Titanic,  would  not  be  built  unless  there  was  active  compe- 
tition for  the  business. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  railway  rebates  does  your  line  receive  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  There  are  no  railway  rebates.     That  is  a  misnomer. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  get  any  commissions  at  all  from  the  railroads  t 

Mr.  Winter.  TheCentralPassenger  Association  railroads  for  16  years 
had  been  trying  to  regulate  its  east-bound  business,  its  emigrant  Dusi- 
ness,  and  were  unable  to  do  so.  An  agent  who  had  50  or  60  passengers 
would  come  to  one  railroad  and  say:  "I  have  50  or  60  passengers; 
what  will  you  give  me  for  them?"  And  the  road  might  offer  him 
$2  commission.  He  would  go  next  door  and  make  the  same  offer  to 
the  next  man,  and  the  railroad  would  offer  him  $2.25;  and  the  next 
road  would  offer  him  $2.50.  And  so  it  went  on,  until  it  became  a 
ruinous  competition  among  the  railroads.  They  came  to  us  in  1908, 
and  asked  wnether  we  could  assist  them.  We  said,  "Yes;  if  you  will 
abolish  this  competition  and  the  excessive  commissions,  we  will  con- 
trol the  business  for  you."  And  we  came  to  an  arrangement  with 
them.  I  happened  to  be  the  speaker  of  the  committee  in  question. 
We  came  to  an  arrangement  tnat,  against  a  commercial  allowance 
of  $1.50  from  Chicago  to  New  York,  half  of  which  was  to  go  to  the 
agent  and  half  to  the  line,  we  would  regulate  the  business  for  them, 
and  see  that  it  was  controlled  for  them.  That  saved  the  railroads 
thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars.  That  is  the  commercial  allow- 
ance to  which  Mr.  Fourman  had  reference.  Thus  we  rendered  a 
service  for  them,  in  regulating  this  business,  and  in  return  they  made 
us  this  allowance. 

Subsequently  the  Western  Passenger  Association  railroads  saw  the 
benefit  of  that  arrangement,  and  we  made  a  similar  arrangement  with 
them  for  passengers  from  their  territory;  from  the  Missouri  River  west 
to  the  coast. 

The  Chairman.  Did  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  ever 
give  permission  to  the  railroads  to  give  this  commission  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is 
aware  of  this  allowance.  It  is  not  a  rebate,  because  it  does  not  go 
to  the  passenger,  but  to  the  agent,  for  the  service  he  renders. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  it  true  that  the  conference  objects  to  those  asso- 
ciations  paying  the  Uranium  Line  a  commission  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Whv,  we  don't  think  they  are  entitled  to  it. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why? 
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Mr.  Winter.  They  have  not  rendered  the  service  we  have.  It  is 
an  agreement,  or  an  arrangement  we  made  with  the  raihx)ads  for 
services  we  rendered  in  assisting  them  in  regulatiag  and  conducting 
their  business. 

The  Chairman.  The  commission  is  given  for  the  supplying  of  the 
railroad  company  with  these  passengers,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  They  come  anyway.  But  we  regulate  them, 
and  prevent  the  agents  from  practically  bulldozing  the  railroads 
iQto  paying  excessive  commissions.  We  are  saving  them  money, 
really. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Were  not  the  railroads  able  to  fix  their  own  rates 
and  prevent  their  agents  from  doing  these  things? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.     They  tried  for  16  years. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  better  discipline  over  your  agents  than 
the  railroads  have  over  them  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  absolutely.  We  wanted  them  to  conduct  the 
business.  This  whole  conference,  and  even  this  arrangement,  has 
tended  to  clean  up  the  business;  to  make  it  a  cleaner  and  saver 
business. 

Mr.  Oarbett.  In  order  to  get  it  quite  clear,  I  will  say  that  this  is 
the  way  I  understand  it :  Prior  to  the  time  that  the  conference  came  in 
and  took  charge  of  this  matter  it  was  the  agent  of  the  steamship 
companies  that  went  to  the  railroads  and  said:  '^Here  I  have  so 
many  passengers.    What  will  you  give  me  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  don't  mean  that  it  was  the  agent  of  the  railroad 
companies  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  Although  our  agents  are  also  railroad  agents. 
If  John  Smith  was  a  steamship  agent  and  Tom  Brown  was  a  rauroad 
agent  he  tried  to  get  the  same  commission. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  want  to  return  to  another  point,  again,  for  a 
moment:  Here  is,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  successful  ticket  broker 
or  ticket  seller,  and  he  is  selling  tickets.  Suppose  him  to  be  a  railroad 
ticket  agent  also.  I  think  you  said  a  moment  ago  that  you  had 
ticket  agents  who  were  also  ticket  agents  of  the  railroads  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  it  is'less  likely  to  be  so  in  a  city  like  Chicago. 

Mr.  Hawley.  A  passenger  comes  into  his  office  and  emresses  a 
desire  to  travel  by  the  Uranium  Line.  If  this  a^ent  should  seU  him 
a  ticket  by  the  Uranium  Line,  he  would  be  subject  to  discipline  by 
you? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  he  would  be  disciplined  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  under  the  right  we  reserve  that  a  man  shall  do 
his  business  as  we  tell  him,  when  we  have  brought  him  up  in  the 
business  and  set  him  on  his  feet. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Are  we  to  understand  that  all  the  agents  that  you 
have  selling  tickets  have  been  specially  educated  by  you  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  We  have  our  travelers  going  around  all  the  time 
informing  them  of  the  conditions.    We  spent  a  lot  of  money  on  them. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Of  course,  the  education  might  be  sometimes  of 
some  value  and  sometimes  only  a  form,  if  the  man  was  pretty  well 
acquainted  with  the  business  when  you  took  him.  He  might  have 
been  educated  by  somebody  else? 
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Mr.  WiNTEB.  Oh,  no;  not  necessarily,  Mr.  Hawley.  You  take  new 
industrial  centers  starting  up,  with  foreigners  congregating  there  to 
work,  and  we  see  that  the  business  devdops  there,  because  we  get 
applications  for  passage;  and  believing  that  the  business  should 
be  ticketed  where  it  originates,  we  look  for  an  a^ent  there.  We 
will  send  our  traveler  there  to  pick  out  a  man  who  has  a  good  repu- 
tation among  his  countrymen  and  set  him  up.  You  can  send  him 
all  the  circulars  and  reading  matter  first,  but  you  have  to  send  jonr 
traveler  down  there  over  and  over  again  to  see  that  he  does  things 
properly.  You  have  to  spend  money,  time,  and  effort  to  bring  him  up 
to  conduct  the  business  properly. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  operates  m  a  very  effective  manner  to  prevent 
con^etition  of  independent  lines? 

Mr.  Winteb.  Well,  I  don't  know.  They  can  build  up  an  agency  in 
the  same  way. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  testimony  was  yesterday  that  an  independent 
line  found  their  successful  men  taken  away  n*om  them. 

Mr.  Winteb.  That  is  business,  is  it  not  ?  That  is  so  in  every  line 
of  business.  I  would  like  to  see  any  line  of  business  where  a  successful 
man  would  not  change  if  he  could  §et  a  representation  of  eight  com- 
panies as  against  one.  I  would  like  to  know  whether  you  would 
not  change  if  you  were  in  that  position. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  present  questioner  is  not  on  the  stand. 

There  was  mention  yesterday  about  control  stations  maintained 
by  the  lines.  Will  you  please  tell  us  of  the  nature  of  these  control 
stations  ? 

Mr.  Winteb.  The  United  States  immigration  laws  impose  certain 
conditions  and  qualifications  upon  the  immigrants.  Take  the  case 
of  passengers  coining  from  Russia.  If  the  examination  took  place 
in  firemen  or  Hamburg,  or  the  port  of  embarkation,  and  they  were 
rejected  there,  they  would  have  all  this  lon^,  bmrdensome  trip  back 
to  their  home  a^ain.  To  avoid  that  travel  through  Germany  and  the 
return  travel,  the  Grerman  Government  insisted  many  years  ago  that 
the  lines  to  whom  they  gave  a  concession  to  do  immi^ant  business 
should  establish  certam  control  stations  on  the  frontier,  where  the 
immigrants  coming  to  America  are  examined  as  to  their  admissibility, 
mental  and  physical.  If  a  passenger  comes  there,  an  immigrant,  ana 
is  unable  to  meet  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment as  far  as  the  officials  there  can  interpret  them,  he  is  turned 
back  right  there,  and  he  is  saved  a  long  trip  to  the  port  of  sailing. 
So  that  it  is  merely  a  poUce  regulation,  and  nothing  else. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  control  do  they  have  over  passengers  return- 
ing from  the  United  States  to  Russia  ? 

Mr.  Winteb.  They  have  none  at  all. 

Mr.  Hawley.  They  have  nothing  to  do  with  that  whatever  ? 

Mr.  Winteb.  No;  they  have  nothing  to  with  that.  Mr.  Four- 
man's  difficulty  with  outbound  passengers  who  were  returning  to 
Europe — to  Russia — ^is  something  entirely  different.  And  possibly  I 
can  not  do  better  than  just  read  you  a  free  translation  from  a  German 
paper,  the  Weser-Zeitung,  of  Bremen,  here: 

The  Uranium  Steamship  Ck).^  which  has  been  mentioned  as  an  incriminating  wit- 
ness in  connection  with  tne  suit  by  the  United  States  Government  against  the  con- 
ference lines,  as  it  is  reported  from  Oldenzaal,  in  Holland,  has  attempted  to  send  some 
800  returning  immigrants  who  are  without  means  or  sufficient  money  over  the  Dutch

Irantier.  The  unfortanates,  however,  were  held  up  by  the  police  «nd  ratumed  to 
the  frontier.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  line  to  which  reference 
18  made  is  that  nonconcessioned  connection  between  New  York  and  Rotterdam,  who 
saccessively  has  assumed  the  name  of  the  New  York  Continental  Line,  the  Northwest 
Transport  Co.,  and  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.,  and  whoee  vessels  lutve  repeatedly 
been  seized.  The  (German  conditicms  and  regulatiooB  to  which  reference  is  iiere  haA 
are  6  years  old — 

They  were  not  made  for  the  Uranium  Co.,  you  see. 

and  have  only  recently  again  been  brought  publicly  to  attention.  They  do  not 
impose  impossible  conditions  upon  the  steamship  lines.  The  line  owning  the  VolHemo 
ifl  at  liberty  to  send  these  retuitoing  emigrants  by  through  train  through  Geraumy 
to  Russia,  the  assumption  of  course  being  that  they  would  be  accepted  in  Russia.  A. 
guaranty  of  such  acceptance  can  be  obtained  by  passports;  or,  if  these  are  not  avail- 
able, then  by  a  declaration  of  the  Russian  Government. 

I  would  like  to  file  that.

Mr.  GrABBETT.  What  paper  is  that  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  The  Weser-Zeitung,  the  ranking  newspaper  of  Bremen. 

Mr.  Garbett.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  facts  in  that  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  It  is  just  a  newspaper  statement  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  But  I  know  the  regulation,  because  all  the  other  lines 
must  comply  with  it  very  carefully. 

I^fr.  Hawley.  Does  the  paper  contain  a  translation  1 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No,  sir.  If  you  will  give  me  permission  to  look  it 
over  afterwards  I  will  give  you  a  more  finished  translation.

Upon  satisfactory  proof  that 
the  passengers  are  landed  as  citizens  refund  thereof  will  immediately  be  made  by  the 
United  States  immigration  authorities.  Application  for  such  refund  may  be  made 
through  us. 

United  States  citizens  are  advised  to  always  carry  their  citizen  papers  with  them 
when  traveling  abroad.  It  will  avoid  much  trouble  and  difficulty  on  landing  when 
returning  to  the  United  States.

under  sixteen  years  of  age,  unaccompanied  by  one  or  both  of  their  parents. 

For  any  violation  of  these  rules,  and  for  the  penalties  involved,  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  hold  you  liable,  and  you  will  therefore  satisfy  yourself  that  the  prepaid  pasaengeis 
to  be  forwarded  on  orders  sold  by  you  do  not  belong  to  any  of  these  excluded  claasea. 

The  purchaser  of  the  prepaid  ticket  must  fully  understand  that  the  passenger  will 
be  notified  by  our  company  when  he  can  receive  transportation,  and,  having  no  claim 
on  the  company  previous  to  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  passenger  must  on  no  conditioD 
leave  his  home  before  and  start  for  the  port.

Reports  of  prepaid  sales  are  sent  by  us  regularly  twice  every  week  bjr  fast  mail  to 
the  ^orth  German  Lloyd,  the  latter  aid  vising  the  prospective  passengers  immediately 
on  receipt  of  our  reports  that  passage  has  been  paid,  asking  for  prompt  reply  aa  ta 
when  passengers  are  ready  to  travel;  if  therefore  a  purchaser  should  claim  that  official 
advice  has  not  been  received  by  the  passenger  abroad  vou  may  confirm  that  there  is 
no  neglect  on  the  part  of  anyone  connected  with  the  ^orth  German  Lloyd,  but  that 
nondeliverY  of  the  advice  is  probably  due  to  miscarriage  or  detention  of  the  letter  in 
the  mails  abroad.

Agents  are  particularly  reijuested  to  give  purchasers  of  prepaids  full  informatioii 
as  to  the  classes  of  aliens  which  are  refused  landing  in  the  United  States  (see  page  7) 
and  to  inform  them  that  among  others  the  following  ailments  are  considered  contagious 
and  loathsome,  viz,  consumption,  tuberculosis,  diseases  of  eyelids  (trachoma^  sranu- 
losis),  diseases  of  the  scalp,  like  &vus,  etc.  Immigrants  so  afflicted,  or  who  stilishoW 
signs  of  having  had  the  aoove  diseases,  will  not  be  permitted  to  land.

That  the  following  classes  of  aliens  shall  be  excluded  from  admlBBion 
into  the  United  States:  All  idiots,  imbeciles,  feeble-minded  persons,  epileptics, 
insane  persons,  and  persons  who  have  been  insane  within  five  years  previous;  per- 
sons who  have  had  two  or  more  attacks  of  insanity  at  any  time  previously;  paupers; 
persons  likely  to  become  a  public  charge;  professional  beggars;  persons  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis  or  with  a  loathsome  or  dangerous  contagious  disease;  persons  not  com- 
prehended within  any  of  the  foregoing  excluded  classes  who  are  round  to  be  and 
are  certified  by  the  examining  surgeon  as  being  mentally  or  physically  defective, 
such  mental  or  physical  defect  oeing  of  a  nature  which  may  affect  the  ability  of  such 
alien  to  earn  a  living;  persons  who  have  been  convicted  of  or  admit  having  com- 
mitted a  felony  or  ouier  crime  or  misdemeanor  involving  moral  turpitude;  j>olyga» 
miBts,  or  persons  who  admit  their  belief  in  the  practice  of  polyvamy,  anarchists,  or 
persons  wno  believe  in  or  advocate  the  overthrow  by  force  or  violence  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or  of  all  government,  or  of  all  forms  of  law,  or  the  assaasi- 
nation  of  public  officials;  prostitutes,  or  women  or  girls  coming  into  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  for  any  other  immoral  purpose;  persons  who  ^o- 
cure  or  attempt  to  oring  in  prostitutes  or  women  or  ^Is  for  the  purpose  of  prostitu- 
tion or  for  any  other  immoral  purpose;  persons  hereinafter  called  contract  laborens, 
who  have  been  induced  or  solicited  to  migrate  to  this  country  by  offers  or  promises 
of  employment  or  in  consequence  of  agreements,  oral,  written,  or  printed,  express 
or  implied,  to  perform  labor  in  this  country  of  any  kind,  skilled  or  unskilled;  uioee 
who  have  been,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  application  for  admission  to  the 
United  States,  deported  as  having  been  induced  or  solicited  to  migrate  as  above 
described;  any  person  whose  ticket  or  passa^  is  paid  for  with  the  money  of  another, 
or  who  is  assisted  by  others  to  come,  unless  it  is  affirmatively  and  satisfactorily  shown 
that  such  person  does  not  belong  to  one  of  the  fore^ing  excluded  classes,  and  that 
said  ticket  or  passage  was  not  paid  for  by  any  corporation,  association^  society,  munici- 
pality, or  foreign  government,  either  directly  or  indirectly;  all  children  under  six- 
teen yeafB  of  age,  unaccompanied  by  one  or  both  of  their  parents,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  or  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe . " 

For  any  violation  of  the  above  provisions  and  rules,  and  for  the  penalties  involved, 
we  shall  be  obliged  to  hold  you  liable,  and  you  will  therefore  satisfy  yourself  that 
the  prepaid  passengers  to  be  forwarded  en  orders  sold  by  you  do  not  belong  to  any  of 
the  exciudea  claases.

In  these  North  German  Lloyd  control  stations,  emigrants  from  Russia  intending 
to  take  passage  by  the  steamers  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  S.  S.  Co.  are  examinea 
as  to  their  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  immigration  laws, 
and  after  having  passed  these  control  stations  are  relieved  of  the  requirements  of  the 
German  Government  that  they  show  a  cabin  ticket  and  a  passport,  and  that  tiley 
possess  a  certain  sum  of  money.  These  requirements  do  not  apply  to  passen^en 
passing  these  control  stations,  but  they  remain  in  force  for  other  passengers  that  do 
not  avail  themselves  of  these  control  stations.

When  issuing  outward  tickets,  specify  in  ticket  and  embarkation  slip  full  iiajne(«) 
of  passen^r(6),  the  name  of  steamer,  date  of  departure,  and  the  correct  passage  rate. 
Agents  will  be  held  res|)on8ible  for  any  mistakes.  In  cases  of  doubt  as  to  rates,  a^nts 
should  apply  to  us  for  information  before  issuing  tickets.

to  earn  a  living;  convicts,  polygamists;  anarchists;  prostitutes;  persons  who  procure  or 
attempt  to  bring  in  prostitutes  or  women  or  girls  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  f(^ 
any  other  immoral  purpose;  contract  laborers;  any  person  whose  ticket  or  passage  is 
paid  for  with  the  money  of  another,  or  who  is  assisted  by  others  to  come  unless  it  is 
affirmatively  and  satisfactorily  shown  that  such  person  does  not  belong  to  one  of  the 
forgoing  excluded  classes,  and  that  said  ticket  or  passage  was  not  paid  for  by  any  cor- 
poration, association,  society,  muncipality,  or  foreign  government,  either  airectly  or 
indirectly;  all  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  imaccompanied  by  one  or  both  of 
their  parents.

Cancelledprepaid  tickets  will  be 
refunded  upon  receipt  of  the  authorization  from  our  head  office  at  Rotterdam;  can- 
celled outward  tickets,  not  until  after  departure  of  the  steamer  for  which  they  are  sold.

BAGGAGE.

RX6ULATI0N8  FOR  THIRD-CLASS  PASSENGERS  AND  ISSUING   OF  TICKETS  TO  AND  FROM 

EUROPE. 

1.  Issuing  of  tickets — Outward  or  prepaid. — Specify  in  all  tickets  and  embarkation 
coupons  names  of  all  passengers  and  their  ages. 

2.  Infants. — If  more  than  one  infant  in  a  family,  half  fare  must  be  paid  for  the  other. 

3.  Children. — Children  under  12  years  can  be  booked  only  on  the  same  ticket  with 
the  parent  or  other  adult  member  of  the  immediate  family.  Children  under  16  years 
will  be  admitted  only  if  going  to  either  father  or  mother  in  the  United  Stat^. 

4.  To  meet  the  requirements  of  recent  regulations  enacted  by  the  German  Govem- 
ine&t,  the  attention  of  agents  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  booking  all  eastbound  or 
outward  third-class  or  steeirage  passengers  passing  through  the  German  Empire  to 
their  destination  in  Austria,  Hungary,  Russian  Poland,  etc.;  either  to  the  German 
frontier  stations,  namely,  Bajohren,  jQvdtkuhnen,  Illowo,  Insterbuig  Ostrowo,  Ott- 
lotadbin,  Posen,  Prostken,  Tilsit  and  Thorn,  Oderbeig,  Oswiecim  or  Vienna^  etc., 
or  such  points  nearest  to  the  passengers*  destinations  which  may  be  quoted  in  our 
European  railroad  tariffs  or  circulars. 

5.  United  States  head  tax.— Under  the  U.  S.  immigration  act  of  February,  1907,  a 
head  tax  of  $4.00  must  be  collected  and  paid  for  every  alien  passenger  coming  to  the 
United  States,  whether  adult,  child,  or  infant.  This  tax  must  be  collected  by  agents 
from  purchasers  of  prepaids  and  the  amount  thus  collected  indorsed  on  the  prepaid 
ticket  as  well  as  advice  to  us.  This  tax  must  be  collected  on  all  prepaid  tickets  and 
will  be  refunded  if  passengers  have  been  admitted  as  U.  S.  citizens  by  the  immi- 
gration authorities. 

6.  Prepaid  tickets  are  good  for  one  year  from  date  of  issue.  Full  address  of  passenger 
must  be  given  on  ticket,  in  order  that  our  European  headquarters  may  be  able  to 
communicate  with  passengers  regarding  time  of  departure  of  steamers  and  give  them 
general  instructions.  Agents  should  strongly  impress  upon  buyers  of  prepaids  that 
they  should  write  to  thorn  that  they  sent  for  not  to  leave  their  homes  until  they  have 
heaid  from  our  general  agents  in  Europe.  Experience  has  shown  that  inconveni^ice 
and  trouble  arises  principally  from  prepaid  passengers  arriving  at  the  seaport  several 
dskys  before  or  after  a  departure  of  steamer,  short  of  funds  to  keep  themselves,  not 
waiting  for  instructions,  and  paying  no  attention  to  regulations  expressly  made  for 
their  comfort.  Prepaid  passengers  should  have  a  fair  supply  of  funds  on  arrival  at 
New  York  to  facilitate  landing. 

7.  Round-trip  tickets. — For  round-trip  tickets  use  one  outward  and  one  prepaid 
blank. 

8.  Refund  of  prepaids. — The  amount  received,  less  agent's  commission  and  10  per 
cent  cancellation  tees,  will  be  refunded,  as  soon  as  confirmation  is  received  fn>m 
Antwerp,  which  usually  takes  from  5  to  6  weeks. 

9.  Canceling  of  tickets. — ^Do  not  cancel  or  destroy  any  tickets,  or  any  part  thereof. 
When  spoiled  or  unfit  for  use,  return  to  us  and  we  will  credit  you  with  same. 

10.  Outward  tickets. — ^The  blanks  which  have  been  sent  you,  need  not  be  exchanged 
at  our  office.  They  will  be  stamped  at  the  dock  office  and  embarkation  coupon 
detached  by  us. 

11.  Emhorking, — ^The  steamers  leave  New  York  from  Pier  59,  North  River,  foot  d 
W.  Idth  Street.  Passengers  should  be  at  the  pier  not  later  than  two  hours  before 
sailing. 

12.  Outfit. — Outward  as  well  as  prepaid  passenffen,  are  supplied  free  of  charge, 
with  a  complete  outfit,  including  blanket,  for  use  aurinf  the  voyage. 

13.  Route  of  speeial-rtUe  passengers. — Passengers  to  Marseilles,  Milan,  Turin,  and 
Gknoa  are  forwarded  by  direct  steamer  to  Antwerp,  thence  by  third-class  rail.  Passen- 
gen  to  all  other  special  Italian  points  take  train  at  Antwejqp,  via  Modane,  to  Genoo^ 
where  immediately  upon  arrival  they  take  steamer  for  Naples  and  other  points  in 
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the  south  of  Italy.  Aven^  time  from  New  York  to  Naplee,  fourteen  days.  We  have 
completed  arrangements  ror  the  benefit  of  Italian  homebound  pasBengeiB,  bo  that  8 
meals  may  be  served  them  on  their  way  from  Antwerp  to  Grenoa.  Paasensen  leaving 
Genoa  for  Naples  receive  food  and  are  berthed  in  the  upper  tween  decks  of  uie  steamen 
of  the  Navigazione  Oenerale  Italiana  (Florio  Rubatino  Line)  at  our  expense.  Baggage 
in  Antwerp  and  Genoa  transferred  free  of  chaige. 

14.  Bremen  and  Hamb%jarg  prepaids. — ^We  can  not  accept  any  prepaid  passengeiB 
booked  from  Bremen  or  Haniburg.  Purchasers  should  be  shown  that  it  is  better  to 
book  such  parties  by  our  line,  either  from  Antwerp,  Berlin  pr  from  nearest  railway 
station  to  passenger's  home. 

15.  Hungarian  or  Slavonian  prepaids. — Do  not  book  from  Oderbeig.  All  Hiinga^ 
rians  or  Slavonians  should  be  bookcKl  from  Vienna  (Wien),  where  the  Red  Star  Line  has 
its  own  offices,  and  passengers  avoid  all  frontier  troubles.  Two  railroads  form  a  most 
complete  and  direct  communication  between  Vienna  and  Antwerp,  which  will  make 
the  joumejr  shorter  and  more  desirable  than  heretofore. 

16.  Russian  prepaids  should  whenever  possible  be  issued  through  from  the 
Russian-German  nontier  stations  Evdtkuhnen,  Bajohien,  Prostken,  lllowo,  Ottlo- 
schin,  Tilsit,  Insterbuig,  or  Poeen,  where  Red  Star  Line  passengers  receive  ail  neces- 
sary attention  and  directions  how  to  proceed  to  Antwerp. 

17.  Always  book  prepaid  passengers  tkrough  to  destination. — ^Passengers  arriving  in 
this  country  without  funds  or  transportation  to  destination  are  liable  to  be  returned 
by  the  United  States  CommissionerB  of  Immigration. 

18.  Transfer  or  extension  of  prepaids  will  only  be  allowed  against  payment  <A  differ- 
ence in  rates,  if  any,  with  a  minimum  of  10  per  cent  of  the  face  value  of  the  prepaid* 

19.  Sick  persons. — ^Do  not  issue  tickets  for  persons  suffering  from  a  loathsome  or 
dangerous  contagious  disease,  idiots,  insane  persons,  invalids,  or  cripples  who  can 
not  take  care  of  themselves.  Before  embarking,  passengers  will  be  examined  by 
the  steamer's  surgeon  and  passage  refused  if  booked  contrary  to  the  foregoing  rule. 

20.  Remittances. — ^AU  commimications,  sales,  and  remittances  must  De  addressed 
to  t^e  general  office  of  the  company  in  charge  of  your  agencv. 

21.  Railroad  tidtetsfrom  interior  points  to  New  York. — ^The  general  offices  in  New 
York  do  not  furnish  such  tickets.  Agents  must  arrange  for  these  themselves  as  well 
as  they  can  with  the  railroad  or  depot  ticket  agent  of  their  place,  but  it  is  desirable 
to  book  all  passengers  through  from  places  of  departure. 

22.  Baggaae  for  third-class  passengers. — ^Fifteen  cubic  feet  or  200  pounds  free  are 
allowed  each  adult  passenger  on  the  steamer.  On  the  immigrant  train.  150  pounds 
free  for  each  full  fare.  On  the  European  railroad,  3d  class,  in  most  cases  50  pounds 
free  for  each  full  fare.  4th  class,  oruy  hand  bag^Bffe  is  free.  Passengers  to  special 
Italian  points  are  entitled  to  200  pounds  of  bamige  nee.  No  free  baggage  is  allowed 
on  the  Siidss,  Elsass-Lothrinffen,  and  the  ItaUan  railroads,  but  our  company  has  a 
special  arran^ment  for  third-class  passengers  with  railroads  to  Marseilles,  Modane 
(ItaJian  frontier),  and  Paris,  as  well  as  for  through  third-class  passengers  to  or  from 
Basel,  or  to  the  special  Italian  points,  whereby  they  are  allowed  100  kilos  (about  200 
pounds)  of  baggage  free. 

Agents  will  please  not  make  any  promises  to  third-class  passengers  as  to  amount 
of  free  bagE;a^  on  European  railroads;  passengers  will  receive  as  much  of  it  free  as 
the  railrocSs  in  the  respective  countries  allow. 

Agents  will  please  inionn  their  passengers  coming  from  the  interior  that  they  should 
be  sure  to  have  their  baggage  distinctly  marked  with  their  name  in  full,  name  of 
steamer  and  destination,  ana  check  it  by  the  ba^age-master  of  the  train  on  which 
they  arrive  at  New  York,  to  the  Red  Star  Line  Pier  59,  North  River,  New  York. 
Baggage  tags  furnished  upon  application.  Passengers  should  be  instructed  to  claim 
their  baggage  before  embarking,  to  insure  its  being  forwarded  on  the  same  steamer  on 
which  they  sail. 

23.  Prevented  from  landing  are  ''idiots,  insane  persons,  paupers,  or  persons  likely 
to  become  a  public  charge,  persons  suffering  from  a  loathsome  or  dangerous  contagious 
disease,  persons  who  have  oeen  convicted  of  a  felony  or  other  infamous  crime,  or 
misdemeanor  involving  moial  turpitude,  and  polygamists."  It  is  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  prepay  the  transportation  or  in  any  way  assist  or  encourage,  the  importation 
or  migration  of  any  aliens  into  the  United  States  under  contract  or  agreement,  parole 
or  special,  expre^ed  or  implied,  made  previous  to  the  importation  or  migration  of 
such  aliens,  to  periorm  labor  or  service  of  any  kind  in  the  United  States.  Under 
the  American  laws,  it  is  also  likely  that  persons  of  60  years  of  age  or  over  are  prevented 
from  landing;  also  women  with  young  cnildren,  unless  they  are  accoinpanied  by  their 
husband,  brother,  or  other  persons  of  the  male  sex;  cripples,  lunatics,  persons  who 
are  blind,  or  deai  and  dumb,  orphans  under  12  years  of  a|^  unaccompanied,  unmarried 
women  in  pregnant  condition,  or  mothers  with  illegitimate  children.    Also  persons 
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Buffering  of  fovus  (scalp  difiease),  trachoma,  or  granuloeis  (eye  diseafle),  or  tubercle  of 
luu^. 

Many  panengers  have  been  returned  by  the  United  States  Crovemment  inspectors 
for  the  simple  reason  that  their  friends  here  had  advised  them  that  they  had  obtained 
work  for  them. 

Mr.  Winter.  At  these  control  stations  we  turn  away  more  immi- 
grants than  are  ever  turned  back  from  the  United  States  ports,  to 
prevent  them  from  coming  on  farther. 

The  Chairman.  You  mean,  because  they  are  not  physically  or 
mentally  capacitated  i 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  also  find  out  whether  they  have  sufficient 
means  to  comply  with  the  United  States  immigration  laws  f 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  The  United  States  immigration  laws  do  not 
demand  a  certain  amount  of  money.  There  is  no  money  qualifica- 
tion. 

The  Chairman.  They  frequently  deport  them,  however,  when  they 
think  there  is  any  possibility  of  their  Decoming  public  charges  f 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.    That  is  it. 

The  Chairman.  And  they  pay  a  head  tax  of  $4  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  When  you  have  a  steamer  sailing  ^  on  the  same 
Thursday  that  the  steamer  of  the  Uranium  Line  sails,  it  was  testified 
yesterday  that  during  the  last  year  there  was  always  a  reduction  of 
the  rates,  with  but  one  exception.  You  have  no  objection  to  that 
statement  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  don't  think  so.  It  was  January  19,  I  believe  it 
was.  because  there  was  no  sailing  of  another  line. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  No  other  than  the  Uranium  Line  had  a  sailing  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  The  Uranium  Line  had  a  sailing  1 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  During  the  winter  season  the  lines  all  reduce 
their  sailings.  If  there  had  been  a  steamer  to  a  continental  port  that 
had  been  affected,  I  presume  the  same  would  have  taken  place;  or 
else  it  would  have  gone  out  empty. 

There  was  a  saifing  to  a  contmental  port  on  that  day  that  Mr. 
Fourman  referred  to.  That  was  the  French  Line.  But  the  French 
Line  does  not  come  into  competition  at  all  with  the  Uranium. 

Mr.  Hawley.  When  you  have  a  vessel  sailing  on  the  Thursday  that 
the  Uranium  line  sails,  in  competition  with  that  line,  do  you  make 
any  attempt  to  limit  the  number  of  passengers  to  whom  tickets  may 
be  sold  to  the  capacity  of  the  competing  vessel  ?  Do  you  limit  the 
number  of  tickets  sold  for  the  conference  vessel  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Certainly  if  we  could,  we  would.  Certainly  we  do 
not  like  passengers  to  stay  over  here.  We  are  bound  to  care  for 
them. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  always  happens,  according  to  the  testimony 
yesterday,  as  I  now  recall  it,  tnat  you  sell  as  many  as,  in  some 
instances,  a  thousand  extra  tickets. 

Mr.  Winter.  Oh,  no. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  many  is  the  largest  number  you  ever  have  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  don't  thmk  Mr.  Fourman  would  dare  to  say  that, 
either. 

Mr.  Fourman.  No;  I  did  not  say  that. 

Mr.  Winter.  It  may  have  happened. 
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Mr.  FouRMAN.  Never  a  thousand. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Not  so  large  a  number  as  a  thousand  ? 

Mr.  FoxjRMAN.  There  may  be  two  or  three  hundred. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Mr.  Wmter,  I  will  read  you  a  statement  in  con- 
nection with  the  conference,  and  ask  you  whether  it  is  true.  The 
statement  is  this : 

It  IB  true  that  the  traffic  has  been  apportioned  among  the  various  lines  in  the  eom- 
foination,  and  when  it  is  found  that  one  line  is  carrying  more  than  its  share  of  the  traffic » 
that  line  is  fined.  These  fines  are  divided  among  the  lines  that  do  less  than  their 
share  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Winter.  That  is  silly.     It  is  not  true. 
Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  How  about  this  ? 

Another  way  of  equalizing  the  traffic  is  by  raising  rates  on  lines  that  arc  getting  an 
excessive  proportion  of  the  business,  the  passengers  thus  being  diverted  from  one 
company  to  another. 

Mr.  Winter.  That  is  true.  I  do  not  know  about  the  diversion,  but 
that  is  the  way  we  equaUze  it.  As  I  say,  if  you  have  a  copy  of  the 
brief  in  that  matter  I  will  show  it  to  you. 

The  Chairman.  A  copy  of  what  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  A  copy  of  that  brief  here  in  the  suit  of  the  United 
States  against  these  steamship  lines. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  gave  it  to  you  day  before  yesterday. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then,  if  I  understand  you,  you  say  it  is  not  true 
that  there  is  any  finii^  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  read  that  from  an  article  in  the  New  York 
Tribune  of  January  5,  referring  to  that  Government  suit.  This  was 
a  quotation  from  a  man  who  was  described  as  a  representative  of  one 
of  the  largest  steamship  companies  included  in  the  suit. 

Mr.  Winter.  Well,  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  talking  about. 

In  answer  to  that,  may  I  read  a  statement  from  a  gentleman  that 
I  believe  you  know  very  well,  Mr.  William  E.  Curtis? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Winter  (reading) : 

The  expansion  of  the  steamship,  both  of  the  merchant  marina  and  of  the  fighting 
craft — 

That  is,  the  war  vessels — 

• 

is  as  remarkable  as  the  development  of  any  other  science  or  trade,  and  the  rivalry 
for  the  supremacy  of  the  sea  between  the  merchant  lines  is  as  keen  as  between  the 
navies  of  the  great  powers,  notwithstanding  the  fact  l^at  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  is  about  to  prosecute  them  for  being  too  friendly. 

It  requires  a  moral  microscope  of  greater  power  than  sensible  men  can  procure  to 
discover  where  the  harm  to  mankind  lies  in  a  combination  between  the  steamdiip 
companies  which  the  Government  trust  busters  are  trjdng  to  destroy. 

The  third-class  passengers,  who  are  chiefly  immi^nts,  have  accommodatioDS  and 
food  equal  to  those  furnished  first-class  passengers  within  the  life  of  the  present  geaen^ 
tion;  and  the  modem  luxuries,  comforts,  and  conveniences  which  nave  made  an 
ocean  voyage  a  pleasure  instead  of  a  hardship  do  not  cost  any  more  or  so  much  as  the 
old-fashioned,  comfortless  ships  used  to  furnish. 

The  whole  combination,  as  you  call  it,  the  conference,  has  actually 
developed  better  conditions  right  along.  I  will  cite  the  Holland- 
American  Line,  for  instance.  It  was  quite  a  weak  line,  but  by  its 
adherence  to  these  principles,  and  the  orderly  way  in  which  its 
business  was  conducted,  it  has  become  powerful,  having  such  fine 
vessels  as  the  Nieu  Amsterdam  and  the  Rotterdam.  The  methods 
have  built  up  the  whole  trade. 
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Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  This  statement  was  evidently  given  out  by  some 
one  who  was  explaining  on  behalf  of  the  steamsnip  lines  in  the  con- 
ference the  nature  of  this  suit;  and  among  other  tnings,  in  the  same 
sentence  that  I  read  to  you,  he  described  two  ways  of  dividing  the 
traffic:  1.  By  raising  rates  of  lines  that  were  getting  an  excessive 
proportion  of  the  passengers,  and  another  way  oy  finmg  a  line  that 
was  carrying  more  than  its  share. 

Mr.  Winter.  Fining  is  not  in  use.  There  is  nothing  of  that  sort. 
The  other  is  right.  And  that  is  the  division,  I  say,  tnat  had  to  be 
adopted  because  of  the  nature  of  the  business,  as  against  a  physical 
division  in  the  immigrant  business  of  the  westbound  railroads.  All 
the  immigrants  come  together  in  New  York,  and  you  can  divide 
them  physically  and  give  a  road  its  share  by  giving  it  a  lai^er  num- 
ber or  immigrants  to  carry  West,  and,  of  course,  they  are  diverted 
from  a  railroad  that  is  plus.  You  can  not  do  that  with  the  ocean 
traffic,  because,  at  the  various  ports,  you  have  not  got  them  together. 
You  have  to  adopt  another  method  of  regulation. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  understood  vou  to  state  awhile  aeo,  in  answer  to  a 
question  by  Mr.  Hawley,  that,  for  instance,  your  pubnshed  rate  is  $38  f 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  the  Uranium  line  cuts  that  rate  to  $28  ?  Your 
line  meets  that  by  a  cut  to  $251 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  usually  to  that  extent,  but  all  right. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  am  merely  giving  that  as  an  illustration. 

Mr.  Winter.  Merely  figuresl 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  understood  you  to  state  that  the  diflFerence 
between  that  $25  at  which  you  carried  the  passengers  and  the  $38, 
published  rate,  would  be  distributed  among  tne  pooTs  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Oh,  no;  you  got  that  wrong.  I  can  not  testify  at 
all  to  that,  because  I  do  not  Imow  the  fact. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  was  it  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  say  that  all  the  passengers  carried  by  the  lines  are 
accounted  for  in  tlus  pool,  as  provided  here;  and  in  that  way  it 
would  be  equalized.  I  can  not  testify,  because  I  do  not  know  that 
the  difference  is  made  up  that  way. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  say  each  line  pays  $20  for  each  excess  passengert 

Mr.  Winter.  Give  me  that  brief  and  I  will  read  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  think  you  can  recall  it.  Each  line  pays  $20  into 
the  pool  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  think  so — for  excess. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Four  poimds  1 

Mr.  Winter.  About  4  pounds? 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  the  rate  is  $S8,  what  becomes  of  the  other  $18 1 

Mr.  Winter.  The  company  holds  that  to  pay  its  expenses,  of 
coorae.  It  is  compensated  later  again  if  it  has  a  deficiency.  It  is 
coinpensated  out  of  that  pooL 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  a  line  is  carrying  too  many  passengers,  it  must 
advance  its  rates  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Suppose  a  line  that  had  been  carrying  more  than  its 
share  of  the  passengers  and  had  been  compelled  to  advance  its  rates 
should  have  a  sailing  on  the  same  day  as  the  Uranium,  in  competi- 
tion, would  it  be  allowed  to  cut  its  rates  to  meet  the  competition? 
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Mr.  Winter.  That  would  be  subject  to  a  decision  on  the  other 
side. 
I  Mr.  Hawley.  Has  it  ever  happened  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  that  I  know  of. , 

Mr.  Hawlet.  It  never  has  happened  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

The  Chairman.  Do  the  conference  steamers  ever  put  temporarily 
on  any  of  the  lines  a  special  steamer  other  than  those  that  tney  run 
regularly  when  an  independent  line  has  advertised  a  sailing  for  that 
day? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

The  Chairman.  What  was  the  Russian  Volunteer  Line  t  Was  that 
an  independent  line  f 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  they  began  running  in  July,  1906,  ran  through 
1907,  and  discontinued  in  June,  1908.  That  was  a  poor  year  for  all 
lines.    That  is  why  they  got  out,  too. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  pursue  the  same  course  of  action  against 
them  that  you  did  against  tne  Uranium  line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  would  have  too  look  that  up.  I  do  not  remember. 
I  think  so,  though. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  think  what  % 

Mr.  Winter.  If  they  had  the  same  sailing  date,  to  force  another 
line  down  to  a  low  rate;  but  I  do  not  know. 

The  Chairman.  Did  you  never  take  the  initiative  in  forcing  down 
rates? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

The  Chairman  (continuing) .  When  you  thought  an  independent 
line  was  interfering  with  you  in  any  way  \ 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  If  I  understood  your  position,  you  think  if  an  inde- 
pendent line  comes  in  and  puts  out  a  rate  tnat  it  caUs  its  regular 
rate,  one  it  maintains  imder  ordinary  circumstances,  never  reducing 
it  unless  the  rate  quoted  is  below  that,  that  that  is  a  reduced  rate  1 
You  call  that  a  reduced  rate  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Not  necessarily.  But  if  an  excess  commission  also 
is  paid,  it  tends  toward  a  reduced  rate. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  The  testimony  yesterday  was  that  the  commissions 
were  $3  and  $4. 

Mr.  Winter.  And  $5. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that  they  ran  higher  than 
that? 

Mr.  Winter.  And  $5.    Merely  what  agents  have  reported. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  have  information  that  they  have  run  as  high 
as  $5? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes ;  we  pay — all  conference  lines  pay— it  conmiission 
of  $2,  and  have  for  years  past.  The  only  a^ent  receiving^  an  extra 
dollar  is  the  general  agent,  and  he  can  only  be  appointed  in  certain 
specified  cities;  because  there  betakes  control  over  other  agents^and 
tnat  is  his  compensation,  he  paying  the  other  $2  to  his  aeents.  That 
is  in  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  New  Orleans,  Galveston,  San 
i^rancisco,  and  one  or  two  points  in  Canada. 

The  Chairman.  What  was  the  Russian-American  Line?  That 
was  an  independent  line  at  one  time  t

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  They  have  joined.  There  is  another  instance 
of  what  benefits  were  secured  from  cooperation  of  the  lines. 

The  Chairman.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  reason  they  joined  is  that 
you  made  it  impossible  for  them  to  do  business  without  joining  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No,  indeed. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  interest  is  it  of  the  conference  as  to  what 
commission  the  Uranium  Line  pays  its  agents  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  If  they  pay  three  and  four  dollars  commission,  they 
corrupt  our  agents. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  anytliing  about  the  Thomsgn  Line? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Pardon  me  just  a  moment,  Mr.  Hawley.  [To  the 
witness:]  You  say  they  corrupt  your  agents.  What  do  you  mean  by 
that  ?  Do  you  mean  that  they  get  your  agents  away  from  you  ?  Is 
that  what  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  steamship  a^ent,  after  all,  is  vulnerable.  If  he 
fijids  he  can  make  three  or  four  dollars,  if  he  does  not  do  it  directly, 
he  does  it  indirectly,  in  seUing  liis  tickets.  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact, 
but  true. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  about  the  Thomson  Line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  it  an  independent  Une  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.     It  has  appUed  for  admission. 

The  Chairman.  Is  the  application  for  admission  usually  accepted  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes.  I  do  not  know  of  an  instance  yet  where  a  regu- 
larly estabUshed  Une  has  not  been  able  to  come  in. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  consider  the  Uranium  Line  a  regularly 
established  line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  think  they  are  still  on  probation. 

The  Chairman.  How  old  is  the  Thomson  Line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  It  is  an  old-established  line.  It  was  a  freight  line  for 
manj  years  and  only  recently  has  taken  up  the  passenger  business. 
I  thmk  they  have  one  or  two  vessels  on  the  ItaUan  service,  and  two, 
possibly  three,  on  the  northern  service. 

The  Chairman.  Are  you  a  representative  of  your  company  in  the 
North  Atlantic  conference  ? 

Mi.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  And  in  the  Mediterranean  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes:  and  the  Continental. 

The  Chairman.  The  meetings  of  idl  of  these  conferences  are  held 
in  New  York  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Together  ? 

The  Chairman.  Are  they  all  held  in  New  York  City  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  In  that  same  office  that  Mr.  Sandford  testified  to  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  an  agreement  can  be  reached  among  a  number  of 
companies  doing  trans- Atlantic  business  in  passengers,  of  course  their 
interest  would  be  very  strong  against  independent  lines  in  the  matter 
of  competition,  and  their  interest  would  also  be  very  strong  against 
any  government  aid  that  would  assist  independent  lines  to  become 
estamished  in  competition  with  the  conference  lines. 

Mr.  Winter.  Wiiy  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  If  the  independent  Unes,  by  reason  of  any  aid  they 
might  receive,  could  become  established  and  grow,  they  would  take- 
away part  of  your  business — the  business  of  the  conference  lines. 
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Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  think  that  would  not  follow  as  a  natural 
development  in  the  business  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  Experience  has  not  shown  that  any  line  that 
was  assisted  by  the  Government  has  ever  prospered  much. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  there  only  one  line  that  is  receiving  a  subsidy  now 
from  the  Government  in  this  conference  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  The  American  Line  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Winter.  The  American  Line  is  the  only  one  that  receives  a 
subsidy. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  is  receiving  a  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Certainly,  a  mail  subsidy. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  is  in  this  conference  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Do  you  regard  the  Uranium  Line  as  a  regularly 
established  line  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Mr.  Lon^orth,  the  Uranium  Line  began  as  the  New 
York  and  Continental  Lme. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  long  ago  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  It  ran  first  in  1908:  April,  1908,  it  began. 

Mr  LoNGWORTH   It  was  then  callea  what  ? 

Mr  Winter  The  New  York  and  Continental  Line.  Then  it  had 
some  trouble,  financially  and  otherwise — ^lack  of  support  by  a  rail- 
road, as  Mr.  Fourman  says — the  Erie  Railroad. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  By  the  Erie  Railroad? 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes,  m  freight,  as  he  says;  but  they  had  other 
financial  troubles.  Then  thev  reappeared.  They  stopped  in  August, 
1908.  That  was  a  bad  year  for  all  lines;  we  will  admit  that,  anyhow. 
The  Northwest  Transport  Co.  appeared  with  one  of  the  same  vessels 
and  some  additionally  chartered  vessels  in  February,  1909.  The 
Northwest  Transport  Co.  continued  to  June,  1910,  and  then  or  shortly 
thereafter  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  came  in  with  the  same  vessels. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  they  effect  a  reoi^anization  of  the  company  at 
each  change  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  They  took  up  a  new  name  each  time.    The  same 

{)eople  were  behind  it,  so  far  as  I  know,  and  that  is  the  people  who  are 
argely  interested  in  the  Canadian  Northern  Railroad. 

St.  Hawley.  Did  they  effect  a  reorganization  at  each  change  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  presume  so.  Several  of  their  vessels,  as  was  stated 
m  this  newspaper  article,  were  seized  repeatedly  on  the  other  side 
for  debt. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  any  of  them  effect  a  reorganization  at  the  time 
they  changed  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  presume  so,  but  I  could  not  tell  you. 

Mr.  Lonqworth.  Where  does  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway 
run? 

Mr.  Winter.  It  is  now  building  to  complete  its  line  to  Montreal  and 
the  Pacific  coast. 

Mr.  Hawley.  From  what  port  does  it  start  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Port  Arthur,  Ontario.  I  will  send  you  the  map,  if 
you  like.  The  Canadian  Northern  would  show  that  if  it  desired  or 
any  line  desired  to  gain  admission  to  the  conference — I  am  merely 
stating  the  fact  that  the  Canadian  Northern  road  also  purchased  two 
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steamers  originally  built  for  the  Mediterranean  traffic  only^  between 
Naples  and  Marseilles  and  Alexandria.  They  rebuilt  them  somewhat 
ana  renamed  them  the  Royal  George  and  the  Royal  Ekiward,  and 
made  appUcation  to  the  conference  and  were  promptly  admitted^ 
and  are  working  amicably  with  us  for  their  Canadian  service. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  From  what  port  in  Canada? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  From  Quebec.  They  can  not  run  during  the  winter,, 
because  they  are  not  built  sufficiently  strong  for  the  North  Atlantic. 
They  were  built  for  Mediterranean  traffic  and  were  rebuilt. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  What  European  ports  do  they  reach  ! 

Mr.  WiNTBB.  They  go  to  Rotterdam,  I  beheye 

Mr.  FouBMAN  (interrupting).  No;  they  go  to  Bristol. 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Yes,  that  is  right;  they  go  to  Briustol. 

The  Chaibman.  Has  your  company  any  stock  or  interest  in  any 
stock  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  Or,  so  far  as  you  know,  any  member  of  your 
company? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No,  air. 

The  Chaibman.  Haye  you  any  relation  with  the  Journal  of  Com* 
merce  other  than  as  an  adyertiser  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Absolutely  none.  I  met  Mr.  Dodsworth  here  yes- 
teday  morning  for  the  first  time,  although  we  are  practically  across 
the  street  from  each  other. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  Did  you  eyer  meet  his  timid  brother ) 

Mr.  WiNTBB.  No,  sir. 

The  Chaibman.  The  only  relation  you  haye  with  them  is  merely 
that  of  an  adyertiser  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Yes.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  is  the  foremost 
shipping  paper  in  New  York,  and  all  we  do  is  to  adyertise  our 
sailings. 

The  Chaibman.  You  neyer  send  them  news  items? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  No,  sir.  We  always  send  news  items  of  a  new  ship 
or  anything  of  that  sort,  of  course. 

The  Chaibman.  No  news  items  that  could  possibly  be  considered 
as  affecting  in  any  way  any  legislation  ? 

^  Mr.  WiNTEB.  No.  New  features  we  introduce  on  our  steamer  or 
Une  we  send  to  them,  as  we  do  to  all  newspapers,  as  a  matter  of  publio 
news. 

The  Chaibman.  You  haye  neyer,  nor  has  anyone  connected  with 
yom*  company,  to  the  best  of  your  knowledge,  done  anything  to  influ-* 
ence  le^iation  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Absolutely  nothing. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Do  you  know  of  any  line  that  might  be  called  a 
regularly  established  line  that  has  made  application  to  enter  the  con* 
ference  and  been  refused  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  None  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  How  many  regularly  established  lines  are  there 
outside  of  the  conference  now  f 

Air.  WiNTEB.  Tn  the  trans- Atlantic  trade,  I  do  not  think  there  are 
any  outside  of  the  Thomson  Line  and  the  Uranium  line.  They  ar^ 
the  only  two  lines  outside. 

Mr.  LONGWOBTH.  What  is  the  Thomson  Line  ? 
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'Mr.  WiNtEB.  The  Thomson  Line  is  a  freight  line,  or  was  for  many 
years. 

"Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  Rtmning  where  1 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Running  between  Canadian  and  British  ports,  and 
they  also  had  a  service  to  Italy  and  to  Mediterranean  ports,  and  in 
1909  they  decided  to  run  some  passenger  vessels  also.^  1  think  they 
have  two  to  the  Mediterranean  and  two  or  three  to  Continental  ports — 
I' think  to  Antwerp,  but  I  am  not  sin*e  about  that  as  to  the  ports. 

Mr.  LoT^GwoBTH.  That  is  a  regularly  established  line  1 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Oh,  yes;  it  is  an  old  Ime. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  They  have  never  made  an  application  to  join? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Yes;  they  have.     The  application  is  pending  now. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Oh,  1  did  not  understand  that. 

Mr.  IViNTEB.  It  is  pending  now. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  They  have  appUed  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Yes;  and  the  application  is  pending  now  on  the  bther 
dide. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then  there  is  no  line  except  the  Uranium  Line 
that  has  not  applied  for  membership  ? 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  Absolutely  none  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  believe  that  is  all,  Mr.  Chairman. 

'Mr.  WiNTEB.  Mr.  Fourman  made  a  statement  here  yesterday  that 
Me^rage  subsistence  on  board  ship  on  his  line  was  20  to  30  cents 

Mr.  LONGWOBTH  (interposing).  That  is  a  question  I  intended  to 
ask  you.     How  much  is  your  subsistence  1 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  I  think  on  our  regular  Unes  we  calculate  on  43  to  48 
<$ent8  "a  day 'for  food  at  least.  Tliat  may  have  been  increased,  how- 
ever, by  the  recent  advanced  cost  of  everything. 

^Mr.  Hawley.  There  was  a  statement  made  yesterday — ^to  which  I 
want  to  call  your  attention  for  your  comment  if  you  desire — relative 
to  the  spies  that  were  at  the  Uranium  wharves.  Have  you  aiiy 
comment  to  make  on  that  ? 

Mr.  WiKteb.  No.     I  do  not*  know  of  anything  of  that  sort. 

The  Chaibman.  Is  there  any  other  statement  you  wish  to  make*? 
If  so,  you  may  make  it  at  this  time. 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  I  do  not  know;  I  think  I  have  covered  th^ 'field.  I 
have  explained  the  control  stations  to  you. 

This  is  a  system  of  cooperation  that  we  have;  that  is  ^11. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Of  course  all  this  matter  that  comes  before  the 
eotiilmittee  of  thilt  nature  is  ndt  so  much  on  the  general  c^uestion  of 
wh^thdr  it  is  &  combination  or  for  or  against  the  mip  subsidy.  It  is 
only  a  question  of  whether  there  has  oeen  any  improper  influence 
used  on  Congress. 

Ifr.WmTEH.  Absolut^  none. 

Mr.  Ixmo^otoft.  Can  you  tell  us  anjrthing  at  all  about  taiy 
influence 

Mr.  WiNTEB  (interrupting).  Absolutely  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWoirTte.  "Proper  or  improper  f 

Mr.  WiNTEB.  I  think  the  word  *' subsidy"  is  not  uised  in  the  con- 
fe¥^n<^.  It  ^is  not  'ititeredtfaig  them  at  all.  The  onlv  tommeiit  I 
harre'hfdard  ih-shipping  circles  about  it  dt  all  wte  the  fact  that  we  are 
''all  damned  up  and  down  without  any  cause.'' 
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Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  Did  vou  ever  hear,  until  you  heard  yertesday, 
that  any  newspaper  had  been  approached  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  One  way  or  the  other  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Have  you  any  idea  of  what  the  circulation  of 
this  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  is  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.  I  could  probably  get  the  figures;  but  I  do  not 
know,  so  I  could  not  testify  now  on  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  the  moat  prominent  business  newspaper 
that  is  interested  in  the  shipping  question,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Well,  yes;  it  is  the  commercial  paper  there.  If  a 
shipper  is  looking  for  any  information  on  that  point,  he  goes  to  the 
Journal  of  Commerce.  It  is  an  old-estabUfihed  paper,  it  was  con- 
solidated with  the  Commercial  BuUetin  and  enjoys  a  very  high 
reputation. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  has  been  always  regarded  as  a  paper  of  high 
character  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  it  has  a  high  standing  in  the  business  world  t 

Mr.  Winter.  Yes;  absolutely  so. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Suppose  that  some  man  representing,  say,  the 
shipping  interests,  that  were  in  favor  of  a  ship  subsidy,  were  to  desire 
to  buy  the  editorial  policy  of  a  paper,  would  he  be  apt  to  go  to  the 
New  1  ork  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  I  do  not  know.  If  he  could  get  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce, you  see  what  he  would  do.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  has 
always  been  antisubsidy.  If  he  could  get  one  single  column  or  one 
single  paragraph  in  favor  of  subsidy,  he  would  damn  the  policy  of 
the  paper  forever.  He  would  destroy  it.  If  one  single  paragraph 
prosubsidy  were  to  appear  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce  after  its  years 
of  policy  the  other  way,  of  course  they  could  never  write  another 
word  against  subsidy  again. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  think  that  would  be  worth  a  lai^  amoimt 
of  money  ? 

Mr.  Winter.  If  the  interests. had  that  amount  of  money,  I  think 
so.  But  it  is  such  a  dastardly  proposition  I  should  say  the  man 
would  get  out  damned  quick. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Of  course,  it  was  no  unusual  experience  for  the 
paper,  you  understand,  to  be  approadied  on  that  question  or  kindred 
^luestions.  That  may  have  accounted  for  the  prolongation  of  the 
interview; 

The  Chairman.  That  seems  to  be  ail,  Mr.  Winter. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Could  I  contradict  some  of  Mr.  Winter's  state- 
m^ita) 

The  Chairman.  I  understand,  Mr.  Fourman,  you  expect  to  be 
here  to-^morrow  or  on  Monday,  and  I  thought  we  would  wait  until 
we.iget  the  testimony  written  out, -and  then  put  you  on  the  stand  if 
you  desire  to  make  any  statement.  I  thougkt  it  would  be  better  to 
wait  until  w)e  had  the  testimony  in  writing. 

Mr.  Winter,  I  think  we  can  now  merely  thank  you  and  tell  you  me 
are  through  with  you. 

The  committee  will  now  stand  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning. 

(Thereupon,  at  3.45  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  imtil 
to-morrow,  Friday,  January  27,  1911,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.)

Garrett. 

TESTIMOVT  OF  PAXTL  G.  FOUSKAV. 

Paul  G.  Fourman,  having  been  heretofore  duly  sworn,  was  re- 
called and  testified  as  follows: 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  Just  proceed  in  your  own  way,  Mr.  Fourman. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Yes,  sir. 

I  just  want  to  contradict  some  of  Mr.  Winter's  statements,  for 
instance: 

Mr.  Winter  claims  that  left-over  passengers  are  taken  care  of  bj 
bis  own  steamers,  when  a  steamer  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  is 
against  our  steamer.  This  is  not  true.  They  are  usually  taken  by 
a  steamer  of  a  different  line  altogether. 

With  regard  to  rates:  We  claun  that  $28  is  a  regular  rate  for  our 
steamers,  which  are  much  smaller  and  of  less  tonnage  than  their 
steamers,  like  the  George  Washington  of  the  North  German  Lloyd, 
or  the  Auguste  Victoria  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line,  which 
are  put  agamst  our  smaller  ships. 

Mr.  Winter  said  that  the  expense  to  maintain  a  passenger  on  board 
a  ship  is  not  30  cents  a  day,  but  that  it  costs  40  cents  a  day.  Let  us 
agree  that  it  is  40  cents,  which  is  only  a  difference  of  10  cents;  and  as 
their  steamers  are  usually  8  and  10  day  boats,  on  accoimt  of  a  differ^ 
ence  of  80  cents  or  $1 ,  they  chaige  a  rate  of  $38  against  our  rate  of  $28. 

With  regard  to  Russian  outward  passengers,  it  is  not  only  the 
German  lines  that  have  the  privilege^  of  taking  them  without  any 

Eassports,  or  without  money,  as  Mr.  Winter  claimed.  The  Red  Star 
line,  the  Holland-American  Line,  and  a  good  many  other  lines,  not 
particularly  German  steamship  lines,  have  the  same  privilege. 

If  Mr.  Winter  claims  that  they  are  gradually  increasing  the  tonnage 
of  their  steamers,  and  are  improving  the  steamers,  and  so  on,  it  is 
more  due  to  the  cabin  trade  than  to  uie  steerage  trade. 

With  regard  to  railway  commissions,  Mr.  mnter's  statement  that 
the  coiif erence  lines  receive  them  because  they  alone  assist  the  rail- 
way companies  in  paying  less  commission  to  various  agents  who 
would  give  them  a  certam  number  of  passengers,  or  peddle  these 
passengers  aroimd  from  one  company  to  another,  is  incorrect.  We 
also  assist  these  railway  companies  and  we  receive  the  same  slips  as 
all  other  steamship  companies  receive,  stamped  by  the  various  a^nts 
of  the  railway  lines.  I  think  we  are  entitled  to  the  same  commission 
and  no  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the  railway  companies  bound 
with  the  agreement  by  the  conference  should  be  put  against  us,  and, 
besides  that,  not  all  of  the  steamship  agents  are  railway  agents. 

Mr.  Winter  claims  that  passengers  do  not  know  or  care  what  line 
they  use  or  what  steamers  they  take.  It  happened  quite  often  that 
passengers  asked  for  our  hne,  and  could  not  ootain  tickets  ht>m  the 
various  agents,  for  the  reason  that  the  agents  were  not  allowed  to 
book  for  us. 
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Then  Mr.  Winter  claimed  that  they  have  a  right  to  prohibit  their 
agents  from  seUing  tickets  for  our  line,  for  the  reason  that  they 
educated  these  agents,  and  put  them  on  their  feet,  and  so  on. 

Most  of  the  steamship  agents  are  also  engaged  in  foreign  banking: 
that  is,  in  transmitting  money  to  foreign  ban&;  and  a  ^ood  many  of 
them  were  made  by  foreign  bankers,  and  not  by  steamship  companies. 
As  far  as  that  goes,  we  also  established  some  agencies,  and,  as  Mr. 
Winter  claimed,  he  would  want  his  traveling  agent  to  see  to  it  that 
a  successful  man  represented  their  line;  yet  tney  bind  this  agent  with 
an  agreement  by  which  he  has  no  right  to  sell  any  tickets  for  an 
independent  line.     He  can  only  represent  the  Unes  in  the  conferences. 

Mr.  Winter  stated  here  that  the  reason  our  line  is  not  considered  a 
re^lar  line  is  because  it  has  changed  its  name  freauently.  First  of 
alt,  the  New  York  Continental  Lme  had  absolutely  nothing  to  do 
with  the  Northwest  Transport  or  with  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co. 
He  also  states  that  some  of  the  vessels  of  the  New  York  Continentid 
Line  were  attached  in  Rotterdam  for  a  disputed  coal  bill.  Neither 
of  these  reasons  gives  the  conference  a  right  to  discriminate  against 
us.  ^  Mr.  Winter  claims  that  the  steamers  of  his  line  had  regular 
sailings  on  Thursdays  for  the  last  15  years.  It  is  quite  true,  but  there 
were  quite  $  numoer  of  steamers  of  the  Hamburg-American  Line, 
White  Star  Line,  and  other  lines  put  on  Thursday  against  U9,  as, 
for  instance^  on  January  19,  the  steamer  Batavia,  of  the  Hamburg- 
American  Lme,  was  scheduled  to  sail,  and  after  the  case  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  court  the  Batavia  was  postponed 
for  Saturday,  January  21. 

The  steerage  rates  at  the  present  time^  of  the  other  Unes  vary 
from  $38  to  $40,  whereas  you  can  go  in  cabin  from  $45  to  $52,  whicn 
shows  that  steerage  passengers  are  made  to  pav  a  very  high  rate, 
for  the  reason  that  the  steerage  business  is  controlled  by  a  conference 
or  pool. 

Mr.  Winter  said  that  the  Holland-American  Line  was  a  weak  line, 
a  very  small  line,  and  it  had  built  up.  I  do  not  see  whv  we  can  not 
expect  that  our  line  may  also  build  up  in  the  future,  if  let  alone. 

Mr.  Winter  claimed  that  the  Russian  volunteer  fleet  lost  800,000 
rubles,  which  is  $400,000,  on  the  other  side,  and  that  because  the 
year  1908  was  very  bad  for  all  steamship  lines.  However,  no  con- 
ference steamship  lines  withdrew  from  service,  and  if  the  Russian 
volunteer  fleet,  carrying  some  50,000  passengers,  would  have  received 
the  $10  extra  which  they  always  wanted  and  advertised,  instead  of 
losing  the  $10  on  account  of  the  reductions  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
ference, they  would  have  made  $500,000  more,  which  is  1,000,000 
rubles,  and  besides  not  losing  the  money  they  would  have  made  a 
gain. 

Mr.  Winter  says  that  we  pay  as  high  as  $5  commission.  We  do 
not.  We  pay  $3;  but  we  do  pay  $4  commission  to  general  agents. 
That  an  agent  wants  to  give  a  part  of  his  commission  to  the  pas- 
senger can  not  be  controUed  by  us.  Furthermore,  since  agents  are 
commissioned,  they  do  not  get  a  percentage  from  the  conference  lines. 
I  do  not  see  why  an  agent  should  not  get  more,  because  at  times  the 
tickets  cost  $40—1  mean  the  steerage  tickets — and  he  does  not  get 
more  than  $2  commisdon.  The  Russian  East  Asiatic  Steamship. 
Co.  was  originally  controlled  by  the  Hamburg-American  Line.  The 
general  representative  in  this  country  for  the  Russian  East  Asiatic 
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Line  was  Mr.  Emil  Boas,  who  is  also  the  the  general  director  for  the 
Hambure- American  lone. 

This  Kussian  East  Asiatic  Co.  was  put  up  immediateb'  after  the 
beginning  of  the  service  of  the  Bussian  volunteer  fleet.  Tne  steamers 
of  the  East  Asiatic  at  that  time  were  mostly  chartered  boats,  some  old 
German  steamers,  and  the  reputation  of  the  Hussian  East  Asiatic  Line 
was  so  bad  that  the  Hamburg-American  Line  considered  it  best  to 
withdraw  that  service.  One  of  the  steamers  of  the  Russiaiji  Ea^ 
Asiatic  fleet  at  that  tin^e,  the  Korea,  was  under  way  to  New  York, 
and  the  line  cabled  to  C.  B..  Richard  &  Co.,  who  were  the  agents  of  the 
Russian  volunteer  fleet,  whether  they  would  not  take  care  of  their 
steamer.  Messrs.  C.  B.  Richard  &  Co.,  being  general  agents  for  the 
Russian  volunteer  fleet  at  that  time,  declinea  tne  agency.  The  Rus- 
sian East  Asiatic  fleet  found  some  new  agents  in  this  countiyiuad 
continued  their  service,  and  were  actually  made  to  join  the  conference 
for  the  reason  that  they  could  not  exist  on  an  independent  basis. 

I^.  Winter  says  that  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.'s  passeu^^ers  are 
carried  to  Canada  for  the  benefit  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway 
Co.  Tliis  is  not  true.  The  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Co.  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co .  or  its  passengers.  Hie 
passengers  of  the  Uranium  Steamship  Co.  landing  at  Halifax  are 
forwarded  to  their  destination  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and 
by  the  Grand  Trunk. 

That  the  Canadian  Northern,  sometimes  called  the  Royal  Line,  with 
their  two  steamers,  the  Royal  George  and  the  Royal  Edtpard,  joined  the 
conference  is  not  due  to  tne  fact  that  they  applied  for  it.  They  put 
excellent  steamers  on  the  service  between  Bristol  and  Canada,  tnple 
turbiners,  the  most  comfortable  boats  on  the  ocean,  and  just  after  the 
first  or  second  sailing  the  conference  saw  to  it  that  the  line  joined  the 
conference.  They  made  the  line  a  good  proposition  upon  which  to 
join  the  conference,  because  the  conference  was  afraid  of  such  strong 
competition  as  the  Royal  Line. 

Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  You  mean  that  they  issued  an  invitation  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  Yes,  sir.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  an  invita- 
tion or  not,  but  they  saw  to  it  that  thejr  joined  the  conference;  they 
suggested  to  the  Canadian  Northern  to  join  the  conference. 

Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  How  do  you  know  ? 

Mr.  FouEMAN.  Because  they  do  not  wait  six  months  or  one  year  or 
two  years  before  a  line  will  apply  to  join  the  conference.  They  make 
overtures.  A  smaller  line  like  ours  would  not  be  invited.  They 
would  rather  drive  us  off  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Mr.  LoNGWOETH.  How  do  you  know  they  made  overtures  ? 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  From  the  fact  that  the  Canadian  Northern,  or  Royal 
Line,  joined  the  conference  just  a  month  after  it  was  established. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  you  say  positively  that  they  were  invited  by 
the  conference. 

Mr.  FouRMAN.  I  did  not  see  the  invitation.  That  is,  I  don't  know 
whether  there  was  anvthing  in  letters  or  anything  like  that,  but  such 
excellent  ships  like  the  Royal  George  and  the  Royal  Edward,  of  the 
Royal  Line,  owned  by  a  Canadian  concern,  would  not  be  left  out 
until  they  had  asked  to  come  in.  The  Canadian  Northern  Railway  isi 
a  strong  concern,  a  very  powerful  and  rich  concern,  and  it  seems 
that  they  are  great  Canadian  patriots.    Their  ambition  was  to  have. 
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a  Canadian  line — ^which  is  not  the  onlj  one;  the  Canadian  Pacific  is 
al^o  a.  Canadian  line,  and  the  Allan  is  a  Canadian  line 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  You  simply  assumed,  because  they  were  goo4 
ships,  that  they  were  inyited  to  join  the.coqference  ? 

Mr.  FouBHAN.  Yes.  f^ 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH.  I  see. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  If  our  ships  were  as  fine  as^  the  t^vo.steamera  of  tha 
Ca^04iai^  Northern,  they,  would  siurely  invite  us,  bepausa  th^  would 
h^ve  been  a  stipnger  competition. 

TVith  regard  to  the  control  stations  mentioned,  by  Mr.  Winter,  I.  dp 
say  that  tney  work  in  cooperation  with  the.  steamship  companies,  in 
ocd^r  tp  coniiol  the  biiainess  of  the  independent  lines,  and  not  so  much 
with  regard  to  the  various  deportations,  as  Mr.  Wiatei;  claims,  from 
tbfi  frontiers,  because  a  good  many  times  they  keep  passenjgers  on 
th(&  border  for  a.  week  or.  10  days,  and  cable  to  their  relatayes;  f Qi) 
money  to  pinr  for  tickets  on  thos  other  lines^  an4  U^en,  whea  thas^ 
people  are  left  without  a  cent  on  the  border,  they  send  tbam  home. 

I  think  that  is  about  all  I  have  to  say. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  think  that  is  all,  then,  Mr.  Fourma^. 

Mr.  FouBMAN.  Thank  you. 

TESTUOHT  OF  AUTBED  Q.  SMITH. 

Alfred  G.  Smith  was  duly  sworn  and  testified  as  follows: 

Mr.  LoNawoBTH.  Will  you  please  state  your  name,  your  address, 

and  your  business,  Mr.  Smith  i 
Mr.  SMrrH.  Alfred    Gilbert    Smith;  address,    Greenwich,    CoI^l,; 

lousiness  address.  Pier  14,  East  River^  New  York;  business,  vice 

E resident  of  the  New  York  Cuban  Mail  Steamship  Co. — the  Ward- 
rine. 

lb.  LoNOWo^TH.  Have  you  any  information,  Mr.  Smith,  as  to 
whether  or  not  there  have  ever  been  any  corrupt  influences  used  iii; 
Washington  or  elsewhere  for  or  against  ship  subsidy? 

Mr.  Sbuth.  I  have  not,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  represent  the  New  York  &  Cuban  Mail  Steam- 
ship Co.  I 

Mr.  SMfTH.  I  do,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  i  our  ships  run  just  between  the  port  of  New  York 
and  the  ports  of  Cuba  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Between  New  York,  ports  in  Cuba,  the  Bahamas,  and. 
ports  in  Mexico. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  have  any  assistance  from  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  $200,000  a  year  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  $200,000  a  year;  yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yi^at  is  the  arrangement  between  you  and^the 
Govemm<Bnt  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  We  have  a  contract  with  the  Post  Office  Department, 
a  contract  that  is  based  on  the  law  of  March  3,  1891.  We  receive 
ool^pensation  on  a  rate,  according  to  the  mileage  that  we  r.un  out- 
bound. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  it  is  based  upon  the  mileage,  or  upon  the  servipe, 
ol  carrying  the  mail  ? 
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Mr.  Smith.  It  is  based  on  the  mileage,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  in  return  for  that  compensation,  what  do  jou 
do  for  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  Smfth.  We  have  built  ships,  and  we  operate  ships  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  that  contract — cany  American  citizens  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  have  built  the  ships  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  looking  to  their  conver- 
sion into  cruisers,  auxiliary  cruisers  or  transpK)rts,  and  we  are  com- 
mitted by  that  contract  to  turn  those  ships  over  to  the  Govern- 
ment if  required  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  Hawley.  At  a  fixed  price  ? 

Mr.  SiirrH.  At  a  price  to  be  determined  by  appraisers  appointed 
by  the  Government  and  ourselves. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  should  this  contract  be  made  with  the  Post 
Office  Department  rather  than  with  some  other  department — ^the 
Treasury  Department,  for  instance  ? 

Mr.  SMrrH.  I  presume  because  it  has  as  a  basis  the  transportation 
of  the  mails. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  are  interested,  then,  in  subsidy  legislation,  in  a 
general  way  ? 

Mr.  Smfth.  We  are,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  you  found  the  other  shipping  lines  with 
whom  you  may  come  in  competition  opposed  to  the  suosidy  legisla- 
tion ? 

Mr.  Smfth.  I  donH  know  exactly  how  to  answer  that  question. 
There  has  been  no  direct  opposition;  but  I  presume  that  that  exists 
on  the  part  of  the  foreign  hues. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  are  an  American  line,  sailing  under  the  American 
flag? 

Mr.  Smfth.  Yes:  absolutely. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  are  tne  principal  competing  lines  with  your 

Mr.  Smfth.  At  present,  direct  from  New  York,  we  have  the 
Hambui^^-American  Line  and  the  Royal  Mail  Steamship  Packet  Co., 
I  think  it  is  called. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  opposition  they  have 
made,  if  you  know  of  any  opposition  that  they  have  made  to  the 
subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  Smfth.  No,  sir;  I  am  not  aware  that  they  have  opposed  any 
subsidy  legislation,  any  more  than  we  hear  from  ordinary  gossip, 
in  conversation  amons  business  men  and  shipping  men  in  general. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  that  conversation  that  you  have  hiwi  on  the 
subject,  have  you  ever  heard  it  suggested  by  a  responsible  party  that 
moneys  had  been  raised  to  carry  on  a  campai^f 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  I  say  that  most  emphatically. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  have  never  heard  of  any  money  or  any  other 
means  by  which  men  might  be  compensated  for  their  activities, 
being  used  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Absolutelv  no. 

Mr.  LoNQWORTH.  Did  you  ever  know  or  hear  of  a  case  where  any 
paper  was  approached  to  lend  its  influence  for  or  against  the  ship 
subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  The  first  I  heard  of  that  was  when  I  read  it  in  the  Times 
a  day  or  two  ago — the  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Dodsworth. 
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Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  Does  your  company  advertise  in  the  Journal  of 
Commerce? 

Mr.  SiOTH.  It  does  on  a  very  smaU  scale.  We  advertise  in  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  in  order  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  shippers, 
who  always  refer  to  that  paper  when  making  their  shipments,  to  see 
how  the  sailings  are — what  vessels  we  have  on  the  berth;  our  chief 
advertising  is  done  in  other  papers,  in  an  effort  to  secure  passenger 
traffic. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  What  papers  do  you  advertise  in  ?  How  many, 
generally  speaking  ? 

\ir.  SiftTH.  We  advertise  in  the  Times,  in  the  Sun,  in  the  Mail  and 
Bxpress,  and  other  papers  west,  east,  in  various  places;  and  we  also 
do  some  magazine  advertising.  But  we  do  not  advertise  to  the  extent 
that  other  Tines  advertise  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  for  purely 
economical  reasons. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  Are  their  advertising  rates  high  t 

Mr.  SMrra.  Very  high. 

Mr.  LoNowoBTH.  In  the  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  SMrrH.  Yes,  sir;  proportionately  to  what  other  papers  charget 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  How  much  higher,  say,  than  the  New  York 
Times,  or  the  Sun  1 

Mr.  Smith.  I  judge,  sir,  only  by  what  we  pay.  We  pay,  on  an 
average,  for  a  very  small  space,  about  $500  a  year.  Witn  the  sheet 
before  me  you  could  perhaps  lorm  some  idea  as  to  what  the  other 
advertisements  pay. 

Mr.  Hawlbt.  How  much  would  you  pay  for  that  advertisement 
in^e  THmes,  for  instance,  or  the  Sun,    tor  the  same  amount  of 

Mr.  Smith.  I  can  only  guess.  I  have  no  information  at  present  to 
answer  that  question  correctly  or  acc\irately. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  thought  you  had  advertised  in  those  papers. 

Mr.  Smith  We  do,  sir;  but  I  say  I  personally  could  not  tell  you 
now  what  we  pay. 

Mr.  BLawlbt.  You  are  not  in  charge  of  the  advertising  ? 
^  Mr.  Smith.  No.    That  matter  is  entirely  in  chaise  of  the  adver- 
tising agent  we  employ  for  that  purpose  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  On  tne  dates  or  your  sailings,  do  the  two  lines  you 
mentioned  have  sailings  also  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  At  present,  as  the  schedule  is  at  present,  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  they  ever  endeavored  to  compete  with  you  in 
that  way  ? 

Mr  Smith.  They  are  certainly  sohciting  traffic. 

Mr.  BLawley.  What  experience  have  you  had  in  the  matter  of 
cutting  rates  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  In  the  question  of  rates,  my  judgment  is  that  they 
have  not  cut  rates,  so  far. 

Mr.  BLawley.  They  never  have  cut  rates  in  order  to  take  passen- 
gers away  from  you  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir.  My  information  is,  and  it  is  based  on  what 
the  traffic  men  report  to  me,  that  they  are  maintaining  practically 
the  same  rates  that  we  are  at  present  cnai^in^. 

I  am  alludi^  now  to  the  Hamburg  line,  wmch  is  the  line  that  runs 
to  Habana.  Tiie  Royal  Mail  does  not  go  to  Habana;  consequently, 
they  are  not  in  direct  competition  between  the  ports  that  we  serve. 


Mr,.  Hawlby.  Does  the  same  statement  apply  to. freight  rates  ajao? 

Mr.  SifrrH.  I  am  referring  both  to  passengers  and  freight. 

Mr.  Gabbbxt.  Mr.  Smith,  does  the'  editonal  atititude  of  a  paper 
toward  the  merchant-marine  li^gielation  have^,  ejxy  conjt^l  overt  you 
in  placing  your  advertiaiag? 

Mr.  SMrr^.  No,  sir;  in  so  far  as  our  company^  is  conoemed;  npi^ 
wha^^ver.  Wa  have  abaolutdy  no  rdationa  with,  any  newspapers 
other  than,  as  I  have  said,  b^  advertising. 

Mr.  Gabbett*  And- the  position  of  the  pap0r,  editorially,  uppn  legis- 
lation, does  not  control  you  in  placing  your  advertiaemanta? 

Mr.  Smith.  Absolutely  not. 

Mr%  GABBBm  For  instance,  the  fact  that  the  Journal  of  Conu^aooe 
and  Commercial  Bulletin,  is  an  antisubsidy  paper  does  not  have  any 
influence  as  to  the  amount  of  advertising  that. you  place  with  it? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  assure  you  that  it  has  aosolutely  no  influence.  W,e 
use  the  paper  because  it  is.  the  m^um.  o£  reaching  the  shippers. 
That  is  recognized  as  a  commercial  paper.  The  shippers  refer  to  it 
constantly  to  learn  the  sailings  th^re  are-^what  vessels  are  goin^; 
and  it  is  for  that  purpose  that  we  advertise  in  that  paper.  It  is 
profitable  to  us  to  advertise  in  that  paper. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  you  place  all  your  advertising  upon  a  strictly 
business  basis?' 

Mr^  Shith,.  Absolutely;,  in-  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  with  re^^epfe 
U>  freight — I  think  I  said  that  before — and  in,  other  papers  that  ar^ 
not  consulted  by  shippers,  in  order  to  attract  the-  attention  of  pDQik- 
pective  passengers* 

Mr«  BUwlet.  Are  your  passenger  rates  about  t|ie  same  as  those  c^- 
the  Hamburg-American  Line  to  Habana  ?  * 

Mf.  Smith.  Our  passenger  rates  have  been  fixed  for  some  time  past, 
and  they  are  charging  the  same  rates  to-day.  They  have  modificar 
tions  in  respect,  for  instance,  to  tours  or  round  trips.  They  will  offer 
certain  inducements  to  a  passenger,  taking  him,  taking  care  of  him 
in  port,  say  at  Habana,  and  bringing  him  oack  for  a  fixed  sum**^.  I^ 
that  respect  they  differ  from  our  methods.  We  charge  a  str^ht 
rate  going  and  a  straight  rate  coming,  or  we  will  issue  a  return  ticket 
with  a  certain  reduction,  but  we  have  not  gone  into  the  so-K^ed 
hotel  proposition. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Your  line  is  a  member  of  the  Mediterranean  Confeiw 
ence,  is  it  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  You  mean  the  Atlantic  Conference,  so  called  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  Atlantic  Conference;  yes. 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir.  I  am  a- member  of  a  committee  of  the  Atlantic 
Conference.  I  was  invited  to  join  that  couference,  and  I  am  pre- 
sumed to  represent  the  local  or  coastwise  lines  or  the  smaller  liQM 
that  are  not  engaged  in  trans-Atlantic  service.  At  these  cooferenoes, 
however,  we  omy  discuss,  or  have  so  far  discussed,  matters,  that  per»- 
tain  to  ail  companies  in  the  port  of  New  York,  sucn  as.  customs  cegu- 
lations,  pilotages,  and  things  that  affect  all  lines  aUke. 

Mr.  HUwlet.  Has  the  question  of  raAes  ever  been  discussed  wl^en 
you  were  in  the  committee? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  was  never  discussed,  for  the  same  reason — tha|;  wo 
have  no  interest  whatever  in  the  trans-Atlantic  rates  other  tjian  apy 
other  ordinary  shipper  or  receiver  would  have. 
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Mr.  BLawlet.  Or  was  the  question  of  subsidy  l^islation  ever 
discussed  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  question  has  never  arisen.  This  committee  haa 
only  chaise,  as  I  understand  it,  of  these  questions  that  I  h^we  just 
alluded  to.  For  instance,  we  have  had  a  conferenM  <fT  two  with  the 
collector  of  the  port  with  r^ard  to  the  Leet  methods  of  handling  the 
baggage  so  as  to  expedite  it.  We  bave  had  the  question  of  goods 
that  go  to  the  appraiser!s  stores  for  examination,  the  best  way  to 
have  those  ^oods  ^o  through  expeditiously,  and  matters  of  that  sort^ 
that  affect  tne  entire  coomierce  of  the  port,  irrespective  of  the  line. 

Mr.  Gabbstt.  Have  you  ever  taken  any  interest  in  subsidy  legis- 
lation,? 

Mr.  Smith»  Since  1000  or  1901  we  have  taken  no  interest  whatever 
in  shipping  legislation  or  subsidy  legislation  of  any  sort.  I  think  that 
it  was  at  mat  time  that  the  Hanna-Payne  bill  was  under  discussion, 
and  we  have  taken  no  further  interest  pro  or  against. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  interest  did  you  take  at  that  time  ? 

iSi.  Smith.  Prior  to  that  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  No;  at  that  time  and  prior  to  that. 

Mr.  Smeth.  We  were  concerned,  as  we  have  always  been  concerned, 
with  shipping  legislation  in  general,  and  we  made  every  consistent 
effort  to  have  the  so-called  Merchant  Marine  Commission  appointed, 
in  order  that  the  thing  might  be  thoroughly  thrashed  out. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  was  appointed  in  1904,  was  it  not? 

Mr.  Smith.  Two  or  three  years  after  that,  yes;  as  I  recall  it. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  form  did  your  activities  in  that  behalf  take  t 

Mr.  Smith.  Simply  these:  We  Kept  in  touch  with  our  representa- 
tive in  Washington,  who  kept  in  touch  with  the  situation  by  watch- 
ing what  was  going  on  in  Cfongress,  sending  to  us  the  bills  that  had 
been  presented,  and  Lovitin^  our  criticism  of  these  bills.  In  a  gen- 
eral way,  as  I  say,  keeping  m  touch  with  the  situation  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Garrett,  what  effort,  if  any,  did  you  make  to  reach  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  or  Senators  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  We  have  never  seen  a  Representative  or  Senator  in 
connection  with  those  bills. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  ever  have  them  seen  on  your  behalf? 

Mr.  Smith.  Our  representative  maj^  have  seen  them,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  our  representative  here. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Who  was  that  representative  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  S.  C.  Neale. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Living  in  Washington  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  He  lives  in  Washington,  yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  At  the  present  time  ? 

Mr.  Smith,  YeS;  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  In  what  capacity  does  he  represent  you  here  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  He  represents  us  nere  before  the  departments.  He 
attends  to  the  collection  of  our  mail  moneys,  takes  matters  before 
the  departments  as  thev  arise — the  Navy  Department,  for  instance, 
in  the  transportation  of  supplies  to  the  naval  station  in  Cuba;  with 
the  Post  Office  Department  in  connection  with  the  schedules  of  our 
vessels,  carrying  of  the  mails;  with  the  State  Department,  if  per- 
chance we  have  some  matter  that  should  properly  come  before  it  in 
connection  with  our  business  with  Cuba  and  Mexico,  and  soon;  all 
bills  that  affect  our  company  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  way,  be  it 
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immigration,  be  it  quarantine,  Treasury  orders,  and  so  forth,  are 
kept  m  toucn  with  by  him  and  reported  to  us. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  say  since  about  1900  or  1901,  at  the  time  the 
Hanna-Payne  bill  was  pending,  you  have  not  taken  any  interest  in 
lerislation.     Why  is  this  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  For  the  reason  that  we  felt  that  there  was  no  hope  of 
passing  a  general  bill  that  would  in  any  way  benefit  our  company, 
rrior  to  tnat  there  had  been  some  thought  expressed  that  a  bill 
might  pass  that  would  affect  vessels  that  we  haa  in  the  trade  then 
that  were  not  under  contract  with  the  United  States  Goyemment, 
and  which  therefore  received  no  benefit  from  the  Government. 
There  was  some  talk  there  of  a  general  bounty  bUI  or  subsidy  bill 
affecting  vessels  of  every  description.  That  interested  us  at  that 
time. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  legislation  now  proposed  and  pending  would  be 
of  no  benefit  to  vou  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Absolutely  no  benefit  to  us.  As  I  understand  it,  it 
refers  only  to  vessels  in  the  South  American  trade,  in  which  we  are 
not  concerned. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  many  vessels  have  you  in  the  trans-Atlantic 
service? 

Mr.  Smith.  They  are  not  trans-Atlantic,  sir;  they  are  practically 
coastwise  vessels,  you  know. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Well  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  You  mean  in  the  foreign  service  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes;  in  the  foreign  service. 

Mr.  Smith.  We  have  13  vessels. 

Mr.  Garrett.  That  ply  between  New  York  and  European  ports  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir;  we  do  not  go  to  Europe.  I  stated  to  the  com- 
mittee that  we  went  to  the  Bahamas,  to  Cuba,  and  to  Mexico. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  do  not  go  across  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  ;  we  do  not  go  across. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  all  of  your  vessels  carry  mails  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  All  the  ships  carry  mail. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  particular  conference  do  you  belong  to  ? 
There  are  four  of  them,  1  think. 

Mr.  Smith.  We  have  a  representative  in  the  so-called  Caribbean 
Conference.  I  have  never  attended  any  of  the  conferences^  but  my 
assistant  has.  The  deUberations  there  have  been  in  line  with  those 
of  the  committee  of  which  I  am  a  member. 

Mr.  Hawi.ey.  And  that  committee  of  which  you  are  a  member 
belongs  to  what  conference  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  To  the  Atlantic  Conference. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  ever  see  the  publication  called  the  American 
Flag? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  can  not  recall  it  now.     Is  it  a  Cleveland  publication  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes. 

Mr.  Smith.  Then,  I  have  seen  it,  sir;  but  it  is  a  good  long  time  ago 
since  I  have  seen  it. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  orgaiiization  at  Cleve- 
land for  which  the  -Ajnerican  Flag  was  the  publication  ? 
V    Mr.  Smith.  The  only  thing  I  know  is  that  I  saw  a  Mr.  Penton,  who 
was  very  much  interested  in  that.     I  met  him  many  years  ago.     I 
have  not  seen  him  for  a  long  time. 
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Mr.  Hawlet.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  league  at  Cleveland  1 
^  Mr.  Smifh.  I  think  that  I  contributed  S2 ;  yes,  sir,  as  a  subscrip- 
tion at  that  time.     I  have  not  contributed  for  some  years  past. 

Mr.  JSawlet.  They  raised  a  fund  for  the  purposes  of  tne  league. 
Did  you  contribute  to  that  fund  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  We  did  not  contribute,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Were  you  ever  asked  to  contribute  any  money  in 
behalf  of  the  shipping  legislation? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sur. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Or  anyone  contribute  for  you  t 

Mr.  Smith.  Not  one  cent,  sir;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Mr.  Smith,  do  you  know  of  any  fund  being  raised 
in  furthering  l^islation  either  for  or  against  ship-subsidy  l^islation  I 

Mr.*SMiTH.  1  do  not,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  such  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  have  never  heard  of  such  a  thing.  I  have  heard  of 
the  so-called  foreign  steamship  lobbv.  It  is  a  matter  of  general 
gossip.    But  I  have  never  heard  of  a  fund  being  raised. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Did  you  hear  the  names  of  those  who  were  sup- 
posed to  be  members  of  that  foreign  steamship  lobby? 

Mr.  Smith.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  It  was  a  sort  of  an  intangible  organization  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Exactly  as  you  have  expressed  it.  The  belief  is  ^en* 
eral.  There  is  a  conviction  among  many  that  such  a  thing  exists, 
but  I  can  not  say  that  such  a  thing  exists. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Is  it  also  the  belief  that  there  is  some  sort  of  an 
intanmble  organization  interested  in  the  ship-subsidy  legislation — 
in  its  Dehalf ,  1  mean  t 

Mr.  Smith.  In  its  behalf  ? 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Yes;  in  behalf  of  ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  know  of  no  such  movement  at  aU,  to-day. 

I  want  to  repeat  what  I  said  before,  gentlemen^  that  for  the  last 
10  years  we  have  taken  no  interest  whatever  in  this  legislation. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Are  you  interested,  or  is  your  finn  interested  in 
anv  ship  building  concern?  ^ 

iir.  Smith.  We  are  not  interested  in  any  ship  building  concern 
at  all. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Are  you  interested,  or  is  your  finn  interested,  in 
any  other  line  but  the  one  that  you  represent  directly  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Only  the  line  that  I  represent.  I  want  to  correct  that. 
We  have  interests  as  stockholders  in  other  lines — lines  that  are  oper- 
ated in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  operated  in  Cuba. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  And  which  ply  between  the  American  ports  and 
European  ports  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  They  do  not  ply  between  American  and  European  ports 
at  all.  These  vessels  ply  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  coast  of  Cuba. 
We  also  are  owners,  as  stockholders,  of  a  number  of  hghters,  tugs, 
transfer  boats,  that  are  enrolled  or  registered  under  the  Cuban  and 
Mexican  laws. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  These  lines  that  you  refer  to  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
are  connecting  lines  ? 

Mr.  SsnTH.  Yes.  • 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Used  as  connecting  lines  ? 
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Mr.  Smith.  Exactly.  They  are  purely  local  or  coastwise  lines,  and 
must  necessarily  be  enrolled  or  registered  under  the  laws  of  those 
countries  so  that  they  can  be  operated. 

*Mr.  Garrett.  The  contracts  which  you  have  with  the  Govern- 
ment for  carrying  mails — that  is  to  say,  the  subsidy  or  bounty  which, 
you  receive  for  carrying  mails — is  for  carrying  mails  between  ports  of 
this  country  and  those  countries,  is  it  not  1  You  receive  no  bounty 
for  carrying  mails  from  one  port  of  this  country  to  another  port  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  Xot  of  this  country. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  mean  from  one  port  of  this  country  to  another 
port  of  this  country.     You  receive  no  bountv  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  We  receive  pay  for  carrving  the  mails  from  New  York 
to  Habana  and  for  carrying  the  mails  from  New  York  to  aeveril 
ports  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  outbound. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Do  you  carry  mails  on  the  return  trip  to  the  United 
States  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  We  bring  the  Mexican  and  the  Cuban  mails.  We 
receive  no  pay. 

Mr.  Garrett.  No  pay  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  pay  whatever  from  this  Government. 

Mr.  Hawley.  For  carrying  the  inbound  mails? 

Mr.  Smith.  No  pay  whatever.  The  pay  is  based  on  the  outward 
mileage  that  has  been  determined  l>y  the  Navy  Department  to 
Habana  and  to  ports  in  Mexico. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  could  you  maintain  that  service  without  the 
bounty  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  It  would  be  a  struggle.  It  would  depend,  of  course, 
very  largely  on  traffic  conditions.  The  bounty  is  of  material  assist- 
ance to  us. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Suppose  the  Government  liad  no  such  arrangement 
with  you  for  the  carrying  of  its  outbound  mails.  What  would  it 
cost  the  Government  to  carry  the  outbound  mails  that  you  now 
carry  to  the  several  ports  to  which  you  distribute  them  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  The  Government  woiud  send  the  mails  then,  and  pay 
for  them  in  accordance  with  the  weight  carried,  I  should  ]U(^e. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  would  it  cost  the  Government,  m  your 
opinion? 

Afr.  Smfth.  I  do  not  know;  but  it  would  be  very  much  less  tlian 
we  are  receiving. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Much  less  than  you  a>re  receiving? 

Mr.  Smith.  Yes,  sir.  The  contract  for  these  maHs  is  coupled,  as 
you  possibly  know,  with  the  construction  of  ahij^a^  according  to 
certam  requirements,  the  ^  carrying  of  American  citizens  on  weoe 
ships,  the  making  of  certain  speed  in  transit;  the  vessels  were  buUt 
specially  for  the  service,  and  coet  the* company  a  ^eat  deal  more 
tnan  tliey  would  have  cost  the  company  if  they  had  been  built  Yor 
ordinary  commercial  purposes;  and,  furthermore,  had  to  be  built  in 
this  countrv,  whereas  we  could  have  built  those  vessels  or  had  them 
constructed  abroad  at  a  considerably  less  cost  to  the  company. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  understand  the  particular  idea  in  these  arrange- 
ments is  that  the  vessels  should  be  taken  over  by  the  Government  if 
needed  for  transports  or  for  auxiliary  naval  service. 

Mr.  Smith.  Exactly;  at  any  time  tney  see  fit;  yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  Gabbett.  Mr.  Smith,  what  is  the  reputation  of  the  New  York 
Joujnal  of  Couunerce  for  integrity  as  to  its  policies? 

Mr.  Smith.  Speaking  for  myself,  sir,  I  think  that  it  is  a  paper  that 
stands  very  hign  in  the  conmiercial  conmiunity. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Is  it  generally  regarded  as  a  paper  of  integrity  1 

Mr.  Smith.  I  so  regard  it,  sir. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Would  you  care  to  sav  what  its  general  reputation 
is  in  the  business  world  in  that  respect  t 

Mr.  Smith.  I  think  I  have  answered  that  question,  sir.  I  am 
speaking  for  myself. 

Mr.  UABBETT.  Yes;  I  thought  maybe  you  could  answer  as  to  its 
^eneriJ  reputation  among  the  business  men  generally. 

Mr.  Smith.  I  hav«  not  discussed  that  matter  with  business  men; 
therefore  I  can  only  speak  for  mjself.  It  is  a  very  old  paper.  It  is 
consulted  and  read  by  shipping  mterests  particulariy,  daily,  referred 
to  constantly.  Its  decisions  on  questions  that  arise  and  are  referred 
to  the  paper  very  frequently  are  generally  received  as  authoritative. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Womd  you  say  that  its  poUcies  are  dictated  by 
othera  than  motives  of  integrity,  or  do  you  regard  its  editorial  policies 
as  being  wholly  dictated  from  motives  of  strict  intemty  ? 

Mr.  ^ith.  1  have  noted  alwajrs  that  its  editorials  nave  been  averse 
or  hostile  to  shipping  legislation  in  favor  of  American  ships.  That  is 
noted;  has  always  been  noted. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  it  supposed  that  the  paper  controls  its  own  policy 
or  that  it  is  controlled  by  some  outside  interest  1 

Mr.  Smith.  I  do  not  believe,  sir,  that  it  is  controlled  by  anj  out- 
sider. The  paper  derives  most  of  its  revenue,  I  judge,  from  foreign 
lines  in  the  way  of  advertising,  and  it  would  seem  to  me,  therefore, 
that  its  interest  would  be  to  lean  toward  that  side  as  a  matter  of 
business  poUcy. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  If  there  were  American  lines,  though,  they  would 
probably  advertise  there  also.  It  receives  its  revenue  from  American 
tines,  because  there  are  no  others  but  foreign  lines  ? 

Mr.  Smith.  That  is  true.  If  there  were  as  many'  American  lines 
running  across  the  Atlantic  as  there  are  foreign  lines,  there  is  no 
question  but  that  would  be  the  case.  But  the  few  American  lines 
tnat  are  in  existence  are,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  of  which  we  are 
one,  strictly  coastwise  lines.  They  do  not  need  to  advertise,  because 
they  are  operated  very  much  like  railroads  are  operated. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  But  it  would  doubtless  be  true  if  there  were  Ameri- 
can lines  operating  between  this  country  and  European  ports,  or  any 
other  ports  for  that  matter,  that  they  would  probably  advertise  in 
the  Journal  of  Commerce,  just  hke  the  foreign  unes  do  now? 

Mr.  Smith.  I  brieve  that  would  be  the  case;  yes. 

(Whereupon,  at  11.05  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  until 
Monday,  January  30,  1911,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.)

FUBTHES  TESTIMOVT  OF  JOHV  W.  DODSWOBTH. 

John  W.  Dodsworth,  heretofore  called  and  duly  sworn,  was  recalled 
and  testified  further  as  follows: 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Ijongworth,  will  you  proceed  with  the  exam- 
ination of  Mr.  Dodsworth? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  in  an  alleged  interview  with 
you,  pubUshed  yesterday  or  the  day  oefore,  you  made  this  statement 
with  regard  to  your  former  appearance  before  this  committee: 

When  a  man  is  on  the  stand  he  answers  the  questions  put  to  him.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  was  disappointed  at  the  line  of  questioning  followed  at  my  examination. 
I  was  anxious  to  tell  all  I  knew,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  I  was  not  anxious  to  make 
a  display  of  virtue.  It  was  largelv  because  of  the  disappointing  nature  of  my  exam- 
ination that  my  brother  went  to  Washington  armed  with  a  series  of  questions  designed 
to  bring  out  the  facts. 

On  that  occasion,  when  you  were  upon  the  witness  stand  in  New 
York,  you  were  asked  this  question: 

Do  you  know  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at  any  time  or  any  lobby  employed 
in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  legislation? 

Do  you  remember  what  your  answer  was  to  that  question  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  think  I  said  I  did  not  remember;  I  am  not  sure. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  the  question  was  asked: 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such? 

Do  you  remember  what  your  answer  was  to  that  ? 
Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  same. 
Mr.  Longworth.  You  said: 

I  do  not;  I  would  be  very  glad  to  tell  you  if  I  did. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Those  are  the  words.    The  intent  was  the  same. 

Mr.  Longworth.  If  you  were  present  at  an  interview  in  which 
your  paper  was  offered  $100,000  to  write  an  editorial  in  favor  of  ship- 
subsiay  legislation,  do  you  think  your  answer  to  that  was  correct  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  would  Uke  to  make  a  careful  reply  to  that.  I 
rather  expected  that  you  would  ask  that  question,  a  very  proper 
question  for  you  to  ask,  and  I  am  quite  glad  to  answer.  This  morn- 
ing at  the  hotel  I  dictated  an  answer  which  I  would  hke  to  read. 

There  has  been  a  misunderstanding  regarding  the  testimony  which 
I  gave  in  New  York  November  29  that  does  me  an  injustice,  and 
which,  therefore,  with  your  permission,  I  desire  to  correct. 

The  line  of  questionmg  put  before  me  by  the  committee  turned 
almost  exclusively  on  the  influence  of  foreign  shipping  interests  upon 
American  legislation,  and  I  frankly  told  you  all  I  knew.  My  answers 
were  based  upon  the  clear  beUef  that  you  were  seeking  information 
concerning  present  or  recent  movement^  affecting  legislation,  and  not 
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matters  20  or  30  years  old.  If  the  same  questions  were  asked  to-day 
under  the  same  conditions,  I  should  give  precisely  the  same  replies. 
^  To  those  inquiries  I  have  nothing  further  to  add.  I  wish  further 
to  say  that  no  questions  were  put  to  me  that  even  remotely  suggested 
the  information  obtained  from  my  brother,  which,  though  suostan- 
tially  correct,  had  no  bearing  whatever,  so  tar  as  I  can  see,  upon  the 
present  investigation. 

Just  another  word  I  would  like  to  add  to  that.  I  stated  there  that 
the — you  quote  me  as  saying  that  the  line  of  questioning  was  dis- 
appointing. It  was  so  to  me,  oecause  I  came  to  the  committee  expect- 
ing to  testify  upon  the  merits  of  the  subsidy  question.  I  had  no 
thought  whatever  or  the  remotest  idea  of  the  line  of  testimony  you 
drew  out  from  my  brother.  It  never  occurred  to  me  you  were  arter 
scandal.  The  idea  of  scandal  had  not  entered  my  mind.  I  thought 
you  wanted  me  to  tell  you  what  I  knew  about  the  merits  of  the  sub- 
sidy question.  We  are  antisubsidy,  as  vou  know.  That  is  why  I  was 
disappointed,  because  I  did  not  get  a  chance  to  be  cross-exammed  on 
that;  not  that  I  care  to  particularly,  because  it  made  no  difference 
to  me. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  have  not  read  the  resolution  under  which 
this  committee  is  acting  7 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  did  not  have  a  clear  idea  of  the  resolution.  I 
have  obtained  it  since. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  You  were  not  aware  we  were  not  investigating 
the  merits  of  the  question  at  all  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No ;  I  was  not. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Simply  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH  (interrupting).  You  so  informed  me  at  the  hearing, 
that  you  were  not  discussing  the  merits  of  the  subsidy  question. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  were  asked  this  question  at  that  examina- 
tion: 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  fund  that  was  ever  raised  by  forei^  steamship  companies 
or  any  other  steamship  companies  to  influence  legislation  in  Washington  at  all? 

Your  answer  was : 

I  have  seen  statements  in  the  newspapers,  but  I  have  never  seen  any  evidence  of  it. 

Your  brother  testified  here  that  a  man  approached  him  with  a 
statement  that  he  was  a  lobbyist  in  Washington,  and  that  he  had 
$40,000  which  he  would  give  your  paper  to  publish  an  editorial 
favorable  to  ship  subsidy. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  were  aware  of  that  fact  at  the  time? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Mv  brother  told  me  about  it.    That  is  all  I  know. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Therefore,  I  will  ask  the  question  again  exactly 
as  you  were  asked  it  before. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  From  the  testimony  ?    May  I  read  it  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  On  page  1160,  a  question  asked  by  the  chair- 
man, about  halfway  down  the  page: 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  fund 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH    (interrupting).  "By  foreign    steamship  compa- 
nies."    I  will  have  to  repeat  the  same  answer  to  that. 
Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  ''Or  any  other  steamship. '^ 
Mr.  DoDWORTH.  Y"es;  I  recognize  that  now.     I  see  how  that  bears. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  would  be  your  answer  now ! 

Mr.  DoDSWOKTH.  I  know  of  no  approach  that  has  ever  been  made 
to  the  Journal  of  Commerce  absolutely.  I  have  never  been  approached. 
I  mean  that,  Mr.  Longworth. 

Mr.  Longworth.  But  your  brother  has  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  he  has. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Representing  the  paper? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Representing  the  paper. 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  you  were  aware  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  He  told  me. 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  with  that  knowledge  you  still  answer  this 
question 

Mr.  Dodsworth  (interrupting).  Oh,  no;  I  would  be  perfectly 
willing  to  quahfy  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  How  would  you  answer  it  to-day  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  question  ? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  wish  to  quibble  at  all,  Mr.  Longsworth, 
but  this  question  is: 

By  foreign  steamship  companies  or  by  any  other  steamship  companies. 

I  do  not  want  to  be  misunderstood.  You  see,  I  answered  these 
questions  thinking  you  were  referring  to  the  present.  You  have  now 
gone  beyond  that.     You  want  to  go  away  to  the  past. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  only  want  to  go  back  two  years. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  know  how  far  back  it  was. 

Mr.  Longworth.  This  was  two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  If  you  will  allow  me,  I  will  relate  all  I  know  about 
that  incident. 

My  brother  told  me  that  such  a  man  had  been  at  the  office,  making 
such  a  proposal.  He  states,  and  I  have  no  doubt  he  believes,  that  be 
asked  me  to  come  down  to  the  office  to  meet  the  man 

Mr.  Longworth  (interposing).  Do  not  get  the  two  incidents  mixed. 
I  am  speaking  now  of  the  $40,000  incident,  where  the  man  introduced 
himself  as  a  lobbyist. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  know  nothing  about  it,  absolutely.  That  was 
clear  news  to  me.     I  knew  nothing  about  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  knew  nothing  about  it  afterwards  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  had  forgotten  all  about  it.  I  will  tell  you 
when  I  foreot  and  when  I  did  not.  I  had  forgotten  all  about  it.  I 
do  not  doubt  my  brother's  testimony  is  true  there.  I  have  no  desire 
to  contradict  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  is  to  say,  you  state  now  that  when  you 
were  before  this  conunittee  you  did  not  know  that  two  years  before 
your  paper  had  been  offered  $40,000  by  a  man  who  described  himself 
as  a  lobbyist  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Mr.  Longworth,  the  proper  way  for  me  to  answer 
that  question  is  that  I  did  not  take  my  answer  in  that  direction, 
because  my  mind  was  working  entirely  with  the  present.  That  is 
the  impression  you  left  upon  me,  and  I  must  say  I  do  not  think  I  was 
entirely  responsible  for  having  that  impression.  That  is  the  belief  I 
worked  under,  that  you  were  after  present  information  and  present 
movements. 
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Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  The  question  was  framed  particularly  with  th« 
Tiew  to  endeavoring  to  cover  a  long  period  of  time.  The  queetioii 
was: 

Did  you  ever  hear 


Mr.  DoDswoBTH  (interrupting).  I  acknowledge  that. 
Mr.  LoNGWORTH  (continuing) : 

of  toBLj  fund  that  was  ever  raised  by  a  foreign  stetnuhip  company  m  aay  other  steam* 
Aip  company? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  am  here  absolutely  to  conceal  nothing.  Ask 
me  any  question  ^ou  like,  and  I  will  answer  it  franklr.  Ai^  me 
direct  questions  without  reference  to  this.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  tied 
up  with  this.  You  can  bury  this  and  ask  me  questions,  if  you  wish, 
afresh. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  I  want  to  know  is,  why,  with  knowledge 
that  $176,000  had  at  various  times  been  offered  to  your  paper  by 
men  alleging  that  they  were  representing  shipping  interests,  in  favor 
of  ship  subsidy,  yoti  testified  before  this  committee  that  you  had 
never  neard  of  any  such  thing. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  did,  under  the  belief  you  were  referring  to 
present  movements.  Mr.  Longworth,  I  hope  you  are  not  trying  to 
tangle  me.  If  you  like,  I  will  tell  you  just  what  my  impression  of 
the  whole  thing  is.  That  will  save  you  trouble,  and  all  I  want  to 
assure  you  is  of  my  absolute  frankness  in  this  thing. 

Some  facts  whicli  my  brother  testified  about  I  had  temporarily 
forgotten.  We  are  all  apt  to  forget  some  things.  Some  of  those 
events  are  many  years  old.  I  will  begin  with  the  first,  about  John 
Roach.  That  is  30  years  ago  or  over.  I  was  then  a  boy  in  my 
father's  office.  He  was  writing  against  subsidies  on  general  principles, 
as  opposed  to  Government  support  of  a  losing  industry.  I  remember 
verv  well  his  coming  out  of  his  office  one  day,  very  indignant  indeed, 
and  telling  us  about  an  agent  that  had  been  in  the  office  from  John 
Roach,  bringing  with  him  a  blank  check.  My  father  was  exceedingly 
indignant  at  the  time,  and  he  told  us  that  the  man  had  been  promptly 
shown  the  door  and  put  out  of  the  office.  Of  that  I  have  a  very  clear 
recollection.     I  was  in  the  office  at  the  time. 

The  next  item  in  my  brother's  testimony  was  something  about  de 
Lesseps  and  the  Panama  Canal,  is  it  not  t 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  That  I  have  absolutely  no  knowledge  of  what- 
ever.    That  was  clear-cut  news  to  me. 

Mr.  Longworth.  How  about  the  Spanish  incident  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  The  Spanish  incident  i 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  My  father  was  in  the  office  at  that  time,  and  he 
told  me  afterwards  that  an  article  had  been  offered  to  liim  by  Mr. 
Conant,  which,  if  I  clearly  remember,  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Spanish  Legation  or  Spanish  authorities  here,  intended  to  show  the 
Spanish  side  of  the  Cuban  question,  before  the  war  broke  out.  I 
think  the  Spanish  people  claimed  that  they  were  misrepresented  here 
and  they  wished  to  correct  ideas  then  before  the  pubUc.  The  under- 
standing was  that  there  w^ere  other  articles  to  follow.  But  my  father 
was  considerably  annoyed  about  the  thing,  and  nothing  was  done. 
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They  were  not  published.  I  never  heard  of  any  financial  considera- 
tion  in  it ;  I  know  of  nothing.  Anybody  that  knew  my  father  would 
know  such  a  thing  was  unthinkable  about  him. 

Mr.  LoKOWOBTH.  You  mean  that  with  regard  to  the  matter  there 
was  no  offer  of  any  sum  of  money  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  know  of  none.  The  mere  thought  that  the  Jour- 
nal of  Commerce  would  do  such  a  thing  very  much  angered  my  father. 
•  Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  I  would  Uke  to  hear  tlie  details  of  the  $100,000 
proposition,  so  far  as  you  know  them  and  so  far  as  you  were  concerned 
m  it. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  do  not  very  clearly  remember  that.  Could  I 
have  my  brother's  testimony  read  to  me  about  that  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  paid  no  attention  to  those  things.  I  am  not 
interested  in  that  side  of  the  subsidy  question. 

Mr.  IjONGWOBth.  He  said : 

About  six  years  ago,  when  our  office  was  at  No.  19  Beaver  Street,  a  gentleman  came 
into  my  office  and  stated  he  wanted  to  make  arrangements  for  the  insertion  of  an 
article  m  favor  of  subsidies  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce. 

There  was  then  some  questioning  as  to  who  it  was.  He  said  he  did 
not  know. 

Then  he  went  on  to  sav: 

A  part  of  the  conditions  were  these:  That  we  could  write  on  any  subject  we  liked 
except  subsidies,  that  he  was  to  take  1,000,000  copies  of  our  paper  and  pav  us  1100,000, 
and  if  we  would  agree  to  the  bargain  he  would  tell  us  who  ne  was.  i  brought  my 
brother  down  as  a  witness  to  the  agreement.  This  man  said,  *'l  will  produce  a  cer- 
tified check  within  10  minutes  from  interests  whom  you  will  not  question  as  to  their 
ability  to  carry  out  the  contract."  He  was  turned  down.  Two  years  ago  the  same 
kind  of  a  proposition  was  made  to  us  involving  the  sum  of  $40,000.  That  was  likewise 
turned  down. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  know  nothing  about  it.  I  have  no  recollection 
of  that — as  to  the  $40,000  proposition. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  But  about  the  $100,000  proposition? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  The  $100,000  proposition  I  remember  very  well 
my  brother  telling  me  about  it. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Telling  you  about  it  when  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  I  could  not  say  when  exactly;  probably  shortly 
afterwards. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  lie  testifies  he  telephoned  to  you  and  that  you 
came  down. 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  My  brother  and  I  there  differ  very  positively. 
I  know  he  is  sincere  in  thinking  I  went  down.  I  am  equally  positive 
that  I  did  not  go  down,  and  I  would  not  think  of  going  on  such  an 
errand.  If  I  met  such  a  man,  I  am  quite  sure  I  do  not  know  what  I 
should  say  to  him.  If  I  were  large  enough,  I  should  boot  him  out  of 
the  office. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Then  your  brother  was  mistaken  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  He  was  mistaken  in  my  being  there  as  a  witness. 
My  brother  was  veiy  anxious  to  trap  that  man,  and  he  led  him  on. 
He  wanted  to  trap  him,  and  I  do  not  doubt  at  all  that  he  wanted 
somebody  there  as  a  witness.  Probably  he  asked  me  to  go,  but  I 
have  no  recollection  of  it,  and  if  I  had  gone  I  would  not  foi^et  such 
an  incident. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  could  not,  then,  describe  the  man  at  alii 
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Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  have  never  met  anybody  that  was  of  that 
nature. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  You  say  that  your  brother's  idea  wa.s  that  the 
reason  for  the  prolongation  of  thie  interview  was  his  desire  to  trap 
him.    He  said  at  that  time,  in  reply  to  a  question,  as  follows: 

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  think  it  was  a  bona  fide  propoeition  or  a  trap  to  catch  you? 
Mr.  D0D8WORTH.  I  thought  it  was  a  bona  fide  proposition. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  he  does.  He  thinks  it  was  a  bona  fide 
proposition. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  his  Questions  would  not  necessarily  have 
been  in  order  to  trap  the  gentleman. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  If  my  brother  had  succeeded  in  trapping  him  we 
would  have  exposed  him  with  pleasure. 

The  Chairbcan.  I  would  like  to  ask  one  or  two  questions  about  this 
Spanish-American  War  incident.  Tell  me  exactly  what  you  know 
about  that. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  know  nothing  more  than  I  have  just  stated  to 
Mr.  Longworth. 

The  Chairman.  Where  did  you  get  the  information  in  regard  to 
this  su^estion  about  the  Spanish-American  War  incident  ? 

Mr.  I>OD8WORTH.  You  mean  in  regard  to  the  publication  of  the 
articles  ? 

The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  From  my  father. 

The  Chairman.  Did  they  not  come  originally  from  elsewhere? 
Your  brother  testified  they  came  from  Mr.  Conant,  a  Washington 
correspondent  of  yours. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  probably  did  not  correctly  understand  your 
question. 

The  Chairman.  As  I  understand  your  brother^s  testimony,  it  was 
that  Mr.  Conant;  who  was  then  correspondent  of  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce here  in  Washington,  had  written  to  you  in  the  first  instance 
relative  to  some  matters  connected  with  the  Spanish-American  War 
and  the  Spanish  side  of  it. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  was  either  written  or  Mr.  Conant  came;  I  do 
not  remember  which.     That  is  unimportant. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  when  that  was  ?  Was  it  during  the 
actual  progress  of  the  Spanish- American  War? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH-  I  think  it  was  about  one  or  two  years  before  the 
war  b^an,  when  the  excitement  was  on. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  mean  before  the  time  of  the  blowing  up  of 
the  Maine  f 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  believe  it  was  before  that,  but  I  am  not  sure. 

The  Chairman.  What  was  the  exact  proposition  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  only  have  it  from  nearsav  from  my  father, 
which  was  that  there  was  to  be  a  series  of  articles  presenting  the 
Spanish  view  of  the  case.  I  understood  other  papers  were  to  also 
publish  the  articles. 

The  Chairman.  How  was  your  paper  to  be  compensated,  if  at  all? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  do  not  know  that  they  were  to  be  compensated 
in  any  waj.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  that.  I  only  know  my  father 
was  very  mdignant  about  the  proposition  at  the  time,  but  he  rather 
supposed  such  things  were  being  done  more  or  less  with  the  press. 
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At  such  times  foreign  ^oTemments  Kke  to  have  their  views  spread 
before  the  American  pubKc. 

The  Chairman.  There  was  not  any  question  of  consideration  i  It 
was  merely  bringing  to  your  attention  a  certain  matter?  Was  there 
any  impropriety  in  askmg  a  newspaper  to  publish  both  sides  of  the 
question  f 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Not  ordinarily;  no.  I  suppose  when  it  eomee  to 
Questions  of  international  importance  and  matters  of  patriotism,  then 
tnere  might  be  a  question  of  propriety  upon  which  individuals  would 
differ. 

The  Chairman.  You  think  this  was  some  time  prior  to  the  sinldng 
of  the  Maine  f 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  I  think  so,  but  I  am  not  sure. 

The  Chairman.  What  did  you  understand  was  the  nature  of  the 
subject  matter  that  was  to  be  printed  1 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  know  nothing  more  about  it  beyond  the  idea 
it  was  to  contain  the  Spanish  view. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  They  were  to  appear  as  editorial  utterances  of 
your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWoRTH.  Oh,  no.     No,  sir;  not  for  a  moment. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  a  suggestion,  that  the  editorial  columns 
should  be  used  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Oh,  no,  sir. 

The  Chairman.  It  was  merely  a  question  of  the  insertion  of  news 
matter  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  understand  there  were  any  differences 
between  the  United  States  and  Spain  sometimes  before  the  sinking  of 
the  Maine? 

Mr.  DoDS worth.  I  think  there  was  a  good  deal  of  friction  between 
the  two  powers  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  affairs  in  Cuba.  There 
was  a  state  of  irritation  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Those  other  utterances  were  to  be  editorials,  I 
believe;  that  is,  the  proposition  to  pay  $100,000  for  a  miUion  copies 
of  the  paper,  in  which  there  should  appear  an  editorial  advocating  the 
subsidy.     That  is  true,  is  it  not  ? 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  My  brother's  testimony  on  that  must  rest,  be- 
cause I  have  not  the  loiowledge  to  either  amrm  or  contradict  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  I  understand,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  that  you* 
yourself  were  not  present  on  any  of  the  three  occasions  w^iere  your 
paper  was  offered  a  specific  sum  of  money  to  write  editorials  favoring 
ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  was  not  present.  In  all  the  time  I  have  been 
with  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  my  whole  business  career,  I  have 
never  been  approached  once  by  anybody. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Who  would  have  had  authority  on  your  paper 
to  make  such  a  contract  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Such  a  contract  for  an  editorial? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  could  not  be  made  without  my  permission. 
I  am  solely  responsible  for  the  editorial  column. 

Mr.  Longworth.  How  long  after  the  incident  at  which  it  was 
alleged  Mr.  Roach  came  into  the  office  and  put  down  a  blank  check, 
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saying,  ^'FiQ  in  the  amount  for  whatever  you  think  best  and  stop 
writinffantiship  subsidy  editorials,"  did  you  know  of  it? 

Mr.  XtoDswoRTH.  There  was  no  stoppage  at  all.  That  was  realty 
hush  money.  That  was  the  intent  ol  that.  That  was  intend^  as 
hush  money. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  How  long  after  that  interview  did  you  know 
of  it? 

Mr.  DoBswoRTH.  I  knew  it  the  same  day.  I  knew  it  the  samfe  day 
he  was  in  the  office.  I  did  not  see  the  party,  but  father  came  through 
the  office  and  \^as  very,  angry  about  the  whole  thing — flushed  up 
about  it. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  As  to  the  $100,000  interview,  how  long  after  that 
took  place  did  you  know  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Will  you  please  repeat  the  question  ? 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  How  long  after  tKe  $100,000  incident  took  place 
in  your  brother's  office  did  you  know  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  could  not  tell.  He  probably  told  me  about  it 
right  away.  He  would  not  be  able  to  keep  it.  He  probably  told  me 
about  it  right  away. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  the  $40,000  incident  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  never  heard  of  that.     That  is  news  to  me. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  never  heard  of  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  never  heard  of  it ;  that  was  news  to  me. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean  you  never  heard  of  it  until  your  brother 
testified  before  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  did  not  know  that  before  he  came  down  here  to 
Washington  and  testified  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  you  did  know,  when  you  testified  before  this 
committee,  of  two  efforts  that  had  been  made  to  buy  the  editorial 
columns  of  your  paper,  one  of  which  involved  $100,000  and  the  other 
of  which  involved  an  unnamed  sum,  the  check  to  be  filled  in  at  your 
discretion  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  knew  of  those  two  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes,  by  hearsay. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Another  question  that  was  asked  by  Mr.  Garrett 
brought  out  precisely  the  point  that  you  suggested  awhDe  ago  as 
to  what  this  investigation  was  for.     Mr.  Garrett  said: 

The  investigation  is  very  broad,  but  it  hardly  goes  to  the  merits  of  the  ship  subsidy 
question.  I  mink  we  could  agree  it  would  hardly  go  that  far.  The  scope  is  to  en- 
aeavor  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  are  any  improper  influences  being  exercised 
either  for  or  against  merchant  marine  legislation,  of  whatever  character. 

To  that  you  replied: 

If  I  knew  of  any  such,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  give  the  facts  about  it. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  Mr.  Longworth;  that  is  precisely  the  ques- 
tion which  made  the  strongest  impression  upon  me: 

The  scope  is  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  there  are  any  improper  influ- 
ences being  exercised. 

The  inference  from  the  verb  there  is  that  it  is  the  present  and 
not  the  past.  My  memory  was  never  stirred  for  one  moment  to  go 
into  the  past.     If  it  had  been  brought  out  in  the  way  my  brother's 
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testimony  was,  I  should  probably  have  been  able  to  tell  you  substan- 
tially the  same  things  mjr  brother  toldyou.  No  two  persons  always 
tell  the  same  story  precisely  alike.  The  evidence  which  comes  to 
them  makes  different  impressions  on  their  minds,  so  I  might  have 
differed  slightly,  but  substantially  my  brother's  statements  and 
testimony  are  correct. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  the  reason  you  answered  that  question  as 
you  did  was  because  Mr.  Garrett  had  used  the  words  ''being  exer- 
cised ?'* 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  wish  to  blame  Mr.  Garrett  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  was  the  reason  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  was  the  impression  I  was  under.  * 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  About  a  minute  after  that  you  were  asked  this 
question: 

Do  you  know  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at  any  time  or  any  lobby  employed 
in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  legislation? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Your  reply  to  that  question  was: 

I  do  not.    I  should  be  very  glad  to  tell  you  if  I  did. 

Then  Mr.  Hawley  asked  you : 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such? 

And  you  replied : 

I  never  heard  of  any. 

The  chairman  then  asked  you  this  question: 

Either  for  or  against? 

And  your  answer  to  that  question  was:  "No.'' 

Mr.  lioDswoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  was  framed  particularly  to  cover  the  whole 
period,  past  as  well  as  present. 

Mr.  DoDSWOHTH.  Under  the  same  conditions,  I  should  have 
answered  precisely  as  I  did  then. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then,  I  ask  that  question  now. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  If  you  wish  to  eo  back  that  number  of  years,  I 
have  heard  the  things  which  my  brother  reported  to  you,  yes.  I  have 
already  stated  those.     My  testimony  already  admits  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  The  reason  you  answer  that  last  question  in  the* 
negative  was  because  you  did  not  reaUze  that  it  was  framed  particu- 
larly to  cover  the  past  ? 

]Vir.  DoDSWORTH.  I  had  an  incorrect  impression  of  the  drift  of  your 
question. 

Mr.  Ix)NG WORTH.  Just  a  moment  before  that  Mr.  Garrett  had  par- 
ticularly stated  that  this  investigation  did  not  go  to  the  merits  or  the 
ship-subsidy  question,  but  solely  to  the  question  of  improper  influ- 
ences. You  knew  at  that  time  that  your  paper  had  oeen  offered 
$100,000  on  one  occasion  and  an  unnamed  sum  of  money  on  another 
occasion  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  This  never  occurred  to  me  at  that  meeting  at  all, 
absolutely  not.  Mr.  Longworth,  you  know  that  for  some  time  past 
there  has  been  an  effort  to  discover  whether  the  foreign  steamsnips 
have  been  trying  to  influence  legislation  or  not.     The  examination 
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was  running  on  those  lines,  and  I  absolutely  had  not  the  slightest 
knowledge  that  they  had.     That  explains  the  drift  of  niy  answers. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  The  second  Question  was  framed  particularly  to 
apply  to  American  interests,  not  roreign  interests. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  May  I  ask  a  question  ?  * 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Do  you  wish  to  confuse  me,  or  do  you  wish  to 
have  the  correct  information  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  want  to  know  why  you  testified  in  the  way  you 
did  at  that  hearing,  and  three  months  afterwards  your  brother  comes 
here  and  testifies  as  to  these  various  occurrences. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  have  answered  and  can  only  repeat  it,  that  I 
was  acting  under  a  certain  belief  in  regard  to  the  question.  When 
you  change  my  belief  as  to  the  basis  of  your  questions  I  will  give  you 
<a  different  set  of  answers. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  do  not  know  how  those  questions  could  have 
been  asked  in  any  other  way.     I  will  ask  you  this  question  again: 

Do  you  know  of  any  funds  that  have  been  raised  at  any  time  or  any 
lobby  employed  in  behalf  of  ship-subsidy  legislation  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  refer  to  my  brother's  testimony. 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH,  That  is  to  say,  you  do  know  that  your  paper  was 
offered  on  one  occasion  $100,000? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  on  another  occasion  an  unnamed  sum  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  have  no  doubt  that  is  so  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No  doubt  at  all. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  is  the  circulation  of  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  do  not  think  I  can  be  compelled  to  give  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  regard  that  as  a  very  material 
question. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  not  care  to  answer  it  without  consulting 
counsel,  and  I  presume  I  have  that  privilege.  It  is  a  private  matter, 
Mr.  Longworth. 

Mr.  Longworth.  I  do  not  think  it  is  a  private  matter. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  If  you  ask  me  any  questions  that  would 

Mr.  Longworth  (interposing).  Your  brother  testified  that  your 
paper — and  you  admit  that  you  know  this — ^was  offered,  about  six 
years  ago,  $100,000  to  write  one  editorial  in  favor  of  ship  subsidy. 
The  question  then  becomes  very  material  to  this  committee,  m 
weighing  the  credibility  of  that  evidence,  to  find  whether  your  paper 
is  of  such  circulation  that  it  would  be  plainly  worth  $100,000  to 
influence  your  paper  and  thereby  help  the  cause  of  ship-subsidy 
legislation.  I  consider  that  a  material  question  and  insist  upon  an 
answer. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  no  desire  to  be  antagonistic,  but  I  think 
I  have  a  right  to  decline  that  question  until  I  have  consulted  counsel. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  suggest  that  the  stenographer 
make  a  note  of  Mr.  Dodsworth's  refusal  to  answer  that  question. 

The  Chairhan.  I  think  that  is  proper,  and  he  will  make  such  note. 

On  November  17,  1909,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  in  the  issue  of  your  paper 
for  that  date  appeared  an  editorial  headed,  ''Foreign  ship  subsidies.'' 
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At  the  bottom  of  the  secoBd  column  on  the  fourth  page  of  that  issue 
appears  this: 

The  pretense  that  other  luttionB  haye  built  up  their  marine  busiaeaB  by  gnlt  is 
false. 

Did  you  write  that  editorial  1 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  May  I  come  and  examine  it  ? 

The  Chairman.  Certainly. 

(Mr.  Dodsworth  examined  the  file  of  papers  referred  to.) 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  did  not  write  that  article,  but  I  indorse  it. 

The  Chairmak.  YiHiat  does  that  sentence  mean  t 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  There  are  a  ^eat  many  people  who  consider  the 
use  of  Oovemment  money  for  the  purpose  of  making  profitable  an 
unprofitable  business  a  form  of  species  of  ^aft.  That  is  a  strong 
word;  but  I  think  it  fits  the  case.     I  do  not  withdraw  it. 

The  Chairman.  In  other  words^  you  mean  that  you  consider  any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  ship  subsidy  is  grafting  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  A  species  or  graft;  yes.  sir.  I  think  newspapw 
custom  will  allow  the  use  of  that  word.  I  support  the  use  of  tnat 
word.     It  is  not  personal. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  go  so  far  as  to  think  everrbody  who 
believes  in  ship  subsidy  is  necessarily  a  man  who  would  believe  in 
graft? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  not  necessarily.  There  are  some  very 
honest  gentlemen  working  for  the  subsidy  movement,  men  whom  1 
highly  respect. 

The  Chairman.  You  think  they  really  have  a  right  to  their 
opinion  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Most  certainly. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  make  up  the  paper  generally  and  cause  to 
be  inserted  these  various  articles  from  other  newspapers  in  regard  to 
this  question  ?  For  instance,  note  this  article  in  column  5,  page  4,  of 
the  issue  of  November  16.  Were  those  articles  put  in  under  your 
direction  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  could  not  remember,  but  I  certainly  should 
authorize  them;  yes. 

The  Chairman.  That  is  true  also  in  regard  to  the  article  in  the  issue 
of  November  8,  page  4,  column  5  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes;  I  will  stand  for  that.  I  do  not  see  every 
bit  of  copy  like  that  that  goes  into  the  paper. 

The  Chairman.  The  same  thing  as  to  the  article  in  the  issue  of 
November  4,  1909,  page  4,  column  6  ?  That  appears  to  be  from  the 
St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes.  Whenever  we  see  anything  good  in  any 
of  the  newspapers,  supporting  our  line  of  argument,  we  are  glad  to 
print  it. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  contracts  which 
you  have  with  foreign  steamship  companies  for  advertisements  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Nothing  at  all.  That  is  entirely  in  my  brother's 
hands. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  on  this  question  of  circulation  of 
your  paper,  without  asking  you  specifically  what  the  circulation  is  in 
figures,  would  you  mind  stating  whether  that  circulation  is  large  ?

Mr.  D0D8WOBTH.  Yes,  sir.  Of  course,  a  business  paper  does  not 
have  the  circulation  that  a  popular  newspaper  or  a  yellow  newspaper 
has. 

Mr.  Gabrett.  Compared  with  other  papers  in  its  class  and  char- 
acter, is  your  circulation  comparatively  large  i 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  There  is  no  paper  of  our  class  or  character  that 
has  as  large  a  circulation.  / 

The  Chairman.  How  long  has  your  paper  been  in  existence? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  We  have  two  papers. 

The  Chairman.  I  mean  the  Journal  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  remember  exactly.  It  is  something 
like  65  or  70  or  75  years. 

The  Chairman.  How  long  have  your  family  owned  it  or  con- 
trolled it  1 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  My  father  started  the  Commercial  Bulletin  in 
1865, 1  think.  He  built  that  paper  up,  and  about  15  or  18  years  ago, 
with  friends  of  ours,  we  bought  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  or  my 
father  did,  and  the  two  papers  were  consolidated.  The  present 
subsidy  policy  began  on  the  Commercial  Bulletin,  and  when  we  came 
into  control  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  it  was  continued  with  the 
Journal  of  Commerce.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  has  always  had  that 
shipping  advertising,  because  it  is  a  business  newspaper  m  the  port 
of  New  1  ork,  where  shipping  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  business, 
and  it  is  perfectly  natural  for  the  business  to  come  to  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  and  it  has  never  had  the  slightest  effect  upon  its  editorial 
policy  one  way  or  the  other.  We  have  never  consulted  and  do  not 
propose  to  consult  our  advertisers  about  the  policy  of  the  paper. 

The  Chairman.  The  foreign  steamship  companies  pay  the  same 
amount  as  domestic  lines  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  You  mean  the  volume  of  business  ? 

The  Chairman.  No;  I  do  not  mean  volume  of  business.  I  mean, 
do  they  pay  the  same  rates  ?  ^ 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  Oh,  yes;  certainly. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  consult  with  your  brother  as  to  that 
list  of  questions  which  he  requested  the  chairman  of  this  committee 
to  ask  him  ?  . 

Mr.  DoDSwoRTH.  My  brother  prepared  those  Questions  of  his  own 
volition.  He  was  very  anxious  to  vindicate  the  paper.  He  was 
intensely  irritated  by  the  slurs  that  had  been  maae  at  the  paper 
because  of  our  poUcy,  and  he  was  very  anxious  to  vindicate  the  paper. 
He  drew  up  those  questions  himself,  submitted  them  to  me  before  he 
went  awa}^  and  I  approved  them  in  one  sense.  That  is,  I  thought 
it  would  have  been  better  policy  not  to  have  presented  the  questions, 
but  it  was  his  wish  to  do  so,  and  that  being  settled  I  passed  the  ques- 
tions.    He  submitted  them  to  me  before  he  brought  them  up  here. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  say  you  did  not  think  it  was  wise  to  bring 
out  these  matters  1 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  did  not  see  the  point  of  raising  this  question. 
I  think  you  gentlemen  attach  an  exaggerated  importance  to  it.  I  do 
not  suppose  you  want  to  give  the  Journal  of  Commerce  a  great  amount 
of  free  advertising,  and  that  is  what  it  amounts  to. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  may  regard  it  as  good  advertising  or  not, 
I  do  not  know. 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  is  absolutely  clean 
from  top  to  bottom.  Anything  you  want  to  find  out  you  are  per- 
fectly at  liberty  to  have,  except  private  business  secrets. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  think  it  is  advertising  to  bring  out  the  fact 
that  anv  newspaper  has  on  five  different  occasions  been  offered  a 
very  substantial  amount  of  money  to  bribe  its  editorial  policy  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Mr.  I^ngworth,  anybody  that  knows  the  man- 
agement of  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  extending  over  a  long  period 
of  time,  knows  that  is  an  impossible  thing  to  do.  Anybody  that 
knew  my  father  knew  he  was  absolutely  unapproachable. 

Pardon  my  speaking  that  plainly,  but  you  are  getting  down  to  a 
question  of  honor. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  spoke  a  moment  ago  of  the  fact  you  were 
getting  a  great  deal  of  free  advertising.  I  do  not  know  whether  you 
meant  to  say  it  was  good  or  bad  advertising. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  think  anything  which  shows  that  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  is  a  clean  newspaper  will  hurt  it. 

Mr.  IjONGworth.  You  say  you  do  not  think  this  question  is  mate- 
rial, and  you  wonder  why  this  committee  lays  stress  upon  it. 

Mr.  DopswoRTH.  Which  question? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Finding  out  the  facts  in  line  with  what  has  been 
brought  out  here  that  somebody  or  other  offered  $100,000  to  any 
newspaper  in  this  country  to  get  its  editorial  policy  in  favor  of  ship- 
subsidv  legislation. 

Mr.  i)oDswoRTH.  You  are  entitled  to  your  opinion. 

Mr.  Ix)NGW"ORTH.  You  regard  that  as  of  little  importance? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  At  first  it  did  not  appear  to  me  to  have  any  par- 
ticular bearing  on  your  present  line  of  investigation.  I  can  see  that 
it  is  of  importance,  yes,  in  a  distant  manner. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  3^ou  not  realize  that  it  is  the  one  thing  we  are 
n  vestigating  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  am  glad  to  have  you  tell  me,  because  I  had 
been  in  the  dark  as  to  what  you  were  after. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Mr.  Garrett  explained  it  to  you  about  three 
months  ago,  when  you  were  on  the  stand. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  is  not  worth  while  to  continue  in  that  dis- 
cussion. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  So  you  did  not  think  this  amounted  to  much,  but 
that  it  is  of  very  little  importance  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  do  not  say  so,  Mr.  Longworth. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  have  not  the  least  doubt  in  your  own  mind 
that  your  paper  was  offered  $100,000,  have  you? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  have  not  a  doubt.  I  think  most  news- 
papers in  the  course  of  their  careers  have  been  approached  in  some 
manner,  and  the  record  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  going  back  for 
30  years,  I  think  is  a  pretty  good  record. 

jir.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  papers  that  have 
been  approached  similarly  1 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  know  or  have  you  any  knowledge  how 
this  fund  was  raised  or  to  whom  it  belonged  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  AVhich  fund  ? 

Mr.  Longworth.  The  $100,000? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  have  not  anv  idea. 
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Mr,  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  know  what  legislation  was  pending  in 
Congress  at  the  time  this  $100,000  proposition  was  made  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not. 

Mr,  Garrett.  Do  you  know  about  what  time  it  was  ?  It  has  been 
stated  here  it  was  six  years  ago.  That  is  about  the  only  statement 
that  has  been  made.     Could  you  identify  it  by  the  month  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  could  not,  Mr.  Garrett.  I  had  really  almost 
forgotten  the  incident  except  when  my  brother  recalled  it. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  say  your  brother  before  he  came  here  pre- 
pared these  questions  that  were  to  be  asked  him  and  submitted  them 
to  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Did  you  tell  him  that  you  had  no  recollection  of 
coming  down  and  witnessing  the  proposition  made  by  this  man  who 
oflFered  the  $100,000? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  did  not  discuss  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  did  not  think  of  it.  The  matter  had  not 
come  to  my  memory  then.     I  had  forgotten  all  about  it. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  knew  what  answer  he  was  going  to  make  to 
these  questions  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Indeed,  I  did  not  know  what  answer  he  was 
going  to  make. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  When  he  submitted  his  questions  that  he  had 
prepared,  did  he  not  tell  you  what  the  purpose  was  in  having  the 
questions  asked  him  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  He  did  not.  He  did  not  tell  me  what  his  testi- 
mony was  going  to  be. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Surely  you  said  a  moment  ago  you  had  debated 
as  to  the  value  of  thepoiicy  of  making  these  exposes. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  We  did  not  debate  it.  In  general  terms,  I  told 
him  I  thought  it  was  best  not  to  raise  these  questions,  bjiit  as  long  as 
he  wished  it  the  questions  might  be  asked. 

Mr.  LoNGwoRTH.  Do  you  laiow  the  purpose  of  having  these  ques- 
tions asked  was  to  bring  out  the  fact  of  these  alleged  oners  to  bribe 
your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  I  knew  in  a  general  way  he  was  very  anxious  to 
vindicate  the  paper. '  He  was  angry  at  the  slurs  that  had  been  cast 
upon  the  paper  and  he  was  desirous  of  vindicating  the  paper.  I  did 
not  ask  him  nor  did  he  tell  me  what  he  proposed  to  testify.  When  I 
saw  that  information  in  the  paper  I  was  stunned.  I  did  not  expect 
to  see  such  ancient  stuff  brought  in  the  papers  for  a  moment. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  What  was  the  proposition,  when  he  submitted 
the  question  that  he  wanted  propounded?  Did  you  make  any 
comment  on  that  at  all  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  No;  I  did  not.  I  was  upstairs  in  my  office,  very 
busy,  when  he  came  up  and  showed  me  the  questions.  1  was 
extremely  busy.  I  read  them  hastily,  and  I  saw  nothing  objection- 
able in  particular.  As  to  the  general  propriety  of  presenting  the 
questions,  I  did  not  quite  agree  with  him. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  first  time  you  knew  that  his  recollection  of  the 
affair  was  that  you  were  present  as  a  witness  to  the  $100,000  propo- 
sition was  when  you  read  his  testimony  after  he  had  been  to  Wash- 
ington? 
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Mr.  D0D8WORTH.  May  I  ask  to  have  that  question  put  again,  Mr. 
Garrett  ? 

Mr.  Garbett.  The  first  time  you  knew  that  he  recollected  that 
you  were  present ;  you  say  you  do  not  recollect  that  you  were  present  I 

Mr.  D0D8 WORTH.  I  am  sure  I  was  not  present. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  have  talked  with  hun  about  that  since,  and  he 
was  sure  you  were  present  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  He  is  sure  I  was  present. 

Mr.  Garrett.  The  first  time  you  knew  he  thought  you  were  pres- 
ent is  when  you  saw  that  fact  stated  in  the  paper  after  he  had  oeen 
to  Washington  and  testified  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes;  the  first  evidence  I  had  of  what  his  testi- 
mony was  going  to  be  was  in  the  papers. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  You  mean  you  did  not  know  he  was  going  to 
testify  before  this  committee  that  your  paper  had  been  approached  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  had  no  idea  of  what  the  line  of  testimony 
would  be  or  what  fact  he  intended  to  give  out.  We  did  not  discuss 
that. 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  Did  you  or  not  know  he  was  going  to  testify  your 
paper  had  been  corruptly  approached  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  We  did  not  talk  very  much  about  the  matter. 
Mr.  Longworth.  I  only  knew  his  desire  was,  if  he  had  a  chance,  as  I 
said,  to  defend  the  paper.  He  did  not  know  that  these  questions 
would  be  propoundeci.  He  had  some  doubts  as  to  whether  they  would 
be.  He  simply  was  going  to  try  it.  The  thing  was  not  taken  very 
seriouslv. 

Mr.  liuMPHREYS.  What  was  not  taken  very  seriouslv  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  The  putting  of  these  Questions.  I  had  my  doubts 
if  they  would  be  put,  and  1  told  him  so.     He  said  he  was  going  to  try  it. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Did  he  explain  to  you  the  purpose  of  having  the 
questions  asked  liim  ? 

Mr,  Dodsworth.  Not  definitely;  no.  We  had  no  particular  con- 
versation about  tlie  matter. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  have  not  answered  my  question  yet  as  to 
whether  you  knew  he  was  going  to  testify  that  your  paper  nad  been 
approached. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  only  knew  in  a  general  way.  I  knew  no  particu- 
lar he  was  going  to  oflfer. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  is  to  say,  you  did  not  know  he  was  going  to 
testify  your  paper  had  been  offered  $100,000  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  did  not  know  that  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  did  not  know  that. 

Mr.  Longworth.  When  you  say  your  brother  felt  indignant  at 
some  tilings  that  had  been  said  about  your  paper  and  tnat  you 
desired  to  defend  it,  was  this  a  way  you  thought  would  be  a  defense 
of  your  paper  ? 

Sir.  Dodsworth.  A  defense  of  our  paper) 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  idea  never  entered  my  mind,  Mr.  Long- 
worth,  in  the  way  you  present  it.  Wlien  we  are  struck,  we  feel  like 
striking  back. 

Mr.  Longworth.  At  whom  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  party  that  strikes. 
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Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Who  struck  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  make  that  as  a  general  statement.  Yen  are 
talking  about  the  subsidy  interests,  are  you  not  ? 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Yes.  What  subsidy  interests  have  been  striking 
your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  do  not  know.    I  would  like  to  know. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  think  they  are  the  same  interests  that 
oflfered  you  $100,000,  do  you? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  no  knowledge  at  all.  But  somebody  has 
a  great  deal  of  animus  against  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  and  evi- 
dently would  like  to  injure  it.     Who  it  is,  I  do  not  know. 

The  Chairman.  It  is  not  quite  equal  to  the  animus  that  apparently 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  has  against  anybody  who  honestly  beUeves 
in  the  ship-subsidy  question,  though,  when  you  call  them  practically 
grirfters  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  quaUfied  that  statement,  Mr.  Olcott. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Here  was  one  question  your  brother  framed  and 
discussed  with  you,  if  I  understand  you  correctly,  and  he  requested 
the  chairman  of  this  conmiittee  to  put  the  question  to  him.  I  will 
read  the  question  before  that  first.  This  was  the  question  asked  before 
that : 

Have  you  ever  been  asked  by  foreign  steamship  interests,  or  anyone  representing 
them,  to  write  articles  antagonistic  to  the  subsidy  cause? 

Ilis  answer  to  that  question,  when  propounded  by  the  chairman, 
was^No.'^ 

The  next  question  which  he  submitted  to  be  propounded  to  him, 
and  which  was  propounded  by  the  chairman,  is  as  follows : 

Have  you  ever  been  asked  by  the  domestic  or  American  steamship  interests,  or 
anyone  representing  them,  to  write  articles  favorable  to  the  subsidy  cause? 

To  which  he  replied,  "Yes,  sir." 

Then  he  proceeds  to  relate  these  three  incidents. 

Is  it  your  contention  that  vour  paper  has  been  attacked  by  these 
interests  and  that  you  are  defending  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  It  begins  to  look  "that  way,  Mr.  Longworth. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then  you  say  that  your  desire  is  to  connect 
these  interests  which  you  say  are  unjustly  attacking  you  with  some 
interests  who  have  heretofore  tried  to  corrupt  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  I  could  not  say. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Then,  what  do  you  mean  by  "interests"? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  The  parties  who  would  benefit  financially  by  the 
subsidy  policy. 

Mr.  Longworth,  And  you  believe  those  parties  have  used  money 
corruptly? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  no  knowledge  whatever,  Mr.  Longworth. 
I  have  never  said  before  this  committee  that  they  did  use  money  in 
an  atttempt  to 

Mr.  Longworth  (interposing).  Do  you  regard  that  offer  of  $100,000 
as  a  corrupt  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Certainly  I  do.     Certainly  I  do. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  just  said  you  had  no  information  that  any 
persons  interested  in  ship  subsidy  legislation  ever  had  done  that. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes.  That  is  a  conflict  in  my  testimony.  I 
wish  to  confirm  my  brother's  testimony  on  this,  except  in  the  fact 
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that  in  that  particular  instance  I  was  not  in  the  room  and  did  not  see 
the 

Mr.  Long  WORTH.  What  was  the  precise  object?  What  did  you 
think  you  would  gain  by  having  your  brother  testify  that  he  had  been 
offered  $100,000  to  influence  the  poUcy  of  your  paper? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  could  not  answer  that,  because  it  never 
occurred  to  me. 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORTH.  I  will  put  it  in  a  more  general  wav.  Do  you 
think,  or  did  you  at  the  time  you  talked  with  your  brotner  in  fram- 
ing these  questions,  it  would  be  desirable,  in  the  interests  of  your 
newspaper,  to  testify  that  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  your  paper 
any  offer  had  been  made  to  you  to  influence  your  editorial  columns  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  question  never  occurred  to  me  beforehand, 
Mr.  Longworth.     It  never  occurred  to  me. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Why,  then,  was  the  question  framed  so  as  to 
bring  out  a  categorical  answer? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  That  was  my  brother's  wish. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  said  you  had  not  discussed  it. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  We  did  not  discuss  it  in  any  way.  Just  before 
he  left  on  the  train 

Mr.  Longworth  (interposing).  What  did  he  say  when  he  gave 
you  that  list  of  questions  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Just  before  he  left  on  the  train  for  Washington, 
as  I  told  you — I  was  very  busy  at  the  time — he  brought  these  questions 
up  to  me  and  asked  me  to  read  them.  I  read  them  hastily  and 
passed  them.     That  is  all  there  is  to  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  had  no  idea  what  he 
would  say  in  answer  to  the  questions  which  he  had  framed  up  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Absolutely  not. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  had  no  idea  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  had  no  idea;  no  idea.  I  did  not  even  ask  him. 
It  did  not  occur  to  me.  In  fact,  I  had  my  doubts  whether  these  ques- 
tions would  be  presented  to  him.  I  did  not  take  it  as  seriously  as 
you  gentlemen  do.  I  think  you  are  very  serious  over  a  compara* 
tively  unimportant  matter,  Iklr.  Longworth,  if  you  will  pardon  me. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  think  it  is  unimportant  and  not  connected 
to  any  extent  with  the  functions  of  this  comimittee  to  determine 
whether  or  not  it  is  true  that  an  offer  ever  wa&  made  to  your  paper 
of  $100,000  to  influence  the  editorial  policy? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  have  told  you  several  times  it  is  true  they  were 
made.    Can  I  say  anything  more  ? 

Mr.  Ix)NGWORTH.  How  do  you  know  it  is  true? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  There  is  no  Question  about  it  having  been  made 
to  my  father,  the  Roach  offer.  My  brother  knows  all  about  the  other 
offer.     I  know  he  told  me  about  it. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  say  it  is  true  because  your  brother  told  you  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  is  the  only  evidence  you  have  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes;  and  he  is  the  man  to  whom  the  offer  was 
made.     You  have  his  testimony. 

Mr.  Longworth.  IHd  you  ever  attempt  at  all  to  find  out  who  the 
individual  was  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  my  brother  did.

Mr.  Hawley.  Did  you  not  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  $100,000 
offer? 

Mr.  DoDSWOETH.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  understood  your  brother  to  say,  when  he  was  here, 
that  he  called  you  in. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  There  was  a  clear-cut  conflict  of  opinion  between 
my  brother  and  myself  on  that  point. 

Mr.  Hawley.  A  matter  of  memory  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  do  not  doubt  at  all  he  called  me.  I  do  not 
doubt  that;  but  I  am  absolutely  sure  I  was  not  there  and  would  not 
think  of  going  on  such  an  occasion.  I  should  not  think  of  it  for  a 
moment. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  are  absolutely  sure  that  offer  was  made, 
but  it  escaped  your  memory  when  you  were  testifying  before  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  it  had  escaped  my  memory. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Because  you  did  not  regard  it  as  a  matter  of 
much  importance  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  did  not  regard  it  as  a  matter  pertinent  to  the 
line  of  investigation  at  that  time.  Apparently  I  was  mistaken  in  my 
impression.     I  was  working  under  a  wrong  impression. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  What  do  you  think  tne  function  of  this  commit- 
tee is  ?  What  did  you  think,  when  you  were  before  the  committee  in 
New  York,  that  the  function  of  this" committee  was? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  When  I  was  first  summoned  my  idea  was  you 
w^ere  seeking  testimony  on  the  merits  of  the  subsidy  question.  I 
went  into  the  committee  room  with  that  idea.  I  had  no  idea  you 
were  hunting  for  scandal.' 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  did  not  know  why  this  committee  had  been 
appointed  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Not  clearly;  no. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  did  not  know  it  was  to  examine  charges  that 
were  made  against  two  Members  of  Congress  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  did  not  at  the  time  know  that.  I  afterwards 
discovered  it  was. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  only  knew  that  after  you  had  testified  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  only  knew  that  aft^r  I  had  testified. 

The  Chairman.  When  we  were  in  New  York  I  asked  you  this 
question: 

In  a  general  way  you  know  the  resolution  under  which  this  committee  was  appointed, 
do  you? 

And  you  replied,  ^^Yes. " 

You  must  have  read  the  resolution  at  that  time,  had  you  not  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  can  not  recall  whether  I  read  it  or  not.  A 
great  many  things  go  through  mv  head  in  the  course  of  a  day  as  a 
newspaper  man,  and  some  thmgs  I  do  not  remember  as  fully  as  others. 

The  Chairman.  You  had  copies  of  all  the  hearings  sent  to  you,  did 
you  not  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  had  never  seen  them. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH  What  did  your  brother  say  to  you  when  he  sub- 
mitted for  your  revision  this  list  of  typewritten  questions  which  he 
requested  this  committee  to  ask  him  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  do  not  clearly  remember  what  his  language  was. 
In  effect  he  said,  ^*John,  do  you  want  to  see  these  questions  before  I 
go  to  Washington ?^'     I  said,  '*  Yes;  I  will  run  over  them.  ^' 
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I  did  so  very  hastily  and  handed  them  back  to  him. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  X  ou  had  no  conversation  whatever  as  to  what 
his  answer  was  goin^to  be  to  any  of  them? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No.  If  I  Had  foreseen  what  was  coming,  I 
certainly  should  have. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  If  he  had  told  you  at  that  time  that  he  had 
framed  a  question  particularly  as  distin^ishing  between  foreign 
shipping  interests  and  American  shipping  interests,  we  will  say,  that 
he  was  going  to  reply  '^No"  to  the  question  which  he  had  written 
out  m  reply  to  forei^  shipping  interests,  and  ''Yes"  to  the  question 
as  applied  to  Amencan'snippmg  interests,  would  you  have  advised 
his  suomitting  the  questions  Y 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  can  not  answer  that  question  very  well,  Mr. 
Longworth. 

^.  Longworth.  Then  you  have  no  idea  whatever  as  to  his  pur- 
pose in  asking  this  committee 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH  (interrupting).  Frankly,  I  did  not  take  those 
questions  very  seriously. 

The  Chairman.  After  you  had  testified  in  New  York,  did  you  and 
your  brother  ever  discuss  the  question  of  any  bribery  charges) 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  After  I  returned  to  New  York  I 

The  Chairb£an.  After  you  had  testified  in  New  York,  before  your 
brother  was  on  the  stand  at  all. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  we  had  not  talked  about  the  matter  at  all 
until  he  returned  from  Washington  on  his  recent  trip. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anvthiDyg  about  a  conference  of 
steamship  oilers  held  m  London  on  October  12,  1909? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

The  (^HAiRBfAN.  Your  paper  mentioned  it  under  date  of  November 
12.  1909,  and  spoke  of  the  recent  conference  of  steamship  owners 
held  in  London,  and  I  wondered  whether  you  remembered  anything 
about  it  now. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  When  vour  brother  sent  in  that  list  of  questions  that 
he  was  intending  to  submit  here,  was  it  considered  that  that  would 
be  useful  matter  to  have  made  pubUc,  to  influence  the  coimtry  or 
anvbodv  against  shipping  legislation? 

Mr.  t)oDS WORTH.  As  I  have  explained  to  Mr.  Longworth,  my 
brother  was  a  good  deal  incensed  at  the  slurs  which  had  been  passed 
upon  the  Journal  of  Commerce  on  account  of  its  subsidy  poUcy,  and 
it  was  his  wish  to  indicate  the  Journal  of  Commerce;  ana  with  that 
object  in  view  he  prepared  those  questions.  He  wished  to  draw  out  a 
certain  line  of  investigation. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  line  of  investigation? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Just  what  you  had  been  inquiring  about 

Mr.  Longworth.  And  you  knew  that? 

Mr.  Dodsworth  (resuming).  When  those  questions  were  written. 
Oh,  yes;  I  knew  that. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  just  testified  that  you  had  no  idea  as  to 
what  answers  he  was  going  to  make. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  did  not  have  anv  idea  of  the  answers  he  would 
make  in  detail.  I  had  no  thought  of  all  those  various  details  that 
you  spoke  of;  not  a  bit.    I  knew  what  his  general  intention  was. 
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Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  You  state  positively,  now,  that  you  did  not 
know  that  your  brother  was  going  to  say  anything  about  any  offer 
that  had  ever  been  made  to  your  paper  of  a  corrupting  nature  ?  Just 
answer  that,  yes  or  no. 

Mr.  DoDSWOETH.  Mr.  Longworth,  I  had  no  knowledge  of  what  he 
was  going  to  say  or  do  whatever,  except  that  he  wanted  to  vindicate 
the  Journal  of  Commerce.     That  is  aU. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  You  say  now  you  do  not  regard  either  of  those 

Propositions  as  serious  at  all — tne  proposition  reflecting  on  Mr. 
Loach,  or  upon  these  alleged  interests  wno  offered  a  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  We  had  almost  forgotten  them,  down  at  our 
office.     It  was  ancient  history. 

Mr.  Longworth.  It  never  occurred  to  you  that  any  of  the  family 
of  Mr.  Roach  who  are  living  now  might  resent  imputations  cast  upon 
their  father,  if  they  were  not  true  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  did  not  know  what  my  brother  was  going  to 
testify,  so  that  that  question  never  came  up  to  me. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Do  you  mean  to  say  this:  Since  you  testified 
before  this  committee,  your  brother  and  you  have  never  discussed 
or  mentioned  either  the  hundred  thousand  dollars  or  the  forty 
thousand  dollars  or  the  unlimited  offer  alleged  to  have  been  made  by 
Mr.  Roach  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Since? 

Mr.  Longworth.  Since  you  testified  before  this  committee  ? 

Mr.  DoDS worth.  We  have  not  talked  about  it  between  the  hearing 
in  New  York  and  mv  brother's  hearing  in  Washington.  After  he 
returned  to  New  York  from  Washington,  of  course  we  talked  about 
it.  When  ^  testimony  came  out  in  the  papers,  it  was  an  absolute 
surprise  to  me.  I  did  not  have  the  remotest  idea  that  he  was  going 
to  testify  on  those  lines. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  did  you  think  he  was  going  to  testify  to  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  had  not  attempted  to  forecast  what  his  testi- 
mony would  be. 

Mr.  Longworth.  What  was  his  object  in  submitting  his  questions 
to  you,  then? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  am  sure  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Longworth.  You  do  not  know? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  I  don't  know  how  his  mind  was  working. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Had  you  talked  over  these  bribery  offers  before 
you  appeared  on  the  stand  before  us  ? 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  Not  between  the  two  investigations  or  the  two 
hearings. 

Mr.  Longworth.  How  long  before  the  first  hearing  had  you  men- 
tioned those  things  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  think  my  brother  and  I  had  talked  about 
anything  of  that  kind  for,  I  suppose,  a  year  or  two. 

Mr.  Ix)NG WORTH.  For  a  year  or  two? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes;  I  think  so.  I  do  not  know  positively,  Mr. 
Longworth.  We  were  too  busy  to  talk  about  scandal.  We  would 
rather  stick  to  business. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Well,  now  that  you  know  that  the  obiect  of  this 
committee  is  to  find  out  whether  money  has  ever  been  usea  corruptly 
with  the  intent  to  influence  legislation  of  any  kind  on  the  shipping 
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question,  in  Congress,  do  you  mean  to  say,  now,  that  your  statement 
that  your  paper  has  been  offered  $100,000  to  write  one  editorial  is  of  no 
particular  consequence  ?  Do  you  brush  it  away  by  saying  that  you 
are  not  concerned  in  scandal  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  My  opinion  is  not  of  any  special  importance  on 
that,  Mr.  Longworth. 

Mr.  Longworth.  That  may  be  very  true.  Still,  I  thought  I 
would  ask  you  the  question.     1  will  not  press  for  an  answer. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTOX.  I  should  like  to  ask  the  witness  a  question  or 
two. 

Mr.  Hawxey.  I  want  to  ask  him  a  question:  What  had  you  in 
mind,  or  what  parties  had  you  in  mind,  when  vou  referred  to  the 
interests  that  were  in  support  of  these  o-Ters  ?  liave  you  specified 
that  to  the  committee  this  morning  ?     I  was  detained. 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  What  interests  ? 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  referred  in  your  testimony  this  morning,  since  I 
have  been  here,  to  the  fact  that  some  interests  were  supposed  to  be 
back  of  these  oIFers,  if  I  understood  you  correctly  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  These  o.Ters  to  bribe  the  paper? 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes:  to  get  editorial  space  in  your  paper. 

Mr.  DoDs WORTH.  I  have  not  the  slightest  knowledge. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Have  vou  ever  formed  in  your  mind  any  notion  as  to 
what  these  interests  consisted  of? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No.  Mv  brother  wanted  to  find  out,  and  tried 
to  trap  them.  And  that  is  why  he  wished  me  to  come  down  as  a 
witness. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  did  he  try  to  trap  them? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  He  allowed  the  man  to  talk,  and  make  his 
proposition,  to  see  if  the  man  would  reveal  himself.  If  he  had  dis- 
covered it,  we  should  have  exposed  it  very  readily. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  understood  you  to  make  the'  more  general  state- 
ment that  you  thought  there  were  interests  back  of  this  proposed 
legislation.  Have  you  any  definite  idea  as  to  what  those  mterests 
consist  of  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  should  be  very  glad  to  get  information  as  to  what 
interests  there  are.  We  will  summon  them  and  make  them  appear 
and  testify  as  to  what  their  actions  are. 

Mr.  Dobs  WORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  will  understand  that  it  has  been  mentioned 
manv  times  before  this  committee  that  there  are  such  interests? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  we  have  summoned  everybody  and  made  all  due 
inquiry  that  has  been  suggested  or  that  the  committee  have  thought 
of  to  ascertain  what  they  were  doing. 

Mr.  DoDsWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  But  it  has  always  been  an  intangible  supposition, 
apparently. 

Mr.  DobswoRTH.  Yes.  However,  I  have  no  definite  information, 
Mr.  Hawley. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  obstructive  in  any  way,  and  in 
reffard  to  the  matter  of  circulation  I  should  Uke  the  privilege  of  con- 
sulting counsel;  and,  if  it  is  satisfactory  to  you,  if  the  counsel  advisee 
that  we  must,  I  will  send  on  an  affidavit.     Is  that  satisfactory? 
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The  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  have  no  desire  to  be  obstructive,  bat  simply 
want  to  stand  on  our  rights  in  that  matter.  May  I  ask  your  opinion  ? 
Has  the  committee  the  right  to  demand  that  information  ? 

The  Chairman.  I  am  incUned  to  think  that  the  committee  has 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH  (interrupting).  It  is  a  private  matter,  you  know. 

The  Chairman  (continuing).  The  right  to  demand  the  informa- 
tion.    The  committee  has  not  discussed  the  matter. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  One  witness  has  testified  that  a  humlred  thou- 
sand dollars  was  offered  to  him  personally.  He  also  mistakenly 
thought  that  a  witness  was  present.  Now,  we  understand  that  no 
witness  was  present.  I  certainly  regard  an  offer  of  a  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  to  any  newspaper,  no  matter  how  large,  as  not  insig- 
nificant; and  I  therefore,  there  being  nothing  but  hearsay  evidence 
before  us  of  this  offer,  think  that  the  question  of  circulation  is  very 
pertinent  to  the  question  of  the  credibility  of  that  witness  upon  that 
point. 

Mr  DoDSWORTH.  If  you  have  the  right 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH  (interposing).  That  is  the  only  reason  that  I 
want  the  information. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  If  vou  have  the  right,  vou  are  welcome  to  it. 

The  Chairman.  Well,  that  is  settled,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Would  it  be  satisfactory  if  I  send  on  an  affidavit  ? 

The  Chairman.  You  may  consult  counsel,  and  then,  if  your 
counsel  advises  you  to  answer  it,  you  may  send  on  an  affidavit.  If 
he  advises  you  that  you  are  not  obliged  to  answer,  tlien  the  com- 
mittee will  take  vsuch  action  as  thev  think  best,  when  thev  are  in 
executive  session. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  was  not  supposed  that  the  submission  of  this  list 
of  questions  would  have  any  effect  upon  proposed  legislation  i 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  did  not  talk  that  over  ^dth  your  brother  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No.  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  He  did  not  offer  any  suggestion  on  the  point? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  No.     He  drew  those  questions  up  himself. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  mean,  when  he  submitted  the  list  of  questions  he 
did  not  say  that  this  would  be  good  matter  in  support  of  your  policy, 
or  anything  like  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No. 

The  Chairman.  Now  you  may  go  ahead,  Mr.  Worthing  ton,  if  you 
desire  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  where  was  the  office  of  the 
Journal  of  Commerce,  where  this  talk  about  the  $100,000  took 
place  originall}''  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  don't  know.  My  brother  would  have  to 
answer  that  question.  We  were  either  in  19  Beaver  street,  or  32 
Broadway;  just  which,  I  don't  remember.  Probably  my  brother's 
tejstimony  would  show  how  far  back  it  was. 

Mr.  Hawley.  He  said  about  six  years  ago. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  We  have  been  in  our  present  quarters  about 
five  years. 

Mr.  Worthington.  That  does  not  help  me  any,  as  far  as  your  tes- 
timony is  concerned,  if  you  don't  know  whether  the  conversation 
took  place  at  the  one  office  or  the  other.     Can  you  not  recollect  ? 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  You  mean 


Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON  (interrupting).  When  your  brother  called  you 
down.     I  want  to  know  where  your  office  was  at  that  time. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  don't  Imow. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  do  not  know  i 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  do  not  remember.    May  I  ask  who  you  are,  sir  ? 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  }Aj  name  is  Worthington.  I  am  here  as  coun- 
sel for  the  Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States,  and  have 
the  permission  of  the  conunittee  to  examine  witnesses. 

Mr.  DoDs WORTH  (to  the  chairman).  Is  the  gentleman  authorized 
to  cross-examine  ? 

Hie  Chairman.  He  is. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  I  might  say,  further,  that  I  consider  that  some 
of  the  allusions  that  have  oeen  made  by  you  and  by  your  brother 
have  a  bearing  upon  the  interests  of  my  chents. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  I  see  from  the  record  that  Mr.  Dodsworth,  the 
former  witness,  says  their  office  was  at  19  Beaver  Street. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes;  I  had  noticed  that. 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  His  testimony  I  should  indorse  in  that  respect. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  do  not  care  about  your  indorsing  his  testi- 
mony, but  have  you  any  recollection  on  the  subject  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Was  this  conversation  about  the  hundred 
thousand  dollars  talked  about  at  the  time  with  anybody,  so  far  as 
you  loiow,  except  your  brother,  who  says  he  had  the  conversation, 
and  yourself? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  don't  think  there  was  an^rbody  that  was  con- 
sulted about  it  at  all.  I  knew  nothing  about  it  imtil  after  it  had 
occurred. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Has  it,  so  far  as  you  know,  been  talked  about 
by  anybody  except  yourself  and  your  brother  since  it  happened, 
until  your  brother  testified  here  a  few  days  ago  ? 

Mr."  Dodsworth.  I  have  no  recollection  of  its  being  talked  over 
by  anybody. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Reference  has  been  made  to  the  advertising 
in  your  paper  by  your  brother.  I  do  not  know  whether  you  have 
been  asked  on  the  subject  or  not.  I  want  to  find  out  what  amounts 
of  money  your  paper  received  from  the  foreign  sliipping  interests  for 
advertismg. 

Mr,  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  know.  My  brother  would  be  the  better 
source  of  information  on  that.  We  run  the  paper  entirely  independ- 
ently. I  look  after  the  news  and  editorial  department,  and  my 
brother  takes  charge  of  the  business  end.     I  take  it  that  if  I  make  a 

food  newspaper  he  will  put  it  on  the  market  and  attend  to  the 
usiness. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Have  you  no  knowledge  as  to  the  amount  of 
money  you  received  from  foreign  shipping  interests  for  advertising? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Not  specificallv;  no. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  do  not  asK  for  the  amount  specifically,  but 
in  round  numbers,  do  you  know  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No;  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Worthington.  He  would  know  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  He  would  know. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Have  you  any  person  there  as  bookkeeper  in 
charge  of  your  books  who  could  give  evidence  more  specifically  than 
your  brother  as  to  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  My  brother  could  give  the  information  better 
than  anybody. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  know  whether  that  advertising  is  done 
for  the  foreign  shipping  interests  under  written  contracts  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  You  do  not  even  know  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No. 

Mr.  Hawley.  When  this  o£Per  that  has  been  referred  to  was  made, 
were  there  any  witnesses  to  that,  or  was  just  Mr.  Roach  and  your 
father  interested  in  the  conversation  t 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  My  recollection  of  it  is  that  it  was  an  agent  of 
Mr.  Roach's. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  there  anyone  in  the  office  besides  your  father 
and  this  agent  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH,  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  do  not  know  whether  there  was  any  witness 
to  that  conversation  or  not  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No;  I  do  not.  Probably  not,  because  it  was  in 
nay  father's  office  in  South  William  Street,  at  the  time,  in  his  private 
office.    There  was  probably  nobody  there. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  want  to  remind  you  of  what  your  brother 
has  testified  on  this  subject  of  the  hundred  thousand  dollar  offer 
being  talked  about.  The  context  shows  that  he  is  referring  to  this 
hundred  thousand  doUar  offer,  and  to  the  question  asked  he  replied 
as  follows : 

Mr.  HuMPHRBYS.  Did  you  ever  state  that  fact  to  anybody? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  I  have  never  stated  it  outside  of  our  own  office  in  talking  with 
my  brother  and  those  who  are  immediately  in  close  touch  with  us. 

Who  are  the  persons  who  have  been  in  close  touch  with  you  and 

J^our  brother  there,  to  whom  he  might  have  had  reference  in  that 
an^uage? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  am  sure  I  don't  know  who  he  had  in  mind. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  do  uot  ask  you  that,  but  who  were  the  per- 
sons who  were  in  close  touch  with  him  and  with  you  at  the  office  of 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  at  the  time  of  this  conversation  about 
$100,000  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  He  was  in  close  touch  with  everybody  in  the 
office.  I  do  not  see  just  what  information  yoti  want.  If  you  will 
tell  me  the  purpose  of  the  question 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Yes*  I  will  tell  you,  that  I  want  to  find  out 
as  well  as  I  can  anything  txiat  will  help  the  committee  to  determine 
whether  your  brother's  story  is  true. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  My  brother's  story  is  true. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  i  kuow  you  say  so.  I  am  not  entirely  satisfied 
to  have  him  saj  it  and  jou  say  it  and  then  stop.  He  says  it  was 
talked  about  with  others  in  the  office.  Who  were  the  persons  at  the 
time  of  this  conversation  who  were  immediately  around  you  and  your 
brother  in  the  office  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  You  want  me  to  give  a  list  of  the  staff  ? 
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Mr.  WoBTHiNOTON.  I  want  to  know  those  who  were  nearest  to  him 
and  to  you  at  that  time.  You  may  give  them  all  if  you  please.  I  do 
not  care. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  would  have  to  tell  you  the  names  of  men  who 
were  in  the  office  at  that  time^  and  I  am  sure  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  do  not  know  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Can  you  name  anybody 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  My  office  is  in  one  part  of  the  building  and  he  was 
in  another. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH  (continuing).  With  whom  you  and  your  brother 
had  talked  of  this  hundred-thousand-dollar  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  had  neyer  talked  to  anyone. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  He  has  said  that  he  did  not  know  that  it  was 
talked  about  to  anybody  except  himself  and  his  brother. 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  His  brother  testified  that  he  and  others  knew  of  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Ycs.     I  havc  just  read  what  his  brother  said. 

I  have  never  stated  it  outeide  of  our  own  office  in  talking  with  my  brother  and 
those  who  are  immediately  in  cloee  touch  with  up. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  two  other  brothers  in  connection  with 
the  pam^r? 

Mr.  DODSWORTH.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  What  part  of  the  paper  do  thay  take  charge  of? 

Mr.  DoDs WORTH.  One  is  in  the  business  department  and  the  other 
is  in  the  editorial  department  with  me  upstairs. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  When  you  came  downstairs  on  this  occasion 
in  response  to  your  brother's  summons  or  request 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Pardon  me.     I  did  not  go  downstairs. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  No.  He  has  testified  that  he  was  not  present 
and  does  not  know  of  this  occurrence  except  by  what  his  brother  told 
him  about  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Do  you  remember  that  your  brother  did  re- 
quest you  to  come  downstairs  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No;  I  do  not  recall. 

Mr.  Hawley.  There  is  a  conflict  of  testimony  on  that  point. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Yes;  I  knew  there  was  a  conflict,  but  I  thought 
it  Wiis  about  whether  the  man  was  still  there  when  he  went  down. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  If  I  had  been  there  I  could  not  have  forgotten 
such  an  interview.     It  would  have  been  impossible. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  About  this  conversation  just  before  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  Spani^- American  War:  Did  I  understand  vou  correctly 
this  morning  to  say  that  the  proposition  then  was  that  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  should  print  news  items  and  not  that  its  editorial  influence 
was  asked  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No  editorial  influence  was  asked. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  I  Call  your  attention  to  what  your  brother  says 
at  page  1383,  to  see  if  that  refreshes  your  recollection  at  all: 

Mr.  Do D8 WORTH.  I  will  state  one  that  was  made  to  us  about  the  time  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War.  A  representative  of  the  Spanish  Government  wanted  to  buy  editorial 
influence  from  us. 

« 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  That  is  not  my  recollection  of  it. 
Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  On  that  occasion  did  you  talk  with  the  man 
who  made  that  offer? 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  did  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  Were  not  presont  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  was  not. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  All  you  know  about  that  is  what  your  brother 
told  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Wliat  my  father  told  me. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Are  you  quite  clear  that,  as  he  related  what 
had  happened  to  you,  you  were  simply  to  publish  news  items,  and  not 
to  use  your  editorial  colunms  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  hardly  call  them  news  items,  but  articles 
expressing  information  and  arguments. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  you  clear  that  your  editorial  columns  were 
not  what  the  man  was  after  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  According  to  your  father's  statement  to  you 
at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  have  no  further  questions^  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  That  proposition  was  submitted,  if  I  remember  cor- 
rectly, through  a  Mr.  Conant  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes.  Mr.  Conant  was  our  Washington  corre- 
spondent at  that  time. 

Mr.  Hawlet  (continuing).  That  subject  matter,  the  supposed 
Spanish  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Was  he  continued  in  connection  with  your  paper 
after  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes;  he  remained  with  us  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  You  did  not  regard  that  as  an  improper  action  on  his 
part? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  can  only  speak  for  my  father.  I  only  know 
that  he  was  a  man  that  was  very  rigid  and  strict  in  his  ideas  of  what 
was  right.  As  to  just  what  his  attitude  was  in  the  matter  I  could 
not  speak  for  him. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Do  you  remember  whether  the  Question  of  dismissing 
Mr.  Conant  for  submitting  the  proposition  was  discussed  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH,  I  know  that  rather  was  very  much  displeased 
about  it  at  the  time.  That  I  clearly  remember.  Might  I  ask  if  that 
is  pertinent  to  this  inquiry  ? 

The  Chairman.  What? 

Mr.  DoDS worth.  That  Spanish  War  affair. 

The  Chairman.  It  was  your  brother  who  brought  it  up. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  We  are  only  following  the  line  he  opened. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  May  I  ask  what  relation  it  has  to  subsidies?  Is 
it  not  entirely  improper  in  this  testimony  ? 

The  Chairman.  Naturally  your  brother  was  the  gentleman  who 
brought  the  matter  up  in  regard  to  your  paper  being  approached. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  He  might  introduce  improper  testimony. 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Conant  sent  us  a  tele^am,  which  was  given  to 
the  press  at  Mr.  Conant's  request,  and  he  is  now  here  to  testify  in 
regard  to  the  matter. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  was  an  entirely  improper 
matter  for  this  investigation. 

The  Chairman.  Well^  the  committee  did  not  suggest  it. 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNQTON.  I  suppose  it  is  pertinent,  because  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  had  been  charged  here  with  being  subject  to  improper 
influences,  and  the  object  was  to  show  how  incorruptible  it  is. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  It  was  one  of  five  instances  referred  to. 

(After  an  informal  discussion  the  conmiittee,  at  11.55  o'clock  a.  m., 
took  a  recess  until  2  o'clock  p.  m.) 


AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

The  committee  met  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  pursuant  to  recess. 

TESTIMOHT  OF  CHABIES  A.  OOVAVT. 

Charles  A.  Conant  was  called  as  a  witness,  and,  having  been  dtily 
sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Mr.  LoNOwoRTH.  Mr.  Conant,  a  few  days  ago  Mr.  Dodsworth  on 
the  stand  was  asked,  in  reply  to  a  question  propounded  to  him  on 
the  subject  generally  of  offers  that  had  been  maae  to  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  ^r  the  use  of  its  editorial  influence.  In  reply  to  this 
question: 

Mr.  LoNO WORTH.  Can  you  tell  what  sort  of  propodtiona  they  are,  as  a  rule? 
Mr.  Dodsworth  replied : 

I  will  state  one  that  waa  made  to  us  about  the  time  of  the  Spanish- American  War. 
A  representative  of  the  Spanish  Government  wanted  to  buy  editorial  influence  from  us. 

Later  on,  he  was  asked  this  question: 

The  Chairman.  Who  were  the  people  who  represented  the  Spanish  Government, 
that  tried  to  buy  your  paper  or  the  editorial  columns? 

His  answer  was: 

.    The  proposition  was  submitted  to  us  by  Charles  A.  Conant,  who  was  then  our  Wash- 
ington correspondent. 

You  were  at  that  time  the  Washington  correspondent  of  this  paper  t 
Mr.  Conant.  I  was  the  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  at  that  time,  and  often  talkea  to  Mr.  William  Dods- 
worth about  the  policy  of  tne  paper  on  different  subjects. 
Mr.  Long  WORTH.  I  continue  to  read  from  the  record,  page  1386: 

The  Chairman.  Did  he  say  who  had  submitted  it  to  him? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  He  might  have  told  my  brother,  or  my  father,  who  was  living  at 
that  time,  but  he  never  spoke  to  me  about  it. 

The  Chairman.  Was  it  submitted  in  person? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  1  think  it  was  submitted  by  letter. 

The  Chairman.  You  have  that  letter? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  in  evidence  now  or  not.    That  is 
not  in  my  department. 

******* 

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Conant  received  the  proposition  down  here,  and  it  was  sub- 
mitted to  your  paper? 
Mr.  Dodsworth.  Sent  on  to  New  York;  yes. 

******* 

The  Chairman.  You  saw  the  letter  Mr.  Conant  wrote? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  said  I  thought  it  was  a  letter.    I  am  not  sure  on  that  point. 

Will  you  tell  us  what  you  know  about  that  ? 
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Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.  I  shall  be  very  pleased  to.  I  think  the  testi- 
mony of  Mr.  John  W.  Dodsworth  this  morning  covered  most  of  what 
I  would  care  to  say  in  contradiction  of  his  brother^s  testimony,  that 
there  was  no  financial  oiler,  and  that  there  was  no  suggestion  that 
editorials  be  published. 

There  was  a  suggestion,  as  stated  by  Mr.  John  W#  Dodsworth,  that 
some  articles  be  published  showing  what  Spain  was  doing  to  improve 
the  conditions  in  Cuba,  and  what  she  had  done  in  times  gone. 

I  want  to  make  this  clear,  though:  Something  was  said  to  Mr. 
Dodsworth  about  patriotism.  There  was  no  question  of  criticizing 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  any  way.  It  was  not  a 
question  between  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Spain,  but  purely  a  question  between  the  Government  of 
Spain  and  her  subjects  in  Cuba. 

So  far  as  the  United  States  was  related  to  it  at  all,  the  disposition 
of  the  Spanish  Government,  so  far  as  I  knew  anything  about  it,  was 
to  cordially  approve  of  what  was  being  done  by  the  United  States 
to  suppress  fihbusters  and  enforce  the  neutrality  laws. 

I  aid  not  notice  at  the  time  of  my  talk  with  Mr.  Dodsworth,  sr., 
William  Dodsworth,  that  he  showed  any  annoyance,  as  stated  by 
Mr.  John  W.  Dodsworth.  We  discussed  the  matter  at  considerable 
length,  the  relations  between  Spain  and  Cuba,  and  I  told  him  that  it 
seemed  only  fair  that  as  so  much  matter  was  being  given  out  by  the 
Cuban  junta,  that  the  Spanish  side  should  be  presented.  At  that 
time — ii  it  is  worth  while  going  into  the  history  of  the  situation,  very 
briefly 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Yes.     Will  you  please  tell  us  what  time  that  was  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  The  time  was  far  from  being  at  the  time  of  the  Span- 
ish war,  as  was  impUed  in  some  of  the  testimony.  It  was  over  a  year, 
much  more  than  a  year,  before  the  Spanish  war  and  over  a  year 
before  the  blowing  up  of  the  Maine. 

There  was  nothmg  involved  in  this  matter  having  to  do  with  fric- 
tion between  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  Spain;  notliing  whatever.  It  was  simply  the  question  of  the 
relations  between  Spain  and  her  subjects  in  Cuoa,  just  the  same  as  it 
might  be  between  the  British  Government  and  her  treatment  of  her 
subjects  in  British  India.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  was 
not  involved.  No  question  of  patriotism  from  that  point  of  view 
could  arise.  If  there  was  any  question  of  patriotism,  it  was  that 
conservative  feeling,  in  which,  I  think^  Mr.  William  Dodsworth  con- 
curred, was  against  precipitating  the  United  States  into  war  at  that 
time.  And,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  war  did  not  occur  until  over  a 
year  later. 

The  position  at  that  particular  moment  wias  this:  That  the  dry 
season  was  coming  on,  when  military  operations  could  be  renewed  by 
the  Spanish  troops  in  Cuba  to  advantage,  and  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment, as  reportea  to  me — of  course  I  do  not  know  these  things  from 
direct  testimony,  but  from  current  reports- about  the  Capitol  and  ai 
the  State  Department  and  elsewhere — the  Spanish  Government  inti- 
mated to  Secretary  Olney,  then  Secretary  of  State,  that  if  they  would 
give  their  troops  one  more  dry  season  they  believed  they  would  put 
an  end  to  the  revolt;  and  at  the  same  time  they  would  announce,  as 
soon  as  the  revolt  was  suppressed,  a  comprehensive  program  of 
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reform.  Those  reforms  ultimately,  as  shown  by  these  articles,  went 
to  the  point  that  there  was  little  left  of  Spanish  authority  in  Cuba 
except  the  symbol  of  the  flag.  They  offered  them  autonomy  locally 
and  autonomy  for  the  island;  autonomy,  that  is,  for  the  mxmicipali- 
ties  and  autonomy  for  the  government  of  the  island,  limiting,  how- 
ever, tlie  suffrage,  ^nd  also  at  first  limiting  their  right  to  enact  tariffs. 
But,  I  think,  in  the  final  offer  made  by  Spain  and  conmiunlcated  to 
our  State  Department — for  I  talked  several  times  with  Secretary 
Olney  about  this — ^in  this  final  order  they  agreed  that  they  could 
make  their  own  tariffs  with  the  United  States,  provided  they  were 
not  inimical  to  Spanish  interests. 

It  was  that  sort  of  matter  wliich  it  was  proposed  to  make  public. 

I  talked  to  Mr.  Dodsworth  about  this,  and  I  did  not  understand 
him  to  be  antagonistic  to  the  idea,  although  in  regard  to  the  articles 
in  question,  per  se,  he  would  not  promise  that  he  would  use  them  in 
toto;  and  he  never  did. 

I  communicated  at  the  same  time  with  the  editor  of  the  Spring- 
field Republican,  my  other  paper. 

I  called  on  Mr.  William  Dodsworth,  and  so  far  as  I  am  aware  there 
was  no  letter  written  in  regard  to  this  matter  by  me.  It  is  possible 
Mr.  Dodsworth  WTote  one.     I  have  not  been  able  to  find  it,  if^he  did. 

But  I  wrote  to  the  editor  of  the  Springfield  Republican,  the  other 
paper  that  I  represented,  stating  that  I  proposed  to  sena  out  some 
articles  and  that  I  wanted  him  to  understand  that  they  w^ere  a  little 
apart  from  the  regular  service,  and  to  have  him  take  such  action  as  he 
thought  proper  in  regard  to  them,  for  that  reason. 

Here  is  his  answer,  which  fixes  about  the  date: 

t  Dbcembbr  19,  1896. 

I  thank  you  for  your  frank  ptatement  of  the  18th  in  regard  to  the  Spaniah-Ouba 
question.    We  are  not  radical  on  the  subject,  as  you  know,  and  I  think  you  should  be 
able  to  serve  us  satisfactorily  in  Washington  wimout  prejudice  or  partiality. 
Yours,  trul}', 

Samuel  Bowles. 

I  think  the  reputation  of  Mr.  Bowles  is  pretty  nearly  as  high  as  that 
of  William  Dodsworth. 

Mr.  IjOngworth.  He  was  the  editor  of  the  Springfield  Republican^ 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.  I  think  probably  he  would  desire  to  keep  his 
paper  free  from  unwarranted  entanglements. 

That  is  really  about  all  there  is  to  say,  except  to  renew  my  specific 
denial,  which  John  W.  Dodsworth  confirms,  that  there  was  any 
monetary  consideration  involved,  or  any  undue  or  improper  pressure 
put  upon  the  paper.  How  could  an  employee  put  an  improper 
pressure  upon  a  paper  of  the  standing  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce, 
with  a  man  like  William  Dodsworthl  It  would  be  a  reductio  act 
absurdum. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  I  will  again  read  the  answer  that  Mr.  Dods- 
worth made: 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  will  state  one  that  was  made  to  us  about  the  time  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War.  A  representative  of  the  Spanish  Government  wanted  to  buy  edito- 
rial influence  from  us. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  That  is  absolutely  untrue.     That  is  absolutely  with- 
out foundation. 
Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  is  to  say,  you  never  heard  of  any  such  thing  I 
Mr.  CoNANT.  I  never  did.

^  Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  And  you  never  made  any  representations  to  that 
eflFect  ? 

Mr.  CioNANT.  No,  sir;  I  never  made  any  representation  to  that 
effect. 

It  is  untrue  that  I  made  any  suggestion  of  money  compensation; 
or  that  I  made  any  representations  except  that  I  thought  it  was 
desirable  to  do  justice  to  the  Spanish  side,  which  the  Spaniards 
themselves  had  perhaps  prevented  by  not  giving  the  press  more 
information. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Was  there  any  question  at  all  about  the  editorial 
poUcy  of  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  It  never  was  mentioned,  as  far  as  I  know.  Of 
course,  incidentally,  it  might  have  been  imphed  that  if  Mr.  Dods- 
worth  personally  approvea  the  conservative  poUcy  he  would  advo- 
cate it.  I  did  not  ask  him  to  insert  anything  particular  in  the  edito- 
rial column,  or  try  to  influence  him  in  that  matter,  beyond  the  mere 
general  discussion  of  the  subject,  which  an  editor  gets  from  all  kinds 
of  people  every  day,  of  course.  •% 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  You  don't  know  whether  or  not  a  letter  is  in 
existence  ? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  From  me  ? 

Mr.  LoNOWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not,  because 
I  talked  to  William  Dodsworth  orally  about  it.  I  would  not  swear 
positively  that  there  is  no  letter  referring  indirectly  to  the  matter, 
and  I  should  be  glad  if  it  could  be  produced. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  All  this  conversation  which  you  had  with  Mr. 
Dodsworth  occurred  a  year  before  the  sinking  of  the  Maine? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Much  more  than  a  year  before.  As  I  say,  this  reply 
from  Mr.  Bowles,  the  editor  of  the  Springfield  Eepublican,  fixes  the 
date.  His  reply  is  dated  December  19,  1896.  The  sinking  of  the 
Maine  was  February  15,  1898 — 15  months  later. 

I  went  over  to  New  York  and  talked  to  Mr.  Dodsworth,  and  this 
letter  was  written — I  believe  I  looked  up  the  date  of  it  and  found  it 
to  be  on  a  Thursday — so  that  I  saw  him  probably  just  one  or  two 
days  before  or  after  this  date,  December  19,  1896. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Do  you  know  whom  he  meant  to  allude  to  by  the 
phrase  *'a  representative  of  the  Spanish  Government"  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Not  unless  he  referred  to  me.  I  do  not  know  other- 
wise. I  mean  by  that  I  do  not  know  whom  he  referred  to,  and  I  do 
not  think  he  does. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear,  while  you  were  a  correspond- 
ent of  this  paper,  that  any  offer  had  been  made  to  it  involvmg  a 
monetary  consideration  for  the  use  of  its  editorial  policy  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No;  I  know  absolutely  nothing  about  that. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  money  offer  being 
made,  either  by  men  interested  in  procuring  the  passage  of  ship- 
subsidy  legislation  or  opposed  to  it  to  influence  any  newspaper  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of;  no. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  such? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  do  not  recall  any  such  thing.  Of  course  I  may 
have  heard  casual  gossip.     I  do  not  recall  it  now,  except  what  I 
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read  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce  Thursday  last,  and  the  matter  sent 
out  on  that  date. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  mean  the  reference  to  the  testunony  here? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes;  the  testunony  given  by  A.  W.  Dodsworth. 
That  was  my  first  information  of  any  such  matter. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Tliis  su^estion  as  to  the  news  to  appear  in  the 
papers  bearing  on  the  SpanSn  Government's  relations  with  its  sub- 
jects in  Cuba  came  from  what  source  to  you  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Partly  from  my  own  inquiries  at  the  State  Depart- 
ment and  partly  from  friends  of  the  Spanish  minister.  Personally 
I  did  not  mow  the  minister.     I  did  not  see  him. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  were  not  speaking  for  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment in  any  capacitv  whatever  when  you  suggested  tnis  ? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Well,  possiblv,  in  a  very  indirect  capacity.  I  had 
received  intimations  through  a  friend  of  the  minister  that  they 
would  like  to  have  these  articles  published.  But  I  did  not  per- 
sonally know  the  minister  or  any  member  of  the  legation,  as  far  as 
I  recalL  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Was  there  any  suggestion  or  proposition  from 
the  Spanish  Government  that  they  woum  pay  for  it  in  any  way  at  all  t 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No;  I  think  not.  Possibly  they  were  willing  to  pay 
the  expense  of  laying  it  down  in  the  office,  which,  of  course,  is  a  very 
common  occurrence.  But  there  was  no  suggestion  that  they  would 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  columns  or  anything  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  I  do  not  know  just  what  you  mean  by  '^  laying 
it  down  in  the  office."  That  they  would  pay  somebody  to  prepare 
that  article  and  ^ve  it  to  them  there ! 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Yes;  that  is  the  idea.  Of  course,  that  is  done  every 
day  by  various  associations  and  bodies  and  other  people  who  want 
news  printed. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  The  purpose  of  it  was  to  show  the  pubUc  opinion 
in  the  United  States  that  the  Spanish  Government  was  trying  to  do 
the  square  thing  by  its  subjects  in  Cuba  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.     Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  That  was  the  purpose  of  this  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.    You  may  define  it  that  way. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  When  did  your  employment  begin  with  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  was  with  the  Commercial  Bulletin,  which  was  under 
the  control  of  the  Dodsworth  as  early  as  1899.  I  continued  after  the 
merger  with  the  Journal  of  Commerce  in  1893,  down  to  the  close  of 
1901,  when  I  resigned,  voluntarily,  to  take  a  position  with  the  New 
York  Trust  Co. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  On  the  other  subject:  Do  you  know  of  any  lobby 
that  has  been  in  existence  here  to  promote  or  to  defeat  ship  subsidy 
le^lation  1 

Mr.  CoNANT.  In  what  period  ?    Within  any  recent  period  ? 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  you  know  of  any  at  all,  ever,  at  any  period  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Well,  nothing  definite.  My  recollection  is  that  some 
association  similar  to  that  which  Mr.  Worthington  represented  did 
have  a  rei)resentative  at  that  time  who  was  here  off  and  on,  and  I  used 
to  chat  with  him  about  his  side  of  the  case;  but  I  do  not  know  what 
his  activities  were,  other  than  that  he  was  here  looking  after  their 
interests. 
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Mr.  Humphreys.  Who  was  that  ? 

Mr.  CoKANT.  I  think  his  name  was  Smith,  if  I  am  not  mistaken — : 
Alexander  R.  Smith.  I  may  be  mistaken  about  his  initials.  That 
was  a  yerf  long  time  ago;  probably  before  this  present  association 
was  in  existence. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Was  he  representing  shipbuilding  interests  or 
was  it  just  such  an  association,  according  to  your  understanding,  as 
this  American  Merchant  Marine  League  now? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  So  far  as  I  know,  it  was  such  an  association.  I  know 
nothing,  of  course,  as  to  the  forces  behind  or  within  the  association. 
I  did  not  try  to  ascertain. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  you  know  of  any  correspondents  here  bein^ 
employed  directly  or  indirectly  bjr  either  side  to  color  reports  and 
influence  public  opinion  on  the  subject  for  or  against  ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  No;  I  do  not  know  anything  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  know  of  no  fund  haying  been  raised  here  or 
elsewhere,  at  any  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  corruptly  used  to 
influence  legislation  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No.  I  know  absolutely  nothing  about  it.  It^  is  a 
subject  to  which  I  gave  comparatively  limited  attention.  Personally 
I  was  rather  in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce 
in  opposition  to  ship  subsidy;  but  I  never  took  the  interest  in  it  that 
I  did  in  some  other  questions. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Groing  back  to  that  Spanish  matter.  You  say  that 
the  Spanish  I^egation,  perhaps,  would  nave  paid  the  expense  of  pre- 
paring the  article  and  faying  it  down  in  the  office  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  there  any  suggestion  that  vou  would  be  em- 
ployed to  prepare  those  articles,  or  wnat  was  said  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  Yes.     I  was  to  do  something  in  that  line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  had  you  done  so  you  would  have  been  paid  by 
the  Spanish  Government  and  not  by  your  paper  ?  It  would  have  been 
outside  of  your  regular  employment  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  Yes;  it  would  have  been  a  special  employment,  just 
as  I  was  employed  by  the  Indianapolis  Monetary  Commission  to  pre- 
pare articles  in  favor  of  monetary  reform;  but  this  was  part  of  my 
employment;  that  was  not  the  primary  purpose  of  my  employment 
by  the  monetary  commission,  but  it  was  mcidental. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Your  employment  with  the  New  York  Journal  of 
Commerce  was  along  certam  specific  lines  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  Wefi,  it  was  to  send  them  all  the  news  which  I  con- 
sidered pertinent  about  business  matters;  that  is,  which  I  considered 
pertinent  to  that  character  of  paper.  PoHtical  news  was  not  con- 
sidered very  much,  because  it  was  only  incidental.  Occasionally 
political  events  having  a  bearing  on  business  would  be  sent.  But  1 
was  their  general  correspondent. 

Mr.  Garrett.  But,  as  their  general  correspondent,  if  I  understand 
you,  in  sending  such  news  as  this  to  which  you  have  referred,  that 
would  have  been  outside  of  your  regular  work  ? 

Mr,  Conant.  That  was  a  distinct  matter;  yes.  I  was  not  bound  to 
give  all  my  time  exclusively  to  the  Journal  of  Commerce.  I  had  other 
papers  and  did  other  Uterary  work  as  it  came  along.  I  was  not  under 
any  contract  with  them  to  give  my  whole  time  and  not  to  accept  any 
other  employment. 
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Mr.  Gakrett.  You  could  send  them  those  articles  for  which  you 
could  receive  pay  otherwise  than  through  them  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Not  without  advising  them.  That  is  just  what  I 
went  over  to  New  York  to  advise  Mr.  Dodsworth  about,  just  as  I  did 
the  editor  of  the  Springfield  Republican.  I  would  not  have  consid- 
ered that  it  was  treating  them  equitably  without  advising  them. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Did  the  Springfield  Kepubhcan  accept  the  articles 
you  wrote  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  They  left  it  to  my  discretion.  I  did  not  send  them 
all,  because  the  space  they  devote  to  Washington  matters  is  less  than 
some  of  the  larger  city  papers;  but  I  sent  them  some  of  the  matters. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Did  this  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  publish 
any  of  those  articles  ? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Very  few.  I  think  there  were  one  or  two  which  had 
a  distinct  news  value,  showing  what  the  Spanish  Government  had 
offered  to  the  insurgents,  orproposed  to  offer.  The  Spanish  Govern- 
ment did  not  make  the  offer  directly  to  the  insurgents,  but  they 
advised  Secretary  Olney  that  they  were  ready  to  make  such  offers  as 
soon  as  the  insurrection  was  suppressed.  Those  things,  becoming 
pubhc  to  the  American  papers,  would  become  known  to  the  insurgents 
if  they  took  any  interest  m  them. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Do  you  remember  whether,  for  such  as  they  did 
publish,  you  received  pay  from  them,  or  did  you  receive  some  pay  from 
the  Spanish  legation  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  received  pay,  presumably  coming  from  the  Spanish 
legation,  but  not  directly. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Then  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  did, 
in  fact,  print  some  of  those  articles  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  It  would  perhaps  not  be  quite  fair  to  say  that, 
because  many  of  them  were  wntten  voluntarily.  The  articles  were 
made  up  by  two  or  three  competent  newspaper  men,  who  would 
themselves  take  the  initiative  in  getting  the  news.  They  were  not 
articles  which  were  handed  out  by  the  Spanish  Legation.  I  would 
not  have  consented  to  send  sucn  articles  without  revising  them 
myself,  to  any  of  my  papers.  But  these  men  who  were  interested 
in  the  matter  would  go  to  the  State  Department  and  get  bona  fide 
news,  which  they  could  just  as  well  have  used  without  this  associa- 
tion. The  only  purpose  of  this  proposition  was  to  see  that  that 
{^articular  matter  was  given  more  recognition  than  it  had  thereto- 
ore  been  given. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  But  the  paper  did,  in  fact,  print  some  of  these 
articles  ? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Yes;  they  published  a  number  of  articles,  dis- 
patches sent  by  me 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Dispatches  sent  by  you  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes ;  going  to  show  what  the  Spanish  Government 
was  wilUng  to  do  for  the  Cuban  people. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  After  you  had  talked  that  matter  over  with  the 
head  of  the  paper? 

Mr.  Con  ANT.  Oh,  yes;  certainly.  I  never  saw  any  signs  of  an- 
noyance on  the  part  of  Mr.  William  Dodsworth,  nor  do  I  recall  that 
he  ever  indicated  to  me  any  annoyance  in  writing. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  That  was  Mr.  Dodsworth,  the  father  of  these 
gentlemen  who  have  been  on  the  stand? 
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Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garbbtt.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  efforts  by  the  Spanish 
Legation  or  anyone  speaking  for  them  other  than  such  as  you  have 
detailed,  that  you  participated  in  yourself  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No.    I  am  not  cognizant  of  anything  else.' 

Mr.  Gabbett.  You  do  not  know  whether  there  was  anj  other 
representative  who  went  to  that  paper  at  any  time  in  connection  with 
the  matter? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  To  the  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  Gabbett.  Yes. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  do  not  know;  but  I  should  think  probably  not.  Of 
course  that  is  a  negative  question. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  My  question  was  whether  you  knew. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No;  i  know  absolutely  nothing  of  any  such  thing, 
and  think  it  is  very  improbable.  I  do  not  know  what  Mr.  Dodswortn 
may  have  in  mind  outside  of  myself. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  You  had  several  conversations  with  Mr.  Dods* 
worth  about  this  line  of  news  items  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  can  not  say  positively 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  Well,  you  had  at  least  one  conversation  i 

Mr.  CJoNANT.  Yes. 

Mr.  LoNQWOBTH.  And  after  having  that  conversation  you  sent 
them  news  of  that  sort,  which  was  printed  in  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.  I  take  it  that  William  Dodsworth  had  sufficient 
confidence  in  my  judgment,  after  expressing  his  views,  to  know  that  I 
would  conform  to  it. 

To  recur  again  to  the  question  of  the  United  States:  So  far  as  the 
United  States  was  concerned  these  articles  were  distinctly  friendljr  to 
the  policy  of  the  State  Department.  There  never  was  any  question 
of  criticism  of  the  State  Department.  It  was  simply  a  question  of 
supporting  its  policj,  which  was  one  of  neutrality  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  neutrahty  laws  and  giving  Spain  a  chance  to  do  her  best 
for  the  Cuban  people.  There  was  no  intimation  at  any  time  that 
any  of  these  articles  was  to  criticize  the  Government  of  the  United 
States;  quite  the  contrary.  So  that  the  element  of  patriotism,  of 
course,  does  not  enter  into  it  in  any  such  sense  as  that. 

Mr.  HuMFHBETs.  I  do  not  want  to  make  any  offensive  si^estion, 
Mr.  Conant,  you  will  understand,  but  I  wish  to  ask  this:  There  was 
nothing,  in  any  suggestion  made  to  jou  by  the  Spanish  people  of 
interests  that  you  should  send  out  articles  that  did  not  state  the  true 
state  of  facts  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  Just  the  contrary".  I  told  the  men  who  first  broached 
that  matter  to  me  that  if  I  had.  anything  to  do  with  it,  the  articles 
must  adhere  to  the  facts,  and  must  be  perfectly  accurate. 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYs.  There  was  no  proposition  to  manufacture  stories 
to  influence  public  opinion  ? 

Mr.  Conant.  No.  I  would  not  have  been  a  party  to  such  a  propo- 
sition. But  I  felt  that  they  were  entitled  to  a  fair  presentment  of  the 
case. 

Mr.  LoNOWOBTH.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  proposition  made  by 
anyone  assuming  to  be  a  representative  of  the  Spanish  Government 
that  could  be  construed  into  a  proposition  to  buy  editorial  influence 
from  any  paper  ? 
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Mr.  Con  ANT.  No;  I  did  not.  I  never  heard  that  editorials  were 
involved  in  this  particular  matter  at  all.  It  was  simply  to  get  certain 
facts  published. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Might  I  have  an  opportunity  to  say  a  word  with 
regard  to  Mr.  Conant's  testimony  ? 

The  Chairman.  Certainly. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  In  the  main,  Mr.  Conant's  testimony  confirms 
'  my  own  impression  of  the  case.  I  was  not  an  active  participant  in 
that  affair,  but  I  remember  very  well  my  father's  annoyance,  which  is 
the  word  I  used  about  the  proposition.  He,  of  course,  resented  the 
proposition,  as  any  talented  newspaper  man  would.  It  is  possible 
that  he  might  have  used  some  of  the  articles.  But  he  never  approved 
it,  and  often  spoke  of  it  afterwards.  He  felt  that  those  articles  were 
to  be  paid  for;  and  that  is  the  reason  he  did  not  approve  of  it,  that 
those  articles  were  somewhere  paid  for. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  do  not  know  that  I  need  add  to  what  I  said.  I 
understood  Mr.  Dodsworth  to  say  this  morning  that  there  was  no 
financial  consideration  involved. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  do  not  know  that  there  was.  I  say  that  is  the 
impression 

Mr.  CoNANT.  This  morning,  if  I  heard  your  testimony  correctly, 
you  said  there  was  no  financial  consideration  mentioned  1 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Not  to  the  Journal  of  Commerce.  But  my  father 
had  the  impression  that  somebody  who  wrote  those  articles  was  paid 
for  writing  them — not  that  they  were  paid  for  to  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce. There  was  no  consideration  tnere.  But  he  had  the  impres- 
sion that  somebody  was  paid  for  getting  up  those  articles. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  But  he  did  not  have  the  impression  that  I  offered  to 
pay  him  for  them  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Oh,  no. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  That  is  the  point. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Dodsworth's  testimony  ran  strongly  to  the  proposition 
that  I  did  offer  to  pay  Mr.  Dodsworth  for  the  publication  of  the 
articles,  and  that  I  most  emphatically  deny. 

Mr.  Longworth.  He  made  the  plain  statement  that  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Spanish  Government  had  tried  to  buy  editorial  influence. 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.  That  I  most  emphatically  deny,  so  far  as  I 
know  anything  about  it;  and  he  connected  me  with  that  representa- 
tive of  the  Spanish  Government. 

Mr.  Longworth.  Yes. 

TESTIMOHT  OF  R  G.  DOVALD. 

F.  C.  Donald  was  called  as  a  witness  and,  having  been  duly  sworn, 
testified  as  follows: 

Mr.  Garrett.  Mr.  Donald,  wiU  you  state  your  place  of  residence 
and  the  business  in  which  you  are  engaged  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  I  reside  in  Chicago,  111.,  and  mv  business  is  that  of 
an  officer  of  the  Railway  Association  known  as  the  Central  Passenger 
Association. 

Mr.  Garrett.  What  character  of  officer  are  you  in  that  associa- 
tion ? 

Mr.  Donald.  What  office  do  I  fill  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes.    What  do  you  do  ? 
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Mr.  Donald.  I  am  the  executive  officer  of  the  association. 

Mr.  Gabbett.  The  executive  officer  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  As  such  executive  officer  do  you  have  charge  of  the 
matter  of  paying^the  commissions  on  railway  tickets  sold? 

Mr.  Donald,  riot  in  the  instance  as  to  which  you  are  inquiring, 
no;  not  as  an  executive  officer  of  that  association;  but  as  common 
agent  for  certain  railways  who  entered  in  that  arrangement  with  the 
steamship  lines.  It  is  not  a  part  of  my  duties  as  a  commissioner  of 
the  Central  Passenger  Association,  but  I  was  selected,  as  a  matter  of 
convenience,  to  do  the  auditing  and  bookkeeping  and  pay  the  accounts 
that  accrued  in  connection  with  that  arrangement. 

Mr.  Garrett.  On  page  1348  of  the  hearings,  Mr.  Donald,  in  the 
testimoinr  given  before  this  committee  by  a  Mr.  Fourman,  it  was 
stated  tnat  conmiissions  were  not  allowed  on  the  tickets  sold  by 
their  agents. 

Mr.  Donald.  Do  you  wish  me  to  make  an  answer  to  that  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  wanted  to  call  your  attention  to  his  testimony 
there: 

The  conference  does  not  allow  these  ndlroadfl  to  pay  ub  the  commission  which  they 
receive.  When  we  sent  our  statement  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Donald,  who  is  the  commissioner 
of  the  Central  Passenger  Association  of  Chicago,  asking  for  our  commission,  he  returned 
to  us  our  statements  in  the  same  envelope  without  opening  it,  and  wrote  a  polite  letter, 
stating  that  until  the  conference  allowed  him  to  pay  the  commission  he  could  not  do  it. 

Mr.  Donald.  I  have  had  no  such  correspondence  with  Mr.  Four- 
man  or  any  interest  that  he  represents. 

I  will  read;  if  you  will  permit  me,  the  letter  which  I  wrote  to  Mr. 
Fourman,  or  ratner  to  Vesely  &  Co.  The  letter  is  dated  July  23, 
1909,  from  Vesely  &  Co.,  general  passenger  agents  for  the  Northwest 
Transport  Line,  and  reads  as  follows:

DsAB  Sib:  We  herewith  beg  to  hand  you  our  report  of  eastbound  railroad  tickets  in 
connection  with  eastbound  ocean  tickets,  and  ceitificate  in  connection  with  same. 

^  That  was  the  letter  of  transmittal  accompanying  these  receipts  for 
tickets  alleged  to  be  sold  by  the  agents. 
My  reply  was:

DiEAB  Stbs:  Acknowledg;ing  your  favor  of  the  23d  instant,  with  incloeures  referred  to: 
Inasmuch  as  we  are  advised  that  your  company  is  not  a  party  to  the  imderstanding 
between  certain  rail  and  ocean  lines,  wherebv  certain  allowances  are  made  by  rau 
interests,  account  of  tickets  sold  by  the  steamsnip  companies,  we  have  no  alternative 
other  than  to  return  the  ticket  vouchers  accompanying  your  letter.

They  wrote  again  imder  date  of  December  31,  1909,  as  follows:

The  conclusion  of  the  correspondence  was  a  letter  from  Vesely  & 
Co.;  under  date  of  January  7,  1910,  as  follows:

We  regret  that  it 
remains  for  us  to  sue  you  under  the  law  for  treble  the  damages  which  we  have  sus- 
tained. Our  lawyer  informs  us  that  previous  decisions  warrant  him  in  assuring  us 
that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  whatever  in  winning  such  a  suit.

[[I^That  was  the  entire  correspondence  I  had  with  any  interests  repre- 
senting the  Uranium  Lines  or  the  North  West  Transport  Line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  It  was,  then,  substantially  true,  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Founnan,  that  because  they  were  not  members  of  this  conference 
they  could  not  obtain  this  commission  % 

Mr.  Donald.  I  beg  to  suggest  that  you  will  not  find  it  so  stated 
in  the  letters.  I  said  that^cause  they  had  not  entered  into  this 
arrangement  with  the  railway  Imes  and  with  the  steamship  Unes 

Mr.  Oarrett.  The  arrangement  referred  to  was  the  arrangement 
embraced  in  what  is  called  the  conference,  was  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 

Mr.  Garrett.  There  is  a  letter  addressed  to  Messrs.  Vesely  &  Co., 
signed  by  J.  V.  Zinner  &  Co.,  at  the  bottom  of  page  1348  of  the 
hearings,  to  which  I  call  your  attention. 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Does  that  state  the  facts,  in  so  far  as 

Mr.  Donald  (interrupting).  That  is  not  a  statement  of  the  facts. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Is  that  erroneous  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  It  is  true  only  that  Zinner  called  and  threatened  suit 
unless  these  ticket  receipts  which  had  been  referred  to  us  by  his 
New  York  office  were  recognized. 

I  explained  to  him  that  I  was  simply  an  accountant  in  this  matter 
and  had  no  duties  to  perform  except  the  merely  perfunctory  ones 
receipting  the  vouchers  of  the  steamship  lines  and  the  railway  lines 
who  had  entered  into  this  arrangement,  auditing  them,  collecting 
the  money  from  the  railroads  and  remitting  it,  and  thatltne  arrange- 
ment was  of  certain  mutual  interest  to  both  the  steamships  and  uie 
railroads.  I  asked  whether  he  understood  what  that  was.  I  told 
him  it  was  not  within  my  province  to  pay  him  money.  I  did  not  say 
I  would  be  glad  to,  or  would  if  I  could,  or  anything  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Have  you  ever  had  any  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Sandford,  the  secretary  of  the  conference,  touching  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir.  I  do  not  believe  I  brought  a  copy  of  it 
with  me,  though  perhaps  I  have.     I  intended  to.     The  sum  and 
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substance  of  it  was  that  they  appealed  to  Mr.  Sandford,  as  I  under- 
stand it : 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  mean  who  appealed  to  Mr.  Sandford  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  The  Chicago  agent  of  this  transportation  line 
appealed  to  Mr.  Sandford,  the  secretarjr  of  the  conference  lines,  and 
he  asked  me  to  make  some  investigation  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  agents  of  this  line  were  doing  business  in  Chicago.  It  seemed 
Tinner  &  Co.  were  afterwards  the  agents,  and  that  Anton  Bomet, 
of  unsavory  reputation,  was  their  agent  there  at  that  time,  and  by 
careful  inquiry  it  was  found  that  he  was  ready  to  cut  the  rate. 

At  the  same  time  that  Mr.  Sandford  asked  me  to  look  into  this 
matter  he  sent  a  copy  of  a  circular  letter  issued  by  this  Anton  Bomet 
in  which  he  agreed  to  pay  a  conmiission  of  $2  on  all  railroad  tickets 
that  were  sold  in  connection  with  tickets  of  this  transport  line.  I 
have  a  copy  of  that  report  of  this  examination  by  his  omce,  in  which 
he  makes  the  proposition  of  cutting  the  rate. 

That  was  about  the  sum  and  substance  of  the  correspondence  with 
Mr.  Sandford  touching  this  matter. 

I  brought  with  me  a  memorandum  of  the  arrangements  that  existed 
between  these  steamship  lines  and  these  certain  railroad  lines. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  say  you  have  a  memorandum  in  regard  to  that  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  think  we  had  better  have  that  in  the  record,  then. 

Mr.  Donald.  It  is  not  very  long,  and  I  will  read  it: 

Chicago,  December  /,  1908. 
Mr.  F.  0.  Donald, 

Commissioner  Central  Passenger  Association,  Chicago,  III. 

Dbar  Sir:  We  hereby  accept  the  unofficial«record  of  the  meeting  held  in  your  office 
at  Chicago,  December  1,  1908,  which  practically  states  that  a  commercial  allowance 
of  10  per  cent  (not  to  exceed  $1 .50)  on  all  eastbound  rail  busineas  issued  in  connection 
with  steamship  business  originating  in  and  passing  through  territory  of  the  Central 
Passenjger  Association  (except  the  Province  of  Ontario)  is  offered  by  the  railroads 
comprising  the  Central  Passenger  Association  and  is  hereby  accepted  by  the  steamship 
lines,  with  the  definite  understanding  that  no  part  thereof  shall  be  divided  with  a 
paasenffer,  under  penalty  of  cancellation  of  the  offending  agent.

Mr.  Garrett.  That  means,  as  I  understand,  that  the  various  rail- 
roads allow  to  the  agents  selling  tickets  a  commission  of  10  per  cent  not 
to  exceed  SI. 50,  on  the  tickets  sold  by  them? 

Mr.  Donald.  They  allow  it  to  the  principals  of  the  steamship  lines. 
They  in  turn,  I  understand,  divide  a  portion  of  that  commission  with 
the  selling  agent,  the  subagent  who  sells  the  ticket.  But  they  pay 
nothing  to  the  selling  a^ent.     It  is  paid  to  the  principals. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Why  is  it  that  the  railroads  that  you  represent  do 
not  allow  that  commission  to  this  Uranium  Line,  as  they  do  to  all  the 
other  lines  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  It  is  a  matter  of  business  discretion  and  judgment, 
just  as  if  you  were  engaged  in  any  business  you  would  like  to  exercise

?^our  judgment  and  discretion  in  accepting  people  who  did  the  work 
or  vou. 

\iany  railroad  agents  are  paid  wholly  on  the  conuuission  basis; 
but  it  does  not  follow,  because  they  employ  one  man  on  a  commission 
basis  to  run  station  B  that  they  must  necessarily  accept  an  applicant, 
willv-nilly,  to  run  station  C. 

Mr.  LoNGWORTH.  Wlio  signed  the  agreement  on  behalf  of  the 
steamship  companies  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  It  was  signed  by  Hermann  Winter,  A.  C.  H.  Nyland, 

E.  Lederer,  Max  Straus,  K.  H.  Farley,  Geo.  McL.  Brovm,  and  Lawson 
Sandford,  special  committee  Atlantic  steamship  line^. 

They  represented  other  interests  that  were  not  shown  there.  I 
could  not  say  what  they  were. 

It  is  the  open-shop  (]^uestion.  That  is  all  there  is  to  it.  The 
railroads  must  necessardy  exercise  some  care,  because  they  are 
amenable  to  the  law  in  case  they  employ  an  a^ent  who  should  ^o 
out  and  divide  this  commission,  as  Bomet  did  propose  to  divide  it, 
with  supposed  passengers.  They  have  to  exercise  considerable 
judgment  and  discretion,  because  the  responsibility  lies  and  rests 
upon  them  that  none  of  this  commission  shall  be  divided  with  the 
purchaser,  which  would  have  the  effect  of  reducing  their  published 
and  established  fares. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Why  should  you  allow  the  conference  lines  any  sum 
at  all? 

Mr.  Donald.  If  the  committee  will  bear  with  me  a  moment,  I 
would  Uke  to  read  a  letter  written  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission on  the  complaint  of  Ve&ely  &  Co.  to  the  commission.  It  is 
but  a  page  or  two. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Very  well. 

Mr.  Donald.  The  letter  is  dated  August  11,  1909,  addressed  to  Mr, 

F.  C.  Donald,  commissioner,  Central  rassenger  Association,  Chicago, 
111.,  and  reads  as  follows: 

Veaely  <&  Co.,  17  Broadway,  New  York  City,  complaine  to  the  commifision  that  the 
rail  lines  of  your  association  allow  a  rebate  on  rail  tickets  when  the  through  transpor- 
tation from  the  inland  point  to  the  forei^  destination  is  via  other  steamship  lines, 
but  decline  to  allow  this  rebate  when  it  is  via  the  line  represented  by  them.  Will 
you  kindly  state  your  position  in  this  matter,  what  is  the  amount  of  this  pavment, 
under  what  circumstances  is  it  allowed,  and  what  form  of  ticket  is  issued  to  the  pas- 
senger and  by  whom?  I  suppose  that  I  alreadjr  know  from  former  investigations  the 
metnods  of  transacting  this  business;  but  I  wish  to  make  certain  that  my  recollec- 
tion is  accurate.  Please  give  me  as  full  a  statement  as  you  can  of  the  manner  in 
which  this  business  is  transacted.

DsAB  Sir:  Reverting  to  vour  esteemed  lavor  of  the  11th  ultimo,  to  which,  for  the 
reaflon  stated  in  acknowledgment  under  date  of  14th  ultimo,  earlier  response  has 
not  been  made,  I  have  pleasure  in  fully  answerine  your  inquiries  relative  to  tiie 
reference  made  to  your  commission  by  Messrs.  Veeely  A  Co.,  of  17  Broadway,  New 
York  City. 

In  November  last  the  principal  rail  lines  initial  at  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  Cincin- 
nati, maintaining  througn  routes  to  the  northern  and  Canaoian  scAports,  conceded  to 
trans-Atlantic  lines  identified  with  an  association  known  as  the  Irans-Atlantic  Pas- 
senger Conference,  which  we  understand  includes  practically  all  of  the  r^:ularly 
estaoliflhed  ocean  lines  operating  from  the  ports  in  question,  a  commercial  allowance 
of  10  per  cent,  with  a  maximum  of  $1.60,  on  first  and  secona  class  tickets  of  the  issue 
of  the  roads  referred  to^  sold  in  connection  with  trans- Atlantic  third-class  or  steerage 
passage,  by  the  agencies  regularly  established  and  maintained  by  the  conference 
steamship  lines,  at  full  fares,  as  established  by  legal  filing  and  publication.  Pajrment 
beinff  contingent  upon  submission  of  a  full  and  complete  voucher  of  each  and  every 
purcnase,  attesting  cost,  routing,  and  full  description  of  rail  and  ocean  tickets,  as 
provided  for  by  the  form  attached  hereto,  this  allowance  was  not,  as  was  seemin^lv 
represented  by  Vesely  A  Co.,  of  the  nature  of  a  rebate,  at  least  in  the  sense  in  which 
this  term  is  used  in  transportation  matters. 

As  assuring  uniformity  and  equality  in  these  allowances,  the  vouchers  for  tickets 
sold  by  the  steamship  agencies  are  reported  to  and  audited  by  a  joint  agent  acting 
for  the  rail  lines,  payments  being  maae  directly  by  him  to  the  home,  or  executive, 
offices  of  the  trans- Atlantic  lines. 

This  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the  steamship  interests  for  a  dual  purpose: 

First,  of  materially,  in  mutual  interest,  sharing  in  the  expense  incurred  by  the 
ocean  lines  in  the  aevelopment,  enlargement,  and  better  regulation  of  this  special 
class  of  travel. 

Second^  of  forestalling  fluctuations  in  fares  and  undue  concessions,  both  secret  and 
open,  which  have  been  for  many  years,  despite  untiring  effort  on  the  part  of  both  rail 
and  ocean  lines,  inseparable  from  this  traffic,  and,  moreover,  menacing  the  stability 
of  inland  first  and  second  class  fares,  these  undesirable  conditions  being  chaigeable 
mainly  to  the  individual  efforts  of  competing  interests  to  control  the  travel  by  undue 
and  exorbitant  commission  payments  or  by  substantial  reductions  in  published 
fares.  As  an  inevitable  consequence,  the  rail  lines  heretofore  conceding  the  best 
terms,  which  were  necessarily  secret  and  confidential,  practically  monopolis&ed  the 
travel,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  interests  declining  to  enter  into  a  luce  or  more 
profitable  arrangement  with  the  steamship  agencies,  whereas  the  steamship  lines, 
under  existing  understanding,  consent  to  allow  the  travel  free  sway  as  to  selection  of 
route,  in  consideration  of  the  normal,  uniform  allowance  referred  to,  and  to  not  engen- 
der undue  competition  by  directing  the  business  in  the  interest  of  any  particular 
route. 

The  plan  thus  far  has  fairly  realized  the  expectations  of  its  projectors.  Inland 
rates  in  connection  with  this  travel  have  since  its  inception,  for  tne  first  time,  been 
absolutely  stable,  and  whilst  the  trend  of  the  business  among  competing  lines  from 
the  several  gateways  has  varied  in  volume,  no  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  with 
this  feature. 

Touching  the  complaint  made  to  your  commission  b>r  Vesely  &  Co.  of  the  North- 
west Transport  Line:  For  obvious  reasons  the  negotiations  leading  to  this  arrange- 
ment were  conducted  with  the  Trans- Atlantic  I^bBsenger  Conference,  as  affording 
the  only  practicable  means  of  reaching  an  understanding  of  this  nature.  Hence  it 
has  been  limited  to  the  member^ip  of  that  organization,  which  presumably  is  main- 
tained for  the  common  benefit  of  the  interests  so  associated.  The  claim  of  Vesely 
A  Co.  for  like  payments  was  confined  to  the  mere  reference  to  this  office  of  receipts 
for  tickets  sold,  without  indicating  whether  or  not  they  understood  or  were  in  sympatny 
with  the  purposes  for  which  such  payments  are  made  to  the  ocean  conference  lines. 
I  presume  the  North  West  Transport  Co.  might,  if  it  were  so  minded,  associate  itself 
with  that  body.  As  to  this,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  Mr.  liawson  Sandford,  secre- 
tary, Trans- Atlantic  Passenger  Conference,  17  State  Street,  New  York  City.  There 
is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  rail  lines  to  discriminate  against  any  ocean  interest 
in  the  matter  of  this  arrangement.  It  seems  not  unreasonable  to  suggest  that  Vesely 
A  Co.  should  have  eoueht  information  from  the  interest  concerned  before  peremp- 
torily demanding  that  this  allowance  be  made  them. 
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That  is  really  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  why  this  arrange- 
ment was  made,  why  it  was  made  with  these  particular  people,  and 
why  it  has  so  far  been  limited  to  them.  It  nas  not  only  oeen  of 
benefit  to  the  railroads,  but  it  has  been  of  benefit  to  the  people 
who  buy  these  tickets.  Very  many  of  these  people  who  purchase 
these  tickets  haye  not  been  in  this  country  long  enough  to  have 
much  experience,  they  are  still  almost  immigrants,  and  they  have 
been  hoodwinked  ana  pulled  and  hauled  aroimd  by  irresponsible 
steamship  subagents  oi  irresponsible  Unes,  and  it  has  been  the 
purpose  of  the  arrangement,  as  much  as  anything  else,  to  protect 
those  people. 

Mr.  Hawley.  You  make  this  allowance  on  no  tickets  except 
those  that  are  sold  at  the  full  fare  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  No  others. 

Mr.  Hawley.  It  was  testified  before  the  committee  that  there 
were  27  instances  during  the  year  1910  in  which  the  companies 
in  the  conference  cut  their  rates  for  steerage  traffic  across  the  water  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Possibly  the  ocean  rates;  for  the  ocean  tickets, 
possibly,  but  not  the  rail  rates.  That  must  haye  referred  only  to  the 
ocean  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Yes;  that  is  true. 

Mr.  Donald.  Their  rates  fluctuate;  I  am  aware  of  that. 

Mr.  Hawley.  What  I  want  to  know  is  this:  You  make  no  question 
Bs  to  what  rate  is  charged  for  the  ocean  yoyage  ?  Your  only  ques- 
tion is  whether  the  rate  on  the  rail  lines  on  land  has  been  maintamed 
at  the  published  rates  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Always.  Because  if  that  is  not  done,  the  ticket 
agent  who  sells  the  tickets  commits  a  misdemeanor  under  the  inter- 
state commerce  law  if  he  sells  the  tickets  under  this  published  rate. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Is  any  apportionment  made  by  the  foreign  lines  if 
a  ticket  is  sold  below  the  usual  rate  ?  In  other  words,  suppose  the 
regular  rate  from  Chicago  to  some  point  in  Europe — 1  don  t  know 
what  it  would  be,  but  suppose  it  was  $45. 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  the  ticket  was  sold  to  the  passenger,  including 
the  ocean  rate,  for  $30? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Would  that  be  apportioned  between  the  rail  line  and 
the  steamship  line? 

Mr.  Donald.  Not  a  penny  of  it;  not  at  all.  The  combined  rail  and 
ocean  rate  is  made  up  always  in  this  way:  The  regularly  published 
legal  rate  of  the  rail  carriers  to  the  port  of  embarkation,  plus  what- 
ever the  ocean  line  will  make.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  fluc- 
tuation in  the  steerage  rates. 

Mr.  Hawley.  We  haye  discovered  that. 

Mr.  Donald.  But  it  never  affects  the  railway  rate.  Every 
employee  that  was  at  all  instrumental  in  reducing  that  rate  would  l>e 
amenable  criminally  under  the  interstate  commerce  act. 

Mr.  Garrett.  How  many  railroads  do  you  represent? 

Mr.  Donald,  Well,  in  this  matter? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Donald.  There  are  in  the  (Central  Passenger  Association,  I 
think,  41  or  42  transportation  lines.  Some  are  water  lines — ^lake 
carriers.  In  this  arrangement  here,  I  should  say  roughly,  maybe  18 
or  20;  possibly  21  or  22. 
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This  arrangement  relates  only  to  trans-Atlantic  travel,  and  it  is 
conducted  practically  through  what  is  termed  the  southern  Atlantic 
seaboard,  or  the  northern,  or  the  St.  Lawrence  River  district.  There- 
fore, only  certain  lines  are  carriers  of  this  special  business. 

For  more  than  30  years  it  has  been  the  greatest  menace  in  the 
maintenance  of  passenger  fares,  not  omly  through  the  Middle  West, 
but  through  the  far  West  and  the  Pacific  coast;  it  has  been  the  one 
thin^  that  has  disturbed  passenger  fares  again  and  again  and  again, 
simmy  by  these  manipulations  of  irresponsible  steamship  men. 

The  only  way  there  seemed  to  be  of  saving  the  raih'oads  from 
involvement  in  charges  of  a  violation  of  the  interstate  commerce  act, 
after  it  was  amended  by  the  Hepburn  Act.  was  to  get  some  sort  of 
control  of  this  business  so  that  it  would  oe  done  legitimately  and 
properly  and  safely,  both  to  the  purchaser  of  the  ticket  and  the"  seller 
of  the  ticket,  and  this  has  accomplished  it.  But  it  manifestly  could 
not  be  accomplished,  if  they  had  dealt  with  irresponsible  people. 
Therefore,  they  selected,  in  their  judgment,  the  interests  to  which 
they  would  pay  this  money;  and  in  consioeration  of  its  payment, 
they  expected  an  absolute,  rigid  control  of  their  agents;  tnat  there 
should  oe  no  violation  of  the  law;  no  discrimination  between  the 
passengers.  . 

As  it  was,  an  irresponsible  steamship  agent  that  was  getting  a  com- 
mission of  $3  or  $4  would  sell  to  a  man  at  the  full  price,  if  he  could, 
and  to  the  next  man  he  would  give  a  discount  of  a  dollar,  if  he  could 
not  get  him  at  the  full  price,  and  the  next  man  he  might  give  a  dis- 
count of  S2  or  S3 ;  and  he  would  have  four  or  live  rates  in  an  hour,  if 
he  had  that  many  applications.  The  steamship  lines  have  controUed 
that. 

Mr.  Garrett.  I  do  not  quite  see  how  that  would  involve  the  railway 
lines. 

Mr.  Donald.  How  would  it  involve  them  ? 

Mr.  Garrett.  Yes. 

Mr.  Donald.  Under  the  interstate-commerce  law,  if  they  sell  a 
ticket,  or  participate  in  the  sale  of  a  ticket,  or  contribute  to  the  sale 
of  a  ticket  at  less  than  the  published  tariff  rate,  the  penalties  are 
prescribed  by  the  law,  and  the  commission  is  on  the  lookout  for 
violations  of  the  law. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Would  not  the  reduction  be  held  to  have  been  made 
on  the  ocean  rate,  not  on  the  rail  rate  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Well,  if  they  had  a  trial,  and  put  people  on  oath,  it 
would  probably  come  out.  They  proceed  in  a  regular  judicial  or 
semijucucial  manner,  in  looking  into  these  things. 

Mr.  Hawley.  I  undertood  you  to  say  a  minute  ago  that  the  rate 
across  the  water  from  Chicago  is  first  composed  of  the  published 
railway  rate  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Hawley.  And  then,  added  to  that,  whatever  the  lines  estab- 
lish as  their  rates  for  the  water  service  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  But  this  fluctuation  I  spoke  of  a  moment  ago  was  in 
the  substeamship  ticket  office.     It  is  not  in  the  rail  tickets. 
•Mr.  Hawley.  I  do  not  see  how  that  would  involve  the  rail  line. 

Mr.  Donald.  The  steamship  line  agent  gets  his  pay  in  two  com- 
missions, at  the  present  time,  under  this  arrangement.  He  gets  a 
portion  from  the  nome  office  of  this  rail  commission,  but  he  gets  S2 
or  $3  or  S4  from  the  steamship  line. 
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read  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce  Thursday  last,  and  the  matter  sent 
out  on  that  date. 

Mr.  HuHPHBEYS.  You  mean  the  reference  to  the  testimony  here  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes;  the  testimony  given  by  A.  W.  Dodsworth. 
That  was  my  first  information  of  any  such  matter. 

Mr.  HuHPHBEYs.  This  suggestion  as  to  the  news  to  appear  in  the 
papers  bearing  on  the  Spam^  Government's  relations  with  its  sub- 
jects in  Cuba  came  from  what  source  to  you  i 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Partly  from  my  own  inquiries  at  the  State  Depart- 
ment and  partly  from  friends  of  the  Spanish  minister.  Personally 
I  did  not  know  the  minister.     I  did  not  see  him. 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYS.  You  were  not  speaking  for  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment in  any  capacitv  whatever  when  you  suggested  tnis  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Well,  possiblv,  in  a  very  inmrect  capacity.  I  had 
received  intimations  through  a  friend  of  the  minister  that  they 
would  like  to  have  these  articles  published.  But  I  did  not  per- 
sonally know  the  minister  or  any  member  of  the  legation,  as  far  as 
I  recalL  at  that  time. 

Mr.  HuHPHBEYs.  Was  there  any  suggestion  or  proposition  from 
the  Spanish  Government  that  they  wouMpay  for  it  in  any  way  at  all  I 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No;  I  think  not.  Possibly  they  were  willing  to  pay 
the  expense  of  laying  it  down  in  the  office,  which,  of  course,  is  a  very 
common  occurrence.  But  there  was  no  suggestion  that  they  would 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  columns  or  anything  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  HuHPHBEYS.  I  do  not  know  just  what  you  mean  by  ''laying 
it  down  in  the  office."  That  they  would  pay  somebody  to  prepare 
that  article  and  give  it  to  them  there  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes ;  that  is  the  idea.  Of  course,  that  is  done  every 
day  by  various  associations  and  bodies  and  other  people  who  want 
news  printed. 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYs.  The  purpose  of  it  was  to  show  the  pubUc  opinion 
in  the  United  States  that  the  Spanish  Government  was  trying  to  do 
the  square  thing  by  its  subjects  in  Cuba  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.     Yes. 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYS.  That  was  the  purpose  of  this  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.    You  may  define  it  that  way. 

Mr.  LoNGWOBTH.  When  did  your  employment  begin  with  the 
Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  was  with  the  Commercial  Bulletin,  which  was  under 
the  control  of  the  Dodsworth  as  early  as  1899.  I  continued  after  the 
merger  with  the  Journal  of  Commerce  in  1893,  down  to  the  close  of 
1901,  when  I  resigned,  voluntarily,  to  take  a  position  with  the  New 
York  Trust  Co. 

Mr.  HuMPHBBYS.  On  the  other  subject:  Do  you  know  of  any  lobby 
that  has  been  in  existence  here  to  promote  or  to  defeat  ship  subsidy 
le^lation  1 

Mr.  CoNANT.  In  what  period  ?    Within  any  recent  period  ? 

Mr.  HuMPHBEYS.  Do  you  know  of  any  at  all,  ever,  at  any  period  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Well,  nothing  definite.  My  recollection  is  that  some 
association  similar  to  that  which  Mr.  Worthington  represented  did 
have  a  representative  at  that  time  who  was  here  off  and  on,  and  I  used 
to  chat  with  him  about  his  side  of  the  case;  but  I  do  not  know  what 
his  activities  were,  other  than  that  he  was  here  looking  after  their 
interests. 
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Mr.  HuHFHBETS.  Who  was  that  ? 

Mr.  Ck)NANT.  I  think  his  name  was  Smith,  if  I  am  not  mistaken — ; 
Alexander  R.  Smith.  I  may  be  mistaken  about  his  initials.  That 
was  a  ver^  long  time  ago;  probably  before  this  present  association 
was  in  existence. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Was  he  representing  shipbuilding  interests  or 
was  it  just  such  an  association,  according  to  your  understanding,  as 
this  American  Merchant  Marine  League  now? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  So  far  as  I  know,  it  was  such  an  association.  I  know 
nothing,  of  course,  as  to  the  forces  behind  or  within  the  association. 
I  did  not  try  to  ascertain. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  you  know  of  any  correspondents  here  bein^ 
employed  directly  or  indirectly  b)^  either  side  to  color  reports  and 
influence  public  opinion  on  the  subject  for  or  against  ship  subsidy  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No;  I  do  not  know  anything  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  You  know  of  no  fund  having  been  raised  here  or 
elsewhere,  at  any  time,  for  the  purpose  of  being  corruptly  used  to 
influence  legislation  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  No.  I  know  absolutely  nothing  about  it.  It,  is  a 
subject  to  which  I  gave  comparatively  limited  attention.  Personally 
I  was  rather  in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce 
in  opposition  to  ship  subsidy;  but  I  never  took  the  interest  in  it  that 
I  did  in  some  other  questions. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Going  back  to  that  Spanish  matter.  You  say  that 
the  Spanish  Legation,  perhaps,  would  nave  paid  the  expense  of  pre- 
paring the  article  and  laying  it  down  in  the  office  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Was  there  any  suggestion  that  you  would  be  em- 
ployed to  prepare  those  articles,  or  what  was  said  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes.     I  was  to  do  something  in  that  line. 

Mr.  Garrett.  And  had  you  done  so  you  would  have  been  paid  by 
the  Spanish  Government  and  not  by  your  paper  ?  It  would  have  been 
outside  of  your  regular  employment  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Yes;  it  would  have  been  a  special  employment,  just 
as  I  was  employed  by  the  Indianapolis  Monetary  Commission  to  pre- 
pare articles  in  favor  of  monetary  reform;  but  this  was  part  of  my 
employment;  that  was  not  the  primary  purpose  of  my  employment 
by  the  monetary  commission,  but  it  was  mcidental. 

Mr.  Garrett.  Your  employment  with  the  New  York  Journal  of 
Commerce  was  along  certam  specific  lines  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  Wefi,  it  was  to  send  them  all  the  news  which  I  con- 
sidered pertinent  about  business  matters;  that  is,  which  I  considered 
pertinent  to  that  character  of  paper.  Political  news  was  not  con- 
sidered very  much,  because  it  was  only  incidental.  Occasionally 
political  events  having  a  bearing  on  business  would  be  sent.  But  I 
was  their  general  correspondent. 

Mr.  Garrett.  But,  as  their  general  correspondent,  if  I  understand 
you,  in  sending  such  news  as  this  to  which  you  have  referred,  that 
would  have  been  outside  of  your  regular  work  ? 

Mr.  CoNANT.  That  was  a  distinct  matter;  yes.  I  was  not  bound  to 
give  all  my  time  exclusively  to  the  Journal  of  Commerce.  I  had  other 
papers  and  did  other  Uterary  work  as  it  cailie  along.  I  was  not  under 
any  contract  with  them  to  give  my  whole  time  and  not  to  accept  any 
other  employment. 
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that  line  whether  they  wanted  it  or  not.     Thev  have  agreedCthavrs^ 
there  shall  be  no  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  tne  passengers  at  all  -ac: 
that  every  passenger  shall  have  his  own  selection  to  start  with.     Fuf  -^^-v 
thermore,  when  the  passenger  does  not  care  which  way  he  goes,  tha*  ^y-- 
they  will  treat  all  the  roads  fairly,  and  not  prejudice  or  bias  them  ii  .^^ 
any  way,  but  give  them  all  a  chance  at  the  business;  the  idea  bein^  • 
that  they  are  all  entitled  to  some  of  the  business,  and  that  if  the}  J-^ 
have  a  fair  show  they  can  get  some  of  it.    They  have  their  solicitip{  \7^ 
agents  out  over  the  country,  and  if  they  are  unbiased  and  unjjreju-  '^^ 
diced  each  road  has  a  chance  to  put  its  solicitor  in  and  get  the  business.^ 

Mr.  Ha WLEY.  Did  you  ever  nave  reason  to  complain  of  this  con- ''  .^ 
dition  before  the  arrangement  was  made  that  a  steamship  ticket  ^' 
agent  would  have  a  number  of  passengers,  and  then  would  go  froni^' 
one  road  to  another  and  offer  to  send  them  over  the  line  for  a  certain 
commission  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  That  sort  of  chicanery  was  current  for  more  than- .7' 
20  years  to  my  personal  knowledge.    There  was  a  day  when  I  waa, 
in  the  field  myself,  looking  for  business  in  the  same  way.     I  have  -^ 
seen  steamship  agents  that  would  get  a  rail  commission  secretly  ~  '- 
from  some  good  road  that  wanted  the  business  and  was  not  strong^" 
enough  to  get  it  from  a  certain  locality  and  take  it  away  from  the  rail-.'/ 
road  station — by  dividing  this  commission  with  his  neighbor.  ^"  ^ 

It  was  all  those  thin^  that  it  was  sought  to  stop  by  this  arrange-^  '* 
ment.     It  was  made  with  these  conference  lines,  because  they  were" 
responsible,  creditable;  they  had  an  interest  in  protecting  their  pas-^ - 
sengers  from  this  chicanery,  as  well  as  the  railroads  had. 

I  will  say,  moreover,  that  they  were  approached,  in  the  first  place, ' 
by  the  railroads.  The  railroads  carried  this  proposition  to  them'^  ' 
mainly  in  fear  of  the  law,  knowing  that  if  this  thing  went  on  as  it'  ^ 
had  gone  on  before  this  rigidly  amended  law,  it  womd  result  in  the/- 
railroads  being  mulcted  for  it.  They  saw  that  something  must  be  "^ 
done.

Mr.  Hawley.  In  your  opinion,  has  the  arrangement  resulted    in 
the  maintenance  of  rates  across  the  ocean  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  I  do  not  know  that  I  quite  understand  your  question.  ' 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Has  this  arrangement  with  these  conference  com-  ^ 
panics  resulted  in  maintaining  rates  among  the  companies  across  the 
ocean  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  I  think  they  have  been  fairly  stable;  but  I  could  not  '*' 
answer. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Has  it  done  away  with  competition  between  them? 

Mr.  Donald.  No,  no.    The  competition  is  just  as  open  as  it  is  ^ 
between  the  railroads;  just  exactly. 

Mr.  Hawley.  How  could  it  maintain  the  rates  as  stable,  and  yet 
leave  competition  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  I  understand  that  the  conference  lines  establish  their 
rates  from  time  to  time.  Occasionally  they  get  into  a  controversy 
and  some  one  line  leads  off  and  cuts  a  rate,  reduces  it,  and  the  others 
follow.  There  have  been  a  number  of  controversies  between  the 
conference  lines  as  to  rates.  Just  what  the  details  were  I  could  not 
say.  I  only  know,  in  a  general  way,  that  they  have  had  steerage 
rates  down  to  $10. 

Mr.  Hawley.  In  competition  between  themselves  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 
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not  only  divide  the  commission  the  steamships  give  them^  but  would 
give  a  part  of  the  commission  that  the  railroads  gave  them  also  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes,  sir;  particularly  the  rail  commission. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  A  dollar  and  a  half  from  the  railroad  and  $2  from 
the  steamship  line  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  They  would  give  a  man  $250,  say  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes.  Or,  in  other  words — of  course,  it  is  a  sort  of 
composite  proposition — ^you  can  not  tell  which  pocket  they  are  tak- 
ing it  out  of,  but  if  they  had  a  rail  commission  of  $2  and  an  ocean 
commission  of  $4  there  would  be  S6,  and  that  would  be  a  pretty  wide 
margin  to  cut  from — to  give  away  from. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  If  he  gave  the  purchaser  $5,  you  would  know 
that  he  had  gone  into  the  railroad  commission,  too  i 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes;  you  would  know  that  he  had  gone  into  both. 
There  have  been  any  number  of  cases  like  that. 

Mr.  Hawley.  This  arrangement  was  entered  into  to  correct  abuses 
existing  among  your  own  agents,  or  among  the  steamship  ticket 
agents  i 

Mr.  Donald.  The  regular  railroad  agents  are  pretty  well  versed  and 
cautioned  in  the  matter  of  obeying  the  law  and  there  is  not  much  fear 
as  to  them.  Nevertheless,  they  would  bring  the  railroad  into  it, 
through  the  steamship  agent,  if  the  steamship  agent  was  derelict. 

Mr.  Humphreys,  i  our  companies  claim  the  right  to  say,  then, 
whom  they  shall  employ  and  give  commissions  to  for  that  reason) 

Mr.  Donald.  Yes. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  They  can  select  a  man  that  they  can  trust  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  have  gone 
into  that  question  very  fully,  very  exhaustively.  There  exists  an 
arrangement  out  of  New  York,  where  for  many  years  there  has  been 
a  division  of  all  this  immense  immigrant  business. 

This  business  from  the  West  that  Mr.  Fourman  brought  in  here  is 
a  small  matter,  probably  it  mi^ht  amount  to  50,000  or  60,000  pas- 
sengers a  year.  But  the  immigrant  business  amounts,  as  you  all 
know,  to  millions.  And  for  many,  many  years  that  business  has 
been  consigned  arbitrarily  to  the  different  roads,  say,  out  of  New 
York,  by  an  immigrant  committee.  And,  moreover,  it  has  been  used 
to  even  up  what  they  would  call  shortages  in  domestic  business  of^ 
those  roads.  If  it  was  understood,  for  instance,  that  the  six  or* 
seven  roads  running  westward  from  New  York  should  share  in  cer- 
tain percentages  in  the  total  volume  of  business  ticketed  from  New 
York,  then  if  any  one  road  would  fall  below  its  share,  it  would  be 
given  the  benefit  of  a  trainload  or  two  of  these  immigrants. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  went  through  that  very 
carefully  and  thoroughly  and  completely.  It  would  only  take  a 
moment  to  give  you  their  final  opinion  about  it.  They  went  through 
it  from  the  standpoint  that  it  eitner  was  very  close  to  or  was  actually 
pooling,  which  or  course  is  absolutely  forbidden  as  to  freights,  and, 
mferentially,  as  to  passengers  by  the  interstate  commerce  act. 

Alluding  to  the  act  and  quoting  the  opinion  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce  Commission,  from  their  investigation  of  this  matter,  I  read: 

It  seems  clear  to  us  that  the  section  quoted  forbids  a  division  of  ''the  aggregate  or 
net  proceeds  of  the  earning  of  such  railroads  or  any  portion  thereof "  of  competing 
carriers,  whether  such  earnings  arise  from  freight  or  passenger  business,  and  that  it 
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also  forbids  a  division  of  freights  in  kind  by  any  device.  But  it  is  not  clear  that  Con- 
gress did  not  r^ard  the  division  of  the  i>a88enger  traffic  in  kind  as  imi)racticable. 
and  therefore  not  necessary  to  include  within  the  prohibition.  Nor  is  it  believed 
that  such  a  practice  exists  or  could  be  made  effective  in  respect  to  any  other  class 
of  passeneer  business,  except  that  of  immigrants^  and  while,  as  shown,  the  arrange- 
ment under  discussion  purports  to  be  for  the  division  of  westbound  passenger  tramc, 
including  domestic  as  well  as  immigrant,  it  is  also  apparent  that  in  its  operation  there 
is  practically  only  a  distribution  or  division  of  the  immigrants  which,  however,  is 
based  upon  the  proposition  of  the  domestic  traffic  done  by  each  line.  This  arrange- 
ment is  no  doubt  in  restraint  of  competition,  and  if  the  question  of  the  reasonable- 
ness of  the  rates  was  under  consideration  would  have  bearing  upon  that  question; 
but  there  is  no  division  of  the  aggr^te  or  net  proceeds,  or  any  part  thereof,  oetween 
the  lines,  imless  as  is  contended,  the  division  of  passengers  before  thay  have  been 
carried  is  in  contemplation  of  law  a  division  of  the  earning  therefrom. 

A^inst  this  contention  is  the  fact  that  there  is  specific  prohibition  against  the 
pooling  or  division  of  freight  and  the  omission  of  a  like  specific  provision  in  respect  to 
passengers.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  the  further  fact  that  the  tilings  forbidden  by 
this  section  of  the  act  are  made  criminal,  it  is  doubtful,  at  least,  whether  such  a  division 
of  the  passengers  as  has  been  shown  to  exist  under  this  arrangement  is  covered  by  the 
prohibitions  of  this  section.  If  the  practice  was  effective  in  respect  to  domestic 
business,  so  as  to  indicate  that  it  might  become  extensive,  we  might  feel  constrained 
to  resolve  the  doubt  against  the  practice  in  an  effort  to  uproot  it,  for  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that  if  it  were  practicable  to  make  effective  such  arrangements  in  respect  to 
all,  or  a  lai^o  part  of  tne  domestic  passenger  busineas,  what  we  understand  to  be  the 
purposes  of  the  law  would  be  largely  defeated;  but,  as  above  indicate,  it  is  not 
believed  that  it  can  ever  be  made  effective  to  any  considerable  extent  in  the  domestic 
passenger  business,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  this  is  the  reason  that  this  section 
was  framed  as  it  is.  (Re  Transportation  of  Immigrants  from  New  York,  10  I.  C.  C,  R. 
13.) 

That  is  an  actual  division  of  this  immigrant  business.  There  is  no 
effort  to  make  any  division  of  this  eastbound  business,  which  is  no 
longer  immigrant  business,  because  those  people  have  oeen  more  or 
less  domesticated. 

It  is  neutrality  and  protection  under  the  law  that  is  sought  by  this 
arrangement;  and  it  was  made  with  these  steamship  agents,  Imown 
as  the  conference  lines,  because  they  were  responsible  and  could 
-carry  it  out ;  and  in  doing  so  they  have  notified  their  agents  that  any 
deviation  from  this  arrangement  would  result  in  immediate  dismissal. 
They  have  given  that  to  the  superior  officers,  to  subagents,  and  every- 
body employed  clear  to  the  coast  that  it  would  mean  instant  dis- 
missal if,  first,  they  attempted  to  force  a  passenger  over  a  certain 
road  or  interfere  with  his  going  over  a  road  that  some  railroad  solici- 
tor had  induced  him  to  go  over,  or  if  they  should  cut  the  rate  or 
misrepresent  the  rate. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Referring  to  a  question  that  was  asked  a  little 
while  ago,  as  to  this  arrangement  being  entered  into  with  the  con- 
ference lines,  to  prevent  irregularities  on  the  part  of  the  agents  of 
steamship  lines,  why  should  you  pay  them  any  money  ?  Why  should 
not  they  pay  you  money? 

Mr.  Donald.  We  are  getting  a  large  benefit.  The  railroads  were 
quarreling,  .themselves,  over  this  business  and  spending  money  in 
controversies  over  the  procurement  of  this  business.  At  one  time  it 
brought  rates  to  a  level  of  $7  from  Chicago  to  New  York.  That  was 
a  good  many  years  ago;  but  it  did. 

Mr.  Hawley.  Not  within  the  life  of  this  conference  agreement,  or 
A  few  years  before  ? 
gMr.  Donald.  No,  no;  it  was  many  years  ago. 
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Mr.  Hawlet.  In  the  hearings,  at  page  1418, 1  read: 

Mr.  Hawlby.  Were  not  the  railroads  able  to  fix  their  own  rates  and  prevent  their 
agents  from  doing  these  things? 

Mr.  Winter.  No.    They  tried  for  16  years. 

Mr.  K4WLBY.  You  have  better  discipline  over  your  agents  than  the  railroads  had 
over  theirs? 

Mr.  WiNTRR.  Yes;  absolutely.  We  wanted  them  to  conduct  the  business.  This 
whole  conference  and  even  this  arrangement  on  the  other  side  has  tended  to  clean  up 
the  business,  to  make  it  a  cleaner  and  safer  businees. 

Mr.  Wmter  states  that  they  had  better  discipHne  over  their  agents 
than  the  railroads  did  over  their  agents. 

Mr.  Donald.  They  could  have  controlled  them  if  every  railr€>ad 
would  keep  good  faith  with  the  other  railroads. 

As  an  example,  there  comes  out  of  the  Northwest  largely  Scandi- 
navian and  Norwegian  travel  every  fall,  holiday  or  Christmas  travel, 
six,  ten,  twelve  thousand  passengers.  There  are  but  four  raikoads 
between  St.  Paul  and  Chicago;  most  of  it  comes  from  St.  Paul,  Ifin- 
neapolis,  Chicago,  and  goes  to  the  Atlantic  jwrts.  Most  of  the  rail- 
road agents  can  resist  cutting  and  manipulating  rates  on  the  ones  or 
twos  or  threes  or  fours;  but  when  hundreds  loom  up  it  would  be 
beyond  the  resisting  powers  of  the  usual  agent.  Some  of  their  solici- 
tors would  come  in  and  say,  "There  is  a  party  of  three  or  four  hun- 
dred passengers  that  we  can  get  if  we  pay  a  commission  of  S3.'' 
Now,  if  there  is  a  profit  left  after  paying  that  commission,  the  result 
would  be  that  some  road  would  pay  it.  This  man,  say,  has  gathered 
up  300  passengers,  and  when  he  ^ds  that  he  will  get  a  commission 
the  incentive  and  the  temptation  is  at  once  to  go  and  use  some  of 
that  commission  to  get  two  or  three  hundred  more  away  from  the 
other  fellow  that  may  be  getting  up  a  party  of  300  on  the  basis  of  no 
commission.  The  railroads  would  not  keep  faith  among  themselves. 
They  would  have  agreements  not  to  pay  commissions  and  would  give 
them  secretly.  T&it  was  what  developed  the  necessity  for  this 
arrangement. 

Mr.  Hawlet.  Would  they  not  make  themselves  liable  to  the  pen- 
alties of  the  law  ? 

Mr.  Donald.  Under  this  Hepburn  amendment  they  would,  if  it  was 
brought  home  to  them;  but  before  that  the  interstate-commerce  law 
was  a  pretty  loose  sort  of  a  law,  so  that  they  did  not  pay  much  atten- 
tion to  it. 

(Whereupon,  at  3.30  o'clock  n.  m.,  the  committee  adjourned  sub- 
ject to  the  call  of  the  chairman.)

As  well  as  appearing  here  for  Mr.  Steenerson,  I 
desire  the  committee  to  note  my  attendance  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Dods- 
worth,  who  came  to  me  yesterday  and  requested  that  I  be  here 
for  him. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Will  you  proceed,  Mr.  Worthington  t 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes. 

TESTIMOFr  OF  MB.  A.  W.  DODSWOETH— Continued. 

A.  W.  Dodsworth  was  recalled  as  a  witness  and  testified  further  as 
follows: 

Mr.  Worthington.  When  you  were  here  before,  Mr.  Dodsworth, 
you  stated  in  substance  that  this  matter  of  the  $100,000  proposition 
had  been  talked  about,  as  I  remember,  by  you  and  your  brother, 
whom  you  had  called  on,  and  by  others  who  were  associated  with  you 
closely  at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Can  you  tell  the  committee  who  the  others 
were  besides  your  brother  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  I  can  recall  the  names  of  some  of  them. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Who  were  they  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  One  is  William  E.  Paiget.  Do  you  want  another 
name? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes;  all  you  can  remember. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Another  name  is  that  ef  Vincent  R.  Tobin. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  is  all  I  can  remember. 

Mr.  Worthington.  What  was  Mr.  Paiget's  position  on  the  paper 
at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  He  was  in  our  business  department. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Is  he  with  the  paper  still  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Aiid  what  was  Mr.  Tobin 's  position  at  that 
time?    . 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  He  was  in  the  business  department  also. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Is  he  still  there  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Did  you  talk  with  each  of  these  men  about  this 
$100,000  offer,  about  the  time  it  was  made  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir.  Not  with  Mr.  Tobin  about  the  time  it 
was  made.     I  did  with  Mr.  Paiget. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Let  me  take  Mr.  Paiget  first. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes. 

Mr.  Worthington.  How  soon  did  you  talk  with  Mr.  Paiget  about 
this? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Shortly  afterwards.  I  coidd  not  say  whether  it 
was  a  few  days  or  a  few  weeks;  but  it  was  shortly  after.

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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Did  you  tell  him,  in  substance,  what  you  have 
told  the  committee  here  about  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  When  did  you  first  speak  to  Mr.  Tobin  about  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Within  a  year  to  14  months. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  do  you  fix  the  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Because  Mr.  Tobin  has  not  been  with  us  as  long 
as  Mr.  Paiget  has.  Mr.  Tobin  has  been  in  our  employ  about  14  to 
16  months. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  He  was  not  with  you  at  the  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Not  at  the  time  the  offer  was  made. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  He  has  been  with  you  about  from  14  to  16 
months  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Tobin  has. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  You  spoke  to  him  about  it  how  soon  after  he 
came  with  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Oh,  it  might  have  been  a  month  or  two  months. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  How  loug  was  that  after  the  conversation  with 
the  man  who  had  offered  you  the  $100,000  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  say  possibly  five  years. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Are  you  clear  now  in  your  recollection  as  to 
where  the  office  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  was  at  the  time  of  this 
incident  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Which  oflSlce  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  19  Beaver  Street. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  That  is  not  your  present  office? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Can  you  fix  definitely  now  the  time  you 
moved? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  never  had  any  doubt  in  my  mind  about  that. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  W^U,  wheu  did  you  move? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  We  moved  about  four  and  one-half  years  ago. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  And  about  how  long  before  you  moved  did 
this  conversation  occur  about  the  $100,000  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  say  about  a  year  and  a  half. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Have  you  read  your  brother's  testimony 
which  he  gave  here  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  YeSj  sir. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Smce  you  testified  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  Want  to  ask  you  what  I  asked  him,  and  to 
which  he  referred  me  to  you  for  information — that  is,  with  respect  to 
the  amount  that  your  paper  has  been  receiving  from  the  foreign 
shipping  interests,  let  us  say,  during  the  last  year,  for  advertising? 

Mr.  K ALSTON.  I  want  to  note  an  objection  to  that  question^  Ifr. 
Chairman  and  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  as  involving  a  business 
matter  not  pertment  to  the  scope  of  tliis  inquiry. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  If  there  is  any  argument  desired  about  that, 
I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  fact  that 
they  all  know  that  inquiries  have  been  made  here  of  a  ^eat  many 
witnesses  about  newspapers  being  subsidized  as  a  way  of  influencing 
Congress,  and  that  this  particular  witness  brought  down  a  set  of 
questions  which  he  wanted  the  committee  to  ask  him.  One  of  those 
gquestions  is  found  on  pae  1375  of  the  record,  as  follows: 
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"Have  the  foreign  steam  shipping  interests  ever  purchased  anv 
quantitjr  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  containing  articles  or  editorial 
ant^onistic  to  subsidies." 

When  that  question  was  asked  him  he  said: 

"No,  sir;  they  never  have." 

So  that  he  hiniself  has  introduced  here  the  question  of  moneys 
received  from  foreign  shipning  interests. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  that  that  is 
entirelv  a  different  proposition.  The  question  which  was  put  to  him 
related  to  the  subsidizing  of  the  paper.  The  question  which  Mr. 
Worthington  now  presents  is  one  purely  of  busmess  management. 
Mr.  Worthington  desires  to  know  what  he  received  in  the  way  of 
advertising  from  foreign  shipping  interests  during  the  year,  tf  he 
has  received  any  extraordinary  sum,  I  should  not  object  to  the 
question — that  is,  above  the  usual  advertisinjg  rates. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  For  steamship  advertising,  let  me  interject, 
please. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Yes.  If  he  received  any  special  privilege  of  any 
kind  from  the  foreign  shipping  interests,  1  would  not  object  to  the 
question,  but  the  question  as  it  is  asked,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  is  objected 
to  as  calling  for  the  details  of  a  purely  business  matter,  entirely  out- 
side of  the  scope  of  the  resolution  under  which  this  committee  acts. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  can  not  find  out  whether  any  special  com- 
pensation has  been  received  by  this  journal  from  the  shipping  inter- 
ests without  finding  out  what  the  rates  are  and  what  they  received. 
I  am  instructed  that  there  is  ground  for  suspicion  that  the  paper  has 
been  indirectly  subsidized  in  that  way,  and  1  want  to  find  out. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  think  I  would  nave  no  objection  to  your  stat- 
ing that  question  as  you  have  just  stated  it  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  in  the  manner  Mr.  Worthington  states  it,  we 
have  no  objection  whatever. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  We  do  not  receive  any  special  compensation  for 
steamship  advertising.  It  is  the  lowest  rate  wnich  is  received  for  any 
character  of  advertising  in  our  paper  by  pretty  nearly  100  per  cent. 
We  regard  that  character  of  advertising  very  largely  in  the  nature  of 
news,  because  it  contains  the  sailings  of  vessels,  which  is  verv  impor- 
tant information  to  business  men  shipping  over  the  various  lines. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Then,  why  do  you  object,  through  your  coun- 
sel, to  having  the  committee  informed,  as  to  what  you  received  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Because  I  do  not  think — well,  possibly  I  had 
better  not  state  my  reasons. 

Mr.  Ralston.  If  Mr.  Worthington  desires  to  know  the  rate  per 
line,  Mr.  Dodsworth  will  be  glad  to  give  it,  and  if  he  desires  to  know 
whether,  under  any  circumstances,  any  other  rates  than  the  regular 
rates  have  been  received  from  the  foreign  shipping  interests  or  from 
anyone  else,  the  witness  will  be  glad  to  reply.  1  am  sure. 

Mr.  Worthington.  May  I  have  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Here  is  a  copy  of  yesterday's  paper. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  would  rather  take  one  a  little  older. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Here  is  a  steamship  advertisement  right  on  that 
page  [indicating]. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  ask  you  to  look  at  this  file  of  the  paper  which 
runs  along  in  December,  1909,  and  find  the  page  which  contains  the 
advertising  there. 

(Mr.  Dodsworth  inrlicated  the  page  referred  to.) 
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Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  The  witness  turns  to  the  paper  of  December 
23,  1909,  on  page  14.  Does  that  contain  all  of  that  advertising  in  the 
paper  of  that  Hate  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  wiU  you  mark  the  advertisements  there 
which  are  for  the  foreign  shipping  interests,  as  distinguished  from  the 
coastwise  advertisers? 

(Mr.  Dods worth  marked  the  advertisements  referred  to.) 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  Now,  will  you  kindly  do  the  same  thing  on 
this  copy  of  the  paper  for  February  7,  1911,  that  you  have  produced  ? 

(Mr.  I)odsworth  did  as  requested.) 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  This  [indicating]  is  under  foreign  classification, 
but  I  am  not  sure  whether  it  is  backed  by  foreign  capital  or  not.  I 
will  put  a  question  mark  opposite  it.  I  am  pretty  sure  both  com- 
panies are  owned  by  Americans,  so  I  would  have  to  change  that  part. 
There  is  a  new  line,  and  I  do  not  know  who  owns  the  New  York  and 
South  American  Line.  That  is  a  line  that  was  formerly  represented 
by  the  Barber  ('o. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Indicate  what  line.     You  say  ^Hhis  line." 

Mr.  DoDswoRTTi.  The  New  York  and  South  American  line. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  To  Chile  and  Peru. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  will  put  a  cmestion  mark  on  that. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  while  you  are  standing 
there,  I  will  ask  you  to  state  whether  your  rate  of  compensation  for 
advertising  is  per  agate  line  or  per  column. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  We  are  paid  in  this  way:  No  advertising  is  taken 
for  less  than  10  agate  lines.  We  charge  exactly  the  same  for  foreign 
lines  as  we  do  for  the  domestic  lines.  I  have  volunteered  the  infor- 
mation that  we  get  8  cents  a  line  from  both  foreign  and  domestic  lines 
on  yearlv  contracts. 

Mr*  WoRTHiNGTON.  Now,  wiU  you  just  tell  us  how  many  lines  there 
are  in  this  paper  of  February  7,  1911.  that  you  have  just  marked? 
Give  us  approximately  the  number  of  lines. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  thought  I  had  an  advertising  measure  with  me. 

Mr.  Ralston.  A  foot-rule  would  approximate  it. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes;  that  will  do,  if  somebody  has  that.  You 
see  we  sell  in  10,  15,  20,  25,  30,  or  35  lines  of  space. 

Mr.  WoRTHiXGTox.  I  see  approximately  the  same  amount  of  adver- 
tisements in  the  two  papers. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  This  will  be  a  long  job.  I  can  not  do  that  for 
you  inside  of  an  hour,  I  guess. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  We  will  leave  that  paper  here,  Mr.  Dodsworth, 
and  you  can  give  us  the  rule  by  which  it  is  measured.  We  can  have 
somebody  else  do  it,  I  persume. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Talcing  from  line  to  line,  in  adjusting  our  columns 
that  is  a  blank  space  you  see  in  here  [indicating].  We  take  the  meas- 
urements from  type  to  tvpe  in  each  instance. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Well,  in  order  to  get  at  the  rule,  state  merely 
the  top  advertisement  on  this  edition  of  February  7,  1911,  the  one 
headed  ''Europe- American  Line,  Pier  62,  N.  R.,"  and  give  us  the 
number  of  lines  in  that  one. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Why  not  get  at  it  the  short  way?  Ask  him  the 
number  of  lines  in  the  column.     We  have  no  objection  to  that. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  That  counts  37  lines,  but  my  impression  is  that 
it  is  a  40-line  advertisement. 
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Mr.  WoETHiNGTON.  Very  well.  If  it  is  a  40-line  advertisement, 
what  do  you  receive  for  that  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Per  time,  J3.20. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  Each  time  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes. 

Mr.  WoRTiiiNGTON.  And  published  how  manv  times  in  a  year  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Every  business  day,  whicn  varies  from  307  to 
308  dag. 

Mr.  WoBTHiNGTON.  And  the  other  is  what  you  marked  at  the  same 
rate  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  All  at  the  same  rate,  both  domestic  and  foreign. 
The  rate  is  8  cents  a  line,  which  is  7  cents  a  Une  less  than  any  other 
line  on  the  paper,  and  the  reason  we  make  that  rate  is  that  we  regard 
that  advertising  as  of  a  seininews  character. 

Mr.  WOBTHINGTON.  Is  uot  another  reason  that  on  that  class  of 
advertising,  as  you  have  referred  to  before,  you  have  to  pay  a  com- 
mission to  the  soUcitor  or  agent  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  I  presume  it  has  an  effect  on  the  rate;  yes. 

Mr.  WOBTHINGTON.  What  commission  do  you  pay  the  agent  that 
solicits  advertisements  for  you  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  The  agents  on  our  paper  who  do  the  soliciting, 
and  there  is  very  little  of  it  to  be  done,  are  under  salary. 

Mr.  WOBTHINGTON.  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  want  to  ask  a  few  questions.  Mr.  Dodsworth, 
have  you  in  any  case  made  any  different  rates  to  foreign  shipping 
interests  than  those  you  made  to  domestic  shipping  interests  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  And  have  you  of  late  years  advanced  that  rate  on 
advertising— on  this  class  of  advertising? 

Mr.  DoDSWOBTH.  Yes,  sir;  about  three  years  ago. 

Mr.  Ralston.  State  whether  you  did  that  at  the  protest  of  the 
foreign  shipping  advertisers  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Thejr  protested  most  emphatically,  and  went  so 
far  as  to  appoint  a  committee  and  threatened  to  take  all  of  the  adver- 
tising out  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce.  I  now  speak  of  the  represen- 
tatives who  were  sent  to  our  offices  from  the  Atlantic  conference  lines. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  did  not  alter  your  position,  however? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  did  not,  sir;  for  the  reason  that  we  had  been 
publishing  all  of  this  steamship  advertising  in  addition  to  that  giving 
all  the  steamship  news,  which  included  cable  information  and  corre- 
spondence from  various  coastwise  ports,  at  a  loss,  as  near  as  we  could 
estimate,  over  a  period  of  years,  of  something  over  ninety  odd  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  we  had  got  pretty  tired  of  carrying  that  business  at  a 
loss.  We  decided  upon  what  was  a  fair  rate  for  the  business,  and  we 
said  we  would  take  it  or  let  it  all  go. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  have  you  ever  received  any  com- 
pensation in  any  shape  from  foreign  shipping  interests  or  anybody 
else  for  news  matter  m  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  Have  you  ever  received  compensation  indirectly 
from  them  by  the  purchases  of  large  numbers  of  copies  of  the  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  WOBTHINGTON.  That  is  a  question  that  was  asked  him  before. 

Mr.  Ralston.  At  the  beginning. 
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Have  you  ever  received  compensation,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
foreign  shipping  interests  or  any  other  class  of  interests  for  your 
editorial  utterances  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  think  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  do  practically  all  of  the  ships 
that  sail  from  New  York,  foreign  and  domestic,  advertise  their  sailings 
in  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  A  very  large  majority  of  them;  yes,  sir;  consid- 
erably over  75  per  cent. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Of  the  domestic  and  foreign  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir.     Steam  vessels,  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Taking  the  foreign  Unes  by  themselves,  what 
proportion  of  them  advertise  in  your  paper  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  should  say  practically  all  of  them.  There  are 
some  very  small  lines  make  occasional  sailings  that  are  practically 
lost  to  the  eyes  of  the  pubUc,  but  those  vessels  are,  as  I  understand  it, 
controlled  ty  very  large  shippers,  and  used  for  practically  private 
purposes. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Was  this  protest  that  was  made  against  your 
raising  your  rates  by  the  foreign  steamship  Unes,  or  some  of  them, 
in  writing? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  it  was  in  person. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON.  What  do  you  mean  by  saying  you  sustained 
a  loss  of  over  $90,000  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Why,  the  old  rate  which  we  charged  prior  to  the 
present  rate  going  into  effect  had  been  carried  on  for  a  great  number 
of  years,  and  that  rate  was  established  when  the  cost  of  producing 
a  news])aper  was  very  much  less  than  at  the  time  the  new  rate  went 
into  effect.  For  example,  compositore  at  that  time  received  $12  a 
week  for  10  hours'  work  in  the  daytime,  and  $14  a  week  for  night 
work  of  9  hours,  as  compared  with  $24  a  week  for  7^  hours  actual 
working  time  for  day  wages  and  $27  per  week  for  night  men  working 
6i  hours.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  advanced  our  rate. 
The  cost  of  paper  had  gone  up.  Wages  in  all  respects,  in  every 
department,  rents,  and  everything  had  gone  up,  and  we  were  obliged 
to  make  that  new  rate  or  let  the  business  go.  And  I  can  assure  you, 
gentlemen,  that  I  had  some  pretty  bitter  fights  with  the  foreign 
steamship  companies. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Looking  at  this  paper  of  February  7,  1911, 
there  is  one  thing,  Mr.  Dodsworth,  that  I  would  hke  to  have  on 
record,  and  that  is  what  portion  of  the  contents  of  this  paper  is  paid 
advertisements  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Wliat  proportion.  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  No.  Will  vou  just  indicate  on  the  paper 
here  the  paid  advertisements  ?  W^iat  T  want  you  to  indicate  is  wnat 
proportion  of  your  advertising  is  from  foreign  shipping  lines. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Is  it  your  idea  to  have  me  run  my  pencil  through 
the  paid  advertisements  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes;  if  you  will. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  will  make  a  wiggle  through  them. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Yes;  so  I  can  distinguish  them  from  the  other. 
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Mr.  DoDS WORTH.  Yes;  there  were  2  or  3  banking  advertisements 
and  some  other  advertisements  that  went  down  to  about  that  far 
[indicating],  backing  on  the  editorial  page,  down  about  as  far  as  that 
[indicating  on  paper]. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  What  is  it  you  are  indicating  by  that  pencil  mark  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Other  advertising. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Other  advertising  tnan  the  steamships,  which  we 
got  paid  for. 

Mr.  Worthington.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  the  advertising  in 
his  paper  which  comes  from  other  tlian  foreign  shipping  interests. 

(Mr.  Dodsworth  marked  the  paper  as  requested.) 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  All  of  the  advertisements  that  I  have  marked 
with  a  wave  are  at  a  much  higher  rate  than  we  receive  for  the  foreign 
steamship  advertising. 

Mr.  Worthington.  For  instance,  let  me  ask  you  about  one  adver- 
tisement here  which  covers  the  whole  page. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  The  insurance  advertisement  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  It  covers  the  whole  of  page  12.  What  rate  did 
you  receive  for  that  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Twenty-five  cents  a  Une,  or  $525  per  page. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I^et  us  take  one  other. 

Mr.  "Humphreys.  For  what  length  of  time  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  For  one  time.     It  is  a  full-page  advertisement. 

Mr.  Worthington.  Take  the  advertisement  in  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  page  9,  *'  Hunter  rye.'^  What  rate  did  you  receive  for  that  ? 
11  Mr.  Dodsworth.  There  is  a  contract  on  that  which  covers  a  num- 
ber of  thousand  lines.  The  number  of  linQs  I  do  not  know;  but  it  is 
in  accordance  with  our  printed  schedule  rates  of  advertising.  The 
basic  rate,  though,  is  20  cents  a  line,  subject  to  the  discount  that  a 
given  number  of  lines  are  contracted  for. 

||Mr.  Worthington.  Do  you  happen  to  have  with  you  one  of  those 
shedules  of  rates  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  No,  sir;  T  am  sorry  that  I  have  not. 

Mr.  Worthington.  I  would  lijce  to  have  it  understood  that  this 
paper  is  in  evidence,  and  I  will  ask  that  it  be  marked. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  As  an  exhibit  ? 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Do  you  want  that  whole  paper  printed  into  the 
record  ? 

Mr.  Worthington.  Oh,  no;  of  course  not.  I  would  not  have  any 
of  it  printed.     The  testimony  shows  what  was  referred  to. 

(The  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  dated  February  7,  1911,  was 
received  in  evidence  and  marked '^Exhibit  171,  Journalof  Commerce.") 

Mr.  Ralston.  Mr.  Dodsworth,  you  were  speaking  of  the  rates  oif 
composition  and  paper,  and  so  forth,  at  the  time  your  rates  for  adver- 
tising were  fixed.  How  many  years  ago  did  your  answer  relate  to  ? 
You  spoke  of  the  wages  of  compositors  being  $12  and  $14  a  week. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Oh,  that  was  possibly  18  or  20  years  ago.  It  is 
rather  difficult  for  me  to  give  an  accurate  date. 

Mr.  Ralston.  It  must  have  been  more  than  that,  was  it  not  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  It  might  have  been  longer  than  that.  I  can 
not  recall,  but  we  were  paying  the  scale  of  the  union  at  that  time; 
and,  furtherwore,  I  might  add  in  connection  with  the  steamship 
advertisements  that  the  corrections  I  made  at  a  time  when  the 
overtime  rates  comes  in,  which  brings  the  cost  of  composition  up 
to  92^  cents  per  hour. 
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Mr.  Ralston.  You  mean  immediately  before  going  to  press? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes,  sir.  These  are  sent  in  very  late,  usually 
about  6  o'clock,  and  we  have  to  pay  night  rates  for  them. 

Mr.  Garrett.  You  use  machines,  of  course. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Linotype  machines;  yes,  sir. 

Mr.  HuMPHRETS.  It  is  a  morning  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  It  is  a  morning  paper. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  gather  all  of  your  news  by  the  end  of  daylight, 
do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  All  our  market  news  is  in  tvpe  by  half  past  6. 
Our  general  news  is  not  closed  up  until  about  2  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Mr.  Ralston.  That  is  all. 

The  AcJTiNG  Chairman.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with 
your  brother  since  he  was  here  4ast  about  the  question  of  making  a 
statement  as  to  the  circulation  of  vour  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  did  not  catct  your  question. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with 
your  brother  lately  as  to  whether  you  should  give  any  statement  to 
the  committee  about  vour  circulation  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.   Yes,  sir;  we  have  discussed  it. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  And  you  have  not  come  to  any  definite 
conclusion  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Yes;  we  have.  We  prefer  not  to  make  a 
statement. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Is  that  under  advice  of  coimsel  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Well,  it  was  our  own  belief  at  first,  and  it  was 
the  belief  of  my  brother  when  he  was  before  your  committee  last. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  might  say  that  it  is  also  upon  the  advice  of  coun- 
sel, as  the  testimony  is  not  material. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  Might  I  ask  you  what  harm  it  would  do  to 
tell  what  the  circulation  of  that  paper  was  six  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Am  I  called  upon  to  answer  a  question  of  that 
sort? 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  interpose  the  same  objection,  as  to  the  materiaUty 
of  it. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  prcsumc,  Mr.  Ralston,  you  understand  the 
point  the  committee  maxes.  That  is,  whether  it  would  be  likely 
that  anybody  would  offer  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  an  editorial 
in  a  paper^with  a  small  circulation. 

Mr.  Kalston.  That  involves  the  mental  state  of  the  man  who 
makes  the  offer,  as  well  as  other  elements,  something  which  you  can 
not  bring  before  the  committee.  We  should  have  to  object  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  a  business  secret,  a  private  matter  of  Mr.  Dodsworth's, 
and  of  the  company  owning  the  Journal  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  might  add  that  our  refusal  or  disinclination  to 

give  up  that  information  is  nothing  new.  It  is  a  stand  which  we 
ave  cdways  taken  with  advertising  agencies  and  with  advertisers 
when  they  ask  us  our  circulation,  because  our  paper,  being  a  purely 
business  one,  naturally  has  not  as  large  a  circulation  as  a  general 
newspaper;  but  the  character  of  the  pubhcation  carries  witn  it  an 
influence  out  of  all  proportion  to  its  circulation.  I  think  that  is  gen- 
erally conceded  by  all  newspaper  men.  For  instance,  taking  the 
Evening  Post.  It  is  a  3-cent  paper.  The  circulation  of  the  Evening 
Post  is  not  very  lar^e,  but  the  weight  of  its  editorials  is  far  greater 
than,  for  instance,  mose  in  the  New  York  Globe,  which  has  from  a 
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hundred  and  forty-two  to  a  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  circu- 
lation. So  that  the  quality  of  the  publication  has  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  influence  its  editorials  carry. 

Mr.  HuMPHBBTS.  Do  you  know  the  comparative  circulation  of 
your  paper  and  other  papers  in  New  York  of  Bke  kind  t 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  Do  you  mean  of  the  character  of  the  Journal  of 
Commerce  1 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Yes. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  You  probably  have  reference  to  the  New  York 
Commercial. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  Or  any  of  them. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  There  is  another  paper  of  similar  character  to 
ours  published  in  New  York,  called  the  New  York  Conmaercial,  and 
I  have  seen  claims  or  heard  of  claims  of  circulation  that  were  varied, 
running  all  the  way  from  100,000  copies  per  day  down  to  14,000 
copies  per  day. 

Mr.  Humphreys.  For  that  paper  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  For  that  paper;  and  there  are  some  people  who 
think  it  is  less  than  that. 

Mr.  Ralston.  You  have  no  data  on  which  to  base  an  answer,  as  I 
understand  it  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  No;  no  positive  data. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  The  committee  has  not  yet  met  to  decide 
what  action  it  might  take,  but  in  the  meantime  would  you  object  to 
stating  to  this  committee  your  circulation,  with  the  understanding 
that  it  should  not  be  made  pubUc,  but  would  be  simply  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  committee  ?  ^ 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  should  be  more  inclined  to  consider  that,  Mr. 
Longworth^  than  I  would  to  make  a  pubUc  statement.  We  have  no 
desire  to  hide  anything  from  this  committee  that  is  not  going  to  be 
harmful  to  us,  or  which  may  be  harmful  to  us.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  stand  on  our  supposed  rights  when  we  do  not  come  out  with 
something  that  would  be  detrimental  to  us. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  We  can  perfectly  well  see  that  it  may  be 
against  your  business  poUcy  to  make  a  pubUc  statement  that  might 
be  used  either  by  advertisers  or  your  competitors;  but  that  is  not 
our  object  at  all  in  asking  that  question.  Our  object  is  to  come  to  a 
conclusion  as  to  whether  or  not  this  was  a  bona  fide  offer. 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  I  can  absolutely  assure  you  that  it  was  a  bona 
fide  offer,  made  in  practicallv  the  same  words  as  I  stated  to  this 
committee,  and  all  of  my  evidence  connected  with  that  incident  and 
the  $40,000  incident  are  absolutely  reaffirmed. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Except,  of  course,  your  brother  was  not 
a  witness. 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  I  reaffirm  that  he  was  a  witness. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Also  that  you  spoke  to  him  about  the 
$40,000  offer  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  And  you  are  certain  that  he  was  present 
when  the  $100,000  offer  was  maae? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Yes,  sir:  I  talked  to  him. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  When  you  wrote  out  these  Questions, 
which  you  asked  this  committee  to  ask  you,  you  submittea  them  to 
your  brother  ? 
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Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir;  shortly  before  leaving  for  Washington. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  For  what  purpose  ? 

Mr.  DoDswoRTH.  To  let  him  know  what  questions  I  had  framed 
up.  These  questions,  Mr.  Ijongworth,  never  occurred  to  me  until 
the  afternoon  or  mornii^  that  I  was  served  with  the  subpoena,  and 
I  must  say  that  I  was  a  bit  provoked  in  having  to  come  to  Wash- 
ington when  I  should  have  much  preferred  to  have  been  called  in 
New  York.  As  long  as  I  had  to  go  to  Washington  and  give, testi- 
mony, I  thought  it  was  an  opportunity  for  us  to  refute  the  cHazges 
that  had  been  made  against  us. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  You  discussed  with  him  the  general  line 
of  testimony  that  you  expected  to  give  ? 

Mr.  DoDSWORTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Ralston. 'At  what  time,  Mr.  Longworthf 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Just  after  he  had  written  out  these  ques- 
tions, he  testified  that  he  showed  them  to  his  brother  and  consulted 
him  about  them. 

Mr.  Ralston.  I  did  not  think  the  witness  understood  the  question. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  What  was  the  question  ? 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Will  the  stenographer  read  the  question  ? 

The  Stenographer  (reading) : 

The  Acting  Chairman.  You  discuBBed  witb  him  the  general  line  of  testimony 
that  you  expected  to  gfive? 

Mr.  DoDswoBTH.  Yes,  sir. 

Mi.  Ralston.  At  what  time,  Mr.  Longworth? 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Just  after  he  nad  written  out  these  oueetions,  he  testified 
that  he  showed  them  to  his  brother  and  consulted  him  about  mem. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  May  I  inject  something  there,  Mr.  Longworth? 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Yes. 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  At  the  time  I  submitted  to  my  brother  those 
six  questions,  he  said,  ''I  do  not  believe  the  committee  will  ask  those 
questions.*'  In  other  words,  he  had  his  doubts  about  it,  and  I  pre- 
sume that  is  one  of  the  reasons  that  he  gave  before  this  committee 
for  not  considering  what  my  answer  was  going  to  be. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  Then  you  never  told  him  that  you  were 
going  to  give  evidence  before  this  committee  that  you  had  had  these 
various  offers  ? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  Oh,  yes,  sir. 

The  Acting  Chairman.  You  told  him  you  were  going  to? 

Mr.  Dodsworth.  I  told  him  the  nature  of  the  evidence!  was  going 
to  give. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  I  would  like  to  ask  another  question.  You 
have  stated  to  Mr.  Longworth  just  now,  and  with  some  emphasis, 
that  this  was  an  absolutely  bona  fide  offer,  this  $100,000  proposition. 
Do  vou  know  anything  about  what  was  in  the  mind  of  the  man  that 
made  that  proposition,  except  what  you  told  the  committee  ?

The  Chairman.  Mr.  Berwind,  do  you  reside  in  New  York? 

Mr.  Berwind.  I  do. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  your  business  ? 

Mr.  Berwind.  I  am  president  of  the  Berwind- White  Coal  MiniTig 
Co.  and  some  other  corporations. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  any  interest  in  steamship  lines? 

Mr.  Berwind.  Yes. 

The  Chairman.  In  what  lines  are  you  interested  ? 

Mr.  Berwind.  I  have  some  interest  in  the  International  Mercantile 
Marine.  I  have  some  interest  also  in  the  Consolidated  Steamship 
Co.  coasting  lines. 

The  Chairman.  What  is  the  Consolidated  Steamship  Co.  ? 

Mr.  Bekwind.  Those  are  the  lines  down  the  coast,  the  Mallory 
Line,  the  Porto  Bico  Line,  and  the  Clyde  line. 

The  Chairman.  The  International  concern  of  which  you  speak  flies 
the  English  flag,  does  it  not? 

Mr.  Berwind.  Partly  the  American.  The  American  Line  is  in 
their  company,  and  four  ships  there  fly  the  American  flag. 

The  Chairman.  And  the  coast  steamers  are  all  American. 

Mr.  Berwind.  They  are  all  under  the  American  flag. 

The  Chairman.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  foreign  steamship  lines 
can  not  do  any  of  the  coast  trade  business,  can  they  ? 

Mr.  Berwind.  No  ;  they  can  not. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  represented  any  foreign  steamship 
lines  here  in  Washington  in  any  way? 

Mr.  Berwind.  I  have  not. 

The  Chairman.  Have  you  ever  been  before  a  Congressional  com-^ 
mittee  in  regard  to  any  legislation  having  reference  to  shipping  inter- 
ests, one  way  or  the  other  ? 

Mr.  Berwind.  Never. 

The  Chairman.  Do  you  know  anything  whatever  in  connection 
with  any  lobby  or  lobbies? 

Mr.  Berwind.  Neither  directly  or  indirectly.  I  have  never  heard 
of  a  lobby  being  maintained  by  those  companies  here. 
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The  Chaiuman.  You  never  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  rep- 
resented a  foreign  steamship  line  in  connection  with  legislation  here? 

Mr.  Berwind.  I  never  have. 

The  Chairman.  That  seems  to  be  all,  Mr.  Berwind;  you  may  be 
excused.

D.  Little,  secretary,  and  Samuel  M.  Evans,  one  of  the  writers  for 
said  magazine.  I  received  a  letter  from  John  Thompson,  the  manag- 
ing editor  of  Pearson's,  under  date  of  February  9,  1911,  which  seems 
to  show  that  no  information  could  be  obtained  from  these  gentlemen 
vnder  the  scope  of  the  resolution  appointing  this  committee.  The 
following  are  the  articles  and  correspondence  referred  to : 
Extract  from  issue  of  October,  1910: 

It  is  a  fact  that  Americans  haye  quit  going  to  sea.    There  are  few  American 
■ailors.    The  reasons  are,  laws  passed  at  the  behest  of  certain  American  ahip-

How  all  efforts  to  make  Congress  give  the  American  sailor  a  square  deal 
have  been  blocked ;  what  Congressmen  have  done  the  blocking,  and  what  influ- 
ences have  been  behind  the  Congressmen  who  have  done  the  blocking,  will  be 
explained  in  the  December  Pearson's."

Editorial  Note:  The  American  laws  and  the  conditions  on  American  ships 
which  have  driven  American  sailors  from  the  sen  were  explained  in  the  last 
issue  of  this  magazine.

Deab  Sib:  Raymond  D.  Little,  the  secretary  of  the  company  publishing  this 
magazine,  and  myself,  the  managing  editor,  have  been  subpoenaed  by  the  Ser- 
geant at  Arms  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  appear  before  a  select  com- 
mittee to  investigate  certain  charges  under  House  resolution  No.  543,  at  Wash- 
ington next  Monday  morning. 

I  understand  that  this  select  committee  is  investigating  certain  statements 
which  have  been  made  charging  certain  Congressmen  with  receiving  money 
from  shipowners  to  further  the  progress  of  the  ship  subsidy  bilL  Neither 
Mr.  Little  uor  myself  know  anything  about  that.  I  understand  that  we  are 
subpoenaed  principally  because  of  an  advertisement  which  appeared  in  tbt 
October  issue  of  this  magazine  and  two  stories,  one  which  appeared  in  th^ 
November  issue  and  one  in  the  Decefiiber  issue.  The  advertis«nent  to  which 
I  refer  is  attached.  The  stories  were  concerned  first  with  the  condition  of 
American  seamen  on  American  ships»  and  second  with  the  efforts  of  the  Sailors^ 
Union  to  have  certain  laws  passed  for  the  benefit  of  American  sailors.  I  be^ 
lieve  that  the  announcement  around  which  I  have  drawn  a  line  has  led  your 
committee  to  believe  that  we  may  have  some  infbrmation  concerning  money  paid 
to  Congressmen.    We  have  not    Neither  Mr.  Little  nor  myself  have  even  heard 
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such  a  thing  suggested.  Our  announcement  referred  to  the  names  of  ship- 
owners who  favored  the  present  seamen  laws  and  the  names  of  the  Congressmen 
who  worked  for  the  shipowners.  The  names  of  the  Congressmen  were  given  In 
the  story  published  in  December,  but  it  was  not  meant  to  infer  and  does  not 
Mem  to  Infer  that  any  shipowners  had  bribed  these  Congressmen.  It  did 
mean  that  these  Congressmen  favored  the  present  laws  and  objected  to  their 
being  revised.  Why  they  did  this,  we  do  not  know.  It  is  assumed  tliat  it  was 
because  the  Congressmen  believed  the  laws  to  be  Just  and  fair  as  they  stand. 
That  is  all  we  know  about  the  matter. 

It  seems  absurd  that  Mr.  Little  and  myself  should  have  to  spend  Government 
money  to  visit  Washington  to  say  this  to  the  committee.  I  write  to  ask  whether 
or  not  this  statement  will  not  be  sufficient  Will  you  not  kindly  advise  us  so  that 
we  may  have  your  word  by  Saturday  morning.  If  It  is  necessary  that  we  come 
to  Washington  to  explain  that  we  know  of  no  bribery,  why,  of  course,  we  will 
tome. 

In 
our  various  conversations  during  the  preparation  of  the  articles  be  never  men- 
tion that  bribery  had  been  even  attempted.  I  am  sure  he  could  not  give  you 
any  useful  information.

Deab  Sib:  There  is  one  thing  I  omitted  to  point  out  to  your  committee  in 
further  confirmation  of  the  practices  on  the  part  of  the  conference  lines  acting 
in  combination  to  harm  independent  lines,  which  is  the  following : 

The  John  E.  Moore  Go.  has  the  concession  to  transfer  immigrants  from  the 
steamers'  piers  to  Ellis  Island.  When  I  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Rusajan 
Volunteer  Fleet  I  overheard  a  conversation  between  Mr.  Moore  or  his  repre- 
sentative and  the  agent  of  the  line,  to  the  effect  that  while  his  agreement  witii 
the  conference  lines  obliged  him  to  charge  a  higher  price  for  his  boats  to  inde- 
pendent lines,  he  was  not  doing  so  in  the  case  of  the  Russian  Volunteer  Fleet. 
Recently  I  had  occasion  to  complain  about  a  bill  of  the  Moore  Co.  against  the 
Uranium  Steamship  Ck>.,  but  was  assured  that,  though  they  ought  to  charge 
more,  we  were  paying  the  same  rates  as  were  the  conference  lines.  No  doubt 
a  request  from  you  to  the  John  E.  Moore  Co.  at  Ellis  Island  for  a  copy  of  the 
agreement  will  be  complied  with.

Deab  Sib:  In  reading  the  testimony  and  evidence  submitted  to  your  commit- 
tee, permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following : 

Fighting  rates, — Page  1298:  White  Star's  rate,  New  York  to  Liverpool  and 
London,  by  steamship  Laurcntic  Is  $32.50  and  by  steamship  Celtic  $33.75.  To 
transfer  passengers  from  there  to  continental  i)orts  the  rates  must  naturally 
be  higher;  notwithstanding  this,  however,  on  page  1334  steamship  Laurentic'% 
rate  to  Hamburg,  Bremen.  Antwerp,  and  Rotterdam,  for  sailing  only  of  April 
2,  1910,  is  $27,  and  on  page  1337  steamship  Celtic^  to  same  continental  porta 
only  for  sailing  of  April  ^,  is  $27.  Both  steamers  were  pitted  against  ours, 
the  $27  rate  being  at  least  $8  lower  than  their  regular  rate  to  continental  ports 
for  each  steamer  previous  and  after  our  sailings. 

Control  stations. — On  pages  1435,  1439,  and  1444  passengers  of  lines  belong- 
ing to  the  pool  are  urged  to  pass  certain  control  stations.  On  page  1435  the 
North  German  Lloyd  gives  the  names  of  their  agents  there.  These  agents 
represent  all  the  pool  lines,  the  one  at  Ostrowo  being  Carl  Hegner,  the  same 
who  in  his  letter  on  page  1340  writes  that  the  Uranium  Co.'s  ticket  is  not 
valid,  requesting  that  another  be  sent  by  one  of  the  four  pool  lines  instead. 
I  always  understood  that  the  |our  lines  paid  the  expenses  of  the  control  sta- 
tions prorata.  Our  company  would  be  glad  to  share  in  these  expenses,  or 
even  erect  separate  stations,  if  the  lines  would  not  interfere  with  our  applica- 
tion for  the  necessary  license. 

On  page  1419  Mr.  Winter  seemed  much  concerned  in  preventing  undesirable 
passengers  being  returned  before  they  reached  their  respective  ports  of  em- 
barkation, but  was  undoubtedly  perfectly  willing  to  have  our  Russian  passen- 
gers reach  Rotterdam  by  the  longest  route,  not  the  shortest,  which  is  via  Ger- 
many, and  then  have  them  rejected  there  and  returned  to  their  homes  in 
Russia,  instead  of  assisting  to  have  them  Inspected  at  a  control  station  before 
undertaking  their  long  journey.  The  newspaper  article  he  submitted*  as  printed 
on  page  1419,  Is  altogether  false.  The  passengers  were  not  without  means  or 
sufficient  money.  Our  company  wrote  us  to  deny  this.  They  were  all  booked 
through  and  had  passports  or  certificates  that  would  entitle  them  to  enter 
Russia.  It  was  a  disgrace  to  detain  the  passengers  so  long  and  was  done 
entirely  to  injure  us.  Our  company  paid  all  the  expense  of  maintenance  dur- 
ing that  time. 

Appointing  agents, — On  pages  1418  and  1419,  ^Ir.  Winter  exaggerates  about 
the  bringing  up  of  an  agent.  Any  man  of  ordinary  intelligence  can  sell  a 
ticket.    All  he  requires  to  know  are  the  rates  and  the  dates  of  sailings  by  the 
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various  lines.  It  is  not  true  that  a  traveling  agent  must  be  sent  to  educate  and 
instruct  bim  to  do  things  properly.  Mr.  Winter  admits  that  conference  agents 
are  not  permitted  to  do  business  with  us  and  that  it  is  a  good  stroke  of  business 
to  take  away  our  successful  agents  by  offering  them  the  Inducement  of  repre- 
senting eight  companies  as  against  one.  Should  tHey  succeed  in  every  such 
instance  it  is  perfectly  evident  that  no  ticket  could  be  sold  for  an  independent 
line. 

Fimng  lines, — On  page  1446  Mr.  Winter  calls  the  statement  *' silly  and  not 
true,  etc.,  and  on  page  1447  denies  that  lines  are  fined  for  carrying  more  than 
their  proper  percentage  of  passengers.  In  the  brief  of  the  suit  of  the  United 
States  against  the  pool  steamship  lines,  page  45,  article  6,  it  says : 

"Any  line  or  lines  whose  steerage  transportation  in  a  year  exceeds  in  point 
of  number  the  proportions  fixed  by  articles  3  and  4  have  to  pay  a  compensation 
price  of  £4  for  each  passenger  carried  In  excess  of  the  established  proportion 
•     •     •     In  proportion  to  the  number  of  steeragers  which  each  line  is  short." 

It  is  said  the  Russian  line  under  this  agreement  paid  more  than  $75,000  into 
tiie  pool  last  year. 

The  whole  combination,  Mr.  Winter  says,  has  tended  to  develop  better  vessels 
right  along,  but  he  omits  to  say  that  it  was  Hamburg  Line's  money  that  gave 
the  Holland-American  Line  better  steamers  and  Hamburg-American  and  North 
German  Lloyd  line's  that  gave  the  Austro-Amerlcana  Line  the  necessary  funds 
to  build  up  its  trade.  In  both  the  above  companies  the  German  lines  owned  a 
large  number  of  shares  and  were  represented  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Austro-Amerlcana  Line,  perhaps  on  the  board  of  the  Holland-American  Line  aa 
well. 

Cost  of  meals, — Page  1366,  I  stated  meals  cost  about  26  to'  30  cents  a  day. 
Page  1452,  Mr.  Whiter  states  regular  lines  calculate  on  43  to  48  cents  at  least. 
In  this  he  must  be  mistaken,  since  the  immigration  commissioner  always, 
claimed  that  the  three  meals  furnished  at  Ellis  Island  for  24  cents  are  equal, 
if  not  better,  than  immigrants  receive  on  board  ships ;  besides,  many  important 
houses  in  New  York  charge  only  50  cents  a  day  for  board  and  lodging. 

Pool. — Page  1452,  Mr.  Winter  says:  "  This  really  is  not  a  pool."  In  the  brief 
of  the  suit  of  the  United  States  v,  the  Pool  Steamship  Lines,  pages  61  and  62, 
the  percentages  of  the  lines  in  the  pool  is  stated. 

Outtinff  Rates. — Page  1448,  Mr.  Winter  denies  that  he  took  the  initiative  In 
forcing  down  rates.  I  can  prove  by  the  dates  my  circulars  were  Issued  that  we^ 
always  came  out  with  our  regular  rate  only  to  be  followed  by  a  lower  rate  by  tf 
eonference  line  steamer.  About  two  years  ago  the  two  Greek  lines  were  forced 
to  join  the  pool,  because  conference  put  a  fighting  steamer  against  them.  The 
rate  to  Greece  was  $42,  which  was  reduced  to  $12  by  the  Austro-Amerlcana  Line 
when  the  Greek  lines  had  a  sailing. 

Central  Passenger  Association. — I  have  not  seen  Mr.  F.  C.  Donald's  testimony, 
but  judging  from  a  newspaper  article,  he'  denied  Mr.  Winter's  statement  as 
made  on  page  1418,  that  railroad  agents  are  not  permitted  to  sell  tickets  by 
Uranium  Ck).*s  steamers.  According  to  this  article  he  considers  every  lln^ 
outside  the  conference  an  *'  irresponsible  concern."  I  presume  that  as  soon  as 
they  join  the  conference  they  become  quite  responsible.  The  fact  is  I  have 
never  heard  of  an  independent  line  that  did  not  pay  its  debts  in  full.  But  since 
independent  lines  ask  no  credit  of  Mr.  Donald,  but  only  the  same  treatment, 
without  discrimination,  as  he  accords  to  other  lines,  I  see  no  reason  why  he 
should  charge  us  as  being  an  irresponsible  concern.  It  is  money  we  ask  him  to 
pay  us,  not  that  we  can  ever  owe  him  any,  and  the  only  reason  he  always  gave 
us  for  not  paying  was  that  we  would  have  to  get  the  consent  of  all  the  con^ 
ference  lines  before  he  could  do  so. 

Gross  tonnage. — The  following  list  of  tonnage  of  various  steamers  we  must 
compete  with  shows  that  unless  our  regular  rate  Is  lower  than  that  of  our 
competitors  we  would  have  but  little  show  to  secure  passengers.

Dear  Sir  :  Pool  lines*  regular  rates :  We  inclose  herewith  monthly  lists  show- 
ing the  regular  steerage  rates  charged  by  all  conference  lines  to  continental 
ports.  A  year  or  more  ago  the  printer  was  obliged  to  omit  our  sailings  from 
these  lists.  You  will  notice  that  the  rates  are  $35,  $38,  $40,  and  sometimes 
even  $43. 

As  you  will  perceive  by  inclosure,  our  steamship  Campanello  sails  February 
16,  for  which  we  decided  to  increase  our  regular  rate  of  $28  to  $30,  because 
there  was  no  opposition  sailing  on  the  same  day.  The  North  German  Lloyd's 
steamer  Kronprinz  Wilhelm  is  to  sail  two  days  previously,  at  a  rate  of  $4^, 
and  to  date  this  rate  had  not  been  reduced.  To-day,  however,  they  fix  the 
sailing  of  their  steamship  Boon  for  February  16,  at  a  rate  of  $20,  which  steamer, 
as  even  inclosed  to-day's  advertisement  will  show,  was  to  sail  on  March  2  from 
here.  This,  therefore,  proves  not  only  that  the  pool  lines  expressly  put  in  a 
steamer  to  spoil  our  chances,  but  are  the  ones  who  initiated  the  cut,  notwith- 
standing Mr.  Winter's  denial  under  oath.

Mt  Dear  Mr.  Olcott  :  I  have  just  learned  from  the  morning  papers  that  Mr. 
Alfred  W.  Dodsworth,  business  manager  of  the  Journal  of  Commerce  and  Ck>n[i- 
merdal  Bulletin,  In  testifying  yesterday  before  the  House  ship-subsidy  iuTestl- 
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gating  committee,  of  which  you  are  chairman,  stated  in  substance  that  about  90 
years  ago  his  father  was  sitting  in  the  office  of  the  said  publication  and  John 
Roach,  the  shipbuilder,  entered  and  laid  down  a  blank  check  and  nsked  him  to  fill 
out  the  check  and  stop  writing  against  subsidy.  It  is  bai'd  for  me  to  believe  that 
anyone  should  have  deliberately  made  such  a  statement  about  my  father,  whose 
business  honor  and  Integrity  was  so  well  known  as  to  be  above  suspicion. 

It  is  barely  possible  that  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony  has  not  been  correctly 
reported,  and  as  I  do  not  wish  to  do  anything  until  I  have  seen  a  true  copy  of 
his  testimony.  I  am  writing  to  ask  if  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  have  the' 
stenographer  forward  me  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  copy  of  Mr.  Dods- 
worth's  testimony,  with  his  bill*  for  same,  for  which  I  will  send  him  my  check. 
If,  for  any  reason,  it  would  not  be  proper  for  you  to  do  this  for  me,  I  would  be 
greatly  obliged  to  you  if  you  would  direct  the  secretary  or  stenographer  of  the 
committee  to  inform  me  where  I  shall  apply  to  get  a  copy  of  this  testimony.

Mt  Dear  Mb.  Olcott  :  I  have  read  the  testimony  referring  to  my  father  given 
by  Mr.  Dodsworth  before  the  House  ship  subsidy  investigating  committee,  of 
which  you  are  chairman,  and  to  say  that  I  am  indignant  at  his  having  brought 
my  father's  name  in  this  investigation  upon  such  vague  and  hearsay  evidence 
is  a  very  mild  expression  of  my  feeling. 

This  testimony  upon  its  face  is  as  improlmble  as  it  is  in  fact  untrua  I 
would  like  to  refute  this  testimony  and  am  writing  to  ask  if  you  will  permit 
me  to  present  evidence  in  the  form  of  affidavits  or  depositions,  and,  if  not, 
whether  your  committee  will  subpcena  the  witnesses  whose  testimony  I  would 
like  to  have  taken  before  the  committee.  I  find  it  difficult  to  locate  the  parties 
that  I  wish  to  call,  and  it  is  barely  possible  that  one  of  them  may  be  going 
South  shortly,  therefore  I  would  like  to  hear  from  you  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible. 

I  presume  your  committee  wishes  to  have  such  testimony  before  it  as  will 
enable  it  to  make  a  fair  and  true  report.  While  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony  as 
to  the  various  incidents  he  mentions  is  most  vague  and  Indefinite,  and  possibly 
much  of  it  will  be  ignored  by  your  committee,  yet  I  would,  like  to  have  direct 
proof  refuting  that  part  of  it  referring  to  my  father,  so  that,  if  possible,  the 
committee  can  make  a  specific  finding  exonerating  his  name  and  memory  from 
such  a  wicked  and  cruel  reflection. 

I  have  t>een  told  that  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony  In  regard  to  my  father  is 
simply  hearsay  evidence  and  is  so  vague  and  indeflnite  that  little  credence  will 
be  given  it.  While  this  is  true,  still  I  do  not  feel  that  I  should  let  a  reflection 
of  this  kind  pass  unnoticed,  even  though  your  committee  upon  motion  would  be 
willing  to  strike  the  testimony  referring  to  my  father  from  the  record  as  being 
hearsay  and  upon  its  face  unreliable  and  unworthy  of  credence. 

I  shall  greatly  appreciate  anything  that  you  or  your  committee  may  do  to 
give  me  an  opportunity  to  refute  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony,  which  has  hurt 
and  grieved  me  beyond  expression.

Emeline  Roach,  t>eing  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  over  the  age  of 
21  years,  I  reside  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  I  am  a  daughter  of  the  late 
John  Roach,  the  shipbuilder. 

I  have  read  the  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Dodsworth.  the  business 
manager  of  the  New  York  Journal  of  Oonmierce  and  Commercial  Bnlletin,  be- 
fore this  committee,  in  which  be  in  substance  testifies  that.  "About  90  years 
ago  John  Roach,  the  shipbuilder,  or  his  representative,  entered  the  office  of  his 
father,  laid  down  a  check  signed  by  John  Roach  &  Sons,  and  asked  him  to  fill 
out  the  check  and  stop  writing  against  ship  subsidy."  My  sense  of  Justice  has 
been  outraged  by  the  grave  reflection  cast  upon  the  good  name  and  memory 
of  my  father,  and,  although  this  reflection  is  not  supported  by  legal  or  credible 
evidence,  and  the  statement  of  Mr.  Dods worth  is,  on  its  very  face,  vague  and 
improbable  hearsay,  I  wish  to  deny  it  in  most  positive  and  emphatic  terms, 
and  to  protest  to  this  committee  that  an  honorable  and  reputable  name  should 
be  so  unjusly  assailed  without  any  reasonable  or  justifiable  pretext  by  the  state- 
ment of  a  mere  rumor  so  indefinite  and  intangible  as  not  to  afford  ground  or 
opportunity  for  refutation. 

At  the  time  ^^fr.  Dodsworth  says  this  thing  occurred  I  was  much  with  my 
father  and  he  talked  to  nie  freely  and  without  reserve,  I  knew  him  welL 
Above  all  he  had  a  high  sense  of  honor  and  would  not  tolerate  dishonesty  or 
deceit  in  nny  form.  I  know  that  my  father  did  not  do  this  thing.  I  could 
bring  a  number  of  people  before  thife  committee  who  knew  my  father,  who 
would  deny  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony  and  who  would,  on  their  personal 
knowledge  of  my  father's  character  and  his  principles  and  business  methods, 
state  that  Mr.  Dodsworth's  testimony  Is  false  and  untrue.  I  do  not  wish  to 
do  this,  but  1  ask  leave  of  the  committee  to  file  and  make  a  part  of  the  record 
in  this  matter  the  affidavits  of  George  K.  Weed  and  Howard  B.  Grose,  hereto 
annexed,  two  men  who  knew  my  father  well  and  intimately  for  a  long  number 
of  years,  knowing  not  only  his  i)ersonal  character  but  his  various  business 
affairs,  both  of  whom  state' facts  proving  conclusively  that  my  father  could  not 
and  would  not  have  done  such  a  thing. 

As  I  have  no  other  remedy  or  course  of  action  to  repair  this  grievous  and 
heinous  wrong  done  to  the  memory  of  one  who  during  his  life  led  an  upright 
and  honest  life  and  at  his  death  left  a  name  and  reputation  unsullied  and 
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untarnislied  as  a  precious  heritage  to  his  family  and  friends,  I  appeal  to  this 
committee  hi  making  its  rei)ort  herein  to  consider  this  affidavit  and  the  affi- 
davits of  Mr.  (ieorge  E.  Weed  and  Mr.  Howard  B.  Grose,  which  I  al«>  submit 
herewith,  as  a  part  of  the  testimony  in  this  proceeding.  And  I  respectfully 
ask  this  committee  upon  these  affidavits  and  the  testimony  talceu  herein  to 
make  such  special  mention  or  finding  in  its  report  clearing  and  exonerating 
my  father's  name  and  memory  from  this  attempted  and  unjustified  reflection 
and  stigma  as  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  is  just  nnd  proper  and  is  due 
to  his  family  and  friends.

Geoboe  E.  Weed,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  over  the  age  of 
21  years  and  reside  In  the  dty  of  New  York.  I  have  retired  from  active 
business,  but  prior  to  retiring  from  business  and  for  a  number  of  years  I  was 
engaged  in  the  business  of  shipbuilding  and  the  repairing  of  ships.  I  went 
into  this  business  about  the  year  1865,  beginning  work  with  and  learning  this 
business  under  the  late  John  Roach,  the  well-known  shipbuilder. 

I  was  connected  in  business  and  associated  with  Mr.  Roach  from  the  year 
1865  until  the  year  1887,  the  year  in  which  Mr.  Roach  died.  During  all  these 
years  my  Intercourse  and  relations  with  Mr.  Roach  were  unusually  close  and 
confidential.  There  was  hardly  a  day  during  this  time  when  he  was  in  New 
York  that  I  did  not  see  him  and  confer  and  consult  with  him.  At  these 
consultations  and  conferences  we  used  to  discuss  the  business  In  which  we  were 
engaged  and  other  matters  and  subjects  pertaining  to  same  freely  and  without 
reserve.  In  this  way  I  became  thoroughly  acquainted  with  Mr.  Roach  and 
gained  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  personal  character.  I  learned  his  business 
methods,  his  views  on  how  business  should  be  conducted,  and  how  he  regarded 
dishonesty  and  unfairness  In  business  matters.  I  heard  him  frequently  dis- 
cuss mall  subsidies  and  other  questions  relating  to. shipbuilding  in  which  he  was 
interested.  He  Informed  me  why  he  thought  shipbuilding  should  be  encour- 
aged in  this  country  and  his  plans  for  laying  his  views  before  the  public. 
During  all  these  years  of  intimate  association  with  Mr.  Roach  I  had  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  various  business  matters  and  transactions  that  he  attended 
to  personally,  and  I  feel,  with  my  knowledge  of  his  personal  character,  of  his 
business  methods,  and  of  his  personal  transactions,  that  I  am  qualified  to 
express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  he  would  have  done  an  act  unjustly 
ascribed  to  him  after  his  death  and  how  he  would  have  regarded  such  an  act. 

I  have  read  the  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Dodsworth  before  this 
committee  refiectlng  upon  the  character  and  memory  of  Mr.  Roach  in  which 
he  says  in  substance  that  "about  30  years  ago  John  Roach,  the  shipbuilder, 
or  his  representative,  entered  the  office  of  his  father,  laid  down  a  blank  check 
signed  by  John  Roach  &  Sons,  and  asked  him  to  fill  out  the  check  and  stop 
writing  against  subsidies."  From  my  personal  knowledge  of  Mr.  Roach,  gained 
from  my  close  and  intimate  association  with  him,  stated  above,  I  am  confident 
that  he  never  read  the  Journal  of  Commerce,  that  he  had  no  acquaintance  with 
the  editor  of  the  paper,  and  that  he  could  not  possibly  have  made  such  an  ofTer 
as  Mr.  Dodsworth  states  that  he  made. 

I  base  my  conclusion  and  assertion  that  Mr.  Roach  did  not  make  any  such 
offer  to  Mr.  Dodsworth's  father,  either  personally  or  through  one  reprea^itlng 
him,  upon  the  following  groundB,  which  appear  tx>  me  reasonable  and  conclusive 
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of  the  matter:  Mr.  Roach,  being  an  honest  and  upright  man  with  a  high 
Beaee  of  honor,  scorning  and  abhorring  dishonesty  and  dishonest  methods, 
would  not  have  used,  or  have  permitted  anyone  to  use  on  his  behalf,  such  a 
dishonorable  and  reprehensible  course  of  action,  savoring  of  gross  dishonesty 
and  duplicity,  which  qualities  I  always  found  to  be  foreign  to  his  nature.  Mr. 
Roach  was  a  successful  business  man,  well  versed  in  business  methods,  who 
built  up  a  large  and  most  successful  business  by  an  earnest  and  untiring 
devotion  and  attention  to  his  business  which  he  conducted  on  strictly  honest 
business  methods  and  principles,  and  I  never  knew  of  his  doing  a  willfnl 
dishonest  act  during  all  the  years  I  was  associated  with  him 

That  pnrt  of  Mr.  Dodswortli's  testimony  relating  to  the  check  signed  by  John 
Roach  ft  Sons  can  not  be  true  for  the  following  reasons :  At  the  time  Mr.  I>od8- 
wortb  states  Mr.  Roach  or  bis  representative  called  on  his  father  I  had  a  full 
and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  business  carried  on  by  Mr.  Roach.  I  had 
charge  of  the  bank  accounts  and  of  the  check  books.  Every  check  drawn  In  the 
way  Mr.  Dodsworth  states  this  check  was  drawn  passed  through  my  hands,  and 
such  an  incident  could  not  have  occurred  without  my  knowing  of  It.  No  such 
check  could  ha%*e  been  drawn  without  my  having  known  of  it,  and  I  state  posi- 
tively and  emphatically  that  I  never  saw  or  heard  of  any  such  check,  and  to  my 
knowledge  no  such  check  was  ever  drawn. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  in  most  positive  terms  that  my  personal  knowledge 
of  the  business  affairs  of  Mr.  Roach  enables  me  to  deny  that  part  of  Mr.  Dods- 
worth*s  testimony  relating  to  the  check,  and  that  my  intimate  knowledge  of 
Mr.  Roach's  business  methods  and  personal  character  Justifies  me  in  denying 
in  positive  terms  Mr.  Dodsworth's  statement  that  Mr.  Roach  or  his  representa- 
tive called  to  see  his  father  and  offered  to  pay  him  to  stop  writing  against  ship 
subsidy.  The  testimony  reflecting  upon  Mr.  Roach  is  upon  its  face  vague  and 
most  improbable.  li  is  hearsay,  based  apparently  upon  mere  rumor,  and  should 
not  be  given  any  consideration  or  credence.  For  the  reasons  stated  above,  I 
can  not  believe  Mr.  Roach  did  or  permitted  such  a  thing,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  this  statement  of  Mr.  Dodsworth  can  not  be  true.

HowABD  B.  Gbose,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  That  I  am  over 
the  age  of  21  years,  and  reside  In  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts; that  I  am  a  doctor  of  divinity,  and  a  Baptist  minister,  having  been 
for  a  number  of  years  the  pastor  of  a  Baptist  church  in  the  city  of  Pough- 
keepsie,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  which  charge  I  resigned  some  years  ago  on 
account  of  my  health,  and  I  am  now  engaged  in  literary  work,  being  the  editor 
of  Missions,  a  Baptist  monthly  magazine. 

That  prior  to  becoming  a  Baptist  minister,  I  resided  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  devoted  my  time  to  newspaper  work,  journalism,  and  to  other  literary  work. 
That  while  engaged  in  this  kind  of  work,  about  40  years  ago,  I  met  John  Roach, 
the  well-known  shipbuilder,  and,  during  the  period  between  the  years  1876  and 
1884,  I  was  the  confidential  literary  secretary  of  Mr.  Roach  and  had  most  inti- 
mate and  confidential  relations  with  him.  He  stated  his  views  and  ideas  upon 
ship  subsidy  and  other  questions  in  which  he  was  interested  to  me  freely  and 
from  time  to  time  told  me  of  his  plans  for  increasing  American  shipbuilding 
and  of  other  matters  connected  with  shipbuilding.  While  his  literary  secretary, 
I  sometimes  went  with  him  to  Washington,  and  was  familiar  with  what  he 
wished  to  do  to  advance  shipping  and  shipbuilding  in  this  country,  and  he  ex- 
plained fully  to  me  what  he  wished  to  accomplish  and  the  means  by  which  he 
hoped  to  accomplish  it    In  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  his  confidential 
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1^  literary  secretary,  I  learned  of  all  questions  in  which  he  was  interested  and 
M  about  which  he  wrote.  I  also  learned  his  plans  for  advancing  and  putting  them 
iii  In  practical  use.  During  this  time  I  also  learned  his  business  methods  and  was 
m  impressed  with  his  honesty,  fairness,  and  unquestionable  high  sense  of  honor, 
.  it  He  was  wonderfully  informed  as  to  ships,  mail  subsidies,  and  other  questions 
.  ih  relating  to  shipbuilding,  and  his  ideas  were  far  in  advance  of  his  time.  He  was 
ti!i$  most  untiring  and  energetic  in  the  presentation  of  his  views,  but  he  scorned  dis- 
m  honest  methods,  and  during  all  the  time  I  knew  him  I  never  knew  of  his  doing 
il"!      or  approving  anything  dishonest,  or  of  his  adopting  any  means  having  the 

slightest  suspicion  of  crookedness  or  duplicity. 
W  I  have  read  the  report  published  in  the  daily  newspapers  purporting  to  be 

H^  a  transcript  of  the  testimony  given  before  this  comuiittee  by  Mr.  Alfred  W. 
ti  Dodsworth,  the  business  manager  of  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  and 
h:  Commercial  Bulletin,  which,  as  reported  in  the  papers  read  by  me,  is  substan- 
\j      tially  as  follows: 

Lv  ** About  30  years  ago  John  Roach,  the  shipbuilder,  entered  the  office  of  his 

father,  laid  down  a  blank  check,  and  asked  Mr.  Dodsworth  to  fill  out  the 
.<<r      check  and  stop  writing  against  ship  subsidy." 

r  My  association  with  Mr.  Roach  for  about  10  years  was  so  close  and  intimate 

that  I  not  only  had  ample  time  to  learn  his  personal  character,  but  also  learned 
Is  and  knew  his  business  ability  and  business  methods.  From  my  knowledge  of 
^  Mr.  Roaches  personal  character,  I  would  say  that,  in  my  opinion.  It  would  have 
'i  been  contrary  to  his  nature  for  him  to  have  done  such  a  thing  as  Mr.  Dods- 
^  worth  says  he  did,  and  I  can  not  believe  that  this  charge  can  be  true,  as  I 
\r  always  found  him  to  be  pure,  honest,  upright,  frank,  direct,  and  incapable  of 
s;  such  an  act.  While  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  say  positively  that  Mr.  Roach 
i  never  went  to  the  office  of  Mr.  Dodsworth,  or  that  such  a  Ithing  as  Mr.  A.  W. 
!^  Dodsworth  says  happened  did  not  happen,  still  from  my  long  and  confidential 
1  association  with  and  knowledge  of  Mr.  Roach,  I  will  say  most  emphatically 
^  and  positi%'ely  that  if  not  impossible  it  is  most  improbable  that  Mr.  Roach  did 
this  thing  that  Mr.  Dodsworth  says  he  did. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  fkct  that  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Dods- 
worth does  not  say  that  he  was  present  or  that  he  saw  Mr.  Roach  when  he 
'  called  to  see  his  father,  or  that  he  knew  of  his  own  personal  knowledge  that 
his  statement  was  true.  He  did  not  state  any  facts  supporting  his  statement, 
which,  upon  its  very  face,  is  mere  hearsay,  and  which,  so  far  as  I  know,  has  not 
been  substantiated  by  any  credible  proof,  but  seems  based  wholly  upon  a  mere 
rumor,  the  basis  of  which  is  not  stated  by  him.  It  is  inconceivable  that  a 
successful  business  man  would  have  done  such  a  thing,  and  Mr.  Dodsworth's 
statement  is  most  improbable  upon  its  face.  I  can  not,  therefore,  let  such  a 
flimsy  and  unsupported  statement  overrule  my  knowledge  of  Mr.  Roach's  per- 
sonal  honesty,  nor  can  I  believe  that  he  did  such  an  act  or  permitted  it  to  be 
done  in  his  name  and  with  his  approval. 

In  conclusion,  I  repeat,  positively  and  emphatically,  that  during  all  of  my 
association  and  connection  with  Mr.  Roach  I  never  knew  him  to  do  a  single 
dishonest  act  or  any  act  savoring  of  dishonesty  or  crookedness.  Mr.  Roach 
honestly  devoted  his  life  to  the  building  of  an  American  merchant  marine  and 
he  was  honored  by  the  merchants,  professional  and  all  other  business  men 
with  whom  he  came  in  touch  and  had  business  relations.  At  his  death  he  left 
behind  him  a  name  and  reputation  of  which  every  American  should  be  proud, 
and,  now  that  he  Is  dead  and  can  not  defend  himself,  it  seems  to  me  wicked 
and  cruel  that  he  should  be  assailed  by  such  an  unjust  reflection  upon  his  char- 
acter. In  the  name  of  hundreds  who  honor  his  memory,  I  ask  this  committee 
to  carefully  consider  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Dodsworth  reflecting  on  Mr.  Roach 
and  to  give  it  no  more  weight  than  It  deserves.  I  submit  that  It  is  not  enti- 
tled to  sufficient  weight  to  cast  any  reflection  upon  the  honor,  character,  and 
integrity  of  Mr.  Roach  and  that  this  committee  should,  by  a  special  flnding  in 
its  report,  free  and  exonerate  the  name  and  memory  of  the  late  John  Roach  from 
such  a  wicked  and  cruel  reflection.  In  my  opinion,  Mr.  A.  W.  Dodsworth  is 
mistaken  or  was  misinformed,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  Mr.  Roach  ever  did 
what  Mr.  Dodsworth  stated  he  did,  and  I  believe  that  this  statement  of  Mr. 
Dodsworth  is  false  and  untrue.
